The  total  amount  of  stock  subscribed  to  January  1, 1866,  was  twenty- 
eight  thousand,  five  hundred  and  seventy  shares,  on  w^hich  there  has 
been  paid  from  ten  to  twenty  per  cent,  amounting  to  $400,050. 

Surveys. 

1st.  The  line  from  station  150  west  of  Omaha  to  station  000  was 
changed  from  the  location  as  filed  and  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  in  order  to  reduce  the  maximum  grades  from  80  to  30  feet 
licr  mile. 

2d.  A  located  line  was  run  from  the  end  of  the  first  100  miles  over  the 
second  100  miles,  to  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Kearney. 

3d.  Experimental  lines  were  run  in  both  directions,  obliquely  across 
the  divide  between  the  valley  of  the  Platte  Eiver  and  the  valley  of  the 
Republican  River,  east  of  the  100th  meridian  of  longitude. 

4th.  An  experimental  line  was  run  from  the  west  end  of  the  second 
100  miles,  up  the  valleys  of  the  main  Platte,  South  Platte,  and  Cache  la 
Poudre  Rivers,  to  La  Porte. 

5th.  The  line  of  1864,  from  La  Porte  up  the  valley  of  the  Cache  la 
Poudre  to  Antelope  Pass,  was  re-surveyed. 

6th.  An  experimental  line  was  run  from  Camp  Wallach,  in  the  valley 
of  Lodge  Pole  Creek,  along  the  divide  between  the  Lodge  Pole  and  Crow 
Creek,  to  an  intersection  with  the  Cache  la  Poudre  line  on  Laramie 
Plains. 

7th.  The  line  of  1864,  around  the  sjind-hills  on  the  south  side  of  Weber 
River,  was  re-surveyed,  and  thrown  farther  up  on  the  north  slope  of  the 
Wasatch  Mountains. 

8th.  The  line  of  1864  was  also  revised  at  the  head  of  Echo  Creek. 

9th.  An  experimental  line  was  run  from  station  7,461  of  the  survey  of 
1864,  in  the  valley  of  Black's  Fork,  thence  up  the  valleys  of  Harris  Fork, 
the  Sandy  and  Pacific  Creeks  to  the  South  Pass,  and  thence  down  a 
small  stream  to  the  valley  of  the  Sweetwater. 

10th.  An  experimentariine  was  also  run  from  station  8,201  of  the  sur- 
vey of  1864,  in  the  valley  of  Black's  Fork,  thence  down  that  valley  and 
over  the  divide  between  Black's  Fork  and  Green  River,  to  the  mouth  of 
Bitter  Creek,  and  an  intersection  with  the  surveys  of  1864. 

11th.  An  experimental  line  was  also  run  from  Great  Salt  Lake  City 
westerly  across  the  Cedar  Mountains,  the  Desert,  and  the  Humboldt 
Mountains,  to  the  valley  of  the  Humboldt  River,  a  distance  of  208.8 
miles. 

This  also  embraces  an  instrumental  examination  of  several  routes 
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,  between  fixed  points  on  the  main  line)  across  the  Cedar  and  Ilumboldt 
ffloantains.

Surveys  have  been  madc^  up  the  valley  of  Lodge  Pole  Creek,  Lone* 
Tree  Creek,  Crow  Creek,  Pawnee  Creek,  Cut  Blutt'  Creek,  at  the  head 
of  the  Great  Platte  Valley,  and  over  the  Black  Hill  range  of  the  Kocky 
Mountains  to  the  Laramie  Kiver  Canon,  and  west  of  Denver  City  up 
the  valley  of  Clear  Creek  and  its  tributaries  across  Bethond's  Pass  to 
the  valley  of  Moses  Creek,  also  over  the  summit  of  the  head  of  Boulder 
Creek,  all  of  which  surveys  have  resulted  in  the  adoption  by  the  com-

FOURTH, 

Description  of  line  of  road  surveyed^  of  the  lines  fixed  upon,  and  the  cost 

of  such  survey. 

The  chief  engineer  reports  as  follows : 

1st.  The  surveys  made  by  Mr.  L.  L.  Hills,  assistant  engineer  and  chief 
of  party,  included  the  revision  of  located  line  upon  the  Lodge  Pole,  and 
the  k)cation  of  the  line  from  Pine  BluflFs  to  Crow  Creek  Crossing.  Mr. 
Hills,  after  running  some  preliminary  lines,  was  killed  by  the  Indians, 
and  his  surveys  were  completed  by  Mr.  Evans,  and  the  line  adopted 
and  located  by  following  Lodge  Pole  Creek  Valley,  to  five  miles  west  of 
Pine  Bluffs,  then  ascends  to  divide  between  the  Lodge  Pole  and  Crow 
Creek  by  following  one  of  the  tributaries  of  that  stream  to  its  head,  and 
then,  bearing  about  due  west,  strikes  Crow  Creek  eight  miles  below  the 
present  crossing,  and  runs  up  Crow  Creek  Valley  to  the  crossing  in  lati- 
tude 41°  08',  and  has  no  grade  ascending  east  or  west  to  exceed  35  feet 
feet  to  the  mile. 

2d.  The  surveys  of  Mr.  James  A.  Evans,  division  engineer,  included 
the  preliminary  and  located  lines  over  the  Black  Hills  range  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  from  Crow  Creek  Crossing  to  crossing  of  Laramie 
Biver  near  Fort  Sanders.  Mr.  Evans's  line  followed  one  of  the  tributa- 
ries of  Crow  Creek  until  he  reached  the  ridge  dividing  the  waters  of  the 
Sooth  Fork  of  Crow  Creek  and  Lone  Tree  Creek,  and  followed  that 
ridge  to  the  summit  at  Evans's  Pass.  This  pass  is  about  ten  miles  south 
of  Cheyenne  Pass,  and  has  an  elevation  of  8,250  feet  above  the  sea ;  then, 
bearing  southwest,  crosses  Dall  Creek,  and  clings  to  the  western  slope 
of  Black  Hills,  and  reaches  the  Laramie  Plains  near  Willow  Springs 
Station.  The  line  then  runs  along  Wilson  Creek  Valley,  at  West  Bone 
of  Black  Hills,  to  Fort  Sanders,  69  miles  from  Crow  Creek  Crossing^nd 
io  latitude  41^  1&  north.  The  maximum  grade  over  the  Black  Hills 
range  is  90  feet  to  the  mile. 

3(L  The  surveys  of  P.  T.  Brown,  assistant  engineer  and  chief  of 
party,  commenced  at  the  Laramie  River  Crossing,  and  strikes  strongly 
northwest,  following  the  valley  of  Laramie  River  to  the  crossing  of  Lit- 
tle Laramie  River,  near  its  mouth,  then  bears  northwesterly,  passing 
^ath  of  Cooper's  Lake,  crossing  Dutton-s,  Pine,  and  other  creeks,  and 
strikes  Rock  Creek  Valley  near  the  forks  of  that  stream,  following  down 
Rock  Creek  ten  miles;  it  then  crosses  the  divide  between  Rock 
Creek  and  Medicine  Bow,  crossing  the  latter  stream  two  miles  above 
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mouth  of  Rock  Creek,  bearing  due  west,  and  piercing  the  liattlesuake 
Hills  at  Brown's  Pass,  eight  miles  north  of  Fort  Halleck,  latitude 
410  50'  north,  and,  passing  the  range,  strikes  the  head-waters  of  Mary'a 
Creek,  and,  following  it,  canoning  through  the  west  range  of  the  Rat- 
tlesnake Hills  to  the  North  Fork  of  Platte  River,  and  crosses  that  stream 
five  miles  below  mouth  of  Pass  Creek,  in  latitude  41°  46'  north,  dis- 
tance from  Fort  Sanders  114  miles;  then,  striking  west,  follows  a  natural 
depression  of  the  country,  a  system  of  independent  basins,  passings 
through  Rawlings's  Springs,  Duflf  Peak,  and  Separation  Creek,  and 
reaches  the  divide  of  the  continent  at  Doage's  Summit,  in  latitude  41^' 
44'  north,  fifty-one  miles  west  of  North  Fork  of  Platte. 

At  tjiis  point  Mr.  Brown  was  killed  by  the  Indians,  and  Mr.  T.  E.  Ap- 
pleton  took  up  the  line  and  continued  it  west,  dropping  into  Red  Basin, 
ascending  its  rim,  descends  into  Bitter  Creek  near  Laclede  Station,  105 
miles  west  of  North  Fork  of  Platte.  The  line  then  follows  Bitter  Creek 
Valley  to  Green  River,  and  crosses  that  river  near  the  stage-station,  16(> 
miles  west  of  North  Fork  of  Platte.  The  maximum  grade  between  North 
Fork  of  Platte  and  Green  River  is  Go  feet  to  the  mile. 

Mr.  Appleton  also  ran  a  secondary  line,  starting  out  of  Brown's  line 
at  Separation  Creek,  and  following  the  old  Cherokee  trail  over  the  di- 
vide of  the  continent,  eight  miles  north  of  Doage's  Summit,  and  con- 
necting with  the  main  line  in  the  Red  Briar ;  also  a  line  from  Brown's 
Grossing  of  North  Fork  of  Platt43,  northwest,  up  a  natural  depression  in 
the  mountains,  to  near  the  foot  of  Simenal  Mountains,  and  connecting 
with  Bates's  line  at  Red  Butte  Springs,  latitude  40^  03'. 

4th.  The  surveys  of  Mr.  J.  O'Neil,  assistant  engineer  and  chief  of 
party,  included  the  located  line  from  Fort  Sanders  to  Brown's  Pass,,  in 
Rattlesnake  Hills.  He  followed  the  valley  of  the  Big  Laramie,  crossing 
the  latter  stream  near  its  mouth,  and  continuing  down  the  Big  Laramie 
30  miles,  crosses  with  a  45  feet  maximum  grade  to  valley  of  Rock  Creek^ 
which  he  follows  to  its  mouth,  crossing  the  Medicine  Bow  near  mouth  of 
Rook  Creek,  in  latitude  41^  54'  north,  following  down  valley  of  Medicine 
Bow  five  miles.  The  ascent  of  Rattlesnake  Hill  is  made  with  a  65-foot 
grade,  by  hanging  to  the  slopes  of  a  small  stream  which  heads  near 
Brown's  Summit  and  flows  into  the  Medicine  Bow.  Distance  to  inter- 
section  92  miles,  maximum  grade  65  feet,  maximum  curvature  5°. 

5th.  The  surveys  of  Mr.  Maxwell,  assistant  engineer  and  chief  of  party^ 
including  some  preliminaries,  run  in  Black  Hill  Range,  and  theninning^ 
of  a  preliminary  line  through  the  Rattlesnake  Hills,  from  the  mouth  of 
Rock  Creek,  passing  the  EastRattlesnake  Range  at  an  elevation  300  feet 
lower  than  the  one  Mr.  Brown  and  O'Neil  ran  through,  and  crossing  the 
North  Fork  of  Platte  near  the  mouth  of  Medicuie  Bow,  latitude  42<^ 
03'  north.  Also  another  line  running  southwest,  in  valley  of  North 
Fork  of  Platte,  piercing  through  west  range  of  Rattlesnake  Hills  by 
the  canons  made  by  the  North  Fork  of  the  Platte  River,  and  connect- 
ing with  Brown's  line  near  Rawlings's  Springs. 

Mr.  Maxwell  returnetl  on  his  first  line,  and  located  it  to  the  crossing  of 
Medicine  Bow. 

6th.  Mr.  Thomas  H.Bates,  division  engineer's  surveys,  included  a  revis- 
ion of  the  surveys  of  1864  and  1865  up  the  Weber  River,  in  Utah,  to  the 
head  of  Echo  Caiion,  over  the  rim  of  the  basin,  up  Lost  Creek,  a  tribu- 
tary of  the  Weber,  crossing  the  Wahsatch  north  of  Echo  Summit,  and 
connecting,  in  Bear  River  Valley,  with  Mr.  Reed's  survey. 

He  then  commenced  running  a  preliminary  line  from  Grand  River  to 
the  mouth  of  Big  Sandy,  being  due  east,  along  the  42d  parallel  of 
latitude,  running  to  the  south  base  of  NcN^th  Pilot  Butte^ crossing  North 
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Bitter  Creek  uear  its  head,  and  making  tbe  summit  of  the  continent, 
about  twenty-five  miles  southeast  of  South  Pass;  elevation,  7,350 
feet  above  the  sea ;  th^n  following  the  broad,  open,  dry  valley, 
running  due  east  along  the  south  base  of  the  Sweetwater  Hills, 
Ice  Spring  Gap,  and  Seminole  Mountains,  to  lied  Butte  Spring,  latitude 
4iP  03';  then  runs  due  east,  crossing  the  west  range  of  the  Eattlesnake 
Hills  at  the  Sandy  Gap  Pass  ;  elevation,  0,893  feet  above  tidewater; 
descends  by  Lambard's  Springs  to  the  tablelands  of  the  Xorth  Fork  of 
Platte,  and  follows  a  small  tributary  of  that  stream  to  that  river,  and 
crosses  it  near  the  mouth  of  Medicine  Bow  River;  latitude  42^  03',  ele- 
vation 0,250  feet  above  the  sea,  and  follow  up  the  Medicine  Bow 
River  Valley,  crossing  it  a  great  many  times,  connecting  with  O'Neil's 
locates!  line  at  the  mouth  of  Rock  Creek.  Between  the  mouth  of 
Big  Sandy  and  Big  Butte,  there  is  no  running  water,  the  Butte  Creek 
Plain  being  a  system  of  basins,  with  now  and  then  an  independent  lake 
without  outlet ;  distance,  215  miles ;  maximum  grade,  85  feet  to  the 
mile. 

7th.  The  surveys  of  Mr.  F.  S.  Hodges  incbided  the  surveys  of  the  Bear 
River  route,  leaving  Mr.  Rndd's  surveys  of  1804  at  moiith  of  Weber 
Canon,  and  following  along  the  margin  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake,  and 
nearthe  foot-hills  of  the  Wahsatch  range  of  mountains,  leaving  them  at 
Soda  Spring,  in  latitude  42^  39'  north,  longitude  111°  42'  west. 

The  divide  for  almost  miles  turns  here  to  about  due  south,  and  fol- 
lows valley  of  Bear  River  to  Rudd's  Crossing ;  grades,  CO  feet  to  the 
mile;  distance,  251  miles,  being  178  miles  further  than  the  direct  route 
by  Yellow  Oreek,  Echo  Caiion,  Weber  River,  and  Great  Salt  Lake. 

Mr.  Hodges  also  connected  this  line  with  Rudd's  line,  on  Black's 
Fork,  at  mouth  of  Ham's  Fork,  crossing  the  '*  rim  of  the  basin  "  at 
llodge's  Pai58,  and  through  valle^^  of  Ham's  Fork,  and  following  it  to  its 
mouth. 

He  also  revised  the  surveys  near  mouth  of  Bitter  ('reek,  and  crossing 
the  divide  between  Green  River  and  Black  Fork. 

After  a  personal  examination  of  all  these  surveys,  I  recommended 
to  the  company  the  adoption  and  location  of  the  following  route  from 
Fort  Sanders  west,  which  has  since  been  raostl3"  located  and  partly 
built : 

Commencing  at  Fort  Sanders,  we  adopted  Mr.  0'2Teil's  location,  fol- 
lowing up  the  valley  of  the  Big  Laramie  thirty  miles ;  then  crossing 
the  divide  between  tbe  Laramie  and  Rock  Creek,  and  following  the 
valley  of  Rock  Creek  to  the  Medicine  Bow,  latitude  41°  54'  north,  fol- 
lowing down  the  Medicine  Bow  valley  eight  miles,  then  ascending  one 
of  it«  tributaries  to  Brown's' Pass  in  the  Rattlesnake  Hills,  latitude  41^ 
50'  north ;  then  down  Mary's  Creek  to  North  Fork  of  Platte  River, 
crossing  it  in  latitude  41^  46';  then  to  the  summit  of  the  continent  by 
way  of  Rawlings's  Springs,  Duff 's  Peak,  Separation  Creek,  and  crossing 
the  divide  of  the  continent  at  Doage's  Pass,  latitude  41°  44' ;  then, 
running  soath  of  west  line,  ascends  to  Red  Basin,  rises  to  divide  between 
it  and  Bitter  Creek,  and  enters  Bitter  Creek  Valley  below  Big  Pond 
Station ;  follows  that  valley  to  Green  River,  crosses  it  at  the  Old  Stage 
Crossing,  and  comes  into  Black's  Ford ;  follows  it  to  Muddy,  and  up 
Muddy  to  "rim  of  basin,"  over  the  "  rim"  just  south  of  Quaking  Asp 
Hill ;  enters  Bear  River  valley  near  mouth  of  Sulphur  Creek,  rises  to 
summit  of  Wahsatch  by  Yellow  Creek,  crosses  the  summit  at  head  of 
Echo  Canon,  follows  down  Echo. to  Weber,  and  down  the  Weber  River 
to  Great  Salt  Lake,  distance  460  miles. 

The  total  amount  of  the  engineering  of  the  company  for  1867,  xvbich 
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apply  only  to  the  running  of  lines,  and  development  of  the  country,  and 
the  final  location,  was  $185,000.

The  company  have  definitely  located  the  lino  of  their  road  in  the  val- 
leys of  the  Kansas  and  Smoky  Hill  Rivers  to  a  point  near  the  military 
post  of  Fort  Wallace,  Kansas,  400  miles  west  of  Missouri  River.  Ex- 
pense of  the  surveys  to  this  point,  and  those  made  up  the  Republican 
River,  and  to  Denver  in  1865,  was  borne  by  the  contractors,  and  is  em- 
hnced  in  the  cost  of  the  road  to  the  company. 

Daring  the  year  1867  extended  surveys  have  been  made.  The  com- 
pany have  maintained  in  the  field  four  complete  corps  of  engineers,  and 
the  aggregate  distance  over  which  instrumental  surveys  have  been  run 
exceeds  3,500  miles. 

Tvo  lines  have  been  run  from  Fort  Wallace  to  Denver ;  two  lines  from 
Fort  Wallace  to  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico ;  one  by  the  valley  of  the 
Purgatory  River,  crossing  the  passes  of  the  Raton  Mountains,  thence 
to  Fort  Union,  and  via  Las  Vegas  to  a  point  seven  miles  below  Albu- 
qnerque  on  the  Rio  Grande,  and  one  line  up  the  valley  of  the  Huerfano 
Hiver,  through  Sangrede  Christo  Pass  to  Santa  F6,  and  thence  to  Albu- 
querque. West  of  the  Rio  Grande  two  lines  have  been  surveyed  to  the  Col- 
orado River,  one  by  way  of  Fort  Craig  and  the  32d  parallel  or  Gila  route 
to  Fort  Yuma,  the  other  following  the  general  route  of  the  35th  parallel, 
(Tossing  the  San  Francisco  range  of  mountains  north  of  Prescott,  Ari- 
zona, and  striking  the  Colorado  River  near  Fort  Mohave  below  the  head 
of  water  navigation.  From  Fort  Mohave  the  survey  has  been  continued 
westward,  crossing  the  Sierra  Nevada  at  or  near  the  Tehachapah  Pass 
into  Tulare  Valley,  and  thence  on  to  San  Francisco.  The  result  of  these 
surveys  has  been  eminently  satisfactory.  A  route  has  been  found  across 
the  mountains,  by  what  is  known  as  the  35th  parallel,  which  is  entirely 
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free  from  obstruction  by  snow,  and  on  which  a  railroad  may  be  con- 
structed at  reasonable  cost  and  with  favorable  grades.  A  large  corps  of 
engineers  ai'e  still  in  the  field,  revising  the  work  preparatory  to  estimat- 
ing the  cost  of  the  road  by  the  route  examined.

The  above  amonut  would  fully  complete  and  equip  the  road  in  all  re- 
S^^ts  sufficient  for  the  i^reseut  business.  The  item  of  $1,130,000  for  a 
bridge  over  the  Missouri  Eiver,  can  be  avoided  temporarily  by  substi- 
tatiug  for  the  first  three  or  four  years  large  steam  ferry-boats,  arranged 
for  transporting  cars.  The  necessary  boats,  dockage,  and  approaches 
would  require  an  expenditure  of  $100,000. 

The  foregoing  estimate  is  based  on  the  improved  line,  a  map  of  which 
1  forward  you  herewith.  (The  map  here  referred  to,  of  a  different  loca- 
tHMi,  was  accepted  and  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior.) 

No  material  change  has  been  made  iu  the  location,  yet  considerable 
>ariog  has  been  made  in  the  gradients. 

The  completion  of  the  map  and  estimates  of  the  earth- work  has  been 
ierioasly  delayed,  in  consequence  of  a  fire,  which  destroyed  the  compa- 
ny *.s  office  last  spring,  and  all  the  maps,  profiles,  and  notes  of  the  line, 
^hich  were  iu  the  office,  were  burned,  and  additional  field-work  has 
been  required  to  supply  the  losses.

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  pro- 
gress made  in  the  construction  of  the  Sioux  City  and  Pacific  Eailroad. 

After  the  contract  for  grading  was  let  last  November,  I  deemed  it 
best  to  postpone  work  on  the  main  line  and  begin  the  grading  on  the 
branch  of  the  Cedar  Eapids  and  Missouri  River  Railroad,  which  con- 
nects that  line  with  this  in  a  distance  of  six  and  a  half  miles,  near  the 
Missouri  River  crossing. 

The  early  freezing  of  the  ground  last  fall,  and  the  unusually  wet 
spring  and  floods  in  the  Missouri  Valley  this  season,  so  much  delayed 
the  completion  of  the  grading,  that  the  branch  was  not  finished  and 
ready  for  use  until  August  last. 

In  July  the  work  of  grading  the  first  sixty-eight  miles  from  Sioux 
City  was  vigorously  commenced,  and  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  sixty- 
two  miles  of  the  grading  is  now  completed,  and  that  the  remaining  six 
miles  will  be  finished  about  the  5th  of  next  month,  except  one  cut  two 
miles  from  Sioux  City,  which  will  be  about  the  1st  of  January  next. 
Track-laying  was  commenced  in  September  at  the  junction  with  the 
Cedar  Rapids  and  Missouri  River  Railroad  Branch,  and  at  this  date 
thirty-six  miles  of  the  track  has  been  finished  and  brought  into  use. 
And  it  is  intended  to  have  at  least  fifty  miles  completed  during  Decem- 
ber, and  the  remainder  of  the  line  to  Sioux  City  in  January. 

The  track-laying  and  building  have  been  much  delayed  by  the  ina- 
bility of  the  Chicago  and  JNorthwestern  Railroad  Company  to  deliver 
the  materials  promptly,  owing  to  the  great  press  of  business  on  that  line 
and  their  very  limited  supply  of  platform  cars  for  carrying  iron  and  tim- 
ber. The  track  party  have  had  repeatedly  to  stop  laying  track  and  wait 
for  iron  or  bridge-timber.  The  station-house  at  River  Sioux  is  not  so  far 
completed  as  to  be  occupied,  and  at  Onawa  and  Sioux  City  the  station- 
houses  are  now  building.  • 

A  temporary  engine-house  and  blacksmith-shop  and  storehouse  have 
been  built,  and  permanent  water-tank  at  Missouri  Valley  Junction,  and 
also  water- tank  at  River  Sioux  and  Onawa. 

Houses  for  section-men  have  also  been  built  at  convenient  distances 
along  the  line. 

The  rolling-stock  of  the  company  consists  of  2  first-class  locomotives, 
40  box  and  platform  cars,  4  large  boarding-cars,  1  office-car,  and  7  hand- 
cars. 

The  following  rolling-stock  is  under  contract,  to  be  delivered  during 
December,  viz :  1  first-class  locomotive,  2  pa«senger-cars,  2  baggage  and 
express  cars,  and  5  box-cars. 

In  laying  the  track  2,640  ties  per  mile  have  been  used,  and  the  best 
quality  of  American  iron,  weighing  56  pounds  per  yard,  with  improved 
fish-bar  splices. 

After  reaching  a  point  about  three  miles  from  Sioux  City,  we  have 
sixty-five  continuous  miles  without  a  cut,  and  an  average  descent  ot 
only  about  eighteen  inches  per  mile,  and  but  four  curves.  One  of  the 
tangents  is  twenty-seven  miles  in  length. 

A  first-class  telegraph-line  is  also  constructed  by  the  company  from 
Missouri  Valley  Junction,  where  it  will  connect  with  the  Western  Union 
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Telegraph  line,  and  is  now  completed  about  thirty-eight  miles  from  that 
point,  and  will  be^flnished  to  Sioux  Citj'  as  soon  as  the  railroad  or  before.

Sm :  My  last  annual  report,  stating  the  condition,  progress,  and  inten- 
tions of  this  company,  was  dated  November  16,  1866,  and  is  now  on  file 
in  your  Department. 

With  that  report  I  submitted  copies  of  instructions  to  J.  E.  Ainsworth, 
chief  engineer,  of  date  of  April  21, 1866,  and  also  his  report,  dated  No- 
vember 1,  1866.  I  now  submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  com- 
pany during  the  past  year,  and  also  the  present  condition  of  its  affairs. 

The  accompanying  report  of  William  W.  Walker,  the  present  chief 
engineer  of  the  company,  shows  somewhat  in  detail  the  progress  that 
has  been  made  in  grading,  bridging,  track-layiug,  erecting  buildings  and 
telegraph-line,  and  also  the  amount  of  rolling-stock  now  on  hand  and 
contracted  for. 

From  this  report  it  will  appear  that,  although  work  was  not  commenced 
until  July  last,  thirty-six  miles  of  the  road  are  now  completed  and  in 
operation,  and  sixty-two  miles  graded.  Thirty-eight  miles  of  telegraph- 
line  have  been  built,  and  the  completion  of  the  first  sixty-eight  miles 
from  Sioux  City  is  almost  a  certainty  during  the  next  two  months.  The 
company  will  thus  be  able  to  deliver  freight  and  Government  supplies 
destined  for  the  Upper  Missouri  Valley  at  Sioux  City  by  rail  before  the 
opening  of  navigation  in  spring.  The  equipments  of  the  company,  which 
at  present  consist  of  two  locomotives  and  forty- five  cars,  will  be  increased 
in  December  by  another  locomotive,  and  two  passenger,  two  baggage 
and  express  cars,  and  five  freight-cars  ]  and  such  further  additions  will 
be  made  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  neceAary  for  the  prompt  transac- 
tion of  the  business  which  may  offer. 

The  company  has  purchased  over  six  thousand  tons  of  the  best  Amer- 
ican iron,  weighing  66  pounds  per  yard,  of  the  pattern  and  laid  with 
the  splice-bar  joints  recommended  by  Government  officials.  The  com- 
pany has  collected  over  $1,200,000  on  the  subscription  to  its  corporate 
stock,  which  sum  has  already  been  mostly  paid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
materials  and  on  construction. 

I  also  inclose  herewith,  for  filing  in  your  Department,  as  required  by 
law,  a  report  of  William  W.  W^alker,  chief  engineer,  dated  June  20, 
1867,  showing  the  estimated  cost  of  the  road  when  completed.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  financial  con- 
dition of  this  Bureau,  and  to  request  your  advice  thereon. 

The  law  requires  the  continuation  of  the  freedmen's  hospital  in  this 
city,  and  the  payment  of  bounty,  prize-money,  &c.,  to  colored  soldiers, 
sailors,  and  marines  in  every  part  of  the  country,  and  the  total  amount 
appropriated  for  these  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1872, 
is  91t)5,500,  t.  e.,  $100,000  less  than  the  Commissioner  asked  for. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  the  expenditures  within  the 
amount  appropriated,  by  reducing  the  number  of  agents  and  clerks  to 
the  lowest  possible  point  consistent  with  any  efficient  execution  of  the 
law,  but  now  the  funds  are  nearly  exhausted.  If  all  bills  and  claims 
Bhall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  this  month,  only  about  $1,000  will  remain. 
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A  bill  is  now  before  the  Committee  qf  the  House  on  Freedmen^s  Aflfairs 
nbolisliing  this  Bureau,  and  providing  for  the  hospital. 

If  that  bill  could  be  acted  upon  at  once,  it  would  relieve  me  from  tbo 
embarrassment  of  my  present  jmsition.

met  at  the  city  of  Mobile,  February  3,  instant,  the  earliest  day  practi- 
cable, all  the  members,  with  the  recorder,  being  present.  They  continued 
their  sessions  from  d«y  to  day,  examining  maps  of  the  river  and  bay  of 
Mobile,  and  projected  plans  for  their  im])rovement,  and  such  reports  of 
boards  and  of  officers  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  as  were  at  hand,  vis- 
iting the  localities  of  interest  connected  with  the  projected  plans  of 
improvement,  viz :  The  inner  harbor  of  Mobile,  Choctaw  Pass  and  Bar, 
the  lines  of  cliannel  obstructions,  and  Dog  River  Bar  as  far  as  the  an- 
chorage of  the  upper  fleet,  causing  soundings  to  be  made  and  specimens 
of  the  bottom  to  be  procured  whenever  thought  necessary  ;  and  further 
seeking  information  from  other  sources  as  to  the  condition  of  the  bars 
and  the  depth  of  the  water  thereon,  as  well  as  in  the  channels,  for  the 
past  forty  years.  On  application  to  the  "  board  of  improvement  of  the 
river,  harbor,  and  bay  of  Mobile,  organized  un<ler  authority  of  the  State 
of  Alabama,''  they  were  courteously  furnished  with  their  projected 
plans  of  improvement,  with  explanations  of  the  same,  both  verbal  and 
in  writing,  by  their  engineer.  General  Braxtou  Bragg  j  and  they  now 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  required  by  the  fore- 
going order  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  giving  their  views  as  to  the  method 
of  improvement  of  the  channels  of  approach  to  the  city  of  Mobile, 
"  and  as  to  the  probable  effect  of  the  works  projected  by  the  board  of 
improvement  of  the  river,  harbor,  and  bay  of  Mobile"  upon  the  opera- 
tions now  in  progress,  and  upon  those  still  necessary  to  open  the  chan- 
nel-way, as  proposed  by  the  General  Government. 

REPORT. 

The  inner  harbor  of  Mobile  is  properly  the  anchorage  in  the  Mobile 
Kiver,  extending  northward  from  its  mouth  at  Choctaw  Bar.  This  river 
opens  into  the  bay  of  Mobile,  which  extends  a  distance  of  about  thirty 
miles  to  the  south  to  Dauphine  Island  and  Mobile  Point.  This  bay  or 
basin  is,  for  the  greater  part,  shoal ;  and  it  is  this  shoalness  to  so  great 
an  extent  southward  from  the  mouth  of  Mobile  River  that  constitutes  the 
difficulty  in  the  way  of  obtaining  and  preserving  the  requisite  depth  of 
water  on  the  line  of  approach  to  the  city  from  the  anchorage  below. 

At  this  date  21  feet  depth  at  mean-low  water  is  maintained  on  the 
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outer  bar  and  in  the  "lower-fleet"  roadstead,  about  twenty-flve  miles 
from  Mobile,  wbile  13- loot  draught  cau  ascend  the  bay  to  the  "upper 
fleet/  opposite  Dog  Itiver,  about  nine  miles  distant  from  the  mouth  of 
Mobile  Kiver,  The  water  shoals  gradually  from  this  13  foot  curve  to 
Dog  River  Bar,  where  its  least  depth  in  the  channel,  three  miles  distant 
from  Choctaw  Bar,  is  but  9  feet,  deepening  again  above  to  10  feet  till 
the  lower  line  of  obstructions  is  reached.  From  this  point  to  the  upper 
obstructions  the  direct  channel  and  that  of  Spanish  liiver  show  a  least 
depth  of  12  feet,  the  latter  river,  however,  having  a  gre«Tter  depth 
throagh  the  larger  portion  of  its  length,  while  the  former  shoaled  at 
Choctaw  l*oint  to  7J  feet  at  mean-low  water  before  the  excavations  now 
in  progress  were  commenced.  The  want  of  hydrographic  charts  of  Mo- 
bile Bay  (none  prior  to  1852  being  before  this  board)  prevents  us  from 
ascertaining  the  earlier  condition  of  the  channels  of  approach  to  the  city 
and  of  the  exterior  bars  farther  than  can  be  derived  from  the  testimony 
of  Captain  John  Grant,  a  well-known  and  intelligent  citizen  of  this  place, 
of  large  i>ersonal  experience,  having  been  engaged  on  works  of  harbor 
and  channel  improvements  for  the  past  forty-live  years,  and  resicling  in 
this  vicinity  for  the  greater  part  of  that  period.  By  his  testimony  the 
outer  or  Dog  River  Bar  does  not  vary  essentially,  having  mnintained 
from  8  to  0  feet  depth  of  water  over  its  shoalest  part  since  his  arrival 
at  this  place  in  1826,  while  Choctaw  Bar  gradually  shoals  from  year  to 
year,  but  very  slowly.  The  greatest  depth  of  water  on  this  bar  being 
but  5J  feet  in  1828-'29,  it  was  then  dredged  to  give  a  channel-way  of  8 
feet  at  mean-low  tide,  which  was  again  deepened  by  the  same  process 
iu  1838-'39  to  10  feet;  but  having  been  left  without  further  care  for  a 
period  of  twenty-one  years,  was  found,  in  1870,  to  have  but  7^  feet  depth. 
Southerly  and  southeast  winds,  it  is  believed,  create  a  wash  in  Garrow's 
Bend  that  moves  the  sands  of  that  shore  around  Choctaw  Point,  caus- 
ing the  shoaling  of  the  waters  southeasterly  from  that  point  and  on 
Choctaw  Bar,  and  gradually  filling  Choctaw  Pass.  Some  forty  sam- 
ples of  the  bottom  soil  were  procured  from  the  pass  and  bar,  and  from 
various  portions  on  the  shoals  to  the  west,  and  from  Garrow's  Bend, 
which  seemed  to  confirm  the  opinion  that  the  shoaling  process,  both  iu 
the  pass  and  on  the  bar,  is  due,  at  least  in  gart,  to  the  accumulations 
drifted  from  the  bend,  and  that  jettees  might  be  advantageously  placed 
along  that  shore  to  prevent  this  drift.  The  river,  doubtless,  deposits 
6ome  of  its  silt,  as  the  waters  at  its  mouth  widen  *,  but  if  the  sand-drifb 
from  the  bend  can  be  effectually  checked,  the  shoaling  process  on  the 
bar  will  probably  be  much  less  rapid  than  at  present.  Our  opinion,  in 
this  re8i>ect,  differs  from  that  of  the  board  of  1860. 

Having  thus  briefly  described  the  channel  of  approach  from  the  anchor- 
age of  the  bay  to  the  inner  harbor  of  Mobile,  and  the  two  obstrjacting 
bars  to  this  passage,  and  pointed  out  (what  is  apparent  from  an  exam- 
ination of  the  chart  of  Mobile  Bay)  that  the  diflBculty  in  the  way  of  its 
improvement  arises  from  its  being  merged  or  lost  in  the  waters  of  a  wide 
shoal  bay  extending  southward  about  twenty-five  miles  before  gaining 
a  depth  of  18  feet,  this  board  are  com[>elled  to  admit  that  the  problem 
before  them  does  not  promise  an  easy  or  entirely  satisfactory  solution, 
or,  at  least,  one  that  will  give,  in  a  strict  sense,  a  permanent  improve- 
ment. 

Such  a  channel  or  passage-way  can  only  be  deepened  by  the  scouring- 
process,  or  by  dredging,  or  by  both  combined.  The  first  would  require 
that  the  river  currents,  to  effect  this  end,  should  be  confined  within 
uarrow  limits  by  dikes  or  jettees,  which,  carried  so  far  into  the  bay, 
^ould  be  very  costly,  and  if  made  with  timber,  the  only  material  avail- 
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abto  within  reasonable  limits  of  expenditare,  would  decay  above  the 
low- water  line,  and  in  its  southern  portion  would  be  rapidly  destroj-ed 
by  the  sea-worm.  Moreover,  the  river-silt,  passing  through  this  cbaii- 
nel,  would  rapidly  form  a  bar  at  its  mouth,  necessitating  the  prolonga- 
tion of  the  inclosing  dikes,  or  the  dredging  of  the  bar  at  short  inter- 
vals, either  of  which  operations  would  require  frequent  outlays  in  addi- 
tion to  the  original  cost. 

The  board  see  such  objections  to  this  method  of  improving  the 
channel  of  approach  to  the  city  of  Mobile  from  the  upper  anchorage 
that  they  have  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  make  any  plans  <M*  estimates 
of  its  cost. 

The  other  method  of  improving  this  channel  by  dredging  will  also  be 
very  costly,  and  it  cannot  be  hoped  that  the  results  will  be  entirely  per- 
manent ;  in  other  words,  that  the  depth  attained  will  be  preserved  with- 
out additional  dredging  from  time  to  time.  Of  the  two  methods,  the 
board,  however,  prefer  the  latter,  believing  it  the  more  likely  to  pro- 
cure, if  not  a  strictly  satisfactory  channel,  at  least  a  better  one  than 
can  be  obtained  at  the  same  cost  by  any  other  means  that  have  been 
suggested.  The  operations  necessary  to  dredge  this  channel  to  a  suit- 
able depth  will  probably  involve  an  outlay  of  $630,000  in  addition  to 
t^at  already  granted,  and  small  appropriations  from  time  to  time  to  pre- 
serve the  depth  of  water  attained  on  the  completion  of  the  work. 

Admitting  the  above  conclusion  of  the  board,  that  the  dredging-pro- 
cess  is  the  preferable  method  of  improving  the  channel  of  approach  to 
the  city,  two  projects  present  themselves  for  our  consideration :  the 
first,  to  dredge  Choctaw  Bar  to  a  depth  of  9  feet  at  mean  low  water, 
the  present  depth  on  Dog  Kiver  Bar,  which  would  permit  the  passage  of 
vessels  of  11-foot  draught  at  high-tide,  and  which  could  be  eiliected  and 
maintained  without  great  cost;  and  the  second,  to  dredge  a  suitable 
channel,  13  feet  deep,  over  both  bars,  for  a  length  of  nine  miles  from 
the  inner  harbor  of  Mobile,  giving  a  draught  of  15  feet  at  high  water  to 
the  upper  fleet  anchorage,  and  during  the  prevalence  of  southerly  winds 
one  foot  more.  The  board  are  of  opinion  that  the  commercial  interests 
of  the  city  and  State  will  justify  the  large  expenditures  as  estimated 
to  secure  the  deeper  or  13-foot  channel.  The  problem  for  solution,  in 
this  bay,  is  similar  to  that  in  Patapsco  Bay,  for  the  imi>rovement  of  the 
channel  of  approach  to  the  harbor  of  Baltimore.  If  the  method  by 
dredging  is  a  success  there^  as  it  is  believed  to  be,  it  will  probably  l^eso 
here,  as  the  bay  of  Mobile  is  not  more  exposed  to  action  of  storm- waves 
than*the  open  reach  of  Patapscib  Bay. 

As  to  the  direction  of  this  artificial  channel,  the  board  concur  with 
that  of  1860,  and  with  both  of  the  engineer  officers  recently  in  charge 
of  the  Mobile  Harbor  improvements,  that  the  line  of  deepest  water 
should  be  followed  as  it  has  existed  for  the  past  fifty  years,  since  this 
line  must  now  be  regarded  as  a  resultant  of  a  fixed  regimen  of  the  dif- 
ferent rivers  uniting  to  produce  this  channel.  The  curve  at  the  upper 
obstructions  should  be  made  as  gentle  as  possible,  and  the  opening  or 
width  of  channel  in  that  part  somewhat  increased,  to  admit  the  ready 
passage  of  the  largest  class  of  vessels  that  may  enter  the  inner  harbor 
of  Mobile.  It  is  recommended  that  this  excavation  be  restricted  to  a 
width  of  200  feet  throughout  its  length,  at  least  until  its  comparative 
permanency  can  be  vested  or  established. 

The  board  give  it  as  their  opinion  that  this  excavation  should  be 
made  as  rapidly  as  possible,  for  if  portions  only  are  dredged,  and  left 
in  an  even  or  lumpy  condition,  such  portions  will  fill  to  the  level  of  the 
projections ;  and,  besides,  there  will  not  be  a  clecir  water-way  lor  the 
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ready  aioveBieiit  of  the  bottom  current  until  each  bar  is  cut  entirely 
through  and  finished  to  an  even  surfat^.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  this 
dredging  should  proceed  slowly  and  at  intervals,  it  will  be  but  a  partial 
SQcoess.  No  good  results  can  be  predicted,  except  from  a  rapid  and 
thorough  execution  of  the  work.  The  sketch  accompanying  this  report 
shows  the  channel  in  red  lines,  a^  proposed  by  the  engineer  officer  of 
this  station,  with  the  slight  modifications  at  the  upper  bend  already  al- 
laded  to,  and  now  submitted  by  this  board  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  for 
his  consideration. 

It  should  be  here  noticed  that  the  State  board  of  harbor  improvement, 
uDder  the  direction  of  its  engineer,  General  Braxton  Bragg,  have  removed 
the  up|>er  obstructions  across  the  channel  of  the  Mobile  River,  imme- 
diately beyond  the  Choctaw  Bar,  to  a  width  of  600  feet.  The  remaining 
portion  of  this  obstruction  westward  is  not  thought  to  be  prejudicial  to 
the  channel.  In  similar  manner,  the  gap  in  the  lower  obstruction  has  been 
opened  to  a  width  of  600  feet.  Where  the  channel- way  of  Spanish  River 
crosses  the  upper  obstructions  the  gap  is  now  about  200  feet  wide.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  width  of  this  channel,  and  the  great  body  of  water,  that 
of  Spanish  and  Tensaw  Rivers  combined,  passing  in  this  direction, 
require  a  wider  opening  through  this  line  of  obstructions — ^an  interval 
of  at  least  600 ;  otherwise  the  flow  in  part  will  crowd  eastward,  and  not 
continue  in  its  proper  direction  to  unite  with  the  current  of  Mobile 
Kiver,  through  the  outer  channel  over  Dog  River  Bar.  It  would  be 
well  for  a  year  or  more  to  observe  closely  as  to  the  eff'ect  of  the  remain- 
ing portions  of  these  obstructions,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  if  they  are 
iD  any  manner  prejudicial  or  beneficial  to  the  channel-way  as  it  now 
exists  beyond  the  debouches  of  the  several  rivers  into  Mobile  Bay;  and 
farther,  as  to  expediency  of  extending  the  upper  obstructions  westward 
to  tbe  shore  at  Choctaw  Point 

The  board  having  given  their  opinion  as  to  the  method  of  improve- 
ment which  promises  a  better  channel  of  entrance  to  the  river  harbor  of 
Mobile,  in  compliance  with  their  instructions,  wull  now  present  their 
Tiews  as  to  the  probable  effect  of  the  works  projected  by  the  ^'  board 
for  the  improvement  of  the  river,  harbor,  and  bay  of  Mobile,"  organized 
bj  the  State  of  Alabama,  upon  the  operation^  now  in  progress  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  to  deepen  the  channel  of  approach  to  the  city. 
These  projected  works  are  explained  in  accompanying  paper,  submitted 
by  General  Bragg  to  this  board,  marked  A,  in  the  appendix.  Quoting 
from  this  manuscript,  the  first  of  these  projected  works  now  in  process 
of  construction  is  "  a  structure  of  piled  and  filling  across  the  heiid  of 
Pinto  or  Middle  Pass,  intended  to  close  the  same,  and  force  the  water 
now  flowing  through  that  pass  into  the  main  channel  by  Choctaw  Point.'^ 
There  will  be  some  increase  to  the  volume  of  water  flowing  out  of  the 
mouth  of  Mobile  River  by  shutting  up  this  p<iss,  producing,  ])robably, 
some  scouring  effects  below  on  the  river-banks  or  bottom,  the  heavier 
w  sandy  portions  of  which,  if  this  increased  flow  of  water  be  rapid 
enough  to  move  sand,  will  be  redeposited  as  soon  as  the  slack-water  will 
permit,  while  the  finer  portions  will  be  carried  farther  out  into  the  bay, 
and  mostly  dispersed  in  its  shallow  waters  on  Dog  River  Bar  and  be- 
yond. And  here  it  may  be  well  to  observe  that  any  scouring-process 
tiiat  moves  material  from  the  banks  or  bottom  of  a  river  near  its  mouth, 
only  transfers  it  into  the  bay  or  sea  bej'ond,  to  form  a  bar  there,  if  the 
water  be  shoal.  Any  large  increase  in  the  flow  of  Mobile  River  will 
probably  move  Choctaw  Bar  farther  toward  the, bay,  and  result  in  in- 
jnry  to  the  works  now  in  progress.  This  bar  is  nearly  all  sand,  and  no 
onrreut  in  the  upper  part  of  the  bay  is  rapid  enough  to  disperse  it.   The 
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aim  of  all  works  of  improvement  at  this  locality  should  be  to  avoid  such 
operations  as  lead  to  tbe  movement  of  sand  to  the  mouth  of  the  river. 
In  faet.  the  deepening  of  Mobile  River  by  the  scouring-i)roces8  seems 
incompatible  with  the  preservation  of  the  channel  through  Clioctaw 
Bar,  as  now  in  progress  of  execution.  It  is  questionable,  however,  if 
this  dike  will  create  any  such  serious  disturbance  iu  the  river;  and  this 
board  do  not,  therefore,  make  a  point  of  objecting  to  its  construction 
any  further  than  noticing  its  possible  detriment  to  tbe  excavations  on 
the  bar  below.  If  these  excavations  had  not  been  commenced,  the 
board  would  not  have  thought  it  necessary  to  have  presented  any  re- 
marks as  to  the  closing  of  Pinto  Pass.  . 

2d.  "A  similar  work  along  apd  in  prolongation  of  Pinto  Island  at 
its  southern  end,  to  6  feet  of  water,  intended  to  close  the  opening 
through  that  marshy  bank,  keep  the  water  concentrated  in  the  channel, 
and  prevent  a  constant  washing  by  southeast  winds  upon  the  lower  city 
front,  and  by  which  it  is  believed  much  sedimentary  matter  is  driven 
into  the  stream  and  carried  down  to  be  redeposited  on  reacliing  slack- 
water.''    No  objection  is  nmde  by  the  board  to  this  construction. 

3d.  "A  similar  work  just  below  the  swamp  at  Choctaw  Point,  to 
check  the  abrasion  long  continued  on  that  part  of  the  city  front,  and 
incidentally  to  intercept  a  drift,  believed  to  aid  in  the  formation  of  Choc- 
taw Bar.  Originally  projected  to  a  length  of  4,000  feet,  this  work  is 
now  restricted  to  1,500,  at  the  shore  end."  This  jettee  is  now  being  con- 
structed, and  two  other  short  jettees  are  also  to  be  constructed  nnder 
same  authority,  to  the  westward  of  the  present  jettee,  if  found  advisable. 
The  board  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  jettee  now  being  constructed  will 
proA"e  beneficial  in  preventing  sand  from  being  drifted  along  by  the 
shore  current  upon  Choctaw  Bar  and  Pass.  They  would,  however,  have 
recommended  the  construction  of  the  several  short  jettees,  beginning  at 
a  point  further  to  the  westward  on  this  shore,  to  accomplish  the  same 
purpose,  if  the  present  jettee  had  not  been  commenced  by  General 
Bragg. 

4th.  "The  removal  of  two  large  wrecks  opposite  the  city,  which  not 
only  impede  navigation,  but  serve  to  accumulate  deposits  and  cause  the 
formation  of  bars."  These  sunken  vessels  disturb  tbe  regimen  of  the 
river,  and  their  removal  must  be  beneficial  to  tbe  preservation  of  its 
normal  condition,  as  well  as  to  freedom  of  movement  of  shipping  in 
this  inner  harbor.    The  manuscript  continues  as  follows: 

These  inclnde  aU  the  works  now  in  progress  under  this  board.  At  the  time  they 
•were  projectt'd,  it  was  also  contemplated  to  remove  a  heavy  strnctnre  on  the  west 
Bide  of  Pinto  Island,  including  large  deposits  above  and  below  it,  wliich  had  narrowed 
the  channel  to  the  serious  injury  of  navigation,  and  tended  to  force  the  water  tliroujjh 
Pinto  Pass.  This  waa  deemed  the  more  necessary  as  a  serious  encroachment  has  beea 
made  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  by  the  construction  of  a  railroad  wharf  far  into 
the  stream.  This  work  wfis  abandoned  in  deference  to  opposing  views  from  those  ea- 
gaged  in  the  removal  of  Choctaw  Bar. 

The  removal  of  the  heavy  structure,  which  seems  to  be  a  line  of  piles 
serving  as  a  boom  for  logs,  would  probably  be  beneficial  as  preventing 
sedimentary  deposits  along  the  west  shore' of  Pinto  Island.  The  objec- 
tion urged  by  General  Simpson,  as  stated  by  hiui  to  this  board,  was 
made  as  to  the  manner  of  removing  the  "large  deposits  above  and  be- 
low'' the  pile  structure,  or  boom,  including  a  large  portion  of  Pinto 
Island,  it  being  understood  by  him  that  the  removal  iu  question  was  to 
be  done  by  excavation,  so  far  only  as  it  was  necessary  to  effect  tbe  pur- 
pose, and  tbe  rest  by.  the  scouring-process,  which  would  carry  large 
quantities  of  silt,  sand,  roots,  logs,  &c.,  into  the  channel  then  in  process 
of  excavation  through  the  bar  below.    Excavation  on  the  Pinto  Island 
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side  of  the  channel,  to  increase  its  width  and  depth,  made  by  dredging, 
vonid  not  interfere  with  the  present  operations  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States.  And  the  board  wouhl  here  give  their  opinion  that  the 
deepening  of  the  water  about  the  wharves  or  steps  of  the  city  front, 
or  iu  shoal  phices  of  the  channel,  on  the  opposite  shores,  ouglit  to  bo 
done  by  dredging,  and  not  by  constructions  that  induce  scouring  at 
ibese  iK>iuts,  as  the  material  thus  washed  away  by  currents  must  bo 
transported  to  be  redeposited  where  the  river  opens  into  the  bay. 
General  Bragg  goes  on  further  to  state  that — 

Uiwn  the  completion  of  the  above-named  works,  it  is  contemplated  to  rednce  the 
width  and  depth  of  Spanish  River  at  it^  head,  and  thus  force  a  portion  of  its  present 
current  through  the  main  stream,  but  not  to  an  extent  impeding  the  passage  by  any 
T«>-4el  which  can  now  reach  that  point.  It  is  believed  these  several  additions  to  the 
mnm  stream  will  be  ample  to  restore  to  our  use  our  greatly  impaired  wat-er-frout,  and 
^'i\«adepth  of  water  thereat  sufficient  for  all  present  ymrposes.  Simuld  this  autici- 
p4t:oD  not  be  realized,  similar  work  may  bo  necessary  at  the  head  of  Teusaw. 

This  proposition  to  shut  up  the  head  of  Spanish  River,  leaving  only  a 
pu'i'iage  for  vesvsels,  if  eifectual  in  largely  increasing  the  flow  of  water 
in  Mobile  River,  may,  and  probably  will,  scour  away  sedimentary-  de- 
p«Mt8  along  the  wharf  front,  or  increase  the  depth  of  water  of  the  river, 
cashing  the  bottom  to  a  greater  deptli  than  is  needed,  for  it  is  well  es- 
tablished that  a  large  increase  in  tlie  flow  of  a  river  will  seriously  dis- 
turb its  regimen ;  but  precisely  in  what  manner,  it  isdiflicult  to  be  fore- 
s««.  At  any  rate,  most  of  tlie  material  removed,  whether  by  erosion 
of  the  banks,  or  by  scouring  the  bottom,  will  be  swept  down  and  rede- 
positwl  where  the  widening  of  the  waters  check  their  velocity  8ufliciently 
to  (lermit  such  deposit.  It  does  not  follow  as  a  sequence  of  this  increase 
tliat  it^  eftbrts  will  be  directed  only  to  those  points  which  require  deep- 
ening. In  the  present  case  the  abrasion  may  take  place  at  one  or  many 
points  along  the  Mobile  River,  above  the  city,  where  such  disturbance 
cannot  be  otherwise  than  detrimental,  as  well  as  in  its  front.  To  the 
extent,  therefore,  that  this  partial  closing  of  the  head  of  Spanish  River 
may  increase  the  cross-section  of  Mobile  River,  whether  above  the  city, 
where  nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  widening  or  deepening  it,  or  along  the 
city  front,  the  wash  carried  below  will  doubtless  be  of  serious  injury  to 
tbe  channel  proposed  on  the  part  of  the  General  Government.  Besides, 
so  frreat  a  change  in  the  regimen  of  Mobile  River  will  doubtless  produce 
a  change  in  the  regimen  of  the  channel  be3'ond  Choctaw  Pass,  proba- 
bly giving  a  new  direction  to  the  flow  of  the  combined  waters  below  that 
pass.  It  is  imi)ossib1e  to  anticipate  the  alterations  that  would  result 
from  so  important  a  change  as  the  throwing  of  the  greater  i)art  of  the 
waters  of  Spanish  River  into  Mobile  River.  Should  the  head  of  Tensaw 
Eiver,  in  addition  to  that  of  Spanish  River,  be  similarly  closed  by  ob- 
structions reaching  almost  across  the  water-way,  the  disturbance  of  th© 
n-dmen  of  Mobile  River  will  be  farther  increased,  and  the  injurious  re- 
Kilts  to  the  works  below  proposed  by  the  United  States  proportionally 
ao^mented.  If  we  supposed  both  of  these  rivers  closed,  or  nearly  so, 
tlie  bar  at  the  month  of  Mobile  River  would  probably  be  thrown  farther 
loathwanl,  and  the  direction  of  this  single  current  would  doubtless  be 
•lifiereut  from  that  which  now  results  from  the  combination  of  the 
breams  of  Spanish  and  Mobile  Rivers,  between  the  two  lines  of  obstruc- 
•i<m&.  It  matters  little  where  this  bar  is  formed,  whether  at  Choctaw 
PiS8  or  farther  souchward,  it  will  probably  require  dredging  to  give 
?awage  to  vessels  of  13-foot  draught  at  mean  low  water,  and  whatever 
aav  be  the  resalt  of  the  changed  regimen  of  Mobile  River,  by  the 
greater  flow  of  water  between  its  banks,  there  sMll  will  remain  the  long 
<tach  of  skaliow  water  of  the  bay,  beyond  the  bar  southward,  as  far  as 
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the  13  foot  curve,  (about  seven  miles,)  to  be  dredged  as  proposed  in  this 
report,  to  get  the  required  water-way.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the 
bar  at  the  mouth  of  Mobile  River,  only  3,200  feet  across,  is  but  a  small 
obstacle  to  the  passage  of  vessels  to  the  inner  harbor  of  Mobile.  Below 
the  lower  line  of  obstructions  nearly  the  same  amount  of  water  flows 
now,  viz,  the  combined  streams  of  Mobile  and  Spanish  Eivers,  as  would 
result  from  joining  these  streams  at  some  higher  point. 

It  would  seem  that  General  Bragg,  in  his  arguments  in  favor  of  en- 
larging the  water-flow  of  Mobile  River,  has  lost  sight  of  thi^  important 
feature  of  the  bay,  in  his  anxiety  to  work  immediate  benefit  to  the 
wharf-front  and  anchorage  of  the  city.  For  the  reasons  thus  set  forth, 
this  board  are  of  opinion  that  the  partial  closing  of  both  or  either  of  the 
two  named  rivers,  as  proposed  by  General  Bragg,  would  effect  seriona 
detriment  to  the  operations  now  in  progress  by  the  General  Government, 
and  to  those  proposed  in  continuance  of  plans  of  improvement  which 
have  received  the  sanction  of  the  board  of  1860,  of  the  successive  en- 
gineer officers  on  this  station  since  that  date,  and  of  the  Chief  of  En- 
gineers of  the  United  States  Army. 

General  Bragg's  manuscript  goes  on  further  to  state  that — 

It  is  also  proposed  to  continue  fiUing  the  slips  between  wharves  along  the  city  front.^ 
and  eventnally  to  build  a  solid  bulk-head  along  the  whole^  as  indicated  on  plan  No.  3, 
matting  off  snch  wharvets  as  project  beyond  the  new  line,  and  extending  aU  others  to  it. 

The  sketch  accompanying  this  report,  and  the  ordinance  of  the  city 
of  Mobile,  marked  B,  in  the  appendix,  exhibit  this  new  line  of  water- 
front as  established  by  the  city  authorities.  It  seems  that  some  of  the 
wharves  are  open  pile  constructions,  and  others  are  solidly  filled  in  with 
earth ;  and  that  in  the  upper  part  of  the  city  the  slips  are  more  or 
less  shoaled,  so  as  to  admit  only  the  smaller  class  of  vessels.  The  city 
sewers  pouring  sandy  and  other  material  into  these  slips,  and  the  eddies 
formed  by  the  wharves  and  by  the  shipping  lying  in  these  slips,  are 
doubtless  the  causes  of  the  sedimentary  de)>osits  that  have  rendered 
these  wharves  almost  useless.  To  remedy  this  defect  of  construction  it 
is  proposed  to  eventually  fill  up  these  slips,  and  build  a  continuous  bulk- 
head along  the  line  established  by  the  city  ordinance  above  referred  to, 
and  it  is  expected  that  this  change  will  give  a  sufficient  depth  of  water 
along  the  city  front  for  the  largest  class  of  vessels  that  can  enter  the 
inner  harbor. 

It  would  seem,  in  this  connection,  that  some  method  of  sewerage 
might  be  ndopted  to  prevent  the  large  quantities  of  sand  carried  through 
the  sewers  from  being  thrown  into  the  river,  and  thus  eventually  find- 
ing their  way  to  the  bar  at  its  mouth.  The  board  notice  this  defect  of 
the  city  sewerage,  not  in  the  spirit  of  criticism,  but  rather  with  the  de- 
sire that  such  cause  of  detriment  to  the  improvements  proposed  may 
be  avoided  if  ])ossib1e.  General  Bragg,  in  conversation  with  the  board, 
alluded  to  this  defect  in  the  city  sewerage,  for  which  no  remedy  has,  as 
yet,  been  proposed. •  The  line,  as  marked  out  between  Theater  and  El- 
mira  streets,  encroaches  quite  into  the  river,  in  that  part  which  is  op- 
posite to  Pinto  Island,  where  the  harbor^is  narrowest.  This  portion  of 
the  line  was  doubtless  determined  upon  while  the  State  board  of  im- 
provement intended  the  removal  of  a  large  part  of  Pinto  Island  by 
dredging  and  scouring.  If  no  portion  of  this  island  is  dredged  away, 
this  board  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  line  of  wharf-front  opposite  would 
better  be  retired  somewhat ;  perhaps  following  a  curve  to  turn  the  water 
flowing  down,  so  that  it  may  impinge  more  obliquely  on  the  shore  be- 
low, and  to  secure  a  greater  width  of  river  and  harbor  in  this  reach. 
South  of  Elmira  street  the  proposed  line  is  to  take  a  direction  south  1<P 
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east.  The  city  ordinance  cited  does  not  give  the  extent  of  this  line  in 
the  prescribed  direction,  bat  prohibits  wharves  being  bnilt  outside  the 
front  thus  limited.  It  is  evident  that  the  bulkhead  should  not  be  con- 
tinued in  that  direction  any  further  than  necessary  to  meet  the  curve  of 
tbe  shore,  as  its  contour  line  below  Elraira  street  ought  to  be  preserved 
in  order  to  maintain  the  direction  of  the  currents  as  they  now  exist,  the 
wharf-line  thence  corresponding  with  the  shore-line. 

The  board  have  thus  briefly  alluded  to  this  new  wharf-front  as  one  of 
tbe  projects,  not  yet  commenced,  that  might,  to  some  extent,  affect  the 
general  regimen  of  the  river,  and  cause  some  changes  in  the  channels 
being  excavated  below.  It  is  thought,  however,  that  with  care  to  avoid 
vhat  seem  to  be  defects  of  this  plan,  as  alx)ve pointed  out,  the  improve- 
ment contemplated  may  prove  beneficial  to  the  city,  without  causing 
disturbance  to  the  operations  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  from 
which  it  is  hoped  a  great  benefit  will  accrue  to  the  commercial  interests 
of  the  city  of  Mobile.

Offick  of  the  Board  for  the  Improvement  of 

THE  RivsK,  Harbor,  and  Bay  ok  Mobh^e, 

Mobile,  February  9,  1872. 
Sir  :  In  conipHance  with  a  resolution  of  the  board  for  the  improvement  of  the  river, 
harbor,  and  baj^  of  Mobile,  I  have  the  honor,  in  response  to  yonr  request  of  the  7th 
instant,  to  lay  before  yoa  the  several  maps  of  Mobile  River,  prepared  in  this  office, 
iiiclni1in<r — 

1.  The  bifurcation  of  the  river  at  the  head  of  Tensaw. 

2.  Tbe  same  at  the  head  of  Spanish  River. 

3.  The  city  front  and  bifurcation  of  the  river  at  Pinto  or  Middle  Pass. 

4.  The  bay  shore  from  Choctaw  Point  to  the  southern  limits  of  the  city. 

The  only  works  now  in  progress,  made  under  the  direction  of  this  board,  will  be 
fonud  located  in  pencil  on  these  maps. 

1.  A  stmctnre  of  piles  and  filling  across  the  head  of  Pinto  or  Middle  Pass,  intended 
to  close  the  same  and  force  the  water  now  flowing  through  that  pass  in  the  main  chan- 
nel by  Choctaw  Point. 

2.  A  similar  work  along  and  in  prolongation  of  Pinto  Island,  at  its  southern  end,  to 
6ffet  water,  intended  to  close  the  openings  through  that  marshy  bank,  keep  the  water 
concentrated  in  the  channel,  and  prevent  a  constant  washing  by  southeast  winds  upon 
the  lower  city  front,  and  by  which  it  is  believed  much  sedimentary  matter  is  driven 
into  the  stream  and  carried  down  to  be  redepositcd  on  reaching  slack- water. 

3.  Similar  work  just  below  the  swamp  at  Choctaw  Point,  to  check  the  abrasion  long 
eontioned  on  that  part  of  the  city  front,  and,  incidentally,  to  intercept  a  drift  believed 
to  aid  in  the  formation  of  Choctaw  Bar.  Originally  projected  to  a  length  of  4,000  feet, 
this  work  is  now  restricte^l  to  1,500  feet  at  the  shore  end. 

4.  Tlie  removal  of  two  large  wrecks  opposite  the  city,  which  not  only  impede  navi- 
gation, bnt  serve  to  accumulate  deposits  and  cause  the  formation  of  bars. 

These  include  all  the  works  now  in  progress  nnder  this  board.  At  the  time  they 
vcre  projected,  it  was  also  contemplated  to  remove  a  heavy  structure  on  the  west  side 
of  Pinto  Island,  including  large  deposits  above  and  below  it,  which  had  narrowed  the 
^annel  to  tbe  serious  injury  of  navigation,  and  tended  to  force  the  water  through 
Pluto  Pass.    This  was  deemed  the  more  necessary  as  a  serious  encroachment  had  been 
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made  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  by  the  construction  of  a  railroad  \vharf  far  into 
the  stream.  This  work  was  abandoned  in  deference  to  the  opiKwiug  views  from  those 
engaged  iu  the  removal  of  Choctaw  Bar. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  above-named  works,  it  is  contemplated  to  reduce  the 
width  and  depth  of  Spanish  River  at  its  head,  and  thus  force  a  portion  of  its  present 
current  through  the  main  stream,  but  not  to  an  extent  iuipeding  its  passage  by  any 
vessel  which  can  now  reach  that  point.  It  is  believed  these  several  additions  to  the 
main  stream  will  be  ample  to  restore  to  use  our  greatly  impaired  wharf  point,  and  give 
a  depth  of  water  sufficient  for  all  present  purposes.  Should  this  anticipation  not  be 
realized,  similar  work  may  be  ui'cessary  at  the  head  of  Tensaw. 

It.  is  also  proposed  to  continue  filling  the  slips  between  wharves  along  the  city  front, 
and  eventually  to  build  a  solid  bulkhead  along  the  whole,  as  iudicate<l  on  plan  No.  3, 
cutting  off  such  wharves  as  project  beyond  the  new  line,  (red,)  and  ext-eudiug  all 
others  to  it. 

Two  other  small  jettees,  below  Choctaw  Point,  are  contemplated,  dependent,  how- 
over,  on  the  efiect  produced  by  the  lirst,  now  under  construction. 

The  board  has  not  adopted,  nor  even  entered  upon  the  discussion  of  any  general 
plan  of  work  iu  the  bay,  deeming  it  best  to  await  the  result  of  present  operations  by 
the  General  Government.  • 

Copies  of  reports  made  by  the  engineer  to  this  board  are  herewith  Inclosed,  and  it 
will  aflbrd  hiiu  pleasure  to  comply  with  any  request  for  further  information  or  expla- 
nation on  the  points  above  indicated,  or  to  aid  personally  in  any  manner  to  further  the 
general  object  we  must  all  have  iu  view.

To  the  president  and  members  of  the  board  for  the.  improtement  of  the  river,  harbor,  and  batf 

of  Mobile: 

Gentlemen  :  At  the  close  of  the  year  it  seems  proper  that  a  statement  of  the  pro- 
gress made  since  your  organization  in  Februarj'  last  in  prosecuting  the  important  work 
confided  to  you  by  the  State  shall  be  submitted,  and  that  a  general  outline  of  what  is 
proposed  for  the  tuture  be  placed  upon  your  record. 

All  legal  impediments  haviug  been  removed,  the  board  was  organized  for  business  on 
February  27,  1871,  aud  conferred  upon  me  the  appoiutment  of  engineer,  which  was 
promptly  accepted.  The  United  States  Government,  with  an  appropriation  of  $50,000, 
was  then  engaged,  under  a  contract  with  Captain  John  Grant,  commencing  iu  Septem- 
ber, 1870,  in  dredging  a  channel  through  Choctaw  Bar.. 

Preliminary  to  any  action,  and  with  a  view  to  harmonize  the  work  of  this  boanl, 
as  far  as  practicable,  with  that  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  engineer  in  charge  of 
the  latter  was  requested  to  inform  me  of  the  plan  on  which  he  was  operating,  and  the 
progress  he  had  made  in  its  execution.  He  promptly  replied,  furnishing  a  copy  of  his 
report  of  the  26th  December,  1870,  iu  which  he  details  the  plan  proposed  by  a  board  of 
engineers  in  February,  1860,  for  deepening  the  channel  through  Choctaw  Pass  Bar  and 
Dog  River  Bar  by  dredging,  to  which  he  gave  his  indorsement  and  approval.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  he  proposed  the  removal,  in  part,  of  two  lines  of  obstructions  placed 
across  the  channel  between  these  two  bars,  after  the  date  of  the  visit  aud  report  of 
that  board. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  necessary  to  test  this  plan,  viz,  dredging  a  channel 
13  feet  deep  and  200  feet  wide,  including  $45,000  for  removing  the  obstructions,  was 
$774,315  52.  If  successful,  more  than  50  per  cent,  additional  would  be  necessary  to 
complete  the  work.    (See  General  Simpson's  report,  December  26,  1870.) 

Expressing  his  satisfaction  at  your  desire  to  harmonize  and  co-operate  with  him  in 
accomplishing  the  end  in  view,  the  United  States  engineer  suggested  a  division  of 
this  work  on  which  he  was  engaged,  and  requested  that  you  undertake  the  removal  of— 
1st,  the  upper  line  of  obstructmns;  2d,  the  lower  line  of  obstructions;  and,  3d,  to 
excavate  the  Dog  River  Bar  channel. 

At  my  suggestion  you  pn>mptly  authorized  me  to  enter  on  the  first  two  items  of  this 
work,  and  responsible  parties  were  soon  actively  engaged  under  contracts  with  this 
office,  which  were  faithfully  executed,  and  the  results,  entirely  satisfactory^,  were  made 
known  to  the  United  States  engineer. 
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Hj  attention  was  early  callerl  by  prominent  citizens  and  bnsiness  men  of  the  city, 
including  some  members  of  your  board,  to  the  condition  of  th«  city  front,  and  of  the 
river,  above  any  work  projected  by  the  United  States  Government.  Important  chanj^ 
bad  taken  place  since  the  vibit  of  the  engineer  board,  in  1860,  and  others  were  in  pro- 
eTM»,  which,  if  not  checked,  wonhl  result,  it  was  feared,  in  a  final  division  of  the  river 
from  the  entire  city  front.  Such  information  as  could  be  obtained  from  all  citizens, 
fn>ni  pilots,  and  from  old  city  maps,  aided  by  a  cursory  examination,  .sati-sfied  me  that 
tbfir  apprehensions  were  not  unfoundHl.  It  was  discovered  that  wharf-owners,  and 
other  property-holders,  on  the  river  bank,  along  the  whole  city  front,  had  been  per- 
niitt*^.  in  contravention  of  authority,  to  build  into  the  river  beyontl  the  former  deep 
water-line,  which  was  about  where  Water  street  now  runs,  until  tlie  channel  or  water- 
way bad  been  permanently  contracted  at  least  600  feet ;  and  that  the  same  kind  of 
work  was  still  progressing  at  an  alarming  rate.  Had  there  been  no  other  month  to 
the  river,  or  outlet  for  the  water,  an  erosion  of  the  other  bank,  if  not  similarly  pro- 
t(rcte<l,  or  a  deepening  of  the  channel,  would  have  been  the  neceasary  result.  Two  other 
natural  outlets,  Spanish  River  and  Middle  or  Pinto  Pass,  however,  presentetl  an  easier 
».»liition,  and,  by  them,  the  wat-er  driven  from  the  city  front  was  conveyed  to  the  bay. 
The  (It^pth  of  water  at  many  of  the  wharves  was  found  to  have  decrejise<l  so  as  to  reu- 
li'-r  llieni  useless  even  for  the  larger  class  of  boats  engaged  in  river  navigation.  Here 
na-s  a  condition  of  aitairs  the  continuance  of  which  rendered  large  expenditures  iu  the 
lower  bay  but  a  prodigal  waste  of  means,  for  no  result  could  be  made  available. 

Before  forniin<(  more  than  a  general  conclusion  on  so  important  a  subject,  involving 
a  heavy  expenditure,  I  applied  for  antl  obtained  your  consent  to  make  a  careful  in- 
strumental survey  of  the  river  from  Choctaw  Point  to  the  head  of  the  Tensaw.  For 
this  purpose  instraments  had  to  be  procured  and  tissistants  employed.  Some  time  du- 
ring; the  progress  of  the  work,  about  the  Ist  May  last,  the  United  States  engineer  in 
charge  here,  with  whom  the  foregoiug  correspondence  and  understanding  was  had,  left 
on  '*  leave  of  absence.^' 

During  this  same  periwl  proper  st-eps  were  taken  to  secure  the  use  of  necessary  dredg- 
ing machinery,  to  be  applied  at  such  time  as  your  means  might  allow  and  your  judg- 
ment direct.  Before  I  was  maile  aware  of  the  completion  of  the  surveys  which  wera 
promised  me,  and  which  were  necessary  as  a  preliminary  t.>  the  dredging  operation  on 
Do^  River  Bar,  my  attention  was  called  to  an  advertisemoiit  asking  for  propos:ils  at 
the  United  States  Engineer  Office  for  the  execution  of  that  work,  a  new  appropriation 
of  $50,000  having  been  made  by  Congress.  As  I  ha<i  satisfied  my  mind  by  this  time 
that  there  was  a  large  amount  of  work  outside  of  that  contemplated  by  the  plan  of 
dredging,  whicli  was  niore  necessary  and  of  less  doubtful  ettect,  no  objection  was  made 
to  this  change  of  programme.  Indefwl  I  was  fully  convinced,  aft^^r  a  more  thorough 
investigation  of  the  subject,  that  this  experiment  was  too  costly  for  you,  involving 
over  $1,000,000,  if  it  be  carried  out  in  its  full  extent,  however  advisable  its  partial  exo- 
cation  might  be  as  a  temporary  mitigation  of  the  evil,  or  as  an  adjunct  to  other  and 
more  enduring  works.  For  these  and  other  obvious  reasons,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
chief  ofUcer,  with  whom  the  aforementioned  correspondence  was  had,  the  matter  was 
passed  over  without  comment  from  this  office. 

The  anrvey  of  tho  city  front  showed  such  serions  encroachments  upon  the  channe. 
of  the  river  by  structures  built  in  direct  violation  of  law,  and  yet  so  difficult  of  removal, 
that  a  new  line  of  w^harf-front  was  deemed  advisable.  In  the  establishment  of  this 
new  line  a  very  serious  difficulty  was  encountered.  By  a  city  ordinance,  the  New 
Orleans  Railroad  Company  was  authorized  to  extend  its  wharves  and  depots  between 
Government  and  Theatre  streets,  to  a  line  in  the  river  varying  from  60  to  100  feet 
bejond  the  former  wharf-line.  This  ordinance  had  been  repealed  by  subsequent  action, 
W  the  company  claimed  a  vested  right,  and  was  rapidly  progressing  in  the  construc- 
tion of  their  works.  Iiocated  at  the  point  where  the  current  was  deflect-ed  into  Mid- 
dle or  Pinto  Pass  by  fonner  structures,  this  work  became  much  more  serious  and  dama- 
pn^than  any  which  had  preceded  it.  As  soon  as  all  the  facts  could  be  ascertained, 
the  matter  was  laid  before  yon,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  th«  rail- 
wad  company.  After  considerable  delay,  and  much  opposition  from  the  company,  a 
compromise  was  agreed  on,  by  which  the  railroad  yielded  about  two-thirds  of  its  claim 
OQ  condition  that  the  work  already  done  should  not  be  remove<l.  This  was  accepted 
W  yon  as  the  best  and  least  expensive  solution  of  a  complicated  difficulty. 

The  new  wharf-line  suggested  by  the  city  en|,^iueer  ami  myself,  on  the  complelion  of 
thisBnrvey,  was  recoraniende<l  by  yon  to  the  city  government,  and  promptly  a<lopted. 
if  adhered  to,  and  the  penalties  ift>r  building  over  it  are  rigidly  enforced,  many  of  th© 
difficulties  heretofore  encountered  in  the  city  front  will  be  permanently  removed. 

The  investigation  of  this  whole  subject  of  the  wharf-front  develojied  facts  well  worth 
the  attention  of  our  city  fathers  and  property-holders.  These  encroachments  now  fill 
with  solid  stractnres  one-third  of  the  original  river-channel,  and  the  water  has  been 
<lri?en  therefrom  into  the  e;istern  ontlets.  Owing  to  tho  existence  of  these  lateral  ont- 
Jets,  the  depth  of  water  in  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  main  river,  instead  of  having' 
Wa  deepened  by  the  pnxsess  of  scouring,  has,  in  reality,  shoaled  to  an  alarming  extent. 
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An  inspection  of  the  flonndinfp  alon^  the  old  wharf-lino  for  two  third«  its  extent  shows 
a  depth  varying  from  5  to  9  feet  only,  insufficient  to  accomiHodate  the  class  of  vessels  now 
reaching  our  almost  deserted  port.  It  is  but  a  short  sighted  policy  ou  the  part  of  property- 
holders  which  slightly  increases  the  area  by  destroying  the  value  of  the  whole.  But 
the  great  surprise  is  that  this  process  should  have  continued,  without  objection,  under 
the  eyes  of  those  employed  to  prevent  it.  Their  attention  seems  to  have  beon  abMirbed, 
however,  to  the  exclusion  of  everything  else,  by  a  gigantic  scheme  of  perpetually  dig- 
ging out  a  perpetually-reforming  bottom  to  the  bay. 

The  survey  was  continued  to  include  the  outlets  to  Tensaw,  Spanish  River,  and 
Middle  or  Pinto  Pass,  with  cross-sections,  to  show  the  relative  capacity  of  each.  The 
results  were  briefly  stated  in  my  report  of  the  25th  August,  1871,  as  follows : 

"The  conclusions  reached  in  my  former  report,  as  to  the  eifect  produced  in  the  main 
channel  of  the  liver  by  the  long-continued  encroachments,  have  been  fully  confirmed 
by  subsequent  data,  and  by  further  study  of  the  plans  and  oroas-seotiona  prepared  from 
the  surveys. 

"Above  the  head  of  Spanish  River,  the  Mobile  River  has  an  average  width  of  fully 
1,200  feet,  with  a  cross- section  of  22,250  feet,  and  an  ample  channel -way  of  30  feet  depth. 
The  same  distance  below  the  head  or  Spanish  River  Uie  width  of  Mobile  River  isfouud 
not  to  exceed  1,000  feet,  with  an  average  cross-section  of  only  13,000  feet,  and  a  channel 
depth  of  only  15  feet.  Examining  further,  we  find  this  loss  fully  accounted  for  by  tha 
cross-sections  of  Spanish  River,  showing  10,000  square  feet  and  a  channel- way  30  feet 
deep. 

"Following  the  Mobile  River  down,- no  material  change  is  notioed  nntil  we  reach  the 
wharves  of  the  city,  except  some  1,500  sqnare  feet  added  from  the  Chicka^abogne  and 
Three-Mile  Creek.  From  the  upper  to  the  lower  limits  of  the  city,  serious  eucroaohmentf 
have  been  made,  as  reported  in  my  last.  The  tendeuc^y  has  been  to  force  the  water  from 
the  city  front  through  Pinto  Pass,  and  this  tendency  has  been  aided  by  the  very  serious 
encroachments  on  both  sides  of  the  river  below  the  head  of  Pinto  Island.  As  the  result,  wo 
find  a  width  of  only  640  feet  for  the  main  river,  and  a  cross-section  of  only  7,500  sqnare 
feet,  Just  one-third  of  the  water-way  found  above  Spanish  River.  The  natural  effect 
is  apparent,  just  below,  in  the  gradual  growth  of  the  marsh  flats  on  both  sides  of  the 
river  near  the  end  of  Pinto  Island  and  Choctaw  Point.  A  continuation  of  these  causes 
mast  soon  close  this  channel  and  ruin  aU  wharf  property  below  Theai^re  street,  and 
eventually  up  to  Government  street.  (All  above  Government  street  has  already  beea 
rendered  useless  for  sea-going  vessels.) 

**  There  is  but  one  remedy  for  this  unfortunate  condition,  produced  by  our  own  im- 
prudence.  Further  encroachments  uinst  be  stopped,  the  way  must  be  opened,  and  the 
water  must  be  brought  back  to  the  main  channel.  To  open  the  way  only,  would  leave 
it  to  be  closed  again  by  the  same  process,  and  we  should  have  an  increasing,  never- 
ending  demand  for  dredging.  Where  the  river  is  not  obstrncted  above  the  city,  nature 
S reserves  its  own  channel,  with  an  ample  width  and  depth  for  all  purposees,  and  it  will 
o  so  in  front  of  the  city  and  below  it,  if  we  only  permit  it  to  exercise  its  own  uner- 
ring laws. 

"  111  addition  to  the  work  of  opening  and  controlling  the  water-way  of  the  river,  I 
have  prqject'ed  and  advised  the  construction  of  a  jettee  below  Choctaw  Point,  to  pre- 
vent the  further  ahrasion  of  the  western  shore  of  the  bay,  and  drifting  of  the  StindoD 
the  Choctaw  Bar,  by  which  the  labor  of  dredging  at  that  point  is  much  increased,  and 
the  practical  results,  at  times,  greatly  reduced.  This  work  will  also  tend  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  river-wat^r  as  it  enters  the  head  of  the  bay,  and  thereby  aid  in  keep- 
ing open  the  channel  whenever  the  dredging  shall  have  been  completed. 

"Recalling  your  att<ention  to  my  report  on  this  subject,  dated  June  13  last,  I  beg 
to  submit  the  accompanying  plans  and  estimat^is  for  the  work  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  snggestions  then  and  now  made,  for  restoring  and  controlling  the  channel-way  of 
the  river  below  the  head  of  Point  Island,  and  bringing  back  to  its  proper  outlets  so 
•  much  of  the  water  now  diverted  through  eastern  channels  as  may  be  necessary  to  ac- 
complish this  essential  ohject.'^ 

The  mem  hers  of  this  board  personally  cognizant  of  the  perilous  condition  of  the 
city's  interests,  and  no  longer  doubtful  of  the  causes,  uuauimously  adopted  the  sug- 
gestions, and  ordered  the  execution  of  works  deemed  essential  to  preserve  the  river 
front  from  conversion  into  a  stagnant  and  pestilent  cess-pool  and  marsh. 

The  removal  of  the  ohstructions,  and  the  surveys  and  other  necessary  work  incident 
thereto,  had  brought  us  to  the  month  of  September,  but  no  time  had  been  lost  except 
what  was  due  to  the  change  of  programme  in  the  oflioe  of  the  United  States  engineer, 
and  even  that  has  resulted  in  a  pecuniary  saving  of  no  small  amount. 

Before  any  contracts  were  let  for  the  executiou  of  the  several  works  projected,  I  was 
inlormed  that  one,  that  of  cutting  away  a  portion  of  Pinto  Island,  to  restore  the  natu- 
ral width  of  the  river,  met  with  opposition  in  the  office  of  the  United  States  engineer. 
In  the  pndonged  absence  of  the  chief,  with  whom  I  could  confer,  the  board,  at  my 
lequest,  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  execution  of  that  work.  A  part  of  the  others 
were  eontracted  for  on  favorable  terms,  and  are  now  being  constructed.    More  will  be 
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•nbmitted  to  yon  as  soon  as  the  progress  is  sftoh  with  those  nnder  contraet  as  will  Jns- 
tify  the  increased  volnnie  of  water  to  be  brought  from  above. 

A]l  of  the  work  contracted  for  has  been  taken  at  low  prices.  That  of  removing  the 
obfitractions,  fur  instance,  was  successfiilly  completed  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  ttiree- 
fiftlis  of  the  United  St-ates  estimates,  and  all  other  expenditores  have  been  restrioted 
to  the  narrowest  limits.    Nothing  has  been  lost. 

It  is  proiMised  for  the  present  to  continue  the  work  of  concentrating  in  front  of  the 
city  6o  ninch  of  the  water  of  the  Mobile  River  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  sufficient 
it'vllh  and  depth  for  the  acconimmlation  of  the  sea-going  vessels  drawing  15  feet. 
There  is  but  one  way  in  which  this  can  be  done — forcing  the  water  back  from  the  east- 
era  ontlets  into  the  main  channel  fk^m  which  it  has  been  driven.  It  will  appear 
strange  fur  me  to  assert  that  large  rivers  give  deep,  and  small  ones  shallow  water,  yet 
this  point  has  long  been  in  dispute  in  regard  to  your  river  and  harbor,  ami  the  result 
has  been  the  expenditure  of  vast  amounts  without  the  slightest  benetits  ever  having 
befn  apparent.  Mobile  River,  above  the  Teusaw,  and  even  above  Spanish  River,  has 
ample  width  and  depth  for  the  accommodation  of  any  vessel  which  can  enter  the  lower 
bay.  But  so  mnch  water  is  taken  off  by  these  eastern  months — as  they  may  be  apprs- 
priately  called — that  the  main  river,  seriously  obstructed  below,  and  again  divided  at 
kiddle  Pass,  has  become  almost  useless,  and  is  in  great  danger  of  being  lost. 

Bnt  for  the  serions  opposition  which  this  plain  proposition  has  recently  met,  I  should 
feel  that  I  was  taxing  your  patience  by  any  further  discussion.  A  few  authurities  will 
be  adduced,  however,  in  support  of  so  plain  a  truism. 

D.  H.  Mahau,  **  professor  of  military  and  civil  engineering,  United  States  Military 
Academy,"  for  more  than  forty  years,  and  under  whom  all  the  one  hundred  and  fotir- 
teeii  officem  now  in  the  United  States  Engineer  Corps  graduated,  including  the  two  at 
this  station,  has  published  a  valuable  work  on  civil  engineering,  now  used  as  a  text- 
book at  the  Military  Academy,  in  which,  under  the  head  of  **  rivers,''  he  used  the  fol- 
lowing plain  language: 

''If  the  river  separates  into  several  channels  at  the  bar,  dams  should  be  built  aoross 
ill  except  the  main  channel,  so  that,  by  throwing  the  whole  of  the  water  into  it,  the 
effects  of  the  current  may  be  greater  upon  the  bed." 

The  city  of  Saint  Lonis,  some  twenty  years  a^o,  was  threatened  with  the  same  dla- 
ister  to  her  front  which  has  now  befallen  Mobile.  By  imprudently  obstructing  the 
rirer,  the  water  was  driven  through  an  eastern  channel,  on  the  Illinois  side.  I  have 
been  unable  to  procure  an  official  account  of  the  work  which  was  done  by  tl>e  United 
States  Engineer  Department  to  counteract  this,  but  the  following,  from  a  report  in  the 
Kew  Orleans  Academy  of  Sciences,  dated  1868,  answers  every  purpose:  "The  plan  of 
jtttees  has  never  been  thoroughly  tested  at  the  month  of  the  Mississippi,  but  the  tacility 
with  which  its  currents  may  be  controlled  was  illustrated  in  1850,  in  the  upper  por- 
tion of  the  river,  opposite  Saint  Louis,  where  a  bar  was  found  fonning  below,  and 
extending  upward  in  front  of  the  city,  tbi'owing  the  channel  on  the  east  side  of  Bloody 
Island,  and  thr<*atening  to  leave  Saint  Louis  inland.*  A  damt>f  loose  stones  was  con- 
■tracted  diagonally  from  Bloody  Island  to  the  Illinois  shore,  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in 
length,  50  feet  at  the  base,  diminishing  to  30  feet,  which  was  found  eftectnal,  turning 
the  current  into  its  former  channel  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  and  removing  the 
island  (Duncan's)  which  had  already  formed,  together  with  its  accumulated  trees,  and 
remlered  the  lower  landing  at  Saint  Lonis  accessible  to  the  steamboats  which  had 
fonnerly  been  driven  from  there  by  this  accumulation.^  This  work  was  done  on  no 
ien  authority  than  Captain  R.  £.  Lee,  United  States  Engineers,  who  was  also  a  pupil 
of  the  venerable  and  eminent  Professor  D.  H.  Mahan. 

In  the  year  1837  the  city  of  Charleston  was  found  in  precisely  a  similar  condition. 
A  low  marshy  flat  in  front  of  the  city,  called  Hog  Island,  had  a  channel  to  the  east  of 
it.  tbrough  which  the  water  of  the  river  obstructed,  as  with  us,  was  being  driven.  The 
Inited  States  engineer  officer  ordered  to  survey  and  report  on  the  subject  reoom- 
inended  the  closing  of  this  channel.  The  Chief  of  the  United  States  Engineers,  Gen- 
n^  J.  6.  Totten,  approve<l  this  recommendation,  and  in  his  annual  report,  dated 
Washington,  November  10, 1846,  says,  under  the  hea^l  of  roads  and  harbors,  closing 
Hog  Island  Channel,  Charleston  Harbor,  South  Carolina : 

**  In  1S39  this  Department  recommended  the  closing  of  this  channel  as  a  means  likely 
to  prevent  further  accumulation  of  mud  in  the  front  of  part  of  the  city  of  Charleston, 
wa,  indeed,  not  unlikely  to  cause  the  removal  of  mud  already  deposited.  •  •  • 
I  recommend  that  for  this  purpose  there  be  made  an  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year 
eiding  June  30,  1848,  of  $50,000.'' 

A  similar  c«ase  has  long  existed  in  the  Ohio  River,  at  Marietta^  where  the  stream  is 
divided  into  two  channels  by  an  intervening  island.  It  has  been  generally  acknowl- 
edged that  one  should  be  closed,  so  as  to  force  all  the  water  through  the  other. 

In  his  official  report,  dutml  Octobrr  21,  1870,  Major  W.  £.  Merrill,  a  distinguished 
officer  of  the  United  States  Engineers,  remarks: 

* Jv»t  wbftt  i«  DOW  in  progrvmi  in  front  of  thin  city,  with  the  difference  that  our  daof  er  is  doable^  hav- 
^m  two  rattera  oatlets.  SiMioisb  Itiver  Hnd  Middle  or  Pinto  Pass. 
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"  At  present  the  Ohio  River  at  Marrietta  ia  had  in  hoth  channels  at  low  water,  and 
the  ham  in  the  two  chaanela  are  ahout  the  worst  in  this  portion  of  tlie  river.  ^  •  • 
It  is  generally  conceded  that  when  the  Ohio  River  is  equally  divided  between  two 
channels,  iieitlier  is  good  in  low  water,  and  in  snch  cases  it  is  usual  to  close  one  of  the 
channels  and  to  turn  the  entire  body  of  water  into  the  other.  The  existence  of  this 
necessity  at  Marietta  Island  has  long  been  recognized,  bnt  there  are  two  opposing 
parties  in  interest,  who  have  hitherto  prevented  any  action  in  the  case.''      •        •         * 

*'  It  is  obvious  that  the  river  must  be  concentrated,  and  the  parties  in  favor  of  either 
side  can  never  be  brought  to  agree." 

A  board  of  United  States  engineers,  consisting  of  M^jor  G.  K.  Warren,  G.  Weitzel, 
and  William  £.  Merrill,  examined  the  same  subject,  and  under  date  of  December  1, 
1870,  reported : 

**  The  board  having  visited  the  locality  and  examined  the  questions  involved,  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  low-water  navigation  reciuiies  a  dam  to  be  placed  across  one  of 
the  channels  to  increase  the  depth  of  water  in  the  other." 

The  opinions  of  the  first  hydraulic  engineers  of  Europe,  concurring  in  these  views, 
might  be  quoted,  but  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  pursue  the  point  further.  It  is 
proper  to  add,  however,  that  I  availml  myself  of  the  opinions  and  advice  of  that  dis- 
tinguished hydraulic  engineer,  and  our  venerable  citizen,  Captain  Albert  Stfin,  before 
arriving  at  the  settled  conclusions  on  which  I  have  acted,  and  that  notliing  but  *tbo 
prolonged  and  unexpected  absence  of  the  senior  Uuited  States  engineer  officer  on 
this  station  prevented  me  fiom  consulting  with  him.  Where  so  many  authorities 
agree  I  did  not  see  the  propriety  of  incurring  a  delay  of  months,  at  a  heavy  expense, 
that  his  name  might  be  added  to  the  list.  When  he  at  last  returneil,  a  courteous  invi- 
tation was  extended  for  him  to  call  and  examine  all  the  surveys  and  data  constituting 
the  basis  of  your  action,  which  he  promptly  declined. 

Now  that  the  United  States  Engineer  Department  has  undertaken  to  further  test 
the  scheme  of  dredging  a  channel  through  the  bay,  and  has  the  means  to  apply 
that  test,  I  have  deeme<l  it  best  to  advise  you  not  to  join  with  them  in  the  joint  execu- 
tion of  the  work. 

It  would  be  exceedingly  difficult,  in  the  first  place,  to  avoid  interference  and  com- 
plications, which  could  only  do  harm,  and  tlieu  the  test  proposed  involves  an  amount 
of  inonej'  far  beyond  what  my  judgment  would  approve  in  an  experiment  of  such 
doubtful  success.  That  it  is  an  experiment  I  need  only  quote  the  distinguished  chief 
engineer  of  the  United  States  now  ou  this  station.  In  his  report,  dated  the  26th  of 
December,  1870,  he  recommeuds  a  large  reduction  of  the  dredging  work  proposed 
on  this  line  by  his  predecessor,  and  adds,  '*  My  project  is  to  make  a  cut  of  200  feet 
in  width  through  Choctaw  Bar,  and  one  of  250  feet  through  Dog  River  Bar;  depth  to 
be  made  first  11  feet  in  both  channels,  and  eventually  13  feet.  These  widths  will  be 
snfficiently  great  t^  enable  the  Gulf  steamers  and  harbor-tugs,  with  vessels  in  tow,  to 
pass  through  the  channel  without  difficulty,  and  their  comparative  narrowness  will 
insure  the  stability  of 'their  navigable  condition  with  much  more  certainty  than  if 
they  were  one-half  wider.  At  any  rate^  it  will  be  much  tfie  wiser  plan  to  await  re»ult9, 
(the  italics  are  mine.  B.  B.,)  with  the  dimensions  proposed  of  channels,  before 
augmenting  the  cost  more  than  50  per  cent.,  to  the  probable  detriment  of  navigation.^ 
Then  follows  an  estimate  for  $737,5(55,  to  be  expended  in  dreilging  experimenta. 

These  dredging  experiments  have  been  so  often  made,  and  have  so  often  failed,  that 
I  must  confess  to  little  faith  in  them,  and  shall  be  unwilling,  at  any  time,  to  resort  to 
them,  except  as  adjuncts  to  more  enduring  works, 

In  June,  1837,  the  Mobile  Examiner  contained  an  advertisement  signed  by  Captain 
W.  H.  Chase  and  Lieutenant  J.  G.  B^i^rnard,  for  dredging  Dog  River  Bat  to  a  depth  of 
12  feet.  They  estimate  the  whole  cost  of  the  work  then  at  $150,000,  of  which  $i)0,000 
had  been  appropriated.  About  1852  or  1853  another  $.^0,000  was  appropriated  ami  ex- 
pended on  thissame  work.  The  senior  of  these  twooffioers,  the  captain,  hasgonedown  to 
the  grave  full  of  years,  and  the  j'oung  lieutenant  is  now  a  veteran  and  venerable  gen- 
eral, but  their  successor  here  still  estimates  for  several  hundred  thousjind  dollars  to 
continue  this  experiment,  and  in  his  report  of  1870  says  that  tlie  depth  of  water  on  that 
bar  has  decreased  from  10  to  12  inches  since  the  soundings  in  18.^2,  which  were  less 
than  in  1837.  In  the  same  report  of  the  successor  of  the  distinguished  engineers  is 
found  the  following,  in  relatiou  to  dredging  on  Choctaw  Bar : 

"  The  directions  given  by  the  superintending  engineer  were  to  execute  one  cut 
entirely  through  the  bar,  a  distance  of  2,700  feet,  to  a  depth  of  11  feet,  following  pre- 
cisely the  direction  of  the  ohl  channel.  This  through  cut,  averaging  a  width  oi  35 
feet,  was  thought  advisable  so  as  to  make  the  channel  to  the  extent  of  the  sweep  of 
the  dredge  available  as  soon  as  possible  for  vessels  drawing  less  than  11  feet.  The 
cut,  however,  has  been  actually  made  to  a  depth  of  13  feet,  it  having  been  found  diffi- 
cult with  the  dredge  in  use  to  restrict  it  to  a  less  depth." 

In  his  communication  of  February  20,  last,  this  same  officer  says : 

'*  Since  the  date  of  that  rejiort  (26th  December,  1870)  the  operations  (dredging)  have 
been  continued  on  the  Choctaw  Bar  channel,  so  that  at  the  present  time  a  cut  of  from 
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60  to  70  fMt  has  been  executed  from  the  north  end  of  the  channel  to  within  250  feet 
of  (he  gA^  in  the  npper  obatrnctions  at  the  sonth  end  of  the  channel,  to  a  depth  of  10^ 
feet  At  mean  low  water.  At  thia  point  ^he  cut  is  only  about  20  feet  wide,  and  as  the 
vessels  passing  through  are  obliged  to  make  a  turn  at  this  place,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  widen  the  cut  for  about  150  feet  in  length,  to  a  width  of  not  less  than  60  feet,  in 
order  t^i  obtain  10|  feet  of  water  at  mean  low  tide  through  the  whole  length  of  the 
cbniuiel." 

At  this  date,  then,  February  28, 1871,  there  remained  less  than  700  cubic  yards  to 
be  removdl,  not  a  week's  work,  tti  insure  a  channel  10^  feet  deep  at  mean  low  tide, 
and  not  less  than  60  feet  wide.  In  fact,  according  to  the  author  of  the  above,  the  chan- 
ucl  was,  of  necessity,  13  feet  deep. 

With  a  view  to  lay  before  you  the  present  condition  of  Choctaw  Bar  channel,  I  have 
bad  it  carefully  sonuded  withiu  the  past  mouth  by  competent  iuwistauts,  aided  by  some 
of  the  best  pilots  in  the  harbor.  Their  soundings  were  made  both  longitudinally  and 
acn»&*  the  channel  at  short  intervals.  The  results  show  no  such  nut  as  the  one  referred 
torn  these  extracts.  The  work  has  doubtless  been  done,  but  it  hjw  not  remained 
lnD«;  enough  to  be  found.  In  conlirmatiou  of  this  statement  I  submit  the  following 
certiiicates  from  two  of  the  bay  X)ilots,  daily  engaged  iu  their  avocation  :

•*  This  is  to  certify  what  water  we  can  carry  through  Choctaw  Pass  Bar.  At  low  water, 
8 feet;  high  Btagu  of  water,  9^;  general  stage  of  tides'  rise  and  fall,  one  foot  and 
a  half. 

"JAMES  LAMBERT, 
"JOHN  CARNEY, 
*'  rUota,  Dog  River  Bar*' 

After  an  expenditure  in  1837-*38  of  $50,000,  and  in  1854  of  $50,000  more,  on  a  work 
estimated  to  cost  $150,000,  we  find  "  the  depth  of  water  has  decreased  from  10  to  12 
inches,"  as  is  now  reported,  we  may  safely  conclude  that  the  expenditure  of  the  recent 
appropriations  of  $100,000  more  will  be  ample  to  satisfy  all  skeptics  on  this  long-dis- 
puted question. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  United  States  Chief  Engineer  for  1871,  I  find  the  results 
of  an  examination  of  a  similar  work.  The  project  was  for  reopening  Roanoke  Inlet, 
near  Nag's  Head,  North  Carolina.  Several  plans  had  been  proposed  by  different  engi- 
neers; that  of  Lieutenant  D.  C.  Woodbury,  United  States  engineer,  for  dredging,  waa 
adopted.    The  report  of  this  examination,  dated  Baltimore,  19th  November,  1870,  says: 

"Congress  appropriated  $50,000  to  commence  operations;  $40,000  have  been  ex- 
pended, and  at  this  time  there  is  scarcely  a  trace  to  be  seen  of  what  has  been  done, 
the  drifting  sand  filling  in  the  trench  as  fast  as  it  was  excavated  by  the  dredging-ma- 
chine.  In  fact,  the  machine  was  very  near  being  imbedded  in  the  sand,  it  filling  up 
BO  rapidly  behind  it,  but  was  gotten  out  in  time  to  save  it. 

"On  my  first  visit  to  Nag*s  Head,  in  company  with  Lieutenant  Whining,  of  the  Corps 
of  EDgineere,  previously  in  chUrge  of  the  work,  I  was  perfectly  satisfied  of  the  entire 
impracticability  of  the  scheme,  and,  in  consequence,  reported  to  the  Bureau,  recom- 
mending that  the  work  should  be  abandoned,  aud  the  machinery  and  other  public 
property  sold ;  which  report  was  approved  by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War,  and 
tbe  property  was  sold  on  15th  of  August.'' 

In  continuation  of  this  subject,  the  report  says : 

**Now  suppose  a  channel  dredged  through  these  Inst  shoals,  auxiliary  to  the  re- 
opening of  Roanoke  Inlet,  what  would  be  most  undoubtedly  the  effect  after  every 
western  galef  Most  assuredly,  the  light  sand  of  the  shoals  would  be  lifted  from  their 
resting  place  and  carried  along  until  tliey  could  find  a  lodgment  iu  the  new-cut  chan- 
nel, and  this  operation  would  so  invariably  and  frequently  occur  as  to  very  rapidly 
efface  every  trace  of  the  cut,  just  as  was  the  case  with  the  trench  made  by  Captain 
WwKlbory. 

**7tb.  A^in,  admitting  that  Congress  should  appropriate  the  largest  sum  estimated 
for  the  project,  ($53,459  66,)  and  the  work  carried  on  with  the  utmost  dispatch,  it  is 
veiT  certain  every  westerly  gale  would  till  the  new-cut  channel  to  such  a  degree  as  to 
make  it  an  ever-recurring  necessity  to  dredge  it  over  again." 

This  excellent  report,  made  by  General  J.  H.  Simpson,  colonel  of  engineers.  United 
States  Army,  then  recommends  an  abandonment  of  the  work,  as  *'  an  unwarrantable 
waste  of  the  public  money." 

1  have  no  hesitation  iu  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  same  result  has  attended,  and 
will  continue  to  attend,  all  dredging  through  the  soft  alluvial  deposits  and  light  sands 
of  the  shoals  in  Mobile  Bay,  until  the  concentrated  current  of  the  river  is  brought  to 
bear  upon  them. 

It  is  proposed,  then,  to  postpone  all  dredging  operations  by  this  board  until  that 
conc4*utration  is  made  above  Choctaw  Point,  and  not  to  decide  on  any  definite  plan  of 
Work  below  that  until  the  reanlta  of  the  ooncentration  are  seen.   By  that  time  we  shall 
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also  have  a  farther  test  of  the  dred^ng-procens,  as  an  additiaiial  boat  of  greater  power 
ban  been  placed  on  the  work  in  Choctaw  Bar  channel. 

Since  the  organization  of  your  board,  each  of  the  two  lines  of  obetrnctioos  have  been 
opened  to  a  width  of  folly  600  feet,  a  thorongh  survey  of  the  whole  city  front  has  been 
made  and  mapped,  a  new  wharf-line  established,  and  the  survey  has  been  oontioned  to 
inclode  the  river  and  bay  from  the  head  of  Tensaw  to  a  point  below  the  city  line  on 
the  bay  shore.  Works  are  also  in  progress  now  to  close  Middle  or  Pinto  Pass,  to  pro- 
tect the  lower  end  of  Pinto  Island  from  the  washing  of  both  the  conoent rated  river 
and  the  heavy  waves  which  break  over  it  daring  high  easterly  wiuds,  and  to  protect 
the  lower  part  of  the  city  front  from  further  abrasion  by  the  same  cause.  As  soon  m 
these  works  have  been  sufficiently  progressed  to  justify  it,  others  will  be  commenced 
above  the  city  to  eoucentrate  more  of  the  water  into  the  main  river,  sweeping  the  city 
front.

lb  thepreeident  and' members  of  the  board,  4rc.  : 

Gentlrmen  :  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  map  of  Mobile  River,  from 
Bayou  Warmouth  (One-Mile  Creek)  to  Choctaw  Poiut,  including  Piuto  Island  and  Pass, 
with  cross-sections  of  that  pass  and  the  river  taken  at  various  points.  The  facts 
develope<l  by  this  survey  demand  the  most  serious  consideration. 

By  ordinance  of  the  eity,  dated  4th  April,  1857.  a  wharf-line  was  established  for  the 
whole  city  front,  which  provided  "  that  no  wharf  nor  other  structure  shall  be  built  or 
constructed  or  extended,  nor,  if  built,  constructed,  or  extended,  shall  remain  on  the 
west  side  of  Mobile  River  if  it  projects  east  beyond  a  litie  commencing  at  the  northern 
line  of  the  city,  at  a  point  from  which  aline  running  south  6°  east  shall  strike  a  point 
in  the  northern  line  of  Hunt  (now  Beauregard)  street,  extended  a  distance  of  338  feet 
eastwardly  from  the  we  it  line  of  Front  street ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  a  point  in 
the  north  line  of  St.  Anthony  street,  extended  252  feet  eastwardly  from  the  west  line 
of  Front  street;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  a  point  on  the  north  line  of  Couti  street, 
extended  165  feet  eastwanlly  from  the  west  line  of  Front  street;  thence  by  a  straight 
line  to  a  point  on  the  north  line  of  Church  street,  extended  250  feet  eastwardly  from 
the  west  line  of  Commerce  street ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  a  point  in  the  north 
line  of  Theatre  street,  extended  195  feet  eastwardly  from  the  west  line  of  Commerce 
street ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  a  poiut  in  the  north  line  of  Main  (now  Palmetto) 
street,  extended  295  feet  eastwardly  from  the  west  line  of  Water  street ;  thence  by  a 
straight  line  t-o  a  point  in  the  nortli  line  of  New  York  (now  Elmira)  street,  extended  550 
feet  eastwardly  from  the  west  line  of  Water  street,  and  thence  by  a  line  running  sonth 
20°  20'  east  to  the  bay."  That  line  has  been  run  out,  and  is  laid  down  in  the  map  now 
submitted.  Before  this  line  was  adopted  the  city  has  encroached  very  seriously  upon 
the  water-way  of  the  river,  no  less  than  500  feet  of  that  way  along  the  main  iront 
having  been  tilled  and  occupied  by  two  streets  and  two  blocks  of  buildings. 

Had  there  been  no  other  outlet  for  the  river  than  this  one  channel,  the  water  oonld 
have  accommodated  itself  to  the  changed  condition  by  cutting  away  the  opposite 
bank,  or  by  scouring  the  bottom  to  a  greater  depth.  Unfortunately,  nature  presented 
an  easier  solution  in  the  presence  of  other  channels  ;  and  the  facts  established  by  the 
survey,  when  compared  with  the  past,  prove  beyond  question  that,  while  the  water  in 
Mobile  River  is  decreasing,  that  in  Pinto  Pass  and  Spanish  River  is  increasing.  This 
result  can  be  attributed  to  no  other  cause  than  the  obstructions  thus  placed  in  the  nat- 
nral  way  of  the  river. 

The  city  authorities  then  prudently  established  the  lino  of  1857,  beyond  which  no 
structure  should  extend.    Defective  as  this  line  was,  it  was  the  best,  probably,  that 
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conid  have  been  done  at  tbat  time,  owing  to  antecedent  errors  which  could  not  well  be 
correct«l.  But,  unfortunat-ely,  enforcenieut  did  not  follow  enactment.  Built  without 
reference  to  any  plan,  the  wharves  have  been  constructed  aud  extended  by  individuals 
to  serve  private  interests,  aud  to  meet  temporary  emergencies.  Irregular  in  sliapo  and 
length,  with  intervening  slips,  they  have  created  eddies  and  stagnant  pools,  thus  caus- 
ing; a  deposit  of  the  seclimentury  matter  brought  down  by  the  stream,  and  of  the  heavy 
material  washed  in  by  the  city  drainage.  As  the  depth  of  water  decreased,  from  these 
onuses,  the  wharves  wonhl  be  again  extended,  securing  temporary  relief  at  the  expcnso 
of  permanent  injury.  The  slips  would  again  bo  filled,  and  the  remedy  be  repeated, 
until  we  are  in  ab.solute  danger  of  forcing  the  main  river  into  other  channels.  The 
examination  of  the  map  presents  to  you  the  alarming  fact  that  nearly  every  important 
TV  barf  north  of  the  south  side  of  Government  street  has  been  extended  into  the  main 
river  beyond  the  prescribed  line,  in  some  cases  as  much  as  55  feet.  Notwithstanding 
this,  it  will  bo  perceived  the  slips  are  now  so  much  filled  by  deposit  that  they  alford 
no  accommodation  to  commerce,  and  in  the  upper  part  of  the  city,  even  at  the  ends  of 
these  extended  wharves,  there  is  but  6  to  8  feet  water. 

To  apply  the  proper  remedy  for  this  condition  is  much  more  difficult  than  to  point 
out  the  errors  which  have  produced  it.  Conflicting  interests,  private  and  public, 
must  he  reconciled.  Sufficient  space  must  be  provided,  not  only  for  our  present  com- 
mr^ree,  but  for  that  which  wo  seek  and  expect,  aud  the  water  necessary  to  accommo- 
date the  commercial  marine  we  invite  to  our  port  must  be  secured  and  preserved.  The 
river  has  been  narrowed  at  points  to  a  degree  which  threatens  us  with  its  entire  loss, 
aud  yet  the  laiid  thus  reclaimed  has  been  built  upon  in  places,  especially  at  Govern- 
ment street  and  some  distance  above,  until  the  space  allotted  to  commerce,  notwith- 
standing the  large  projection  of  the  wharves  beyond  the  established  line,  is  barely 
hnfficient. 

The  plan  of  wharves  with  intervening  slips  on  a  river  front,. especially  in  a  contracted 
Mream  which  receives  the  city  drainage  in  addition  to  its  sedimentary  matter,  is  never 
a<]opted  except  under  a  necessity  which  knows  no  law.  This  necessity  could  only 
arise  from  a  want  of  space,  an  exposed  position,  or  a  great  rise  and  fall  in  the  tide. 
Neither  of  the8«  reasons  apply  in  our  ciwe.  We  have  two  miles  of  city  front  already 
available  for  tlie  use  of  commerce,  which  can  be  extended  to  three  miles  at  any  time 
when  business  shall  demand  it.  This  is  fully  equal  to  half  the  space  now  appropriated 
in  New  Orleans,  with  five  or  six  times  our  population,  and  reporting  ten  times  our 
<onimerce.  lu  a  recent  elaborate  report  from  the  department  of  docks  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  recommending  an  extension  and  improvement  of  the  new  wharves  in  that 
city,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  their  wharf  line  from  twenty-eight  to  thirty-seven 
miles,  which,  it  is  argued,  will  be  not  only  sufficient  for  the  present  commerce,  but  for 
the  increase  of  an  age.  This  extent  only  exceeds  ours  ten  or  fifteen  fold,  when  her 
population  is  twenty-five,  aud  her  commerce  probably  one  hundred  fold  of  ours.  The 
want  of  space,  then,  need  not  deter  us  from  prosecuting  this  important  work,  as  wo 
i^hali  be  fully  able  to  accommodate  more  than  ten  times  the  present  commerce.  Our 
p«»fition  is  so  perfectly  secure  from  storms,  and  our  tides  so  insignificant,  that  neither 
ot  the  other  points  ret^uires  examination. 

The  considerations  in  favor  of  a  solid  quay  and  continuous  bulk-head  along  the  wholo 
city  front  aro  numerous  and  weighty.  Such  a  stnicture  would  remove  the  many  intcr- 
rnptions  to  a  free  and  easy  flow  of  the  river  current  along  the  whole  city  front,  jirevent 
the  formation  of  eddies,  by  which  deposits  are  now  made,  and  secure  a  rapid  removal, 
!')•  the  force  of  the  current,  of  the  vast  quantity  of  offensive  matter  which  now  accu- 
mulates in  the  slips  from  the  drainage  of  the  ciiyj  and  not  only  fills  them  and  inter- 
fens  with  their  use,  but  undoubtedly  proves  detrimental  to  the  public  health.  All 
other  things  being  equal,  this  one  consideration  of  a  constant  stream  of  living  water, 
I'lirv,  wholesome,  and  iuoffeusive,  in  lieu  of  the  i)rescnt  cess-pools  ot  filth,  nausea, 
«"id  disease,  should  secure  the  adoption  of  the  plan.  As  a  sanitary  measure  alone  it 
««iUd  more  than  justify  the  change. 

The  question  of  locating  this  line,  now  that  the  one  of  1857  has  been  virtually  abol- 
i*he<l,  is  embarra.ssing.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  public  right  of  free  navigation 
bas  l>een  invaded;  but  vested  rights  are  claimed  under  forms  of  law,  and  by  long 
Bsajre.  The  expense  of  restoring  the  old  lino  would  be  large,  in  addition  to  tho 
^thtT  perplexities.  To  avoid  these  difficulties,  a  pew  line  is  recommended  as  a 
t'mipromise,  which  will  bo  loss  expensive  in  construction  than  the  restoration  of  tho 
»Qe  already  overbuilt,  will  cause  much  less  dissatisfaction,  and  will  atlbrd  more  space 
''>r  commerce.  Unquestionably,  this  will  tend  to  injure  the  river  to  some  extent,  as  all 
other  encroachments  have  done,  but  this  tendency  can  be  overcome  by  the  judicious 
''xpenditure  on  the  other  side  of  theiu'er  of  half  the  amount  necessary  to  restore  tho 
old  line. 

The  initial  point  of  the  old  line  of  1857  being  338  feet  in  an  easterly  direction,  from 
the  northwest  corner  of  Beauregard  and  Front  streets,  narrows  tho  river  at  that  point 
to  about  1,100  feet.  This  was  injudicious,  and,  owing  to  the  w^ide  space  devoted  to 
commerce  at  that  point,  was  unnecessary  ;  but  as  the  wharves  from  that  down  have 
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been  predicated  oa  that  official  action,  it  is  proposed  to  assume  that  as  the  starting- 

Soint  of  the  new  line.  Above  that  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  recommend  any  change . 
[oving  down  we  find  the  wharves  are  generally  over  the  line  as  far  .as  Government 
street,  where  the  largest  and  most  serious  encroachment  of  55  feet  has  -been  made.  lu 
front  of  the  space  between  Saint  Francis  and  Dauphin  streets  is  a  large  and  almost 
solid  structure,  extending  25  feet  over  the  line  on  Saint  Francis  street.  To  remove 
this  would  be  a  serious  and  expensive  work.  Adopting  it  as  a  second  point,  connect- 
ing with  the  first,  we  have  an  uninternipted  straiglit  fine  of  over  3,000  feet.  Every- 
thing projecting  beyond  this  line  should  be  promptly  removed. 

Below  this  second  point  we  meet  serious  difficulties.  The  wharves  between  Dauphin 
and  the  lower  side  of  Government  streets  project  far  beyond  the  legal  and  prudent 
line,  and  yet  the  space  allotte<l  to  commerce,  owing  to  the  encroachments  of  commer- 
cial buildings,  is  very  small — too  small  to  be  reduced  without  inconvenience.  Thence 
from  Government  stroet  down  to  Theatre,  a  distance  of  fully  1,000  feet,  the  city 
authorities,  by  ordinance  dated  19th  December,  1870,  authorized  an  extension  by 
the  New  Orleans,  Mobile  and  Chattanooga  Railroad  Company  of  their  wharf  property 
to  a  line  varying  from  30  to  60  feet  beyond  the  lino  established  in  1857.  This  ordi- 
nance, it  is  true,  was  rei)ealcd  by  the  succeeding  city  authorities  in  January,  1871 ; 
but  the  comi)any  claims  a  vested  right  which  couhl  not  he  recalled.  They  are  now 
engaged  in  the  work  of  building  out  and  piling  the  river  to  the  line  granted  iu 
.  December,  1870.  The  difficulty  of  restoring  the  line  of  1857  above  this  railroad  con- 
cession, serious  as  I  regard  the  encroachment,  induces  me  to  suggest  a  compromise  by 
which  each  party  shall  yield  about  half  its  claim.  A  jtoint  on  the  extension  east  of 
the  upper  liue  of  Government  street,  190  feet  from  the  west  side  of  Front  street,  would 
bring  our  line  outside  of  Government  street  wharf.  From  that  point,  in  a  straight 
line,  to  the  established  point  of  1H57,  opposite  Theatre  street,  would  give  a  line  offer- 
ing as  little  impediment  to  navigation  as  1  could  advise,  and  at  the  same  time  yield  to 
commerce  and  to  individuals  all  the  concession  which  can  be  made  without  danger  of 
serious  consequences.  It  would  slightly  increase  the  concession  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany at  Government  street,  and  reduce  it  below,  but  still  be  outside  of  the  line  of  1857. 

From  the  point  opposite  Theatre  street,  owing  to  the  great  reduction  iu  the  cross- 
section  of  the  river  from  the  head  of  Pinto  Island,  it  is  recommended  that  the  line  be 
drawn  in,  say  65  feet  on  Elmira  street.  This  change  can  be  made  without  prejudice 
to  any  interests,  as  no  wharves  extend  now  so  far  as  the  liue  proposed. 

The  new  line  proposed  would  commence,  then,  at  a  poiut  on  the  easterly  extension 
of  Beauregard  street  338  feet  from  the  west  line  of  Front ;  thence  by  a  straight  liue  to 
a  point  on  the  eastern  extension  of  the  south  line  of  St.  Francis' 232  feet  from  the 
west  side  of  Front;  thence  to  a  point  on  the  eastern  extension  of  the  north  line  of  Gov- 
ernment street  190  feet  from  the  west  line  of  Front ;  thence  to  a  poiut  on  the  eastern 
^  extension  of  the  north  line  of  Theatre  street  195  feet  from  the  west  liue  of  Commerce, 
(line  of  1857;)  thence  to  a  point  on  the  eastern  extension  of  the  north  line  of  Palmetto 
street  245  feet  from  the  west  line  of  Water  street ;  thence  in  a  line  to  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  city  50  feet  west  of  the  line  of  1857. 

Should  the  full  claim  of  tlio  New  Orleans,  Mobile  and  Texas  Railroad  Company  be 
recognized,  a  change  will  be  necessary  from  the  line  recommended  between  the  jxlints 
opposite  St.  Francis  and  Theatre  streets,  viz:  From  the  established  poiut  opposite  St. 
tVancis  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  extension  of  the  north  line  of  Church  strwt 
310  feet  from  the  west  line  of  Commerce  ;  thence  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  extension 
of  the  north  line  of  Theatre  street  195  feet  from  the  west  line  of  Commerce,  (tbe 
point  in  the  advised  liue.)  Tliis  departure  would  make  a  serious  encroachment  on  tbe 
river  at  a  point  where  the  water  is  now  deflected,  so  as  to  throw  it  into  Pinto  Pass, 
especially  as  the  measurements  show  a  very  serious  result  already.  It  might  be  com- 
pensated, however,  l>y  a  count«r-work  on  the  opposite  side  <if  the  river,  which  would 
control  the  current  and  restore  the  needed  water-way. 

Should  the  proposed  plan  of  a  solid  quay  be  accepted,  it  would  be  proper  to  define 
Frout  street  from  Beauregard  to  Government,  and  Commerce  and  Water  streets  from 
Government  down  where  they  frout  on  the  river,  and  to  prohibit  all  structures  on  the 
east  side  of  these  streets  interfering  with  the  free  use  of  the  quay  for  Commerce. 

Front  street,  from  Beauregard  to  the  south  line  of  St.  Francis,  might  be  100  ftH't 
wide;  from  that  point  to  Government,  to  which  it  should  be  opened^  it  would  have  to  Ik* 
contracted  to  60  feet,  so  as  not  to  encroach  too  much  upon  tbe  space  now  devoted  to 
commerce.  This  would  give  a  solid  and  beautiful  qtuiy  from  Beauregard  street  to 
Government  street,  varying  in  width  from  220  to  110  feet,  and  below  Government 
varying,  according  to  the  line  adopted,  from  230  to  110  feet,  with  a  constant,  living 
stream  of  pure  water,  removing  all  oftVusiv**.  deposits  and  keeping  a  uuifonn  depth 
which  t'hould  be  regulated  to  meet  the  wants  of  commerce. 

The  final  and  definite  location  of  tliis  wharf-line  will  control,  in  a  great  measnro, 
the  work  necessary  to  secure  the  water-way,  so  ns  to  give  a  prop«*r  width  and  depth. 
The  plans  for  this  can  be  soou  i)erfected  after  that  liue  is  located. 

No  estimate  of  the  cost  can  be  made  for  building  this  bulkhea<l  and  <iuny  until  tin* 
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line  is  located,  and  then  the  interests  of  private  individuals  and  the  city  must  be 
arranged  before  action  in  that  direction.

Gentlemen:  At  yonr  last  meeting  a  resolution  was  adopted  approving  a  front  line 
of  the  city  beyond  which  no  wharf  or  other  structure  shall  be  built,  and  varying  in  no 
fsx^ntial  point  from  that  suggested  in  my  report  of  the  l*2th  June  last,  though  making 
Kime  slight  concessions  with  a  view  to  avoid  complications  and  delay.  The  city  en- 
gineer fully  concurs  with  me  in  recommending  this  line  to  the  city  authorities,  and  it 
isuow  before  them  for  such  action  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  proper.  The  line 
in  probably  the  bi^st  that  can  be  secured  at  this  time.

The  initial  point  is  established  on  the  north  line  of  Beauregard  street,  extended 
a  distance  of  350  feet  eastward  from  the  west  line  of  Front  street ;  thence  by  a 
(Straight  line  to  a  point  in  the  north  line  of  Government  street,  extended  350  feet 
eastwanl  from  the  west  side  of  Commerce  street;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  a 
{Kiint  in  the  sonfh  line  of  Church  street,  extended  eastward  285  feet  from  the  west 
side  of  Commerce  street;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  a  point  in  the  south  line  of  Thea- 
trt^  street,  extended  eastward  210  feet;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  a  point  in  the  north 
line  of  Elniira  street,  extended  eastward  485  feet  from  the  west  side  of  Water  street ; 
theiice  by  a  straight  line  bearing  south  10^  east.  Above  Beauregard  street  the  line  to 
run  north  6^^  west.  This  line,  when  approved  by  the  city  authorities,  I  propose  to  have 
permanently  designated  by  heavy  piles,  conspicuously  marked,  so  that  any  official  can 
•H^  at  a  glance  when  future  encroachments  are  made,  and  the  most  rigid  accountability 
sbonld  be  enforced. 

The  conclusions  reached  in  my  former  report  as  to  the  effect  produced  in  the  main 
channel  of  the  river  by  the  long-continued  encroachments,  have  been  fully  confirmed 
by  Miliseqnent  data,  and  by  further  stndy  of  the  plans  and  cross-sections  i)repared  from 
the  fturvevH. 

Aljove  the  head  of  Spanish  River  the  Mobile  River  has  an  average  width  of  fully 
1.200  feet,  with  a  cross-section  of  22,250  fe«t,  and  an  ample  channel-way  of  30  feet 
depth.  The  same  distance  below  the  head  of  Spanish  River,  the  width  of  Mobile 
Hlver  is  found  not  to  exceed  1,000  feet,  with  an  average  cross^section  of  only  13,000 
tWt,  and  a  channel  depth  of  only  15  feet.  Examining  further,  we  find  this  loss  fully  ac- 
eonnted  for  by  the  cross-section  of  Spanish  River,  showing  10,000  square  feet  and  a 
(.-hannel-way  20  feet  deep. 

Following  the  Mobile  River  down,  no  material  ch<an^ais  noticed  until  we  reach  the 
wharves  of  the  city,  except  some  1,500  square  feet  added  from  the  Chickasabogue  and 
Three-Mile  Creek.  From  the  upper  to  the  lower  limit's  of  the  city  serious  encroach- 
ments have  been  made  as  reported  in  my  last. 

The  tendency  has  been  to  force  the  water  from  the  city  front  through  Pinto  Pass, 
and  this  tendency  has  been  aided  by  the  very  serious  encroachments  on  both  sides  of 
the  river  below  the  head  of  Pinto  Island.  As  the  resnlt,  we  find  a  width  of  only  640 
feet  for  the  main  river,  and  a  cross-section  of  only  7,500  square  feet,  just  one-third  of 
the  wat«r-way  found  above  Spanish  River.  The  natural  etfect  is  apparent  just  below, 
in  the  gradual  growth  of  the  marsh  fiats  on  both  sides  of  the  river  near  the  ends  of 
Pinto  Island  and  Choctaw  Point.  A  continuation  of  these  causes  must  soon  close 
this  channel,  and  ruin  all  wharf  property  below  Theatre  street,  and  eventually  up  to 
Government  street. 

There  is  but  one  remedy  for  this  unfortunate  condition,  produced  by  our  own  im- 
prodence.  Further  encroachments  must  be  stopped,  the  way  must  be  opened,  and  the 
water  must  be  bronght  back  to  the  main  channel.  To  open  the  way  only,  would  leave 
it  to  be  closed  again  by  the  same  process,  and  we  should  have  an  unceasing,  never-end- 
ing demand  for  dredging.  Where  the  river  is  not  obstructed  above  the  city,  nature 
pmieTA'es  its  own  channel  with  an  ample  width  and  depth  for  all  purposes ;  and  it 
will  do  so  in  front  of  the  city  and  below  it,  if  we  will  only  permit  it  to  execute  its  own 
anerring  laws. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  opening  and  controlling  the  water-way  of  the  river,  I 
liave  projected  and  advise  the  construction  of  a  jettee  below  Choctaw  Point,  to  prevent 
the  further  abrasion  of  the  western  shore  of  the  bay,  and  drifting  of  the  sand  on  to 
Choctaw  Bar,  by  which  the  labor  of  dredging  at  that  point  is  much  incr^sed,  and 
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the  practical  results  at  times  greatly  reduced.  This  ^ork  will  also  tend  to  prevent 
the  8proa<l  of  the  river-water  as  it  euters  the  head  of  the  bay,  and  thereby  aid  iu 
kcepinjj  oj^en  the  channel  whenever  the  dred|xi»g  shall  have  been  completed. 

Recalling  your  attention  to  my  report  on  this  subject,  dated  June  12,  last,  I  beg  to 
submit  the  accompanying  plans  and  estimates  for  the  work  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
suggestions  then  and  now  made,  for  restoring  and  controlling  the  channel-way  of  the 
river  below  the  head  of  Pinto  Island,  aud  bringing  bcvck  to  its  proper  outlet  so  much 
of  the  wat^u-  now  diverted  through  eastern  channels  sis  may  be  necessary  to  accom- 
plish tliis  essential  object.

Ukar  Sir  :  The  deep  interest  feft  by  our  own  people,  and  by  those  with  whom  we 
have  commoreial  relations,  in  the  subject  of  our  harbor  improvements,  induces  me, 
iu  reply  to  your  inqnirj',  to  furnish  such  information  as  my  office  now  affords  iu  reganl 
to  the  progress  of  thatimportant  work. 

At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  this  board  under  State  laws,  in  Maroh  last.  Cap- 
tain Grant  was  engaged,  under  contract  with  tlie  United  States  Government,  in  dredg- 
ing Choctaw  Point  Bar,  which  operation  is  still  in  progress.  A  new  contract  for  cou- 
tinning  this  work  as  far  as  Dog  River  Bar  has  been  let  to  a  party  from  Chicago,  who 
is  now  here  to  enter  on  the  work,  as  I  am  informed.  This  dredging  operation  is  under 
the  control  of  (jeneral  J.  II.  Simpson,  United  Stat-es  Engineer,  an  officer  of  high  pro- 
fessional reputation  and  great  experience  in  this  specialty.  Finding  this  part  of  tlu* 
work  tlins  provided  for,  the  board  of  State  commissioners  undertook  other  branches  of 
the  operations  equally  necessary  for  the  relief  of  commerce. 

Two  lines  of  artificial  obstructions  across  the  channel  of  the  bay  had  been  built  dur- 
ing the  war,  intended  to  impede  the  passage  of  vessels— one  near  Choctaw  Point  Bar, 
the  other  below  aud  where  the  channels  of  Spanish  River  and  Mobile  River  reunite. 
These  had  remaine^l  nearly  in  the  condition  left  by  the  war,  and  were  both  difficult 
and  dangerous,  as  they  left  a  tortuous  passage  of  only  200  feet  iu  width.  Under  tlio 
direction  of  tliiA  board,  both  of  these  lines  have  been  so  opened  Jis  to  straighten  the 
channel,  and  afford  a  clear  passage  of  more  than  6'X)  feet  at  each  point  Vessels  draw- 
ing 13  feet  can  now  pass  these  points  with  safety  and  ease.  In  the  prosecution  of  this 
work  we  have  been  greatly  aided  and  much  expense  saved  by  the  surveys  and  maps, 
as  well  as  by  the  personal  assistance,  furnished  us  by  General  Simpson  and  his  subor- 
dinates. 

The  attention  of  the  board  was  early  drawn  to  the  changed  an«l  rapidly  changing- 
condition  of  the  river  in  front  of  the  city,  and  elaborate  surveys  disclose  the  necessity 
for  large  aud  important  works,  not  onl}'  to  check  the  progress  of  this  evil,  but  to  restore 
the  river  to  its  normal  position  and  condition.  And  as  it  is  no  less  important  that  the 
encroachments  which  have  produced  this  condition  shall  be  checked,  the  board  has 
taken  prompt  action  in  the  matter,  and  has  invited  the  city  authorities  to  co-operate. 

A  whai-f-line  for  the  whole  city  front  has  been  adopted,  and  it  has  been  determined 
that  a  solid  quay  and  continuous  bulk-head  shall  be  substituted  for  the  present  pro- 
jecting wharves  and  intervening  slips. 

Plans  and  estimates  for  important  works  opposite  to  and  below  the  city,  calculated 
to  restore  the  river  to  a  condition  for  the  accommodation  of  a  commercial  marine, 
largely  increased  in  number  and  size,  are  now  ready,  and  the  works  will  soon  be  under 
contract.  These  preliminary  works  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  accomplisbtHl 
or  provided  for,  the  board  will  direct  its  earnest  attention  to  the  main  and  grejit  object 
of  opening  a  depth  of  channel  through  the  bay,  already  much  improved,  soas  toa<lmit 
a  much  larger  class  of  vessels  to  our  wharves.  That  this  can  be  accomplished  there  is 
not  a  shadow  of  a  doubt.  We  have  examples  of  much  more  difficult  works  successfully 
completed,  and  the  question  here  is  simply  one  of  time  and  means.  A  comprehensive 
plan  once  adopted  and  pursued  with  persistent  energy,  with  ample  means,  and  the  end 
is  easily  seen.  With  the  immense  resources  of  Alabama  in  cotton,  coal,  and  iron  opened 
to  the  world,  the  cost  of  such  a  work  would  be  repaid  ten-fold  in  one  year  by  tlie  in- 
creased business  and  value  of  our  property.  Even  in  Mobile  alone  we  should  s€>on 
realize  the  whole  amount,  in  which  all  interests  would  participate.  No  one  of  the 
many  important  public  works  on  which  we  are  now  engaged  can  surpass  this,  because 
the  prosperity  of  each  one  of  them  is  more  or  less  involved  in  our  success. 

With  a  beginning  which  promises  entire  success,  and  means  already  provided  ample 
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to  exccote  a  f^reat  part  of  the  plan  proposed,  may  we  not  look  to  the  State  and  General 
Government  to  come  to  onr  aid,  and  insure  the  completion  of  a  work  in  importance  and 
ralae  to  no  other  public  enterprise  in  the  country  f

ral Simpson  thereof,  and  that  this  board  holds  itself  in  readiness  to  enter  upon  such 
portion  of  the  work  contemplated  in  the  report  as  he  may  indicate,  and  he  is  respect- 
fully requested  to  inform  tnis  board  of  such  designation  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order

''  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  letter  dated  yesterday, 
communicating  the  resolution  formed  by  yonr  board  same  day,  to  the  effect  that  they 
had  recalled  their  order  directing  the  repair  and  extension  of  the  jettees  at  the  head  of 
Spanish  River,  and  that  they  would,  in  subordination  to  the  plan  recommended  by  the 
report  of  the  board  of  United  States  engineers,  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers 
^and  the  Secretary  of  War,  aid  to  the  extent  of  the  means  at  their  disposal  in  the  im- 
provement of  the  harbor  of  Mobile. 

"I  am  gratified  with  tlie  receipt  of  this  resolution,  showing,  as  it  does,  a  harmony  of 
action  on  the  part  of  the  State  board  and  United  States  Engineer  Department,  which 
cannot  but  be  productive  of  the  happiest  results. 

''  In  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  board,  that  I  should  designate  the  portion  of 
work  to  be  assigned  to  them,  in  order  that  they  may  enter  upon  it  at  the  earliest  mo- 
ment, I  respectfully  state  that  the  lower  portion  of  Dog  River  Bar  channel  will  be  im- 
me<liately  staked  out;  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  board  commence  at  the 
northern  limits  of  the  upper-fleet  anchorage,  or  12- foot  curve,  and  dredge  to  a  least 
depth  of  13  feet  in  the  channel  from  that  point,  making,  at  first,  one  thorough  cut  (to 
the  extent  of  the  sweep  of  the  dredges)  from  south  to  north,  and  that  the  material 
thus  excavated  be  deposited  as  far  on  the  west  shore  of  the  bay,  say  the  6-foot  carve, 
as  can  be  approached  by  the  dumping-scows. 

*'  The  soundings  have  already  been  made  over  the  said  bar,  but,  allowing  for  unfavor- 
able weather  at  this  season  of  the  year,  it  is  not  believed  the  channel  can  be  staked 
out  ready  for  your  operations  till  Monday  the  11th  of  April  next.

The  foregoing  correspondence  showing  that  the  State  board  recojraize  fully  the  para- 
•mount  authority  of  the  General  Government  to  prescribe  a  plan  for  the  improvement 
•  of  the  harbor,  and  that  it  is  their  purpose  to  aid  in  carrying  out  such  plan  agreeably 
to  the  report  of  the  United  States  board,  and  to  ent«r  upon  the  work  so  soon  as  I  shall 
indicate  the  portion  to  be  assigned  to  them,  and  the  following  extract  from  said  report 
setting  forth  the  great  necessity  of  large  appropriations  for  the  immediate  and  rapid 
excavation  of  Dog  River  Bar  channel,  at  present  the  only  great  obstruction  in  the 
channel  of  approach  to  the  inner  harbor,  I  respectfully  and  earnestly  recommend  that 
the  appropriation  I  have  asked  for  this  object,  in  my  last  annual  report,  to  wit, 
$100,000,  be  augmented  at  least  to  $200,000,  and  that  this  recommendation  be  laid  be- 
fore Congress  at  its  present  session,  and  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  following  is  the  extract  alluded  to : 

^^As  to  the  direction  of  this  artificial  channel  the  board  concur  with  that  of  1860,  and 
with  both  the  engineer  ofiScers  in  charge  of  the  Mobile  Harbor  improvements,  that  the 
line  of  deepest  water  should  be  followed  as  it  has  existed  for  the  past  fifty  years,  since 
this  line  must  now  be  regarded  as  a  resultant  of  a  fixed  regimen  of  the  different  rireis 
uniting  to  produce  this  channel.  The  curve  at  the  upper  obstructions  should  be  made 
as  gentle  as  possible,  and  the  opening  or  width  of  channel  in  that  part  somewhat  in- 

'Creased,  t<»  admit  the  ready  passage  of  the  largest  class  of  vessels  that  may  enter  the 
inner  harbor  of  Mobile.  It  is  recommended  that  this  excavation  be  restricted  to  a 
width  of  200  feet  throughout  its  length,  at  least  until  its  comparative  permanency  can 
be  tested  or  estabi  ished.     The  board  give  it  as  their  opinion  that  this  excavation  should  be  made 

.  as  rapidly  as  possible,  for,  if  portions  only  are  dredged  and  left  in  an  uneven  or  Inmpy 
condition,  such  portions  will  fill  to  the  level  of  the  projections ;  and,  besides, 
there  will  not  be  a  clear  water-way  for  the  ready  movement  of  the  bottom  current 
until  each  bar  is  cut  entirely  through  and  finished  to  an  even  surface.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  this  dredging  should  proceed  slowly  and  at  intervals,  it  will  be  but  a  partial 

.success.    No  good  results  can  be  predicted,  except  from  a  rapid  and  thorough  ese- 

.  cation  of  the  work."

February  16, 1872. 

Sib  :  I  hare  the  honor  to  report  that  a  revolution  of  magnitude, 
vbieh  promises  the  successful  overthrow  of  the  Juarez  government  in 
Mexico,  is  in  full  tide  of  operation.  On  our  immediate  border  the  towns 
of  Mier  and  Oamargo  are  in  the  hands  of  the  revolutionists,  and  the  city 
of  Matamoras  will  be  invested  in  a  short  time. 

The  object  of  this  communication  is  to  inform  the  general  command- 
ing the  department  of  the  exact  condition  of  affairs  here ;  also  to  apprise 
liim  of  tbe  real  causes  of  the  said  revolution. 

The  following  is  the  exact  text  of  the  grievances  which  led  to  the 
revolution,  as  given  me  by  the  most  reliable  man  identified  with  the 
mofvement

2  AFFAIRS   ON   THE   TEXAS   FRONTIEIU 

CAUSES. 

1.  That  Jaarez  was  last  year  illegally  declared  President. 

2.  That  he  has  Yiolated  the  constitution  of  1857,  more  than  once  ;*  the  facts  being^ 
admitted  by  himself. 

3.  That  during  the  last  four  years  of  his  administration,  every  suggestion  offered 
by  TreviDo,  late  governor  of  Nuevo  Leon,  and  now  general-in-chief  of  the  army  of  the 
North,  for  the  progress  and  true  interest  of  the  whole  frontier,  have  been  resented  in 
the  most  wicked  and  insulting  manner. 

When  informed  that  the  existing  stock-stealing  from,  and  Indian  raids  into,  Texas, 
and  the  injuries  caused  by  the  Zona  Libre,  to  the  interior  cities  of  Mexico,  as  well  as 
to  the  American  frontier,  would  finally  bring  on  war,  if  not  a  filibustering  expedition 
of  thousands,  which  would  be  worse  than  war,  Juarez  answered  Trevifio,  that  the 
government  of  Mexico  was  sufficiently  strong  to  protect  itself  against  any  external 
enemy,  whether  in  filibustering  or  other  kind  of  war  on  its  soil. 

Therefore,  General  Cortina,  a  bandit,  who  has  seven  indictments  against  him  for 
murder  in  Cameron  County,  Texas,  and  for  many  other  atrocities,  was  sent  to  the 
frontier  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  whole  Eio  Grande  line. 

In  conversation,  Juarez  said  to  Dr.  Fernandez  (the  commissioner  sent  bv  Trevifio  to 
him)  that  Cortina  had  proved  in  former  years  what  he  could  do  on  the  Kio  Grande; 
with  a  force  which  he  intended  to  give  him,  that  his  presence  would  put  a  stop  to  all 
American  filibustering  movements. 

Trevifio  in  his  statement  to  the  government  on  the  subject  of  the  Zona  Libre  asked 

thai  it  be  extended  to  all  the  States  of  the  republic,  or  be  abolished  altogether.    The 

former  proposition  was  known  to  be  impossible,  as  the  whole  svstem  of  revenue  would 

be  destroyed  thereby.     He  consented  to  give  this  privilege  only  to  a  few  little  smug- 

^  gling  towns  on  the  firontier,  to  the  injurv  of  the  great  trading  cities  of  the  interior. 

Trevifio's  suggestions  were  considerea  by  Juarez  as  revolutionary  and  dangerous; 
therefore  Generals  Cerillo,  Briggoni,  and  Revera,  with  a  large  infantry  and  cavalry 
force,  were  ordered  to  the  State  of  Nuevo  Leon,  to  keep  Trevifio  in  check.  General 
Trevifio  having  been  well  informed  of  all  the  designs  and  intrigues  of  Juarez,  pro- 
nounced against  him  before  Cerillo  reached  Nuevo  Leon. 

Trevifio  opposes  the  Zona  Libre  as  injurious  to  the  trade  of  the  interests  of  Mexico. 

Parts  of  the  following-named  States  have  pronounced  again'st  the 
Juarez  government:  Sonora,  Sinaloa,  Guerrero,  Vera  Cruz,  Oaxaca, 
Jalisco,  and  Michoacan ;  the  greater  part  of  the  State  of  Tamaulipas. 
The  following-named  States  are  wholly  identified  with  the  revolution: 
ISTuevo  Leon,  Cohahuila,  Durango,  Zacatecas,  Aguas,  Galientes,  and  San 
Luis  Potosi,  except  the  capital,  which  is  now  besieged  by  eleven  thou- 
sand men. 

The  State  of  Guanajunto  pronounced  for  Lerdo  de  Tejado. 

The  small  States  of  Ghiapa,  Gampeche,  and  Tabasco,  follow  successful 
parties  in  revolution. 

Chihuahua  is  neutral,  perhaps  declared  herself  independent. 

Nearly  all  the  wealthy  and  reliable  men  of  Mexico  are  with  the  revo- 
lution, and  are  determined  it  shall  succeed. 

The  revolutionists  thus  far  have  not  met  with  a  reverse,  but  have 
gained  decided  successes. 

The  temporary  occupation  of  Oaxaca  is  not  considered  a  success. 
There  were  but  two  or  three  hundred  men,  most  of  them  sick,  in  the 
place  when  attacked.  Colonel  Felix  Diaz,  the  brother  of  General  Porflriq 
Diaz,  wa«  in  command. 

I  have  written  thus  in  detail  to  express  to  the  general  commanding  the 
department,  that  this  revolution  is  of  serious  import  to  Mexico,  an4 
there  never  has  been  a  revolution  of  like  magnitude  in  that  country 
that  the  American  side  of  the  Bio  Grande  was  not  more  or  less  involved ; 
and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  four  or  five  companies  of 
cavalry  be  sent  to  this  frontier,  to  insure  a  proper  enforcement  of  the 
neutrality  laws;  one  company  stationed  at  Laredo,  one  company  at 
Binggold  Barracks,  and  two  companies  at  Fort  Brown,  Texas.  They 
can  be  foraged  cheaper  here  than  at  any  other  point  in  Texas,  and  it  is 
not  known  at  what  moment  they  may  be  needed*      r^^^^i^ 
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The  post  returns  from  Fort  Brown,  Binggold  Barracks,  and  Fort  Mc- 
intosh, (Laredo,)  Texas,  will  show  how  inadequate  the  force  is  at  the 
present  time. 
Up  to  this  date  perfect  qniet  exists  on  this  side  of  the  river.

XuoB :  In  complianoe  with  your  instructions,  I  submit  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
"ttiplettDg  certain  works  upon  the  Washington  Aqueduct. 

rbe  fint  item  of  the  estimate  is  for  completing  stone  bridges  Nos.  1  and  2,  which  are 
11  and  16  feet  span,  respectively.  The  work  remaining  to  be  done  is  to  furnish  and  set 
•'  'Bbic  vards  of  stone  coping  for  No.  1,  and  34  cubic  yards  for  No.  2.  They  are  situated 
<^  Um  hoe  of  the  Washinffton  Aquednct,  about  li  miles  this  side  of  Great  FaUs. 

The  next  item  is  for  bridge  No.  3,  which  is  situated  about  5  mUes  from  Great  Falls. 
Tbe  next  is  for  Cabin  John  Bridge,  which  is  6i  miles  from  Great  Falls.    Th^work  to 
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be  done  is  to  build  parapets  and  coping.    For  bridge  No.  3,  3,325  cubic  feet,  and  for 
Cabin  John  Bridge,  7,481  cubic  feet  of  cut  stone  are  required. 

The  roadway  over  the  conduit  of  tbe  Washington  Aqueduct  has  become  the  principal 
highway  of  Montgomery  County.  At  Cabin  John  Bridge  it  is  100  feet  higher  than  the 
bottom  of  the  creek ;  it  is  only  16  4-12  feet  wide,  and  is  w^ithout  parapets  or  protection 
of  any  kind. 

At  bridge  No.  3  the  roadway  is  not  so  high  as  at  Cabin  John  Bridge;  but  it  is  the 
same  width,  and  equally  unprotected  and  dangerous. 

These  four  bridges  have  been  in  their  present  unfinished  condition  for  nearly  ten 
^ears,  and  by  reference  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  engineers  in  charge  of  the  Wash- 
ington Aqueduct  it  will  appear  that  estimates  have  yearly  been  submitted  to  Congress^ 
for  their  completion. 

Congress,  during  its  last  session,  appropriated  ^10,000  for  this  purpose.  This  amount 
is  available,  but  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  work.  A  contract  was  made  by  yoar 
predecessor  with  Messrs.  Lee,  Doherty  &,  Palmer  for  the  coping  of  Cabin  John  Bridge, 
at  |i  75  per  cubic  foot. 

They  have  not  yet  commenced  the  work,  and,  in  my  opinion,  they  do  not  intend  to, 
I  have  assumed  that  the  work  will  cost  $2  per  cubic  foot,  or  $54  per  cubic  yard. 

The  next  item  is  for  completing  the  bottom  of  the  distributing-reservoir,  by  exca- 
vating the  clay  to  the  level  of  -\-  135,  the  level  established  by  General  Meigs  when  ho 
was  chief  engineer. 

The  water  in  the  conduit  at  this  point  is  kept  at  the  level  of -f  142.00,  and  by  exca- 
vating the  bottom  to  -f  lli5  it  will  give  a  uniiorm  depth  of  7  feet. 

In  my  opinion,  the  distributing-reservoir  should  be  deepened  to  -|-  122,  (the  level  of 
the  iron  mains  in  the  reservoir-pipe  vault,  or  13  feet  deeper  than  the  bottom  as  uov 
established. 

The  next  item  is  for  laying  a  cast-iron  pipe  four  feet  in  diameter  from  the  central 
gate-house  of  the  distributing-reservoir  to  tlie  eitlueut,  a  distance  of  1,140  feet.  I  have 
estimated  for  one  inch  thickness  of  iron,  at  3  cents  per  pound.  The  dividing  bank  and 
the  central  gate-house  divide  the  distributing-reservoir,  a  basin  of  forty-four  acres,  into 
two  divisions,  and  by  means  of  this  48-iuch  pipe  we  can  draw  water  from  the  upper 
division  independently  of  the  lower  division  ;  and  in  the  event  of  deei)ening  the  res- 
ervoir we  can  use  one  division  for  the  storage  and  filtering  of  Potomac  water,  while 
the  other  division  is  being  deepened. 

The  next  item  is  for  engineering,  superintendence,  and  repairs  for  the  year  ending 
June  30, 1873.  The  force  estimated  for  is  that  at  present  employed,  and  a  similar  force 
will  always  be  required  for  the  safe  and  economical  superintendence  of  the  Washington 
Aqueduct. 

The  next  item  is  for  building  a  dwelling  at  the  distributing-reservoir  for  the  gate- 
keeper, and  repairing  the  dwellings  at  the  receiving-reservoir  and  at  Great  tails, 
"  The  cabins  in  which  they  now  live  are  small  and  uncomfortable,  and  are  not  of  a 
style  commensurate  with  the  other  parts''  of  the  Washington  Aqueduct. 

The  next  item  is  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  used  for  a  roadway  from  Great  Falls 
to  the  conduit  road.  This  land  has  been  occupied  by  the  United  States  for  the  use  of 
the  Washington  Aqueduct  since  1863.  Congress  appropriated  money  for  the  purchase 
of  this  land  in  July,  ^1(^0,  but  the  amount  was  not  sutiicient  to  compensate  the  owners 
for  fencing  each  side* of  the  road,  and  the  money  reverted  to  the  Treasury.  The  road- 
way will  always  be  required,  and  as  the  owners  of  the  land  have  allowed  it  to  be  occu- 
pied without  charge,  they  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  paid  for  the  value  of  the  land 
and  the  cost  of  fencin^r. 

The  remaining  item  is  for  a  dial  telegraph  to  connect  Great  Falls  with  the  reservoirs 
and  the  ofiice  in  Washington.  Its  utility  is  obvious,  and  is  fully  explained  in  the  an- 
nual report.

Stone   bridges. 

Bridges Xo8, 1  and  2,— These  are  completed  with  the  excei»tion  of  the  coping,  which  is 
partly  laid.  There  is  yet  required  tor  bridge  No.  1,  9  cubic  yards,  and  for  bridge  No.  2, 
34  cubic  yards ;  total,  43  cubic  yards,  estimated  at  $54  =$2,322. 
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Bridge yo,  3,  {Griffith  Parks,) — ^This  bridge  is  200  feet  loog,  and  to  complete  its  para- 
pet and  coping  are  required — the  accompanying  tracing  shows  the  plan  proposed ;  the 
estimated  qnantities  are  &i^f\Ar  cubic  feet  per  linear  foot,  making  3,325  cubic  feet,  esti- 
mated at  #2  per  cabic  foot  =  $6,650.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statement  in 
reference  to  the  estimate  sabmitted  by  me  on  the  13th  instant  for  the 
completion  of  certain  works  upon  the  Washington  Aqueduct. 

By  referring  thereto  it  will  be  seen  that  the  estimated  cost  of  com- 
pleting stone  bridges  is  $13,934. 

By  referring  to  the  printed  estimate  submitted  by  my  predecessor  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  amount  estimated  for  this  purpose  is  $10,000;  dif- 
ference, $3,934. 

This  difiference  is  caused  by  a  proposed  change  in  the  plan  for  com- 
pleting the  parapets  of  GriflBth  Park  Bridge  and  Cabin  John  Bridge. 

My  predecessor  intended  to  build  the  parapets  of  bricks,  and  cover 
them  with  "pebble  stucco,''  the  coping  to  be  of  cast  iron. 

These  bridges  being  built  entirely  of  stone,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  parapets  and  coping  should  also  be  of  stone.  The  roadway  over 
them  is  narrow,  and  the  passing  of  vehicles  would  break  the  pebble 
fitucco,  and  entail  a  constant  expense  for  repairs.  Stone  parapets  would 
be  durable,  and  require  nothing  for  repairs. 

The  next  item  is  for  completing  the  earth-work  of  the  distributing- 
reservoir  to  its  present  bottom. 

The  bottom,  as  now  excavated,  was  intended  to  be  at  the  level  of 
+  135of  the  Washington  Aqueduct  levels,  or  seven  feet  below  the  pres- 
ent flow-line;  but  there  are  many  places  where  the«bottom  is  considera- 
bly above  this  level.  The  earth  excavated  can  be  used  to  advantage  in 
repairing  the  embankments  and  raising  them  to  their  proper  height. 

The  next  item  is  for  furnishing  and  laying  a  cast-iron  pipe,  four  feet 
in  diameter,  from  the  central  gate  house  of  the  distributing-reservoir, 
to  the  cfOineut  gate-house. 

My  predecessor  intended  to  lay  a  sheet-iron  pipe,  and  prepared  specifi- 
cations, and  invited  proposals  for  the  same ;  no  bids  were  received. 

The  only  object  in  laying  a  sheet-iron  pipe  instead  of  one  of  cast  iron 
is  its  comparative  cheapness.  In  my  opinion  it  would  not  be  durable, 
and  on  account  of  its  lightness  it  would  be  necessary  to  anchor  it 
securely  to  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  with  screw-piles  and  chains. 

The  object  in  connecting  the  central  gate-house,  by  means  of  an  iron 
pipe,  with  the  efi9\ient,  is  to  enable  us  to  draw  water  from  either  division 
Of  the  distributing-reservoir,  or  to  use  one  division  while  the  other  is 
being  emptied  out  or  undergoing  repairs ;  and  in  the  event  of  deepening 
this  reservoir,  the  pipe  would  enable  us  to  use  either  division,  while  the 
other  was  being  excavated.  In  the  printed  estimates  there  does  not 
appear  any  amount  for  this  purpose.  My  predecessor  was  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  money  available  for  completing  the  dividing  bank  and  gate- 
houses would  also  be  sufficient  for  making  the  pipe  connection. 

In  my  opinion,  the  completion  of  the  gate-houses  and  the  dividing 
bank  will  require  the  expenditure  of  the  entire  appropriation. 

The  next  item  is  for  engineering,  superintendence,  and  repairs  for  the 
year  ending  June  30, 1873 ;  and  the  amount  asked  for  is  $15,000.  In 
the  printed  estimates  the  amount  estimated  for  this  item  is  $12,000. 
Last  year  the  sum  appropriated  was  $20,000 ;  and  judging  fh)m  the 
amounts  that  have  necessarily  been  expended  for  several  years,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  amount  asked  for  is  no  more  than  can  be  advan- 
tageously exi)ended  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  next  item  is  for  the  purchase  of  land  used  as  a  road,  from  the 
Great  Falls  to  the  junction  with  the  conduit  road,  and  for  fencing  the 
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same.    The  estimated  valae  of  the  land  is  $50  per  acre,  and  of  the 
fencing,  $2  50  per  rod ;  amonnting  in  all  to  $3,139. 

There  was  appropriated  by  Congress  for  this  purpose,  in  July,  1870, 
11,012 ',  but  the  owners  of  the  land,  with  one  exception,  refused  to  take 
the  amount  awarded  them,  as  the  cost  of  fencing  was  not  included  in 
the  awards,  and  the  balance  of  the  appropriation,  on  the  1st  of  July 
last^  reverted  to  the  Treasury. 

As  this  road  will  always  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  Washington  Aque- 
dact,  and  as  it  has  been  used  by  the  United  States  for  over  eight  years  with- 
oat  charge,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  reasonable  amount  should  be  paid 
to  the  owners  for  their  land,  and  the  cost  of  the  fencing  borne  by  the 
United  States.  Without  this  road  we  have  access  to  the  Potomac  dam 
and  head  of  the  aqueduct  only  by  way  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal. 

The  other  items  are  the  same  as  in  the  printed  estimates.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Seeretary  of  War. 

Companies  A,  B,  C,  and  Captain  Whitton's  company.  First  Battalion 
Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  were  authorized  February  j6,  October 
10,  and  November  17, 1862,  and  January  20, 1863,  respectively,  for  local 
t^enrice  in  Boston  Harbor. 

They  ^ere  authorized  and  accepted  conditionally  for  local  service,  and 
that  fact  recognized  by  the  late  Governor  Andrew.  (See  letters  of  Jan- 
uary 11,  1862,  and  December  12, 1863,  extract  copies  herewith,  marked 
A  and  B.) 

At  the  time  this  force  was  raised,  it  was  well  understood  that  organi- 
zations of  this  local  character  would  not  be  entitled  to  nor  receive 
boanty,  and  the  records  of  this  office  indicate  that  ^o^iLti"^  \^(j 
promised  nor  expected  by  its  members.  ^'  ^     ^ 
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The  quostion  of  bounty  was  first  submitted  to  this  office  in  February, 
1866,  and  adversely  reported  upon  by  indorsements  dated  26th  and  28tL 
of  February,  1866^  copies  herewith  marked  C. 

April  20, 1866,  it  was  again  presented,  referred  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  the  Paymaster  General,  and  reported  upon  by  that  officer,  by 
indorsement,  copy  herewith  marked  D. 

March  12, 1867,  the  question  was  once  more  presented  and  reported 
on  by  indorsement  dated  August  3, 1867,  copy  herewith  marked  E. 

A  draft  of  the  joint  resolution,  approved  July  13, 1868,  being  received 
at  this  office  and  referred  to  the  Paymaster  General,  that  officer  made 
an  additional  report  by  indorsement  July  27,  1868,  copy  herewith 
marked  F. 

In  March,  1869,  a  test  case,  under  the  joint  resolution  referred  to, 
was  presented  by  General  SSchouler,  late  adjutant  general  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  after  a  careful  re-examination  of  the  whole  matter,  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  claimant  was  not  entitled  to  bounty.  (See  indorsement 
April  16, 1869,  copy  herewith  marked  G.) 

This  battalion,  specially  authorized  at  the  request  of  Governor  An- 
drew, were  so  jealous  of  the  service  for  which  they  were  raised  that  in 
October,  1862,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  were  removed  from  Fort 
Independence  to  Fort  Warren,  Boston  Harbor,  106  non-commissioned 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  Company  A  of  this  battalion  filed  a  petition 
in  this  office,  respectfully  demanding  their  discharge  from  the  Secretary 
of  War,  and  claiming  that  their  removal  to  the  latter  fort  was  a  breach 
of  their  contract  with  the  Government.

The  First  Battalion,  Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  (Cabot's,)  consisted  of  Company 
A,  Captain  Baldwin  ;  Company  B,  Captain  Niebuhr ;  Company  C,  Captain  Livermore, 
and  the  Third  Company,  Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  Cfaptain  Whitton. 

The  companies  were  recruited  separately,  and  for  local  service,  under  authorizations 
fram  the  War  Department  dated  February  6,  1862,  for  one  (1)  company ;  October  16, 
1%2,  for  one  (1)  company  ;  November  17, 1862,  for  one  (1)  company  ;  and  January 
tft),  1863,  for  one  (1)  companv.  The  authorization  of  January  20,  1863,  was  for  the 
'*  Fourth  Company,"  to  complete  the  heavy  artillery  battalion. 

It  appears,  from  papers  submitted  to  this  office,  (B.  230,  (V.  S.,)  1866,)  that,  in  some 
irregular  way,  a  finh  (5th)  company,  lettered  **  D/'  Captain  Thomas  J.  Little,  and 
which  was  raised  for  general  service,  has  been  classed  as  a  company  of  the  battalion. 

The  said  company  was  never  authorized  as  a  company  of  the  battalion,  and  should 
not  be  so  considered.  (See  indorsement  from  this  office,  February  26,  on  B.  230,  (V.  B.,) 
1H66.) 

The  question,  however,  in  this  case  does  not  hinge  on  the  company  being  a  part  of 
the  battalion.  Was  it  an  '*  old  organization  7''  It  was  not ;  for  that  term  originated 
with  and  is  applied  to  organizations  that  had  left  the  State  and  entered  upon  field  ser- 
Tice.  The  object  of  making  a  distinction  and  giving  an  increased  bounty  to  recruits 
for  old  organizations  was  to  secure  men  for  organizations  in  the  field. 

Under  this  view  it  would  seem  that  the  mustering  officer  who  made  the  musters  for 
the  oDe  hundred  dollars  (flOO)  considered  the  company  a  new  orfi^anization.  That  ac- 
tion is  confirmed,  and  no  additional  allowances  will  be  authorizea.

For  report  in  this  case,  I  respectfully  refer  to  my  indorsement  of  March  17,  1866, 
qaoted  in  this  comraunictttion,  and  from  which  ruling  this  appeal  is  taken. 

The  laws  and  orders  touching  the  case  are  therein  cited,  and  the  conclusion  stated  is 
the  settled  opinion  of  this  office,  fully  concurred  in  by  tne  Adjutant  General  and  the 
S«ooDd  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury.  In  that  indorsement  occurred  one  fact,  loosely 
stated,  which  is  not  literall^r,  but,  for  this  purpose,  substantially  true. 

The  act  of  22d  Julv,  1861,  is  not  "  retroactive"  in  terms ;  but  by  an  order  of  the  War 
pepartment  (General  Order  No.  38,  of  1864)  its  bounty  provisions  are  made  retroactive^ 
ip  effect,  so  as  to  apply  in  all  respects  to  troops  raisea  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebel-^ 
lion  before  the  passage  of  that  act 
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The  only  point  in  this  appellant's  case  is  this:  that  as  General  Order  No.  15,  of  1861, 
provides  generally  for  the  allowance  of  $100  bounty  on  honorable  discharee,  and  as 
that  order  was  afterward  confirmed  by  Confi^ress  without  modification,  thererore  it  can 
only  be  construed  as  entitling  all  enlisting  under  its  provisions,  and  honorably  dis- 
charged, regardless  of  length  of  service,  to  that  bounty. 

As  in  construing  statutes,  not  specific  in  their  language,  the  intention  is  referred  to 
as  the  guide,  so  the  intention  of  the  bounty  provision  in  the  President's  proclamation 
of  May  3, 18(51,  and  General  Order  No.  15,  of  1861,  determines  this  question. 

The  President's  call  was  for  three  years,  or  the  war.  That  the  bounty  pledged  was 
only  designed  for  those  who  should  complete  their  term  of  serving  the  full  three  years, 
or  to  the  end  of  the  war,  is,  (except  as  therein  excepted,)  from  various  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances, conclusive. 

The  Adjutant  General,  (Thomas,)  who  drew  up  and  signed  the  order,  says  that  no 
other  constructiou  was  entertained  or  thought  of  at  the  time.  No  other  construction 
has  ever  obtained  throughout  the  Army.  The  men  themselves  in  whose  assumed  behalf 
the  claim  is  now  brought  forward  never  so  apprehended  the  terms  of  their  contract; 
nor  did  Congress,  when  passing  the  act  of  July  22, 1861,  entertain  such  constniction. 

While  the  material  provisions  of  that  law  are  almost  literally  copied  from  the  pre- 
vious orders  governing  the  subject  before  Congress  could  act,  the  modifications  of  the 
terms  of  the  orders  in  framing  the  laws  exhibit  only  on  the  part  of  Congress  a  purpose 
to  liberalize  the  allowances  to  soldiers.  Thus,  instead  of  copying  the  language  of  Gen- 
eral Order  15.  which  gave  the  bounty  only  after  three  years'  service,  it  is  modified  so 
as  to  give  it  lor  two  years'  honorable  service;  and  so  followed  a  few  days  afterward  an 
act  increasing  the  soldiers'  pay;  and  still  later  another,  giving  the  full  bounty  to  one 
who  should  be  discharged  by  reason  of  wounds,  &c. 

That  the  "  honorable  discharge"  was  not  designed  as  the  sole  condition  upon  which 
bounty  should  inure  seems  quite  mauifest.  That  condition  was  only  intended  as  an 
additional  reqnisite  to  give  title  to  bounty  aft«r  the  full  term  of  service. 

This  brief  history  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  orders,  and  the  laws  appli- 
cable to  the  case,  it  seems  to  me  concludes  this  a^ipeal.

Respectfully  returned  t-o  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
adverse  decisions  on  this  claim  be  sustained.  Full  and  careful  consideration  has  here- 
tofore been  given  by  this  office  to  the  claims  of  members  of  Companies  J,  B,  C,  and 
Whittan^s First  Battallion,  Massachusetts  Heavy  JrtiUerti^  (Cabot's  ;)  this  on  the  28th  day  of 
February,  1866,  and  with  the  result  as  embraced  in  the  indorsement  of  that  date  from 
this  office,  a  copy  of  which  forms  part  of  the  Paymaster  General's  report. 

In  the  present  appeal  the  Massachusetts  agent,  in  his  letter  of  June  21,  1867,  to  the 
Paymaster  General,  and  Jonas  P.  Varnum,  in  his  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated 
July  17, 1867,  assert  that  the  troops  in  question  were  not  "  home  guards."  To  rebut 
their  assertions  1  need  but  refer  to  a  report  from  Governor  John  A.  Andrew,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, (who  was  entirely  familiar  with  the  conditions  of  the  recruitment,)  dated 
December  12, 1863,  extract  as  follows :  *^Fonr  of  these  companies  were  raised  conditionaUy 
for  special  service  in  Forts  Warren  and  Independence,  in  Boston  Harbor,  being  Com- 
panies A,  B,  C,  of  the  First  Battalion,  and  the  Third  Compan^v,  Captain  Whitton." 

It  mav  be  added  that  the  terms  **  local  service,"  "  conditional  service,"  and  "  home 
guards,'^  when  applied  to  troops  under  pay  of  the  United  States,  have  the  same  signifi- 
cation.

The  letter  of  Jouas  P.  Varnum  and  Colonel  G.  Tufts,  Massachusetts  military  agent, 
npon  claim  of  members  of  the  First  Battalion,  Massachusetts  lieavy  Artillery,  for 
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bonnty,  were  referred  to  this  office  by  the  Secretary  of  War  for  report,  and  returned 
Jaly  23j  1867,  with  accompanying  copies  of  documentary  history,  showing  the  gronnds 
upon  which  bonnty  was  refused. 

These  troops  were  raised  for  local  service,  and  any  ortlinary  bounty  paid  to  some  of 
the  men  was  paid  under  a  misapprehension  of  their  status.  I  repeat,  therefore,  that 
Companies  A,  B,  and  C,  and  Captain  Whitton's  company,  composing  the  First  (M%jor 
C^ibot's)  Battalion,  Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  are  not  entitled  to  any  considera- 
tion of  bounty  whatever,  ordinary  or  additional. 

The  grounds  of  this  ruling  are  these  : 

It  was  in  the  beginning  resolved  by  the  President  (Mr.  Lincoln)  and  the  Secretarv 
I  Mr.  Stanton)  that  no  bounties  could  accrue  to  troops  raised  and  organized  for  partial, 
or  local  servico,  ordinarily  styled  "home  guards,"  and  such  was  announced  by  the  War 
Department  in  1861. 

The  same  condition  is  reiterated  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  prescribed 
nnder  the  conditions  of  the  additional-bounty  act  of  July  28,  1866,  wliich  regulations 
were  concurred  in  by  the  Attorney  General  as  being  in  conformity  with  the  spirit  and 
intent  of  that  law.

Respectfully  submitted  to  the  Adjutant  General  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary 
of  War. 

The  resolution  of  Congress,  approved  July  13, 1868,  (General  Orders  51,  War  Deipart- 
ment,  Adjutant  GeneraPs  Office,  1868,  copy  herewith,)  refers  to  certain  "local  service," 
or  "home  guard"  organizations  from  the  States  of  Missouri  and  Maryland,  and  to  them 
alone. 

Reference  is  made  by  the  attorneys  representing  this  claim  (one  of  whom  was  for- 
merly adjutant  general  of  Massachusetts)  "  that  the  troops  were  not  properly  '  home 
enards'— that  is,  local-service  troops."  To  this  I  reply,  that  the  authority  of  the  War 
Department  distinctly  made  them  so,  and  the  fact  was  well  known  to  and  insisted 
apon  by  his  excellency  the  late  Governor  Andrew,  (M.  2613,  (V.  S.,)  1863,)  who  asked 
for  and  received  the  authority  to  raise  the  troops. 

It  is  true  that  three  of  the  companies  were  recruited  for  local  services  aiter  the  paaa- 
a^re  of  the  act  of  Febmary  13, 186*2,  (General  Order  15^  War  Department,  Adjutant  Gen- 
eraFs  Office,  Febmary  15, 1863,  copy  herewith,^  but  this  is  explained  bv  the  iact  that  the 
fint  company  of  the  battalion  was  authorizea  prior  to  that  date,  and,  in  consequence, 
the  existence  of  the  law  was  not  remembered  when  the  authorizations  for  the  other 
companies  were  issued. 

The  War  Department  has  uniformly  refused  to  recognize  any  claims  of  ''local-service" 
troops  for  bounty,  and  it  has  not  allowed  any  such  claims  without  the  special  legisla- 
tion of  Congress ;  that  action  should  now  be  adhered  to.  * 
The  copies  of  the  indorsements  herewith,  dated  Febmary  26  and  28, 1866,  on  B.  230, 
(V.  S.)  1866,  and  iuclosures  thereto,  as  t^ken  from  the  records  of  this  office,  give  the 
outline  of  the  matter  involved  in  this  claim.

SiB:  I  have  the  bonor  to  reply  to  a  resolation  passed  by  the  House 
of  Representatives  on  the  28th  of  February  last,  reported  by  Mr.  Banks 
from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Department  that  no  further  legislation  is 
v<>ded  upon  the  subject  of  the  first  resolution. 

Under  the  acts  of  March  3,  ^863,  and  March  3, 1865,  the  Department 
^  iBsaed  instructions  to  consular  and  commercial  agents  by  which 
'^ey  possess  all  the  authority  that  can  properly  be  conferred  upon  them 
J'r  the  protection  of  the  revenues  of  the  country.  By  the  Consular 
ii^^ations,  (page  105,  paragraph  473,)  they  are  instructed,  in  all  proper 
•Mes,  to  "require  samples  of  the  merchandise  to  be  deposited  with 
ivm,  especially  when  the  invoice  descriptions  of  merchandise  are  not 
<;«nfic  and  full  enough  to  enable  them,  or  customs  officers,  intelligently 
'"  jodge  of  the  market  value  without  inspection  of  the  merchandise 

In  reply  to  the  second  resolution,  I  transmit  a  statement,  prepared 
1  'he  Fifth  Auditor's  Office,  of  the  fees  received  in  gold  or  silver,  or 
'*^  equivalent,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  by  each  consular  and  com- 
-^rcial  agent  of  the  United  States  for  certifying  invoices  and  all  other 
'tmlaetft.

To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

I  herewith  returo  for  the  further  consideration  of  Congress,  without 
my  approval.  House  bill  No.  1550,  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  estate 
of  Dr.  John  F.  Hanks,''  for  the  reasoq  that  the  records  of  the  Treasury 
Department  show  that  the  current  moneys  taken  by  Colonel  S.  B.  Hola- 
bird  from  the  Louisiana  State  Bank  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  month  of 
August,  1862,  were  accounted  for  by  that  officer  to  the  Treasury  De- 
partment, and  the  names  of  the  depositors  given,  and  that  the  name  of 
Dr.  John  F.  Hanks  does  not  appear  among  them. 

It  also  appears,  from*  the  records  of  the  Treasury  Department,  that 
among  the  effects  taken  from  the  Louisiana  State  Bank  of  New  Orleans, 
was  the  sum  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars 
of  confederate  money,  and  that  the  said  sum  stood  upon  the  books 
of  said  bank  to  the  credit  of  J.  F.  Hanks. 

It  is  but  justice,  however,  to  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  Dr.  Hanks, 
to  state  that  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  money  deposited 
by  Dr.  Hanks  in  the  Louisiana  State  Bank  was  in  current  funds,  and 
tiiat  when  application  was  made  to  Congress  for  the  recovery  of  the 
^me  they  believed,  and  had  evidence  to  satisfy  them,  that  such  funda 
had  found  their  way  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  There 
has,  unquestionably,  been  a  mistake  made  either  by  the  officers  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Bank  or  the  persons  engaged  in  removing  the  funds  of 
that  bank,  by  which  the  estate  of  Dr.  Hanks  is  loser  to  the  amount  of 
relief  afforded  by  House  bill  No.  1550. 

Accompanying  this  I  send  the  statement  furnished  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  of  all  funds  covered  into  his  Department,  or  accounted 
for  through  it,  arising  from  the  seizure  of  the  funds  in  the  Louisiana

Your  Excellency  :  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  the  attention  of  your  exceUency  to 
the  foUowinjr  extract  from  a  commniticutiou,  dated  the  15th  instant,  received  by  me 
from  the  consular  oflScer  of  the  United  States  at  Oienfuegos : 

**0n  the  evenin|^  of  the  13th  instant  D.  Juan  Emilio  Honard  was  arrested  here  and 
placed  in  the  pubhc  prison.  He  is  a  native  of  Philadelphia,  but  has  practiced  medi- 
cine here  for  many  years.  He  is  a  widower,  but  has  a  young  family.  I  visited  hiiu 
yesterday  at  the  prison.  The  cause  of  his  arrest  appears  to  be  tliis :  Some  four  or  nion.- 
yeai-s  ago  a  party  here,  named  Felix  Bouyon,  received  a  Spanish  government  appoint- 
ment ut  Las  Tunas.  Before  leaving  for  that  place  he  purchased  of  Dr.  Hoaard  a  small 
box  of  homeopathic  medicines.  On  this  box  the  name  of  the  doctor  wa.H  engraved. 
Time  passed,  and  Dr.  Bouyon  left  his  employment  and  returned  here.  When  the  in- 
surrection broke  out  he  joined  it.  The  box  referred,  to  was  found,  a  short  time  since, 
in  one  of  the  rebel  encampments,  and  it  is  inferre<l  that  Dr.  Houard  supplied  medi- 
cines to  the  rebels.  That  he  did  this  no  one  of  his  friends  here  will  believe.  He 
wishes,  naturally,  that  his  case  should  be  settled  with  all  brevity,  in  order  to  return 
to  his  practice  and  his  young  daughters,  who  have  now  no  mother  to  take  charge  of 
them." 

As  Dr.  Honard  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  is  thus  vouched  for,  both  as 
to  loyalty  and  respectability,  I  shall  esteem  it  a  favor  if  your  excellency  will  cans*- 
early  proceeding  to  be  instituted,  that  he  may  be  released  if  found  innocent  of  the 
charges  as  above  written.

Hoaard, 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States  residing  in  Cuba,  and  pray  the  intervention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  his  behalf.    Our  understanding  of  the  case  is  as  follows  : 

Dr.  Honard  is  a  native  of  the  United  States,  but  has  been  for  some  years  a  resident 
of  the  city  of  Cienfaegos,  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  in  the  pursuit  of  his  business  as  a  phy- 
sician, and  has  always  conducted  himself  with  entire  nropriety,  in  nowise  iutermed- 
dling  with  political  affairs.    He  has  a  family  of  five  children. 

On  or  about  the  dth  of  December  last,  now  nearly  twelve  months  since,  he  was  ar- 
rested and  committed  to  prison  upon  suspicion  of  complicity  with  the  insurgents,  and 
has  been  ever  since  incarceraUxl  without  trial,  though  he  has  constantly  demanded,  it. 
His  affairs  have  suffered  severely  from  his  inability  to  attend  to  them,  and  his  family 
are  almost  without  bread. 

Application  to  the  American  consul  at  Cienfuego^  has  been  productive  of  no  result, 
and  your  petitioners  pray  the  Department  of  State  will  instruct  the  consul  general  of

I  have  to  inform  the  Department  that  about  the  19th  instant  1  received 
ioformation  from  Cienfuegos  that  Dr.  J.  E.  Houard  had  been  tried  by 
court-martial  and  sentenced  to  eight  years'  imprisonment  and  confiscation 
of  all  his  property.  At  the  same  time  I  received  a  petition  from  his 
ttree  daughters,  addressed  to  tbe  captain  general.  Said  petition  I  for- 
warded to  his  excellency  Count  Valmeseda,  as  per  inclosure  a  of  Decem- 
ber 19. 
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On  the  21st  instant,  I  addressed  the  eaptain  general  a  note  on  the  same 
subject,  as  will  be  seen  by  inclosure  K 

Not  receiving  any  answer  to  my  note  of  the  21st  up  to  this  morning, 
I  called  to  see  tlie  captain  general  in  reference  to  the  case.  He  informed 
me  that  he  had  made  a  partial  answer  to  my  note  four  or  five  days  ago, 
and  seemed  to  be  surprised  that  I  had  not  received  it,  but  he  would 
have  it  sent  at  once.  He  was  very  reticent  in  regard  to  the  trial,  only 
saying  that  he  had  been  tried  and  sentenced,  and  informed  me  that  as 
matters  had  been  arranged  with  the  Spanish  minister  at  Washington 
and  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  had  no  right  to  ask  for  information  in  regani 
to  the  case,  but  it  should  come  to  him  from  the  Spanish  minister,  and 
that  neither  of  us  had  a  right  to  correspond  diplomatically.  He  ftirther 
remarked  that  several  Americans  had  been  pardoned,  but  this  indulgence 
had  been  so  abused  that  he  should  stop  it. 

Inclosure  c  is  the  statement  of  Dr.  Houard  to  the  consular  agent  at 
Cienfiiegos,  when  his  accusers  were  confronted  with  him.  As  I  under- 
stand, the  principal  charge  of  the  government  against  Dr.  Houard  is 
his  having  furnished  the  insurgents  with  medicines.  Tbe  authorities 
take  the  ground  that  he  is  a  Spanish  subject,  and  that  his  father  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  town  of  Cienftiegos,  received  lands  and  titles 
from  Spain,  and  held  office  under  the  authorities  of  the  island ;  that  he 
lived  and  raised  his  family  at  Cicnfuegos;  that  the  present  Dr.  Houard 
has  lived  all  his  life  there,  married  there,  and  the  last  paper  he  obtained 
from  the  government  here,  in  1870,  represented  him  as  a  Spanish  sub- 
ject.   The  captain  general  gave  me  the  above  particulars  to-day. 

I  am  sorry  that  at  this  present  writing  (December  30)  I  have  to  close 
my  dispatch  without  receiving  the  promised  note  from  the  captain  gen- 
eral. »

Esteemed  Sir:  The  result  of  having  my  accusers  confronted  with  me  is  as  follows: 
I  have  proved  by  two  witnesses  that  the  box  of  medicines  was  sold  to  Felix  Bouyon 
in  the  year  1864  or  1865,  when  he  went  to  Las  Tunas ;  proved  by  two  witnesses  that 
the  box  of  medicines  which  the  carpenter  Tus6  had  mended  for  me  was  one  sold  by 
me  to  Francisco  Ayala,  captain  of  Palmillasf  mxiKed  by  two  other  witnesses  that  the 
irmiiture  left  by  Cabada  I  took  in  paymeut  of  a  horse  I  sold  to  him  for  seven  ounces. 
Jo^  Joaquin  Verdagner  says  that  Itold  or  asked  Barrio  to  accompany  me  to  Las 
Charcas,  and  that  instead  of  going  there  we  went  to  Lecbuzo  ;  that  on  the  day  of  the 
bombardment  I  was  there  at  Lechuzo,  and  that  afterward  I  ran  away  to  Las  Charcas. 
1  have  proved  by  nine  undoabtable  witnesses,  Spaniards,  (Penimularesy)  tliat  all  this 
Ib  false ;  that  I  disembarked  with  my  family  alone  at  the  Caimanera ;  that  in  the 
Atteruoon  I  went  to  Ponce,  to  the  house  of  Manuel  Esteban  de  Leon,  where  I  remained 
all  the  month  of  February  and  up  to  the  5th  of  March,  whou  1  returned  to  Cienfnegos. 

Manuel  Capote,  who  was  not  confronted  with  me,  says  that  I  sent  money,  clothes^ 
and  other  effects  to  the  insurrection.  I  said  that  it  was  false,  and  that  he  could  not 
prove  it ;  that  this  accusation  was  made  by  him  because  I  had  threatened  to  sue  him 
for  money  be  owes  me ;  that,  being  absent^  he  said  what  he  liked,  for  they  did  not 
confront  him  witih  mo.  The  servant  of  Caba<la  says  that  1  attended  meetings  every 
day  and  every  night  held  at  the  house  of  Cabada.  This  is  false,  for  I  was  only  four 
times  in  his  house,  and  then  early  in  the  morning ;  three  times  to  see  Mr.  Fox,  who 
was  there  sick  in  bed,  and  once  to  pick  out  some  rose-tree  slips  he  had  offered  to 
me.  My  lawyer  asked  the  servant  if  those  who  went  to  the  house  of  Cabada  con- 
spired in  hie  presence,  and,  somewhat  disconcerted,  he  said,  "Yes."  My  lawyer 
then  said,  "It  was  very  strange,  he  fthe  servant]  being  a  Spaniard,  [Penin«iiZar,] 
and  a  volunteer."  This  proves  the  falsity  of  his  declaration.  I  asked  him  for  proofs, 
and  be  remained  silent.  Federico  Carratala,  whom  I  don't  know,  and  believe  I  have 
never  seen,  and  he  does  not  know  me,  said  that  I  was  anti-Spanish  and  disaffected  to 
the  government.  His  proofe  are  "  public  report."  He  is  the  only  one  who  can  say  so. 
He  said  I  boasted  of  it  in  "public ;''  but  he  names  no  one  of  the  public.  This  man  was 
not  confronted  with  me.  Juan  Jos6  La  Barga  (apothecary)  declared  that  he  told  me 
when  the  box  of  medicines  was  found,  and  that  I  told  him  that  I  had  made  a  present 
of  it  to  Cabada,  but  on  being  confront«)d  with  me,  declared  ho  was  not  sure  if  I  had 
said  I  presented  it  to  Cabada  or  sold  it  to  Bouyon  ;  that  he  was  occuined  in  putting 
np  prescriptions  in  his  shop,  and  it  was  very  possible  I  might  have  told  him  I  sold  the 
box  to  Bouyon,  and  that  he  might  have  misunderstood  me.    Here  C4)ncludee. 

I  relate  the  foregoing  that  you  may  place  it  before  the  consul  of  my  nation,  to  such 
end  as  may  be  necessary,  hoping  he  will  interest  himself  in  my  case.

According  to  an  old  law,  any  foreigner  who  has  resided  in  the  United  States  prior  to 
iii^l2,  and  has  since  continued  to  reside  therein,  may  dispense  with  the  declaration  of 
intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  Stat<Ms,  as  may  also  any  applicant  who 
bas  resided  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States  three  years  previous  to  his 
majority. 

The  children  of  duly  naturalized  persons,  if  minors  at  the  time,  and  residing  in  the 
United  Stat-es,  shall  be  deemed  citizens,  without  taking  out  papers  to  this  effect. 

As  I  am  informed,  the  father  of  Dr.  Houard  arrived  m  the  United  States  toward  the 
end  of  the  past  century,  was  naturalized  there,  married  there,  and  his  children  were 
bom  there. 

Inclosed  I  hand  the  baptismal  certificate  of  Dr.  Houard,  by  which  it  appears  he  was 
born  in  Philadelphia,  September  5,  1815;  he  attained  his  majority  in  the  United 
States. 

His  dinloma  as  a  physician  is  issued  from  the  ^fferson  Colle^^e  of  Philadelphia, 
and  dated  March  10,  1S43.  His  diploma  or  permission  to  practice  in  the  island  of 
Cuba  is  dated  Havana,  Angnat  28, 1644,  and  in  it  he  is  stated  to  be  "Hatural  de  Phila- 
delpkiaj"  (native  of  Philadelphia.) 

The  mother  and  father  of  Dr.  Houard  came  to  Cienfiiegos  as    colonists  about  the 
year  1^  or  1823 ;  he  accompanied  them.   The  father  died  here  in  1826,  and  never  held 
office  ander  the  government.

Sir  :  I  beg  to  return  my  acknowledgments  for  the  prompt  reply  con- 
tained in  your  favor  of  17th  instant,  noting  the  gratifying  assurances  of 
the  interest  of  the  Government  in  the  case  of  my  brother,  Dr.  Houard. 
The  natural  solicitude  felt  by  me  in  common  with  the  rest  of  Dr.  Hon- 
ard's  family  as  to  his  fate,  will,  I  trust,  excuse  my  trespassing  on  your 
attention  and  time.  The  claim  that  he  has  lost  his  American  citizen- 
ship is  of  a  par  with  the  accusations  made  by  the  Spanish  authorities. 

No  act  of  my  brother  during  his  residence  in  Cuba  can  be  construed 
into  intentional  renunciation  of  his  nationality.  He  was  known  as  an 
American,  and  prided  himself  on  it ;  and  during  our  rebellion  was  well 
known  at  Cienfuegos  as  one  of  the  stanchest  upholders  of  the  Union. 
With  reference  to  his  having  a  cedulu  or  police  permit  as  a  Spanish  sub- 
ject, I  beg  to  explain  that,  as  a  police  regulation,  all  residents  in  Cuba, 
heads  of  families,  were  required  to  have  one;  and  I  do  not  know  that 
there  was  any  special  form  for  foreign  residents  to  miy  knowledge. 
Other  Americans  residing  there  were  provided  with  the  ordinary  cedula. 
There  was  no  special  importance  attached  to  the  document,  it  being  con- 
sidered as  one  of  the  many  ingenious  taxes  of  the  Spanish  government. 
It  w^ould  be  impossible  for  any  American  residing  abroad,  however  care- 
ful and  law-abiding,  to  feel  safe  on  the  score  of  his  nationality  if  spe- 
cious pretexts  and  such  crude  shreds  of  testimony  as  alleged  by  the 
Spanish  authorities  could  be  brought  against  him  to  further  the  hostil- 
ity and  prejudices  of  treacherous  enemies.  I  learn  on  good  authority 
that  many  witnesses  in  his  favor  were  not  called  or  allowed  to  give  evi- 
dence for  him. 

Of  the  witnesses  against  him,  one  Labarga  retracted  his  first  state- 
ment ;  Capote  did  not  ratify  his  statement  according  to  Spanish  law  ; 
Verdaguer  is  one  qf  the  committee  on  embargoed  property,  who  has 
direct  interest  in  the  confiscation  of  property ;  the  other  two  witnesses 
are  as  notoriously  worthless  and  malignant.    They  have  proved  nothing 
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against  my  brother,  notwithstanding  every  effort  made  to  incriminate 
him  and  blacken  his  case.  I  respectfully  submit  that  the  rights  and 
dignity  of  an  American  citizen  require  to  be  upheld  with  energy  against 
the  devices  and  sophistries  of  those  Spaniards  who  would  only  be  too 
glad  to  sacrifice  Dr.  Houard  to  their  passionate  hatred  against  our 
country,  and  I  confidently  trust  that  justice  will  be  done  to  him  through 
the  interposition  of  our  Government.

The  undersigned,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of 
Spain,  has  the  honor  to  inform  the  honorable  Secretary  of  SUite,  in  reply 
to  his  note  of  the  8th  ultimo,  in  relation  to  D.  Juan  Emilio  Hou- 
ard, that,  from  the  reports  received  from  the  captain  general  of  Cuba,  it 
appears  that  Dr.  Houard  has  no  right  to  claim  American  citizenship, 
since,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  his  father  renounced  his  character  as 
a  foreigner  by  accepting  the  oflBce  of  police  commissioner,  the  circum- 
stance of  his  being  provided  with  a  certificate  of  residence  as  a  Spanish 
citizen,  when  the  law  in  relation  to  foreign  citizenship,  of  July  4, 1870, 
published  in  the  Qazeta  de  la  Habana  on  the  16th  of  August  of  the 
same  year,  says  in  its  seventh  article  that  "  Any  foreigner  residing  in  a 
Spanish  colony  must,  in  order  to  be  considered  as  suchj  in  accordance 
icith  this  law,  have  his  name  enrolled  in  the  list  of  foreigners,  which 
ihaU  be  Jcept  by  the  superior  civil  governor,  and  in  that  of  the  consulate 
of  his  nation,"  clearly  shows  that  Houard,  not  having  complied  with 
this  requirement,  was  not  considered  an  American  citizen.

Madam  :  A  note,  dated  the  14th  instant,  has  been  received  from  the 
Spanish  minister  here  in  relation  to  the  case  of  your  brother.  Dr.  Hou- 
ard, in  which  it  is  stated  that,  from  reports  received  by  the  captain 
general  of  Cuba,  Dr.  Houard  has  no  right  to  claim  American  citizen- 
ship ;  that,  in  addition  to  the  fiict  that  his  father  renounced  his  charac- 
ter as  a  foreigner  by  accepting  the  office  of  police  commissioner,  the 
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circumstance  of  his  being  provided  with  a  certificate  of  residence  as  a 
Spanish  citizen  at  the  time  when  the  law  in  relation  to  foreign  citizen- 
ship of  July  4, 1870,  was  published  in  the  Qazeta  de  la  Hahanaj  and 
that  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  it  would 
seem  clear  that  Dr.  Houard  was  not  considered  an  American  citizen. 

The  seventh  article  of  the  law,  as  cited  by  the  Spanish  minister,  is  as 
follows :  "Any  foreigner  residing  in  a  Spanish  colony  must,  in  order 
to  be  considered  as  such,  in  accordance  with  this  law,  have  his  name  en- 
rolled in  the  list  of  foreigners,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  superior  civil 
governor,  and  in  that  of  the  consulate  of  his  nation."

Sm:  I  am  favored  by  your  communication  of  the  17th  instant,  and 
thank  you  for  the  information  it  contained.  I  have  read  it  with  the 
feeling  of  natural  indignation  which  the  barefaced  and  unscrupulous 
falsehoods  of  the  Spanish  authorities  provoke,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
with  some  discouragement  at  the  thought  that  such  base  fabrications 
and  sophistries  may  impose  upon  and  deceive  our  Government  into  per- 
mitting my  brother,  Dr.  Houard,  to  be  sacrificed  to  the  intrigues  and 
enmities  of  the  Spaniards  in  Cuba. 

1  deny  that  my  father  ever  renounced  his  American  nationality,  and 
that  he  ever  held  the  oflSee  of  police  commissioner  or  any  other  office 
under  the  Spanish  government;  such  a  thing  was  never  known  in  our 
family.  My  father  lived  but  seven  years  in  Cuba,  and  did  not  speak 
the  Spanish  language ;  his  age  and  social  position  were  above  his  hold- 
ing any  such  office.  My  brother  was  born  in  this  country  and  never  re- 
nounced his  citizenship ;  he  was  here  more  or  less  of  his  time  until  after 
graduating  as  a  physician,  when  he  removed  to  Cuba;  he  was  always 
known  there  as  an  American. 

The  law  referred  to,  of  July  4,  1870,  in  relation  to  foreign  citizenship, 
may  have  been  published  in  the  Gazeta  de  la  Habana;  this  is  an  official 
paper  but  little  circulated  through  the  island,  only  seen  and  read  by 
those  who  may  chance  to  hold  office,  and  my  brother  would,  most  likely', 
not  ever  know  of  such  law  being  published.  It  may  be  that  he  did  not 
enroll  his  name  at  the  United  States  consulate  agency  at  Cienfuegos, 
though  he  certainly  had  a  certificate  from  the  United  States  consul  at 
Trinidad  of  his  being  an  American  citizen ;  his  name  would  probably 
appear  in  the  records  there  or  at  Cieniuegos  at  the  time. 

The  certificate  of  residence  (cedula  de  doniicilio)  was  considered  in 
Cuba  as  of  no  import — merely  a  local  police  regulation.  No  one  then 
resident  of  the  island  ever  knew  of  any  distinction  being  made 
between  foreigners  and  Spanish  subjects  in  holding  these  cedulas; 
it  was  merely  required  that  all  residents  should  have  them.  If  my 
brother  did  hold  such  a  one,  it  was  like  many  other  foreigners,  without 
a  suspicion  of  invalidating  in  any  way  his  American  nationality.    Surely 
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a  very  slight  hold  and  pretense  for  the  outrage  that  is  being  attempted 
against  him. 

It  is  well  understood  in  Cuba  that  the  whole  case  against  my  brother 
has  been  the  plot  of  a  few  enemies ;  and  to  justify  their  proceedings 
against  him  in  the  eyes  of  the  United  States  Government,  the  effort  is 
is  being  made  to  invalidate  his  American  citizenship.  An  affidavit, 
signed  by  Manuel  M*  Capote,  which  has  been  sent  to  the  Department 
by  my  brother,  J.  G.  Houard,  of  this  city,  will  bear  evidence  to  the  way 
these  matters  are  managed  inOuba.  This  same  Capote  was,  underdnress, 
compelled  to  testify  against  my  brother  out  there,  but  being  now  free 
and  oat  of  reach  of  the  Spaniards,  he  has  voluntarily,  under  oath,  re- 
tracted his  first  statement  as  explained  in  the  paper. 

I  cannot  but  hope  that  this  Government  will  see  that  justice  is  done, 
and  assert  its  protection  to  one  of  its  citizens,  so  foully  and  treacher- 
onsly  dealt  with  by  those  who  hold  power  in  Cuba,  and  who  stop  at 
nothing  to  carry  out  their  vindictive  purposes. 

May  1  beg  the  favor  of  hearing  from  the  Department  what  further 
matters  may  be  developed  in  my  brother's  case,  that  I  may  be  able  to 
explain  and  produce  evidence  to  refute  any  false  statements  t

SiB:  I  have  to  inform  the  Department  that  Dr.  Emilio  Houard 
arrived  here  last  evening  from  Cienfuegos,  and  was  placed  in  the  convict 
prison.  I  was  immediately  informed  of  his  arrival,  about  1  o'clock  to-day, 
and  went  at  once  to  see  him. 

I  coald  ascertain  nothing  in  relation  to  his  case  further  than  the  sup- 
[•osition  on  the  part  of  the  doctor  and  the  comandante  of  the  prison, 
that  he  (Houard)  had  been  sent  there  to  undergo  his  sentence  of  eight 
years'  chain-gang.  The  doctor  was  still  in  citizen's  clothes,  because,  as 
the  comandante  of  the  prison  informed  me,  the  sentence  had  not 
reached  him,  but  by  to-morrow  it  would  probably  be  in  his  hands,  when 
the  doctor's  beard  and  hair  would  be  shaved  off,  himself  dressed  in  the 
convict  garb,  put  in  chains,  and  sent  to  work  in  the  quarries.  And 
believing,  a«  I  have  and  do,  in  the  entire  innocence  of  Dr.  Houard,  and 
considering  that  he  has  already  undergone  a  long  imprisonment,  it  was 
tiot  pleasant  to  sit  quietly  and  listen  to  the  terrible  life  in  store  for  the 
old  man.  The  doctor  informs  me  that  news  had  reached  him  that  the 
inau  by  the  name  of  Capote,  who  made  the  worst  declaration  against 
him,  now  says  that  he  was  forced  to  make  the  declaration  under  the 
threat  of  being  shot,  and  that  it  was  all  false.  This  Capote  is  some- 
where in  New  York  City. 

During  the  afternoon  I  sent  to  the  Department  the  following  telegram 
in  cipher:  "Dr.  Houard  arrived  here  last  night.  Is  in  the  convict 
prison,  and  to-morrow  expects  to  have  head  shaved,  put  in  chains,  and 
made  to  labor  on  public  works.    Torbert."  ^  , 
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If  possible,  I  shall  intercede  for  the  doctor  to  prevent  his  being  sent 
out  of  the  prison  to  work.

Sir  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  communication  from  the  Department  of  26th 
ultimo.  The  deposition  of  Manuel  M*  Capote,  referred  to  in  my  former 
letter,  was  sent  to  Hon.  William  D.  Kelley,  who  wrote  that  he  would 
hand  it  in  to  the  Department  on  Tuesday  last.  I  trust  the  statement  it 
contains  will  give  our  Government  a  true  appreciation  of  the  i)erfid3- 
with  which  the  authorities  in  Cuba  have  proceeded  in  the  case  of  my 
brother,  Dr.  J.  Emile  Houard. 

I  learn,  by  letters  received  from  Cuba,  that  it  was  there  known  that 
Capote  had  protested  at  the  Spanish  consulate  in  New  York  against  the 
declarations  that  had  been  extracted  from  him  in  Cienfuegos,  Cuba, 
against  my  brother  and  others.  This  protest  by  Capote  was  in  advance 
of  the  afiidavit  which  was  delivered  to  the  Department  by  Mr.  Kelley. 

Learning  from  persons  here  that  my  brother  had  actually  inscribed 
his  name  as  an  American  citizen  at  the  United  States  consular  agency  at 
Cienfuegos,  application  was  made  for  information  to  Mr.  Charies  Fox, 
the  late  United  States  consular  agent  at  Cienfuegos,  now  in  Portland, 
Maine. 

In  reply  to  inquiries,  he  has  sent  the  inclosed  statement,  certified  by 
a  notary  i)ublic,  which  certainly  should  be  of  weight  in  your  considera- 
tion of  my  brother's  case. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  cedula,  or  poMce  doucument  of 
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residence,  that  the  Spanish  authorities  would  give  such  importance  to 
in  the  case  of  my  brother.  I  have  before  stated  that  it  is  a  document 
required  to  be  taken  out  by  all  residents  in  Cuba,  natives  and  foreign- 
ers, without  exception.  The  one  taken  out  by  my  brother,  Dr.  Houard, 
which  hsis  been  sent  by  his  family  from  Cienfuegos  to  the  United  States 
consul  at  Havana,  states  that  Dr.  Houard  is  a  resident  of  Cienfuegos 
and  a  native  of  the  United  States.  By  none  of  the  consuls  of  other 
nations  has  this  document  been  considered  any  proof  of  Spanish  citi- 
zenship, except  it  was  stated  that  the  holder  was  a  native  of  Spain  or 
one  of  its  colonies. 

I  also  learn  from  good  authority  that  the  regulation  as  to  foreign 
residents  inscribing  their  names  at  the  office  of  their  consuls,  quoted 
by  you  in  a  former  communication  as  published  July  4,  1870,  was  not 
enforced  or  carried  into  effect  until  some  time  after  my  brother's  impris- 
onment; this  I  have  from  the  best  authority. 

'The  facts  stated  and  proofs  furnished  in  my  brother's  case  clearly 
show  that  he  is  an  American  citizen,  and  that  the  only  x)lea  on  which 
the  Spanish  authorities  strive  to  deprive  him  of  his  rights  as  one  is  the 
neglect,  possibly,  but  not  certain,  that  he  has  failed  to  comply  with 
some  i)olice  regulation.  Is  it  possible  that  my  Government  will  allow 
him  to  be  cruelly  sacrificed,  and  in  his  person  the  nation  outraged  and 
insulted  !  I  know  that  the  condition  of  his  case  excites  the  astonish- 
ment of  all  foreigners  in  Cuba ;  which  feeling  is  shared  by  a  large  class 
of  respectable  Spaniards,  and  Americans  (as  they  well  may  be)  are 
alarmed. 

Let  me  entreat  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  to  take  immediate  and  vigorous 
measures  to  relieve  my  brother  from  his  most  lamentable  condition — a 
man  without  crime  (and  only  obnoxious  because  he  is  an  American 
aud  a  relative  of  Cuban  patriots)  suftering  the  punishment  of  crimi- 
nals of  the  worst  sort.

Sir  :  The  kind  interest  yon  have  evinced  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Houard,  at  Cienfuegos, 
encourages  me  to  ask  the  favor  of  your  examining  the  paper  I  herewith  inclose,  bear- 
ing very  strone  evidence  of  the  conspiracy  forged  against  him  to  satisfy  the  prejudice 
and  revenge  of  some  enemies  in  Cuba,  in  the  guise  of  Spanish  Yo]unt<^er8. 

The  affidavit,  duly  attested,  of  Manuel  M.  Capote,  made  in  New  York  on  the  8th 
instant,  which  I  accompany  with  a  translation,  explains  itself,  and  was  freely  and  v<il- 
nntarily  given  by  him  as  a  matter  of  conscience,  and  is  moreover  confirmed  by  the 
declaration  and  protest  to  the  Spanish  consul  at  New  York  recently,  when  summoned 
by  the  said  official  to  corroborate  the  testimony  he  (Capote)  had  previously  given  in 
Cienfuegos  against  Dr.  Houard  and  others,  and  which  he  refused  to  do.  I  also  know 
further,  from  the  said  Capote,  that  a  captain  of  volunteers,  named  Jos<S  Casanova,  was 
the  person  who  actually  framed  the  first  deposition  of  Capote  at  Cienfuegos,  alle^ng 
that  Dr.  Houard  being  an  uncle  of  the  Cavadas  was  sufficient  cause  for  the  iiroceemn^. 

AU  the  foregoing  very  abundantly  proves  that  the  whole  case  against  Dr.  Honard 
was  unscrupulously  manufactured  for  a  purpose,  and  by  drawing  the  attention  of  our 
Government  to  it,  should  certainly  cause  more  decided  action  to  be  taken  in  behalf  of 
my  brother  for  his  release,  and  for  shortening  of  his  unjust  detention  by  the  Spanish 
authorities.  It  is  a  most  unqualified  outrage  that  an  innocent  man,  an  American  citi- 
zen, should  be  dealt  with  in  this  manner  with  such  perfect  impunity.

SiE:  I  have  to  state  further,  in  regard  to  Dr.  Emilio  Houard,  that 
I  interceded  with  the  captain  general  so  far  as  to  request  that  the 
doctor  should  not  be  sent  to  work  outside  of  the  prison,  and  he  informed 
me  that  my  wishes  should  be  complied  with.  During  the  conversation 
he  remarked  that  he  considered  the  doctor  to  be  a  Spanish  subject,  and 
I  replied  that  I  considered  him,  beyond  a  doubt,  to  be  an  American.

Sib  :  John  Bmilie  Honard  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  birth. 
He  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  September  5,  1815.  A  copy  of  his  baptis- 
mal certificate  accompanies  this  instruction.*  His  father  was  also  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  by  naturalization,  completed  in  1803. 

About  1822  or  1823  John  Emilie  Houard  accompanied  his  father  to 
Cuba,  where  the  latter  established  a  residence  in  that  island,  which  he 
maintained  until  his  death,  in  1826.  John  Emilie  Houard  returned  to 
Philadelphia  at  some  time  prior  to  1836,  when  he  attained  his  majority, 
and  was  graduated  there  at  the  Jefferson  Medical  Institute,  in  the  year 
1843.  He  subsequently  repaired  to  the  island  of  Cuba,  where  he  received 
a  permission  from  the  authorities  to  practice  his  profession  in  that  island, 
under  date  of  August  28, 1844.  In  this  permission  he  is  described  as  a 
native  of  Philadelphia. 

It  does  not  appear  that  Dr.  Houard  ever  renounced  his  nationality  of 
birth,  or  that  he  ever  accepted  Spanish  nationality. 

Incurring  the  suspicion  of  the  authorities  in  the  island,  (chiefly  as 
is  believed  by  reason  of  the  complicity  of  some  of  his  relatives  in  the 
rebellion,)  John  Emilie  Houard  was  arrested  at  Cienfuegos,  13th  De- 
cember, 1870.  At  some  time  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1871  he 
was  tried  by  a  court-martial,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years' 
imprisonment  and  confiscation  of  all  his  property.  It  is  understood 
that  he  is  to  be  sent  to  Spain. 

Mr.  Torbert,  consul  general  at  Havana,  was  instructed  to  rlquest  a 
copy  of  the  charges  against  Dr.  Houard,  and  of  the  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  tribunal  before  which  his  case  was  heard. 

To  this  request  the  captain  general  replied  that  the  consul  generalhad 
no  right  to  ask  for  information  in  regard  to  the  case,  but  it  should  come 
to  him  from  the  Spanish  minister,  and  that  neither  the  captain  general 
nor  the  consul  general  had  a  right  to  correspond  diplomatically. 

On  the  8th  of  January  last  I  addressed  the  Spanish  minister  in  this 
city  on  the  subject,  requesting  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  the  evidence 
in  support  of  them.  This  request  has  not  been  complied  with,  but  the 
Spanish  minister,  in  his  answer,  controverts,  but  without  refuting,  the 
fact  of  Dr.  Honard's  American  citizenship. 

Manuel  Capote,  said  to  have  been  the  principal  witness  against  Dr. 
Houard  before  the  court-martial,  has  made  a  statement  to  the  effect  that 
his  testimony  before  the  court  was  false,  being  given  under  duress  and 
fear  of  his  own  safety.  A  copy  of  this  statement  of  Capote  is  herein 
inclosed.* 

The  action  of  the  Spanish  authorities  in  the  island  of  Cuba  in  trying 
Dr.  Honard  by  a  court-martial,  and  their  refusal  to  furnish  the,  record

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of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  and  of  the  testimony  adduced  against 
him  appear  to  be  a  clear  infraction  of  the  provisions  of  the  aev^entb 
article  of  the  treaty  of  1795  between  the  United  States  and  Spain ;  an 
infraction  of  the  treaty  against  which  this  Government  is  called  to  inter- 
pose the  most  serious  remonstrance.  You  are  accordingly  instructed  to 
bring  this  case  to  the  attention  of  the  Spanish  government. 

You  will  point  out  the  fact  that  Dr.  Houard  is  a  native  citizen  of  the 
United  States ;  you  will  remonstrate  against  the  proceedings  of  the 
Spanish  authorities  in  Cuba  in  his  case,  as  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  treaty  already  cited ;  and  you  will  ask  his  immediate  release.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  paper  referred 
by  you,  under  date  of  the  10th  instant,  to  this  Department,  and  to  thank 
you  for  promptly  putting  me  in  possession  of  the  information  which  it 
contains. 

There  is  a  mass  of  papers  on  file  in  this  Department  relating  to  the  case 
of  Dr.  John  Emilie  Houard,  all  of  which  papers  have  been  most  care- 
fully examined,  and  have  been  made  the  subject  of  anxious  consideration 
by  the  President  and  his  advisers.  Should  you  desire  to  see  these  papers, 
I  should  be  happy  to  submit  them  to  your  examination. 

The  facts  in  the  case  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows: 

There  is  no  doubt  that  John  Emilie  Houard  (not  Howard)  was  born  in 
the  United  States.  His  father,  Louis  Houard,  was  a  French  subject  by 
birth,  a^d  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  naturalization.  John  Emilie 
Houard  went  to  Cuba  at  a  very  early  age  in  company  with  his  father, 
who  became  a  resident  of  that  island.  The  young  Houard  was  sent  to 
Philadelphia  to  be  educated,  but  returned  to  Cuba,  and  he  has  actually 
resided  in  Cuba  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  practicing  his  profession  as 
physician  and  surgeon.  He  or  his  father  enjoyed  what  were  supposed 
to  be  certain  privileges,  to  which  was  attached  the  right  to  become 
Spanish  subjects;  but  Dr.  Houard  declares  that  he  never  formally  ac* 
cepted  such  nationality  and  never  renounced  his  nationality  as  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States.  Two  married  sisters  of  Dr.  Houard,  with  their 
families,  have  always  been  residents  of  Cuba,  and  three  of  his  nephews 
were  officers  of  the  patriot  or  insurrectionary  army. 

It  can  scarcely  be  denied  that  these  circumstances,  in  some  degree, 
justify  the  Spanish  authorities  in  regarding  Dr.  Houard  as  subject  to 
their  jurisdiction,  since,  on  the  other  hand,  nothing  whatever  is  brought 
forward  in  his  behalf  to  illustrate  or  prove  his  assertion  at  any  time  of 
American  citizenship.    For  instance,  it  does  not  appear  that  he  inter-

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ested  himself,  as  did  so  many  citizens  at  home  and  abroad,  in  behalf  of 
the  Union  cause  during  our  own  war ;  that  he  offered  his  services  as 
sorgeon  in  our  volunteer  army ;  that  he  subscribed  to  any  of  the  war 
charities,  or  that  he  paid  at  any  time  income  tax  or  other  tax  to  the 
Uuited  States,  or  ever  did  any  particular  thing  tending  to  show  the 
Spanish  authorities  that  he  did  not  considef  himself  a  Spanish  subject, 
or  to  show  this  Government  that  he  did  regard  himself  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  until  his  recent  misfortune  occurred. 

But  these  considerations,  of  course,  are  not  conclusive;  because  the 
real  question  is,  whether  Dr.  Houard  has  actually  given  just  cause 
of  offense  to  the  Spanish  authorities ;  and  here,  unfortunately,  the  evi- 
dence is  conflicting;  or,  to  speak  more  exactly,  this  Department  has  not 
been  supplied  with  any  conclusive  evidence  to  be  urged  in  his  behalf. 
Ibe  unfortunate  circumstance  that  a  medical  chest  formerly  belonging 
to  him,  and  marked  (it  is  believed)  with  his  name,  was  found  in  a  camp 
captured  from  the  insurgents,  is  mentioned  in  the  paper  submitted  by 
yoQ.  From  other  evidence  it  appears  that  this  was  not  the  only  in- 
stance, but  that  another  medical  chest,  also  marked  with  his  name,  and 
admitted  to  have  once  belonged  to  him,  was  found  in  another  captured 
camp  of  the  insurgents. 

You  will  readily  admit  that  had  a  similar  circumstance  occurred  dur- 
ing our  own  war,  it  would  not  have  been  regarded  as  disposed  of  by  a 
simple  declaration  that  the  medical  chest  had  been  parted  with  previ- 
00^  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities. 

Tlie  strong  point  which  prevents  the  intervention  of  this  Government 
in  behalf  of  Dr.  Houard  from  becoming  efficacious  for  his  release  is 
the  fact  that  he  has  been  regularly  tried  and  found  guilty  by  a  duly 
(•ynstitated  tribunal  in  the  island  of  Cuba.  If  it  were  in  the  power  of 
Dr.  Houard  or  his  friends  to  put  this  Department  in  the  possession  of 
liicts  that  would  impugn  the  integrity  of  the  proceedings  of  that  tri- 
banal,  or  deny  its  competency  to  act  in  the  premises,  such  facts  would 
W  urjred  to  the  best  advantage ;  but  none  such  are  offered,  with  the  ex- 
^vption  of  the  ex  parte  declaration  of  a  single  untrustworthy  witness,

'II?  that  island  his  residence  without  any  declared  or  lixed  intention  to 
frtnrn  to  the  United  States,  and  without  discharging,  during  his  long  res- 
nrtice  there,  any  duty  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  appearing 
••«t«-Dsil>ly  as  a  Spanish  subject.  If  there  be  circumstances  to  contra- 
■Nt  this  apparent  throwing  oft*  of  American  citizenship,  they  have  not 
'<  been  fully  presented.

The  remark  that  other  governments  are  more  solicitous  than  that  of 
'^t-  United  States  to  protect  their  citizens  abroad  is  not  supported  by 
*'}  facts  relating  to  the  present  troubles  in  Cuba,  and  might  be  dis- 
f'TovHl  by  abundant  evidence  to  be  found  in  the  published  archives  and 
"■rreNpondeuce,  and  in  the  debates  of  the  public  assemblies,  of  different

The  I7nited  States  Government  is  generally  mentioned  as  the  most 
••ucting  in  this  respect,  of  any  in  the  world,  and  nothing  whatever  has

been  done  by  the  present  administration  to  change  its  character  in  this 
regard.  No  other  power  has  been  more  saccessful  than  ourselves  iu 
dealing  with  the  authorities  of  the  island  of  Cuba.  It  is,  however,  a 
very  common  thing  for  people  of  any  nationality,  in  moments  of  disap- 
pointment  and  excitement,  to  imagine  thac  if  their  nationality  were  dif- 
ferent their  cases  would  receive  more  careful  attention. 

You  may  be  sure,  Mr.  Vice-President,  that  the  painful  case  of  Dr. 
Houard,  and  all  similar  cases,  will  continue  to  receive  the  moat  careful 
consideration  by  this  Government,  and  should  it  be  in  the  power  of  any 
of  your  coiTcspondents  to  furnish  information  that  will  strengthen  the 
hands  of  the  Government  in  the  premises,  such  information  will  be 
most  gratefully  received.

Sib  :  On  the  26th  instant  I  had  the  honor  to  address  the  following 
telegram  to  the  Department,  in  cipher : 
Fish,  Secretary  of  State: 

Iu  a  short  time  Houard  is  to  be  sent  to  Spain  to  serve  out  his  sentence. 

This  I  was  led  to  do  on  account  of  being  informed  by  the  command- 
ant of  the  prison  in  which  Dr.  Houard  is  confined  that  he  (Houard) 
would  probably  be  sent  in  a  short  time  to  the  presidio  at  Ceuta.  I  at 
once  interceded  (indirectly)  with  the  captain  general  so  far  as  to  have 
the  doctor's  sentence  carried  out  here  in  the  island.  I  further  learned 
that  Dr.  Houard's  father  came  to  Cienfuegos  about  1821,  at  the  solici- 
tation of  De  Clonet,  who  was  the  original  founder  of  that  colony,  and 
not  Dr.  Houard,  sr.,  as  the  captain  general  informed  me.  The  father 
of  Dr.  Houard  was  awarded,  like  other  colonists,  one  town  lot,  and  a 
caballeria  of  land  (about  thirty-three  and  a  third  acres)  each  for  himself, 
wife,  and  those  of  his  children  who  had  attained  to  the  age  of  sixteen. 
As  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  these  grants  did  not  imply  the  necessity  of  re- 
nouncing their  nationality,  or  require  them  to  assume  any  other  obliga- 
tions than  to  conduct  themselves  like  good  citizens,  build  on  the  town 
lots,  cultivate  the  land  within  a  given  time,  so  as  to  make  their  titles 
good,  the  fuldllment  of  these  conditions  being  the  main  requisites  of  the 
grant.  I  have  been  informed  by  some  that  about  this  time  the  King  of 
Spain  issued  a  decree  conceding  to  De  Clonet  and  his  colonists  the  right 
of  becoming  Spanish  subjects,  but  there  is  a  great  difference  in  conced- 
ing and  requiring,  the  former  being  the  duty  of  the  authorities,  to  show 
that  the  colonists  did  renounce  their  nationality. 

The  French  consul  at  Cienfuegos  says  that,  without  a  single  exception, 
all  of  the  sons,  even  the  grandsons,  of  the  French  colonists — and  there 
were  quite  a  number  of  them — are  enrolled  and  recognized  as  French  cit- 
izens. There  have  been  several  instances  where  they  have  been  allowed 
to  leave  the  island,  or  sent  away,  on  the  plea  of  their  being  foreigners. 
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Dr.  Houard  informs  me  that  his  father,  soon  after  his  arrival,  in  1821, 
at  Cienfuegos,  was  named  as  chief  of  police,  but,  not  being  able  to  speak 
a  word  of  Spanish,  declined  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  never  did 
accept  any  of&ce  under  the  government;  that  his  father  died  in  1826; 
and  his  mother,  in  a  lawsuit  that  ensued  afterward,  lost  tlie  land  that 
had  been  granted  to  him. 

The  doctor  states  that  he  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  and  came  to  the 
island  when  he  was  five  years  old,  and  that  when  his  father  died  he  was 
about  ten;  after  that, returned  to  Philadelphia,  was  educated  there,  and 
became  of  age  in  the  United  States;  afterward  returned  to  Cuba  and 
went  into  the  practice  of  medicine;  but  has  never  accepted  office  nor 
served  in  any  official  capacity  under  the  Spanish  government,  and  has 
always  considered  himself  as  an  American,  never  having  done  anything  to 
forfeit  his  right  to  the  protection  of  the  ITnited  States.

Sib:  Your  dispatch  No.  43,  under  date  of  February  29,  with  post- 
script bearing  date  March  2,  referring  to  the  case  of  Dr.  Houard,  was 
received  in  due  course  at  this  Department,  and  received  that  immediate 
and  careful  attention  which  the  importance  of  the  case  demanded.  The 
Secretary  of  State  directed  the  preparation  of  an  instruction  to  you, 
desiring  you  to  point  out,  if  aiiy  exist,  the  proofs  and  illustrations  which 
only  can'  be  used  by  this  Government  for  the  relief  of  Dr.  Houard, 
namely,  proofs  and  illustrations  of  any  particular  acts  of  hfs  tending  to 
»how  notice  to  the  Spanish  government,  or  to  his  neighbors,  that  he  did 
not  consider  himself  a  Spanish  subject,  or  notice  to  this  Government  or 
to  bis  neighbors  that  he  did  consider  himself  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  before  his  recent  misfortune  occurred;  and  also  facts,  if  any, 
tending  to  impugn  the  integrity  of  the  proceedings  of  the  tribunal  which 
condemned  Dr.  Uouard,  or  to  deny  its  competency  in  the  premises. 

Such  an  instrnction  was  in  course  of  preparation,  and  a  careful  search 
of  the  voluminous  pai)ers  alreadj'^  submitted  was  in  progress,  in  the 
bope  of  finding  some  such  evidence  as  might  be  used  to  advantcage, 
when  a  communication  was  received  from  the  Vice-President,  of  which 
a  copy  is  inclosed.  To  this  communication  the  Secretary  of  State  re-

SiE :  My  sister,  Mrs.  Emily  Dutton,  being  too  much  prostrated  by 
the  news  lately  received  of  the  death  of  her  son.  General  Adolphus  Ca- 
vada,  in  the  Cuban  insurrection,  I  take,  the  liberty  of  inclosing  herewith 
a  certificate  of  the  United  States  consular  agent  at  Cienfuegos,  to  the 
effect  that  my  brother.  Dr.  J.  E.  Houard,  recorded  his  American  citizen- 
ship at  said  consulate  in  November,  1870.    I  also  inclose  a  copy  ob- 
tained from  Cuba  of  the  Spanish  law  and  edicts  with  reference  to  the 
naturalization  of  foreigners  in  the  colonies,  which  clearly  shows  that 
neither  my  brother  could  be  a  Spanish  subject  without  complying  with 
every  requirement  of  the  law,  which  was  not  the  case. 

I  beg  to  state,  in  reference  to  the  matter  of  cedulas  as  police  permits, 
that  it  was  only  during  1871  that  new  and  distinct  cedulas  were  issueil 
to  foreign  residents.  My  brother  had  then  been  some  time  in  prison. 
Up  to  that  time  the  form  of  cedulas  were  the  same  to  Spanish  subjects 
and  foreigners. 

We  have  not  yet  learned  whether  the  statement  by  Ex-Consul  Fox 
and  the  affidavit  by  Manuel  Capote,  forwarded  to  the  Department  at 
end  of  last  month,  were  received  by  you. 

My  brother  is  now  at  work  in  the  streets  of  Havana  in  irons,  and  has 
been  ordered  to  the  chain-gangs  at  Ceuta,  on  the  coast  of  Africa. 

May  I  beg  the  favor  of  some  information  from  the  Department  about 
his  case  t

This  shall  not,  however,  com- 
prise domestic  relations  or  family  correspondence,  or  the  management  of  property  or 
interests,  which  may  be  maintained  by  any  resident  foreigner,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  royal  decree  and  instruction  of  September  2,  1791,  and  subsequent 
circulars. 

Art.  26.  Nntnralized  foreigners  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  SpauiardN 
as  shall  also  their  children  and  legitimate  descendants,  according  to  article  15. 

The  foregoing  are  substantially  the  provisions  which  are  applicable  to  foreign  settlers 
established  in  the  island  of  Cuba.  As  regards  the  general  condition  of  foreigners  in  Spain, 
law  No.  7,  page  14,  book  1st,  of  the  latest  collection  of  the  statutes,  says  that  natives  are 
those  born  in  Spain  of  Spanish  parents,  and  the  children  of  foreigners  who  have  b(fu 
dotnidled  in  Spain  for  the  space  of  few  years  ;  likewise  those  bom  in  foreign  countriw 
of  Spanish  parents  residing  abroad  accidentally  or  in  the  service  of  the  King,  bnt\^ith- 
out  any  intention  of  changing  their  nationality. 

Foreigners  are  classified  in  Spain  asnaturalizedj  resident^  and  transient. 

The  first  are  those  who,  according  to  the  political  constitution,  have  obtained  cer- 
tificates of  naturalization. 

Residents  are  in  the  same  category  as  Spaniards. 

Those  who  have  established  their  domicile  anywhere  in  the  monarchy  are  considereil 
as  residents. 

Likewise  those  who  apply  for  and  obtain  the  quality  of  residents  in  aiiy  town  of  thr 
same. 

Likewise  those  who  marry  Spaniards  and  live  domiciled  in  Spain  ;  and  if  the  woman 
is  a  foreigner,  she  becomes,*l)y  the  act  of  marrying,  subject  to  the  same  laws  and  ar- 
quires  the  same  domicile  as  her  husband. 

Likewise  those  who  become  permanent  residents  by  the  purchase  of  real  estate. 

Likewise  those  who  reside  for  ten  years  in  any  town^  j)rovided  that  they  do  not  maintain 
allegiance  to  the  flag  or  consulate  of  their  nation,  and  have  taken  no  st«i>s  for  snrh 
consulate. 

Likewise  hucIi  as  acquire  naturalization  or  residence  by  any  other  snflicient  title, 
according  to  law. 

The  quality  of  residents  in  foreigners  must  be  obtained  by  the  general  enrollment 
of  all  individuals  of  foreign  origin,  residing  in  the  kingdom,  made  in  dne  form  of  law. 

Any  foreigner  desiring  to  become  a  resident  of  Si>ain  must  take  the  oath  of  fidelity  to 
the  religion,  to  the  King,  and  the  laws,  renouncing  every  ripht  and  privilege  of  fonij^i 
citizenship,  and  all  protection  conferred  by  the  same,  declaring  that  he  will  maintain  uo 
dependence  upon,  or  civil  subjection  to,  the  country  of  his  birth.  Transient  fomgners 
are  those  who  visit  Spain  with  no  intention  of  remaining  there,  and  the  prolongation 
of  their  stay,  sometimes  indefinite,  does  not  change  their  transient  character,  but.  ac- 
cording to  the  law  already  quoted,  a  f«»reigner  who  resides  for  a  long  term  of  years  in 
Spain  is  not  considered  a  resident  {arecindado)  if  he  maintains  his  allegiance  to  the 
flag  or  consulate  of  his  nation. 

It  is  proper  to  consider  that  the  law  regards  becoming  a  resident  as  a  rolnntary  act 
on  the  part  of  the  foreigner;  likewise  his  residing  transiently^  on  condition  that  in  the 
latter  case  he  is  not  to  enjoy  the  advantages  and  rights  of  the  residents  and  inhabit- 
ants of  the  kingdom.  This  liberty,  which  was  left  by  an  ancient  law,  has  been  con- 
firmed by  an  exx)]anation  of  the  government,  since,  in  consequence  of  a  complaint  made 
by  the  embassy  of  France,  the  minister  of  state,  in  a  note  addressed  to  the  said  em- 
bassy under  date  of  May  28, 1837,  declared  that  the  statement  in  paragraphs  1  and  4  oi* 
the  constitution,  that  all  persons  born  in  Spain  are  Spaniards,  and  likewise  fordgnm 
who  have  gained  a  residence  in  any  town  of  the  monarchy,  is  in  the  sense  of  conceding  to 
both  a  privilege  and  a  right,  not  in  that  of  imposing  an  obligation  upon  them  or  to  Jorrr 
them  to  bo  Sjmniards  against  their  will  if,  having  the  right  of  citizenship  in  another 
country,  they  prefer  it  to  the  one  acquired  in  Spain.  Although  a  foreigner  is  fi*ee  to 
acquire  residence  or  to  remain  transiently,  ho  must  make  his  choice  known,  together 
with  the  conditions  to  which  he  subjects  his  residence.  The  resident  (avecindadt^ 
takes  the  oath  which  has  already  been  described,  but  the  transient  sojourner  (fra«*eu«^« ' 
only  takes  an  oath  of  submission  and  obedience  to  the  King  and  to  the  laws.  Accord- 
ing to  the  sense  of  the  law,  and  the  practice  which  is  observed,  foreign  wholesale  mer- 
chants are  now  considered  as  transient  residents,  notwithstanding  their  long  residence 
in  the  peninsula,  and  transient  residents  are  no  longer  prohibited  from  practicing  tho:»e 
trades  and  professions  which  the  ]a\v»  formaly  reserved  for  native  and  domiciled  rcM- 
dents.  On  this  principle  the  royal  order  of  August  11,  1837,  permitted  foreigners  tem- 
porarily residing  in  the  country  to  practice  the  liberal  arts,  mechanical  trades,  and  to 
do  business  as  retail  merchants  even  without  obtaining  the  quality  of  ^esident^, 
(arecin dados,)  provided  they  obtained  a  license  from  the  political  chief  and  paid  the 
industrial  subsidy.     Moreover,  article  19  of  the  Commercial  Code  provides  that  forei';n- 
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f'rs  who  havo  not  becumo  legally  naturalized  or  domiciled  may  carry  on  trade  in  Span- 
Ub  territory  according^  to  tbe  rules  a«;reBd  ux)un.  iu  the  treaties  iu  force  with  their 
respective  governments. 

According  to  the  previsions  which  have  been  copie<l,  a  negative  reply  may  be  made 
to  tbe  question  relative  to  the  8on  of  a  foreigner  who  canio  as  a  settler  to  the  island  of 
Cuba,  since  the  conditions  and  requisites  are  clearly  laid  down,  withont  which  he  who 
baa  not  complied  with  them  on  account  of  being  unwilliug  to  lose  his  primitive  nation- 
ality is  not  considered  as  a  native  or  a  Spaniard.

Ill  urder  to  ascertain  if  the  Hoii  of  a  foreij»n  colonist,  saf.tlol  in  Cienfaegos,  is  a 
•^panianl,  we  mu8t  bear  iu  mind  the  dispositions  of  the  royal  cednla  for  the  coloniza- 
tioQ  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  dated  21st  October,  1817,  contained  in  the  following 
articles : 

Art.  2.  To  those  foreigners  who  may  be  admitted  agreeably  to  the  preceding 
article,  the  governor  shall  administer  an  oath  of  rtdi3lity  and  va^sala'^i,  iu  which  they 
«)iall  olfer  to  conform  to  the  laws  and  general  orders  of  the  Indies,  the  same  to  which 
all  $]ianianls  are  subject.. 

Akt.  3.  After  the  expiration  of  five  yeara  from  the  settlement  of  foreign  colonists  in 
the  island,  and  binding  themselves  to  remain  perpetually  in  the  island,  they  will 
't^  fin^nted  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  naturalization,  to  them  as  well  as  to  their 
fbildren,  which  they  may  have  carried  with  them,  or  which  may  be  born  in  the 
inland,  in  order  t'O  be  admitted  to  the  honorable  employments  of  public  welfare  and 
i&ilitia,  according  to  their  talents  and  capacities. 

Art.  5.  During  the  first  five  years  the  Spanish  and  foreign  colonist  shall  be  at 
'ibcrty  to  return  to  his  country  or  former  residence,  and  in  this  cjise  shall  be  permitted 
to  take  away  from  the  island  the  property  or  goods  he  may  have  brought  w*ith  him, 
v^ithont  paying  any  export  duties,  but  a  charge  of  10  per  cent,  upon  this  value  of  the 
property  acquired  during  residence  in  the  island. 

Art.  1.3.  Foreigners  ^vllo  again  return  to  this  island  with  the  intention  of  settling, 
besides  proving  that  they  i»rofess  the  Roman  Catholic  religion,  shall  state  to  the  gov- 
crDDientthe  profession  or  honest  and  useful  occupation  they  intend  to  follow,  and  the 
Koo<ls,  property,  or  treasure  which  they  introduce,  and  can  again  take  away  free  of 
•liity  provided  they  wish  to  return  to  their  homes  or  former  residences  within  five 
years. 

Art.  14.  After  the  admissible  coudlti«»us  of  the  colonist  are  qualtfied  by  the  goveru- 
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nient,  his  name,  country,  family,  trade,  or  profession,  district  where  he  settles,  property 
he  possesses,  shall  he  entered  in  a  hi>ok  of  registry,  and  alter  taking  the  oath  of  tidelity 
and  vassalaj^e,  he  will  reeeive  a  letter  of  domicile. 

Art.  15.  These  domiciliary  letters  must  all  be  noted  at  the.  royal  anditor'H  oflire, 
expressing  each  the  goods  or  property  each  colonist  manifests,  of  which  record  must  be 
kept,  in  case  of  the  property,  &c.,  being  taken  a^'ay  from  the  island,  and  the  atfunta- 
micnto  or  city  conneil,  and  the  judge  of  the  district  where  the  colonist  resides,  shall 
also  take  note  of  the  letter  of  domicile,  but  without  these  measures  incurring  any 
expense  to  the  colonist. 

Art.  16.  These  domiciliary  letters  authorize  foreigners  to  bo  considered  as  resident** 
in  the  island,  and  their  persons  and  property  enjoy  the  same  inviolability  lus  those  of 
the  original  inhabitants.  From  the  judges  they  shall  receive  fair  treatment  and  strict 
administration  of  justice,  and  from  other  residents  the  aid  or  favor  which  they  may 
deserve  by  their  good  conduct,  fulfilling  all  their  duties  to  the  government,  and  secure 
of  it«  protection  if  they  receive  any  insult  or  injury. 

Art.  24.  At  the  expiration  of  the  five  years,  in  case  the  foreign  colonist  desires  to 
become  naturalized,  he  shall  apply  with  his  domiciliary  letter  to  the  government  and 
state  that  he  binds  himself  to  reside  continuously  in  the  island.  The  government  will 
make  the  necessary  inquiries,  and  having  proved  to  be  satisfactory  the  in4|nine^  con- 
cerning his  good  behavior,  five  years'  continual  residence,  industry,  &c.,  shall  permit 
him  to  take  the  oath  of  naturalization,  in  which  he  promises  fidelity  to  the  Catholic 
religion,  the  king,  and  the  laws,  renonncing  all  claim,  right  or  privilege,  and  protection 
as  a  foreigner,  and  declaring  that  ho  will  hold  no  dependence,  relation,  or  civil  snbjei;- 
tion  to  the  country  of  bis  birth — it  being  understood  that  this  renouncement  does  not 
affect  the  domestic  and  business  ties  with  his  country  which  any  resident  foreigner 
may  hold,  in  conformity  with  the  n)yal  order  and  instructions  of  the  2<l  Septenil>er, 
1791,  and  later  circulars. 

Art.  26.  Naturalized  foreigners,  as  well  as  their  children  and  legitimate  descendant**, 
shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  jirivileges  of  Spaniards  according  to  article  15. 

This  is  substantially  the  law  to  be  applied  regai-ding  foreign  colonists  settled  in  the 
island  of  Cuba. 

Touching  the  general  condition  of  foreigners  in  Spain,  the  7th  law,  title  14,  book  1st, 
of  the  latest  abridgment,  {Sovisima  UccopUacion^)  says:  *' Natives  of  Spain  are  consid- 
ered to  be  those  born  in  Spain  of  Spanish  parents  and  the  children  of  foreigners  domi- 
ciled in  Spain  for  the  space  of  ten  years,  and  those  born  abroad  of  Spanish  parents 
who  accidentally  or  while  on  service  to  the  king  reside  out  of  the  kingdom,  but  with- 
out any  intention  to  change  their  nationality." 

Foreigners  in  Spain  are  classified  as  naturalized,  resident,  and  transicait.  The  first- 
named  are  those  who  regularly  take  out  naturalization  papers.  The  second  are  in  the 
same  category  as  the  Spaniards,  and  are  those  who  take  up  their  residence  in  any  part 
of  the  kingdom;  those  who  ask  for  and  obtain  residence  in  any  town;  those  who  marry 
Spanish  subjects  and  live  domiciled  in  Spain;  and,  if  the  wife  is  a  foreigner,  by  the 
mere  act  of  her  marriage  she  abjures  all  her  right  and  title  to  her  former  citizenship; 
those  who  establish  themselves  by  purchasing  property  and  lands;  those  who  reside 
ten  years  in  any  dwelling,  provided  they  are  not  under  the  flag  or  protection  of  a  con- 
sulate, or  have  made  no  elfort  to  obtain  such  protection  ;  those  who  acquire  naturali- 
zation or  residence  by  any  other  title  sufticient  to  conform  to  law. 

The  condition  of  resident  in  a  foreigner  rewiilts  from  the  general  register  made  of  all 
persons  resident  in  the  kingdom  of  foreign  extraction,  made  in  conformity  to  law.  The 
foreigner  who  wishes  to  become  a  rcHident  in  Spain  must  take  an  oath  of  fidelity  to  the 
religion,  king,  and  laws  of  the  eonntry,  renouncing  all  rights,  privileges,  anil  prott'ction 
as  a  foreigner,  and  promising  to. accept  no  dependence  or  civil  subjection  to  the  coun- 
try of  his  birth. 

Transient  citizens  are  those  who  arrive  on  their  way  elsewhere,  without  any  inten- 
tion to  leninin  in  the  country,  and  the  proh)ngation  of  their  stay,  sometimes  indetinito, 
does  not  afi'eet  their  niatHH  as  transient,  because,  according  to  the  law  already  cited, 
the  fortiigner  who  resides  any  length  of  time  in  Spain  is  not  considered  a  resident, 
provi«ied  lie  still  holds  to  the  im)tectiou  of  his  flag  or  consulate. 

It  must  be  kept  in  view  that  the  law  supiioses  a  voluntary  act  in  the  foreigner  to 
take  up  his  residence,  or  re8i<le  as  a  transient  citizen,  on  condition,  in  the  latter  ca»«^, 
that  he  cannot  enjoy  the  advantages  and  privileges  of  the  residents  ami  citizens  of  the 
kingdom.  This  lilierty.  allowed  by  the  ancient  law,  has  been  ex))1ained  by  the  govern- 
ment, as  in  consequence  of  a  claim  established  by  tlie  embassy  of  France,  the  miui.ster 
of  state,  in  a  not*'  addressed  to  the  embassy,  on  the  2Hth  of  May,  1837,  declared  that  in 
stating,  in  the  first  and  fonrth  paivigraidis  of  the  constitution,  that  all  persons  bom  in 
Spain  are  considered  Spaniards,  and  also  those  foreigners  who  have  acquired  residence 
in  any  part  of  the  kingdom,  it  inn»t  be  taken  in  the  sensi*  of  conceding  a  i>owcr  or 
right,  and  not  as  imposing  an  obligation  or  forcing  them  to  become  Spaniards  against 
their  will,  if  also  holding  the  right  of  nationality  in  any  other  coinitry  should  pro- 
scribe their  aciiuisition  of  it  in  Spain. 
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AIthou;;h  the  foreigner  is  free  to  acquire  residence,  or  remain  as  a  transient  resident, 
le  mnst  state  his  choice  and  accept  the  conditions  to  which  his  residence  is  subject. 
The  resident  foreigner  must  take  the  before-mentioned  oath,  but  the  traienient  one  has 
only  to  sabmit  in  obedience  to  the  laws  and  the  king.  By  the  interpretation  of  the 
I.JW  and  present  practice,  all  the  principal  foreign  merchant-s,  notwithstanding  their 
lonv  residence  in  the  peninsula,  are  ^considered  as  transient;  and  prohibition  to  en- 
^.i^  in  any  trade,  art,  or  profession,  which  the  law  formerly  reserved  for  the  domi- 
<  iUnl  or  native  residents,  does  not  now  apply  to  the  transient  foreigner  ;  and  on  this 
iriDciple  the  royal  order  of  August  11, 1837,  permitted  transient  foreigners  to  exercise 
'h^  |i[^nil  arts  and  mechanical  trades,  and  retail-merchant  business,  even  without 
dumiciling  themselves,  provided  they  obtain  the  necessary  license  from  the  proper 
•\nlhority  and  paid  the  usual  taxes;  and-slso,  Article  19  of  the  Commercial  Code 
'inlers  that  foreigners  who  have  not  obtained  naturalization,  nor  legal  domicile,  can 
foijage  in  commerce  in  Spanish  territory  under  treaty  regulations  existing  between 
t'l'-ir  respective  governments. 

Uy  these  regnlations,  above  copied,  it  can  be  decided  negatively,  the  question  rela- 
■ImMo  the  son  of  a  foreigner  who  came  to  the  island  of  Cuba  as  a  colonist,  as  all  the 
'"iiditioDS  and  re<|uirement8,  without  full  compliance  with  which  no  one  is  considered 
L^  a  Spanianl,  who,  for  not  wishing  to  lose  his  primitive  nationality,  fails  to  comply, 
a\eUvn  explained  a«  fully  as  could  be  desired.

DR.  JOHN  G.  HOUARD,  OF  PHILADELPHIA, 


KELATIVE  TO 


The  arresty  trials  and  conviction  of  Dr,  John  E.  Bouard  by  the  Spanish 
authoriiies  in  the  inland  of  Cuba, 


April  8, 1672. — Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 


CASE  OF  DB.  HOUAED. 

Philadelphia,  April  3, 1872. 
Lonis  Hoaard,  the  father  of  Dr.  Houard,  came  to  Philadelphia,  from 
France,  in  1705.  He  was  naturalized  in  1803,  not  1813,  as  stated  in  the 
correspondence  of  the  State  Department,  (the  certificate  from  the  court 
has  been  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  5)  he  continued  to  reside  in  Phil- 
adelphia until  about  1822,  when  he  went  to  Cuba,  taking  his  family  with 
him.  In  his  feelings  and  sympathies,  as  well  as  in  fact,  an  American 
citizen,  he  settled  at  Cienfuegos,  in  what  is  known  as  American  business, 
and  continued  shipping  the  products  of  the  island  to  this  country,  and 
receiving  consignments  from  here,  to  the  day  of  his  death  in  1828.  He 
lived  at  Cienfuegos  as  an  American,  was  so  considered  by  all  who  knew 
Wm,  and  all  his  associations  were  those  of  an  American.  It  has  lately 
lieen  alleged  that  he  held  some  ofiftce  under  the  Cuban  or  Spanish  gov- 
^nimeut,  but  there  is  no  truth  in  the  assertion ;  if  any  bona  fide  record 
txists  of  his  having  been  appointed  to  office,  it  is  certain  he  never 
accepted  or  undertook  to  discharge  the  duties  of  any  such  office:  his 
i«lvanced  years,  business  occupations,  including  several  visits  made  by 
him  to  the  United  States  between  the  years  1822  and  1828,  and  exclu- 
sively foreign  associations,  negative  the  idea  that  he  could  have  been 
CDDsidered  an  appropriate  person  to  appoint  to  such  an  office.  He  con- 
tinaed  to  the  day  of  his  death  so  completely  a  foreigner  in  Cuba,  and  so 
«itirely  nnsuited  to  hold  any  local  office,  that  he  never  even  acquired  the 
^nish  language.  His  personal  intercourse  at  Cienfuegos  was  almost 
exclusively  with  Americans  and  other  foreigners;  when  he  had  business 
'ith  natives  he  was  obliged  to  avail  himself  of  an  interpreter  to  trans- 
act it.  His  sons  and  daughters  were  educated  in  the  United  States,  but 
Mrs.  Houard  having  left  some  property  in  Cuba,  his  family,  or  some  of 
them,  remained  there  for  a  time  after  his  death,  and  some  of  them  mar- 
ried there. 
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John  Ernilio  Honartl,  the  Dr.  Houard  in  question,  brother  of  Dr. 
Honard,  of  Philadeli)hia,  who  makes  this  statement,  was  boru  in  Phila- 
delphia, September  5, 1«S15.  This  certificate  of  his  baptism  at  one  of 
the  churches  in  Philadeli)hia,  on  November  16,  1816,  has  been  fur- 
nished to  the  State  Department.  He  was  educated  in  the  United 
States,  and  graduated  from  the  Jefferson  Medical  College,  in  Philadel- 
phia, in  1844,  after  which  he  went  to  Cuba,  submitted  himself  to  the 
examination  required  of  all  foreign  doctors  before  being  allowed  to 
practice  medicine  in  Cuba,  and  settled  in  Cienfuegos,  where  he  practiced 
medicine,  and  afterward  married. 

He  always  claimed  to  be  and  was  recognized  by  all  who  knew  him  as 
an  American  citizeii.  In  1868,  or  early  in  1869,  on  the  first  apprehen- 
sions of  political  difficulties,  several  Americans,  among  them  Dr.  Houard, 
applied  to  the  United  States  consul  at  Cienfuegos  to  be  enrolled  and 
have  certificates  issued  to  them  as  American  citizens. 

The  affidavit  of  Charles  Fox,  then  United  States  consular  agent  at 
Cienfuegos,  to  that  effect,  has  been  sent  to  the  Department  of  State. 
In  that  affidavit  Mr.  Fox  further  states  that  he  knew  Dr.  Houard  well; 
that  "  he  never  knew  him  to  act  or  talk  otherwise  than  as  a  bona  fide 
American  citizen  f  that  "  he  was  generally  known  as  an  American  citi- 
zen ;"  that  "  he  was  one  of  several  Americans  wjio  signed  an  application 
to  me  (the  consul)  to  have  an  American  man-of-war  sent  to  the  port  of 
Cienfuegos  for  the  protection  of  the  lives  and  properties  of  American 
citizens,''  and  finally,  that  he  "  never  ha<l  any  knowledge,  information, 
or  intimation  of  his  taking  any  part  whatever  in  political  matters  in  the 
late  disturbances  in  Cuba." 

The  Spanish  minister,  it  seems,  informs  the  Secretary  of  State  that 
Dr.  Houard  is  considered  to  have  no  right  to  claim  American  citizenship, 
because,  "  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  his  father  renounced  his  character 
as  a  foreigner,  by  accepting  the  office  of  police  commissioner,  the  cir- 
cumstance of  his  being  provided  with  a  certificate  of  residence  as  a 
Spanish  citizen  at  the  time  when  the  law  in  relation  to  foreign  citizen- 
ship, of  July  4, 1870,  was  published  in  the  Oaceta  de  la  Hahana^  and  that 
having  failed  to  comply  wnth  the  requirements  of  the  law,  it  would 
seem  clear  that  Dr.  Houard  was  not  considered  an  American  citizen." 

The  copy  of  the  law  of  July  4,  1870,  said  to  have  been  published  in 
the  Gaceta  de  la  Hahana^  (when,  it  is  not  stated,)  is  as  follows:  **Auy 
foreigner  residing  in  a  Spanish  colony  must,  in  order  to  be  considered  a.s 
such,  in  accordance  with  this  law,  have  his  name  enrolled  in  the  list  of 
foreigners,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  superior  civil  governor,  and  in 
that  of  the  consulate  of  his  nation." 

Answering  these  assertions  in  the  order  they  are  made : 

First.  Dr.  Houard's  father  never  did  renounce  his  American  citizen- 
ship and  never  did  accept  the  office  of  police  commissioner.  Neither  he 
nor  his  friends  are  accountable  for  what  the  records  of  any  office  in  Cuba 
may  be  made  to  say  on  the  subject  of  his  having  been  appointed  to 
such  an  office.  But  no  one  can  truthfully  assert  that  he  ever  accepted 
such  office.  While  the  idea  that  a  man  who  first  visited  Cuba  in  a*l- 
vanced  life,  spent  there  only  part  of  the  last  six  and  a  half  years  of 
a  long  life,  during  which  he  was  constantl^"^  occupied  by^  private  business, 
and  never  even  spoke  the  language  of  the  country  in  which  he  died  a 
stranger  as  well  as  a  foreigner,  renounced  his  foreign  citizenship  for  the 
purpose  of  accepting  the  office  of  police  commissioner,  is  so  preposterouvs, 
that  no  better  evidence  of  the  weak  and  desperate  character  of  the. 
cause,  to  support  which  such  an  assertion  is  deemed  necessary,  could 
well  be  adduced. 
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Dttt,  sapposing  it  were  the  case  that  the  father  of  Dr.  Houarcl  was  in 
fact  a  Cuban  policeman  in  his  old  age,  With  or  without  an  interpreter  to 
aid  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such,  and  that  to  qualify  him- 
self for  that  important  oflSce,  he  had  renounced  his  right  of  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  how  would  that  affect  Dr.  Houard  f  Would  he,  in  case 
of  his  return  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  was  bora  at  a  time  that  his 
fiitber  was  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States,  be  obliged  to  be- 
come naturalized  in  order  to  regain  his  birthright?  To  assume  that  such 
would  be  the  case  seems  about  equally'  reasonable  with  the  assertion 
that  Dr.  Houard's  father  was  in  fact  a  Cuban  policeman  in  his  old  age. 
It  is  confidently  submitted  that  neither  under  the  law  of  the  United 
States,  nor  that  of  any  other  civilized  country,  can  a  native-born  citizen  be 
deprived  of  his  rights  as  such,  by  reason  of  his  father  having  had  the 
honor,  or  having  committed  the  folly,  be  it  which  it  may,  of  becoming  a 
policeman  under  the  Spanish  colonial  government  of  Cuba. 

The  writer,  son  of  the  same  parents  as  the  Dr.  Houard  in  quest  ion, 
has  exercised  the  rights  of  a  citizen  in  his  native  city  of  Philadelphia 
for  many  years  past  without  question  or  suspicion  on  his  part  that  it 
could  be  questioned. 

iSecond.  As  to  Dr.  Houard's  having  been  provided  with  "  a  certificate 
of  residence  as  a  Spanish  citizen."  The  assertion  is  unfounded  in  fact. 
It  is  no  doubt  true  that  he  had  a  ''  cedula  de  vecindad^^  but  no  one 
acquainted  as  well  with  the  Spanish  language  and  customs,  as  also 
with  the  English  words  used,  can  honestly  consider  the  English  words 
above  quoted  a  correct  translation  of  the  Spanish,  or  fail  to  understand 
the  difi'erence  between  the  ordinary  police  certificate  of  residence  which 
the  local  constable  or  parish  policeman  issues  alike  to  all  residents  with- 
in his  district  or  parish,  whether  native  or  foreign,  with  a  certificate  of 
Spanish  citizenship.  Prior  to  1871  these  "  cedulas  de  vecindadj^  literally 
translated  "  certificates  of  residence"  in  Cuba,  were  of  the  same  form 
whether  issued  to  a  Spanish  subject  or  resident  foreigner.  Since  about 
the  middle  of  1871  they  have  been  made  in  different  form  for  foreigners 
from  that  used  in  the  case  of  Spanish  subjects,  but  still  are,  in  either 
case,  only  police  certificates,  showing  the  local  residence  of  the  person 
carrying  them.  In  the  cedula  de  vecitidad  Dr.  Houard  had,  his  name  was 
inserted  as  a  native  of  the  United  States^  in  the  form  then  usual.  But 
besides  this  cedulaj  Dr.  Houard  had  with  Lim  on  his  person  at  the  time 
of  his  arrest  a  certificate  of  his  American  citizenship,  the  record  of 
which  is  believed  to  be  at  the  consulate  at  Trinidad,  and  has  been  sent 
for.  Of  this  fact  our  State  Department  has  been  informed,  and  it  is 
rather  strange  that,  while  appearing  to  attach  so  much  importance  to 
the  cedula  de  vecindadj  an  importance  which  all  intelligent  Spaniards 
must  know  not  to  be  legitimately  due  to  it,  as  well  the  Secretary  of 
State  as  the  Spanish  minister  overlook  the  certificate  of  imtionality 
that  Dr.  Houard  carried  with  him  at  the  very  time  of  his  arrest. 

Third.  Lastly,  it  is  charged  that  after  publication  of  the  law  of  July 
4, 1870,  in  the  Oaceta  de  la  Rahana^  Dr.  Houard  did  not  enroll  himself 
as  required  by  that  law.  This  charge  is  equally  unfounded  with  all  the 
rest.  When  Ihis  law  was  published  in  Havana  is  not  stated,  and  is  not 
known  to  the  writer.  It  appears  from  the  text  of  the  seventh  article, 
of  which  the  Spanish  minister  sends  a  copy,  that  the  law  is  applicable 
to  all  Spanish  colonies,  showing  it  to  be  a  law  enacted  by  the  home  gov- 
ernment, an<l  may  be  <assumed  to  have  reached  Havana  some  time  in 
the  fall  of  1870.  Dr.  Houard  actually  registered  himself  at  the  consul- 
ate at  Cienfuegos  on  the  23th  day  of  November,  1870,  which  is  as  soon 
as  it  is  at  all  probable  that  the  Havana  publication  reached  Cienfuegos. 
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The  certificate  of  M.  H.  Morris,  esq.,  consul  at  Cienfuegos,  of  this  regis- 
try, is  at  the  State  Department,  though  it  happens  to  be  also  overlooked 
in  what  purports  to  be  a  statement  of  facts  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
his  letter  to  Vice-President  Colfax.  Whether  Dr.  Houard's  name  is  or 
is  not  enrolled  "  in  the  list  of  foreigners  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
superior  civil  governor'^  we  neither  know  nor  care.  It  is  to  be  presumed 
that  Consul  Morris  sent  the  list  of  Americans  registered  at  his  office  to 
the  proper  local  magistrate,  and,  if  so,  the  name  of  Dr.  Houard  should 
be  found  on  all  lists  of  foreigners  made  from  it,  whether  by  the  superior 
civil  governor  or  any  other  dignitary.  If,  however,  the  lite  and  fortune 
of  Dr.  Houard  depend  on  what  the  records  kept  by  Spanish  employes 
may  be  made  to  show  to  have  been  done  or  left  undone  by  them,  the 
attempt  to  protect  either  would  be  hopeless.  To  protect  his  life  and 
fortune  from  the  consequences  of  the  impositions  practiced  with  apparent 
success  by  these  foreign  officials  is,  unfortunately,  the  duty  which  ex- 
isting circumstances  devolves  on  his  friends. 

Jn  the  letter  of  the  Secretary^  of  State  it  is  said  that  "  Dr.  Houard  has 
resided  in  Cuba  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  practicing  his  profession  as 
a  citizen  and  surgeon.'-  If  by  practicing  his  profession  as  "a  citizen"  it 
is  intended  to  imply  that  he  did  so  as  a  Spanish  subject,  or  so-called 
Cuban  citizen,  the  statement  is  unwarranted  and  unjust.  By  reference 
to  the  documents  in  his  office  the  honorable  Secretary  has  learned  that 
Dr.  Houard  has  always  passed  for  and  lived  as  an  American,  that  his 
practice  has  been  principally  among  his  own  countrymen  and  other 
foreigners.  On  the  other  side,  the  letter  continues,  "He  or  his  father 
enjoyed  what  were  supposed  to  be  certain  privileges,  to  which  was  at- 
tached the  right  to  become  Spanish  subjects.''  What  is  meant  by  this, 
or  what  the  assertion  is  based  on,  it  is  difficult  to  imagine,  unless  the 
Secretary  has  so  far  been  imposed  upon  as  to  assume  as  an  admitted 
tnith  the  false  assertion  that  the  father  of  Dr.  Houard  had  been  a  Cuban 
policeman,  and  therefore  entitled  to  become  a  Spanish  subject;  but  if 
this  were  so,  it  would  not  afi'ect  Dr.  Houard,  whether  it  was  he  or  his 
father  that  was  supj>osed  "entijled  to  enjoy"  the  great  privilege  referred 
to  would  seem  a  somewhat  material  question.  The  letter  iiroceeds,  "  But 
Dr.  Houard  declares  that  he  never  forinally  accepted  such  nationality, 
and  never  renounced  his  nationality  as  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.*^ 
Neither  Dr.  Houard  or  any  friend  of  his  has  ever  declared  that  he  never 
formally  accepted  such  nationality.  In  his  name  his  friends  most  ear- 
nestly protest  against  such  a  statement,  and  challenge  the  production  of 
an  item  of  evidence  showing  that  he  ever  did,  wrote,  or  said  anything  in 
the  course  of  his  life  tending  to  show  that  he  did  not  intend  to  live  and 
die  an  American  citizen. 

The  letter  continues :  "  Two  married  sisters  of  Dr.  Houardhave  always 
been  residents  of  Cuba,  and  three  ol  his  nephews  were  officers  of  tiie 
patriot  or  insurrectionary  army.  It  can  scarcely  be  denied  that  these 
circumstances,  in  some  degree,  justify  the  Spanish  authorities  in  regard- 
ing Dr.  Houard  as  subject  to  their  jurisdiction,  since,  on  the  other 
hand,  nothing  whatever  is  brought  forward  in  his  behalf  to  illustrate 
or  prove  his  assertion  at  any  time  of  American  citizenship.  For  instance, 
it  does  not  apl)ear  that  he  interested  himself,  as  did  so  many  citizens  at 
home  and  abroad,  in  behalf  of  the  Union  cause  during  our  own  war; 
that  he  oftered  his  services  as  surgeon  in  our  volunteer  army;  that  he 
subscribed  to  any  of  the  war  charities;  or  that  he  paid  at  any  time 
income  tax  or  other  tax  to  the  United  States,  or  ever  did  any  particular 
thing  tending  to  show  the  Spanish  authorities  that  he  di<l  not  consider 
himself  a  Spanish  subject,  or  to  show  this  Government  that  he  did 
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regard  himself  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  until  his  recent  misfor- 
tune occnrred." 

Whether  two  of  his  sisters,  or  only  one,  are  residents  of  Cuba,  might 
be  considered  immaterial,  but  as  the  Secretary  makes  the  statement  to 
<*jn8tify  the  Spanish  authorities  in  regarding  Dr.  Houard  as  subject  to 
their  jurisdiction,"  it  is  but  proper  to  say  that  he  has  been  misinformed 
as  to  the  fact.  But  one  of  his  sisters  resides  in  Cuba;  his  other  married 
sister  resides  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  where  she  has  resided  for  more 
than  thirty  years  past.  The  charge  that  three  of  his  nephews  were 
officers  in  the  insurgent  army  is  true.  But  as  the  only  question  at  pres- 
ent is  one  of  the  natmiaUty  of  Dr.  Houard,  and  not  of  the  criminality 
or  otherwise  of  the  a<5t  of  his  nephews,  admit  the  act  charged  against 
these  young  men  to  be  indefensible,  yet  there  are  other  matters  con- 
nected with  them,  more  pertinent  to  be  referred  to,  as  bearing  on  the 
nationality  of  Dr.  Houard  and  his  family  than  the  fact  of  their  having 
joined  the  ranks  of  the  so-called  patriot  army.  Among  these  are  the 
lacts  that  two  of  them  were  American  citizens,  and  have  lived  in  the 
United  States  during  the  greater  part  of  their  lives ;  that  all  three  have 
repre^jented  the  United  States  as  consuls  in  different  parts  of  Cuba  ; 
that  one  of  them,  Frederick  C.  Cabada,  who  was  lately  taken  prisoner 
and  immediately  executed  by  the  Cuban  authorities,  was  lieutenant 
colonel  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourteenth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers, 
fought  for  his  country  during  the  whole  of  her  struggle  for  life,  was  taken 
prisoner  at  Gettysburgh,  spent  many  months  at  Libby  prison,  lost  his 
health  there,  and  yet,  on  being  released,  again  went  into  active  service 
and  continued  to  fight  for  his  country  until  the  end  of  the  war;  and 
that  another  of  these  nephews,  now  deceased,  also  volunteered,  and 
cretlitably  served  his  country  on  General  Humphreys's  staff  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  war.  It  may  be  also  x>roper  to  add  that  two  other 
nephews  of  Dr.  Houard,  Lewis  and  Edward  Houard,  sons  of  the  writer, 
served  in  the  Union  Army. 

Dr.  Houard,  now  over  fifty-seven  years  of  age,  did  not  himself  volun- 
teer, but  it  is  a  fact  known  to  all  who  kqew  him,  that  he  was  enthusi- 
astically a  Union  man  throughout  the  whole  war.  To  what  charities  he 
niay  have  subscribed  the  writer  does  not  know ;  it  has  not  occurred  to 
Iiiin  or  to  his  friends  that  it  might  become  necessary  to  furnish  i)roof  on 
this  point  in  order  that  Dr.  Houard  might  have  the  protection  of  his 
wuntry's  Government,  but  as  he  was  a  man  of  liberal  views,  it  would 
no  doubt  be  found,  if  inquired  into,  that  he  was  charitiible  in  proportion 
to  his  means.  He  certainly  was  most  decided  in  the  expression  of  his 
views  in  favor  of  the  Union  cause  at  all  times.  It  is  very  probable  he 
<lid  not  pay  income  tax.  Few  Americans  residing  abroad  during  the 
^ar,  and  having  no  property  in  the  United  States,  did  so,  or  supposed 
themselves  called  on  to  do  so.  Had  the  State  Department  caused  our 
f')iJ8uls  abroad  to  inform  the  Americans  within  their  respective  juris- 
<liction8  that  such  payment  was  expected  of  them,  it  might  have  been 
otherwise.    Such,  however,  was  not  the  case,  at  least  at  Cienfuegos. 

Though  the  acts  of  some  of  Dr.  Houard's  nephews,  in  joining  the 
insurgent  army,  cannot  properly  be  considered  as  to  any  extent  excusing, 
Jflnch  less  justifying,  the  Cuban  authorities  in  regarding  Dr.  Houard  as 
subject  to  their  jurisdiction,  it  naturallj- caused  him  to  be  suspected, 
and  on  a  small  box  containing  homceopathic  powders,  and  marked  with 
his  name,  being  found  in  possession  of  an  insurgent  officer,  Dr.  Houard 
^a»,  in  December,  1870,  arrested.  This  box  the  Secretary  of  State 
dignifies  by  the  name  of  a  "  medicine-c/te«^,"  and  adds  that  "  from  other 
evidence  it  appears  this  was  not  the  only  instance,  but  that  another 
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ehest  marked  with  his  name,  and  admitted  to  have  once  belonged  to 
him,  was  found  in  another  captured  camp." 

What  this  *' other  evidence"  is  the  writer  has  no  idea;  he  never  heard 
of  any  such  charge,  save  from  the  letter  of  the  Secretary'  of  State.  The 
box,  the  finding  of  which  caused  his  arrest,  was  one  of  several  boxes 
containing  homoeopathic  medicines,  which  Dr.  Houard  imported  from 
Philadelphia  a  considerable  time  before  the  breaking  out  of  the  insur- 
rection, and  sold  in  Cuba.  The  one  in  question  was  sold  to  Felix 
Bouyon,  then  in  the  employ  of  the  Spanish  government,  but  who  after- 
ward, on  the  breaking  out  of  the  insurrection,  joined  the  insurgents. 

These  facts  can  be  readily  proved,  and  were  proved  by  Dr.  Houard, 
who  did  not  depend  on  a  "  mere  declaration  that  the  medicine-chest  had 
been  parted  with  previous  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.'^  The  very 
fact  that  his  name  in  full  was  on  the  box  is  conclusive  proof  that  it  was 
not  parted  with  under  circumstances  requiring  secrecy  or  supposed  to 
involve  danger.  The  writer  hei^eof  is  prepared  at  any  time  to  prove 
that  some  years  before  the  insurrection  his  brother.  Dr.  Houanl,  sent 
for  a  box  of  medicine  ordered  by  Felix  Bouyon,  in  pursuance  of  which 
a  box — no  doubt  the  box  in  question — was  sent  by  the  writer  to  Dr. 
Houard,  with  the  name  of  the  latter  on  it,  as  usual. 

The  only  other  charges  made  against  Dr.  Houard,  that  he  or  the  writer 
ever  heard  of,  were  one  communicated  to  him  three  or  four  months  after 
his  arrest,  that  he  had  had  communications  with  his  nephew,  Cabatla, 
about  the  time  the  insurrection  broke  out,  and  some  twenty  months 
before  his  arrest. 

The  charge  was  made  on  the  statement  of  a  servant  of  Cabada,  who, 
after  the  doctor's  arrest,  endeavored  to  extort  money  from  his  family: 
and  failing  to  do  so,  trumped  up  this  false  and  entirely  trifling  charge. 
The  other  charge  was,  that  he  attended  a  banquet,  held  by  insurgents 
and  insurgent  sympathizers,  as  to  which  Dr.  Houard  proved  that  at  the 
time  he  was  many  miles  distant  from  the  place  where  the  banquet  wa$ 
said  to  have  been  held,  and  it  further  appeared  that  no  such  banquet 
was  ever  held.  , 

No  doubt  Dr.  Houard  would  have  been  released  from  prison,  instead 
of  undergoing  the  form  of  trial  by  court-martial,  in  December,  li?71, 
but  for  the  fact  that  he  was  an  American,  and  had  claimed  protection  ad 
such  from  the  time  of  his  first  arrest.  In  consequence  of  this  claim,  M 
was  supposed  necessary  to  have  the  form  of  an  adjudication  to  the  effKt 
that  he  was  guilty,  and  was  not  entitled  to  claim  to  be  an  American  citi 
zen.  In  order  to  prevent  his  prosecuting  a  claim  for  damages  for  fals^ 
imprisonment  before  the  joint  commission  at  Washington.  Hence  Di" 
Houard  was  tried,  or  something  of  the  form  of  a  trial  was  had ;  font 
witnesses  were  examined,  whose  testimony  was  well  known  t^  U 
unworthy  of  credit ;  three  were  of  notoriously  bad  character,  the  onl.i 
one  having  any  pretense  to  character  being  Manuel  M'  Capote,  wbo 
since  his  escape  from  Cuba,  has  made  a  formal  affidavit,  which  has  beet 
furnished  to  the  State  Dejiartment,  to  the  effect  that  he  was  compelletl 
to  testify  as  he  did  under  the  fear  of  loss  of  life  if  he  refused,  and  thai 
his  testimony  was  all  false.  This  may  be  called  "  an  exparte  dechiratioi 
of  an  untrustworthy  witness ; "  still  it  is  the  declaration  of  the  principa 
witness  on  whose  testimony  Dr.  Houard  was  sentenced  to  eight  years 
hard  labor  in  the  chain-gang,  and  the  confiscation  of  all  his  property ;  i 
sentence  worse  than  mere  death,  being,  in  the  case  of  such  an  old  man 
entirely  equivalent,  if  carried  out,  to  death  by  slow  torture. 

The  Spanish  authorities  have,  up  to  this  time,  refused  to  furnisl 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court-martial.    When  furnished  thei 
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will  be  such  as  thej'  consider  most  suitable  to  tbeir  purpose.  No  one 
who  knows  anytbiug  of  the  proceedings  of  Cuban  authorities  and 
courts-martial  will  consider  this  an  unwarranted  statement ;  those  who 
liave  no  special  knowledge  on  the  subject  have  only  to  recall  the  public 
occurrences  at  Havana,  not  far  from  the  same  date  of  this  court-martial, 
where  a  number  of  children  were  accused  of  violating  the  grave  of  a 
volunteer,  by  breaking  the  monument  or  tomb.  The  unbroken  monu- 
ment and  uninjured  grave  remaining  conclusive  proof  that  none  of  them 
were  guilty  of  what  had  in  fact  never  taken  place,  and  that  at  most 
the  children  had  committed  a  fault  deserving  reprimand,  jet  a  court- 
martial,  composed  of  the  highest  military  otlicers,  held  the  same  evening 
that  the  charge  was  made,  acting  under  the  pressure  of  the  threat  of 
personal  violence,  determined  to  murder  several  of  the  children  that 
very  night,  under  the  form  of  judicial  execution,  and  selected  by  lot  the 
victims  against  whom  a  judgment  should  be  first  rendered  as  part  of 
the  formal  justification  of  the  murder. 

Must  a  native-born  American  citiiten,  of  whose  nationality  there  is 
not  a  particle  of  doubt,  based  on  any  truthful  testimony,  or  on  any  tes- 
timony not  coming  from  Spanish  officials,  sufi'er  worse  than  death,  be- 
cause of  the  decree  of  such  a  court-martial  f

A  resolution  of  the  Rouse  of  March  18, 1872,  relative  to  the  extension  of  the 
Indian  reservation  known  as  the  Bound  Valley  Indian  reservation^  in  the 
State  of  California.

Department  of  the  Interior, 

Washington^  April  1,  1872. 
Sir:  On  tbe  18tli  ultimo  this  Department  received  a  resolation  of  the 
House  of  Bepresentatives,  in  the  following  words,  viz : 

BtMilted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  requested  to  farnish 
to  this  House  copies  of  all  the  papers,  and  any  information  he  may  have,  relating  to 
the  extension  of  the  Indian  reservation  known  as  the  Round  Valley  Indian  reservation, 
in  the  State  of  California,  over  the  lands  claimed  by  the  settlers  in  Round  Valley, 
Mendocino  County,  California. 

I  have  now  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  report,  dated 
the  30th  ultimo,  from  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  together  with 
the  papers  accompanying  it,  called  for  by  said  resolation.

Department  of  the  Interior, 
Office  of  Indian  Affairs^  January  29, 1872. 
Sir  :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  20th  instant,  inclosing  a  letter  from  Hugh  Gibsou,  esq., 
United  States  agent  at  Bound  Valley  Indian  reservation,  in  California, 
in  relation  to  certain  matters  concerning  his  agency,  and  requesting  to 
be  furnished  with  any  information  in  the  possession  of  the  Department 
concerning  tbe  same. 
Bound  Valley  was  first  selected  for  Indian  purposes  by  Superintend- 
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ent  Henley,  in  1856,  and  in  letter  addressed  to  him  from  this  office, 
dated  November  18^  1858,  he  was  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior directed  to  give  public  notice  that  the  entire  valley  was  set  apart 
and  reserved  for  Indian  purposes.  In  letter  dated  January  6, 1860,  from 
this  office  to  the  General  Land-Office,  after  reciting  the  facts  in  regard 
to  this  reservation,  it  was  stated  that  they  were  deemed  sufficient  to 
show  that  Bound  Valley  had  been  duly  set  apart  and  recognized  by  the 
Department  as  an  Indian  reservation,  and  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land-Office  was  therG|pre  requested  to  respect  the  same  upon 
the  books  of  that  office,  and  to  notify  the  local  office  in  California  ac- 
cordingly. May  3, 1860,  the  surveyor  general  of  California,  acting  under 
instructions  from  the  General  Land-Office,  reported  a  survey  of  the 
boundaries  Of  said  reservation. 

In  a  communication  dated  June  21, 1860,  the  General  Land-Office  in- 
closed to  this  office  a  plat  of  said  survey,  certified  by  the  surveyor  gen- 
eral of  California,  under  date  of  May  4, 1860,  which  shows  the  reserva- 
tion as  surveyed  to  be  situated  partly  in  townships  22  and  23  north,  of 
ranges  12  and  13  west,  of  the  Mount  Diablo  meridian,  and  to  comprise 
26,030.8  acres. 

On  the  27th  of  October,  1863,  C.  Steele,  esq.,  reported  an  appraise- 
ment of  the  claims  and  improvements  of  the  settlers  in  this  valley,  the 
value  of  the  same  being  placed  at  $75,000. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  8, 1864,  it  was  provided — 

That  there  sliaU  be  set  apart  by  the  Presidenty  and  at  his  discretion,  not  exceeding 
four  tracts  of  land  >Tithin  the  limits  of  said  State,  (California^  to  be  retained  by  the 
United  States  for  the  purpose  of  Indian  reservations,  jii'hich  shall  be  of  suitable  extent 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Indians  of  said  State,  and  shall  be  located  as  remote 
from  whit«  settlements  as  may  be  fonnd  practicable,  having  dne  regard  to  their  adapta- 
tion to  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended :  Provided,  That  at  least  one  of  said 
tracts  shall  be  located  in  what  has  heretofore  been  known  as  the  northern  district: 
And  provided  further ,  That  if  it  shall  be  found  impracticable  to  establish  the  reserva- 
tions herein  contemplated,  without  embracing  improvements  made  within  their  limits 
by  white  persons  lawfully  there,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  contract  for  the  purchase  of  such  improvements,  at  a  price  not  exceed* 
iug  a  fair  valuation  thereof,  to  be  made  under  his  direction.  But  no  such  contract 
shall  be  valid,  nor  any  money  paid  thereon,  until  upon  a  report  of  said  contract  and 
of  said  valuation  to  Congress  the  same  shall  be  approved  and  the  money  appropriated 
by  law  for  that  purpose :  And  provided  further,  That  said  tracts  to  be  set  apart  as  afore- 
said may  or  may  not,  as  in  discretion  of  the  President  may  be  deemed  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  Indians  to  be  provided  for,  include  any  of  the  Indian  reservations  here- 
tofore set  apart  in  said  State,  and  that  iu  case  any  such  reservation  is  so  included,  the 
same  may  be  enlarged  to  such  an  extent  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  President  may  be 
necessary  in  ord«$r  to  its  complete  adaptation  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  intended. 

The  action  of  the  Department  in  establishing  a  reservation  in  the 
Eonnd  Valley  was  recited  in  a  communication  from  this  office  to  the 
Department  April  6, 1868,  and  in  accordance  with  Department  letter  of 
April  14, 1868,  the  superintendent  was  directed  to  report  the  boundaries 
of  Round  Valley,  extended  to  the  summits  of  the  surrounding  moun-  ^ 
tains,  accompanied  by  a  plat,  in  order  that  the  same  might  be  set  apart ' 
for  a  reservation,  and  also  to  have  a  valuation  made  of  the  improve- 
ments thereon  in  order  that  the  same  might  be  submitted  to  Congress 
for  approval  and  an  appropriation  for  payment. 

An  appraisement  of  the  improvements  of  spttlers  in  the  valley  was 
submitted  to  this  office  by  late  Superintendent  Mcintosh  under  date  of 
December  27, 1869,  amounting  iu  the  aggregate  to  $109,555. 

Superintendent  Mcintosh  also  transmitted  with  his  letter  of  February 
18, 1870,  the  field-notes  and  plat  of  survey  showing  the  proposed  bounda- 
ries of  the  Hound  Valley  reservation,  as  extended  to  the  summits  of  the 
surrounding  mountains. 

March   4,  1870,  the  report  of  Superintendent   Mcintosh,  together 
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with  tbe  fleld-notefl  and  plat  of  survey,  was  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment, with  the  recommendation  that  the  President  be  requested  to  order 
to  be  set  apart  as  an  Indian  reservation  Bound  Valley,  in  Mendocino 
County,  California,  as  the  same  is  enlarged,  in  accordance  with  said  plat 
and  field-notes. 

In  reference  to  the  valuation  of  improvements  reported  by  Superin- 
tendent Mcintosh,  attention  was  called  to  the  question  submitted  by  the 
saperintendent,  as  to  the  settlers  who  should  be  regarded  as  lawfully  in 
said  valley,  and  the  directions  of  the  Department  were  requested,  in 
order  that  Superintendent  Mcintosh  might  be  properly  instructed  in  the 
course  to  be  pursued  in  making  contracts  with  settlers  for  the  purchase 
of  their  improvements  upon  the  reservation. 

The  executive  order  for  such  enlargement  was  given,  puftuant  to  tlie 
foregoing  recommendation,  on  the  30th  of  March,  1870,  and  the  papers 
were  returned  to  this  oflSce ;  but  no  allusion  was  made  to  the  question 
submitted  in  regard  to  settlers  and  their  improvements. 

May  2, 1871,  Superintendent  Whiting  submitted  a  statement  relative 
to  the  disputes  and  conflicting  interests  of  the  settlers  on  the  reserva- 
tion, and  requested  authority  to  employ  competent  counsel  to  institute 
proceedings  against  trespassers. 

October  17, 1871,  this  office  addressed  a  report  to  the  Department, 
wherein,  after  reciting  the  facts  in  the  case  as  reported  by  the  superin- 
tendent, it  was  recommended  that  the  matter  be  laid  before  the  honors 
able  Attorney  General,  with  the  request  that  he  instruct  the  Uuitedl 
States  district  attorney  for  the  district  of  California  to  institute  pro.- 
ceedings  against  all  persons  within  the  valley,  in  all  cases  where*  he- 
should  be  of  opinion  that  action  for  trespass  could  be  maintained* 

In  compliance  with  such  recommendation,  the  subject  was  presented 
to  the  attention  of  the  honorable  Attorney  General,  who  informed  the 
Department  in  reply,  on  the  23d  October,  1871,  that  directions  had  that 
day  been  given  to  the  United  States  district  attorney  for  California  as 
requested. 

November  6,  1871,  Superintendent  Whiting  was  informed  of  this 
action,  and  certified  copies  of  all  the  important  papers  on  file  in  this 
office  relative  to  the  subject  were  transmitted  to  him,  with  directions  to 
render  the  district  attorney  all  facilities  in  the  prosecution  of  eases  arising 
nnder  said  instructions. 

The  valley  in  question  is  well  adapted  for  Indian  purposes,  and  is 
almost  entirely  shut  in  by  mountains.  It  is  large  enough  to  afford 
ample  room  for  all  the  Indians  in  Northern  California,  or  all  that  can  idti- 
mately  be  located  there.  If  the  white  settlers  can  be  excluded  from  the 
valley,  and  its  entire  area  be  held  for  Indian  purposes,  the  Indian  occu- 
pants can,  to  a  great  extent,  be  secured  against  the  corrupting  influences 
which  usually  surround  an  Indian  reserve. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  this  reservation  has  been  set  apart  by 
sufficient  authority,  and  the  only  question  which,,  under  existing  pro- 
visions of  law,  remains  to  be  determined  is  the  date  at  which,  under  the 
various  departmental  and  executive  acts  recited,  both  prior  and  subse- 
quent to  the  act  of  1864,  the  entrance  of  whites  into  the  valley  became 
nulawful ;  by  consequence,  which  of  such  white  persons  found  in  said 
valley  are  entitled  to  be  compensated  for  their  improvements  therein. 

The  letter  of  Agent  Gibson  is  herewith  returned.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  sitaation  of  the  Ronnd 
Valley  reservation,  and  to  request  that  I  may  be  fully  instructed  iu  regard  to  that  val- 
ley, so  that  energetic  measures  may  be  taken  to  occupy  the  whole  of  the  valley  for  a 
reservation,  provided  the  Government  has  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  have  it  set 
aside  as  a  reservation. 

By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  year 
1867,  you  will  find  on  pagje  120,  in  Speciju  Commissioner  Robert  J.  Stevens's  report  to 
Hon.N.  6.  Taylor,  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  that  he  (Stevens)  reports  that  Sa- 
perintendcnt  Henley,  in  December,  1857,  was  instructed  by  the  Department  to  issue  a 
proclamation  declaring  that  the  whole  of  Round  Valley  would  be  held  by  the  Govern- 
ment, which  was  done,  and  that  nothing  further  was  done  in  the  matter  iu>  to  the  close 
of  his  superintendeucy  iu  1859.  The  report  goes  on  to  say  that  iu  1860  the  entire 
valley  was  surveyed,  and  finally  reserved  for  Indian  purposes  by  order  of  the  then 
Secretary  of  tfle  Interior,  Jacob  Thompson,  and  that  these  instructions  were  dated 
llay  3  of  that  year.  As  it  is  now,  the  Indian  reservation  is  crowded  up  into  the  north- 
western portion  of  this  valley,  and  instead  of  the  reservation  occupying  the  whole 
:25,0C0  acres  for  Indian  purposes,  they  only  occupy  from  4,000  to  5,000  acres ;  the  bal- 
jince  of  the  valley  is  occupied  and  cultivated  by  the  white  settlers  who  have  come  in 
.and  located  iu  this  valley.  The  citizens  claim  that  the  proper  steps  have  not  been 
taken  by  the  Government  to  have  this  whole  valley  set  aside  for  Indian  purposes ;  that 
Xhe  President  has  not  signed  a  bill  to  that  effect,  &c.  Now,  I  desire  t-o  be  informed 
•whether  the  necessary  legal  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Government  to  have  this 
valley  set  aside  and  used  as  a  reservation  for  Indian  purposes.  If  so,  in  what  manner 
4hall  I  proceed  to  eject  the  white  settlers  from  this  valley,  so  that  it  may  be  osed  iu 
its  entirety  for  a  reservation  for  Indian  purposes  t  Mr.  Steveus,  in  his  report,  eunmer- 
ated  a  number  of  settlers  Who  had  settled  in  this  valley ;  the  most  of  these  settlers 
still  reside  there,  and  many  of  them  assert  that  they  had  located  themselves  in  this 
valley  prior  to  its  being  set  aside  as  an  Indian  reservation.  There  are,  at  present,  two 
firms  located  in  this  valley  who  sell  liquors.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  Govem- 
jnent  have  beeu  under  the  impression  that  this  valley  is  used  as  a  reservation ;  but  in- 
stead of  that,  only  a. part  of  it  is  used  for  that  purpose.  The  valley  is  larse  enough,  in 
my  estimation,  to  take  care  of  all  the  Indians  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  pro- 
vided they  could  have  the  whole  of  it,  with  the  Elel  River  as  its  boundaries.  This  river 
nearly  encircles  the  valley,  taking  in  the  inner  range  of  foot-hills.  In  view  of  adminis- 
.tering  the  affairs  of  the  Indian  Department  with  as  much  economy  as  possible,  I  would 
earnestly  advise  that  the  Government  take  immediate  steps  to  get  possession  of  this 
whole  valley ;  and  I  would  recommend,  when  that  is  once  done,  to  do  away  with  the 
Hoopa  Valley  reservation,  and  assemble  all  those  Indians  at  Round  Valley,  which,  I 
think,  is  vast  enough  to  take  care  of  all  of  them.  I  beg  to  be  informed  at  an  early 
-day  of  the  decision  of  the  Department  in  regard  to  the  questions  propounded  by  me, 
and  the  manner  in  which  I  shall  act  in  this  case.  The  very  fact  that  the  Henley  broth- 
ers, sons  of  late  Superintendent  Henley,  have  located  themselves  in  this  valley,  having 
1,200  acres  inclosed,  proves  to  my  mind  that  the  settlers  have  been  allowed  to  settle  iu 
the  valley  with  the  consent  of  the  former  superintendent,  ^Ir.  Henley.

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  30th  of  August  last  has  been  received,  relative  to  Round 
Valley  Indian  reservation.  ^  _ 
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Yoa  are  informed  that  the  facts  relative  to  this  reservation  were  laid  before  the 
boDorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  report  from  this  office  dated  the  7th  instant, 
aud  that  with  the  approval  of  the  honorable  Secretary,  in  letter  to  this  office  dated 
the  12th  instant,  yon  are  instructed  to  report  the  bonndaries  of  Bonnd  Valley  reserva- 
tion, extended  to  the  summits  of  the  siirrouudinff  mountains,  to  include  the  entire 
valley,  accompanied  with  plat  and  such  definite  description  as  yon  may  be  able  to 
give,  that  will  enable  the  Department  to  properly  wonl  a  presidential  order,  or  to 
romiBh  the  data  for  congressional  legislation.  The  crests  of  the  mountains  will  prob- 
ably be  a  natnral  boundarv  that  can  be  referred  to  for  a  great  portion  of  the  exterior 
of  the  valley,  and  where  the  mountains  do  not  form  the  limits  of  the  reserve,  some 
other  natnral  object  can  be  given,  or  some  line  or  lines  of  the  Government  survey  be 
referred  to.  The  material  in  the  possession  of  this  office  does  not  fnruish  information 
enough  in  regard  to  the  topography  of  this  locality  to  enable  me  to  give  you  very 
8peciBc  instructions.    The  enlargement  will  require  personal  inspection. 

I  send  yoa  inclosed  a  diagram  of  the  survey  of  said  reserve,  approved  by  the  sur- 
veyor general  of  California  May  4, 1860.  This  survey  was  made  under  instructions 
based  upon  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1853,  (Stat,  at  L.,  vol.  10,  p.  238,) 
vhich  limited  the  reserve  to  25,000  acres.  It  is  therefore  probable  that  there  are  other 
sarveyed  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  valley  not  shown  on  this  diagram.  If  you 
think  it  necessary,  in  order  to  furnish  a  definite  description  of  the  enlargement  of  the 
reserve,  yon  can  consult  the  plats  of  survey  iq  the  local  land-office  at  Marysville,  and 
give  a  description  of  the  surveyed  lands  added  to  the  reserve;  but  it  is  probable  that 
yoa  can  definitely  describe  the  enlargement  by  natural  objects. 

You  will  also  cause  a  valuation  to  be  made  of  the  improvements  within  said  valley, 
of  persons  lawfully  there,  and  yon  will,  as  far  as  practicable,  conclude  provisional 
eontracts  for  the  purchase  of  such  improvements,  ana  submit  your  report  of  valuation 
and  contracts,  carefully  prepared  in  concise  and  tabular  form,  to  this  office,  in  order  that 
the  same  may  be  submitted  to  Congress  for  approval  and  appropriation  for  payment, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  8, 18(54,  (Stat, 
at  L.,  vol.  13,  p.  40.)  ^ 

Instructions  similar  to  these  were  issued  to  late  Superinrondent  Whiting,  November 
11, 186H,  but  no  action  under  the  same  has  been  reported  to  this  office. 

For  your  information  I  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  report  of  this  office  to  the 
honorable  Secretary,  of  the  7th  instant,  and  his  reply,  dated  the  12th  instant,  which 
have  been  referred  to.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  t'O  report  that,  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  contained  in 
your  letter  of  the  18th  of  October,  18(59, 1  left  San  Fraucisco  on  the  29th  of  Novomber, 
and  proceeded  to  Round  Valley  and  caused  a  valuation  to  be  made  of  persons  having 
improvements  at  that  locality.  The  report  of  those  improvements  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted in  detail,  by  which  yon  will  see  that  they  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $109,555. 
It  will  be  seen,  however,  that  a  large  part  of  these  improvements  have  been  made 
since  the  year  1863,  when  C.  Steele,  esq.,  reported  an  appraisement  of  the  improve- 
ments at  175,000.  Your  instructions  directed  me  to  '*  cause  a  valuation  to  be  made  of 
the  improvements  within  said  valley,  of  persons  lawfully  there,  and  you  will,  as  far  us 
practicable,  conclude  provisional  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  such  improvements,  aud 
sabniit  your  report  of  valuation  aud  contracts,  carefully  prepared  in  concise  aud  tabu- 
lar form,  to  this  office,"  &c. 

After  having  a  careful  valuation  made  of  these  improvements,  I  found  the  sum  total 
to  be  so  large  that  I  thought  it  would  be  more  prudent  for  me  to  report  the  valuation 
to  you  before  entering  into  the  provisional  contracts  you  had  directed.  I  was  also  in- 
fluenced to  this  decision  by  the  other  weighty  reasons.  One  of  them  was  on  account 
of  the  claims  to  swamp  and  overflowed  lands.  So  far  as  I  could  ascertain,  there  are 
hut  three  such  claims  in  Round  Valley.  They  are  owned  by  C.  H.  Eberle,  who  claims 
440  acres  in  section  30,  township  23  north,  range  12  west;  C.  H.  Bourne,  who  claims 
440  acres  in  section  25,  towuship  23  north,  range  13  west;  Da^'id  Thompson,  who 
claims  200  acres  in  section  35,  township  23  north,  range  13  west. 

lu  talking  with  these  gentlemen,  they  say  that  after  selling  their  improvements  to 
the  Government,  thev  should  still  hold  their  claims  to  the  swamp  and  overflowed 
landS)  from  their  title  derived  from  the  State. 
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The  object  of  the  Department  being  to  get  peaceable  poeaeasion  of  the  whole  of 
Ronnd  Valley,  by  entering  into  contracts  with  the  settlers  there  for  their  improve- 
ments, I  did  not  feel  iustitied  in  entering  into  contracts  with  those  parties  for  their 
improvements,  and  allowing  them  to  horn  a  claim  which  would  enable  them  to  still 
remain  in  the  valley.  In  this  connection  I  call  yoar  attention  to  the  fact  that  Boand 
Valley  was  surveyed  for  an  Indian  reservation  in  March,  1860,  and  it  was  not  until 
July  29,  1861,  that  Joseph  J.  Cloud,  the  county  surveyor  for  Mendocino  County,  sur- 
veyed these  lands  for  these  parties  as  swamp  and  overflowed  lands.  I  believe  the 
claims  are  a  fraud,  and  should  be  resisted  by  the  Government.  My  other  reason  for 
not  entering  into  these  contracts  with  the  settlers  at  Hound  Valley  was  that  part  of 
your  instructions  which  authorized  me  to  make  a  valuation  "  of  the  improvements 
within  said  valley  of  persons  lawfully  there."  Who  are  lawfully  there  became  au 
important  question  to  me.  I  therefore  thought  it  best  to  have  the  improvements  made 
in  detail,  showing  each  year  when  the  improvements  were  made,  so  that  the  Depart- 
ment could  judge  as  to  who  were  lawfully  there.  I  know  they  would  be  much  more 
competent  to  decide  that  question  than  myself.  My  own  view  of  the  case  is,  that  no 
one  is  lawfully  there  who  entered  the  valley  after  the  Oovemment,  through  its  proper 
agent,  gave  well-posted  notices  throughout  the  valley  that  they  intended  to  hold  that 
portion  of  the  public  domain  for  Indian  purposes,  and  forbidding  the  citizens  then  there 
to  make  any  additional  improvements. 

Having  these  views,  and  not  knowing  your  views  as  to  who  are  lawfully  there,  I 
thought  It  best  to  make  the  valuations  entire,  aud  submit  them  to  yon  for  further  in- 
structions, before  entering  into  the  provisional  contracts  you  directed.  I  therefore 
await  your  further  orders  on  this  subject.  The  Henley  place,  you  will  notice,  is  valued 
at  $11,000.  This  place  was  settled  by  them  while  Mr.  Henley  was  superintendoDt  of 
Indian  affairs.  He  knew  the  idtentions  of  the  Government,  and  I  do  not  see  under 
what  plea  he  can  be  entitled  to  one  dollar  for  his  improvements. 

As  soon  as  the  papers  and  plat  of  the  extension  of  Kound  Valley  are  prepared,  they 
will  be  submitted  to  you.    It  will  be  some  time,  however,  before  that  is  prepared.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  to  yon  the  field-notes  of  the  recent  survey  of  the 
Round  Valley  Indian  reservation  ;  I  also  forward  a  proposed  description  of  lands  to  be 
set  apart  for  an  Indian  reservation  at  Round  Valley,  Mendocino  Count v,  Califoruifl. 
I  forward  also,  by  the  same  mail,  the  plat  of  the  survey,  made  during  the  months  <»f 
December  and  January  last,  of  the  Round  Valley  reservation,  bv  Lieutenant  Savase,  of 
the  Corps  of  Engineers,  United  States  Army.  This  work  has  been  handsomely  Uoiio. 
and  Lieutenant  Savage  deserves  credit  for  it. 
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* 

In  my  letter  to  yoa,  under  date  of  November  25, 1869, 1  set  forth  what  I  thought  ought 
to  be  the  boundary  of  the  Round  Valley  Indian  reservation,  viz,  all  the  country  which 
is  inclosed  between  the  Eel  River,  its  east  and  middle  forks.  During  my  recent  visit 
there  I  made  a  more  minute  investigation,  to  see  if  it  was  desirable  that  the  reserva- 
tion should  be  extended  to  that  extent,  and  I  found  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  do  so, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  the  ai-ea  would  be  too  large  ;  if  the  reservation  had  been  ex- 
tended to  the  Eel  River,  although  its  natural  boundary,  it  would  have  taken  in  over 
one  hundred  thousand  acres.  I  therefore  determined  to  nm  the  survey  to  the  crests  of 
the  surrounding  mountains,  so  as  to  take  in  the  whole  of  the  valley,  as  directed  by  you 
in  yoar  letter  to  me  of  the  18tli  of  October,  1869.  You  will  «ee  that  the  lines  of  the  old 
surrey  are  traced  in  red,  and  the  lines  of  the  survey  just  completed  are  the  outer  lines 
traced  in  India  ink.  If  my  understanding  of  this  reservatibn  is  correct.  Congress  hav- 
ing passed  the  necessary  laws  for  four  reservations  in  California,  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  having  designated  Round  Valley  as  one  of  the  reservations,  it  is  only 
uecessary  to  have  the  President's  proclamation  or  order  to  have  Round  Valley  legally 
recojpized  as  an  Indian  reservation.  Whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  complete  the 
law  m  reference  thereto,  I  trust  you  will  give  me  specific  directions  as  to  the  course  I 
shall  pursue  in  reference  to  the  citizens  now  located  at  Round  Valley.  Many  of  them 
are  indisposed  to  leave  the  valley,  while  others  would  be  satisfied  to  leave  provided 
they  c'>uld  be  paid  for  their  improvements.  Upon  my  return  from  Round  Valley,  in 
December,  I  sent  you  my  report,  also  a  list  of  the  valuation  of  the  property  in  Round 
Valley.  I  have  not  received  any  instructions  from  you  since  as  to  wliether  I  should 
enter  into  the  provisional  contracts  with  the  citizens  for  their  improvements  according 
to  the  valuations  sent  on.  If  you  deem  it  necessary  to  give  me  further  instructions,  I 
hope  yon  will  enter  into  the  question  of  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  to  which  I 
referred  in  my  communication  to  yon  of  December  27, 1869.

ule of  lands  marked  A,  B,  and  C,  which  are  herewith  inclosed.

Sis  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  by  reference,  of  a  cominunicatioii, 
dated  4th  instant,  herewith,  ii-om  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  with  accompany- 
ing papers,  in  the  matter  of  the  proposed  enlargement  of  Ronnd  Valley  Indian  reserva- 
tion, in  townships  22  and  23  north,  ranges  12  and  13  west,  of  the  Mount  Diablo  meri- 
dian, California,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  observations  on  the  same : 

1.  There  appears  to  be  no  objection  to  the  enlargement  of  the  present  reservation  to 
the  limits  indicated  on  the  plat  of  survey  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  superin- 
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t^ndent  of  Indian  affiurs  for  California,  and  accompanying  the  papers  referred  to  this 
office.  The  existing  reservation  is  bounded  by  subdivlsional  lines  of  public  surveys, 
ami  is  wholly  situated  on  surveyed  lands.  ' 

2.  It  will  be  observed,  however,  that  the  proposed  extension  of  the  present  reserva- 
tion will  embrace  both  surveyed  and  unsurveyed  lands,  excluding  portions  of  the  exist- 
ing reservation,  and  including  some  lands  owned  by  parties,  whose  rights,  it  seems,  the 
Office  of  Indian  Affairs  proposes  to  obtain  by  purchase. 

3.  The  lands  disposed  of  by  the  Government  within  the  proposed  enlarged  reserva- 
tiou  are  as  follows: 

Section  2,  townsliip  22  north,  range  12  west ;  the  southwest  quarter  section  14,  town- 
ship 23  north,  range  13  west ;  the  north  half  section  23,  township  23'  north,  range  13 
west;  the  east  half  southeast  quarter  section  23,  township  23  north,  range  13  west;  the 
weot  half  of  southwest  quarter  section  23,  township  23  north,  range  13  west.

Sir  :  Respectfully  referring  to  our  letter  of  the  4th  August  last,  in 
reference  to  tbe  military  reservations  ordered  by  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved February  24, 1871,  to  be  turned  over  to  tbe  custody  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  tho  Interior  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  I  have  now  the  honor 
to  make  the  following  report  of  the  status  of  said  reservations. 

1.  Fort  Lane^  Oregon. — Selected  by  legal  subdivisions.  Beady  for  ap- 
praisal. The  War  Department  reports  that  there  are  no  improvements 
of  value  at  the  post.    Its  area  is  040  acres. 
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2.  Fort  Jessup^  Louisiana. — Selected  by  legal  sabdivisioDS.  Beady  for 
appraisal.  The  War  Departmeat  reports  no  improvements  on  the  re- 
serve, its  area  being  6,400  acres. 

3.  Fort  Wayne,  Arlcamas. — Selected  by  legal  subdivisions.  Ready  for 
appraisal.  War  Department  reports  improvements  to  have  been  sold. 
Its  area  is  11,680  acres. 

4.  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas. — Purchased  from  one  individual  by  the  War 
Department ;  the  survey  thereof,  with  slight  exceptions,  corresponds 
with  legal  subdivisions.  War  Department  reports  twenty-five  build- 
ings existing  on  the  reserve.  As  the  reservation  adjoins  the  \illage  of 
Fort  Smith,  I  would  suggest  that  the  reservation  be  subdivided  into 
town-lots,  for  the  convenience  of  the  citizens  of  Fort  Smith,  in  case  a 
bill  now  before  Congress,  for  the  relinquishment  of  the  reservation  to  that 
town,  tails  to  become  a  law.    The  area  of  this  reservation  is  308  acres. 

5.  That  portion  of  Fort  Abercrombie,  Minnesota,  lying  east  of  the  Bed 
River  of  the  North.  Selected  by  legal  subdivisions.  Ready  for  appraisal. 
War  Department  reports  that  no  Government  improvements  whatever 
have  been  made  upon  the  same.  There  are  existing  seven  claims  of 
settlers  with  improvements  on  the  vacated  reserve.  The  area  of  the 
reserve  is  6,993.85  acres. 

6.  Fort  TTaito- WaWa,Ore<7on,  (actually  in  Washington  Territor}^). — Con- 
sists of  three  tracts,  viz,  garrison,  meadow,  and  timber  reserves,  and  was 
located  upon  surveyed  land,  an  error  having  been  committed  in  the  act 
in  reference  to  its  location.  The  War  Department  requested,  June  1, 
1867,  that  no  steps  be  taken  in  regard  to  its  disposition,  until  further 
legislation  is  had  on  a  bill  introduced  to  correct  the  error  in  the  descrip- 
tion. I  would  suggest  that  no  action  be  had  in  this  case  until  Congress 
acts  during  the  present  session  in  the  matter.  The  total  area  of  these 
reservations  is  1,920  acres. 

7.  Fort  Sabine,  Louisiana. — Now  under  contract  for  survey ;  no  returns 
have  yet  been  made.  War  Department  reports  no  improvements  on  the 
reserve.    Its  estimated  area  is  18,200  acres. 

8.  Fort  Sumn^er,  New  Mexico. — Out  boundaries  only  surveyed.  Surveyor 
general  was  authorized  (August  16, 1871)  to  extend  the  line  of  public 
surveys  over  the  reserve  whenever  in  regular  progress  they  reached  the 
same.  War  Department  reports  the  improvements  sold.  lt«  estimated 
area  is  13,700  acres. 

9.  Fori  Zarah,  Kansas. — Subdivided  into  legal  subdivisions,  and  ready 
for  appraisal.  War  Department  and  deputy  surveyor  report  no  im- 
provements of  any  value  on  the  reserve.    Its  area  is  3,247.60  acres. 

10.  Camp  McGarry,  Nevada. — The  lines  of  the  public  survey  have  not 
as  yet  reached  that  vicinity.  War  Department  reports  that  there  are 
no  improvements  of  any  value  on  the  reserve.  Its  area  is  48,000  acres, 
and  as  there  is  no  apparent  demand  for  the  immediate  sale  of  the  res- 
ervation, and  its  distant  locality  from  traveled  routes  in  Nevada,  I 
would  suggest  that  the  survey  of  this  reservation  be  deferred. 

11.  That  portion  of  Fort  Bridger,  Wyoming  Territory,  which  is  nolonger 
required  for  military  purposes. — The  Secretary  of  War,  February  15, 
1872,  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  the  relocation  of  the 
reserve,  and  stated  that  seven  persons  were  residing  on  the  reserve  out- 
side the  reduced  limits.  Tiie  public  surveys  have  not  reached  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  reserve,  and  no  improvements  exist  on  the  same.  Its  area  is 
309,760  acres. 

There  having  been  no  appropriation  made  to  carry  out  the  require- 
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ments  of  the  act,  I  have  the  honor  to  suggest  that  an  appropriation  of 
♦20,000  be  requested  from  Congress  for  that  purpose. 

Whenever  Congress  shall  make  the  necessary  appropriation  to  carry 
the  law  of  February  24, 1871,  into  effect,  I  think  the  unsurveyed  res- 
ervations should  be  surveyed,  and  all  the  lands,  buildings,  and  building 
material  embraced  within  the  several  reservations  appraised  and  brought 
into  market,  as  early  as  practicable  after  due  public  notice. 

I  transmit  herewith  an  estimate,  in  duplicate,  for  $20,000,  the  amount 
deemed  necessary  to  carry  the  act  into  effect.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  inclosed  copy  of 
a  commnnication  dated  the  27th  instant,  from  the  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
sions, relative  to  the  third  section  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  May 
17, 1856,  admitting  parol  evidence  to  establish  claims  for  bounty-laud 
warrants,  where  no  record  evidence  is  found  to  exist. 

The  Commissioner  referred  to  the  subject  in  his  late  annual  report, 
but  it  is  a  matter  of  such  grave  importance,  and  evidence  of  the  neces- 
sity for  some  action  by  Congress  relative  thereto  occurs  so  frequently, 
that  it  ha«  been  deemed  proper  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject in  this  manner. 

The  Commissioner  details  several  incidents,  which  go  to  prove  the 
necessity  for  some  action,  and  others  of  still  greater  significance  might 
be  given  were  it  deemed  proper  to  do  so.  Enough  is  said,  however,  to 
show  the  propriety  of  the  repeal  of  the  section  referred  to,  which 
the  Commissioner  recommends,  and  in  which  recommendation  I  most 
heartily  concur.

DEPABT3IBNT  OF  THE  INTERIOR,  PENSION-OFFICE, 

Washington,  D.  C,  March  27, 1872. 
Sib  :  In  my  annual  report  I  had  the  honor  to  direct  your  attention  to 
abuses  arising  from  a  privilege  granted  by  the  third  section  of  the  act  ^ 
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of  May  17, 1856,  admittiog  parol  evidence  to  establish  a  claim  for  a  laud 
warrant,  when  no  record  evidence  was  found  to  exist. 
The  language  of  that  report  is  as  follows : 

I  re|;ret  to  say  that  experience  daily  teaches  us  to  look  upon  many  cases  now  pre- 
aentcfl  with  crave  suspicion.  Unjust  aud  incomplete  claims  are  bought  by  unscmpu- 
lous  agents,  for  triiliug  sums,  and  are  completed  by  an  abuse  of  a  privilege  granted  by 
authority  of  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  May  17,  1856,  admitting  parol  evidence  to 
estabTlsh  a  claim  when  no  record  evidence  exists.  By  stringent  rules  and  regulations 
this  Bureau  has  sought  to  prevent  these  wrongs,  but  the  only  complete  protection  will 
be  found  in  the  repeal  of  the  section  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 

The  daily  history  of  the  oflSce  furnishes  such  cumulative  evidence  of 
tlie  continued  abuse  of  this  privilege  that  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  again 
call  your  attention  to  the  matter,  in  the  hope  that,  by  your  recommen- 
dation, Congress  may  be  induced  to  repeal  or  modify  the  statute  pro- 
vision to  which  reference  is  made. 

There  are  upon  our  files  63,088  suspended  land- warrant  claims.  The 
great  majority  of  these  were  suspended  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  any 
record  evidence  sustaining  them. 

By  some  means  partial  lists  of  these  claims  have  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  various  attorneys,  who  have,  by  virtue  ot  the  statute  mentioned,  com- 
pleted the  claims. 

A  subsequent  examination  of  a  very  large  number  of  these  claims,  by 
an  agent  of  this  Bureau  visiting  the  locality  and  residence  of  the  alleged 
witnesses,  has  developed  the  fact  that  notin  a  single  instance  was  the 
testimony  such  as  it  was  understood  by  the  parties  testifying.  Aged 
and  illiterate  people  had  been  induced  to  sign  affidavits,  the  contents  of 
which  they  had  no  knowledge.  This  business,  it  was  found,  had  been 
reduced  to  a  system. 

Agents  employed  by  attorneys  canvassed  the  country,  and,  by  in- 
genious and  unwarrantable  means,  constructed  such  parol  evidence  as 
would  make  and  sustain  a  case  before  the  Pension  Bureau.  The  parol 
testimony  in  all  the  cases  examined  was  found  to  be  a  pure  fabrication. 

Finding  this  state  of  facts  existing,  this  office  sought,  by  such  means 
as  lay  in  its  power,  to  guard  against  the  manufacture  of  such  testimony 
in  the  rural  districts,  and  issued  Circular  No.  9,  (a  copy  herewith  in- 
closed,) which  requires  that  "  the  affidavits  in  such  cases  shall  be  made 
before  a  (?ourt  of  record  having  a  seal,  the  office  certifying  to  the  identity 
and  credibility  of  each  affiant,  and  that  the  contents  of  the  affidavit 
were  carefully  made  known  to  him  before  administering  the  oath." 

Exi)erience  has  shown  that  this  precaution  has  failed  of  satisfactory 
results.  As  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  this  office  to  send  an  agent  to  the 
place  where  the  testimony  is  taken  in  each  and  all  of  the  cases  pre- 
sented, to  examine  upon  the  ground  its  character,  I  have  thought  it  best 
to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  abuses  of  this  system  of  parol  evi- 
dence, and  urge  upon  j^ou  the  prudence  of  asking  Congress  to  repeal 
the  statute. 

I  am  satisfied  that  no  material  wrong  or  injury  will  be  done  any  one 
justly  entitled  to  bounty  land  by  the  proposed  repeal.  The  act  of  March  3, 
1855,  provides  that  the  party  claiming  such  certificate  or  warrant  shall 
establish  his  or  her  right  by  record  evince  of  said  service. 

The  uniform  experience  of  this  Bureau  has  been  that  cases  not  so  sus- 
tained are  worthless. 

The  military  service  of  a  man  never  borne  upon  the  muster-roll,  or 
paid,  or  possessing  no  record  evidence,  whatever,  of  service,  may,  with 
justice,  be  questioned.  On  the  other  hand,  the  admission  of  paro 
testimony  has  opened  the  door  for  fraud,  and  the  evidence  is  abundant 
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tliat  bad  meu  have  beeu  prompt  to  avail  themselves  ^f  the  opportuuity 
offered  to  an  extent  which  is  growing  into  an  enormous  evil. 

I  see  no  complete  remedy  but  the  rei>eal  of  the  statute  provision, 
which  is  respectfully  recommended.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  resohition  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  15th  instant,  requiring  ''the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land-Office  to  furnish  this  House  all  the  in- 
formation in  his  office  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  lands  granted 
to  the  States  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  River  to  the  city  of  Mobile,  in  the 
Stat€  of  Alabama,  by  the  seventh  section  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled 
•^An  act  granting  the  right  of  way,  and  making  a  grant  of  land  to  the 
States  of  Illinois,  Mississippi,  and  Alabama,  in  aid  of  the  construction  of 
a  railroad  from  Chicago  to  Mobile,'"  and  in  answer  resi>ectfully  present 
the  following : 

Iftt.  The  lands  granted  by  the  act  of  Septembi^r  20,  1850,  (U.  S.  Stat., 
vol.  9,  p.  466,)  were  duly  withdrawn  from  market  in  Alabama  and  Mis- 
sissippi by  instructions  from  this  office,  dated  20th  September,  1850,  for 
the  Mobiie  and  Ohio  River  Railroad. 

2d.  For  the  portion  of  road  in  Alabama,  certified  transcripts  were 
ijtsued  on  the  4th  of  February,  1853,  embracing  lands  within  the  grant^Ml 
limits  of  six  miles,  (even  sections,)  167,045.05  acres,  and  within  the 
fifteen-mile  limits,  (odd  secticms,) 252,483.39  acres;  total, 419,528.44  acres.

and  Ohio  Eiver  Eailroad ;  and  the  same  exhausted  all  the  vacant  even 
sections  within  the  six-mile  limits  and  all  the  vacant  odd  sections  within 
the  fifteen-mile  limits  of  said  road  in  said  States. 

5th.  There  is  no  official  information  on  file  iu  the  Department  that 
said  railroad  had  been  constructed  within  the  time  specified  ia  the  fifth 
section  of  the  granting  act,  or  since  that  time.

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  traDsmit  to  the  Hoase  of  Rep- 
resentatives, asking  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs, 
in  reply  to  that  committee's  request  of  the  15tli  instant,  all  the  inform- 
ation this  Department  possesses  in  the  claim  of  Dakota  Territory  "  for 
pay,  &c.,  of  troops  in  the  Indian  war  of  1862."  The  information  is  em- 
braced in  the  inclosed  papers,  viz: 

1.  The  territorial  auditor's  report  of  November  30, 1863,  to  the  legis- 
lature. 

2.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  Hon.  M.  K.  Armstrong^  of 
March  22, 1871. 

3.  Beport  from  the  Adjutant  Gleneral  of  the  Army,  of  March  23, 1872.

AUDITOR'S  AND   ADJUTANT   GENERAL'S  REPORTS,   DAKOTA  TERRITORY, 

FOR  1863. 

Fint  annual  report  of  the  auditor  of  ihe  Territory  of  Dakota, 

Auditor's  Offick,  Yankton, 

November  30, 1863. 
To  tkehonorahle  Council  and  Houee  of  Bq^reeentativee : 

By  the  53d  chapter  of  the  laws  of  1862  and  1863,  it  is  provided  that  **  aU  accounts 
and  claims  asainst  the  Territory,  which  shall  be  by  law  directed  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
tieaeary  of  the  Territorjr,  shall  be  presented  to  the  anditor,  who  shall  examine  and  ad- 
just the  same,  and  shall  issue  bills  or  warrants,  payable  at  the  territorial  treasury,  for 
the  sums  which  shaU  be  found  due  from  the  Territory,  specifying  in  each  bill  the  date 
of  its  issue,  and  the  name  of  the  penon  to  whom  payable."  And  also,  that  "  the 
anditor  shaJl  annually  make  out  an  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
mentB  of  the  treasury  for  the  preceding  year,  ending  on  the  last  day  of  the  month 
previoiis  to  the  one  during  whi<m  the  legislative  assembly  shaU  commence  its  annual 
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eessions ;  also,  of  the  unexpended  balances  (if  any  there  be)  of  the  several  appropria- 
tions, the  amount  remaining  in  the  treasury,  the  amount  of  bills  or  warrants  issued 
and  not  redeemed,  (if  any  there  be,)  and  shall  report  the  same  to  each  branch  of  the 
legislative  assembly  on  the  third  day  of  its  session,  together  with  such  remarks  on 
the  finances  of  the  Territory  as  he  shall  deem  proper  for  the  consideration  of  the  leg- 
islative assembly/' 

In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report,  embracing,  as  far  as  practicable)  the  details  required : 
•    The  total  number  of  warrants  issued  up  to  the  30th  day  of  November,  1863,  (exclu- 
sive of  the  military  warrants,)  amount  to  $480,  to  wit :

All  of  which  warrants  are  outstanding,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  same  there  is  no 
money  in  the  treasury. 

The  sevei-al  acts  creating  and  regulating  the  offices  of  territorial  treasurer  and  terri- 
torial auditor,  provide  that  the  treasurer  and  auditor  shall  furnish  for  their  respective 
offices  suitable  books,  blanks,  &c. ;  neither  of  which  requirements  have  been  complied 
with,  for  want  of  the  necessary  funds  in  the  treasury,  and,  for  the  same  reason,  the  auditor 
has  not  been  able  to  furnish  his  office  with  a  seal,  as  required  by  law.  The  following 
estimate  will  indicate  the  probable  amount  of  liabilities  on  the  last  dav  of  December, 
1864:

Books,  blanks,  and  stationery  for  auditor 25  OO

To  meet  these  liabilities,  I  would  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  by  the 
le^slature,  and  that  a  territorial  tax  be  levied  upon  the  real  and  personal  property 
within  the  Territory,* and  a  capitation  tax  of  one  dollar  upon  each  male  citizen  of  the 
Territory.  With  a  capitation  tax,  as  above  suggested,  a  tax  of  five  mills  on  the  dollar 
on  real  and  personal  property,  though  light,  would,  in  my  judgment,  raise  sufficient 
revenue  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Territory.  I  hope  you  will  take  these 
suggestions  under  consideration,  and  act  up<m  them  as  in  your  wisdom  you  may  deem 
necessary  and  advisable. 

By  an  act  of  the  lepslatnre,  entitled  ''An  act  appointing  and  authorizing  a  commis- 
sioner to  audit  the  military  accounts  against  the  Territory  of  Dakota,''  approved  Jan- 
uary 9, 1863,  James  Tufts,  esq.,  was  appointed  such  commissioner,  whose  duty  it  was 
to  receive,  examine,  and  audit  the  military  accounts  of  the  Territory.  And  said  act 
further  provides,  that  "'  when  the  claims  audited  and  certified  to  by  the  said  James 
Tufts  shall  be  presented  by  him  to  the  auditor,  the  auditor  shall  forthwith  issue  terri- 
torial warrants  to  the  persons  entitled  t.o  the  same,  as  per  amount  designated*  by  said 
commissioner."  On  the  18th  day  of  March,  1863,  the  said  commissioner  presented  the 
following  report :

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  an  act  of  the  legislature,  entitled  *' An  act  appointing  and 
authorizing  a  commissioner  to  audit  the  mintary  aecoonts  of  the  Territory  of  Dakota,*^ 
approved  January  9, 1863, 1  submit  the  following  report : 

Sections  one  and  two  of  the  above-entitled  act  read  as  follows :  "  Section  1.  That 
James  Tofts  is.hereby  appointed  and  constituted  a  commissioDer  to  audit  all  o^  the 
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military  accounts  ontstandiug  against  the  Territory  of  Dakota.  Sec.  2.  That  all  per- 
sons liaving  military  claims  against  the  Territory  are  hereby  required  to  present  them 
to  the  said  James  Tnfts  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  1863,  and  he,  the  said  James 
Tufts,  shall  have  the  same  audited  and  presented  to  the  auditor  by  the  18th  day  of 
March,  1863." 

The  following  general  order  was  published  in  the  Dakotian,  a  weekly  newspaper 
pubh'shed  at  Yankton,  and  the  Dakota  Republican,  a  weekly  newspaper  published  at 
Vermillion,  in  said  Territory,  to  wit. 

Order  No.  12,] 

General  Headquarters,  Dakota  TERRrroRY, 
Adjutant  General's  Office, 
Yanktoiij  January  27, 1863. 
To  Captains  F.  M.  Ziebach,  A.  W.  Puett,  Daniel  Gifford,  A.  J.  Bell,  and  Mahlon 
Gore,  Dakota  militia : 

By  order  of  the  commander-in-chief,  I  am  directed  to  instruct  all  captains  of  militia 
companies  raised  in  the  Territory,  under  the  proclamatiou  of  the  governor,  issued  An- 
enfit  30,  1862,  for  protection  against  Indians,  to  report  themselves  without  delay  to  the 
Hon.  7ames  Tufts,  at  Yankton,  who,  by  an  act  of  the  territorial  legislature,  approved 
January  9,  1863,  has  been  appointed  a  commissioner  to  audit  the  military  accounts  of 
the  Territory;  and  you  will  then  and  there  present  for  adjustment  the  property, 
aathenticated  accounts,  and  claims  of  your  respective  companies  for  services  and  mate- 
rial furnished  for  the  public  defense. 
By  order  of  the  commander-in-chief. 

C.  P.  B006E,  Adjutant  General. 

Id  pursuance  of  said  act,  and  in  conformity  to  the  above  order,  I  entered  upon 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  responsible  trust  confided  to  me.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  enactment  conferred  plenipotentiary  power  upon  the  commissioner 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed,  without  enjoining  any  special  directions,  or 
providing  for  the  defrayment  of  such  expenses  as  might  be  incurred  in  obtaining  evi- 
dence or  examining  witnesses  necessary  to  a  just  and  equitable  adjustment  of  the 
claim?  presented.  In  the  absence  of  all  directionary  provisions,  the  commissioner 
established  as  a  rule,  that  all  claims  presented,  whether  for  material  furnished,  labor 
performed,  or  service  rendered,  should  be  authenticated  and  duly  certified  to  by  the 
commander-in-chief  of  the  militia,  or  by  the  captains,  or  some  commissioned  officer  in 
command  in  the  county  or  district  where  the  expense  was  incurred.  Under  this  rule 
the  commissioner  has  acted,  and  in  auditing  the  claims  herewith  presented  he  has  in 
no  instance  sought  to  obtain  testimony  beyond  the  autheutication  of  the  commanding 
officer. 

The  few  claims  which  have  been  presented  for  material  <ind  labor  have,  in  nearly 
every  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner,  been  marked  by  moderation  aud  jus* 
tice,  and  this  class  of  accounts  have,  with  perhaps  an  exception  or  two,  been  allowed 
in  full.  The  accounts  of  militia  companies  for  military  Service  rendered  were  in  most 
cases  unavoidably  conflicting  and  irregular.  The  names  of  the  same  individuals)  in 
t-everal  instances,  appeared  on  different  rolls,  but  in  all  cases  duly  certified  by  the 
proper  officer.  This  clashing  in  the  returns  of  the  various  commanders  of  companies  is 
attributable  to  the  unfitness  and  incongruity  of  our  present  militia  law,  together  with 
those  conspiring  circumstances  incident  to  lin  unsettled  and  alarmed  state  of  the  pub- 
lic at  the  time  the  several  companies  were  ordered  into  service ;  and,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commissioner,  such  collisions  were  inevitable,  aud,  therefore,  excusable. 

The  proclamation  nnder  which  the  militia  of  the  Territory  was  organized  and  called 
into  active  service  was  issued  on  the  30th  day  of  August,  1862.  The  order  has  not  been 
revokecl  at  the  present  writing  nor  has  the  militia  been  discharged  from  service  by  any 
official  order,  or  otherwise.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  captains  could  not  do  other- 
lirise  than  present  their  claims  for  pay  from  the  time  they  entered  the  service  to  the  first 
day  of  the  present  month.  Though  not  in  constant  service,  they  were  obliged,  nnder  the 
law,  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  commander-in-chief,  and 
by  virtue  of  the  existing  orders  they  are  entitled  to  the  presumption  of  uninterrupted 
acti  ve  service.  While  the  commi  ssioner,  therefore,  deems  the  accounts  of  the  militia-men 
forfour  months'  pay  as  reasonable  and  justi  fiable  by  the  outstanding  orders  of  the  execu- 
tive of  the  Territory,  he  is  quite  aware  that  the  term  of  actnal  active  service  would  fall 
considerably  short  of  the  period  named  above,  aud  the  commissioner  has  therefore  endeav- 
ored to  approximate,  in  auditing  these  pay-accounts,  as  nearly  as  in  his  power,  to  such 
time  as  would  be  warranted  by  facts,  paying  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  claim- 
ants, and  according  them  the  benefit  of  any  uncertainty  or  margin  of  doubt  existing. 
The  commissioner  believes  that  some  companies  have  performed  more  actnal  service 
than  others,  but  as  there  was  no  evidence  before  him  to  show  the  length  of  time  which 
any  of  them  had  been  in  actual  service,  (other  than  the  muster-rolls,)  he  resorted 
to  a  uniform  rule  of  allowance,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  schedule  hereunto  appended. 
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In  conformiDg  to  this  rale,  it  may  be  that  slight  ii^ustice  has  been  done  in  some  cases, 
but  the  commissioner  is  confident  that  no  other  rale  could  have  been  pursued,  whereby 
more  exact  justice  could  have  been  accorded. 

The  commissioner  trusts  that  the  incompleteness  of  our  territorial  militia  system, 
and  the  complications  and  embarrassments  consequent  thereto,  together  with  the  mea- 
ger provisions  of  the  law  creating  this  commission,  and  a  desire  to  award  to  the  yeo< 
man  militia  of  Dakota  their  fall  and  just  deserts,  will  farnish  a  plenary  excuse  for  hn 
shortcomings,  and  pardon  to  him  those  errors  into  which  he  may  have  unconsciooslj 
fallen.

To  Hrs  Excellency,  Governor  Newton  Edmunds, 

Commander-in-Chief  of  Dakota  Militia: 

I  have  tho  honor  to  submit  this,  m^  first  annnal  report  of  the  military  operations 
coming  within  the  snperTiaion  of  this  department  since  my  appointment  by  Governor 
William  Jayne,  in  September,  1862. 

By  proclamation  of^ihe  governor,  dated  August  30, 1862,  the  militia  forces  of  the  Ter- 
ritoiy  jf^re  called  out  to  protect  the  settlements  against  a  threatened  invasion  x)f  the 
hostile'Sioox ;  and  the  following  officers  were  also  a^jpointed,  who,  with  the  governor, 
coiupose  the  present  roster  of  Dakota  militia,  to  wit :  governor  and  commander-in- 
chief,  Newton  Edmunds ;  adjutant  ^neral,  Charles  P.  BM>ge,  brigadier  general ;  quar- 
termaster general,  D.  T.  Bramble,  brigadier  general ;  paymaster  ^neral,  Enos  Stuts  • 
mao,  colonel;  Judge  advocate  general,  J.  H.Hanson,  colonel;  aide-de-camp  to  gov-  * 
emor,  R.  M.  Hagaman,  colonel;  surgeon  general,  Justus  Townsend,  captain;  brigade 
chaplain,  M«lancthon  Hojrt,  captain. 

The  following  captains  and  company  officers  were  also  commissioned  and  ordered  to 
raise  and  muster  five  companies  of  militia  with  all  possible  dispatch.  In  obedience  to 
this  call,  266  men  were  enrolled  in  companies  as  herein  set  forth,  to  wit : 

Company  A,  (at  Tankton :)  captain,  F.  M.  Ziebach  ;  tirst  lieutenant,  David  Fisher ; 
eecond  lieutenant,  John  Lawrence — ^79  men. 

Company  B,  (Bon  Homme :)  ctfptain,  D.  Gifford ;  first  lieutenant,  S.  G.  Irish;  second 
Meatenant,  K.  McDonalds — 32  men. 

Company  C,  (Vermilion  z)  captain,  A.  W.  Puett ;  first  lieutenant,  A.  A.  Patridge  ; 
ttcond  lieutenant,  J.  W.  Boyle— 83  men. 

Company  D :  captain,  A.  J.  Bell ;  first  lieutenant,  J.  M.  Somers;  second  lieutenant, 
J.  R.  Wood.    (Not  reported.) 

Company  £,  (Brule  Creek:)  captain,  Mahlon  Qore  ;  first  lieutenant,  S.  M.  Crooks; 
second  lieutenant,  M.  M.  Rich — 50  men. 

Company  F,  (mount-ed  rangers :)  captain,  A.  G.  Fuller ;  first  lieutenant,  James  Mal- 
ODy ;  Becond  lieutenant,  Wm.  Bordeno — 22  men. 

The  officers  of  the  militia,  as  above  classified,  all  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  with  commendable  promptness  and  energy,  and  were  zealous  and  uuftiring  in 
their  efforts  at  enrolling  the  militia  and  gathering  the  people  together  in  places  conve- 
nient for  self-defense. 

By  the  militia  law  of  the  Territory,  it  is  required  that  the  sheriffs  of  the  different 
coanties  shall  enroll  the  militia  at  the  time  of  assessment,  after  which  they  will  be 
formed  into  companies  consisting  of  not  less  than  forty  men  each. 

Bat  the  Territory  was  yet  in  its  infancy,  and  no  enrollment  of  the  militia  had  ever 
been  made ;  and  now,  amid  the  terror  and  consternation  of  the  people,  without  arms 
or  ammunition,  in  the  face  of  a  threatened  outbreak  of  the  Sioux  Nation,  prefaced  by 
the  horrid  massacre  in  Minnesota,  surely  the  citizens  of  Dakota  were  not  in  a  situation 
to  leave  their  homes  and  defenseless  families,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  themselves, 
^th  drilled  precision,  into  the  ranks  of  new-made  companies. 

£very  able-bodied  man  relied  upon  himself  and  his  trusty  rifle  to  defend  his  house- 
bold  from  the  nightly  expected  attack  of  the  knife  and  the  tomahawk,  until  the  iso- 
lated settlers  could  assemble  together  and  throw  up  their  hasty  fortifications  for  mu- 
toal  protection. 

Hence,  no  official  muster-rolls  of  the  militia  then  in  service  have  ever  been  properly 
made  to  this  office,  and  I  am  not  therefore  able,  in  this  report,  to  furnish  your  excel- 
lency with  the  real  aggregate  of  the  Dakota  militia,  for  the  reason  that,  when  the  mus- 
ter was  made,  many  had  left  the  Territory  through  fear  of  an  Indian  war ;  and  I  have, 
therefore,  left  the  matter  open  for  future  enrollment,  and  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend a  thorough  revision  of  the  militia  law,  such  as  will  insure  a  speedy  and  accn- 
Tate  enumeration,  and  an  organization  of  the  territorial  militia,  to  be  armed  and 
^nipped,  in  readiness  at  all  times  to  meet  our  frontier  foe. 

I  would  also  respectfully  recommend  to  your  excellency  the  propriety  of  the  legisla- 
ture appropriating  a  small  annual  amount,  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  of  storing 
the  territorial  arms,  ammunition,  and  ordnance,  and  to  pay  a  suitable  officer  of  the 
militia,  (to  be  designated  by  the  commander-in-chief,)  to  act  as  keeper  of  the  ordnance 
stores  of  the  Territory. 

In  Kovember,  1862,  twenty-nine  tons  of  these  stores  were  shipped  from  the  Saint  Louis 
arsenal,  by  Government,  to  this  Territory,  and  were  received  and  receipted  for  by  your 
predecessor  in  office. 

A  large  portion  of  these  arms  and  ammunition  are  in  the  hands  of  the  disbanded 
militia  throughout  the  Territory,  and  can  be  collected  by  order  at  any  time. 
A  large  amount  of  ammunition  was  also  necessarily  used  and  damaged  during  the 
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Sioux  tronbles  of  ld62-'63 ;  bat  a  major  aharO)  however^  of  these  arms  and  stores,  are 
in  the  GovemmeDt  store-houses  at  Yankton  and  Vennilion,  incladinj;  two  six-poond 
brasH  field-piecesy  (mounted ;)  15  boxes  of  shell  and  shot ;  120  Frossiaa  muskets,  and 
60,000  rounds  of  musket  cartridges. 

Aside  from  the  militia  force  of  the  Territory,  there  have  been  raised  and  mustered 
into  the  United  States  service  two  full  companies  of  DdLOta  cavsJry,  numbering  in 
the  aggregate  188  men. 

Company  A  was  reciniited  at  Yankton,  by  Captain  Nelson  Minor,  and  was  mustered 
into  the  United  States  service  April  29,  1862,  by  Lieutenant  M.  B.  Luce,  Fourteenth 
Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  numbering  92  men. 

Company  B  was  recruited  at  Elk  Point,  by  William  Tripp,  and  was  mustered  into 
the  Unhed  States  service  March  31,  1863,  by  Lieutenant  J.  A.  Hearn,  Sixteenth  United 
States  Infantry,  nnmberins  86  men. 

Since  the  mustering  of  these  companies  into  the  United  States  servioe,  the  following 
changes  have  occurrtd  in  the  ranks  of  officers  and  privates :

These  c6mpanies  have  been  constantly  stationed  upon  the  border  for  the  protection 
of  the  frontier  settlements,  and  have  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  Dakota,  in  sus- 
taining the  hopes  of  the  people  and  dispelling  a  fear  which  threatened  to  depopulate 
our  Territory,  at  a  time  when  the  settlements  were  menaced  by  a  barbarous  foe,  and 
the  Government  was  unable  to  assist  us  with  timely  re-enforcements.    * 

During  the  past  year  these  two  companies  of  cavalry  have  been  scouting  in  detach- 
ments through  most  of  the  ceded  lands  in  the  Territory,  and  their  frequent  inroads 
upon  the  Indian  grounds  have  done  much  to  admonish  the  savages  and  restore  peace 
and  security  to  our  settlements.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  17th  instant,  inclosing  copy  of  a  report  of  the 
auditor  of  Dakota  Territory,  setting  forth  certain  expenses  alleged  to  have  been  in- 
curred in  defending  the  lives  and  property  of  citizens  of  that  Territory  from  Indians 
during  the  fall  of  ld(>2,  and  inquiring  what  steps  are  necessary  to  take  to  procure  an 
acUustuient  of  the  claim,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  that  no  authority  from  the 
Government  seems  to  have  been  asked  or  obtained  to  call  out  the  militia  in  question, 
and  the  force  does  not  appear  to  have  been  placed  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  United 
States  through  any  officer  in  the  military  service.  This  Department,  therefore,  has  no 
authority  to  pay  such  claims,  and  no  State  or  Territory  has  been  paid  them,  unless 
they  were  connected  with  service  rendered  under  military  commanders  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  co-operation  with  United  States  forces. 

Your  only  course  is  to  apply  to  Congress  for  special  legislation  in  the  matter.  A 
copy  of  the  act  relative  to  the  Montana  militia  claims  is  herewith  inclosed  for  your 
information.

March  17, 1871,  Hon.  M.  K.  Armstrong,  Delegate  from  Dakota,  pre- 
sented the  matter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and,  on  the  report  of  the 
Adjutant  General,  he  was  answered  by  letter  dated  March  22, 1871  j  see

missary stores  to  military  posts  in  New  Mexico,  copies  of  certain  papers 
from  the  records  of  this  Department,  which  give  the  desired  informa-

ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT. 

Articles  of  agreement,  made  this  sixth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
Si'veuty,  between  First  Lieutenant  Francis  B.  Jones,  Third  United  States  Infantrj', 
acting  chief  commissary  of  subsistence,  district  New  Mexico,  [commissary  of  sul)- 
sistence,]    United  States  Army,  on  the  one  part,  and  Charles  Keerl  and  John  A. 
Miller,  (known  as  a  firm,)  both  of  the  county  of  Grant,  Territory  of  New  Mexico. 
Tills  agreement  witnesseth  that  the  said  First  Lieutenant  Francis  B.  Jones,  Third 
I'nited  States  Infantry,  acting  chief  commissary  of  subsistence,  district  New  Mexico, 
[tommiRsary  of  subsistence,]  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
the  eaid  firm  of  Keerl  &  Miller,  for  themselves  or  their  heirs,  executors,  and  adminis- 
trators, have  mutually  agreed,  and  by  these  presents  do  mutually  covenant  and  agree, 
to  and  with  each  other,  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit : 

First.  That  the  said  firm  of  Keerl  &  Miller  shall  deliver  to  the  assistant  commissary 
of  Kuhsistence,  at  Fort  Selden,  New  Mexico,  eighteen  thousand  (18,000)  pounds  of  bacou 

and pounds  of  pork.    First  delivery  of  6,000  pounds  of  bacon  and pounds 

of  pork  to  be  made  not  later  than  January  31, 1871;  subsequent  ones  as  directed  by 
the  at^sistant  commissary  of  subsistence, 
llie  bacon  furnished  under  these  contracts  must  be  made  from  healthy  hogs,  in  good 
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condition  when  slaughtered,  and  innst  be  clear  sidesj  properly  cnred,  put  up  in  sin^l 
gunny-sackH  of  one  hundred  pounds  net  each,  marked  with  name  of  contractor  aud 
date  of  manufacture.    Trial  of  bacon  to  be  made  at  each  post  prior  to  acceptance. 

The  pork  must  be  equal  to  the  best  *'mess,"  jmcked  in  pickle  made  from  clean  salt, 
and  put  up  in  sound  barrels,  well  hooped,  containing  each  two  hundred  pounds  uet. 
Each  barrel  must  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  contractor,  date  of  manufacture, 
the  gross  and  net  weight,  and  if  any  barrel  is  found  upou  issue  to  contain  less  thau 
marked  upou  it,  the  contractor  shall  make  good  the  amount  to  the  United  States  by 
payment  of  the  money  value  of  such  deficiencies. 

Second.  This  contract  to  be  in  force  for  three  months,  or  such  less  time  as  the  Com- 
missaiy  General  of  Subsistence  shall  direct,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
187L 

Third.  The  said  firm  of  Keerl  &  Miller  shall  receive  twenty-eight  (28)  cents  for 

each  and  evei-y  pound  of  net  bacon,  and cents  for  each  aud  every  pound  net  of 

pork,  delivered  and  accepted  under  this  contract. 

Fourth.  Payment  to  be  made  at  the  time  of  delivery  for  the  amount  of  mibsiateuce 
stores  received  and  furnished  under  this  contract,  but  in  the  event  of  the  chief  com- 
missary of  subsistence  of  the  district  of  New  Mexico  being  without  funds,  then  pay- 
ment to  be  made  as  soon  as  funds  may  be  received  for  that  purjiose. 

Fifth.  The  stores  delivered  under  this  contract  shall  be  rigidly  inspected  by  the 
assistant  commissary  of  subsistence,  or  such  other  person  as  he  may  appoint  for  that 
purpose,  and  are  not  to  be  accepted  or  paid  for  until  that  inspection  is  made. 

Sixth.  That  in  case  of  failure  or  deficiency  in  the  quality  or  quantity  of  bacon  or 
pork,  or  both,  stipulated  to  be  delivered,  then  the  chief  commissary  of  subsistence,  or 
such  other  officer  as  he  may  designate,  shall  have  power  to  supply  the  deficiency  by 
purchase,  and  the  said  firm  of  Keerl  &  Miller  will  be  charged  with  the  difiereuce  of 
cost. 

Seventh.  No  member  of  Congress,  officer,  or  agent  of  the  Government,  or  persoo  em- 
ployed in  the  public  service  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  of  this  contract,  or 
any  benefit  to  arise  herefrom.

Mr.  Miller,  since  his  partner's  death,  has  seemed  willing  and 
anxious  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  fill  his  contracts,  and  has  nearly  complete<l  tlioui.  lu 
view  of  all  these  facts,  and  the  affidavits  inclosed  herewith,  I  would  respectfully  rec- 
ommend that  they  be  released  from  paying  the  difference  of  prices  for  bacon  bought 
atojwu  market  at  Forts  Bayard  and  Cummings,  Now  Mexico,  amounting  to  $582  70.

In  tne  contract  in  this  instance  it  was  provided  that,  *'  in  case  of  failure  in  the  quan- 
tity stipulated  to  be  delivered,"  the  proper  officer  "  sliall  have  the  power  to  supply  the 
deficiency  by  purchase,  and  the  said  tirm  of  Keerl  &.  Miller  will  be  charged  the  differ- 
ence of  cost." 

For  causes  set  forth  in  the  papers,  there  was  in  fact  a  failure  to  deliver  the  fall 
amount,  and  the  Subsistence  Department,  in'  order  to  supply  the  deficiency,  was  com- 
pelled to  purchase  in  open  market  bacon  to  the  amount  of  $562  70,  which  sum  has  been 
charged  asainst  the  contractors.  There  is  still  due  them,  for  bacon  actually  delivered, 
$709  38,  which  is  withheld  for  final  settlement.  The  question  now  beine  whether  the 
Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to  pay  to  them  the  latter  amount  in  fuu,  and  at  the 
same  time  release  them  from  the  payment  on  their  part,  to  the  United  States,  of  the 
former  amount,  this  Bureau  is  of  opinion  that  such  authority  cannot  legally  be  exer- 
cised. Were  the  application  simply  to  be  released  from  the  full  performance  of  a  con- 
tract, under  which,  by  its  terms,  no  forfeiture,  liquidated  damages,  or  pecuniary  obli- 
gation, had  been  incurred  by  the  contractors,  it  is  believed  that  to  accede  to  the  same 
would,  under  all  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  this  case,  be  within  the  discretionary 
pjowers  of  the  Secretarjr  of  War.  But  here  the  failure  to  perform  has  involved  the  par- 
ties in  a  specific  pecuniary  obligation  to  the  Government.  No  executive  officer  is  em- 
powered, in  the  absence  of  express  statutory  authority,  to  release  an  ascertained  debt 
due  the  United  States ;  in  this  case,  therefore,  the  Secretary  of  War  could  not  legally 
make  the  settlement  recommended  by  the  Commissary  General,  however  just  ami 
equitable.  Congress  alone  can  take  such  action  ;  and  it  would  seem  that,  under  all  the 
circumstances  narrated,  that  body,  should  the  parties  apply  thereto,  could  hardly  fail 
to  act  favorably  in  the  premises.

brace all  the  information  the  Department  possesses  on  the  subject.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
March  11,  1872,  requesting  information  ui>on  the  subject  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  ship-canal  irom  the  waters  of  the  Chesapeake  to  the 
waters  of  Delaware  Bay,  I  herewith  transmit  a  copy  of  remarks  made 
by  tbe  Hon.  James.  T.  Earle,  of  Maryland,  upon  th«  occasion  of  a  visit 
to  this  ofiice,  of  a  joint  committee  of  the  legislature  of  Maryland,  aud 
of  Governor  Ponder,  of  Delaware,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  the  ser- 
vices of  an  officer  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  to  make  the  surveys  neces- 
»^ry  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  such  a  work.  These  remarks  were 
written  out  at  my  request,  as  they  contained  many  facts  of  interest 
relating  to  the  commerce  of  Baltimore.  I  also  send  a  copy  of  a  com- 
nuinication  from  Major  Craighill,  Corps  of  Engineers,  to  whom  this  reso- 
lution was  referred  for  report  thereon,  with  a  letter  inclosed  from  Mr. 
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A.  Haines,  the  agent  in  Baltimore  of  several  lines  of  steamships.  These 
l)ai)ers  contain  all  the  information  in  my  i)ossession  bearing  upon  the 
project  in  question. 

Major  (3rai;Thiii  believes  that  the  length  of  line  of  snch  a  canal  woiilil 
probably  not  bo  less  than  30  miles,  nor  exceed  55  miles,  depending  upon 
the  location,  but  no  reliable  estimate  of  the  cost  of  its  construction  cjui 
be  given  without  careful  preliminary  surveys.  The  character  of  the 
country  through  which  it  would  pass  is  favorable  for  such  a  work. 

A  canal  connecting  the  two  bays,  as  proposed,  would  shorten  the  dis- 
tance from  Baltimore  to  many  European  ports  as  well  as  to  those  on 
our  own  coast  north  of  Baltimore..  Mr.  Earle  estimates  this  distance  at 
182  miles  each  way,  or  304  miles  ea-ch  trip,  which  is  no  doubt  approxi- 
mately accurate.  This  question,  and  the  other  question  of  the  resolution, 
whether  the  building  of  such  a  canal  would  not  materially  advance  the 
interests  of  commerce,  are  treated  at  some  length  in  these  communica- 
tions ;  and  the  advantages  to  follow  the  shortening  of  the  route  to  sea 
are  ably  presented. 

The  next  step  in  the  discussion  is  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  feasibility 
and  the  cost  of  that  shortening;  and  this  being  accomplished,  the  final 
conclusion  as  to  economy  of  time  and  money  can  be  determined.  Upon 
that  conclusion  rests  the  decision  whether  the  route  should  be  opened. 

The  cost  of  the  necessary  surveys  and  preparation  of  plans,  IVIajor 
Craighill  estimates  at  $20,000,  which  sum  is  recommended  to  be  appro- 
priated. 

The  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  is  herewith  re- 
turned.

from  the  Topographical  Engineer  Coips  to  make  surveys  j  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  suck  a 
work,  its  most  advantageous  route,  and  an  approximate  estimate  of  its  cost,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  said  Department. 

General  :  The  joint  committee  of  the  legislature  of  Marylaiid,  on  behalf  of  theii 
State,  and  I  am  sure  I  uiaj^  say  of  Dehiware,  so  wen  represented  here  by  her  governor, 
in  tlie  recess  of  her  legislature,  desire,  througli  their  chairman,  to  express  their  thankh 
for  the  prompt  audience  you  have  given  them  on  the  subject  of  their  mission.    We 


have  been  instructed  to  seek  this  hearing,  general,  that  we  might  ask  of  your  Depart- 
ment a  detail  from  the  Corps  of  Topographical  Kngineers,  to  make  surveys  for  a  ship 
canal  across  the  peninsula  of  Maryland  and  Delaware,  to  connect  the  waters  of  the 


Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Bays.  There  is  nothing  new  in  the  suggestion  of  such  work. 
It  has  been  often  made,  and  tor  many  years  the  intelligent  portion  of  the  popnlatioii8 
of  both  States  have  looked  to  its  undertaking  and  accompli^meut,  under  the  develop- 
ing influence  of  the  necessities  of  trade,  as  a  fact  which  must  sooner  or  laler  occur. 
These  necessities,  under  the  rapid  strides  of  progress,  refuse  to  be  longer  denied  their 
just  demands,  and  it  is  in  obedience  to  such  high  behests  that  we  are  before  yon. 
The  demands  of  trade  have  ever  spoken  in  clear  and  unmistakable  language,  and  re- 
fused denial  of  the  advantages  claimed  as  proper  and  necessary  for  its  accommodatious. 
In  these  demands  the  young  giant  of  the  West,  now  attained  to  the  stature  of  mau- 
Dood,  and  rapidly  progressing  to  the  maturity  of  riper  age,  joins  with  our  States  of  the 
Atlantic  board  in  requiring  a  way  of  easy  and  ready  access  to  the  ocean,  that,  in  com- 
mon with  us,  he  may  be  admitted  to  equal  participation  in  the  commerc«  of  the  world. 
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shall  requests  so  reasonable;  though  arcently  pressed  .as  they  should  he,  be  denied? 
Onr  State,  as  may  be  gathered  from  her  legislative  history  for  a  perio<l  of  nearly  two- 
st-ore  years  and  ten,  has  looked  with  steady  and  undoubting  anticipations  to  the  accora- 
plinhrneat  of  her  works  of  internal  improvement  for  the  consnmmation  of  this  great 
purpose.  At  last  we  are  able  by  our  system  of  railroads  to  throw  wide  open  onr  doors, 
with  the  latch  always  npou  the  outside,  and  bid  the  giant  of  the  West  welcome  to  onr 
tlomiciles ;  most  cheerfully  we  accord  him.  a  pathway  across  our  terri  tory  to  the  sea-board. 

We  have  not  nuule  this  invitation  an  empty  thing  that  cannot  be  accepted,  but  have 
snn)othe<l  the  path  and  providtxl  the  way  by  which  we  can  have  the  enjoyment  of  his 
;;«)od  company  to  breakfast,  and,  if  he  will  not  tarry  longer  with  us,  by  which  ho  can 
retara  to  his  own  household  to  tea.  This  is  no  sk>^tch  of  fancy,  general,  but  is  fast 
bi'C'oniiDg  an  every-day  experience.  The  great  West  lies  uiKm  the  outskirts  of  Mary- 
land and  Delaware,  and  Maryland,  having  with  that  great  territciry  a  common  iuteV- 
fst,  is  fast  beginning  to  realize  the  agreeable  and  profitable  Uict  that  she  is  the 
nuclens  aronnd  which  center,  in  the  bond  of  a  common  int<^re.st,  the  Sonth  and  the 
West,  the  Sonthwest  and  the  Northwest ;  and,  from  her  geographical  position,  holds 
relations  with  the  North  and  the  East  which  must  be  ]>romotive  alike  of  frien<lly  con- 
nections and  ext-ensive  and  advantag(M>ns  trade.  Shall  we  let  the  little  narrow  strip 
of  laud  between  these  two  great  bays  be  longer  a  barrier  in  the  way  of  esvsy  access  to 
ihe  ocean,  to  the  immense  trade  of  u  territory  constituting  in  its  vastness  a  great  em- 
pire, and  which  finds  its  most  natural  outlet  to  the  markets  of  the  world  through  the 
waters  of  the  Chesapeake  f  This  tra4le,  alreiwly  swollen  to  large  proportions,  but  as 
yi?t  in  its  infancy,  must  pjiss  through  Baltimore,  and  it  thus  becomes  a  matter  of 
oational  importance,  in  which  more  than  half  the  States  of  this  Union  are  intereste<l, 
that  Baltimore  should  be  brought  near  to  the  ocean  by  the  shortest  possible  line  of 
coanection.  Baltimore,  within  comparatively  a  few  years,  has  grown  to  be  a  great 
city,  claiming  to  rank  among  the  leading  cities  on  this  continent  in  enterprise,  in 
Wealth,  in  commerce,  in  manufactures,  in  arts,  and  in  all  the  elements  which  enter 
into  and  constitute  a  great  emporium.  Near  the  head  of  a  great  estuary,  the  boldest 
indentation  of  water  on  the  Atlantic  board,  her  locality  is  fixed  and  stable,  and  per- 
haps more  advantageously,  with  reference  to  the  great  trade- centers  of  the  country, 
than  any  other  that  could  have  been  selected.  The  only  disa<l vantages  under  which 
sbe  labors  from  her  position,  arise  from  insuflBcient  depth  of  water  from  her  docks 
to  the  uiouth  of  the  Patapsco,  and  her  remote  distance  from  the  ocean  ;  fortunat-ely 
these  can  bo  overcome  by  proper  application  of  means  and  the  engineering  skill  of  the 
i^t;;  and  in  the  already  increased  depth  of  water  which  hjis  been  secured,  and  the 
iacility  with  which  the  Patapsco  is  now  navigated  by  the  Berlin  steamers  of  twenty- 
iive  huudred  tons  burden,  we  have  the  evidence  of  what  can  be  accomplislunl,  and  of 
liow  entirely  these  obstacles  in  the  way  of  trade  are  under  our  control. 

The  General  Government,  impressed  with  the  di8adv.antages  of  her  position  in  these 
rwpe<;ts  as  <lrawbacks  to  troide,  and  an  interference  with  the  general  commerce  of  the 
n)untry,  has  recognized  the  removal  of  them  as  of  national  importance  ;  and  Congress 
has  from  time  to  time  made  appropriations,  with  the  view  of  accomplishing  these 
n-sults.  That  they  will  be  removed  in  a  few  years,  we  have  the  best  guarantee  in  the 
imperative  necessities  of  trade, and  in  the  demand  which  the  great  West  will  join  Bal- 
timore in  making  u)>on  the  authorities  of  the  General  Government  for  the  acctimplish- 
nmit  of  this  end.  We  have  onlj',  general,  to  cast  the  eye  over  the  map  which  I  hold 
in  my  hand,  and  glance  at  the  routes  of  our  gre4it  work  of  internal  improvements,  the 
Ibltiraore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  and  its  branches  and  conmiunications,  to  feel  ourselves 
^iwtained  in  these  statements,  and  to  be  made  sensible  that  they  are  not  mere  conjeo- 
tnres,  but  realities  arising  from  existing  facts. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  distance  between  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  the 
;Teat  centers  of  trade,  to  which  I  would  attract  your  observation,  as  compared  with 
the  relative  distances  of  the  same  points  from  the  city  of  New  York.  Chicago,  Illinois, 
'"5 di-jtant  from  Baltimore,  via  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  KailroiKl,  795  miles;  from  New 
\ork,  via  New  York  Central  Railroad,  980  miles;  via  Erie  Railway,  9l>l  miles;  and  via 
I'euiwylvania  Railroad,  899  miles ;  nearer  to  Baltimore  than  to  New  York  by  average 
'Ustauce  of  152  miles.  Saint  Louis,  Missouri,  is  distant  from  Baltimore,  via  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad,  929  miles;  from  New  Y'ork,  via  New  York  Central  Railroad,  1,167 
mileji;  via  Erie  Railway,  1,201  miles;  and  via  the  Pennsylvania  Raiilroad,  1,050  miles. 
Nearer  to  Baltimore  than  to  New  Y'ork  by  average  distance  of  210  miles.  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  is  distant  from  Baltimore,  via  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroa<l,(>9G  miles;  from 
New  York,  via  New  York  Central  Railroad,  989  miles;  via  Erie  Railway,  987  miles ;  and 
via  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  851  miles.  Nearer  to  Baltimore  than  to  New  York  by 
avera<?e  distance  of  246  miles.  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  distant  from  Baltimore,  via  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad, 589  miles;  from  New  York,  via  New  York  Central  R{iilroa<l,882 
miles;  via  Erie  Railway,  861  miles;  via  Pennsylvania  Railroa<l,  744  miles.  Nearer  Bal- 
timore than  to  New  York  by  average  distance  of  240  miles.  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
i«  dij^tant  from  Baltimore,  via  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  327  miles ;  fi-om  New  York, 
via  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  431  miles;  nearer  to  Baltimore  than  to  New  York  by 
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104  miles.  The  proximity  of  Baltimore  to  the  principal  centers  of  trade,  secnrcd  ]iy 
the  advantages  of  locality,  and  the  sagacity  and  able  and  far-reaching  managt^nieiit 
of  our  great  work  of  internal  improvement,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rallroail,  give  to 
these  important  points,  in  the  economics  of  transportation  and  trade,  advantag'^ 
greater  in  these  respecta  than  they  can  enjoy  by  shipment  to  other  points.  Beside*;.  \\<: 
have  other  important  works,  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  and  the  Great  Penn^vU 
Tania  Central,  especially  its  branches  and  its /connections  recently  formed  to  the  8<>utb 
of  us,  which  bring  a  large  amount  of  prodnce  and  trade  to  our  city.  Properly  estituat- 
ing  the  advantages  of  low  port  charges  and  economical  transportation,  the  New  Y(»rk 
importer,  when  he  proposes  to  supply  with  coffee  the  vast  region  over  which  th*-^- 
works  extend,  consults  the  economies  of  trade,  and  orders  his  ship  to  Baltimore,  anti 
not  to  New  York.  These  statements  and  these  figures,  general,  bcs|>eak  more  vW 
quently  than  any  language  I  could  hope  to  em])Ioy  the  national  character  of  the  woik 
for  which  it  has  been  made  our  agreeable  duty  to  ask  your  consideration. 

And  having,  I  trust,  sufficiently  demonstrated  this,  we  desire  next  to  ask  your  attfn- 
tion  to  the  difference  in  distance  from  Baltimore  to  the  European  ports,  and  to  i^Vv 
York,  Boston,  and  other  northern  ports,  by  the  present  route  and  by  that  which  w** 
shall  hope  to  see  before  many  years  accomplished,  in  the  construction  of  the  im>ixw«l 
Bhip-canal.  In  referring  to  these  distances,  we  desire  to  be  regarded  as  apeakiu^'  ap- 
proximately only,  as  we  have  not  the  data  to  enable  us  to  do  so  with  accuracy.  Tbf 
distance  from  Baltimore,  by  our  bay,  to  the  capes,  is  from  190  to  200  miles.  Havinij 
passed  the  capes,  a  ship  bound  either  for  a  European  port  or  for  New  York  or  Bostoi., 
Las  to  run  on  a  line  somewhat  parallel  to  our  coast  for  the  distance  of  about  100  mili-^. 
before  she  lays  her  course  for  cither  of  the  ports  indicated,  thus  making  the  ditttamr 
of  something  over  three  hundred  miles,  before  she  reaches  the  point  of  the  ocean  from 
which  she  may  be  regarded  as  fairly  on  her  way  to  Europe  or  the  ports  to  the  north  h" 
us.  By  the  proposecl  canal,  which  should  be  cut  and  constructed,  without  reference  to 
cost,  by  the  shoitest  line  between  Baltimore  and  the  ocean,  I  do  not  think  the  dis- 
tance, as  near  as  can  be  arrived  at  by  the  inaccurate  means  of  mensurenicnt  at  my 
disposal,  will  exceed  one  hundred  and  eighteen  miles,  thus  making  the  saving  ia  di^ 
tance  1^*2  miles,  which  figures  correspond  with  the  viewsof  adistinguinhed  gentlcniau. 
who,  as  expressed  to  me,  has  given  tlie  subject  a  great  deal  of  attention.  (I  reft-r  v> 
Mr.  Garrett.)  You  ask  me,  general,  as  to  the  locality  of  the  route ;  partlon  me ;  I.  ot 
course,  have  my  views  in  regard  to  it,  but  wish  the  engineers  to  be  entirely  fr»*  and 
untrammeled,  and  if  I  had  control  of  the  survey,  wonld  give  them  but  the  od<» 
direction,  which  I  have  suggested.  This  saving  in  distance  is  not  only  imjiortaiit  &« 
saving  in  time  and  controlling  the  delivery  of  freight  at  its  point  of  destination,  wm* 
fifteen  hours  in  advance  of  the  time  by  the  present  ronte.  but,  in  economy,  in  of  uotlt^^ 
importance  to  the  owners  of  large  and  expensive  steamships. 

For  illustration,  we  will  take  a  large-class  ship  of  the  Allen  line,  whose  consuinv 
tion  of  fuel  is  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  every  twenty-t"..r 
hours,  and  whose  expenses,  in  round  numbers,  may  be  set  down  at  a  thousand  dolUi^ 
a  day,  wear  and  tear  of  the  ship,  and  ccuisequent  impairment  of  principal  conni^lfirn 

The  saving  in  distance  of  one  nnndred  and  eighty-two  miles,  equivalent  iu  saviiii:  n: 
time  to  about  fifteen  hours,  would  be  an  economy  of  $625,  either  to  the  jmrts  to  the  uortl 
or  to  European  ports,  which,  allowing  twelve  trips  to  be  nuule  each  way,  or  twentv- 
four  crossings  ot  the  ocean  iu  a  year,  would  amouiit  to  $15,200,  equivalent  to  nioir 
than  a  three  per  cent,  interest  on  a  capital  of  half  a  million  of  dollars  invested  iu  il:'- 
ship. 

With  your  permission,  general,  in  connection  with  the  ship-canal,  we  will  i!i^.*»: 
your  attention  to  some  few  reflections  on  the  use  and  consum])tion  of  coal  used  in  tt.'i 
pmiM'lling  of  steamers,  as  euteriug  largely  into  the  economies  of  transi>ortatiou  and 
commerce. 

The  great  ocean  steamship  comjmnie.s  of  New  York  are  supplied  with  coal  fnun  tbti 
Cumberland  mines,  brought  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  to  Bultiuiorf,  an«l 
shipiN'd  thence  to  New  York,  at  a  cost  for  freight  of  ^2  50  per  ton.  The  steamships,  ihtrr- 
fore,  from  Baltimore  to  European  ports,  using  eight  hundred  toUM,  save,  as  compare  I 
with  those  of  the  same  class  running  from  New  York,  $2,000  on  each  voyage.  To  tbd 
advantage  of  the  economies  thus  secured,  we  must  not  forget  to  add  that,  |ierhajw  ih< 
most  important  of  them  all,  the  econcmiyand  advantage  iu  the  use  of  theCumberlantl 
coal  for  steam-generating  purposes  over  all  other  coals  yet  brought  into  general  une :  au'l 
for  the  tests  on  this  subject,  I  desire  to  refer  to  a  statement  iu  the  American,  of  the  r>th  •»! 
May,  IbTl,  extracted  from  the  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  Republican,  of  the  2^th  of  ApiJ 
of  the  same  year,  in  which,  after  prefacing  remarks  on  the  subject  of  coals,  it  is  statf«i 
that  experiments  have  been  niaile  in  the  Naticmal  Armory  at  Springfield,  with  a  vi<w 
of  testing  and  arriving  at  their  comparative  values,  and  that  the  following  facts  ^^«  i 
established  as  the  results  of  these  experiments,  which  are  stated  to  have  Ihvu  m-i-i'i 
by  Colonel  Benton. 

He  had  each  of  three  different  kinds  of  coal  U8<'d  for  six  consecutive  days,  in  niak'  J 
steam  for  the  engine  of  that  establishment ;   first,  the  Lackawanna,  or  the  hardot  I'l 
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anthracite  coals;  second,  the  Pittston,  or  softer  anthracite ;  and  third,  the  Cumberland, 
or  bituminous  coal  of  Maryland.  The  results  were  as'  follows :  Of  the  Lackawanna 
coal,  the  number  of  ponnds  used,  per  horse-power  per  hour,  was  4.01  pounds ;  of  the 
PittstoD,  4.02 ;  of  the  Cumberland,  3.03.  The  coal  cost  at  the  armory,  Lackawanna,  $8.50 
per  ton  of  2,240  pounds,  or  $0.00379  per  pound ;  the  Pittston,  $3  75  per  ton,  or  $0.00396 
per  pound ;  the  Cumberland,  $9  10  per  ton,  or  (0.00406  per  pound ;  which  would  make 
the  cost  of  the  coals,  per  horse-power  pe/  hour,  as  follows:  Lackawanna,  (0.151979; 
Pittston,  (0.159192;  Cumberland,  (0.123028. 

Of  course  these  figures  make  clear  the  fact  that,  even  at  a  hinrher  price  per  ton,  the 
hituminous  or  soft  coal  is  the  more  economical,  making  more  heat  and  creating  more 
power  per  pound  and  per  cent,  of  cost  than  the  harder  coals.  Some  statistics  from 
another  source  indicate  that,  whi)e  one  pound  of  Cumberland  coal  evaporates  ten 
ponnds  of  water  into  steam,  a  pound  of  the  New  Castle  (English)  coal  evaporates  but 
7.90  pounds  of  water,  the  American  anthracite  7  pounds,  English  Staffordshire  6.40 
pounds,  and  dry  pine  wood  3.10.  These  experiments  show  too  clearly  to  require  com- 
Dienti  the  superiority  of  the  Cumberland  coal  over  those  with  which  it  was  tested,  (a"d 
they  have  been  regarded  as  among  the  best,)  and  the  great  economy  in  its  use.  This 
«onomy  is  greatly  enhanced  when  this  coal  is  delivered  at  the  docks  in  Baltimore  at 
very  nmoh  less  cost  than  any  other,  and  without  the  added  cost  of  transportation  to 
Springfield  and  other  points.  Where  Cumberland  coal  is  used  in  propelling  machinery, 
it  has  been  found  that  the  boiler  will  last  at  least  a  third  longer  than  wliere  anthra- 
cite coal  is  used.  These  statemeuts,  which  have  beeu  made  with  reference  to  the 
mercantile  marine  of  our  country,  apply  with  equal  or  greater  force  to  the  large  ships 
of  our  Navy.  Then,  general,  let  our  Government  pursue  the  wise  policy  of  deepeuiug 
the  channel  of  the  Patapsco  to  its  mouth,  and  bringing  Baltimore  fifteen  hours  nearer 
iu  time  to  the  ports  of  Europe  and  to  those  of  the  northern  section  of  our  own  country 
hv  the  proposed  ship-caikal,  and  in  a  few  years  the  impost  revenue  received  by  tht» 
Finleral  Government  at  this  port  will  be  increased  from  nine  to  twenty  millions  of 
dollars  a  year,  and  the  saving  to  the  Government  in  the  economies  of  time  and  wear 
and  tear  of  vessels  and  machinery  will  bo  greatly  more  thau  sufficient  to  construct 
this  important  national  link. 

Thanking  you  again,  general,  for  your  very  courteous  attention  to  our  statement, 
»n(l  to  the  detail  of  our  remarks,  which  have  been  unavoidably  somewhat  tedious, 
aiidfor  the  intere.Ht  you  have  been  pleased  to  express  in  the  object  of  our  mission,  we 
will  leave  the  subject  in  your  handn,  in  the  full  confidence  that  it  will  receive  the 
eonsideratinn  to  which  its  merits  and  importance  as  a  great  natiouiil  question  justly 
eotitle  it.

Gexeral:  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive,  with  directions  to  report  thereon,  a 
^opy  of  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  11th  of  March,  1872,  in  the  fol- 
luwJMg  words,  viz :

"Kesohedf  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  requested  to  communicate  to  Congress  any 
information  he  may  have  ujwn  the  subject  of  the  construction  of  a  ship-canal  from  the 
waters  of  the  Chesapeake  to  the  waters  of  the  Delaware  Bay,  and  to  state  how  much 
time  would  be  saved  by  such  improvement  in  the  passage  of  ships  from  Baltimore  to 
and  from  Liverpool  and  other  foreign  ports,  and  whether  the  building  of  such  cauiil 
^ould  not  materially  advance  the  interests  of  commerce.

Until  a  careful  survey  and  comparison  of  lines  for  the  proposed  canal  have  deter- 
mined its  location,  and  consequently  its  length,  it  will  be  impossible  to  say  with  pre- 
cision '*  how  much  time  wouhl  be  saved  by  such  an  improvement  in  the  passage  of 
ships  from  Baltimore  to  and  from  Liverpool  and  other  foreign  ports." 

TliLH  qnestion,  and  the  other  question  of  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, viz :  **  Whether  the  building  of  such  canal  would  not  materially  advance  tiie 
interests  of  commerce,'*  are  treatedat  some  length  in  the  attached  copies  of  communi- 
cations, to  which  attention  is  invited.  One  of  these  was  made  to  yourself  on  the  29th 
of  February  by  the  Hon.  James  T.  Earle,  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  legislature  of 
ilarjland,  on  behalf  of  that  State,  and  of  Governor  Ponder,  of  the  State  of  Delaware. 
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The  other  is  a  letter,  dated  March  22, 1872,  from  Mr.  A.  Harris,  who  is  the  ageat  in  tli;> 
city  of  several  lines  of  steamships. 

The  following  resolution  was  a<lopted  by  the  National  Commercial  Conveuiiou. 
which  assembled  in  this  city  last  autumn : 

*•  Resolved^  That  Congress  be  memorialized  to  direct  a  survey  to  be  made  between  tlif 
Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Bays,  for  the  proposed  improvement;  and, if  foiiud  t^i  W 
practicable,  desirable,  and  valuable  to  the  great  interests  of  the  country,  that  the  si;<l 
ship-eanal  shall  be  constructed/' 

It  is  apparent  from  an  inspection  of  a  good  general  map  that  a  canal  connectin*;  thi- 
two  bays,  as  proposed,  would  materially  shorteu  the  distance  from  Baltimore  to  aud 
from  Liverpool  aud  many  other  foreign  pdrts,  a;)  well  as  those  ou  our  c  >ast  noriU  of 
Baltimore. 

The  papers  herewith  estimate  this  distance  as  182  miles  each  way,  or  3^4  inW^  each 
trip.  An  examination  of  the  maps  in  this  office  lea^yi  me  to  couclnde  that  the  (*stii)ut<* 
is  not  far  from  accuracy.  As  before  stated,  the  exact  saving  of  distance  can  l»e  only 
settled  after  a  survey  and  location  of  the  line  of  the  canal. 

The  commercial  advantages  of  the  proposed  canal  seem  sufHcieutly  set  fortti  Ux 
present  pnri>oses  in  tlie  communications  hereto  attached.  No  reliable  estimate  of  i\v 
cost  of  constructing  the  canal  can  be  given  without  careful  preliuiiuary  surveyn.  Tli- 
length  of  line  will  probably  not  be  less  than  30  nor  exceed  55  miles,  depMudiug  on  the 
location.  The  character  of  the  country  through  which  the  canal  would  pass,  by  anv 
proper  route  that  might  be  selected  having  the  proposed  object  in  view,  is  fiivuraliir 
for  such  a  work. 

Should  Congress  determine  to  authorize  the  surveys  necessary  for  deciding  as  to  lu- 
location  and  cost  of  the  work,  it  is  recommeudeil  that  an  appropriation  of  not  lesstkin 
$20,000  be  made  for  that  object. 

It  may  not  be  superfluous  to  a«ld  that  a  canal  is  already  in  existence",  conueetiug  tb*- 
head  of  Chesapeake  Bay  via  Elk  and  Back  Rivers  with  the  Delaware  River  x\ 
Delaware  City ;  but  this  has  neither  depth  nor  width  enough  for  the  accommodation 
of  steamers  or  sailing  vessels  designed  to  cross  the  Atlantic.  Whether,  considering  tbt 
objects  to  be  accomplished,  the  location  of  this  canal  is  admissible,  even  if  deepeuitl 
and  widened,  is  a  question  for  determination  after  the  completion  of  a  survey  ami 
estimates.

Dear  Sir  :  Responding  to  your  esteemed  favor  of  18th  instant,  I  beg  to  hand  y«»a 
herewith  a  pamphlet  copy  of  proceedings  of  the  National  Commercial  Conveutiou.hrU 
in  this  city  in  September,  1871,  and  refer  you  to  the  preamble  and  resolutions  reUtivt- 
to  the  proposed  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  ship-canal,  (page  171,)  and  to  the  n^Diarks 
made  in  connection  with  that  subject  by  the  Hon.  Reverdy  Johnson. 

I  can  hardly  hope  to  be  able  to  add  to  the  information,  in  regard  to  th«»  pn»po*»'«\ 
improvement,  which  is  contained  in  the  pamphlet  referred  to.  The  preamble  sets  fort 'a 
the  fact  that  a  saving  of  183  miles  would  be  effected  in  the  distance  between  Baltimnn- 
and  the  principal  ports  of  Euroj^e,  and  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  route  forM-.»- 1 
going  vessels  between  Baltimore  and  the  ports  of  New  England  would  be  shortenr<l 
to  the  same  extent.  To  accomplish  this  result,  a  canal  of  only  32  miles  length  is  statt-.! 
to  be  required.  The  preamble  characterizes  the  proposed  work  as  beinir  of  natiuuai 
importance,  and  especially  desirable  to  the  West,  South,  Southwest,  and  Northwest. 
That  Baltimore  is  the  seaport  nearest  to  those  vast  regions,  and  consequently  the  proinr 
commercial  outlet  for  their  products,  may  be  illustrated  by  the  following' stat^^mtuf-* 
of  comparative  distances,  by  rail,  to  Baltimore  and  to  NewYork:

In  reganl  to  the  saving  of  time  in  the  passage  of  ships  between  Baltimore  and  Liver- 
I>ool  which  would  be  ettect«<l  by  the  proposed  improvement,  the  detentions  to  which 
ert'n  6teamshix>s  are  sometimes  subjected  in  the  Chesapeake  Bay  from  fogs  and  other 
causes,  render  this  difficult  to  estimate.  It  would  probably  be  safe  to  state,  however, 
that  the  voyages  of  steamers  would  be  shortened  from  24  to  48  hours,  and  the  voyages 
of  HaiUug  vessels  a  much  longer  period. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  whether  the  "  construction  of  the  proposed  canal 
)^ould  materially  advance  the  interest's  of  corumerce."  The  saving  which  it  would 
accomplish  for  the  owners  of  the  vast  fleets  which,  for  all  time,  would  continue  to  use 
it.  would  alone  form  no  inconsiderable  item  of  economy  ;  but  when  the  importance  of 
the  saving  to  result  to  the  owners  of  the  cargoes  of  these  fleets,  and  to  the  varied 
interests  throughout  the  nation  which  would  be  connected  with  a  commerce  of  such 
ma^iitude,  are  duly  considered,  the  difficulties  and  cost  of  construction  of  such  a  work 
dwindle  to  insignificance. 

The  interesting  statistics,  relative  to  the  commerce  of  this  port,  which  were  recently 
furnished  your  office,  from  the  office  of  the  collector  of  customs,  and  referred  to  in  your 
report  concerning  the  improvement  of  the  channel  which  bears  your  name,  will  aid  in 
demonstrating  the  great  utility  of  the  improvement  under  consideration. 

Regretting  that  the  brief  time  allowed  has  prevented  the  collection  of  additional 
statistics,  and  hoping  yon  will  again  call  on  me,  if  I  can  at  any  time  acaist  in  promot- 
ing the  important  object  in  view,

.Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  following  resolution  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  March  25,  viz:  "That  the  Secretary  of  War  be 
requested  to  furnish  this  House  with  any  recent  information  which  may 
have  come  into  his  possession,  or  into  the  possession  of  the  subordinate 
officers  of  his  Department,  in  regard  to  the  need  of  further  improve- 
ments in  the  harbor  of  Black  River,  Ohio,"  I  beg  leave  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  a  report  from  Captain  G.  L.  Gillespie,  Corps  of  Engineers,  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  harbor,  dated  March  25, 1872.

Inside  of  the  inner  end  of  Government  piers  the  water  of  the  Black  River  vanf" 
from  15  to  24  feet,  low  stage,  more  than  sufficient  for  the  largest  coal  and  iron  v^^MI* 
that  navigate  Lake  Erie;  but  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor,  extending  2(X)  to  Jf^f 
feet  outward,  the  water  is  reduced  to  an  average  of  10  feet.  This  harbor  will,  I  am 
reliably  informed,  be  connected  during  the  smnnier  by  a  railroad  witli  the  coal-tielil-*  iu 
the  interior  of  the  State,  and  Black  River  will  be  made  not  only  a  large  shipping  poiu: 
for  coal,  but  also  a  place  for  the  manufacture  of  iron. 

For  the  accommodation  of  the  coal  and  iron  vessels  of  deep  draught  which  will  in- 
drawn to  this  harbor  iu  consequence  of  the  construction  of  the  railroad,  and  to  ma*'* 
the  harbor  a  secure  and  protected- harbor  of  refuge  for  large  vessels,  the  entrance  hIioh.!

The  Secretary  of  War,  iu  reply  to  the  request  of  the  acting  chairman 
Committee  on  Commerce  House  of  Representatives,  dated  the  28th 
altimo,  that  this  Department  ^^  communicate  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  appropriated 
by  Congress  for  payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  arbitration  had  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  the  Green  Bay  and  Mississippi  Canal  Com- 
pany,'' has  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  House  of  Representatives  the 
inclosed  statement  of  expenses  submitted  by  Hon.  J.  R.  Doolittle,  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  arbitrators,  appointed  under  the  act  entitled  "  An 
act  for  the  improvement  of  water  communication  between  the  Missis- 
sippi River  and  Lake  Michigan,  by  the  Wisconsin  and  Pox  Rivers,''  ap- 
proved July  7, 1870.  From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  whole  ex- 
l^enses  of  the  arbitration  amount  to  about  $21,713  97. 

It  is  not  thought  that  the  compensation  of  the  arbitrator  selected  by 
tbe  canal  company  and  the  fee  of  their  counsel  are  proper  charges 
against  the  Government.  If  it  be  deemed  proper  that  the  United  States 
should  pay  all  the  other  expenses  of  the  arbitration,  an  appropriation  of 
^13,713  97  will  be  required  for  the  liquidation  thereof;  but  if  it  be  de- 
cided that  only  the  one-half  of  the  expenses,  independent  of  the  expenses 
and  compensation  of  the  arbitrator  and  counsel  on  the  part  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, be  borne  by  the  United  States,  then  an  appropriation  of 
911,206  98^  will  be  required.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  expe- 
diency of  removing  the  light-house  at  the  entrance  to  New  Haven  Ear- 
bor,  Connecticut,  from  its  present  position  to  Southwtest  Ledge. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  change  be  made  for  he  follow  ing  rea- 
sons: 

1st.  In  approaching  the  harbor  from  the  eastward  the  light  is  not 
visible  until  nearly  abreast  of  it,  being  shut  out  by  woods.  In  coming 
from  the  westward  the  light  is  so  situated  as  to  render  its  position  very 
deceptive,  making  it  appear  nearer  than  it  actually  is  ^  many  vessels 
ground  on  the  wes^shore  flats  from  this  cause. 

2d.  If  the  light-house  was  on  the  ledge  vessels  could  run  for  it  until 
it  was  close  aboard,  then  haul  to  the  northward,  pass  to  the  westward 
of  the  light  and  head  up  the  harbor  directly  for  the  fixed  red  light  ou 
Long  Wharf,  thus  following  the  line  of  best  water  up  the  harbor,  avoid- 
ing all  rocks  and  shoals.  The  light-house  would  also  serve  as  an  excel- 
lent channel-mark  by  day  as  well  as  by  night.  In  consequence  of  the 
present  position  of  the  light  it  is  necessary  to  run  by  bearings  and  esti- 
mated distances,  thus  rendering  dangerous  the  entrance  to  the  harbor. 

3d.  The  woods  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  ligh^hou8e  so  deaden 
the  sound  of  the  fog-bell  that  in  fogs  accompanied  by  a  southerly  breeze 
it  is  impossible  to  hear  the  bell  more  than  six  hundred  or  seven  hundred 
feet,  except  when  directly  abreast  to  the  westward  of  the  light.  This 
would  be  obviated  by  placing  the  light-house  upon  the  ledge.  Besides 
thus  greatly  improving  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  itself,  the  position  of 
the  light  on  Southwest  Ledge  would  be  about  one  mile  farther  out  in 
the  sound,  and  would  furnish  an  excellent  object  for  vessels  passing 
along  the  sound  to  steer  by  and  correct  their  positions  from  in  thick 
weather.  New  Haven  Harbor  is  much  used  as  a  harbor  of  refuge,  and 
should  the  light-house  be  placed  on  Southwest  Ledge,  vessels  whose 
captains  were  not  acquainted  with  the  harbor,  could  readily  find  refuge. 
The  nearest  lights  are  the  Falkland  Island  light,  twelve  miles  to  the 
eastward,  and  Stratford  light,  twelve  miles  to  the  westward.  Every 
reason  that  occurs  to  me  justifies  the  removal  of  the  light  to  South- 
west Ledge.  Five-Mile  Point  should  be  reserved  as  a  site  for  a  fort 
Southwest  Ledge  has  now  over  it,  at  mean  low  water,  7.5  feet,  and  is 
composed  of  granitic  rock.  The  contours  of  the  rock  on  a  scale  of  10 
feet  to  the  inch  are  shown  on  a  tracing  I  sent  you  with  my  report  of 
December  23, 1871.    (H.  Ex.  Doc.  No.  137.)

(irNKBAL,:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  reports  of  Captain 

i.  N.  Dauirell,  Corps  of  Engineers,  United  States  Army,  and  of  Mr.  C. 

^.  Trill,  civil  assistant  engineer,  on  the  survey  of  the  mouth  and  bay 

i  Aitalachlcola  River,  with  a  view  to  their  improvement  for  purooses

of  navigation,  authorized   by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  11, 
1870. 

While,  these  reports  trent  of  the  improvement  of  the  channels  of 
approach  to  Apalachicola,  1  would  recommend  only  as  feasible  witliin 
reasonable  limits  of  expenditure,  as  recommended  by  Captain  Damreli, 
the  dredging  of  a  channel  through  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  in 
tlie  bay,  from  the  11-foot  curve  on  the  inside  by  the  shortest  line  from 
deep  water  to  deep  water,  which  is  also  the  line  of  deepest  water  in  the 
natural  channel,  100  hundred  feet  wide  and  11  feet  deep,  the  width  to 
be  afterward  increased,  if  found  proper  from  the  success  of  the  first 
cutting,  to  150  or  200  feet,  as  may  be  found  advisable. 

A  channel  to  allow  vessels  drawing  11  feet  of  water  to  pass  np  to  the 
oity,  100  feet  wide,  would  require  the  excavation  of  about  200,CK)0  cubic 
yards  of  sand  aud  mud,  which,  at  tifty  cents  per  cubic  yard,  would  cost 
alK)ut  $100,000,  $50,000  of  which  I  recommend  should  be  appropriated 
by  Congress  for  early  operations. 

For  a  channel  same  depth,  and  200  feet  wide,  about  375,000  cubic 
yards  of  excavation,  at  fifty  cents  per  cubic  yard,  would  cost  aboat 
$185,000. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  Mr.  Trill  discusses  the  project  of  opening  a 
channel  through  the  eastern  part  of  Apalachicola  Bay,  (Saint  George's 
Sound,)  from  the  upper  anchorage  to  the  East  Piiss,  and  also  a  chauuel 
through  New  Inlet.  As  neither  of  these  projects  promises  any  perma- 
nent improvement,  except  at  very  large  outlay,  both  original  and  con- 
stantly recurring,  and  the  project  of  keeping  open  the  New  Inlet  channel 
at  its  mouth,  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Trill,  by  parallel  piers  extending 
out  to  a  depth  of  from  20  to  40  feet,  I  consider  not  feasible  withia 
allowable  limits,  I  cannot  recommend  any  appropriations  for  either  of 
these  projects. 

As  connected  with  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  and  bay  of  Apa- 
lachicola, I  also  forward  herewith  the  report  of  Mr.  Trill  on  the  survey 
of  the  Chattahoochee  River. 

Mr.  Trill  has  grouped  the  obstructions  into  three  classes,  depending 
upon  the  extent  to  which  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  to  improve  the 
river  at  these  points.  The  first  class,  at  low  water,  actually  stops  navi- 
gation. The  second  class  is  about  a  foot  better  in  depth  of  water,  but 
yet  needs  Improvement  very  much.  The  third  class  is  not  of  much  im- 
portance, but  ought  to  be  improved,  if  possible,  to  prevent  changes  for 
the  worse  in  future. 
His  estimate  for  the  first  class,  throughout  the  whole  river, 

from  Columbus  to  mouth  at  Apalachicola $464, 000 

For  the  second  class 327, 000 

For  the  third  class 85, 185 

He  recommends  the  first  estimate,  or  $464,000,  as  being  the  only  one 
which  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  unobstructed  navigation  at 
all  stages  of  the  water,  and  warrant  the  efficacy  and  permanence  of  the 
improvements. 

In  addition,  he  estimates  for  completion  of  survey  of  the  Chat- 
tahoochee River $5, 000 

Survey  of  Flint  River,  very  much  needed 8, 000 

Survey  of  Apalachicola  River,  on  account  of  the  difficult  local 

circumstances,  e48i>ecially  from  Rico's  Bluff,  Florida,  down..     10,000 

In  conclusion,  I  would  recommend  immediate  appropriations,  a8  fol- 
lows: $50,000  tor  the  improveiaeut  of  the  harbor  and  bay  of  Apalaclii- 
cola  River;  $50,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  Chattahoochee  Hiver 
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below  Coliinibiis ;  $5,000  for  the  continuation  of  the  survey  of  the  Chat- 
tahoochee River  below  Enfaula,  to  its  junction  with  the  Flint;  $S,000  for 
tlie  survey  of  the  Flint  River ;  $8,000  for  the  survey  of  the  Apalachicola 
River. 

The  maps  illustrative  of  the  Ghattahooclnee  River  survey  are  one 
fudex  map,  one  sketch,  and  fourteen  detailed  maps,  in  all,  sixteen. 
Those  illustrative  of  the  Apalachicola  Bay  survey  are  four  in  number. 
All  these  maps  are  forwarded  to-day  by  tnail  in  a  separate*  roll.

"Sir  :  Having  been  notified  by  Mr.  James  Green,  of  New  York,  that, 
on  the  16th  instant,  he  expressed  the  instruments  for  the  survey  of  the 
month  of  the  Apalachicola  Eiver,  you  will  take  measures  for  the  imme- 
diate prosecution  of  that  work. 

^^The  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  ascertain  the  exact  requirements  for 
the  improvement  of  the  navigation  at.  that  point,  and  it  is  imi^ortaut 
that  this  iuformation,  if  at  all  possible,  be  obtained  for  the  ase  of  Con- 
gress at  its  present  session.

On  the  same  day  Mr.  Trill  received  instructions  to  proceed  to  Apa- 
lachicola. 

As  soon  as  the  instruments  were  received,  I  followed  Mr.  Trill  by  the 
first  steamer,  aud,  on  the  28tb  of  January,  the  survey  wjis  commenced, 
and  continued  as  rapidly  as  the  very  uufavorablo  weather  which  pre- 
vailed would  allow,  until  the  23d  of  April,  at  which  time  I  received 
and  carried  out  the  instructions  contained  in  the  following  letter  from 
yoa:

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  report  of  the  survey^ 
during  the  period  I  was  in  personal  charge,  and  the  report  of  Mr.  C.  F. 
Trill  of  subsequent  work,  accompanied  by  maps  and  estimates  illus- 
trative. It  was  presumed  that  the  object  of  the  survey  wa^  to  deter- 
mine— 

I.  The  importance  of  improving  the  Apalachicola  River,  at  its  mouth, 
as  indicated  by  the  present  and  prospective  commerce  of  theport  of 
Apalachicola. 

II.  The  practicability  of  such  improvements. 

III.  The  best  means  of  making  it. 

IV.  Its  cost. 

I.  The  importance  of  improving  the  Apalachicola  River,  at  its  mouth, 
as  indicated  by  the  present  and  prospective  commerce  to  be  benefited. 

Apalachicola  is  the  port  at  which  centers  all  the  commerce  to  be 
benefited  by  the  improvement  in  questiop. 

Present  commerce. — It  is  a  city  at  present  of  about  eighteen  hundred 
inhabitants,  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Apalachicola  River,  where  it 
empties  into  Saint  George's  Sound,  and  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river. 
Its  commerce  is  comparatively  small,  consisting  of  the  receipt,  yearly, 
by  river,  of  a  few  thousand  bales  of  cotton,  a  few  hides,  and  a  small 
amount  of  lumber,  for  shipment,  and,  by  steamer  from  New  OrleanSt 
Louisiana,  a  variety  of  merchandise,  for  the  supply  of  Apalachicola  and 
the  various  cities,  villages,  and  plantations  along  the  Apalachicola, 
Flint,  and  Chattahoochee  Rivers.  The  extent  and  value  of  this  traffic 
I  do  not  know,  a^  it  was  not  furnished,  though  repeatedly  requested  of 
parties  who  should  have  known  and  have  been  interested  in  giving  the 
information ;  the  only  data  at  hand  is  the  following  tabular  stsitement, 
furtiished  by  the  deputy  collector  of  customs  from  the  records  of  the 
custom  house :

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Prospective  commerce. — As  the  past  commerce  may  have  some  bearing 
on  tbe  settlement  of  the  question  of  the  prospective  commerce^  I  would 
Atate  briefly  that  for  several  years  before  the  war  the  trade  and  popula- 
tion of  Apalachicola  steadily  increased  till  1860,  at  which  time  it 
reached  its  maximum,  and  then  had  a  population  of  about  6,000.  With 
regtiixi  to  its  trade  at  that  time  I  quote  the  following  fa<^ts,  set  forth  in 
a  memorial  of  the  city  of  Apalachicola  to  the  State  legislature,  taken 
from  Floridian  and  Journal : 

MEMORIAL  OP  THE  CITY  OF  APALACHICOLA. 

Tallahassee,  Florida,  Saturday  Morning, 

December  1, 1860. 

House  op  Uepkesentatives,  November  27. 

Read  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 
To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Florida : 

Sknators  and  Representatives  :  We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of 
Apahichicohi,  respectfully  petition  that  you  will  amend  the  act  of  Jan- 
uary 10,  1855,  entitled  "  An  act  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  harbor 
and  bay  of  Apalachicola,"  by  authorizing  the  city  of  x\pa1achicola  to  issue 
bonds  for  the  sum  of  $25,000,  and  that  you  ap|)ropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500 
per  year,  for  the  space  of  ten  years,  out  of  the  State's  tax  of  Franklin 
Oounty,  to  pay  said  bonds ;  the  city  of  Apalachicola  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  bonds. 

With  this  amount  of  money  we  can  cut  through  the  Bulk-head, 
which  obstructs  the  inner  harbor,  and  thereby  afford  a  passage  through 
the  whole  of  Saint  (Jeorge's  Sound  to  vessels  carrying  12  feet  of 
water.  We  can  also  clean  out  the  channel,  so  as  to  bring  11  feet  and  13 
feet  of  water  up  to  the  wharves  of  tlie  city,  while  at  present  we  have 
but  CJ  feet  of  water  in  the  channel  at  high  tide.  This  appropriation 
would  be  fully  capable  of  having  this  great  work  accomplished.  We 
can  purchase  the  necessary  machines,  our  own  citizens  can  do  all  the 
work,  and,  with  the  powers  given  us  under  the  act  of  1855,  we  will  have 
ample  means  to  keep  the  channel  o^ien. 

This  work  would  increase  the  value  of  a  great  portion  of  the  city. 
It  would  open  a  large  lumber  business,  it  would  greatly  increase  the 
bnsiness  done  in  naval  stores,  and  it  would  naturally  lower  the  charges 
on  cotton  shipped  from  here  and  on  goods  received  at  this  port.  The 
revenue  of  the  State  would  be  greatly  increased  by  the  increased  amount 
of  taxes  which  this  city  would  pay. 

The  commercial  importance  of  this  city  justifies  us  in  demanding  this 
m  a  right.  We  are  the  great  depot  of  the  State.  We  do  more  business 
than  each  and  every  other  portion  of  the  State  put  together. 

This  year  we  have  done  over  $14,000,000  worth  of  business.  Our 
foreign  export  trade,  from  the  1st  of  Sei)tember,  1859,  to  the  1st  of  Au- 
gust, 18U0,  was  $J,209,570,  being  an  increase  over  last  year,  on  foreign 
exports,  of  $1,005,895,  and  we  have  every  hope  of  an  increase  next 
year  of  our  foreign  trade.  The  foreign  imports  received  at  this  port 
from  the  1st  of  January,  1859,  to  1st  of  August,  18G0,  were  as  follows :

•-Poreign  shipments  destroyed  and  partially  destroyed  by  fire  at  the 
ancliorage  during  the  year,  2,171  bales  of  cotton  for  Antwerp,  and  2,»i51 
bales  for  Liverpool,  value  about  $258,(il0.  We  have  received  from  the 
1st  of  Se[)teuiber,  1851),  to  1st  of  August,  1860, 133,079  bales  of  cotton, 
worth  about  87,319,345;  of  this,  71,100  bales  were  shipped  to  douiestio 
ports,  59,090  to  foreign  ports.  Kesidue  on  hand  for  shipment.  Now, 
add  to  this  the  gross  value  of  tobacco,  hides,  cedar,  lumber,  &c.. 
shipped  from  this  port,  and  the  gross  value  of  merchandise  re<teiveu 
from  all  ports,  and  which  is  consumed  and  forwarded  at  Apalachicola^ 
and  comes  into  our  harbor,  and  it  will  be  found  to  exceed  $I4,(K)0,0U0. 
In  this  trade  there  have  been  cleared  at  the  custom-house  at  this  port, 
from  the  1st  of  September,  1859,  to  1st  of  August,  1800,  148  vessels;  of 
this  number,  31  shijis  carried  freights  to  foreign  ports  and  117  to  domestic 
ports. 

This  is  by  far  a  greater  amount  of  business  than  all  theport«  of  tliia 
Stsite  added  together  can  show,  except  this  city.  To  do  so  great  an 
amount  of  business  you  will  readily  perceive  that  there  must  necessarily 
be  a  great  amount  of  capital  and  commercial  ability  at  this  city.

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During  the  war  the  commerce  of  Apah\cbicola  was  almost  entirely 
destroyed,  but  the  year  after,  (1804,)  I  understand  that  the  amount  of 
buisiness  th)ne  there  equaled,  if  it  (lid  not  exceed,  that  of  1800.  The 
cotton  receipts  for  1804  I  have  heard  sratetl  as  129,000  bales.  Since  that 
time  the  commerce  of  the  phace  has  steadily  and  rapidly  declined.  Thia 
loss  of  trade  is  due,  I  think,  to  two  causes;  partly  and  primarily,  per- 
haps, to  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  preventing  vessels  from  com- 
ing to  the  wharves  of  the  city,  but  compelling  them  to  anchor  nearly 
three  miles  off  and  to  lighter  their  cargoes ;  but  principally  it  is  due  to 
the  sni)erior  advantages  offered  for  getting  the  cotton  to  market  by  the 
various  railroads  tapping  the  Chattahoochee  and  Flint  Rivers  and  pass- 
ing through  the  section  of  country  depending  before  on  Apalachicola 
to  the  Atlantic  ports,  especially  to  Savannah,  to  which  place  probably 
the  greater  portion  of  the  commerce  lost  by  Apalachicola  has  been 
(Imwn. 

Whether  it  would  ever  return,  with  the  harbor  Improved,  is  question- 
able, though  undoubtedly  the  port  of  A])alachicola  would  offer  advan- 
tages, if  improved,  for  shipping  the  products  of  and  supplying  an  ex- 
tensive region  along  the  Apalachicola,  Flint,  and  Chattahoochee  Rivers, 
and  the  various  railroads  meeting  there. 

The  length  of  the  navigable  portion  of  these  rivers,  according  to  the 
statements  of  river  pilots,  is  as  follows :

On  the  Chattahoochee  River  are  the  flourishing  cities  of  Columbus  and 
Enfaula,  six  towns,  seven  warehouses,  and  ninety-one  other  landings. 

On  the  Apalachicola  River  are  the  city  of  Apalachicola,  the  towns  of 
Biistol  aiid  Chattahoochee,  two  warehouses,  and  thirteen  other  landings. 

On  the  Flint,  Bainbridge,  two  warehouses,  and  ten  other  landings. 

The  railroads  referred  to  are  as  follows : 

Centering  at  Columbus,  are — 

1.  The  Georgia  Central,  through  Macon  to  Savannah,  with  a  branch 
from  Macon  to  Atlanta.

5.  (Under  constructio.i.)  North  and  South,  from  Columbus  to  Rome. 
Centering  at  Enfaula,  are — 

1.  Eufaula  and  Montgomery. 

2.  Southwestern  Railroad,  (from  Eufaula  to  Macon.) 

3.  (Under  construction.)  Vicksburg  and  Brunswick,  (built  as  far  as 
Troy.) 

At  Port  Qaines — 
A  branch  of  the  Southwestern. 
At  Chattahoochee — 

Jacksonville  and  Pensaqola,  (ruuQing  from  Jacksonville  to  Ghatta- 
boochee.) 
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At  Bainbridge — 

Atlantic  and  Gulf,  (to  Savannah.) 

Supposing,  however,  the  cotton  trade  of  the  country  bordering  on  the 
rivers  and  railroads  enumerated  to  be  permanently  lost  to  Apalachicola, 
there  is  another,  already  commenced,  which  cannot  be  taken  away,  and 
which  might  become  very  extensive,  and  that  is  the  lumber  trade.  Not 
having  time  or  opportunity  to  make  a  personal  reconnaissance  to  deter- 
mine the  extent  of  the  resources  of  the  country  for  this  business,  I  have 
been  obliged  to  conform  myself  to  statements  received  from  parties 
supposed  to  be  acquainted  with  the  matter. 

The  following  extracts  are  given  from  »  paper  drawn  up  by  P.  W. 
White,  esq.,  and  P.  Wise,  the  latter  engaged  in  the  lumber  business 
at  Apalachicola  and  the  former  extensively  acquainted  with  the  country: 

"From  the  Apalachicola  and  Chattahoochee  Rivers,  as  far  up  as  the 
Alabama  line,  westward  to  Pensacola  and  60  miles  south  of  the  Ala- 
bama line,  is  an  unbroken  forest  of  the  finest  quality  of  yellow-heart 
pine,  much  of  it  of  the  description  called  soft  yellow  pine.  This  l>ody 
of  timber  is  about  130  miles  in  length,  east  and  west,  and  about  GO  miles 
in  breadth,  north  and  south.  There  are  some  bodies  of  rich  hammock 
and  x>lanting  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Marianna,  county-site  of  Jackson 
County,  and  some  smaller  ones  in  the  counties  south,  southwest,  and 
west  of  Jackson. 

*'This  body  .of  timber  is  almost  untouched,  except  near  the  Choctaw- 
hatchee,  Escambia,  and  Pensacola  Bays,  whence  the  lumbermen  of  those 
places  have  drawn  their  supplies  for  years. 

"  The  Cliippola  Kiver,  rising  in  Southern  Alabnm<a,  about  28  miles  west 
of  the  Chattahoochee,  flows  in  a  southerly  or  southeasterly  direction, 
about  one  mile  to  the  east  of  the  town  of  Marianna,  and  empties  into 
the  Apalachicola  River  about  40  miles  above  Apalachicola.  This  stream 
rnns  through  the  heart  of  the  timber  regions  of  Calhoun  and  Jackson 
Counties,  all  of  which  can  find  a  safe  outlet  through  the  Chippola- and 
Apalachicola,  with  some  improvement  of  the  former. 

"In  addition  to  the  pine  forests  bordering  this  stream,  there  are  im- 
mense bodies  of  the  finest  cypress,  extending  from  above  Marianna  to 
its  confluence  with  the  Apalachicola,  some  of  it  of  very  great  size  and 
length,  and  generally  sound  and  of  easy  access.  Much  of  it  stands  in 
water  deep  enough  to  float  it  out  from  where  it  is  cut  to  the  open  river. 

"There  is  also  a  great  deal  of  white-oak  and  poplar  and  other  valu- 
able woods  in  the  valley  of  the  Chippola,  which  contribute  to  the  value 
of  its  resources." 

"From  the  Georgia  line,  east  for  12  miles  and  south  as  far  as  the 
waters  of  Saint  George's  8ound,  is  a  country  abounding  with  a  great 
deal  of  fine  yellow  pine  timber.  This  body  of  timber,  some  of  it  of 
superior  quality  and  some  not  so  good,  extends  from  the  Georgia  line 
to  within  20  miles  of  Apalachicola,  as  low  down  on  the  river  as  Bloody 
Bluff,  7  miles  below  Fort  Gadsden. 

"Below  that  point  the  pine  is  not  accessible  from  the  river." 
•  •  •  «  •  •  •  • 

"From  the  Florida  line  up  as  far  as  40  miles  above  Albany,  Georgia, 
on  the  Flint,  and  thence  east  and  west  for  hundreds  of  miles,  into  South 
Georgia  and  South  Alabama,  a  belt  of  the  finest  timber  to  be  found 
anyw  here  in  the  South,  extending  several  hundreds  of  miles,  east  of 
the  Flint,  west  of  the  Chattahoochee,  and  between  the  two  for  nearly  a 
hundred  miles  north  of  the  junction  of  the  two.'* 
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Mr.  Johnson,  a  ship-carpenter  who  resides  here,  informs  me  that  he 
bas  worked  the  yellow-pine  from  Spring  Creek,  which  rises  between  the 
Chattahoochee  and  Flint  Rivers  and  empties  into  the  latter,  and  that 
it  is  of  the  best  quality  of  that  kind  of  timber  which  is  used  in  ship- 
building. 

Spring  Creek  is  a  stream  of  considerable  extent,  on  which  great  quan- 
tities of  this  timber  abound,  and  which  nftbrds  an  outlet  for  it  into  the 
Flint. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  pine  on  both  sides  of  the  Flint  and 
Chattahoochee,  extending  up  into  Southern  Georgia  and  Alabama,  until 
you  approach  the  hilly  country,  say  40  or  50  miles  south  of  Macon. 

Few  mills  have  been  erected  in  all  this  vast  region,  and  those  which 
have  are  for  supplying  a  local  demand,  which  consumes  a  comparatively 

small  amount  of  the  timber. 

•  *••••• 

There  are  already  three  aaw-mills,  with  capacity  of  160,000  feet  per 
day,  in  operation  in  Apalachicola,  and  two  others,  I  have  been  informed, 
ire  projected. 

ThA  lumber  for  the  mills  is  cut  on  the  Apala<3hicola,  Chattahoochee, 
and  Flint  Rivers,  and  the  various  streams  flowing  into  them,  rafted 
•iown  to  Apalachicola,  and  there  sawed  and  shipped. 

To  hum  up,  there  hjis  been  a  large  cotton  trade  at  Apalachicola,  which 
ffiight  possibly  be  restored  by  improving  the  harbor,  and  there  will 
probably  be  a  large  lumber  trade  built  up  by  the  same  improvement, 
ivMhe  material  and  water  transportation  are  at  hand  and  the  trade  is 
»iiwdy  commenced. 

Supposing  it,  therefore,  to  be  desirable  to  make  the  improvement,  the 
'wU question  which  arises  is  its  practicability. 

Ajmlachicola  Kiver  empties  into  Saint  George's  Sound,  which  is  a 
•on^,  shallow  expanse  of  water,  about  3G  miles  from  east  to  west,  and 
varyiug  in  width  from  about  CJ  miles  trom  north  to  south,  at  Apalachi- 
I'k  to  nbf>ut  3J  miles,  at  the  west  end  of  Dog  Island. 

Saint  Vincent's  Island  stands  between  this  sound  and  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  to  the  westward,  leaving  a  narrow,  shoal  entran(ie  between  it 
•od  themniu-luud,  called  Indian  Pass,  and  another  one  between  it  and 
Jj^ml  Island,  called  West  Pass.  From  this  pass  a  small  island,  called 
J^ind  Island,  and  a  long,  narrow  sand-spit,  partially  covered  with  tim- 
Vr,  and  from  1 J  miles  wide  near  its  west  end  to  J  mile  near  its  eastern 
'•^tivuiity,  called  Saint  George's  Island,  extend  about  26  miles,  closing 
^\i^  sound  from  the  Gulf  to  the  southwest  and  south,  with  but  two  open- 
"  .:•',  one  between  Sand  Island  and  Saint  George's,  narrow  and  shoal, 
•nd  the  other  nearly  south  from  Apalachicola,  called  New  Inlet,  which 
».«^  ))roken  through  by  a  gale  on  2d  of  September,  1837,  with  about  10 
•^ t  of  water  at  that  time. 

At  the  east  end  of  Saint  George's  Island  is  another  outlet  to  the  Gulf, 
•'•<mt  3J  miles  wide,  called  East  Pass,  separating  Saint  George's  and 
J>»2  island,  which  latter  extends  from  this  pass  along  the  south  of  the 
*"ind,  about  6  miles  farther.  East  and  West  Passes  are  the  ones  used 
•j}  the  commerce  of  Apalachicola. 

Tie  West  Pass,  principally  used,  allows  vessels  drawing  11 J  feet  of 
'iitertosail  over  the  outer  bar  at  mean  low  water  and  run  up  to  the 
'J^cr  anchonige,  a  disbiiK^,  by  the  channel  course,  of  about  7^  miles. 
^'r'«n  this  point  there  is  11  feet  of  water  (excepting  a  small  distance  of 
1»M)  to  the  upper  anchorage,  a  distance  of  about  10  miles  by  course. 
*'n>iD  this  point  to  the  city  the  water  shoals  to  about  4  feet  on  the  crest 
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of  the  bar,  about  one  mile  from  the  city,  and  again  deepens  to  over  2Q 
feet  in  the  river  in  front  of  the  city. 

The  East  Pass,  sometimes  used,  has  a  depth  over  the  outer  bar  and  up 
to  the  East  Pass  anchorage,  a  distance  of  about  5  miles,  by  course,  of 
14  feet,  and  at  the  anchorage  there  is  20  feet  of  water  and  a  good  holdiDg- 
ground. 

From  this  point  the  water  gradually  shoals  to  the  westward  toward 
the  city,  and  within  a  few  miles  the  bottom  becomes  very  irregular,  or 
lumpy,  with  a  succession  of  shoals  and  deep  holes;  a  short  distjuice 
farther  is  a  bar,  or  irregular  shoal,  making  out  trorn  the  main-land  almost 
to  Saint  George's  Island,  called  Port43r's  Bar,  which  throws  the  deep- 
water  line  to  the  south,  and  makes  a  sharp  bend  in  the  course  of  the 
deepest  water.  Beyond  this  bar  and  about  9  miles  from  the  £}ist  P'd89 
anchorage  and  about  4f  from  the  upper  anchorage,  mentioned  in  con- 
nection with  the  West  Pass,  is  an  irregular  bar  or  shoal  extending  all 
the  way,  in  a  southerly  direction,  from  the  main-land  to  Saint  Genrge'd 
Island,  completely  closing  the  sound  in  this  direction,  with  a  depth  of 
water  on  it,  at  the  point  where  it  is  usually  crossed  by  vessels  runniog 
on  the  souikI,  of  about  5  feet,  which  can  be  carried  through  to  East 
Pass  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  distance  10  and  11  feet. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  a  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river 
(Apalachicola)  blo<:ks  the  way  to  the  city,  both  by  the  E  ist  and  West 
Passes,  and,  in  addition,  by  way  of  the  East  Pass  the  course  of  vessels  is 
obstructed  by  the  Bulk-head,  Porter's  Bar,  and  the  Lump. 

The  conclusion  is,  therefore,  evident  that  the  first  thing  to  be  done,  \u 
order  to  improve  matters,  is  to  open  this  bar  at  the  mouth  of  tlie  river, 
BO  that  vessels  which  now  come  up  by  way  of  the  West  Pass  to  the 
up])er  anchorage  can  continue  up  to  the  wharves  of  the  city.  This  bar 
is  formed  by  the  combined  action  of  the  currents  of  the  river  and  those 
formed  in  tlie  sound  by  the  winds  and  waves  meeting,  jiroducing  still 
water,  and  thereby  causing  the  deposit  of  sedimentary  matter,  carried 
along  by  the  water  when  in  motion,  both  the  mud  of  the  river  and  ttio 
sand  from  the  beach,  abraded  by  the  other  currents  produced  by  the 
winds  and  tides. 

The  river  currents  and  those  formed  by  the  winds  are  probably  the 
most  important  in  this  action,  as  tlie  tides  are  very  small,  varying  in 
rise  and  fall  from  .8  foot  (neap)  and  1.8  feet  (spring)  (average,  1.3  feet) 
to  extreme  tides,  with  a  rise  and  fall  of  over  3  feet,  produced  occa- 
sionally by  severe  gales  from  particular  direxjtions. 

Easterly  and  westerly  winds,  by  producing  currents  through  the 
sound  across  the  river  currents,  probably  produce  the  greatest  amount 
of  damage  in  diminishing  the  depth  of  water  on  the  bar. 

An  examination  of  the  bar  and  information  furnished  from  varions 
sources  coincided  in  showing  it  to  be  composed  of  a  crust  of  bard  sand 
about  one  foot  in  thickness,  with  a  substratum  of  soft  mud  of  consid 
eruble  depth. 

The  depth  of  water  on  this  bar  has  varied  somewhat  from  year  to 
year,  but  the  change  has  been  comparatively  slight  of  late  years. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  it  can  be  opened  or  improved ;  in  fact,  it  has 
already  been  once  done,  according  to  the  testimony  of  several  persons, 
and  especially  of  Samuel  Beuezet,  esq.,  for  several  years  a  resident  of 
Apalachicola,  but  now  living  in  North  Carolina,  and  from  whom  tho 
following  facts  were  principally  obUuned  : 

The  bar  was  cut  through  by  a  dredge-boat  owned  by  Nathaniel  Gris- 
wold,  of  New  York,  in  1838,  a  length  of  4,000  feet,  (width  not 
known,)  and  to  a  depth  of  10  feet,  about,  and  the  cut  was  used  by  ves 
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sels.  The  desigrn  was  to  make  the  width  120  fe^t.  In  Febrnary,  1819, 
the  channel  was  Htill  in  use.  The  total  cost  of  tliat  work  I  conid  not 
ascertain,  but  think  ic  was  about  $3(),()()0.  A  lack  of  funds  led  to  muk- 
inp:  a  sharp  turn  in  the  line  of  excavation  originally  projected,  in  order 
to  reach  det^p  water  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  this  bend,  the  selection 
of  an  improper  place  for  the  <leposit  of  the  materials  excavated,  (from 
which  it  was  washed  back  into  the  cut,)  and  the  hxipng  of  the  hull  of 
a  brig,  which  was  burned  in  the  channel,  on  the  bank,  are  assigned  as 
reasons  for  the  cut  filling  up. 

The  channel  remained  o|)en,  however,  through  the  seasons  of  1839-'4(> 
and  1840-'4l.  In  the  spring  of  1841,  complaints  began  to  be  made  of 
the  filling  up  of  the  channel.  It  was  completely  closed  up  by  a  severe 
pile  in  September,  1841,  leaving  a  depth  of  only  about  five  feet.  Crooked 
Channel — a  channel  to  the  eastward  of  the  one  in  question — was  then 
used  for  several  years,  the  straight  channel  in  the  mean  while  filling  up 
to  about  4  feet,  and  then  deepennig  to  about  G  feet,  till  about  185()-M2, 
it  was  again  used,  and  has  been  used  ever  since,  its  depth  varying  from 
5^  feet  to  7  feet,  supposed  at  high  water,  which  is  about  what  it  is  now. 
It  this  bar  was  once  opened,  the  little  change  indicated  on  it  at  present 
from  year  to  year  would  seem  to  indicate  it  could  be  kept  open  at  a 
6lij>:ht  cost  per  year. 

In  regard  to  the  best  means  of  improving  the  river  at  its  mouth,  I 
should  recommend  the  dredging  of  a  channel  through  the  bar  from  ilio 
llfoot  curve  on  the  inside  to  the  same  curve  oti  the  outside,  by  the 
shortest  line  from  deep  water  to  deep  wsiter,  which  is  also  the  line  of 
deepest  water,  or  the  natural  channel,  100  feet  wide  and  11  feet  deep 
the  width  to  be  afterward  increased,  if  found  proper  from  the  success 
of  the  first  cutting,  to  200  feet.  i 

The  cost  of  the  improvement  would  be  about  as  follows : 

A  channel,  to  allow  vessels  drawing  11  feet  of  water  to  pass  up  to  the 
city,  100  feet  wide,  would  require  the  excavation  of  about  200,000  cubic 
yards  of  8and  and  mud,  which,  at  fifty  cents  per  cubic  yard,  would  cost 
about  $100,(HK). 

For  a  chaiinel,  same  depth  and  200  feet  wide,  about  370,000  cubic 
.Tnrds  of  excavation,  at  fifty  cents  per  cubic  yard,  would  cost  about 
♦185,000. 

The  next  improvement  suggested  would  be  to  open  a  channel  through 
to  East  Pass,  thus  opening  the  navigation  of  the  sound  its  entire  lengthy 
and  saving  the  long  detour  which  vessels  from  the  eastward  would  havo 
to  make  going  around  to  West  Pass. 

A  preliminary  examination  in  relation  to  this  improvement,  and  also 
of  New  Inlet,  was  made,  but  the  survey  was  completed  after  my  return, 
and  the  result  is  embodied  in  the  report  of  Mr.  0.  F.  Trill,  submitted 
lierewitb.

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REPORT  OF  MR.  C.  F.  TRILL,  CIVIL  ENGINEER  ON  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OP 
APALACHICOLA  BAY,  FLORIDA. 

Mobile,  Alabama,  September  1, 1871. 

I  liave  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  that  part  of  the 
survey  and  examination  of  the  mouth  of  the  Apalachicola  River  which 
was  made  by  me  in  charge,  comprising  the  ]>rojected  channel  ropte 
through  the  eastern  part  of  Apalachicola  Bay,  from  the  upper  anchorage 
to  the  East  Pass,  and  the  examination  of  New  Inlet  Pass. 

As  no  United  States  Coast  Survey  map  of  the  eastern  portion  of  Apa- 
lachicola Buy  was  at  the  time  in  existence,  the  selection  of  the  l>est 
places  for  crossing  the  different  shoals  required  a  very  extensive  and 
careful  reconnaissance  of  the  whole  east  bay,  which  consumed  consider- 
able time.  Tlie  current  observ^ations  originally  intended,  and  very  im- 
portant, could  not  be  made,  on  account  of  the  want  of  reliable  metera  as 
well  as  of  time,  and  on  account  of  the  continual  rough  weather  in  the 
advanced  season.  The  fact  tliat  the  distances  between  the  soundings  in 
sections  I  A,  1  B,  and  III  (the  latter  being  the  most  irregular  forma- 
tion of  all)  are  very  large,  the  incomplete  condition  of  the  work  at  New 
Inlet,  and  the  watit  of  complete  current  and  discharge  observations  in 
river  and  bay,  which  are  an  absolutely  indispensable  base  for  the  con- 
struction of  all  dikes  and  side  works,  as  also  for  determining  the  pro- 
portions of  the  channels  themselves,  show  that  the  work  cannot  be  con- 
sidered completed. 

I  therefore  suggest  the  following  as  necessary : 

1st.  A  completion  of  the  survey  in  sections  I  A,  I  B,  and  especially 
III,  at  New  Inlet,  and  in  the  gulf  next  to  Now  Inlet;  an  examination 
in  regard  to  a  prolongation  of  the  straight  channel,  with  a  depth  of  13 
feet  to  the  13-foot  hole;  an  examination  of  Higgins  shoal  and  West 
Pass  bar,  and  especially  river  and  tide  current,  and  discharge  observa- 
tions: 1st.  In  Apalachicola  River  above  Pinhooks  Point;  2d.  In  Florida 
River,  (ontletof  Lake  Weinico;)  3d.  In  Little  Saint  Mark's  River,  (second 
mouth  of  Apalachicola  River;)  4th.  In  the  Crooked  Ghiinnel;  5th.  On 
the  bar  and  in  the  eastern  sections;  Cth.  At  New  Inlet;  7th.  On  West 
Pass  bar;  8th.  Some  observntions  showing  the  direction  and  the  divid- 
ing of  the  current  to  east  and  west  in  the  middle  part  of  the  bay. 
Finally,  I  should  recommend  experimental  borings  in  different  parts  of 
the  bay,  and  especially  at  New  Inlet.  The  cun'ent  and  tide  observations, 
to  obtain  true  reductions,  would  have  to  be  continued  for  twelve  months. 
As,  if  an  appropriation  for  the  dredging  should  be  made,  an  engineer 
and  assistant,  with  sloop  antl  party,  would  have  to  be  st^itioned  in  Apa- 
lachicola, they  could  make  all  the  observations  in  the  bay ;  and  for  those 
in  the  river  branches  above  an  extra  sum  of  about  $2,56o  would  be  suf- 
ficient, to  which  will  have  to  be  added  the  purchase  of  the  necessary 
meters,  &c.,  and  of  six  or  seven  self  recording  gauges,  the  price  of  which 
I  do  not  know. 

The  following  shows  the  result  of  the  work  done  in  this  season: 

THE  EASTERN  CHANNEL  ROUTE. 

As  a  general  description  of  the  bay  has  already  been  given  by  Cap- 
tain Damrell,  I  shall  say  little  about  this  subject.  The  three  shoals 
between  the  upper  anchorage  and  the  East  Pass  are  the  Norman  Bar, 
the  Bnlk-head,  and  the  Lump.  The  Norman  Bar  and  Bulk-head  have, 
in  my  opinion,  been  formed  by  the  meeting  of  the  two  tide  currents 
fioni  East  and  West  Passes. 
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If  this  opinion  is  correct,  which  can  only  bo  ascertained  by  current 
ohservations,  the  cuts  in  these  phices  will  have  a  tendency  to  fill  up 
again  rapidly. 

The  Norman  Bur  is  not  a  very  great  obstacle,  having  at  ])resent,  at  its 
best  place,  7.5  feet  on  its  crest  at  mean  low  tide.  The  proposed  cut  fol- 
lows the  line  of  the  natural  current.  Maximum  length  of  cut,  5,575 
feet;  maximum  depth,  2.5  feet;  excavation,  51,000  cubic  yards. 

TheBuIk«head  shows  three  difterent  places  which  might  be  selected 
for  crossing. 

The  first,  on  the  south  side,  which  I  deem  preferable  to  all  others,  lies 
in  the  straight  line  from  stake  I  to  the  turn-stake  No.  7,  (sheet  No.  3,) 
in  the  same  line  with  the  best  crossing  of  Norman  Bar,  also  almost 
parallel  to  the  direction  of  the  natural  current.  Maximum  length  of 
cut,  0,000  feet;  maximum  depth,  0.25  feet;  excavation,  175,000  cubic 
yards. 

The  northern  passage  over  Bulk-head  shows  two  distinct  bars,  divided 
bj  a  deep  hole,  with  10  feet  water  between. 

The  western  portion  (section  II  A)  is  unimportant,  being  short,  and, 
on  the  shoalest  place,  covered  by  8  feet  water  at  mean  low  tide.  The 
eastern  portion  (section  II  B)  resembles  in  its  profile  very  much  section 
IL  For  section  II A  the  maximum  length  of  cutting  is  2,350  feet ;  max- 
imum depth  of  cut,  2  feet;  excavation,  24,000  cubic  yards.  In  section 
II B,  6,800  feet,  6.25  feet,  and  172,000  cubic  yards.  Total,  190,000  cubic 
yanls. 

The  objections  against  this  line  are:  1st.  More  excavation  than  in  sec- 
tion II;  2d.  The  necessity  of  three  turns,  one  of  which,  at  stake  5  B,  is 
very  sharp;  3d.  The  natural  current  crosses  It  at  nearly  right  angles; 
therefore,  if  cut,  eddies  are  liable  to  form,  and  the  cut  would  have  a 
tendency  to  fill  up  rapidly;  4th.  The  passage  from  stake  6  B  to  stake  8 
B  is  not  perfectly  clear;  several  lumps  with  only  9.5  feet  water  have  to 
be  crossed,  though  consisting  of  such  soft  mud  that  steamers  could,  at 
low  tide,  actually  pass  through  tlie  same  and  clear  the  way  themselves. 

The  third  pass  over  Bulk-head  lie^  in  the  middle,  belweeu  the  two 
mentioned,  from  'the  point  of  the  10-foot  curve,  in  section  II  A,  to  the 
deep  hole  east  of  Bulk-head.  It  is  clear  of  the  5-foot  curve,  but  the  10- 
foot  curves  on  both  sides  are  much  farther  apart  and  the  shoal  spreads 
over  a  longer  distance.  A  line  of  soundings  run  over  it  convinced  me 
that  its  ])rofile  is,  and  its  excavation  would  be,  no  less  than  the  one  of 
either  of  the  above  sections.  Besides,  sharp  turns  would  have  to  bo 
made  at  its  deflection  from  section  II  A,  and  around  the  very  hard 
oyster-bar,  with  only  5.5  feet  water  in  its  eastern  part.  Also,  the  pas- 
sage from  there  to  stake  No.  7  is  not  straight  and  not  perfectly  clear. 
I  think  this  line  inferior  to  both  the  above;  yet  a  closer  examination  of 
the  same  might  be  made. 

The  third  shoal,  commonly  called  the  Lumps,  is  not  as  remarkable  for 
its  shoalness  as  for  its  extent,  it  having  nearly  twice  the  length  of  sec- 
tion 1  or  II.  There  are  two  channels  here.  The  one  nearly  follows  the 
line  of  section  III ;  the  second,  the  deeper,  narrower,  and  more  irregular 
one,  lies  to  the  southward  of  the  first,  both  having  a  very  shoal  fiat 
between.  Competent  pilots,  living  in  Apalachicola  for  twenty  years, 
assured  me  that  this  latter  channel  was  gra<lually  filling  up,  and'^a  few 
jettees,  erected  there  in  proper  position,  would  soon  cause  the  filling  of 
it  to  the  level  of  the  flat,  and  the  preserving  of  the  proposed  cut,  which 
runs  straight  from  the  deep  water,  north  of  the  oyster-bar  at  stake  9,  to 
stake  11.  Maximumlengthof  cut, 9,400  feet;  maximum  depth, 4  feet; 
excavation,  140,000  cubic  yards. 
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Aa  only  few  plnees  between  these  three  shoals  have  more  than  10  fret 
depth  at  mean  low  water,  and  tlierefore  dredjjing:  to  a  greater  depth 
than  that  wonid  increase  the  amount  in  some  sections  ahnost  to  doab)« 
what  it  is  for  10  feet,  the  excavations  have  l)een  calculated  for  thisdqtth 
only.  Thus  we  have,  selecting  section  11  as  the  most  proper  crossing  of 
Bulk-head,  the  excavation  for  the  eastern  route :

which  is,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  cubic  yard,  equal,  in  cost,  to 
$183,000. 

As  to  the  nature  of  the  bottom,  and  the  facilities  for  dredging  in  Ap- 
alachicola  Bay,  I  have  to  remark  that  on  the  blueday  bank,  wbieh 
forms  the  proper  bed  of  Apalachicola  Bay,  rests  a  soft  mud,  evidcDtly 
the  deposit  of  the  river,  which  is  found  in  all  places  of  9  or  10  feet  water, 
but  all  the  bars  are  covered  with  a  very  hard  crust,  varying  from  1  to  2 
feet  in  thickness,  which  is  a  conglomerate  of  the  sai<l  mud  with  very  tine 
sand,  and,  on  the  eastern  bars,  mixed  with  small  shells.  As  the  mud, 
through  which  the  cuts  would  have  to  go,  is  so  exceedingly  soft,  I  al- 
lowed nowhere  less  than  2.1  slope,  and  do  not  think  that  even  this  viU 
be  sufficient  everywhere.  The  deposits  of  excavation  for  the  bar  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  would  have  to  be  made  behind  the  dike  iu  Crooked 
Channel;  for  sections  1  and  II, in  the  south  end  of  the  deep  holes  west- 
ward of  the  shoals ;  for  section  III,  in  the  crooked  channel  south  of  the 
flat 

NEW  INLET. 

This  pass,  formed  by  a  gale  in  1837,  is  very  narrow  and  deep,  tht 
greatest  depth  in  it  being  21  feet  at  mean  low  water.  This  deep  water 
is  divided  from  the  deepest  basin  in  We^t  Bay,  known  as  the  13-foot 
hole,  by  the  east  end  of  Higgins  Flat,  over  which  there  is  a  channel  of 
4  feet  at  mean  low  water.  This  channel,  however,  is  so  narrow  and  irreg- 
ular that  it  is  not  fit  to  be  followed  by  a  deep  cut ;  therefore,  the  shoal- 
est  places  in  the  straight  cut,  proposed  on  sheet  No.  4,  would  be  covered 
with  only  1.5  feet  at  mean  low  water,  making  thus  the  maximam  cut  for 
a  depth  of  13  feet  11.5  feet.  This  depth  of  13  feet  I  have  assumed,  he- 
cause  the  13-foot  hole,  a  splendid  anchorage,  about  2  to  2^  miles  long 
and  ^  to  1  mile  wide,  has  this  depth.  The  distance  of  cutting  throagh 
the  inside  shoal  at  New  Inlet  is  0,000  feet ;  excavation,  213,750  cubic 
yards. 

From  the  deep  water  in  the  gulf  New  Inlet  is  divided  by  a  little  rid^ 
*  running  all  along  the  outside  beach  of  St.  6eorge*s  Island  at  a  distance 
of  about  i  mile  from  the  shore.  The  deepest  cut  through  this  ridge  is 
10  feet;  the  distance,  2,200  feet;  excavation,  05,200  cubic  yards.  In 
this  section  I  think  a  slope  of  4.1  necessary.  Total  excavation  at  New 
Inlet  for  13  feet,  278,950  cubic  yards,  $140,000. 

Of  the  breakwaters  necessary  for  keeping  the  channel  thene  open,  I 
shall  speak  hereatter. 

THE  ADVANTAGES  AND  DISADVANTAGES  OP  DIPPEEKNT  BOUTBS. 

I  should  not  recommend  the  dredging  of  the  eastern-channel  route  ftt 
all.  A  difference  in  distance  of  10  or  12  miles,  more  or  less,  is  Dot  veiy 
important  with  a  ship  making  a  trip  of  seveml  iiundri^  mileis. 
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The  only  ase  for  the  eastern  rout^.  I  can  see  would  be  as  a  part  of  the 
Mississippi  jukI  Atlantic  Canal,  which  has  been  talked  of.  What  I  r&- 
commend,  and  what  Apalachicola  needs,  Is  cnectiannel  from  the  mouth 
of  the  river  to  the  Gulf;  a  i)rolon.e:ation  of  the  river  channel  from  the 
Tow  head  to  the  outside  beach  of  St,  George's  Island,  with  the  gn^eatest 
passible  deptfaf.  It  is  evident  that  the  shortest  line  is  the  best  and  will 
cost  the  least.  Take  the  $183,000  which  the  eastern  route  would  cost, 
and  apply  them  to  the  obtaining  of  a  greater  depth  in  the  «>ne  channel 
and  to  the  proper  protection  of  the  same  for  the  future,  and  you  will 
do  more  good  to  the  town  and  its  trade  than  by  cutting  two  or  three 
channels  of  10  teet  depth,  the  most  of  which  will  be  iilleil  up  again  in 
four  or  five  years.  The  best  way  this  one  channel  can  possibly  be  laid 
is  through  i'ew  Inlet. 

That  this  route  is  the  shortest  is  seen  by  a  glance  at  the  map.  That 
it  is  and  will  be,  for  the  future,  the  best,  will  be  shown  by  the  following: 
The  channel  to  the  city  is  above  projected  with  II  feet  depth.  Alrejuly, 
now,  the  ship-channel  in  West  Bay  is  insufficient  for  II  feet  draught. 
The  crest  of  Higgins  Flat,  showing  on  the  United  States  Coast-Sur- 
rey maps  of  1861  II  feet  water,  has  now  scarcely  10.5  feet;  West  Pass 
bar,  having  had  at  the  time  mentioned  13  feet  at  mean  low  water,  has 
now,  according  to  the  unanimous  statements  of  the  most  competent 
pilots  and  captains,  oidy  11.5  fd^et- 

Already  an  improvement  of  Higgins  Flat  is  necessary,  and  in  a  few 
vears  one  of  West  Pass  bar  will  become  equally  necessary.  There  will 
be  two  places  to  be  attended  to  continually ;  at  ^ew  Inlet  only  one. 

But  should  the  city  of  Apalaohicola — which  is  not  unlikely — again 
become  a  thriving  emporium,  as  site  has  been,  and  a  deepening  of  the 
channel  become  desirablo,  the  advantage  of  the  New  Inlet  line  would  be 
still  more  manifest.  An  increase  of  the  channel  depth  of  a  single  foot 
would,  by  the  way  of  West  Pass,  require  a  continual  cut  of  six  miles 
besides  the  cut  through  West  Pass  bar.  In  the  13-foot  hole,  and  at  New 
Inlet^  the  depth  of  13  feet — that  is,  2  additional  feet — would  already  be 
there,  and  for  each  additional  foot  the  advantage  of  New  Inlet  will  ia- 
creade  tenfold.  An  increase  of  the  depth  to  13  feet  would,  assuming  the 
il-foot  channel  to  the  upper  anchorage  to  be  completed,  require  an  addi- 
tional excavation  of— New  Inlet,  610,000  cubic  yards ;  West  Pass,  930,000 
cubic  yards.  And  we  will  be  struck  much  more  by  the  advantages  of  the 
New  Inlet  line,  if  we  consider  the  necessity  of  protective  works  for  the 
channel  and  the  prospects  for  its  being  kept  open  in  future.  No  dredg- 
ing ever  has  been  done  nor  ever  will  be  done  at  a  place  where  any  cross- 
currents exist  that  would  last  forever ;  more  especially  so,  a  cut  through 
river  bars  formed  by  currents. 

The  absolute  necessity  of  refilling  is  shown  by  the  law  itself  by  which 
the  first  formation  of  these  bars  took  place.  It  is  evident  that  such 
a  bar  can,  by  artificial  prolongation  of  the  river  banks,  be  moved  out  to  ' 
any  desired  distance  in  the  sea,  but  it  will  always  be  at  the  end  of  the 
works.  How  fast  this  new  bar,  after  each  prolongation,  will  form,  and 
in  what  distance  from  the  end  of  the  parallels  its  crest  in  the  mid-chan- 
nel will  be,  will  chiefly  depend  upon  the  velocity  of  the  confined  stream 
in  its  last  section,  the  proportion  in  which  the  [irofiles  increase,  and  the 
amount  of  sediment  pushed  along  by  the  river,  about  which  items  I 
have,  in  our  case,  no  data  whatever. 

It  is  evi<leut  that  by  carrying  our  side-works  into  a  lesser  or  greater 
depth,  by  letting  them  terminate  either  abruptly  or  gradually,  and  by 
giving  different  shapes  to  the  mouth  of  our  artificial  river,  and  at  livst 
by  placing  the  termination  of  the  work  either  parallel  or  undi^r  a  cer- 
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tain  angle  to  the  general  direction  of  the  tide  corrent  at  that  plaice,  we 
can  obtain  either  a  verj^  steep,  abrupt,  and  shoal  bar,  or  a  more  spread 
and  level  one.  Outside  of  New  Inlet  side-works  or  breakwaters  would 
have  to  be  carried  to  a  considerable  depth — 30  or  40  feet — to  secure  a 
sufficient  depth  for  many  years  to  come.  IIow  this  termination  ought 
to  be  aiTanged  I  cannot  determine  now,  as  1  am  entirely  without  any 
data  as  to  discharge,  velocities,  and  directions  of  currents,  &c.  As  New 
Inlet  is  formed  in  quicksand,  the  erection  of  outside  parallel  piers  will 
be  a  necessity  for  keeping  a  channel  open  in  any  case. 

The  dimensions  and  cost  of  the  same  can  only  be  derived  from  the 
depth  at  which  either  the  blue  clay  or  a  sand  bed  hard  and  solid  enough 
for  foundation  is  struck,  which  can  only  be  ascertained  by  borings.

By  this  system,  not  only  11  feet,  but  any  depth  desired  over  that, 
down  to  the  strata  of  the  blue  clay,  could  be  obtained  and  maintaiued 
in  the  channel  without  further  dredging,  by  merely  regulating  the  pro- 
file of  the  confined  stream  accordingly.  The  side  works  would  by  no 
means  be  all  solid  and  uninterrupted,  but  would  have  to  be  arranged 
like  the  parallels  and  traverses  used  to  produce  fills  in  river  improve- 
ments, and  such  as  to  admit  fiood-tide  from  the  sides.    Also,  their  tops 
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would  have  to  be  kept  in  such  depth  below  the  water  surface  as  to  allow 
small  craft  of  3  or  4  feet  draught  to  sail  over  them  at  any  time.  After 
a  series  of  years,  a  prolongation  of  the  breakwater,  or  the  erection  of 
some  special  structure  of  small  cost,  will  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
reqnired  depth  in  the  mouth  of  the  artificial  river  for  generations.

REPORT  OF  MR.  C.  TRILL,  CIVIL  ENGINEER,  ON  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF 
THE  CHATTAHOOCHEE  RIVER. 

Mobile,  Alabama,  March  25, 1872. 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
survey  of  the  Chattahoochee  Eiver  and  the  means  of  thoroughly  and 
l)ermanently  improving  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  navigation.  Hav- 
ing, on  the  14th  of  September,  1871,  received  orders  to  take  charge  of 
the  survey,  I  left  Mobile  the  loth,  accompanied  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Warren, 
assistant  to  me,  and  reached  Columbus,  Georgia,  September  16.  At  this 
place  at  first  great  difficulties  were  encountered  in  having  the  necessary 
preparations  for  the  trip  made. 

The  leisure  time  I  had  during  this  period  I  spent  in  two  steamboat  trips 
up  and  down  the  river,  to  which  I  was  gallantly  invited  by  H.  Frey,  esq., 
captain  of  the  Bamett  line.  Thus  I  gathered  a  great  deal  of  informa- 
tion and  knowledge  about  the  nature  of  the  river,  which  proved  to  be 
very  time-saving  afterward. 

The  transit  line  was  finally  started  October  19,  and  the  work  closed 
at  Eufaula  wharf,  December  10,  for  this  season. 

THE  necessity  OF  IMPBOVEIVIENTS  IN  THE  SOUTH. 

The  South,  freed  from  the  influence  of  slavery,  and  gradually  recov- 
ering from  the  effects  of  the  civil  war,  is  rising  up  to  a  future,  which 
necessarily  must  far  exceed  its  highest  prosperity  of  former  days ;  and 
the  South  decidedly  has  advantages  of  climate,  soil,  and  natural  wealth, 
almost  yet  intact,  which  few  of  the  Northern  and  Western  States  share. 

The  cotton  production,  this  main  branch  of  southern  industry,  is 
again  increasing  year  by  year,  and  though  it  has  not  quite  reached  its 
former  culmination  yet,  it  will  soon  have  done  so.  And  since  1865,  a 
thing  not  known  here  before,  manufacturing  has  sprung  up  everywhere

throughout  the  Southern  States,  in  a  manner  which  is  most  promising, 
and  has,  assisted  by  northern  capital,  in  a  comparatively  short  time, 
already  assumed  astonishing  dimensions.  But  there  is  one  great  pres- 
sure lying  on  the  free  development  of  the  South.  While  the  North  has 
since  1800  never  stopped  its  activity  and  progress;  has  received  improve- 
ment after  improvement;  while  harbors  and  rivers  were  improve<l,  ship- 
canals  dug,  &c.,  nothing  has  been  done  for  the  South ;  its  harbors  have 
filled  up ;  its  rivers  have  become  wild  streams ;  it  has  nothing  but  a  few 
badly -managed  railroads,  which  exert  shameless  monopolizing,  and  which, 
as  long  as  the  country  is  confined  to  them  alone,  must,  by  their  tremen- 
dous rates,  necessarily  produce  a  pressure  much  felt  by  trade  and  in- 
dustry. 

Therefore  free,  public,  natural  routes  of  communication  and  transpor- 
tation are  the  great  want  in  the  South. 

THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  CHATTAHOOCHEE  RIVER, 

The  country  on  the  Chattahoochee,  Flint,  and  Apalachicola  Rivers  is 
one  of  the  most  eminent  sections  of  the  whole  South,  milder  than  the 
western  part,  and  richer  than  the  prairies  of  Texas,  oft'ering  all  imagina- 
ble advantages  to  agriculture,  manufacturing,  and  immigration.  Along 
the  Chattahoochee  and  Flint  an  uninterrupted  line  of  cx)tton-planta- 
tions  covers  the  borders  of  the  rivers,  and  from  the  latitude  of  Bain- 
bridge  down,  the  whole  is  not,  as  usually  imagined,  a  miserable  swamp, 
but  an  immense  and  inexhaustible  forest  of  the  most  beautiful  pine, 
cypress,  and  cedar,  oflFering  unlimited  advantages  to  lumber  traders; 
even  it  is  yet  an  almost  unknown  country.  The  cotton-plantations  above 
produce,  even  those  under  bad  management,  never  less  than  one  bale 
or  five  hundred  pounds  per  acre  in  the  average ;  on  Wolfox  plantation 
sixty  bushels  of  corn  have  been  raised  per  acre  in  1870 ;  the  produc- 
tion of  sugar-cane  is  abundant  in  proportion  to  its  extent;  a  superfluity 
of  oranges  and  fruits  of  all  kinds  is  found;  the  facilities  of  raising  to- 
bacco, &c.,  are  very  great ;  also  I  do  think  that  this  section  of  the 
country  would  offer  great  facilities  to  silk  production.  I  have  noticed 
the  finest  mulberry  growing  spontaneously,  and  the  climate  is  as  suita- 
ble for  the  silk-worm  as  any  one  can  be. 

Finally,  there  is  to  be  mentioned  that  in  this  eminent  region  large 
bodies  of  land,  belonging  to  dissolved  companies,  the  larger  part  of  it 
having  been  under  cultivation  before,  are  for  sale  here  almost  as  cheap, 
and  have  in  several  instances  to  my  knowledge  been  sold  even  cheaper, 
than  Government  laud  in  the  West,  and  I  think  that  the  immigrant  com- 
ing here  will  find  more  accommodation  and  facility  and  will  earn  the 
fruit  of.  his  labors  at  an  earlier  day  than  in  the  prairies  of  the  West. 
And  through  this  prominent  region  flows  a  large  vein  of  natural  com- 
munication, needing  only  little  help  by  the  hand  of  nuin — the  Chatta- 
hoochee— which,  united  with  the  equal  Flint,  passes  through  the  richest 
timber-land  of  the  world  down  to  the  bay  of  Apalachicola. 

This  route  all  the  trade  and  traflBc  of  the  country  once  has  gone  in 
days  not  very  far  back,  and  it  must  again  follow  the  same  if  the  neces- 
sarj' facilities  are  given;  and  Apalachicola,  and  not  Savannah,  is  the 
natural  seaport  for  Southern  Georgia,  Southwestern  Alabama,  and 
Middle  Florida.

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"Thus  far  this  season  the  receipts  have  been  3,212,  thus  making 
32,619  bales  which  have  been  received  at  Columbus  in  four  and  a  half 
seasons  by  this  source,  and  15,224  shipping  in  five. 

"  Now  when  it  is  considered  that  immense  supplies  are  sent  down  the 
river  in  exchange  for  this  cotton,  the  value  of  the  trade  is  estimated  at 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Then,  too,  Eufaula,  Fort  Gaines, 
and  Apalachicola  get  laige  supplies  and  large  receipts  of  cotton.  We 
do  not  overestimate  when  we  think  tliat  on  our  river  to  the  bay  are  an- 
nually transx)orted  some  35,000  bales  of  cotton,  and  millions  of  pro- 
duce,'' 

Columbus  is  the  center  of  the  following  railroads: 

1.  Georgia  Central  Railroad,  to  Savannah,  (to  ox)nnect  with  Atlanta,) 

2.  Mobile  and  Ginird  llailroad,  to  Montgomery, 

3.  Montgomery  and  Westpoint  Railroad,  (branch  to  Columbus.) 

4.  Bainbridge,  Cuthbert  and  Columbus  Railroad,  (under  construc- 
tion.) 

5.  North  and  South  Railroad  of  Georgia,  to  Chattanooga,  (under  con- 
struction.) 

Eufaula^  Alabama,     . 

About  the  trade  of  this  city  I  have  no  statement  whatever.  It  is  a 
thriving  business  place,  but  seems  to  be  more  of  a  trading-station  than 
a  manufacturing  town.  Of  the  latter  kind  of  establishments,  there  are 
to  be  mentioned  only  several  saw -mills  doing  a  splendid  business  j  but  the 
amount  of  traffic  done,  especially  in  cotton,  must  be  of  considerable 
value.    The  following  railroads  meet  at  Eufaula: 

1.  Montgomery  and  Eufaula  Railroad. 

2.  Branch  of  the  Georgia  Southwestern  Railroad. 

3.  Yicksburgh  and  Brunswick  Railroad,  (under  construction.) 

A  new  railroad  is  projected  to  Marianna,  Florida ;  surveys  are  being 
made. 

Fort  Gaines,  Georgia. 

This  is  a  place  of  considerable  trade,  with  large  receipts  of  cotton, 
and  with  a  branch  of  the  Georgia  Southwestern  Railroad. 

Bainbridge,  Georgia, 

on  the  lower  Flint,  is,  next  to  Columbus,  the  largest  cotton  emporium 
on  the  rivers.  It  receives  even  more  cotton  from  the  Chattahoochee 
River  than  Columbus  does.  I  have  no  exact  statement  in  reference 
thereto,  but  competent  authorities  judge  that  the  amount  of  cotton 
annually  shipped  to  Bainbridge,  and  from  there  to  Savannah,  is  about 
25,000  bales. 

Of  railroads,  there'are  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Railroad  and  the  Bain- 
bridge, Cuthbert  and^Columbus  Railroad  under  construction. 

NeiVs  Landing,  Florida, 

the  river  port  of  Marianna,  Florida,  and  the  adjacent  country,  has  to  be 
mentioned  as  a  large  cotton  place. 

Chattahoochee,  Florida, 

at  the  junction  of  the  Flint  and  Chattahoochee  Rivers,  has  also  become 
a  place  of  importance,  having  been  lately  reached  by  the  Jacksonville 
and  Pensacola  Railroad.  A  prolongation  of  the  same  to  Marianuai 
Florida,  and  westward  is  projected. 
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ApalacMeoJaj  Florida. 

At  last  Apalachicola,  the  natural  seaport  for  these  rivers,  cannot  be 
forgotten.  i3efore,  during,  and  immediately  after  the  war,  Apalachicola 
iweived  all  the  cotton  from  the  Chattahoochee,  Flint,  Apalachicola, 
md  Tshoupola  rivers,  amounting  to  175,000  bales  a  year.  In  1865  the 
leceipt  vas  yet  125,000  bales ;  but  since  that  the  trade  of  that  city  has 
jone  over  to  the  railroads  mentioned  above,  chiefly  for  the  sake  of  the 
^  condition  of  the  harbor,  having  filled  up  to  5  J  feet  at  high  tide.  But 
fet  the  receipt  of  cotton  in  1870  was  nearly  10,000  bales;  and  Apala- 
Jiicola  is  rising  again.  The  place  of  the  cotton  trade  has  been  taken 
ij^  ihe  lamber  business.  There  are  at  present  three  saw-mills  running 
iiere,  with  a  capacity  of  160,000  feet  of  lumber  per  day,  at  $15.20  per 
ionsand.  Two  more  mills  will  be  erected  this  year,  and  several  more  yet 
w  projected.  Thus  rising  in  importance  itself,  Apalachicola  must  also 
aise  the  importance  of  the  river. 

At  last  it  is  to  be  mentioned  that  the  New  York  and  New  Orleans 
ibroQfjh  freight  line,  via  the  Savannah  and  Georgia  Central  Eailroad,and 
iftecond  freight  line  from  New  York  to  the  upper-river  country,  via  Apala- 
tleola,  also  a  line  connected  with  the  Jacksonville  and  Pensacola  Bail- 
^.  are  doing  their  business  by  the  way  of  the  Chattahoochee  and 
%lachicola  rivers.  As  to  the  amount  and  value  of  the  goods  trans- 
i^rtetl  by  these  lines,  I  havetno  statement. 

The  reasons 

rty  the  trade  on  the  river  is  at  present  not  larger  are  to  be  sought 
D  the  following :  During  the  war  of  course  all  business  was  more  or  less 
top^ied.  After  the  termination  of  the  same,  the  few  boats  that  had  not 
iwi  bamed  or  otherwise  destroyed  were  old  and  rotten,  and  the  most 
ftheoi  not  fit  to  run  any  longer;  no  money  to  build  new  ones  was  in 
he  hands  of  the  ruined  owners  then;  and  if  there  was,  the  bad  condition 
( the  river,  especially  the  formation  of  Bryan's  cut-off,  in  the  lower 
^lachicola  River,  which  actually  did  for  some  time  stop  all  communi- 
itioQ,  and  the  decay  and  filling  up  of  the  harbor  at  Apalachicola,  the 
wural  seaport  and  outlet  for  the  river  trade,  did  not  let  the  undertak- 
^fl  a)>pear  promising  enough,  and  so  it  came  that  nearly  all  the  trade 
Ranged  over  to  the  railroads  then  springing  up,  to  which  it  is  clinging 
^\'  Bat  there  is  no  doubt  that  if  the  Chattahoochee  is  properly  im- 
^^wl,  and  at  once,  also  the  bay  of  Apalachicola  corrected,  and  if 
W«»ni  capital  continues  to  be  invested  there,  as  it  has  been  for  the 
*^t  years,  the  river  trade  will  soon  assume  larger  dimensions  than  it 
*«•  bad  before,  and  the  traffic  will  again  follow  the  best  and  cheapest 
*itr.  And  how  great  this  trade  has  once  already  been,  and  how  neces- 
»rv  an  improvement  of  the  river  is,  is  shown  by  nearly  two  hundred 
►i  rtfty  wrecks  on  the  same. 

Surveys  made  on  the  Chattahoochee  River. 

There  have  already  been  made  several  attempts  to  survey  and  improve 
^'•>  ri\er.  Long  before  the  war — the  year  I  do  not  know — an  appropri- 
*»<'n  of  #.100,000  was  made  by  the  State  of  Georgia  for  improvements 
'the  Rame.  Among  tlie  contractors  an  individual  by  the  name  of 
*rjK  was  largely  concerned.  But  the  thing  seems  to  have  taken  a 
jJ^mble  termination.  All  there  was  completed  was  a  little  dam  on 
*<»lfox  Bar,  put  np  so  awkwardly  that  the  next  high  water  had  to 
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break  it;  the  $300,000,  however,  disappeared,  and  nothing  had  been 
done.  Then,  again,  shortly  before  the  war,  an  appropriation  was  made, 
so*  I  am  informed,  partially  by  the  Government  and  partially  by  the 
State  of  Georgia,  of  $50,000  altogether,  for  surveying  and  improving  the 
river.  Bat  the  parties  trusted  with  the  first  part  must  not  have  been 
very  competent,  as  it  seems  they  did  not  understand  how  to  reduce 
their  soundings  to  the  gauge,  and  they  reported  "  12  feet  of  water  in  the 
channel  throughout  the  whole  river."  Therefore  this  will  have  to  be 
considered  the  first  regular  survey  of  the  river  made. 

Qeiieral  description  of  the  Chattahoochee  River. 

After  tumbling  in  continual  cascades  over  the  rocks,  from  the  "  Lovers' 
Leap"  to  Columbus,  the  river  becomes  navigable  immediately  below  the 
city,  with  a  low-water  discharge  of  2,610  cubic  feet  per  second.  From 
there  it  flows,  with  a  fall  of  eight  inches  per  mile,  in-  wide  curves,  in  a 
generally  due  southward  direction.  The  width  of  the  river  at  Columbus 
is  350  feet,  too  wide  for  discharge  and  fall;  and  the  river  has  in  thi« 
part  formed  a  series  of  shoals,  with  2  feet  water  in  the  channel. 
Breaking  through  the  solid  strata  in  the  Euchee  Rapids,  the  river  is 
obliged  to  take  a  turn  to  S.  70°  E.,  which  direction  it  keeps  for  the  next 
8  miles.  In  this  part  frequent  shoals,  with  half  foot  more  than  above, 
are  yet  found.  At  Chimney  Bluff,  22  mileB  below  Columbus,  the  river 
is  thrown  back  to  the  westward  by  a  high  mountain  ridge,  and  flows  off 
S.  20^  W.,  which  general  course  it  keeps  straight  until  it  reaches  Eufaula. 
Below  Chimney  Bluff  another  set  of  shoals,  called  the  Race  Passes,  with 
an  average  of  3  feet  water  in  the  channel,  is  found  for  about  four 
miles.  Thirty  miles  from  Columbus  the  river  has  to  pass  through 
another  series  of  strata  and  forms  the  Snake  Shoals,  which  are  rapids  of 
a  milder  nature.  From  the  Snake  Shoals  down,  only  a  few  scattered 
shoals,  with  not  less  than  4  feet  in  the  channel,  are  occasional,  until 
Cowaga  River  is  reached,  which  brings  an  additional  discharge  of  530 
cubic  feet  per  second.  Below  Cowaga  River  the  Chattahoochee  has  a 
larger  discharge  and  less  fall.  Gravel  shoals  are  not  found  any  more, 
and  the  Rock  Shoals  below  Eufaula  have  1 J  feet  more  water  than  those 
above. 

For  this  reason,  and  knowing  that  neither  appropriation  nor  time 
would  allow  to  finish  the  survey  of  the  whole  river  in  this  season,  I  con- 
fined myself  chiefly  to  the  upper  part  of  the  same,  as  the  one  needing 
improvement  most  badly,  and  made  the  survey  of  the  same  as  complete 
as  possible.  The  elevation  of  the  low- water  mark  at  Columbus  bridge 
is,  according  to  the  levels  of  the  Mobile  and  Girard  Railroad,  10  feet 
above  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  The  total  fall  from  Columbus  to  Eufaula,  a 
distance  of  63J  miles,  is  42.30  feet ;  the  average  fall  in  this  part  nearly 
uniformly  eight  inches  per  mile.  The  average  profile  is  300  feet  wide, 
with  2,000  square  feet  average  area.  The  average  discharge  in  the  part 
which  will  be  most  subject  to  our  consideration  is  3,000  cubic  feet  i)or 
second.  The  profile  of  Euchee  Reach  comes  nearest  to  the  calculated 
best. 

The  exact  discharges  are:  At  Columbus,  2,610  cubic  feet  per  second; 
in  Euchee  Reach,  2,760  cubic  feet  per  second ;  at  Roanoke  Island,  3,420 
cubic  feet  per  second ;  at  Eufaula,  4,110  cubic  feet  i)er  second.  Mean 
low  water  was,  by  authority  of  the  oldest  pilots  on  the  river,  assumed 
equal  to  the  stage  of  2  feet  on  the  crest  of  Wolfox  Bar,  the  shoalest 
.  place  in  the  river.  Mean  low  water,  2  feet ;  yearly  mean  water,  5 
feet;  common  high  water,  15   feet.*    The  lowest  water  ever  known, 
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happening  once  every  two  or  three  years  in  October  and  November,  is 
1.20  feet.  The  extreme  range  between  lowest  and  highest  water  is  65  to  70 
feet.  This  range  does  not  change  between  Columbus  and  Eufaula,  the 
profiles  having  the  same  proportion  a«  the  discharges  and  the  river  be- 
ing confined  between  high  blufis  all  thfe  way. 

A  great  change  in  the  range  takes  place  between  Eufaula  and  Fort 
Gaines,  and  in  the  Apalachicola  Kiver  the  extreme  range  is  only  4  to  5 
feet  The  bends  of  the  river  are  very  sharp,  the  smallest  radius  being 
about  500  feet.  The  average  angle  between  two  straight  reaches  is 
almost  90O.  The  material  of  which  all  the  rock  on  the  river  consists  is 
a  decaj'ed  limestone,  commonly  called  "marl,"  hard  enough,  where  con- 
stantly covered  by  water,  and  exceedingly  soft  and  pulverizing,  where 
changing  between  water  and  air.  It  is  decidedly  too  soft  for  blasting, 
especially  in  the  flat  ledges,  yet  far  too  hard  for  dredging,  and  the  best 
way  I  can  suggest  for  its  removal  is  to  split  it  off  by  means  of  an  instru- 
ment similar  to  the  one  used  m  boring  artesian  wells,  only  on  a  large 
scale.  Hard  rock  is  found  only  in  the  Beton  Kocks,  between  Enchee 
Kapids  and  Chimney  Bluff,  which  are  a  hard  gravel  conglomerate.  The 
jjeiieral  slope  of  all  these  ledges  is  to  the  northward,  which  seems  to  be 
a  hint  to  select,  in  improving  and  deepening  island  chutes,  the  north 
brunch. 

I  shall  now  give  special  descriptions  of  the  places  needing  improve- 
ment. 

I  have,  according  to  the  dangerousness,  &c.,  grouped  these  places 
into  three  classes:  The  first-class  ones  do  at  low  water  actually  stop  the 
navigation ;  the  second-class  places  are  for  about  one  foot  better,  but 
yet  do  ueed  improvement  very  much;  the  third-class  places  are  not  of 
much  importance,  but  ought  to  be  improved,  if  x>OvSsible,  to  prevent  a 
change  of  the  same  to  the  worse  for  the  future.  To  the  first  class  be- 
long Jennie's  Island,  Abercrombie,  Wolfox  Bar,  Euchee  Bapids,  Euchee 
laland,  Cady's  Rock,  Shell-Creek  Bar,  Culi)ei)per's  Island,  the  Snake 
8hoals,  Cowaga  Shoal,  and  Francis  Bend.  To  the  second  class :  Gochi- 
tolooche  Creek,  Ledge  !No.  4,  Upatoi  Creek,  the  shoals  above  and  below 
Euchee  Island,  the  Beton  Rocks,  the  shoals  below  Cady's  landing.  Chim- 
ney Bluff,  the  Race  Passes,  (Middle  Race  Pass  might  be  named  among 
the  first  class,)  and  Roanoke  Island.  To  the  third  class :  The  bar  in 
Broken-Arrow  Bend,  Mcintosh  Rocks,  the  middle  grounds  above  Beton 
Rocks  and  at  Hitchichee  Creek,  Fountenays,  Ilannahachee,  and  Hatch- 
achubbee  shoals.  1  give  below  three  different  estimates.  The  first  esti- 
mate is  calculated  for  works  as  complete  as  they  can  be  erected,  securing 
the  thorough  regulation  of  the  river  for  the  future;  it  comprises  all  three 
classes  of  places.  As  a  river  steamboat  well  loaded  draws  from  4  to  5 
feet  and  the  1.20-foot  stage  must  not  stop  the  trade,  I  have  assumed  a 
channel  100  feet  wide,  5.50  feet  deep  in  the  center,  for  50  feet  width  and 
4  feet  on  the  sides  at  mean  low  water,  thus  leaving  4.70  feet  center  depth 
at  1.20  stage,  as  necessary,  and  have  based  the  estimates  for  excavation 
of  rock  on  this. 

The  latter,  however,  I  have,  considering  the  scarcity  of  the  soundings, 
for  the  sake  of  safe-going,  calculated  for  6  feet  in  the  center,  which  will 
save  the  addition  of  the  usual  per  cent,  to  this  part  of  the  approximate 
estimate. 

In  the  second  estimate  the  depth  is  assumed  with  1  foot  less,  equals 
5.50  feet  at  mean  low  water.  This  depth  is  already  almost  insufficient  for 
all  requirements  of  free  navigation  at  the  1.20  stage,  (which,  as  mentioned 
above,  happens  in  fall  or  early  winter,  just  the  time  when  the  largest 
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business  is  done.)  The  third-class  plaoes  are  disregarded  in  this  esti- 
mate. 

The  third  estimate,  at  least,  will  comply  only  with  the  most  urgent 
necessities,  a  channel  depth  of  4  feet  at  mean  low  water  in  the  center, 
at  a  total  width  of  only  75  feet  for  the  rock,  and  entirely  disregard  all 
permanent  changing  and  forming  shoals  with  not  less  than  4  feet  at  mean 
low  water  at  present.  It  will  actually  be  insufficient,  and,  except  the 
excavation  of  the  rock,  not  permanent.  Repeated  improvements  of  the 
river  will  become  necessary  after  its  completion. 

This  estimate  is  dealing  of  the  first-class  places  only.  I  have,  for 
each  of  these  estimates,  assumed  the  following  prices  as  base:

Full  parallel  up  to  5-foot  mark  in  3  feet  water,  per  foot 3  00 

Full  parallel  up  to  5-foot  mark  in  4  feet  water,  per  foot 3  50

The  cuts  mentioned  in  several  instances  are  not  estimated  for,  as  they 
will  be  more  than  covered  by  the  amount  of  gravel  required  for  fiHin'g 
in  the  works. 

Estimate  No.  1. 

1.  Cochicolaochee  Greeks  (sheet  No.  1.) — Although  there  seems  to  be  a 
sufficiently  wide  channel  there,  the  current  observations  show  that  rocks 
No.  1  and  No.  2  are  dangerous  to  steamboats  descending  at  great  speed. 
Necessary,  the  removal  of  rock  No.  1  and  a  part  of  ledge  No.  2.  Cost, 
$150. 

2.  Jennie^s  Island,  {sheet  No.  2.) — Here  the  profile  suddenly  widens 
from  300  to  over  600  feet.  The  consequence  is  that  the  river  splits  into 
two  channels  and  forms  the  island  and  shoals.  The  closing  of  one  chute 
is  required.  1  should  decidedly  prefer  the  right  branch.  It  is  already 
the  widest  and  deepest.  It  would  at  once  give  the  best  and  straightest 
channel,  and  requires  the  least  amount  of  washing  out,  therefore  pre- 
senting the  least  danger  of  leaving  a  place  below  fill^  up  with  the  shilled 
material.  But,  for  the  reason  mentioned  above,  in  the  right  channel  the 
rock  might  not  be  at  a  sufficient  depth  below  the  surface,  and  the  north 
branch  is  probably  the  deepest. 

Should  borings  show  that  the  rock  is  at  the  right  less  than  6  feet  be- 
low low- water  surface,  the  left  branch  would  have  to  be  chosen.  Required 
works,  guiding  parallel  up  to  the  5-foot  mark,  which  I  assumed  as  fore- 
land height,  and  six  full  traverses,  carried  at  first  to  —  0.5  and  gradually 
enhanced  as  the  filling  takes  place.  At  the  lower  end  of  the  island 
the  inclining  jettees  o-c,  to  produce  the  settling  of  the  shifted  material 
in  the  hole  behind  ledge  No.  3,  and  an  attack  on  the  shoal  on  the  north 
side,  in  order  to  lead  the  current  in  a  more  regular  curve.  On  that  shoal 
itself  the  inclining  jettees  7-11,  for  the  entire  filling  up  to  the  5-foot 
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mark.  After  attack  and  filling  has  taken  place,  a  half  parallel  and  cov- 
ering of  slope  and  foot,  with  sink-fascines,  for  the  protectipm  of  the  new- 
made  land.  Several  half  jettees  and  fangs,  to  produce  more  rapid  filling 
of  the  left  branch.  The  removal  of  a  part  of  ledge  No.  3.  Costs,  in  all, 
$9,000.  Should  the  left  branch  have  to  be  chosen,  the  works  would 
look  reversed ;  also  a  cut  would  have  to  be  laid  through  the  island  in 
the  line  a  ft  c,  to  produce,  with  two  light  temporary  jettees,  the  rapid  re- 
moval of  the  same.    Cost,  the  same. 

3.  Ledge  No.  4,  {sheet  No.  2.) — Removal  of  7,960  cubic  yards  of  marl. 
Cost,  $6,000. 

4.  Abercromhie,  {sheet  No.  2.) — E^emoval  of  9,000  cubic  yards  of  marl. 
The  jetties  1-4,  to  produce  the  filling  of  the  hole  at  stake  13  and  regula- 
tion of  the  current.  A  part  of  the  excavated  material,  which,  as  there 
is  no  deep  water  here  to  dump  it  in,  will  have  to  be  removed,  in  any 
case  might  be  used  for  roughly  throwing  up  the  stone  jetties  a-c,  tend- 
ing to  the  filling  of  the  false  channel  there  and  the  regulation  of  the 
current.  The  costs  would  hardly  be  increased  by  this.  Costs,  in  all, 
$6,900. 

5.  Rock  Shoal  above  Wolfox,  {sheet  No.  2.)— Removal  of  8^660  cubic 
yards  of  marl.    Cost,  $6,100. 

6.  WolfoxBar,  {sheet  No.  2.)— A  cut  through  little  Wolfox  Island  and 
two  light  temporary  jettees  there  for  rapid  washing.  The  inclining  full 
traverses,  1-12,  which  will  at  first  have  to  be  erected  without  the  parallel, 
with  temporary  prolongations  50  feet  farther  into  the  river,  to  produce 
more  rapid  shifting  and  the  storing  away  of  the  washed  material  on  the 
flat.  As  the  washing  takes  place  their  heads  will  sink,  always  acting  in 
the  way  required,  until  the  profile  shown  on  sheet  No.  14  is  reached,  the 
shape  of  which  tney  will  help  to  protect.  After  the  filling  has  taken 
place  up  to  low-water  mark  at  the  heads  of  the  permanent  traverses,  a 
fall  parallel,  leaning  on  to  ledge  No.  10,  will  be  required  to  complete  the 
fiUiog  and  for  protection. 

Below  the  bar  we  must  keep  the  river  confined  thus,  that  the  velocity 
doeB  not  allow  a  sediment  up  to  less  than  6  feet  depth,  and  prevent  the 
formation  of  a  middle  ground  by  offering  the  shifting  material  a  recep- 
tacle on  the  inside  of  the  curve.  The  jetees,  which  will  also  preserve 
the  best  shape  of  the  profile,  must  be  continued  down  to  Upatoi  Creek. 
Costs,  in  all,  $10,950. 

7.  Upatai  Creeks  {sheet  No.  3.) — This  creek  comes  into  the  river  under 
an  awkward  angle,  and  is  building  up  a  bar  in  its  month.  The  best 
way  would  be  to  lead  the  creek  by  the  way  of  a  5  c,  and  erecting  the 
dividing  point  c;  first  excavation  of  soil  8,000  cubic  yards.  By  the  di- 
viding point  and  several  jettees,  the  creek  can  be  caused  to  deposit  its 
sediment  in  its  own  old  bed;  600  feet  fascine  protection  is  required. 
Costs,  in  all,  $7,400. 

The  river  must  be  kept  confined  to  some  distance  below  the  creek, 
till  jettee  No.  24.  The  depression  of  the  water-surface  by  the  removal 
of  the  Euchee  Eapids  will  yet  affect  Upatoi  Creek  with  about  0.6  feet. 

8.  The  bar  in  Broken  Arrow  bend,  {sheet  No.  3.) — To  guard  against  a 
future  shifting  of  the  channel  and  bar,  the  filling  of  the  left  chute  to 
5-foot  mark,  by  the  light  jettee  1-7.    Cost,  $250. 

No.  9.  Mcintosh  Bock^  {sheet  No.  3.) — Removal  of  a  part  of  ledge  No. 
11  and  rock  No.  11^.     Cost,  $200. 

10.  The  Enchee  Rapids^  {sheet  No.  4.) — Removal  of  30,580  cubic  yards 
of  marl.    Cost,  $23,000. 

11.  The  shoals  above  Buchee  Island^  {sheet  No.  5.) — Here  the  river  is  too 
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Avide  for  its  fall  aud  discharge ;  a  confinement  of  the  same  from  Eachee 
Creek  down^^ecessary.    Cost,  $2,500. 

12.  Euchee  Inland^  {sheet  No.  5.) — Shutting  of  one  island  chute.  I 
should  prefer  the  entire  removal  of  the  island  and  a  straight  channel. 
Whether  this  can  be  done  or  not  without  touching  the  rock-bed  will  be 
shown  by  borings — a  preliminary  cut  through  the  island  and  two  tem- 
porary jettees  at  the  head.  At  once,  erection  and  gradual  enhancing  of 
the  traverses  in  the  left  chute,  with  temporary  sinking  prolongations 
and  the  full  right  parallel.  After  the  new  channel  is  large  enough  for 
steamboats,  the  completion  of  the  left  parallel.    Cost,  in  all,  $12,400. 

13.  The  shoaU  heloic  Euchee  Island^  {sheet  No,  5.) — Here  the  river  is 
altogether  too  wide.  A  continual  confinement  till  Oswitchee  Creek  aud 
a  filling  of  the  false  channels  by  deep  works  are  required.    Cost,  $6,600. 

14.  Moore^s  EockSj  (sheet  No.  5) — Removal  of  2,040  cubic  yardS  marl 
Cost,  $1,550. 

15.  The  middle  ground  above  Beton  Rocks  {sheet  No.  6,)  is  produced 
by  the  large  masses  washed  out  of  the  deep  gully  at  stake  1030  bv 
every  rain.  It  is  continually  shifting,  and  likely  to  become  worse.  This 
must  be  stopped  by  filling  the  false  channel  to  the  right  and  keeping 
the  river  confined  to  a  profile  at  which  the  current  is  strong  enough  to 
carry  away  these  masses.    Cost,  $3,500. 

16.  The  Beton  RockSj  {sheet  No.  6.) — Blasting  of  rock  No.  35  and  the 
ledge  running  from  it  to  the  right  shore;  also,  rocks  Nos.  36.  39.  42,  aud 
43.    Cost,  $500. 

17.  Rock  No.  44,  at  Cadjfs  Landing j  {sheet  No.  6.) — ^Eemoval  of  the  same. 
Cost,  $100. 

18.  The  shoals  below  Cady^s  Landing,  {sheet  No.  7.) — ^The  fall  of  the  river 
is  here  greater  than  above  or  below ;  therefore  the  river  is  entitled  to  a 
narrower  profile  only.  As  the  profile  for  low  water  is  already  as  narrow 
as  it  can  be,  we  will  have  chiefly  to  rely  upon  the  action  of  mean  and 
higher  water,  and  must  erect  higher  works.    Cost,  $6,600. 

19.  Shell  Creek  Bar,  {sheet  No.  7.)— Built  up  by  Shell  Creek.  Very 
strong  confinement  of  the  river  by  a  high  parallel ;  traverses  1-8  and 
jettees  opposite,  leading  out  of  Shell  Creek  under  a  proper  angle ;  first 
excavation,  2,000  cubic  yards,  400  feet  fascine  protection,  and  dividing- 
point  €.    Costs,  in  all,  $7,400. 

20.  Chimney  Bluff,  {sheet  No.  7.) — I  am  under  the  impression  that  the 
shoal  place  at  the  point  of  Chimney  Bluff  comes  from  a  ledge  of  rocks. 
In  this  case,  2,000  cubic  yards  of  marl  would  have  to  be  removed. 
Should  the  rock  lie  deeper,  other  works.  Cost,  in  any  case,  not  over 
$2,000. 

21.  22,  23.  The  Race  Passes,  (sheet  No.  8.) — Same  case  as  on  Cady's 
Shoals;  strong  confinement  of  the  river  from  Upper  Race  Pass  to  Big 
Bend.  In  Upper  and  Middle  Race  Pass  parallels  would  be  good.  Costs, 
for  Upper  and  Lower  Race  Pass  together,  $8,700 ;  for  Middle  RaeePass, 
$3,500. 

24.  Ledge  No.  45.— Removal  of  the  same.  Cost,  $100.  The  middle 
ground  below  Big  Bend,  filling  of  the  false  channel  by  the   jettees 

Or-d, 

25.  Culpepper^s  Island,  (sheet  No.  8.) — The  same  case  as  at  JennieV 
Island.  I  should  decidedly  prefer  the  left  branch,  being  the  straightest, 
widest,  and  best,  requiring  the  least  shifting  of  material.  Full  parallel 
and  traverses.  Should  the  rock-bed  not  allow  the  use  of  this  branch, 
and  should  the  right  one  have  to  be  chosen,  reversed  works  and  a  pre- 
liminary cut  through  the  island  ab  c.    Costs,  in  both  cases,  $8,800. 

26.  Shoals  below  Culpepper's  Island. — Confinement  of  the  river  will 
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have  to  be  continued  to  some  distance  below  Culpepper's  Island,  where 
the  shifting  takes  place.  Narrowing  and  filling  of  the  false  channel 
there  is  desirable;  also,  at  Hit<;hichee  Creek  filling  of  the  false  channel 
and  confinement  until  deep  water  will  be  so  much  more  advisable,  as  the 
lowering  of  the  water  surface  by  removal  of  the  Snake  Shoals  will  yet 
be  felt  here.    Cost,  $4,100  for  both. 

27.  The  Snake  Shoals,  {sheet  No.  9.)— Removal  of  34,800  cubic  yards 
of  marl.    Cost,  $26,000. 

28.  Founte7'ray'8j  Hannahdchee,  and  Eatchachnhbee  Shoals^  {sheet  No. 
10.) — ^The  two  first  ones  are  so  unimportant  that  their  cost  would  be 
covered  by  the  remainder  of  some  other  work  at  Hatchachubbee  Creek. 
The  removal  of  a  part  of  ledge  No.  55  is  necessary.    Cost,  $150. 

29.  Roanoke  Island^  {sheet  Xo.  11.) — Diversion  of  the  current  into  two 
branches  and  formation  of  a  shoal,  which  is  continually  shifting  and 
changing.  This  must  be  stopped  by  shutting  one  island  chute;  it  is  the 
right  one.    Full  parallel  and  traverses.    Cost,  $7,600. 

30.  The  Coicaga  Shoal^  {sheet  No.  12.) — Removal  of  1,200  cubic  yards 
of  marl  out  of  ledges  Nos.  58  and  59.    Cost,  $900. 

31.  Francis  Bend,  (sheet  No.  13.) — Removal  of  5,780  cubic  yards  out 
of  ledges  Nos.  GO,  61,  62,  63,  and  64.     Cost,  $4,300. 

The  traverses  and  jettees  ought  not  to  be  placed  farther  than  150  feet 
apart;  also,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  leave  one  25-foot  opening  in  the 
parallels  in  each  field,  or  even  less  than  that.  Exclusively  inclining 
works  have  been  adopted,  because  most  rapid  action  is  required,  espe- 
cially most  rapid  filling  for  the  protection  of  the  works  themselves.

For  the  rock  shoals  from  Eufaula  till  Chattahoochee,  Florida,  a  sum 
of  $120,000  will  be  sufficient  by  the  scale  of  Estimate  No.  1,  and  $75,(KW 
by  the  sc^le  of  Estimate  No.  2.  Thus  making  the  cost  of  improdD^ 
the  whole  river —

I  should  not  recommend  any  other  estimate  but  No.  1. 

It  is  the  only  one  that  really  complies  with  the  requirements  of  nn 
obstructed  navigation  at  all  stages  of  water,  and  the  only  one  that  war 
rants  the  efficacy  and  permanence  of  the  improvements. 

Estimate  No.  2  is  already  almost  insufficient  for  the  1.20  sta^e.  The 
work  on  the  shoals  will  be  less  complete,  and  therefore  more  liable  to 
breakage,  and  require  more  attention  and  repairing  than  above. 

Estimate  No.  3  really  complies  only  with  the  most  pressing  wants,  re- 
moves only  the  most  dangerous  places  like  Euchee,  Wolfox,  &c.,  sunl 
those  only  in  an  insufficient  way.  The  gravel  shoals  will  be  only  inwin- 
pletely  amended,  and,  on  account  of  proper  care  not  being  taken  of  dis 
posing  with  the  shifted  material  and  not  the  whole  river  being  system- 
atically regulated,  new  shoals  will  form,  perhaps  worse  than  the  prestrit 
ones. 

If  Estimate  No.  3  should  be  chosen,  and  the  river  have  to  be  kept  iu 
its  improved  state  for  the  future,  it  would  soon  be  found  that  this  finjilly 
will  cost  more  than  if  Estimate  No.  1  had  been  carried  out.  In  no  case 
there  ought  to  be  work  done  below  Estimate  No.  2. 

There  is  also  to  be  mentioned  at  this  place  Bryan's  Cut-oflf,  commool> 
called  the  "  Slough,''  in  the  Lower  Apalachicola  River,  thirty  miles  above 
Apalachicola,  which  is  actually  the  most  dangerous  place  between  £u 
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faala  and  Apalachicola,  and  needs  improvemeDt  no  less  than  the  En- 
cbee  Kapids.  The  cut-off  was  formed  in  consequence  of  obstructions 
erected  by  the  confederates  in  Virginia  Bend. 

It  is  at  present  80  to  120  feet  wide,  extremely  rapid  and  crooked,  fall 
of  dangerous  snags,  and  becoming  worse  and  more  crooked  every  year. 
The  land  on  both  sides  is  swampy,  with  dense  timber,  nearly  constantly 
overflowed. 

The  beat  way  of  impi'oving  this  whole  place  would  be  a  cut  of  suffi- 
cient radius  from  Cusseta  Bend  into  river  Styx,  distance  about  2,500 
feet. 
Costs,  first  cut,  80  feet  wide  to  5  feet  below  low  water,  about

For  the  aecompanying  sketch  of  the  neighboring  part  of  the'Apalachi- 
cola  River  I  am  obliged  to  George  Whitesides,  esq.,  captain  of  the  In- 
dependent Steamer  Line,  who  presented  the  same  to  me.  It  was  made 
during  the  war  by  a  confederate  military  engineer,  whose  name  is  not 
known  to  the  captain.  I  found  it  to  be  very  correct.  The  cut-off  and 
river  Styx  I  have  located  myself. 

The  snagging  and  removal  of  dangerous  wrecks  on  the  river  from 
Columbus  to  Apalachicola  could  be  covered  by  $5,000. 

Further  necessary  additions  to  be  made  to  each  of  the  above  esti- 
mates. Nothing  but  the  channel  excavated  in  the  rock  will  be  perfectly 
permanent;  all  the  works  on  the  shoals  will,  if  not  continually  attended 
to,  be  damaged  in  some  places,  and  the  river,  if  left  to  itself,  become 
worse  again  after  several  years.  All  those  works  will,  therefore,  require 
a  continual  watching,  occasional  repairing,  and,  in  every  case,  a  gradual 
increasing  in  height,  as  their  action  proceeds.  The  least  at  which  we 
l)ossibly  can  put  the  costs  of  this  surveillance  will  be  30  per  cent,  of  the 
original  cost  of  erection.

For  Estimate  No.  2 18, 000 

Further  there  will  have  to  be  added  the  purchase  of  two  small  steam- 
tugs. 

I  think  that  if  the  appropriation  should  be  made,  especially  if  also  an 
appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  Apalachicola  Bay  is  made,  it 
would  be  the  best  way  to  have  a  special  branch  office  established,  either 
in  Columbus  or  Apalachicola,  for  these  works. 

This  office  must  have  a  steamboat  at  their  disposition,  and  such  must 
have  the  engineer  immediately  in  charge  of  the  upper  working  division. 
Nothing  could  be  done  without  them. 

As  the  works  will  last  for  several  years,  I  think  it  would  be  cheaper 
to  buy  some  steam-tugs  than  to  hire  them.  After  the  completion  of  the 
works  they  could  be  sold  or  elsewhere  used.  They  need  not  be  large — 
not  over  75  feet  long — and  should  in  no  case  draw  anything  over  2  feet* 
They  ought  to  have  exceedingly  strong  engines  in  proportion,  as  they 
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must  be  fast,  and  also  frequently  will  have  to  tow  heavy  barges,  working 
machines,  &c.,  from  one  place  to  another.  Snag-beams  ought  to  be  put 
on  both.  It  is  likely-  that  tugs  of  such  description  could  be  found  on 
the  Ohio  Kiver,  and  could  be  purchased  second-handed,  so  that  their 
purchase  and  adaptation  to  the  purpose  would  not  exceed  $15,000  to 
$20,000  in  all.  Their  runiiiug  expenses  would  be  about  $8,000  a  year 
each. 

Thus,  considering  these  additions,  we  will  fidd  that  the  totiil  appro- 
priations necessary  will  be —

TIte  amounts  required/or  the  completion  of  the  mrveys. 

The  completion  of  the  survey  of  the  Chattahoochee  River  will  require 
another  appropriation  of  $5,000. 

Flint  River,  a  survey  of  which  I  should  very  much  recommend,  would 
require  $8,000. 

Apalachicola  River  would,  on  account  of  the  difficult  local  circum- 
stances, especially  from  Ricoe's  Bluff,  Florida,  down,  and  as  the  work 
would  be  frequently  interrupted,  require  $10,000  to  $12,000. 

I  also  should  recommend  a  survey  of  Tshoupola  River,  another  tribu- 
tary of  the  Apalachicola,  at  present  navigated  from  Marianna,  Florida, 
down,  with  bad  rapids,  ("  Look  and  Tremble,'^  $5,000. 

A  small  extra  appropriation  also  might  be  made  for  scientific  observ- 
ations on  these  rivers,  to  which  the  engineers  in  charge  of  the  diflfereiit 
divisions  easily  could  attend;  also  for  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  self- 
recording  gauges,  as  nobody  can  be  found  at  the  different  landings  along 
the  river  who  is  either  willing  or  competent  to  keep  a  gauge  continually 
and  accurately,  and  the  varying  ranges  cannot  be  established  without 
uninterrupted  gauge  records.  These  gauges  would  require  on  the  upper 
river  a  play  of  at  least  20  feet,  and  their  recording  apparatus  woald 
have  to  be  well  protected  against  high  freshets. 

The  close  connection  hettreen  the  works  in  Apalachicola  Bay  and  on  the 

Chattahoochee  River, 

Before  closing,  I  wish  to  remark  that  these  projected  improvements  of 
the  Chattahoochee  River  stand  in  the  closest  kind  of  reference  to  the 
work  projected  in  Apalachicola  Bay.  One  done  without  the  other  would 
be  almost  a  failure. 

A  part  of  Apalachicola  cannot  subsist  without  its  commercial  feeder, 
the  river;  and  an  improvement  of  the  latter  would  not  be  of  much 
benefit  without  an  outlet  for  the  trade  of  the  same  at  the  mouth  of  it 
Therefore,  whatever  the  amount  of  appropriations  made  might  be,  both 
ought  to  be  equally  provided  for.

1.  General  map  of  the  river  from  Columbus  to  Eufaula.  Scale,  1 
mile  equals  1  inch.

I  have  respectfully  to  state  that,  the  removal  of  obstructions  between 
Nos.  1  and  2  will  not,  in  my  opinion,  without  extending  the  work  of  im^ 
provement  (as  stated  further  on)  beyond  and  above  No.  1,  exercise  inuib 
influence  above  this  point.  To  fulfill,  however,  the  intention  of  the  resi 
olution,  as  understood  by  me,  I  would  propose  a  narrow  cut,  conimeiicj 
ing  near  Lockwood's,  extending  u[)  the  creek  4,000  feet,  and  teriuina^ 
ing  at  a  point  about  1,500  above  tide-gauge  No.  1.  The  object  of  thii 
cut  is  to  get  rid  of ,  the  sharp  curves  at  present  existing  in  this  localityi 

At  the  upper  end  of  the  cut  it  will  be  necessary  to  locate  and  exc* 
vate  a  tidal  basin,  with  the  object  of  keei>ing  the  cut  open  by  meaus  o| 
the  currents  of  the  ebb  and  flood. 

The  cut  where  it  crosses  the  present  channel  must  be  diked,  and  \\A 
concave  bank  be  revetted  with  rubble. 

As  it  is  necessary  for  the  cut  to  cross  the  Boston  post-road  at  a  poia 
different  from  th«  present  crossing,  where  there  is  a  bridge,  it  may  b 
necessary  to  secure  the  right  of  way,  as  also  to  construct  a  draw-brid;^ 
over  the  new  channel.  Neither  of  tliese  are  estimated  for.  It  may  b 
considered  proper  that  the  persons  benefited  should  take  this  part  «i 
the  operations  upon  themselves.  The  draw  will  not  be  long,  as  tb 
width  of  the  cut  is  designed  at  64  feet  only.

The  excavation  of  the  cut  alone,  with  dikes  and  revetment  and  col

Mount  Vernon  of  9  feet  at  mean  high  water,  should  not  be  uudertakt 
without  the  intention  further  of  constructing  the  tidal  basin,  and  of  coi 
pleting  the  project  herein  recommended.

General:  In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  14th  instant, 
inclosing  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  calling, 
among  other  things,  for  *'Tbe  report  of  the  engineer  having  in  charge 
the  survey  of  the  route  of  a  canal  to  connect  th(»  Coosa  and  Tennessee 
Rivers,"  I  have* to  say  tbat  that  examination  has  just  been  completed, 
and  the  assistant  who  conducted  it  is  now  engaged  in  making  up  the 
estimates.    The  report  will  probably  be  completed  by  the  10th  of  April. 

In  the  meanwhile  I  am  able  to  state  that  the  results  show  that,  fol- 
lowing the  ins!;ructions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  and  beginning  at  or  near 
Guntersville  on  the  Tennessee  River,  the  canal  would  have  to  be  carried 
up  the  valley,  either  of  Short  Creek  or  of  Town  Creek,  until  a  convenient 
point  could  be  reached  for  crossing  into  the  valley  of  Will's  Creek,  on 
the  southern  side  of  Sand  or  Raccoon  Mountain,  which  rises  to  a  height 
of  between  four  and  five  hundred  feet  above  low  water  in  the  Tennessee. 
The  lockage  in  either  case  must  be  enormous. 

The  Short  Creek  route  would  be  30  miles  shorter  than  the  Town  Creek 
route,  and  its  summit  level  would  be  144  feet  lower  thau  that  of  the 
Town  Creek  route ;  but  the  supply  of  water  would  be  so  much  less  by 
this  route  that  it  would  probably  be  inexpedient  to  adopt  it.  The 
water  supply  in  either  case  would  be  somewhat  uncertain  during  seveial 
mouths  of  the  year,  but  this  difficulty  we  may  be  able  to  overcome  bj 
the  construction  of  reservoirs  in  the  ravines  along  the  line  of  the  canal. 
In  either  case,  also,  a  certain  amount  of  tunneling  would  become  neces 
sary,  and  the  whole  cost  of  construction  must  therefore  be  very  great 

A  canal  70  feet  in  width  at  the  water-surface  and  5  feet  deep,  with  the 
water-way  through  the  tunnel  contracted  to  46  feet,  with  a  channel-way 
of  34  feet,  and  locks  of-  the  same  breadth,  it  is  estimated  would  cost 
about  $9,300,000. 

The  detailed  report  will  be  made  out  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  for 
warded.

General:  1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  iny  report  upon  the 
eXiifuiiiation  and  survey  of  the  Coosa  River,  Ahibiuna,  sp  far  as  it  has 
been  extended  at  tliis  date. 

The  instrumental  siyvey  begun  in  September,  1870,  at  Wetumpka, 
Alabama,  by  Mr.  Henry  C.  Fillebrown,  wa«  closed  in  December  of  the 
same  year  at  the  bridge  of  the  Selma,  Rome  and  Dalton  Railroad,  G8J 
miles  above  Wetumpka,  by  reason  of  high  water. 

The  unfortunate  drowning  of  this  gentleman  at  the  Devil's  Race,  Coosa 
River,  August  11,  ]871,  by  the  swamping  of  the  boat  in  which,  in  com- 
pany with  him,  I  was  making  an  official  examination  of  the  result  of  his 
previous  season's  work,  left  me,  just  at  the  beginning  of  the  working 
season,  without  the  necessary  assistance  for  completing  the  survey,  and 
I  was  compelled,  therefore,  to  defer  it  until  I  could  procure  the  services 
of  an  engineer  upon  whose  judgment  I  knew  I  might  tely. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Long,  civil  engineer,  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  survey  of 
Muscle  Shoals,  was  eventually  assigned  to  the  charge  of  the  Coosa  sur- 
vey, but  as  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  in  conducting  the  survey  for  a 
canal  route  from  the  Tennessee  to  the  Coosa,  he  was  directed  to  finish 
that  before  beginning  upon  the  Coosa.  His  survey  will  i)robal)ly  be 
eomirteted  in  time  to  enable  me  to  incorporate  the  result  in  my  annual 
report  for  1872,  and  in  the  meanwhile  the  report  upo!i  the  preliminary 
examination  of  this  part  of  the  Coosa,  from  the  bridge  to  Greensport, 
Alabama,  made  by  Mr.  Fillebrown,  under  the  instructions  of  Colonel  J. 
H.  Sini])son,  Corps  of  Engineers,  and  to  be  found  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  Chief  ot  Engineers  for  1871,  enables  me  to  report  upon  the  proba- 
ble cost  of  opening  to  navigation  that  entire  portion  of  the  river  lying 
between  Wetumpka,  Alabama,  and  Greensport,  Alabama,  about  one 
hundred  and  thirty-four  miles  in  length. 

Before,  however,  giving  the  results  of  his  labors,  I  must  bear  testi 
niony  to  the  sterling  energy  and  excellent  judgment  marking  every 
offi<!ial  act  of  Mr.  Fillebrown  which  has  come  under  ray  observation. 
Possessing  a  rare  degree  of  discretion  and  integrity,  he  ended  a  long 
record  of  faithful  service  to  the  Government  by  giving  up  his  life  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty;  and  his  memory  deserves  this  official 
recognition  of  his  services. 

As  Mr.  Fillebrown's  survey  was  begun  at  Wetumpka,  Alabama,  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Coosa,  and  was  carried  up  the  river,  I  shall  describe 
the  obstacles  to  navigation  as  they  occur  in  the  same  order;  prejnising 
that  the  general  system  of  improvement  to  be  suggested  will  consist  in 
the  formation  of  slack-water  navigation  over  the  rapids  by  the  construc- 
tion of  dams  and  locks,  with  one  or  two  short  stretches  of  canal  where 
nee<led,  and  the  removal  from  the  channel-ways  of  dangerous  and  incon- 
venient rocks. 

From  Wetumpka  to  the  bridge  of  tlie  Selma,  Rome  and  Dalton  Rail- 
road the  river  is  68^  miles  long,  with  a  fall  over  the  rapids,  and  requir- 
ing lockage  of  1^60  leet. 

The  river  is  broken  up  into  pools  or  eddies  of  navigable  water,  sepa- 
rated by  reefs,  shoals,  and  rapids  sometimes  of  very  great  extent,  abso- 
Intely  impassable  at  low  water,  and  dangerous  in  the  best  stages  by 
reason  of  the  crookedness  of  the  channel-ways  and  the  ragged  rocks 
everywhere  to  be  found  along  its  borders  and  in  mid-stream,  reaching 
to  the  surface  even  where  the  water  is  forty  or  fifty  feet  deep. 

The  total  length  of  navigable  water  to  be  found  in  this  distance  of 
68J  miles  is  about  23  miles,  broken  up  into  stretches  varying  in^length 
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from  six  hundred  yards  to  six  miles,  jind  varying  in  depth  from  six  feefc 
to  Rixty  feet. 

The  iiiti*.rvening  shoals  vary  from  single  reefs  a  few  yards  long,  in  the 
direction  of  the  current,  and  extending  from  bank  to  bank,  to  long  series 
of  slioala  from  a  thousand  yards  to  twelve  miles  jn  length.  These  ob- 
structions consist  almost  entirely  of  rock,  very  little  gravel  being  found. 

The  average  width  of  the  river  is  from  eight  liiindred  to  a  thousand 
feet,  though  at  "the  narrows"  below  Weduska  Shoals, 53  miles  aliove 
Wetnmpka,  it.contra<;ts  suddenly  to  a  width  ot'.'31)D  feet,  while  just  be- 
low and  above  that  point  it  is  l^SOO  feet  and  2,500  feet  wide  respect- 
ively, and  while  on  Tuck  a-league  Shoals,  at  a  point  a  little  below  "Tbfi 
Butting  Earn,"  it  widens  to  3,500  fc^t. 

Up  to  Wetumpka  the  river  is  comparatively  free  from  obstrnctionfl, 
Aud  is  navigable,  whenever  the  Alabama  is  navigable,  to  Montgomery, 
between  thirty  and  tbrty  miles  below. 

OBSTRUOTIONS. 

Wetumpka  Eapids,  extending  from  a  little  below  the  bridge  connect- 
jng  East  and  West  Wetumpka  to  a  point  1,400  yards  above,  with  a  fidl 
of  over  14  feet.  This  would  have  to  be  passed  by  a  canal  with  two  locto 
of  about  7  feet  lift  each,  and  with  a  dam  at  the  upper  end. 

Corn  Creek  IShoals^  beginning  IJ  miles  above  Wetumpka  8hoal«, 
near  the  mouth  of  Corn  Creek.  Length,  1,200  yards;  fall,  6|  feet.  A 
dam  and  lock  with  the  removal  of  some  rock  £rom  the  channel-waj 
would  here  be  required. 

Reefs  1  mile  above  Corn  Creek  to  be  blasted  out. 

JtoHe%  or.Grey^s  Islands  SihoalSj  beginning  1,400  yards  above  Com 
Creek  Shoals,  a  little  over  1  mile  in  extent.  Two  dams  and  U>ck9  re- 
quired, and  the  removal  of  some  rock. 

Reef  2  miles  above  and  1,300  yards  below  the.mtoth  of  the  Talkabat- 
chee  requires  blasting. 

Then  after  a  mile  of  good  water  comes  the  longest  -series  of  shoato 
without  navigable  water  to  be  fouud  on  the  river,  extending  froiu  «ta- 
iion  402  to  station  1,094,  a  distance  of  12  miles,  with  a  fall  of  over  43 
feet.    The  obstacles  encountered  in*  this  distance  are  as  follows : 

Reefs  near  foot  of  shoal  to  be  blasted.  Buyck's  old  landing,  shoaU  to 
cbe  overcome  by  dam  and  lock  with  some  blasting. 

Reefs.  Staircase  Fall  between  the  mouths  of  Town  Creek  and  Wdo- 
ney  Creek,  three-quarters  of  a  mile  lohg,  to  be  blasted. 

Reefs  2  miles  above  the  mouth  of  Weloney  Creek.  Dam,  lock,  and 
blasting. 

Then  comes  good  water  until  we  reach  a  reef  1^  miles  above  the 
mouth  of  Pinchoulee  Creek,  with  a  fall  of  10  feet  in  a  mile,  where  a  dam, 
lock,  and  blasting  must  be  resorted  to. 

A  small  gravel-bar  near  the  mouth  of  Chestnut  Creek  needs  removal. 

Fish-Trap  Shoals,  2 J  miles  above  the  mouth  of  Pinchoulee  Creek,  has 
a  fall  of  6  feet  in  1,800  feet.  Hei'e  a  dam  and  lock  would  be  needed,  and 
a  quantity  of  rock  blavSted  out. 

JJuncan^s  Riffle,  beginning  5J  miles  above  the  mouth  of  Pinchoulee 
Creek,  is  regarded  by  boatmen  as  the  worst  and  most  dangerous  place 
between  Staircase  Fall  below  and  Weduska  Shoals  above,  its  leugtb 
is  2,000  feet,  in  which  it  falls  8  feet.  The  danger  results  from  the  cim* 
traction  of  the  low  water  channel-way  to  a  width  of  120  feet,  through 
which  the  water  rushes  with  great  violence  iu  a  very  irregular  course,  with

jsHTjGfed  rock«  lying  in  all  directions.  To  overcome  this  obstacle  a  djwn 
and  lock  would  liave  to  be  constructed  nt  great  expense,  and  a  large 
quantity  of  rock  would  have  to  be  removed. 

From  tliis  point  to  the  focit  of  House's  Island,  just  above  Zimmer- 
man's Ferry,  a  distance  of  5J  miles,  the  river  is  deep,  without  obstruc- 
tions, and  from  800  to  1,001)  feet  iii  width.  A  slight  gravel-bar  opposite 
tlie  ferry  would  require  some  dredging. 

At  the  head  of  House's  Ishind  a  dnm  and  lock  would  be  required, 
which  would  b<ick  the  water  up  to  the  foot  of  Tuck  a.-league  Slioals. 
Some  blasting  wouhl  also  need  to  be  done  in  the  channel-way  from  the 
bead  to  the  toot  of  House's  Island. 

Tmk-a  league  Shonls  begin  about  two  miles  above  Zimmerman's  Ferry, 
and  extend  to  near  the  foot  of  Johnson's  Island,  a  distance  of  5|  miles, 
with  a  fall  of  39  feet, 

To  overcome  the  obstructions  met  with  in  this  distance,  four  dams 
with  locks  would  be  required,  one  at  the  foot  of  the  shoals,  one  about  a 
mile  higher  up,  one  at  the  foot  of  Sauley's  Island,  and  one  abreast  of 
Pate's  Island,  while  Sauley's  and  Pate's  Islands  should  be  connected  by 
a  (like,  and  a  wingdam  should  be  thrown  across  from  the  head  of 
Pate's  Island  to  the  eastern  bank  of  the  river;  upward  of  forty  thou- 
sand cubic  yards  of  rock  would  also  have  to  be  removed  from  the  chan- 
nel-ways and  in  the  excavation  for  the  locks. 

A  mile  above  the  head  of  Tuck-a-league  Shoals,  at  the  mouth  of  Yel- 
low lieaf  Greek,  is  a  ledge  of  rocks  through  which  a  channel  would  have 
to  he  blasted. 

'Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Yellow  Leaf  Creek,  8J  miles  above 
Ziriunennan's  Ferry,  and  extending  to  the  head  of  Weduska  Shoals, 
7i  miles  above,  with  a  fall  of  55f  feet,  the  river  is  one  mass  of  shoals, 
fitpids,  reefs — tilled  with  rocks,  islands,  grass,  and  willows  growing  in 
the  water  and  varying  in  width  from  one  thaasand  feet  to  eighteen  hun- 
dred feet.  In  this  distance,  Paint  Creek  comes  in  from  the  east  and 
the  Waxahatchee  from  the  west.  It  was  between  these  two  points,  and 
botween  the  head  of  the  cleared  island,  IJ  miles  below  the  mouth  of 
Waxahatchee  Creek  and  the  west  bank,  that  Mr.  Fillebrown  was 
drowned. 

To  render  this  portion  of  t8e  river  navigable,  eight  dams  and  locks 
would  be  needed.  The  first,  just  above  the  mouth  of  Yellow  L?.af  Creek ; 
the  second,  a  thousand  yards  below  the  mouth  of  Paint  Creek ;  the  third, 
800  \ards  above  that  mouth;  the  fourth,  abuut  the  middle  of 
the  large  island  above;  the  fifth,  ht  its  head;  the  sixth,  at  the  Waxa- 
hatchee Shoals,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Waxahatchee;  the  seventh,  about 
sixteen  hundred  yards  Jibove  the  mouth  of  the  Waxahatchee;  and  the 
eighth, *at  the  foot  of  Weduska  Shoals,  just  above  "  the  Narrows," 
where  the  river  suddenly  contracts  to  a  width  of  390  feet. 

Prom  this  point  to  Peckerwood  Shoals,  nearly  seven  miles  above,  the 
river  is  very  deep,  (from  forty  to  sixty  feet,)  free  from  obstructions,  and 
from  six  hundred  to  one  thousand  feet  broad. 

At  Peckerwood  Shoal  a  dam  and  lock  would  have  tobs  constructed, 
which  would  give  good  water  up  to  Fort  William  Shoals,  2J  miles  above, 
where  another  dam  and  lock  would  have  to  be  constructed. 

Then  comes  a  stretch  of  deep  w^ater,  over  5  miles  in  length,  which 
carries  us  to  the  foot  of  Bullock's  Shoals,  4  miles  below  the  railroad 
bridge,  wliere  the  last  dam  and  lock  for  this  portion  of  the  river  would 
be  required. 

I  append  hereto  estimates  of  the  cost  of  improving  this  part  of  the 
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river  as  suggested  in  this  report,  which  it  will  be  perceived  amonnteto

for  rendering  the  river  navigable  from  ^Greensport,  Alabama,  to  We 
tumpka,  Alabama,  a  distance  of  134  miles,  with  a  fall  of  224.5  for  v« 
fiels  drawing  3  feet  of  water. 

The  dams  ^md  portions  of  the  locks  to  be  constructed  of  crib-wort 
filled  with  stone  and  heavily  planked  over;  lock-chambers  to  be  2U01tH 
between  miter-sills,  and  40  feet  wide ;  head  and  tail  bays  to  be  of  mi 
8onry. 

The  dams  have  generally  been  taken  at  10  feet  height,  where  no  jjrei 
injury  would  result  to  the  farming  lands  along  the  banks  of  the  rive 
from  giving  them  such  a  height.  Where  such  injury  would  result, 
lesser  height  is  to  be  given.  Their  positions  are  given  ai^proxiujatdv 
actual  survey  way  demonstrate  that  these  may  be  altered  with  advai 
tage.

The  ])rices  above  given  are  considerably  below  the  contract  prices  for 
work  on  the  Tennessee  Kiver,  but  could  lie  very  much  more  reduced  bj 
the  employment  of  hired  labor  instead  of  the  contract  system.  Abun- 
dance of  good  material,  wood  and  stone,  can  be  had  iu  the  vicinity  of 
every  point  where  improvements  have  been  pro|)osed. 

The  region  parsed  through  by  this  portion  of  the  river  is  very  rich  in 
coal  and  iron,  the  production  of  which  could  not  fail  to  be  greatly  eu- 
couraged  by  the  prosecution  of  the  improvements  herein  suggested.

General  :  T  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my  rejwrt  npon  the 
n»survey  of  the  Tennessee  Kiver  from  Brown's  Ferry,  Alabama,  to 
Florence,  Alabama,  made  under  your  instructions,  and  in  compliance 
'with  the  act  of  Congress  api)roved  February,  1871,  relating  to  surveyfi 

That  portion  of  the  Tennessee  River  covered  by  this  survey  is  com- 
monly  known  as  the  Muscle  Shoals,  although  Ihree  distinct  series  of 
shoals,  separated  by  deep  water^  are  included  within  its  limits,  viz: 

Elk  River  Sh'^hj  beginning  2^  miles  below  Brown's  Ferry,  and  extend- 
ing to  the  mouth  of  Elk  River,  8}  miles  ,  with  a  fall  ot  2i  feet. 

J^ig  Muscle  IShoala,  beginning  c|  n)iles  helow  Elk  River,  ^ind  extending 
to  Bainbridge  (formerly  known  as  Campbell's)  Ferry,  14J  miles,  with 
a  fall  of  82  feet.  It  is  around  this  shoal  that  a  canal  was  constructed 
in  I832-'37. 

Little  Muscle  Shoals^  beginning  1^  miles  below  the  iopt  of  Big  Muscle 
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Shonls,  and  extending  to  Florence,  Alabama,  5^  miles,  witb  a  fall  of  22^ 
feet. 

Betu-een  the  foot  of  Elk  River  Shoals  and  the  head  of  Big  Muscle 
Shoals  lies  the  deep  water  of  Lamb's  Ferry  pool  or  eddy,  0|  miles  in 
length,  with  a  fall  of  five  feet  and  four- tenths,  and  a  depth  varying  from 
eight  feet  to  an  niiknown  itmount  over  twelve  feet,  and  with  one  rocky 
bar  about  one  mile  and  three-quarters  below  the  month  of  Elk  River. 

At  the  foot  of  Big  Muscle  8hoals,  and  between  that  and  the  head  of 
Little  Muscle  Shocals,  lies  the  deep  water  of  Bainbridge,  or  Campbell's^ 
Ferry  pool  or  eddy,  1 J  miles  in  length,  with  a  fall  of  2  feet,  and  a  depth 
varying  from  eight  to  fifty-seven  feet.

The  object  of  the  snrvey  was  to  ascertain  what  means  could  bo  found 
for  passing  these  obstructions  and  uniting  the  two  dissevered  branches 
of  the  Tennessee,  which,  for  200  miles  below  and  200  miles  above,  is 
navij^able  for  (he  largest  class  of  western  river  steamers,  while  smaller 
steamers  are  able  to  pass  200  miles  still  further  up  the  stream. 

The  work  of  the  survey  was  begun  accordingly  by  the  construction 
at  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  of  two  flat-boats  with  the  necessary  skiffs, 
arranged,'  provisioned,  and  equipped  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
necessary  party  during  the  entire  season's  operations;  and  on  the  19th 
of  June  the  expedition  started  on  its  journey  of  200  miles  down  the 
river. 

Five  days  floating,  night  and  day,  with  the  current,  assivjted  partly 
by  oars,  brought  us  to  Brown's  Ferry,  12  miles  below  Decatur,  Alabama,, 
where  the  party  was  organized  for  work,  and  operations  begun  on  the- 
27th,  on  which  date  I  started  on  my  return  to  Chattanooga. 

The  party,  as  organized,  was  as  follows : 

First  Lieutenant  James  F.  Gregory,  Corps  of  Engineers,  whom  1 
assicnied  to  the  command  of  the  expedition,  and  to  whom  I  furnished 
detailed  instructions  for  the  conduct  of  the  survey. 

First  Lieutenant  Benjamin  D.  Greene,  Corps  of  Engineers;  four  civil 
assistants,  Messrs.  Long,  Adams,  Palmer,  and  Le  Hardy,  and  twenty- 
six  men,  including  one  master,  one  cook,  one  waiter,  and  two  pilots^ 
who  were  to  act  also  as  boatmen.  • 

In  the  division  of  duties,  three  parties  were  formed:  one  under  Mr.. 
Long,  with  an  assistant  and  seven  men,  to  run  the  transit  and  level  line 
along  the  northern  shore;  one  under  Mr.  Adams,  with  an  assistant  and 
Seven  men,  to  run  the  transit  and  level  line  along  the  southern  shore; 
a  third,%under  Lieutenants  Gregory  and  Greene,  with  two  boats  and 
eight  men,  to  attend  to  the  establishment  of  stations,  the  triangulatiou 
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and  hydrography;  while  Mr.  Le  Hardy,  with  a  pocket-level,  waa  as- 
Bigiied  to  the  duty  of  sketehinc^  in  the  topography. 

With  this  organization  work  was  begun  on  the  27tli  of  June,  and 
continued  with  such  interruptions  only  as  were  occasioned  by  excessive 
heat  and  continued  sickness,  until  the  I5th  of  September,  when  the 
field-work  was  brought  to  a  close  at  Florence.  The  party  was  fre- 
quently reduced  by  sickness  of  officers,  assistants,  and  men,  to  one-half 
its  working-force,  and  we  were  never  able  to  keep  it  up  to  the  standard 
of  its  organization.  From  the  5th  of  August  to  the  15th  of  September, 
about  25  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  were  unavailable  for  work  on 
account  of  bilious  fever,  and  chills  and  fever;  and  assistant  Adams  was 
seriously  sick,  as  were  also  several  of  the  men. 

Upon  the  closing  of  the  field-work  at  Florence,  the  force  was  dis- 
banded, the  boats  laid  up,  and  Lieutenants  Gregory  and  Greene,  who 
were  Ptill  suffering  from  malaria,  were  ordered  to  Painesville,  Ohio,  to 
complete  the  computations  and  plotting  of  their  field-work,  where  also 
Mr.  Le  Hardy  was  afterward  sent  to  join  them  as  draughtsman. 

During  the  progress  of  the  survey,  and  as  often  as  my  other  duties 
would  permit,  I  made  frequent  visits  to  the  party  in  order  to  familiarize 
myself  as  much  as  possible  with  the  nature  of  the  obstacles  to  be  over- 
come and  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  work.  The  topographical  fea- 
tures of  this  region  are  so  well  described  in  the  report  of  Mr.  William 
B.  Gaw,  formerly  assistant  to  Major  Godfrey  Weitzel,  Corps  of  Engi- 
neers, as  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1868,  that 
no  repetition  is  here  necejisary.  It  is  sufficient  to  state  that  the  acca- 
racy  of  this  portion  of  his  report  is  confirmed  by  the  observations  made 
during  our  own  survey. 

The  results  of  the  survey  are  best  exhibited  by  the  maps  transmitted 
herewith,  eight  in  number,  each  36  inches  wide,  and  52  indies  long. 
Seven  of  them,  drawn  to  a  scale  of  600  feet  to  an  inch,  and  the  eightb, 
which  is  an  index-map,  being  drawn  to  a  scale  of  4,000  feet  to  an  inch. 
The  topography  of  this  work,  which  gives  every  10-foot  curve  on  bott 
sides  of  the  river,  and  the  hydrography,  cover  a  length  of  27  feet,  and  an 
area  30.8  square  feet. 

The  levels  of  the  north  and  south  sides  were  compared  by  means  of 
trial  lines  run  across  the  river  at  Elk  River  Shoals,  Green's  Blufi'Bar, 
and  the  raihoad  bridge  at  Florence,  where  the  difference  was  found  to 
be  but  seven-tenths  of  a  foot — a  most  gratifying  result,  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  both  lines  were  run  over  very  difficult  ground,  filled  with 
swamps,  sloughs,  dense  canebrakes  and  underbrush,  and  rugged  and 
precipitous  cliff's. 

The  work  was  carried  on  at  a  season  particularly  favorable  for  de- 
termining the  character  of  the  bottom,  severe  as  it  was  in  respect  to 
health,  comfort,  and  convenience;  6  and  8  inches  depth  was  all  that 
eould  be  had  in  many  places,  and,  at  Poor-Horse  Bar,  but  3  inches 
was  found — a  fortunate  rise  in  the  river  alone  eimbling  the  boats  to 
pass  over  without  resorting  to  the  use  of  rollers. 

The  coniputatfons  being  finished,  the  draughting  was  begun  in  Octo- 
ber by  Mr.  Le  Hardy,  and  continued  uninterruptedly,  working  seven 
hours  a  day,  until  its  completion^  on  the  20th  of  March.  The  handsome 
and  accurate  maps  which  he  has  produced  are  his  best  commendation. 

The  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  Lieutenants  Gregory  and 
Greene  during  this  season's  operations  will  cliallcnge  comparison  with 
the  best  efforts  of  the  lake  and  coast  surveys,  and  they  are  deserving  of 
the  heartiest  commendation  therefor. 

Before  entering  upon  a  discussion  of  the  cost  of  the  various  methods 
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suggested  of  oi>^ukig  these  slioals  to  navigation,  I  shall  give  a  brief 
rAtumS  of  the  history  of  previous  efforts  in  the  same  direction. 
.  As  stated  in  the  earlier  ])ages  of  this  report,  the  Tennessee  is 
navigable  from  Florence,  Alabama,  to  Paducah,  Kentucky,  at  its 
mouth,  200  miles  distant,  by  the  largest  class  of  western  river  steam- 
ers,»{the  obstacle  at  Colbert  Shoals  being  nearly  removed,)  while  the 
same  maybe  said  of 'that  portion  of  the  river  lying  between  Muscle 
Shoals  and  Chattanooga,  200  miles  in  len^^th.  During  the  high-water 
season  the  river  rises  at  Chattanooga  40  feet ;  at  Brown's  Ferry,  12 
feet;  on  the  Big  Muscle  Shoals,  from  4  to  5  feet;  and  about  tw^ice  aa 
mach  on  Little  Muscle  Shoals ;  at  Florence,  20  feet ;  and  at  Waterloo, 
28  miles  below  Florence,  30  feet.  This  rise  enables  largo  vessels  to  pass 
up  to  Knoxville,  200  miles  above  Chattanooga,  and  renilers  the  Little 
Tennessee,  the  Holston,  and  the  French  Broad  navigable  for  smaller 
steamers  for  some  distance  farther. 

The  Tennessee  itself  is  a  broad,  deep,  and  beautiful  stream,  with 
more  water  than  the  Ohio,  and  with  a  permanent  bed,  its  obstructions 
consisting  almost  exclusively  of  rock-reefs,  with  little  or  no  sand  or 
fO^avel,  which  prevents  the  formation  of  the  shifting  bars  which  obstruct 
tbe  navigation  of  most  of  the  western  rivers. 

Passing  from  Southwestern  Virginia  and  Western  ^orth  Carolina 
through  the  fertile  valleys  of  Eastern  Tennessee,  Northern  Alabama,  and 
Western  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  and  by  Northwestern  Georgia  and 
Northeastern  Mississippi,  it  reaches  a  point  near  the  center  of  the 
Mississippi  Valley,  within  a  few  hundred  miles  of  which  are  found  the 
months  of  the  Ohio,  the  Missiouri,  and  the  Arkansas,  and  offering  thus 
(bat  for  the  single  obstacle  of  the  Muscle  Shoals)  a  cheap  and  easy,  and 
the  only  internal  line  of  water-communication  between  the  Southeast- 
ern States  and  the  immense  region  watered  by  the  tributaries  of  the 
Mississippi,  it  is  not  wonderful  that  its  value  as  a  highway  for  com- 
mercial i)urposes  should  early  have  attracted  the  attention  of  our 
statesmen,  who  saw  in  its  opening  a  means  of  developing  enormously 
the  population,  wealth,  and  resources  of  one  of  the  richest  agricultural 
and  mineral  regions  which  the  United  States  possess. 

Accordingly,  in  1828,  the  board  of  internal  improvement  was  directed, 
by  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  23,  1828,  to  make  an  exatnination  of 
the  Muscle  Shoals,  with  a  view  to  opening  them  to  navigation,  and  to 
mibuiit  a  plan  and  estimate  therefor,  which  plan  and  estimate  were 
f^ubniitted  December  18,  1830,  and  were  approved  by  the  President  in 
the  March  following. 

The  salient  features  of  this  project  were  the  formation  of  three  basins, 
by  the  construction  of  dams  across  the  river,  one  below  Brown's  Ferry, 
one  below  Elk  Kiver  Shoals,  and  one  below  Campbell's  Ferry,  and 
their  connection  with  each  other,  and  with  the  deep  water  at  Florence, 
by  a  canal  along  the  northern  shore. 

The  construction  of  these  basins  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  pro- 
vision of  the  act  of  Congress  tliat  the  scheme  should  provide  for  bring- 
ing the  southern  shore  of  tlie  river  into  direct  water-communication 
with  the  canal,  which  it  was  well  understood  would,  if  built,  have  to 
pass  the  shoals  on  their  northern  side.* 

To  carry  out  the  scheme  of  improvement  presented  by  the  board, 
which  also  related  to  the  construction  of  certain  works  at  Colbert's 
Shoals  l)elow  Florence,  Congress  appropriated  four  htindred  thousand 
ax^resof  the  public  hinds  lying  within  the  State  of  Alabama,  which  were 
to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  construction  of  the  works 
recommended  by  the  board;  and  the  execution  of  the  work  was  confided 
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to  tbe  State  of  A1ab<inm,  with  the  Ringle  condition  tlmt  the  work  shonid 
be  begnii  nt  the  deep  water  near  Florence,  and  carried  up  the  river  a« 
far  as  the  fnnds  avaihtble  would  permit. 

The  fnnds  accruing  from  this  source,  however,  being  manifestly  inad- 
equate to  the  completion  of  the  work  as  desij^ned  by  the  bunrd,  tlie 
commissioners  of  the  State  of  Alabanm,  who  had  the  work  in  chav^e^ 
deemed  it  best  to  apply  them  to  the  construction ^of  that  section  of  the 
proposed  canal  which  was  to  connect  the  deep  wat<?r  at  Lamb's  Ferry 
with  the  deep  water  at  Campbell's  Ferry;  and  upon  their  application 
Congress  removed  the  restriction  which  it  liad  placed  upon  thesni  in 
respe,ct  to  beginning  the  work  at  Florence ;  gave  them  the  .authority 
asked  for  to  enable  them  to  -construct  this  middle  section  of  the  ciinal 
first.  And  the  board  of  internal  improvement  was  ordered  to  re-examine 
tiie  question  in  relation  to  this  proposed  change  in  its  scheme,  and  to 
report  a  nioditied  plan  and  estimate  atjcordingly. 

Their  report  bears  <late  March  25,  1831,  and  in  it  they  state  that  it  is 
"apian  not  presented  or  approved  by  this  board.'^  And  they  further 
add,  in  relation  to  it,  "that  it  will  overcome  about  fourteen  miles  and 
six  ei(;hths  of  the.  impediments  of  the  riv'cr;  but  after  {utssing  these  » 
boat  cannot  go  farther  for  want  of  the  improvements  to  pass  over  the 
impediments  above  and  below."  The  work,  however,  was  begun  that 
yearyl831.  In  July,  1836,  water  was  first  let  into  the  canal,  which  a 
few  months  later  was  thrown  open  to  navigation — its  lower  terminus 
being  in  the  eddy  of  Campbell's  Ferry,  (now  Bainbridge  Ferry,)  and  the 
up])er  terminus  being  about  3  miles  below  the  Lamb's  Ferry  eddy, 
the  funds  not  being  sufiieient  to  admit  of  the  completion  of  the  work  to 
the  e<l<ly  itself,  where,  however,  it  was  eventually  carried  under  a  small 
ad<litional  appropriation. 

The  width  of  the  canal,  as  finished,  varied  from  GO  to  70  feet  at  tho 
water-surface,  with  a  depth  of  0  feet,  and  lock  chambers  32  feet  wide  by 
120  feet,  between  miter  sills,  with  an  average  lift  of  5  feet. 

The  work,  so  far  as  done,  was  well  done,  and  the  canal  was  for  a  time 
extensively  used;  but  the  very  objection  to  the  scheme  urged  by  the 
board  of  internal  improvement  in  their  modified  report  ot  March  25, 1831, 
found  constant  verification  in  the  fact  that  boats  which  had  pnssed 
through  the  canal  were  stopped  commonly  by  the  Elk  RiverShoals  above 
or  the  Little  Muscle  Shoals  below;  so  that  often  scores  of  vessels  lay 
idly  at  one  obstruction  or  the  other  waiting  for  a  rise  in  the  river  to 
enable  them  to  pass. 

In  a  letter  dated  May  14,  1838,  Mr.  Thomas  Williams,  the  chief  en- 
gineer of  the  canal,  says:  "A  great  quantity  of  cotton  has  passed 
through  the  Muscle  Shoals  Canal,  but  for  some  weeks  past  the  nnusual 
lowness  of  the  water  has  completely  suspended  navigation  ;  not  that 
there  is  any  difficnlty  in  passing  through  the  canal  itself,  but  the  water 
on  the  shoals  above  and  below  it  (Elk  Ki  ver  and  Che  Little  Muscle  Shoals) 
is  so  shallow  as  to  prevent  boats  from  getting  into  it.  There  were  a 
few  days  ago  about  seventy  large  flat-boats,  loaded  with  cotton,  (all  of 
which  had  passed  through  the  canal,)  lying  at  Campbell's  Ferry,  wait- 
ing ibr  a  rise  in  the  river  to  carry  them  over  the  Little  Muscle  Shoals. 
Many  more  are  detained  by  the  "shoals  above  the  canal.  The  steamer 
Holston,  of  more  than  one  hundred  tons  burden,  and  intended  for  the 
Uijper  Tennessee  trade,  passed  up  the  canal  some  time  ago,  but  I  am 
ioUi  is  detained  by  shoals  above  the  canal." 

These  difficulties,  together  with  the  failure  of  all  attempts  to  obtnin 
fiirther  appropriations  either  from  Congress  or  from  the  legislature  of  tb6 
dtate  of  Alabama  to  maiutaiti  and  extend  the  canal — »  failure  due,  uo 
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donbt,  in  a  great  meastire,  to  the  financial  distress  of  1837  and  the  years 
iaiiiiedmtely  satM^eeding — gradually  Ciiused  its  abandonment.  Tiie  lock- 
gates  rotted  and  fell  to  pieces,  leaks  occurred,  the  <laius  across  tho 
creeks  became  broken  and  disintegrated,  quantities  of  sediment  washed 
into  the  bed  of  the  canal,  and  now,  over  forty  years  since  the  work  was 
begun,  tow-paths,  banks,  and  bed  alike  of  this  great  work,  which  cost 
the  country  nearly  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  are  overgrown  with 
trees  and  heavy  masses  of  shrubbery,  while  glimpses  only  of  the  tine 
masonry  of  its  seventeen  locks  are  to'  be  caught  here  and  there  through 
the  occasional  openings  of  the  dense  growth  which  envelops  them. 

The  results  of  my  examination  convince  me  that  the  scheme  proposed, 
by  the  board  of  internal  improvement  for  the  passage  of  this  obstacle^ 
and  approved  by  the  President  in  M:irch,  18U,  cannot  be  improved 
aix)n ;  and  the  work  now  remaining  to  be  done,  in  order  to  carry  it  out, 
is  to  put  the  old  canal  around  the  Big  Muscle  Shoals  in  good  condition, 
and  to  construct  the  canals  around  Elk  Jiiver  Shoals  and  Little  Muscle 
Shoals,  together  with  the  basins  proposed  for  connecting  them  with 
the  south  shore.  The  dams  to  be  used  in  the  formation  of  these  basins 
fihoahl,  of  course,  as  originally  proposed,  be  arranged  with  chutes  for 
the  passiige  4>f  rafts. 

The  Ciimmerce  of  the  western  waters  has  changed  so  much  in  char- 
acter since  this  work  was  begun,  that  the  question  of  giving  to  the 
caDul  an  increased  capacity,  suitc^d  to  the  size  of  the  steamers  and 
barges  now  employed,  requires  consideration.  1  shall,  therefore,  in  in^r 
estimates,  give  the  cost  of  completing  the  work  as  it  was  begun,  i.  ^., 
with  the  (^inal  trunk  from  60  to  70  feet  wide  at  the  water-surface,  6 
feet  depth  of  water,  and  with  the  lock-chambers  32  feet  wide  by  120 feet 
loug  between  miter  Kills. 

AUo  the  additional  cost  of  lengthening  the  lock-chambers  to  200  feet, 
the  other  dimensions  of  the  canal  remaining  the  same.  Also  the  cost 
of  widening  the  canal  to  100  feet  at  the  water-surface  with  the  same 
depth,  and  lock-chambers  60  ieet  wide  by  300  feet  in  length  betwee^ 
miter  sills. 

As  a  part  o[f  the  old  canal  over'  4  miles  in  Jength,  Vni^t  m  the  be^ 
of  the  Tennessee  at  the  foot  of  Bocky  Blnffs,  haa  a  width  of  but  GO  fee^* 
this  determines  the  limit  of  the  width  which  can  be  given  to  the  lockS| 
unless  a  very  heavy  additional  expense  for  widening  this  pari  is  incurred, 
which  I  have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  consitler. 

With  this  exception,  the  remainder  of  the  canal  is  constructed  through 
alluvial  bottoms,  and,  by  the  use  of  the  dams  across  the  Tennessee  be- 
fore alluded  to,  the  rock  bottom  upon  which  the  masonry  of  nearly  all 
the  locks  rests  need  not  be  excavated  in  the  construction  of  the  trunk 
of  the  canal. 

Thesaving.of  expense  resulting  from  this  mode  of  construction  will 
explain  the  great  dittVrence  which  exi^^ts  between  my  estinmtes  and 
those  given  in  the  report  of  Mr.  William  B.  Gaw,  before  alluded  to. 

I  have  also  the  estimated  cost  of  the  canal,  upon  the  supposition  that 
the  new  lavMs  be  constructed  of  the  larger  dimensions,  while  the  old 
ones  be  left  of  their  ]>resent  size  until  the  <lemands  of  commerce  require 
their  enlargement ;  but  as  the  cost  of  this  method  of  construction  would 
be  about  the  same  as  the  cast  of  making  all-  the  locks  32  feet  long  by 
200  feet  between  miter-sills,  while  it  would  defer  to  a  distant  day  the 
advantages  which  would  be  iuimediately  conferred  by  the  execution  of 
the  latter  method  of  construction,  it  does  not  impress  one  favorably. 

Tbenuiiiber  of  new  lock;*  required  to  carry  the  canal  around  Elk 
Biver  Shoals  would  be  five,  two  guard,  or  regulating,  locks  and  three 
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lift-lockH;  at  Bi^  Muscle  Shoals,  one  guard-lock;   at  Little  Masck 
Shoals,  two  guard-locks  and  three  lift-locks;  total,  eleven. 

To  reduce  the  number  by  increasing  the  lift  would  increase  the  ex 
pense  by  rendering  necessj.ry  heavy  einbankinenti,  or  large  amaanti 
of  rock  excavation. 

The  estimates  are,  of  course,  greatly  in  excess  of  those  made  forty 
years  ago,  when  the  work  would  have  cost  but  one-half  or  one-thinlof 
what  it  would  now  cost,  and  arc  as  follows:

The  foregoing  estimates  are  based  upon  the  supposition  that  the  ex- 
cavation and  embankment  would  be  equalized  in  practice,  and  thfit  not 
more  than  one-quarter  of  the  entire  excavation  would  be  in  rock;  and 
it  is  believed  that  they  are  liberal.  It  is  quite  probable  that,  in  actual 
construction,  a  ciireful  study  of  the  ground  would  result  in  a  consider- 
able reduction  below*these  estimates.

Dear  Sir  :  When  in  Chicngo,  a  few  days  ago,  at  the  request  of  Isaac  Myer,  esq.,  an 
old  personal  friend,  whom  I  liave  known  for  twenty  years  or  more,  I  made  a  visit  to 
Beaver  Lake,  Newton  County,  Indiana,  and  while  there  had  an  oi>portunity  of  oU6er\'- 
ing  the  character,  quality,  and  condition  of  the  land  embraced  in  what  is  known  tks 
Beaver  Lake,  and  also  of  conversing  with,  or  hearing  the  conversations  of,  those  who 
have  pre-empted  claims  upon  said  Beaver  Lake  lands. 

As  to  the  persons  themselves — about  thirty  in  number — whom  I  saw,  I  am  glad  t<» 
say  they  were  of  a  good  class  of  people ;  intelligent,  and  apparently  a  welT-to-do. 
thrifty  class,  and  from  iirst  to  last  expressed  a  decided  anxiety  to  have  the  lands  sur- 
veyed, and  to  go  at  once  upon  them  and  improve  and  cultivate  them  as  homesteads  for 
themselves  and  families. 

Those  whom  I  saw,  as  well  as  those  of  whom  I  heard  anything  said,  seemed  to  all,  or 
nearly  all,  be  residents  oh  or  about  Beaver  Lake,  and  interested  personally  in  the  suc- 
cess of  every  material  interest  of  the  country;  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  were 
Boldiera  in  the  late  Union  Army^  and  consequently  feel  more  deeply  interested  on  that 
account. 

From  the  lips  of  every  one  with  whom  I  had  any  conversation,  or  of  whom  I  heard 
anything  said,  there  was  but  one  opinion,  and  I  could  come  to  but  one  conclusion,  and 
that  was  that  they  were  all  anxious  to  have  the  lands  for  their  own  personal  use;  and 
not  one  of  them  seemed  to  be  under  the  control  of,  or  influenced  by,  any  one  eke  in 
anywise. 

i  drove  over  nearly  the  whole  of  the  lake  with  a  pair  of  horses  and  carriage,  and  1 
give  it  as  my  unhesitating  opinion  that  there  is  not  a  particle  of  difficulty  in  the  way 
of  making  a  survey  of  the  entire  lake,  if  the  honorable  Commissioner  should  see  proper 
to  order  it;  and  an  immediate  survey  would,  in  my  judgment,  work  incalculable  public 
good,  as  it  would  qniet  the  public  mind,  in  so  far,  at  least,  as  the  Beaver  Lake  portion 
is  concerned,  and  would  prevent  any  confusion  or  chance  of  collision  among  the  partie» 
thereabouts  and  their  friends. 

The  lauds  are,  as  a  general  thing,  of  a  very  fine  quality,  and  susceptible  of  the  high- 
est cultivation. 

I  understand  the  parties  claiming  these  lands — in  fact,  heard  one  of  them  so  state — 
that  if  the  survey  is  made,  or  ordered,  rather,  they  will  make  no  further  resistance  to 
the  pre-emptors  coming  upon  the  lauds  ana  asserting  their  claims ;  so  that  you  can 
readily  perceive  that  the  want  of  the  survey  is  now  the  only  disturbing  element. 

Among  the  pre-emptors  whom  I  saw  was  a  Mrs.  Whitcomb,  whose  husband  was  a 
member  of  the  One  hundred  and  thirty-sixth  Illinois  Regiment,  and  who  died  in  tbe 
service.  She  puts  her  claim  upon  the  plain,  square  ground  that  she  is  entitled  under 
the  acts  of  Congress  to  160  acres  of  land ;  and  if  the  Beaver  Lake  lands  are  Grovernment 
lands,  she  wants  hers  there,  and  is  ready  at  a  moment's  notice,  and  has  the  ability,  to 
go  upon  the  land  and  improve  it  as  the  law  requires.  And,  indeed,  I  may  say  that 
every  one  of  the  pre-emptors  whom  I  saw,  or  of  whom  I  heard,  seemed  to  be  able  to 
make  their  improvements  at  once,  and  wer6  only  waiting  the  opportunity  to  do  so.

Some  time  in  the  month  of  February,  1369, 1  went  to  Beaver  Lake  to  find  me  a  place 
to  live  and  keep  my  stock,  and  went  to  the  county-seat  of  Newton  County  to  find  some 
trace  of  some  land,  and  found  that  I  conid  squat  on  most  any  place  where  I  could  get 
a  chance  or  where  there  waa  no  one  on.  I  came  to  Beaver  Lake,  and  looked  around  aiul 
found  a  vacant  house,  about  one  mile  from  Bogus  Island,  and  found  that  it  had  been 
left,  and  was  in  danger  of  being  burned  by  the  prairie  fires.  I  inquired  who  owned  it, 
and  went  and  hired  it,  and  paid  $15,  and  went  and  packed  up  my  things  and  starte<I 
to  move  to  it,  and  when  some  ten  miles  on  my  road  I  met  some  men  from  Beaver  Lake, 
and  they  told  me  that  Dean  and  Berlin  had  moved  one  of  their  gang  into  the  house. 
I  was  out  of  doors  with  all  my  things,  teams  and  family,  that  I  had  with  me.  I  bad  to 
go  and  find  some  place,  and  sell  my  stock  at  a  reduced  rate,  for  I  waa  out  of  doors,  aad 
lost  my  money  that  I  had  paid,  and  my  expenses.  I  did  not  know  at  the  time  that 
they  drove  people  off  of  that  land,  but  thought  that  I  had  a  right  to  settle  on  it.  1 
think  that  they  injured  roe  more  than  $300.  I  uuderatand  that  they  have  taken  tlii.^ 
land,  and  have  held  it  ever  since,  and  what  has  become  of  the  women  that  I  do  not 
know.

Dear  Sir:  Having  but  a  few  hours  to  examine  the  printed  argument  of  Hendricks 
in  opposition  to  the  survey  of  the  "  Beaver  Lake  land'^  that  you  banded  me,  I  am  only 
able  to  make  a  hasty  examination  and  correct  some  statements  as  to  facts  in  tho  case. 

Page  2.  The  first  application  by  Myer  &  Otis  was  made  under  act  May  30, 1862, -but 
an  amended  application  was  filed  shortly  afterward  under  act  of  1870,  immediately 
after  the  instructions  were  received  from  the  land  office  at  Indianapolis.  This  was 
signed  by  thirteen,  several  of  whom  I  knew  to  be  actual  settlers  at  the  time,  and  are 
now.  Duane  Hall,  Hathaway,  and  Wardell  are  three  I  know  myself.  I  do  not  now 
recollect  the  others,  as  I  have  not  the  list  of  names. 

Page  3.  In  regard  to  surveying  United  States  lands  in  Indiana,  such  as  islands,  frac- 
tions on  rivers  and  dried  up  lakes,  it  is  the  practice  to  survey  and  sell  from  time  to 
time  when  asked  for.  About  two  years  ago  a  small  lake  of  about  90  acres,  in  Posey 
Coimty,  Indiana,  was  surveyed  and  brought  into  market  and  sold  at  the  local  land 
ofiice  in  Indianapolis  at  |1  25  per  acre.  1  was  present  when  the  sale  was  made.  In 
Indiana  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  is  ex  officio  surveyor  general,  and  ap- 
plication is  made  to  him.  There  is  no  legislation  required  to  renetv  the  slirveys  in  Indiana, 
(as  he  speaks  of.)  The  law  and  power  to  make  surveys  of  United  States  lands  in 
Indiana  are  now  in  full  force.  It  would  be  illegal  for  the  Commissioner  to  refuse  a 
survey  if  the  application  is  properly  and  legally  prepared. 

On  page  4  he  states  that,  '^The  State  of  Indiana  and  individuals  have  by  an  expend- 
iture of  money  drained  said  lands  and  the  value  thereof  is  given  to  it  by  such  ex- 
penditure.*' I  state  that  the  State  of  Indiana,  to  my  certain  knowledge,  never  expended 
a  dollar  to  drain  Beaver  Lake.  The  State  owned  about  30,000  acres  of  swamp  land 
aronnd  the  lake  that  was  flomled  by  the  lake,  aud  the  money  from  sale  of  these  lands 
was  expended  to  drain  these  lands  and  not  the  lake.  The  lake  became  dry  incidentally 
by  this  ditch  being  made,  for  no  power  could-  stop  the  wat«r  of  the  lake  from  running 
out  with  such  a  fall  and  such  a  soil.  A  few  local  ditches  have  been  made  in  the  bed 
of  the  lake  since  the  drainage,  but  the  cost«  do  not  amount  to  one-tenth  of  the  profits 
Diade  out  of  the  land  by  Milk  and  Dean.  Other  individuals  living  in  the  bed  of  the  lake 
have  made  local  drains,  who  luive  lived  there  for  years,  will  continue  to  drain  the 
lands  and  are  claiming  the  lands  as  pre-emptors,  having  once  bought  the  lands  on  a 
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bogns  title,  are  willing  and  anxious  to  buy  thera  again ,  and  have  petitioned  and  pmj 
for  a  8pee<ly  survey  that  their  titles  may  bo  perfected.  Milk  and  Dean  do  not  live  in 
the  lake  as  these  actual  settlers  do,  but  one  is  a  non-resident  of  the  Stat4)  of  Indiana  and 
the  other  lives  outside  of  the  margin  of  the  lake.  Milk  owns  a  farm  of  12,000  acres  in 
Kankakee  and  Iroquois  Counties,  Illinois,  and  cannot  be  a  pre-emptor  by  law.  Will 
the  Government  withhold  the  survey  for  the  benefit  of  this  grand  speculator  to  the 
injury  of  the  actual  settlers  who  have  improved  and  ditched  the  lands  and  are  now 
living  on  the  lands,  and  ask  the  Government  to  survey  and  perfect  to  them  a  title  to 
160  acres  each  under  act  of  pre-emption  T 

Page  8:  The  case  of  Bright  w.  Blake  settled  no  title,  as  the  titleis  in  the  United  States, 
and  always  has  been,  (see  Commissioner's  Report,  1868,  121  to  131 ;)  but  it  settletl  the 
superiority  of  Bricht's  assumed  "riparian"  agaiut  Blake's  "right of  discovery"  title. 
This  case  is  well  known  to  have  been  planned  and  concocted  on  purpose  to  get  a 
title  spread  upon  the  record,  to  fool  greenhorns  out  of  their  money  ;  and  it  did  most 
effectually  not  only  fool  some  very  sharp  men,  but  a  whole  Indiana  leifislaturVf  who  took 
the  title  from  Bright,  and  gave  a  "  consideration  "  of  $40,000. 

Judge  Pettit  says :  "  The  fractional  lots  w^ere  all  granted  by  the  Government  t-o  State 
of  Indiana,'^  &c.  This  is  not  the  fact ;  part  were  State,  and  part  Congress  lauds.  I 
know  this  to  be  so,  for  myself  and  John  r.  Dunn,  then  auditor  of  state,  made  the  en- 
tire purchase  of  all  the  fractions  on  the  entire  line  of  the  lake,  nineteen  miles,  and  I 
know  I  went  to  Winnemac  to  enter  some  of  them  at  the  land-office.  We  afterward 
sold  to  Bright. 

He  says  the  bed  of  the  lake  is  about  25  feet  above  the  Kankakee  River.  My  8U^^'ey 
and  all  other  engineers  make  it  42  feet ;  for  proof  of  this  I  refer  to  record  of  sale  in 
your  office. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  DITCH. 

I  made  a  survey  and  estimate  of  the  ditch,  $13,000.  The  contract  was  let  to  Austin 
M.  Puett,  brother-in-law  to  Governor  Wright ;  he  hired  some  Irish ;  removed  the 
sod  from  the  surface  for  a  mile  or  so,  and  cut  a  narrow  channel  through  the  raised 
ridge,  at  a  cost  of  about  |I,000,  so  as  to  start  the  water  through.  It  soon  made  a  chau- 
nel,  aud  the  water  rushed  out  with  great  force  and  noise,  tearing  out  hutro  trees  by  the 
roots.  The  republicans  charged  the  governor  and  Puett  with  swindling  the  State ; 
the  governor  appointed  an  engineer,  Mr.  Morrison,  a  republican,  to  go  and  estimate 
the  work.  He  did  so,  and  reported  that  Puett  had  excavated  at  least  ten  times  the 
amount  of  earth  required — which  was  a  fact.  The  ditch  is  now  100  feet  wide,  18  feet 
deep  in  places.  This  Morrison  was  since  my  successor  as  city  engineer  of  Indianapolis. 
A.  M.  Puett  is  now  living  at  Greeucastle,  Indiana,  and  will  testify  to  the  above  facts. 

On  the  application,  as  argued  on  page  7,  if  the  Commissioner  decides  the  application 
of  Myer  &  Otis  informal,  as  being  under  act  of  1862,  or  the  amended  application  under 
act  of  1870,  not  in  accordance  with  law,  then  as  soon  as  you  report  these  facts,  the  ae^ 
tual  settlers  will  immediately  forward  a  proper  application,  to  "  provide  for  the  inter- 
ests of  the  advancing  settlement,  so  that  each  pioneer  may  know  the  bounds  of  his 
uew  home." 

In  the  case  of  Bright  vs.  Blake:  If  Blake  had  moved  on  to  Bogus  Island  in  gowl 
faith,  made  actual  settlement,  and  made  application  in  due  form  for  a  survey,  it  woald 
have  been  granted,  and  he  would  have  got  the  island ;  but  that  was  not  the  intentiati ; 
it  suited  the  interests  of  Bright  better  to  have  a  case  and  a  defendant  that  ho  was 
sure  to  beat.    Blake  was  not  an  actual  settler :  he  was  of  the  tirm  of  Blake  &,  Daggy, 

Eork-packers,  Greeucastle,  Indiana,  and  would  not  take  his  family  from  a  luxurious 
ome  to  sette  on  Bogus  Island,  supposing  he  had  gained  the  suit,  and  got  a  patent 
from  the  United  States,  and  bought  the  balance  of  the  lake  on  riparian.  Would  his 
title  be  good  now,  as  against  the  rights  of  the  townsliip  to  16th  section  for  schools? 
Your  clients,  the  voters  of  the  township,  set  up  a  claim  for  16th  section  for  schools, 
and  ask  you  to  urge  a  survey  of  the  lake,  to  give  them  their  lands.  The  Commissiouer 
can  hardly  refuse  the  request.

Siu  :  We  are  credibly  infonned  that  what  is  known  as  "  Beaver  Lake,''  in  towndiip 
30  north,  range  9  w^est,  contaiug  some  15,000  acres,  has  become  almost  entirely  dry 
and  cultivable,  and  that  hundreds  of  acres  ivere  in  cultivation  the  past  season. 

The  lands  adjacent  to  the  lake  were,  and  perhaps  are  now,  owned  by  a  few  parties, 
who,  claiming  a  riparian  right  to  the  lake  itself,  profess  to  have  surveyed  it,  hy  a 
constructive  extension  of  the  United  States  survey  lines,  and  have  platted  it,  and  dis- 
posed of  portions  of  the  same.    These  same  parties  were  once  sureties  on  a  bond  of  the 
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State's  officersi  aud  were  stte<l,  we  believe,  by  tbe  State  upon  sucb  bond,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  a  release  conveyed  to  tbe  State  alt-ernate  trticta  in  tbis  lake.

1.  He  haa  bought,  sold,  and  herded  cattle  on  and  around  the  margin  of  said  lake, 
more  or  less,  ever  since  1865. 

2.  I  have  made  my  home  near  there  for  the  last  eighteen  months. 

3.  I  have  been  deputy  sheriff  of  said  Newton  County  for  the  last  three  and  a  half 
years,  aud  am  now  the  deputy  sheriff  of  said  county,  and  as  such  deputy  I  have  had 
frequent  occasion  to  visit  said  lake,  and  I  am  well  acquainted  with  all  the  actual  set- 
tlers aronnd  and  in  the  bed  of  said  lake,  and  to  my  certain  knowledge  there  is  not  to 
exceed  nine  miles  of  fencing  in  or  on  the  bed  of  said  lake,  the  same  being  only  three 
rails,  and  built  at  not  to  exceed  a  cost  of  forty  cents  per  rod  ;  that  there  are  not  to  ex- 
ceed live  dwelling-houses  erected  in  or  on  the  bed  of  said  lake,  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Bardwell,  Isaac  Wardell,  Rnfus  Safford,  William  McNutt,  and  Isaac  Hoak,  and 

that  the  only  good  houses  in  said  lake- bed  is  the  one  in  which  William  McNutt  now  re-

Sir  :  Yon  will  find  on  file,  about  the  middle  May  last,  my  affidavit  showing  the  con- 
dition of  Beaver  Lake,  in  New^ton  County,  Indiana.    Also  my  application,  with  many 
others,  about  June  5th  following,  for  an  estinufte  for  the  survey  of  said  lake,  since 
which  time  I  have  examined  the  records  of  Indianapolis  and  find  the  following  con 
cerniug  said  lake : 

July  19,  1858,  Michael  G.  Bright,  quit-claimed  to  Aquilla  Jones,  auditor,  197  al- 
ternate forty-acre  tracts  of  said  laud,  being  7,880  acres,  for  82,500. 

Said  Jones  quit-claimed  said  7,880  acres  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  December  31,  I860, 
for  83,000.  Each  of  said  quit-claim  deeds,  having  written  therein  the  special  clause^ 
"  but  not  to  be  responsible  for  any  act  of  others,  or  for  any  defect  whatever  of  title." 

I  am  informed  that  about  twelve  years  ago  said  Beaver  Lake  was  drained  into  the 
Kankakee  River  out  of  the  swamp-land  fund  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

I  also  find,  from  the  records  at  Indianapolis,  that  in  1866  the  State  sold  to  divers 
persons,  ten  in  number,  42  of  the  forty-acre  tracts  quit-claimed  by  said  Jones,  at 
$1  50  per  acre  ;  and  in  1867,  62  of  the  tracts  to  eight  difierent  persons,  at  81  ^^  P^^' 
acre ;  1  forty-acre  tract,  at  81  P©r  acre. 

Lemuel  Milk  bought  October  28, 1869,  40  of  the  tracts,  nt  81  per  acre. 

Henry  H.  Cooley  bought  November  9,  1870,  40  of  the  tracts,  at  81  P«r  acre.  Tht* 
balance  was  purchased  from  the  State  in  1870  and  1871  by  Joseph  Laws  and  Jacob  B  . 
Dunn,  at  81  per  acre. 

From  the  records  of  Newton  County,  Indiana,  I  find  that  in  1868  said  Michael  G. 
Bright  sold,  by  warrantee  deed,  the  remaining  alternate  forty-acre  tracts  of  said  land , 
which  had  not  been  disposed  of  to  the  State,  as  follows :

I  find  said  Lemuel  Milk  has,  from  the  State  and  others,  over  10,000  acres  of  said  lands, 
on  which  he  has  paid  but  one  year's  taxes,  that  of  1870,  amounting  to  $287  16. 

In  regard  to  the  remaining  waters  of  said  lake,  I  have  recently  made  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  same,  and  find  not  to  exceed  a  section  and  one-half  of  water, 
covering  a  tract  of  land  about  three  miles  in  lenj^th,  and  about  one  half-mile  in  width. 

About  three-quarters  of  said  water  is  from  six  to  twelve  inches  in  depth,  and  the 
remainder  being  a  well-defined  channel,  ranging  from  two  to  five  feet  in  depth,  and  all 
of  which,  in  my  Judgment,  and  that  of  a  surveyor,  who  was  with  me,  can  be  surveyed 
without  difficulty,  and  drained  entirely  dry. 

Within  the  original  bounds  of  the  said  Beaver  Lake  were  several  islands,  of  from  ten 
to  fifty  acres  each,  and  from  ten  to  thirty  feet  above  water.

We  are  all  very  anxious  to  have 
the  lines  established,  and  know  where  our  lands  are,  so  we  can  make  our  fences  and 
have  our  title  settled  beyond  dispute.  I  am  living  upon  what  is  supposed  to  be,  when 
surveyed,  the  east  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  4,  township  30  north,  range 
9  west.

diR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  an  estimate  of  appropria- 
tion required  to  restore  to  the  Creek  orpb'<vus  of  1832  certain  funds  to 
which  they  are  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  with  the 
Creek  Nation  of  March  24, 1832,  but  illegally  invested  in  stocks  or  di- 
verted to  other  purposes,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $251,055  97. 

By  the  accompanying  copy  of  an  opinion  of  Assistant  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Smith,  dated  thel5th  ultimo,  itwill  befoundthat  thesubject  has  been 
carefully  examined;  and  as  the  conclusions  of  that  officer  appear  to  be 
sastained  by  reason  and  authority,  I  respectfully  request  the  favorable 
action  of  Congress  upon  the  estimate.

Sir  :  I  have  considered  the  claim  of  the  Crefek  orphans,  referred  bj 
you  for  my  opinion. 

This  claim  grows  out  of  the  treaty  made  with  the  Creeks  on  the  24tli 
of  March,  1832,  and  found  in  volume  7  United  States  Statutes,  page  366. 

By  that  treaty  twenty  sections  of  land,  to  be  selected  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  were  reserved  '» to  the  orphan  children  of  the 
Creeks,"  and  were  directed  to  be  "  retained  or  sold  for  their  benefit,  as 
the  President  may  direct."  He  did  direct  that  they  should  be  sold,  and 
they  were  sold  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1837,  (5 
Stat.,  186,)  and  the  proceeds,  amounting:  to  $108,713  82,  invested  in 
stocks.  The  third  section  of  that  act  authorized  the  interest  to  be  paid 
to  the  Creeks  ^'  in  such  amounts  and  in  such  manner"  as  in  the  opinion 
of  the  President  would  be  most  advantageous  to  them,  and  the  x>nnci- 
pal,  wheuever  the  President  should  think  proper. 

This  sum  and  its  interest  have  been  reinvested,  and  now  amount  to  a 
large  sum,  probably  $275,000.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  payments  that 
have  been  made,  under  the  order  of  the  President,  two  in  number,  one 
August  26,  1868;  of  $106,434  12,  and  the  other,  July  1,  1870,  of 
$24,291  63. 

The  0Pi)han8  have  received  no  other  payments,  either  on  principal  or 
interest.  There  has  been  expended  out  of  these  funds,  and  without  their 
consent,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  tribe,  $69,956  29,  and  for  the 
support  of  loyal  Creek  refugees,  $106,799  iiS.  The  stocks  now  on  hand 
consist  of  Tennessee  6's  and  Virginia  6'.s. 

These  bonds  are  below  par,  and  are  non-interest-paying  bonds.  Thej 
have  been  purchased  since  September  11, 1841. 

The  attorney  for  the  orphans  claims: 

1.  That  the  bonds  now  on  hand  were  obtained  in  violation  of  law  ; 

2.  That  the  application  of  the  $69,956  29,  for  the  general  purposes  of 
the  tribe,  was  improper; 

3.  That  the  application  of  the  $106,799  68,  for  the  support  of  loyal 
refugees,  was  not  authorized  by  law ;  and 

4.  That  all  the  payments  to  the  orphans  should  have  been  in  gold,  and 
that  the  difference  between  coin  and  Treasury  notes  should  be  made  up 
to  them. 

I  will  consider  these  claims  in  their  order: 

1.  The  bonds  now  on  hand  were  purchased  in  violation  of  law. 

The  third  section  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1837,  authorized  the  President 
to  invest  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  Creek  reserves  "in  stocks,* 
without  specifying  any  particular  stocks.  That  language  is  broad  enough 
to  justify  the  purchase  that  was  made,  and  if  the  trustee  acted  in  good 
faith  and  with  rea«ionable  care,  there  is  no  legal  liability  for  any  loss 
resulting  from  his  action. 

This  principle  is  not  controverted ;  but  it  is  claimed  that  the  subse- 
quent act  of  September  11, 1841,  (5  Stat,  465,)  required  the  investments 
made  after  that  date  to  be  in  United  States  stocks,  bearing  interest  at 
not  less  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  first  section  of  that  act  repealed  the  act  authorizing  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  to  iuvest  the  interest  accruing  on  the  Srnithson  bequest 
in  State  stocks,  and  required  such  interest  to  be  invested  in  United 
States  stocks  of  not  less  than  five  per  cent,  annual  interest. 

The  second  section  is  as  follows:  "That  all  other  funds  held  in  trust 
by  the  United  Stiites,  and  the  annual  interest  accruing  thereon,  when 
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not  Otherwise  reqnired  by  treaty^  shall  in  like  manner  be  invested  in 
stocks  of  the  United  States,  bearing  a  like  rate  of  interest."  This  sec- 
tion is  general  in  its  terms,  and  applies  to  all  cases  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  treaty^  and  is,  I  think,  a  repeal  of  all  laws  inconsistent  there- 
with. The  act  of  1837  is  inconsistent  with  it,  and  is  therefore  repealed 
by  it.  If  the  original  investment  had  been  made  after  the  passage  of 
the  law,  there  would  probably  be  no  doubt  of  its  application.  Does  it 
make  any  diflference  that  the  original  investment  was  before  the  act, 
but  the  actual  investment  was  made  after  the  act,  but  out  of  funds 
arising  from  a  sale  of  stocks,  sold  after  the  passage  of  the  act!  I  think 
not.  The  trustee  misapprehended  his  powers,  and  invested  in  stocks 
which  the  law  prohibited  him  from  investing  in,  and  a  loss  has  resulted 
therefrom.  It  may  have  been  difficult  for  him  to  procure,  at  that  time, 
the  class  of  bonds  the  law  required.  If  so,  it  was  his  duty  to  withhold 
th(j  investment  until  such  time  as  the  proper  stocks  could  be  procured, 
or  until  he  was  otherwise  directed  by  Congress.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  loss  should  fall  upon  the  United  States  and  not  upon  its  wards. 

2.  As  to  the  application  of  the  $G9,956  29,  for  general  purposes :  These 
twenty  sections  were  set  apart  for  the  benefit  of  the  orphans.  The  adults 
of  the  tribe  received  compensation  for  their  interests.  The  orphans 
were  not  then  in  a  condition  to  receive  their  share.  Their  claim  is  now 
an  individual  one,  and  I  do  not  understand  how  money  belonging  to 
individuals  can  be  taken  and  expended  for  general  purposes  of  the  tribe. 
The  obvious  mode  would  have  been  to  have  taken  the  moneys  of  the 
tribe  and  used  them  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  tribe. 

The  purposes  for  which  these  moneys  were  spent  were  mostly  educa- 
tional; such  as  building  school-houses  and  supporting  schools  for  the 
tribe.  This  may  have  been  beneficial  to  the  orphans,  or  rather  to  some 
of  their  heirs,  for  the  orphans  of  1832  would  not  be  likely  to  be  in  school 
between  1850  and  18G1. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  not  a  trustee  of  the  Indians  in  such 
a  sense  as  to  be  authorized  to  spend  their  money  for  their  benefit  with- 
out express  provision  of  law.  He  has  no  discretion.  He  must  be 
directed  by  Congress.  It  may  give  him  discriminating  power,  but  it 
ilid  not  do  it  in  the  case  of  the  Creek  orphans.  I  think  their  money 
was  improperly  expended,  and  should  be  returned  to  them. 

3.  As  to  the  application  of  the  money  for  the  support  of  the  loyal 
refugees :  The  only  ground  for  making  this  application  of  the  orphan 
fund  is  found  in  the  appropriation  acts  of  July  5,  1862,  (12  Stat.,  528;) 
March  3,  1863,  (12  Stat.,  793;)  June  25,  1861,  (13  Stat.,  180,)  and  the 
joint  resolution  of  February  22, 1862,  (12  Stat.,  614.)  The  first  provides 
"that  all  appropriations  heretofore  or  hereafter  made  to  carry  into  effect 
treaty  stipulations,  or  otherwise,  in  behalf  of  any  tribe  or  tribes  of  Indians, 
all  or  any  portion  of  whom  shall  be  in  a  state  of  actual  hostility  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  including  the  Cherokees,  Creeks, 
Choctaws,  Chickasaws,  Seminoles,  Wichitas,  and  other  affiliated  tribes, 
may  and  shall  be  suspended  and  postponed,  wholly  or  in  part,  at  and 
during  the  discretion  and  pleasure  of  the  President:  Provided  further^ 
That  the  President  is  authorized  to  expend  such  part  of  the  amount 
heretofore  appropriated  and  not  expended,  and  hereinbefore  appropriated 
for  the  benefit  of  the  tribes  named  in  the  preceding  proviso,  as  he  may 
deem  necessary,  for  the  relief  and  support  of  such  individual  members 
of  said  tribes  as  have  been  driven  from  their  homes  and  reduced  to 
want  on  account  of  their  friendship  to  the  Government." 

(The  acts  of  March  3, 1863,  and  June  25, 1864,  are  substantially  like 
thatof  July5, 1862.) 
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This  provision  is  a  summary  one.  It  purports,  without  a  hearing, 
trial,  or  <<  day  in  court,"  to  dispose  of  certain  funds  belonging  to  certain 
Indians.  It  should  certainly  receive  a  strict  construction,  and  no  funds 
should  be  confiscated  under  it,  unless  they  come  clearly  within  the  let- 
ter of  the  act.  Looking  to  the  letter,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Creek 
orphan  iund  is  not  included. 

The  language  is,  '<  all  appropriations  heretofore  or  hereafter  iiiade,^&c 
The  term  '< appropriation''  is  well  understood.  It  signifies  such  por- 
tions of  the  public  moneys  as  have  been  set  apart  by  Congress  for 
some  particular  object.  It  does  not  include  moneys  that  have  never 
been  the  property  of  the  Government.  This  orphan  fund  never  was  the 
property  of  the  Government,  and  Congress  never  had,  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  act  now  under  consideration,  mtule  any  appropriation  for  it.  The 
President  was  the  party  who  controlled  the  fund  and  directed  when  and 
how  it  should  be  paid. 

But  it  was  to  be  not  only  '^  all  appropriations,'^  but  only  such  appropria- 
tions as  had  been  made  or  should  be  made  <^  in  behalf  of  any  tribe  or 
tribes  of  Indians,  all  or  any  portion  of  whom  shall  be  in  a  state  of  actual 
hostility  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States." 

It  was  a  fund  that  belonged  to  the  tribe  that  was  condemned,  not  a  fund 
that  belonged  to  individuals  of  the  tribe.  This  orphan  fund  belonged  to 
individuals,  and  perhaps  to  those  who  were  wholly  iunocent  of  any  par- 
ticipation in  the  rebellion: 

It  may  well  be  doubted  whether  Congress  had  iK>wer  to  confiscate 
individual  property  without  invoking  the  action  of  the  courts,  and  it 
should  not  be  held  that  it  had  undertaken  to  do  an  act  so  doubtful  as 
to  its  legality,  unless  the  language  is  so  plain  as  to  leave  no  other  reason- 
able construction. 

The  joint  resolution  of  February  22, 18G2,  is  in  these  words: 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be  authorized  to  pay,  out  of  the  annuities  payable 
to  the  SemiuoleSf  Creeks,  Clioctaws,  and  CbickaAaws,  and  which  have  uot  been  paid  in 
consequence  of  the  cessation  of  intercourse  with  those  trib(%  so  uiuch  of  the  same  as 
may  be  necessary  to  bo  applied  to  the  relief  of  such  portions  of  said  tribes  as  have 
remained  loyal  to  the  United  Stages,  and  have  been  or  may  be  driven  from  their  homes 
in  the  Indian  Territory  into  the  State  of  Kansas,  or  elsowliere. 

Here  it  is  the  annuities  that  are  authorized  to  be  paid  out,  the 
yearly  allowances  that  have  been  appropriated  by  Congress,  and  those 
that  are  "  payable  to  the  Creeks,"  and  other  tribes  therein  named. 

This  fund  is  in  no'sense  an  annuity^  and  it  is  not  one  ^*  payable  to  the 
Creeks."  It  is  payable  to  individuals  of  the  Creeks.  I  fail  to  find  au- 
thority in  the  acts  referred  to  for  expending  this  orphan  fund  in  the  sui)- 
port  of  loyal  refugees. 

The  treaty  of  June  14,  1866,  (14  Stats.,  785,)  has  sometimes  been  re-  • 
ferred  to  as  releasing  the  United  States  i'rom  all  liability  for  this  fund. 
I  do  not  so  interpret  that  treaty.    The  eleventh  article  provides  that— 

The  stipulations  of  this  treaty  are  to  be  a  full  settlement  of  all  claims  of  aaid  Creek 
Nation  for  damages  and  losses  of  every  kind  growing  out  of  the  late  rebellion,  and  all 
expenditures  by  the  United  States  of  annuities  iu  clothing  and  feeding  refugees  and 
destitute  Indians,  since  the  diversion  of  annuities  for  that  purpose  consequeut  opoa 
the  late  war  with  the  so-called  Confederate  States ;  and  the  Creoks  hereby  ratify  and 
confirm  all  such  diversions  of  annuities  heretofore  made  from  the  funds  of  the  Creek 
Nation  by  the  United  States,  and  the  United  States  agree  that  no  annuities  shall  be 
diverted  from  the  objects  for  which  they  were  originally  devoted  by  treaty  stipulations 
vith  the  Creeks  to  the  use  of  refugees  and  destitute  Indians  other  than  the  Creeks, 
or  members  of  the  Creek  Nation,  after  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year  June,  thirti- 
ethy  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty. 

The  release  here  made  is  ^^of  all  claims  of  said  Creek  nation"  for  losses 
and  damages  of  every  kind  growing  out  of  the  late  rel^lliou.  and  all  ex- 
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penditares  by  the  United  States  of  annuities  in  clothing  and  feeding 
refugees  and  destitute  Indians. 

It  does  not  include  all  claims  of  the  individnals  of  said  nation,  nor  ex- 
penditure of  the  individual  fiends  belonging  to  individual  members  of 
said  nation — ^the  Greek  orphan  fund.  That,  as  I  have  before  attempted 
to  sh^w,  is  not  an  annuity. 

This  view  is  strengthened  by  reference  to  the  sixth  article  of  the 
tieaty.  That  did  purport  to  dispose  of  this  orphan  fun.d,  but  the  Senate 
strack  out  the  entire  article. 

If  it  had  been  the  intention  of  the  parties  to  this  treaty  to  release  in- 
dividual claims,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  they  vould  have  used  apt 
words  to  indicate  such  intention. 

This  Greek  Station  understand  the  use  of  the  English  language.  In 
the  fifth  article  of  their  treaty  of  August  7, 1856,  (U  Stats.,  699,)  they 
released  and  discharged  the  United  States  ^'from  all  other  <^laims  and 
demands  whatsoever  which  the  Greek  Kation,  or  any  individvaU  th^eof^ 
may  now  have  against  the  United  States;"  but  they  were  careful  to  ex- 
cept out  of  its  provisions  ^Hhe  fund  created  and  held  in  trust  for  Greek 
orphans  under  the  second  article  of  the  treaty  of  March  24, 1832.'' 

I  think  they  would  have  been  equally  careful  to  have  excepted  the 
orphan  fund  from  the  operations  of  the  treaty  of  1866  if  they  had  sup- 
posed it  could  be  construed  to  cover  individual  claims. 

For  fear  there  might  be  some  question  about  their  right  to  insist  upon 
treaty  stipulations  having  been  forfeited  by  their  action  during  the  re- 
bellion, they  were  careful  to  provide  in  the  twelfth  article  of  this  treaty 
that  the  United  States  should  ^'reaffirm  and  reassume  all  obligations  of 
treaty  stipulations  with  the  Creek  Nation  entered  into  before  3ie  treaty 
of  said  Greek  Nation  with  the  so-called  Confederate  States  July  10, 1861, 
not  inconsistent  therewith. 

My  conclusion  is  that -this  orphan  fund  was  not  released,  and  that  the 
same  is  a  subsisting  legal  liability  against  the  United  States  to  its  full 
amount,  diminished  only  by  the  two  payments  that  have  been  made  to 
the  orphans. 

4.  As  to  the  diflference  between  coin  and  Treasury  notes:  This  claim 
was  made  while  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Uep- 
burn  V8.  Griswold  was  in  full  force. 

Since  the  reversal  of  that  case,  and  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  a  case  not  yet  reported,  I  suppose  it  will  not  be  seriously  contended 
that  the  orphans  are  entitled  to  be  paid  in  coin.  They  certainly  are  not 
as  the  law  now  stands.  I  recommend  that,  when  the  President  shall 
direct  the  payment  to  be  made,  Congress  be  requested  to  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  benefit  of  the  Greek  orphans  that  shall  cover  the 
entire  amount  found  due  them  upon  the  principles  herein  set  forth,  the 
United  States  to  take  the  bonds  now  on  hand,  and  allow  therefor  their 
par  value  and  annual  interest  on  the  same,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent.

By  the  value  of  certain  depreciated  bonds  purchased,  in  contra- 
vention to  law,  with  moneys  belonging  to  said  fund  as  follows,  namely  r 

Bonds  of  the  State  of  Tennessee $20,  OOQ 

Bonds  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  (Richmond  and  Danville  Rail- 
road Company) 3, 50(^ 

Bonds  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  (Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 

Company) 9, 000 

Bonds  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  registered  certificates 41, 800 

Aggregate 74, 300 

Second.  By  the  sum  of  $69,950  29  taken  without  authority  of  law 
from  said  fund  and  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  Creek  Kation. 

Third.  By  the  sum  of  $106,799  i^S  taken  without  authority  of  law 
from  said  fund  and  applied  to  the  support  of  loyal  refugees  of  the  Creek 
Nation. 

The  said  Creek  orphan  fund  is  thus,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Assistant 
Attorney  General,  and  by  the  decision  of  the  Department,  entitled  to 
be  reimbursed  in  an  aggregate  amount  of  $251,055  97. 

I  accordingly  inclose  an  estimate  for  appropriations  sufficient  to  reim- 
burse said  fund  in  the  several  amounts  stated.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Francis  E.  Spinner,  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled^That  the  proper  accounting  officers  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  Francis  B.  Spin- 
ner, Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  in  the  settlement  of  his  general 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two,  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  flfty-one  dollars  and  seventy  cents,  being  the  amount 
paid  by  him  for  certain  mutilated,  partially  destroyed,  and  defective 
compound-interest  five  per  centum  and  national- bank  notes,  viz :

face  value  paid,  ten  dollars ;  one  mutilated  note,  numbered  ninety -one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-five,  affidavit  attached,  ten  dollars ; 
five  notes  of  ten  dollars  each,  no  seal,  date,  or  number,  fifty  dollars ;  one 
note  numbered  twenty-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty -five,  no 
seal  or  date,  twenty  dollars. 

Five  per  centum  notes. — One  note,  no  seal,  date,  ornumber,  supposed  one 
of  four  stolen  from  Printing  Bureau,  paid  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  twenty -one  dollars ;  a  part  of  note,  numbered  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-three,  dated  May 
fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,. two-thirds  of 
note  burned  and  missing  and  affidavit  attached  of  the  destruction  of  the 
missing  part,  twenty-one  dollars. 

National  bank  notes, — One  note  of  Eockport  National  Bank,  Massa- 
chusetts, appears  to  have  been  one  of  a  sheet  stolen  from  Printing 
Bureau,  paid  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  June  twelfth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  ten  dollars;  in  all  tico 
hundred  and  fifty- one  dollars  and  seventy  cents. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sum  of  sixty-one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
seventy-four  dollars  and  fifty -two  cents,  lawful  money,  be,  and  it  hereby 
is,  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treivsury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, to  reimburse  Francis  E.  Spinner  for  losses  incurred  in  his 
office  as  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  through  embezzlement  on  the 
part  of  employes,  and  otherwise,  without  negligence  or  fault  on  his 
part,  viz :

division,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  thirty -seven  cents;

one  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  and  one  cent ;  in  all,  sixty-one  tJu>n' 
sand  one  hutvdred  and  seventy-four  dollars  andfifty-txco  cents.

Sm :  For  several  years  past  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior has  recommended  to  Congress  the  passage  of  an  appropriation  of 
$70,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  erection  thereon  of  a  building  for 
Columbia  Hospital  and  Lying-in  Asylum. 

A  year  since  the  directors  made  an  arrangement  with  the  owners  of 
the  property  now  occupied  by  the  hospital  for  its  purchase  on  very  ad- 
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vantageous  terms,  namely,  twenty-flve  thousand  dollars  for  tbe  bniltl 
ings  and  forty  thousand  feet  of  ground. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  House  voted  an  appropriation  oi 
thirty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  and  repair  of  the  property,  bni 
it  was  lost  in  the  Senate  committee  through  some  misunderstanding. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  this  property  should  be  secured,  aud 
proper  provision  made  for  the  growing  demands  upon  the  institntion, 
and  I  have  the  honor  to  ask  that  you  will  recommend  to  Congress  tlit* 
following  appropriation :

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  resolution  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  as  follows : 

Rewired,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be  directed  to  inform  this  House,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  what  property  belonging  to  tlie  United  States  has  been  sohl  by  any  officer 
or  agent  of  the  Navy  Department,  or  any  Bureau  thereof,  or  of  any  of  the  navy-yards 
of  the  United  States,  since  the  30th  day  of  June,  1865,  giving  the  name  of  the  officer 
making  the  sale,  the  character  of  the  property  sohl,  the  time,  place,  and  manner  ot 
making  the  sales,  and  the  amount  realized  from  said  sales,  and  the  disposition  made  of 
the  proceeds,  if  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer,  or  into  the  Trejisury,  who,  when,  and  by 
whom  it  was  drawn  out,  when  it  has  been  so  drawn,  and  what  was  dune  with  the  pro- 
ceeds. He  is  directed  to  state  how  much  money  has  been  spent  by  his  Department, 
and  the  officers  and  Bureaus  thereof,  since  the  3bth  day  of  June,  1H65,  in  addition  to 
aniount-s  appropriated  by  Congress  for  the  service  of  the  several  fiscal  years,  com- 
mencing July  1,  1H65. 

In  answer  to  the  resolution  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith 
reports  in  detail  from  the  chiefs  of  the  several  Bureaus  of  this  Depart- 
ment, viz:  The  Bureau  of  Ordnance,  (marked  A ;)  the  Bureau  of  Equip- 
ment and  Recruiting,  (marked  B;)  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks, 
(marked  C;)  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  (marked  D ;)  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  (marked  E;)  the  Bureau  of  Provisions  nnd 
Clothing,  (marked  F  ;)  the  Bureau  of  Steam  Engineering,  (marked  G  ;) 
the  Bureau  of  Construction  and  Rejmir,  (marked  H  ;)  and  a  statement 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  appropriations,  (marked  I;)  also  a  tab- 
ular statement,  showing  that  the  total  proceeds  realized  from  the  sales 
of  proi)erty,  and  deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  different  appropriations  from  which  the  stores  were  originally 
purchased,  amounted  to  $12,923,419.82.  Out  of  that  sum  $1,923,222.32 
was  used,  at  various  times,  for  repairs,  &c.,  and  drawn  from  the  Treas- 
ury by  regularly  approved  requisitions,  authorized  by  law  of  March  3, 
1847,  (see  vol.  9,  p.  171,  Statutes  at  Large,)  leaving  the  amount  of 
$11,000,197.50,  which,  added  to  $63,027,667.95,  ^balance8  of  unexpended 
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appropriations,)  makes  the  sum  of  $74,027,765.45  covered  into  the  Trean- 
iiry  since  June  30, 1865. 

Further,  in  answer  to  that  part  of  the  resolution  which  directs  tbe 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  state  "  how  much  money  has  been  spent  by  his 
Department  in  addition  to  amounts  appropriated  by  Congress  for  the 
services  of  the  several  fiscal  years  commencing  July  1, 1865,"  1  would 
state  that  it  has  been  the  custom  to  carry  forward  the  unexpended 
balances  of  appropriations  from  one  year  to  another,  which  balance, 
when  added  to  the  appropriations,  would  make  the  sum  required  for  the 
use  of  the  Navy  Department  for  that  fiscal  year ;  and,  in  making  the 
estimates,  the  Department  was  governed  by  the  balances  remaining  ou 
hand  from  the  preceding  year.  For  instance,  the  balance  to  the  credit 
of  the  Navy  Department  on  July  1,  1865,  was  $22,408,990.65 ;  to  which 
sum  was    added    the   appropriations   for  the   fiscal    year    1865-'66, 

i $119,882,928.75,)  making  the  total  amount  available  for  that  year 
^42,291,919.40.  But  of  this  sum  only  $43,324,526.42  was  expended :. 
and  out  of  the  balance  remaining  ($98,967,392.98)  and  subsequent  bal- 
ances, $74,027,765.45  has  been  covered  into  the  United  States  Treasury. 
Therefore,  no  money  in  addition  to  the  regular  appropriations  has  been 
spent.  But,  on  the  contrary,  the  sum  of  $74,027,765.45,  above  stated, 
has  been  refunded  out  of  the  appropriations  and  proceeds  of  sales  to  the 
Treasury.  Of  the  proceeds  of  sales,  amounting,  for  the  period  named, 
to  $12,923,419.82,  there  has  been  expended,  as  previously  stated, 
$1,923,222.32,  and  the  balance,  $11,000,197.50  has  been  refunded  to  the 
Treasury.

Str:  In  answer  to  the  indorsement  of  the  Department,  of  the  15th 
ultimo,  on  the  resolution  from  the  House  of  Representatives  asking  for 
information  relative  to  sales  of  property  by  the  Navy  Department  and 
the  bureaus  thereof  since  the  30th  of  June,  1865,  I  have  the  honor  to 
inclose  herewith  a  statement  showing  the  amount  realized  by  this  Bureau 
from  the  sale  of  serviceable  and  unserviceable  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores,  at  the  several  navy-yards  and  stations,  since  the  30th  of  June, 
1865,  and  up  to  February  2, 1872,  amounting  to  $985,634.82. 

The  proceeds  of  sales  from  June,  1865,  to  May,  1871,  were  deposited 
in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  '*  appropriation  naval  ordnance,^  and 
were  used  as  other  appropriations  under  the  act  approved  March  3, 1847. 
In  this  connection  I  would  state  that  the  sum  of  $3,500,000  was,  on 
November  15, 1867,  taken  from  said  appropriation  and  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  surplus  fund,  and  that  since  May,  1871,  no  moneys  received 
from  sales  have  been  used  by  the  Bureau.

This  amount  ($577,803.22)  has  been  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  to  the  credit  of  appropriations  of  this  Bureau,  and  no 
part  of  it  has  been  drawn  out  or  used  for  any  purpose. 

In  November,  1867,  the  sum  of  $6,900,000,  being  unexpended  balan- 
ces of  appropriations  and  accumulated  proceeds  of  sales  up  to  that  time, 
was  carried  from  the  appropriations  of  this  Bureau  to  the  surplus  fund 
of  the  Treasury,  and,  again,  in  March,  1870,  the  sum  of  $399,000,  being 
further  unexpended  balances  and  proceeds  of  sales  since  November, 
1867,  was  transferred  in  a  similar  manner ;  the  proceeds  of  ssdes  since 
March,  1870,  $87,407.06,  being  now  in  the  Treasury  to  credit  of  appro- 
priation "equipment  of  vessels.'' 

No  expenditures  have  been  incurred  by  this  Bureau  in  excess  of  ap- 
propriations by  Congress  since  June  30,  1865,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the 
sum  of  $6,633,709.72,  in  addition  to  proceeds  of  sales  under  its  cogni- 
zance, has  been  carried  from  its  appropriations  to  the  surplus  fund  of 
the  Treasury.

FIRST  PART  OF  THE  INQUIRY. 

Relative  to  the  first  part  of  the  inquiry.  Appendix  A  gives  the  re- 
quired particulars  concerning  all  sales  of  public  property  coming  within 
the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1805, 
to  the  31st  day  of  January,  1872,  both  inclusive.  A  summary  of  the 
same  is  also  given.  In  this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  all  the  monejs 
received  from  the  sales  of  public  property  have  been  deposited  in  the 
United  States  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  particular  apropriations  to 
which  the  articles  had  previously  been  charged.  The  proceeds  of  sales 
were  thus  merged  in  the  respective  appropriations,  and  made  available 
for  subsequent  expenditures,  like  other  portions  of  those  appropriations. 

SECOND  PART  OF  THE  INQUIRY. 

Relative  to  the  second  part  of  the  inquiry,  the  answer  is  contained  in 
Appendix  B,  in  which  it  will  be  seen  that  no  money  has  been  expended 
by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  under  any  of  the  appropriations  coming 
within  its  cognizance,  "  in  addition  to  the  amounts  appropriated  by  Con- 
gress for  the  several  fiscal  years  commencing  July  1, 1865,"  except  un- 
der the  appropriation  Nautical  Almanac.  The  Nautical  Almanac,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  law  of  March  3, 1849,  establishing  this  publication, 
is  required  to  be  sold  at  cost  for  the  benefit  of  navigators,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury  5  which  proceeds,  from 
the  beginning,  have  been  used  in  part  defrayment  of  the  expense  of 
publication.*

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2  IMPROVEMENT   IN   CONNECriCUT   EIVER. 

Engineer  Office,  U.  S.  Army, 
Newport,  R.  J.,  February  12, 1872. 

General:  I  have  the  houor  to  make  the  following  report,  and  to 
transmit  herewith  the  detailed  report  of  General  Theo.  G.  Ellis,  civil 
engineer,  of  the  improvement  of  the  Connecticut  River  below  Hartford, 
between  July  1  and  December  31,  1871. 

A  table  at  the  end  of  this  report  gives  the  kind  and  amount  of  work 
done  at  different  places  and  the  months  in  which  it  was  done.  There  are 
six  maps  on  tracing-cloth  showing  the  localities,  with  the  parts  w^orked 
upon  shown  in  colors  by  months,  and  w  ith  figures  indicating  quantities. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $35,000,  approved  Slarch  3, 1871,  there  remains 
a  balance  on  hand  of  about  $10,500,  which  will  be  applied  to  the  further 
improvement  of  the  channel  during  the  coming  season. 

Mr.  W.  D.  Daisley,  whose  proposal  to  remove  Chester  Eock  at  $20  per 
cubic  yard  was  accepted,  gave  up  the  work  after  a  short  trial,  and  would 
not  execute  the  contract. 

As  he  was  incompetent  to  do  the  work,  and  ai)pears  to  have  under- 
taker! it  in  good  faith,  I  have  not  thought  it  proper  to  do  anything  with 
him.  There  is  about  130  cubic  yards  to  be  removed  to'make  nine  feet 
at  low  water,  and  about  180  cubic  yards  to  make  ten  feet  at  low  water. 

The  Connecticut  River  below  Hartford  aftbrds  now  a  channel-way  at 
low  water  of  from  7^  to  8  feet  deep,  but  it  will  probably  require  an  an- 
nual expenditure  for  dredging  to  maintain  this  capacity;  for  the  banks 
are  subject  to  abrasion  in  many  places,  and  channels  already  made  are 
liable,  to  silt  up.  It  is  much  desired  to  have  an  increased  depth  on  the 
bar'at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  which  at  present  does  not  exceed  7  feet. 
Any  work  that  will  materially  effect  this  must  be  expensive,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  preliminary  thereto  a  survey  should  be  carefully 
made  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  causes  producing  and  maiiitaioing 
this  shoal.

IMPROVEMENT  OP  THE  CONNECTICUT  RIVER. 

General  report  of  operations  below  Hartfordj/rom  July  1  to  December  31, 

187JL 

The  necessary  surveys  and  superintendence  upon  the  improvement  of 
the  Connecticut  River  below  Hartford  have  been  made  in  connection 
with  the  work  above  Hartford  and  the  surveys  for  the  improvement  of 
Enfield  Rapids.  The  same  party  was  employed  upon  all  as  convenience 
in  the  direction  of  the  work  required. 

The  engineer  in  charge  has  directed  the  operations  below  Hartford, 
and  visit^  the  several  places  where  work  was  in  progress  as  often  as 
requisite.  He  has  also  made  the  necessary  computations  and  prepared 
drawings  for  laying  out  the  work,  and  has  done  such  other  office  busi- 
ness as  the  work  demanded. 

From  July  1st  to  the  13th  a  new  map  of  Hartford  Bar,  from  surveys 
made  in  May  and  June,  was  plotted  in  the  office.  On  the  5th  and  6th 
range-stakes  for  the  dredging  were  set  at  Hartford  Bar^  From  the  23d

to  the  28tli  a  new  survey  was  made  of  Chester  Rock.  On  the  29th, 
30th,  and  31st  stakes  were  set  for  the  line  of  piling  at  Hartford  Bar. 
On  August  3d  and  4th  the  lines  were  laid  out  for  the  dredging  at 
Glastonbury  Piers,  and  on  the  IGth  levels  were  given  for  the  piling  at 
Hartford  Bar. 

On  November  6th,  7th,  and  8th  stakes  were  set  for  the  dredging  at 
Pistol-Point  Bar.  Levels  were  also  taken  to  reset  the  gauge  at  Mid- 
dletown.  From  the  23d  to  the  3()th  permanent  stone  reference  points 
were  set  at  Hartford  Bar,  Pratt's  Ferry,  Glastonbury  Piers,  and  Pistol- 
Point  Bar.  These  stones  had  been  previously  takeu  to  the  several 
points,  and  the  holes  dug  ready  for  the  posts  to  be  accurately  set.  The 
stones  are  3J  feet  long,  squared  to  4  inches  at  the  top,  with  a  hole  drilled 
in  the  center,  filled  with  wooden  plugs,  having  a  copper  nail  to  indicate 
the  exact  point.  The  i)09ition  of  these  stones  and  their  heights  above 
low  water  are  shown  on  the  maps  of  the  places  before  mentioned. 

Daring  the  time  from  Julj^  1st  to  December  1st  the  heights  of  the  river 
at  the  Hartford  gauge  has  been  taken  three  times  daily  at  about  the' 
hoars  of  8  a.  m.,  12  m.,  and  5J  p.  m.    The  following  miscellaneous  office 
work  has  also  been  done : 
Plot  of  Chester  Rock. 

Tracings  of  Hartford  Bar,  Pratt's  Ferry,  and  Clay  Banks. 
Drawings  and  tracings,  showing  the  currents  of  river  through  the 
bridges  at  Middletown  and  Lynn. 
The  map  of  the  river  below  Hartford  has  been  completed. 
New  maps  of  Glastonbury  Piers  from  more  recent  surveys. 
Finished  map  of  Pratt's  Ferry. 

Copy  of  sheet  Ko.  7,  Mouse  Island,  &c.,  the  original  of  which  was  lost. 
Finished  map  of  the  new  survey  of  Hartford  Bar. 
Finished  maps  of  Chester  Kock. 

Also,  tracings  showing  progress  of  work,  and  other  necessary  draw- 
ings and  tracings. 

After  the  river  was  closed  by  ice,  the  boats,  oars,  &c.,  were  got  to- 
gether at  Hartford,  repaired  and  painted,  so  as  to  be  in  good  condition 
for  next  season.  Two  inspectors  have  been  permanently  employed  upon 
the  work  below  Hartford,  with  two  dredges  to  measure  the  work.  While 
the  work  at  Chester  Rock  was  in  progress,  from  the  21st  bf  August  to 
the  20th  of  September,  an  extra  inspector  was  temporarily  taken  from 
the  field-party. 

At  Hartford  Bar,  the  dredging  for  widening  the  channel  continued 
from  July  1st  to  November  5th,  when  the  proposed  channel  of  200  feet 
wide  and  8  feet  below  extreme  low  water,  or  9 J  feet  below  ordinary  low 
wat^r,  was  finished.  For  the  greater  part  of  the  distance  the  actual 
width  taken  out  is  210  feet.  The  dredging-machine  used  was  a  large  one, 
with  side-scoops  on  endless  chains,  25  feet  apart,  so  that  the  dredge 
moved  laterally  25  feet  to  cut  a  complete  channel  50  feet  wide.  A  part  of 
the  work  was  done  early  in  the  season  by  a  smaller  Osgood  dredge,  cut- 
ting about  30  feet  wide,  and  taking  two  cuts,  which  made  an  even  num- 
ber of  cuts  with  the  large  machine  run  over  the  200  feet.  This  is  shown 
on  the  a<;companying  tracing.  The  amount  of  work  done  in  each  month, 
at  this  place,  is  as  follows :

The  line  of  piling  shown  on  the  map  of  Hartford  Bar  was  commen(Y<l 
on  August  4th,  and  continued  until  about  the  20th  of  October.  This 
-work  was  let  by  contract  to  Emory  E.  Seward,  of  Albany,  "New  York,  to 
be  commenced  October  1,  1870,  and  completed  June  1,  1871.  lie 
failed  to  do  the  work  at  the  specified  time,  but  afterward  employed 
John  MacClay  &  Son,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  to  do  the  work.  This 
they  have  done,  with  the  exception  of  bolting  some  of  the  inclined  spar- 
shores  to  the  vertical  line  of  piling,  and  a  little  other  finishing  up  of  the 
work.  The  whole  number  of  piles  driven  is  547,  of  which  68  are  less  than 
12  inches  diameter,  after  being  driven  and  cut  ofif,  and  are  not  included 
in  the  estimate.  As,  however,  the  work  is  generally  well-done, 
and  the  contract  price  less  than  the  work  could  be  done  for,  1  wouW 
recommend  that  it  be  accepted  as  it  is,  if  the  whole  is  finished  satisfac- 
torily. The  little  remaining  to  be  done  has  been  delayed  by  high  water, 
but  will  be  completed  in  January,  1872.

The  work  of  dredging  the  channel  at  the  Clay  Banks  was  done  fvtm 
July  26  to  August  3.  It  is  for  a  short  distance,  and  about  .KMM'M 
wide.  The  depth  is  8  feet  at  the  lowest  water.  To  make  the  chan 
nel  at  this  point  much  wider  is  unnecessary,  as  for  some  distance  bela* 
it  is  quite  narrow.  A  great  amount  of  dredging  would  be  required,  witl 
perhaps  no  benefit  to  navigation,  as  it  would  diminish  the  depth  of  water 
The  small  stone-heaps,  marked  H  on  the  map,  was  removed  by  the  i>teaa 
boat  company  previous  to  the  Government  work  being  commence<l.  TIk 
quantities  removed  at  this  place,  are  as  follows:

At  Pratt's  Ferry  Bar,  dredging  was  done  to  widen  the  channel  already 
made,  from  July  11  to  25th,  and  from  August  3  to  the  7th,  as  shown  on 
the  maps.

Work  was  commenced  at  Pistol-Point  Bar  on  the  24th  of  November, 
and  was  stopped  by  ice  on  the  29th.  The  quantity  taken  out  at  this 
place  is  as  follows :  November,  earth  excavated,  2,154  cubic  yards. 

All  of,  the  foregoing  dredging  has  been  taken  out  8  feet  below  the 
lowest  water,  or  9J  feet  below  the  ordinary  low  level  of  the  river  in  the 
dryest  time  in  the  summer  months. 

At  Chester  Rock  a  deep  trench  was  dredged  out  around  the  part  of 
the  rock  to  be  removed,  to  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  contractor. 
This  was  done  between  August  9  and  16th.  The  contractor,  however, 
did  little  toward  removing  the  rock.  He  removed  such  loose  portions 
as  he  could  without  blasting,  and  afterwards  drilled  four  small  holes, 
which  he  blasted  on  the  29th  and  30th  of  August.  They  displaced, 
bowever,  very  little  of  the  solid  rock.  The  contractor  did  very  little 
afterward,  and  on  the  18th  of  September  packed  up  and  left  with  his 
schooner  and  tools.

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2  SURVEY  O!^'  CERTAIN  RIVERS  IN  THE  SOUTHERN  STATES. 

1.  Ouachita  River ^  from  Trinity^  Louisiana^  to  Camden^  Arkansas. 

Engineer  Office  United  States  Army,

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  report  of 
Clenieut  Smith,  civil  engineer,  of  a  survey  of  the  "  Ouachita  River,  from 
Trinity,  Louisiana,  to  Camden,  Arkansas,"  together  with  estimates  ot 
the  cost  of  improving  navigation,  so  as  to  give  not  less  than  four  feetot 
water  at  all  times. 

Agreeing,  as  I  do,  with  M.  Smith's  opinion,  that  a  lock  and  dam  im- 
provement is  demanded  by  the  wants  of  the  country,  I  have  endeavored 
to  have  the  dimensions  of  the  locks  such  that,  by  adapting  the  boats  to 
their  capacity,  the  wants  of  commerce  would  be  met  with  the  least  ex- 
l)enditure. 

The  first  estimates  were  for  5  locks,  having  an  average  lift  of  14  feet, 
49  feet  wide,  and  2o0  feet  between  miter-sills.  The  estimated  cost  of 
5  such  locks,  built  of  cut  stone,  with  suitable  dams  and  abutments,  is 
$2,194,916  35.  If  timber  is  used  instead  of  stone  for  the  lock-walls  tbe 
estimated  cost  is  $1,163,083  75. 

Estimates  were  then  made  for  locks  of  the  same  average  lift,  and  40 
feet  wide,  and  200  feet  longj  the  estimated  cost  of  which,  built  ot 
stone,  is  $1,995,649  15,  a  saving  of  only  about  10  per  cent. 

When  the  stage  of  water  is  such  that  it  will  pass  over  the  dams  witli- 
out  a  fall,  boats  can  of  course  pass  up  without  using  the  locks,  provided 
the  depth  of  water  on  the  crest  of  the  dam  is  sufficient.  The^  aim  has 
been  to  make  the  walls  so  high  that  the  lock  will  be  available'until  this 
stage  occurs  5  during  this  extreme  high  water  boats  of  larger  dimensions 
than  the  locks  could,  and  doubtless  would,  navigate  the  stream,  and  the 
time  during  which  this  would  be  practicable  would  of  course  be  length- 
ened by  diminishing  the  height  and  increasing  the  number  of  dams. 

•To  discuss  the  subject  more  fully,  I  have  had  estimates  made  of  tbe 
cost  of  10  dams,  7  feet  in  height,  with  locks  of  corresponding  lift — iO 
feet  wide,  and  200  feet  long.  The  estimated  cost,  if  the  locks  are  of 
stone,  is  $2,595,114  90,  or  $400,198  55  more  than  5  locks  of  double  tlie 
height.  The  increased  time  which  this  would  allow  large  boats  to  run 
would  hardly  justify  the  additional  expense. 

The  difference  between  locks  40  by  200  and  49  by  250  being  only 
about  10  per  cent.,  the  larger  size  is  preferable.  If  timber,  which  it  is 
believed  will  last  twenty-five  years,  is  used  for  the  walls,  instead  of 
stone,  the  estimated  cost  is  decreased  by  nearly  one-half.  Such  locks 
would  meet  the  requirements  of  commerce  while  they  lasted,  and  when 
decayed  could  easily  be  rebuilt  or  replaced  with  stone  if  then  thought 
desirable. 

The  estimates  given  are  as  low  as  it  is  safe  to  make  for  work  in  a  re- 
gion affording  so  few  facilities  as  that  in  which  this  will  have  to  be 
done.

Sir  :  I  beg  leave,  very  respectfully,  to  submit  this  my  report  of  the 
"  survey  of  the  Ouachita  Elver."  made  last  summer  under  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  your  letter  of  the  3d  of  July,  1871. 
Tlie  following  papers  accompany  this  report : 

1.  A  profile  of  the  first  reach,  showing  the  channel  of  the  river,  the 
surface  of  low  summer  water,  tlie  high  freshet,  line,  the  height  of  the 
banks,  and  the  surface  of  the  pools  when  the  improvements  shall  have 
been  completed  with  five  locks. 

2.  An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  making  the  improvement  with  locks,  49 
by  250  feet,  constructed  of  stone. 

3.  An  estimate  of  cost  with  five  locks,  49  by  250  feet,  of  timber. 

4.  An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  making  the  improvement  with  five  locks, 
40  by  250  feel,  of  stone. 

5.  An  estimate  of  the  costof  making  the  improvement  with  ten  locks, 
40  by  200  feet,  of  stone. 

The  survey  was  commenced  at  Trinity,  Louisiana,  on  the  8th  of 
August,  1871,  but  owing  to  high  water  little  progress  was  made  until 
the  Ist  of  September,  when  Catahoula  Shoals,  a  distance  of  22J  miles, 
were  reached.  On  the  3d  of  November,  though  much  retarded  by  sick- 
ness, the  party  reached  Camden,  Arkansas,  the  terminus  of  the  survey. 

The  Ouachita  River  descends  with  a  very  gentle  slope  from  Camden  to 
Trinity,  and,  joining  the  Tensas  and  Little  Rivers  at  that  point,  forms 
the  Black  River,  which  discharges  its  waters  into  the  Red  River. 

The  distance  between  the  two  places  is  297.18  miles,  and  the  fall  during 
low  summer  water  66.2  feet,  or  at  the  rate  of  .23  foot  to  the  mile.  This 
fall  is  distributed  over  a  succession  of  pools  and  shoals,  the  first  vary- 
ing in  depth  from  3  to  30  feet,  and  in  some  cases  being  more  than  150 
feet — the  length  of  the  sounding-line  5  and  the  latter  having  a  least 
depth  of  12  to  15  inches  in  very  narrow  channels. 

Tiiese  shoals  constitute  natural  dams  extending  across  the  river,  and 
are  formed  generally  of  gravel. 

The  width  of  the  surla<je,  during  the  low  summer  water,  ranges  from 
100  to  800  feet. 

During  the  high  water  of  winter  and  spring  large  boats  run  to  Cam- 
den, but  during  the  summer  and  fall  months  navigation  to  that  plaee 
is  suspended. 

Practically,  navigation  above  Monroe  is  limited  to  six  months  in  the 
year,  and  to  Monroe  to  seven  months ;  it  is  continuous  during  the  year  to 
ilarrisonburgh,  but  for  small  boats  only  during  the  fall  months. 

On  the  lower  part  of  the  river  the  banks  are  generally  high,  ranging 
from  30  to  45  feet ;  but  in  many  places  they  are  overflown  during  high 
freshets.  Above  Ouachita  City  they  decrease  in  height  above  low  water; 
and  vast  traets  of  land  between  that  place  and  Camden  are  yearly  inun- 
dated by  moderate  freshets. 

It  will  be  observed,  by  reference  to  the  profile  of  the  river,  that  while 
the  difference  between  the  levels  of  the  low- water  surface  at  Camden 
and  Trinity  is  66.20  feet,  the  difference  between  the  high-freshet  levels 
at  those  two  points  is  onlj-  43  feet. 

This  piling  up  of  the  water  on  the  lower  parts  of  the  river  is  in  part 
attributable  to  the  decreased  slope,  and  partly  to  the  great  volume  of' 
water  poured  into  the  Ouachita  by  the  Bayou  Bartholomew,  which  it 
receives  from  the  Mississippi,  during  high  water,  through  the  breach  in 
the  levee  near  Lake  Providence. 
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If  this  breach  could  be  repaired  a  large  body  of  land  now  unculti 
vated  could  be  reclaimed. 

Timber  of  all  kinds  abounds  along  the  banks  of  the  river  and  ii;^ 
tributaries,  and  large  quantities  are  yearly  rafted  to  market. 

At  one  or  two  points  on  the  upper  part  of  the  river  veins  of  broini 
coal  outcrop  near  the  low-water  surface  on  the  banks.  Thev  are  about 
3  feet  thick. 

The  motive  for  the  improvement  of  this  river  is,  chiefly,  to  facilitate 
the  shipment  of  cotton  and  the  return  of  plantation  suppliers,  nearly  all 
of  the  latter  of  which  are  brought  from  the  Xorthwest^ern  States.  ' 

The  country  that  will  be  tributary  to  this  river  is,  perhaps,  unrivaled 
in  the  United  States  in  its  adaptability  to  the  production  of  cotton.  The 
climate  and  the  soil  are  both  eminently  adapted  to  it,  and  in  the  t'aiv 
of  difficulties  interposed,  by  remoteness  from  market  and  the  want « f 
proper  means  of  transportation,  the  production  goes  on  increasing  t>^ 
yond  the  increase  of  population. 

In  the  State  of  Arkansas  alone  there  are  fifteen  million  acres  of  cotton 
land,  of  which  ten  million  acres  are  bottom  land.  Such  soil  di>e.s  n-it 
fail  in  any  year,  under  tolerable  cultivation,  to  produce  more  cottcn 
than  can  be  gathered  by  so  sparse  a  population. 

That  State,  once  fully  settled  up  and  entirely  under  cultivation,  i< 
capable  of  a  yearly  production  of  cotton  considerably  greater  thau  the 
present  supply  from  the  whole  world. 

At  present,  the  planter  in  South  Arkansas  pays  an  average  of  at  least 
20  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  his  cotton  to  get  it  to  market,  when  it  U^ars 
a  high  price,  and  more  thau  that  Avhen  it  is  low,  and  has  to  submit  !«» 
a  like  tax  in  getting  back  his  plantation  supplies. 

The  improvement  of  this  river,  by  which  regular  tnuisportation  at 
low  rates  will  be  secured  throughout  the  year,  will  lead  to  the  n>n- 
struction  of  railroads  and  turnpikes,  connecting  it  with  the  cott  >a 
region  in  every  direction.  The  lied  Itiver  raft  will  be  effectually  tiank^ii 
by  a  railroad  now  projected  from  Camden,  about  60  miles  in  leiij:^. 
which  will  be  constructed  on  or  before  the  completion  of  the  river  vm 
provements,  and  the  whole  of  the  line  cotton-producing  country  I'T 
many  miles  south  of  that  river  will  find  an  outlet  at  cheap  rates  bv  i 
direct  route  to  market. 

As  before  stated,  navigation  to  Camden  is  limited  to  six  months  m 
the  year.  During  two  months  of  these  six  it  is  so  uncertain  tliat.ina'' 
tically,  it  is  limited  to  four  months,  during  which  the  prudent  meirluin; 
and  farmer,  when  they  have  the  means  of  doing  so,  lay  in  their  siii^plK*^ 
for  the  succeeding  season  of  eight  months. 

In  addition  to  the  large  capital  required  to  transact  business  of  tbi< 
kind,  there  is  great  risk  from  fire,  and  certain  loss  from  decay  ami  tbe 
attacks  of  insects,  &c. 

But  in  many  cases  the  planter,  from  lack  of  means  to  purchase  Si> 
much  in  advance  of  his  w  ants,  is  compelled  to  haul  his  cotton  to  distaot 
points  during  the  suspension  of  navigation  on  the  Ouachita,  at  au  e^ 
pense  of  $10,  $15,  and,Jn  some  cases,  $20  per  bale,  and  to  bring  ba"k 
his  plantation  supplies  at  the  same  extravagant  rates.  Such  a  tax  on 
productions  would  seem  sufficient  cause  for  the  depopulation  of  tin- 
country. 

The  following  statement  of  the  quantity  of  cotton  annually  shipp^l 
from  the  Ouachita  liiver  was  furnished  to  me  by  gentlemen  of  ex|^'r. 
ence,  and  1  think  it  may  be  relied  on  as  approximating  pretty  nearh  t^* 
the  truth  :

Camden,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  above,  is  the  principal  place  of  ship- 
ment, the  quantity  of  cotton  sent  from  that  point  being  rather  more 
than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  quantity  sent  to  market  by  the  river. 

It  is  the  center  of  trade  for  Pike,  Clark,  Hot  Springs,  Dallas,  Hemp- 
stead, Sevier,  Calhoun,  and  Bradley-  Counties. 

Should  the  improvement  of  the  river  be  com])leted,  the  following 
additional  counties  will  find  their  best  and  cheapest  outlet  through  the 
same  place :  Ashley,  La  Fayette,  Polk,  Montgomery,  and  also  the  whole 
country  of  the  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  Indians  lying  north  of  Red 
Kiver,  and  the  two  tiers  of  counties  in  Texas  south  of  Red  River,  all 
ot  which  will  be  connected  with  the  river  by  the  proposed  railroads  to 
Camden. 

Camden,  now  one  of  the  most  industrious  and  prosperous  little  towns 
in  the  country,  will  become  the  center  of  a  vast  commerce  and  one  of 
the  great  cities  of  the  Southwest  if  the  proposed  improvements  should 
be  made. 

I  gauged  the  river  near  Monroe,  at  a  time  when  it  was  reported  to  be 
about  10  to  12  inches  above  its  lowest  stage,  and  found  the  discharge 
to  be  a  little  more  than  800  cubic  feet  per  second.  It  was  my  intention 
to  gauge  it  again  at  Camden,  but  the  wind,  during  my  stay  at  that  place, 
was  too  high  to  allow  me  to  do  so.  While  it  was  evident  that  there 
was  abundant  water  for  the  supply  of  locks  for  any  possible  amount  of 
business  on  the  river,  it  was  quite  as  evident  that  there  was  not  enough 
for  any  other  mode  of  improvement  than  that  by  locks  and  dams,  which 
would  give  continuous  navigation  to  Camden. 

Allowing  200  cubic  feet  per  second  as  the  increased  discharge  due  to 
the  12  inches  of  elevation  of  the  water  above  its  lowest  summer  level, 
there  wouhl  remain  600  cubic  feet  as  the  discharge  of  the  river  at  Monroe 
during  the  low  stages. 

As  the  aifluents  between  Camden  and  Monroe,  during  the  dry  sum- 
mer months,  contribute  but  a  small  portion  of  the  water  that  flows 
between  those  ))laces,  it  will  be  safe  to  assume  two-thirds  of  the  ^piantity 
that  flows  past  Monroe  as  the  discharge  of  the  river  at  Camden.  This 
would  leave  400  feet  for  the  quantity  passing  Camden  during  low  sum- 
mer water  per  second ;  more  than  enough  for  any  possible  demand  for 
the  business  that  may  be  expected  on  the  river  at  that  point. 

At  this  stage  of  the  water  a  boat  250  by  49,  by  4  feet  displacement, 
could  pass  through  the  locks,  which  would  be  about  1,300  tons.  The 
cargo  of  such  a  boat  would  be  about  650  tons.  If  barges  should  be  used, 
as  most  probably  would  be  the  case,  as  most  suitable  to  the  business, 
the  cargo,  with  such  a  displacement,  would  be  975  tons.    Allowing  5 
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bales  of  cotton  to  the  ton  of  2,250  pounds,  the  cargo  would  be  in  the 
latter  case  4,875  bales. 

The  quantity  of  water  used  in  passing  such  a  boat  through  the  lock 
down  the. river  would  be  about  125,000  cubic  feet,  and  the  time  required 
would  ordinarily  be  about  20  minutes. 

The  flow  of  the  river  at  Camden,  being  about  400  cubic  feet  in  its  low 
summer  stage,  would  in  that  time  be  480,000  cubic  feet,  or  more  th^n 
three  times  as  much  water  as  would  be  required  to  pass  the  boat. 

So  that,  making  the  most  ample  allowance  for  leakage,  &c.,  there  will 
be  more  than  a  supply  of  water  for  any  amount  of  business  that  may  be 
expected. 

MODE  OF  IMPROVEiCSNT. 

After  a  thorough  examination  of  the  river,  I  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that,  in  consequence  of  the  small  quantity  of  water  discharged 
during  its  low  stages,  the  only  practicable  improvement  wldch  will 
secure  the  ends  sought  is  that  by  locks  and  dams. 

Five  of  these,  with  an  average  lift  of  14  feet,  will  secure  4  feet  of 
water  during  the  lowest  stages  of  the  river  in  summer,  and  7  to  8  feet 
during  ordinary  winter  wat^r. 

With  some  slight  work,.navigation  can  be  obUiined  at  all  seasons  to 
Catahoula  Shoals,  and  I  propose  to  locate  the  first  dam  at  that  point 

A  good  foundation  of  gravel  can  be  had  at  that  point,  and  the  hanks 
are  high  and  sufficiently  stable.  The  dam  will  be  about  000  feet  long, 
and  will  give  back-water  to  the  second  lock  and  dam,  a  distance  of  82.4 
miles. 

The  second  lock  and  dam  will  be  located  at  Taylor's  Shoals,  82.4  miles 
distant  from  the  first,  where  also  a  good  gravel  foundation  can  be  had. 
The  length  of  this  dam  will  be  about  660  feet,  and  the  length  of  the 
pool  created  by  it  will  be  41.26  miles. 

The  third  lock  and  dam  will  be  located  at  Eock  Roe.  At  this  point 
the  lock  will  have  a  soft  sandstone  foundation.  The  dam  .will  have  a 
foundation  partly  of  gravel  and  partly  of  sandstone.  The  length  of  the 
dam  will  be  about  900  feet,  and  the  pool  created  77.17  miles. 

The  fourth  will  be  at  Jaek's  Island,  where  a  gravel  foundation  can 
be  had.  The  length  of  the  dam  will  be  about  1,000  feet,  and  the  pool 
created  52.70  miles. 

The  fifth  will  be  located  at  Buffalo  Shoals,  on  a  gravel  foundation. 
The  length  of  the  dam  will  be  about  400  feet,  and  the  pool  created  will 
be  21.5  miles.  This  dam  will  give  back-water  some  distance  above 
Camden. 

The  locks  will  all  be  precisely  of  the  same  dimensions,  viz,  30  feet 
high,  and  capable  of  passing  boats  250  feet  long  and  49  feet  wide.  Tbe 
average  lift  will  be  14  feet. 

The  survey  was  somewhat  hurriedly  made,  as  the  long  detention  of 
the  party  on  the  lower  part  of  the  river  by  high  water  left  but  little 
time  during  which  it  could  be  made  with  advantage. 

The  location  of  these  dams  may  possibly,  on  a  further  examination, 
be  advantageously  changed. 

COST  OF  THE  IMPEOVEMENT. 

I  have  estimated  the  cost  of  completing  the  five  locks  and  dams,  if  the 
locks  should  be  constructed  of  stone,  at  $2,174,916  35. 

As  there  is  no  stone  of  suitable  quality  for  solid  masonry  on  the  river, 
it  will  have  to  be  brought  from  a  distance.    If  they  should  be  of  solid 
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masonry,  I  have  estimated  for  stone  of  the  If  iud  of  which  the  locks  at 
Louisville  are  constructed  by  the  Government,  a  fine  sandstone,  brought 
from  Vernon,  Indiana.  If  they  should  be  built  of  timber,  the  stone 
tiUing  can  be  found  at  convenient  points  on  the  river.  The  cost  will 
then  be  $1,163,083  75. 

The  dams  I  propose  shall  all  be  built  of  timber,  as  most  suitable  for 
the  foundation  to  be  had. 

Timber  locks  will  answer  all  the  purposes  of  stone  locks  so  long  as 
they  last,  which  will  be  about  twenty-five  years  for  that  part  above 
wat^r. 

The  foundations  being  built  precisely  of  the  same  material,  and  in 
the  same  way  as  those  for  the  stene,  and  being  always  covered  with 
water,  will  last  for  an  indefinite  period.  The  upper  part  of  the  lock 
wall  can  be  readily  repaired  at  a  moderate  expense. 

The  advantage  to  be  derived  by  the  Government  by  the  completion 
of  this  improvement  consists  of  the  enhanced  value  of  the  public  land 
in  Southwestern  Arkansas,  now,  in  consequence  of  their  inaccessibility, 
unsalable,  but  which  will  have  a  cheaj)  outlet  to  market  by  the  river, 
when  it  shall  be  made  navigable  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  the  in- 
creased revenues  which  may  be  expected  from  the  development  of  the 
resources  of  a  wide  area  of  country,  almost  unrivaled  in  its  adaptability 
to  the  production  of  cotton. 

Tlie  value  of  the  annual  crop  now  sent  to  market  is  at  least  ten 
million  dollars,  and  the  return  of  plantation  supplies  received  from  the 
Northwestern  States,  in  the  shape  of  manufactured  goods,  mules,  flour, 
pork,  bacon,  and  even  corn,  te  some  extent,  probably  amounts  in  value 
to  two-thirds  of  this  sum. 

The  encouragement  which  will  be  oflfered  to  increased  cultivation  by 
the  cheap  transportation  which  will  be  afibrded  by  the  river,  when  im- 
proved as  proposed,  will  doubtless  in  a  few  years  increase  the  value  of 
the  exports  and  imports  to  double  the  present  amount.

General:  I  Lave  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  a  report  of  Alonzo 
Livermore,  esq.,  civil  engineer,  of  an  examination  of  Wliite  Eiver  from 
Buffalo  Shoals,  in  Arkansas,  to  the  nioutli  of  James  Fork,  Missouri, 
ma<le  under  my  direction. 

The  examination  was  not  made  with  reference  to  improving  the  stream 
by  locks  and  dams,  which  will  be  necessary  if  it  is  attempted  to  vSecure 
navigation  throughout  the  entire  year.  Such  an  improvement  would 
require  some  twenty  locks,  of  10  feet  lift,  and  could  not  be  made  with- 
out the  expenditure  of  several  millions  of  dollars,  which  would  not  be 
justified  by  the  present  wants  of  the  country. 

Buffalo  Shoals  is  the  worst  point  on  the  river,  the  fall  being  9.5  feet 
in  the  distance  of  IJ  miles.  I  was  unwilling  to  forward  the  estimates 
for  improving  this  locality  without  availing  myself  of  all  the  experience 
I  could  command  to  judge  of  its  feasibility,  and  estimate  its  probable 
cost.  Accorduigly,  I  had  a  spe(^ial  examination  of  it  made  by  Clement 
Smith,  esq.,  civil  engineer,  who,  as  well  as  Mr.  Livermore,  has  had 
large  experience  in  river  improvement.  Both  these  engineers  gave 
it  as  their  opinion  that  by  constructing  dams,  8(4  as  to  confine  the 
waterway  to  what  will  be  just  sufficient  to  carry  the  water  at  the  stage 
at  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  stream  navigable,  a  succession  of 
pools  will  be  formed,  with  chutes  between  them,  up  which  it  is  esti- 
mated a  boat  would  be  able  to  pass,  the  fall  in  the  chutes  being  in  no 
case  greater  than  12  inches.  The  method  is  not  new,  but  I  am  not 
aware  fhat  it  has  ever  been  tried  to  any  extent  in  this  country.  It  is 
one  which  commends  itself  to  my  judgment  as  well  worthy  of  a  trial. 
The  estimates  of  Messrs.  Livermore  and  Smith  are  so  nearly  the  same 
that  I  regard  it  as  unnecessary  to  forward  them  both. 

The  improvement,  if  completed,  would  greatly  facilitate  commerce.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  report  my  examinations  of  ob- 
structions upon  White  River,  from  James  Fork,  in  Missouri,  to  the  foot 
of  Buffalo  Shoals,  in  Arkansas,  a  distance,  by  my  estimate,  of  194  miles. 

I  left  Saint  Louis,  Missouri,  on  the  10th  of  June  last,  and  reached 
Maberry's  Ferry,  on  the  White  River,  June  13,  at  which  place  I  obtained 
a  small  fla^boat  with  which  to  proceed  down  stream. 

The  examinations  were  commenced  on  the  2l8t  at  the  mouth  of  James 
Fork.  The  estimated  distance  from  this  fork  to  Forsyth,  Missouri,  is 
52  miles.  This  point  I  reached  Saturday  evening,  June  24.  This  may 
be  considered  the  termination  of  the  first  section.  The  rest  of  the  dis- 
tance to  Buffalo  Shoals,  having  been  examined  last  year,  will  form  a 
separate  section. 
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Before  entering  upon  the  details  of  this  report  it  may  be  well  to  make 
some  general  remarks. 

The  improvement  of  White  River,  as  herewith  estimated,  does  not  em- 
brace a  true  low-water  channel,  such  as  is  being  made  upon  the  Osai^'c 
River,  but  is  intended  to  include  the  removal  of  all  obstructions  to  navi- 
gation wlien  there  is  a  rise  of  5  feet  above  low  water  upon  the  head  of 
the  principal  shoals.  The  fsiU  of  some  of  these  shoals  is  too  great  for  an 
improvement  at  a  moderate  low- water  stage,  unless  at  a  very  great 
expense,  wbich  the  resources  of  the  country  do  not  now  justify.  At 
present,  a  navigation  which  will  permit  steamers  and  other  craft  to  as- 
cend and  descend,  when  there  is  a  rise  of  5  feet  or  over  upon  the  shoals, 
is  all  I  can  now  recommend  as  admissible  in  the  expenditure  of  pubhc 
funds. 

Thus  fiir  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I  believe  such  an  im- 
provement as  herein  is  recommended  is  worthy  of  an  approi)riation  to 
the  extent  of  my  estimate.  The  country,  to  be  sure,  is  far  from  being 
developed,  either  in  its  agricultural  or  mineral  resources;  niuch  of  this 
is  owing  to  the  want  of  facilities  for  getting  to  market  with  these  pro- 
ducts when  obtained,  and  getting  supplies  of  salt,  groceries,  and  other 
necessary  articles,  at  a  reasonably  cheap  rate. 

The  bottom  laiuls  upon  this  river  are  not  extensive;  but  what  there 
are  will  compare  favorably  with  any  other  bottom  lauds  along  the  rivei^ 
of  the  States. 

The  hills  are  high  and  the  land  considerably  broken ;  still  there  is 
some  very  good  land  in  the  valleys  and  low  elevations  bordering  the 
small  stn^ams,  and  most  of  the  hills  aftbrd  a  fine  range  for  stock. 

The  hills  along  this  stream  have,  undoubtedly,  much  mineral  wealth, 
which  is  yet  tar  from  being  develoi)ed.  Iron  and  lead,  I  judge,  will  b<* 
found  quite  abundant ;  other  minerals,  such  as  coi)per  and  zinc!,  are  said 
to  exist  in  many  places.  CJpon  the  whole,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this 
country,  in  due  time,  will  teem  with  population  and  wealth,  more  from 
its  mineral  resources  than  from  its  agricultural  products,  which,  at  best, 
will  only  supply  the  miners  and  their  families,  if  such  become  numer- 
ous. 

Section  No.  1.  From  James   Fork  to  Forsyth,  a  distance  estimated  at 

52  miles. 

We  found  59  shoals  on  this  section.  My  estimate  of  the  fall  at  these 
shoals,  together  with  the  estimated  fall  of  the  pools,  amounted  to  S{):2') 
feet,  which  is  an  average  of  1.55  feet  per  mile.  The  water  in  the  river, 
at  the  time  we  examined  this  section,  was  believed  to  be  fi'om  12  to  15 
inches  above  low  water. 

The  pools  I  found  to  be  from  2  to  10  feet  deep ;  generally  not  over  6 
feet;  tlie  deepest  channel  upon  the  shoals,  about  15  to  18  inches.  As 
we  descended  the  river  we  found  the  water  lessening  in  depth  upon  the 
shoals,  so  that  at  Forsyth  it  could  not  be  over  12  inches  above  low  water. 
The  width  of  the  river  upon  this  section  will  average  about  350  feet. 

The  obstructions  to  navigation  do  not  materially  differ  from  those 
found  in  a  similar  number  of  miles  below  Forsyth.

China  Bowman  Shoals^  No.  25. — This  shoal  should  have  a  dam  across 
the  right-hand  channel,  estimated  at  a  cost  of  $2,000. 
Long  Creek  Shoal^  No.  28. — The  river  divides  into  several  channels. 
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The  right-hand  ones  must  be  closed  by  dams.    The  cost  of  the  work 
here  is  estimated  at  84r,000. 

First  shoal  above  Bull  Shoal^  No.  41. — ^This  shoal  should  be  improved 
bv  a  dam  across  left-hand  channel,  the  cost  of  which  I  estimate  at 
32,000. 

Bull  Skoal,  Xo,  42. — ^This  channel  is  very  crooked,  and  should  bo 
straightened,  and  a  wing-dam  built  to  concentrate  the  water.  The  cost 
estimated  at  $4,000. 

Jenninf/'H  Shoals,  No.  50 — A  wide  gravel-bar  on  the  left.  An  old  dam 
here  extends  too  far  toward  the  right  shore,  a  portion  of  which  must  be 
removed;  t!ie  other  end  extended  to  the  left  shore.  This  shoal  has  an 
estimated  fall  of  2.5  feet.  The  improvement  of  this  shoal  will  cost  about 
$5,000. 

Shoal  Xo.  52. — A  brush  and  gravel  dam  required  across  one  channel. 
The  water  liere  divides  into  nearly  two  equal  parts,  liequired,  a  brush 
(lain,  estimatiMl  to  cost  $500. 

Shoal  Xo.  50. — Water  spreads  over  a  wide  surface  and  should  be  con- 
centrated by  a  brush  and  gravel  dam,  which  is  estimated  to  cost  8500. 

The  7  miles  upon  which  these  shoals  are  situated  are  therefore  esti- 
mated to  cost  $18,000.    The  balance  of  the  distance,  the 
cost  will  be  light,  and  may  be  estiumted  at  $50  per  mile  . . .     $2, 250  OO

Sbction  Xo.  2.  From  Forsyth^  Missoxiri^  to  the  foot  of  Buffalo  Shoals,  in 
the  State  of  Arkansas^  which  we  estimated  by  our  run  this  year  at  142 
miles. 

This  is  considerably  more  than  was  estimated  last  year.  A  part  of  the 
examination  last  year  of  this  section  was  made  when  the  river  had  risen 
some  4  or  5  feet,  which  I  judge,  to  some  extent,  caused  an  underesti- 
mate. 

I  however  am  of  the  opinion,  while  last  year's  run  was  underestimated, 
the  estimate  for  this  year  may  be  too  great.  Actual  measurements  only 
(^n  determine  the  true  distance. 

For  the  lirst  100  miles,  as  estimated  last  year,  I  can  hardly  improve 
the  figures.  With  50  per  cent,  added  to  my  estimate,  instead  of  20 
which  I  then  made  for  contingencies,  I  shall  cover  the  difliculties  sug- 
gested by  your  report  of  last  year  upon  this  work.  In  reviewing  the 
river,  I  am  satisfied  that  your  remarks  upon  the  difficulties  to  be 
encountered  are  strictly  just. 

The  estimated  fall  of  the  shoals  of  this  section  is  somewhat  greater 
than  I  e.stimated  List  year.  The  pools  I  now  estimate  at  4  inches  instead 
of  0  inches  per  mile,  as  per  last  year's  report.  The  whole  fall,  therefore, 
is  slightly  less  thau  my  previous  estimate. 

The  shoals  number  130  from  Forsyth  to  the  foot  of  Buffalo,  with  an 
aggregate  fall  estimated  at  159.10  feet,  to  which  add  4  inches  per  mile 
lor  the  imols,  making  in  all  200.43  feet,  or  1.45  feet  per  mile.  The  bad 
shoals  upon  this  section,  which  require  considerable  engineering  skill  to 
improve,  number  12.  These  shoals  have  mostly  local  names,  and  are 
situated  in  the  following  order  upon  the  miles,  as  numbered  this  year, 
viz:

The  estimate  for  section  No.  2  varies  mainly  from  last  year's  estimut** 
by  a  considerable  increase  of  funds  required  for  Buffalo  Shoals.  Tht»>^ 
shoals  were  examined  this  year  carefully  under  favorable  circumstance-. 
The  river  was  low,  and  I  took  a  level  of  the  whole  fall,  which  I  found  to 
be  9.5  on  a  distance  of  only  IJ  miles.  Last  year  the  estimate  of  thesi* 
shoals  was  10  feet  fall,  and  the  length  2  miles.  The  fall  this  vear 
was  found  to  be  7.6  feet  per  mile,  while  last  year  the  fall  was  5  iM 
per  mile.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  it  would  require  great<»r  ski'l 
and  a  greater  expeni^e  to  overcome  the  force  and  velocity  of  the  wat*'r. 
in  order  to  permit  boats  to  ascend  in  such  a  moderate  rise  as  4  or  "• 
feet. 

The  bottom  of  these  shoals  is  solid  rock  the  whole  length;  there  arp 
large  quantities  of  loose  rock  upon  the  shoals,  which  can  be  placed  in 
dams  at  a  low  cost.  These  dams  should  be  frequent,  not  less  th:r« 
10  in  number,  and  will  contain  about  500  cubic  yards  of  stone  each. 
The  cost  per  yard  may  be  set  down  at  $1 12J,  making  this  item  iDJKNi. 
The  amount  required  for  excavating  the  chalinel  I  place  at  the  s;«ruv 
figures  as  last  year,  viz :  3,000  cubic  yards  at  $3  per  yard,  thus  making* 
the  total  expense  of  improving  the  shoals  $18,000.  Owing  to  the  grrai 
fall  on  these  shoals,  and  the  limited  distance  from  the  head  to  the  f^H»^ 
I  am  satisfied  that  these  shoals  are  now  largely  the  ^e^itest  obstacle  to 
an  ascending  navigation  at  moderate  floods  on  this  river.  The  work  o' 
improving  the  same  should  be  done  under  the  direction  of  a  iiractica. 
and  scientific  engineer. 

I  feel  satisfied,  therefore,  in  making  a  large  increase  in  my  estimar»- 
for  this  work  over  the  amount  thought  sufficient,  under  the  circniu 
stances,  by  me,  as  you  find  by  last  year's  report, 

I  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  last  year's  report  for  the  details  of  m} 
plan  for  improving  Elbow  and  McGar  Shoals,  which,  next  to  BnftaK 
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are  the  most  important  shoals  to  be  improved.    The  width  of  the  river 
from  Forsyth  to  Buffalo  Shoals  is  fully  400  feet  upon  an  average. 

The  height  of  the  bottom  lauds  will  average  about  23  feet  above  low 
water,  and  the  liighest  flood  known  28  feet,  the  place  having  been 
pointed  out  to  me  by  tlie  citizens  of  Forsyth.  In  my  report  of  last  year 
I  stated  I  had  measured  the  water  of  White  Kiver,  and  found  it  to" dis- 
charge 264  cubic  feet  per  second.  This  measurement  was  made  when 
the  water  was  at  its  lowest  stage.  The  oldest  iuhabitants  told  me  they 
never  knew  this  stream  to  be  lower  than  it  was  last  season.  One  half 
of  this  quantity  would  fill  a  lock  of  10  feet  lift,  GO  feet  wide,  and  250 
feet  betwe<3u  the  gates,  every  19  minutes.  This  would  allow  one  half  of 
the  water  as  wastage  through  the  dam  and  lock  gates.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  A.  II 
Blaisdell,  cavil  engineer,  of  an  examination  made,  under  my  direction,  of 
Black  River,  Missouri,  to  Poplar  Bluff,  as  required  by  the  provision  of 
the  act  of  Congress  making  appropriation  for  the  repairs,  preservation, 
and  completion  of  certain  public  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,  and  for 
other  purposes,  approved  March  3,  1871. 

This  stream  is  more  favorable  for  navigation  than  is  common  to 
streams  of  its  size,  the  least  depth  on  the  shoals  being  2  feet,  which 
is  sufficient  for  a  class  of  boats  which  would  carry  fair  loads  and  be  of 
^eat  benefit  to  the  country  if  no  other  commercial  channels  were  open. 
The  obstructions  to  navigation  consist,  as  in  all  smaller  streams  in  this 
region,  almost  exclusively  of  snags  and  leaning  timber. 

But  three  shoals  exist  where  it  is  proposed  to  do  any  work,  and  these 
are  of  small  extent,  the  proposed  improvement  consisting  only  in  widen- 
ing the  channel. 

The  channel  is  so  narrow  and  crooked  that  large  boats  could  not  navi- 
gate  the  stream,  even  if  the  deptb  of  water  was  sufficient.  ,  Hence,  if 
the  snags  and  leaning  timber  are  removed,  a  few  sloughs  closed,  to  con- 
fine the  water  at  its  lowest  stage  to  a  single  channel,  and  the  channel  at 
the  three  shoals  widened,  it  would  be  all  the  improvement  which  could 
iu  any  way  be  considered  justifiable. 

The  removal  of  the  snags  and  leaning  timber  will  be  somewhat  ex- 
pensive, as  they  must  be  removed  to  points  where  they  will  not  be  taken 
back  into  the  channel  during  high  water.  The  use  of  a  boat  with  pro- 
pelling power  is  essential  for  the  purpose,  and  Mr.  Blaisdell's  estimate 
of  $90,561  for  the  work,  after  a  boat  shall  have  been  provided,  is  as  low 
as  it  is  safe  to  make.  A  small  steamer,  such  as  would  be  required,  will 
cost  at  least  $20,000,  making  the  total  estimate  for  the  proposed  im- 
provement $110,561. 

In  considering  the  wants  of  the  country  in  connection  with  this  im- 
provement it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Cairo  and  Fulton  Railroad, 
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now  under  construction,  touches  Black  Kiver  at  Poplar  Bluff,  crosses  it 
12  miles  below  the  State  line  of  Arkansas,  and  White  River  3  miles 
below  the  junction,  throughout  this  entire  distance  running  parallel  to 
the  river  at  a  distance  froiil  it  of  from  G  to  ll  miles.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  re- 
cent examination  of  Bhick  liiver  from  Poplar  Bluff,  Missouri,  to  Poca- 
hontas, Arkansas,  to  which  duty  I  was  assigned  by  orders  from  this 
office  dated  Kovember  13,  1871. 

IMack  Kiver  rises  in  the  western  part  of  Iron  and  the  northern  part 
of  Reynolds  County,  in  Southeastern  Missouri,  and  flows  in  a  general 
direction  southeast  through  that  State,  parallel  to  the  Saint  Francis 
Kiver,  and  at  an  average  distance  from  it  of  14  miles,  traversing 
the  counties  of  Reynolds,  Wayne,  and  Butler,  when  it  strikes  the  Ar- 
kansas line  and  diverges  toward  the  southwest,  touching  the  edge  of 
Greene,  flowing  through  Randolph  and  Lawrence,  forming  the  boundary- 
line  between  Independence  and  Jackson  Counties,  and  empties  into  the 
White  River  one-half  mile  above  the  city  of  Jacksonport. 

From  its  source  to  Poplar  Bluft'  the  river  flows  through  the  mountain- 
ous country  of  the  Ozark  Ranges  and  their  spurs,  and  then  leaves  the 
mountains  and  seeks  the  lowlands,  through  which  it  continues  to  flow 
without  any  elevation  on  its  banks  higher  than  25  feet  above  low  water 
until  it  again  strikes  the  hills  at  Pocaliontas. 

Between  the  limits  of  this  examination  the  principal  tributaries  are 
Cane  Creek,  Current  River,  and  Fourche  Dumas,  in  Arkansas,  and  a 
large  number  of  sloughs  in  Missouri,  which  drain  the  country  between 
this  stream  and  the  Saint  Francis  Kiver,  one  of  which  connects  the  two 
rivers,  and  in  which  the  current  has  either  an  easterly  or  westerly  direc- 
tion, according  to  the  water-level  in  the  two  streams. 

The  total  drainage  area  of  the  Black  Kiver  and  its  tributaries  may  be 
estimated  at  8,000  square  miles. 

The  rivi»r  frequently  divides  itself  into  branches;  hence  we  have 
Dan^s  Kiver,  Little  River,  and  Catharine  Slough.  Again,  sloughs  fork 
into  the  swamps,  which  in  the  dry  season  much  diminish  the  quantity 
of  water  in  the  river. 

Throughout  its  whole  length  the  river  pursues  a  very  winding  coursi'. 
The  bottom  lands  are  low,  varying  from  18  feet  at  Poplar  Bluff  to  2  feet 
in  phices  at  Dan's  River,  and  from  18  to  20  feet  at  Pocahontas  above 
low  water,  while  the  difference  of  level  between  extremes  of  water  va- 
ries from  18.5  feet  at  Poplar  Bluff'  to  5  feet  at  Dan's  Kiver  and  2G.25  feet 
at  Pocahontas. 

The  riverbed  is  generally  sand,  or  in  its  lower  part  sand  and  chji 
sometimes  mingled  with  muscle-shells  and  fine  gravel. 

There  are  54  shoals  in  the  river,  having  a  sandy  bottom,  generally  oc- 
curring in  bends,  and  which  have  much  increased  in  size  from  the  quan- 
tity of  snags  and  drift-wood  accumulated  in  such  places. 
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These  shoals  cover  an  aggregate  length  of  3.7  miles,  but  the  average 
depth  of  water  upon  thein  in  the  low-water  season  is  never  less  than  2 
feet.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  three  shoals  called  Cox's,  Fish  Trap, 
and  Rocky,  which  have  a  rock  bottom  of  a  ferruginous  sandstone  con- 
glomerate, friable  in  its  nature,  and  extending  over  the  whole  width  of 
the  river.  The  depth  on  these  shoals  averages  2  feet  in  the  channel, 
and  their  aggregate  length  is  .25  mile.  The  beginning  and  termina- 
tion of  these  shoals  are  very  abrupt,  and  the  formation  is  a  peculiar  one. 
Borings  for  wells  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  shoals  failed  to  en- 
connter  similar  rock,  but  at  a  depth  of  40  or  50  fi^t  a  bed  of  limestone 
was  struck. 

The  general  depth  of  the  river  in  its  upper  part  is  not  great,  and  the 
channel  is  often  very  naiTow.  The  general  width  between  banks  is  130 
feet,  but  in  some  of  the  ''cut-offs''  the  river  has  made,  and  in  the  portion 
of  the  main  river  adjoining  Davis  and  Little  Rivers,  the  width  varies  50 
to  90  feet;  below  the  mouth  of  the  Current  River  the  river  is  225  feet 
wide. 

The  current  of  Black  River,  at  low  water,  when  the  examination  was 
conducted,  had  a  velocity  of  six-sevenths  mile  per  hour;  in  no  place  did 
the  current  exceed  a  velocity  of  1 J  miles  i>er  hour,  except  on  the  three . 
rocky  shoals  m«itioned  above. 

I  estimate  the  distance  between  Poplar  Bluff  and  Pocahontas  at  161 
miles,  and  i)lace  the  fall  in  the  water-surfaci*  between  those  limits  at  36 
feet. 

As  an  appendix  to  this  report  a  list  of  the  shoals  is  given,  their  length, 
width,  and  depth  of  low- water  channel. 

Character  of  the  adjacent  country. 

Leaving  the  last  spur  of  the  Ozark  Mountains,  on  which  Poplar  Bluff' 
is  situated,  we  enter  at  once  a  swampy  country,  which  is  annually  over- 
flowed to  a  depth  varying  from  6  inches  to  6  feet. 

On  the  right  bank  of  the  river  there  is  a  second  bottom,  which  is  very 
fertile,  and  is  extensively  cultivated.  On  the  left  bank  there  are  few 
elevations  above  overflow,  until  Gillis's  Bluff  is  reached,  40  miles  below 
Poplar  Bluff,  which  is  about  24  feet  above  low  water,  and  of  considerable 
extent;  the  banks  from  this  point  down  average  higher  than  above,  and 
exhibit  more  clay  in  their  composition. 

The  upper  half  of  Butler  County,  Missouri,  is  not  so  well  adapted  for 
the  cultivation  of  cotton  as  the  lower  half.  The  lands  bordering  the  river 
in  Arkansas  are  eminently  adapted  for  the  production  of  cotton,  and  this 
is  the  chief  farming  product.  The  country  adjacent  to  the  river  abounds 
in  every  kind  of  timber  except  pine  and  cedar,  but  both  of  these  varie- 
ties are  found  in  the  hills  north  and  west  of  Poplar  Bluff.  The  lumber 
interest  is  a  large  one;  poplar  and  cypress  are  annually  rafted  in  con- 
siderable quantities.  Poplar  is  not  found  below  the  Arkansas  line.  The 
white-oak  timber,  especially,  is  worthy  of  mention;  parties  are  at  present 
engaged  in  getting  ont  large  quantities  of  it  at  the  head  of  Dan's  River 
for  ship-building  purposes. 

In  Arkansas  the  tract  of  land  lying  between  the  Black  and  Current 
Rivers  is  called  the  '*  Cherokee  Bay  country,^  and  is  probably  the  most 
fertile  and  thickly-settled  farming  country  on  the  river.  On  the  first 
terrace  of  this  portion  of  the  valley  an  excellent  quality  of  black  walnut 
is  found,  and  large  quantities  of  it  are  under  preparation  for  shipment 
to  New  Orleans  and  Boston. 
H.  Ex.  252 2 
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Between  Poplar  Bluff  and  the  mouth  of  the  river  there  are  10  steam 
saw-uiills. 

A  very  good  quality  of  iron  ore  (brown  hematite)  is  found  in  the  north 
and  west  parts  of  Butler  County,  but  no  mines  have  yet  been  opened. 

Towns^  railroads,  dtc. 

Pojilar  Blufi",  the  county  seat  of  Butler  County,  Missouri,  is  situated 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  on  an  elevation  00  feet  above  low  water; 
in  1870  it  had  a  population  of  400,  but  since  that  time  it  has  increased 
to  about  800,  wliile  the  valuation  of  its  real  estate  has  been  enhanced 
over  200  per  cent.  The  extension  of  the  Pilot  Knob  branch  of  the  Iron 
Mountain  Kailroad  intersects  tlie  Cairo  and  Fulton  Kailroad  IJ  miles 
above  the  town,  and  the  latter  road  runs  directly  through  it.  It  is 
expected  that  cars  will  be  running  to  Poplar  Bluff  in  July  next. 

The  grading  of  the  Cairo  and  Fulton  Kailroad  is  being  rapidly  pushed 
in  the  State  of  Arkansas  toward  and  from  Little  Kock;  the  road  crosses 
Black  liiver  about  10  miles  below  the  State  line  on  the  eastern  edge  of 
township  20,  range  4  east  of  the  5th  principal  meridian,  and  then,  con- 
fining itself  to  the  left  bank,  runs  parallel  to  the  river  at  a  distance  from 
it  of  Irom  6  to  14  miles,  crosses  the  White  Kiver  at  Elizabeth,  3  miles 
below^  Jacksonport,  thence  runs  by  way  of  Little  liock  to  Fulton,  Arkan- 
sas, on  the  Ked  River,  and  connects  with  the  South  Pacific  road  at  some 
X)oint  in  Texas. 

The  Cape  Girardeau  and  State  Line  Railroad  is  at  present  under  con- 
struction, and  is  graded  within  19  miles  of  Poplar  Bluff,  where  it  will 
intersect  the  trunk  line.  The  Memphis  anil  Saint  Louis  Railroad  is  pro- 
posed, and  will  intersect  the  same  line. 

Everything  seems  to  indicate  that  Poplar  Bluff  will  be  the  principal 
town  of  southeastern  Missouri.  As  far  as  railroad  facilities  are  con- 
cerned, there  are  but  few  inland  towns  which  will  surpass  it.  It  at  pres- 
ent contains  8  stores,  which  do  a  business  of  $120,000  in  general  mer- 
chandise. Goods  heretofore  were  hauled  in  wagons  to  the  town  from 
Pilot  Knob,  on  the  Iron  Mountain  Railroad,  or  from  Cape  Girardeau,  on 
the  Mississippi  River. 

Pocahontas,  the  county  seat  of  Randolph  County,  Arkansas,  is  situated 
on  a  bluff,  120  feet  above  low- water  mark,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river. 
The  town  is  the  shipping  point  for  a  large  section  of  country,  extending 
up  Black  and  Current  Rivers,  and  a  regular  line  of  boats  is  kept  up  to 
the  town  for  the  entire  year.  It  contains  a  population  of  about  800,  and 
sells  $350,000  worth  of  merchandise  yearly;  2,500  bales  of  cotton  and 
about  5,000  dressed  hogs  were  two  items  in  her  shipments  last  year;  1,000 
bales  of  this  cotton  were  raised  in  the  country  adjacent  to  Black  and 
Current  Rivers. 

Ten  thousand  bales  of  cotton  is  a  low  estimate  for  the  entire  quantity 
shipi^ed  in  the  Black  River  Valley. 

Previous  improvements,     • 

Butler  County,  Missouri,  some  time  before  the  late  rebellion,  had 
donated  to  her  by  the  State  a  large  quantity  of  swamp  lands  for  internal 
improvement  purposes.  In  1859,  13,000  acres  of  this  land  were  appro- 
priated for  the  improvement  of  Black  River  by  the  county  court,  and  the 
work  let  to  contractors.  Some  little  work  was  done  in  cutting  trees  and 
removing  drift-piles  for  a  distance  of  12  miles  below  Poplar  Bluff,  but 
the  improvement  was  poorly  executed  for  want  of  suitable  superintend- 
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ence.  In  1867  another  appropriation  was  made  of  35,000  acres  of  the 
swamp  hinds  for  the  same  purpose;  15,000  aijres  were  patented  to  the 
contractor  to  provide  his  outfit,  who  chartered  the  steamer  Nitronia,  (138 
feet  in  length,  24  feet  beam,  and  20  inches  depth  of  flotation,)  which  suc- 
ceeded in  reaching  Poplar  Blutt',  from  which  place  the  improvement  was 
to  commence.  On  account  of  some  legal  complications  in  which  the  con- 
tractor became  involved  no  work  was  done,  and  his  contract  abandoned. 

On  the  reniaining  20,000  acres  the  county  has  made  a  contract  with 
two  of  its  citizens  to  run  a  steamer  to  Poplar  Bluff  four  times  a  year  for 
five  successiv^e  years,  without  requiring  any  improvement  to  be  made. 
The  contractors  have  built  a  boat  at  Po[)lar  Bluff  (72  feet  in  length,  20 
feet  beam,  and  drawing  18  inches)  for  the  work.  No  improvement  to 
the  river  can  result  from  this  contract. 

The  Missouri  legislature  of  1870  made  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  for 
the  imi)rovement  of  Black  Kiver  in  Missouri,  contingent,  however,  on 
the  condition  that  "a  provision  be  made  for  similar  improvement  in 
Arkansas."  Butler  County  has  donated  the  remainder  of  her  swamp 
lands  to  railroads,  and  Arkansas  has  failed  to  make  a  provision  whereby 
the  $15,000  could  be  made  available. 

Obfttructions  to  navigation — improvements  aiul  cost  thereof. 

The  principal  obstructions  to  navigation  are  snags  and  overhanging 
trees.  From  Poplar  Bluff  to  the  Arkansas  State  line,  a  distance  of -68 
miles,  there  were  counted  2,977  snngs  and  4,018  overhanging  trees. 
Between  the  limits  of  the  examination,  a  distance  of  101  miles,  were 
counted  7,411  snags  and  sunken  logs,  and  10,122  overhanging  trees. 

The  river  is  so  narrow^  that  trees,  in  falling  into  it  from  its  banks,  reach 
entirely  across  the  stream,  and  are  in  the  worst  position  for  removal. 

1  do  not  recommend  that  any  improvements  be  made  on  the  shoals, 
other  than  removing  snags,  except  on  the  three  shoals  mentioned  as  hav- 
ing rock  bottom,  where  the  channel  might  be  advantageously  widened 
and  the  depth  increased. 

As  before  stated,  there  are  many  sloughs  and  cut-offs,  which,  as  they 
draw  large  quantities  of  water  from  the  main  riv^er,  should  be  closed  up 
by  dams.  Commencing  with  a  slough  above  Poplar  Bluff,  there  are  14 
plac43S  where  dams  should  be  built,  involving  an  aggregate  length  ot 
1,200  feet.  Low  stone  and  brush  dams  would  be  well  adapted  for  this 
purpose,  but  a«  stone  can  only  be  procured  at  great  expense,  "snag- 
dains,"  held  in  place  by  piles,  will  have  to  be  resorted  to. 

These  dams  should  not  be  built  much  above  usual  low-water  mark,  in 
order  that  the  water  during  freshets  may  flow  over  them  into  the  sloughs, 
and  thus  prevent  the  excessive  overflow  which  would  ensue  should  the 
water  be  confined  to  the  main  banks  of  the  river. 

There  are  five  drift-piles  in  the  river  above  the  Arkansas  State  line, 
more  or  less  obstructing  navigation,  and  upon  which  some  work  should 
be  done;  also  a  wreck  of  an  old  stave-boat,  which  should  be  removed. 

In  operating  for  improvement  upon  streams  the  size  of  Black  River, 
it  being  about  300  miles  from  Poplar  Bluff  to  its  mouth,  and  its  general 
width  very  narrow,  it  is  of  almost  an  absolute  necessity  to  use  a  boat  hav- 
ing some  propelling  power  of  its  own,  in  order  to  place  the  snags  pulled 
out  of  the  way  of  passing  steamboats.  When  such  a  boat  shall  have 
been  furnished,  1*  present  the  following  estimate  for  improving  Black 
River  from  Poplar  Bluff  to  Pocahontas:

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  report  of  A.  H, 
Blaisdell,  civil  engineer,  of  a  reconuaissance  of  Bayou  Bartholomew, 
from  its  mouth  to  the  State  line  of  Arkansas,  made  under  my  direction. 

The  estimated  length  of  the  portion  of  the  stream  examined  is  96 
miles,  and  boats  of  large  capacity  have  navigated  this  portion  of  the 
river,  and  small  boats  have  been  up  stream  130  miles  further.  The  river 
is  an  important  and  almost  the  only  means  of  communication  with  quite 
a  large  district  of  cotton-growing  country. 

The  proposed  improvement  of  the  Ouachita,  if  made,  will  have  an 
important  bearing  on  the  navigation  of  Bayou  Bartholomew^ as  the 
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water  at  its  moutli  would  be  raised  some  10  or  12  feet,  which  would  give 
back-water  for  a  distance  of  some  40  miles. 

The  obstructioDS  to  navifijation  are  similar  to  those  in  almost  all  the 
western  tributaries  of  the  Mississippi.  The  method  of  improvement 
proposed  hy  Mr.  Blaisdell  is  the  same  as  was  adopted  on  the  Upper 
Ouachita  and  Little  Missouri  last  season^  and  which  has  been  recom- 
mended on  almost  all  the  streams  examined,  namely,  to  remove  the 
snags  and  leaning  timber.  This  is  essential  even  if  more  extensive  im- 
provements should  be  made  hereafter. 

The  estimate  presented,  of  $34,710  for  doing  the  work,  is  not  above 
what  it  will  actually  cost.

General  :  I  submit  the  following  report  on  the  recent  examination 
of  the  Bayou  Bartholomew,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana: 

The  bayou  takes  its  rise  in  tbe  State  of  Arkauvsas,  within  5  miles  of 
Pine  Bluff,  on  the  Arkansas  lliver,  and  following  an  exceedingly  tortuous 
course,  flows,  at  first,  parallel  to  the  Arkansas  River  at  an  average 
distance  from  it  of  18  miles ;  then  parallel  to  the  Mississippi  at  distances 
varying  from  15  to  25  miles;  and  after  striking  the  Louisiana  line,  it 
diverges  southwest  and  empties  into  the  Ouachita  River  at  Ouacbita 
City,  in  section  Ifi,  township  20  north,  range  4  east. 

In  Arkansas  it  flows  through  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Drew,  Desha, 
and  Ashley,  and  in  four  of  its  sharper  bends  it  touches  the  westerly 
edge  of  Chicot  County ;  in  Louisiana  it  traverses  the  parish  of  More- 
house. 

From  the  Louisiana  line  to  its  mouth  the  principal  tributaries  of  the 
Bayou  Bartholomew  are  Overflow  and  Cheminahaut  Creeks,  both  of 
which  rise  in  Arkansas  and  enter  the  bayou  on  the  right ;  on  th^  left 
the  tributaries  are  small  bayous  which  drain  the  neighboring  swamps, 
the  principal  of  which  are  Bayous  BopAif,  de  Glaise,  Bonidee,  de  Galliou, 
and  Bonne  Idee. 

The  total  drainage  area  of  the  Bayou  Bartholomew  and  its  tributaries 
is  about  1,800  square  miles. 

Following  the  meandering  of  the  stream  the  distance  from  the  mouth 
of  the  bayou  to  the  State  line  is  about  9G  miles,  while  in  a  direct  line  it 
is  32.7  miles. 

The  bayou  is  very  narrow,  not  averaging  over  120  feet  between  banks; 
in  many  places  it  is  considerably  less. 

In  low-water  season  there  are  many  ]>laces  between  the  State  line^nd 
Point  Pleasant,  a  distance  of  about  02  miles,  where  the  water  varies 
from  2  feet  to  10  inches  in  depth,  and  where  tlu»  channel  is  not  over  30 
feet  in  width.  Between  these  limits  the  bottom  of  the  bayou  is  quite 
level,  although  there  are  a  few  deep  pools.  Between  Point  PleasiUit  and 
the  mouth  of  the  bayou  there  are  8  fords  and  shallow  places,  some  of- 
which  are  nearly  half  a  mile  long,  on  which  the  water  is  about  2.5  deep 
in  the  dry  season,  but  the  aggregate  length  of  these  shoals  is  less  than 
that  of  the  shoals  above. 
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The  bed  of  the  stream  is  generally  sand  mixed  with  clay,  but  on  some 
of  the  shallow  places  it  is  fine  gravel  and  sand. 

The  stage  of  the  water  in  the  lower  part  of  the  bayou  is  controlled  by 
that  in  the  Ouachita  River;  back-water  from  the  hitter  stream  has 
reached  Point  Pleasant,  a  distance  of  34  miles. 

During  the  progress  of  the  examination  the  water  was  7  feet  above 
low-water  mark,  and  the  velocity  of  the  current,  as  determined  at  Point 
Pleasant,  was  nearly  IJ  miles  per  hour. 

In  1843  navigation  commenced  on  the  Bayou  Bartholomew  to  a  con- 
siderable extent,  large  steamers,  having  a  carrying  capacity  of  2,000 
bales  of  cotton,  have  reached  the  State  line,  and  smaller  steamers 
ascend  the  stream  to  a  shipping  point  in  Arkansas,  called  Gaster's 
Landing,  about  130  miles  above  the  line  by  water  and  46  by  land. 

Between  the  Bayou  Bartholomew  and  the  Mississippi  River  are 
Bcjeuf  River  and  Bayou  Tensas,  with  its  tributary,  Bayou  Macon.  Bayou 
Tensas  heads  in  Lake  Providence,  and  the  other  streams  rise  in 
Arkansas,  above  Gaines's  Landing. 

I  extract  the  following,  from  the  report  (page  41)  of  the  Delta  sur- 
vey in  relation  to  these  bayous : 

The  gradual  extension  of  the  levee  system  upon  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  has 
deyniveil  this  net-work  of  bayous  of  their  chief  supply  of  water,  and  they  now  never 
rise  to  the  level  of  tlieir  banks  except  on  the  occurrence  of  many  large*  crevasses  in 
the  Mississippi  levees.  Formerly  this  whole  region  was  deeply  inundated  in  HocmIs.  In 
bXH.  when  the  greatest  inundatiou  of  which  there  is  even  a  tradition  occurred,  the 
average  depth  of  wat^r  acroSvS  the  swamp,  on  the  Louisiana  boundary  line,  was  7.1  feet. 

In  1850,  another  year  memorable  for  its  Hoods,  thei-e  was  a  depth  of 
water  over  the  same  line  of  3  feet.  The  Delta  report  gives  the 
profile  of  a  surveyed  line  of  a  proposed  railroad  from  Lake  Providence 
to  Fulton,  which  crosses  the  Bayou  de  Siard,  a  small  bayou  which  con- 
nects the  Bayou  Bartholomew,  near  its  mouth,  with  the  Onachita  Kiver; 
this  profile  gives  the  elevation  of  high  water  in  the  Mississippi  at  Lake 
Providence  at  121  feet  above  the  level  of  the  Gulf;  and  of  the  banks  ot 
Bayou  Bonne  Idee  18.5  feet,  of  Bayou  Boenf  25  feet,  of  Bayou  de  Siard 
2'^.i)  feet,  and  of  Ouachita  River  23  feet  below  the  level  of  high  water. 

During  the  late  rebellion  the  levees  at  Lake  Providence  were  cut,  as 
a  military  measure,  and  they  have  not  yet  been  repaired,  so  that  it  is 
probable  that  during  the  prevalence  of  continued  floods  in  the  Missis- 
sippi souje  of  its  water  finds  its  way  to  the  Ouachita  River  through 
Bayou  Bartholomew. 

I  estimate  the  fall  in  water  surface  between  the  line  and  the  mouth 
of  the  bayou  at  23  feet.  The  usual  height  between  extremes  of  water 
is  23  feet. 

Character  of  adjacent  country. 

In  the  valley  of  the  Bayou  Bartholomew  we  find  two  very  distinct 
classes  of  soils;  the  first  is  the  sr.iid  of  the  uplands,  which  is  not  pro- 
ductive enough  for  farming  purposes,  but  on  which  a  fair  qualit.>  of  pine- 
timber  is  found,  and,  second,  the  low  bottom  lands,  which  are  distinguished 
for.their  being  so  well  adapted  for  the  production  of  cotton. 

The  tillable  lands  consist  only  of  a  narrow  strip  on  each  side  of  the 
bayou;  beyond  it  are  the  low  swamps,  which  are  drained  by  the 
tributary  bayous.  The  overflowed  lauds  are  largely  in  excess  of  the 
cultivated  [lortion. 

The  bottoms  are  very  productive,  and  may  be  relied  on  for  producing, 
with  a  moderate  amount  of  cultivation,  one  bale  of  cotton  per  acre; 
cotton  is  the  chief  and,  indeed,  sometimes,  the  only  product  raised. 

On  the  left  bank  of  the  bayou,  for  a  distance  of  about  20  miles  from 
the  State  line,  is  a  range  of  low,  broken  hills  bearing  a  growth  of  birch,  > 
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sassafras,  x>^can,  the  different  varieties  of  oak,  elm,  and  some  pine:  on 
the  bottoms  are  found  gum,  willow,  sycamore,  cypres  paw-paw,  and 
other  growth  indigenous  to  that  moist,  tropical  climate. 

The  liighest  banks  of  the  bottoms  are  from  28  to  'i6  feet  above  low- 
water  level,  but  one  bank,  at  least,  has  two  terraces,  the  lower  of  which 
is  about  10  feet  al>ove  the  same  level. 

The  parish  of  Morehouse  contains,  according  to  the  last  ccdsils,  a 
population  of  9,413  souls. 

The  towns  and  settlements  along  the  bayou  are  as  follows:  Line* 
a  hamlet  on  the  boundary  line,  between  Arkansas  and  Louisiana,  is  i 
shipping  point  of  some  importance;  it  has  a  store  from  which  is  sold 
about  $50,000  worth  of  merchandise  annually. 

Linn  Grove  contains  a  stoihe  and  five  houses ;  about  $30,000  worth  of 
goods  is  sold  here  annually. 

Point  Pleasant  is  the  shipping  point  for  Bastrop  and  sarroanding 
country. 

Bastrop,  the  parish  seat  of  Morehouse,  is  situated  on  high  saody 
soil,  about  2^  miles  east  of  the  bayou,  and  contains  about  650  inhabi- 
tants ;  it  does  a  business  in  general  merchandise  of  $150,000. 

Between  Bastrop  and  the  bayou  are  the  Bastrop  Hills,  the  elevi-j 
tion  of  which,  as  given  in  the  Delta  report,  is  40  feet  above  high'| 
water  level  at  Lake  Providence,

Previous  improvements. 

Some  twenty  years  ago  good  work  was  done  on  the  Bayon  Barthi»l«> 
mew  by  the  "State  hands"  of  Louisiana  in  cutting  trees  and  removiDjsl 
snags,  but  it  was  not  followed  up. 

In  1870  the  legislature  of  Louisiana  made  a  large  appropriation  torj 
the  improvement  of  Bayou  Bartholomew,  and  some  work  was  don**  in 
cutting  overhanging  trees  between  its  mouth  and  a  few  miles  ab<>vf 
Point  Pleasant.  The  (contractor,  after  expending  about  $1,000,  was  Id- 
formed  that  the  appropriation  was  unconstitutional,  as  it  was  made 
when  the  State  debt  exceeded  *li5,000,000,  which  is  the  limit  Hxed  l^y 
law. 

This  last  work  was  poorly  executed ;  large  trees  were  allowed  to  r.*!! 
into  the  bayou,  and  not  cut  up  into  such  lengths  as  would  allow  tlutc 
to  float  off. 

OhHtructions  to  navigation — improvement  and  estimates. 

During  high  water  the  obstructions  to  navigation  are  principally 
snags,  sawyers,  and  overhanging  trees.  I  counted  l,li96  snags  itnJ 
sawyers,  and  1,878  overhanging  trees  which  impede  navigation,  but  a< 
the  examination  vas  conducted  during  high  water,  the  former  nunjl^iT 
should  be  considerably  increased.  There  are  several  islands  in  the 
bayou  covered  with  small  growth;  this  should  be  cut  and  removed  fi»r 
high-water  navigation.  Digitized  by  GoOgle 
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N^Mvigation  in  the  bayou  generally  opens  between  December  20  and 
Jan  nary  27,  and  as  no  absolute  dependence  can  be  placed  upon  the 
water  remaining  high,  planters  are  often  compelled  to  ship  their  cotton 
and  thus  lose  all  the  advantage  of  prospective  rise  in  the  market. 

The  steamboat  pilots  I  talked  with,  as  well  as  the  peox>le  along  the 
banks,  seemed  to  think  it  feasible  to  make  slack-water  navigation  in 
the  Bayou  Bartholomew ;  of  this  I  cannot  speak  definitely,  as  it  would 
require  an  accurate  survey  and  a  more  thorough  examination  than  I 
was  able  to  give  with  the  means  at  my  disposal.  The  timber  on  the 
banks  is  mostly  of  that  variety  which  sinks  when  green,  and  conse- 
quently it  will  have  to  be  felled  on  the  banks  during  low  water  and 
allowed  to  season,  and  if  proper  care  is  taken  in  cutting  it  into  small 
lengths,  high  water  will  carry  it  off. 

All  that  I  can  propose  for  improving  the  stream,  as  the  results  of  my 
cm'sory  examination,  is  to  remove  the  snags  and  cut  the  leaning  timber. 
Probably  the  most  thorough  manner  of  conducting  this  improvement 
would  be  tx)  have  a  boat  constructed  to  carry  camp  outfit  and  a  hand- 
crane,  which,  in  connection  with  animal  power,  could  remove  the  snags 
to  the  banks,  where  they  could  be  disposed  of.  The  boat  would  have  to 
be  made  smaller  and  of  lighter  draught  than  those  used  on  the  Ouachita 
last  season. 

I  present  the  following  estimate  for  the  improvement  of  the  stream  in 
Louisiana  by  this  method:

Good  labor  (colored)  can  be  procured  on  the  Bayou  Bartholomew  at 
the  price  named  in  the  estimate,  but  probably  it  would  be  at  a  sacrifice 
to  the  planters  of  the  vicinity;  it  is  best,  therefore,  to  hire  acclimated 
laborers  in  some  other  near  locality. 

A  light-draught  snag-boat,  with  a  moderate  sta^e  of  water,  could  do 
excellent  service  in  the  Bayou  Bartholomew,  and  would,  probaoly,  do  all 
the  work  necessary  for  navigation  at  the  stage  of  water  boats  usually 
ply  the  stream. 

At  Poplar  BluflF,  Arkansas,  situated  on  the  bayou,  12  miles  (by  land) 
above  the  line,  there  is  a  good  saw-mill  in  operation,  where  lumber  can 
be  procured  if  the  first-named  method  of  improvement  be  adopted.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  a  report  by  Mr. 
Blaisdell,  civil  engineer,  of  an  examination  of  Fourche  la  Fave,  in 
Arkansas,  made  under  my  direction. . 

This  stream  seems  to  be  little  more  than  a  mountain  torreni,  and  I 
agree  with  Mr.  Blaisdell  that  it  is  inexpedient,  for  the  present  at  least, 
to  attempt  any  improvement  above  the  town  of  Perryville.  Between 
that  point  and  the  mouth  there  are  five  shoals;  at  "one  of  them  the 
width  of  channel  is  40  feet  and  the  depth  2  f«»et;  at  another  the 
width  is  30  feet  and  the  depth  1  foot;  at  tlie  other  three  the  width 
of  the  channel  at  low  water  is  only  7  or  8  feet,  and  the  depth  6 
inches.  This  statement  is  itself  enough  to  show  tliat  even  the  lower 
section  of  the  Fourche  la  Fave  does  not  furnish  waterof  itself  to  justify 
any  attempt  to  make  it  navigable.  The  back-water  from  the  Arkansas 
can,  however,  be  relied  upon,  whenever  that  stream  is  5  feet  above 
its  lowest  stage,  and  it  is  only  by  regarding  this  fact  that  the  Fourche 
la  Fave  becomes  worthy  of  any  consicleration. 

The  tact  that  "  no  steamboat  of  larger  dimensions  tlian  42  feet  in 
length  and  10  feet  beam  has  ever  navigated  the  stream  ^  goes  far  to 
show  that  even  the  back-water  from  the  Arkansas  is  hardly  sufficient 
to  cause  the  Fourclie  la  Fave  to  be  fairly  classed  as  a  navigable  stream. 

The  estimates  of  Mr.  Blaisdell  of  $25,800,  for  cutting  leaning  timber 
and  removing  snags  between  the  mouth  and  Perryville,  seem  to  be  fairly 
made,  and  the  improvement,  if  completed,  would  doubtless  be  of  con- 
siderable local  benefit  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  country.

General  :  I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  the  recent  examination 
of  the  Fourche  la  Fave, -in  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

The  river  rises  in  •the  extreme  southern  part  of  Sebastian  County, 
within  a  few  miles  of  the  Choctaw  reservation  of  Indian  Territory,  and, 
following  a  very  winding  course,  tlows  in  a  general  direction  slightly 
north  of  east,  traversing  the  counties  of  Sebastian,  Scott,  Yell,  and 
Perry,  and  empties  into  the  Arkansas  River,  25J  miles  above  the  citvof 
Little  Rock. 

The  upper  part  of  the  river,  entirely  through  the  first  three  counties, 
and  through  a  portion  of  the  fourth,  is  a  wild  mountain  stream,  with 
numerous  but  entirely  insignificant  branches,  which  rise  in  the  moun- 
tain ranges,  parallel  to  the  river  or  their  spurs. 

The  only  tributary  of  any  size  is  Grave  Creek,  or  the  South  Fork  of 
Fourche  la  Fave,  as  it  is  generally  called,  which  empties  into  the  main- 
river  from  the  south,  about  68  miles  from  its  mouth. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  Fourche  la  Fave,  we  find  the  range  of  Petit 
Jean  Mountains  and  its  spurs,  called  under  difterent  names,  and  on  the 
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south  are  the  Mamelle  Mountains  and  their  spurs.  From  streams  in  a 
mountainous  country,  like  the  river  under  review,  we  expect,  and  are 
not  disappointed  in  finding  in  the  present  instance,  sudden  "head- 
rises,"  produced  by  slight  rains,  but  which  are  only  of  short  duration. 

The  lower  i^ortion  of  tbe  river  in  Perry  County  is  controlled  by  the 
stage  of  water  in  the  Arkansas ;  a  rise  of  6  feet  in  the  latter  stream 
backs  the  water  up  to  the  town  of  Perryville,  a  distance  of  26  miles 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Fourcbe  la  Fave. 

In  1833  and  1844  there  occurred  extraordinary  floods  in  the  Arkansas 
Eiver,  the  water  standing  at  the  locality  under  consideration,  according 
to  Mr.  S.  T.  Abert,  civil  engineer,  who  conducted  a  survey  of  that 
stream  in  1869,  at  the  heights  of  35.75  and  34.25  feet,  respectively, 
above  low-water  mark.  Both  of  these  rises  produced  back-water  in  the 
Fourche  la  Fave  to  its  junction  with  its  south  fork,  68  miles  from  its 
mouth.  At  this  point  the  difference  of  level  between  high  and  low 
water  marks,  as  measured  in  1844,  was  32  feet.  This  difterence  may  be 
regarded  as  maximum,  and  only  attained  when  both  the  rivers  are  unn- 
sually  high ;  usual  high  water  in  La  Fourche  is  25  or  26  feet,  and  only 
of  short  duration.  When  all  preliminary  matters  to  the  examination  of 
the  river  had  been  arranged,  a  rain  occurred  of  about  fifteen  hours'  du- 
ration, which  caused  the  river  to  rise  8  feet,  and  the  examination  was 
conducted  between  the  limit  of  back-water,  the  mouth  of  South  Fork, 
and  the  mouth  of  the  river,  while  the  water  was  about  11  feet  above  low- 
water  mark. 

I  give  below  the  shoals  between  these  limits  in  tabulated  form :

A  general  section  of  the  last-named  shoals  may  be  well  represented 
by  the  following  sketch  of  Alford  Shoals,  except  that  in  the  lied  Ferry 
Shoals  the  shaly  bluff  is  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river. 


In  low  water  there  is  a  depth  of  water  in  the  pools  of  from  3  to  8  feet 
or  more.  With  a  moderate  stage  of  water,  the  current  in  the  pools  is 
very  slow ;  but  on  the  shoals  it  is  very  rapid.  The  width  between  banks 
varies  from  80  to  140  feet,  the  river  in  its  upper  part  being  generally 
wider  than  it  is  below. 

The  banks  are  clayey  and  not  subject  to  caving.  No  steamboat  of 
larger  dimensions  than  42  feet  in  length  and  10  feet  beam  has  ever 
navigated  the  stream.  Before  the  war  flat-boats  were  floated  out  of  the 
river  with  country  produce,  and  on  one  occasion,  when  both  the  Arkan- 
sas and  the  Fourche  la  Fave  were  very  high,  a  flat-boat,  carrying  a  few 
bales  of  cotton,  was  successfully  floated  out  from  Bluffton,  a  small 
hamlet  in  Yell  County,  about  90  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

Character  of  the  adjacent  country. 

The  valley  of  the  Fourche  la  Fave,  averaging  about  1  mile  in  width 
on  each  side  of  the  river,  is  a  very  fertile  one,  although  it  does  not  con- 
tain the  population  which  its  fertility  merits. 

The  bottom  lands  generally  exhibit  two  terraces,  or  levels,  the  lower  of 
which  is  overflowed  during  high-water,  and  is  only  used  as  a  stock- 
range  ;  the  upper  and  cultivated  level  is  intersected  by  frequent  spnrs 
of  the  ridges  i)arallel  to  the  river. 
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The  valley  grows  wider  above  Blnfltoii,  on  the  eastern  edge  of  Yell 
County,  where  the  hills  on  each  side  strike  the  river. 

Some  of  the  bottom  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Arkansas  Kiver  are 
overflowed  in  extreme  high  water,  but  are  cultivated  to  a  considerable 
extent 

La  Fourche  Bluff,  referred  to  in  Mr.  Abort's  report  on  the  Arkansas 
River,  accompanies  the  Fourche  la  Fave  up  for  over  a  mile  from  its 
mouth,  on  the  south  side. 

For  every  few  miles  on  the  south  side  a  bluff,  with  either  sandstone 
or  unconformable  shales  outcropping,  strikes  the  river;  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river  bluffs  are  of  much  less  frequent  occurrence. 

All  kinds  of  timber  are  found  in  the  valley  and  on  the  mountains^ 
except  poplar.  About  1,200,000  feet  of  cypress  and  pine  are  annually 
rafted  out  of  the  river  in  logs.  The  river  affords  excellent  water-power 
privileges;  but  at  present  there  is  only  one  water-mill  on  the  stream. 

In  Perryville  there  is  a  steam-mill,  which  supplies  all  the  lumber 
required  in  Perry  County. 

The  principal  farming  products  raised  in  the  valley  are  stock,  cotton, 
and  corn.  From  6,000  to  8,000  bales  of  cotton  are  annually  raised  in 
Pen-y  County,  and  the  greater  portion  of  this  amount,  and  what  is 
raised  in  the  upper  valley,  is  hauled  in  wagons  over  the  mountains  and 
through  the  valley  of  the  Petit  Jean  Kiver  to  Dardanelle,  for  market,  a 
distance  varying  from  about  30  to  over  100  miles,  and  the  remainder  is 
carried  to  Brown's  Landing,  aboiit  15  miles  from  Perryville,  on  the 
Arkansas  River,  for  shipment. 

Perry  County  contains  650  taxable  inhabitants.  The  only  town  on  the 
river  deserving  mention  is  the  county  seat  of  Perry,  Perryville,  26 
miles  from  its  mouth.  It  contains  a  population  of  about  100,  and  sells 
$40,(K)0  worth  of  merchandise  yearly. 

Obstructions  to  navigation,  improvements,  and  estimated  cost. 

The  obstructions  to  navigation  during  high  water  are  leaning  timber 
and  snags.  From  its  junction  with  South  Fork  to  its  mouth,  the  river 
contains  1,691  snags,  and  there  are  8,480  trees  overhanging  its  banks, 
obstructing  navigation;  but  since  the  examination  was  conducted 
during  high  water,  the  former  number  Bhould  be  considerably  increased. 
From  Perryville  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  there  were  counted  754 
snags  and  4,132  trees,  of  an  average  diameter  of  1  foot.  In  making  the 
improvement  of  the  river,  owing  to  its  small  width,  the  trees  will  have 
to  be  felled  on  the  banks  and  cut  up  into  small  lengths  before  they  will 
float  out  at  high  water,  and  not  <brm  drift-piles. 

I  do  not  deem  it  advisable,  owing  to  the  primitive  state  of  the  coun- 
try, to  make  any  improvement  further  up  than  Perryville. 

It  would  be  impossible,  without  slack-water  navigation — and  there 
seems  to  be  a  doubt  whether  the  stream  affords  enough  water  in  the 
low-water  season — to  make  the  river  navigable,  with  certainty,  during 
any  portion  of  the  year  above  the  mouth  of  Soiith  Fork. 

Between  the  mouth  of  South  Fork  and  Perryville  there  is  an  excel- 
lent wagon-road  on  the  second  bottom,  and  this  distance  of  16  miles 
would  not  materially  increase  the  cost  of  hauling  \vhen  cotton  is  the 
shipment. 

Were  this  improvement  effected,  the  cotton  in  the  upper  valley  would^ 
I  think,  find  its  way  to  Perryville. 

The  distance  from  Perryville  to  Brown's  Landing,  on  the  Arkansas,  is 
only  about  15  miles ;  but  it  is  through  a  low,  swampy  country,  making  a 
very  laborious  haul.  ^  , 
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In  making  this  improvement  I  propose  using  a  flat-boat,  carrying  a 
hand-crane,  with  an  outfit  of  tools  and  rigging  for  pulling  snags  and 
cutting  trees,  entirely  similar  to  those  used  on  the  Upper  Ouachita  and 
Little  Missouri  Rivers  last  season.

By  the  expenditure  of  this  sum  the  river  would  be  made  navigable  up 
as  far  as  Perryville,  for  that  portiou  of  the  year  when  the  Arkansiu^  i> 
high,  lasting  about  eight  months,  which  time  would  be  amply  sufficieitt 
for  the  people  to  ship  their  farming  produce  and  secure  their  yearly  sup 
plies  of  merchandise. 

It  is  proper  to  state,  before  conclusion,  that  a  small  steamer,  the  Dan- 
ville, was  built  with  a  special  reference  to  the  Fourche  la  Fave  and 
Petit  Jean  Eivers,  and  at  last  accounts  had  entered  the  latter  stream, 
but  with  what  progress  I  have  not  learned.

6.  MOUTH  OP  LICKING  BIVEB,  OHIO. 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  March  21, 1872. 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  tbt* 
survey  of  the  mouth  of  the  Licking  River: 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1871,  making  appropriations 
for  various  river  andharbor  works,  contains  a  clause  in  its  third  section 
ordering  a  survey  '*  at  the  mouth  of  Licking  River,  Kentucky,  for  liar 
bor  of  refuge."  For  detailed  information  as  to  the  special  object  of  tbi> 
survey,  and  the  kind  of  harbor  proposed  by  those  at  whose  instance  ir 
was  ordered,  I  was  referred  by  the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Committ*^ 
on  Commerce  to  the  Hon.  T.  L.  Jones,  the  late  Representative  in  Con 
gress  from  the  (sixth  district  of  Kentucky.    On  consulting  [with  Mr. 
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Jones,  I  found  that  no  definite  plan  had  been  proposed,  and  therefore  I 
have  been  compelled  to  discuss  the  question  independently  of  any  sug- 
gestion from  others. 

The  phi:aseolog:y  "harbor  of  refuge''  is  peculiar  as  applied  to  a  river. 
On  the  lakes,  a  harbor  of  refuge  is  a  natural  or  artificial  harbor,  gen- 
erally without  commerce,  to  which  vessels  run  for  safety  in  storms.  But 
storms  need  not  be  feared  on  a  narrow  river,  and  river  harbors  of  refuge 
must  therefore  provicj^e  a  shelter  from  some  other  destructive  force.  A 
mere  flood,  however  high,  is  not  dangerous  to  river  craft,  and  the  only 
danger  that  I  know  of  against  which  boats  on  the  Ohio  ever  seek  pro- 
tection is  ice.  When  the  Ohio  breaks  up  after  an  ice  blockade,  there 
is  almost  always  a  serious  loss  of  proj>erty  afloat,  and  security  for  tliis 
would  undoubtedly  be  a  great  boon. 

The  winter  just  passed  has  been  a  particularly  disastrous  one  in  this 
vicinity,  four  steamboats  and  a  large  number  of  barges  having  been  sunk 
or  carried  away.  It  remains,  therefore,  to  examine  the  facilities  aft'orded 
by  the  mouth  of  the  Licking  River  for  furnishing  protection  from  ice. 

The  present  survey  of  the  Licking  River  being  by  act  of  Congress 
confined  to  an  examination  of  its  mouth,  was  only  extended  as  far  up  as 
the  first  ripple,  near  the  head  of  which  is  jilaced  the  railroad  bridge  of 
the  extensicm  of  the  Louisville  and  Cincinnati  Short  Line,  to  connect 
with  the  Newport  and  Cincinnati  bridge  over  the  Ohio.  The  distance 
from  the  mcmth  t<o  the  foot  of  the  rip|)le  is  28  miles,  and  is  the  extent  to 
which  the  Licking  is  navigable  in  low  water.  I  succeeded,  however, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Hon.  T.  Wrightson,  of  the  Kentucky  legis- 
lature, in  obtaining  copies  (untbrtunately  not  entirely  comi)lete)  of  the 
surveys  made  of  this  river  in  1821)  by  Lieutenants  TurnbuU  and  Gray- 
son, together  with  the  reports  of  Sylvester  Welch,  chief  engineer  of 
Kentucky,  dated  September  13,  1836,  and  of  N.  B.  Buford,  president 
engineer  Licking  Navigation  Company,  dated  November  1, 1837. 

These  maps  and  reports  furnish  all  that  is  necessary  to  a  full  under- 
standing of  the  characteristics  of  this  river.  The  Licking  River  lies 
wholly  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  rises  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
State,  its  head-waters  being  within  20  miles  of  the  Cumberland  Moun- 
tains, the  boundary  between  Kentucky  and  West  Virginia;  its  length 
is  about  350  miles,  as  far  as  the  town  of  West  Liberty.  The  Lower  Blue 
Licks,  98  miles  from  its  mouth,  is  the  highest  point  to  which  average- 
sized  steamboats  can  ascend,  even  with  lock  and  dam  navigation,  as  the 
river  above  this  i)oint  is  very  narrow  and  tortuous.  The  tributaries  of 
the  Licking  are  all  small,  excepting  the  south  branch,  which  rises  in  the 
Blue  Grass  country  near  Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling,  and  joins  the 
main  river  at  Falmouth,  51  miles  from  the  Ohio.  In  the  autumn  of  1862 
I  crossed  this  stream  at  its  mouth  without  wetting  my  feet,  but  that  sea- 
son was  remarkable  for  its  dryness.  The  slope  of  the  river  surface  from 
its  month  to  Falmouth,  51  miles,  averages  1^  inches  to  the  mile;  thence 
to  the  Lower  Blue  Licks,  47  miles,  16J  inches  to  the  mile ;  thence  to  the 
mouth  of  Slate  Creek,  47  miles,  14J^  inches  to  the  mile ;  thence  to  West 
Liberty,  86  miles,  15  inches  to  the  mile. 

From  these  figures  we  see  that  if  this  river  were  ever  slack-watered, 
assuming  10  feet  lift  of  dams,  which  is  as  great  as' ought  to  be  allowed, 
it  would  take  8  dams  to  reach  Falmouth,  14  to  reach  Lower  Blue  Licks, 
20  to  reach  the  mouth  of  Slate  Creek,  and  31  to  reach  West  Liberty. 
The  State  of  Kentucky  once  undertook  to  improve  the  navigation  of  this 
river  by  locks  and  dams,  and  built  several  locks;  but  work  was  stopped 
before  any  of  the  dams  were  finished,  and  the  materials  of  the  locks 
that  were  built  were  afterward  sold,  and  the  locks  destroyed.    If  the 
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Licking  were  a  river  whose  own  store  of  ice  conld  be  neglected,  the  only 
question  that  could  come  up  in  connection  with  the  use  of  its  mouth  as 
a  harbor  of  refuge  would  be  that  of  capacity ;  but  while  its  ice  seldom 
gives  trouble,  as  during  the  winter  just  passed,  it  yet  cannot  be  neg- 
lected, as  in  1856  it  was  the  cause  of  the  most  serious  loss  ever  sustain^ 
from  ice  at  this  port.  The  following  description  of  this  disaster  is  taken 
from  the  Cincinnati  Couimercial  of  February  25, 1856:  *'A11  was  quiet 
until  about  9  a.  m.  yesterday,  when  the  ice  in  Licking  commenced  mov- 
ing, gorging  some  four  or  five  feet  high  at  the  mouth.''  It  crossed  the 
Ohio  "in  huge  fragments,  and  quartering  toward  Main  street,  cut  down 
soA'eral  boats  in  a  few  minutes." 

The  result  was  the  destruction  of  eight  steamboats  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  barges;  the  total  loss  being  estimated  at  $100,000.  Nothing  as 
bad  as  this  has  occurred  siuce,  but  it  serves  to  show  that  the  mouth  of 
the  Licking  could  not  be  relied  upon  as  a  certainly  safe  harbor  while  in 
its  present  condition.  The  most  natural  method  of  providing  shelter 
against  ice  and  drift  is  manifestly  to  excavate  a  capacious  basin  in  one 
of  the  river  banks,  out  of  the  line  of  the  current.  This  is  the  method 
which  will  first  be  examined. 

Lateral  basin. — In  order  to  be  generally  available  for  all  classes  of 
steamboats,  the  excavated  basin  would  have  to  be  below  the  Newport 
and  Covington  suspension  bridge,  which  is  83^  feet  above  low  water,  and 
21  feet  above  high  water.  Steamboats  that  have  the  means  of  lowering 
their  chimneys,  and  whose  pilot-houses  are  not  more  than  48  feet  above 
the  water  surface,  can  get  under  this  bridge  whenever  there  is  less  than 
35  feet  of  water  in  the  river,  but  they  cannot  do  so  in  higher  st-agesj  and 
boats  plying  between  Cincinnati  and  southern  ports,  which  do  not  lower 
their  chimneys,  cannot  pass  under  it  at  all  in  ordinary  stages  of  water. 
For  these  reasons,  and  in  view  of  the  great  cost  of  excavating  any  basin 
in  such  high  banks,  a  cost  which  would  not  be  justified  for  the  protec- 
tion of  only  a  portion  of  the  commerce  of  this  port,  I  have  not  thought 
it  worth  while  to  make  any  estimates  for  a  work  of  this  kind  above  the 
bridge.  An  examination  of  the  portion  of  the  river  below  the  bridge 
shows  that  the  only  possible  place  for  a  basin  is  on  the  Newport  side, 
as  on  the  Covington  side  the  banks  are  rocky,  and  average  30  feet  higher 
than  the  Newport  banks,  being  about  80  feet  abov^e  low  wate^r.  The 
suspension  bridge  enters  Newi)ort  midway  between  Madison  and  Belle- 
vue  streets,  and  assuming  that  both  of  these  avenues  are  needed  for  the 
service  of  the  bridge,  we  evidently  must  take  Bellevue  street  as  oiu- 
southern  line. 

The  United  States  barracks  extend  as  far  southwardly  a«  Taylor 
street,  and  this,  therefore,  must  be  our  northern  line. 

We  are  therefore  restricted  in  width  of  basin  to  the  450  feet  between 
these  two  streets.  In  length,  the  basin  could  extend  either  to  Isabelhi 
street,  in  which  case  it  would  contain  9J  acres,  or  to  Cabot  street,  with 
a  surface  of  14  acres;  but  these  spaces  are  not  all  available  for  vessels, 
as  the  retaining  walls  and  slopes  will  necessarily  occupy  a  portion.  The 
true  measure  of  the  capacity  of  these  basins  is  their  surface  at  low  water, 
which  will  be  given  -after  the  details  of  construction  have  been  settled. 
To  obtain  6  feet  at  low  water  would  necessitate  an  excavation  of  58  feet 
in  average  depth. 

The  number  of  cubic  j-ards  to  be  removed  cannot  be  ascertained  until 
the  method  of  protecting  the  sides  of  the  excavation  is  determined,  as 
the  prism  of  excavation  is  very  different  for  protection  by  walls  fi*om 
what  it  is  if  earthen  slopes  are  used.    We  will  therefore  pass  at  once  to 
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the  consideration  of  the  sides  of  tbe  basins.    They  may  be  protected  by 

retaining- walls,  which  would  preserve  the  greatest  practicable  amount  of 
interior  space,  but  would  be  very  costly,  or  by  letting  the  earthen  banks 
stand  at  their  steepest  natural  slope,  and  protecting  them  from  the 
weather  by  a  paving  of  stone. 

I  have  carefully  calculated  the  required  sizes  of  retaining-walls,  and 
find  that  one  5.6  feet  wide  on  top  and  14  feet  wide  at  bottom,  with  ver- 
tical back,  would  best  meet  the  required  conditions.  Such  a  wall  would 
have  a  cposs-section  of  568.4  square  feet;  and,  for  the  smaller  basin,  its 
entire  contents  would  be  37,893  cubic  yards,  which,  at  $9  per  cubic  yard, 
would  cost  $341,040.  The  wall  for  the  larger  basin  would  contain  56,840 
cubic  yards,  and  would  cost  $511,560. 

Having  ascertained  the  proper  dimensions  for  the  retaining-walls,  we 
now  know  how  much  exca\'ation  in  excess  of  that  for  the  basin  alone  will 
be  needed  to  make  room  for  them.  The  total  excavation  for  the  smaller 
basin  will  be  754,000  cubic  yards,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $301,600,  and 
for  the  larger,  1,241,200  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of  $496,480. 

The  expense  of  a  retaining- wall  is  so  great  that  the  next  question  to 
be  investigated  is  the  possibility  of  dispensing  with  it,  and  using  instead 
the  natural  slope  of  the  bank,  with  a  protection  of  paving  against  wash. 
This  method,  however,  would  considerably  reduce  the  capacity  of  the 
basins,  as  the  bounding  streets  must  be  preserved,  and  therefore  the 
bases  of  the  slopes  will  be  taken  from  inside.  Assuming  that  the  great- 
est practicable  slope  in  the  soil  in  question  will  have  an  angle  with  the 
horizon  of  50  degrees,  we  will  then  tind  for  the  sides  of  the  smaller  basin 
a  surface  of  124,704  square  feet,  which,  at  $5  per  100  square  feet,  will 
cost  $6,235  for  paving.  A  similar  protection  for  the  side  slopes  of  the 
larger  basin,  which  have  a  surface  of  185,004  square  feet,  would  cost 
8D,250.  But  this  last  method  would  greatly  reduce  the  amount  of  ex- 
cavation to  be  made  in  either  basin :  for  the  smaller  there  would  be  a 
re<lnction  from  754,000  cubic  yards  to  588,260,  which  would  result  in  a 
saving  of  $66,296;  for  the  larger  the  reduction  would  be  from  1,241,200 
cubic  yards  to  987,173,  and  the  saving  w^ould  be  $101,611. 

It  should  be  remarked  that  all  of  the  above  estimates  have  been  made 
ou  the  supposition  that  the  entire  excavation  is  an  alluvial  soil.  Should 
rock  be  met,  which  can  easily  be  ascertained  by  boring,  these  estimates 
must  be  increased.  Tlie  construction  of  these  basins  to  a  depth  of  6 
feet  below  low  water  will  necessitate  a  coffer-dam  and  steam-pumps. 
After  the  interior  work  is  finished,  the  cottV.r-dam  will  have  to  be  re- 
moved, with  the  earth  on  which  it  stood,  and  that  outside  of  it,  as  far 
as  the  middle  of  the  channel;  this  can  only  be  done  by  a  steam-dredge. 
These  expenses  I  have  estimated  at  $20,000. 

The  next  question  before  us  is  to  ascertain  the  capacities  for  shelter- 
ing vessels  of  the  four  different  basins  under  consideration.  Assuming 
the  average  steamboat  as  250  feet  long  and  70  feet  wude,  and  a  coal- 
barge  as  130  feet  long  and  24  feet  wide,  we  see  that  the  smaller  basin, 
with  retaining  \valls,  will  give  an  available  surface  at  low  water  of  6.7 
acres,  which  will  afford  shelter  for  16  steamboats  or  93  barges ;  but 
with  natural  side  slopes,  it  will  give  an  area  of  but  5.8  acres,  which  will 
accommodate  14  steamboats  or  80  barges. 

The  larger  basin  will  contain,  with  retaining-walls,  11.  acres,  which 
will  suffice  for  28  steamboats  or  156  barges;  with  sloping  sides  it  will 
contain  but  9.8  acres,  and  will  shelter  24  steamboats  or  137  barges. 

The  cost  of  the  land  for  the  smaller  basin  at  present  prices  would  be 
about  $90,000;  for  the  larger  basin  it  would  be  about  $150,000. 
H.  Ex.  252 3 
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Putting  our  preceding  conclusions  into  tabular  form,  we  have  the  fol- 
lowing: 
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By  this  comparison  we  see  that  the  cheapest  basin  or  dock  that  conld 
be  made  would  cost  $351,539 ;  would  contain  an  available  surface  of 
5.8  acres,  and  would  shelter  14  steamboats  or  80  barges.  It  should  also 
be  borne  in  mind  that  an  annual  expenditure  will  be  necessary  to  keep 
up  this  basin,  as  when  either  the  Ohio  or  the  Licking  is  high  their 
waters  come  down  heavily  charged  with  sediment,  which  is  rapidly  de- 
posited in  eddies  or  in  stagnant  water.  There  would  therefore  be  a 
constant  annual  expense  for  dredging  this  basin,  or  else  it  would  soon 
mi  up. 

Besides  all  thi«,  it  is  essential  to  the  utility  of  the  proposed  basin,  or 
to  any  project  for  utilizing  the  lower  portion  of  this  river,  that  the  bar 
at  its  moutii  should  be  removed.  Estimates  for  this  work  are  given 
further  on. 

1  had  thought  that  the  river  itself  might  be  made  available  for  the 
purpose  suggested,  and  with  that  view  I  intended  making  estimates  on 
two  ditterent  plans,  each  based  on  the  supposition  that  if  the  Licking 
ice  were  broken  up  before  it  reached  the  lower  section  there  would  he 
no  danger  from  it.  One  plan  proposed  additional  piers  in  the  river 
above  the  railroad  bridge,  so  situated  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  flow 
of  water,  but  so  that  they  would  break  up  all  large  masses  of  ice.  The 
other  plan  was  to  estimate  for  two  dams,  with  an  aggregate  rise  of  :iO 
feet.  These  dams  were  to  be  provided  with  locks,  so  that  they  might 
help  and  not  obstruct  navigation.  I  have  not  made  the  proposed  esti- 
mates, however,  as  I  have  since  learned  that  the  ice  from  the  Licking  is 
always  sufficiently  broken  up  by  the  banks  before  it  reaches  the  Ohio, 
and  that  the  ice  that  did  the  great  damage  in  1856  was  in  small  cakes. 
(The  Commercial  speaks  of  it  as  crossing  the  Ohio  "in  huge  fragments f 
this,  however,  is  doubtless  a  reporter's  exaggeration,  as  my  information 
comes  from  a  very  intelligent  st^eamboat  captain  who  was  an  eye-witness 
of  the  break-up.) 

The  difficulty  with  this  river  arises  from  its  heavy  slope  and  the  sud- 
den floods,  both  of  which  causes  are  apparently  beyond  human  control. 
There  is,  however,  an  excellent  work  that  can  be  done  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Licking,  which  is  also  essential  to  its  use  for  a  harbor  of 
refuge,  in  the  removal  of  the  rock  bar  that  now  obstructs  its  mouth. 

This  would  greatly  add  to  the  available  wharfage  of  this  port  by  oi)en- 
ing  up  a  place  for  the  unemploj'ed  steamboats  which  now  encumber  the 
present  landings,  and  which,  as  things  are  now,  do  not  dare  to  enter 
the  Licking  on  account  of  the  uncertainty  of  being  able  to  get  out  when 
they  are  wanted. 
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A  comparison  of  the  map  with  the  profile  will  show  this  bar  very 
plainly.  I  have  made  estimates  for  two  routes  and  two  dill'erent  depths 
of  water.  The  shortest  cutting  is  not  the  one  which  I  would  recom- 
mend,  as  it  would  operate  to  direct  the  current  of  the  Lickinp:  straight 
to  the  Cincinnati  landing,  where  it  might  cause  injury  to  boats, 
especially  during  ice  floods.  The  longer  channel  curves  gently  down 
stream  and  directs  the  Licking  current  into  the  middle  of  the  Ohio. 

Should  the  cut  be  made  to  give  6  feet  at  low  water,  it  would  make 
the  Licking  accessible,  during  the  lowest  stages,  as  far  up  as  the  Lick- 
iug  Iron  Works.  At  present,  during  the  low  water,  there  is  but  .6  foot 
on  the  bar  at  the  mouth.  The  greatest  depth  of  cutting  would,  there- 
fore, be  3.4  feet  for  a  4-foot  channel  and  5.4  feet  for  a  6-foot  channel. 
It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  cost  of  this  work,  as  so  much  depends 
upon  the  condition  of  the  river  during  the  summer.  The  last  contracts 
for  work  on  the  Chain  in  the  Mississippi,  at  liock  Island,  varied  from 
$8  per  cubic  yard  to  $14  50. 

It  is  thought  that  local  circumstances  here  are  more  favorable  than 
they  were  there,  and,  therefore,  I  have  chosen  the  lowest  of  these  prices 
as  the  probable  cost  of  similar  work  here.  Both  of  the  indicated  chan- 
nels are  200  feet  in  width  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  being  wider  than 
the  river  itself  a  little  above  the  mouth,  and  thence  widening  gradually 
into  the  deep  water  of  the  Ohio.  The  shorter  and  more  direct  channel 
is  about  1,200  feet  long,  while  the  curved  and  better  channel  has  a 
length  of  about  1,600  feet.  The  rock  through  which  the  channel  will 
have  to  be  cut  is  the  ordinary  stratified  limestone  of  this  locality,  and 
presents  no  difficulty  in  working.  To  make  the  shorter  channel,  with  a 
depth  of  4  feet  at  low  water,  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  10,878  cubic 
yards  of  rock;  for  a  depth  of  6  feet,  30,650  cubic  yards  must  be  removed. 
For  the  curved  channel,  which  I  prefer,  26,586  cubic  yards  of  rock  exca- 
vation would  be  needed  for  a  4-foot  channel,  and  53,185  cubic  yards  for 
a  6-foot  channel.

As  the  removal  of  this  bar  is  an  essential  part  of  my  plan  for  making 
a  harbor  of  refuge,  it  being  almost  a  sine  qua  non  that  there  should  be 
free  access  to  the  harbor  at  all  stages  of  water,  it  is  proper  that  the 
cost  of  removing  this  bar  should  be  added  to  the  i)revious  estimate  for 
a  basin.  We  therefore  have  the  following  estimates  for  the  entire 
work  necessary  to  make  a  harbor  of  refuge  in  the  Licking,  near  its 
mouth':

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A  careful  examination  of  this  table  will  show  that  on  any  plan  the 
cost  of  the  combined  works  indicated  is  very  great;  and  when  we  c<»n 
sider  the  fact  that  the  loss  from  the  most  disastrous  break-up  was  only 
estimated  at  $100,000,  which  was,  probably,  in  excess  of  the  fact,  and 
that  the  average  annual  loss  will  not,  probably,  exceed  $10,000,  it  is  a 
question  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  pay  the  sum  annually  ratbcr 
than  expend  so  much  upon  a  work  of  doubtful  utility.  Even  should 
the  basin  be  constructed,  there  will  always  be  boats  at  the  wUane^ 
some  of  which  will  be  caught  there  while  loading  or  unloadinj?.  and 
others  will  stay  there  by  choice,  taking  the  chances  of  a  safe  break  np 
in  order  to  save  time  and  get  their  cargoes  abonrd,  so  as  to  start  oi:: 
the  moment  the  river  is  clear. 

If  Congress  decides  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  improvement  oi 
the  mouth  of  the  Licking,  I  would  recommend  that  it  be  limited  to  tbf 
removal  to  a  depth  of  4  or  6  feet  of  the  rock-bar,  selecting  the  cnrvtHi 
channel  as  the  one  to  be  constructed. 

For  a  4-foot  channel  $222,822  would  be  needed,  and  for  a  Ofoot. 
$446,754.  The  removal  of  this  bar  would  be  of  great  local  advaiitaire. 
as  it  would  furnish  a  good  low- water  harbor  for  unemployed  boat^s,  tiiu<H 
freeing  th«  city  wharves,  and  it  would  make  available  for  repairing 
docks,  and  for  other  manufacturing  establishments,  SJ  miles  of  watt-r 
front,  now  but  little  used  on  account  of  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river.  It  would  be  of  such  advantage  to  the  two  cities  of  Cbvington  and 
Newport  that  they  would,  probably,  be  willing  to  assist  in  the  work. 
Three  sheets  of  maps,  on  a  scale  of  1  inch  to  200  feet,  accompany  thi:^ 
report,  as  also  one  sheet  showing  the  longitudinal  profile  of  the  thnt' 
miles  under  examination.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  report  of  "Mr. 
(rustave  Jaenicke,  assistant  engineer,  on  the  survey  of  Tampa  Bay,  at 
Tampa,  Florida,  authorized  by  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1871. 
Mr.  Jaenicke  submits  three  estimates : 

1.  For  a  straight  channel,  with  a  width  at  base  of  200  feet  and  slope 
of  2.5  feet  horizontal  to  1  foot  vertical,  and  a  uniform  depth  of  12  feet, 
mean  low  tide,  estimated  cost,  $502,121  90. 

2.  For  deepening  the  present  sailing  channel,  which  he  prefers, 
200  feet  wide  at  base,  12  feet  deep,  and  slope  2.5  to  1,  estimated  cost, 
8549,021  80. 

3.  For  deepening  the  present  sailing  channel,  width  at  base  100  feet, 
slope,  2.5  to  1,  depth,  12  feet,  estimated  cost,  $287,475  05. 

In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  cost  of  either  of  these  projects,  and 
the  liability  of  the  channel  in  either  case  to  fill  up,  I  would  recommend 
as  preferable  (for  private  enterprise,  however,)  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  from  the  city  of  Tampa  to  Passage  Point.  This  point  is  only 
about  9  miles  from  Tampa,  atfbrding  a  good  site  for  an  entrepot,  and 
what  gives  it  especial  valne,  vessels  drawing  18  feet  of  w^ater  can 
approach  it  within  J  mile.  The  railroad  could  be  made  and  stocked 
for  less  than  $20,000  per  mile,  or  $180,000  for  the  whole  distance, 
and  as  the  city  of  Tampa  at  no  distant  day  will  be  connected  by  rail 
with  the  Florida  railroads  to  the  north  of  it,  I  have  no  doubt  that 
this  extension  of  the  to  Passage  Point  will  naturally  follow  as  a 

consequence. 

For  these  reasons  and  the  present  limited  demands  of  commerce  in 
this  section,  I  do  not  recommend  any  appropriation  by  Congress  for  the 
improvement  of  the  harbor  of  Tampa.

"  United  States  Engineer  Office, 

^'Mobile,  Alabama,  June  20,  1871. 
"Sir:  You  are  hereby  placed  in  charge  of  the  examination  and  survey 
of  Tampa  Bay,  Florida,  and  will  proceed    to  Apalachicola,  Florida, 
where  you  will  hire  a  sloop  and  organize  a  party  for  the  work.    You  will 
then  proceed  to  Tampa. 

"This  examination  and  survey  will  probably  extend  from  the  town 
about  4  miles  down  the  bay.    The  object  of  the  work  is  to  obtain  full 
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and  exact  information  as  to  what  will  be  required  to  improve  the  navi- 
gation to  the  extent  authorized  by  the  present  or  prospective  commence 
of  the  port.  You  will  first  proceed  to  make  an  examination,  and  in  tbb 
connection  you  will  consult  pilots,  masters  of  vessels,  merchants^  ens- 
tom^house  ofhcials,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  acqaainted  vlib 
the  nature  of  the  obstructions,  and  get  their  views  as  to  the  best  means 
of  overcoming  them.  You  will  also  obtain  all  the  information  i)ossilMf 
as  to  the  present  commerce  of  the  place  and  the  probable  effect  of  tb*- 
improvement  on  it8  increase.  The  result  of  this  examination  yon  will 
transmit  to  this  ofl&ce  as  soon  as  possible,  with  a  rough  estimate  as  t.» 
the  cost  of  obtaining  a  good  channel  up  to  the  wharves  at  Tampa,  with 
12  feet  of  water  at  mean  low  tide. 

"Afterward  you  will  proceed  to  make  such  a  survey  of  the  bay  as  ^l^ 
enable  you  to  make  a  m«np  showing  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  obstroc- 
tions  and  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  improvement. 

"Mr.  D.  M.  Currie  is  sent  with  you  as  an  assistant, and  will  be  sul»i«v: 
to  your  orders. 

"  You  will  make,  every  Saturday,  a  detailed  report  of  operations.  sbt»n 
iug  the  progress  made  during  the  week  ending  on  tliatday,  andforwanl 
as  often  as  the  mail  and  opportunities  will  allow. 

"The  amount  allotted  for  the  examination  and  survey  still  available  !■* 
$1,938  40,  which  must  cover  alt  expenditures  to  be  made,  iucludiu^  tbf 
work  of  the  draughtsman  in  plotting  the  work  when  you  return  to  tb> 
office,  which  you  will  do  as  soon  as  the  field-work  is  completed. 

"  Your  iiay  will  be  at  first  $150  i)er  month ;  if  satisfaction  is  given  it  \till 
be  increased  to  $200. 

"I  trust  you  will  exert  every  ability,  and  carry  on  the  work  accurattlu 
energetically,  and  economically.

In  accordance  with  these  instructions,  I  left  Mobile  on  board  lijil^t 
house  tug  General  Poe,  accompanied  by  my  assistant,  Mr.  D.  M.  Cnriif. 
We  arrived  at  Apalachicola  June  29, 10  o'clock  a.  m.,  where  I  organizttl 
my  surveying  party,  hired  a  sloop,  and  proceeded  in  her  to  TampJ, 
Florida,  stopping  on  the  way  at  St.  Mark's  to  leave  Mr.  Burney,  who  wu< 
to  conduct  the  examination  and  survey  of  St.  Mark's  River.  I  arrivt<i 
as  Tampa  on  the  13th  of  July,  1871,  and  began  work  July  17,  1871. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  tide  observations  were  taken  at  in 
tervals  of  fifteen  minutes,  and  when  I  was  occupied  with  soundinp^  aini 
borings  the  readings  from  the  rod  were  noted  at  intervals  of  five  luiu 
utes.  The  gauge-clock  used  for  these  observations  showed  true  tin:' 
and  was  regulated  by  meridian  altitude  of  the  sun. 

I  began  to  take  soundings  and  borings  between  the  two  islands  hici.* 
at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  called  the  Small  and  Rabbit  Islands,  ami  a^ 
this  is  a  very  important  part  of  the  survey  of  the  bay,  I  wished  immwli 
ately  to  have  an  idea  of  the  formation  and  construction  of  the  bottom. 
and  for  that  purpose  I  sounded  and  bored  at  points  30  feet  apart, 
running  a  diagonal  course  in  the  channel  from  the  south  poiut  ot  tlit 
Small  Island  to  the  northeast  poiut  of  Ral')bit  Island. 

I  located  the  extreme  points  of  Rabbit  and  Small  Islands,  and  asn-: 
tained  that  the  former  extended  about  three- fourths  of  a  mile  from  nortli 
east  to  southwest,  and  three  eighths  of  a  mile  from  northwest  to  stMiti' 
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east,  and  was  composed  of  swamps  covered  with  dead  mangrove  wood, 
and  with  sand  along  the  outer  edges,  and  that  the  latter  extended  about 
one  fourth  of  a  mile  in  length  from  north  to  south  and  one-eighth  of  a 
mile  wide  from  east  to  west,  all  swampy,  covered  with  grass  and  weeds. 

After  having  selected  the  various  stations  for  triangujations,  the  bea- 
cons, tripods,  and  signals  were  established.  I  measured  tlie  base  line 
on  the  eastern  shore  of  Hillsborough  River,  extending  2,000  feet  north, 
78^  50'  east.  I  then  located  all  the  different  stations,  and  began  sound- 
ings and  borings  from  the  upper  wharf  at  Tampa,  in  Hillsborough  River. 
The  soundings  were  taken  in  parallel  ranges,  100  feet  apart,  and  were 
carried  on  successfully  when  the  weather  permitted ;  but  thinking  the 
appropriation  would  run  out  before  the  work  was  completed,  1  was 
obliged  to  run  the  ranges  a  greater  distance  apart  toward  the  end  of  the 
work  than  at  the  commencement. 

A  series  of  careful  tidal  observations  wore  made  during  the  whole 
period  of  the  work,  combined  with  current  observations  at  different 
stations.  The  instruments  used  for  these  observations  were  a  ship-log 
and  a  log-line,  divided  into  feet  and  fathoms,  a  15-second  glavSS,  two 
globes  for  subsurface  currents,  a  box-gauge,  with  float,  and  a  12-foot 
rod,  divided  into  feet  and  tenths,  a  good-going  clock,  and  a  sextant  to 
measure  the  angle  of  direction. 

Thursday,  the  17th  of  August,  a  northwest  gale  set  in,  with  constant 
rain.  At  12  o'clock,  noon,  a  hurricane  was  blowing  from  west-northwest, 
the  water  rising  1.5  foot  higher  than  usual.  This  hurricane  did  a  great 
(leal  of  damage,  not  only  on  shore,  by  blowing  down  fences,  trees,  tele- 
graph-posts, &:c.,  and  overflowing  the  railroads  of  the  interior,  but  also 
on  the  water,  by  forcing  boats  from  their  fastenings,  and  destroying  my 
beacons,  tripods,  signals,  and  most  of  the  range-poles.  This  weather 
continued  until  the  morning  of  the  19th,  when  the  gale  settled  down  to 
a  fresh  breeze,  and  I  began  to  repau*  the  damage  as  quickly  as  possible. 
A  great  deal  of  time  and  material  was  lost  by  this  fearful  weather. 

The  damages  done  by  this  hurricane  were  just  repair^  when  another 
northeast  gale  set  in,  on  the  2'4th  of  August.  Ten  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the 
lioth  the  wind  shifted  from  northwest  to  southwest,  washing  and  blow- 
ing all  the  establishe<l  tripods  and  signals  down  again,  this  making 
the  second  time  the  work  was  interrupted  in  the  most  disagreeable  man- 
ner. Monday,  the  28th  of  August,  I  was  able  again  to  proceed  with  the 
work,  and  carried  on  the  observations  from  this  date  to  the  15th  of 
October,  w^hen  I  reached  deep  water,  that  is,  12  feet  mean  low  water, 
mid-bay. 

During  this  period  the  most  unfavorable  weather  was  prevailing;, 
strong  north  winds  changed  with  calms  and  heavy  rains.  On  the  15th 
of  October  I  stopped  the  work,  and  discharged  the  sloop  and  our  crew. 
On  the  19th  of  October  I  ordered  my  assistant,  Mr.  D.  M.  Currie,  back 
to  Mobile  to  plot  the  work,  and  I  remained,  having  received  a  communi- 
cation from  the  office  to  wait  for  the  light-house  schooner  Florida,  and 
to  return  in  her  to  Mobile  at  the  end  of  the  month.  I  took  the  work  up 
again,  hired  the  men  by  the  day,  and  made  current  observations  during 
five  days,  as  already  mentioned  above,  from  the  27th  to  the  31st  of  Octo- 
ber. On  this  day  the  schooner  Florida  arrived.  I  finished  up  the  work 
and  discharged  the  men,  and  returned  in  her  to  Mobile. 

This  examination  and  survey  gives  the  following  results: 

First.  In  regard  to  the  soundings,  I  find  that  the  lower  part  of  this 

river  flows  in  a  bed  composed  of  successive  layers  of  solid  limestone 

rock,  mud,  sand,  and  shells  in  great  irregularity,  varying  from  5  to  G 

inches  in  thickness,  and  that  the  least  depth  of  water  attained  at  mean 
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low  tide  in  mid-channel  is  45  feet.  The  depth  of  the  river  at  mean  low 
water  between  the  upper  wharf  and  the  Government  w^harf  varies  from 
9  to  11  feet ;  from  this  place  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  it  decreases  again, 
and  the  present  sailing  channel  has  an  average  depth  of  5  feet  till  it 
reaches  the  quarantine  pole,  where  there  is  4.5  feet  at  mean  low  water; 
from  here  to  the  middle  of  the  bay  the  depth  gradually  increases  to  12 
feet  at  mean  low  tide.  The  bottom  of  the  present  sailing  channel  is 
composed  of  a  soft,  movable  mud,  into  which  a  person  can,  without  any 
exertion,  push  a  pole  from  10  to  12  feet. 

The  greatest  velocity  of  ebb  tide  is  2.9  miles  per  hour,  and  for  flood 
tide  1.4  mile  per  hour.  The  surface  currents  depend  a  great  deal  on  the 
wind;  when  northerly  winds  are  blowing  there  is  very  little  flood  cur- 
rent. At  flood  tide  I  found  the  maximum  velocity  at  a  depth  of  G  feet, 
being  30  feet  in  fifteen  seconds,  equal  to  1.4  mile  per  hour. 

At  ebb  tide  I  found  the  maximum  velocity  on  the  surface  64  feet  in 
fifteen  seconds,  equal  to  2.9  miles  per  hour;  the  accompanying  dia- 
gram will  show  it.  Often  I  observed  a  sudden  slacking  of  the  water  in 
the  bay  when  the  wind  was  shifting  around,  and  I  presume  that  during 
these  stands  sediments  are  settling  down,  forming  those  banks  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  biiy. 

The  ebb  current  at  the  surface  runs  down  sometimes  two  or  three 
hours  longer  than  regular  tidal  time  would  permit,  while  a  slow  flood 
current  is  running  up  at  the  bottom. 

The  rise  and  fall  varies  much ;  its  average  is  2.5  feet  in  summer  time, 
when  southerly  winds  are  prevailing;  in  winter  time  it  ought  to  be  lesi>, 
because  the  northerly  winds  force  the  water  out  of  the  bay. 

By  this  examination  and  survey  1  find,  secondly,  that  there  are  two 
ways  to  get  a  channel  up  to  the  wharves  of  Tampa,  as  the  accompany- 
ing estimate  will  show. 

The  first  one  I  would  recommend  is  to  use  the  present  sailing  cliannel, 
which  runs  in  a  crooked  way  along  the  western  shore,  with  an  avera^re 
depth  of  5  feet,.to  the  quarantine  pole,  and  from  there  the  depth  in- 
creases, running  in  a  curve  toward  the  western  shore,  moving  out  again, 
in  a  southeastern  direction,  until  it  reaches  deep  water. 

The  second  one  would  run  from  the  12-foot  water  point  in  a  straight 
line,  between  the  two  islands,  with  very  little  curve,  ux>  to  the  wharves 
of  Tampa. 

The  ])resent  sailing  channel  has,  throughout,  a  soft,  muddy  bed,  and 
a  short  distance  only  is  to  be  cut  through  a  sandy  bottom,  while  the 
proposed  straight  channel  would  be  cut  through  sand  for  a  distance  of 
15,500  feet. 

Considering  the  ebb  current  to  be  the  stronger,  it  would  keep  both 
channels  open  if  a  dike  or  bulk-head  should  be  built  from  the  small  isl- 
ands to  the  eastern  bank  of  Hillsborough  River,  and  another  from  Oyster 
Bar  to  the  western  shore.  In  this  case  the  current  would  be  increased 
on  account  of  the  quantity  and  pressure  of  the  water. 

The  Small  Island  lies  like  a  breakwater  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and 
splits  the  current  into  two  branches — one  running  south,  along  the 
western  shore ;  the  other  turning  to  the  north,  and  flowing  along  the 
eastern  shore  of  the  bay.  Vessels  drawing  12  feet  of  water  can  always 
run  up  behind  llabbit  Island  and  find  a  good  anchorage. 

The  entrance  to  Manatee  River  is  difficult  to  find.  There  ought  to  be 
a  large  beacon  placed  at  its  mouth. 

It  would  also  be  of  great  importance  to  the  coasting  trade  if  a  bea- 
con-light be  established  at  Gadsden  Point,  to  guide  vessels  coming  np 
Egmout  Key  channel  at  night. 
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Whether  these  improvements  be  carried  out  or  not,  the  present  sail- 
ing channel  shonld  be  staked  or  marked  out  in  some  way. 

Three  estimates  are  submitted :  one  for  a  straight  channel  with  a 
width  at  base  of  200  feet,  and  two  for  deepeniug  the  present  sailing 
channel,  one  with  a  width  at  base  of  200  feet,  and  one  of  100  feet;  all 
with  a  slope  of  2.5  feet  horizontal  to  1  foot  perpendicular,  and  a  uniform 
depth  of  12  feet  mean  low  tide. 

Estimate  of  cost  for  the  straight  channelj  width  at  base  200  feetj  slope  2.5 
feet  to  Ifoot^  depth  12  feet.

After  my  arrival  at  Tampa,  on  the  15th  of  July,  I  endeavored  to  make 
myself  acquainted  with  the  commercial  and  mercantile  affairs  of  the 
place.  1  submit  the  following  report,  based  on  researches  supported  by 
tbe  opinions  of  the  most  prominent  business  men  of  the  place. 

Tampa,  situated  on  the  eastern  bank  of  Hillsborough  River,  is  a  place 
of  about  one  thousand  inhabitants,  white  and  colored,  rapidly  increasing 
by  settlers  from  the  North.  It  has  a  few  Government  buildings,  situated 
on  a  fine,  well-cultivated  spot  of  laud,  surrounded  by  live-oak  trees, 
called  Fort  Broob;,s,  or  more  generally  known  as  the  Garrison,  in  charge 
of  an  agent  of  the  United  States  Quartermaster  Department,  and  also 
occupied  by  a  custom-house  officer. 

The  soil  is  sandy,  but  very  productive ;  sweet  potatoes,  cotton,  sugar- 
cane, oranges,  and  all  kinds  of  tropical  fruits  are  advantageously  culti- 
vated. Cypress,  cedaf,  oak,  and  pine  grow  abundantly ;  cattle,  hogs, 
sheep,  chickens,  &c.,  are  extensively  raised ;  hides,  deer,  and  otter  skins, 
beeswax,  sugar,  and  sirup,  are  exported. 

There  is  one  saw-mill  and  cedar-pencil  mill,  turning  out  daily  lumber 
and  cedar-pencil  boards,  which  are  shipped  to  Europe. 

The  annual  exports  and  imports  of  Tampa  are  about  sixty  thousand 
bales  of  different  kinds  of  merchandise.    In  connection  with  the  above 
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statement  of  exports,  obtained  from  the  most  reliable  i>ersons  in  Tampa. 
I  give  the  statements  of  other  individuals  as  to  the  shipmeut8  of  cattle 
made  from  this  section  of  the  country,  and  passing  through  the  waters 
of  the  bay  to  foreign  ports. 

There  are  from  twelve  to  eighteen  thousand  head  of  cattle  s\i\\)\H 
from  this  port,  and  a  greater  part  of  the  value  accruing  from  the.se  shi> 
ments  returns  to  this  port  in  the  shape  of  merchandise,  consistin;' of 
groceries,  dry-goods,  hardware,  &c.,  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  iuteriur. 
The  fishing  trade  is  carried  on  to  a  great  extent,  and  a  good  basiues^  is 
done  by  traders  in  oysters. 

In  Tampa  there  are  about  eighteen  stores  dealing  and  exchaDgin? 
their  good*  for  the  produce  of  the  country  around. 

There  is  not  much  money  in  circulation  ;  business  is  done  on  the  cmlu 
system. 

Besides  these  stores  there  is  one  newspaper  printing  establishment,  .1 
blacksmith,  tinsmith,  harness-maker,  and  two  carpenters,  all  white;  the 
laborers  are  all  colored  men. 

At  present  Tampa  is  isolated;  there  is  no  railroad  commanication 
with  the  North,  and  only  small  coasters  maintain  the  trade  between  tlji« 
place  and  the  ports  of  the  Gulf.  Notwithstanding  this,  there  is  a  coni^id- 
erable  business  done. 

A  small  steamer  runs  between  Tampa  and  Cedar  Keys,  connectinj: 
weekly  with  the  mail-boat  for  New  Orleans,  touching  at  Manatee  River 
and  Clear  Water  Harbor,  carrying  the  United  States  mail. 

In  relation  to  the  mails,  there  is  an  overland  mail  from  the  North  to 
this  place  twice  a  week,  arriving  Monday  and  Saturday,  leaving  i>iiii 
day  and  Wednesday. 

in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Tampa  there  are  some  very  fine  snlphnr 
springs,  and  if  communications  were  opened  by  water  or  land,  they  would 
attract  visitors  from  all  i)arts  of  the  country,  and  would  be  a  source  uf 
considerable  profit  to  the  town  and  surrounding  country. 

There  is  a  very  large  extent  of  country  surrounding  Tampa  which  i^ 
extremely  fertile,  having  the  finest  climate  in  the  world,  but  wbicb  ij« 
sparsely  populated,  with  all  the  advantages  necessary  to  buildaeountn, 
provided  the  natural  advantages  are  improved. 

The  present  contemplated  improvements  will,  in  the  opinion  of  bn*i 
ness  men  of  this  place,  increase  the  imports  and  exports  at  least  l^^^* 
per  cent. 

If  Tampa  is  connected  with  the  North  by  rail,  and  the  proiK)se«l  im 
provements  are  made,  the  place  will  no  doubt  rapidly  improve;  it  wiU 
be  brought  in  connection  with  all  the  ports  in  the  Gulf  by  lines  <•! 
steamers.  Goods  can  then  be  carried  by  steamer  to  Tampa,  and  fiyu 
there  sent  North  by  rail,  avoiding  the  dangerous  carriage  around  Kiv 
West.

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  return  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives the  proposed  bill  (H.  B.  1512)  for  the  location  and  construc- 
tion of  a  Government  wagon-road  from  Laramie  City,  Wyoming  Terri- 
tory, to  Fort  Fetterman,  in  said  Territory,  referred  by  the  Committee 
on  Territories  to  this  Department,  with  a  request  for  certain  informa- 
tion, and  to  state  that  the  Secretary  of  War  has  full  authority,  and  con- 
stantly exercises  it,  to  open  roads  between  the  frontier  military  posts 
when  he  considers  them  necessary  for  military  communication. 

There  is  now  a  road,  generally  excellent,  from  Fort  Laramie  to  Fort 
Fetterman,  by  which  supplies  for  Fort  Fetterman  are  hauled  by  mili- 
tary trains  from  the  depot  at  Fort  D.  A.  Eussell,  or  at  Cheyenne,  via 
Fort  Laramie,  total  distance  one  hundred  and  seventy  miles. 

The  opening  of  a  new  road  direct  from  Laramie  City,  fifty-seven  miles 
west  of  Cheyenne,  to  Fort  Fetterman  would  shorten  the  wagon-route  of 
supplies  from  the  Pacific  Railroad  to  Fort  Fetterman,  and  were  a  good 
road  opened  on  this  route  it  is  probable  that  some  of  the  supplies  would 
take  the  new  route,  which  woidd  be  about  one  hundred  and  ten  miles, 
if  straight. 

If  the  appropriation  is  made,  it  would  probably  be  saved  in  a  few 
years  by  the  reduction  of  the  wagon-haulage  of  supplies  to  Fort  Fetter- 
man. 

But  while  it  is  about  one  hundred  and  ten  miles  in  a  straight  line 
from  Laramie  City  to  Fort  Fetterman,  the  Pacific  Railroad,  at  fifty  miles 
northwest  of  Laramie  City,  runs  within  seventy-five  miles  of  this  post, 
and  the  shortest  military  line  of  wagon-supply  would  start  from  this 
bend  of  th^  railroad  fifty  miles  northwest  of  Laramie.

Sir  :  In  conformity  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  January  18, 1872,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  accompanying 
statement,  compiled  from  the  records  of  this  office,  showing — 

1st.  What  United  States  revenue  marine  steamers  have  been  employed 
upon  the  lakes  during  the  past  season,  with  the  duties  and  services 
performed,  the  extent  of  the  cruising  ground,  and  the  aggregate  distances 
sailed  by  each  vessel  respectively. 

2(1.  What  assistance  each  has  rendered  to  vessels  aground  or  in 
distress,  and  to  their  i)assengers,  crews,  and  cargo. 

3d.  What  assistance  each  has  rendered  in  relieving  sufferers  by  fire 
in  the  lake  regions,  or  in  the  transportation  of  clothing  and  supplies 
for  the  relief  of  such  snflerers. 

4th.  The  condition  and  efficiency  of  each  of  such  vessels  at  the  present 
time. 

otb.  What  repairs  or  rebuilding  of  such  vessels  is  considered  neces- 
xarj'  for  the  efficiency  of  the  service  for  the  coming  season. 

lu  response  to  the  6th  requirement,  I  have  to  say  that  a  special 
commission,  appointed  some  two  years  ago  to  "consider  and  report 
upon  the  character  of  vessels  best  adapted  to  the  revenue  marine  ser- 
yice,  and  such  other  matters  as  appear  calculated  to  ailvance  the 
interests  of  the  service,"  in  their  report,  dated  May  1, 1870,  (Ex.  Doc. 
^0.  93,  41at  Congress,  2d  session,)  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  num- 
Wr  of  vessels  upon  the  lakes  was  beyond  that  actually  required  for  the 
protection  of  the  revenue  in  those  waters,  and  that  four  vessels  could 
perform  th«  necessary  duty  there,  and  suggested  that  two  of  the  six 
inight  be  sold.  During  the  last  season  but  four  were  in  commission, 
auil  they  seem  to  have  amply  protected  the  interests  of  the  Government,  i 
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I  therefore  concur  iu  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  and  believe  that 
two  of  the  vessels  may  be  sold  or  disposed  of  without  detriment  to  the 
service.

Statement  sliowing  what  Vnited  States  revenue  marine  steamers  hare  been 
employed  upon  the  laics  during  the  season  o/1871,  the  duties  and  servicer 
peiformed^  the  extent  of  the  cruising  grounds,  the  aggregate  distances  sailed, 
the  assistance  rendered  to  vessels  aground  or  in  distress,  and  to  their  pas- 
sengers, crews,  and  cargo,  the  assistance  rendered  in  relieving  sufferers  hji 
fire  in  the  lake  regions,  or  in  the  transportation  of  clothing  and  supplies 
for  the  relief  of  such  sufferers,  by  each  vessel  respectively,  the  condition  and 
efficiency  of  each  of  such  vessels  at  the  present  time,  and  what  repairs  or 
relyuilding  of  such  vessels  are  considered  necessary  for  the  efficiency  of  the 
service  for  the  coining  season,  and  whether  any  of  such  vessels  may  be  sold 
or  disposed  of  tcithout  detriment  to  the  public  service. 
The  revenue  steamers  employed  upon  the  lakes  during  the  past  season 
were  four  in  number,  named  and  stationed  as  follows,  viz:  Revenue 
steamer    Johnson,   Captain  David    Evans  commanding,  stationed  in 
charge  of  the  collector  of  the  customs  at  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  ;  revenue 
steamer  Fessenden,  Captain  Gilbert  Knapp  commanding,  stationed  in 
charge  of  the  (collector  of  the  customs  at  Detroit,  Michigan ;  revenue 
steamer    Sherman,  Captain  Francis  Martin  commanding,  stationed  in 
charge  of  the  collector  of  the  customs  at  Cleveland,  Ohio ;  revenue 
steamer  Chase,  Captain  T.  Treadway  commanding,  stationed  in  charj^e 
of  the  collector  of  the  customs  at  Oswego,  'Sew  York. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  duties  and  services  performed  by 
each  respectively,  commencing  with  the  first  named  : 

The  Johnson,  whose  cruising  giound  extended  over  the  whole  of  Lake 
Michigan,  was  put  in  commission  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  under  com- 
mand  of  Captain  David  Evans,  and  cruised  until  the  4th  of  December 
last,  in  the  regular  discharge  of  duties  pertaining  to  revenue  vessels  in 
the  protection  of  the  revenue.  The  aggregate  distance  sailed  and 
steamed  was  6,785  miles.  During  the  above  time,  146  sailing-vessels 
and  9  steamers  were  boarded  and  examined,  and  21  of  the  former  were 
reported  for  violation  of  the  revenue  laws. 

Important  assistance  was  ix?ndered  to  nine  vessels  aground  or  in  dh- 
tress,  and  seven  lives  were  saved.  The  names  of  the  vessels  and  nature 
of  the  assistance  given  are,  in  detail,  as  follows,  viz : 

September  3. — Hauled  afloat  the  schooner  Pilgrim,  ashore  near  Little 
Point  Sauble,  Michigan. 

September  20. — Procured  the  assistance  of  the  Fountain  City  at  Pine 
Eiver  to  tow  the  propeller  Badger,  disabled  by  loss  of  rudder,  to  a  place 
of  safety. 

October  20  to  24. — Took  on  board  the  captain  and  crew  of  the  bark 
J.  B.  Winslow,  of  Detroit,  and  towed  her,  dismantled  and  water- logged, 
from  South  Manitou  to  Milwaukee,  saving  ship  and  cargo. 

Assisted  scow  MoUie,  of  Buffalo,  at  South  Manitou,  in  distress,  with 
loss  of  sails,  and  supplied  provisions. 
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November  17. — Moved  schooDcr  Dan  Tirrell,  of  Chicago,  water-logged, 
from  an  exposed  position. 

On  the  night  of  November  19,  saved  the  captain  and  crew  of  the 
schooner  Laurel,  of  Chicago,  during  a  northeast  storm,  weather  cold  and 
freezing.  This  vessel  had  gone  on  shore  by  mistaking  the  pier-light, 
and  the  crew  were  in  imminent  danger  of  freezing  to  death.  The  captain 
iiigbty  commends  the  courage  and  skill  displayed  by  Lieutenant  Thomas 
E.  Ashmead  in  rescuing  lives  on  this  occasion. 

November  20. — Attempted  to  save  the  Laurel ;  failed  to  get  her  oft 
the  bejich ;  saved  sails,  rigging,  &c.  Also  pulled  steamer  Madison  off 
Sheboygan  bar.  Made  two  fruitless  attempts  to  find  and  rescue  schooner 
Levant.  Attempted  to  save  the  brig  Courtwright,  on  shore  near  Ke- 
nosha. 

On  the  17th  November  took  the  captain  of  the  schooner  Illinois  on 
board,  and  made  diligent  search  for  his  vessel,  but  could  not  find  her. 

Special  serNipes  were  rendered  by  this  vessel  as  follows : 

About  the  Ist  of  last  August,  by  order  from  the  Department,  issued 
upon  application  of  the  United  States  district  attorney  for  western 
Michigan,  dated  July  18,  1871,  the  Johnson  conveyed  that  officer  and 
the  marshal  of  his  district  from  Milwaukee  to  Beaver  Island,  in  the  dis* 
trict  of  Western  Michigan,  and  assisted  them  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
law.  These  officers  bad,  on  a  previous  visit,  been  defied  and  driven  off 
the  island  by  lawless  persons,  when  attempting  to  tiike  possession  of 
personal  property  and  arrest  a  person  under  due  process.  The  property 
had  been  taken  from  the  officers  by  force,  and  the  person  rescued.  On 
this  occasion,  with  the  assistance  of  tU^  steamer,  the  leaders  in  the  sedi- 
tion were  arrested  and  carried  to  Grand  Haven,  Michigan,  for  trial. 
Captain  Evans  reports  that,  in  subsequent  visits  to  this  island,  he  found 
reason  to  believe  that  the  people  were  wholesomely  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  law-abiding  in  the  future. 

In  September  last  a  scientific  party  from  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  was  taken  on  board,  by  permission 
of  the  Secretary,  and  assisted  in  every  possible  way  in  fulfilling  their 
purpose  of  obtaining  soundings  and  dredging  in  the  deep  waters  in  va- 
rious parts  of  the  lake.  This  party  was  engaged  in  the  performance  of 
duties  assigned  by  Professor  S.  F.  Baird,  United  States  commissioner 
of  fish  and  fisheries.  The  assistance  afforded  them  did  not  interfere 
with  the  regular  duties  of  the  vessel. 

The  revenue  steamer  Fessenden  was  put  in  commission  on  the  15th 
clay  of  May  last,  at-  Detroit,  Michigan,  Captain  Gilbert  Knapp  com- 
manding, and  cruised  actively  until  the  24th  day  of  November,  in  the 
performance  of  prescribed  duties  in  protection  of  the  revenue. 

The  cruising  ground  of  this  vessel  extended  from  the  head  of  Lake 
Erie  for  a  southeastern  terminus,  thence  north  as  far  as  Lake  Huron 
and  Saginaw  Bay.  The  aggregate  distance  sailed  and  steamed  was 
5,231  miles;  the  number  of  vessels  boarded  and  examined,  264;  the 
number  of  vessels  reported  for  violation  of  revenue  laws,  3. 

The  following  vessels  were  assisted  in  distress  during  the  time  of 
active  service,  viz : 

June  5. — Got  afloat  the  steamer  R.  J.  Hackett,  of  Detroit,  ashore  on 
a  shoal  in  St.  Glair  Eiver,  after  six  attempts. 

June  10. — Worked  a  number  of  hours  on  the  schooner  Golumbian,  of 
Detroit,  ashore  on  Belle  Isle  Shoal. 

June  17. — Got  afloat  the  steamer  Eescue,  of  Ontario,  ashore  on  St. 
Clair  Flats. 
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July  11. — Worked  a  long  time  on  the  steamer  Exchange,  of  Cleve 
land,  ashore  on  St.  Clair  Flats. 

October  28. — Towed  ashore,  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  macbiuery. 
the  hulk  of  the  steam-tug  Eclipse,  burned  and  abandoned  on  Lake  Ilu 
Ton. 

November  5. — Got  afloat  and  towed  to  anchorage  the  schooner  Wil 
liam  Wallace,  ashore  on  South  Bass  Island. 

November  7  to  18. — Towed  from  Detroit  to  Lake  Huron  the  8cbooaer> 
and  scows  E.  G.  Purrington,  H.  T.  Merry,  Storm,  Evergreen,  and  Cur 
lew,  loaded  with  supplies  for  the  lake-shore  sufferers. 

The  revenue  steamer  Sherman  went  into  commission  June  1, 1S71. 
under  command  of  Oai>tain  Francis  Martin,  and  cruised  on  Lake  E^i^ 
in  the  protection  of  the  revenue,  until  the  31st  of  October,  1871. 

The  cruising  ground  of  this  steamer  covered  the  middle  and  eajsteni 
portions  of  Lake  Erie.  The  regular  duties  performed  by  this  steamei 
are  reported  as  follows :

The  aid  furnished  vessels  in  distress  or  ashore  is  as  follows: 

On  the  morning  of  July  1  information  was  received  that  the  schoonti 
Denmark  was  ashore  on  Point  Erie,  and  that  all  assistance  from  private 
parties  had  proved  ineffectual  in  getting  off  the  vessel.  The  Sbermau 
proceeded  at  once  to  the  point  ayd  found  the  schooner  high  up  on  tb^^ 
beach,  with  a  sand-bar  formed  outside  of  her.  A  thirteen-inch  haw^sfi 
was  attached  and  the  full  power  of  the  engine  exerted  to  get  her  off. 
After  several  hours'  labor  the  schooner  was  got  afloat,  having  safferetl 
little  damage.  As  a  strong  southeast  gale  had  cofnmenced  blovring. 
this  schooner,  valued,  with  her  cargo,  at  about  $20,000,  would  have  btyu 
a  total  loss  within  twenty -four  hours  had  she  not  been  rescued  by  tlu* 
Sherman. 

September  22. — Information  was  received  that  the  schooner  Caroliut 
was  ashore  on  Madison  Point.  The  steamer  hastened  to  her  assistancv, 
ran  out  a  hawser,  and  commenced  hi),uling  with  a  full  head  of  stt^au 
After  about  two  hours'  labor  the  vessel  was  drawn  off.  The  value  ot 
the  Caroline  was  estimated  at  $1,000. 

October  4. — Succeeded  with  an  officer  and  boat's  crew  in  gettin; 
afloat  the  schooner  Petrel,  aground  in  Grand  River.  Estimated  valut 
of  vessel  aud  cargo,  $6,000. 

The  revenue  steamer  Chase  went  into  commission  on  the  1st  of  la^^ 
June,  under  command  of  Captain  T.  Treadway,  and  cruised  until  tb 
close  of  the  season,  December  6, 1871,  in  the  performance 'of  her  regnla* 
duties  as  a  revenue  vessel. 

The  cruising  ground  of  the  Chase  covered  the  whole  of  Lake  Ontar**. 
from  Genesee  Eiver  to  Ogdensburgh,  on  the  Saint  Lawrence  Riv^r 
The  services  performed  are  reported  as  follows  :

During  the  season  assistance  was  given  to  the  following  vessels  oi 
Lake  Ontario : 
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August  12. — Went  to  the  assistance  of  the  Ida  O.  Sawyer  and  M.  Cav- 
auaugh,  which  had  been  driven  ashore. 

August  13. — Got  off  the  tugboat  C.  P.  Morey,  aground. 

September  15. — Assisted  tlie  schooner  Clyde  with  the  boats. 

September  17. — Assisted  schooners  Advance,  of  Oswego,  and  the  Bob 
Wilson,  of  Montreal. 

October  19. — Assisted  the  schooners  Dutchman,  Bermuda,  and  Ben 
Franklin. 

October  20. — Assisted  the  schooner  J.  A.  Clark. 

October  22. — Towed  the  abandoned  schooner  Olivia  into  Sackett's 
Harbor. 

November  8. — Hauled  the  schooner  Alphena  off  the  rocks  at  Alex- 
andria Bay. 

November  24. — Assist<?d  schooner  America  in  Clairmont  Bay. 

November  25. — Aided  schooner  Mary. 

The  revenue  steamers  Perry,  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  and  Dix,  at  Detroit, 
were  not  put  in  commission  during  the  season  of  1871,  but  Captain  D.  Ot- 
tinger,  in  charge  of  the  Perry,  reports  assistance  rendered  the  schooner 
Lake  Forest,  by  his  men  and  others,  on  the  11th  of  December  last.  On 
the  6th  of  December  the  bay  was  frozen  over,  and  on  the  10th  the  ice 
was  four  inches  in  thickness.  Merchant  vessels  were,  however,  navi- 
gating the  lake.  The  schooner  Lake  Forest,  laden  with  21,000  bushels 
of  wheat,  was  lying  at  anchor  about  five  miles  off  the  port  of  Erie,  in  a 
crippled  condition,  with  signal  of  distress  flying.  On  the  11th  the  men 
of  the  Perry,  with  citizens  and  seamen  from  the  United  States  schooner 
Michigan,  cut  a  passage  through  the  ice  for  a  distance  of  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  to  open  water,  and  the  distressed  vessel  was  brought  into 
harbor. 

The  commanders  of  those  steamers  which  were  engaged  in  the  trans- 
portation of  supplies  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  by  lire  in  the  lake  regions 
have  furnished  thfe  following  narratives  of  assistance  rendered: 

THE  JOHNSON. 

This  steamer  was  called  upon  at  four  differenttimes,  during  the  months 
of  October  and  November  last,  to  render  assistance  in  carrying  supplies 
to  destitute  sufferers  by  fires  in  Chicago,  Western  Michigan,  and  North- 
ern Wisconsin. 

On  Monday,  the  9tli  day  of  October,  intelligence  reached  the  vessel, 
then  at  liacine  Harbor,  VVisconsin,  that  the  city  of  Chicago  was  in 
flames.  Orders  were  given  to  have  steam  ready,  and  without  delay  the 
Johnson  steamed  out  of  the  harbor,  shaping  a  course  southward  along 
the  land  and  running  slowly  against  a  strong  gale  from  the  south,  with 
heavy  sea.  Notwithstanding  the  wind  and  sea  the  vicinity  of  Chicago 
was  reached  in  seven  hours.  While  at  a  distance  of  several  miles,  five 
or  six  at  least,  to  leeward  of  the  conflagration,  sparks  of  fire  dropped 
upon  the  decks  compelling  a  change  of  course  of  the  vessel  to  the  east- 
ward to  avoid  this  danger.  As  soon  as  out  of  range  the  course  was 
changed  to  the  south  again,  and  finally  the  steamer  was  anchored  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  light-house  to  await  daylight.  It  was  still 
blowing  a  gale,  and  the  sigUt  of  the  terrible  conflagration  was  sublime. 

Before  it  was  quite  day,  anchor  was  weighed  and  the  vessel  steamed 
into  the  river.  Floating  timbers  from  the  bridges  and  other  structures 
destroyed  by  the  fire  clogged  the  stream  and  endangered  the  navigation. 
The  obstructions  caused  by  the  wreck  of  the  bridges  compelled  the  ship 
to  turn  aside  into  the  first  basin  below  the  light-house,  where  she  was 
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moored.  Here  were  met  the  unfortunate  sufferers,  who  had  been  driven 
to  this  spot  while  fleeing  from  the  flames  on  the  Sunday  evening  previous, 
and  had  taken  shelter  in  old  shanties  rudely  constructed  of  dry-goods 
boxes,  &c.  These  people  had  not  tasted  food  for  over  thirty-six  hoars, 
and  were  shivering  with  cold.  They  were  fed  with  everything  the  ve^s- 
sel  could  afford ;  officers  and  men  united  in  their  efforts  to  provide  relief, 
all  cheerfully  parting  with  such  provisions  as  they  had  in  their  messes, 
and  cooking  and  distributing  them. 

During  this  day  and  the  following  the  Johnson  remained  at  her  moor- 
ings, and  every  possible  endeavor  was  made  to  render  assistance.  Great 
piles  of  coal  were  on  fire  in  the  vicinity,  bnt  the  vessel's  hose  wa«  found 
to  be  too  short  to  reach  them.  One  of  the  Government  lifeboats  was 
saved  and  turned  over  to  the  inspector  of  customs. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  the  vessel  left  Chicago  and  steered  for 
Michigan  City,  thence  along  shore  to  the  north,  passing  St.  Joseph, 
Saugatuck,  and  Holland.  The  whole  country  was  observed  to  be  on  fire 
along  the  lake-shore  from  Michigan  City  to  Grand  Haven,  which  was 
reached  before  dark  on  that  day. 

Early  next  day  Collector  H.  C.  Ackley,  and  several  influential  citizens 
of  Grand  Haven,  gave  information  of  the  destruction  of  ^anistee  by  fire, 
stating  that  the  people  there  were  suffering  from  lack  of  food  and  cloth- 
ing, and  requesting  aid,  as  no  vessel  could  be  procured  to  go  to  their 
immediate  relief.  Compliance  was  given  without  hesitation,  and  the 
ship  prepared  to  receive  supplies,  the  view  being  taken  that  the  circum- 
stances were  extraordinary,  and  that  this  action  would  be  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  the  Department. 

At  9.30  o'clock  that  evening  the  Johnson  left  Grand  Haven,  having 
on  board  several  car-loads  of  provisions,  clothing,  &c.,  donated  by  citi- 
zens of  Grand  Eapids  to  citizens  of  Manistee.  The  steamer  arrived  at 
Manistee  next  morning,  (October  14,)  although  the  air  was  so  thick 
with  smoke,  at  times,  all  the  way  from  port  to  port,  that  an  object  could 
with  difficulty  be  seen  twenty  rods  off.  The  arrival  of  the  vessel  was 
unexpected,  and  was  to  the  distressed  people  as  a  mercy  from  Heaven. 
Their  gratitude  was  fervent  and  genuine. 

After  discharging  cargo  the  steamer  proceeded  thence  along  the  land 
to  the  south,  the  weather  being  still  thick  with  smoke,  as  the  whole 
country  was  on  fire.  At  8  o'clock  p.  m.  of  the  14th,  when  within  three 
miles  of  Grand  Haven,  the  heavy  gale  from  the  south  increasing  to  a 
hurricane,  with  rain  and  hail,  the  vessel  was  forced  away  from  port  and 
compelled  to  seek  an  offing.  Next  morning  she  had  ten  or  twelve  miles 
offing,  and  the  wind  changed  from  south  to  west.  Throughout  this  fear- 
ful storm  the  vessel  and  machinery  worked  well,  and  the  ship  took  in 
no  water  except  through  the  hat<3hways.  After  the  gale  moderate<l, 
shaped  a  course  tor  Milwaukee,  and  arrived  at  evening.  On  the  19th 
October  the  steamer  went  in  search  of  the  J.  B.  Winslow,  mentioned 
above. 

On  the  3l8t,  after  repairing  boiler  and  machinery  and  taking  in  a  cargo 
of  supplies  for  the  sufferers  in  Door  County,  Wisconsin,  the  Johnson 
sailed  at  5  a.  m.,  passing  Port  Washington  without  effecting  a  landing, 
the  sea  ran  so  high,  and  reached  Sheboygan  at  noon.  Left  this  place 
^November  1,  having  taken  on  board  a  quantity  of  potatoes,  and  pro- 
ceeded, against  a  strong  wind  from  the  northeast,  toward  the  burnt  dis- 
trict At  Manitowoc  took  in  more  supplies,  and  ran  on  northward,  pass- 
ing Twin  Elvers,  and  arrived  at  the  pier  of  Two  Creeks  before  dark. 
Here  about  one-eighth  of  the  cargo  was  landed  and  turned  over  to  tbe 
local  relief  committee. 
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At  daylight  of  the  2d  the  vessel  cast  loose  and  steamed  northward, 
arriving  at  Kewaunee,  and  discharging  a  large  jyortiou  of  the  cargo; 
thence  to  Anappee,  or  Wolf  Kiver,  delivering  some  goods  there;  thence 
along  shore  to  Horn  Pier,  where  were  landed  the  last  of  the  supplies ; 
returned  south  to  Sheboygan  at  once. 

Xovember  3. — Went  in  search  of  the  Levant,  mentioned  above.  Re- 
turning to  Milwaukee,  coaled  ship  and  went  out  again  to  rescue  the 
Courtwright,  on  shore  near  Kewaunee,  but  failed  to  save  her. 

On  the  15th  the  Johnson  sailed  from  Milwaukee  with  another  load  of 
supplies,  and,  ])roceeding  along  shore  northward  against  a  northeast 
gale  and  snowstorm,  reached  Sheboygan  and  took  on  board  more  sup- 
jilies.  Left  there  on  the  16th  and  ran  northward,  stopping  at  Manitowoc, 
and  arrived  a  second  time  at  Two  Greeks  and  discharged  cargo  there,  and 
also  at  Kewaunee,  Anapi)ee,  and  Horn  Pier.  W^hile  returning  to  Sheboy- 
gan made  a  fruitless  attempt  to  save  the  water-logged  schooner  Illinois. 

Again  left  oi^the  19th  with  supplies  from  the  people  of  the  town  of 
Ilollaud,  in  Wisconsin,  to  the  people  of  the  town  of  Holland,  in  Michi- 
gan. On  the  22d,  meeting  with  heavy  weather  on  the  lake,  the  starboard 
guard  was  found  to  be  working  badly,  and  it  being  considered  unsafe 
to  proceed  toward  Grand  Haven,  the  steamer  returned  to  Milwaukee 
and  transferred  her  cargo  to  Englemen's  line  of  steamers.  This  ended 
the  labors  of  the  season,  as  winter  had  set  in.  The  quantity  of  supplies 
carried  amounted  to  2,153  barrels  and  other  packages. 

THE  FESSE^DEN. 

On  the  11th  day  of  October  last  this  steamer  was  lying  at  Detroit,  when 
information  was  re(?eived  by  telegraph  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  west- 
ern shore  of  Lake  Huron  were  being  driven  into  the  lake  by  the  fires  rag- 
ing in  that  locality.  The  vessel  at  once  'steamed  for  Port  Huron  to 
render  any  assistance  that  might  be  needed.  On  arrival  at  the  i)ort  a 
quantity  of  provisions  and  clothing  was  taken  on  board  and  a  course 
shaped  up  the  lake  shore.  An  open  boat  containing  seventeen  persons 
iu  a  very  destitute  condition  was  picked  up  and  the  wants  of  these 
sufterers  attended  to.  Proceeding  on  up  the  lake  the  smoke  became 
very  dense  and  made  navigation  dangerous,  obscuring  the  land  and 
points  by  which  the  couse  of  the  vessel  could  be  directed.  At  White 
KcK'k  the  steamer  Huron  was  spoken,  which  reported  all  the  ports  above 
visited  by  her,  and  all  sufl'erers  that  could  be  found  picked  up.  Steamed 
at  once  for  Port  Huron,  having  made  a  trip  of  140  miles. 

On  the  12th  of  October  a  large  quantity  of  supplies  was  taken  iu  and 
the  vessel  started  again  up  the  lake.  The  smoke  was  still  thick,  and  re- 
quired a  constant  use  of  the  lead  in  sounding  to  ascertain  the  position 
of  the  vessel,  and  great  watchfulness ;  but  notwithstanding  every  precau- 
tion the  steamer  struck  upon  an  unseen  rock.  The  force  of  the  blow 
caused  the  vessel  to  rebound,  and,  as  it  were,  to  jump  into  deep  water 
without  further  injury  than  the  damage  to  the  rudder  and  stem-post 
mentioned  under  the  head  of  repairs  needed.  In  spite  of  this  difficulty 
of  navigation  the  steamer  reached  Port  Austin  and  landed  a  portion  of 
her  cargo;  but  the  density  of  the  smoke  so  increased  that  after  leaving 
this  port  it  was  found  impossible  to  make  any  further  attempts,  con- 
sistently with  a  due  regard  for  the.satety  of  the  vessel,  to  reach  other 
ports  upon  the  bold  rocky  shore  of  this  locality.  Accordingly  the  ship 
was  put  about  and  ran  for  Port  Huron,  which  was  reached  in  safety. 
The  number  of  miles  steamed  on  this  trip  was  237. 

Upon  arrival,  a  telegram  was  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
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Treasury,  directing  the  vessel  to  report  tx)  the  collector  of  the  cu^toaH 
at  Port  Huron  for  duty,  iu  aiding  sufferers  by  fire  along  the  lake 
shore. 

On  the  loth  of  October  another  large  quantit3"  of  supplies  was  shifiped, 
and  a  third  time  the  steamer  started  along  the  lake-shore,  reaching  White 
Rock  and  Rock  Falls,  and  distributing  supplies.  At  nighty  while  steer- 
ing for  Port  Hope,  a  thick  fog  closed  in,  and  compelled  the  vessel  to  b^ 
brought  to  anchor.  Fog  continuing  the  next  morning,  the  ]>ositioii  of 
the  vessel  was  ascertained  by  sending  out  a  boat:  and  by  this  means 
the  direction  of  Port  Hope  was  ascertained,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
stores  landed  there.  Thence  the  Fessenden  went  to  New  River,  to  as^ 
certain  the  condition  of  the  people  there,  concerning  whom  consideraV.r 
anxiety  was  felt.  Then  returned  to  Port  Huron,  having  steamed  1>  > 
miles. 

Again  took  a  load  of  stores,  and  left  for  the  lake-shore  on  the  21st  <»! 
October.  The  smoke  was  still  thick,  and  increased  so  much  as  soou  u> 
make  it  dangerous  to  run  the  vessel,  consequently  she  was  brought  h* 
anchor  off  Point  aux  Barques.  The  smoke  lifting  in  the  afteniooii, 
anchor  was  weighed,  and  the  course  directed  to  Huron  City,  where,  thf 
iner  being  found  entirely  burned  up,  a  landing  could  not  be  effected,  aii<l 
supplies  were  carried  to  other  harbors,  at  New  River,  Port  Hope,  R»Kt 
Falls,  White  Rock,  and  Richmondville.    Then  returned  to  Port  Huron. 

The  fifth  time  supplies  were  taken  in,  and  in  spite  of  the  smoke,  which 
still  made  navigation  obscure,  the  steamer  made  a  safe  voyage,  landini. 
her  cargo  at  Port  Hope,  Rock  Falls,  White  Rock,  and  Richmondville.  A 
trip  of  1C5  miles. 

On  the  7tli  of  November,  iu  compliance  with  the  request  of  Govenu»r 
Baldwin  and  the  relief  committee,  the  Fessenden  took  in  tow  the  sit>\\  - 
Storm,  Evergreen,  and  Curlew,  all  deeply  laden  with  stores  for  thetli^ 
titute  sufferers,  and  took  them  from  Detroit  to  Port  Huron. 

On  the  18th  took  the  schooners  E.  G.  Purrington  and  H.  T.  Menu 
loaded  with  hay  and  lumber,  from  Detroit  to  Lake  Huron. 

The  whole  distaiufe  steamed  in  performance  of  these  services  w.i< 
1,246  miles. 

THE   .SHEIOIAN. 

On  the  ICth  of  October,  information  being  received  on  board  tin 
Sherman  that  there  was  much  suffering  among  the  people  along  xhv 
shores  of  Lake  Huron,  the  vessel  got  under  way,  and  steamed  up  to  l>f 
troit. 

On  the  17th,  Collector  Jerome,  of  that  port,  and  two  members  of  rh'* 
relief  committee  came  on  board,  and  requested  that  the  iSherman 
proceed  to  Port  Huron,  and  take  on  board  food  and  supplies  for  tl* 
sufFerers,  many  of  whom  were  actually  starving.  In  compliance  with 
their  request,  the  steamer  proceeded  to  Port  Huron  the  afternoon  of  t!.» 
same  day,  and  commenced  receiving  the  stores  collected,  the'crew  wot); 
ing  until  late  at  night.  At  10  p.  m.  Hon.  O.  M.  Conger,  member  of  toi 
gress.  Collector  Jerome,  and  several  members  of  the  relief  coninn*if<^\ 
came  on  board  for  the  trip.  At  midnight,  having  taken  on  board  all  tli- 
supplies  the  vessel  could  conveniently  carry,  about  700  barrels  in  hn\L 
she  got  ULder  way,  and  proceeded  np  the  lake  for  Port  Austin,  when 
the  stores  were  greatly  needed.  When  off'  Point  aux  Barques  a  henv; 
gale  from  the  northwest  struck  the  vesvsel,  and  the  sea  running  high,  if 
was  found  impracticable  to  land  at  Port  Austin.    The  ship  was  then- 
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fore  steamed  for  White  Bock,  where  the  anchor  was  cast  as  near  the 
shore  as  the  safety  of  the  vessel  would  permit,  and  there  was  landed,  at 
great  risk,  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  cargo  by  means  of  boats.  The 
l)eopIe  represented  themselves  as  being  in  a  very  destitute  condition. 

The  steamer  next  proceeded  to  Eock  Falls,  where  the  same  want  and 
snfiTeriDg  existed,  and  landed  such  supplies  and  food  as  sufficed  for 
immediate  requirements. 

The  gale  and  sea  having  sufficiently  abated  to  make  a  landing  practi- 
cable at  Port  Austin,  the  vessel  returned  to  that  place  and  landed  the 
remainder  of  her  cargo;  thence  returned  to  Port  Huron,  arriving  on  the 
19th  October,  having  steamed  819  miles.  Immediately  after,  the  Sher- 
man returned  to  Cleveland,  and  resumed  the  usual  duties  on  the  24th. 

On  the  26th  of  the  same  month,  by  direction  of  Collector  Watmough, 
of  Cleveland,  another  cargo  of  supplies  and  provisions  was  shipped, 
about  800  barrels  in  bulk,  being  as  much  as  could  be  carried  in  the  then 
condition  of  the  vessel,  and  at  daylight  of  the  27th  the  steamer  got  un- 
der way.  Two  members  of  the  relief  committee  accompanied  the  steamer 
on  this  trip. 

A  gale  from  the  northwest,  with  a  heavy  sea,  was  met  upon  Lake 
Erie,  and  on  account  of  the  severity  of  the  weather  the  vessel  delayed 
over  night  at  Detroit.  At  daylight  of  the  28th,  steamed  to  Port  Huron 
and  discharged  a  portion  of  the  stores,  to  be  forwarded  by  land,  they 
being  destined  for  a  settlement  at  some  distance  from  the  lake-shore. 

The  weather  improving,  the  Sherman  started  at  midnight  of  the  29th 
and  steamed  up  Lake  Huron,  reaching  Port  Hope  at  daylight,  and  land- 
ing food  and  clothing;  thence  proceeded  to  Eock  Falls  and  left  supplies; 
tlience  to  White  Eock,  and  with  difficulty  got  a  quantity  of  the  cargo 
ashore,  the  sea  running  high  at  the  time.  Learning  at  this  place  that 
the  people  in  and  around  Eichmondville  wpre  in  great  need,  proceeded 
to  that  place  and  landed  the  remainder  of  the  supplies;  thence  returned 
to  Detroit,  where  it  was  discovered  that  the  rudder  of  the  steamer  was 
split  and  had  received  other  damage  during  the  cruise.  On  the  30th 
returned  to  Cleveland,  having  steamed  556  miles  on  this  voyage.

The  following  extracts  from  the  report  of  Captain  J.  W.  White,  who 
was  recently  detailed  by  the  Department  to  inspect  the  vessels  upon 
the  lakes,  show  the  "  present  condition  and  efficiency  of  each  of  such 
vessels,''  and  "  what  repairs  are  considered  necessary  for  the  efficiency 
of  the  service  for  the  coming  season :" 

^^  On  March  16  inspected  the  revehue-steamer  Johnson,  at  Milwaukee, 

Wisconsin.    I  was  unable  to  bore  the  vessel  outside,  as  the  ice  was 

broken,  and  unsafe  to  walk  on.    The  carpenter,  who  has  been  in  the 

vessel  several  years,  told  me  her  frame  was  very  good.    I  found  many 
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of  the  beams  rotten,  the  decks  decayed  in  places  and  leaking  badly ; 
'water- ways  and  lining  of  bulwarks  decayed  in  spots ;  the  seams  ouUide 
looked  to  be  very  good ;  the  fender  on  the  starboard  guard  is  split  and 
a  portion  of  it  gone ;  both  guards  need  some  repairs.  There  were  found 
last  month  several  inches  of  water  in  the  magazine,  and  now  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  gallons  are  bailed  out  every  day.  The  carpenter  told  me  it 
was  a  steady  leak,  and,  the  vessel  being  trimmed  by  the  stem,  the  water 
all  settled  in  and  abaft  the  magazine.  The  spars,  standing-rigging, 
sails,  and  boats  are  in  good  condition.  The  fireman  informed  me  that 
the  boiler  required  calking,  but  to  what  extent  he  could  not  say. 

"  To  repair  the  guards,  calk  the  decks  and  a  few  butts  outside,  and 
paint  the  vessel  where  necessary,  would  cost  about  $450,  this  beini: 
about  all  that  seemed  to  me  necessary  to  fit  the  vessel  for  another  sum- 
mer, save  what  may  be  required  in  the  engine  department. 

"On  the  16th  March  inspected  the  Fessenden,  at  Detroit,  Michigan. 
I  was  not  able  to  bore  the  vessel  on  the  starboard  side  on  account  of  the 
drift-ice ;  but  on  the  port  side  bored  and  examined  thoroughly.  Fonnd 
the  planking  and  wales  good,  save  one  butt  in  the  latter,  but  thii^e 
frames  out  of  five  almost  entirely  gone;  the  guard-beams  at  the  side 
of  the  vessel  are  rotten ;  the  rudder-stock  has  been  badly  sprung  \»y 
backing  the  vessel  against  something  solid,  and  se^ms  to  be  unsafe;  the 
seams  outside  and  in  decks  are  very  good,  save  the  berth-deck,  which 
requires  calking ;  the  sheathing  and  ceiling  under  air-ports  in  cabin  an? 
badly  decayed ;  the  spars,  standing-rigging,  sails,  and  awnings  are  goo<l; 
one  of  the  boats  in  good  order,  the  others  require  some  repairs— per- 
haps $50  would  put  them  all  in  good  order. 

"  The  engineer  was  not  on  board,  and  I  could  get  but  little  informatioc 
respecting  the  machinery,  yet  it  seemed  to  be  well  cared  for  and  even- 
thing  in  place. 

"  The  captain  told  me  the  boiler  required  some  patching ;  but  to  v^ki\ 
extent  I  am  not  able  to  say. 

'^To  secure  the  guard- beams  with  heavy  knees  on  the  outside  and 
bolted  through  the  hull,  make  and  hang  a  new  rudder,  calk  the  berth 
deck,  do  some  little  patching  on  outside,  repair  the  boats,  galley,  and 
paint  the  vessel  where  required,  will  probably  cost  $500 ;  1  think  tbt 
vessel  w  ould  do  very  well  for  two  years'  service.  This  does  not  inclnti* 
the  boiler. 

"On  the  15th  March  inspected  the  Dix,  at  Detroit,  Michigan.  Borotl 
the  vessel,  on  both  sides,  from  the  guards  forward;  could  uot  bore  h^r 
aft  on  account  of  the  ice  being  broken,  but  the  planking  and  seani^ 
looked  good;  found  the  planking  and  wales  on  the  port  side  sound,  bui 
some  of  the  frames  decayed. 

"  The  starboard  side,  from  wheel-house  to  stem,  is  very  bad ;  the  waif  <. 
planking,  and  many  of  the  frames  are  badly  decayed;  the  decks  leak  v^ 
many  places,  and  need  calking;  the  canvas  on  the  upper  decks  is  tt. 
tirely  worn  out;  the  awnings  are  gone,  and  the  galley-stove  is  in  led 
condition ;  the  spars,  standing-rigging,  sails,  arms,  and  the  three  IkkU" 
are  in  good  condition. 

*'The  engineer  in  charge  reported  the  engine,  boiler,  and  attachraen:- 
in  good  repair.  Everything  about  the  eugineer's  department  seemtnl  i  • 
be  in  place  and  generally  clean. 

**To  repair  the  vessel  on  starboard  side,  from  wheel-housH?  forwar-I. 
calk  the  decks,  put  new  canvas  on  upper  decks,  new  awnings,  jr.illr.. 
stove  and  dingey,  do  a  little  patching  where  necessary,  and  paiut  il" 
vessel  throughout,  clean  and  paint  her  bottom,  including  the  dock;u-. 
would  cost,  perhaps,  8-,500.    She  should  then  be  good  for  several  years. 
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^<  Ou  the  14th  March  inspected  the  Sherman,  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Bored 
the  vessel  in  various  places  on  both  sides ;  found  the  wales,  planking, 
and  frames  very  rotten  in  many  places  from  the  plank-sheer  down  to 
water-line ;  the  decks  are  also  decayed  in  spots,  especially  under  the 
capstan  and  around  the  hatches :  the  ceiling  appears  to  be  very  good, 
except  in  the  cabin,  where  the  water  has  run  down  from  the  air-ports — 
there  both  the  sheathing  and  ceiling  are  completely  gone ;  the  rudder- 
stock  is  badly  cracked,  apparently  is  weak  and  unsafe;  the  foremast,  in 
the  partners  and  at  the  berth-deck,  is  decayed.  All  other  spars,  stand- 
ing-rigging, sails,  and  boats  are  in  good  condition. 

"The  A-brace  in  starboard  wheel-house  is  badly  decayed.  The  decks 
fore  and  aft  have  settled  a  little,  especially  forward  of  the  foremast  it  is 
very  perceptible,  yet  the  vessel's  lines  outside  are  good,  and  it  would 
seem  that  the  decks  have  not  been  kept  properly  shored  up. 

"The  engine,  boiler,  and  attachments  are  in  good  repair.  A  mercury- 
gauge  and  half  set  of  grate-bsl^rs  are  all  the  engineer  asked  for. 

"The  vessel  can  bo  cruised  another  summer  by  making  the  following 
repairs :  A  new  rudder,  A-brace  in  starboard  wheel-house,  half  set  of 
grate-bars,  one  mercury-gauge,  (though  she  has  never  had  one,)  galley 
repaired,  decks  and  frame  under  capstan  repaired,  foremast  fished  or 
the  masts  taken  out,  patched  some  outside,  calk  where  necessary,  and 
painted  one  coat;  all  of  which  should  not  exceed  $700.  This,  however, 
would  only  be  temporary,  for,  to  thoroughly  repair  the  vessel,  would 
cost  as  much  as  a  new  hull. 

"  On  the  13th  March  inspected  the  Perry,  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania.  Bored 
the  vessel  in  various  places,  examined  every  part  where  practicable,  and 
found  hev  apparently  sound  throughout.  All  the  seams  are  good ;  no 
calking  or  carpenters  work  required.  Spars,  standing-rigging,  sails, 
awnings,  boats,  and  arms  are  in  good  order.  The  engines,  boilers,  ana 
attachments  in  good  repair. 

"About  $375  for  paints,  new  felting  on  steam-pipes,  boat-falls,  and  a 
little  iron- work,  are  all  that  are  required  to  put  her  in  cruising  order. 

"  On  the  8th  March  inspected  the  Chase,  at  Ogdensburgh,  New  York. 
Bored  the  vessel  in  many  places,  on  each  side,  from  near  the  water-line 
up  to  water-ways.  Found  the  planking  and  wales  sound,  but  most  of 
the  frames  decayed,  some  entirely  gone.  The  water-ways,  beams,  and 
decks,  including  the  light  work,  so  far  as  I  could  examine,  are  sound. 
The  seams  in  ward-room  floor,  berth-deck,  main  deck,  and  outside, 
from  decks  to  water-line,  are  more  or  less  open ;  about  six,  in  and  below 
the  wales  on  each  side,  from  guards  to  stem,  are  at  least  one  inch  wide. 
The  mainmast,  found  rotten  in  the  partners,  was  properly  fished  last 
year,  and  will  stand  a  long  time.  All  the  other  spars  and  standing-rig- 
ging are  good ;  sails  and  awnings  all  in  good  repair,  save  the  main-deck 
awning,  which  is  well  worn.  All  the  boats  are  in  very  good  order,  ex- 
cept one,  w^hich  requires  some  little  repairs.  The  canvas  covering  on 
upper  deck,  engine-room,  and  pilot-house  is  well  worn,  yet,  with  a  little 
patching  and  two  coats  of  paint,  it  will  last  another  year. 

"The  engine,  boiler,  and  attachments  are  in  good  repair,  save  the  in- 
board end  of  starboard  shaft  needs  lining  up.  Some  small  pipes  re- 
paired and  a  few  new  cocks,  as  shown  me  bj^  the  engineer,  all  seem 
necessary.    The  oil-cloth  on  engine-room  floor  is  worn  out. 

"The  vessel's  lines  have  altered  to  some  extent;  both  ends  droop  alittle, 
showing  the  vessel  to  be  weak,  or  that  she  has  at  some  time  been  grounded 
amidships,  and  allowed  to  remain  in  that  position  for  some  length  of 
time.  Captain  Tread  way  informed  me  that  a  portion  of  the  stem  under 
water  was  gone,  and  that  some  of  the  seams  below  the  water-line  are 
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opeD,  as  she  leaked  badly  last  summer.  From  what  I  conld  see,  the 
vessel  will  require  calking  from  the  water-line  np,  including  the  main- 
deck,  berth-deck,  and  ward-room  floor,  painting  throughout,  except  the 
cabin,  a  little  patching  to  canvas  on  upper  decks,  boat  repaired^  and  the 
few  repairs  and  articles,  (including  oil-cloth,)  as  asked  for  by  the  engi- 
neer, to  fit  her  for  another  summer. 

"  I  am  unable  to  give  any  correct  estimate  of  the  cost,  as  it  will  depend 
entirely  upon  how  the  work  is  done.  Yet,  if  the  painting  is  done  by  the 
crew,  and  only  such  places  calked  as  are  found  absolutely  necessary,  it 
should  not  exceed  $2,000,  including  dockage  and  repairs  on  stem. 

"I  would  respectfully  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  neither  the  Chase, 
Sherman,  Fessenden,  Dix,  nor  Johnson,  is  worth  being  thoroughly  re- 
paired. They  seem  to  have  been  built  mostly  of  green  timber,  and  were 
not  salted.  The  repairs  I  have  suggested  can  only  be  considered  tem- 
porary, as  many  parts,  where  I  could  not  rea^h,  are  doubtless  decayed, 
and  they  will  in  a  few  years  be  beyond  repairing  at  all. 

"Judging  from  their  steam-logs,  they  will  all  bum  about  the  same 
quantity  of  coal  per  day,  say  eighteen  tons  when  pushed,  but  will  make 
about  eight  miles  per  hour  on  from  seven  to  eight  hundred  pounds  of 
coal.  The  Perrv,  however,  claims  to  make  the  same  distance  on  less 
fuel."

To  the  House  the  hill  (JET.  R.  20A1)  for  .the  relief  of  the  childrefi  of  John  M. 
Baker^  with  his  objections  thereto. 


April  12, 1872. — Referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 


To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

I  have  received  and  have  taken  into  consideration  the  bill  entitled 
"An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  children  of  John  M.  Baker,''  and,  pursuant 
to  the  duty  required  of  me  by  the  Constitution,  I  return  the  same,  with 
my  objections,  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated. 

The  bill  proposes  to  pay  a  sum  of  money  to  the  children  of  John  M. 
Baker,  deceased,  late  United  States  consul  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  for  ser-' 
vices  of  that  person  as  acting  charge  d'affaires  of  the  United  States  in 
the  year  1834.  So  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained,  it  is  apprehended  that 
the  bill  may  have  received  the  sanction  of  Congress  through  some  inad- 
vertence, for  upon  inquiry  at  the  proper  Department,  it  appears  that 
Mr.  Baker  never  did  act  as  charge  ^affaires  of  the  United  States  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  and  that  he  was  not  authorized  so  to  act,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, was  expressly  forbidden  to  enter  into  diplomatic  correspondence 
with  the  government  of  Brazil, 

The  letter  of  the  8th  of  February,  1854,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed, 
addressed  by  William  L.  Marcy,  then  Secretary  of  State,  to  James  M. 
Mason,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  of  the  Senate, 
specifies  objections  to  the  claim  which,  it  is  believed,  have  not  since 
diminished,  and  in  which  I  fully  concur.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
yesterday,  together  with  the  inclosed  memorial  of  the  widow  and  child- 
ren of  John  M.  Baker,  praying  compensation  for  the  diplomatic  services 
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of  said  Baker  as  chargS  d'affaires  near  the  government  of  Brazil,  dar- 
ing a  portion  of  the  years  1834  and  1835. 

In  compliance  with  your  request  to  be  furnished  with  such  infonna 
tion  as  may  be  in  the  possession  of  this  Department  bearing  ni>on  tht* 
case,  I  have  to  state  that,  in  the  instruction  of  the  19th  Decerabc^r.  Ih;}.). 
to  Mr.  Brown,  permitting  his  return  to  the  United  States,  and  directin;: 
him  to  place  the  property  of  the  legation  in  the  care  of  Mr.  Baker,  then  Uui 
ted  States  consul  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  the  following  sentence  occurs :  *•  But 
you  will  tell  him  that,  by  being  made  their  depository  until  the  <arrir.tl 
of  your  successor,  he  must  not  consider  himself  authorized  to  enter  int<» 
diplomatic  correspondence  with  the  government  of  Brazil,  or  expod 
compensation  as  a  diplomatic  agent."  This  instruction  was  comniiini 
cated  literally  to  Mr.  Baker  by  Mr.  Brown,  on  the  eve  of  his  departure 
from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  8th  April,  1834.  It  appears  from  an  examinatio;] 
of  the  records  of  the  Department  that  no  correspondence  of  a  i\\]U 
matic  character  ever  passed  between  it  and  Mr.  Baker,  or  between  bim 
and  the  Brazilian  government  during  the  interval  between  the  depart- 
ure of  Mr.  Brown  and  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Hunter,  his  successor. 

Subjoined  is  a  copy  of  the  last  account  of  the  Department  with  the 
representatives  of  Mr.  Baker,  which  will  show  that  full  comi>ensation 
wa&  made  for  all  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  care,  &c.,  of  the  pro]>ert} 
of  the  legation.

SiB :  I  have  tlie  lioiior  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  following 
resolution  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives,  bearing  date  the  21st  of 
February  last : 

Sesolvedf  That  the  Attorney  General  is  hereby  required  to  transmit  to  this  House 
aHt4itemeut  of  all  criminal  cases  now  pending,  or  brought  within  the  last  year,  in  the 
district  courts  of  Utah  Territory,  for  crimes  cognizable  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States  laws,  and  also  civil  actions  in  which  the  United  States  are  concerned, 
and  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof. 

Second,  all  other  criminal  cases  in  th.»  Territory  of  Utah,  now  pending  in  said  courts; 
for  what  crimes  and  offenses,  and  against  what  laws;  by  what  attorney  instituted ;  in 
what  manner  the  grand  and  i)etit  jurors  in  said  district  courts  have  been  selected, 
drawn,  and  summoned  during  the  last  year;  by  what  officer  said  grand  and  petit  Jurors 
have  been  drawn,  and  said  criminals  arrested  ;  under  what  law  of  Congress  or  terri- 
torial statute  said  jurors  have  been  drawn,  and  by  what  appropriations  under  the  laws 
and  usages  of  the  Government  the  expenses  of  these  last  criminal  cases  must  be  paid. 

In  accordance  with  said  resolution  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
iollowing : 

According  to  the  report  of  the  United  States  marshal,  marked  Exhibit 
A,  there  are  now  pending  in  that  Territory  the  following  cases : 

Stealing  quartermaster  stores,  2 ;  resisting  marshal  and  secreting  a 
convict,  1;  passing  counterfeit  money,  2;  receiving  stolen  goods  of 
United  States,  3 ;  robbing  mail,  1 ;  highway  robbery,  1 ;  defaulter,  1 ; 
murder,  first  degree,  15 ;  murder,  second  degree,  1 ;  accessory  to  mur- 
kier, 1 ;  stealing,  17  ;  rape,  2  ;  embezzlement,  2 ;  assault  with  intent  to 
maim,  2;  assault  with  intent  to  kill,  8 ;  challenge  to  fight  a  duel,  1 ;  as- 
sault and  battery,  1 ;  adultery,  1  j  arson,  1 ;  lewdness,  6 ;  robbery,  1 ; 
crime  against  nature,  1;  forgery,  1;  burglary,  2;  perjury,  2;  forcible 
entry  and  detainer,  3;  mustering  militia  contrary  to  the  governor's 
proclamation,  1. 

From  said  report  it  appears  that  the  marshal  summoned  th^  graiid 
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and  petit  jurors  under  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  Ter- 
ritory, the  criminals  were  arrested  by  the  marshal  and  his  deputies,  and 
the  suits  were  brought  by  the  United  States  attorney. 

In  the  report  of  the  United  States  attorney  for*  Utah,  he  says  that 
from  the  records  of  the  territorial  couit  for  the  third  judicial  district^ 
held  at  Salt  Lake,  there  were  no  criminal  cases  within  1871  and  now 
pending  under  United  States  statutes. 

One  civil  action  during  1871,  in  which  United  States  is  a  party ;  costs 
and  expenses  thereof,  $250.  Thirty-three  other  criminal  cases  in  the 
Territory  now  pending  in  said  courus;  their  crimes  and  offenses  being: 
murder/l5;  manslaughter,  1;  libels,  2^  assault  and  battery  with  inteut 
to  murder,  1;  lewd  cohabitation,  10;  adultery,  1;  riot,  1;  larceny  from 
person,  1 ;  assault  with  intent  to  maim,  1. 

This  report  is  marked  Exhibit  B,  and  is  submitted  in  the  absence  of 
the  report  of  the  clerk  of  the  third  judicial  district  court,  which  has  not 
yet  been  received  at  the  Department. 

It  appears  from  the  attorney's  re^wrt  that  these  crimes  and  offenses 
were  against  territorial  law,  and  prosecutions  were  instituted  by  B.  N. 
Baskin,  acting  as  United  States  attorney.  The  grand  and  petit  jurors 
who  found  the  indictments  were  drawn  and  summoned  by  the  marshal 
under  the  United  States  statutes,  and  the  criminals  arrested  by  the 
marshal  and  his  deputies. 

By  the  report  of  the  clerk  of  the  first  judicial  district  herewith,  marked 
Exhibit  G,  it  appears  that  the  following  criminal  cases  are  now  pending 
in  the  court  for  that  district ;  that  the  indictments  in  each  case  were 
found  by  the  grand  jury  summoned  from  the  body  of  the  district  by  the 
United  States  marshal:  robbing  United  States  mail,  1;  larceny,  1;  pur- 
chasing soldiers' arms,  1 ;  highway  robbery,  1;  murder,  first  degree,  3; 
murder,  second  degree,  1;  accessory  before  the  fact  of  murder,  1;  receiv- 
ing stolen  goods,  1.    This  report  is  marked  Exhibit  G. 

In  this  district  it  appears  there  were  no  civil  actions  during  1871  to 
which  the  United  States  was  a  party. 

From  the  report  of  the  clerk  of  the  second  judicial  district,  marked 
Exhibit  D,  it  appears  that  the  jurors  were  summoned  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  in  ttie  other  districts,  and  that  uuder  the  territorial  statutes  indict- 
ments were  found  as  follows:  assault  with  intent  to  kill,  1;  abduction,  1; 
adultery,  1;  perjury  under  United  States  laws,  3. 

There  were  no  civil  actions  in  1871  to  which  the  United  States  was  a 
party  in  this  district. 

By  the  act  of  June  14, 1858,  (11  Statutes,  306,)  the  expenses  of  the 
courts  in  the  Territories,  while  engaged  in  hearing  and  determining  all 
matteis  and  causes,  except  those  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  part)-, 
are  chargeable  to  and  payable  by  the  Territory,  and  this  act  expressly 
provides  that  such  expenses  shall  in  no  case  be  chargeable  to  the 
United  States.  The  rulings  of  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury 
have  invariably  conformed  to  this  act,  and  in  no  case  of  which  I  am 
informed  have  the  expenses  of  the  territorial  courts,  while  engage<l  in 
transacting  business  pertaining  to  the  Territory,  bi»en  charged  to  tbe 
General  Government. 

Under  a  receut  decision  by  the  judges  of  the  Territory  a  conflict  has 
arisen  between  the  territorial  officials  and  the  Fedenvl  judicial  officer* 
of  Utah,  as  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  courts.  It  is  claimed 
by  the  territorial  officials  that,  as  the  jurors  and  witnesses  are  sam- 
nioned  by  the  United  States  marshal,  and  the  causes  are  prosecuted  by 
the  United  States  attorney,  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  there- 
fore the  expenses  should  be  borne  by  the  Government^But  it  is  claimed 
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by  the  Federal  officers  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  arrest  per- 
SODS  charged  with  all  offenses  in  the  Territory,  to  summon  witnesses 
and  jurors,  and  for  the  district  attorney  to  prefer  bills  of  indictment, 
and  prosecute  all  parties  indicted  for  offenses  in  the  Territory;  and  that 
the  Territory  should  provide  tfie  means  for  defraying  so  much  of  the 
expenses  of  the  courts  as  may  be  incurred  for  the  prosecution  of  offenses 
committed  under  its  laws. 

The  subject  has  caused  considerable  inconvenience  and  delay  in  the 
administration  of  justice  in  Utah,  and  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
Congress,  at  an  early  day,  take  such  action  as  will  correct  the  anomalous 
state  of  affairs,  and  direct  how  the  expenses  of  the  courts  shall  be 
defrayed,  and  define  the  duties  of  the  Federal  judicial  officers  in  that 
Territory.

That,  from  the  record  of  the  territorial  courts  of  Utah,  in  the 
third  judicial  district,  at  Salt  Lake,  when  sitting  as  a  circuit  and  district 
court  of  the  United  States,  but  one  single  suit  or  civil  action  in 
which  the  United  States  are  concerned  has  been  commenced  during  the 

last  year,  namely :  The  United  States  vs.  ,  and  that  no  process 

wufl  served  in  that  case,  the  defendant  having  absconded ;  and  that  no 
criminal  proceedings  have  been  instituted  in  said  courts  during  the  last 
year  "  for  crimes  or  offenses  cognizable  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States  laws,  or  in  which  the  United  States  are  complainants  or 
defendants ;''  and  that  the  entire  cost  and  fees  in  that  Territory  for  civil 
or  criminal  cases  in  which  the  United  States  are  interested  or  parties 
cannot  exceed  $250. 

Second.  As  to  all  other  criminal  cases  in  the  territorial  court  of 
Utah  for  the  third  judicial  district,  sitting  at  Salt  Lake,  I  herewith  in- 
close a  calendar,  prepared  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  of  thirty-one 
criminal  cases  now  pending  therein ;  for  what  crimes  and  offenses,  and

that  said  crimes  are  solely  against  the  territorial  statutes  of  Utah ;  and 
that  these  criminal  cases,  although  for  offenses  and  crimes  against  the 
territorial  statutes,  and  not  against  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  were 
mostly  instituted  by  E.  K.  Baskin,  esq.,  appointed  United  States  dis- 
trict attorney  ad  interim  by  the  court  without  the  nomination  by  the 
President  or  confirmation  by  the  Senate.  I  further  report  that  the 
grand  jury  by  whom  these  indictments  were  found  was  drawn  and  sum- 
moned in  September,  1871,  by  United  States  Marshal  Patrick  under  the 
statutes  of  the  United  States,  and  not  under  the  territorial  statutes  of 
Utah ;  and  that  the  petit  jurors  in  said  court  have  also  been  drawn  in 
the  same  manner  by  the  United  States  marshal  under  United  States 
laws,  not  under  the  territorial  statutes.  And  I  do  further  report  that 
a  large  number  of  the  defendants  named  in  these  indictments  have 
been  arrested  and  are  now  held  in  confinement  under  the  indictments 
specified  in  said  calendar,  by  United  States  Marshal  Patrick,  in  Camp 
Douglas  and  other  places  in  Salt  Lake,  bail  having  been  denied  them. 

As  to  question  "By  what  approjiriation,  under  the  laws  and  usages 
of  the  Government,  the  expenses  of  these  last  criminal  cases  must  be 
paid,"  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  United  States.

It  appears,  however,  that  the  territorial  treasurer  has 
refused  to  audit  the  orders  of  the  United  States  marshal,  on  the  ground 
that  the  orders  of  the  territorial  marshal  are  his  vouchers,  as  is  pro- 
vided by  the  statutes  of  Utah,  and  not  those  of  the  United  States 
marshal. 

The  costs  and  expenses  of  the  last  term  (the  only  term  within  "  last 
year  ")  would  approximate,  in  my  judgment,  $700.  The  amount  does 
not  appear  on  my  docket.  The  orders  were  filled  out  by  the  marshal, 
and  the  jurors'  fees,  witnesses,  &c.,  were  paid  by  him,  bnt  the  orders 
were  not  spread  upon  the  docket ;  this  matter  was  rapidl^^  dispatched 
by  the  marshal,  and  the  clerk  neglected  to  take  a  memorandum  of  the 
amounts,  so  as  to  make  up  his  records  in  that  particular.

Sm:  I  respectfully  return  herewith  certain  papers  referred  to  this 
office  in  relation  to  the  claim  of  Abraham  P.  Eyre,  late  contractor  for 
furnishing  the  material  and  labor,  and  constructing  timber-cribs  for  the 
new  piers  at  Marcus  Hook,  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Eyre  entered  into  a  contract  with  Colonel  C.  S.  Stewart,  of  the 
Corps  of  Engineers,  13th  July,  1867,  and  by  its  terms  he  wa«  to  com- 
mence the  construction  of  the  cribs  on  or  before  July  17, 1867,  and  to 
finish  all  of  the  work  contracted  for  on  or  before  the  1st  of  January, 
1868.  In  case  of  his  "  failure  to  comply  with  each  and  every  stipulation'' 
of  his  contract,  the  reserved  one-fifth  of  his  payments  to  be  forfeited  to 
the  United  States. 

Mr.  Eyre  failed  to  complete  his  work  within  the  specified  time,  and  at 
the  request  of  Colonel  Stewart  authority  was  given  to  extend  the  time 
for  the  completion  of  the  contract,  he  (Colonel  Stewart)  "  to  fix  the  period 
of  extension."  The  contract  was  accordingly  extended  "through  the 
season  of  1868  as  the  outside  limit"  Mr.  Eyre  failed  to  finish  his  work 
in  1868,  and  did  not  complete  it  until  November,  1869,  about  eleven 
months  after  the  expiration  of  the  extended  time. 

Under  the  circumstances  of  the  case  Colonel  Stewart  felt  it  to  be  his 
duty  to  withhold  the  payment  of  the  20  per  cent,  retained  for  non-fnlfiU- 
ment,  and  offered  to  settle  with  Mr.  Eyre  by  paying  him  the  balance. 
This  proposition  Mr.  Eyre  declined  to  accept. 

The  case  is  somewhat  complicated,  involving  legal  principles  concern- 
ing which  (upon  reference  to  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General)  there 
appears  to  be  some  conflict  of  opinion,  and  as  it  is  desirable  that  the 
question  of  payment  should  be  decided  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable, 
I  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  request  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  the 
law  officers  of  the  Government  for  a  decision. 

The  opinions  of  the  Attorney  General  on  the  subject  of  forfeiture  are 
found  in  vol.  II,  page  480,  and  vol.  IX,  page  210. 

In  accordance  with  the  first  opinion  the  contractor  is  not  entitled  to 
the  retained  per  cent.;  in  accordance  with  the  second  opinion,  above 
referred  to,  it  wonld  appear  that  since  the  officer  did  not  declare  to  the 
contractor,  on  the  expiration  of  the  extended  time,  that  the  contract  was 
at  an  end,  and  the  retained  per  cent,  forfeited,  he  waived  this  right,  and 
by  accepting  the  work  the  contractor  became  entitled  to  the  amonnt  re- 
tained.

the  facing  in  six  courses  of  headers  and  stretchers,  dove-tailed ;  the  rise

Sir:  Your  petitioner  most  respectfully  represents  that  on  or  about 
the  23d  day  of  May,  1867,  his  attention  was  called  to  an  advertisement 
in  several  of  the  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  over  the  signa- 
ture of  Colonel  C.  S.  Stewart,  United  States  Engineers,  wherein  pro- 
posals were  invited  for  the  construction  of  four  piers,  at  Marcus  Hook, 
on  the  Delaware  River,  State  of  Pennsylvania,  the  material  required 
for  the  same  being  mentioned  as  '*  hemlock  wharf-timber." 

Your  petitioner,  after  a  number  of  interviews  had  with  one  John 
Ganung,  a  peison  at  that  time  owning  and  holding  sufficient  wharf- 
timber  to  construct  said  jiiers,  set  himself  about  the  preparation  of  his 
proposals,  which  were  accordingly  submitted,  he,  however,  being  re- 
assured and  encouraged  by  the  said  John  Ganung,  on  the  morning  of 
the  day  of  the  opening  and  awarding  of  the  contracts,  that  he,  the  said 
Ganung,  would  stand  by  your  petitioner  in  his  proposition,  and  would 
and  could  furnish  the  timber  required  at  a  price  that  would  allow  your 
petitioner  to  make  his  proposals,  as  he  had  done,  and  realize  thereby  a 
sufficient  profit  to  make  it  to  your  petitioner's  advantage.  On  the  faith 
of  such  assurances  your  petitioner  was  induced  to  make  his  proposals 
at  very  low  figures  to  secure  the  contract,  and  which,  by  said  bid,  he 
did  receive. 

And  your  petitioner  would  further  state  that  upon  the  announce- 
ment being  made  by  Colonel  Stewart  that  the  proposals  of  your  peti- 
tioner were  the  lowest  for  the  parts  embraced  in  his  proposals,  he  there- 
upon immediately  called  upon  the  said  Ganung  for  the  purpose  of  at 
once  securing  the  said  hemlock  wharf-timber,  but,  to  the  inexpressible 
surprise  and  astonishment  of  your  petitioner,  he  was  then  informed  by 
the  said  Ganung  that  he  had,  after  he  had  left  me  in  the  morning  of 
the  awarding  of  the  contracts,  sold  all  his  timber  to  a  competitor  of 
your  petitioner;  the  said  Ganung  also  informing  your  petitioner,  at  the 
same  time,  that  he,  the  said  competitor,  had  so  completely  monopolized 
the  wharf-timber  market  that  not  a  foot  of  timber  that  would  be  re- 
quired for  the  construction  of  said  piers  could  be  had  at  any  price ;  this 
movement  being  done  on  the  part  of  said  competitor  with  a  view  of  pre- 
venting your  petitioner  from  complying  or  performing  the  condition  of 
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his  proposals,  from  your  petitioner's  inability  to  procure  the  neoessary 
quantity  of  hemlock  wharf-timber  that  would  be  required  in  the  con- 
structiou  of  said  piers. 

Your  petitioner  not  feeling  inclined  to  be  driven  off  and  compelled  to 
give  up  his  contract  by  the  means  thus  resorted  to,  came  to  the  deter- 
mination to  meet  the  emergency  as  best  he  could  under  the  circum- 
stances. This  statement  of  tacts  was  fully  known  by  Colonel  Stewart, 
who,  from  the  force  of  said  misfortune,  felt  disposed  in  the  most  kind 
manner  to  assist  your  petitioner  in  every  way  he  possibly  could,  con- 
sistent with  his  duty  to  the  Government,  in  the  premises. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  at  once  commenced  the  construction  of  said 
piers,  with  the  timber  your  petitioner  had  at  that  time  on  hand,  and  en- 
tering into  a  contract  with  the  firm  of  Gillingham,  Garrison  &  Co.  for 
the  supply  of  a  large  quantity  of  wharf-timber,  pronounced  by  good 
judges  of  timber  to  be  of  most  excellent  quality,  but  not  8  inches  on 
the  edge.  Here  it  should  be  observed  that  in  the  stipulation  first 
had  10  inches  was  the  size  required.  Subsequently,  upon  inquiry 
being  made  by  Colonel  Stewart  whether  wharf-timber  would  hold  10 
inches,  the  answer  of  your  petitioner  was  that  it  would  not ;  the  second 
query  was,  would  it  reach  8  inches?  Your  petitioner,  observed  that  it 
might  do  so  at  certain  seasons,  but  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of 
timber  upon  the  margin  of  the  Delaware,  and  from  the  fact  that  rafts- 
men were  compelled  to  haul  from  8  to  12  miles  to  get  their  timber  to 
the  shores  of  the  Delaware  and  its  branches,  it  became  a  matter  of 
great  diflBculty  in  procuring  the  size  mentioned,  to  wit,  8  inches,  or 
over ;  however,  your  petitioner  assured  the  Colonel  that  his  best  en- 
deavors should  be  directed  to  conform  to  his  wishes  in  this  respect. 

Your  petitioner  would  here  observe  that  the  timber  famished  by  Gil- 
lingham, Garrison  &  Co.,  though  not  quite  8  inches  on  the  edge,  yet 
the  same  would  dress  in  the  jogs  13  to  14  inches  on  each  edge,  but 
under  the  stipulations  of  said  contract  the  superintendent  at  Marcos 
Hook  rejected  all  the  timber  a«  furnished  by  said  Gillingham,  Gar- 
rison &  Co.,  which  caused  a  severe  loss  to  your  petitioner,  both  as  to 
time  and  money,  and  causing  delay. 

The  rejection  of  this  last-mentioned  timber  compelled  your  petitioner 
to  seek  a  supply  elsewhere,  which  he  did  from  Mr.  Eobison,  at  Burling- 
ton, New  Jersey,  who  agreed  to  furnish  all  the  timber  he  could,  charging 
for  the  same  19  cents  per  foot  at  the  mill;  exclasive  of  towing,  making 
a  cost  to  your  petitioner  of  20  cents  per  foot,  delivered  at  Marcus  Hook, 
while  the  price  your  petitioner  was  to  receive  under  the  oontnust  was 
the  sum  of  13^  cents  per  foot.  From  the  fact  that  the  superintendent 
at  Marcus  Hook  had  rejected  nearly  all  the  timber  sent  by  your  peti- 
tioner, and  intended  for  use  in  the  construction  of  the  piers  aforesaid, 
your  petitioner  felt  much  dejected  in  his  undertaking,  inasmuch  as  your 
petitioner  had  no  discretion  or  control  over  the  construction  of  said 
piers. 

Your  ]»etitioner  would  further  state  that,  in  order  to  prosecute  his 
work,  he  was  compelled  to  reduce  the  timber  on  hand  in  many  instances 
at  least  one-half  of  its  surface  measurement,  paying  for  the  labor  re- 
quired in  the  reduction  thereof  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  day,  in  cash,  and 
board  for  many  of  his  employes,  which  thus  caused  a  ruinous  loss  to 
your  petitioner,  in  order  to  prosecute  his  contract  to  completion. 

Your  petitioner  furthermore  addressed  circulars  to  many  of  the  tim- 
ber-getters in  the  upper  part  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York,  seeking 
proposals  for  such  timber  as  seemed  to  be  required  by  the  superintend- 
ent at  Marcus  Hook  in  the  construction  of  said  piers.    Your  petitioner 
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did  receive  from  the  parties  addressed  proposals  for  a  supply  of  said 
timber,  the  prices  named  therefor  ranging  from  22  to  24  cents  per  foot. 
This  price,  of  coarse,  your  petitioner  could  not  afford  to  give,  in  view  of 
the  price  he  was  to  receive  for  the  same  under  his  agreement  So,  from 
the  fact  of  the  said  publication  made  in  the  timber  country,  your  peti- 
tioner would  rest  the  matter  and  risk  the  chance  of  getting  the  supply 
at  a  lower  and  more  reasonable  price.  Here  it  should  be  observed 
that  had  the  said  ]>ublication,  when  first  made,  stated  that  several  piers 
would  require  to  be  constructed  of  bill-timber  instead  of  wharf-timber, 
as  had  been  called  for,  your  petitioner  would  have  known  how  to  have 
been  governed  thereby.  The  first  season  closed  after  great  labor  and 
expense  with  the  construction  of  only  one  pier,  and  it  not  sunk  in  its 
place,  but  secured  from  the  operation  of  the  ice.  The  following  spring 
brought  to  the  market  a  considerable  quantity  of  wharf-timber,  part  of 
it  exceeding  8  inches,  in  fact  some  of  it  12  inches,  but  the  larger  part 
thereof  below  the  average  required,  which,  being  measured  to  your  peti- 
tioner at  its  then  size,  and  to  be  remanufactured  into  bill-timber  at  a 
conquerable  loss  in  labor  and  material.  Your  petitioner  was,  according 
to  the  terms  of  his  contract,  conditioned  to  sink  the  piers,  but  not  to 
build  them  several  feet  higher  than  the  point  of  low  water.  He  accord- 
ingly did  sink  them  in  the  proper  place,  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of 
his  agreement ;  and  by  order  of  the  superintendent  at  Marcus  Hook 
the  said  piers  w'ere  filled  up  with  stone  to  the  capacity  of  15  to  18  ves- 
sel-load of  stone  to  each  pier,  for  the  purpose,  as  stated  by  him,  to  weigh 
them  down,  which,  under  the  circumstances,  was  perfectly  right  and 
proper  to  sink  said  piers  to  low  water,  thereby  oomiielling  your  peti- 
tioner to  desist  from  the  prosecution  of  his  work,  in  order  to  settle  the 
said  piers,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  superintendent,  who 
stated  that  there  need  be  no  hurry  in  the  matter,  thereby  delaying  the 
work  and  retarding  the  completion  of  his  contract. 

While  the  piers  were  thus  loaded  with  stone,  your  petitioner's  men 
were  especially  ordered  by  the  said  superintendent  to  desist  from  work 
uxK>n  them,  which  necessarily  augmented  the  loss  and  caused  additional 
expense  to  your  petitioner.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  piers  were 
to  receive  a  topping  of  dressed  stone ;  this  to  be  done,  in  the  condition 
the  piers  were  thus  placed,  involved  a  large  amount  of  timber  to  be 
taken  off  by  the  use  of  certain  bolt-machines,  and  the  stone  thrown  off, 
and  all  at  the  cost  of  your  petttioner,  to  wit,  the  sum  of  $3  per  day  and 
board  of  his  men,  as  aforesaid.  Your  petitioner  would  say  that  he 
never  would  have  engaged  or  continued  in  this  contract  had  he  supposed, 
for  one  moment  contemplated,  or  thought  that  he  would  have  l>een 
required,  over  and  above  the  sinking  of  said  piers,  to  riprap  and  unload 
and  take  down  solid  work  at  such  enormous  loss  and  expense  and  delay 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  to  completion. 

Your  petitioner  alleges,  and  can  easily  prove,  that  if  the  stone  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  piers  had  been  ready  he  could  months  before 
had  several  of  them  completed.  As  it  was,  after  being  made  ready, 
they  remained  for  several  weeks  and  months  waiting  for  the  arrival  of 
the  stone.  And  your  petitioner  further  alleges  that  the  person  to  whom 
the  contract  was  awarded  to  furnish  the  said  stone  never  quarried  at 
most  more  than  three  isolated  pieces  of  stone  from  first  to  last,  as  your 
petitioner  understood  that  the  resident  officer  ordered  other  parties  to 
furnish  the  stone  necessary  to  forward  the  work ;  your  petitioner  being 
informed  that  he  must  keep  ahead  of  the  stone  contractors,  as  he  did, 
and  no  one  engaged  in  that  lino  can  say  that  he  or  they  were  detiiined 
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or  prevented  frooi  the  prosecution  of  his  work  or  supply  for  a  sing^le 
moment. 

Your  petitioner  would  further  state  that,  in  consequence  of  being  com- 
pelled to  wait  for  extreme  low  tide,  to  enable  your  petitioner  to  afl&x  a 
platform  for  the  reception  of  the  stone- work  on  pier  No.  4,  necessarily  pro- 
longed the  completion  of  the  work,  the  winds  prevailing  constantly  to 
interfere  with  the  progress  of  the  work,  thereby  augmenting  the  cost  so 
much  that  the  return  for  labor  done,  as  made  and  returned  by  the  super- 
intendent, amounted  barely  to  a  sum  insufficient  to  pay  for  the  boanl  of 
his  men,  and  in  no  wise  adequate  as  a  remuneration  for  the  services  had, 
and  the  sum  expended  by  your  petitioner ;  and  further,  your  petitioner 
would  say  that  the  last  one  year's  work  or  labor  performed  by  all  his  men 
did  not  amount  to  a  sum  as  to  value  to  him  sufficient  to  pay  their  board, 
much  less  the  wages  your  petitioner  was  forced  to  pay  them,  and 
although  so  completely  disappointed,  and  suffering  such  losses,  he  con- 
tinued to  prosecute  the  work  under  nil  unfavorable  circumstances  to 
completion,  his  men  frequently,  day  after  day,  being  unable,  in  conse- 
quence of  continued  tides  preventing  them  from  working,  as  they  should 
and  could  under  different  auspices,  they  hardly  earning  one  dollar  a  day, 
although  your  petitioner  was  compelled  to  pay  them  for  full  time,  and 
board  them  ;  and  your  petitioner  doth  further  say  that  throughout  the 
entire  time  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  erection  of  said  piers  he  has  not 
been  able  to  earn  more  than  the  sum  of  $150  from  any  outride  worif, 
and  that  was  done  one  year  ago,  at  a  time,  however,  when  it  was  impos- 
sible to  work  at  the  piers  at  Marcus  Hook. 

Your  petitioner  would  further  state  that  the  labor  done  by  him  in 
the  erection  of  the  said  piers,  excluding  incidental  expenses,  has 
cost  more  than  four  times  as  much  as  your  petitioner  was  to  receive 
froih  the  United  States  Government ;  (this  he  apprehends  will  not  be 
denied  by  the  resident  officer;)  and  further,  your  petitioner  is  now  an 
old  man,  impaired  in  fortune,  and  has  suffered  and  is  now  suffering  from 
the  losses  sustained  by  him  in  this  undertaking.  He  therefore  asks  and 
resjiectfuUy  solicits  from  those  having  the  authority  and  control  over 
the  matter  to  give  his  appeal  a  favorable  consideration,  and  allowing  him, 
in  consideration  of  having  used  most,  if  not  all,  of  his  own  means,  as 
well  as  the  moneys  of  others,  who  have  assisted  him  in  the  prosecution  and 
completion  of  his  contract,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  work  done  and 
performed,  and  that  he  be  allowed  all  the  money  returned  as  due  to  him, 
and  also  that  a  further  sum  approximating  to  at  least  the  amount 
that  meets  the  next  highest  bid  entered  for  the  same  at  the  time 
of  awarding  the  contract;  this  to  be  done  in  view  of  the  timber 
that  was  required  in  the  construction  of  said  piers  being  bill-timber  in- 
stead of  wharf-timber,  as  the  case  was  stated  in  the  advertisement  first 
mentioned,  which  difference  in  the  price  paid  for  said  timber  was  as  19 
cents  compared  with  13^  cents,  as  also  for  an  allowance  made  for  the 
sinking  of  said  piers,  the  removal  of  the  timber  aft^r  it  had  been  placetl 
in  proper  position,  Uie  expense  attending  the  arranging  and  fixing  of 
the  platforms  and  removal  of  stones.  He  would  further  state  that 
should  said  sums  be  allowed  your  petitioner,  which  in  right  and  fair- 
ness should  be  allowed  him,  he  would  even  then  be  largely  a  loser.  He, 
therefore,  having  completed  his  contract  and  finished  said  piers  several 
months,  desires  a  settlement,  he  considering  it  hard  that  h^  is  com- 
pelled to  wait  for  his  pa^'  simply  because  others  engaged  in  other  parts 
of  the  work,  unconnected,  however,  with  his  own  contract,  have  yet  to 
perform  the  duty  which  exclusively  belongs  to  themselves.  Your  pe- 
titioiier  is  reliably  informed  that  the  party  receiving  the  fii'st  award  of 
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contract  for  furnisblDg  the  stone  either  failed  to  furnish  a  supply,  or 
abandoned  his  contract.  Also  a  second  contractor  made  the  attempt  to 
furnish  the  stone  and  complete  the  terms  of  the  stone  contract,  meeting 
with  a  similar  discomfiture,  and  now  a  third  party  has  undertaken  to 
complete  the  contract,  with  what  success  time  alone  can  reveal,  thereby 
conclusively  showing  that  your  petitioner  has  in  no  wise  retarded  the 
stone  contractors  or  contractor  in  the  completion  of  their  or  his  con- 
tract, inasmuch  as  your  petitioner  has  for  months  completed  the  labors 
enjoined  on  him,  while  the  others,  as  above  stated,  are  still  in  a  condition 
of  non-completion  j  furthermore,  had  your  petitioner  been  permitted  or 
snftered  to  exercise  his  skill  and  judgment  in  the  construction  of  said 
piers,  they  would  have  been  completed  at  least  eighteen  months  sooner 
than  they  were.  The  hereunto-annexed  certificate  of  recommendation 
freely  given  by  several  gentlemen  well  and  favorably  known  to  the 
entire  country  will  verify"  the  observations  hereinbefore  set  forth.

A  long  time  was  consumed  in 
their  construction ;  no  fault  of  mine,  however.  For  particulars  I  respect- 
fully refer  the  honorable  Secretary  to  mj'  petition,  I  presume  now  on 
file  in  your  office.  In  the  final  report  of  Colonel  Stewart,  he  allotted  me 
a  portion  to  be  paid  me,  the  remainder  to  be  forfeited  for  the  benefit  of 
another  contractor  who  had  never  made  an  effoi  t  to  commence  his  con- 
tract Of  course  I  could  not  consent  to  said  forfeiture  after  the  large 
amount  I  had  been  compelled  to  spend  over  and  above  what  I  was  to 
have  received.  Will  the  honorable  Secretary  give  such  orders  to  Col- 
onel Kurtz  so  as  to  enable  me  to  get  part  of  my  money.  Several  personal 
friends,  in  and  out  of  Washington,  I  am  informed,  have  made  an  effort 
to  help  me.    This  is  my  first  personal  effort  to  obtain  part  of  my  money. 

Allow  me  again  to  ask  General  Belknap  to  assist  me,  as  I  am  an  old 
man  and  embarrassed.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  on  the  11th  of  November,  1869, 
Abraham  P.  Byre,  contractor  for  cribs  for  new  piers  at  Marcus  Hook, 
Pennsylvania,  completed  the  wood- work  of  the  fourth  and  last  crib 
agreed  to  be  built  under  his  contract  of  July  13, 1867. 

In  accordance  with  its  terms,  all  work  on  those  cribs  should  have  been 
done  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  January,  1868.  At  that  time  only  one 
had  been  begun.    Upon  my  recommendation  the  time  was  extended. 
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and  Mr.  Eyre  agreed  positively  to  complete  all  daring  or  before  the 
expiration  of  the  season  of  186S.  He  failed  to  within  that  period  of 
extensions,  and  has  wasted  another  year,  to  the  detriment  of  the  United 
States,  and  is  justly  chargeable  with  the  expenses  of  inspect<H*s  and  of 
the  oflBoe  for  this  last  year,  if  not  for  the  two  past. 

In  conseqnence  of  this  failure,  dne  chiefly  to  his  own  inattention  and 
disregard  of  instructions,  another  contractor,  from  the  rise  in  the  price^s 
of  labor,  while  awaiting  the  completion  of  the  crib-work  to  enable  him 
to  furnish  the  stone-work  of  the  superstructure,  has  been  unable  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  his  agreement,  and  further  delay  and  injury 
has  resulted,  and  will  yet  result  to  the  United  States. 

In  the  contract  with  Mr.  Eyre  was  the  following  stipulation,  viz : 
"  That  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  comply  with 
each  and  every  stipulation  of  this  contract,  then  the  said  reserved  one- 
fifth  is  to  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States." 

Under  this,  if  of  any  binding  force,  all  the  money  retained,  on  pay- 
ments in  part,  during  the  construction  of  the  cribs,  has  been  justly  for- 
feited. He  failed  as  to  the  stipulation  as  to  time,  and  failed  again  when 
the  term  of  completion  was  extended  nearly  a  year.  Then,  too,  although 
the  timber  consumed  in  the  cribs  and  the  labor  expended  thereon  have 
finally  been  accepted,  they  have,  in  general,  just  barely  escaped  rejection. 
It  has  been  steady  and  very  hard  work  to  keep  Mr.  Byre  within  the 
spirit  of  the  specification,  to  say  little  of  the  letter,  and  to  force  him  to 
send  timber  that  could  pass  inspection. 

The  great  delay  during  the  present  year  is  mainly,  if  not  wholly,  due 
to  his  i)erversene88.  In  1868  he  ceased  work  on  the  15th  of  December. 
Although  directed  to  take  advantage  of  any  mild  weather  in  January, 
1869,  to  do  work  which  might  have  saved  a  delay  of  months,  he  paid  no 
attention  to  the  matter,  except  for  purposes  of  deception,  and  availed 
himself,  as  I  am  informed,  of  the  mild  weather  to  do  a  job  of  tide- work 
at  or  near  this  city  instead.  From  notes,  which  the  inspector  at  Mar- 
cus Hook  was  directed  to  make,  it  seems  there  were  seventeen  days  in 
January,  1869,  when  work  could  have  been  advantageously  carried  on, 
exclusive  of  the  29th,  when  two  men  worked.  On  the  12th  of  that  month 
the  foreman  was  sent  down,  and  a  day  or  two  after  Mt.  Eyre  called 
with  him,  at  this  office,  and  stated  in  self-justification  that  no  work  could 
be  done;  "  the  tides  were  too  high;  so  high  the  cribs  could  not  be  seen,^ 
or  the  like,  and  appealed  to  his  foreman,  who  confirmed  what  he  said. 
As  Mr.  Eyre  had  so  often  before  proved  unreliable  in  his  statements, 
and  utterly  tricky,  I  could  not  and  did  not  believe  him ;  therefore  I 
asked  him  if  it  was  low  water  when  the  foreman  was  at  Marcus 
Hook.  He  replied,  *^  Yes ;  wasn't  it  John  !''  or  words  to  that  effect. 
To  which,  as  I  expected,  John,  npon  my  turning  toward  him  and  look- 
ing him  in  the  face,  after  some  hesitation,  said  no.  In  fact  it  \^as  low 
water  at  Marcus  Hook,  on  the  day  referred  to,  at  the  time  the  foreman 
was  leaving  Philadelphia,  and  he  did  not  reach  the  piers  until  it  was 
one-third  flood.  He  tried  to  induce  the  inspector  then,  as  I  have  since 
learned,  to  aid  in  deceiving  me  as  to  the  facts  in  the  case.  On  the  4th 
of  February  three  men  worked  at  Marcus  Hook,  but  nothing  more  was 
done,  though  there  were,  in  the  month,  a  dozen  or  more  warm  days, 
with  favorable  tides.  A  part  of  March  was  likewise  wasted,  and  manv 
days  during  the  summer.  The  whole  course  of  action  parsned  daring 
the  winter  months,  when,  owing  to  northwest  winds,  there  are  frequent 
low  tides,  was  in  violation  of  stipulations  of  the  contract  through  dis- 
regard to  instructions.  I  do  not  think  that  Mr.  Eyre  has  been  si 
Marcus  Hook  during  the  year.    For  the  foregoing  reasons,  I  have  told 
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him  I  should  not  pay  him  the  one-fifth  retained,  and  also  that  I  should 
refer  the  matter,  with  my  statement  of  the  case,  to  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers, for  his  action  and  instmctions.  After  examinations  of  books  and 
papers,  j uncompleted,  the  accounts  stand  as  follows,  viz:

This  sum  of  $3,034.22,  as  stated  heretofore,  Mr.  Eyre  has  forfeited 
under  the  terms  of  his  contract.  Moreover,  since  he  closed  operations 
about  the  middle  of  December,  1868,  and  up  to  the  completion  of  the 
crib-work,  $2,815  have  been  expended  for  services  of  inspectors,  clerk, 
and  messenger,  rendered  necessary  by  his  inexcusable  delay.  If  the 
proper  share  of  office-rent,  fuel,  stationery,  &c.,  which  should  be  borne 
by  the  appropriation  for  improving  harbor,  at  Marcus  Hook,  be  added, 
the  sum  would  equal  or  exceed  the  $3,034.22  retained  on  payments  in 
part  on  the  double  score  of  forfeiture  and  damages  suffered  by  the 
United  States,  through  the  willful  mismanagement  of  Mr.  Eyre.  I  can- 
not pay  this  sum  to  him  unless  under  express  orders  from  the  Chief  of 
Engineers,  which  I  hope  may  not  be  issued.  Mr.  A.  P.  Eyre  is  a  man 
of  large  property  and  can  bear  the  loss. 

He  has  proved  unreliable  and  a  thorough  nuisance  from  first  to  last. 
I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  all  officers  of  the  corps 
be  warned  in  their  dealings  hereafter  for  the  United  States  to  avoid 
him  as  they  would  the  pest.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  letter  from  tlie  office  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  dated 
Washington,  1>.  0.,  Febniary  21,  1870,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that 
the  contracts  with  A.  P.  Eyre  for  cribs  for  the  new  piers  at  Marcus 
Hook,  Pennsylvania,  were  extended  beyond  the  Ist  January,  1868. 

Mr.  Eyre  was  asked  wliat  time  was  necessary  for  their  completion,  and 
at  first  stated  he  thought  he  ^ould  finish  them  (to  the  best  of  my  recol- 
lection) about  July  of  that  year.  I  told  him  he  had  bett-er  be  sure  of 
his  limit,  and  finally  he  said  he  could  certainly  complete  them  during 
that  season;  and  in  accordance  with  the  authority  given  me  by  letter  of 
5th  of  February,  1868,  from  the  Chief, of  Engineers,  United  States 
Army,  a  copy  of  which  is  transmitted  herewith,  his  time  was  extended 
through  that  season  as  the  outside  limit. 

lie  closed  work  on  the  14th  December,  18C8,  and  on  the  next  day  hid 
foreman  went  home,  which  ended  the  season  of  1868.  The  cribs  were 
not  finally  completed  until  the  11th  of  December,  1869;  that  is,  it 
required  nearly  a  year  beyond  the  period  of  extension  to  do  the  work, 
owing  to  the  gross  mismanagement  and  personal  neglect  throughout  of 
Mr.  A.  P.  Eyre.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  reception  of  letter,  from  tbe 
office  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  of  the  24th  instant,  forwarding  petition 
of  Abraham  P.  Eyre,  contractor  for  building  cribs  for  new  piers  at  Mar- 
cus Hook,  Pennsylvania,  askii  ^>  t  j  be  allowed  a  reasonable  eompensa- 
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tion  for  losses  sustained  in  performance  of  his  contract,  addressed  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  and  referred  to  me  for  report. 

At  one  time  I  believed  the  statement  therein  made  with  reference  to 
the  action  of  one  Gennng,  and  the  purchase  of  the  available  hemlock 
wharf-timber  in  the  market,  by  other  persons,  to  embarrass  Mr.  Byre. 
That  belief  was  based  on  his  statement,  and  that  such  a  proceeding  was 
in  keeping  with  what  might  be  expected  from  contractors  in  general. 

Now,  after  three  years'  experience,  nearly,  of  the  utter  falsity  in  word 
and  deed  of  Mr.  Eyre,  I  don't  believe  anything  he  says,  if  it  rests  only 
on  his  word,  and  in  a  matter  in  which  he  was  interested  pecuniarily  to 
any  amount,  I  would  not  believe  a  statement  made  under  oath  by  him. 

As  admitted  in  the  petition,  so  far  as  duty  would  permit,  what  could 
be  done  was  done  to  aid  Mr.  EJrre,  and  in  the  letter  to  the  Chief  of  En- 
gineers, of  Febraary  4,  1868,  asking  authority  to  grant  an  extension  of 
time,  I  gave  full  credit  for  hinderances  up  to  that  time,  in  the  way  of 
completion  of  his  contract,  and  smoothed  over  altogether  too  much  his 
own  disi*egard  of  instructions,  his  evasions,  and  his  folly  in  conducting, 
or  rather  misconducting,  his  operations.  His  statement  as  to  hemlock 
wharf-timber  and  bill-timber  is  not  correct.  The  terms  in  advertisement 
were  used  after  consultation  with  wharf-builders  on  the  subject,  and 
they  understood  perfectly  what  was  required,  and  that  the  words  "  to 
work  10  inches  least  dimensions"  were  inserted  to  let  all  know  that  the 
timber  required  was  to  be  of  large  size.  Their  bids  were  made  under- 
standingly.  Mr.  Eyre  bid  13J  cents  per  foot  face;  the  others  15  and  16 
cents.  They,  one  or  all,  came  and  made  inquiries  as  to  all  necessary 
points  before  sending  in  their  proposals.  Mr.  Eyre  did  not,  and  never 
did,  trouble  himself,  except  to  prevent  another  from  getting  the  con- 
tracts until  hauled  up  short  for  utter  non-compliance  with  the  stipula- 
tions, specifications,  and  plans,  after  contracts  had  been  awarded  and 
work  begun  under  them.  It  is  evident  he  undertook  the  whole  with 
the  intent,  by  some  means  or  other,  to  defraud  the  United  Suites  or 
throw  up  the  contracts,  if  he  could  not  succeed.  Early  in  the  operations 
the  sworn  inspector  complained  to  me  of  the  undersize  of  timber  and 
the  inferior  quality  of  work  by  unskilled  labor.  He  was  told  then  to 
hold  Mr.  Eyre  to  the  specifications,  and  condemned  timber.  Mr. 
Eyre  made  an  arrangement  with  Messrs.  Garrison  &  Gillingham 
to  furnish  him  timber  at  12  cents  per  foot  fac^.  The  inspector 
condemned  this,  as  it  would,  or  much  of  it,  not  show  an  edge  over  4 
inches,  instead  of  8,  required  by  the  written  specifications.  At  Mr. 
Eyre's  request  I  met  him  at  Marcus  Hook,  and  inspected  this  timber, 
which  was  of  good  quality,  but,  as  stated  above,  about  half  the  .thick- 
ness required  throughout.  The  inspector  was  necessarily  sustained. 
Mr.  Eyre  notified  Messrs.  Garrison  &  Co.  to  stop  sending  timber.  One 
of  the  firm  came  to  me,  and  showed  me,  I  am  confident,  either  a  written 
memorandum  or  order  from  Mr.  Eyre  to  them  to  saw  the  timber  to  a 
smaller  dimension  than  I  required.  This  was  confidential,  and  that  I 
might  know  they  were  carrying  out  Mr.  Eyre's  instructions.  On  the 
24th  of  this  present  month,  Mr.  Eyre,  to  whom  I  had  recently  stated 
this,  brought  me  a  written  agreement  made  with  Garrison  &  Gilling- 
ham in  June,  1867«  to  furnish  pro])er  timber,  or  in  general,  to  furnish  it. 
I  told  him  at  once  it  was  not  the  agreement  to  which  I  had  referred.  He 
protested  he  never  had  any  other  agreement  with  them  on  this  subject. 
Later  in  the  day  I  sent  my  clerk  to  Camden  to  clear  up  the  matter,  and 
see  what  the  firm  said  as  to  my  recollections.  He  met  or  saw  Mr.  Byre 
retncDing  from  the  Market-street  ferry,  and  ascertained  from  a  member 
of  the  firm  (who,  however,  was  not  a  member  in  1867)  that  Mr.  Eyre 
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had  just  been  there  to  get  them  to  indorse  in  some  way  the  paper  he 
had  shortly  before  shown  me.  This  member  was  very  cautions,  but  ad- 
mitted tliat  there  had  been  a  verbal  agreement,  at  least,  with  Mr.  Eyre 
to  saw  timber  for  smaller  dimensions  than  those  stated  on  the  face  of 
the!  written  agreement ;  that  the  firm  would  not  make  the  indorsement 
desired,  and  that  Mr.  Eyre  had  been  told  that  if  a  true  statement  of  the 
facts  was  made  it  would,  they  supposed,  damage  his  case.  Moreover, 
this  person  more  than  once  said  to  the  clerk,  '^  The  colonel's  recollec- 
tions are  about  right,"  in  such  a  way  as  to  lead  the  clerk  to  suppose  I 
was  wholly  right  in  them.  This  firm  has  been  changed  once  or  twice 
since  1867,  and  no  other  member  was  in. 

It  is  stated  their  timber  was  procured  from  a  Mr.  Robison,  of  Bur- 
lington, at  a  large  price — 19  cents  per  fodt ;  and  afterwards  a  claim  for 
compensation  for  the  difference  between  13^  cents  and  the  bid  next 
higher — 15  cents — is  made  because  "  bill-timber  "  was  required  instead 
of  ''wharf timber."  Bill-timber  was  never  required.  But  a  small 
amount,  comparatively,  of  the  timber  could  have  been  procured  at  19 
cents,  if  any.  At  the  end  of  1867  not  over  20,186  feet  iace,  measured 
out  of  i)lace,  of  timber,  had  been  used  for  the  incomplete  crib.  Mr. 
Eobison's — or,  as  I  have  it  in  my  memorandum,  Mr.  Roberts's — bill  was 
$855.60 ;  the  nnmber  of  feet  not  given.  At  the  assumed  rate — 19  cents-— 
this  would  give  about  4,503  feet.  The  rest  of  the  timber  then  used  had 
cost  12  cents  or  less  per  foot  only.  The  whole  timber  accepted  for  all 
the  cribs  from  first  to  last  was  84,471  feet  and  11  inches.  !Now,  because 
Mr.  Eyre  says  he  paid  19  cents  for  4,503  feet,  which  I  doubt,  as  1 
think  at  one  time  he  told  me  he  paid  but  16  cents  for  it,  he 
asks  that  he  may  receive  If  cents  on  nearly  80,000  feet  as 
compensation  for  "bill-timber"  never  promised  or  asked  for.  I  have 
been  told  by  credible  persons,  or  by  a  person,  an  expert  in  these  pur- 
•chases,  that  during  1868,  the  season  when  the  timber  for  the  three  re- 
,maiuing  cribs  was  purchased,  probably  to  the  extent  of  50,000  or  60,000 
.feet,  Mr.  Eyre  paid  for  it  only  10  cents,  or  for  a  large  portion  of  it  not 
.more  than  that  rate  per  foot  What  is  still  worse  for  his  claim  on  tim- 
ber is  that  I  am  positive,  after  some  large  payments  for  timber  were 
made  to  him  in  1868,  nearly  all  required  having  been  obtained,  as  he 
.folded  up  the  check  or  checks,  he,  with  some  exultation,  incautiously, 
informed  me  he  had  then  not  only  made  up  that  year  on  timber  for  his 
losses  on  it  the  first  season,  but  had  made  a  profit  on  his  contract  for 
I  material.  Now,  with  characteristic  duplicity,  he  asks  for  compensation 
for  this  profit.  He  tells  so  many  different  stories,  at  different  times, 
aboutone  and  the  same  thing,  that  it  is  no  wonder  he  gets  bewildered 
and  forgets  which  he  ought  to  stick  to  through  thick  and  thin. 

Mr..Ey re  states  he  was  put  to  great  loss  in  hewing  down  timber  to  proper 
size.  At  his  own  suggestion,  as  the  timber  was  on  the  spot  and  condemned 
for  want  of  sufficient  edge,  and  he  did  not  wish  to  tow  it  back,  he  was 
told,  if /he  chose  to  go  to  the  expense  of  hewing  it  down,  to  help  him, 
we  would  then  accept  it.  He  professed  tq  give  directions  to  have  this 
.done;  what  other  instructions  he  gave  behind  my  back  I  don't  know. 
The  inspector  however  reported  that  he  could  get  very  little  hewn  down; 
that  Mr.  Eyre's  employes  paid  little  attention  to  the  matter.  Upon 
.examining  the  sworn  accounts  of  timber  of  the  inspector,  I  can  find  in 
all  but  1,225  feet  7  inches  face  of  hewn  timber  given,  this  measurement 
being  made  before  the  timber  was  reduced  on  the  face.  That  he  paid $3  per 
day  and  board  I  don't  believe,  for  I  have  had  to  pay  for  wharf-builders, 
sent  to  Fort  Delaware  to  work,  but  $3  per  day,  including  their  board 
and  the  profit  asked  on  their  daily  services  by  their  regular  employer, 
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who  furnished  them.  Besides,  Mr.  Eyre  emi>loyed  much  labor  from 
Marcus  Hook,  and  these  men  boarded  themselves.  His  plea  for  serious 
loss  for  hewing  down  timber  is  false.  It  was  his  own  choice,  at  any 
rate,  if  he  did  not  lose  so  much  thereby,  and  in  keeping  with  his  want 
of  judgment  throughout  in  employment  of  labor. 

March  1,  1870. — ^This  morning  I  am  informed  through  an  inspector 
that,  in  conversation  with  one  of  Mr.  Eyre's  foremen,  while  work  was 
proorressing  at  Marcus  Hook,  the  latter  told  him  his  tvages  were  $15  a 
week  and  board.  From  the  workmen  themselves  he  learned  that  before 
the  cribs  were  sunk  those  men,  who  were  sent  down  from  Philadelphia 
bj^  Mr.  Eyre,  received  $2.50  per  day  and  board ;  those  hired  at  Marcus 
Hook  received  $2.50  per  day  ^without  board.  On  tide  work,  the  men 
from  Philadelphia  received  (or  were  promised)  $2  per  day  and  board  ; 
those  from  Marcus  Hook  $10  per  week  only,  except  one,  an  expert  work- 
man, wio  received  $12  per  week.  These  rates  correspond  with  those 
experienced  wharf- builders  have  told  me  were  paid  for  skilled  work- 
men. 

The  loss  and  delay  throughout  were  solely  due  to  Mr.  Eyre's  attempts 
in  the  first  place  to  cheat,  and  when  foiled  in  that,  to  his  utter  personal 
neglect  during  the  first  season  of  his  work. 

For  several*  months  he  did  not  go  near  the  work,  left  a  drunken  fore- 
man in  charge,  then  sent  a  new  foreman,  who  would  persist  in  building 
on  the  crib  after  it  had  grounded  in  shore,  so  that  it  could  not  be  got 
in  position  for  more  than  a  year  afterward. 

At  or  near  the  end  of  that  season  Mr.  Eyre  came  to  me,  and,  as  I 
have  been  told  is  his  custom,  when  he  finds  he  cannot  cheat  under  a 
contract,  wished  to  give  it  up.  I  knew  he  was  wealthy,  and  he  so  ad- 
mitted, and  told  him  he  could  not  do  so,  even  if  he  paid  the  ditference 
between  his  bid  and  that  of  the  next  higher,  for  he  was  under  bonds 
for  a  certain  sum,  and  his  bondsmen  would  have  to  do  the  work  if  he 
didn't.  As  his  means  were  well  known  he  couldn't  plead  poverty  to 
his  bondsmen,  so  he  promised  he  would  go  on  another  season ;  and 
when  told  that  the  fault  wsis  his  own,  that  he  had  not  been  near  the 
work  for  months,  he  admitted  it,  and  said  he  must  hereafter  look  after 
the  matter  in  person.  The  only  energy  he  ever  displayed  was  at  the 
time  timber  was  cheap,  the  next  year,  when  he  hurriedly  brought  up 
enough  to  enable  him,  as  heretofore  stated,  to  make  a  profit  on  that 
contract,  after  which  he  let  matters  slide  again,  so  far  as  the  manage- 
ment of  labor  was  concerned,  purposely,  I  have  no  doubt,  in  order  to 
make  it  seem  he  lost  heavily,  and  thus  enable  him  to  plead  in  an  affect- 
ing manner  ruinous  losses,  and  the  justice  of  compensation  therefor, 
carefully  keeping  out  of  view  that  the  loss  was  his  own  willful  act.  He 
does  not  fail  to  shed  tears  copiously,  make  a  male  Niobe  of  himself,  a 
fountain  of  living  waters,"  upon  the  slightest  occasion,  if  he  can  make 
any  money  by  it,  and  his  words  flow  more  easily  than  his  tears.  Hav- 
ing accomplished  his  ends  tears  disappear,  smiles  appear,  and  boasts  to 
those  outside  of  his  success  in  "  crying  "  money  out  of  his  victims. 

A  reference  to  extracts  from  notes  of  an  inspector  during  1867  will 
throw  some  light  upon  the  operations  of  that  year  and  of  18(>8.  They 
are  sent  herewith,  marked  A. 

The  loading  of  piers,  &c.,  complained  of  was  done  in  accoixiance  with 
understanding  with  Mr.  Eyre,  and  to  expedite  the  sinking  of  cribs, 
which  was  progressing  so  slowly  as  to  threaten  great  delay.  The  stop- 
page of  work,  if  any,  was  only  that  necessarily  attendant  on  such  con- 
structions. At  most  it  could,  however,  have  amounted  to  very  little, 
for  only  a. small  force  was  employed,  and  when. not  at  one  pier  or  crib  it 
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was  employed  on  another.    The  cribs  were  severally  sunk  on  June  24Ui, 
July  11th,  July  25th,  and  October  2l8t,  1868. 

6u  the  29th  of  July,  as  crib  or  pier  4  had  not  been  built  high  enough, 
work  was  xecommeuced  on  it  and  continued  as  opportunity  ofifered 
until  August  27th,  when  cribs  2  and  3  having  settled  enough  the 
work  of  throwing  off  stone  was  begun  on  them  and  leveling^  off  for 
platforms,  a  short  process,  for  on  August  29th  work  on  pier  4  was  re- 
sumed. In  October,  while  trying  to  get  crib  1  in  position,  it  seems  ou 
the  17th  and  18th,  they  were  waiting  for  stone  to  fill  it,  as  but  three 
men  had  shortly  before  been  working,  it  is  quite  likely  they  were  the  only 
persons  delayed.  Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Eyre  delayed  the  stone  contractor  on 
the  superstructure  for  about  two  years,  he  can  hardly  complain  of  that 
person  for  delaying  him  two  days.  The  rip-rapping,  costing  him  so 
much,  consisted  merely  in  throwing  off  the  loading  of  small  rubble- 
stone,  and  if  his  men  were  superintended  in  doing  it,  the  work  ought 
not  to  have  cost  him  $25  per  pier.  It  was  part  of  his  duty,  at  any 
rate,  to  throw  oft'  this  stone. 

Although  two  cribs  were  ready  for  work  for  upper  platforms  by  tbe 
end  of  August,  1868,  no  platforms  were  put  on  untU  1869,  owing  to  Mr. 
Eyre's  energy,  skill,  judgment,  and  experience,  thus  throwing  back  for 
another  season  all  work  dependent  ou  his  movements. 

Mr.  Eyre  complains  he  had  to  take  down  solid  crib-work  at  great 
exi>ense,  which  he  was  not  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  at  least 
implies  this.  The  facts  are:  the  inspector  has  told  me  that  Mr.  Eyre 
wished  to  build  the  three  first  undertaken  much  higher,  and  it  was  with 
great  difficulty  he  could  be  prevented  by  him  from  so  doing ;  so  that  be 
was  saved  from  additional  unnecessary  expense  by  the  agent  of  the 
United  States,  instead  of  being  put  to  expense.  On  crib  No.  4,  or  pier 
4,  as  he  calls  it,  he  went  to  the  other  extreme,  and  could  not  be  induced 
to  build  it  high  enough.  In  his  petition  he  admits  he  was  dela^'ed  in 
putting  a  platform  on  pier  4,  but  does  not  give  the  true  reason.  Tbe 
inspector,  in  December,  1868,  or  January,  1869,  tried  to  get  him  to  work 
ou  this  crib  and  raise  it  higher,  and  also  to  repair  damages  made  by  a 
vessel  which  ran  into  it.  He  was  asked  to  take  advantage  of  the  low 
tides  during  the  winter  when  the  weather  was  favorable,  but  would  not 
He  was  also  written  to  on  the  subject,  (see  Nos.  9  and  10  of  i>aper  B, 
forwarded  herewith ;)  and  the  same  urged  again  upon  his  visiting  this 
office  in  answer  to  the  letters.  My  letter  to  Chief  of  Engineers  of 
December  20, 1869,  states  some  facts  as  to  his  duplicity  at  this  time. 
Paper  A  also  contains  a  table  of  tides  and  weather  for  January  and 
February  and  March,  1869,  until  work  may  be  said  to  have  been  resumed, 
which  will  give  some  idea  of  the  valuable  time  then  lost  by  Mr.  Byre. 
Had  he  obeyed  the  verbal  and  written  instructions  in  regard  to  that 
pier,  and  worked  in  the  mild,  favorable  weather  of  January  and  Febru- 
ary, 1869,  when  tides  served,  instead  of,  as  I  am  informed,  doing  tide- 
work  elsewhere,  he  could  have  been  saved  a  delay  of  several  months 
in  that  pier,  which  was  not  completed  until  November  11, 1869. 

His  statement  that  the  work  done  elsewhere  was  done  when  it  wa^ 
impossible  to  work  at  Marcus  Hook,  according  to  my  information,  is 
untrue. 

The  assertion  that  he  can  prove  <^  that  if  the  stone  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  piers  had  been  ready,  he  could,  months  before,  had  several  of 
them  completed,''  is  not  in  accordance  with  common  sense;  for  he  states, 
on  last  page,  referring  to  the  stone-contractors,  that  there  are  **  others 
engaged  on  other  parts  of  the  work,  unconnected,  however,  with  his 
own  contract."    What  influence  the  absence  or  presence  of  the  saper- 
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stractnre  could  have  on  the  wood-work  for  substructure,  either  to  aid 
or  impede  in  his  work,  is  not  seen.  By  the  assertion  he  merely  admits^ 
had  he  chosen,  he  could  have  completed  the  piers  months  sooner  than 
he  did,  which  is  a  fact  long  known  to  others. 

The  impression  intended  to  be  made  by  the  statement,  in  general 
terms,  *about  the  piers,  that  ^' after  being  made  ready  they  remained 
several  weeks  and  months  waiting  for  arrival  of  stone,''  is  erroneous. 
The  piers  were  completed  one  by  one.  The  first  was  completed  about 
the  middle  of  June,  1869,  and  a  second  by  the  end  of  the  same  month. 
So  soon  as  it  was  certain  everything  was  ready,  the  stone-contractor 
and  the  one  for  labor  on  superstructure  were  notified.  After  delay  in 
getting  a  vessel,  one  course  of  stone  was  received  at  Marcus  Hook  July 
29  or  30,  following,  and  laid  in  August.  During  that  month  a  third 
platform  was  made  ready  and  a  course  of  stone  received  on  second  plat- 
form. During  October  a  third  course  was  received  on  third  platform. 
November  1  a  fourth  course  was  received,  belonging  to  the  second  tier 
of  stones,  and  placed  on  previous  course.  Finally,  after  four  courses  of 
the  superstructure  had  been  laid  on  the  other  piers,  the  fourth  platform 
was  completed  November  11, 1869,  by  Mr.  Eyre.  It  was  almost  imme- 
diately run  into  by  a  vessel  and  damaged.  Yet,  in  December  6,  over 
half  of  a  course  of  stones  was  received  on  that  platform ;  the  remain- 
der being  received  in  January,  1870.  The  piers,  therefore,  after  they 
were  made,  did  not  wait  very  long  for  the  stone. 

l%e  allegation  that  the  stone-contractor  never  quarried  more  than 
''three  isolated  pieces  of  stone  from  first  to  last"  is  in  keeping  with  the 
rest  of  the  petition.  On  the  7th  of  October,  1867, 1  inspected  the  quarries 
of  the  person  referred  to,  and  there  saw  several  stones  that  had  been 
quarried  for  the  piers,  and  some  sixty  or  seventy  were  then  quarried  or 
soon  after.  At  the  time  Mr.  Eyre  dated  his  petition,  some  ten  cut 
stones  from  these  quarries  were  in  the  piers  at  Marcus  Hook.  The 
whole  difficulty  with  stone  is  Mr.  Eyre's  fault.  At  the  time  of  my  in- 
spection of  the  quarry  in  1867,  the  contractor  told  me,  or  soon  after. 
that  as  Mr.  Eyre  could  not  get  the  piers  ready  anyhow  (for  it  was  well 
known  the  only  one  that  had  been  begun  was  hard  agrouni,  and  had 
been  for  some  time)  until  well  into  the  next  season,  it  would  be  impru- 
dent to  go  ahead  and  quarry  and  cut  stone,  and  wait  for  a  year  or  two 
for  payment,  as  the  stones  were  only  to  be  paid  for  on  delivery  at  Mar- 
cus Hook,  and  they  could  not  be  received  there  by  the  other  contractor 
except  at  great  cost,  until  the  piers  were  ready  for  them.  He  added  he 
had  not  the  capital  to  do  this.  He  began  to  quarry  early  in  1867,  and 
in  1868,  about  August,  when  it  was  supposed  Mr.  Eyre  would  put  on  some 
platforms,  began  cutting  stone.  The  inaction,  thereafter,  of  Mr.  Eyre, 
showed  clearly  no  stone  could  be  laid  before  the  third  season,  so  the 
cutting  stone  was  stopped.  In  the  mean  time  the  increase  in  wages  of 
stone-cutters  had  been  so  great  that  he  became  involved.  He,  however, 
arranged  with  another  qnan^yman  to  aid  him,  and  during  the  winter 
four  courses  were  nearly  made  ready,  each  consisting  of  upward  of  40 
stones.  The  contractor  for  laying  superstructure  was  also,  in  1867,  em- 
barrassed by  Mr.  Eyre's  delay  and  promises.  His  agent,  on  the  strength 
of  these,  went  to  considerable  expense,  it  is  said,  in  preparation,  and 
uijon  arriving  at  Marcus  Hook  and  seeing  the  state  of  things,  and  that 
there  was  no  hope  of  doing  anything,  in  disgust  threw  up  his  engage- 
ments. 

Owing  to  Mr.  Eyre's  misconduct,  and  the  delay  caused  thereby,  it  will 
now  cost  some  $4,000  or  $5,00u  additional  to  procure  the  stone  for  super- 
structure; that  is,  in  excess  of  contract  price.    It  has  cost  the  United 
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States,  in  payment  of  inspector's  office  expenses,  &c.,  to  wait  npon  bis 
movements  and  watch  him,  for  the  past  year,  after  the  expiration  of  his 
extended  time,  which  was  the  end  of  the  season  of  1868,  some  t2,800. 
These  expanses  were  necessary,  as  it  would  not  do  to  trust  him,  he 
requiring  incessant  watching.  He  has  not  hesitated,  as  experience  has 
proven,  in  addition  to  falsehood,  to  resort  to  fraud  to  accomplish  his 
ends. 

As  to  his  desire  for  settlement  and  the  alleged  retaining  of  his  pay, 
simply  because  others  have  not  performed  their  contracts,  &c.,it  will  be 
seen,  by  referring  to  paper  B  12,  that  after  a  thorough  revision  and  cal- 
culation of  the  amounts  of  timber  furnisbed  and  work  done  by  him  had 
been  made  in  this  office,  he  was  written  to  for  that  end. 

Aft^r  receiving  that  letter,  he  came  to  this  office,  but  would  not  sign 
the  papers;  was  in  no  hurry  ;  would  wait,  &c.  I  am  inclined  to  think 
he  would  rather  wait,  for  now  he  tells  his  creditors  money  is  due  him 
from  the  United  States ;  that  when  he  gets  that  he  will  pay  them,  &c; 
in  the  mean  time  pays  nothing.  More  than  one  gentieman  has  called  on 
the  subject — to  find  out  how  the  matter  was — and  one,  at  least,  said  he 
understood  exactly,  but  the  case  was  very  different  from  Mr.  Eyre's 
representation  of  it  to  him. 

To  sum  up,  his  statements  as  to  timber,  and  error  in  advertising  there- 
for, and  his  conversations  with  me  are  incorrect,  to  say  the  least.  If  he 
can  be  believed  at  all,  he  made  a  profit  on  his  contract  for  timber.  He 
needs  no  compensation  on  that  score. 

His  claims  for  building  up,  or  rather  teanng  down,  crib-work,  rip- 
rapping,  hewing  down  timber,  &c.,  are  not  well  founded.  If  they  had 
been  just,  their  amount,  pecuniarily,  would  have  been  a  trifle — ^not  worth 
considering. 

Those  relating  to  contractor  for  stone  superstructure  did  not  effect  his 
work ;  moreover,  are  untrue,  and  in  making  them  he  virtually  condemns 
himself  by  admitting  he  could  have  hastened  the  completion  of  the 
cribs  by  several  months  had  he  chosen  so  to  do.  His  claims  for  compen- 
sation on  account  of  delays,  tides  being  unfavorable  and  subjecting 
him  to  great  expense,  have  no  just  foundation,  the  loss  being  the  result 
of  his  own  wrong.  . 

By  examination  of  paper  B  it  will  be  seen  that  from  the  beginning 
Mr.  Eyre  was  in  fault  and  kept  so. 

His  loss  on  labor  is  the  direct  consequence  of  his  own  faithlessness, 
want  of  judgment,  inattention  to  the  proper  administration  of  his  work, 
and  willful  disregard  of  advice  and  orders.  His  action  has  made  him  a 
byword  and  a  laughing  stock  to  others.  In  the  case  of  pier  4,  partica- 
larly,  he  would  exercise  his  own  skill,  judgment,  and  experience,  and 
now  rues  the  consequences.  By  a  penny- wise  and  pound-foolish  policy, 
from  beginning  to  end,  he  would  send  a  boy  to  the  mill  when  he  should 
have  sent  a  man.  Instead,  when  tides  were  running  favorably,  of  hav- 
ing a  force  at  hand  to  work  on  all  piers  at  once,  he  would  potter  away 
for  months  with,  perhaps,  four  men.  Especially  in  laying  the  platforms, 
months  of  delay  would  have  been  avoided ;  for,  with  a  proper  force,  all 
the  platforms  could  have  been  put  on  in  three  or  four  good  tides,  bat, 
by  only  working  in  driblets,  several-tides  were  wasted  on  one  pier. 

It  has  been  a  weary  task  to  try  to  hold  Mr.  Byre  to  his  contracts , 
whether  for  material  or  labor.  He  has  tried  threats,  brow-beating,  tears 
in  his  eyes,  wheedling,  intimation  of  pecuniary  rewards,  falsehood,  and 
nearly  everything  mean  and  despicable  to  beat  or  force,  not  only  the 
inspector,  but  myself,  to  commit  ourselves,  in  some  way,  to  him  that  he 
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might  cheat  the  United  States  with  impunity.    He  richly  deserves  heavy 
losses. 

Whatever  energy,  skill,  and  judgment  Mr.  Byre  may  have  once  pos- 
sessed, he  most  assuredly  has  failed  to  exhibit  them  in  a  pcoper  way  on 
the  work  he  contracted  for  at  Marcus  Hook. 

He  not  only  merits  no  compensation  whatever,  but  should,  if  practi- 
cable, be  made  to  forfeit  more  than  the  contracts  call  for,  on  account  of 
his  failure,  time  and  again,  to  comply  with  stipulations  as  to  time,  ex- 
tended time,  and  as  to  instructions,  whether  given  by  myself  or  the  in- 
spector, and  his  attempt  at  fraud. 

I,  therefore,  protest  against  paying  any  attention  to  the  claims  urged 
in  the  petition.  They  are  not  well  founded,  being  little  else  than  after- 
thoughts magnified  and  falsified  to  the  utmost,  in  an  endeavor  thereby 
to  defraud  the  United  States.* 

The  petition  is  returned  herewith.  There  are  in  all  three  accompany- 
ing papers.

Sir  :  Yesterday,  upon  visiting  Marcus  Hook  to  ascertain  the  progress 
made  there  on  the  wharves  under  repair,  and  also  on  the  cribs  under 
contract  with  you,  it  was  ascertained  no  work  was  doing  on  the  latter. 
One  crib  partly  constructed  was  moored  in  the  stream.    No  workman 
of  your  party,  so  far  as  could  be  found  out,  was  present,  and  Mr. 
Shuster,  the  inspector,  &c.,  for  the  United  States,  informed  me  that  the 
last  work  done  on  the  crib  was  on  or  about  the  5th  or  7th  of  this  month. 
You  have  now  been  nearly  two  months  and  a  half  at  work,  not  even 
one  crib  finished  and  in  position. 

Three  more  cribs  are  to  be  constructed  by  you  under  the  contract, 
and  all  are  to  be  in  place  and  properly  completed  by  January  1, 1868. 
Other  contractors,  unless  you  hasten  your  movements,  will  be  delayed 
in  their  operations,  and  should  injury  to  them  follow  through  your  fault, 
there  may  be  claims  for  damages  on  you  and  your  sureties.  I  wish  to 
know  whether  you  intend  complying  with  your  contract  or  not,  that 
proper  steps  may  be  taken  under  the  authority  of  the  War  Department 
if  you  do  not. 

You  are  requested  to  inform  me,  as  soon  as  practicable,  of  your  inten- 
tions as  to  carrying  on  the  work  for  which  you  have  contracted,  and  for 
which  you  are  under  bonds  to  the  amount  in  all  of  $14,000.

Sir  :  On  the  14th  of  October  last  a  letter  was  sent  to  your  address, 
informing  you  that  it  was  reported  by  the  United  States  inspector  at 
Marcus  Hook  that  your  men  made  hardly  any  progress  in  the  work  yon 
have  contracted  to  do  at  that  place  for  the  United  States.  The  agent 
also  stated  that  your  men  were  certainly  trifling  with  some  one. 

The  same  inspector  and  agent  writes  me  under  date  of  November  1, 
1867 :  "  The  work  on  the  crib  is  not  progressing  at  all.  Mr.  Eyjre'a 
agent  left  here  on  Friday  last  on  business,  and  has  not  yet  returned; 
it  is  not  on  account  of  timber,  as  I  have  stated  to  you  before;  they  are 
trifling  with  the  work." 

This  action  or  inaction  needs  explanation.  Yon  have  now  been  about 
four  months  nominally  at  work,  for  one  crib  is  not  yet  sunk  in  position. 
Three  more  and  this  one  to  be  completed  and  in  position  according  to 
the  terms  of  your  contract  by  the  1st  day  of  January,  1868.  I  wish  you 
to  state  at  once  what  your  intentions  are,  that  a  proper  representatioQ 
of  the  case  may  be  made  to  the  Department  at  Washington  for  its  ac- 
tion.

Sib:  Upon  inspecting  work  at  Marcus  Hook  yesterday  I  was  rather 
surprised  to  find  no  one  there  at  work  for  you,  and  apparently  no  prep- 
arations made  for  work,  other  than  some  lumber  there,  and  no  one  to 
look  out  for  it.  Nor  had  much  of  anything  been  done  toward  moving 
the  unfinished  crib,  as  all  that  could  be  seen  was  perhaps  some  two 
cubic  yards  of  stone  that  had  been  fished  out. 

From  your  representations  it  was  supposed  work  had  begun  in  earnest, 
and,  depending  on  them,  I  recently  applied  for  money  for  the  work, 
stating  operations  had  been  resumed  and  the  money  would  be  needed. 

Every  day  now  lost  will  throw  the  completion  of  the  cribs  back,  and,  at 
best,  it  will  be  months  before  they  can  be  put  in  place.  All  the  delay  sub- 
jects me  to  censure  by  the  War  Department  for  not  prosecuting  the 
work  vigorously,  and  will  make  trouble  for  yourself.  I  now  call  your 
attention  seriously  to  this  matter,  and  request  you  will  begin  at  once 
and  cany  the  work  to  as  rapid  a  conclusion  as  is  consistent  with  proper 
workmanship,  and  the  requisite  strength  and  solidity.

He  also  writes  in  regard  to  crib  4,  "  and  find  the  crib  will  have  to 
have  another  course  of  timber  built  in  it  for  certain,  and  if  the  weather 
becomes  any  way  warm,  and  the  river  clear  of  ice,  it  should  be  done,  so 
it  could  be  filled  with  stone."  •  •  •  •  • 

You  will  please  have  the  matters  attended  to.  Very  often,  about  the 
1st  of  January,  there  are  several  mild  days,  and  advantage  should  be 
taken  of  such  to  do  the  work  needed.  ♦  •  •  •

Sir  :  In  iny  letter  to  you,  under  date  of  December  28,  1868,  you  were 
requested  to  attend  to  having  a  new  course  of  timber  put  ou  crib  No.  4, 
and  to  take  advantage  of  the  mild  weather,  which  frequently  occurs 
about  the  1st  of  January,  to  have  this  done.  For  more  than  two  weeks 
the  weather  has  been  good,  and  1  am  infornjed  the  tides  have  been  favor- 
able, but  you  have  not  followed  out  the  instructions  given.  The  inspec- 
tor at  Marcus  Hook  has  writteu  you  two  or  three  times  upon  the  subject, 
and  you  have  done  nothing.  By  your  contract  you  are  to  do  this  work 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  you  shall  receive  from  the  engineer 
oflBcer  in  charge,  or  his  agents,  and  yet  you  are  paying  no  attention  to 
these  instructions.  For  the  last  time  I  call  upou  you  to  carry  out  the 
instructions  given  you  at  once,  before  reporting  your  conduct  to  the 
Department,  and  requesting  authority  to  take  legal  measures  against 
you  and  your  bondsmen ;  and  also  that  all  other  officers  or  agents  in  the 
employ  of  the  Department  may  be  directed  not  to  employ  you  hereafter 
in  the  construction  of  an}^  works  in  their  charge.  •  •  *

He  reports  that  nothing  has 
been  done  towards  putting  in  the  platforms  of  the  two  outer  cribs ;  that 
there  is  no  fit  timber  there  for  the  purpose ;  that  but  four  men  are  at 
work,  where  there  should  be  a  large  force  to  do  anything,  and  that  the 
men  there  would  not  finish  them  this  season  or  this  year )  that  the  tides 
were  favorable. 

In  a  word,  from  his  report,  you  are  and  have  been  utterly  neglecting 
your  work.  Unless  a  proper  force  is  at  once  put  to  work,  and  timber 
furnished,  it  is  clear  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  authority  to  have  the 
work  done  at  the  direct  expense  of  the  United  States,  and  have  suit 
brought  against  your  sureties  for  damages  to  the  United  States,  result- 
ing i?om  your  failure  to  fulfill  your  contracts.

You  have  not  complied  with  the  stipulations  as  to  time,  even  extende«i 
time,  by  nearly  a  year,  for  by  your  contract  you  were  to  have  flnisfafd 
by  the  1st  of  January,  1868,  and  although  last  year  I  gave  yen,  by  an- 
thority,  all  the  time  yon  then  asked,  you  did  not  finish  until  on  or  aboat 
the  11th  of  November,  1869,  about  eleven  months  beyond  your  extendt^l 
time.  Nor  have  you  obeyed  instnictions  given  you,  but  have  taken 
your  own  time,  to  the  injury  of  the  United  States.  The  damages  that 
have  ensued  on  account  of  your  carelessness  and  willfulness,  and  that 
will  yet  result  therefrom  to  the  public  service,  will  not  near  be  covered 
by  the  amount  you  have  justly  forfeited  under  your  contracts.  Thv 
amount  forfeited  I  have  no  power  to  pay,  and  it  has  been  a  matter  oi 
serious  doubt  whether,  considering  the  loss  to  the  United  States  doe 
to  your  action,  or  rather  inaction,  I  am  justified  in  paying  you  a  ct*Dt 
But  as  some  days  since  a  statement  of  the  case  was  forwarded  to  the 
Chief  of  Engineers,  in  accordance  with  what  was  told  you  should  be  my 
action,  and  he  was  informed  I  should  pay  you  the  $1,996.82  nn]f>'« 
otherwise  ordered,  and  the  receipt  of  the  letter  has  been  duly  »' 
knowledged  without  any  orders  on  that  point,  I  am  ready,  as  alrMuly 
stated,  to  pay  you  that  sum,  and  no  more,  whenever  you  choose  to  si^n 
the  proper  vouchers.  The  longer  you  wait  the  greater  your  loss.

Commenced  July  16,  1867.  August  5.  Crib  No.  1  built  up  to  first 
platform,  which  is  8  feet  from* bottom.  15th.  Compelled  to  notify  Mr. 
Eyre  his  timber  too  small.  Nothing  more  done  until  the  26th.  28th. 
Notified  Mr.  Eyre  work  was  not  performed  in  a  mechanical  way,  and  if 
continued  would  not  be  paid  for.  September  5,  Eun  out  of  timber. 
October  3.  Received  timber.  7th.  Resumed  work.  Nothing  more  done 
ontil  the  16th ;  cause,  foreman  drunk  and  no  oue  to  take  charge  of  men. 
From  16th  to  25th  work  progressed  favorably.  Nothing  more  done  until 
the  7th  of  November;  no  foreman.  5th.  The  crib  grounded.  7th.  A 
uew  foreman  came  to  take  i^harge  of  work,  and  commenced  building 
a|)on  crib  No.  1  while  aground,  which  caused  a  great  expense  to  Mr. 
E>Te.  Several  attempts  made  to  raise  the  crib,  but  to  no  purpose. 
I)eceraber  3.  The  last  effort  to  raise  crib,  but  to  no  purpose.  Mr.  Eyre 
closed  his  work  for  the  year  1867  the  10th  December. 

Resumed  work  May  11, 1868.  Plenty  timber,  and  work  progressing 
favorably.  All  of  the  cribs  under  way  at  one  time.  Sunk  crib  No.  2 
June  24;  crib  3,  Julv  11;  crib  4,  Julv  25.  No.  1  remains  to  be  sunk. 
Jnly  29.  Building  on  crib  No.  4.  August  4,  7,  11,  14,  18,  21,  25,  29. 
fioildiug  on  crib  4.  August  26.  Cribs  No.  2  and  3  filled  with  stone  suf- 
ficient to  be  brought  to  hard  bottom  August  27.  Commenced  throwing 
stone  off  of  cribs  2  and  3  and  leveling  for  platforms.  Crib  4  was  sunk 
with  four  loads  of  stone  with  the  expectation  of  building  upon,  while 
Buking  to  hard  bottom,  3  feet  of  timber,  its  required  height.  Septem- 
ber 9,  11,  14,  17.  Worked  on  crib  4.  17th,  18th,  19th,  2l8t,  22d.  Trying 
to  raise  crib  No.  1.  October  6.  Moved  crib  1  nearly  to  position  and 
dropi)ed  it.  7th.  Working  alternately  upon  cribs.  8th.  Nothing  done. 
»lh.  Three  men  work  on  crib  No.  3.  10th.  Nothing  done.  12th.  Nothing 
done;  no  men.  13th.  Election  day;  nothing  done.  14th  and  15th. 
llaiued.  16th  and  17th.  Waiting  for  stone.  18th.  Sunday.  19th.  Nothing 
clone.  20th,  21st.  Sinking  crib  No.  1.  21st.  Finished  sinking  crib  No.  1.

In  consequence  of  his  delays  the  United  States  were  obliged  to 
make  new  contracts  for  the  supply  of  stone  for  the  superstructure  of  the 
piers,  at  prices  diflering  from  those  in  the  first  contracts.  These  prices

Besides  these  injuries  to  the  United  States,  the  other  contractors, 

whose  oi)erations  were  depending  upon  Mr.  Eyre,  have  suffered  to  a 

greater  or  less  extent, 
To  recapitulate : 

The  additional  expense  caused  to  the  United  States  by  the 
failure  of  Mr.  Eyre  to  complete  his  contract  within  the  ex- 
tended time  is $2,814  50 

Other  expenses  to  the  United  States,  occasioned  by  his  de- 
lays, amount  to 2, 864  42 

Rise  of  prices  of  materials  during  the  two  years'  delay  amount 
to 3,349  72 
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Colonel  Stewart,  in  his  letter  of  December  30, 1869,  notified  Mr.  Eyre 
that  he  was  ready  to  pay  him  $1,996.82,  the  amount  dae  him  as  the 
balance  remaining  unpaid  of  the  80  per  cent,  specified  in  his  contracts. 
The  whole  20  per  cent,  being  forfeited,. Mr.  Eyre  would  not  take  tliis. 
Aft^r  Colonel  Stewart  left  for  California,  Mr.  Eyre  called  at  this  office, 
I  told  him  he  should  have  settled  his  business  before  Colonel  Stewart 
left;  that  I  would  not  make  him  any  payment  without  orders.  He  ex- 
pressed his  unwillingness  to  receive  the  amount  Colonel  Stewart  offered 
him  as  a  settlement. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts,  I  think  that  the  United  States  should  not  pay 
him  anything  until  the  piers  are  entirely  completed,  and  that  even  then 
he  should  be  left  to  establish  his  claim  by  legal  proceedings.

The  following  digest  of  the  opinions  of  thie  Attorney  General,  in  re- 
lation to  contracts,  are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
officers   of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  princi- 
ples therein  set  forth  will  be  rigidly  adhered  to.

Where  an  assignee  of  a  Government  contract  to  build  a  fortification 
executes  a  bond  to  the  Government,  with  sureties,  conditioned  that  he 
fulfill  the  original  contract,  he  and  his  sureties  are  as  much  bound  to  tbe 
performance  of  the  original  contract  as  they  would  be  in  the  case  of  a 
contract  wholly  original. — (pinion  Attorney  Oeneral^  October  17,  1820, 
page  402,  vol,  I. 

Where  the  public  exigencies  do  not  require  the  immediate  delivery  of 
the  articles,  or  i)erformance  of  the  service,  it  is  necessary  to  advertise 
previously  for  proposals  respecting  the  same. 

Where  immediate  delivery  is  necessary  to  the  wants  of  the  public  ser- 
vice, the  articles  required  must  be  obtained  by  open  purchase,  ♦.  e,j  at 
places  where  articles  of  the  description  wanted  are  usually  bought 
and  sold,  and  in  the  mode  in  which  such  purchases  are  ordinarily 
made  between  individuals. — Opinion  A.  G.,  August  29, 1829,  p.  251  j  vol. 
II. 

Where  a  contractor  with  the  Government  to  deliver  a  certain  quantity 
of  timber  by  a  time  specified  failed  in  respect  to  the  time,  and  saflfered 
a  forfeiture  of  10  per  cent,  thereby,  which  the  Fourth  Auditor  and  Sec- 
ond Comptroller  retained  from  his  acc>ouut,  it  cannot  be  refunded  to  the 
contractor  except  by  authority  of  Congress. 

When  such  contracts  have  been  made,  the  rights  of  the  parties  under 
them  become  at  once  vested,  and  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  agents  to 
modify  or  release  them. 

In  settling  the  accounts  and  ascertaining  the  balance,  the  account- 
ing officers  must   be  guided   by  the  instrument  itself.     Neither  the 
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Auditor  or  Comptroller  t*au  absolve  contractors  from  any  of  the  stipu- 
lations contained  in  their  contracts,  however  severely  they  may  be 
supposed  to  bear  upon  them. — Ojnnion  A.  G,,  December  14,  isiil,  jp.  480, 
roL  II. 

8ince  the  act  of  3d  of  March  1843,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navj^  is  not 
competent  to  renew  a  contract  which  has  exj)ired,  without  advertising, 
as  is  required  by  the  first  section  of  that  act ;  nor  is  it  comjietent  for 
the  Department  to  pay  to  the  contractors,  upon  forfeited  contracts,  the 
10  per  cent.,  reserved  as  collateral  security,  whether  the  same  has  been 
reserved  on  original  or  renewed  contracts. — Opinion  A.  G,j  November 
11,  1843,  p.  283,  vol  IV. 

The  ^Navy  Department  has  not  the  right,  under  th^  act  of  the  3d  of 
March,  1843,  in  awarding  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  to  modify 
its  terms  in  regard  to  the  time  of  delivery,  or  any  other  of  its  ma- 
terial elements.* — Opinion  A,  G.j  September  24, 1844,  p.  334,  vol.  IV. 

The  contract  of  the  Xavy  Agent  at  New  York,  with  the  Messrs. 
Benson,  for  piles  for  the  dry-dock  at  Brooklyn,  to  be  delivered  after 
Congress  should  make  further  appropriations,  is  not  valid  or  binding 
on  the  Department. — Opinion  A.  G.,  April  25, 1846,  p.  490,  vol.  IV. 

Neither  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  nor  of  any  other  executive  depart- 
ment, can  lawfully  contract  for  the  United  States,  except  under  a  law 
authorizing  it,  or  making  an  appropriation  adequate  to  fultill  the  en- 
gagement. 

Wherefore,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  cannot  lawfully  contract  for 
the  con.struction  of  the  dry-docks  at  Kittery,  Philadeli)hia,  and  Pen- 
sacola,  and  bind  the  Government  to  pay  therefor  an  amount  exceeding 
the  appropriations  already  made  for  that  object,  as  the  same  has  not 
been  specially  authorized. 

But  as  the  works  for  which  the  appropriations  are  made  are  im- 
portant, and  as  it  is  expedient  that  the  constructioh  thereof  should 
progress  so  far  forth  as  maj''  be  practicable,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  expend  so  much  for  the  appropriation  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  purchasing  sites  and  materials,  with  a  view  to  their  comple- 
tion under  the  future' direction  of  Congress. — Opinion  A.  6r.,  July  12, 
1847,  p.  GOO,  vol.  IV. 

h  is  competent  for  the  Government  to  assent  to  the  substitution  of  new 
parties  to  contract  with  the  United  States,  in  order  that  the  original 
stipulation  may  be  carried  out. 

But  it  is  not  competent  for  contractors  to  make  transfers  without  the 
consent  of  the  Government. — Opinion  A.  0.,  September  20,  1821,  p.  738 
rol.  F,  Appendix. 

Contractors  with  the  Government  may  transfer  with  the  assent  of 
(loverument,  and  when  such  transfers  are  made  and  assented  to,  the 
assignees  take  the  place  of  the  original  party. — Opinion  A.  G.,  January 
1^4, 1823,  p.  747,  vol  F,  Appendix. 

The  distinction  in  the  administrative  law  of  the'  United  States 
hetween  i)urchase  in  open  market  and  by  contract  discussed  and 
defined. 

The  law  requires  that  executory  contracts  for  supplies  and  material 
for  the  Departments  shall  be  duly  advertised.

If  the  provisions  of  law,  which  require  certain  contracts  to  be  adver- 
tised, are  disregarded,  that  the  contracts  while  they  remain  executory,

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and  without  commencement  of  performance,  are  subject  to  be  Temn- 
ded.— Opinion  A.  (?.,  March  24,  1854,  p.  406,  vol.  VL 

When  a  commissioned  officer,  or  other  agent  of  the  United  States, 
makes  a  contract  with  any  person  for  their  use  and  benefit,  and  with 
due  authority  of  law,  such  officer  or  other  public  agent  is  not  responsi- 
ble to  the  party,  whose  only  remedy  is  against  the  Government. 

But  in  making  contracts  with  any  one  claiming  to  act  for  the  Gov 
ernment,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  party  contracting  to  inquire  as  to  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  officer ;  without  which  it  is  doubtful  whether 
the  contract  affects  the  Government. 

If  a  public  officer,  however,  make  a  Government  contract  without 
authorit^'^,  and  which,  therefore,  does  not  bind  the  Government,  such 
officer  is  himself  personally  responsible  to  the  contracting  party, 

But  a  public  officer  or  other  agent,  though  not  contracting  for  the 
Government,  if  he  see  fit,  may  make  himself  the  responsible  party, 
either  exclusively  or  in  addition  to  the  Government. — Opinian  A.  (?., 
April  10, 1855,  p.  88,  vol.  VII. 

By  the  act  of  May  1, 1820,  the  power  of  the  executive  departments  is 
so  limited  that  they  can  bind  the  Government  only  in  two  cases ;  where 
the  contract  is  expressly  authorized  by  law,  and  where  there  is  an  ap- 
propriation already  made  large  enough  to  fulfill  it. 

In  the  first  place  there  is  an  express  power  to  contract  for  the  work ; 
in  the  second,  there  is  an  implied  power  to  contract  for  so  much  work  as 
the  appropriation  will  pay  for. 

If,  therefore,  Congress  appropriates  a  certain  sum  to  be  expended  hv 
the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  improvement  of  a  river,  the  Secretary  ex 
ceeds  his  power  when  he  makes  a  contract  for  more  work  than  the 
appropriation  will  pay. 

In  such  case,  after  the  appropriation  is  exhausted,  the  contract  is  at 
an  end. 

If  another  appropriation  is  made,  there  must  be  a  new  contract  for 
its  expenditure. — Opinion  A.  G.^  April  16, 1857,  p.  18,  vol.  IX. 

The  power  of  an  executive  department  to  impose  fines  and  forfeitures 
upon  their  contractors  is  derived  solely  from  the  agreement  to  that 
effect  in  the  contracts. — Opinion  A.  G,,  June  4, 1857,  p.  32,  vol.  IX. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  no  legal  authority  to  relieve  a  con 
tractor  on  the  Washington  Aqueduct  from  a  bad  bargain,  either  by  re 
scinding  the  contract  or  by  paying  him  a  higher  price  for  his  labor  than 
what  he  agreed  to  take. 

The  power  vested  in  the  head  of  an  exex;utive  department  to  make 
contract  for  work  or  materials  does  not  imply  the  power  to  rescind  or 
alter  such  contracts  when  made. — Opinion  A.  O.,  /September  5,  1857,  tol 
IXj  p.  81. 

Where  a  building  contract  provided  that  nine  tenths  of  the  value  of 
the  work  done  and  materials  furnished  should  be  paid  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  work  progressed,  it  was  held  that,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract, 
the  actual  value  of  the  work  done  and  materials  furnished  should  be 
estimated,  and  not  a  sum  bearing  to  that  value  the  ratio  of  the  contract 
price  for  the  whole  work  to  the  estimated  actual  cost  of  the  same.— 
Opinion  A.  G.,  September  30, 1858,  vol.  IX^  p.  194. 

Where,  by  a  contract  to  deliver  iron  pipes  to  the  Government,  it  was 
stipulated  that  the  delivery  should  be  completed  on  March  1,  1838; 
that  ten  per  cent,  of  the  price  should  be  retained  until  the  completion  of 
the  contract,  and  that  the  Government  might,  at  any  time,  for  delay  or 
non-compliance  with  the  agreement,  declare  it  forfeited,  it  was  held  that 
the  failure  of  the  contractors  to  deliver  all  the  pipes  by  the  time  indi- 
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cated  did  DOt  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  money  reserved,  when  the  Gov- 
ernment continued  to  receive  the  pipes  after  the  time  limited  for  the 
completion  of  the  delivery.* — Opinion  A.  (?.,  October  25, 1858,  vol.  IX,  p. 
210. 

A  contract  for  surveying  the  reservations  under  a  contract  with  the 
Pottawatomie  Indians  of  April  15, 18G2,  is  a  contract  for  ''personal 
services,"  and,  therefore,  may  be  made  without  previous  advertisement 
for  proposals,  under  the  tenth  section  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1862. — 
Opinion  A.  G.,  May  23, 1862,  vol.  Xj  p.  261.

lu  the  case  of  the  within  claim  of  A.  P.  Eyre,  contractor,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  it  as  my  opinion  that  the  reserved  one-fifth  of  the  com- 
pensation of  Eyre,  under  the  contracts,  has  been  legally  forfeited  to  the 
United  States. 

The  clause  in  the  contracts  in  regard  to  the  forfeiture  is  as  follows : 

''  That  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  com- 
ply with  each  and  everj^  stipulation  of  this  contract,  then  the  said 
reserved  one-fifth,"  (that  is,  the  one-fifth  agreed  in  the  preceding  clause, 
not  to  be  payable  till  the  completion  of  the  work,  &c.,)  "is  to  be  for- 
feited to  the  United  States.'' 

This  forfeiture  is  absolute  and  final,  upon  the  non-performance,  by 
Eyre,  of  any  stipulation  in  the  contracts.  The  case  is  not  like  "  Starr's 
case,"  (IX  Opinions  of  Attorney  General,  210,)  referred  to  by  the  Chief  of 
Engineers,  because  there  the  forfeiture  was  conditioned  upon  the  agree- 
ment being  formaHy  declared  to  be  forfeited  by  the  representative  of 
the  Government ;  and  it  was  held  that  as  that  officer  had  not  proceeded 
to  declare  it  forfeited,  upon  the  original  term  of  the  contract  having 
expired,  but  had  gone  on  and  accepted  a  performance  at  a  later  date, 
the  right  to  forfeiture  had  been  revived. 

In  this  opinion  the  Attorney  General,  (Mr.  Black,)  expressly  distin- 
guishes the  case  of  Starr  froih  that  of  *'  Grice,"  (II  Opinions,  480,)  also 
referred  to  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  in  which  the  execution  of  the  for- 
feiture was  made  absolute  upon  the  non-performance  of  the  contract 
"  within  the  time  stipulated.^ 

The  present  case  is  thus  similar  to  that  of  Grice;  is  indeed  a  stronger 
case  of  the  class,  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  only  upon  failure  as  to  the  time, 
but  failure  as  to  any  other  element  of  the  bargain,  that  the  forfeiture  is 
agreed  to  become  executed  and  absolute.  And  it  is  clear,  from  the  full 
and  able  statement  of  the  matter  by  Colonels  Stewart  and  Kurtz,  that 
there  was  a  failure  by  Eyre  in  nearly  all,  if  not  in  all,  of  the  terms  of 
the  contracts. 

The  question  whether  the  forfeiture  has  vested,  being  understood  to 
be  the  only  one  raised  in  the  communication  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers 
to  the  Secretary  of  War,  of  the  8th  instant,  and  now  referred  to  this 
Bureau,  I  have,  therefore,  to  report  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  balance 
due  upon  the  contracts,  less  the  20  per  cent-  forfeited,  is  alone  payable 
to  Eyre,  and  to  advise  that,  if  he  will  not  accept  this  amount,  he  be  left 
to  prosecute  his  claim  outside  of  this  Department.

Sir  :  In  the  matter  of  Abraham  P.  Eyre,  who  claims  of  the  United 
States  Government  for  work  done,  under  contract  with  the  War  De 
partment,  the  sum  of  $5,031.04  for  building  ice-cribs  at  Marcus  Hook, 
in  the  river  Delaware,  it  has  been  decided  upon  legal  points,  by  Judge 
Advocate  General,  that  said  Abraham  P.  Eyre  ha«  forfeited  20  per  cent. 
of  his  Tvhole  contract  price  for  doing  said  work,  for  failure  to  comply 
with  condition  of  said  contract;  and  that  the  balance  due  to  him,  less 
20  per  cent,  as  aforesaid,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $1,996.82,  and  this 
alone  should  be  paid. 

As  attorney  of  the  said  Abraham  P.  Eyre,  and  acting  for  him  in  this 
behalf,  I  desire  most  respectfully  to  appeal  from  this  decision  of  the 
Judge  Advocate  General,  and  to  ask  that  this  matter  may  be  recon- 
sidered and  acted  upon.  The  claimant  admits  that  the  terms  of  bis 
contract  were  not  fully  complied  with,  but  that  it  was  utterly  impossi- 
ble to  obtain  timber  to  carry  out  the  work ;  and  he  admits  that  said 
work  was  not  finished  within  the  time  extended  to  him  by  General 
Stewart,  but  ho  asks  that,  inasmuch  as  said  work  was  done  as  soon  as 
by  any  possibility  it  could  have  been  done  by  anybody;  that  he  was  al- 
lowed to  go  on  and  finish  the  same  after  said  extended  time  had  ex- 
pired, and  that  said  work  has  now  been  completed  in  a  satisfactory 
way,  and  that  no  damage  or  loss  has  accrued  to  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment by  reason  of  said  delay — he  respectfully  asks  that  his  said 
claim  may  be  ordered  to  be  paid  in  full,  as  presented  to  the  Chief  of 
Engineers.

General:  I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  P. 

Eyre,  received  by  me  on  the  1st  of  March.    Mr.  Eyre  is  the  contractor 

for  timber  and  workmanship  on  timber  for  the  piers  at  Marcus  Hook. 

His  contracts  are  dated  July  13  1867;  expired  January  1,  1868,  and 
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were  extended  to  January  1,  1869.    He  failed  to  comply  with  his  under- 
takings. 

My  knowledge  of  the  transactions  is  contained  in  the  letters  of  CJolo- 
nel  Stewart  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers  of  December  21, 1869,  and  Febru- 
ary 28,  1870,  and  the  office  records  and  files,  and  is  embodied  in  my  let- 
ter of  June  10,1870. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Eyre  now  proposes  to  accept  of  the  Govern- 
ment whatever  will  be  paid  him. 

Colonel  Stewart  proposed  in  the  above  letters  to  retain  as  forfeited 
all  the  twenty  per  cent,  reserved  under  Eyre's  contracts,  and  to  pay  him 
the  remaining  balance  found  due  him  for  materials  delivered  and  work 
done,  amounting  to  $1,996.82. 

Judge  Advocate  General  Holt,  in  his  opinion  of  December  12, 1870, 
concurred  in  with  same  date  by  the  Secretary  of  War,. which  opinion 
was  transmitted  to  me  from  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  on  the 
14th  December,  1870,  for  my  guidance,  advises  that  the  balance  due 
upon  the  contracts,  Teas  the  twenty  per  cent.,  is  alone  payable  to  Eyre. 
1  will,  therefore,  pay  him  this  sum  as  in  full  of  his  claim,  unless  you 
ghoald  instruct  me  otherwise. 

Whether  the  payment  should  be  made  now  or  after  the  final  comple- 
tion of  the  piers,  is  the  only  remaining  question  as  to  which  I  ask  in- 
structions. The  parties  now  engaged  on  the  stone-work  appear  to  be 
fully  disposed  to  complete  their  undertakings,  and  will  probably  finish 
everything  in  April.  The  ultimate  expenditures  cannot  be  stated  until 
the  work  is  completed.

Sir  :  By  the  sixteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  July  19, 1866,  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Indians,  it  is  provided 
that  friendly  Indians  may  be  settled  in  any  part  of  the  Cherokee  country, 
west  of  the  96th  meridian,  west  longitude.  (Stat,  at  Large,  toI.  14, 
pa^e  804.) 

The  act.  of  Congress,  approved  July  15, 1870,  made  it  the  duty  of  the 
President  to  remove  the  Great  and  Little  Osage  Indians  to  lands  pro- 
vided, or  to  be  provided,  for  them  in  the  Indian  Territory ;  said  lands  to 
be  paid  for  ont  of  the  proceetla  of  the  sale  of  their  lauds  in  Kansas. 
(Stat,  at  Large,  vol.  16,  page  362.) 

In  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  and  treaty  referred  to,  and  by 
the  concurrent  action  of  the  Department  and  the  Cherokee  Nation,  the 
Osages  were  removed  to  a  reservation  selected  for  them  in  the  Indian 
Territory,  believed  to  be,  at  the  date  of  removi\l,  east  of  the  96th  meri- 
dian, where  substantial  and  valuable  improvements  have  been  made 
by  them. 

A  recent  survey  establishes  the  96th  meridian,  a  distance  of  three  and 
a  half  miles  west  upon  its  supposed  location  npou  the  ground,  and  the 
most  valuable  improvements  made  by  the  Osages  now  lie  east  of  said 
meridian.  ^ 

1  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  herewith,  a  copy  of  a  report  dated  the 
Ist  instant,  addressed  to  this  Department  by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
,  Affairs,  and  accompanying  papers,  in  relation  to  this  subject  I  respect- 
fully recommend,  for  the  consideration  of  Congress,  the  accompanying 
paper,  marked  B,  being  a  draught  of  <*An  act  to  confirm  to  the  Great  and 
Little  Osage  Indians  a  reservation  in  the  Indian  Territory." 

Inasmuch  as  the  location  of  the  Great  and  Little  Osages  upon  their 
present  reservation  was  made  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Cherokee 
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Indians,  and,  in  fact,  as  their  delegaHon  allepre,  in  opposition  to  their 
protest,  it  is  liighly  important  that  this  subject  receive  early  attention.

SiR^  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commani- 
cation  of  the  20th  ultimo,  transmitting  the  report  and  accompanying 
papers  presented  to  the  Department  by  Thomas  Wistar  and  George 
HowTaud,  jr.,  who  were  appointed  commissioners  to  arrange  certain  dif- 
ficulties between  the  Cherokee  and  Osage  Indians,  growing  out  of  the 
change  of  the  line  of  the  96th  meridian. 

In  compliance  with  your  instructions  to  state  my  views  and  sugges 
tions  thereon,  I  respectfully  report  as  follows,  viz : 

It  being  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  remove  from  the  State  of 
Kansas,  so  far  as  possible,  Indian  tribes  residing  therein,  the  Great  and 
Little  Osages  were,  in  accordance  with  section  12  of  the  Indian  appro- 
priation act,  approved  July  15,  1870,  (Stat,  at  Large,  vol.  16,  p.  362,) 
induced  to  dispose  of  their  lands  in  that  State  and  remove  to  the  Indian 
Territory,  where  a  suitable  reservation  in  compact  form,  equal  to  160 
acres  for  each  member  of  the  tribe,  was  to  be  provided  for  them  west 
of  the  96th  meridian,  the  United  States  having  the  right  to  settle 
friendly  Indians  thereon,  as  provided  in  the  Cherokee  treaty  of  July  19, 
1866.    (SUt.  at  Large,  vol.  14,  p.  799.) 

A  preliminary  survey  was  made  in  order  to  determine,  as  nearly  as 
was  at  that  time  practicable,  the  line  of  tlie  96th  meridian,  and  the 
Osages  thereupon  selected  and  removed  to  a  tract  adjoining  and  imme- 
diately west  of  the  supposed  line,  believed  to  be  60  miles  in  length  from 
north  to  south,  and  14.58^  miles  from  east  to  west,  and  to  contain 
560,000  acres.  Recently  the  official  survey  of  the  line  of  the  96th  meri- 
dian has  been  made,  and  is  shown  to  be  about  3^  miles  to  the  west,  and 
the  length  of  the  tract  assigned  to  the  Osages  to  be  but  69  miles  68.53 
chains,  thereby  throwing  a  part  of  the  Osage  lands,  with  most  of  their 
Taluable  improvements,  east  of  the  96th  meridian,  and  reducing  the 
quantity  of  land  embraced  in  said  tract  to  5^36,934  acres.  To  remedy 
the  embarrassment  caused  by  this  discovery,  Messrs.  Wistar  and  How- 
land  were  designated  by  the  Department  as  commissioners  to  arrange 
with  the  Cherokee  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  securing,  if  practica- 
ble, their  assent  to  the  Osages  remaining  on  that  portion  of  their  lands 
thrown  east  of  the  96th  meridian  by  the  survey;  otherwise  to  select  a 
new  ieservation  for  them,  and  full  instructions  were  given  said  commis- 
sioners to  that  end  by  tliis  office,  under  date  of  November  4,  1871. 

From  the  report  of  said  commissioners  now  submitted,  it  appears  that 
the  Osages  have  agreed  to  take,  in  lieu  of  the  lands  first  assigned  them 
in  the  Cherokee  country,  the  whole  of  the  tract  lying  between  the  96th 
meridian  "  and  the  main  channel  of  the  Arkansas  River,  with  the  sonth 
line  of  the  State  of  Kansas  for  a  northern  boundary,  and  the  North 
Creek  line  and  the  main  channel  of  Ihe  Arkansas  River  for  a  southern 
and  western  boundary,"  the  price  to  be  fixed  by  the  President.

It  is  also  stipulated  in  said  agreement  that  the  Department  shall  ap- 
point three  appraisers  to  appraise  the  value  of  the  Osage  improvements 
now  east  of  the  96th  meridian,  the  aggregate  amount  of  said  improve- 
ments to  be  deducted  from  the  amount  to  be  paid  theCherokeesfor  the 
lands. 

It  is  further  stipulated  that  the  Osages  agree  to  admit  the  Kansas  or 
Kaw  tribe  of  Indians  upon  their  lands,  and  that  if  they  cannot  agree 
upon  a  location  for  the  latter,  or  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  lands  to  be 
sold  to  the  Kaws,  the  President  shall  dcftermine  the  matter. 

Such  is  the  arrangement  proposed  to  be  adopted  to  obviate  the  diffi- 
culties created  by  the  original  false  determination  of  the  96th  meridian, 
as  respects  the  home  which  the  Government  is  bound  to  provide  for  the 
Osages  in  the  Indian  country.  It  would  be  wholly  within  the  compe- 
tence of  the  Department  to  approve  this  arrangement  and  carry  it  into 
execution  without  resort  to  Congress,  but  for  the  fact  that  the  tract 
which  is  thus  proposed  to  be  set  apart  for  the  Osages  is  in  excess  of 
160  acres  to  each  member  of  the  tribe,  even  when  increased  by  the  ac- 
cession of  the  Kaws. 

The  tract  above  described  is  estimated  to  contain  1,700,000  acres, 
being  1,140,000  acres  in  excess  of  the  amount  to  which  the  Osages  are 
entitled  to  receive  under  the  Cherokee  treaty  of  1866,  and  the  twelfth 
section  of  the  Indian  appropriation  bill,  approved  July  15, 1870.  The 
Kansas,  or  Kaws,  numbered  627  at  their  last  census.  Allowing  160  acres 
to  each  of  them  would  appropriate  an  additional  amount  of  about 
100,000  acres,  leaving  over  1,000,000  acres  unappropriated  at  the  rate 
of  160  acres  to  each  individual. 

The  importance  of  speedily  securing  a  permanent  settlement  for  the 
Osages  in  the  Indian  country  is  very  manifest  and  urgent.  The  ques- 
tion whether  it  shall  be  done  by  confirming  them  in  their  occupation  of 
the  reserve  originally  meted  out  for  them,  in  spite  of  the  new  determi- 
nation of  the  line  of  the  96th  meridian,  on  the  ground  that  the 
identical  tract  was  in  contemplation  of  the  Osages,  the  Cherokees, 
and  the  United  States,  and  that  the  line  of  the  96th  meridian  was 
only  taken  as  descriptive,  it  being  the  intention  of  all  parties  to  the 
several  agreements  affecting  this  tract  that  the  eastern  boundary  thereof 
should  be  the  line  then  known  and  accepted  as  the  line  of  the  96th 
meridian;  or  whether  the  specific  arrangement  proposed,  and  under- 
stood to  have  been  effected  with  the  Osages  for  their  establishment 
in  the  Indian  country  shall  be  regarded  as  having  failed  through  the 
new  determination  of  the  line  of  the  96th  meridian,  and  a  new  reserva* 
tion  be  thereupon  set  apart  for  them  in  accordance  with  the  twelfth 
section  of  the  act  of  June  15, 1870,  or  under  authority  to  be  derived 
from  new  legislation,  is  a  question  upon  which  I  have  the  honor  to  ask 
the  decision  of  the  Department.  I  am  strongly  disposed  to  hold  that 
the  Osages  should  not  be  disturbed  in  their  occupation  of  the  tract  ori- 
ginally assigned  to  them,  but  that  they  should  be  regarded  as  having 
rights  therein  superior  to  those  claimed  by  the  Cherokees.  In  this  view 
I  submit  herewith  the  draught  of  a  bill  marked  A,  to  confirm  the  Osages 
in  their  present  location. 

Should,  however,  the  Department  decide  that  the  Osages  cannot  be 
maintained  on  the  reservation  originally  designated  for  them,  it  would 
then  become  expedient  to  consider  whether  the  agreement  between  the 
Osages  and  the  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  which 
forms  the  subject  of  this  communication,  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  De- 
partment, or,  in  the  absence  of  sufficient  authority,  be  referred  to  Con- 
gress. 
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The  nature  and  terms  of  the  agreement  have  been  insuflSciently  ex- 
pressed and  explained.  The  Osages  having  given  their  asseat,  it-ouly 
remains  to  inquire — 

1.  Is  it  expedient  for  the  United  States  f 

2.  Is  it  just  to  the  Cherokees  f 

On  the  first  point  the  single  consideration  is,  whether  the  Government 
can  afford  to  give  up  to  the  occupation  of  the  united  tribes  of  the  Great 
and  Little  Osages  and  the  Kaws,  numbering  in  all  about  i.OOO,  so  large 
a  tract  as  that  described  in  ther  agreement  under  consideration  f  It  ia 
not  a  question  of  giving  the  land  to  the  Indians.  The  Osages  expect  to 
pay  for  it,  and  are  able  to  pay  for  it,  and  funds  l)elonging  to  the  Osages 
to  far  more  than  the  amount  required  for  such  payment  are  now  held 
l^  the  Government  in  trust  for  the  tribe. 

By  the  Cherokee  treaty  of  186G  the  United  States  acquired  the  right 
to  settle  Mendly  Indians  upon  a  tract  of  country  embracing  ahoat 
8,500,000  acres.  The  present  agreement  would  give  up  to  the  exclusive 
occupation  of  some  4,000  Indians  one-fifth  of  this  tract.  Without  ap- 
prehending that  there  will  be  any  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining 
future  further  cessions  of  territory  from  tribes  within  the  Indian  coun 
try  as  the  Government  shall  desire,  it  would  still  be  my  belief  that  it 
was  decidedly  injudicious  to  exceed  in  any  case  the  amount  contemplated 
in  that  treaty,  viz,  160  acres  to  each  member  of  a  friendly  tribe  so  set- 
tled upon  the  ceded  lands,  were  it  not  that  the  Osages  have  suffiered 
great  hardship  and  wrong  in  the  country  from  which  they  came,  and 
have  BOW  encountered  a  grievous  disappointment  in  their  expected  home 
in  the  Indian  country,  solely  through  the  failure  of  the  Government  to 
properly  determine  their  location.  If  the  injuries  which  the  Osages 
have  suffered  in  the  past,  their  disappointment  now,  through  the  fault 
of  the  Government,  and  the  manifest  and  urgent  importance  of  adjust- 
ing the  difficulty  without  delay,  are  held  to  constitute  a  sufficient  reason 
for  allowing  these  Indians  to  purchase  more  land  than  was  contemplated 
in  the  treaty  of  1866, 1  know  of  no  reason  why  this  agreement  should 
not  be  pronounced  to  be  expedient  so  far  as  the  United  States  is  con- 
cerned and  either  confirmed  by  the  Department,  or,  in  ease  it  is  held 
that  the  Department  is  precluded  from  assigning  more  than  160  acrefl 
to  each  member  of  the  tribe,  submitted  to  Congress  for  its  action. 

2.  Are  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  just  to  the  Oheroke«s  ? 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  a 
communication  (copy  inclosed)  from  the  Cherokee  delegation  now  in  this 
city,  in  which  said  delegation,  under  date  of  the  26th  instant,  enter 
their  objections,  on  the  part  of  their  people,  to  the  proposed  agreemeot. 
As  the  points  made  by  the  Cherokee  delegates  are  briefiy  stated,  I  give 
them  in  full  immediately  following: 

*^  1.  According  to  the  provisions  of  the  sixteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
1866  between  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  Nation,  the  price  of  the 
lands  west  of  96°  west  longitude,  if  practicable,  was  first  to  be  agreed 
npon  between  the  Cherokees  and  the  Indians  to  be  settled  upon  them; 
but  if  they  should  not  agree,  then  the  price  to  be  fixed  by  the  President. 

'^2.  The  lands  ceded  to  friendly  Indians  under  said  article,  by  the 
Cherokee  Nation,  was  to  be  conveyed  to  them  in  tee  simple,  and  their 
protection  in  the  enjoyment  of  them  should  not  be  made  dependent  upon 
so  vague  a  condition  as  an  *  endeavor'  on  their  pai't  to  'occupy  and 
improve'  them.  This  provision,  to  be  found  in  the  fifth  article  of  the 
agreement,  appears  to  us  to  be  unprecedented,  and  not  less  dangeroas 
to  the  rights  of  the  Osages  than  to  those  of  the  Cherokees.  While  it 
may  be  viewed  on  the  one  hand  as  an  inducement  to  the  Osages  to  set- 
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tie  down  and  improve  their  country,  on  the  other  it  holds  out  a  very 
dangerous  temptation  for  intrusion  upon  them  by  the  whites. 

**3.  The  commissioners  and  the  Osages  in  their  agreement  had  no 
authority  to  bind  the  Cherokee  Nation  for  the  payment  for  improvements 
which  they  had  no  instrumentality  in  making,  and  which  was  done  solely 
through  the  error  of  the  agents  of  the  Government  of  material  taken  from 
the  domain  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  in  a  section  of  country  where  tim- 
ber was  scarce  and  valuable  to  her  own  citizens.'' 

Upon  the  foregoing  I  remark — 

1.  The  treaty  of  1866,  in  its  sixteenth  article,  certainly  contemplates  that 
an  attempt  shall  be  made  to  obtain  an  agreement  between  the  Cherokees 
and  each  and  every  tribe  of  Indians  to  be  settled  upon  the  lands  west 
of  96th  meridian,  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  the  Cherokees  for  such  lands  ^ 
and  that  only  after  the  failure  of  such  attempted  agreement  shall  the 
price  be  fixed  by  the  President. 

1  submit,  however,  whether,  if  it  be  clearly  shown  that  the  Cherokees 
have  no  substantial  interest  in  such  a  negotiation,  but  that  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  mere  punctilio,  any  arrangement  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Osages  which  is  in  a  high  degree  important  should  be  defeated  or 
deferred  on  this  account. 

As  regards  the  advantage,  possibly  resulting  to  the  Cherokees  from 
the  contemplated  negotiation  with  the  Osages  for  the  price  of  the  ceded 
lands,  I  would  only  call  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  to  the  protracted 
efforts  toward  an  agreement  between  the  Osages  and  the  Cherokees 
relative  to  the  lands  originally  set  apart  for  the  latter  tribe,  by  far  the 
greater  portion  of  which  lands  are  embraced  in  the  proposed  new  reser- 
vation ;  which  efforts  resulted  uniformly  in  the  total  disagreement  be- 
tween the  parties,  and  developed  the  fact,  certainly  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  this  office,  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  contract  with  the 
Cherokees  for  lands  west  of  96th  meridian  at  any  reasonable  price.  In 
the  case  of  former  negotiations  it  became  necessary  for  the  President  to 
Hx  the  price  for  the  Osage  lands  as  provided  in  the  last  resort  by  the 
-treaty  of  1866,  and  I  see  not  the  slightest  reason  to  believe  that  negotia- 
tions in  the  present  instance  would  find  any  other  result.  I  conclude, 
therefore,  that  the  first  objection  urged  by  the  Cherokee  delegation 
presents  no  substantial  interests  of  the  Cherokees  adverse  to  the  plan 
submitted  by  Commissioners  Wistar  and  Howland. 

2.  The  second  point  made  in  the  communication  of  the  Cherokee  dele- 
gation is  bad,  both  in  substance  and  form.  The  phrase  in  the  fifth  article 
of  the  agreement  with  the  Osages,  to  which  the  delegation  object,  viz, 
"  endeavor  to  improve  and  occupy  the  aforesaid  lands,"  is  mere  recital. 
It  is  not  necessary  in  the  agreement,  nor  is  it  objectionable  in  itself.  It 
can  no  way  aitect  the  tenure  of  the  Osages,  which  must  be  governed  by 
the  treaty  and  the  law. 

3.  The  third  point  made  by  the  Cherokee  delegation  deserves  consid- 
eration. 

On  the  one  hand,  it  may  be  urged  that  the  authority  vested  in  the 
President,  in  the  last  resort,  to  fix  the  price  of  the  lands,  fairly  involves 
the  right  to  determine  the  value  of  improvements  made  by  the  Osages 
on  the  lands  to  be  retained  by  the  Cherokees  as  offset.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  may  not  unreasonably  be  claimed  by  the  Cherokees  that  the  improve- 
ments of  the  Osages  will  be  of  comparatively  slight  value  to  their 
nation  or  to  members  of  it,  and  that  they  should  be  allowed  to  say  for 
themselves  whether  they  will  or  will  not  use  and  pay  for  the  improve- 
ments which  the  Osages  have  made  upon  the  lands  they  are,  by  the 
terms  of  this  agreement,  to  retain.  -

Should  the  Department  decide  that  it  is  expedient  t^  carry  into  effect 
the  agreement  between  Commissioners  Wistar  and  Rowland  and  the 
Osages,  and  that  the  Department  is  not  authorized  to  set  apart  for  aoy 
tribe  of  Indians  any  portion  of  the  lands  ceded  by  the  Cherokee  treaty 
of  1866  in  excess  of  160  acres  to  each  member  of  such  tribe,  a  bill 
similar  inform  to  the  inclosed  draught  (marked  B)  would,  in  the  opinion 
of  this  office,  provide  adequate  authority  of  law.for  the  proposed  new 
location  of  the  Osages. 

I  beg,  without  further  expression  of  the  views  of  this  office  upon  the 
law  or  the  equity  of  the  case,  to  submit  the  several  points  raised  herein 
for  the  decision  and  action  of  the  Department.

AN  ACT  to  coniirin  to  the  Great  and  Little  Osage  ludians  a  resorvation  in  the  In- 
dian Territory. 

Whereas  by  the  treaty  of  1866,  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Cherokee  Nation  of  Indiana,  said  nation  ceded  to  the  United  States  all 
its  lands  west  of  the  ninety-sixth  meridian,  west  longitude^  for  the 
settlement  of  friendly  Indians  thereon;  and  whereas  by  act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  July  15, 1870,  the  President  was  authorized  and  directed 
^  remove  the  Great  and  Little  Osage  Indians  to  a  location  in  the  Cher- 
okee country  west  of  the  ninety  sixth  meridian,  to  be  designatiCd  for 
them  by  the  United  States  authorities ;  and  whereas  it  was  provided 
by  the  same  act  of  Congress  that  the  lands  of  the  Osages,  in  Kansas, 
should  be  sohl  by  the  United  States,  and  so  mucti  of  the  proceeds  thereof 
as  were  necessary  should  be    appropriated   for  the  payment  to  the 
Cherokees  for  the  lands  set  apart  for  the  said  Osages  west  of  the 
ninety-sixth  meridian;  and  whereas  under  the  provisions  of  the  above- 
mentioned  treaty  and  act  of  Congress,  and  by  the  concurrent  action  of 
the  authorities  of  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  Nation,  the  said 
Osages  were  removed  from  their  former  homes,  in  the  State  of  Kansas^ 
to  a  reservation  set  apart  for  them  in  the  Indian  Territory,  at  the  time 
of  the  removal  supposed  to  be  west  of  the  said  ninety-sixth  meridian, 
and  bounded  on  the  east  thereby,  and  upon  which  said  Osages  have 
made  substantial  and  valuable  improvements;  and  whereas  by  a  recent 
survey  and  establishment  of  the  ninety-sixth  meridian  it  appears  tbat 
the  most  valuable  x)ortion  of  said  Osage  reservation,  and  upon  which  ail 
their  improvements  are  situated,  lies  east  of  said  meridian;  and  whereas 
it  therefore  became  necessary  to  select  other  lands  in  lieu  of  those 
found  east  of  the  established  ninety-sixth  meridian,  for  said  Osage  In- 
dians; and  whereas  a  tract  has  accordingly  been  selected,  lying  be- 
tween the  western  boundary  of  the  reservation  heretofore  set  apart  for 
said  Indians,  and  the  main  channel  of  the  Arkansas  Hiver  for  a  northern 
boundary,  and  the  north  line  of  the  Creek  country  and  the  main  chan- 
nel of  the  Arkansas  Eiver  for  a  southern  and  western  boundary;  and 
whereas  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  15,  1870,  restricts  the  reser- 
vation for  said  Osage  Indians  to  *' a  tract  of  land  in  compact  form  equal 
in  quantity  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  for  each  membef  of  said 
tribe ;"  and  whereas  in  a  letter  of  the  Cherokee  delegation,  addressed 
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to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  on  the  8th  dny  of  April,  1872,  in  behalf 
of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  contained  their  approval  of,  and  assent  to,  the 
proposition  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  the  Osage  and  Kaw  Indians 
on  that  portion  of  the  Cherokee  country  lying  west  of  ninety -sixth  degree 
west  longitude,  south  of  Kansas,  east  and  north  of  the  Arkansas  Kiver : 
Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent  at  ires  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  in  order  to  provide  said 
Osage  tribe  of  Indians  with  a  reservation,  and  secure  to  them  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  laud  suitable  for  cultivation,  the  following  described 
tract  of  country  west  of  the  established  ninety- sixth  meridian  in  the 
Indian  Territory  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  set  apart  for  and  confirmed 
as  their  reservation,  viz:  Bounded  on  the  east  by  the  ninety-sixth  me- 
ridian; on  the  south  and  west  by  the  north  line  of  the  Creek  country, 
and  the  main  channel  of  the  Arkansas  River;  and  on  the  north  by  the 
south  line  of  the  State  ot  Kansas:  Provided^  That  the  location  as  afore- 
said shall  be  made  under  the  i)rovisions  of  article  sixteenth  of  the  treaty 
of  18G6,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  thereto.. 


Washington,  Thirdmonth  20, 1872. 
To  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Interior  : 

The  undersigned,  duly  appointed  commissioners  to  arrange  certain 
difficulties  between  the  Cherokee  and  Osage  tribes  of  Indians,  growing 
ontof  thechangeoflheOGth  meridian,  respectfully  report  that  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  object  of  their  appointment,  (a  copy  of  our  instructions  is  here; 
with  transmitted,)  two  of  their  number  proceeded  as  far  as  Lawrence, 
Kansas,  when  the  senior  member  became  so  seriously  ill  that  he  was 
unable  to  continue  the  journey'.  After  waiting  four  days  for  his  col- 
league, who  was  still  unable  to  resume  his  journey,  the  remaining  one^ 
in  company  with  Isaac  T.  Gibson,  the  Osage  agent,  set  off  for  the  en- 
campment of  the  Osages  on  Pond  Creek,  some  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  beyond  the  end  of  the  railroad  at  Coffey  ville,  being  joined  on  the 
way  by  Mahlon  Stubbs,  the  agent  for  the  Kaws,  who  were  to  be  included 
in  the  reservation  to  be  arranged  for. 

On  arriving  at  Pond  Creek,  where  a  portion  of  the  tribe  was  en- 
camped, it  was  found  that  most  of  the  principal  men  were  some  fifty 
miles  away,  on  the  hunt.  On  the  following  morning  the  governor  dis- 
patched a  runner  to  notify  the  chiefs  and  headmen  that  the  commis- 
sioner had  arrived,  and  to  invite  them  to  meet  him  at  the  encampment 
as  soon  as  practicable.  This  occupied  four  or  five  days.  They,  however, 
responded  to  the  call,  and  on  the  IGth  of  secondmonth  (February)  we 
met  in  council  in  one  of  their  lodges,  when  a  formal  invitation  was  ten- 
dered them  to  meet  the  commissioners  with  the  remainder  of  the  tribe 
at  the  agency  on  the  Little  Verdigris  River;  this  being  accomplished 
we  retraced  our  steps,  reaching  the  agency  on  the  evening  of  the  2l8t. 
On  the  evening  of  the  28th,  the  commissioner  who  had  been  left  sick  at 
Lawrence,  and  who  had  so  far  recovered  his  health  as  to  be  able  to 
travel,  reached  the  agency  in  company  with  Superintendent  Hoag. 

The  chiefs  and  headmen  who  had  been  invited  to  come  in  from  their 
hnuting  grounds  began  to  arrive  on  the  following  day,  and  on  the  1st 
day  of  thirdmonth  (March)  we  met  a  large  number  of  the  chief  men  of 
the  tribe  at  the  agency,  when  we  stated  to  them  the  purpose  for  which 
we  had  come,  and  laid  before  them  for  their  consideration  two  propo- 
sitions, whic^h,  together  with  the  addresses  on  both  sides,  the  agreement 
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entered  into  with  them,  (a  duplicate  of  which  wan  left  with  them,)  and  a 
eommnnication  from  them  to  us,  are  presented  herewith,  and  form  a 
part  of  oar  report. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  we  were  favored  to  transact  all  our  hum- 
ness  with  our  red  brethren  in  perfect  harmony  and  good  feeling,  and 
can  but  hope  and  trust  that  onr  labors  on  their  behalf  will  not  have  been 
in  vain. 

With  hearts  full  of  gratitude  toward  our  Father  in  heaven  for  his

Articles  of  agreement  entered  into  at  the  Osage  agency,  Indian  Terri- 
tory', on  this  otb  day  of  thirdmonth,  A.  D.  1872,  between  the  United 
States  on  the  one  part,  represented  by  Thomas  Wistar  and  George 
Rowland,  jr.,  duly  appointed  commissioners,  and  the  Osage  Indians 
on  the  other  part,  represented  by  their  governor,  Joseph  Paw-ne-no- 
posh  and  Neo-po- walla,  chief  of  the  Little  Osages,  and  other  chiefs  and 
headmen  of  the  tnbe,  whose  names  are  hereto  attached. 

Preamble. 

-  Whereas  the  Osage  tribe  of  Indians,  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  did  place 
with  the  United  States,  in  trust  for  sale,  their  lauds  in  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, according  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  Jaly 
15, 1870,  agreeing  to  remove  to  a  new  home  in  the  Indian  Territory, 
eonsisting  of  a  tract  of  land  equal  in  quantity  to  one  hundred  and  sixtj 
acres  for  each  member  of  said  tribe ;  the  price  per  acre  not  to  exceed 
the  price  paid,  or  to  be  paid,  by  the  United  States  for  the  same. 

And  whereas  said  Indians  did  remove  to  the  Indian  Territory  in  the 
fall  of  1870,  and  settle  on  a  tract  of  laud  provided  for  them,  consisting 
of  660,000  acres,  and  the  same  was  priced  by  the  President  at  50  cents 
per  acre. 

And  whereas  upon  a  resurvey  by  the  United  States  Government  of 
their  eastern  boundary,  to  wit,  the  96°  longitude,  said  bouudary  being 
proved  to  have  been  incorrectly  located,  and  said  resurvey  having  de- 
prived said  Indians  of  the  larger  portion  of  their  tillable  lauds,  and  the 
greater  portion  of  the  improvements  made  since  their  removal  to  said 
tract,  the  said  contracting  parties  agree  as  follows: 

Abtiole  I.  That  in  lieu*  of  the  strip  of  land  lying  ea^st  of  the  estab- 
lished meridian  line  of  96^  west  longitude,  beinga  portion  of  the  tract 
transferred  to  the  Osage  tribe  of  Indians,  in  accordance  with  a  treaty 
concluded  July  19, 180G,  between  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee 
Nation,  the  whole  of  the  tract  lying  between  the  western  boundary  of 
the  aforesaid  grant  and  the  main  channel  of  the  Arkansas  River,  with 
the  south  line  of  the  State  of  Kansas  for  a  northern  boundary,  and  the 
north  Creek  line  and  the  main  channel  of  the  Arkansas  River  for  a 
southern  and  western  boundary,  be  ceded  and  transtV^red  to  the  Osage 
tribe  of  Indians,  and  confirmed  to  them  by  the  proper  authorities  at 
Washington,  and  that  the  price  of  said  land  be  fixed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 
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Article  II.  The  Osage  tribe  of  Indians  accept  the  propQ3ition  con- 
tained in  Article  I. 

Article  III.  That  the  proper  authorities  at  Washington  appoint  the 
superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  of  the  central  superintendency,  J.  B. 
Jones,  agent  for  the  Cherokees,  and  Isaac  T.  Gibson,  agent  for  the 
Osages,  or  substitutes  appointed  by  either  of  them  in  case  of  their  in- 
ability to  discharge  that  duty,  to  appraise  the  value  of  the  improve- 
ments made  by  the  Osages  on  the  strip  of  land  between  the  ninety-sixth 
meridian  as  formerly  surveyed  and  the  more  recent  one,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  said  appraisal  to  be  deducted  from  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
the  Cherokee  Nation  for  the  previously-described  reservation  ;  the  ap- 
praisers also  to  value  the  improvements  made  by  any  Cherokees  who 
may  be  located  on  said  reservation  west  of  the  established  line  of  96^, 
said  aggregate  to  be  added  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Cherokees: 
Proridedy  in  both  cases,  such  improvements  shall  not  have  been  sold  at 
the  time  of  appraisal. 

Article  IV.  The  Kansas  or  Kaw  tribe  of  Indians,  now  in  the  State 
of  Kansas,  shall  have  the  right  to  settle  on  the  tract  of  land  above  de- 
scribed and  ceded  to  the  Osage  tribe  of  Indians ;  and  in  case  the  Osage 
and  Kansas  tribes  of  Indians  cannot  agree  upon  their  respective  loca- 
tions, or  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  lands  ceded  to  the  Kansas  In- 
dians, the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  determine  these  matters 
for  them. 

Article  V.  Provided  the  Osages  endeavor  to  occupy  and  improve 
the  aforesaid  lands,  the  Uniijid  States  Government  agrees  to  protect 
them  from  intruders,  and  to  foster  and  encourage  them  in  their  efforts. 
Article  VI.  The  aforesaid  agreement  to  take  effect  upon  its  ap- 
proval by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

Sir  :  We  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  comma- 
nication  of  yesterday,  transmitting  copies  of  the  report  of  Messrs. 
Wistar  and  Howland,  special  United  States  commissioners  to  adjust  the 
difficulty  growing  out  of  the  improper  location  of  Osage  Indians  by  their 
agents,  upon  Cherokee  lands,  and  of  the  agreement  entered  into  by 
them  with  said  Osages,  providing  for  them  a  new  reservation,  in  part. 
One  object  in  soliciting  a  copy  of  that  agreement  previous  to  your  re- 
porting upon  it  was  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
points  involved  in  the  arrangement : 

1.  According  to  the  provisions  of  the  XVlth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
1866.  between  fhe  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  Nation,  the  price  of 
the  lands  west  of  96^  west  longitude,  if  practicable,  was  first  to  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  Cherokee  and  the  Indians  to  be  settled  upon 
them ;  but,  "  if  they  should  not  agree,  the  price  was  to  be  fixed  by  the 
President 

2.  The  lands  ceded  to  friendly  Indians  under  said  article,  by  the 
Cherokee  Nation,  was  to  be  conveyed  to  them  in  fee  simple,  and  their 
protection  in  the  enjoyment  of  them  should  not  be  dependent  upon  so 
vague  a  condition  as  an  endeavor  on  their  part  to  "  occupy  and  improve'' 
them.  This  provision,  to  be  found  in  the  Vth  article  of  the  agreement, 
appears  to  us  to  be  uprecedented,  and  not  less  dangerous  to  the  rights 
of  the  Osages  than  to  those  of  the  Cherokees.    While  it  may  be  viewed 
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on  the  ODe  band  as  an  inducement  to  the  Osages  to  settle  down  and 
improve  their  country,  on  the  other  it  holds  out  a  very  dangerous 
temptation  for  intrusion  upon  them  by  the  whites. 

3.  The  commissioners  and  Osages,  in  their  agreement,  had  no  au- 
thority to  bind  the  Cherokee  Nation  for  the  payment  for  improvements 
which  they  had  no  instrumentality  in  making,  and  which  was  done 
solely  through  the  error  of  the  agents  of  the  Government,  of  material 
taken  from  the  domain  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  in  a  section  of  countrj 
where  timber  was  scarce  and  valuable  to  her  own  citizens. 

We  respectfully  ask,  therefore,  your  consideration  of  these  points  of 
objection  to  said  agreement,  believing,  as  we  do,  that  the  interests  of 
the  Cherokee  Nation  are  quite  as  much  involved  in  the  premises  as  are 
those  of  the  Osages.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  communication,  marked  Y  on  upper  left-hand 
corner,  asking  information  in  regard  to  theaggregate  trade  of  this  dis- 
trict with  the  ports  in  the  Atlantic  Sta1:e8,  via  Cape  Horn,  during  the 
year  1870,  and  also  the  amount  of  tonnage  and  value  of  cargoes  which 
cleared  from  or  entered  into  this  district  to  and  from  all  foreign  ports, 
via  Cape  Horn,  I  beg  respectfully  to  state  that  no  trade  was  carried  on 
between  this  district  and  the  Atlantic  States,  via  Cape  Horn,  during  the 
year  1870,  and  that  there  was  cleared  from  this  district  for  foreign  ports 
via  Cape  Horn,  during  said  year,  cargoes,  the  value  of  which  amounted 
to  (26,973;  the  tonnage  so  employed  amounting  to  3,201  tons.  No 
entrances  were  made  during  said  period  from  foreign  ports  by  the  above- 
named  route. 
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Allow  me  to  add  that  during  some  periods  other  than  the  year  named 
the  exports  from-  this  district  to  England,  France,  and  Spain,  via  Ca\)e 
Horn,  have  been  considerable.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  due  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  February  4,  1871,  relating  to  the  shipment  of  five  hundred 
trowel-bayonets  to  the  Leavenworth  arsenal  for  issue  and  trial  in  this 
department,  and  in  compliance  with  instructions  contained  therein  I 
forward  herewith  reports  showing  result  of  experiments  and  tests  made 
in  the  premises —

I  have  seen  the  bayonets  tested,  so  that  in  fifteen  minutes  two  com- 
panies of  infantry  so  covered  themselves  that  they  could  not  be  seen  at 
a  distance  of  50  feet  in  front  of  an  embankment  which  had  been  thrown 
up  by  them  with  the  bayonet,  and  which  could  not  be  penetrated  by 
a  musket-ball  fired  at  a  distance  of  10  feet.

Kespectfully  returned  to  the  Adjutant  Oeneral. 
These  reports  upon  the  trowel-bayonet  are  conflicting  and  satisfy  me 
that  it  ought  not,  at  this  time,  to  be  adopted  for  general  service. 

If  a  trowel-bayonet  is  given  to  the  soldier,  he  will  frequently  in  service 
use  it  for  digging  when  it  is  '^  fixed,"  and  there  will  be  great  danger  of 
his  bending  the  barrel  and  destroying  the  usefulness  of  the  musket  I 
believe  a  small  trowel,  which  can  be  carried  in  a  soldier's  belt,  will  be 
quite  as  effective  for  digging  as  the  ti-owel-bayonet  when  not  "  fixed," 
and  it  would  cost  much  less. 

Some  should  certainly  be  tried  in  service  before  the  trowel-bi^onet  is 
adopted.

Sir  :  Referring  to  letter  of  instructions  concerning  trowel-bayonets 
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from  Headquarters  of  tlie  Army,  dated  February  4, 1871,  copy  of  which 
was  sent  from  headquarters  Department  of  the  Missouri  to  these  head- 
qaarters,  in  letter  of  April  28,  1871,  with  orders  to  comply  with  instrnc- 
tions  therein  contained,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

I  have  to  say  that  a  report  could  not  have  been  rendered  at  an  earlier 
date,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  scabbards  were  not  received  until  Sep- 
tember 13,  1871.  The  bayonet  has  been  for  some  time  in  use  by  three 
companies  of  this  garrison,  and  I  have  examined  and  tested  it  as  a  bayo- 
net and  as  a  trowel. 

1.  As  a  bayonet  I  believe  it  to  be  as  formidable  a  weapon  as  the  one 
uow  in  use,  and  that  as  severe  a  wound  can  be  inflicted  with  it ;  also, 
that  its  moral  effect  in  a  charge  would  be  as  great  as  that  of  the  old 
one.  The  difference  in  weight  and  length  between  the  two  is,  I  think, 
too  slight  to  enter  as  an  element  into  the  question  of  accepting  or  re- 
jecting the  trowel-bayonet. 

2.  As  a  trowel  it  has  been  severely  tested  under  my  immediate  super- 
vision. A  company  in  single  rank,  working  in  a  soil  of  medium  hard- 
ness, threw  up  in  the  space  of  ten  minutes  a  work  along  its  entire  front 
of  suflQcient  height  and  thickness  to  protect  a  line  of  battle.  The  work 
was  tested  and  tbnnd  to  be  bullet-proof  against  the  Springfield  breech- 
loader ;  at  the  distance  of  twenty  paces  the  balls  would  not  penetrate 
half  through  the  work. 

I  think  the  manner  of  carrying  the  bayonet-scabbard  could  be  im- 
proved by  attaching  it  to  the  waist-belt  by  a  clasp,  so  that  the  bayonet 
might  be  carried  in  an  upright  position ;  also  that  the  shank  of  the 
bayonet  be  made  longer,  something  like  the  shank  of  the  saber-bayonet,, 
which  would  give  the  soldier  a  firmer  grasp  in  using  it. 

From  an  experience  of  four  years  of  service  in  the  field  during  the 
recent  war,  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  an  army  or  a  body  of  troops,  equip- 
l)ed  withtbis  bayonet,  would,  in  the  ordinary  emergencies  of  a  pro- 
tracted campaign,  have  so  great  an  advantage  over  an  equal  body 
equipped  with  the  old  bayonet  as  to  compel  its  adoption  at  once.  It  is 
only  in  actaal  field  service  in  the  presence  of  an  enterprising  enemy^ 
that  an  instrument  of  this  kind  could  be  full}'  appreciated.  In  an  at- 
tack its  value  would  be  great  in  enabling  the  assaulting  party  to  hold 
the  position  gained,  and  in  an  almost  incredible  short  time  make  a  posi- 
tion defensible. 

In  a  retreat  a  small  party  could  occupy  positions  and  with  this  bayo- 
net in  a  few  minutes  make  the  lines  defensible  against  a  much  larger 
force. 

For  a  line  of  battle  or  skirmish  line,  I  am  satisfied  this  weapon  is  a 
great  improvement  over  tbe  old  one,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recom« 
mending  that  it  be  adopted  in  our  service.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  result  of 
the  several  trials  of  Rice's  trowel-bayonet,  made  by  men  of  Compa&y 
H,  Fifth  Infantry,  in  my  presence  and  under  my  sui^ervision. 

Ist  Trial. — ^Two  men  threw  up  a  parapet  four  feet  long,  fifteen  incfaei 
liigh,  fifteen  inches  across  the  top,  thirty  inches  across  the  base,  and 
•thirty  inches  high  on  the  inside,  in  ten  minutes,  covering  them  com- 
pletely, with  room  enough  to  handl.e  their  guns  with'addreas. 

2d  Trial. — Four  men  threw  up  a  parapet  five  feet  long,  twenty  inches 
Ligh,  eighteen  inches  across  the  top,  three  feet  across  the  base,  aud 
thirty-two  inches  high  on  the  inside,  in  ten  minutes,  the  above  parai)<C 
afibrdiug  complete  protection  from  the  fire  of  musketry,  as  several  sIkm 
fired  from  a  Springfield  rifie-musket,  at  the  distance  of  twenty  ft«U 
failed  to  penetrate  the  parapet,  although  the  dirt  was  not  packed  but 
very  slightly. 

3d  Trial, — Twelve  men  threw  up  a  parapet  thirteen  feet  long,  two  f^i 
high,  two  feet  across  the  top,  four  feet  across  the  base,  and  atn^ut 
thirty-six  inches  high  on  the  inside,  in  fourteen  minutes.  The  m^v. 
worked  opposite  each  other,  throwing  the  dirt  to  the  center.  The  ground 
in  which  these  trials  were  made  is  about  average  ground  of  which  ridt 
pits  and  field-works  are  built  in  time  of  war. 

From  the  result  of  the  trials  I  have  made  and  seen  made  with  tbi-* 
bayonet,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  bayonet,  or  something 
similar,  should  be  adopted  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  Army,  for  the  k*^ 
lowing  reasons : 

First.  In  my  opinion,  the  moral  effect  on  an  enemj^  of  the  trowel 
bayonet,  in  a  charge,  would  be  equal  to  if  not  greater  than  that  of  iIr- 
•old  bayonet. 

Second.  The  trowel-bayonet  can  be  used  to  a  great  advantage  in 
throwing  up  rifle-pits  and  building  field-works,  thereby  adding  to  ib^ 
mobility  of  an  army  by  the  decreased  number  of  wagons  required  U' 
transpoi-t  intrenching  tools. 

Third.  In  my  opinion,  the  moral  effect  will  be  very  good  on  the  oflBcer* 
and  men  of  the  infantry  of  an  army,  of  knowing  that  they  have  the  me^i^* 
ever  at  hand  to  cover  themselves  by  a  good  rifle-pit,  in  ten  minutes,  at*- 
to  build,  with  the  assistance  of  what  almost  every  country  afibrds  in  tlu 
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way  of  rails,  logs,  stones,  sods,  &c.,  in  twenty  or  thirty  minutes,  a  field- 
work  capable  of  stopping  projectiles  from  field-guns. 

Fourth.  The  trowel-bayonet,  by  sharpening  one  side  of  it,  can  be 
used  with  great  advantage  for  cutting  poles  and  pins  for  shelter-tents, 
cutting  ditches  around  shelter  or  other  tents,  plastering  log  huts  for 
troops  in  winter-quarters,  such  as  were  used  in  the  late  war;  also,  in 
building  chimneys  for  the  same. 

Fifth.  The  trowel-bayonet  can  be  used  with  advantage  by  skir- 
mishers or  troops  on  picket,  as  rests  for  their  guns,  when  firing  lying 
down,  which  is  frequently  a  great  desideratum  in  war. 

In  forming  my  opinion  of  the  merits  of  this  bayonet,!  have  the  honor 
to  state  that  I  have  been  aided  by  my  experience  in  actual  war  in  com- 
ing to  the  conclusion  as  stated  in  the  reasons  above  mentioned,  as  I 
served  three  years  as  a  line-officer ;  two  years  of  that  time  in  command 
of  a  company  that  was  engaged  in  every  battle  fought  by  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac,  with  the  exception  of  two,  and  in  numberless  skirmishes 
and  aflairs  not  participated  in  by  the  whole  Army.  And  during  that 
time  I  often  felt,  as  doubtless  every  line-officer  who  served  with  his 
company  during  the  war  did,  the  want  of  something  other  than  tin 
plates,  halves  of  canteens,  sharpened  sticks,  &c.,  with  which  to  throw  up 
temporary  shelter  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  as  the  intrenching  tools 
of  an  army  rarely  ever  get  up  to  the  front  until  the  exigency  for  their 
use  has  passed. 

The  only  objection  to  this  bayonet  that  I  know  of  is  that,  in  using  it, 
it  blisters  men's  hands,  which  does  not  amount  to  an  objection,  as  the 
iise  of  shovels  and  picks  will  also  blister  men's  hands  not  used  to  the 
use  of  them,  while  troops  in  war  become  hardened  to  the  fatigue  natural 
thereto ;  their  hands  become  hardened  and  callous,  and  will  not  blister 
by  the  use  of  any  implement  used  for  intrenching  purposes. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  bayonet 
for  the  use  of  the  Army,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  as  I  consider  the 
old  bayonet,  as  compared  with  Eice's  bayonet,  for  general  usefulness 
and  manifold  service,  as  about  one  pound  of  useless  iron.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  upon  the 
trowel-bayonet,  thirty-five  of  which  have  been  furnished  the  garrison 
at  this  post  for  trial. 

I  consider  them  a  valuable  substitute  for  the  common  bayonet,  on  ac- 
count of  their  great  usefulness  as  intrenching  tools  and  because  I  think 
the  moral  efflBCt  upon  the  enemy  much  more  appalling. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  socket  of  the  bayonet  be  lengthened  so  as 
to  extend  beyond  the  edge  of  the  handle,  which  will,  I  think  in  a  great 
measure,  prevent  blisters  upon  the  hands  of  the  men  while  using  the 
bayonet  as  an  intrenching  tool. 

I  would  add  that  I  am  in  favor  of  a  change  from  the  old  to  ttie  trowel- 
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bayonet  for  the  Army,  and  respectfully  recommend  its  adoption,  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  others.

Captain:  In  compliance  with  instructions  received,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  following  report,  upon  the  trowel-bayonet,  twenty  of  which 
were  sent  to  my  company  for  trial. 

With  eighteen  men,  (two  reliefs  of  nine  men  each,)  an  earthwork 
twenty-two  feet  long,  twenty-two  inches  high  on  outside,  twenty-eight 
inches  high  on  inside,  and  four  feet  wide,  was  thrown  up  in  thirtj-five 
minutes.  One  man  was  disabled  by  his  hand  beiug  cut  by  end  of  socket 
pressing  upon  the  palm.  It  is  suggested  that  this  socket  be  lengthened, 
so  as  to  project  beyond  the  edge  of  the  handj  this  will  give  more  pur- 
chase, and,  I  think,  remedy  the  defect. 

The  work  spoken  of  above  was  commenced  nine  hours  after  a  mod- 
erately heavy  rain,  and  the  cutting  was  through  a  very  heavy  prairie  sod. 
This  patter^  of  bayonet,  although  presenting  a  less  military  appear- 
ance than  the  old  one,  will,  no  doubt,  (in  a  bayonet  charge,)  be  as  effect- 
ive, and,  after  becoming  accustomed  to  the  eye,  probably  look  as  well. 
For  men  on  picket,  on  the  skirmish-line,  and  on  detached  service,  (par- 
ticularly in  this  country,)  it  is  an  excellent  thing.

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Repwt  of  trials  of  Rice^a  patent  trowelrbayonet  for  Amiy  purposes^  made 
in  Cofnpany  B,  Fifth  United  States  Infantry^  stationed  at  Fort  Wallaee^ 
KansaSj  during  the  month  of  June^  1871. 

First  trial. — Groand,  hard,  dry,  unbrokeii  prairie-sod,  co'ntaining  large 
quantity  of  tough  grass-roots.  Nine  men,  single  rank,  alternating  each 
five  minutes.  Time,  thirty-five  minutes;  work  thrown  up,  twenty-seven 
feet  long,  three  feet  wide  at  base,  fourteen  inches  high,  trench  six  inches 
deep,  and  wide  enough  for  men  to  lie  down.  Some  of  the  trowels  were 
bent  in  using,  and  men  complained  of  blistered  hands  by  the  end  of  the 
shank. 

Second  trial — Soil,  dry,  hard  sand,  unbroken.  Ten  men,  single  rank, 
alternating  each  five  minutes.  Work,  thirty -three  feet  long,  four  feet 
wide  at  base,  fifteen  inches  high,  trench  five  feet  wide  and  nine  inches 
deep,  making  good  cover  for  single  rank  from  infantry  fire;  time,  thirty- 
live  minutes. 

Third  trial, — Soil,  bottom-land  which  had  been  plowed,  similar  to 
much  which  would  be  found  in  actual  service  in  settled  countries.  Ten 
men,  single  rank,  alternating  each  five  minutes.  Short  wooden  handles 
used  in  shanks  of  bayonets  to  prevent  injury  to  hands  of  men.  Time, 
thirty -five  minutes;  work,  fifty  feet  long,  three  feet  six  inches  wide, 
sixteen  inches  high,  trench  five  feet  wide  and  eight  inches  deep. 

The  trowels  worked  well  in  the  two  last  trials,  and  the  use  of  the 
short  wooden  handles  inserted  in  the  shanks  was  found  to  add  much  to 
the  efficiency  and  ease  of  working. 

The  amount  of  work  done  could  easily  be  doubled  in  the  same  time 
in  ca«e  of  emergency.

SiB:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  my  experiments  with 
Rice's  trowel-bayonet  and  my  opinion  of  it. 

In  this  region  the  prairie  sod  is  a  foot  in  depth  and  extremely  tough 
and  dense ;  the  bayonet  has,  therefore,  been  used  at  a  disadvantage  in 
digging  at  the  guard  stations  along  the  railroiul;  still  it  has  been  used 
with  success,  and  any  objection  made  to  the  weapon* on  this  score  might 
equally  be  made  against  a  pick  or  any  tool. 

In  tilled  soil,  or  ordinary  arable  land,  I  find  that  a  trench  or  pit  may 
be  dug  by  a  rank  of  men  in  five  minutes,  having  a  relief  of  two  feet, 
with  a  parapet  of  two  feet  in  thickness  at  top,  and  natural  slope,  and 
defilading  the  persons  of  the  men  lying  stretched  or  stooping  from  mus- 
ketry fire;  and  a  double  rank,  in  the  same  time,  would  enlarge  the 
trench  to  afford  corresponding  cover.  A  single  skirmisher  can  dig  shel- 
ter for  himself  in  the  same  time. 
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If  time  should  admit,  the  weapon  would  be  useful  in  extending  the 
work  to  any  strength  usual  in  the  field,  and  twenty  to  thirty  miuates 
would  suffice  to  erect  substantial  earthworks. 

The  socket  might  be  lengthened — say,  half  an  inch — ^with  advantage, 
and  a  stopper*  could  be  made  which  should  fit  in  the  lower  end  of  the 
socket  when  used  as  a  tool,  for  greater  length,  to  give  ease  to  the  hand. 

T^e  loop  is  a  valuable  feature,  I  think,  which  should  be  retained. 

But,  in  actual  use  in  the  field*  the  self-reliant  American  soldier,  having 
the  essential  part,  will  improvise  with  wood  means  to  vary  its  adapta- 
tion and  increase  its  effectiveness  as  an  implement.  He  will  probably 
carry  a  little  helve,  which  he  will  fit  in  the  socket,  and  so  make  of  the 
trowel  a  spade. 

The  high  esteem  in  which  the  small  spade  with  short  handle,  distrib- 
uted to  a  few  in  each  company,  in  Virginia,  in  1864,  was  held  by  the 
men  is  generally  known.  They  willingly  carried  it  slung.  Had  the 
present  invention  been  then  known,  I  tbink  the  men  would  have  pro- 
cured it  themselves,  if  permitted. 

Its  convenience  for  various  personal  uses  of  the  soldier  is  too  obvious 
to  require  suggestion. 

As  a  bayonet  the  weapon  seems  equally  effective  as  the  other.  I  im- 
agine its  moral  effect  upon  cavalry  would  be  greater.  Though  shorter, 
it  has  the  advantage  of  the  cut. 

I  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  bayonet  at  once.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  upon  the  trowel- 
bayonet.    The  drill  took  place  Sei>tember  13,  instant;  number  of  men 
present,  twenty. 

1.  A  trench  thirty-six  feet  long,  five  and  a  half  inches  deep,  fifteen 
inches  wide;  average  height  from  bottom  of  trench,  nineteen  inches; 
breadth  of  work  thrown  up,  twenty-two  inches;  time  occupied,  fifteen 
minutes. 

2.  A  trench  thirty-nine  and  three-twelfths  feet  long,  six  and  a  quarter 
inches  deep,  fourteen  iuches  wide;  average  height  from  bottom  of  trenefa, 
twenty  inches;  time  occupied,  fifteen  minutes;  breadth  of  work  thrown 
up,  twenty -four  inches. 

In  these  two  drills  most  every  man  suffered  from  having  the  palm  of 
the  right  hand  blistered  and  the  skin  taken  off;  also  many  suffeml 
from  having  the  skin  rubbed  off  from  between  the  first  and  second  fin- 
gers.   In  these  two  drills  tbree  of  the  trowels  were  bent  nearly  straight 

Drill  the  second  took  place  on  September  14 ;  number  of  men  present, 
twenty. 

1.  A  trench  twenty-two  feet  long,  ten  inches  deep,  three  feet  wide; 
average  height  from  bottom  of  trench,  twenty-seven  inches ;  breadth  of 
work  thrown  up,  three  and  a  half  feet ;  time  occupied,  fifteen  minutes. 

2.  A  trench  twenty-one  feet  long,  eight  inches  deep,  thirty  inches 
wide;  average  height  from  bottom  of  ditch,  twenty-five  iuches;  breadth 
of  work  thrown  up,  thirty  inches;  time  occupied,  fifteen  minutes. 
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In  this  drill,  (the  men  having  their  hands  blistered  in  the  previous 
drill  of  the  13tn  instant,)  the  eftect  of  the  trowel  upon  the  palm  of  the 
right  hand  was  far  more  severe.  Some  of  the  men  were  forced  to  quit 
working. 

In  this  drill  eleven  of  the  trowels  were  broken  and  badly  bent. 
The  ground  u^)ou  which  these  intrenchments  were  thrown  up  was  soft 
from  the  late  rains. 

From  the  experience  gained  in  these  two  drills,  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
the  trowel-bayonet.

The  trowel-bayonet  experiments  were  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  printed  directions  forwarded  by  the  inventor. 
The  experiments  were  conducted  after  a  heavy  rain. 
It  took  the  men  of  my  company,  in  double  ratik,  forty  minutes  inces- 
sant labor,  to  accomplish  what  the  inventor  claimed  would  be  performed 
in  four  minutes,  to  wit :  earthwork  eighteen  inches  high,  twenty  broad 
at  top,  and  forty  at  base. 

Ko  experiments  in  double  rank,  face  to  face,  were  made,  as  such 
seemed  an  absurdity  after  the  signal  failure  of  the  first. 

A  number  of  the  men  had  blood-blisters  on  the  palms  of  their  hands 
and  a  few  skinned  some.  The  morale  of  men  armed  with  this  trowel- 
bayonet  cannot  fail  to  be  bad. 

The  imperfections  of  manufacture  aside,  I  consider  the  trowel-bayonet 
as  issued  a  failure.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  letter  of  instruction  from  headqnarters  Fort 
Hays,  Kansas,  dated  May  8,  1871, 1  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  upon  the  trowel-bayonet : 

The  first  trial  in  digging  trenches  was  made  in  soft,  sandy  soil.  Bight 
men  worked  five  minutes;  then  seven  others  the  same  length  of  time. 
Result :  Trench  twenty-five  feet  long,  sixteen  inches  wide,  and  six  deep; 
two  bayonets  split,  two  badly  bent,  eight  slightly  bent ;  the  men's  hands 
made  very  sore.  Second  trial,  same  morning,  on  soft  prairie  sod. 
Seven  men,  working  five  minutes,  made  seven  holes,  each  about  twenty- 
four  inches  long,  twelve  wide,  and  four  deep ;  one  bayonet  broken,  one 
split,  and  all  very  much  bent ;  two  men  had  their  right  hands  very  badly 
blistered.  This  was  on  low  ground,  the  sod  not  being  over  four  years 
old. 

In  intrenching  on  high  ground,  (sod,)  seven  men  in  five  minutes  dag 
seven  holes,  each  about  twenty-four  inches  long,  sixteen  wide,  and  four 
deep ;  one  bayonet  broke,  one  split,  and  all  badly  bent.  Seven  other 
men  then  worked  the  same  length  of  time  upon  the  hole  alreildy  began, 
making  a  trench  twenty-four  feet  long,  sixteen  inches  wide,  and  six 
deep ;  one  bayonet  broken,  all  badly  bent. 

Several  other  trials  were  made  at  dififerent  times  and  places,  witii 
about  the  same  results. 

Two  of  the  best  intrenching  men  were  selected  from  the  company,  and 
ordered  to  try  and  see  how  quick  they  could  intrench  themselves.  Af- 
ter twenty-five  minutes  very  hard  and  incessant  work,  one  of  the  men 
made  a  hole  three  and  one-half  feet  long,  twenty -eight  inches  wide,  and 
six  deep,  and  a  loose  earthwork  twenty-four  inches  across  the  base, 
thirty  long,  and  thirteen  high ;  one  bayonet  broke  asunder  in  the  cen- 
ter, another  badly  bent,  and  his  hands  made  very  sore. 

The  other  man  did  not  accomplish  more  than  two-thirds  as  mueh,  as 
the  ground  was  firmer,  although  not  more  than  four  feet  away. 

In  all  trials,  the  bayonets,  when  broken,  were  at  once  exchanged,  so  no 
time  should  be  lost ;  some  bent  so  easily  that  it  was  almost  impossible 
to  work  with  them ;  others  were  so  highly  tempered  that  they  would 
break  before  bending. 

In  attempting  to  use  the  ba;^onet  as  a  ^^  camp  tool,"  iti  cutting  tent- 
sticks,  &c.,  it  failed  in  every  instance  to  accomplish  as  much  as  a  camp- 
hatchet  or  a  good  knife. 

With  one  pick  and  one  spade,  eight  men  in  five  minutes  (each  man 
working  one  and  one-fourth  minutes)  dug  a  trench  fifteen  feet  long, 
twelve  inches  wide,  and  five  deep ;  eight  others  working  in  the  same 
manner  and  length  of  time  upon  this  trench,  made  it  twenty  feet  long, 
sixteen  inches  wide,  and  ten  deep. 

Six  men,  each  with  a  camp-hatchet,  in  five  minutes  dug  a  trench  ten 
feet  long,  eighteen  inches  wide,  and  six  deep.  These  last  two  trials  were 
on  prairie  sod,  equally  as  hard  and  firm  as  the  ground  on  which  the 
trials  with  the  bayonets;  were  made.  An  average  of  the  work  done  each 
time  was  taken,  as  some  men  would  do  three  times  more  work  than 
others. 

After  having  been  used  as  an  intrenching  or  camp-tool,  and  marred 
and  bent,  it  is  not  fit  to  be  used  as  a  bayonet,  and  as  it  can  be  but  partly 
straightened  by  the  soldiers,  it  will  not  properly  fit  the  scabbardL 

When  the  musket  is  carried  at  a  support  and  the  bayonet  in  tbe 
scabbard,  the  shank  strikes  against  and  mars  the  stock;  this  cannot 
be  remedied  with  the  present  bayonet-scabbard  attachment. 
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It  caDnot  be  ased  to  stack  arms,  nor  cau  the  arms  be  stacked  with  the 
rammers. 

In  uiarching  at  double  time  it  is  contiaaally  dropping  out  of  the  scab- 
bard. 

The  soldier  does  not  have  the  same  confidence  in  it  as  in  the  one  now 
in  nse,  as  it  can  be  more  readily  wrested  from  the  musket  or  caught 
hold  of. 

I  am  decidedly  opposed  to  the  change.

Sib  :  After  several  fair  and  exhaustive  trials  with  the  Rice  trowel- 
bayouet,  in  different  soils,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
oencerning  its  adaptability  as  an  intrenching  tool,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses as  a  camp-tool. 

The  first  trial  was  made  on  the  prairie  turf.  The  bayonet  failed  to 
accomplish  anything  in  the  way  of  ditching  or  embanking,  claimed  for 
it  by  its  inventor,  many  being  broken  and  all  bent,  without  making  a 
hole  or  embankment  nearly  large  enough  to  conceal  the  head  of  a  man, 
even  when  closely  hugging  the  ground ;  this,  after  an  exhausting  half 
hour's  work,  using  reliefs,  as  directed  in  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel  Rice's 
"  directions  for  using  this  bayonet."  I  am  fully  convinced  that  this  bay- 
onet is  useless  for  such  purposes  in  a  grass-growing,  closely  knitted  turf 
country. 

The  second  trial  was  made  in  a  deserted  dirt  roadway,  with  no  better 
resolts  than  in  the  first  instance. 

The  third  trial  was  made  in  a  loosely  built  soil,  of  about  the  compact- 
ness of  a  year-old  plowed  field,  unused.  The  results  have  been  some- 
\irhat  better.  Yet  the  most  persistent  and  active  work  will  not  and  did 
not  construct  a  bullet-proof  embankment  or  a  sufilciently  deep  ditch  to 
well  screen  a  man.  One  half  hour  was  given  to  this  trial,  with  no  good 
or  practical  results,  in  the  form  of  a  ditch  and  embankment  nearly  resem- 
bling a  decent  temporary  field-work,  rifle-pit,  or  defensive  work  of  any 
kind.  The  bending  of  the  bayonet  occurred  here,  as  in  the  previous  trials. 
A  hatchet  or  the  old  bayonet,  with  a  tin  plate  or  cup,  would  effect  fully  as 
much  as  this  bayonet.  One  spade  in  the  hands  of  a  single  man  could 
better  screen  ten  men  from  the  fire  of  an  enemy  in  half  the  length  of 
timei 

The  fourth  trial  was  made  in  loose,  sandy  soil,  with  no  better  results 
than  in  the  immediately  previous  attempt,  with  this  additional  objec- 
tion :  the  flattened  portion  of  the  bayonet  is  too  small  to  retain  much 
earth  upon  its  surface  after  being  inserted  into  the  ground  and  with- 
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drawn  preparatory  to  casting  the  dirt  in  front  of  the  excavation.    The 
usual  bending  occurred. 

In  every  instance  the  hands  of  the  men  using  the  bayonet  were  badly 
blistered. 

The  above  trials  were  made  at  different  times  and  the  trial  repeated 
in  each  soil  several  times. 

From  the  above  trials,  personally  superintended  by  me,  I  am  forced 
to  conclude  that  this  bayonet  is  useless  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  supposed 
requirements  for  which  it  was  constnicted.  The  fault,  breaking  and 
bending,  could  be  remedied  by  introducing  better  metal ;  yet,  were  it 
made  of  flexible  steel,  its  flexibility  would  injure  its  usefulness  as  a  ditch- 
ing tool ;  made  of  a  compact,  brittle  steel,  the  liability  to  breakage  'woM 
be  greater  than  now. 

As  a  camp-tool  it  is  more  than  equaled  by  the  hatchet  and  ax,  for 
ditching  about  tents,  &c.  As  a  cutting  instrument,  some  such  piurpose 
being  claimed  for  it,  1  deem  it  useless,  being  so  liable  to  bend  and  break. 
As  an  offensive  weapon,  it  is  not  equal  to  the  old  bayonet  now  in  use, 
the  great  extent  of  flattened  surface  rendering  it  less  sure  of  iuflictiug  a 
prompt,  sure,  and  serious  wound,  in  case  of  a  charge  or  the  repulse  of 
an  attack ;  this  same  extent  of  surface  making  such  prominent  projec- 
tions near  the  shank  of  the  bayonet  renders  it  quite  likely  to  be  wrenched 
Irom  the  gun,  or  the  musket  itself  be  pulled  from  the  hands  of  the  sol- 
dier, in  case  of  an  interlocking  of  bayonets  or  sabers  and  bayonets. 

Finally,  if  the  bayonet  is  to  be  used  at  all,  this  one  not  being  the 
-i^^apon,  oftensively  or  defensively,  claimed  for  it,  is  subject  to  the 
further  objection  of  not  being  ornamental.  The  old  bayonet  is  prefera- 
ble, being  fully  as  useful,  more  ornamental,  and  a  better  offensive  weapon. 
This  bayonet,  the  "  Eice,'^  wears  an  uncouth  and  ugly  appearance  on 
the  musket ;  as  worn  in  the  scabbard,  interferes  with  the  movements  of 
the  piece  when  handled  at  drills,  parades,  &c.  I  see  no  way  of  remedy- 
ing this.

Sib  :  In  compliance  with  letter  dated  8th  instant,  I  have  the  honor 
to  make  the  following  report  on  the  trowel-bayonet.  I  would  suggest, 
first,  that  the  shank  hd  made  at  least  one  and  a  half  inches  longer ;  at  its 
present  length  it  blisters  the  hand  ;  which,  being  done,  in  my  opinion, 
will  make  the  weapon  as  follows :  • 

1.  As  a  weapon  of  offense  or  defense  it  is  equal  to  the  bayonet  now  in 
use. 

2.  As  an  intrenching  tool  it  is  invaluable  in  active  field  operations. 

3.  For  garrison  or  other  duty  in  time  of  peace  it  is  equjil  to  the  one 
now  used. 

I  have  tried  these  bayonets  for  three  months  on  all  kind  of  duty,  and 
the  verdict  of  the  men  using  them  is,  "  We  prefer  them  to  the  old  b^y- 
onet.^ 

I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  their  introduction.  ^

SiB :  On  October  7  I  was  invited  by  First  Lieutenant  E.  Rice,  Fifth 
Infantry,  to  witness  a  trial  of  the  trowel-bayonet  invented  by  himself. 
The  troops  were  composed  of  detachments  of  the  companies  of  the  Fifth 
Infantry  stationed  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  and,  as  formed,  gave  a  com- 
pany of  about  sixty  men.  Many  of  these  had  not  used  the  bayonet  as 
an  intrenching  tool  at  all,  while  some  had  used  it  once  or  twice  before. 
The  ground  selected  for  the  experiment  lay  in  the  river-bottom  and  by 
the  side  of  a  country  road.  The  soil  was  a  clnyey  loam,  in  which  a  small 
proportion  of  sand  intermixed  made  it  not  so  stiff,  as  is  generally  inferred 
when  the  word  clay  is  used.  On  the  top  a  light  sod  of  grass  and  weeds 
made  the  first  cutting  more  difiicult,  bu^^  also  gave  larger  pieces.    Au 
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absence  of  stones  or  even  pebbles,  and  also  of  roots,  simplified  tbe 
process  of  digging.  A  Virginia  rail  fence  running  alongside  of  the  road 
was  taken  advantage  of  in  throwing  up  the  breastwork.  At  the  com- 
mand the  company  grounded  arms,  and,  drawing  bayonets,  half  were 
employed  in  breaking  ground,  while  the  other  half  brought  up  rails, 
until  the  fence  directly  in  front  of  the  detachment  was  used  in  the 
breastwork.  All  the  men  were  then  employed  in  throwing  up  the  earth 
of  the  breastwork. 

The  men  worked  in  the  way  most  convenient  to  them  and  their 
neighbors,  though  most  found  that  kneeling  on  one  knee  gave  the  best 
chance,  especially  at  first,  before  the  ditch  became  of  any  depth. 

At  the  end  of  fifteen  minutes,  as  timed  by  myself,  work  was  stopped 
and  the  trench  completed. 

As  it  then  existed,  the  height,  from  the  bottom  of  the  ditch  to  the 
top  of  the  breastwork,  averaged  about  three  feet.  The  base  of  the 
breastwork  was  about  two  and  a  half  feet,  and  the  section  about  like 
this :

It  was  then  found  that  the  company,  lying  behind  the  intrenchment, 
was  not  only  completely  protected,  but  also  perfectly  hidden,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  thirty  feet  from  the  line.  As  a  fiirther  examination,  from  one 
end  of  the  breast-height  the  rails  were  then  taken  out,  and  the  earth 
still  left  made  a  small  mound  of  about  two  feet  base  and  one  and  a  half 
feet  height.  The  earth  was  then  cut  down  on  the  front  face,  to  a  i>eri)en- 
dicular,  and  a  number  of  shots  from  the  improved  Springfield  rifle  were 
fired  by  one  of  the  men,  lying  down,  at  a  distance  of  thirty  feet  from 
the  line. 

It  was  found  that  one  and  a  half  feet  of  earth  stopped  completely  the 
ball,  and  that  one  foot  would  most  generally  stop  it,  and  that  tbe  balls 
that  penetrated  this  thickness  were  then  harmless. 

The  breastwork  still  remaining  then  proved  to  be  complete  protec 
tion  from  an  ordinary  rifle  fire. 

From  this  trial  I  should  conclude  that  in  an  hour's  time,  under  most 
circumstances  and  in  most  kinds  of  soil,  that  a  line  could  be  thrown  up, 
by  the  use  of  the  trowel-bayonet,  such  as  would  give  complete  protec- 
tion to  a  line  of  infantry,  and  that  more  time  and  labor  could  produce 
a  line  formidable  even  to  light-artillery  fire.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  a 
trial  of  the  Bice  trowel-bayonet,  pursuant  to  instructions  contained 
in  the  indorsement  upon  the  letter  of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army 
to  the  commanding  general  Department  of  the  Missouri,  dated  February 
4, 1871. 

The  ground  chosen  for  the  trial  was  a  grass- grown  field ;  the  soil  of 
ordinary  firmness.  My  company  was  then  formed  in  one  rank,  and  in 
this  (their  second)  drill  threw  up,  in  seven  minutes,  an  earthwork  aboat 
two  and  a  half  feet  high,  and  sufficiently  substantial  to  turn  bullets  at 
ordinary  range. 

The  friction  of  the  shank  of  the  bayonet  upon  the  hands  of  the  men 
would  cause  soreness  and  blistering,  if  the  work  of  intrenching  was 
contiuued  for  any  considerable  period,  or  if  it  was  necessary  to  resort  to 
it  frequently,  at  short  intervals.  This  defect,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
inventor,  I  understand,  to  remedy,  by  affixing  the  bayonet  to  the  piece 
by  a  handle  similar  to  that  used  in  the  saber-bayonet.  The  greater 
leverage  thereby  obtained  would  give  additional  efficiency  to  the  wea- 
pon as  an  intrenching  tool.  • 

Id  my  opinion  the  bayonet-scabbard  issued  with  the  Rice  bayonet 
should  have  the  Hoffman  attachment.  This  would  cause  them  to  hang 
on  the  waist-belt  in  a  position  more  approaching  the  perpendicular.  As 
at  present  suspended,  they  are  liable  to  fall  out  of  the  scabbard  when 
the  soldier  is  marching  in  double- time,  and  besides  interfere  with  the 
free  and  unembarrassed  handling  of  the  piece. 

From  the  experience  derived  from  several  years  of  active  servic  dur- 
ing the  late  war,  I  should  judge  that  this  bayonet  would  prove  invalu- 
able in  active  field-operations. 

Upon  the  whole,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the 
bayonet  is  a  formidable  weapon  of  offense  or  defense,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  it  possesses  decided  advantages  over  the  bayonet  at  present  in 
general  use  in  the  Army,  and  I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
its  adoption.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  most  respectfully  to  request  that  the  action  of 
the  Cliief  of  Ordnance  in  his  indorsement  dated  October  24,  1871,  on 
the  reports  concerning  the  trowel-bayonet,  be  not  taken  as  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  its  adoption. 

The  reports  of  the  Saint  Louis  Army  board  of  engineer  officers,  of 
officers  of  the  Third  and  Fifth  Infantry,  who  have  experimented  with  it 
and  used  it  in  garrison,  have  been  largely  favorable,  and  have  discussed 
all  such  objections  as  experiment,  use,  and  experience  suggested. 
None,  however,  have  alluded  to  that,  and  the  only  one  raised  by  the 
Chief  of  Ordnance,  that  men  in  field-service  would  bend  their  musket- 
barrels  by  using  the  trowel  for  digging,  when  fixed.  The  impression  of 
the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  founded  on  no  stated  facts,  is  sufficiently  over- 
come b}'^  the  circumstance  that  the  reporting  officers  found  no  such  ten- 
dency during  its  use  in  the  hands  of  men;  otherwise  they  would  have 
stated  accordingly.  There  is  no  experience  to  rest  the  opinion  upon, 
and  it  does  injustice  to  the  common  intelligence  and  discipline  of  our 
Army,  as  well  as  to  the  officers  who  have  experimented  with  it.  A  val- 
uable improvement  is  disposed  of  by  a  theoretical  objection,  founded 
upon  a  notion  of  its  possible  misapplication  in  some  cases.  The  soldier 
might  as  well  be  deprived  of  his  ammunition  because  many  waste  it  in 
action  or  because  he  may  use  it  recklessly  in  camp.  The  value  of  the 
principle  of  the  invention  is  involuntarily  testified  to  by  the  Chief  of 
Ordnance  in  his  proposed  substitute,  a  trowel  at  the  belt,  in  addition  to 
the  bayonet,  thus  increasing  the  burden  of  the  weighted  soldier  and 
the  expense  of  his  equipment,  for  the  trowel-bayonet  supersedes  the  old 
one,  and  can  be  furnished  at  the  same  cost,  or  a  few  cents  more. 

I  therefore  beg  that  further  tests  may  be  had  before  the  invention  is 
rejected,  or  that  opportunity  be  given  for  further  evidence,  if  needed. 
1  request  that  a  board  of  general  officers,  or  of  the  infantry  service,  be 
convened  to  examine  the  reports  heretofore  made  and  report  their 
opinion  thereon. 

I  hope  my  earnestness  may  be  pardoned,  as  it  is  inspired  by  a  convic- 
tion of  the  value  of  the  new  bayonet,  confirmed  by  the  favorable  opinion 
of  many  officers  of  rank  and  great  experience,  whose  testimony  could  be 
procured.

Sib:  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  representations 
induced  by  the  indorsement  ot*  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  Army,  concerning  the  trowel-bayonet. 

The  few  adverse  reports  made  by  officers  seem  to  have  produced  an 
impression  which  their  relative  weight  should  not  entitle  them  to. 

If  the  reports  may  be  called  conflicting,  those  in  favor  of  the  bayonet 
should  overbear  those  approved,  both  on  account  of  their  number  as 
well  as  on  account  of  the  experience  and  character  of  the  officers  who 
give  the  result  of  their  experiments. 

Favorable  reports  were  made  by  General  Miles,  colonel  Fifth  In- 
fantry, and  General  Brooke,  lieutenant  colonel  Third  InfantrV^ho  both 
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commanded  brigades  aud  divisions  in  the  field  during  the  war,  (the  first 
a  corps;)  also  by  Majors  Lyman  and  Logan,  Fifth  Infantry;  Captains 
Snyder  and  Bennett,  of  the  same  regiment,  and  Captain  Snyder,  Third 
Infantry. 

Favorable  additional  reports,  made  by  Majors  Head  and  Parker, 
Tliird  Infantry,  have  been  forwarded  since  the  date  of  the  indorsement. 

Captain  Penrose,  brevet  brigadier  general.  United  States  Army,  who 
commanded  the  Jersey  brigade,  and  Captain  Gageby,  Third  Infantry, 
write  me  that  they  would  have  made  favorable  reports,  had  opportunity 
been  given  them,  the  post  commander.  General  Brooke,  having  made 
the  report  for  his  post. 

Captain  Ovenshine,  Fifth  Infantry,  served  on  the  X)lains  during  the 
war;  Lieutenant  Campbell,  Fifth  Infantry,  joined  from  the  Academy 
since  the  war;  Captains  Moale  and  Morris  served  as  staflf-oflficers.  Colo- 
nel Jones,  Third  Infantr^^,  acquired  such  a  reputation  that  his  opinion 
would  not  be  respected  by  persons  acquainted  with  the  history  of  the 
war. 

Eeports  of  officers  who  have  been  engaged  in  war  with  troops  should 
have  greater  weight  than  those  who  have  not  the  advantage  of  such 
experience  to  aid  their  judgment  in  experiments. 

In  the  practice  with  the  bayonet  a  disadvantage  arose  from  the  want 
of  scabbards,  which  were  not  received  until  September,  and  after  some 
officers  had  made  their  reports,  the  bayonets  having  been  issued  in 
April. 

As  four-fifths  of  the  officers  are  in  favor  of  the  bayonet,  and,  if  oppor- 
tunity were  given  me,  I  could  add  the  favorable  opinion  of  many  offi- 
cers of  rank^  I  respectfully  request  that  three  or  more  regiments  be 
supplied  with  it.  I  am  certain  that  the  result  of  such  an  issue  will  be 
to  correct  the  impression  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  that  men  will  mis- 
use the  bayonet  by  employing  it,  when  fixed,  as  an  intrenching  tool. 

At  this  post,  at  this  time,  four  companies  out  of  the  five,  which  have 
the  trowel-bayonet,  wear  it  in  preference  to  the  old  bayonet. 

This  notwithstanding  the  inferior  manufacture  of  the  bayonets  far- 
nished  for  experiment,  which  were  so  badly  made  that  some  of  them 
split  in  digging  with  them,  others  were  filled  with  flaws,  and  all  were 
so  inferior  that  they  could  not  be  considered  serviceable  for  actual 
service  and  were  disgraceful  to  anv  armory  or  machine-shop.

Sir  :  The  reports  upon  the  'experimental  trials  of  trowel-bayonets 
having  been  forwarded  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  indorsing  my 
opinion  upon  them,  I  most  respectfully  submit  the  following : 

1  believe  the  trowel  to  be  of  very  great  use  as  a  military  implement ; 
that  it  should  be  adapted  for  cutting ;  should  have  a  handle  the  best 
suited  for  grasping  with  the  hand  for  labor,  and  should  not  be  used  as 
a  bayonet  upon  the  rifle  at  all.  So  modified,  for  intrenching,  cutting 
away  undergrowth,  cutting  material  for  gabions,  fascines,  temporary 
shelters,  and  as  a  camp  implement,  I  believe  it  to  be  of  vastly  more 
actual  use  than  the  old  bayonet  has  been  since  the  introduction  of  the 
rifled  gun. 

My  objections  to  its  use  as  a  bayonet  are — 

1.  That  if  used  upon  the  gun,  many  new  and  undisciplined  troops  will 
attempt  to  use  it  as  a  .working  implement,  fixed,  and  spoil  the  guns. 

2.  That,  since  the  introduction  of  breech-loading  and  revolving  fire- 
arms, I  believe  the  bayonet  to  be  obsolete.  During  our  war,  with  the 
excellent  opportunities  for  observation,  I  never  saw  nor  knew  of  but 
two  or  three  cases  of  bayonet  thrust,  and  then  we  had  neither  revolving 
nor  breech-loading  arms. 

3.  As  to  the  moral  ett'ect  of  bayonets,  it  is  believed  that  real  physical 
effects  should  be  sought  in  all  cases,  and  that  the  moral  effects  which 
follow  will  be  the  greater  than  where  moral  effects  are  sought  primarilj'^, 
as  seen  in  Chinese  warfare. 

4.  So  long  as  the  trowel  is  made  to  fix  as  a  bayonet,  the  handle  can- 
not be  the  best  suited  for  grasping  as  an  implement  for  labor. 
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If  the  tradition  of  the  bayonet  is  yet  too  strong  to  give  them  up,  I 
would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  old  bayonet  be  kept  as  it  is  and  the 
new  implement  added  only  as  an  implement.

If  a  trowel-bayonet  is  given  to  the 
soldier,  he  will  frequently  use  it  for  digging  when  it  is  '  fixed,'  and  there 
will  be  great  danger  of  his  bending  the  barrel  and  destroying  the  use- 
fulness of  the  musket.  I  believe  a  small  trowel,  which  can  be  carried 
in  the  soldier's  belt,  will  be  quite  as  effective  for  digging  as  the  trowel 
bayonet  when  not  'fixed,'  and  it  would  cost  much  less.  Some  should 
certainly  be  tried  in  service  before  the  trowel-bayonet  is  adopted."

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  an  estimate  of  appropria- 
tion required  to  pay  the  Chickasaw  Kation  of  Indians  the  balance  re- 
maining due  and  unpaid  on  certain  Arkansas  and  Tennessee  State 
bonds  held  in  trust  by  this  Department  for  the  benefit  of  said  Indians, 
amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  $297,890.25. 

The  accompanying  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs,  and  other  papers,  it  is  believed,  furnish  full  information  upon  the 
subject. 

By  the  10th  article  of  the  treaty  concluded  April  28, 1866,  with  the 
Choctaws  and  Chickasaws,  (Stats,  at  Large,  vol.  14,  pp.  769,)  it  appears 
that  the  United  States  re-affirmed  "  all  obligations  arising  out  of  treaty 
stipulations  or  acts  of  legislation,  with  regard  to  the  Choctaw  and 
Chickasaw  Nations,  entered  into  prior  to  the  late  rebellion."     ♦        ♦ 

In  my  opinion  the  pro^isions  of  the  above  article  cover  this  case,  "and 
I  therefore  respectfully  request  the  favorable  action  of  Congress  upon 
the  estimate.

Tlie  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  report  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, in  reply  to  a  resolution  of  the  1st  of  March,  calling  for  a  copy 
of  the  proceedinpfs  of  the  military  commission,  instituted  by  the  War 
Department  in  the  year  1862,  to  inquire  into  the  military  operations 
and  conduct  of  Major  General  Don  Carlos  Buell,  including  all  letters, 
dispatches,  opinions,  and  orders  on  file  in  that  Department  relative 
thereto ;  that  a  careful  and  exhaustive  search  among  all  the  records 
and  files  in  this  Department  fails  to  discover  what  disposition  was  made 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  commission  and  the  papers  annexed  thereto :

OPINION  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

The  order  convening  the  commission  requires  it  to  ^investigate  and 
report  upon  the  operations  of  the  army  under  the  command  of  Major 
General  D.  C.  Buell,  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee."  It  further  requires 
the  commission  to  ^^  report  an  opinion  in  the  case." 

Very  early  in  its  sessions  the  commission  resolved  to  direct  its  inves- 
tigations to  the  following  points : 

1.  The  operations  of  Major  General  Buell  in  Tennessee  and  Kentucky. 

2.  Suffering  Kentucky  to  be  invaded  by  rebels  under  General  Bragg. 

3.  The  failure  to  relieve  MumfordsviUe. 

4.  The  battle  of  Perry  ville,  and  conduct  there. 

5.  Permitting  the  rebels  to  escape  without  loss  from  Kentucky. 

6.  Inquire  and  report  upon  such  other  matters,  touching  military 
operations  above  specified,  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioo. 
shall  be  beneficial  to  the  service. 

The  first  point  really  comprehends  all  the  rest;  but  convenience 
required  such  a  division  of  the  subject. 

The  sixth  point,  it  will  be  perceived,  is  general,  and  was  made  to  cover 
such  subjects  as — 

1st.  Gisneral  Buell's  loyalty,  against  which  there  is  no  evidence  wortbj 
consideration. 

2d.  General  BuelPs  policy  toward  the  inhabitants  of  disaffected  dis- 
tricts into  which  his  operations  extended.  This  we  find  to  have  been 
what  is  familiarly  known  as  the  "  conciliatory  policy."  Whether  good 
or  bad  in  its  effects,  General  Buell  deserves  neither  blame  nor  applause 
for  it,  because  it  was  at  that  time  understood  to  be  the  policy  of  the 
Government.  At  least  he  could  violate  no  orders  on  the  subject,  because 
there  were  none. 
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2.  SUFFERING  KENTUCKY  TO  BE  INVADED  BY  REBELS  UNDER  BRAOO. 

We  find  that  the  rebels  under  Bragg  cjoncentrated  at  Chattanooga 
about  the  22d  of  July,  1862,  for  the  purpose  of  invading  Kentucky. 
Prior  to  that,  on  the  11th  day  of  June,  General  Buell  with  his  army  of 
the  Ohio  was  ordered  by  General  Halleck  to  march  againt  Chattanooga 
and  take  it,  with  the  ulterior  object  of  dislodging  Kirby  Smith  and  his 
rebel  force  from  East  Tennessee.  We  aie  df  opinion  that  General  Buell 
had  force  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  object  if  he  could  have  marched 
promptly  to  Chattanooga.  The  plan  of  operation,  however,  prescribed 
by  General  Halleck,  compelled  General  Buell  to  repair  the  Memphis  and 
Charleston  Railroad  from  Corinth  to  Decatur,  and  put  it  in  running  order 
as  a  line  of  supply  during  the  advance.  While  that  road  proved  of 
comparatively  little  service,  the  work  forced  delays  that  a  prompt  march 
upon  Chattanooga  was  impossible. 

The  delays  thus  occasioned  gave  Bragg  time  to  send  a  numerous 
cavalry  force  to  operate  againsty  General  BuelPs  lines  of  supply  which 
were  unnecessarily  long.  So  successful  were  the  incursions  of  the  cav- 
alry that  no  opportunity  was  found,  after  the  Memphis  and  Charleston 
Railroad  was  completed  to  Decatur,  to  concentrate  enough  of  the  army 
of  the  Ohio  to  capture  Chattanooga  and  execute  the  ulterior  purx>ose8 
of  the  expedition. 

The  massing  of  the  rebel  force  at  Chattanooga  compelled  a  relinquish- 
ment of  the  design  against  that  place;  after  which  General  Buell  was 
required  to  exert  all  his  energies  to  prevent  the  recapture  of  Nashville 
and  the  invasion  of  Kentucky.  This  he  could  have  done,  in  our  opinion,  by 
an  early  concentration  of  his  army  at  Sparta,  McMinnville,  or  Murfrees- 
borough,  with  a  view  to  active  oftensive  operations  against  Bragg,  the 
moment  he  debouched  from  the  Sequatchie  Valley.  Instead  of  that,  he 
waited  until  the  6th  of  September,  before  concentrating  at  Murfrees- 
borough,  from  which  he  retired  to  Nashville,  thereby  allowing  Bragg  to 
cross  the  Cumberland  River  without  interruption.  The  commission 
cannot  justify  the  falling  back  from  Murfreesborough  to  Nashville,  but  is 
of  opinion  that  it  was  General  Buell's  duty  jfrom  that  point  to  have 
attacked  the  rebel  army  before  it  crossed  the  Cumberland ;  and  it  is 
believed  that,  had  that  course  been  pursued,  Bragg  would  have  been 
defeated. 

3.     THE  FAILURE  TO  BELIEVE  MUMFOBDSVILLE. 

In  the  relative  movements  of  the  armies  of  General  Buell  and  Bragg, 
Mumfordsville  was  important  on  account  of  its  railroad  bridge  over 
Green  River  and  its  natural  strength  as  a  position  for  battle.  Bragg 
moved  upon  it  by  way  of  Glasgow,  and  not  anticipating  great  resistance, 
he  dispatched  a  column  in  advance  of  his  main  body  to  take  it.  The* 
column  was  repulsed  by  the  garrison  on  the  14th  of  September. 

Bragg  then  moved  his  whole  army  against  the  post.  On*  the  17th  of 
September  it  was  justifiably  surrendered. 

The  order  to  hold  Mumfordsville  proceeded  from  General  Wright, 
commanding  the  Department  of  the  Ohio,  of  which  Kentucky  formed  a 
part.  It  was  given  in  expectation  that  General  Buell  would  reach  the 
place  in  time  to  save  it.  General  Wright  seems  to  have  no  certain 
information  upon  which  to  base  his  expectation,  at  the  time  the  order 
was  given.  He  onl}-  knew  that  both  Bragg  and  General  Buell  were 
advancing  toward  it.  Nor  was  there  any  undertaking  on  General 
BuelFs  part  to  relieve  the  garrison,  or  any  preconcert  of  action  whatever 
respecting  it. 
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We  are  of  opinioii,  therefore,  that  the  orders  given  the  coinmaDder 
of  the  post  should  have  left  him. discretion  to  fight  or  retire,  according 
to  circumstances.    As  it  was,  the  order  was  to  hold  it  to  the  last 

Had  not  Bragg  moved  so  quickly  on  Mumfordsville  he  would  have 
been  attacked  at  Glasgow  by  General  Buell,  who  was  moving  to  the 
attack  when  the  surrender  took  place.  Defeat  of  the  rebels  at  Glasgow 
would  of  course  have  saved  Mumfordsville. 

While  General  Buell  was  on  the  march  to  Mumfordsville  he  heard 
of  its  surrender.    Relief  was  then  too  late. 

It  is  our  opinion,  therefore,  that  General  Buell  is  not  resi>on8ible  for 
the  capture  of  the  town,  except  so  far  as  his  failure  to  attack  Bragg 
south  of  the  Cumberland  River  made  him  responsible  for  the  conse- 
quences of  that  failure. 

4.  BATTLE  OF  PEEEYVILLE,  AND  CONDUCT  THERE. 

General  Buell  left  Louisville  about  Ist  of  October  with  a  force 
superior,  in  our  judgment,  not  only  to  Bragg's  army,  but  to  the  armies 
of  Bragg  and  Kirby  Smith  united.  His  routes  were  well  chosen,  and 
the  advance  of  his  columns  admirably  regulated.  His  immediate  object 
was  to  attack  the  rebels  and  destroy  them.  Failing  in  that  he  was  to 
drive  them  out  of  Kentucky. 

Engagement  was  expected  at  Bardstown,  but  Bragg  sullenly  retired 
toward  Perry  ville,  at  which  place,  it  would  seem  from  his  orders  and 
instructions  to  corps  commanders,  General  Buell  next  intended  to 
attack  him  on  the  9th  of  September.  Positions  for  the  formation  of 
the  line  of  battle  were  defined  in  those  orders.  Accordingly,  on  the 
morning  of  the  8th,  Gilbert,  with  his  coi*ps,  was  in  position  in  the 
center ;  McOook,  with  his  corps,  (less  Sill's  division,)  arrived  on  the 
left  about  9  o'clock,  and  Thomas,  in  command  of  the  right  wing,  (Crit- 
tenden's corps,)  reached  his  position,  and  reported  his  arrival  to  Gen- 
eral Buell  about  noon. 

About  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  enemy  poured  a  heavy  coliunn 
of  attack  upon  McCook,  effecting,  in  our  opinion,  a  partial  surprise. 
The  contest,  however,  was  obstinate  and  bloody,  and  ended  by  night- 
fall, at  which  time  McCook's  right  had  been  turned  and  driven  back, 
witn  serious  loss.    The  duration  of  the  battle  was  about  five  hours. 

There  can  be  no  question  about  its  being  the  duty  of  somebody  to 
assist  McCook.  As  his  right  had  been  posted  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred yards  from  Gilbert's  left,  and  as  the  severest  fighting  was  on 
McCook's  right,  we  cannot  see  why  Gilbert  did  not  re-enforce  him  when 
so  requested.  He  should  have  done  it,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  be- 
cause McCook's  discomfiture  exposed  his  own  flank.  Nothing  but  posi- 
tive orders  fixing  and  holding  him  in  his  position  can  justify  his  fail- 
ure; if  such  there  were,  they  have  not  been  heard  of  in  the  testimony : 
moreover,  it  is  clear  that  all  General  Buell's  orders  were  in  preparation 
for  attacking  the  next  morning,  not  in  anticipation  of  being  attacked 
that  day.  In  this  latter  event,  therefore,  the  exercise  of  discretion  coold 
not  have  been  improper,  if  the  action  taken  had  been  promptly  reported 
to  headquarters,  pai'ticularly  as  General  Buell  was  not  on  the  field  for 
instant  consultation.  As  it  was,  assistance  did  not  i*each  McCook  until 
about  dark. 

General  Buell  established  his  headquarters  about  two  miles  and  a 
half  from  the  front  on  the  Springfield  road.  He  was  not  on  the  field  or 
along  the  line  during  the  day,  and  had  no  intelligence  of  the  attack 
on  McCook  until  4  o'clock  in  the  evening.    About  2  o^clock  a  heavy 
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and  furious  cauiionading  was  heard  at  his  headquarters,  and  coming 
out  of  his  tent  he  said,  '*  There  was  a  great  waste  of  powder  over  there,'^ 
and  directed  General  Gilbert,  who  was  with  him  at  the  time,  to  send  an 
order  to  the  front  *'  to  stop  that  useless  waste  of  powder."  It  is  clear 
to  us  that  General  Buell  did  not  believe  a  battle  was  in  progress,  and 
that  he  supposed  the  firing  heard  was  from  some  reconnaissance.  On 
this  point  it  is  our  opinion  that  he  should  either  have  been  on  the  field 
in  person,  ready  for  emergencies  and  advantages,  or  have  taken,  and 
required  to  be  taken,  every  precaution  for  the  instant  transmission  of 
intelligence  to  his  headquarters.  As  he  had  an  organized  signal  corps 
with  his  army,  this  failure  was  all  the  more  culpable.  And  in  this  con- 
nection we  are  of  opinion  that  General  McCook's  failure  to  send  up  in- 
stant notice  of  the  attack  upon  him  in  force  was  equally  culpable. 

We  find  that  during  the  greater  part  of  the  attack  on  McCook,  Gil- 
bert's corps  was  unengaged,  while  Thomas's  wing  had  not  so  much  as  a 
demonstration  made  against  it.  We  have  reason  to  believe  also  that  all 
Bragg's  army  at  Perryville  at  the  time  was  flung  upon  McCook,  and 
that  his  lines  of  retreat  by  way  of  Ilarrodsburgh  and  Danville  were  so 
exi>osed  that,  after  4  o'clock,  they  could  have  been  to  a  great  degree, 
if  not  entirely,  cut  off  if  Crittenden's  corps  had  been  vigorously  pushed 
forward  for  the  purpose.  In  our  judgment,  the  opportunity  slipped 
through  General  Bnell's  absence  from  the  field,  or  on  account  of  his  ig- 
norance of  the  condition  of  the  battle. 

We  are  very  sure  that,  if  he  could  have  ordered  supports  to  McCook 
at  an  earlier  hour  than  he  did  order  them,  the  attack  would  have  been 
repulsed  with  less  loss  to  himself  and  greater  to  the  enemy. 

O.     PEEMITTING  THE  REBELS  TO  ESCAPE  WITHOUT  LOSS  FKOM 

KENTUCKY. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  rebels  escaped  without  loss  from  Kentucky. 
Besides  their  killed  and  wounded  at  Perryville,  they  were  compelled  to 
destroy  a  large  quantity  of  stores,  which  had  been  collected  at  Camp 
Dick  Robinson.  The  morning  after  the  battle  it  was  very  early  discov- 
<*reil  that  Bragg  had  retreated  t'voin  his  positions  near  Perryville,  and 
that  his  army  had  for  the  most  part  gone  in  the  direction  of  Harrods- 
burgli.  Leaving  all  his  sick  and  wounded  and  some  material  at  Harrods- 
burgh,  and  being  joined  by  Kirby  Smith,  he  hastened  across  Dick's  River 
to  Camp  Dick  Robinson;  there  he  destroyed  and  abandoned  the  stores 
mentioned,  and  resumed  his  retreat.  In  these  movements  the  march 
of  bis  columns  was  hurried ;  that  part  of  it  from  Perryville  to  the  river 
was  confused  and  disordered.  Our  opinion  is  that  if  General  Buell  had 
taken  up  a  vigorous  pursuit  a«  soon  in  the  morning  of  the  9th  as  the 
retreat  was  discovered,  the  check  received  by  the  rebels  at  Perryville 
would  have  been  turned  into  rout,  with  all  its  consequences.  But  the 
manner  in  which  they  were  followed  to  Harrodsburgh  can  hardly  be 
called  a  pursuit.  General  Buell  should  have  endeavored  by  energetic 
movement  of  his  whole  army  to  crush  them  somewhere  between  Perry- 
ville and  Dick's  River. 

From  Camp  Dick  Robinson  Bragg  had  but  two  roads  left  him  by 
which  he  could  hope  to  escape  from  Kentucky ;  dividing  his  forces  at 
Crab  Orchard,  one  iK)rtion  of  them  could  go  out  by  way  of  Cumberland 
<jrap,  the  other  by  way  of  Somerset.  Had  General  Buell  intercepted 
liim  on  these  lines,  as  we  think  he  could  have  done,  from  either  Perry- 
ville or  Danville,  Bragg  would  have  been  compelled  to  give  battle  with 
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the  same  results,  we  doubt  not,  as  if  he  had  been  defeated  before  cross- 
ing Dick's  River. 

The  evidence  establishes  that  General  Buell  received  information  on 
the  night  of  the  10th  that  Bragg  had  crossed  the  river  to  Canii)  Dick 
Eobinson,  yet  he  made  no  determined  movement  with  the  main  of  his 
army  until  12  o'clock  in  the  night  of  the  13th.  From  the  moniiug  of 
the  9th  to  the  night  of  the  11th  he  waited  to  learn  whether  his  enemy 
would  cross  the  river;  that  being  definitely  known,  he  lost  two  days 
before  taking  any  decisive  action.  Finally,  on  the  night  of  the  13th,  as 
stated,  he  started  Crittenden's  corps  through  Danville  towanl  Crab 
Orchard.  It  was  then  too  late.  Bragg,  with  his  column  and  all  his 
train,  had  passed  the  point  of  interception.  To  this  delay  we  are  com- 
pelled to  attribute  the  escape  of  the  rebels  from  Kentucky.

As  the  commission  has  reported  no  charges  against  Major I). 

C.  Buell,  nor  recommended  any  further  proceedings,  I  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  commission  be  dissolved  and  its  ofQcers,  as  well  as 
General  Buell,  be  ordered  on  other  duty. 

So  much  of  the  report  as  states  that  General  BuelFs  march  on  Chat- 
tanooga was  delayed  by  the  repairs  of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston 
Eailroad,  and  that  General  Buell's  lines  of  supply  "were  unnecessarily 
long,"  is  incorrect.  General  Buell  had  no  other  line  of  supply  thau  this 
road  till  he  reached  Decatur  and  connected  with  Nashville.  General 
Buell  was  not  delayed  an  hour  beyond  what  he  himself  deemed  neces- 
sary to.  secure  his  supplies. 

Moreover,  his  lines  of  supply  were  those  which  he  himself  selected. 
Indeed,  there  were  no  others  trom  which  to  selex^t.  The  fault  here,  as 
elsewhere,  was  having  too  large  supply  trains,  and  in  not  living  more 
upon  the  country.  He  was  frequently  urged  to  subsist  his  troops  in  tbi» 
manner.  Whether  ot  not  he  could  have  done  so  is  not  reported  by  the 
commission.

Sir:  I  have  heard  that  the  Secretary  of  War  intends  to  publish  in 
general  orders  the  result  of  the  investigation  of  ray  military  operations 
in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  during  the  summer  of  18C2,  by  the  military 
commission  organized  by  Major  General  Halleck.  Supposing  that  the 
pressure  of  official  business  may  thus  far  have  prevented  the  Secretary 
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from  making  a  careful  examination  of  the  record,  which  is  very  volumin- 
ous, and  believing  that  such  an  examination  will  essentially  modify 
the  effect  of  the  manner  in  which  the  commission  has  stated  facts,  and 
refute  many  of  its  opinions,  my  object  is  to  ask  attention  to  some  of  the 
features  of  the  report  and  to  request  that  its  publication  may  be  accom- 
panied by  the  oiticial  decision  of  the  Department. 

The  report  premises  by  saying  that  "  very  early  in  its  session  the 
commission  resolved  to  direct  its  investigations  to  the  following  points,'' 
and  it  specifies  six  "  points.''  It  would  appear  from  this  as  though  the 
first  steps  in  the  inquiry  had  developed  ground  for  these  six  grave  ques- 
tions. The  truth  is  that  they  ha<l  been  submitted  in  the  instructions 
under  which  the  commissioners  acted.  I  do  not  consider  this  discrepancy 
unimportant.  The  report  then  takes  up  in  their  order  the  several  sub- 
jects referred  to ;  the  first,  however,  '*  The  operations  of  General  Buell 
in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,"  being  disposed  of  as  being  included  in  the 
other  five. 

2.     SUFFERING    KENTUCKY    TO  BE    INVADED  BY  THE  REBELS  UNDER 

BRAGG. 

Rut  few  facts  are  given  on  this  subject,  and  those  are  vague  and  in- 
definite. What  is  meant  by  saying  that  my  lines  of  supplies  were 
"  umieceHsarily  long  f  It  is  true  that  I  was  more  than  three  hundred 
miles  from  my  base,  the  Ohio  River,  with  only  a  thread  of  railroad  for 
communication ;  but  how  could  the  line  be  said  to  be  unnecessarily  long 
when  it  was  impossible  to  make  it  shorter!  On  more  material  points 
the  report  is  silent.  Nothing  is  said  of  the  strength  of  the  enemy,  nor 
of  some  of  the  most  important  of  his  movements;  nor  of  the  strength  of 
my  army,  nor  of  the  state  of  my  supplies,  but  the  ex)mmission  contents 
itself  with  expressing  the  belief  that  "by  an  early  concentration  of  my 
army  at  Sparta.  McMinnville,  or  Murfrees borough,  with  a  view  to  active 
offensive  operations  against  Bragg  the  moment  he  debouched  from  the 
Sequatchie  Valley,  he  would  have  been  defeated."  Subsequent  events 
have  confirmed  what  the  evidence  abundantly  shows,  that  the  force 
under  my  command  was  inadequate  for  the  mission  it  had  undertaken. 
The  statement  in  which  I  reviewed  the  evidence  before  the  commission 
presents  this  subject  more  circumstantially,  and  I  extract  from  it  here. 
After  explaining  the  embarrassment  under  which  I  had  labored  in  con- 
sequence of  the  enemy's  large  cavalry  force  operating  on  my  communi- 
cations, the  statement  continues : 

**The  railroad  from  Nashville  to  Stevenson  was  completed  on  the  28th 
of  July ;  that  from  Nashville  to  Decatur,  on  the  31st,  and  prepairations 
commenced  for  an  advance.  Supplies  were  pushed  forward  to  the  depot 
at  Stevenson ;  the  ponton-bridge  was  gotten  ready  to  be  laid ;  the  wagon 
trains,  which  had  been  in  use  on  the  Decatur  road,  were  thrown  across 
to  Decherd,  from  which  point  they  could  be  moved  rapidly  to  Steven- 
son; and  the  troops,  including  General  Thoma^-s  division,  which  ar-. 
rived  at  Athens  and  Huntsville  about  the  31st  of  July,  were  moved  so 
as  to  be  in  convenient  positions  for  the  same  object.  In  the  mean  time 
the  enemy  continued  his  operations  with  large  bodies  of  cavalry  against 
our  long  lines  of  communication  through  Tennessee  and  Kentucky, 
seconded  in  Tennessee  by  the  organization  of  guerrilla  bands,  which 
swarmed  in  every  part  of  the  country.  These  latter  were  frequently 
encountered  and  defeated  by  detachments  of  our  small  cavalry  force ; 
but  the  former  moving  in  superior  force,  and  striking  at  vulnerable 
points,  were  generally  successful,  and  finally,  on  the  10th  of  August, 
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severed  effectually  our  communication  between  Kasb ville  and  Louisville. 
In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  our  lines  of  communication,  the  effect 
of  these  operations  and  of  the  formidable  preparations  which  were  re* 
ported  and  believed  to  be  in  progress  for  the  invasion  of  Middle  Ten- 
nessee and  the  capture  of  Nashville,  was  to  intimidate  our  friends  and 
embolden  our  enemies  among  the  people,  who  not  only  would  not  bring 
in  supplies  voluntarily,  but  used  every  means  to  prevent  us  from  finding 
them;  so  that  nothing  could  be  obtained  from  the  country  except  by 
means  of  our  own  trains  under  the  protection  of  strong  escorts.  On 
the  6th  of  August  I  gave  orders  for  fortifying  Nashville,  to  make  it 
secure  with  a  small  garrison  against  any  attack  from  cavalry. 

^^  On  the  10th  of  August  Morgan  again  made  his  appearance  at  Galla- ' 
tin,  surprised  and  captured  the  garrison,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and 
fifty  infantry;  then  moved  toward  Nashville,  destroying  several  bridges 
and  capturing  the  guards ;  then  toward  Bowling  Oreen,  destroying  the 
tunnel  seven  miles  north  of  Gallatin,  and  several  tressel- works  and  small 
bridges  in  that  region.  He  was,  however,  handsomely  repulsed  in  some 
instances  by  the  small  force  opposed  to  him  in  these  attacks.  Simnltar 
neously  with  this,  Forest,  with  a  large  force,  moved  toward  the  Cum- 
berland Eiver,  to  be  in  a  position  to  support  Morgan,  or  threaten  Nash- 
ville, if  it  should  diminish  its  garrison,  which  consisted  of  about  two 
thousand  men.  Immediately  after  the  occurrence  of  the  first  raid  I 
determined  to  withdraw  my  cavalry  as  much  as  possible  from  its  service 
in  detaehments  against  the  bands  of  guerrillas  which  infested  the  roads, 
and  concentrate  it  in  large  bodies.  By  supporting  them  with  infantry, 
equipped  to  move  lightly,  I  hoped  to  be  able  to  drive  the  enemy's  heavy 
cavalry  force  from  the  lines.  One  of  these  commands  I  designed  should 
operate  from  Murfreesborough,  and  another  from  McMinnville.  An 
experienced  cavalry  officer  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  former, 
with  general  instructions  which  allowed  him  a  good  deal  of  discretion. 
The  zeal  of  this  officer  caused  him  to  move  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy, 
with  about  seven  hundred  men,  before  the  whole  of  his  command  had 
joined.  On  hearing  of  this,  and  knowing  that  he  was  outnumbered  by 
the  enemy,  I  dispatched  instructions  for  re-enforcing  him  with  infantry 
from  McMinnville,  if  he  could  be  reached,  and  to  sustain  him  until  he 
had  sufficient  strength.  The  instructions  did  not,  however,  reach  him, 
nor  could  his  whereabouts  be  ascertained  so  as  to  re-enforce  him.  Hear- 
ing that  Morgan  had  again  appeared  in  the  neighborhood  of  Gallatin, 
he  crossed  the  river,  at  Hartsville,  in  pursuit,  engaged  Morgan's  force 
not  far  from  that  place  about  the  middle  of  August,  was  defeated,  and 
himself  and  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  his  men  taken  prisoners. 
The  remainder  made  their  escape,  in  stragglers  and  small  bodies,  to 
Nashville.  The  strength  of  Morgan's  band  at  this  time  was  estimated 
at  from  fifteen  hundred  to  three  thousand. 

^^Work  was  immediately  commenced  to  repair  again  the  road  north  of 
Nashville,  but  the  continued  presence  of  Morgan's  force  in  that  quarter 
.made  it  impossible  to  carry  it  beyond  Gallatin,  except  by  withdrawing 
from  the  front  so  large  a  force  as  to  preclude  the  idea  of  an  advance; 
and  I,  therefore,  determined  to  defer  it  until  it  could  be  protected  by  a 
force  which  I  hoped  might  come  from  Louisville,  of  the  new  troops  that 
were  being  called  out.  On  the  I6th  of  August  I  ordered  M%jor  General 
Nelson  to  Kentucky  to  command,  and  sent  with  him  three  general  and 
some  other  officers  of  experience,  and  two  batteries  of  artillery.  The 
position  required  an  officer  of  his  rank,  and  I  had  great  confidence  in 
his  energy  and  ability. 

^'  While  the  enemy  was  producing  this  serious  embarrassment  by  the 
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operations  of  his  large  cavalry  force,  regular  and  irregular,  on  our  long 
lines  of  communication,  he  was  collecting  a  large  army  at  various  points 
in  Tennessee,  from  Chattanooga  eastward.  For  a  considerable  time  the 
main  point  of  concentration  was  doubtful,  and  the  railroad  facilities 
which  the  enemy  possessed  enabled  him  to  concentrate  speedily  at  any 
point.  General  Bragg  arrived  in  person  at  Chattanooga  on  the  28th  of 
July,  by  which  time  his  whole  force  was  within  easy  reach  of  that  point; 
and  from  that  time  reports  were  current  of  his  intention  to  assume  the 
offensive.  Sometimes  they  were  quite  positive  that  he  was  already  cross- 
ing the  river  at  Chattanooga,  Kingston,  and  other  points. 

^'  The  lowest  estimate  that  could  be  made  of  the  force  with  which  the 
enemy  was  prepared  to  advance,  according  to  the  best  sources  of  infor- 
mation, was  sixty  thousand  men.  That  has,  I  think,  been  more  than 
confirmed  bythe  evidence  before  the  commission.  Eye-witnesses  esti- 
mated the  force  as  high  as  one  hundred  thousand. 

"  My  dispatch  of  the  7th  of  August  to  the  general-in -chief.  Major  Gen- 
eral Halleck,  gave  information  on  this  subject  somewhat  in  detail,  and 
not  in  a  discouraging  tone,  for  I  was  continuing  my  preparations  to 
ailvance,  and  was,  in  my  own  mind,  disposed  to  make  perhaps  more 
than  due  allowance  for  exaggeration  in  the  information  that  reached 
me.  1  was  the  more  confident  when,  on  the  10th  of  August,  General 
Halleck  authorized  me  to  call  on  General  Grant  for  two  divisions,  if  I 
should  find  it  absolutely  necessary.  On  the  12th  I  requested  General 
Grant  to  send  the  divisions,  intending  to  use  one  of  them  to  protect  my 
communications  with  Louisville,  and  bring  the  other  to  the  front;  but 
their  movements  were  at  first  involved  in  some  uncertainty.  At  a  later 
period  I  could  get  no  information  of  them  at  all,  and  feared  that  Gen- 
eral Grant  had  not  been  able  to  spare  them,  as  he  was  himself  threat- 
ened. One  of  them  reached  Murfreesborough  on  the  1st,  and  the  other 
i^ashville  about  the  12th  of  September. 

"  Very  soon  the  information  of  the  enemy's  intention  took  such  shape 
as  to  leave  no  doubt  that  he  was  about  to  invade  Middle  Tennessee  with 
a  superior  force,  and  to  make  it  proper  to  suspend  the  accumulation  of 
supplies  at  Stevenson,  and  establish  a  depot  at  Decherd,  as  being 
most  suitable  for  that  disposition  of  my  troops,  which  the  designs  of 
the  enemy,  as  far  as  they  could  be  divined,  rendered  proper  to  oppose 
him.  The  information  pointed  to  Nashville  as  his  principal  aim,  and 
justified  the  conclusion  that  at  least  he  believed  he  had  force  enough  to 
accomplish  his  object  It  was  ascertsiined  that  the  number  of  my 
troojis  was  quite  accurately  known  to  him.  The  route  which  he  would 
take  was  altogether  a  matter  of  conjecture,  to  be  founded  on  probabili- 
tie«j.  McMinnville  was  mentioned  very  often  in  the  information  which 
reached  me,  as  the  first  point  of  attack,  and  they  were  so  frequent  that 
1  deemed  it  proper  to  strengthen  the  force  in  that  quarter;  but  the 
difficulty  of  crossing  the  mountain  weakened  the  probability  of  an  ad- 
vance in  that  direction,  while  an  advance  into  North  Alabama  was  not 
only  spoken  of  in  connection  with  the  enemy's  plans,  but  offered  many  . 
advantages.  By  crossing  Waldron's  Hidge  into  the  Sequatchie  Valley, 
he  had  a  good,  level  road  down  that  valley  to  Battle  Creek,  which 
waiS  an  indefensible  position  for  us  while  he  occupied  the  opposite  side 
of  the  Tennessee  River  with  his  artillery.  This  would  keep  him  in  con- 
stant communication  with  his  supplies  at  Chattanooga,  by  means  of  the 
railroad  on  the  opposite  bank,  and  the  steamers  which  he  had;  his  large 
cavalry  force  operating  against  Nashville,  and  on  my  lines  of  communi- 
<}ation,  would  compel  me  to  employ  at  least  twenty  thousand  men  to  pro- 
tect them  even  that  far,  leaving  about  twenty-five  thousand  men  to  oppose 
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his  advance  iu  front.  If  the  column  from  Kingston  should  advance  on 
Nashville,  I  should  be  compelled  to  fall  back  in  the  face  of  even  an 
inferior  force,  for  the  protection  of  that  place  ;  and  thus  both  Alabama 
and  the  principal  part  of  Middle  Tennessee  could  be  reclaimed  by  the 
enemy  without  necessarily  risking  a  battle.  It  is  not  too  mnch  to  say 
that  fifty  thousand  men  thus  employed  on  this  theater  of  operatioua^ 
with  the  superior  cavalry  force  which  *the  enemy  had,  would  be  an  over- 
match for  sixty  thousand  operating  upon  lines  of  such  depth,  in  the 
midst  of  an  unfriendly  population. 

"Such  were  the  inducements  which  an  advance  upon  Battle  Creek 
offered  to  the  enemy,  even  supposing  that  I  was  entirely  on  the  north 
side  of  the  Cumberland  ridge,  say,  at  Decherd ;  but,  in  fact,  he  was 
well  aware  that  I  still  occupied  North  Alabama,  with  some  twelve 
thousand  men  at  Battle  Creek,  while  the  rest  of  my  force  extended  a^ 
far  north  and  east  as  McMinnville.  If  he  could  reach  Battle  Creek 
before  the  force  at  that  place  should  extricate  itself  by  moving  ro  the 
east,  it  would  have  to  go  around  by  the  way  of  Huntsvil  e,  and  thus 
make  a  march  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  to  rea<;h  De<rherd,  the 
nearest  point  at  which  it  could  possibly  form  a  junction  with  the  forces 
north  of  the  mountain,  while  he,  by  a  march  of  twenty-five  miles  from 
Jasper,  could  reach  the  same  point,  and  thus  throw  his  whole  force 
between  my  scattered  troops.  The  position  at  Battle  Creek  is,  for  a 
force  whose  communications  are  on  the  north  side  of  the  mountain, 
one  of  the  worst  that  can  be  imagined  against  an  enemy  coming  from 
the  Sequatchie  Valley,  and  holding  the  opposite  bank  of  the  OTennessee 
Eiver.  A  spur  of  the  Cumberland  ridge  comes  to  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  the  river;  Battle  Creek  runs  at  the  foot  of  this  spur,  on  the 
east  side,  emptying  into  the  river  near  the  point;  the  only  position 
for  troops  is  west  of  the  spur;  the  road  to  Decherd,  a  distance  of 
twenty-five  miles,  passes  around  the  point  of  this  spur  and  along  its 
side  up  Battle  Creek,  in  full  view  from  the  opposite  side  of  the  river 
and  the  creek ;  and  there  is  no  other  road  to  the  north  side  of  the 
mountain  practicable  for  loaded  wagons  short  of  Huntsville,  distant 
seventy-five  miles. 

"  For  the  double  purpose  of  guarding  against  an  attack  in  this  faulty 
position  ,and  of  observing  the  movements  and  checking  the  advance  of 
the  enemy  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley,  I  issued  the  instructions  of  the  19tb 
of  August  to  Mivjor  General  McCook,  my  purpose  then  being  to  attack 
the  enemy  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley,  if  possible,  or  to  give  him  battle  at 
the  first  point  on  his  route  where  I  could  concentrate  my  troops. 

"Those  orders  required  General  McCook  upon  the  first  intelligence  of 
an  advance  of  the  enemy  toward  the  Sequatchie  Valley  to  move  promptly 
up  the  valley  to  the  Anderson  and  Therman  road  with  the  two  brigades 
of  his  division  which  were  with  him,  to  chock  the  progress  of  the  enemy 
and  observe  his  movements.  If  pressed,  he  was  to  fall  back  on  the 
Therman  road,  deliberately,  until  he  should  form  a  junction  with  the 
main  force  coming  from  the  side  of  McMinnville.  The  other  divison 
which  was  with  him  at  Battle  Creek,  General  Crittenden's,  was  also  to 
move  up  the  valley  to  the  Tracy  City  and  Alt^imont  road,  which  enters 
the  valley  ten  miles  below  the  Therman  road.  He  was  to  support  Gen- 
eral McCook  in  the  valley,  watching  the  old  Nashville  and  Chattanooga 
stage-road,  which  enters  it  from  the  Tennessee  River  at  the  point  desig- 
nated, and  under  like  circumstances  he  was  to  fallback  for  a  similar 
purpose  on  the  Higginbottom  road  toward  Tracy  City  and  Altamont, 
where  the  junction  would  be  formed. 

"  On  the  20th  I  learned  that  the  enemy  was  certainly  crossing  at  Chatta- 
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nooga  and  other  points,  and  I  immediately  directed  General  McCook  to 
execute  the  orders  already  described.  On  the  same  day  I  left  Hunts- 
ville,  visited  the  posts  at  Stevenson  and  Battle  Creek,  and  the  following 
day  went  to  Decherd  to  direct  the  movements  for  the  proposed  junction^ 
I  deemed  it  of  the  highest  importance,  for  political  as  well  as  military 
reasons,  to  maintain  my  position  in  North  Alabama,  if  possible,  in  con- 
nection with  those  movements,  for  which  the  instractious  of  the  19th  of 
August,  given  to  General  Rousseau,  the  offtcer  in  command  in  North 
Alabama,  in  anticipation  of  my  advance  upon  Chattanooga,  were  equally 
applicable ;  but  I  reduced  the  force  in  that  quarter  somewhat,  leaving 
a  regiment  in  fortifications  at  Battle  Creek,  one  at  Stevenson,  and  two 
at  Uuntsville,  besides  the  road  guards  and  the  force  on  the  Nashville 
and  Decatur  line.  The  orders  for  the  concentration  at  Altamont  (see 
the  instructions  of  the  23d  of  August  to  General  Thomas)  had  reference 
to  the  plan  of  operations  above  referred  to,  for  opposing  the  movements 
of  the  enemy,  except  that  the  information  rendered  it  apparently  certain 
that  the  enemy  would  advance  on  the  Therman  road,  and  that  Alta- 
mont was  the  point  farthest  to  the  front  at  which  he  could  be  met.  On 
the  first  supposition  I  had  expected  to  intercept  him  in  the  Sequatchie 
Valley. 

"In  moving  up  the  valley  on  the 20th,  General  McCook  received  infor- 
mation from  his  spies  and  scouts  which  made  him  believe  that  the  enemy 
would  be  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley,  and  therefore  in  a  position  to  inter- 
cept him  b6fore  he  could  march  to  the  Therman  road,  and  he  therefore 
returned  down  the  valley  to  the  Higginbottom  road.  That  road  was 
found  to  be  impracticable  for  his  artillery,  and  he  moved  still  nearer  to 
Battle  Creek,  and  put  himself  on  the  road  which  follows  up  Battle 
Creek  and  then  crosses  the  mountain.  I  there  sent  him  orders,  on  the 
23d,  to  move  to  Pelham  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  concentration 
at  Altamont.  The  diflBculties  of  the  route  prevented  the  concentration 
at  the  time  appointed,  and  in  the  meantime  information  in  regard  to 
the  movements  of  the  enemy  made  it  a  matter  of  very  great  doubt 
whether  it  could  be  effected  at  that  point  at  all  before  the  enemy  would 
anticipate  it.  The  only  alteniative  seemed  to  be  to  concentrate  there  or 
at  Murfreesborough.  I  determined  to  accept  the  former,  and  gave  the 
orders  accordingly.  Those  orders  anticipated  that,  from  the  greater 
difficulties  General  McCook  had  to  overcome,  the  troops  moving  from 
McMinnville,  under  Major  General  Thomas,  would  resich  Altamont  first. 
The  latter  was  instructed  to  attack  the  enemy's  advance,  if  it  should 
have  reached  there,  and  hold  his  position,  if  possible,  until  the  other 
troops  came  up;  and,  in  the  event  of  being  unable  to  do  that,  the  various 
columns  were  instructed  as  to  the  roads  by  which  they  should  fall  back 
to  form  a  junction  in  rear.  General  Thomas  marched  to  Altamont  with 
a  jwrtioii  of  his  force  at  the  time  appointed.  He  found  no  enemy,  and, 
believing  that  he  could  not  remain  there  for  want  of  water,  returned 
immediately  to  McMimiville.  On  his  report,  and  in  consequence  of  hia 
a<;tiou,I  stopped  the  movement  of  all  except  General  McCook's  division^ 
which  remained  at  Altamont  in  observation  until  the  final  concentration 
at  Murfreesborough. 

"The  information  which  I  received  still  x>ointed  clearly  to  the  Ther« 
man  road  as  the  one  by  which  the  enemy  would  advance,  if  at  all.  It 
is  the  best  road  across  the  mountain,  and  has  the  advantage  of  branch- 
ing at  Altamont  into  no  less  than  four  roads,  which  descend  the  moun- 
tain to  an  arc  forty  miles  long,  from  McMinnville  on  one  flank  to  De- 
cherd on  the  other.  Still  the  movements  of  the  enemy  were  less  rapid 
than  was  expected,  and  placed  him  in  a  position  to  use  that  road,  or 
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those  further  east.  Many  officers  doubted  that  he  meant  to  cross  out 
of  the  Sequatchie  Valley  at  all,  but  supposed  that  his  movements  were 
only  intended  as  demonstrations  to  cover  the  advance  of  his  colamns 
into  Kentucky  from  Knoxville.  In  the  mean  time  our  supplies  were 
diminishing  rapidly,  with  no  prospect  of  renewal  until  a  sufficient  force 
was  detached  to  restore  our  broken  communications.  This  pressing 
necessity  left  no  time  either  to  advance  or  to  await  the  arrival  of  an 
enemy  who  could  choose  bis  time  and  route  with  a  certainty  that  the 
necessity  of  subsistence  would  very  soon  compel  me  to  fall  back,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  whether  there  was  an  enemy  in  front  or  not,  as  long 
as  his  cavalry  continued  its  operations  in  rear.  The  news  from  Ken- 
tucky was  unsatisfactory.  The  rebel  force  under  Kirby  Smith  was 
eoming  into  the  State.  There  was  nothing  but  new  levies  to  oppose 
him,  and  it  was  not  known  what  number  of  them  had  been  collected. 
So  far  from  being  able  to  open  the  communication  between  Nashville 
and  Louisville,  and  from  Cumberland  Gap  to  Lexington,  it  was  not 
improbable  that  those  places  themselves  might  soon  be  seized  by  the 
rebel  forces.  Under  these  circumstances  I  determined  to  concentrate 
my  army  at  Murfreesborough,  and  set  to  work  to  open  the  railroad 
north  of  Nashville.  That  object  had  already  been  delayed  too  long, 
upon  the  hope  of  having  it  done  by  a  force  from  Louisville.  Orders 
were  accordingly  given,  on  the  30th  of  August,  to  the  various  commands 
and  guards  distributed  over  an  area  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  by 
one  hundred  miles  of  territory  and  some  three  hundred  miljBS  of  rail- 
road, so  a^  to  concentrate  on  the  5th  of  September.  The  routes  and 
marches  were  prescribed,  and  the  movement  was  exexjuted  simultane- 
ously and  with  perfect  precision.  With  the  exception  of  the  force  on 
the  Decatur  roa<l,  which  was  ordered  to  Nashville,  the  whole  army, 
coming  from  various  quarters  and  different  distances  on  four  roads, 
concentrated  at  Murfreesborough,  on  the  5th  of  September,  bringing 
with  it  whatever  supplies  could  be  collected  from  the  country.  A  small 
remnant  of  provisions,  for  which  there  was  insufficient  transportation, 
was  destroyed  at  H(\ntsville,  and,  with  that  exception,  not  a  pound  of 
supplies  was  lost  by  the  movement.  After  it  was  ordered  I  learned 
that  a  considerable  quantity  of  cotton,  belonging  to  persons  who  had 
purchased  it  in  the  country,  was  at  Athens,  awaiting  transportation. 
In  order  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  remove  it,  I  delayed  the  evacu- 
ation of  that  place  perhaps  a  day  or  so. 

"  On  the  Ist  of  September  I  learned  that  a  large  rebel  force,  under  Gen- 
eral Kirby  Smith,  had  actually  appeared  in  Central  Kentucky,  having  de- 
feated and  routed  the  force  under  General  Nelson  at  Richmond.    This 
effectually  cut  off  the  division  at  Cumberland  Gap  from  its  base.    I  was 
anxious  to  rescue  that  force,  and  the  shortest  route  by  which  it  could 
be  done  was  to  direct  a  column  from  McMiniiville,  by  the  way  of  Som- 
erset, upon  the  rear  of  Kirby  Smithes  army.    I  supposed  that  that  might 
be  done,  and  still  keep  a  front  about  McMinnville  toward  the  army  of 
General  Bragg  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley;  while  the  two  divisions,  one 
of  which  had  arrived  that  day  from  Corinth,  should  open  the  commaDi- 
cations  between  Nashville  and  Louisville.    The  forces  at  McMinnnlle 
and  in  that  vicinity  had  not  yet  withdrawn  from  their  position,  and  I 
accordingly  suspended  their  movement,  leaving  its  execution,  however, 
to  General  Thomas,  who  was  at  McMinnville,  and  had  the  best  oppo^ 
tunity  to  know  any  movements  of  the  .enemy  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley 
that  would  affect  it.    He  answered,  stating  the  advantages  of  a  coDoen- 
tratipn  at  Murfreesborough,  and  advising  me  that  he  would  march  the  fol- 
lowing day,  and  so  the  concentration  was  executed  as  originally  ordered. 
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**I  proceeil  now  to  notice  certain  theories  and  opinions  that  have  been 
advanced,  concerning  a  plan  of  operations  to  oppose  the  movement  ot* 
the  rebel  army  across  the  monntain.  As  evidence,  they  are  of  no  more 
Talae  than  though  they  had  been  expressed  in  idle  discnssion  around  a 
camp-fire,  and  are  only  entitled  to  credit  according  as  they  are  correct 
in  their  premises  and  rational  in  their  conclusions.  They  were  new  to 
me  nntil  this  investigation  had  made  some  progi*ess,  and  it  appears  that 
one  of  them  in  particular  was  promulgated  after  the  arrival  of  my  army 
in  Louisville,  where  it  was  used  as  a  text  for  crittcism  by  officers  who 

have  not  appeared  as  friendly  witnesses  before  this  commission. 

•  •  •  •  •  • 

"But  I  do  not  propose  to  draw  any  advantage  from  the  question, 
whether  or  not  a  proposition  was  made  to  me  to  concentrate  at  Sparta. 
If  it  had  been  made,  I  should  have  judged  it  according  to  its  merits, 
with  the  lights  before  me  at  the  time,  and  I  do  not  doubt  that  I  should 
have  rejected  it  on  grounds  which  I  will  state. 

"Besides  the  road  which  crosses  from  Jasper  toDecherd,  and  the  one 
which  ascends  the  valley  and  thence  goes  to  Crossville,  there  are  no  less 
th^n  three  roads  by  which  the  enemy  could  ascend  the  mountain  to  de- 
bouch from  the  Sequatchie  Valley.  First,  the  Therman  road,  which 
passes  through  or  near  Altamont,  and  then  branches  into  at  least  four 
roads  that  descend  the  mountain  into  the  plains  of  Middle  Tennessee, 
between  Decherd  and  McMinnville,  a  distance  of  about  forty  miles ;  sec- 
ond, a  road  which  ascends  tlie  mountain  at  Dnnlap  and  passes  to 
McMinnville ;  third,  a  road  which  ascends  the  mountain  a^short  distance 
below  Pikeville,  and  branches  on  the  mountain,  the  left-hand  branch 
going  to  McMinnville,  and  the  right-hand  forking  again  some  twenty 
miles  from  McMinnville,  one  fork  going  to  the  latter  place  and  the  other 
to  Sparta.  There  is  also  a  road  on  the  top  of  the  mountain  connecting 
all  these  roads.  These  geographical  features  would  enable  the  enemy 
to  arrive  within  twenty  miles  of  McMinnville  by  not  less  than  two  roads 
before  determining  whether  he  would  move  on  that  point  or  Sparta,  and 
by  covering  his  movements  with  his  superior  cavalry  force,  he  could 
easily  arrive  within  six  or  eight  miles  of  either  of  those  points  before  his 
destination  could  be  known  at  all ;  and  it  is  twenty-two  miles  at  least  from 
McMinnville  to  Sparta.  If  I  had  been  at  Sparta,  he  could  have  been  at 
McMinnville,  and  in  possession  of  my  lirie  of  supplies  before  I  coidd  have 
known  it.  If  I  awaited  at  McMinnville  the  development  of  his  plan,  he 
conld  have  gone  to  Sparta  and  pursued  his  course  as  he  did.  If  I  had 
divided  my  force  between  McMinnville  and  Sparta,  to  anticipate  him 
at  both  points,  he  would  have  advanced  with  reasonable  probability  of 
success  against  either  of  them ;  and  if  the  fractions  should  have  been  so 
strongly  fortified  as  not  to  warrant  an  attack,  he  could  have  avoided 
them,  thrown  himself  between  the  two,  and  thus  have  forced  them  to 
retreat  separately,  or  attempt  the  offensive  against  a  concentrated  force. 
General  Thomas's  own  experience  at  McMinnville  in  obtaining  informa- 
tion on  which  success  would  have  depended,  confirms  my  answer  to  one 
phase  of  this  proposition,  and  is  applicable  to  all  of  them. 

"On  the  3Ist  he  reports :  'The  general  impression  is  that  the  enemy  is 
advancing,  but  I  have  yet  to  see  the  person  who  has  seen  any  of  the 
Chattanooga  forces  proper ;'  and  the  2d  of  August,  in  reply  to  the  dis- 
cretional instructions  heretofore  alluded  to,  he  says :  '  I  will  start  to- 
morrow. I  have  heard  again  tho^t  the  eiiemy  intends  advancing  on  this 
place  by  the  Therman,  Dunlap,  and  Sparta  roads.  By  concentrating  at 
Morfireesborough  we  shall  be  within  striking  distance  of  this  place. .  By 
convenient  roads  our  main  force  can  be  thrown  upon  the  enemy  between 
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this  and  Decherd  or  Hillsborough,  overcome  him,  aud  drive  him  toward 
Sparta,  his  longest  line  of  retreat  A  large  force  of  cavalry  and  light 
infantry  can  be  pushed  across  the  mountains  by  the  Dunlap  and  Tberman 
roads,  attack  him  in  rear,  and  completely  route  his  whole  force.  I  have 
studied  the  roads,  and  am  now  convinced  that  this  is  our  best  plan  of 
attack.' 

"It  was  afterward  ascertained  that  the  rebel  forces  under  General 
Bragg  actually  commenced  to  arrive  at  Sparta  th«  day  after  the  date  of 
this  dispatch.  ^ 

"  The  reasons  which  made  the  concentration  at  Murfreesborough  neces- 
sary and  proper  may  now  be  briefly  summed  up : 

"  It  had  been  supposed  that  for  the  lack  of  supplies  on  the  route  the 
enemy  would  make  his  march  across  the  mountains  rapidly.  Several 
days  had  already  elapsed  since,  from  the  best  information  that  could  be 
obtained  of  his  movements,  it  was  supposed  he  would  have  arrived 
within  striking  distance,  and  he  was  still  not  nearer  than  the  Sequatchie 
Valley. 

"  My  supplies  had  been  cut  off  for  twenty  days,  and  the  expectation 
that  the  force  in  Kentucky  would  re-open  the  railroad,  on  which  they 
were  dependent,  was  frustrated  by  the  invasion  of  the  State  by  Kirby 
Smith,  which,  as  the  result  proved,  gave  more  than  ample  occupation 
to  the  raw  troops  that  were  there.  I  did  not  even  know  what  force  of 
that  kind  could  be  expected,  for  its  organization  had  only  very  recently 
been  commenced  -,  and  the  State  had  recently  been  organized  into  a  sep- 
arate departntent  not  under  my  command. 

"I  was  already  reduced  to  about  ten  days'  supplies ;  a  little  more  than 
that  of  breadstuff,  and  some  minor  articles,  and  a  good  deal  less  of  meat 
and  other  articles  scarcely  less  essential.  The  quantity  was  increased 
at  Nashville  a  little  by  the  collection  of  flour  and  meat  in  the  country. 
General  Thomas  reported  on  the  28th,  from  McMinnville,  that  no  pro- 
visions could  be  procured  in  that  region,  and  that  for  forage  he  could 
get  fodder,  but  no  corn;  and  his  statement  in  regard  to  the  scarcity 
in  the  country  is  confirmed  by  testimony  before  the  commission.  Such 
straits  did  not  admit  of  any  further  delay  to  await  an  enemy  who  could 
choose  his  own  time  for  the  meeting,  and  who  had  already  been  eight 
days  behind  the  time  at  which  I  had  reason  1o  expect  him.  An  imme- 
diate concentration  at  a  point  ilearer  the  source  of  supply,  from  which 
I  was  separated  two  hundred  aud  sixty  miles,  was  clearly  necessary. 
It  promised  the  only  means  of  opening  the  railroad,  and  still  holding 
Nashville,  the  possession  of  which  was  believed  to  be  the  enemy's  first 
object. 

"  But  the  concentration  at  Murfreesborough  was  expedient  on  other 
grounds.    I  could  not  have  concentrated  at  any  point  as  far  in  advance 
as  McMinnville  more  than  about  thirty-one  thousand  men^  and  that 
force  was  not  sufficient  to  attack  Bragg's  army  united  at  any  point    If 
I  could  have  taken  any  position,  in  which  I  could  force  or  induce  him  to 
attaok  without  delay,  it  would  have  been  well ;  but  such  was  not  the 
case.    In  this  uncertainty  as  to  the  time  he  might  delay,  and  as  to  the 
route  on  which  he  would  strike  in  force,  while  perhaps  threatening  by 
other  routes,  screened  as  he  was  by  a  range  of  mountains ;  with  oar 
communications  with  Louisville  completely  severed  and  our  supplies 
already  reduced  to  a  narrow  margin,  perhaps  to  be  entirely  exhausted 
when  the  advance  of  the  enemy  would  make  rapid  operations  necessair, 
it  was  plainly  necessary  to  concentrate  at  some  point  nearer  our  base, 
by  which  means  my  effective  force  woidd  be  increased,  so  as  to  he  suf- 
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ficient  to  meet  the  enemy  whenever  he  should  come,  and  still  have 
enough  to  open  our  communications. 

^^The  plan  of  operations  presented  in  the  evidence  of  another  witness 
of  rank  before  the  commission  was  to  concentrate  the  army  at  Murfrees- 
borough  as  soon  as  the  rebel  army  commenced  its  advance  from  Chatta- 
nooga. This,  except  as  to  the  time  of  concentration,  is  the  plan  that 
was  actually  executed.  The  earlier  execution  of  it  would  not  have 
aftected  the  result,  but  the  distribution  of  my  small  cavalry  force  to 
guard  the  various  passes  across  the  mountains  &om  forty  to  sixty  miles 
distant,  which  was  one  feature  of  the  plan,  could  only  have  resulted  in 
the  capture  or  dispersion  of  the  whole  of  them  whenever  the  enemy 
chose  to  effect  it  As  for  the  idea  of  first  concentrating  at  Murfrees- 
borough  and  then  advancing  to  attack  the  enemy  at  Sparta,  it  must  sup- 
pose that  the  enemy  would  wait  seven  or  eight  days  at  that  place  to  be 
attacked,  which  he  did  not  do.  I  do  not,  therefore,  see  any  advantage 
in  this  variation  of  the  plan  that  was  adopted,  and  if  it  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  my  judgment  I  should  have  rejected  it." 

I  am  conscious  of  having  carried  my  statement  into  tedious  details, 
out  of  much  anxiety  to  explain  my  acts  and  the  reasons  that  dictated 
them.  I  will  not  extend  it  to  show  why  it  was  thus,  although  the  con- 
centration of  my  army  at  Mnrfreesborough  was  necessary  in  consequence 
of  the  state  of  my  supplies,  and  although  it  was  suitable  to  meet  any 
direct  advance  against  Nashville,  yet  it  was  no  longer  suitable  after  it 
became  probable*  though  uncertain,  that  Bragg,  instead  of  moving 
directly  on  Nashville,  was  moving  toward,  in  fact  was  probably  already 
at,  the  Cumberland  Biver  by  the  time  my  army  was  concentrated.  As 
it  was,  my  movement  from  Mnrfreesborough  to  Nashville  did  not  '^  allow 
Bragg  to  cross  the  Cumberland,"  which  he  had  already  nearly  reached, 
but  it  enabled  me  the  easier  to  take  measures  against  his  subsequent 
movements.  Undoubtedly  a  much  earlier  concentration  of  my  army  at 
Murfreesborough  would  have  had  certain  advantages :  it  would  have  en- 
abled me  to  re-establish  my  communications  and  made  them  much 
shorter;  but  I  have  explained  that  I  hoped  until  the  last  that  they 
would  be  re-opened  by  the  troops  in  Kentucky,  and  that  I  was  unwilling 
to  abandon  the  object  with  which  I  had  started  out,  and  give  up  the 
advanced  positions  I  occupied. 

3.     THE  FAILURE  TO  BELIEVE  MUMFOBDSVILLE. 

The  commission  is  of  ^^  opinion  that  General  Buell  is  not  responsible 
for  the  capture  of  the  town,  except  so  far  as  his  failure  to  attack  Bragg 
south  of  the  Cumberland  Biver  made  him  responsible  for  that  failure." 
This  implies  that  Bragg  could  have  been  and  should  have  been  attacked 
south  of  the  Cumberland.  I  have  discussed  that  point  in  the  preceding 
pages  of  this  communication. 

4.  BATTLE  OF  PEBBYVILLE  AND  CONDUCT  THEBE. 

The  facts  under  this  head  are  imperfectly  and  inaccurately  stated, 
and  the  opinions,  to  my  mind,  show  a  misconception  of  the  subject. 

The  strength,  i)ositions,  and  to  a  great  extent  the  movements  of  the 
opposing  armies,  with  many  other  facts  essential  for  a  proper  under- 
standing of  the  subject,  are  omitted. 

The  rebel  forces  occupied  a  line  extending  from  Lexington  to  Bards- 
town,  Kirby  Smith's  forces  being  on  the  right  and  Bragg's  army  proper 
on  the  left.    It  was  to  be  presumed  that  those  forces  would  concentrate 
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when  I  moved  against  them;  and  it  was  "intended"  to  attack  them 
whenever  they  could  be  properly  broagbt  to  battle.  It  cannot  be  said 
that  an  engagement  was  expected  atBardstown,  though  it  was  thought 
to  be  possible.  The  statement  that  I  "  next  intended  to  attack  him 
(Bragg)  on  the  9th  of  October"  conveys  no  correct  explanation  of  my 
plans  and  movements.  The  evidence  shows  that,  after  reaching  Perry- 
ville,  where  the  enemy  appeared  to  have  concentrated,  my  instructions, 
given  on  the  night  of  the  7th,  contemplated  an  attack  on  his  position  on 
the  morning  of  the  8tli.  That  purpose  was  frustrated  by  the  lateness 
of  the  anival  of  the  right  and  left  corps,  and  it  was  deemed  necessary 
to  defer  the  attack  until  the  next  morning. 

The  evidence  is  not  that  McCook's  corps  arrived  at  9  o'clock  on  the 
8th;  the  head  of  it  arrived  between  10  and  11,  The  evidence  shows 
that  General  Thomas's  staff  oflScer,  about  half  past  1  o'clock,  reported 
the  arrival  of  the  head  of  the  right  corps;  the  rear  division  of  it  was  not 
yet  up.  The  staff  oificer  took  back  to  General  Thomas  more  detailed 
instructions  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  that  corps. 

The  camp  of  my  headquarters  was  located,  the  evening  of  the  7th,  at 
a  proper  distance  in  rear  of  the  center  corps,  the  disposition  of  which  I 
personally  directed,  and  it  was  not  necessary  or  convenient  to  change 
my  camp.  The  signal  station  for  headquarters  was  somewhat  in  advance, 
on  a  high  elevation,  commanding  a  more  extended  view  of  the  ground 
than  any  other. 

The  assertion  that  I  *'  should  either  have  been  on  the  field  in  person, 
ready  for  emergencies  and  advantages,  or  have  taken,  and  reqnired  to 
be  taken,  every  precaution  for  the  instant  transmission  of  intelligence 
to  my  headquarters,'' and  that  "as  I  had  an  organized  signal  corps 
with  liny  army,  this  failure  was  all  the  more  culpable,"  discloses  a  want 
of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  commission  of  what  was  necessary  to 
be  done,  and  misrepresentation  of  what  was  actually  done.  Had  I  con- 
sidered my  presence  along  the  lines  necessary,  I  might  as  properly  have 
been  required  on  the  right  as  on  the  left,  in  which  case  I  shoald  have 
been  five  miles  from  the  left,  instead  of  two  and  a  half  miles.  The  evidence 
shows  that  the  signal  corps  was  in  oi)eration,  and  that  signal  stations 
had  been  established  to  communicate  intelligence  from  different  parts 
of  the  line  to  my  headquarters.  What  further  precautions  could  he 
required,  except  the  presence  of  commanders,  whose  duty  to  communi- 
cate with  me  was  as  well  understood  as  though  it  had  been  prescribed 
in  their  commissions! 

The  evidence  shows  that  Gilbert's  corps  was  not  "  unengaged.''  It 
lost  nearly  one  thousand  men  that  day,  which  proves  that  the  whole 
force  of  the  enemy  "  was  not  flung  upon  McCook."  It  is  not  a  very  in- 
genuous representation  of  the  matter  to  assert  what  could  have  been  ac- 
complished *'  if  Crittenden's  corps  had  been  vigorously  pushed  forward," 
when  all  mention  of  the  fact  is  omitted  that  orders  to  that  effect  were 
given  as  soon  as  I  was  advised  of  the  attack  on  McCook,  and  that  they 
could  not  be  executed,  because  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour. 

5.      PERMITTINa     THE     REBELS     TO     ESCAPE     WITHOUT    LOSS    FKOM 

KENTUCKY. 

The  same  misconception  and  errors  of  statement  run  through  the 
report  of  the  commission  under  this  head  as  under  the  preceding  one*  It 
is  right  in  one  admission,  that  "it  cannot  be  said  that  the  rebels  escaped 
without  loss  from  Kentucky." 

The  evidence  does  not  justify  the  statement  in  any  proper  sense  tbaU 
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•*  the  morning  after  the  battle,  it  was  very  early  discovered  that  Bragg 
Lad  retreated  from  the  position  near  Perry ville;''  on  the  contrary,  the 
fact  was  not  ascertained  until  about  half  past  10  o'clock,  between  which 
time  and  the  early  morning  my  army  was  moving  to  attack,  the  opinion 
being  general  that  the  enemy  would  be  found  near  Perry  ville,  and  the 
battle  renewed  that  morning.  The  evi<lence  shows  this  conclusively, 
though  it  also  shows  that  some  of  the  most  advanced  troops  discovered 
very  early  that  tfie  portion  of  the  enemy  which  tliey  could  see  was  moving 
from  the  position  which  it  held  the  previous  night,  but  even  that  did 
not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  corps  commanders,  nor  to  my  knowl- 
edge. There  is  no  evidence  to  justify  the  broad  statement,  nor  is  it  sub- 
stantially true,  that  Bragg  ''  left  all  his  killed  and  wounded  and  some 
artillery  at  Harrodsburgh,  and  being  joined  by  Kirby  Smith,  hastened 
across  Dick's  Kiver,''  and  that  "that  part  of  the  movement  from  Perry- 
ville  to  the  river  was  confused  and  disordered."  Still  less  is  it  proven, 
or  true,  that  any  portion  of  the  statement  was  known  by  me,  or  by  my 
army  at  the  time.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  shown  that  the  advance  of  my 
cavalry  toward  Harrodsburgh  on  the  9th  was  effectually  resisted,  and  that 
oil  the  morning  of  the  10th  Kirby  Smith's  forces,  and  probably  a  large 
portion  of  Bragg's  army  proper,  were  actually  in  line  of  battle  two  miles 
south  of  tthe  town.  This  fact  justified  the  presumption  that  his  whole 
force  was  there,  and  I  have  now  no  doubt  that  the  whole  of  it  would 
have  been  there  in  case  of  battle.  I  have  never  called  my  movement  to 
Harrodsburgh,  nor  from  there  to  Danville,  "  a  pursuit."  1  meant,  and 
have  described  it,  as  a  movement  to  find  and  give  battle  to  the  rebel 
army.  The  pursuit  I  have  described  as  commencing  at  Danville  on  the 
13th,  when  the  retreat  from  Gamp  Dick  Robinson  was  first  tliscovered. 

The  comments  of  the  commission  on  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  would 
seem  to  indicate  ignorance  of  the  topography  of  the  country  and  of  the 
facts  concerning  the  retreat.  There  is  ground  in  the  evidence  for  the 
belief  that  Bragg's  retreat  was  decided  upon  on  the  12th  of  October,  in 
opposition  to  the  views  of  a  majority  of  his  commanders  and  the  senti- 
ment of  his  army.  There  is  a  mass  of  facts  in  evidence,  and  of  public 
notoriety,  to  show  that  his  determination  to  avoid  battle,  and  retire 
from  the  State,  was  suddenly  adopted.  The  failure  of  the  commission 
to  give  place  to  this  material  fact  has  the  effect  of  giving  a  wrong  im- 
pression as  to  the  dispositions  the  circumstaaices  required  me  to  make. 
The  subject  is  treated  as  though  Bragg's  army  was  a  disorganized  rabble, 
which  it  was  only  necessary  to  surround  with  a  line  of  skirmishers  to 
capture. 

The  evidence  does  not  "establish  that  General  Buell  received  informa- 
tion on  the  night  of  the  11th  that  Bragg  had  crossed  the  river  at  Camp 
Pick  Robinson,"  nor  that  "he  made  no  determined  movement  with  the 
main  body  of  his  army  until  the  night  of  the  13th."  The  statement  that, 
from  the  morning  of  the  9th  until  the  night  of  the  11th,  I  waited  to 
learn  whether  my  enemy  would  cross  the  river,  is  unfit  to  appear  iu  an 
ofUcial  report ;  and  the  further  statement  that,  that  fact  being  definitely 
known,  I  lost  two  days  before  taking  any  decisive  action,  is  contrary*  te 
the  evidence,  as  is  also  the  statement  that  finally,  on  the  night  of  the 
13th,  I  started  Crittenden's  corps  through  Danville,  for  it  was  there 
already.  This  statement,  taken  in  connection  with  other  remarks,  would 
convey  the  faBe  impression  that  that  corps,  in  fact  the  main  body  of  my 
army,  was  stm  at  Perry  ville. 

It  is  thus  that  the  commission  explains  "the  escape  of  the  rebels  from 
Kentucky."  In  the  review  which  I  prepared  o&^ie  evidence  taken  by 
the  commission,  I  made  a  different  statemenffand  explanation  of  the 
H.  Ex.  262 2  ^^.^^^^  ^^  Google 
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incidents  of  that  campaigrn.  I  hope  it  is  a  more  intelli|?ent  one.  I  know 
it  is  more  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  and  it  may  not  be  inappropriate^ 
to  insert  it  here.  After  describinp^  the  operaticms  about  Mum  fords  ville, 
and  the  close  movement  after  lirag:g's  army,  until  it  turned  off  toward 
Bardstown,  the  statement  proceeds: 

"Many  considerations  rendered  it  proper  to  direct  my  march  on  Louis- 
ville, instead  of  following  his  route.  The  want  of  supplies  made  it 
necessary,  many  of  the  troops  being  out  by  the  time  they  reached  the 
mouth  of  Salt  River.  This  reason  would  have  been  insuperable  if,  as 
was  not  improbable,  the  enemy  should  concentrate  his  force  and  throw 
himself  rapidly  between  me  and  Louisville.  The  junction  of  Bragg  and 
Kirby  Smith  was  not  only  possible,  but  probable.  It  would  have  nia<le 
their  combined  force  greatly  superior  to  me  in  strength,  and  such  a  dis- 
position woidd  have  placed  him  between  two  inferior  forces,  which,  from 
their  positions,  could  not  have  acted  in  concert  against  him,  and  which, 
therefore,  were  liable  to  be  beat<*n  in  detail.  One  of  these  forces — that 
occui)ying  Louisville — was  composed  of  perfectly  raw,  undiscii)lined, 
and,  in  a  measure,  unarmed  troops,  with  but  very  little  artillery,  and  very 
few  cfficers  of  rank  or  experience.  It  could  not  have  withstood  the 
veteran  rebel  army  two  hours,  and  the  consequence  of  its  defeat  and 
the  capture  of  Louisville  would  have  been  disastrous  in  thl*  extreme. 
That  force',- however,  mixed  judiciously  with  my  old  troops,  could  be 
made  to  render  good  service^  as  the  result  proved. 

*' These  considerations  determined  me  to  concentrate  rapidly  at  Louis- 
ville. The  last  division  reached  that  point  on  the  29th  of  September. 
On  the  same  da}'  the  incorporation  of  the  new  troops  with  the  old,  and 
other  preparations  which  a  long  and  fatiguing  march  of  the  old  troi>ps 
and  the  inefficiency  of  the  new  rendered  necessary,  were  completed,  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  3()th  the  consolidated  army  was  prepared  to 
march  against  the  rebel  forces,  whi(;h  occupied  the  principal  part  of 
Kentucky.  The  campaign  which  ensued,  and  which  resulted  in  the  ex- 
pulsion of  the  enemy  from  the  State,  has  been  sketched  in  my  official 
report  of  the  4th  of  November,  herewith  ap[)ended.  As  far  as  the  facts 
are  concerned,  the  investigations  of  this  commission  have  shown  per- 
haps that  I  did  not  make  allowance  enough  for  the  diminution  of  my 
force  by  absentees  and  stragglers  fVoni  the  new  regiments ;  and  that, 
therefore,  I  probably  overestimated  my  own  strength  at  and  after  the 
battle  of  Perryville,  if  I  did  not  also  underestimate  the  combinHl 
strength  of  the  enemy.  These  investigations  also  give  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  aggregate  loss  of  the  enemy  during  the  campaign  was 
greater  than  I  represented,  and  they  have  developetl  additional  inter- 
esting incidents,  but  they  i)oint  to  no  statement  which  I  could  now  de- 
sire to  alter.  I  shall  limit  myself,  therefore,  to  the  elucidation  of  certain 
particulars,  in  w^hich  the  wisdom  of  my  acts  would  seem  to  have  been 
called  into  question  by  the  course  of  the  investigation. 

"The  battle  of  Perryville,  although  but  a  partial,  and  by  no  means  as 
fruitful  a  contest  .is  I  had  expected,  was  not  without  important  and 
gratifying  results.  I  shall  notice  very  briefly  the  causes  which  pre- 
vented it  from  b^eipg  more  so. 

"  When^on  the  5th  of  October  Bragg's  army  proper  retired  from  Bards- 
town, it  yiilfs  iTncertain  where  it  would  unite  with  the  force  of  Kirbv 
Smith,  though  Dj^nville  was  the  point  where  I  most  expected  to  find 
them,  and  my  corps  were  accordingly^  directed  on  Perryville  and  Har- 
rodsburgh.  When  on  the  night  of  the  6th  I  ascertained  that  Kirby 
Smith  had  crossed  the  Kentucky  river  at  Salvisa,  Harrodsbnrgh  or  Per- 
ryville became  the  most  probable  point  of  concentratjou,  and  the  desti- 
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nation  of  the  corps  which  was  marching  on  Harrodsburgh  had  to  be 
changed  to  Perryville.  Information  during  the  7tb,  that  the  enemy 
were  turning  toward  Havrodsburgh,  inclined  me  to  suppose,  though  not 
confidently,  that  iIarro<lsburgh  and  not  Perryville  would  be  the  point. 
In  the  movement  on  that  place,  the  center  corps,  with  which  I  was, 
marched  by  a  shorter  and  better  road,  and  therefore  arrived  within 
about  three  miles  of  Perryville  on  the  evening  of  the  7th,  while  the 
other  corps  were  expected  to  be  still  about  seven  miles  in  rear,  on  their 
respective  roads  to  the  right  and  left. 

"Finding  a  sutticient  force  at  Perryville  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  to 
stop  our  progress  without  a  general  engagement  of  the  corps,  it  was 
presumed  that  the  enemy  had  determined  to  make  his  stand  there;  and 
the  following  instuctions  were  sent  to  General  McCook: 

"'October  7 — 8  p.  m. 
"  'General:  The  Third  Corps  (Gilbert's)  is  within  three  and  a  half 
miles  of  Perryville,  the  cavjilry  being  nearer — probably  within  two  and 
a  half  miles.  From  all  the  information  gained  to-day,  it  seems  probable 
that  the  enemy  will  resist  our  advance  into  the  town.  They  are  said  . 
to  have  a  strong  force  in  and  near  the  place.  There  is  no  water  here, 
and  we  will  get  but  little,  if  any,  until  we  get  it  at  Perryville.  We 
expect  to  attack  and  carry  the  place  to-morrow.  March  at  three  o^clock 
precisely  to-morrow  morning^  without  fail,  and  move  up  till  the  head  of 
your  column  gets  to  within  about  three  or  three  and  a  half  miles  of 
Perryville,  that  is  to  say,  until  you  are  abreast  of  the  Third  Corps. 
The  left  of  this  corps  rests  near  Bottom's  place.  Perha|)s  Captain 
Williams,  Jackson's  cavalry,  will  know  where  it  is.  From  the  point  of 
the  road  Gilbert  is  now  on  across  direct  to  your  road  is  about  two  and 
a  half  or  three  miles.  When  the  head  of  your  column  gets  to  the 
vicinity  de^signated,  (three  or  three  and  a  half  miles  from  town,)  halt 
and  form  it  in  order  of  battle,  and  let  the  rear  close  well  up ;  then  let 
the  men  rest  in  povsition  and  be  made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  but 
do  not  permit  them  to  scatter.  Have  the  country  on  your  front  exam- 
ined, a  reconnaissance  made,  and  collect  all  the  information  possible  in 
regard  to  the  enemy  and  the  countrj'  and  roads  in  your  vicinity,  and 
then  report  in  person^  as  quickly  as  practicable,  to  these  headquarters. 
If  your  men  have  an  opportunity  to  get  water  of  any  kind,  they  must 
till  their  canteens,  and  the  officers  must  caution  them  particularly  to 
use  it  in  the  most  sparing  manner.  Send  to  the  rear  every  wagon  and 
animal  which  is  not  required  with  your  column.  All  the  usual  precau- 
tions must  be  taken,  and  preparations  made  for  action.  Keep  all  teams 
back  except  annuunition  and  ambulances.  Nothing  has  been  heard 
from  you  to-day.  Send  orderlies  by  bearer  to  learn  the  locality  of  these 
headquarters.  The  general  desires  to  see  Captain  Williams,  Jackson's 
cavalry,  by  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  at  these  headquarters. 
"*  Respectfully,  &c., 

"'JAMES  B.FRY, 
^^  ^Colonel  and  Chief  of  Staff: 

"  Similar  instructions,  but  suited  to  the  locality  on  which  he  was  to 
form  for  the  attack,  were  given  to  General  Thomas,  who,  as  second  in 
command,  wiis  with  the  right  corps. 

"  It  was  expected  that  these  instructions  would  get  these  two  corps  into 
position  foi*  the.  attack  by  7  or  8  o'clock  in  the  morning;  whereas, 
in  consequence  of  delays  which  were  more  or  less  unavoidable,  the 
heads  of  the  columns  did  not  come  up  until  between  10  and  11  o'clock, 
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and  the  rear  division  of  the  right  corps  did  not  get  into  position  until 
about  4  o'clock.  This  rendered  it  improbable  that  the  attack  ooald  be 
made  until  next  morning,  and  was  one  of  the  causes  which  marred  the 
success  I  confidently  expected.  Afterward  the  lateness  of  the  hour  at 
which  I  received*  intelligence  of  the  condition  of  affairs  on  the  left 
rendered  it  impossible  to  reap  the  fruit  that  would  otherwise  still  have 
remained. 

*'It  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  that  so  severe  an  engagement  could 
have  taken  place  within  two  miles  and  a  half  of  my  headquarters  without 
my  knowledge.  The  commander  of  an  army  covering  a  line  six  or  seven 
miles  long,  interspersed  with  woods  and  hills,  must  of  necessity  depend 
oil  the  reports  of  his  generals  for  information  of  what  is  transpiring  on 
different  parts  of  the  field.  After  the  failure  to  get  into  position  as  soon 
as  I  had  expected,  I  no  longer  anticipated  a  battle  that  day;  but  a  good 
deal  of  artillery  firing  had  been  going  on  between  the  advanced  guards 
of  the  two  armies  since  our  arrival  the  evening  before,  excepting  at 
night.  The  cause  of  this  was  well  understood,  and  the  greater  or  less 
rapidity  of  the  firing  at  intervals  was  not  a  matter  to  attract  pai'ticnlar 
attention,  especially  as  it  was  to  be  expected  that  information  of  any- 
thing of  serious  import  would  be  promptly  conveyed  to  me.  For  that 
reason  I  received  with  astonishment  the  intelligence  of  the  severe 
fighting  that  commenced  at  2  o'clock.  Not  a  musketshot  had  been 
heard,  nor  did  the  sound  of  artillery  indicate  anything  like  a  battle. 
This  was  probably  caused  by  the  configuration  of  the  ground,  which 
broke  the  sound,  and  by  the  heavy  wind  which,  it  appears,  blew  from 
the  right  to  the  left  during  the  day,  though  the  latter  I  had  not  thought 
of,  until  it  was  established  in  evidence  before  the  commission.  Be  that 
as  it  may,  many  witnesses,  without  exception,  have  testified  to  the 
absence  of  all  reason  to  suppose  at  my  headquarters  that  a  battle  wa^ 
raging,  and  the  testimony  of  hundreds  more  could  have  been  adduee<l 
to  the  same  effect. 

"  It  has  been  asked  why,  after  the  battle  of  Ferry \ille,  I  did  not  imme- 
diately follow  the  enemy  to  Harrodsburgh  without  waiting  for  SillV 
division  to  come  up.  That  the  entire  rebel  army  could  have  been 
brought  to  battle  there  I  have  no  doubt.  The  forces  were  nearly  equal 
on  both  sides;*  on  our  side  nearly  all  veteran  troops,  under  perfect  dis- 
cipline; on  the  other  a  portion,  the  'old  army  of  the  Ohio,'  equally 
good,  but  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  raw  and  undisciplined.  The 
enemy  would  have  had  the  advantage  of  the  strong  position  which  he 
selected.  The  result  of  a  conflict  under  such  circumstances  is  not  to  be 
predicted.  I  am  not  willing  to  admit  that  I  might  have  failed;  and  yet 
no  man  can  assert  that  the  result  ought  certainly  to  have  been  other- 
wise under  the  circumstances.  It  was  sufiicient  for  nie  that  I  could 
make  it  reasonably  certain  by  waiting  for  my  troops  to  come  up. 

"My  studies  have  taught  me  that  battles" are  only  to  be  fought  for 
some  important  object;  that  success  must  be  rendered  reasonably  cer- 
tain if  possible— the  more  certain  the  better ;  that  if  the  result  is  rea- 
sonably uncertain,  battle  is  only  to  be  sought  when  very  serious  disad- 
vantage must  result  from  a  failure  to  fight,  or  when  the  advantages  of 
a  possible  victory  far  outweigh  the  consequences  of  probable  defeat. 
These  rules  suppose  that  war  has  a  higher  object  than  that  of  mere 
bloodshed ;  and  military  liistory  points  for  study  and  commendation  to 
campaigns  which  have  been  conducted  over  a  large  field  of  operationj* 

^  The  evidence  places  the  rebel  army  in  Kentucky  at  not  les«  than  sixty  tbousaoii. 
It  places  my  force  at  Perry  ville  at  less  than  fifty-eight  thousand  before  the'  battle. 
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with  important  results,  and  without  a  single  general  engagement.  In 
my  judgment  the  commander  merits  condemnation  who,  from  ambition 
or  ignorance,  or  a  weak  submission  to  the  dictation  of  popular  clamor, 
and  without  necessity  or  profit,  has  squandered  the  lives  of  his  soldiers. 
In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  review  the  circumstances  which  should 
have  weight  upon  the  question  of  hastening  a  battle  at  the  particular 
juncture  referred  to. 

"There  is  not,  I  venture  to  say,  a  particle  of  evidence  upon  the  records 
of  this  commission  which  does  not  lead  to  the  conclusion  thiit  the  ob- 
ject and  intention  of  the  rebel  government,  in  the  invasion  of  Kentucky 
last  summer,  was  to  hold  possession  of  the  State  by  force  of  arms  and 
secure  it  to  the  cause  of  rebellion.  The  circumstances  of  the  invasion, 
and  the  formidable  force  employed  in  it ;  the  advance  of  the  smaller 
force,  under  Kirby  Smith,  which  established  depots  and  collected  sup- 
plies, that  made  comparatively  easy  and  safe  the  subsequent  advance  of 
the  main  force  under  General  Bragg  to  a  point  so  remote  from  its  original 
base  ;  the  further  re-enforcement  of  this  large  force  by  the  column  under 
Breckinridge,  at  the  very  time  when,  if  a  temporary  raid  had  been  the 
object,  the  main  force  should  have  been  rapidly  withdrawing  instead  of 
re-enforcing;  the  deliberation  and  permanency  with  which  the  invading 
army  maintained  its  position  in  the  face  of  the  force  which  was  prepar- 
ing to  drive  it  out ;  the  inauguration  of  a  provisional  State  government 
under  the  authority  of  the  confederate  government;  the  enforcement 
of  the  conscription  and  other  confederate  laws ;  the  avowal  of  the  con- 
federate authorities;  the  plan  of  campaign  sketched  in  the  letter  of 
General  Beauregard  to  his  government;  the  convictions  of  the  people 
of  Kentucky  from  what  they  saw  and  the  assurance  of  the  rebel  author- 
ities; the  constant  and  confident  declarations  of  all  persons  connected 
with  the  invading  force ;  the  disappointment  and  disapprobation  which 
the  whole  southern  press  expressed  at  the  result — all  go  to  show  that 
the  object  of  the  invasion  was  permanent  occupation.  That  object  could 
only  be  secured  by  giving  battle  to  and  destroying  or  driving  from  the 
field  the  army  which  was  opposed  to  it. 

"  Such  a  plan  and  determination  were  also  clearly  indicated  by  the 
movements  of  the  enemy  after  the  commencement  of  my  march  from 
Louisville.  If  his  object  had  been  to  retreat  without  a  struggle  as  soon 
as  I  moved  against  him,  the  force  of  Kirby  Smith,  which  was  then  at 
various  points  north  of  the  Kentucky  liiver,  w^ould  at  once  have  moved 
by  the  roads  concentrating  at  Richmond,  and  thence  on  the  Cumberland 
Gap.  It  was,  for  that  force,  the  shortest  and  best  road,  and  a  better 
route  for  supplies  tlian  the  one  it  pursued.  The  main  force  under  Bragg 
would  have  moved  on  one  or  more  of  the  roads  which  converge  upon 
Glasgow,  through  New  Haven,  Lebanon,  and  other  points.  This  line 
would  have  given  him  the  advantage  of  marching  by  several  of  the 
best  roads  in  the  State,  converging  at  convenient  distances.  It  would 
have  taken  him  through  a  region  of  country  where  supplies  were  com- 
l)aratively  abundant;  it  would  have  enabled  him  to  concentrate  his 
army  at  Bowling  Green,  and  perhaps  capture  that  place  before  he  could 
be  overtaken ;  or,  if  not,  to  move  upon  Murfreesborough,  where  he 
would  have  railroad  communication  with  Chattanooga,  and  good  lines 
of  retreat  to  the  other  side  of  the  Tennessee  liiver,  if  necessary;  or  the 
opportunity  of  capturing  Xashville,  if  he  should  deem  that  feasible. 
Or  if  he  desired  to  retreat  through  Cumberland  Gap,  he  would  go  on 
through  Danville  and  Stanford. 

"Instead,  however,  of  starting  upon  these  natural  lines  of  retreat 
toward  Tennessee,  Kirby  Smith  moved  west,  entirely  ott'  his  line  of  re- 
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treat,  and  crossed  tlie  Kentucky  River  near  Salvisa;  and  Brajrp,  after 
turning  the  angle  at  Perryville,  moved  northward,  the  very  opiiosite  of 
bis  direction  of  retreat.  That  the  original  object  of  this  movement  \vji> 
to  concentrate  the  whole  rebel  force  at  Harrodsbnrgh,  instead  of  (.';nnp 
Dick  Robinson,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  if  the  latter  had  been  the 
object,  Kirby  Smith  would  have  moved  directly  to  that  point,  over  the 
Hickman  bridge,  instead  of  fording  the  river  lower  down,  to  go  out  of 
his  way,  and  Bragg  would  have  marched  through  Danville  to  the  same 
point.  Thus  the  circumstances  of  the  invasiim  indicated  that  there 
would  be  a  formidable  struggle  for  the  possession  of  the  State ;  and  tlie 
movements  of  the  rel)el  forces  to  meet  the  operations  that  were  in  pro- 
gress against  them  pointed  to  a  great  battle  at  or  near  Harrodsbnrgh. 

"  The  battle  of  Perryville,  by  every  reasonable  explanation,  increased 
instead  of  w  eak'ening  the  probability  of  a  great  battle  at  Harrodsbur^'h. 
It  has  been  asserted  that  General  Bragg  fought  the  battle  of  Perryville 
with  portions  of  three  divisions,  only  about  fifteen  thousand  men.  It  is 
certain  that  he  fought  it  with  only  a  part  of  his  whole  force.  His  motive, 
therefore,  may  be  sui)posed  to  have  been  either  to  check  my  advance,  to 
give  time  to  take  u[)  a  iiosition  with  his  main  force  beyond,  or  else  be- 
cause he  hoped  to  gain  some  advantage  by  striking  the  head  of  my 
column,  supposing  I  was  moving  on  oidy  one  road,  before  I  could  get  a 
superior  force  up  to  oppose  him.  In  either  case,  he  could  not  have  ex 
pected  to  acconii)lish  much  more  than  he  did  in  this  partial  engagement. 
He  was  repnlsed,  it  was  true,  but  not  until  night  protected  him  from 
very  serious  consecpu^nces,  and  then*,  was  notliing  in  the  I'esult  that 
shouhl  have  de(nded  the  fate  of  so  important  a  campaign.  His  loss  was 
X)robably  much  less  than  mine,  from  the  fact  that  the  attack  was  made 
when  my  troops  were  in  column,  and  to  that  extent  unprepared. 

*'That  General  Bragg  moved  to  Camp  Dick  Robinson,  instead  of  await 
ing  the  attack  of  my  whole  force  at  Han*odsburgii,  is  in^  evidence  that 
he  would  not  have  been  willing  to  give  battle  to  the  part  of  it  which  I 
had  at  Perryville.  With  an  equal  force  he  could  safely  risk  a  battle  iu 
the  strong  position  he  could  have  taken,  and  in  'fact  did  s€*lect,  when 
the  resnlt  would  l)y  no  means  be  as  certain  there,  against  a  suj)erior 
force,  as  it  would  be  in  the  still  stronger  position  of  Camp  Dick  liobin- 
son,  which  had  the  further  advantage  of  being  a  depot  for  his  supplies. 
For  these  reasons,  and  on  account  of  its  inac^cessibility  and  superior 
strength,  neither  did  his  withdrawal  to  Camp  Dick  Robinson  indicjite 
an  intention  Ui  abandon  the  object  of  his  campaign,  and  retreat  precij)* 
itately  from  the  State.  These  reasons  justified  the  conclusion  that  the 
rebel  army  was  to  be  encountered  in  battle,  notwithstanding  critics, 
after  the  fact,  may  answer  that  the  result  contradicts  the  conclusion: 
and  they  justify  every  reasonable  precaution  to  have  made  the  success 
of  such  a  struggle  certain.  They  att'ord  an  interpretation  to  the  move 
ments  of  the  army  under  my  command  subsequently  to  the  battle  of 
Perryville. 

'^Pending  the  arrival  of  General  Sill's  division,  the  left  cori>8,  General 
McCook's,  lay  near  Dicksville,  from  which  a  road  extends  to  Harnxls 
burgh;  the  center,  General  Gilbert's,  was  abreast  of  the  left,  on  the 
direct  road  from  I'erryville  to  Harrodsbnrgh  ;  and  the  right,  General 
Crittenden's,  was  on  Salt  Biver,  about  four  miles  from  Danville.  Oav 
airy  was  in  fnmt,  on  the  Harrodsbnrgh  and  Danville  roads.  A  good 
deal  of  the  ammunition  of  McCook's  corps,  and  some  in  the  center  con>'*' 
had  been  expended  in  the  battle  of  the  8th,  and  so  much  of  the  means 
of  transportation  had  been  required  for  provisions,  that  wagons  could 
not  be  spared  for  a  sufficient  supply  of  reserve  ammunition  on  starting 
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from  Louisville.  This  was  hurried  forward,  and  other  matters  attended 
to  in  the  condition  of  the  army  which  had  resulted  fi:oin  the  battle. 
These,  of  themselves,  would  not  have  delayed  my  movibments,  though 
they  were  important. 

'^General  Sill's  division  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  11th,  and  the 
army  was  ordered  to  move  on  the  12th.  Strong  cavalry  reconnaissances 
had  been  kept  out  every  day,  but  on  the  evening  of  the  10th  I  ordered 
out  three  brigades  of  infantry,  with  cavalry,  to  move  on  the  11th, 
to  discover  more  of  the  position  or  movements  of  the  enemy.  One 
moved  beyoiul  Danville  toward  Camp  Dick  Robinson ;  one  on  the  Dan- 
ville and  Ilarrodsburgh  road  toward  the  latter  points;  and  the  third 
toward  the  same  point,  on  the  Perryville  and  Harrodsburgh  road. 
About  daylight  an  oHicer,  just  in  from  Harrodsburgh,  came  to  my  tent, 
and  reported  to  me,  with  great  earnestness,  that  the  enemy  was  moving 
against  us  in  force  from  Ilarrodsburgh,  distant  about  eight  miles.  The 
troops  were  put  in  position  to  be  prei)ared,  if  the  report  should  ])rove 
true ;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  the  several  reconnaissances  proceeded  as 
ordered.  The  one  on  the  left  discovered  and  reported  the  enemy  appar- 
ently in  force  about  two  miles  south  of  Ilarrodsburgh  early  in  the 
morning,  but  he  withdrew  during  the  clay,  and  the  two  reconnaissances, 
Avhich  were  ordered  toward  Ilarrodsburgh  entered  that  place  in  the 
evening,  capturing  some  property,  and  a  large  number  of  sick,  wounded, 
and  some  other  prisoners. 

"  It  was  probable  that  the  enemy  had  retired  to  Camp  Dick  Robinson, 
but  it  was  reported  that  some,  at  least,  had  gone  in  the  direction  of  the 
Kentucky  River,  and  it  was  necessary  to  ascertain  the  fact.  It  would 
require  a  day  to  do  that  by  reconnaissance.  If  the  reconnaissance  were 
supported  iu  force,  we  should  be  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the 
contingency  of  the  enemy  still  being  this  side  of  Dick's  River,  and,  in 
any  event,  no  time  would  be  lost  in  the  movement  to  turn  the  position 
atCamp  Dick  Robinson,  if  it  should  be  found  that  the  enemy  had  ac- 
tually retired  to  that  place.  On  the  12th,  therefore,  the  whole  army 
swung  around  on  Danville  as  a  pivot — the  right  and  center  on  the  Dan- 
ville and  Harrodsburgh  road,  and  the  left  near  Harrodsburgh,  on  the 
Perryville  and  Harrodsburgh  road,  while  a  reconiuiissance  was  pushed 
forward  to  gain  the  desired  information.  It  ascertained  that  the  enemy 
had  crossed  Dick's  River. 

"If  it  shouhl  be  said  that  these  dispositions  proved  to  have  been  un- 
necessary by  the  withdrawal  of  the  enemy,  it  may  be  answered  that  such 
may  be  the  case  with  nine  out  of  ten  of  the  dispositions  that  are  made 
in  every  campaign  5  that  battles  occur  only  occasionally  in  the  move- 
ments of  opposing  armies,  but  that  preparation  for  battle  may  be  neces- 
sary every  day.  Without  such  preparation  battles  may  be  multiidied, 
and  so  in  most  cases  are  defeats  to  the  careless. 

"The  enemy's  position  in  rear  of  Dick's  River  being,  from  the  charac- 
ter of  that  stream,  impregnable  in  front,  I  moved  on  the  13th  to  turn 
it  b3'  the  south.  On  the  night  of  that  day  I  heard  that  the  enemy  was 
retreating  from  Camp  Dick  Robinson  toward  the  south,  and  I  imme- 
diately ordered  pursuit.  The  leailing  division  marched  at  12  o'clock 
that  night,  the  others  following  in  rapid  succession.  Crittenden's 
and  McCook's  corps,  the  former  leading,  took  the  road  to  Stanford  and 
Crab  Orchard,  while  Gilbert's  took  the  road  to  Lancaster  and  Crab 
Urchard.  On  both  roads  the  enemy's  rear-guards  were  overtaken  the 
next  day,  and  were  pressed  continually  as  far  as  Loudon.  No  general 
battle  occurred  between  the  two  armies,  though  the  enemy  was  foiled 
in  his  object  and  driven  from  the  State.    Anticipating  a  movement  of 
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the  rebel  army  into  Middle  Tennessee,  the  x\rmy  of  the  Ohio  moved 
promptly  in  that  direction,  and  on  the  31st  of  October  had,  under  my 
orders,  advanced  as  far  as  Bowling  Green  and  Glasgow.  It  was  my 
intention  to  have  reached  Murfreesborough  by  the  10th  of  November. 
On  the  30th  of  October  L  turned  over  the  command  to  Major  General 
Rosecrans,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  the  General-in-Chief. 

*'A  careful  study  of  the  topography  of  Central  Kentucky  shows  it  to  be 
a  region  i)ossessing  remarkable  stnategical  features  for  defensive  opera- 
tions, especially  for  a  force  whose  line  of  retreat  is  toward  the  State  of 
Tennessee.  The  Kentucky  River,  running  across  the  State  from  east 
to  west,  with  its  cliffy  banks,  makes  a  strong  line  of  defense,  while  its 
somewhat  frequent  fords,  opposing  but  slight  obstacles  to  the  move- 
nieots  of  an  army  when  the  river  is  low,  yet  easily  defended  from  the 
opposite  bank,  make  it  an  admirable  line  for  a  retreating  army  to  take 
Shelter  behind,  and  a  perfect  curtain  to  cover  ulterior  movements.  Its 
advantages  in  this  respect  are  very  greatly  iucreavsed  by  the  character 
and  position  of  Dick's  River,  which,  coming  from  the  south,  eujpties 
into  the  Kentucky'  River  where  the  latter  makes  a  strong  bend  to  the 
north.  Dick's  River  lias  the  same  characteristics  of  clift'y  banks,  and 
its  fewer  crossings  make  it  a  much  stronger  line  of  defense  than  the 
Kentucky  River. 

"Together  these  streams  make  the  position  of  Camp  Dick  Robinson  in 
the  fork  almost  impregnable  for  a  large  army,  except  from  the  southeast. 
In  that  case  the  defensive  army,  with  its  right  flank  protected  by  Dick's 
River  and  its  loft  by  the  broken  ground  to  the  east,  may  fall  back  easily 
and  secuirely  to  the  north  side  of  the  Kentucky,  and  by  a  short  uiaroii. 
either  to  the  east  or  the  west,  recross  to  the  south  side  and  fall  ufwn 
good  lines  of  retreat;  and  these  movements  can  only  be  counteracted  by 
considerable  detours,  or  by  previous  detachments,  which  would  weaken 
the  opposing  army  so  much  as  to  endanger  the  main  attack  unless  the 
army  is  very  greatly  superior  in  strength.  On  the  north  side  of  the 
Kentucky  River  the  country  is  traversable  by  good  roads  between  the 
Lexington  and  Richmond  road  and  any  of  the  roads  crossing  the  river 
lower  down,  but  on  the  south  side  the  country  bordering  the  river 
between  the  mouth  of  Dick's  River  and  the  Lexington  and  Richmond 
road  is  destitute  of  i)racti(;able  roads  parallel  with  the  river.  Besides 
the  advantages  already  alluded  to,  the  whole  of  that  region  of  country 
abounds  in  strong  positions,  commanding  the  only  water  for  an  army 
within  several  miles,  so  that  the  attacking  force  is  forced  to  fight  under 
all  the  disadvantages  of  exhaustion  for  the  want  of  it,  as  was  the  case 
at  Perry ville. 

"These  details  make  it  easy  to  answer  the  theories  that  have  been 
advanced  for  the  annihilation  or  capture  of  the  entire  rebel  army  under 
General  Bragg.  One  of  these  theories  assumes  that  that  army  mifjht 
have  been  destroyed  in  crossing  Dick's  River. 

"A  defile,  if  it  does  not  retard  the  march  materially,  is  always  a  benefit 
to  a  retreating  army;  and  the  line  of  Dick's  River  is  admirably  adapted 
to  such  an  object.  It  is  only  necessary  for  the  retreating  army  to  make 
demonstrations  of  battle  with  a  strong  rear  guard,  which  will  require 
corresponding  preparations  and  delay  on  the  part  of  the  pursuer.  In 
the  mean  time  it  throws  its  artillery  across  japidly  to  Uike  positions  to 
sweep  the  opposite  bank,  and  nnder  such  protection  the  remainder  of 
the  retiring  army  crosses  with  satety. 

"Great  stress  has  been  laid  on  tlie  importance  of  Danville  tocntoff 
the  retreat  of  the  rebel  army  from  Perryville.  My  right  rested  after 
the  battle  within  four  or  live  miles  of  Danville,  and  my  cavalry  watched 
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and  went  beyond  that  place.  Danville  controlled  no  line  of  retreat  for 
the  enemy,  except  through  that  point,  and  tlience  on  toward  Somerset  or 
Colnmbia.  That  was  as  well  covered  by  being  four  or  five  miles  from 
Danville,  with  a  perfectly  open  and  unobstructed  country  between,  as 
it  would  have  been  at  Danville  itself,  and  the  enemy  did  not  attempt  to 
use  it  at  all.  Danville  is  eight  miles  at  the  nearest  point  from  the  road 
going  from  Camp  Dick  Eobinson  to  Cumberlanil  Gap,  and  the  strong 
line  of  Dick's  River  between  prevents  Danville  from  having  any  com- 
mand of  that  road. 

"The  first  point  at  which  the  enemy's  retreat  on  the  Cumberland  Gap 
road  could  be  intercepted  is  Lancaster,  ten  miles  from  Danville.  If  the 
Army  of  the  Ohio  moved  to  Lancaster  in  force,  in  advance  of  the  rebel 
army,  it  threw  its  communications  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy;  if,  be- 
fore being  assured  that  the  enemy  had  crossed  Dick's  River,  it  divided 
its  force  over  the  twenty  miles  from  Perryville  to  Lancaster  to  protect 
its  communications  and  intercept  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  through  Lan- 
caster, it  rendered  itself  liable  to  be  beaten  in  detail ;  and  if,  after  being 
assured  that  the  enemy  had  crossed  Dick's  River,  it  left  small  detach- 
ments sufficient  to  guard  the  passes  over  that  river,  and  then  moved 
with  the  main  body  on  Lancaster,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  enemy 
should  not  have  been  able  to  hold  it  in  check  on  the  line  of  Dick's  River 
long  enough  to  secure  his  line  through  Lancaster  if  he  was  determined 
to  retreat. 

"An  army  on  ordinary  marches,  continued  for  many  days,  will  average 
about  two  miles  an  hour ;  but  in  a  forced  march,  for  twenty,  and  at  least 
for  ten  miles,  it  can  average  three  miles  an  hour.  If  the  rebel  army  had 
sixty  thousand  men,  with  artillery,  and  fifteen  hundred  wagons  for  bag- 
gage, supplies,  &c.,  it  would,  in  marching,  occupy  thirty-nine  miles 
along  the  road  in  one  column,  or  nineteen  and  a  half  miles  each  in  two 
columns.  It  would,  therefore,  require  six  hours  and  a  half  to  clear  its 
camp  on  two  roads;  the  whole  of  it  will  have  arrived  at  or  x)a«vSed  a 
])oint  twenty  miles  distant  in  fourteen  hours,  or  a  point  ten  miles  distant 
in  ten  hours.  Thus  the  rebel  army,  moving  from  Camp  Dick  Robinson 
in  two  columns,  would  clear  its  camp  in  six  hours  and  a  half,  and  arrive 
at  Lancaster,  ten  miles  distant,  in  ten  hours;  or,  if  it  continued  on  with- 
out stopping,  would  arrive  at  Crabb  Orchard,  twenty  miles  distant,  in 
fourteen  hours. 

"  It  appears  that  the  retreating  army  actually  marched  in  three  columns 
from  it«  camp  at  Dick  Robinson,  tlie  country  along  its  route  being  open 
and  practicable.  From  Lancaster  it  took  two  roads,  the  one  to  the  left 
going  by  the  way  of  Lowell,  and  coming  into  the  Cumberland  Gap  road 
at  Big  Hill,  and  the  other  going  through  Crabb  Orchard,  Mount  Vernon, 
and  London.  The  latter  is  intersected  at  Crabb  Orchard,  twenty  miles 
from  Danville,  by  the  road  from  Danville  through  Stanford.  The  reasons 
which  would  render  it  injudicious  to  expose  my  communications  and 
leave  open  a  better  line  of  retreat  to  the  enemy,  by  anticipating  his  pos- 
sible retreat  through  Lancaster,  apply  with  greater  force  to  Crabb  Or- 
chard. If  the  rebel  army  would  retreat  without  aecepting  battle,  the 
topography  of  the  country  made  it  entirely  possible  for  it  to  do  so.  Be- 
ing once  established  in  its  line  of  retreat  beyond  any  point  where  it  could 
by  jiny  possibility  be  intercepted,  the  rebel  army  made  good  its  retreat, 
as  other  armies  have  done  in  this  and  other  wars  under  less  favorable 
circumstances. 

"There  are  few  circumstances  under  which  a  disciplined  and  well-man- 
aged army  can  be  forced  to  a  general  battle  against  its  will,  though  the 
occasions  are  multiplied  if  the  opposing  army  has  a  greatly  superior 
force  of  good  cavalry,  or  is  so  greatly  superior  in  strength  that  it  can 
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divide  its  force  witli  re«isoiiable  prospects  of  success  to  each  fraction.  A 
disciplined  army,  moving  on*it«  line  of  communication,  can  always  re- 
treat more  rapidly  than  it  can  be  pursued.  It  meets  or  overtakes  its 
supplies  on  the  road,  or  finds  them  at  temporary  depots  previously  estab- 
lished, or  it  collects  them  from  the  countr}^  as  much  as  possible  ou  its 
line  of  march.  The  pursuing  army,  on  the  other  hand,  finds  the  country 
stripped;  it  has  nothing  in  advance  to  rely  on;  it  must  carry  everything 
along,  with  the  hinderance  of  enormous  trains,  and  the  difiiculties  are  in- 
creased with  every  day's  march.  The  retreating  army  prepares  a  front 
of  resistance  more  rapidly  than  the  pursuer  can  prepare  a  front  for  attack. 
The  strong  positions  are  recounoitered  in  advance,  on  which  the  requi- 
site force  forms  as  rapidly  as  on  a  drill-ground,  while  the  pursuer,  igno- 
rant of  the  ground  and  of  the  force  that  awaits  him,  must  inform  him- 
self of  both,  in  order  to  develop  a  corresponding  force,  or  else  find  the 
head  of  his  column  beaten  back.  In  the  mean  time  the  main  body  of  the 
retiring  army  has  gained  some  hours  march,  the  rear-guard  watches  the 
enemy's  preparation,  awaits  his  attack,  and  repulses  it  if  it  is  made  inju- 
diciously or  with  insufficient  force,  or  else  at  dark  resumes  its  march,  to 
repeat  the  same  operation  whenever  it  is  necessary  and  the  occasion  is 
favorable.  A  single  tree  felled  judiciously  across  the  road  will  delay  the 
pursuer  perhaps  fifteen  minutes;  four  of  them  at  intervals  will  delay  him 
an  hour ;  and  thus  the  distance  between  him  and  his  adversary  is  in- 
creased. 

"These  advantages  to  defensive  operations  do  not  exist  in  the  same 
degree  in  all  descriptions  of  country.  They  are  particularly  marked  in 
a  broken  and  wooded  country,  where  the  movements  and  positiou  and 
strength  of  an  enemy  are  only  to  be  ascertained  by  feeling  him,  and 
especially  where  there  are  no  parallel  roads  by  which  the  retreating 
army  can  be  attacked  in  fiank.  The  advantages  alluded  to  make  it 
wise  frequently  for  a  commander  to  fall  back  to  a  chosen  ground  when 
his  adversary  advances,  and  the  battle  of  Perryville  affords  an  illustra- 
tion of  this  principle.  The  rebel  army  .was  moving  for  concentration  at 
some  point  which  could  not  be  known  to  its  adversary.  A  portion  of  it 
took  advantage  of  the  strong  position  at  Perryville,  commanding  the 
only  water  within  a  distance  of  several  miles,  over  which  the  army  of  the 
Ohio  must  march  to  attack.  That  position  afforded  also  the  advantage 
of  several  lines  of  retreat.  With  these  combined  advantages,  when  it 
was  discovered  that  a  part  of  the  rebel  army  w^as  making  a  stand,  it 
was  as  reasonable  to  expect  to  find  its  combined  force  there  as  at  any 
other  point,  and  dispositions  had  to  be  made  accordingly.  I  believe 
that  a  sound  and  unprejudiced  criticism  will  show  that  the  movement 
of  the  army  of  the  Ohio  was  executed  promptly  and  judiciously;  that  it 
arrived  more  simultaneously  and  in  better  or(ler  than  the  enemy  could 
have  expected,  considering  that  the  point  which  he  would  choose  for 
battle  could  not  be  foreseen,  and  that,  but  for  the  lack  of  timely  infor- 
mation of  the  condition  of  things  on  the  afternoon  of  the  8th,  the  main 
portion  of  the  enemy's  force  at  Perryville  would  have  been  captured. 

"Contests  betw^een  unequal  forces  result  sometimes,  but  very  rarely, 
from  the  fact  that  the  inferior  has  no  alternative  but  to  fight  or  sur- 
render. In  by  fjlr  the  greatest  number  of  cases,  however,  the  conflict 
results  from  a  lack  of  ability  ou  the  part  of  the  inferior  to  avail  himself 
of  the  means  of  extricating  his  army,  or  from  a  contempt  for,  or  igno- 
rance of,  the  strength  of  his  adversary,  or  from  an  advantage  of  posi- 
tion which,  in  his  opinion,  will  outweigh  that  of  superiority  of  numlx^rs, 
and  a  corresponding  ignorance  of  that  advantage,  or  faulty  dispositions 
on  the  part  of  the  superior  army ;  and  these  last  are  the  cases  in  which 
most  frequently  the  inferior  army  is  victorious.    WIiba  the  armies  are 
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about  equal,  they  maneuver  so  as  to  deceive  and  cause  each  other  to 
make  detachments,  or  force  each  other  to  battle  on  ground  unfavorable 
to  the  adversary.  In  all  these  cases  the  object  is  not  merely  to  give 
battle  for  the  sake  of  lighting,  but  to  fight  for  victory,  or  at  least  safety, 
and  with  such  advantages  as  will  make  success  reasonably  certain;  and 
the  more  serious  the  consequences  of  defeat,  the  greater  the  caution  to 
be  observed.  Ignorance  and  error  multiply  battles  far  more  than  valor, 
and  generally  with  the  penalty  of  disaster.  If  precaution  and  the 
observance  of  rule  diminish  the  number  of  battles,  and  sometimes  miss 
the  accidental  success  which  folly  and  recklessness  might  have  gained, 
it  is  nevertheless  true  that  in  the  end  they  usually  triumph." 

The  commission  states  that  it  made  its  sixth  '^ point"  to  cover  the 
question  of  my  "loyalty."  I  certainly  made  no  defense  of  my  loyalty, 
nor  did  I  know  that  it  was  under  investigation  ;  though  I  did  not  fail 
to  observe  that  evidence  was  elicited  of  the  scandalous  remarks  that 
had  been  made  concerning  it  by  some  persons,  one  of  them  a  member 
of  the  commission.  I  shall  not  cavil  at  the  brief  announcement  that 
against  my  loyalty  "  there  is  no  evidence  worthy  consideration." 

My  policy  toward  "the  inhabitants  of  disaliected  districts''  was  also 
brought  under  the  sixth  "  point;"  and  the  commission  concludes  that 
''  whether  good  or  bad  in  its  effects.  General  Buell  deserves  neither 
blame  nor  applause  for  it,  because  it  was  at  that  time  supposed  to  be 
the  policy  of  the  Government.  At  least  he  could  violate  no  orders  upon 
the  subject,  because  there  were  none."  I  am  not  disposed  to  take  ex- 
ception to  this  opinion,  though  I  dissent  from  it.  If  an  officer  faithfully 
does  what  the  policy  of  his  government  jnakes  a  dut^',  in  my  opinion  he 
deserves  approbation,  and  if  without  any  such  obligation  he  elects  to 
do  what  he  is  at  liberty  to  do  or  omit,  then  he  deserves  approbation  or 
blame  accordingly  as  his  acts  are  good  or  bad  in  their  effects.  It  might, 
I  think,  very  properly  be  asked  why  the  commission  introduced  the 
subject  at  all. 

I  will  not  use  this  occasion,  though  I  cannot  think  that  it  would  be 
inappropriate,  to  comment  on  the  irregularities  which  marked  the  pro- 
ceedings of  tlie  commission,  and  the  spirit  manifested  by  a  portion  of 
its  members. 

Just  and  thinking  men  will  hesitate  to  declare,  in  a  judicial  verdict, 
with  reference  to  the  conduct  of  operations  of  such  magnitude,  more 
particularly  when  an  important  result  has  been  obtained,  that  the  com- 
mander ought  to  have  acted  differently :  first,  because  under  circum- 
stances whiijh  make  it  frequently  impossible  to  know  exactly  the  true 
state  of  affans,  he  must  act  on  appearances  and  probabilities  more  than 
on  positive  knowledge ;  and  second,  because  it  is  seldom  possible  to  say 
what  would  have  been  the  consequences  of  a  different  action.  In  this 
case  no  such  hesitation  is  apparent.  For  want  of  time  I  was  not  able 
to  present  my  review  of  the  evidence  until  the  commission  had  prepared 
their  report  and  adjourned.  How  far  that  review  might  have  modified 
the  report  if  it  had  been  before  them  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  say. 

I  submit  these  remarks  with  the  confident  belief  that  the  justice  of 
the  Secretary  will  see  ample  ground  for  them.

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The  commission  called  to  investigate  the  operations  of  the  Army  of 
the  Ohio,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee  has  seen  tit  to  include  the  march 
from  Corinth  toward  Chattanooga,  of  that  army,  within  its  limit  of  in- 
vestigation, although  such  inquiry  is  evidently  not  included  in  the  letter 
of  instructions  from  the  War  Department.  The  operations  of  the  Army 
of  the  Ohio  commenced  with  that  march,  and  therefore  it  is  considered 
properly  the  correct  commencement.  When  the  rebels  vacated  Corinth 
in  1862,  where  they  had  accumulated  large  stores  and  an  efficient  force, 
there  appeared  no  place  upon  which  they  could  rally  in  time  to  oppose, 
successfully,  the  army  under  Major  General  Ilalleck,  in  the  attempt  to 
open  the  Mississippi  and  possess  ourselves  of  East  Tennessee.  To  ac- 
complish the  latter  purpose,  General  Buell,  in  command  of  what  has 
since  been  known  as  the  Army  of  the  Ohio,  was  sent  in  the  direction  of 
Chattanooga,  with  instructions  to  seize  that  place,  and,  through  it,  East 
Tennessee.  It  has  been  proved  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  and  not 
denied  by  tlie  defense,  that  the  rebels  were  not  in  force  at  that  time  in 
either  place,  and  had  General  Buell  pushed  on,  he  would  have  taken  the 
more  inii)ortant  strategic  points  almost  without  resistance.  Why  this  was 
not  done  General  Buell  assures  us,  as  I  gather  from  the  character  of 
evidence  introduced  and  the  direction  of  the  examination,  was  owing 
to  a  lack  of  supplies  and  the  attempt  to  repair  and  keep  open  long  lines 
of  railway  through  a  hostile  population,  which  lines,  it  seems,  were  con- 
tinually being  cut  by  rebel  cavalry,  and  by  the  inhabitants,  organized 
into  guerrilla  bands  for  that  purpose.  This  explanation  or  defense,  the 
Government  claims,  is  not  satisfactory.  The  lack  of  supplies  cannot 
justify  a  delay  of  a  month  or  six  weeks  for  repairs,  when  that  time 
would  have  enabled  the  army  to  seize  and  occupy  a  country  rich 
as  was  East  Tennessee,  and  inhabited  by  a  friendly,  loyal  popula- 
tion. Eaids  on  lines  of  communication,  with  outrages  of  a  disloyal 
people,  would  have  ceased  with  the  necessity  that  caused  them.  Tbey 
were  inaugurated  and  continued  for  the  purpose  of  embaiTassing  the 
expedition  into  East  Tennessee.  They  would  have  ended  with  its  occu- 
l^ancy ;  but  the  most  extraordinary  fact,  pressing  in  this  connection 
ui>on  the  comnnssion,  is  that  the  commander  of  the  Army  of  the  Ohio 
knew  at  the  time  that  these  lines  would  be  useless  for  the  lack  of  roll- 
ing stock,  and,  although  an  attempt  is  made  evidently  to  shield  him- 
self under  the  orders  of  Major  General  Halleck,  we  find  no  earnest 
remonstrance  that  would  justify  this  commission  in  regarding  such  de- 
fense as  sufficient.  The  brief  oral  instructions  claimed  to  have  been 
received,  followed  by  the  yet  briefer  telegrams,  evince  a  c<infidence  in 
and  a  discretionary  power  given  to  Major  General  Buell  which  should 
now  bar  any  attempt  at  shifting  the  responsibility.  The  fact  that  he 
knew  at  the  time  the  hopelessness  and  absurdity  of  these  efforts  is 
conclusive.  If  the  army  had  supplies  enough  to  justity  the  long  delay 
for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  lines  which  were  cut  almost  as  rapidly 
as  they  were  connected,  I  hold  that  he  had  sufficient  to  seize  and  hold 
East  Tennessee,  and  the  better  way  to  get  Morgan  and  Forrest  from  his 
rear  was  to  keep  them  busy  at  his  front.  The  defenseless  state  of  Chat- 
tanooga and  East  Tennessee  would  have  called  for  every  available  rebel 
soldier,  and  General  BuelPs  regiment  of  engineers  could  have  repaireil 
the  roads  unmolested.  While  Major  General  Buell  was  thus  engaged, 
the  enemy  had  not  only  time  to  strengthen  their  exposed  points,  but  to 
elaborate  the  invasion,  which  changed  our  operations  from  offensive  to 
defensive,  and  eventually  forced  the  army  from  Battle  Creek  back  to  its 
base  at  Louisville.  Some  time  in  the  first  part  of  August  General  Brag/r 
crossed  the  Tennessee  at  Chattanooga,  with  about  thirty  thousand  men. 
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At  that  time  General  Buell  had  his  lines  extended  some  forty  miles* 
The  returns  found  at  headquarters,  Nasftville,  ^ive  us  effective  men 
present  for  duty  fifty  thousand,  as  the  Army  of  the  Ohio,  and  of  these 
forty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  were  south  of  the  Cumberland,  and 
the  Government  claims  could  have  been  massed  so  as  to  have  forced 
Bragg  to  a  fight  before  he  left  Tennesxsee.  The  case,  then,  as  claimed 
by  the  Government,  is  this:  General  Buell,  in  command  of  a  largely 
superior  force  of  veteran  soldiers,  well  disciplined  and  equipped,  was 
forced  to  fall  back  in  long,  rapid  marches,  under  great  privations,  suf- 
fering shameful  disasters,  and  with  every  mark  of  defeat,  from  its  ad- 
vance on  Battle  Creek,  in  Tennessee,  to  its  base  of  supplies,  on  the  Ohio 
River. 

AB>IY  OF  THE  OHIO. 

As  to  the  efficient  force  under  Major  General  Buell  at  the  time  of  the 
invasion,  I  call  the  attention  of  the  commission  to  the  testimony  of 
Major  Wriglit  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Daw,  both  of  Major  General 
BuelPs  staff,  and  the  returns  found  at  headquarters  in  Nashville. 
From  an  examination  of  this  evidence  it  will  be  found  that  of  the  Army 
of  the  Ohio  General  Buell  had  forty-seven  thous<and  five  hundred  men 
south  of  the  Cumberland  River  at  the  time  Bragg  crossed  the  Tennes- 
see. The  returns  and  other  evidence  introduced  by  the  Government 
make  the  force  at  least  ten  thousand  men.  But  I  prefer  taking  the 
testimony  offered  by  the  defense. 

BBAaa'S  FORCE. 

Bragg  crossed  the  Tennessee  witb  about  thirty  thousand  men  of  all 
arms.  For  evidence  of  this  fact,  I  refer  in  the  first  place  to  the  testi- 
mony of  the  spy  Pratt.  He  was  in  the  employ  of  General  Buell,  and 
had  excellent  opportunities  of  observation  in  the  enemy's  lines.  He 
informs  us  that  Bragg  had  of  infantry  from  twenty-two  to  twenty-four 
thousand.  No  attempt  is  made  to  impeach  this  man;  on  the  contrary, 
General  Buell  in  his  cross-examination  makes  him  his  own  witness,  and 
the  commission  will  find  that  in  his  statement  he  is  fully  sustained  by 
circumstances,  and  the  testimony  of  other  witnesses.  Colonel  M.  Shoe- 
maker, a  prisoner  at  the  time,  saw  Bragg's  forces  crovss  the  Cumberland 
ou  the  9th  of  September,  and  states  that  he  had  about  thirty  thousand 
men.  Colonel  Wilder,  the  gallant  commander  at  Munfordsville,  refused 
to  surrender  until  he  had  seen  the  forces  opposed  to  him,  with  liberty  to 
report  the  number.  He  estimates  Bragg's  army  at  not  over  thirty-six 
thousand.  Mr.  G.  R.  Taylor,  a  Union  citizen  of  Munfordsville,  who  was 
within  the  enemy's  lines^  gives  thirty  thousand  as  the  outside  of  Bragg's 
army.  Mr.  F.  A.  Smith  learned  from  one  of  Bragg's  staff  at  Munfords- 
ville that  they  had  sixty  regiments,  confirming  what  the  spy,  Pratt,  had 
sworn  to.  1  have  called  attention  here  to  evidence  of  actual  observa- 
tion. The  fact  is  known  to  the  witnesses  of  their  own  knowledge,  and 
is  free  of  doubt  or  speculation.  It  will  be  observed  that  these  witnesses 
are  unknown  to  each  other,  widely  separate,  and  yet  concur  in  the  same 
statement.  To  this  we  may  a<ld  the  Forsyth  letter,  one  of  Bragg's  staff, 
introduced  by  General  Buell  through  the  testimony  of  General  Kousseau ; 
that  states  the  entire  army  in  Kentucky,  including,  of  course,  Kirby 
Smi4d[f8,  to  be  forty  thousand  men;  and  we  may  now  add  General  Bragg's 
report  of  his  operations  in  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  which  gives  his 
'irmy  that  crossed  as  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand.  Circumstantial 
evidence  comes  in  to  sustain  this  already  well-established  fact.    General 
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Bragg,  after  capturing  Munfordsville,  a  uaturally  strong  position,  which, 
held  by  bim,  would  have  forced  Buell  to  tight  at  great  odds,  or  a  surren- 
der of  Bowling  Green  and  [Nashville,  suddenly  evacuated,  and  fell  back 
to  Bardstown.     It  will  not  do  to  say  that  this  resulted  from  a  lack  of 
supplies.    Bragg's  stores,  collected  by  Kirby  Smith,  were  at  Bardstown, 
and  available,  with  their  i^ossession  of  the  country  at  Munfordsville. 
He  retreated  because  he  saw  the  approach  of  an  army  nearly  double 
his  own.    The  opinions  of  officers  of  intelligence  and  position  in  the  Army 
of  the  Ohio  are  introduced  by  the  Government,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
proving  the  forces  under  Bragg,  but  to  show  that  something  near  his 
actual  strength  was  known  at  the  time.   And  it  is  somewhat  remarkable 
that  General  Buell  was  ignorant  of  a  fact  patent  to  his  army.    General 
Thomas,  for  examide,  said  that  he  could  never  make  out  the  strength 
of  Bragg's  army  above  forty-live  thousand,  and  of  this,  ten  thousand 
were  left  to  take  care  of  the  flank  and  rear,  and  to  threaten  Nashville, 
This  force,  he  says,  was  not  within  supporting  distance,  had  Bragg  been 
compelled  to  fight  between  the  Cumberland  River  and  Munfordsville. 
General  Thomas,  although  introduced  by  the  Government,  is  made 
General  Buell's  witness,  and  his  statements  are  to  be  regarded  as 
beyond  dispute- 
General  Bousseau,  a  witness  summoned  by  the  defense,  says:    "My 
impression  is  that  the  strength  of  General  Bragg's  army  was  not  over- 
rated.   I  put  Bragg  at  from  thirty-five  thousand  to  forty-five  thousand 
at  Munfordsville." 

Major  General  McCook  states :  "  On  Monday,  at  Bowling  Green,  I 
understood  the  enemy  was  at  Glasgow ;  his  force  estimated  at  about 
thirty  thousand  men.  It  was  simply  the  talk  among  my  brother 
generals." 

Brigadier  General  Wood :  "  I  am  satisfied,  by  information  received 
from  various  sources,  that  Bragg's  army  led  into  Kentucky  did  not 
exceed  thirty-five  thousand  men." 

Brigadier  General  Steadman  says:  "The  opinion  is  firmly  fixed  in 
my  mind,  by  frequent  conversation  with  officers  at  various  points  on 
the  march,  that  the  strength  of  the  confederate  army  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  thirty-five  thousand  men." 

General  Fry  :  "  From  all  sources  of  information,  Bragg's  army  was 
estimated  at  thirty-six  thousand.  There  were  rumors  that  he  had  fifty 
or  sixty  thousand.  The  most  intelligent  officers  placed  it  at  not  exceed- 
ing thirty-six  thousand." 

Colonel  Straight  states:  "From  facts  I  could  gather,  they  (the  rebels) 
had  from  thirty  to  thirty-five  thousand.  At  Gallatin  I  learned  from 
General  Wood  tlmt  he  had  placed  them  at  about  thirty-three  thousand." 

I  could  multiply  these  evidences  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  subor- 
dinate officers,  but  do  not  consider  it  necessary.  True,  other  officers 
make  the  estimate  greater,  but  they  are  men  whose  op^wrtunities  would 
not  justify  a  positive  opinion,  such  as  Generals  Granger  and  Boyle. 

It  is  true  that  a  man  by  the  name  of  Kapiet  is  introduced,  who  claims 
to  have  counted  the  forces  under  General  Bragg,  and  makes  them  over 
a  hundred  thousand.  But  his  story  is  so  improbable  and  contnidictoiy 
that  it  cannot  claim  reasonable  credence.  He  flies  in  fear  from  his 
dw^elling  on  the  approach  of  the  rebels,  and  yet  places  himself  in  fnJl 
view  of  their  column  on  the  road-side,  when,  for  two  days,  from  early  in 
the  morning  until  late  at  night,  without  reJSt  and  without  refreshment, 
he  calmly  counts  and  notches  upon  a  stick  the  regiments  as  they  huny 
past  upon  the  double-quick.  He  makes  the  force  over  a  hundred  thou- 
sand, and  marches  them  upon  one  read.    He  has  no  motive  for  this, 
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other  than  idle  curiosity.  And,  a^rain,  Ca[)taiii  Jones  produced  certain 
tables,  showing  that  jnisoners  representing  a  hundred  and  sixty  regi- 
ments had  been  taken  during  Bragg's  occu})ation  of  Kentucky.  It  would 
be  qnite  impossible  to  ascertain  through  such  testinnniy  the  number  of 
Bragg's  army.  It  is  (certainly  worthless  when  brought  forward  to  con- 
tnulict  that  of  witnesses  who  speak  from  ])ositi ve  knowledge.  However, 
General  Buell  himself  saves  us  further  doubt  upon  the  subject. 

In  his  telegram  from  Louisville  to  General  Halleck,  shortly  before 
moving  out  against  the  enemy,  he  states  their  force  to  be  sixty  thousand. 
This  estimate  is  subsequently  asserted  by  witnesses,  both  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  and  the  defense.  General  Buell  has  proven  that,  of 
this,  Kirby  Smith's,  Stounson's,  and  Marshall's  forces  make  thirty  thou- 
sand, leaving  to  Bragg  the  thirty  thousand  with  which  he  drove  the 
Army  of  the  Ohio  from  north  Alabama  to  Louisville. 

The  Government  considers  this  a  subject  of  careful  investigation  on 
the  part  of  the  commission.  That  an  army  of  veterans,  numbering, 
w  ith  the  divisions  added  from  General  Grant,  some  sixty-live  thousand, 
that,  as  claimed  by  the  defense,  no  defeat  could  dishearten  and  no 
marches  in  retreat  could  demoralize — that  such  an  army  should  fall 
back  through  shameful  disaster,  with  long  fatiguing  marches  and  great 
I>rivation,  leaving  every  mark  of  defeat  before  half  its  number,  makes  a 
new  page  in  our  history  of  shame,  and  calls  for  explanation  or  severest 
punishment. 

SPARTA. 

Bragg  seems,  from  the  evidence,  to  have  anticipated  that  his  cross- 
ing the  Tennessee  Kiver  would  be  disputed.  Upon  what  this  anticipa- 
tion was  based  is  difficult  to  determine.  Long  after  his  design,  if  not 
bis  plan,  of  invasion  had  been  developed,  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  was 
stationed  along  an  extended  line,  devoted  to  guardbig  and  repairing 
railvrays  in  a  manner  that  made  it  impossible  to  concentrate  for  the 
purpose  of  opposing  his  crossing.  When,  however,  this  crossing  was 
effected,  the  ablest  military  minds  in  the  army,  other  than  its  com- 
mander, suggested  a  concentration  where  the  rebels  could  be  met  as 
they  passed  from  the  Sequatchie  Valley  to  the  plains  of  Middle  Tennes- 
see— S[)arta  or  McMinnville  is  suggested,  but  especially  Sparta — where 
they  could  have  been  fought  with  every  prospect  of  success.  That  Bragg 
must  pass  by  Sparta  was  reasonable  to  suppose  at  the  time,  and,  with 
the  light  before  the  commission,  a  necessity.  Had  he  retained  Chat- 
tanooga as  his  base,  he  could  not  have  passed  to  the.  right  or  the  left  of 
our  army,  in  position,  without  having  his  line  of  communication  cut, 
and  his  army  turned  upon  a  line  of  country  where  General  Buell  has 
been  at  some  pains  to  prove  an  army  could  not  subsist.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  he  burdened  himself  with  little  transportation,  and  only 
carried  subsistence  for  eight  or  ten  days,  thereby  cutting  loose  from  his 
base,  which  proved  to  be  the  fact,  his  road  lay  through  the  Sequatchie 
Valley,  out  by  Sparta,  and  on  the  almost  direct  line  to  Bardstown, 
along  which  route  his  supplies  had  been  provided. 

The  position  at  Sparta  is,  we  are  assured,  naturally  a  strong  one,  and 
offers  such  advantages  that  fifteen  thousand  might  have  been  in- 
trusted to  its  defense  against  the  thirty  thousand  of  the  enemy ;  but 
while  all  seems  doubtful  on  the  part  of  our  army,  with  hesitation  in  its 
movements  and  uncertainty  in  its  future,  Bragg  acts  as  if  his  way  were 
assured  to  him  and  success  the  certain  result  of  his  efforts.  History  of 
military  campaigns  ^ffords  no  parallel  to  this,  of  an  army  throwing 
aside  its  transportation,  paying  no  regard  to  its  supplies,  lint,  cutting 
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loose  from  its  base,  marchiu^  two  liurulred  miles  iu  the  face  of,  and 
really  victorious  over,  au  army  double  its  size. 

SUBSISTENCE. 

Why  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  was  not  massed  at  Sparta,  or  indeed  at 
any  otlier  point  in  Tennessee,  for  the  purpose  of  disputing  the  further 
progress  of  this  confident  enemy,  was  owing,  the  defense  assures  us,  to 
the  fact  that  while  our  lines  were  successfully  cut,  our  supplies  would 
not  justify  extended  operations.  The  defense  is  not  tenable.  The  de- 
fense shows  us  that  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  had  twenty  days'  rations ;  this 
on  half  rations  made  forty  days,  and  in  less  than  forty  days  the  cam- 
paign in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  was  at  an  end.  But  in  addition  to 
this,  we  learn  that  the  line  of  railway  from  Nashville  to  McMinuville 
was  in  operation,  and  that  from  Louisville  to  Nashville  could  have  been 
opened  in  two  weeks,  with  the  exception  of  that  through  the  burned 
tunnels,  which  left  a  wagon-road  of  about  twenty  miles. 

THE   INTENT. 

General  Buell  made  no  effort  to  mass  his  army  and  meet  Bragg,  but 
fell  back  to  Nashville.  It  is  believed  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
that  a  key  to  this  extraordinary  conduct  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
threatened  as  henvas  in  front  by  Bragg,  and  in  rear  by  Kirby  Smith, 
with  his  supplies  limited  and  his  communications  cut.  General  Buell 
deemed  it  necessary  to  abandon  both  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  aud 
continue,  or  rather  renew,  the  contest  on  the  banks  of  the  Ohio.  He 
certainly  did  not  fall  back  upon  Nashville  for  the  purpose  of  defending 
that  place.  Had  he  believed  Nashville  threatened  from  its  front, 
McMinuville  or  Sparta  would  have  been  the  point  to  concentrate  for  iis 
defense.  But  the  Government  has  shown  that  this  could  not  have  been 
Bragg's  intent,  and  that  General  Buell  had  every  reason  to  know  it  at 
the  time.  Bragg's  objective  when  he  crossed  at  Chattanooga  must 
have  been  Bowling  Green.  The  possession  of  Bowling  Green  gave  him 
Nashville,  while  at  the  same  time  he  was  marching  in  the  direction 
of  his  supplies.  General  Buell  by  massing  his  forces  at  some  point  on 
the  Cumberland — Lebanon  for  example — could  have  disputed  the  cross- 
ing of  the  river,  and  at  the  same  time  have  carried  Nashville,  Hml 
Bragg  attempted  to  avoid  him  by  crossing  further  up,  he  would  have 
been  thrown  upon  a  country  so  destitute  of  subsistence  that  his  march 
must  have  provecf  disastrous.  As  to  General  Buell's  intention,  however, 
we  are  not  left  in  doubt.  That  he  fell  back  to  Nashville  to  gather  up 
his  supplies  and  then  evacuate,  his  acts  prove.  But,  in  addition  to  this 
we  have  the  testimony  of  Governor  Andrew  Johnson  as  to  what  Genjonil 
Buell  actually  said.  Before  calling  attention  to  thial  deposition,  it  is 
well  to  consider,  however,  the  significance  of  the  defense  iu  relation  to 
it.  Long  before  such  a  charge  was  ever  dreamed  of,  General  Buell  has 
strengthened  his  case  in  response  to  it.  As  if  conscious  of  something 
that  might  come  up,  he  ha«  indicated  the  charge  by  a  defense  in  advance. 
But  Governor  Johnson  says,  positively,  that  General  Buell  infonnnl 
him  that  he  considered  Nashville  of  no  importance  in  a  military  point 
of  view,  and  it  would  have  been  evacuated  three  months  before  had  his 
advice  been  followed.  That  he  became  alarmed,  evidently,  at  the  atti- 
tude of  Governor  Johnson,  and  said  subsequently  to  Generals  Thomas 
and  McCook  that  Nashville  must  be  held  at  all  hazards,  is  true,  but  be 
never  changed  his  intention.    And  it  will  be  observed  that  he  takes  and 
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nses  up  Governor  Johnson's  opinion,  when  he  says  that  the  place  should 
be  preserved  on  account  of  its  political  importance.  This  evidence  of 
Governor  Johnson  is  further  sustained  by  a  telegram  from  General 
Hnlleck,  which  was  found  lying  loose  and  unrecorded  at  the  department 
headquarters — General  Buell  informing  me  in  open  court,  at  the  time  I 
presented  it  to  him,  that  he  knew  nothing  of  it,  while  the  dispatch  to 
which  it  is  an  answer  cannot  be  found  at  all.  The  answer,  however, 
carries  the  query  that  produced  it.    It  reads : 

^^WASBiNGTOl^y  September  7,  1862. 
•'  Major  General  Buell  : 

**  March  where  you  please,  provided  you  will  find  the  enemy  and  tight 
hina. 

"H.  W.  HALLECK." 

There  was  little  intent  of  this  sort  at  a  time  when,  as  Colonel  Fry 
testifies,  there  was  a  sense  of  relief  or  rejoicing  when  it  was  found  that 
Bragg  had  really  crossed  the  Cumberland ;  from  the  fact,  I  suppose, 
that  Bragg  had  not  directly  sought  his  enemy  and  fought  him.  Had 
not  the  telegram  read  that  was  sent,  "  Where  shall  I  march  f''  and  does 
such  telegram  indicate  a  settled  purpose  of  any  sort!  But  again,  on 
the  14th  of  September,  two  days  before  the  surrender  of  Munfordsville, 
we  find  him  telegraphing  to  General  Haileck,  ''It  has  been  apparent  to 
me  for  some  time  that,  on  purely  military  grounds,  the  force  in  Middle 
Tennessee  should  fall  back  on  its  base ;"  that  is,  Louisville.  "  The  politi- 
cal efiect  of  such  a  move,  however,  seemed  to  me  so  serious  that  I  hesi- 
tated to  execute  it."  He  was  hesitating,  then,  when  Governor  Johnson 
called  and  pressed  this  political  view  on  him.  This  important  dispatch 
closed  with  a  prayer  for  instructions.  Instructions  for  what?  Had  not 
his  course  been  determined  upon!  Or  was  not  the  general  seeking  to 
shield  his  abandonment  of  these  States  under  instructions  from  Wash- 
ington  T 

He  fell  back  upon  !N'ash^ille  for  its  defense,  and  yet  left  open  the  only 
road  by  which  Nashville  could  be  assailed.  He  left  Nashville  on  the 
7th  to  get  between  the  enemy  and  Louisville,  and  keep  open  his  line  of 
communication,  yet  he  delays  his  march  so  as  to  permit  an  inferior  force 
to  get  between  him  and  Louisville,  and,  by  seizing  Munfordsville,  make 
the  discomfiture  of  our  army  complete,  by  compelling  the  surrender  or 
evacuation  of  all  the  important  posts  in  its  rear.  Had  Bragg  seen 
fit  to  make  a  stand  at  Munfordsville,  Buell  would  have  been  forced  to 
abandon  Bowling  Green  and  Nashville,  and  steal  ofl:*  the  best  route  he 
could  find  to  the  Ohio. 

Bragg,  with  his  inferior  force  and  lack  of  supplies,  dared  not  to  remain 
in  Munfordsville,  and  fell  back  to  Bardstown  ;  and  six  days  after.  Gen- 
eral Buell  writes  to  General  Nelson,  at  Louisville.  This  extraordinary 
letter  is  so  important,  as  proving  the  real  intent  of  General  Buell,  that 
I  quote  it  at  length.  It  must  be  remembered  that  Munfordsville  had 
surrendered,  and  the  paroled  officers  had  sought  General  Buell  and  in- 
formed him  of  the  exact  strength  of  Bragg's  army  as  being  but  thirty- 
six  thousand  strong,  and  suftering  terribly  for  lack  of  food,  and  yet  he 
fled  with  his  brave  army  of  fifty  thousand  from  this  force,  while  a  like 
number  awaited  his  coming  at  Louisville.  Under  these  circumstances 
this  is  the  advice  he  gives  General  Nelson : 
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[From  "telegrams  sent,"  Book  No.  2.] 

"  Headquabtees  Arwt  of  the  Omo, 

"  Septefnber  22, 1862. 

^Oliijor  General  Nelson  : 

'•  I  dispatched  to  you  last  evening  from  Horse  Cave,  but  the  couriers 
did  not  leave  until  after  I  arrived  here  last  night.  I  learn  since,  with 
tolerable  certainty,  that  the  enemy  marched  in  force  toward  Elizabeth- 
town.  He  may  go  rapidly  through  to  attack  Jjouisville,  or  if  he  thinks 
you  too  strong  to  be  easily  beaten,  he  may  go  to  Bardstown  to  expect  a 
junction  with  Smith,  or  he  may  halt  at  Elizabeth  town  to  complete  the 
junction  and  fight  me  there;  the  latter  I  consider  the  more  probable, 
considering  I  am  so  close  at  hand.  If  he  marches  on  Louisville,  he  will 
probably  go  by  Shepherdsville,  and  it  might  be  possible  for  him  to  reach 
there  Thursday.  In  any  event  you  should  be  re-enforced  to  the  last  man 
without  a  moment's  delay.  My  own  movements  depend  so  much  on  the 
movement  of  the  enemy  that  I  can  hardly  tell  you  what  to  do.  If  you 
have  only  the  force  you  speak  of,  it  would  not,  I  should  say,  be  advisa- 
ble for  you  to  attempt  a  defense  of  Louisville,  unless  you  are  strongly 
intrenched  ;  under  no  circumstances  should  you  make  a  fight  with  his 
whole  or  main  force.  The  alternative  would  be  to  cross  the  river,  or 
march  on  this  side  to  the  mouth  of  Salt  River  and  bridge  it,  so  as  to 
form  a  junction  with  me.  But,  as  I  tell  you,  so  much  depends  upon 
circumstances  that  I  must  leave  this  question  to  your  discretion.  I 
only  offer  you  my  suggestions  in  regard  to  it.  This  much  do,  at  any 
rate :  send  a  million  of  rations  down  the  river,  say  opposite  Brawden 
burgh,  to  make  them  safe,  to  be  subject  to  my  order,  and  have  a  boat- 
bridge  made,  to  be  thrown  rapidly  across  the  mouth  of  the  Salt  River 
for  my  use,  if  I  require  it.  Lose  no  time.  Steamers  should  be  opiK)- 
site  Salt  River,  subject  to  my  orders.  Bear  in  mind,  in  these  arrange- 
meuts,  that  the  enemy  will  probably  have  a  small  cavalry  force  at  the 
mouth  of  Salt  River.  All  steamers  used  for  the  service  referred  to 
should  be  kept  constantly  under  steam,  and  ready  to  escape  if  threat 
eiied.  Communicate  with  me  daily.  I  shall  probably  continue  on  the 
Louisville  pike,  at  least  as  far  as  Elizabethtown.  I  shall  be  at  Bac<in 
Creek  to-night,  or  beyond  there,  if  the  enemy  should  be  determined  to 
stand  at  Elizabethtown.  Your  advance  on  the  Louisville  pike,  with 
the  means  of  crossing  Salt  River,  would  undoubtedly  have  an  im^iortiiut 
ettect,and  perhaps  give  you  an  opportunity  of  acting  an  important  part,

Braxton  Bragg  defeated  the  design.  He  did  not  march  on  Louis- 
ville, nor  dare  he  risk  an  engagement  with  the  superior  Army  of  the 
Ohio.  He  marched  off  toward  Bardstown,  where  his  subsistence  was 
accumulated,  and  thereby  lost  the  conquest  he  set  out  to  accomplish. 
GeiH.»ral  Buell  marched  into  Louisville,  incorporated  into  his  army 
the  raw  recruits  that  had  been  gathered  there,  and  set  out  vigorously 
in  search  of  the  enemy.  His  army  from  Tennessee,  numbering  over 
forty  tive  thousand,  was  joined  by  an  army  of  forty-eight  thousand 
while  the  enemy  he  went  out  to  fight  had  not  over  sixty  thousand 
men.  The  doubt  and  hesitation  which  seemed  to  paralyze  his  move- 
ment on  the  retreat  from  North  Alabama  to  Louisville  vanished,  and 
what  the  clear-headed,  energetic  general  could  do  was  done.  Send- 
ing Sill'S  division  to  hold  Kirby  Smith  in   check,  near  Frankfort, 
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General  Buell  divided ,  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  in  three  different 
roads,  converging  on  Bardstown,  and  set  out  in  a  vigorous  pursuit  of 
Bragg.  Bragg  retired  from  Bardstown  to  Perryville,  closely  pressed 
by  Buell.  At  Perryville  the  rebel  leader  evidently  expected  to  fall  in 
with  Kirby  Smith.  Kirby  Smith  was  not  there,  and  Bragg  found  it 
necessary  to  check  the  further  advance  of  our  army  until  Kirby  Smith 
could  come  to  his  assistance.  With  this  fact  General  Buell  was  evidently 
well  acquainted.  He  warned  his  subordinate  generals  of  the  approach- 
ing: struggle,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  we  find  the  immense  army 
in  line  of  battle,  prepared  to  advance  upon  the  enemy ;  and  here  he 
fell  into  the  same  state  of  doubt  and  confusion  that  marked  the  retreat 
from  Nashville,  and  this  continued  until  the  rebel  invaders  were  safe 
out  of  Kentucky.  After  getting  his  force  into  line  by  noon  on  the  8th, 
why  he  delayed  the  attack  until  the  9th  we  have  been  unable  to  under- 
staud,  nor  has  the  commission  been  favored  with  a  reasonable  explana- 
tion. It  was  evidently  the  policy  to  overwhelm  Bragg  before  he  could 
form  his  junction  with  Smith.  This  junction  General  Buell  had  feared 
from  the  first  moment  he  began  his  retreat  from  Kashville.  Here  was 
the  long  wished  for  opportunity,  and  yet  his  army  was  to  be  kept  in 
line,  suffering  for  the  water  which  the  enemy  held  possession  of,  from 
noon  of  the  8th  till  morning  of  the  9th.  What  else  could  Bragg  desire! 
The  rebel  general  evidently  misunderstood  the  design,  for  observing 
that  McCook,  in  command  of  the  left  wing,  had  broken  his  line  and  was 
moving  in  column  to  the  water  the  soldiers  were  suffering  for,  he  sud- 
denly threw  the  weight  of  half  his  army  upon  the  one  corps,  drove  it  back 
a  mile,  killing  nine  hundred  and  eighteen  men  and  wounding  some  five 
thousand.  There  are  circumstances  attending  this  brief  but  bloody 
engagement  which  baffle  comprehension.  General  Buell,  who  had 
approached  Perryville,  conscious  of  the  presence  there  of  the  enemy  in 
force,  retired  to  headquarters,  two  miles  and  a  half  in  the  rear  of  his 
left  wing,  and,  surrounded  by  a  large  and  well-organized  staff,  was 
ignorant  of  the  struggle  until  too  late  to  render  aid,  although  he  hoard 
the  furious  cannonade  that  gave  token  of  a  combat  about  2  o'clock, 
l>rououncing  it  a  waste  of  ammunition,  and  demanding  that,  it  should 
stop,  took  no  steps  either  through  the  signal  corps,  then  in  operation, 
or  by  his  st^ff'to  investigate  the  cause,  or,  if  necessary,  to  api)ly  remedy. 

What  a  golden  opportunity  to  annihilate  the  rebel  army  then  ])re- 
sented  itself  we  now  learn.  Had  the  right  wing  of  our  army  been 
swung  around,  the  rebel  force  would  have  been  captured  or  destroyed. 
General  Mitchell,  without  orders,  marched  his  brigade  through  Perry- 
ville, and  coming  in  the  rear  of  the  rebels  then  attacking  McCook's 
corps,  actually  took  prisoners  and  captured  the  ammunition  train  of 
the  battery  playing  upon  the  left  wing.  All  this  while  Gilbert's  corps 
remained  idle  spectators  to  the  unequal  contest ;  and  not  oul^'  filled  to 
tender  re-enforcements,  but  when  such  aid  was  solicited  by  subordinate 
officers  and  men,  positively  refused. 

At  half  past  4  General  Buell  learned  of  the  battle,  and  sent  an  aid 
to  General  Thomas  ordering  the  forces  under  his  command  to  re-enforce 
!M<;Cook.  The  aid  lost  two  horses  in  the  search  for  General  Thomas, 
who  was  found  at  the  front  after  night,  when  the  battle  had  ceased. 

This  blow  seems  to  have  paralyzed  the  Army  of  the  Ohio ;  no  further 
effort  was  made  to  find  and  attack  the  enemy.  From  the  8th  to  the 
12th  no  advance  was  even  ordered,  for  an  army  of  seventy  thousand 
men  that  is  confined  in  its  maneuvers  to  a  space  of  ten  miles  cannot 
be  said  to  advance.  In  the  mean  time  the  rebels  retreated  through 
Harrodsburgh,  passed  our  forces  to  Camp  Dick  Bobinson.    This  was 
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a  third  time  a  march  of  this  kind  was  successCul.  A  pursuit  was  then 
ordered  that  resulted  in  nothing. 

After  the  fight  before  Perryville,  had  our  army  been  pushed  through 
Danville  to  Gamp  Dick  Robinson  the  retreat  of  Bragg  and  Smith  would 
have  been  intercepted.  The  defense  claims  that  other  roads  were  open 
to  theu)  on  which  to  escape.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  defense  a  road  is  always  open  to  the  rebels,  who  need  no  transport- 
ation, and  are  not  dependent  upon  the  ordinary  laws  of  subsisteuee; 
while  to  us  there  seems  to  be  but  one  road,  and  that  is  through  disaster 
to  our  base. 

The  fact  is,  the  route  through  Camp  Dick  Robinson  to  Cumberland 
Gap  was  the  only  available  one  to  Bragg.  On  this  their  supplies  were 
collected,  and  from  the  nature  .of  the  country  at  Crab  Orchard  the 
pursuit  would  have  to  cease.  Had  Bragg  been  forced  back  to  the 
center  of  Kentucky,  depending,  as  he  would  have  to,  on  the  country  for 
supplies,  the  move  must  have  been  fatal  to  him.  Already  disheartened 
by  the  reception  given  them  by  the  people  of  the  State,  had  he  been 
forced  to  open  plunder  of.  that  people  for  support,  the  effect  in  both  a 
political  and  military  point  of  view  must  have  been  disastrous. 

But  as  the  road  into  Kentucky  had  been  strangely  left  open  to  him, 
so  \^'as  the  road  out  of  Kentucky  made  easy.

To  the  C03IMISSI0N: 

On  examination,  I  have  found  theTecord  of  the  commission  to  be  de- 
ficent  and  inaccurate  in  several  particulars  of  greater  or  less  importance. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that,  at  an  early  stage  of  the  proceediogs,  I 
proposed  an  examination  of  the  record  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
such  errors,  but  the  commission  deemed  it  best  to  defer  the  examination 
until  the  investigation  should  be  closed.  I  desire  now  to  call  attention 
to  the  more  important  of  them. 

While  the  first  witness.  Colonel  Lytic,  I  think,  was  giving  his  evi- 
dence, the  commission  was  cleared,  at  the  motion  of  one  of  the  members, 
for  some  purpose  not  stated  at  the  time.  After  the  commission  had  been 
in  secret  session  some  time,  1  was  invited  in,  and  the  president  directed, 
or  intimated  to,  the  judge  advocate  to  swear  me  to  secrecy  in  regard  to 
the  proceedings  of  the  commission.  .  I  declined  to  be  sworn,  and  the  com- 
mission was  again  cleared.  The  judge  advocate  subsequently  came  out 
and  informed  me  that  it  had  been  determined  that  the  investigation 
should  be  continued  without  my  presence.  I  objected  to  this  decision, 
and  the  judge  advocate  returned  to  the  commission  and,  I  presunxe, 
stated  my  objection.  He  subsequently  returned  to  me  again,  and  in- 
formed me  that  it  had  been  concluded  to  admit  me  to  the  sessions  of  the 
commission,  but  that  it  had  been  decided  that  I  should  not  cross-examine 
witnesses,  though  I  could  introduce  witnesses  in  the  defense.  I  objected 
to  this  also.  I  returned  to  the  commission  and  stated  in  person  my 
objections  to  its  decisions.  I  was  asked  by  the  president  whether  1  based 
my  claim  to  be  present,  and  cross-examine  witnesses,  on  the  privileges 
belonging  to  a  party  accused.  I  answered  that  undoubtedly  tlie  pend- 
ing investigation  implied  some  sort  of  accusation  or  imputation  against 
me,  but  that  I  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  say  whether  I  considered 
myself  in  the  light  of  a  party  accused  or  not;  that  for  the  present  I 
based  my  claim  upon  the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  War  under 
which  they  were  acting,  which  stated  that  I  would  "be  permitted  to 
appear  and  produce  and  examine  witnesses  before  the  commission.'' 

Without  coming  to  any  final  decision  on  these  questions,  the  commis- 
sion adjourned.  The  following  morning  I  submitted  a  written  state- 
ment of  what  I  considered  to  be  my  right  with  reference  to  these  several 
points,  and  that  statement  was  sustained  by  the  commission.  It  is 
proper  that  these  facts  should  appear  on  the  record,  and  I  request  that 
they  may  be  placed  there.  It  will  be  remembered  that  some  discussion 
took  place  at  the  time  with  reference  to  the  rights  which  I  claimed.  It 
is  impossible  for  me  now  to  repeat  the  precise  words  in  which  I  pre- 
sented them.  If  there  should  be  any  question  in  regard  to  these  several 
points,  then  I  desire  to  establish  them  by  evidence,  in  order  that  the 
record  may  be  correct. 

The  other  .errors,  as  far  as  I  have  observed  them,  I  have  noted  in  my 
copy,  and  they  can  be  pointed  out  more  conveniently  by  referring  to  the 
record.

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STATEMENT  OF  MAJOR  GENERAL  BUELL,  IN  REVIEW  OF 
THE  EVIDENCE  BEFORE  THE  MILITARY  COMMISSION. 

The  iuvestigations  of  this  commission  have  not  gone  farther  back 
than  shortly  after  the  evacuation  of  Corinth  by  the  rebel  army,  in  May 
last ;  and  it  might,  perhaps,  be  expected  that  this  re\iew  of  my  opera- 
tions in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  would  not  go  beyond  that  period;  but 
I  have,  for  more  than  a  year,  remained  silent,  under  misrepresentations 
which  have  misled  the  public  mind  with  reference  to  the  administratioQ 
of  my  command.  I  deem  it  proper,  therefore,  to  sketch  briefly  the 
history  of  the  army  I  recently  commanded,  and  of  my  connection  with 
it,  for  the  period  anterior  to  the  time  to  which  this  investigation  has 
extended.  It  is  proper,  also,  as  bearing  on  subjects  that  have  been  in- 
vestigated, because  many  circumstances  connected  with  it  shaped  or 
affected  the  subsequent  operations  under  my  command. 

In  the  early  part  of  November,  1861,  the  condition  of  affairs  in  Ken- 
tucky became  the  subject  of  the  most  anxious  solicitude  to  the  Govern- 
ment and  throughout  the  country.  One-third  of  the  State  was  in  the 
possession  of  the  rebel  forces,  under  whose  protection  a  provisional 
government  was  inaugurated  at  Russellville.  It  was  supposed  that  the 
Union  element  wa«  confined,  for  the  most  part,  to  the  old  men ;  that 
the  mass  of  the  young  men  were  on  the  eve  of  joining  the  rebel  cause, 
and  that  nothing  but  extraordinary  exertion  and  judicious  management 
could  rescue  the  State  from  the  vortex  toward  which  the  excitement  of 
revolution  was  rapidly  carrying  her.  This  was  certainly  an  unjust  re- 
flection on  the  loyalty  of  the  State ;  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
presence  of  a  large  rebel  force  rendered  the  occasion  critical. 

It  was  unexpectedly  announced  to  me,  about  the  9th  of  November, 
that  I  was  to  be  charged  with  this  weighty  responsibility.  I  received 
general  instructions  from  the  General-in-Chief,  Major  General  McClellao, 
on  the  night  of  the  12th,  and  on  the  16th  of  November  I  assumed  com- 
mand, at  Louis^ille,  of  the  new  department  of  the  Ohio,  embracing  the 
States  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  that  portion  of  Kentucky  east  of  the 
Cumberland  River,  and  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

The  enemy,  under  the  command  of  General  Sidney  Johnston,  was  in 
possession  of  Bowling  Green,  with,  according  to  the  best  information, 
about  twenty-five  thousand  men,  his  advance  guard  extending  to  Man* 
fordsville.    Including  Hopkinsville  and  other  points,  his  force  north  of 
the  Cumberland  amounted  probably  to  thirty-five  thousand  men.    He 
had  a  small  force  at  Fort  Henry,  on  the  Tennessee  River,  and  Fort 
Donelson,  on  the  Cumberland ;  and  he  had  railroad  communication  with 
Columbus,  on  the  Mississippi,  where  he  had  a  large  force,  and  with 
Nashville  and  all  points  south  and  east.  These  facilities  enabled  him  to 
concentrate  at  any  point,  in  a  very  short  time,  all  the  force  in  the  con 
federacy  not  required  for  defense  elsewhere.    At  that  time  he  conld 
hardly  be  said  to  be  threatened  in  any  quarter  except  in  front  of  Wash- 
ington.   The  coast  expeditions  had   not   been  inaugurated,  and  oar 
force  in  Missouri  was  not  yet  prepared  to  operate  beyond  the  limits  of 
that  Stixte.    He  had  also  a  small  force,  not  probably  exceeding  tiro 
thousand  five  hundred  men,  under  Humphrey  Marshall,  threatening  the 
northeastern  part  of  Kentucky,  through  Pound  Gap,  and  a  considerable 
force,  under  General  Zollicoffer,  at  Cumberland  Gap  and  on  the  roa<l 
north  of  it.    These  last  had  recently  been  compelled  to  fall  back  from 
an  attempt  to  invade  the  central  part  of  the  State,  but  they  were  still 
in  a  position  to  renew  the  effort.   In  addition  to  this  the  population  was 
in  a  state  of  great  disquiet.    Bands  were  constantly  organizing  to  join

^be  rebel  rauks  and  intimidate  the  loyal  people,  and  in  some  parts  of 
the  State  the  tJnion  element  scarcely  dared  to  express  itself. 

Kentucky  at  this  time  was  the  point  which  offered  to  the  enemy  the 
best  prospect  of  advantage.  His  intention  to  have  possession  of  Louis- 
ville within  a  limited  period  was  constantly  avowed.  The  disloyal 
element  confidently  expected  it,  and  if  the  Government  force  had  not 
been  speedily  increased,  the  attempt  would  no  doubt  have  been  made. 
As  soon,  however,  as  the  re-enforcements  began  to  arrive,  be  commenced 
fortifying  strongly  at  Bowling  Green  and  other  points. 

In  reality,  the  effective  Government  force  which  I  found  in  Kentucky 
consisted  of  two  divisions,  about  twenty-three  thousand  men,  on  the 
Cumberland  Gap  road  and  the  Xashville  road,  and  about  four  thousand 
men  on  the  Big  Sandy,  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  State ;  but  there 
were  besides  some  forty  or  more  Kentucky  regiments  or  fractions  of 
regiments  scattered  over  the  State  iu  recruiting  districts,  that  were 
more  or  less  available  for  local  service.  Very  many,  in  fact.nearly  all, 
of  them  w^ere  not  yet  mustered  in ;  many  without  arms,  equipments,  or 
proper  organization ;  some  of  them  embracing  various  arms  of  service, 
artillery,  cavalry^  and  infantry.  In  the  whole  force  were  included  about 
eight  field  batteries  and  four  regiments  of  cavalry.  The  latter  were  all 
without  any  suitable  arms — ^some  had  pistols  only,  and  some  muskets. 
There  was  not,  I  believe,  a  carbine  in  the  hands  ot  the  troops.  In  the 
infantry,  arms  of  two  or  three  different  calibers  could  frequently 
be  found  in  the  same  regiment,  and  many  of  these  were  of  foreign 
make  and  unfit  for  service  from  various  defects  which  rendered  them 
nnsafe  or  unreliable.  The  troops  were  but  little  instructed,  some  of 
them  not  at  all,  and  four  or  five  general  and  perhaps  as  many  staff 
officers  embraced  the  whole  military  experience  in  the  Department. 
Officers  having  no  rank  whatever  were  acting  as  generals  and  staff 
officers  under  conditioned  promises  of  appointment;  and  the  supplies 
and  equipment  were  in  many  respects  deficient  and  defective.  There 
was  not  transportation  enough  not  already  employed  to  serve  twenty 
thousand  men  two  days'  march  from  a  depot  or  line  of  railroad. 

The  first  thing  to  be  done  was  to  organize,  arm,  equip,  and  mobilize 
this  heterogeneous  mass;  and  this  was  both  a  difficult  and  tedious  work. 
The  Kentucky  troops  had  to  be  collected  from  remote  quarters  and  the 
fractions  consolidated  and  organized,  a  work  which  the  military  board 
of  the  State  had  commenced  before  my  arrival.  Supplies  of  every  kind 
had  to  be  procured,  a  difficult  matter,  owing  to  the  quantity  suddenly 
required  to  supply  the  enormous  force  the  Government  was  calling  into 
service.  In  a  word,  pretty  much  everything  necessary  to  make  an 
armiy  of  soldiers  had  to  be  done.  But  little  assistance  could  be  obtained 
from  abroad.  Experienced  staff  officers  could  not  be  obtained.  1  ex- 
l>ected  two  regular  batteries  from  Missouri.  About  the  1st  of  January 
two  companies  of  artillery,  without  batteries,  making  together  about 
seventy  men,  with  one  officer,  reported  to  me.  The  expectation  of  a 
rei^ment  of  regular  cavalry  resulted  even  worse  than  that.  After  my 
arriv^al  at  Nashville  two  companies  reported  with  about  seventy  men. 
New  regiments  began  to  report  occasionally  very  soon  after  my  arrival, 
and  from  the  26th  of  November  to  the  1st  of  January  several  regiments 
that  had  seen  some  service  joined  from  West  Virginia.  About  the  last 
of  December  some  fourteen  raw  regiments  were  received  from  Ohio  and 
Indiana.  The  force  was  afterward  further  increased  from  time  to  time. 
In  the  mean  time,  the  enemy  had  also  received  considerable  accessions 
to  bis  strength. 

The  organization  of  the  troops  into  brigades  and  divisions  was  effected 
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without  delay  as  fast  as  they  arrived.  It  was  made  a  rule  in  the  organ- 
ization not  to  group  the  regiments  by  States,  but  to  represent  as  many 
States  as  possible  in  each  brigade,  an  arrangement  which  was  attended 
with  the  happiest  results  in  the  discipline  and  tone  of  the  army. 

The  instructions  which  I  received,  on  leaving  Washington,  pressed 
upon  me  the  importance  of  sending  a  column  into  East  Tennessee. 
While  the  organization  of  my  army,  and  the  preparation  of  transporta- 
tion to  enable  it  to  move,  were  going  on,  I  studied  the  subject  very 
carefully,  and  also  suggested  a  plan  of  campaign  against  Nashville,  and 
expressed  my  views  very  fully  to  the  General-in-Chief  with  reference  to 
both.  I  said  that  the  campaign  to  East  Tennessee  would  give  occupa- 
tion to  thirt}'  thousand  men,  twenty  thousand  to  enter  the  State,  with  a 
reserve  of  ten  thousand  on  the  line  of  communications ;  and  I  stated 
what  means  would  be  required  to  supply  the  force  at  such  a  distance- 
two  hundred  miles  by  wagon  transportation,  a  good  part  of  the  way 
through  a  barren  mountainous  region.  For  a  campaign  against  Nash- 
Aille,  I  proposed  to  march  rapidly  against  that  city,  passing  to  the  left 
of  Bowling  Green,  through  Glasgow  and  Gallatin,  while  a  force  from 
Missouri  should  ascend  the  Cumberland  River  under  the  protection  of 
gun-boats.  This  was  essential,  because,  to  make  the  movement  succe^- 
ful,  it  would  be  necessai*y  to  move  very  light,  and  depend  on  receiving 
supplies  by  the  Cumberland  River  after  getting  through.  In  organizing 
my  troops,  I  disposed  them  so  that  they  could  be  directed  upon  either 
or  both  of  these  objects.  By  the  last  of  December  I  had  collected  troops 
enough  to  organize  four  divisions — about  forty  thousand  men,  I  had 
thrown  one  division  forward  to  Munfordsville,'one  to  Bacon  Creek,  on 
the  same  road,  one  near  Green  River,  on  the  New  Haven  turnpike,  and 
had  one  at  Lebanon.  Many  of  the  Kentucky  troops  were  yet  scattered 
and  not  mustered  in,  but  in  some  cases  two  or  more  regiments  had  been 
brought  together  for  local  service,  with  as  many  regiments  added  from 
other  States,  as  at  Calhoun,  where  there  were  perhaps  six  thousand  men 
for  the  protection  of  the  Green  River  country,  and  at  Columbia  perhaps 
three  thousand.  Other  new  regiments  were  rendezvousing  at  Bardstown 
for  organization  and  preparation  for  service.  As  yet  the  most  strenuous 
efforts  had  not  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  necessary  means  of  transpor- 
tation for  an  advance. 

About  the  middle  of  December  Humphrey  Marshall  again  invaded  the 
State  through  Pikeville,  with  about  twenty-five  hundred  men,  thongh 
his  force  was  represented  at  six  or  seven  thousand.  On  the  17th  I  sent 
Colonel  Garfield  to  take  charge  of  a  force  of  five  regiments  of  infantry 
and  about  a  regiment  of  cavalry,  and  operate  against  him.  Marshall 
was  defeated  in  two  sharp  engagements  on  the  Big  Sandy,  near  Pres- 
tonburgh,  and  by  about  the  middle  of  February  was  driven  out  of  the 
State. 

Simultaneously  with  the  advance  of  Marshall  into  Kortheast^m  Ken- 
tucky General  Zollicoflfer  made  his  appearance  on  the  Cumberland  River, 
near  Somerset.  His  force  was  represented  at  twelve  thousand  men,  but 
probably  did  not  exceed  eight  thousand.  The  force  sent  for  that  pur- 
pose and  to  observe  his  movements  failed  to  prevent  him  from  crossing. 
I  had  previously  kept  a  regiment  at  Somerset,  and  ordered  the  erection 
of  a  small  work,  both  to  watch  that  route  into  the  State  and  to  prevent 
the  shipment  of  coal  to  Nashville.  Zollicoffer  crossed  at  Mill  Spring 
and  intrenched  himself  on  the  north  bank  of  the  river.  On  the  27th  of 
December  I  ordered  General  Thomas  to  march  from  Lebanon  and  attack 
him  iu  conjunction  with  the  force  already  at  Somerset,  and  at  the  same 
time  sent  two  regiments  of  infantry  and  a  battery  of  artillery  to  James-

town  to  blockade  the  river,  a  steamer  having  already  passed  up  with 
supplies  for  the  enemy  at  Mill  Spring. 

Want  of  transportation  delayed  General  Thomas's  departure  until  the 
1st  of  January.  The  weather  had  previously  been  tolerably  good,  but 
that  very  day  the  rainy  season  set  in,  and  from  that  time  until  near  the 
end  of  March  the  earth  was  thoroughly  saturated,  and  every  stream  was 
flooded.  The  season  in  that  respect  was  remarkable.  The  difficulties 
of  the  march  were  so  great  that  General  Thomas  only  arrived  at  a  posi- 
tion twelve  miles  from  Mill  Spring,  and  about  seventy-five  miles  from 
Lebanon,  on  the  18th.  The  enemy  came  out  and  attacked  him  at  day- 
light on  the  morning  of  the  19th.  The  result  was  a  signal  victory  to 
our  arms.  The  enemy  was  pursued  to  his  intrenchments,  and  during 
the  night  crossed  the  river.  He  lost  a  considerable  number  of  men  in 
killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners,  fourteen  pieces  of  artillery,  some  four- 
teen hundred  animals,  and  a  large  amount  of  other  i)roperty  and  stores. 
General  ZoUicoflfer  was  among  the  killed. 

The  battle  of  Mill  Spring  was  at  that  time  one  of  the  most  important 
that  had  occurred  during  the  war,  and  the  victory  was,  I  believe,  the 
first  the  Union  arms  achieved  where  the  forcejs  engaged  were  so  large; 
but  the  lack  of  transportation,  and  the  condition  of  the  roads,  rendered 
it  impossible  to  follow  it  up. 

Owing  to  the  delay  in  procuring  sufficient  transportation  for  the  ex- 
pedition to  East  Tennessee,  I  had  regarded  the  campaign  against  ]Sash- 
Tille  as  the  one  which  it  would  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  first,  in  order 
to  save  time.    I  was  waiting  for  the  arrangement  of  the  necessary  con- 
cert between  the  forces  on  the  Mississippi  and  my  own  to  commence  it, 
when,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  General-in-Chief,  and  at  the  request  of 
the  President,  I  wrote,  on  the  3d  of  January,  to  Major  General  Halleck, 
who  was  in  command  in  Missouri,  and  proposed  substantially  the  same 
plan  I  had  submitted  to  the  General-in-Chief,  and  substantially  the 
same  as  that  which  afterward  resulted  in  the  capture  of  Fort  Henry, 
Fort  Donelson,  and  Nashville.    It  contemplated  an  advance  upon  i^ash- 
ville  through  Kentucky,  a  strong  demonstration,  which  might  be  con- 
verted into  a  real  attack  against  Columbus,  if  the  enemy  should  weaken 
that  point  to  strengthen  others  that  were  threatened,  and  an  advance 
of  twenty  thousand  men  up  the  Tennessee  and  Cumberland  Rivers,  un- 
der the  protection  of  gun-boats.    Such  a  force  I  deemed  sufficient  at 
that  time,  for  the  works  at  Forts  Henry  and  Donelson  had  as  yet  no 
great  strength,  and  were  but  feebly  armed  and  garrisoned.    If  the  ex- 
peditions should  be  threatened  by  a  superior  force,  they  were  to  unite, 
under  the  protection  of  the  gun-boats,  and  make  themselves  secure  until 
released  by  my  advance  upon  Nashville.     At  that  time  I  expected  that 
the  expedition  already  commenced  against  the  enemy  at  Mill  Spring 
would  be  fully  accomplished  in  ten  days,  and  General  Thomas's  troops 
in  a  position  to  be  available  for  other  service. 

General  Halleck- replied  to  my  proposition  that  he  had  not  spare  force 
enough  to  undertake  it,  and  suggested  the  objection  that  the  proposed 
operation  was  one  upon  outer  lines,  but  he  oftered  to  make  a  demonstra- 
tion from  Paducah  toward  Columbus.  These  facts  explain  in  part  why 
1  was  not  prepared  to  act  as  promptly  as  I  could  otherwise  have  done 
when  General  Halleck  subsequently  commenced  his  advance  up  the  Ten- 
nessee Biver.  He  stated  also  that  he  hoped  in  a  few  weeks  to  be  able  to 
render  me  material  assistance.  A  mere  demonstration,  not  in  sufficient 
force  to  take  a  decided  part  in  the  campaign,  would  have  been  of  no 
avail,  because  either  my  advance  must  be  rapid  directly  against  Nash- 
ville by  flanking  Bowling  Green — an  essential  condition  of  which  would 
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be  that  I  should  meet  supplies  transported  up  the  (Cumberland— -or  else 
it  must  be  deliberate,  and  with  heavy  artillery,  against  Bowling  Green, 
strengthened  as  that  position  was  by  fortifications  on  both  sides  of  Bar- 
ren Kiver ;  and  I  had  not  then  the  means  necessary  for  such  an  opera- 
tion.    Besides,  I  received  about  the  same  time  communications  from 
the  President  and  the  General-in-Chief,  urging  the  expedition  to  East 
Tennessee  as  of  primary  importance.    I  therefore  gave  my  attention  to 
it,  intending  to  start  that  expedition  from  Somerset,  with  the  troops 
that  were  moving  against  the  enemy  at  Mill  Spring.    The  preparatioa 
of  transportation  was  urged  forward,  and  a  strong  force  was  set  to  work 
to  corduroy  the  road  to  render  it  practicable.     Nevertheless,  it  was 
barely  possible  to  subsist  the  ten  thousand  men  at  Somerset.    The  es- 
I>eriment  demonstrated  the  impracticability  of  sending  an  expedition  to 
East  Tennessee  in  such  force  as  to  insure  success  in  the  present  condition 
of  the  roads;  and  on  the  1st  of  February  I  so  advised  the  General-in- 
Chief  in  a  letter,  with  full  explanations,  and  expressed  my  purpose  to 
proceed  against  Bowling  Green. 

I  had  had  no  communication  with  General  Halleck  since  his  reply  to 
my  letter  of  the  3d  of  January,  but  on  the  30th  I  received  a  dispatch 
from  him,  saying,  without  giving  particulars,  that  he  had  ordered  an 
expedition  against  Fort  Henry.  The  same  day  I  had  suggested  to  him, 
by  letter,  a  rapid  gun-boat  expedition  up  the  Tennessee  and  Cuml>er- 
land  Rivers  to  destroy  bridges  over  those  streams.  Although  Forts 
Henry  and  Donelson  had  been  considerably  strengthened,  I  believed 
the  gun-boats  could  pass  them  without  any  great  risk.  On  the  6th  I 
ordered  one  brigade  from  the  mouth  of  Green  Biver,  and  eight  new  reg- 
iments, to  re-enforce  General  Halleck's  expedition.  They  did  not,  how- 
ever, arrive  until  after  the  capture  of  that  place,  which  occurred  on  the 
7th,  but  took  part  in  the  subsequent  operations  against  Fort  Donelson. 

General  Halleck  found  great  difficulty  in  the  movement  against  Fort 
Donelson,  although  the  distance  from  Fort  Henry  was  only  about  twelve 
miles.  The  enemy  had  greatly  strengthened  the  works  and  increased 
the  garrison.  Protected  as  Bowling  Green  was  by  fortifications,  the  for- 
midable river  in  front,  and  by  the  condition  of  the  roads,  I  apprehended 
that  my  operations  against  that  place  could  not  be  rapid  enough  to  pre- 
vent the  enemy  from  re-enforcing  Fort  Donelson  so  strongly  as  to  endan- 
ger the  success  of  General  Halleck's  operations.  Upon  consultation 
with  him,  therefore,  I  commenced,  on  the  13th,  the  movement  of  three 
divisions  to  re-enforce  him  by  water,  which  would  not  only  make  the  re- 
duction of  the  place  certain,  but  give  force  enough  to  operate  against 
Nashville  on  that  line,  while  the  rest  of  my  force  was  threatening  Bowl- 
ing Green  in  front.  The  advance  of  Gteneral  Mitchell's  division  arrived 
opposite  Bowling  Green  on  the  morning  of  the  14th,  and  found  the 
bridge  in  fiames  and  the  enemy  evacuating  the  place.  That  officer  was 
directed  to  cross  rapidly  and  throw  a  force  forward  toward  Nashville; 
and  the  advance  on  that  line  was  strengthened  by  a  division  which  was 
to  have  gone  to  the  Cumberland. 

The  operation  of  passing  the  river  at  Bowling  Green,  in  its  swollen 
condition,  was  difficult  and  tedious.  The  advanced  division.  General 
MitchelPs,  did  not  get  entirely  over  for  ten  days,  notwithstanding  the 
energy  of  that  officer.  While  this  was  going  on  the  troops  in.  rear  were 
employed  in  repairing  the  railroad.  On  the  24th  the  river  was  so  high 
that  small  steamers  were  taken  over  the  broken  dams,  and  reacbed 
Bowling  Green  with  supplies  and  to  assist  in  ferrying.  About  the  same 
time  a  ponton-bridge  was  laid,  and,  although  the  overflow  of  the  banks 
seriously  interfered,  yet  the  troops  were  able  to  pass  with  comparative 
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In  the  meantime  I  was  informed,  abont  the  17tli,  of  the  surrender  of 
Fort  Donelson.  I  arrived  at  Bowling  Green  on  the  20th,  and  on  the 
21st  learned  that  the  enemy  had  evacuated  Glarksville  and  fallen  back 
on  Nashville,  and  that  he  had  burned  the  bridges  at  Nashville.  On  the 
morning  of  the  22d  the  troops  that  had  crossed  the  river  at  Bowling 
Green,  two  brigades  and  a  half,  started  for  Nashville,  without  wagons, 
very  few  having  yet  been  got  across.  With  about  1,000  men  on  cars, 
which  the  enemy  had  not  succeeded  in  carrying  off  or  destroying,  I  ex- 
pected to  reach  within  nine  miles  of  Nashville  that  night ;  but  a  heavy 
rain  destroyed  the  road  in  advance  of  us,  and  I  did  not  reach  the  river 
opposite  Nashville  until  the  night  of  the  24th.  The  remainder  of  the 
troops  Arrived  at  the  same  time  by  marching.  I  had  telegraphed  Gen- 
eral Halleck,  and  sent  a  courier  through  to  Glarksville,  giving  informa- 
tion of  my  movements,  and  requesting  that  the  gun-boats  should  proceed 
at  once  up  the  river.  I  apprehended  that  they  would  meet  one  battery 
on  the  way,  but  they  arrived  without  molestation  on  the  night  of  the 
24th,  convoying  the  transports  with  the  troops  of  General  Nelson  and 
General  Crittenden,  three  brigades;  and,  on  the  morning  of  the  25th, 
the  troops  entered  Nashville  and  took  position  beyond  the  city,  toward 
Murfreesborough,  the  enemy  having  retired  to  that  place. 

The  river  was  out  of  its  banks,  and  the  work  of  crossing  was  tedious. 
General  Mitchell  s  division  passed  over  on  the  25th  and  26th,  and  the 
other  divisions  as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  the  whole  had  not  crossed 
until  about  the  5th  of  March.  General  Thomas's  division  arrived  by 
water  on  the  2d.  The  troops  moved  by  forced  marches,  without  bag- 
gage, owing  to  the  diflSculty  of  getting  their  wagons  over  the  streams. 
The  trains  did  not,  therefore,  arrive  for  several  days  after.  Those  that 
could  arrive  more  rapidly  that  way  were  transported  by  water  up  the 
Cumberland. 

The  strength  of  the  enemy  at  Murfireesborough,  after  the  evacuation 
of  Nashville,  was  estimated  at  the  time,  and  has  since  been  stated  by 
persons  who  had  means  of  judging,  at  about  30,000  men.  This  force 
included  what  was  collected  of  the  troops  that  were  defeated  at  Mill 
Spring,  and  the  force  that  had  been  at  Bowling-  Green  and  other  points 
north  of  the  Cumberland  Eiver,  excepting  what  was  captured  at  Fort 
Donelson.  It  commenced  moving  south  from  Murfreesborough  in  a 
very  few  days  after  my  arrival  at  Nashville,  and,  as  is  well  known, 
eventually  formed  a  junction  with  the  forces  of  General  Beauregard,  at 
Corinth.  A  pursuit,  with  the  hope  of  overtaking  it  on  its  line  of 
march,  would  have  been  futile  for  that  object,  even  if  the  force  had 
been  up  to  commence  it  at  once,  for  every  stream  was  flooded  and 
every  bridge  was  destroyed  as  the  enemy  retired.  The  only  alternative 
was  to  operate  deliberately  against  some  line  or  point  which  it  was  his 
object  to  defend,  and  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Eailroad  presented 
such  an  object.  It  was  the  same  for  the  forces  that  were  operating  up 
the  Tennessee  River,  Under  the  orders  of  Major  General  Halleck;  more 
l)articularly  against  the  enemy's  forces  that  by  the  recent  operations 
had  been  compelled  to  evacuate  the  principal  part  of  West  Tennessee. 
It  was  necessary  that  our  forces  should  act  in  concert  against  that  ob- 
ject; better  still  that  they  should  act  under  one  direction;  and  the 
order  of  the  War  Department,  which  I  received  on  the  12th  of  March, 
placing  the  whole  force  under  General  Halleck's  command,  was,  there- 
fore, eminently  proper.  On  the  15th  I  commenced  the  movement  to- 
ward the  Tennessee  River,  in  pursuance  of  the  understanding  which 
had  voluntarily  taken  place  between  us  before  the  orders  of  the  War 
Department  were  received.    General  Halleck's  dispatch  of  the  16th 
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designated  Savannah  as  the  point  where  I  was  to  form  a  junction  with 
the  force  already  assembling  on  the  Tennessee  River. 

Before  leaving  Nashville  I  sent  Brigadier  General  G.  W.  Morgan  to 
take  command  of  a  column  I  had  left  on  the  Cumberland  Gap  road, 
which  was  increased  to  a  division  by  scattered  regiments  that  remained 
in  Kentucky.  He  was  instructed  to  pursue  with  energy  and  discretion 
the  object  of  taking  Cumberland  Gap,  and  for  his  further  progress  to 
be  governed  by  circumstances  in  East  Tennessee,  or  to  hold  the  enemy 
in  check  in  that  quarter,  if  his  force  should  prove  insufficient  to  advance. 
The  operations  of  this  column  have  been  investigated  partially  by  the 
commission,  and  I  shall  allude  to  them  again  in  that  connection.  I  also 
moved  General  Mitchell's  division  forward  to  Fayetteville,  twenty-six 
miles  from  Huntsville,  for  the  purpose  of  seizing  the  Memphis  and 
Charleston  road.  The  enemy  withdrew  his  troops  from  that  line,  except- 
ing small  guards,  and  General  Mitchell,  on  the  12th  of  April,  five  days 
after  the  battle  of  Shiloh,^  entered  Huntsville.  Various  other  disposi- 
tions and  instructions  were  made  with  reference  to  the  troops  that  were 
to  occupy  Middle  Tennessee  during  my  absence  with  the  main  army. 
The  latter  numbered  about  thirty-seven  thousand  men,  the  former  about 
eighteen  thousand. 

The  march  toward  the  Tennessee  Kiver,  on  the  15th  of  March,  com- 
menced with  one  division,  preceded  by  a  rapid  movement  of  cavalry,  to 
get  possession  of  the  bridges  as  far  as  Columbia  before  the  enemy  could 
destroy  them.  It  succeeded  with  all  of  the  bridges  excepting  the  one 
over  Duck  Eiver,  at  Columbia,  and  one  four  miles  nt)rth  of  that  place. 
The  work  of  preparing  the  means  of  crossing  Duck  River  was  urged 
forward  by  all  possible  means,  and  was  under  the  charge  of  zealous  and 
energetic  officers  5  but  it  was  not  completed  until  the  Slst  of  March. 
The  river,  which,  at  first  forty  feet  deep,  had  been  graduUy  receding, 
was  watched  day  by  day,  and  finally  became  fordable  for  cavalry  the 
very  day  the  bridges  were  completed.  The  army  then  moved  forward 
steadily,  the  advance  and  myself  reaching  Savannah,  about  ninety  miles 
from  Columbia,  on  the  evening  of  the  5th  of  April.  The  other  divisions 
followed,  with  intervals  of  six  miles  from  the  head  of  one  division  to  the 
head  of  the  next. 

The  battle  of  Shiloh,  which  occurred  on  the  6th  and  7th  of  April,  has 
been  justly  considered  one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  the  war,  in  regard 
to  the  numbers  engaged,  the  reverses  of  the  first  day,  and  the  success  of 
the  second.  The  particulars,  so  far  as  my  command  was  concerned,  have 
been  given  in  my  official  report  of  thatbattle,  hereunto  appended,  and 
it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  them.  1  believe  that  report  states,  in  very 
moderate  terms,  the  part  which  my  command  took  in  the  incidents  of 
that  field.  It  has  been  conceded  that  my  army  rescued  our  forces  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Tennessee  from  certain  destruction  or  capture,  and 
the  movement  which  preceded  the  battle  was  prompt  and  even  rapid. 
I  marched  from  Nashville  not  to  rescue  those  forces,  but  to  form  a  junc- 
tion with  them  to  operate  against  the  enemy's  position  at  Corinth;  and 
it  was  desirable,  and  General  Halleck's  instructions  required  me,  to  ef- 
fect the  junction  as  promptly  as  possible.  I  was  informed  that  I  should 
find  General  Grant's  army  at  Savannah,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river, 
and  I  was  surprised,  and  even  concerned,  when  I  heard,  during  the 
march,  that  it  was  on  the  west  bank;  but  I  was  relieved  from  anxiety 
by  the  information  that  it  was  so  protected  by  high  water  in  the  streams 
which  interposed  between  it  and  the  enemy,  and  nearly  surrounded  it,  as 
to  be  perfectly  secure. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  the  particulars  of  the  campaign  against 
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Corinth.  My  command  formed  the  center  in  the  advance  on  that  place. 
By  General  Halleck's  order,  one  of  my  divisions — General  Thomas's — 
served  with  General  Grant's  command  in  that  advance,  and  did  not 
again  come  nnder  my  supervision,  or  actually  under  m^'  control,  until 
about  the  last  of  July.  The  enemy's  works  were  entered  about  daylight 
on  the  morning  of  the  30th,  having  been  evacuated  the  previous  night. 

I  come  now  to  the  period  embraced  in  the  investigations  of  the  com- 
mission, and  proceed  to  a  general  review  of  the  more  material  facts 
which  have  been  developed  in  the  evidence.  I  shall  do  this  without 
pretending  to  ofl[*er  at  present  a  nice  analysis  of  the  testimony,  or,  as  a 
general  rule,  even  citing  that  which  bears  on  the  points  which  I  claim 
to  be  established  by  it.  No  other  course  could  well  be  pursued,  because 
otherwise  much  time  would  be  consumed  in  illustrating  facts  to  which 
no  importance  might  attach,  as  no  specific  charges  or  allegations  have 
been  submitted  for  trial.  Such  an  analysis  could  only  be  made  by  me 
after  knowing  what  points  the  commission  may  give  importance  to. 
That  I  have  no  means  of  knowing  now,  a  vasl  amount  of  evidence,  oral 
and  documentary,  having  been  submitted  without  any  explained  pur- 
pose, and  which'  may  be  important  or  not,  according  to  the  interpretation 
or  bearing  given  to  it.  Nor  shall  I  remark  upon  any  of  the  incidents  of 
this  investigation. 

The  subjects  submitted  to  the  commission  by  the  War  Department 
are  as  follows: 

"  1.  In  reference  to  General  Buell  suffering  the  State  of  Kentucky  to 
be  invaded  by  the  rebel  forces  under  General  Bragg. 

"2.  In  his  failing  to  relieve  Munfordsville,  and  suffering  it  to  be 
captured. 

''3.  In  reference  to  the  battle  of  Perry ville  and  General  Buell's  con- 
duct during  that  battle,  and  afterward  suffering  the  rebel  forces  to 
escape  from  Kentucky  without  loss  or  capture. 

*^4.  Such  other  matters  touching  the  military  operations  aforesaid  as 
in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  shall  be  beneficial  to  the  service.'^ 

On  the  30th  of  May,  after  the  evacuation  of  Corinth  by  the  rebel 
forces,  I  received  a  communication  from  Major  General  Halleck,  inform- 
ing me  that  his  first  object  was  to  open  the  lines  of  railroad  centering 
at  that  point  from  our  rear  and  flanks,  and  directing  me  to  put  one  of 
my  divisions  on  that  duty  on  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  road  east  of 
Corinth.  I  accordingly  detached  the  division  of  General  Wood  on  that 
service.  The  array  of  General  Pope  was  following  up  the  retiring 
enemy  in  the  direction  of  Baldwin.  On  the  4th  of  June  I  received  in- 
structions to  re-enforce  General  Pope,  near  Booneville,  with  two  divisions, 
in  anticipation  of  an  attack  from  the  enemy.  I  accompanied  those 
divisions  myself.  The  enemy,  however,  continued  his  retreat  toward 
Okolona ;  and  on  the  9th  I  received  intimation  that  a  part  of  the  force 
under  my  command  would  return  to  Tennessee,  and  that  I  could  make 
my  arrangements  accordingly.  At  my  request  I  was  authorized  to  start 
the  two  divisions  (XeLson's  and  Crittenden's)  that  were  with  me  in  that 
direction.  General  McCook's  division,  then  at  Corinth,  was  to  remain 
there  until  relieved  by  General  Thomas's  division,  which  had  also  been 
sent  to  re-enforce  General  Pope.  General  Thomas's  division  originallj^ 
formed  part  of  my  army,  but  had  been  detached  from  my  command 
since  the  commencement  of  the  advance  upon  Corinth.  I  wa^  informed 
that  it  would  probably  rejoin  me  at  a  future  day  for  the  movement 
toward  Tennessee. 

I  stopped  at  General  Halleck's  headquarters  on  my  return  from  Boone- 
ville, on  the  10th,  and  visited  them  again  on  the  11th ;  and  during  those 
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Tisits  received  his  oral  instructions  with  reference  to  the  campaign  I 
was  to  enter  upon.  Its  object  was  the  occupation  of  East  Tennessee 
and  certain  important  points  on  the  railroad  through  that  region  of 
country — Chattanooga,  Dalton,  and  Knoxville  were  points  which  it  was 
considered  important  to  occupy.  I  requested  that  I  might  be  allowed 
to  choose  my  own  route;  and  at  that  interview  General  Halleck  ab- 
sented, though  he  had  been  in  favor  of  moving  directly  on  Chattanooga 
through  North  Alabama ;  but  on  the  12th  I  received  a  dispatch  fnm 
him,  saying  that,  on  further  reflection,  he  deemed  it  best  that  the  route 
he  had  suggested  should  be  pursued.  My  own  idea  had  been  to  strike 
a  little  further  north,  through  Middle  Tennessee  and  McMinnville- 

General  Halleck  desired  that  the  movement  should  be  made  as 
promptly  as  possible,  but  it  was  a  condition  that  the  railroad  from 
Corinth  east  should  be  repaired,  and  it  was  his  idea  that  I  should  draw 
my  supplies  by  that  route.  I  did  not  concur  in  his  views  in  regard  to 
the  advantages  of  that  route,  and  I  immediately  gave  orders  for  rejwir- 
ing  the  roads  from  Nashville  through  Tennessee,  and  for  procuring  sup- 
plies in  that  way :  but  I  placed  the  superintendence  of  the  Memphis 
and  Charleston  Koad  under  an  energetic  and  experienced  engineer. 
Brigadier  General  Smith,  put  troops  on  the  rout«,  and  gave  orders  fur 
pushing  the  repairs  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Subsequently  I  snggef^ted 
the  inexpediency  of  repairing  the  road.  It  was  for  eighty  miles  paral- 
lel with  the  enemy's  front,  and  peculiarly  exposed  to  attack.  Tbis 
objection  was  realized  in  the  end,  and,  in  addition,  it  was  found  imi»«is- 
sible  to  get  stock  enough  on  the  road  to  make  it  of  material  use,  e\>ii 
while  it  was  kept  open ;  so  that  substantially  we  derived  no  advantace 
from  it.  It,  however,  occupied  the  troops  until  about  the  last  of  June 
in  opening  it,  and  detained  General  Thomas's  division  a  mouth  lou^rer 
in  guarding  it ;  so  that  that  division  did  not  reach  Athens  and  Hunt.* 
ville  until  the  last  of  July. 

As  soon  as  my  destination  was  pointed  out  to  me,  instructions  vert* 
given  to  my  engineer  officer,  Captain  Morton,  to  prepare  the  means  (•:' 
crossing  the  river  at  Florence,  and  similar  instructions  were  given  r«» 
General  Mitchell,  then  commanding  at  Huntsville,  for  crossing  a  jxirtifn 
of  my  force  at  Decatur,  so  as  to  have  the  advantage  of  two  roads  luA 
two  crossings.  A  very  efficient  ferry  was  prepared  at  Florenc4»,  and  - 
very  inefficient  one  at  Decatur. 

General  McCook's  division  marched  from  Corinth  on  the  11th  and 
reached  Florence  on  the  15th  of  June.  It  was  followed  closely  by  Crir 
tenden's  division,  which  had  come  into  the  road  at  Inka,  from  h«ione 
ville.  General  Wood's  was  advanced  to  and  beyond  Tuscnmibia  t«' 
repair  and  guard  the  road,  while  General  Nelson's  took  its  place  betvrtvn 
luka  and  Tuscumbia.  The  few  boats  that  were  of  light  enough  drau^rh? 
were  employed  in  forwarding  supplies  by  water  to  Florence;  and  in 
order  to  make  up  for  the  deficiency,  wagon  trains  were  put  on  the  n»3»l 
from  Eastport  to  luka  to  connect  with  the  single  half-serviceable  loi*»> 
motive  and  the  few  cars  that  were  available  on  the  railroad.  The  b*wit^ 
were  only  able  to  carry  from  thirty  to  forty  tons  over  the  shoals,  and 
after  a  few  trips  could  not  run  at  all ;  after  which  wagon  trains  wen- 
started  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  between  Florence  and  WaterK'**. 
nearly  o[)i)osite  Eastport.  The  ferry  at  Florence  was  ready  for  use  oii 
the  li2d  of  June,  and  the  crossing  was  commenced,  but  rumors  of  .i 
movement  of  the  eneraj^  toward  luka  suspended  the  forward  movemvai 
from  the  opposite  side  until  the  2oth.  Wagon  trains  were  first  put 
across  and  dispatched  to  lieynolds's  Station,  where  they  connected  with 
the  railroad  trains  from  Nashville,  to  convey  supplies  over  the  gap  in 
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the  road  to  Athens.  General  Mitchell  had  previously  been  instructed 
to  have,  supplies  for  a  certain  number  of  days,  until  the  trains  should 
be  established,  to  meet  the  troops  on  their  arrival  at  Athens  and  Deca- 
tur. The  divisions  moved  forward  in  close  succession  by  marches  of 
about  fourteen  miles  a  day — Nelson's  and  Wood's  as  soon  as  they  were 
relieved  from  the  road  by  other  troops.  Wood's  division  finished  cross- 
ing at  Decatur  on  the  6th  of  July.  The  other  three  divisions,  crossing 
at  Florence,  commenced  arriving  at  Athens  on  the  27th  of  June.  The 
troops  halted  at  these  points  momentarily,  and  their  trains  were  thrown 
into  th^  gap  on  the  railroad  to  push  forward  supplies. 

The  i)roblem  of  advancing  into  East  Tennessee  was  now  fairly  be- 
fore me.  The  force  which  1  brought  along  numbered  between  twenty- 
four  and  twenty-five  thousand  effective  men ;  and  there  were  besides 
about  sixteen  thousand  more  scattered  through  Middle  Tennessee  and 
North  Alabama,  that  I  had  left  behind  for  service  in  that  region  when  I 
marched  to  form  the  junction  with  General  Grant's  army  on  the  Ten- 
nessee River  in  April.  That  force,  mainly  und^r  the  command  of  General 
Mitchell,  has  been  generally  awarded  praise  for  the  service  it  performed, 
and  very  justly,  yet  not  more  than  two  thousand  men  ever  appeared  on 
the  field  of  its  operations  to  oppose  it.  It  was  not  the  numbers  of  the 
enemy  that  made  its  service  difficult  and  creditable,  but  it  was  the  large 
extent  of  country  it  occupied,  the  length  of  the  lines  it  had  to  guard, 
and  the  difficulty  of  supplying  it.  Those  lines  had  still  to  be  held  in  a 
further  advance,  and  with  no  less  force  to  make  them  secure,  for  the 
force  which  endangered  them  had  been  largely  increased  by  the  trans- 
fer of  a  large  part  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  to  the  north  side  of, the  Ten- 
nessee River  after  the  evacuation  of  Corinth,  and  b3'  the  organization 
of  an  additional  force  of  guerrillas  throughout  Middle  Tennessee  and 
North  Alabama,  and  in  the  southwestern  portion  of  Kentucky. 

The  limited  force  available  for  a  further  advance  into  the  enemy's 
country  was  not,  however,  at  the  time  of  my  arrival,  the  difficulty ;  for 
undoubtedly  it  was  superior  to  the  force  which  the  enemy  at  that  moment 
had  in  East  Tennessee.  Experience  has  shown  w^hat  might  have  been 
deduced  from  reason,  that  if  the  movement  could  have  been  made  with- 
out serious  resistance,  while  the  enemy  was  yet  inferior  in  force,  it  could 
have  had  no  permanent  result  with  no  more  troops  than  I  had.  The 
advance  of  sixty  thousand  veteran  rebel  troops  through  a  friendly 
population  into  Kentucky,  where  they  undoubtedly  met  many  friends, 
has  been  considered  bold,  and  must  have  proved  fatally  disastrous  to 
them  but  for  their  precipitate  retreat.  I  know  no  reason  why  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  thousand  men  should  be  sufficient  to  advance  with  any 
greater  prospect  of  a  permanent  advantage  into  an  exhausted  and 
comparatively  barren  country,  and  in  as  close  proximity  to  the  whole 
power  of  the  enemj^  It  was  my  error  to  believe  at  that  time  that  the 
thing  was  practicable,  and  I  did  not  represent  it  otherwise  when  1  was 
assigned  to  the  execution  of  it;  but  I  must  say  also,  in  extenuation,  that 
I  did  not  anticipate  that  the  enemy  was  to  be  left  so  unemployed  at  other 
points  that  he  could  devote  his  greatest  effort  against  my  enteri)rise. 
Besides,  1  regarded  it  as  in  the  highest  degree  important,  and  I  supposed 
that  no  larger  force  could  be  spared  for  it. 

However,  at  the  time  of  my  arrival  with  my  army  in  North  Alabama, 
the  immediate  obstacle  to  the  execution  of  the  first  step,  the  capture 
of  Chattanooga,  was  that  of  supplies  and  the  means  of  crossing  the 
Tennessee  River.  The  means  to  overcome  these  difficulties  had  to  be 
created,  for  they  did  not  exist.  The  lumber  had  to  be  sawed  and  a 
bridge  built;  and  supplies  for  the  troops  had  to  be  brought,  for  the 
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country  was  destitute  of  them.  The  country  between  Decatur  and 
Huntsville,  and  extending  up  into  Middle  Tennessee,  is  a  cultivated 
and  productive  one ;  but  as  far  north  as  the  Tennessee  line,  and  even 
including  the  southern  tier  of  the  counties  of  Tennessee,  it  is  cultivated 
mainly  in  cotton.  The  planters  never  produce  more  than  an  ample 
supply  of  meat  and  corn  for  their  own  use,  and  not  always  that.  Fur- 
ther north  Tennessee  produces  considerable  quantities  of  surplus  pro- 
visions, but  not  enough  to  supply  the  demaud  further  south,  as  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  large  quantities  of  produce  from  the  Northwestern 
States  have  annually  found  a  market  at  Nashville.  The  demaiiA^upou 
the  surplus  provisions  of  Tennessee  had  been  increased  by  the  rrf>ellion, 
which  cut  off  the  suppl^^  from  the  Northwest,  and  by  the  armies,  rebel 
and  Union,  which,  during  the  winter  and  spring  of  1862,  fed  upon  the 
country  to  a  considerable  extent.  North  Alabama  particularly  was  left 
in  a  condition  to  need  the  necessaries  of  life,  instead  of  affording  sub- 
sistence for  an  army.  East  of  Huntsville  the  spurs  of  the  Cumberland 
Mountain  run  down  nearly  to  the  river,  leaving  only  here  and  there  a 
narrow  valley  or  cove  of  arable  land.  The  whole  country  is  rough,  and 
almost  barren,  producing  no  more  than  is  necessary  for  the  support  of  a 
poor  and  sparse  population.  East  of  Stevenson,  as  far  as  Chattanooga, 
it  may  be  said  to  be  destitute  both  of  population  and  supplies.  Beyond 
Chattanooga  the  productive  region  of  East  Tennessee  commences ;  but 
during  last  summer  it  was  exhausted  of  supplies,  and  the  people  them- 
selves were,  as  they  are  now,  notwithstanding  the  new  crop  they  have 
since  gathered,  suffering  from  food.  These  facts  go  to  the  extent  of 
rendering  it  impossible  for  mj-  army  to  have  advanced  and  depend  on 
the  resources  of  the  country.  The  alternative  of  drawing  ita  supplies 
from  its  principal  base,  the  Ohio  River,  was  imperative,  and  my  wagon 
transportation  was  not  sufficient  to  cover  breaks  in  the  railroads  north 
of  Huntsville,  and  to  advance  beyond  Bridgeport  at  the  same  time. 

The  first  essential,  therefore,  was  the  opening  of  the  railroads  from 
Nashville ;  and  to  that  end  the  force  which  General  Mitchell  had  been 
ordered  to  put  at  that  work  was  increased  by  engineer  and  other  troops 
to  the  whole  force  that  could  be  employed.  Hired  mechanics,  under 
the  military  superintendent  of  railroads,  an  able  and  efficient  man  at 
such  work,  were  also  employed ;  and  orders  were  given  to  push  forward 
the  repairs  with  all  possible  dispatch.  But  the  work  was  much  more 
formidable  than  had  been  supposed,  and  the  work  which  I  had  expected 
to  see  completed  in  ten  or  fifteen  days  was  not  finished  until  the  31st 
of  July,  on  the  Nashville  and  Decatur  road.  The  Nashville  and  Chat- 
tanooga road  was  completed  on  the  12th  of  July;  the  trains  started 
through  on  the  13th,  and  were  stopped  by  the  attack  and  surrender  at 
Murfreesborough,  by  which,  and  by  subsequent  successful  attacks,  the 
completion  of  that  road  was  delayed  until  the  28th  of  July. 

In  order  to  conceal  the  object,  or  at  least  the  progress,  of  my  cam- 
paign as  much  as  possible,  it  was  desirable  not  to  concentrate  my  force 
at  a  point  which  immediately  threatened  the  enemy's  position  until  I 
was  prepared  to  move  against  him.  This  was  also  expedient  from  the 
necessity  of  placing  the  troops  in  positions  where  they  could  be  most 
conveniently  subsisted,  and  where  they  could  give  the  necessary  assist- 
ance in  repairing  the  roads,  and  in  guarding  them  until  they  should  be 
securely  established,  and  protected  at  the  more  vulnerable  points  by 
stockades  or  other  defenses  which  would  enable  a  small  force  to  main- 
tain itself  against  a  larger  one.  Prior  to  my  arrival  in  North  Alabama, 
however,  General  Mitchell  had  entertained  serious  apprehensions  of  an 
attack  on  the  positions  which  he  occux^ied  in  that  region,  particularly  at 
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Battle  Creek  and  along  the  Fasbville  and  Chattanooga  Eailroad ;  and 
repeated  dispatches  from  him  urged  the  pressing  importance  of  re-en- 
forcements to  guard  against  the  supposed  danger.  These  reports  of  a 
probable  attack  at  Battle  Creek  were  repeated  just  after  my  arrival, 
and  rendered  it  pro|ier  to  increase  the  force  at  that  point.  McCook's 
and  Crittenden's  divisions  were  accordingly  ordered  there.  They 
marched  from  Athens  about  the  4th,  and  arrived  at  Battle  Creek  about 
the  14th  of  July.  One  brigade  from  the  former  was  put  at  work  on  the 
road  from  Stevenson  to  Decherd.  Nelson's  division  still  remained  at 
Athens,  furnishing  a  strong  working  party  on  that  road.  Wood's  division 
was  stopped  near  Decatur,  where  it  protected  the  ferry  and  the  small 
garrison  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river ;  the  idea  not  having  been  yet 
abandoned  of  making  the  Memphis  and  Chattanooga  road  west  of  that 
point  available  for  supi)Iying  my  troops  and  communicating  with  the 
forces  about  Corinth.  With  these  dispositions,  orders  were  given  for 
establishing  the  regular  road  guards,  and  for  getting  together  again 
the  fragments  of  brigades  and  regiments  previously  there,  which  were 
found  scattered  in  very  great  confusion ;  a  brigade  was  organized  to 
move  from  Murfreesborough  and  Tullahoma  and  occupy  McMinnville; 
intelligent  and  energetic  officers  were  put  in  charge  of  the  road  guards 
and  road  repairs;  mills  were  set  to  work  to  get  out  lumber  for  a  pon- 
ton bridge ;  horses  were  ordered  for  the  cavalry,  which  had  been  left 
in  Middle  Tennessee,  and  was  in  bad  condition;  and  various  other 
preparations  ordered  to  enable  the  troops  to  move  promptly  and 
eflfectively  as  soon  as  the  roads  were  completed,  so  that  supplies  could 
be  provided. 

The  flr^t  raid  of  Morgan  into  Kentucky  took  place  early  in  July.  He 
threatened  Bowling  Green  and  Munfordsville  about  the  8th  of  July; 
defeated  tliree  companies  of  cavalry  at  Burksville  about  the  same  time, 
and  then  went  to  Lebanon,  where  he  destroyed  the  depot  and  hospital 
buildings.  Thence  he  proceeded  north  through  Lexington,  as  far  as 
Paris.  He  was  engaged  at  Paris  and  other  points  during  his  expedi- 
tion, but  with  no  important  result.  He  finally  recrossed  the  Cumber- 
land Kiver,  at  or  near  Mill  Spring,  about  the  23d  of  July,  and  made  his 
way  to  Knoxville. 

The  force  which  made  this  incursion  has  been  said  not  to  have 
exceeded  one  thousand  men,  though  at  the  time  it  w^as  estimated  as 
high  as  twenty-five  hundred  or  three  thousand.  It  produced  a  good 
deal  of  alarm  in  the  State,  and  many  apprehended  that  the  force  would 
receive  large  accessions  to  its  ranks,  and  that  the  sympathizing  part  of 
the  population  would  become  troublesome;  but  those  apprehensions 
were  not  realized.  The  injury  was  confined  mainly  to  the  inconveni- 
ence and  sufiering  inflicted  on  individuals,  and  I  have  no  doubt  ttiat 
the  efl'ect  on  the  i^opulation  was  to  strengthen  its  adhesion  to  the 
Union. 

A  good  deal  of  censure  w^as  cast  on  the  troops  and  the  military 
ofiicers  in  the  State,  that  Morgan  should  have  escaped  without  capture 
or  greater  loss,  but  not  with  much  justice,  when  the  circumstances  are 
considered.  The  objetjts  to  be  aimed  at  by  my  army,  after  the  occupa- 
tion of  Nashville  in  February,  made  it  necessary  to  carry  forward,  for 
further  operations,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  force  at  my  disposal ;  and 
indeed,  the  high  stage  of  water  in  the  Cumberland  River  afforded  security 
at  that  time  against  such  invasions,  even  it  the  rebel  force  had  not  left 
that  region  of  country  to  concentrate  for  the  struggle  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Tennessee.  For  these  reasons,  except  the  column  which  was 
operating  against  Cumberland  Gap,  not  more  than  about  four  thousand 
H.  Ex.  262 4  Ponal^ 
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troops,  mostly  infantry,  were  left  behind,  and  these  were  scattered  over 
the  principal  part  of  the  State,  more  as  a  police  force  and  to  guard  rail 
roads  than  to  prevent  invasion. 

The  probable  result  of  onr  operations  against  Corinth  developed  to 
my  mind  the  advantage  the  enemy  could  derive  from  the  employment 
of  a  large  cavalry  force  in  Middle  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  and  on  th* 
12th  of  May  I  advised  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  necessity  of  havin; 
at  least  five  more  cavalry  regiments  in  those  two  States.  I  was  a»j 
swered  that  there  was  not  at  the  time  any  cavalry  to  spare  for  tb.r 
service,  but  that  an  additional  force  was  to  be  raised,  and  that  a  portion 
of  it  would  be  sent  to  me.  None  came,  though  authority  was  given  to 
the  officer  commanding  in  Kentucky  to  raise  some  cavalry  regiments 
These,  however,  were  in  no  condition  to  render  much  servic*e  at  tli*- 
time  of  Morgan's  first  raid.  Subseijuent  events  have  shown,  whatini'rh; 
have  been  evident  enough  without  the  experiment,  that,  to  prev»*L: 
such  incursions  and  carry  on  the  operations  in  front  which  the  progrt'^* 
of  our  arms  had  rendered  necessary,  was  physically  impos8ible  wit! 
the  force  that  was  available.  I  had  a  front  extending  from  Corinth  \» 
Cumberland  Gap,  through  a  hostile  population,  a  distance  of  thnH*  ben 
dred  miles;  in  fact,  it  extended  to  Piketon,  in  the  northeast  corner  ♦•: 
Kentucky,  one  hundred  miles  further,  with  lines  of  coramunicatifi 
varying  from  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  miles  in  depth.  TopnN* 
successfully  against  the  rebel  armies  along  the  line  of  the  Memp!ii>an'! 
Charleston  railroad,  it  had  been  necessary  to  denude  the  lines  and  tl* 
whole  country  in  my  rear  almost  entirely  of  troops.  The  front,  fnnii 
Battle  Creek  to  Cumberland  Gap,  it  was  "not  possible  to  occupy  at  ail. 
Is  it  astonishing  that  one  thousand  cavalry,  familiar  with  every  iiatl-j 
should  be  able  to  penetrate  this  vast  extent  of  country-  and  esrj|* 
without  capture  t 

Morgan  had  not  yet  disappeared  from  Kentucky,  after  his  first  inroa«l, 
when  Fon^est,  witha  large  force,  suddenly  appeared  at  MurfreeslxmmirL 
on  the  13th  of  July,  surprised  and  captured  the  garrison,  consistiu;:  <':] 
some  fourteen  hundred  men,  (cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry,)  formir: 
part  of  the  force  which  was  about  to  march  from  that  place  and  Tull» 
homa  to  occupy  McMinnville,  and  did  serious  damage  to  the  niiln»a^i 
Two  other  regiments  which  had  been  designed  as  a  permanent  ;:arn 
son  for  Murfreesborough  had  been  detached  and  sent  into  Kentucky  c'l 
the  occasion  of  Morgan's  incursion.  The  consequence  of  this  disa>t':^ 
was  serious.  The  use  of  the  railroad  from  Nashville,  which  had  l^wi 
completed  the  day  before,  and  which  I  was  depending  on  to  throw  hu' 
plies  into  Stevenson  for  a  forward  movement,  was  set  back  two  who 
the  force  of  Forrest  threatened  Nashville  itself  and  the  whole  lint*  v 
railroad  through  Tennessee;  and  the  occupation  of  McMinnville  «i 
delayed  two  weeks.  It  became  necessary  to  move  northward  wmu  ■ 
the  trooiKS  in  North  Alabama,  to  drive  out  the  rebel  force,  and  gu-irc 
against  further  embarrassment.  Nelson's  division  was  ordered  by  nq-^'a 
marches  to  jVIurfreesborough,  one  brigade  going  by  railroad  tiin>K*^i 
Nashville.  Two  brigades  of  Wood's  division  were  ordered  from  l>»v.»| 
tur  to  Shelbyville  by  forced  marches,  and  subsequently  to  De<!hcnl.  i** 
give  greater  security  to  Elk  River  bridge,  and  guaiti  the  imjH»rt.tal 
route  from  the  moiintains  into  North  Alabama  through  Winchester,  h 
little  later  the  remaining  brigade  of  Wood's  division  was  ordend  tii 
Stevenson  to  erect  defensive  works  for  the  depot  which  was  to  U\ 
established  at  that  point  for  the  movement  against  Chattanooga.  Tli»i 
excitement  caused  by  Morgan's  raid  into  Kentucky  had  been  so  gri*4 
and  the  call  for  troops  so  urgent,  that  I  apprehended  I  should  be  c^m 
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pelled  to  send  a  division  there;  but  to  do  tbat  was  to  put  an  advance 
into  East  Tennessee  out  of  the  question,  and  I  determined  to  trust 
Kentucky  to  the  few  troops  already  there,  rather  than  abandon  the 
object  for  which  I  had  started. 

The  movement  of  General  Nelson  toward  Nashville  was  delayed  some- 
what by  injury  to  the  Duck  lliver  bridge  by  high  water.  He  arrived 
at  Murfreesborough  on  the  18th.  The  enemy  left  as  he  advanced; 
threw  himself  on  the  road  between  that  place  and  Nashville,  and  cap- 
tured a  guard  of  about  eighty  men,  and  destroyed  two  more  bridges. 
The  efforts  of  General  Nelson  to  intercept  him  were  unsuccessful.  After 
throwing  up  some  field-works  for  a  small  force  at  Murfreesborough,  to 
protect  the  depot  which  it  was  necessary  to  establish  there,  General 
Nelson  started,  on  the  2d  of  August,  with  two  brigades,  and  arrived  at 
McMinnville  on  the  3d  of  August.  One  brigade  remained  at  Murfrees- 
borough, but  on  the  arrival  of  the  force  which  had  been  designated  to 
occupy  the  place,  that  brigade  joined  him  at  McJMinnville. 

The  railroad  from  Nashville  to  Stevenson  was  completed  on  the  28th 
of  July;  that  from  Nashville  to  Decatur  on  the  31st,  and  preparations 
commenced  for  an  advance.  Supplies  Were  pushed  forward  to  the 
depot  at  Stevenson;  the  ponton-bridge  was  gotten  ready  to  be  laid;  the 
wagon-trains  which  had  been  in  use  on  the  Decatur  road  were  thrown 
across  to  Decherd,  from  which  point  they  could  be  moved  rapidly  to 
Stevenson;  and  the  troops,  including  General  Thomas's  division,  which 
arrived  at  Athens  and  Uuntsville  about  the  31st  of  July,  were  moved 
so  as  to  be  in  convenient  positions  for  the  same  object.  In  the  mean 
time  the  enemy  continued  his  operations  with  large  bodies  of  cavalry 
against  our  long  lines  of  communication  through  Tennessee  and  Ken- 
tucky, seconded  in  Tennessee  by  the  organization  of  guerrilla  bands 
which  swarmed  in  every  part  of  the  country.  These  latter  were  fre- 
quently encountered  and  defeated  by  detachments  of  our  small  cavalry 
force;  but  the  former,  moving  in  superior  force  and  striking  at  vulner- 
able points,  were  generally  successful,  and  finally,  on  the  10th  of  August, 
severed  effectually  our  communications  between  Nashville  and  Louis- 
ville. In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  our  lines  of  communication,  the 
effect  of  these  operations,  and  of  the  formidable  preparations  which 
were  reported  and  believed  to  be  in  progress  for  the  invasion  of  Middle 
Tennessee  and  the  capture  of  Nashville,  was  to  intimidate  our  friends 
and  embolden  our  enemies  among  the  people,  who  not  only  would  not 
bring  in  supplies  voluntarily,  but  used  every  means  to  prevent  us.from 
finding  them;  so  that  nothing  could  be  obtained  from  the  country 
except  by  means  of  our  own  trains  under  the  protection  of  strong 
escorts.  On  the  6th  of  August  I  gave  orders  for  fortifying  Naishville, 
to  make  it  secure  with  a  email  garrison  against  any  attack  from  cavalry. 

On  the  10th  of  August  Morgan  again  made  his  appearance  at  Galla- 
tin, surprised  and  captured  the  garrison,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and 
fifty  infantry ;  then  moved  toward  Nashville,  destroying  several  bridges 
and  capturing  the  guards;  then  toward  Bowling  Green,  destroying  the 
tunnel  seven  miles  north  of  Gallatin,  and  several  tresselworks  and 
small  bridges  in  that  region.  He  was,  however,  handsomely  repulsed 
in  some  instances  by  the  small  force  opposed  to  him  in  these  attacks. 
Simultaneously  with  this,  Forrest  with  a  large  force,  moved  toward  the 
Cumberland  River,  to  be  in  a  position  to  support  Morgan  or  threaten 
Nashville,  if  it  should  diminish  its  garrison,  which  consisted  of  about 
two  thousand  men.  Immediately  after  the  occurrence  of  the  first  raid 
I  determined  to  withdraw  my  cavalry  as  much  as  possible  from  its  ser- 
vice in  detachments  against  the  bauds  of  guerrillas  which  inve^ed  tha 
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roads,  and  concentrate  it  in  large  bodies.  By  supporting  them  with  in- 
fantry, equipped  to  move  lightly,  1  hoped  to  be  able  to  drive  the  enemy's 
heavy  cavalry  force  from  the  lines.  One  of  these  commands  I  designed 
should  operate  from  Murfreesborongh,  and  another  from  McMinnville.  An 
experienced  cavalry  officer  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  former, 
-with  general  instructions  which  allowed  him  a  good  deal  of  discretion. 
The  zeal  of  this  officer  caused  him  to  move  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy  with 
about  seven  hundred  men,  before  tlie  whole  of  his  command  had  joined. 
On  hearing  of  this,  and  knowing  that  he  was  outnumbered  by  the  ene- 
my, 1  dispatched  instructions  for  re-enforcing  him  with  infantry  from 
McMinnville,  if  he  could  be  reached,  and  to  restrain  him  until  he  had 
sufficient  strength.  The  instructions  did  not,  however,  reach  him,  nor 
could  his  whereabouts  be  ascertained  so  as  to  re-enforce  him.  Hearing 
that  Morgan  had  again  appeared  in  the  neighborhood  of  Gallatin,  he 
crossed  the  river  at  Hartsville  in  pursuit,  engaged  Morgan's  force  not  far 
from  that  place  about  the  middle  of  August,  was  defeated,  and  himself 
and  some  one  hundred  and  tifty  of  his  men  taken  prisoners.  The  re- 
mainder made  their  escape,  in  stragglers  and  small  bodies,  to  Nash- 
ville. The  strength  of  Morgan's  band  at  this  time  was  estimated  at 
from  fifteen  hundred  to  three  thousand. 

Work  was  immediately  commenced  to  repair  again  the  road  north  of 
Nashville,  but  the  continued  presence  of  Morgan's  force  in  that  quarter 
made  it  im|iOssible  to  carry  it  beyond  Gallatin,  except  by  withdrawing 
from  the  front  so  large  a  force  as  to  ]n*eclude  the  idea  of  an  advance; 
and  I  therefore  determined  to  defer  it  until  it  could  be  protected  by  » 
force,  which  I  hoped  might  come  from  Louisville,  of  the  new  troops  that 
were  being  called  out.  On  the  16th  of  August  1  ordered  Major  General 
Nelson  to  Kentucky  to  command,  and  sent  with  him  three  general  and 
some  other  officers  of  experience,  and  two  batteries  of  artillery.  The 
position  required  an  officer  of  his  rank,  and  I  had  great  confidence  in 
his  energy  and  ability. 

While  the  enemy  was  producing  this  serious  embarrassment  by  the 
operations  of  his  large  cavalry  force,  regular  and  irregular,  on  our  long 
lines  of  communication,  he  was  collecting  a  large  army  at  various  points 
in  Tennessee,  from  Chattanooga  eastwar<l.  For  a  considerable  time  the 
main  point  of  concentration  was  doubtful,  and  the  railroad  faciluies 
which  the  enemy  possessed  enabled  him  to  concentrate  speedily  at  anr 
point.  General  Bragg  arrived  in  person  at  Chattanooga  on  the  28th  of 
July,  by  which  time  his  whole  fonje  was  within  easy  reach  of  that  point; 
and  from  that  time  rei)orts  were  current  of  his  intention  to  assume  the 
offensive.  Sometimes  they  were  quite  positive  that  he  was  already 
crossing  the  river  at  Chattanooga,  Kingston,  and  other  poiucs. 

The  lowest  estimate  that  could  be  made  of  the  force  with  which  the 
enemy  was  prepared  to  advance,  ac(H)r(ling  to  the  best  sources  of  infor- 
mation, was  sixty  thousand  men.  That  has,  I  think,  been  more  than 
confirmed  by  the  evidence  before  the  commission.  Eyewitnesses  esti- 
mated the  force  as  high  as  one  hundred  thousand.  My  dispatch  of  the 
7th  of  August  to  the  General  in-Chief.  Major  General  Halleck,  gsive  in- 
formation on  this  Subject  soujewhat  in  detail,  and  not  in  a  discouraging 
tone ;  for  I  was  continuing  my  preparations  to  advance,  and  was,  in  ray 
own  mind,  disposed  to  make  perhaps  more  than  due  allowance  lor  ex- 
aggeration in  the  information  that  reached  me.  I  was  the  more  confi- 
dent when,  on  the  10th  of  August,  General  Halleck  authoriznl  me  to 
call  on  General  Grant  for  two  divisions,  if  1  should  find  it  ahsolutcly 
necessary.  On  the  12th  I  requested  General  Grant  to  send  the  divi«d<Mi8, 
intending  to  use  one  of  them  to  protect  my  communications  with  Lsws- 
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ville,  and  bring  the  other  to  the  front ;  but  their  movements  were  at  first 
involved  in  some  uncertainty.  At  a  later  period  I  could  get  no  informa- 
tion of  them  at  all,  and  feared  that  General  Grant  had  not  been  able  to 
spare  them,  as  he  was  himself  threatened.  One  of  them  reached  Mur- 
freesborough  on  the  1st,  and  the  other  Nashville  about  the  12th  of  Sep- 
tember. 

Very  soon  the  information  of  the  enemy's  intention  took  such  shape  as 
to  leave  no  doubt  that  he  was  about  to  invade  Middle  Tennessee  with  a 
superior  force,  and  to  make  it  proper  to  suspend  tlie  accumulation  of  sup- 
plies at  Stevenson,  and  establish  a  depot  at  Decherd,  as  being  most  suit- 
able for  that  disposition  of  my  troops  which  the  designs  of  the  enemy, 
as  far  as  they  could  be  divined,  rendered  proper  to  oppose  him.  The 
information  pointed  to  Nashville  as  his  principal  aim,  and  justified  the 
conclusion  that  at  least  he  believed  he  had  force  enough  to  accomplish 
his  object.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  number  of  my  troops  was  quite 
accurately  known  to  him.  The  route  which  he  would  take  was  alto- 
gether a  matter  of  conjecture,  to  be  founded  on  probabilities.  McMinn- 
ville  was  mentioned  very  often,  in  the  information  which  reached  me,  as 
the  first  point  of  attack,  and  they  were  so  frequent  that  I  deemed  it 
proper  to  strengthen  the  force  in  that  quarter;  but  the  difficulty  of 
crossing  the  mountain  weakened  the  probability  of  an  advance  in  that 
direction,  while  an  advance  into  North  Alabama  was  not  only  spoken  of, 
in  connection  with  the  enemy's  plans,  but  otfered  many  advajitages.  By 
crossing  Waldron's  Eidge  into  the  Sequatchie  Valley,  he  had  a  good 
level  road  down  that  valley  to  Battle  Creek,  which  was  an  indefensible 
position  for  us  while  he  occupied  the  opposite  side  of  the  Tennessee 
River  with  his  artillery.  This  would  keep  him  in  constant  communica- 
tion with  his  supplies  at  Chattanooga,  by  means  of  the  railroad  on  the 
opposite  bank  and  the  steamers  which  he  had;  his  large  cavalry  force 
operating  against  Nashville,  and  on  my  lines  of  communication,  would 
compel  me  to  employ  at  least  twenty  thousand  men  to  protect  them  even 
that  far,  leaving  about  twenty-five  thousand  men  to  oppose  his  advance 
in  front.  If  the  column  from  Kingston  should  advance  on  Nashville,  I 
should  be  compelled  to  fall  back  in  the  face  of  even  an  inferior  force  for 
the  protection  of  that  place,  and  thus  both  Alabama  and  the  principal 
I)art  of  Middle  Tennessee  could  be  reclaimed  by  the  enemy  without  neces- 
Harily  risking  a  battle.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  fifty  thousand  men 
thus  employed  on  this  theater  of  operations,  with  the  superior  cavalry 
force  which  the  enemy  had,  would  be  an  overmatch  for  sixty  thousand 
oi)erating  upon  lines  of  such  depth  in  the  midst  of  an  unfriendly  popu- 
lation. 

Such  were  the  inducements  which  an  advance  upon  Battle  Creek  of- 
fered to  the  enemy,  even  supposing  that  I  was  entirely  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Cumberland  llidge,  say  at  Dfecherd;  but,  in  fact,  he  was  well 
aware  thac  I  still  occupied  North  Alabama,  with  some  twelve  thousand 
men  at  Battle  Creek,  while  the  rest  of  my  force  extended  as  far  north 
and  east  a«  McMinn  ville.  If  he  could  reacli  Battle  Creek  before-  the  force 
at  that  place  should  extricate  itself  by  moving  to  the  east,  it  would  have 
to  go  around  by  the  way  of  Huntsviile,  and  thus  make  a  march  of  one 
haudred  and  twenty  miles  to  reach  Decherd,  the  nearest  point  at  which 
it  could  possibly  form  a  junction  with  the  forces  north  of  the  mountain, 
while  he,  by  a  march  of  twenty-five  miles  from  Jasper,  could  reach  the 
same  point,  and  thus  throw  his  whole  force  between  my  scattered  troops. 
The  position  at  Battle  Creek  is,  for  a  force  whose  communications  are  on 
the  north  side  of  the  mountain,  one  of  the  worst  that  can  be  imagined 
a^inst  an  enemy  coming  from  the  Sequatchie  Valley  and  holding  the 
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opposite  bank  of  the  Tennessee  Ei  ver.  A  spur  of  the  Camberlaiid  Ridge 
comes  to  within  two  hundred  yards  of  the  river;  Battle  Creek  runs  at 
the  foot  of  this  spur  on  the  east  side,  emptying  into  the  river  near  the 
point;  the  only  position  for  troops  is  west  of  the  spur;  the  road  toDe- 
cherd,  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles,  passes  around  the  point  of  this 
spur  and  along  its  side  up  Battle  Creek,  in  full  view  from  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river  and  the  creek;  and  there  is  no  other  road  to  the  north 
side  of  the  mountain  practicable  for  loaded  wagons  short  of  Huntsville, 
distant  seyenty-five  miles.  For  the  double  purpose  of  guarding  against 
an  attack  in  this  faulty  position,  and  of  observing  the  movements  and 
checking  the  advance  of  the  enemy  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley,  1  issued 
the  instructions  of  the  19th  of  August  to  Major  General  McCook;  my 
purpose  then  being  to  attack  the  enemy  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley  if  pos- 
sible, or  to  give  him  battle  at  the  first  point  on  his  route  where  1  could 
concentrate  my  troops.  Those  orders  required  General  McCook,  upon 
the  first  intelligence  of  an  advance  of  the  enemy  toward  the  Sequatchie 
Valley,  to  move  promptly  up  the  valley  to  the  Anderson  and  Therman 
road,  with  the  two  brigades  of  his  division  which  were  with  him,  to  check 
the  progress  of  the  enemy  and  observe  his  movements.  If  pressed  he  was 
to  fall  back  on  the  Therman  road  deliberately,  until  he  should  form  a 
junction  with  the  main  force  coming  from  the  side  of  McMinnville.  The 
other  division  which  was  with  him  at  Battle  Creek,  General  Crittenden's, 
was  also  to  move  up  the  valley  to  the  Tracy  City  and  Altamont  road, 
which  enters  the  valley  ten  miles  below  the  Therman  road.  He  was  to 
support  General  McCook  in  the  valley,  watching  the  old  Nashville. and 
Chattanooga  stage-road,  which  enters  it  from  the  Tennessee  River  at 
the  point  designated,  and,  under  like  circumstances,  he  was  to  fall  back 
for  a  similar  purpose  on  the  Higginbottom  road  toward  Tracy  City  and 
Altamont,  where  the  junction  would  be  formed.  On  the  20th  I  learned 
that  the  enemy  was  certainly  crossing  at  Chattanooga  and  other  points, 
and  I  immediately  directed  General  McCook  to  execute  the  orders  al- 
ready described.  On  the  same  day  I  left  Huntsville,  visited  the  postj^ 
at  Stevenson  and  Battle  Creek,  and  the  following  day  went  to  Dechenl 
to  direct  the  movements  for  the  proposed  junction.  I  deemed  it  of  the 
highest  importance,  for  political  as  well  as  military  reasons,  to  maintaiu 
my  position  in  North  Alabama  if  possible,  in  connection  with  those 
movements,  for  which  the  instructions  of  the  19th  of  August,  given  to 
General  liousseau,  the  officer  in  command  in  North  Alabama,  in  antici- 
pation^of  my  advance  upon  Chattanooga,  were  equally  applicable;  bnt 
I  reduced  the  force  in  that  quarter  somewhat,  leaving  a  regiment  in  for- 
tifications at  Battle  Creek,  one  at  Stevenson,  and  two  at  Huntsville,  be- 
sides the  road-guards  and  the  force  on  the  Nashville  and  Decatur  line. 
The  orders  for  the  concentration  at  Altamont  (see  the  instructions  of  the 
23d  of  August  to  General  Thomas)  had  reference  to  the  plan  of  opera- 
tions above  referred  to,  for  opposing  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  except 
that  the  information  rendered  it  apparently  certain  that  the  enemy  would 
advance  on  the  Therman  road,  and  that  Altamont  was.the  point  farthest 
to  the  front  at  which  he  could  be  met.  On  the  first  supposition  I  had 
expected  to  intercept  him  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley. 

In  moving  up  the  valley  on  the  20th,  General  McCook  received  infor- 
mation from  his  spies  and  scouts  which  made  him  believe  that  the  enemy 
would  be  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley,  and  therefore  in  a  iK>sition  to  inter- 
cept him,  before  he  could  march  to  the  Therman  road  ;*and  he  therefore 
returned  down  the  valley  to  the  Higginbottom  road.  That  road  was 
found  to  be  impracticable  for  his  artillery,  and  he  moved  still  nearer  to 
Battle  Creek,  and  put  himself  on  the  road  which  follows  up  Battle  CreeJc 
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and  then  crosses  the  inoantaiii.  I  there  sent  him  orders,  on  the  23d,  to 
move  to  Pelhiiiu  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  concentration  at  Alta- 
mont.  The  difficuUics  of  the  route  prevented  the  concentration  at  the 
time  appointed,  and  in  the  mean  time  information  in  regard  to  the  move- 
ments of  the  enemy  made  it  a  matter  of  very  great  doubt  wliether  it 
could  be  effected  at  that  point  at  all  before  the  enemy  wouUl  anticipate 
it.  The  only  alternative  seemed  to  bo  to  concentrate  there  or  at  IMur- 
freeaborough.  I  determined  to  attempt  the  former,  and  gave  the  orders 
accordingly.  Those  orders  anticipated  that,  from  the  greater  dlfliculties 
General  McCook  had  to  overcome,  the  troops  moving  from  McMinnville, 
under  Major  General  Thomas  would  reach  Altamont  first.  The  latter 
wa^  instructed  to  attack  the  enemy's  adv^ance,  if  it  should  have  reached 
there,  and  hold  his  position,  if  possible,  until  the  other  troops  came  up; 
and  in  the  event  of  being  unable  to  do  that,  the  various  columns  were 
instructed  a,s  to  the  roads  by  which  they  should  fall  back  to  form  a 
junction  in  rear.  General  Thomas  marched  to  Altamont  with  a  portion 
of  his  force  at  the  time  appointed,  lie  found  no  enemy,  and  believing 
that  he  could  not  remain  there  for  want  of  water,  returned  immediately 
to  McMinnville.  On  his  report,  and  in  consequence  of  his  action,  I 
stopped  the  movement  of  all  except  General  McCook's  division,  which 
remained  at  Altamont  in  observation  until  the  final  concentration  at 
Murfreesborough. 

The  information  which  I  received  still  pointed  clearly  to  the  Therman 
road  as  the  one  by  which  the  enemy  would  advance,  if  at  all ;  it  is  the 
best  road  across  the  mountain,  and  has  the  advantage  of  branching  at 
Altamont  into  no  less  than  four  roads,  which  descend  the  mountain  to 
an  arc  forty  miles  long,  from  McMinnville  on  one  flank  to  Decherd  on 
the  other.  Still,  the  movements  of  the  enemy  were  less  rapid  than  was 
expected,  and  placed  him  in  a  position  to  use  that  road  or  those  further 
east.  Many  officers  doubted  that  he  meant  to  cross  out  of  the  Sequatchie 
Valley  at  all,  but  supposed  that  his  movements  were  oidy  intended  as 
demonstrations  to  cover  the  advance  of  his  columns  into  Kentucky  from 
Knoxville.  In  the  mean  time  our  supplies  were  diminishing  rapidly, 
with  no  prospect  of  renewal  until  a  sufficient  force  was  detached  to 
restore  our  broken  communications.  This  pressing  necessity  left  no 
time  either  to  advance,  or  to  await  the  arrival  of  an  enemy  who  could 
choose  his  time  and  route,  with  the  certainty  that  the  necessity  of  sub- 
sistence would  very  soon  compel  me  to  fall  back,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
whether  there  was  an  enemy  in  front  or  not,  as  long  as  his  cavalry  con- 
tinued its  operations  in  rear.  The  news  from  Kentucky  was  unsatisftic- 
tory.  The  rebel  force  under  Kirby  Smith  was  coming  into  the  State, 
there  was  nothing  but  new  levies  to  oppose  him,  and  it  was  not  known 
what  number  of  them  had  been  collected.  So  far  from  being  able  to 
open  the  communication  between  Nashville  and  Louisville,  and  from 
Cumberland  Gap  to  Lexington,  it  was  not  improbable  that  those  places 
themselves  might  soon  be  seized  by  the  rebel  forces.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, I  determined  to  concentrate  my  army  at  Murfreesborough, 
and  set  to  work  to  open  the  railroad  north  of  Nashville.  That  object  had 
already  been  delayed  too  long  upon  the  hope  of  having  it  done  by  a 
force  Irom  Louisville.  Orders  were  accordingly  given  on  the  30th  of 
August  to  the  various  commands  and  guards,  distributed  over  an  area 
of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  by  one  hundred  miles  of  territory  and^ 
some  three  hundred  miles  of  railroad,  so  as  to  concentrate  on  the  5tli  of 
September.  The  routes  and  marches  were  prescribed,  and  the  move- 
ment was  executed  simulUineously  and  with  perfect  precision.  With 
the  exception  of  the  force  on  the  Decatur  road,  which  was  ordered  to 
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Nashville,  the  whole  army,  coming  from  various  quarters  and  diffi^rcnt 
distances,  on  four  roads,  concentrated  at  Murfreesborough  on  the  5th  of 
September,  bringing  with  it  whatever  supplies  could  be  collected  from 
the  country.  A  small  remnant  of  provisions,  for  which  there  was  insuf- 
ficient transportation,  was  destroyed  at  Huntsville,  and,  with  that  excep- 
tion, not  a  pound  of  supplies  was  lost  b^'  the  movement.  After  it  was 
ordered,  I  learned  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  cotton,  belonging  to 
I)ersons  who  had  purchased  it  in  the  country,  was  at  Athena,  awaiting 
transportation.  In  order  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  remove  it,  1 
delayed  the  evacuation  of  tbat  place  perhaps  a  day  or  so. 

On  the  1st  of  September  I  learned  that  a  large  rebel  force,  under 
General  Kirby  Smith,  had  actually  appeared  in  Central  Kentucky,  hav- 
ing defeated  and  routed  the  force  under  General  Nelson  at  Richmond. 
This  effectually  cut  off  the  division  at  Cumberland  Gap  from  its  base. 
1  was  anxious  to  rescue  that  force,  and  the  shortest  route  by  which  it 
could  be  done  was  to  direct  a  column  from  McMinnville,  by  the  way  of 
Somerset,  upon  the  rear  of  Kirby  Smith's  army.  I  supposed  that  that 
might  be  done  and  still  keep  a  front  about  McMinnville  toward  the  army 
of  General  Bragg  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley;  while  the  two  divisions,  one 
of  which  had  arrived  that  day,  from  Corinth  should  open  the  cx)mmuni 
cations  between  Nashville  and  Louisville.  The  forces  at  McMinnville 
and  in  that  vicinity  had  not  yet  withdrawn  from  their  position,  and  I 
accordingly  suspended  their  movement,  leaving  its  execution,  however, 
to  General  Thomas,  who  was  at  McMinnville,  and  had  the  best  oppor- 
tunity to  know  any  movements  of  the  enemy  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley 
that  Avould  affect  it.  He  answered,  stating  the  advantages  of  a  concen- 
tration at  Murfreesborough,  and  advising  me  that  he  would  march  the 
following  day,  and  so  the  concentration  was  executed  as  originally 
ordered. 

I  proceed  now  to  notice  certain  theories  and  opinions  that  have  been 
advanced  concerning  a  plan  of  oi)erations  to  oppose  the  movement  of  the 
rebel  army  across  the  mountain.  As  evidence,  they  are  of  no  more  value 
than  though  they  had  been  expressed  in  idle  discussion  around  a  camp 
fire,  and  are  only  entitled  to  credit  according  as  they  are  correct  in  their 
premises  and  rational  in  their  conclnsions.  They  were  new  to  me  until 
this  investigation  had  made  some  progress,  and  it  appears  that  one  of 
them  in  particular  was  promulgated  after  the  arrival  of  my  array  in 
Louisville,  where  it  was  used  as  a  text  for  criticism  by  officers  who  have 
not  appeared  as  friendly  witnesses  before  this  commission. 

Neither  my  own  feelings,  nor  any  fact  that  I  am  aware  of,  wonld 
justify  me  in  assuming  that  General  Thomas  has  entertained  any  other 
than  the  most  friendly  disposition  toward  me ;  but  I  was  surprised  at 
the  opinion  expressed  by  him  before  the  commission,  that  Bragg's  army 
might  have  been  attacked  at  Sparta;  and  more  astonished  at  the  state- 
ment that  he  had  urged  upon  me  to  concentrate  at  that  place.  My 
inquiries  elicited  the  information  that  this  jjroposition  was  communicated 
TO  me  by  telegraph  on  the  28th  of  August.  At  my  request  the  dispatdi 
was  subsequently  presented.  It  proved  to  have  been  written  on  the 
22d  instead  of  the  28th.  It  will  be  better  understood  after  a  brief  review 
of  the  circumstances  that  gave  rise  to  it. 

General  Thomas  took  command  al  McMinnville  on  the  10th  of  August. 
About  that  time  I  received  very  positive  intelligence  that  the  rebel  forces 
were  crossing  the  Tennessee  River  at  three  points  at  least — about  ten 
thousand  at  Kingston,  at  least  ten  thousand  at  Harrison,  and  a  force 
variously  estimated  at  from  forty  to  sixty  thousand  at  Chattanooga.  I 
telegraphed  General  Thomas  and  other  officers  on  the  19th  and  20rh,  in 
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regard  to  this  information,  and  prepared  them  for  the  further  movements 
the  enemy  might  be  expected  to  make.  I  told  him  to  look  to  Sparta  and 
Smith vill'e,  anticipating  that  the  column  from  Kingston  might  advance 
on  that  route  against  McMinnville,  while  we  were  threatened  by  the 
larger  force  elsewhere,  or  else  toward  Nashville  to  threaten  our  com- 
muni(;ations.  This  column  he  evidently  kept  in  his  mind,  and  it  seemed 
to  me  that  it  was  the  only  one  he  seriously  regarded.  The  Chattanooga 
force  proper,  as  he  called  it,  he  appeared  either  to  doubt  the  existence 
of,  or,  at  least,  its  purpose  to  cross  the  mountain.  On  the  contrary,  I 
had  reasons,  which  he  probably  did  not  know,  to  believe  that  it  would 
advance  by  the  Therman  road.  I  therefore  telegraphed  General  Thomas, 
on  the  22d  of  August,  as  follows : 

"From  McCook's  information  this  morning,  it  seems  almost  certain 
that  Bragg  is  marching  on  McMinnville.  His  advance  was  at  the  top 
of  Waldron's  Eidge  last  night.  McCown  is  said  to  be  crossing  at 
Kingston,  and  Withers  at  Harrison.  Of  course  they  will  expect  to  unite. 
What  sort  of  ground  can  we  take  by  concentrating  at  McMinnville! 
How  would  it  do  at  Altamont?  Is  the  ground  such  as  to  give  us  the 
advantage  of  our  artillery  f  How  many  day*8  rations  have  you  ?  Are 
you  provided  with  ammunition  ?  Be  ready  to  march  in  the  morning. 
Answer  immediately." 

And  again  as  follows : 

"Of  course  you  will  instantly  recall  your  absent  troops.  I  will  prob- 
ably bring  the  Second  Kentucky  b^^  rail  to  march  from  here.  We  will 
advance  to  attack  in  the  Sequatchie  Valley.  J  can  hardlj^  think  the 
enemy  will  attempt  the  march  across  to  McMinnville — at  least  not  im- 
mediately. It  appears  to  me  that  he  will  rather  endeavor  to  get  into 
Korth  Alabama,  and  perhai)s  strike  across  to  Decherd.  If  we  advance 
to  Altamont  we  may  thwart  him  in  both,  and  preserve  our  communica- 
tions with  Decherd  and  Nashville.  If  we  concentrate  at  McMinnville 
we  lose  North  Alabama  and  Decherd.  What  think  you  I  The  great 
difficulty  is  in  moving  in  the  mountains  with  our  trains.  Of  course  we 
must  cut  loose  from  everything  but  our  ammunition  trains  and  subsist- 
ence for  about  six  days,  most  of  it  in  haversacks." 

His  answer  to  the  lirst  is  the  dispatch  dated  the  22d,  at  McMinnville, 
referred  to  in  his  testimony,  and  is  in  these  words : 

"By  all  means  concentrate  here.  The  enemy  cannot  reach  Nashville 
by  any  other  route  across  the  mountains,  unless  by  Sparta.  At  Alta- 
naont/l  am  positively  informed,  the  enemy  would  have  an  equal  advan- 
tage with  ourselves.  Here  we  will  have  a  most  decided  advantage;  and 
by  being  here,  should  he  march  by  Sparta,  we  can  meet  him  either  there 
or  at  Allen's  ford  across  Caney  Fork.  He  is  obliged  to  pass  this  place 
or  Sparta  to  reach  Nashville.  I  have  six  days'  rations  and  plenty  of 
ammunition.  Did  you  get  my  dispatch  of  to-day  f  I  cannot  think  that 
Bragg  is  coming  here  either  by  the  Hill  or  Therman  road.  My  recon- 
noitering  party  went  into  Dnnlap  yesterday." 

His  answer,  of  the  same  date,  to  the  second  is  as  follows : 

"  We  can  get  neither  forage  nor  water  at  Altamont.  It  will  be  as 
difficult  for  ns  to  march  across  the  mountains  as  the  enemy  to  come  either 
to  Altamont  or  this  place.  I  would  not  advise  concentrating  here, 
except  for  battle,  or  for  an  advance  into  East  Tennessee.  I  think  our 
communications  with  Nashville  will  be  better  preserved  by  holding 
Decherd  with  a  division  to  enable  us  to  concentrate  either  there,  if 
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tbreatenetl,  or  at  this  jilace.  I  have  also  iaformation  that  Tupelo  has 
been  abandoned,  and  tlie  most  of  the  enemy  at  that  place  have  been 
sent  to  Chattanooga.  I  therefore  do  not  aijprehend  an  attempt  to  regain 
North  Alabama." 

Upon  further  information  that  the  enemy  was  advancing  rapidly  on 
the  Therman  road,  I  answered  him,  on  the  23d,  as  follows  : 

"There  is  no  possibility  of  our  concentrating  at  McMinnville.  We 
must  concentrate  in  advance,  and  assume  the  offensive,  or  fall  back  at 
least  to  Murfreesborough.  I  deem  the  former  the  wisest,  and  we  will 
act  accordingly.  I  wish  you  therefore  to  move  by  a  forced  march  to 
Altamont,  there  to  form  a  junction  with  McOook,  Crittenden,  and  Sohoepf. 
McCook  and  Crittenden  started  for  Tracy  City  from  Jasper  yesterday. 
I  presume  they  are  now  at  Tracy  City,  though  possibly  not.  Schoepf 
will  march  at  once.  The  junction  must  be  formed  to  morrow,  and  any 
division  meeting  the  head  of  the  enemy's  column  first  must  at  least  hold 
it  in  check  until  a  larger  force  arrives. 

**One  battery  to  a  division  will,  I  think,  be  ample  in  the  mountains. 
McCook  and  Crittenden  have  with  them  six  batteries.  Leave  all  of 
yours,  therefore— at  least  don't  take  more  than  two.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  leave  some  force  with  them,  at  least  two  regiments;  and  they  should 
be  covered  with  breast-works  to-night  without  fail. 

*'I  shall  order  Schoepf s  batteries  here  to  be  similarly  disposed  of. 
There  must  be  no  delay  or  failure.  The  enemy's  advance  was  at  the 
top  of  Waldron's  Ridge,  ten  miles  from  Chattanooga,  night  before  last, 
and  talked  of  being  at  McMinnville  to-morrow.  That  is  hardly  possible, 
but  they  must  be  met  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  Communicate 
with  McCook  to-night  by  a  trusty  scout.  The  distance  is  thirty-two 
miles.  He  may  possibly  not  be  at  Tracy  City.  If  not,  look  for  him  on 
the  road  to  Battle  Creek.  If  you  think  best,  you  may  send  your  artillery 
to  this  place,  which  will  release  the  force  that  would  be  required  to  pro- 
tect them  there ;  though,  if  they  will  be  safe,  there  is  some  advantage 
in  having  a  force  at  McMinnville.  Take  no  wagons,  except  what  will  be 
necessary  to  carry  rations  and  cooking  utensils.  I  shall  probably  leave 
here  with  Sill's  brigade  to-morro^  for  Tracy  City  to  join  you.  Com- 
municate always  in  cipher  by  telegraph  to  this  place,  and  by  courier 
through  Tracy  City.  Schoepf  sends  a  report  that  Hardee  is  advancing 
on  the  Dunlap  road.  Answer,  so  that  I  may  know  exactly  what  you  do. 
Your  staff  officers  make  mistakes  in  the  use  of  the  cipher." 

I  apprehend  that  further  comment  on  this  subject  is  unnecessary* 
The  dispatch  in  question  was  in  answer  to  my  own  inquiry,  and  had 
reference  to  the  relative  merits  of  McMinnville  and  Altamont  as  battle- 
grounds. It  is  certain  that  General  Thomas  has  not  consciously  laid 
claim  to  an  idea  which  did  not  possess  him ;  but  I  apprehend  that  devel- 
oped facts  have  been  so  mingled  in  his  mind  with  impressions  coincident 
in  some  particulars,  though  essentially  different  in  the  material  pointy 
that  his  memory  has  failed  to  draw  the  exact  distinction  between  them. 
It  is,  however,  due  to  him  to  say  that  the  idea  may  have  been  in  his 
mind  that  Bragg  might  cross  the  mountain  to  Sparta,  and  that  he  did 
not  distinctly  express  it  to  nie,  imagining  that  I  also  entertained  it 
myself. 

But  I  do  not  propose  to  draw  any  advantage  from  the  question  whether 
or  not  a  proposition  was  made  to  me  to  concentrate  at  Sparta.  If  it  had 
been  made,  I  should  have  judged  it  according  to  its  merits,  with  the 
lights  before  me  at  the  time,  and  I  do  not  doubt  that  I  should  have 
rejected  it  on  grounds  which  I  will  state. 
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Besides  the  road  which  crosses  from  Jasper  to  Decherd,  and  the  one 
which  ascends  the  valley  and  thence  goes  to  Crossville,  there  are  no  less 
than  three  roads  by  which  the  enemy  could  ascend  the  mountain  to 
debouch  from  the  Sequatchie  Valley:  first,  the  Therman  road,  wliich 
passes  through  or  near  Altamont,  and  then  branches  into  at  least  four 
roads  that  descend  the  mountain  into  the  plains  of  Middle  Tennessee, 
between  Decherd  and  McMinnville,  a  distance  of  about  forty  miles; 
second,  a  road  which  ascends  the  mountain  at  Dunlap  and  passes  to 
McMinnville;  third,  a  road  which  ascends  the  mountain  a  short  distance 
below  Pikeville  and  branches  on  the  mountain,  the  left-hand  branch 
going  to  McMinnville,  and  the  right-hand  forking  again  some  twenty 
miles  from  McMinnville,  one  fork  going  to  the  latter  place  and  the  other 
to  Sparta.  There  is  also  a  road  on  the  top  of  the  mountain  connecting 
all  these  roads.  These  geographical  features  would  enable  the  enemy 
to  arrive  within  twenty  miles  of  McMinnville  by  not  less  than  two  roads 
before  determining  whether  he  would  move  on  that  point  or  Sparta,  and 
by  covering  his  movements  with  his  sux)erior  cavalry  force  he  could 
easily  arrive  within  six  or  eight  miles  of  either  of  those  points  before 
his  destination  could  be  known  at  all;  and  it  is  twenty -two  miles  at  least 
from  McMinnville  to  Sparta.  If  I  had  been  at  Sparta  he  could  have 
been  at  McMinnville  and  in  possession  of  my  line  of  supplies  before  I 
could  have  known  it.  If  I  awaited  at  McMinnville  the  development  of 
his  plan  he  could  have  gone  to  Sparta  and  pursued  his  course,  as  he  did. 
If  I  had  divided  my  force  between  McMinnville  and  Sparta  to  anticipate 
bim  at  both  points  he  could  have  advanced  with  reasonable  probability 
of  success  against  either  of  them ;  and  if  the  fractions  should  have  been 
so  strongly  fortified  as  not  to  warrant  an  attack  he  could  have  avoided 
them,  thrown  himself  between  the  two,  and  thus  have  forced  them  to 
retreat  separately,  or  attempt  the  offensive  against  a  concentrated  force. 
General  Thomas's  own  experience  at  McMinnville  in  obtaining  informa- 
tion on  which' success  would  have  depended,  confirms  my  answer  to  one 
X>hase  of  this  proposition,  and  is  applicable  to  all  of  them. 

On  the  31st  he  reports:  '* The  general  impression  is  that  the  enemy 
is  advancing,  but  I  have  yet  to  see  the  person  who  has  seen  any  of  the 
Chattanooga  forces  proper  f  and  on  the  2d  of  August,  in  reply  to  the 
discretional  instructions  heretofore  alluded  to,  he  says:  "I  will  start 
to-morrow.  I  have  heard  again  that  the  enemy  intends  advancing  on 
this  place  by  the  Therman,  Dunlap,  and  Sparta  roads.  By  concentrat- 
ing at  Murfreesborough  we  shall  be  within  striking  distance  of  this  place* 
By  convenient  roads  our  main  force  can  be  thrown  upon  the  enemy 
between  this  and  Decherd  or  Hillsborough,  overcome  him,  and  drive 
him  toward  Sparta,  his  longest  line  of  retreat.  A  large  force  of  cavalry 
and  light  infantry  can  be  pushed  across  the  mountains  by  the  Dunlap 
and  Therman  roads,  attack  him  in  rear,  and  completely  rout  his  whole 
force.  I  have  studied  the  roads,  and  am  now  convinced  that  this  is  our 
best  plan  of  attack.''  It  was  afterward  ascertained  that  the  rebel  forces 
under  General  Bragg  actually  commenced  to  arrive  at  Sparta  the  day 
after  the  date  of  this  dispatch. 

The  reasons  which  made  the  concentration  at  Murfreesborough  neces- 
sary and  proper  may  now  be  briefly  summed  up : 

It  had  been  supposed  that  for  the  lack  of  supplies  on  the  route  the 
enemy  would  make  his  march  across  the  mountains  rapidly.  Several 
days  had  already  elapsed  since,  from  the  best  information  that  could  be 
obtained  of  his  movements,  it  was  supposed  he  would  have  arrived 
within  striking  distance,  and  he  was  still  not  nearer  than  the  Sequatchie 
Valley. 
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My  supplies  had  been  cut  off  for  twenty  days,  and  the  expectation 
that  the  force  in  Kentucky  would  re-open  the  railroad  on  which  they 
were  dependent  was  frustrated  by  the  invasion  of  the  State  by  Kirby 
Smith;  which,  as  the  result  prorei,  f?ave  more  than  ample  oscapation  to 
the  raw  troops  that  were  there.  I  did  not  even  know  what  force  of  that 
kind  could  be  expet^.tel,  for  its  org^anization  had  only  very  recently  been 
commenced ;  and  the  State  had  recently  been  organized  into  a  separate 
department  not  under  my  command.  I  was  already  reduced  to  aboat 
ten  days'  supply — a  little  more  than  that  of  breadstuff  and  some  minor 
articles,  and  a  good  deal  less  of  meac  and  other  articles  scarcely  less 
essential.  The  quantity  was  increased  at  Nashville  a  little  by  the  col* 
lection  of  flour  and  meat  in  the  country.  General  Thomas  reported  on 
the  28tli,  Irom  McMinnville,  that  no  provisions  could  be  procured  in 
that  region,  and  that  for  forage  he  could  get  fodder,  but  no  com ;  and 
his  statement  in  regard  to  the  scarcity  in  the  country  is  confirmed  by 
testimony  before  the  commission.  Such  straits  did  not  admit  of  any 
further  delay  to  await  an  enemy  who  could  choose  his  own  time  for  the 
meeting,  and  who  had  alrea<ly  been  eight  days  behind  the  time  at  which 
I  had  reason  to  expect  him.  An  immediate  concentration  at  a  point 
nearer  the  source  of  supply,  from  which  I  was  separated  two  hundred 
and  sixty  miles,  was  clearly  necessary.  It  promised  the  only  me>ans  oi 
opening  the  railroad,  and  still  holding  Nashville,  the  possession  of  which 
was  believed  to  be  the  enemy's  first  object. 

But*the  concentration  at  Murfreesborough  was  expedient  on  other 
grounds.  I  could  not  have  concentrated  at  any  point  as  far  in  advance 
as  McMinnville  more  than  about  thirty-one  thousand  men,  and  that 
force  was  not  sufficient  to  attack  Bragg's  army  united  at  any  point  If  1 
could  have  taken  any  position  in  which  I  could  force  or  induce  him  to  at- 
tack without  delay,  it  would  have  been  well;  but  such  was  not  the  case. 
In  this  uncertainty  as  to  the  time  he  might  delay,  and  as  to  the  route  on 
which  he  would  strike  in  force,  while  perhaps  threatening  by  other 
rout<?s,  screened  as  he  was  by  a  range  of  mountains ;  with  oar  comran- 
nications  with  Louisville  completely  severed,  and  our  supplies  already 
reduced  to  a  narrow  margin,  perhaps  to  be  entirely  exhausted  when  the 
advance  of  the  enemy  would  make  rapid  operations  necessary,  it  was 
plainly  necessary  to  concentrate  at  some  point  nearer  our  base,  by  which 
means  my  effective  force  would  be  increased  so  a5  to  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  enemy  whenever  he  should  come,  and  still  have  enough  to  open 
our  communications. 

The  plan  of  operations  presented  in  the  evidence  of  another  witness 
of  rank  before  the  commission  was  to  concentrate  the  army  at  Mur- 
freesborough as  soon  as  the  rebel  army  commenced  its  advance  from 
Chattanooga.  This,  except  as  to  the  time  of  the  concentration,  is  the  plan 
that  was  actually  executed.  The  earlier  execution  of  it  would  not  have 
affected  the  result,  but  the  distribution  of  my  small  cavalry  force  to 
guard  the  various  passes  aeross  the  mountains,  from  forty  to  sixty  miles 
distant — which  was  one  feature  of  the  plan — could  only  have  resulted 
in  the  capture  or  dispersion  of  the  whole  of  them  whenever  the  enemy 
chose  toeflect  it.  As  for  the  idea  of  first  concentrating  at  Murfreesboroagh 
and  then  advancing  to  attack  the  enemy  at  Sparta,  it  must  suppose  that 
the  enemy  would  wait  seven  or  eight  days  at  that  place  to  be  attacked, 
which  he  did  not  do.  I  do  not,  therefore,  see  any  advantage  in  this 
variation  of  the  plan  that  was  adopted ;  and  if  it  had  been  submitted 
to  my  judgment,  I  should  have  rejected  it. 

Two  witnesses  of  high  rank,  in  answer  to  a  question  as  to  points 
north  of  the  Cumberland  River  at  which  Bragg's  army  "  could  have 
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been  attacked  with  a  prospect  of  success,^  expressed  the  opinioD  that  it 
might  have  beeu  done  at  Glasgow.  This  opinion  was  un<loubtedly  ex- 
pressed withoat  reflection,  unless  it  referred  to  the  advantage  which  the 
locality  of  Glasgow  would  have  aiibrded  for  the  attacking  army,  in  case 
of  a  collision  there,  and  not  to  the  possibility  of  intercepting  Bragg's 
army  at  that  point;  for  the  testimony  of  these  two  witnesses  shows,  and 
the  map  shows,  that  until  Bragg's  army  crossed  the  Cumberland  River 
and  took  up  its  march  northward,  it  was  impossible  to  know  from  its 
movements  whether  its  plan  was  to  go  into  Kentucky,  or  turn  to  the  west 
against  Nashville ;  that  it  is  fifty  miles  from  the  Cumberland  Elver 
where  Bragg  crossed  it  to  Glasgow,  while  it  is  ninety-five  miles  from 
Nashville,  where  my  army  was,  to  Glasgow ;  and  from  these  facts  the 
witnesses  admit  that  it  was  not  possible  to  have  intercepted  Bragg's 
army  at  that  point  unless  he  had  tarried  there.  In  point  of  fact,  the 
evidence  shows  that  on  the  7th  of  September  I  learned  that  a  portion 
of  Bragg's  army  had  crossed  the  Cumberland  Eiver  at  Carthage,  and 
was  moving  northward,  probably  toward  Bowling  Green,  where  I  had 
caused  some  supplies  to  be  accumulated  by  the  way  of  Green  River; 
and  that  I  immediately  ordered  a  portion  of  my  army  to  march  for  that 
point.  That,  on  the  10th,  I  learned  what  was  before  unknown,  if  not  im- 
}>robable,thatanother  portion  had  crossed  at  Gainesborough  and  had  prob- 
ably marched  in  the  same  direction ;  and  that  I  ordered  other  divisions, 
making  six,  for  the  same  point,  accompanying  them  myself.  That  this 
movement  was  made  rapidly,  the  last  of  the  six  divisions  arriving  at 
Bowling  Green  Monday  morning,  the  15th,  which  was  the  time  at  which 
the  rear  of  Bragg's  army  passed  Glasgow.  Thus,  after  gaining  intelli- 
gence of  his  passage  over  the  Cumberland  River,  I  moved  my  army 
sixty-five  miles  while  he  was  moving  fifty,  with  the  advantage  of  two 
roads,  and  I  was  still  thirty  miles  in  rear  of  him. 

The  same  process  of  demonstration  will  show  that,  even  if  I  had  known 
he  was  going  by  Munfordsville,  and  if  there  had  been  nothing  to  delay 
me  an  hour  at  Bowling  Green,  I  could  not  have  intercepted  him  at  Mun- 
fordsville, because  1  had  one  hundred  and  five  miles  to  march,  while  he 
had  but  sixty-eight — the  distance  from  Glasgow  to  Munfordsville  being 
eighteen  miles.  In  fact,  his  advance  actnaliy  attacked  the  latter  place 
the  day  before  my  sixth  division  reached  Bowling  Green.  But,  further- 
more, it  was  not  yet  to  be  assumed  that  his  destination  was  Centml  Ken.- 
tucky ;  on  the  contrary,  Glasgow  was  an  im{>ortant  position  for  him. 
It  ettectually  commanded  my  line  of  communication  with  my  base  of 
supplies,  while  he  had  two  lines  open — one  with  the  East  Tennessee 
railroad,  which  was  his  ))ermanent  base,  and  also  with  the  valley  of  the 
Cumberland;  and  the  other  with  Central  Kentucky,  where  the  occupa- 
tion of  Kirby  Smith  had  established  for  him  a  second  base. 

Munfordsville  did  not  ofi'er  the  same  advantages;  for,  although  a 
much  stronger  natural  positi.m,  yet  in  taking  it  he  gave  up  his  commu- 
nications with  Tennessee,  and  rendered  these  with  Kirby  Smith  less 
secure  against  a  force  operating  from  the  i)hio  River,  supposing  Louis- 
ville to  be  secure  to  us.  At  Munfordsville  his  communication  with 
Kirby  Smith  must  have  been  along  the  Louisville  turnpike,  and  thence 
across  to  Bardstown ;  while  at  Glasgow  it  would  be  along  the  old  Lex- 
ington road  through  Summerville  and  Lebanon,  or  through  Columbia 
and  Lebanon  or  Liberty,  by  all  of  which  roads  I  have  moved  large 
bodies  of  troops.  Besides,  at  Munfordsville  he  would  have  been  in  a 
much  less  productive  region  than  at  Glasgow.  These  considerations, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  risk  he  would  run  by  advancing  further 
into  Kentucky,  made  it  at  least  reasonably  doubtful  whether  he  would 
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not  halt  at  Glasgow.  The  fact  that  his  purpose  was  to  peuetate  still 
further  into  Kentucky,  and  that  he  had  designs  on  Louisville,  was  only 
known  when  it  was  ascertained  that  he  had  left  Glasgow,  and  tbroagh 
correspondence  which  was  captured  subsequent  to  that  time.  But  sup- 
posing it  had  been  reasonably  certain  that  Bardstown  was  his  destina- 
tion, it  was  not  to  be  assumed  that  he  wonld  go  by  the  way  of  Mun- 
fordsville  5  on  the  contrary,  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that,  but  for  the  bait 
which  was  offered  to  him  in  the  garrison  at  that  place,  he  would  not  have 
gone  there  at  all ;  for  the  simple  reason  that,  without  any  object  whatever, 
it  would  have  taken  ten  or  twelve  miles  off  the  direct  and  excellent  turn- 
pike from  Glasgow  to  Bardstown  and  thrown  him  on  another  road  not  so 
good,  and  twelve  miles  longer.  This  brings  me  naturally  to  the  question 
of  the  relief  of  Munfordsville. 

The  foregoing  explanations  show  that  I  could  not  have  reached  Mun- 
fordsville in  advance  of  the  rebel  force,  even  if  it  had  been  desirable  to 
leave  it  between  me  and  Nashville.  The  first  information  received  at 
Bowling  Green  that  Munfordsville  was  attacked  or  threatened  was  on 
the  14th,  and  the  report  was  that  it  had  been  captured,  though  that  was 
not  certain.  On  the  same  day  the  last  of  five  of  my  divisions  arrived 
at  Bowling  Green ;  and  on  the  same  day,  as  was  afterward  ascertained, 
the  main  body  of  the  rebel  army  marched  from  Glasgow,  eighteen  miles 
from  Munfordsville,  with  the  advantage  of  two  roads.  If  1  had  moved 
forward  at  once  I  could  not  have  reached  Munfordsville  in  less  than 
four  daj^s,  for,  considering  that  I  must  march  on  one  road,  it  would,  for 
the  rear  of  my  column,  have  been  equivalent  in  time  to  a  march  of  sixtj 
miles;  and  in  the  presence  of  an  enemy  whose  position  was  not  known, 
the  march  could  not  well  have  been  made  more  rapidly.  As  for  re-enforcing 
the  garrison  by  the  first  of  my  divisions  which  arrived  at  Bowling  Green, 
even  if  the  necessity  of  it  could  have  been  known,  it  would  have  been 
out  of  the  question ;  for  those  divisions  would  have  been  thrown  into  the 
midst  of  the  whole  rebel  force — a  folly  which,  it  appears,  the  enemy 
actually  anticipated  and  prepared  to  reap  the  fruit  of. 

But  1  propose  to  inquire  also  what  necessity  there  was  for  such  relief, 
and  on  what  grounds  it  could  reasonably  have  been  expected  that  1 
would  furnish  it.  It  is  apparent  from  a  study  of  the  map,  and  the  evi- 
dence shows,  that  the  possession  of  Munfordsville  was  not  essential  to 
Bragg's  army  in  a  strategical  point  of  view.  At  least  two  other  prefer- 
able routes  were  open  to  him,  whether  his  object  was  to  attack  Louis- 
ville directly,  or  to  advance  into  Central  Kentucky  for  other  purposes: 
First,  the  shorter  and  better  road  from  Glasgow  to  Bardstown,  and 
thence  on  to  Louisville;  second,  the  old  Lexington  road  to  Lebanon; 
third,  the  road  through  Columbia,  Liberty,  and  Danville.  He  wonld 
not  in  any  event  take  the  road  to  the  mouth  of  Salt  River,  because  it 
threw  him  more  away  from  the  base  of  supplies  which  Kirby  Smith's 
presence  had  established  in  Central  Kentucky;  because  it  made  his  junc- 
tion with  Kirby  Smith  nfbre  difficult  and  uncertain :  and  because  it 
placed  him  in  the  angle  between  the  Ohio  and  Salt  Kivers,  neither  of 
which  could  be  crossed  without  ferrying  or  bridging.  The  same  facts 
made  the  possession  of  Munfordsville  a  matter  of  no  strategical  valne 
to  us.  Its  importance,  therefore,  was  determined  by  the  value  of  the 
bridge,  which  alone  it  was  intended  to  protect  as  a  link  in  the  chain  of 
communication  between  the  troops  further  south  and  Louisville,  their 
base  of  supplies.  The  bridge,  if  destroyed,  could  be  rebuilt  in  a  week- 
was  actually  rebuilt  in  about  ten  days ;  and  as  the  principal  part  of  tbe 
force  which  drew  supplies  across  the  bridge  was  coming  north,  its  pres- 
ervation was  not  of  immediate  importance.    I  have  been  disposed  to 
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say,  therefore,  tbat  the  deteruiiuation  to  hohl  the  bridge  was  an  error 
of  judgment ;  but  I  will  not  now  assert  that  it  was  so,  seeing  that  doubt 
existed  as  to  the  probability  of  Bragg's  coming  that  way,  and  that  the 
commander  considered  himself  able  to  hold  his  position  against  the  force 
whicb  at  first  threatened  him.  If  it  was  evident  that  Bragg  would 
come  against  the  place  with  his  whole  or  any  considerable  part  of  his 
army,  then  it  is  certain  that  to  attempt  to  hold  it  was  an  error,  for  no 
position  could  be  less  tenable  for  a  small  force  against  a  very  large  one. 
It  must  be  apparent  that  the  possession  of  Munfordsville  was  of  no  im- 
portance that  would  justify  the  jeopardizing  any  considerable  force  to 
hold  it,  and  the  evidence  shows  that  for  two  days  and  a  half  after  the 
first  attack  the  way  wtvs  open  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  garrison.  Its 
relief  from  the  direction  of  Bowling  Green  was,  therefore,  unnecessary 
if  it  had  been  possible.  Let  us  see  now  how  far  the  i)lace  was  considered 
to  be  in  jeopardy,  and  on  what  ground  it  was  reasonable  to  expect  relief 
from  Bowling  Green. 

It  appears  that  on  Saturday,  the  13th,  the  commanding  officer  learned 
tbat  a  force,  represented  to  be  seven  thousand  strong,  was  julvancing 
upon  his  post  from  the  direction  of  Glasgow ;  that  he  reported  the  fact 
to  his  superiors  at  Louisville,  saying,  "If  I  had  one  more  good  regiment 
and  a  few  more  pieces  of  artillery,  that  force  could  not  take  me.  As  it 
is,  I  shall  do  my  best  to  prevent  it.  Can  you  send  me  re-enforcements 
to-night  f  I  shall  send  train  to  Salt  River  for  them,"  To  which  he 
received  in  reply,  "I  send  you  what  you  ask."  The  same  day  he  also 
reports,  "Some  indications  that  the  main  rebel  force  are  going  toward 
Ijebauon,"  and  that  his  intrenchments  would  be  finished  that  night. 
These  reports  were  certainly  not  alarming,  and  did  not  indicate  that  he 
expected  or  required  assistance  from  Bowling  Green,  however  desirous 
he  might  be  to  see  a  force  coming  from  that  quarter.  On  the  same  day 
he  sent  scouts  to  Bowling  Green  with  verbal  messages.  These  scouts 
could  not  have  carried  word  that  he  was  in  jeopardy  and  required  help 
from  there,  for  his  superiors  had  given  him  all  he  thought  necessary  at 
that  time,  and  as  yet  no  force  had  appeared  in  front  of  him.  I  now 
remember  that  the  scout  Miller  came  to  me,  but  so  little  was  there  in 
his  communications  to  me  difterent  from  the  information  I  derived  from 
unauthorized  persons,  that  I  had  forgotten,  nor  do  I  now  remember,  that 
he  came  as  a  messenger.  lie  knew  less  about  the  enemy,  and  scarcely 
if  any  more  about  the  garrison  than  others,  especially  one  who  came 
from  "the  vicinity  of  the  fort  the  morning  of  the  attack  and  reported,  quite 
confidentially,  that  the  garrison  had  surrendered.  Those  persons  reported 
first  to  the  commanding  officer  at  Bowling  Green,  and  he  had  no  better 
recollection  of  the  special  object  and  importance  of  their  mission  than 
myself.  Nor  could  it  at  any  rate  have  altered  the  case.  I  must  of 
necessity  have  operated  against  the  rebel  army,  which  was  already  vir- 
tually between  me  and  Munfordsville.  There  was  no  communication 
between  me  and  the  commander  in  Kentudcy,  and  knowing  that  the 
rebel  army  was  between  me  and  Munfordsville,  he  had  no  reasonable 
assurance  that  I  could  succor  that  place.  It  was  not  under  my  com- 
mand, I  really  knew  nothing  of  its  condition,  and  1  could  not  suppose 
that  it  would  be  needlessly  exposed  to  so  large  a  force. 

All  the  information  I  had  led  to  the  supposition  that  Bnigg^s  army 
was  probably  yet  at  Glasgow,  and  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  the  16th,  1 
marched  with  six  divisions,  (one  being  still  in  the  rear,)  in  three 
columns,  to  attack  the  enemy  if  he  should  be  at  that  place.  The  fact« 
shown  in  evidence  that  the  last  of  those  six  divisions  had  only  arrived, 
after  a  march  of  fifteen  miles,  the  day  before,  with  very  rapid  and 
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fatiguing  ones  on  previous  days ;  that  some  time  was  necessarily  required 
to  make  arrangements  with  reference  to  the  garrison  and  tniius  that 
were  to  remain;  that  supplies  had  to  be  distributed,  and  tbat  the  supply 
of  provisions  was  imperfect,  making  it  necessary  to  collect  bread^ituiL 
from  the  country  to  supply  the  troops,  will  amply  justify  this  shon 
delay.  The  troops  in  three  columns  had  to  start  upon  the  main  turn 
pike  road  from  Bowling  Green  to  Munfordsville,  but  successively  tumd 
upon  roads  which  converge  on  Glasgow.  The  cavalry  thrown  in  advaucf 
reported  on  Tuesday  night  that  the  enemy  had  left  Glasgow,  and  tbr 
following  day  my  army  marched  to  Cave  City  anil  Ilorsewell,  witbinteu 
miles  of  Munfordsville.  During  that  day  I  heard  of  the  surrender  of 
Munfordsville,  and  on  the  night  of  that  day  the  commanding  officer  uf 
the  post  reported  to  me  at  Preuitt's  Knobb,  with  his  troops  on  parole. 

The  position  at  Munfordsville  is  one  of  great  natural  strength  for 
a  large  force.  I  understand  that  it  was  the  subject  of  dissatistaetiuu 
that  the  rebel  army  was  not  attacked  in  th£  t  position ;  but  I  have  ne\>r 
heard  that  the  feeling  was  concurred  in  by  the  officers  of  higher  muk. 
several  of  whom,  distinguished  before  and  since  for  gallant  conduct. 
have  testified  that  such  an  attack  would  not  have  been  judicious  under 
the  circumstances.  The  advantage  of  position  in  favor  of  the  eueiuy 
must  have  made  the  result  at  least  doubtful,  and  even  a  very  8eriou> 
check,  in  the  exhausted  condition  of  our  supplies,  would  have  been  dis- 
astrous. I  could  have  avoided  the  enemy  by  passing  to  either  side  oi 
him,  but  I  deemed  it  all-important  to  force  hiui  further  into  the  Stat**. 
instead  of  allowing  him  to  tall  back  upon  Bowling  Green  and  Nashville; 
and  I  matured  a  plan  and  determined  to  attack  there  rather  than  alio? 
him  that  course.  I  believed  that  the  condition  of  his  sapplies  wo>iI<i 
compel  him  to  abandon  his  position;  and  I  was  very  well  satisfied  wheu 
that  proved  to  be  the  case.  He  commenced  to  withdraw  ou  the  ui;:'ut 
of  tlie  20th,  and  my  advance  drove  out  his  rear-guard,  after  some  skir- 
mishing, on  the  21st.  The  march  was  continued,  and  skirmishing  ui» 
kept  up  with  his  rear-guard  until  he  turned  off  toward  Bardstown. 

Many  considerations  rendered  it  proper  to  direct  my  march  on  Louiir 
ville,  instead  of  following  his  route.  The  want  of  supplies  made  il  ut> 
cessary,  many  of  the  troops  being  out  by  the  time  they  reached  the 
mouth  of  Salt  liiver.  This  reason  would  have  been  insuperable  if,  a* 
was  not  improbable,  the  enemy  should  concentrate  his  force  and  throw 
himself  rapidly  between  me  and  Louisville.  The  junction  of  Bragg  and 
Kirby  Smith  was  not  only  possible  but  probable.  It  would  have  lu^idf 
their  combined  force  greatly  superior  to  me  in  strength,  and  such  a  dt^ 
position  would  have  placed  him  between  two  inferior  forces,  which,  fnc 
their  positions,  could  not  have  acted  in  concert  against  him,  and  whi»':. 
thereJbre,  were  liable  to  be  beaten  in  detail.  One  of  these  forces,  tluj 
occupying  Louisville,  was  composed  of  perfectly  raw,  undiscipUne<l.iia' 
in  a  measure  unarmed  troops,  with  but  very  little  artillery,  and  very  ffs 
officers  of  rank  or  experience.  It  could  not  have  withstood  the  Vetera- 
rebel  army  two  hours,  and  the  consequence  of  its  defeat  and  the  e;i|^ 
ture  of  Louisville  would  have  been  disastrous  in  the  extreme,  TIlU 
force,  however,  mixed  judiciously  with  my  old  troops,  could  be  roadet** 
render  good  service,  as  the  result  proved. 

These  consideraticms  determined  me  to  concentrate  rapidly  at  Loni'- 
ville.  The  last  division  reached  that  point  on  the  29th  of  SeptemU-r 
On  the  same  day  the  incorporation  of  the  new  troops  with  the  old,  aii«l 
other  preparations  which  a  long  and  fatiguing  march  of  the  old  tnK>|»" 
and  the  inefficiency  of  the  new  rendered  necessary,  werecompleteil,aud 
on  the  morning  of  the  30th  the  consolidated  army  was  prepaid  to

march  against  the  rebel  forces  wliich  occapied  the  principal  part  of  Ken- 
tucky. The  campaign  which  ensued,  and  which  resulted  in  the  expul- 
sion of  the  enemy  from  the  State,  has  been  sketched  in  my  official  re- 
port of  the  4th  November,  herewith  appended.  As  far  as  the  facts  are 
concerned,  the  investigalions  of  this  commission  have  shown,  perhaps, 
that  I  did  not  make  allowance  enough  for  the  diminution  of  my  force 
by  absentees,  and  stragglers  from  the  new  regiments ;  siud  that,  there- 
fore, 1  probably  overestimated  my  own  strength  at  and  after  the  battle 
of  Perryville,  if  I  did  not  also  underestimate  the  combined  strength  of 
the  enemy.  These  investigations  also  give  reason  to  believe  that  the 
aggregate  loss  of  the  enemy  during  the  campaign  was  greater  than  I 
represented,  and  they  have  developed  additional  interesting  incidents; 
but  they  point  to  no  statement  which  I  could  now  desire  to  alter.  I  shall 
limit  myself,  therefore,  to  the  elucidation  of  certain  ])articulars  in  w^hich 
the  wisdom  of  my  acts  would  seem  to  have  bo(Mi  called  into  (jnestion  by 
the  course  of  the  investigation. 

The  battle  of  Perryville,  although  but  a  partial,  and  by  no  means  as 
fruitful  a  contest  as  I  had  expected,  was  not  without  important  and  grati- 
fying results,  I  shall  notice  very  briefly  the  causes  which  prevented  it 
being  more  so. 

When,  on  the  5th  of  October,  Bragg's  army  ]>roper  retired  from 
Bardstown,  it  was  uncertain  where  it  would  unite  with  the  force  of 
Kirby  Smith,  though  Danville  was  the  point  where  I  most  expected  to 
find  them,  and  my  corps  were  accordingly  directed  on  Perryville  and 
Uarrodsburgh.  When,  on  the  night  of  the  0th,  I  ascertained  that 
Kirby  Smith  had  crossed  the  Kentucky  River  at  Salvisa,  Uarrodsburgh 
or  Perryville  became  the  most  probable  point  of  concentration,  and  the 
destination  of  the  corps  which  was  marcliing  on  Uarrodsburgh  had  to 
be  changed  to  Perryville.  Information  during  the  7th,  that  the  enemy 
were  turning  toward  Harro<lsburgh,  inclined  me  to  suppose,  though  not 
coutidently,  that  Uarrodsburgh,  and  not  Perryville,  would  be  the  point. 
In  the  movement  on  that  place,  the  center  corps,  with  which  I  was, 
marched  by  a  shorter  and  better  road,  and  therefore  arrived  within 
about  three  miles  of  Perryville  on  the  evening  of  the  7th,  while  the 
other  corps  were  expected  to  be  still  about  seven  miles  in  rear,  on  their 
respective  roads  to  the  right  and  left. 

Finding  a  sufficient  force  at  Perryville  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  to 
Btop  our  progress  without  a  general  engagement  of  the  corps,  it  was 
presumed  that  the  enemy  had  determined  to  make  his  stand  there ;  and 
the  following  instructions  were  sent  to  General  McCook : 

"  OcTOBEii  7 — 8  p.  m. 

"  General  :  The  Third  Corps  (Gilbert's)  is  within  three  and  a  half 

iriiles  of  Perryville,  the  cavalry  being  nearer — i)robably  within  two  and 

ix  half  miles.     From  all  the  information  gained  to  day,  it  seenjs  [>robable 

that  the  enemy  will  resist  our  advance  into  the  town.    They  are  said  to 

lia.ve  a  strong  force  in  and  near  the  place.    There  is  no  water  here,  and 

^ve  will  get  but  little,  if  any,  until  we  get  it  at  Perryville.    We  expect 

to  a.ttack  and  carry  the  place  to-morrow.    March  at  3  o'clock  precisely 

ia-niorrow  mar»i?wjr,  without  fail,  and  move  up  till  the  head  of  your  column 

g-ets  to  within  about  three  or  three  and  a  half  miles  of  Perryville ;  that 

n$    to  say,  until  you  are  abreast  of  the  Third  Corps.    The  left  of  this 

eorps  rests  near  Bottom's  place.    Perhaps  Captain  Williams,  Jackson's 

ofitvalry,  will  know  where  it  is.    From  the  point  of  the  road  Gilbert  is 

iio^  on  across  direct  to  your  road  is  about  two  and  a  half  or  three  miles. 

VVlien  the  head  of  your  column  gets  to  the  vicinity  designated,  (three  or 
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three  and  a  halt  miles  from  tosvn,)  halt  and  form  it  iu  order  of  battle, 
and  let  the  rear  close  well  up ;  then  let  the  men  rest  in  position  and  be 
made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  bnt  do  not  permit  them  to  scatter. 
Have  the  country  on  your  front  examined,  a  reconnaissance  made,  aod 
collect  all  information  possible  in  regard  to  the  enemy,  and  the  coantry 
and  roads  in  your  vicinity,  and  then  rq^ort  in  person^  as  quickly  as  prac- 
ticable, to  these  headquarters.    If  your  men  have  an  opportunity  to  get 
water  of  any  kind,  they  must  fill  their  canteens,  and  the  officers  must 
caution  them  particularly  to  use  it  iu  the  most  sparing  manner.    Send 
to  the  rear  every  wagon  and  animal  which  is  not  required  with  your 
column.    All  the  usual  precautions  must  be  taken,  and  preparations 
made  for  action.    Keep  all  teams  back  except  ammunition  and  amba- 
lances.    Nothing  has  been  heard  from  you  to-day.    Send  orderlies  by 
bearer  to  learn  the  locality  of  these  headquarters.    The  general  desires 
to  see  Captain  Williams,  Jackson's  cavalry,  by  seven  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  at  these  headquarters. 
"  Respectfully,  &c.,

Similar  instructions,  but  suited  to  the  locality  on  which  he  was  to 
form  for  the  attack,  were  given  to  General  Thomas,  who,  as  secon'd  in 
command,  was  with  the  right  corps. 

It  was  exi)eeted  that  these  instructions  would  get  these  two  corps 
into  position  for  the  attack  by  7  or  8  o'clock  in  the  morning,  whereas, 
in  consequence  of  delays  which  were  more  or  less  unavoidable,  the 
heads  of  the  columns  did  not  come  up  until  between  10  and  11  o'clock, 
and  the  rear  division  of  the  right  corps  did  not  get  into  x>osition  until 
about  4  o'clock.  This  rendered  it  improbable  that  the  attack  could  l)e 
made  until  next  morning,  and  was  one  of  the  causes  which  marred  the 
success  I  confidently  expected.  Afterward  the  lateness  of  the  hour  at 
which  I  received  intelligence  of  the  condition  of  affairs  on  the  left  ren- 
dered it  impossible  to  reap  the  fruit  that  would  otherwise  still  have 
remained. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  that  so  severe  an  engagement  could 
have  taken  place  within  two  miles  and  a  half  of  my  he^quarters  with- 
out my  knowledge.  The  commander  of  an  army  covering  a  line  six  or 
seven  miles  long,  interspersed  with  woods  and  hills,  must  of  necessity 
depend  on  the  reports  of  his  generals  for  information  of  what  is  trans- 
piring  on  different  parts  of  the  field.  After  the  failure  to  get  into  \fm- 
tion  as  soon  as  I  had  expected,  I  no  longer  anticipated  a  battle  that 
day;  but  a  good  deal  of  artillery  firing  had  been  going  on  between  the 
advanced  guards  of  the  armies  since  our  arrival  the  evening  before,  ex- 
cepting at  night.  The  cause  of  this  was  well  understood,  and  the 
greater  or  less  rapidity  of  the  firing  at  intervals  was  not  a  matter  to 
attract  particular  attention,  especially  as  it  was  to  be  expected  that  in- 
formation of  anything  of  serious  import  would  be  promptly  conveyed  to 
me.  For  that  reason  I  received  with  astonishment  the  intelligence  of 
the  severe  fighting  that  commenced  at  2  o'clock.  Not  a  musket-shot 
had  been  heard,  nor  did  the  sound  of  artillery  indicate  anything  like  » 
battle.  This  was  probably  caused  by  the  configuration  of  the  ground, 
•  which  broke  the  sound,  and  by  the  heavy  wind  which,  it  api>ears,  blew 
from  the  right  to  the  left  during  the  day,  though  the  latter  I  had  not 
thought  of  until  it  was  established  in  evidence  before  the  commission. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  many  witnesses,  without  exception,  have  testified  to 
the  absence  of  all  reason  to  suppose  at  my  headquarters  that  a  battle 
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wasragiag,  aud  the  testimony  of  huadreds  more  coald  have  been  ad- 
duced to  the  same  effect. 

It  has  been  asked  why,  after  the  battle  of  Perry  ville,  I  did  not  imme- 
diately follow  the  enemy  to  Harrodsburgh,  without  waiting  for  Sill's 
division  to  come  up.  That  the  entire  rebel  army  could  have  beea 
brought  to  battle  there  I  have  no  doubt.  The  forces  were  nearly  equal 
on  both  sides ;  on  one  side  nearly  all  vet^jran  troops  under  perfect  dis- 
cipline ;  on  the  other  a  portion — ^the  "  Old  Army  of  the  Ohio  ^ — equally 
good,  but  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  raw  and  undisciplined.  The 
enemy  would  have  had  the  advantage  of  the  strong  position  which  he 
selected.  The  result  of  a  conflict  under  such  circumstances  is  not  to  be 
predicted.  I  am  not  willing  to  admit  that  I  might  have  failed,  and  yet 
no  man  cm  assert  that  the  result  ought  certainly  to  have  been  otherwise 
under  the  circumstances.  It  was  sufficient  for  me  that  I  could  make  it 
reasonably  certain  by  waiting  for  my  troops  to  come  up. 

My  studies  have  taught  me  that  battles  are  only  to  be  fought  for  some 
important  object ;  that  success  must  be  rendered  reasonably  certain  if 
possible,  the  more  certain  the  better ;  that  if  the  result  is  reasonably 
uncertain,  battle  is  only  to  be  sought  when  very  serious  disadvantage 
must  result  from  a  failure  to  fight,  or  when  the  advantages  of  a  possible 
victory  far  outweigh  the  consequences  of  probable  defeat.  These  rules 
suppose  that  war  has  a  higher  object  than  that  of  mere  bloodshed ;  and 
military  history  points  for  study  and  commendation  to  campaigns  which 
have  been  conducted  over  a  large  field  of  operations  with  important 
results  and  without  a  single  general  engagement.  In  my  judgment 
the  commander  merits  condemnation  who,  from  ambition  or  ignorance, 
or  a  weak  submission  to  the  dictation  of  popular  clamor,  and  without 
necessity  or  profit,  has  squandered  the  lives  of  his  soldiers.  In  this 
connection  it  is  proper  to  review  the  circumstances  which  should  have 
weight  upon  the  question  of  hastening  a  battle  at  the  particular  juncture 
referred  to. 

There  is  not,  I  venture  to  say,  a  particle  of  evidence  upon  the  records 
of  this  commission  which  does  not  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  object 
aud  intention  of  the  rebel  government,  in  the  invasion  of  Kentucky  last 
summer,  was  to  hold  possession  of  the  State  by  force  of  arms  and  se- 
cure it  to  the  cause  of  the  rebellion.  The  circumstances  of  the  invasion 
and  the  formidable  force  employed  in  it  -,  the  advance  of  the  smaller 
force,  under  Edrby  Smith,  which  established  depots  and  collected  sup- 
plies, that  made  comparatively  easy  and  safe  the  subsequent  advance  of 
the  main  force,  under  General  Bragg,  to  a  point  so  remote  from  its  ori- 
ginal base ;  the  further  re-enforcement  of  this  large  force  by  the  column 
under  Breckinridge,  at  the  very  time  when,  if  a  temporary  raid  had  been 
the  object,  the  main  force  should  have  been  rapidly  withdrawing,  in- 
stead of  re-enforcing;  the  deliberation  and  permanency  with  which  the 
iuvading  army  maintained  its  position  in  the  face  of  the  force  which 
^vas  preparing  to  drive  it  out;  the  inauguration  of  a  provisional  State 
government  under  the  authority  of  the  confederate  government;  the 
enforcement  of  the  conscription  aud  other  confederate  laws ;  the  avowal 
of  the  confederate  authorities ;  the  plan  of  campaign  sketched  in  the 
letter  of  General  Beauregard  to  his  government ;  the  convictions  of  the 
I>eoplepf  Kentucky,  from  what  they  saw  and  the  assurance  of  the  rebel 
authorities;  the  constant  and  confident  declarations  of  all  persons  con- ' 
nected  with  the  iuvading  force ;  the  disappointment  and  disapprobation 
which  the  whole  southern  press  expressed  at  the  result — all  go  to  show 
that  the  object  of  the  invasion  was  permanent  occupation.    That  object 
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could  only  be  secured  by  giving  battle  to  and  deBtroying  or  driving 
from  the  field  the  army  which  was  opposed  to  it. 

Such  a  plan  and  determination  wa8  also  clearly  indicated  by  the 
movements  of  the  enemy  after  the  commencement  of  ray  march  frora 
Louisville.  If  his  object  had  been  to  retreat  without  a  struggle  as  soon 
as  I  moved  against  him,  the  force  of  Kirby  Smith,  which  was  then  at 
various  pdtnts  north  of  the  Kentucky  River,  would  at  once  have  moved 
by  the  roads  concentrating  at  Richmond,  and  thence  on  to  Cumberland 
Gap.  It  was  for  that  force  the  shortest  and  best  road,  and  a  l>etter 
route  for  supplies  than  the  one  it  pursued.  The  main  force,  under 
Bragg,  would  have  moved  on  one  or  more  of  the  roads  which  converjre 
upon  Glasgow,  through  New  Haven,  Lebanon,  and  other  points.  This 
line  would  have  giwm  him  the  advantage  of  marching  by  several  of  the 
best  roads  in  the  State,  converging  at  convenient  distances.  It  would 
have  taken  him  through  a  region  of  country  where  supplies  were  com- 
paratively abundant;  it  would  have  enabled  him  to  concentrate  his 
army -at  Bowling  Green,  and  perhaps  capture  that  place,  before  he 
could  be  overtaken ;  or,  if  not,  to  move  upon  Muvfre^sborough,  where 
he  would  have  railroad  communication  with  Chattanooga,  and  good 
lines  of  retreat  to  the  other  side  of  the  Tennessee  River,  if  necessary: 
or  the  opportunity  of  capturing  Nashville,  if  he  should  deem  that  feas- 
ible. Or,  if  he  desired  to  retreat  througli  Cumberland  Gap,  he  would 
go  on  through  Danville  and  Stanford.  Instead,  however,  of  startin^r 
upon  these  natural  lines  of  retreat  toward  Tennessee,  Kirby  Smith 
moved  west,  entirely  off  his  line  of  retreat,  and  crossed  the  Kentucky 
River  near  Salvisa;  and  Bragg,  after  turning  the  angle  at  Perry  ville, 
moved  northward,  the  very  opposite  of  his  direction  of  retreat.  That 
the  original  object  of  this  movement  was  to  concentrate  the  whole  rebel 
force  at  Harrodsburgh,  instead  of  Camp  Dick  Robinson,  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that,  if  the  latter  had  been  the  object,  Kirby  Smith  would  have 
moved  directl}^  to  that  point,  over  the  Hickman  bridge,  instead  of  ford- 
ing the  river  lower  down,  to  go  out  of  his  way,  and  Bragg  would  have 
marched  through  Danville  to  the  same  point.  Thus  the  circumstances 
of  the  invasion  indicated  that  there  would  be  a  formidable  atrnggle  for 
the  possession  of  the  State,  and  the  movements  of  the  rebel  forces  to 
meet  the  operations  that  were  in  progress  agninst  them  pointed  to  a 
great  battle  at  or  near  Harrodsburgh. 

The  battle  of  Perryville,  by  every  reasonable  explanation,  increased, 
instead  of  weakening,  the  probability  of  a  great  battle  at  Harrodsburgh. 
It  has  been  asserted  that  General  Bragg  fought  the  battle  of  Perryville 
'  with  portions  of  three  divisions — only  about  15,000  men.  It  is  certain 
that  he  fought  it  with  only  a  part  of  his  whole  force.  His  motive,  there- 
fore, may  be  supposed  to  have  been  either  to  check  my  advance,  to  give 
time  to  take  up  a  i)osition  with  his  main  force  beyond,  or  else  because 
he  hoi)ed  to  gain  some  advantage  by  striking  the  head  of  my  column, 
supposing  1  was  moving  on  only  one  road,  before  I  could  get  a  8ui)erior 
force  up  to  oppose  him.  In  either  case  he  could  not  have  exi>ected  to 
accomplish  much  more  than  he  did  in  this  partial  engagement.  He 
was  repulsed,  it  is  true,  but  not  until  night  protected  him  from  very  se- 
rious consequences;  and  there  was  nothing  in  the  result  that  shouhl 
have  decided  the  fate  of  so  important  a  campaign.  His  loss  was  proh- 
ably  much  less  than  mine,  from  the  fact  that  the  attack  was  made  when 
my  troops  were  in  column,  and,  to  that  extent,  unprepared. 

That  General  Bragg  moved  to  Camp  Dick  Robinson,  instead  of  awjiit- 
ing  an  attack  by  my  whole  force  at  Harrodsburgh,  is  no  evidence  tbat 
he  would  not  have  been  willing  to  give  battle  to  the  part  of  it  which  I 
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bad  at  Perry  ville.  With  an  equal  force  he  couUl  safely  risk  a  battle  in 
the  strong  position  he  could'  have  taken,  and  in  fact  did  select,  when 
the  result  would  by  no  means  be  as  certain  there,  against  a  superior 
force,  as  it  would  be  in  the  still  stronger  position  of  Camp  Dick  liobin- 
son,  which  had  the  further  advantage  of  being  a  depot  for  his  supplies. 
For  these  reasons,  and  on  account  of  its  inaccessibility  and  superior 
strength,  neither  did  his  withdrawal  to  Camp  Dick  Kobiuson  indicate 
an  intention  to  abandon  the  object  of  liis  campaign  and  retreat  precipi- 
tately from  the  State.  These  reasons  justified  the  conclusiou  that  the 
rebel  army  was  to  be  encountered  iii  battle,  notwithstanding  critics, 
after  the  fact,  may  answer  that  the  result  contradicts  the  conclusion; 
and  they  justify  every  reasonable  precaution  to  have  made  the  success 
of  such  a  struggle  certain.  They  afford  an  interpretation  to  the  move- 
ments of  the  army  under  my  command  subsequently  to  the  battle  of 
Perryville. 

Pending  the  arrival  of  General  Sill's  division,  the  left  corps,  General 
McCook's,  laid  near  Dicksville,  from  which  a  road  extends  to  Harrods- 
burgh ;  the  center,  General  Gilbert's,  was  abreast  of  the  left  on  the 
direct  road  from  Perryville  to  Harrodsburgh ;  and  the  right.  General 
(/rittenden's,  was  on  Salt  Kiver,  about  four  miles  from  Danville.  Cav- 
alrv  was  in  front  on  the  Harrodsburgh  and  Danville  roads.  A  good 
deal  of  the  ammunition  of  McCook's  corps  and  some  in  the  center  corps 
had  been  expended  in  the  battle  of  the  8th,  and  so  much  of  the  means 
of  transportation  had  been  required  for  provisions  that  wagons  could 
not  be  spared  for  a  sufficient  supply  of  reserve  ammunition  on  starting 
from  Louisville.  This  was  hurried  forward,  and  other  matters  attended 
to  in  the  condition  of  the  army  which  had  resulted  from  the  battle. 
These  of  themselves  would  not  have  delayed  my  movements,  though 
they  were  important. 

General  Sill's  division  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  11th,  and  the 
army  was  ordered  to  move  on  the  12th.  Strong  cavalry  reconnaissances 
had  been  kept  out  every  day,  but  on  the  evening  of  the  10th  I  ordered 
out  three  brigades  of  infantry  with  cavalry  to  move  on  the  11th  to  dis- 
cover more  of  the  position  or  movements  of  the  enemy.  One  moved  be- 
yond Danville  toward  Camp  Dick  Kobinson ;  one  on  the  Danville  and 
ilarrodsburgh  road  toward  the  latter  point;  and  the  third  toward  the 
same  point  on  the  Perryville  and  Harrodsburgh  road.  About  daylight 
an  officer  just  in  from  Harrodsburgh  came  to  ray  tent  and  reported  to 
nie  with  great  earnestness  that  the  enemy  was  moving  against  us  in  force 
from  Harrodsburgh,  distant  about  eight  miles.  The  troops  were  put  in 
position  to  be  prepared,  if  the  report  should  x)rove  true,  and  in  the  mean 
time  the  several  reconnaissances  proceeded  as  ordered.  The  one  on  the 
left  discovered  and  reported  the  enemy  apparently  in  force  about  two 
miles  south  of  Harrodsburgh  early  in  the  morning;  but  he  withdrew 
during  the  day,  and  the  two  reconnaissances  which  were  ordered  toward 
Harrodsburgh  entered  that  place  in  the  evening,  capturing  some  prop- 
erty and  a  large  number  of  sick,  wounded,  and  some  other  prisoners. 

It  was  probable  that  the  enemy  had  retired  to  Camp  Dick  Hobinson, 
but  it  was  reported  that  some  at  least  had  gone  in  the  direction  of  the 
Kentucky  Eiver,  and  it  was  necessary  to  ascertain  the  fact.  It  would 
require  a  day  to  do  that  by  reconnaissance.  If  the  reconnaissance  was 
supported  in  force,  we  should  be  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the 
contingency  of  the  enemy  still  being  this  side  of  Dick's  Eiver;  and,  in 
any  event,  no  time  would  be  lost  in  the  movement  to  turn  the  position 
at  Camp  Dick  Kobinson,  if  it  should  be  found  that  the  enemy  had  actu- 
ally retired  to  that  place.    On  the  12th,  therefore,  the  whole  army 
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swung  aroand  on  Danville  as  a  pivot — the  right  and  center  on  the  Dan- 
ville  and  Harrodsburgh  road,  and  the  le^t  near  Harrodsbargh  on  the 
Perryville  and  Harrodsburgh  road,  while  a  reconnaissance  was  pusbetl 
forward  to  gain  the  desired  information.  It  ascertained  that  the  eneniv 
had  crossed  Dick's  River. 

If  it  should  be  said  that  these  dispositions  proved  to  have  been  uum- 
cessary  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  enemy,  it  may  be  answered  that  sacli 
may  be  the  case  with  nine  out  of  ten  of  the  dispositions  that  are  madi- 
in  every  campaign ;  that  battles  occur  only  occasionally  in  the  movi< 
ments  of  opposing  armies ;  but  that  preparation  for  battle  may  be  neii^ 
sary  every  day.  Without  such  preparation  battles  may  be  multiplu''!: 
and  so  in  most  cases  are  defeats  to  the  careless. 

The  enemy's  position  in  rear  of  Dick's  River  being,  from  the  charatt<-: 
of  that  stream,  imi)regnable  in  front,  I  moved  on  the  13th  to  turn  it  1'. 
the  south.  On  the  night  of  that  day  I  heard  that  the  enemy  was  n 
treating  from  Camp  Dick  Robinson  toward  the  south,  and  I  inime<liat<h 
ordered  pursuit.  The  leading  division  marched  at  twelve  o'clock  ilur 
night,  and  the  others  following  in  rapid  succession.  Crittenden's  :uj«l 
McCook's  corps,  the  former  leading,  took  the  road  to  Stanford  and  Cra'* 
Orchard,  while  Gilbert's  took  the  road  to  Lancaster  and  Crab  Orchanl. 
On  both  roads  the  enemy's  rear  guards  were  overtaken  the  next(l;»>. 
and  were  pressed  continuallj'  as  far  as  London.  Xo  general  battU-  •< 
curred  between  the  two  armies,  thongli  the  enemy  was  foiled  in  his o»- 
ject  and  driven  from  the  State.  Anticipating  a  movement  of  the  reU 
army  into  JMiddle  Tennessee,  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  moved  promptly  :- 
that  direction,  and  on  the  31st  of  October  had,  under  my  orders,  advaiwt*! 
as  far  as  Bowling  Green  and  Glasgow.  It  was  my  intention  to  h.iv 
reached  3Iurfreesborough  by  the  10th  of  November.  On  the  ;>oth  •» 
October  I  turned  over  the  command  to  Major  General  llostH-rans  • 
obedience  to  orders  from  the  General-in-Chief. 

A  careful  study  of  the  topography  of  central  Kentucky  shows  it  tn »' 
a  region  possessing  remarkable  strategical  features  for  defensive  o\*\\: 
tions,  especially  for  a  force  whose  line  of  retreat  is  towanl  the  Stat<  *'• 
Tennessee.    The  Kentucky  River,  running  across  the  State  from  ti- 
to  west,  with  its  clift'y  banks,  makes  a  strong  line  of  defense:  wliilt-  it» 
somewhat  frequent  fords,  opposing  but  slight  obstJicles  to  the  raovonn  nt- 
of  an  army  when  the  river  is  low,  yet  easily  defended  from  the  opptw'* 
bank,  make  it  an  admirable  line  for  a  retreating  army  to  take  sIh-u*' 
behind,  and  a  perfect  curtain  to  cover  ulterior  movements.     Its  atlv.i' 
tages  in  this  respect  are  very  greatly  increased  by  the  charact4*r .  :•  ■ 
position  of  Dick's  River,  which,  coming  from  the  south,  empties  iur(»::» 
Kentucky  River  where  the  latter  makes  a  strong  bend  to  the  norr' 
Dick's  River  has  the  same  characteristics  of  clitt'y  banks,  and  its  W  '.*• 
crossings  make  it  a  much  stronger  line  of  defense  than  the  Kon!':«  '^ 
River. 

Together  these  streams  make  the  position  of  Camp  Dick  Robins^*: 
the  fork  almost  impregnable  for  a  large  army,  except  frdtai  the  sunt 
east.    In  that  case  the  defensive  armj',  with  its  right  flank  protwNMl  i 
Dick's  River  and  its  left  by  the  broken  ground  to  the  east,  may  fall  1».''^ 
easily  and  securely  to  the  north  side  of  the  Kentucky,  and  by  a  short  man 
either  to  the  east  or  the  west  recross  to  the  south  side^  and  fall  u]*- ' 
good  lines  of  retreat  5  and  these  movements  can  only  be  counteraett^i  'v 
considerable  detours,  or  by  previous  detachments,  which  would  vti^xU 
the  opposing  army  so  much  as  to  endanger  the  main  attack,  unlcs"*  tv 
army  is  very  greatcly  superior  in  strength.    On  the  north  side  of  t': 
Kentucky  River  the  country  is  traversable  by  good  roads  l*etwirn  ti««- 
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Lexington  and  Kichmond  road,  and  any  of  tbe  roads  croSvSing  the  river 
lower  down;  but  on  the  south  side  the  country  bordering  the  river 
between  the  moutli  of  Dick's  Eiver  and  the  Lexington  and  Kichmond 
road  is  destitute  of  practicable  roads  parallel  with  the  river.  Besides 
the  advantages  already  alluded  to,  the  whole  of  that  region  of  country 
abounds  in  strong  positions  commanding  the  only  water  for  an  army 
within  several  miles  •  so  that  the  attacking  force  is  forced  to  fight  under 
all  the  disadvantage  of  exhaustion  for  the  want  of  it,  as  was  the  case  at 
PeiTyville. 

These  details  make  it  easy  to  answer  the  theories  that  have  been 
advanced  for  the  annihilation  or  capture  of  the  entire  rebel  arn)y  under 
General  Bragg.  One  of  those  theories  assumes  that  that  army  njight 
have  been  destroyed  in  crossing  Dick's  lUver. 

A  defile,  if  it  does  not  retard  the  march  materially,  is  always  a  benefit 
to  a  retreating  arniy ;  and  the  line  of  Dick's  River  is  admirably  adapted 
to  such  an  object.  It  is  only  necessary  for  the  retreating  army  to  make 
demonstrations  of  battle  with  a  strong  rear  guard,  which  will  require 
corresponding  preparations  and  delay  on  the  part  of  the  pursuer.  In 
the  mean  time,  it  throws  its  artillery  across  rapidly  to  take  positions  to 
sweep  the  opposite  bank,  and  under  such  protection  the  remainder  of 
the  retiring  army  crosses  with  safety. 

Great  stress  has  been  laid  on  the  importance  of  Danville  to  cut  oft*  the 
retreat  of  the  rebel  army  from  Perry  ville.  My  right  rested  after  the 
battle  within  four  or  five  miles  of  Danville,  and  my  cavalry  watched  and 
went  beyond. that  place.  Danville  controlled  no  line  of  retreat  for  the 
enemy,  except  through  that  point  and  thence  on  toward  Somerset  or 
Columbia.  That  was  as  well  covered  by  being  four  or  five  miles  from 
Danville,  with  a  perfectly  open  and  unobstucted  country  between,  as  it 
would  have  been  at  Danville  itself;  and  the  enemy  did  not  attempt  to 
use  it  at  all.  Danville  is  eight  miles  at  the  nearest  point  from  the  road 
going  from  Camp  Dick  Robinson  to  Cumberland  Gap,  and  the  strong 
line  of  Dick's  Eiver  between  prevents  Danville  from  having  any  com- 
mand of  that  road. 

The^irst  point  at  which  the  enemy's  retreat  on  the  Cumberland  Gap 
road  could  be  intercepted  is  Lancaster,  ten  miles  from  Danville.  If  the 
Armj'  of  the  Ohio  moved  to  Lancaster  in  force,  in  advance  of  the  rebel 
army,  it  threw  its  communications  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  ;  if,  before 
being  assured  that  the  enemy  had  crossed  Dick's  liiver,  it  divided  its 
force  over  the  twenty  miles  from  Perry  ville  to  Lancaster  to  protect  its 
communications  and'intercept  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  through  Lancas- 
ter, it  rendered  itself  liable  to  be  beaten  in  detail;  and  if,  after  being 
assured  that  the  enemy  had  crossed  Dick's  liiver,  it  left  small  detach- 
ments sufiicient  to  guard  the  passes  over  that  river,  and  then  moved 
with  the  main  body  on  Lancaster,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  enemy 
should  not  have  been  able  to  hold  it  in  check  on  the  line  of  Dick's  River 
long  enough  to  secure  his  line  through  Lancaster  if  he  was  determined 
to  retreat.     • 

An  army  on  ordinary  marches,  continued  for  many  days,  will  average 
about  two  miles  an  hour;  but  in  a  forced  march  for  twenty,  and  at  least 
for  ten  miles,  it  can  average  three  miles  an  hour.  If  the  rebel  army  had 
sixty  thousand  men,  with  artillery,  and  fifteen  hundred  wagons  for  bag- 
gage, supplies,  &c.,  it  would,  in  m«irching,  occupy  thirty-nine  miles  along 
the  road  in  one  column,  or  nineteen  and  a  half  miles  each  in  two  columns. 
It  would  therefore  require  six  hours  and  a  half  to  clear  its  camp  on  two 
roads ;  the  whole  of  it  will  have  arrived  at  or  passed  a  point  twenty  miles 
distant  in  fourteen  hours,  or  a  point  ten  miles  distant  in  ten  hours.  Thus 
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the  rebel  army,  •moving  from  Camp  Dick  Kobinson  in  two  columua, 
woald  clear  its  camp  in  six  hoars  and  a  half^  and  arrive  at  Lancaster, 
ten  miles  distant,  in  ten  hours ;  or,  if  it  continued  on  without  stopping, 
would  arrive  at  Crab  Orchard,  twenty  miles  distant,  in  fourteen  hoars. 

It  appears  that  the  retreating  army  actually  marched  lu  three  columns 
from  its  camp  at  Dick  Kobinson,  the  country  along  its  route  being  open 
and  practicable.  From  liancastcr  it  took  two  roads,  the  one  to  the  left 
going  by  the  way  of  Lowell,  and  coming  into  the  Cumberland  Gap  road 
at  Big  Hill,  and  the  other  going  through  Crab  Orchard,  Mount  VemoD, 
and  London.  The  latter  is  intersected  at  Crab  Orchard,  twenty  milts 
from  Danville,  by  the  road  from  Danville  through  Stanford.  The  rea»m» 
which  would  render  it  injudicious  to  expose  my  communications  ami 
leave  open  a  better  line  of  retreat  to  the  enemy,  by  anticipatiui;  iu:« 
possible  retreat  through  Lancaster,  apply  with  greater  force  to  Crab 
Orchard.  If  the  rebel  army  would  retreat  without  accepting  battle,  the 
topography  of  the  country  made  it  entirely  possible  for  it  to  do  n\ 
Being  once  established  on  its  line  of  retreat  beyond  any  point  when*  it 
could  by  any  possibility  be  intercepted,  the  rebel  army  made  gwxl  it< 
retreat,  as  other  armies  have  done  in  this  and  other  wars,  under  h-s'* 
favorable  circumstances. 

There  are  few  circumstances  under  which  a  disciplined  and  well  man 
aged  army  can  be  forced  to  a  general  battle  against  its  will;  though  tin- 
occasions  are  multiplied,  it*  the  opposing  army  has  a  greatly  supirii'f 
force  of  good  cavalry,  or  is  so  greatly  superior  in  strength  that  it  en 
divide  its  force  with  reasonable  prosi>ects  of  success  to  each  fractiou.  A 
disciplined  army,  moving  on  its  line  of  communication,  can  always  n^tn-ii; 
moie  rapidly  than  it  can  be  pursued.  It  meets  or  overtakes  its  suppli*-^ 
on  the  road,  or  finds  them  at  temporary  de^mts  previously  establislini. 
or  it  collects  them  from  the  country  as  much  as  i)ossil)le  on  its  lint-  »•! 
march.  The  pursuing  army,  on  the  other  hand,  finds  the  oounrn 
stripi)ed ;  it  has  nothing  in  advance  to  rely  on ;  it  must  carry  everytbin: 
along,  with  the  hinderance  of  enormous  trains;  and  the  difficulties jin- 
increased  with  every  day's  march.  The  retreating  army  prepares  a  tn»ii: 
of  resistance  more  rapidly  than  the  pursuer  can  prepare  a  frmit  !••: 
attack.  The  strong  positions  are  reconnoitered  in  advance,  on  wli>'. 
the  requisite  force  forms  as  rapidly  as  on  a  drill-ground;  while  tbe  pnr 
suer,  ignorant  of  the  ground  and  of  the  force  tbat  awaits  him,  must  ii- 
form  himself  of  both  in  order  to  develoj)  a  corresponding  force,  av  rlv 
find  the  head  of  his  column  beaten  back.  In  the  mean  time  the  iiiiU". 
body  of  the  retiring  army  has  gained  some  hours  march;  the  rearfniar»i 
watches  the  enemy's  preparation,  awaits  his  attack,  and  repulses  it,  il  i^ 
is  made  injudiciously  or  with  insuflicient  force;  or  else,  at  dark,  resnrat-* 
its  march  to  repeat  the  same  operation  whenever  it  is  necessary  ami  tbi 
occasion  is  favorable.  A  single  tree  felled  judiciously  across  the  rua-l 
will  delay  the  pursuer  perhaps  fifteen  minutes;  four  of  them  at  interv^i^ 
will  delay  him  an  hour;  and  thus  the  distance  between  him  aiurn:^ 
adversary  is  increased. 

These  advantages  to  defensive  operations  do  not  exist  in  the  siiu*' 
degree  in  all  descriptions  of  country.  They  are  particularly  marked  \i 
a  broken  and  wooded  country,  where  the  movements  and  position  ai\< 
strength  of  an  enemy  are  only  to  be  ascertained  by  feeling  lum,  and 
especially  where  there  are  no  parallel  roads  by  which  the  retreating  arm^ 
can  be  attacked  in  flank.  The  advantages  alluded  to  make  it  wist, 
frequently,  for  a  commander  to  fall  back  to  a  chosen  ground  when  b> 
•  adversary  advances ;  and  the  battle  of  Perry ville  affords  an  illnstratioo 
of  this  principle.  The  rebel  army  was  moving  for  concentration  at  soni*' 
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point  which  could  not  be  known  to  its  adversary.  A  portion  of  it  took 
advantage  of  the  strong  position  at  Perryville,  commanding  the  only 
water  within  a  distance  of  several  miles,  over  which  the  Army  of  the 
Ohio  must  march  to  attack.  That  position  afforded  also  the  advantage 
of  several  lines  of  retreat.  With  these  combined  advantages,  when  it 
was  discovered  that  a  part  of  the  rebel  army  was  making  a  stand,  it  was 
as  reasonable  to  expect  to  find  its  combined  force  there  as  at  any  other 
point,  and  disi>osition8  had  to  be  made  accordingly.  1  believe  that  a 
sound  and  unprejudiced  criticism  will  show  that  the  movement  of  the 
Army  of  the  Ohio  was  executed  promptly  and  judiciously;  that  it 
arrived  more  simultaneously  and  in  better  order  than  the  enemy  could 
have  expected,  considering  that  the  point  which  he  would  choose  for 
battle  could  not  be  foreseen ;  and  that  but  for  the  lack  of  timely  infor- 
mation of  the  condition  of  things  on  the  afternoon  of  the  8th,  the  main 
portion  of  the  enemy's  force  at  Perryville  would  have  been  captured. 

Contests  between  unequal  forces  result  sometimes,  but  very  rarely, 
fr^m  the  fact  that  the  inferior  has  no  alternative  but  to  light  or  sur- 
render. In  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  cases,  however,  the  conflict 
results  from  a  lack  of  ability  on  the  part  of  the  inferior  to  avail  himself 
of  the  means  of  extricating  his  army ;  or  from  a  contempt  for,  or  igno- 
rance of,  the  strength  of  his  adversary;  or  from  an  advantage  of  position 
which,  in  his  opinion,  will  outweigh  that  of  superiority  of  numbers, 
and  a  corresponding  ignorance  of  that  .advantage,  or  faulty  dispositions 
on  the  part  of  the  superior  army;  and  these  last  are  the  cases  in  which^ 
most  frequently  the  inferior  army  is  victorious.  When  the  armies  are^ 
about  equal,  they  maneuver  so  as  to  deceive  and  cause  each  other  to 
make  detachments,  or  force  each  other  to  battle  on  grouiul  unfavorable 
to  the  adversary.  In  all  these  cases  the  object  is  not  merely  to  give 
battle  for  the  sake  of  lighting,  but  to  light  for  victory,  or  at  least  safety, 
and  with  such  advantages  as  will  make  success  reasonably  certain; 
and  the  more  serious  the  consequences  of  defeat,  the  greater  the 
caution  to  be  observed.  Ignorance  and  error  multiply  battles  far  more 
than  valor,  and  generally  with  the  penalty  of  disaster.  If  precaution 
and  tHe  observance  of  rule  diminish  the  number  of  battles,  and  some- 
times miss  the  accid(»ntal  success  which  folly  and  recklessness  might 
have  gained,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  in  the  end  they  usujillj^  triumph. 

The  operations  of  the  coluuui  under  the  command  of  General  G.  W. 
Morgan  at  Comberland  Gap  have  been  brought  before  the  commission. 
The  deposition  of  Colonel  De  Courcey,  an  otiicer  under  General  Morgan's 
command,  introduced  as  evidence  for  the  Government,  alleges  that  after 
General  Morgan  commenced  his  advance  upon  Cumberland  Gap  in  May 
last,  he  was  suddenly  arrested  by  a  telegraphic  dispatch  from  me,  order- 
ing a  retrograde  movement,  and  stopping  all  further  proceedings  on  the 
Tennessee  side  against  the  gap. 

General  Morgan  commenced  bis  advance  against  Cumberland  Gap,  in 
pursuance  of  the  orders  which  I  gave  him  in  March  preceding,  about  the 
li2d  of  May.  •  He  had  repeatedly  represented  that  he  was  operating 
against  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy,  and  on  the  Sth'of  June  he  tele- 
graphed that  the  enemy  had  ''over  live  thousand  at  Cumberland  Gap, 
eight  thousand  at  Big  Creek  Gap,  with  troops  at  Clinton  and  Kuoxville. 
Hhonld  their  force  concentrate  the  enemy  will  outnumber  us  nearly  three 
to  one.  What  is  General  Negley  doing  !"  Seeing  no  reason  why  I  should 
expect  him  to  advance  by  difficult  mountain  roads  and  defeat  three  to 
one  of  the  enemy,  and  supposing  that  he  may  have  regarded  my  orders 
for  him  to  advance  as  more  imperative  than  I  meant  them  to  be,  without  ' 
regard  to  the  force  opposed  to  him,  I  telegraphed  him  on  the  9th  as  fol-

lows :  ''  General  j^egley  is  fully  employed  in  Tennessee,  and  ean  give  yon 
no  direct  assistance.  The  force  now  in  Tennessee  is  so  small  that  no 
operations  against  East  Tennessee  can  be  attempted.  Yon  most,  there- 
fore, depend  mainly  on  your  own  resources."  And  on  the  10th  I  tele- 
graphed him  as  follows:' "Considering  your  force  and  that  opposed  to 
you,  it  will  probably  not  be  safe  for  yon  to  undertake  any  extended 
operations.  Other  operations  will  soon  have  an  influence  on  your  de- 
signs, and  it  is,  therefore,  better  for  you  to  run  no  risk  at  present." 

These  are  the  dispatches  which  caused  the  retrograde  movement  ir 
ferred  to.  1  leave  them  to  speak  for  themselves, in  connection  witb  tli* 
dispatches  which  elicited  them. 

But,  furthermore,  on  the  same  d<iy,  the  10th,  I  received  a  di8piit<  1: 
from  General  Morgan,  giviug  a  rumor  that  the  Gap  was  evacuated.  !•• 
which  I  replied  the  same  day:  "  If  Cumberland  Gap  is  evacuated,  y<>: 
should  seize  Jind  hold  it,  and  take  any  other  advantage  that  may  pr»* 
sent  itself,  but  not  advance  to  a  point  from  which  vou  would  havii* 
fall  back." 

About  this  time  General  Mitchell,  considering  himself  in  danger  fn>i!. 
an  anticipated  advance  upon  him,  was  urging  the  necessity  of  a  strDiiinr 
force  in  Middle  Tennessee,  and  I  was  about  commencing  my  march  fn'"' 
Corinth  in  that  direction. 

Cumberland  Gap  was  occupied  on  the  18th  of  June.  General  ^lor^rai 
had  about  seven  thousand  five  hundred  men.  His  dispatches  reimrt  iIj 
strength  of  the  enemy  opposed  to  him  at  not  less  than  ten  or  tweU^ 
thousand,  and  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  he  reported  correctly.  A* 
no  time  did  he  represent  that  he  was  able  to  hold  East  Tennessee  with 
the  force  he  had,  or  the  wish  to  attempt  it,  nor  do  I  believe  that  he  ronlii 
have  done  it.  It  is  true  that  on  the  20th  he  telegraphed :  **  >ry  telefn'^l^l^ 
orders  from  Major  General  Buell  of  the  10th  instant  do  not  permit  u.. 
to  advance  upon  Knoxville,  and  I  will  not,  until  further  instructionN 
advance  further  than  Tazewell ;"  and  he  also  stated  the  preparation  \ " 
had  made  to  destroy  bridges,  but  had  countermanded  in  couseqnenci-  •►: 
that  dispatch.  He  w<is  answered  on  the  2lid,  four  days  after  his  arrival 
at  the  G.ip,  as  follows : 

"  It  is  impossible  at  present  to  send  you  any  cavalry.  The  geuem'. 
has  not  intended  his  orders  to  prevent  such  expeditious  for  si>ecial  i»n: 
poses  as  you  refer  to  in  your  dispatch  of  the  2()th ;  on  the  contrar> .  b- 
approves  them.  His  wish  is  for  you  to  make  yoursidf  scH'ure  in  tb» 
Gap  and  accomplish  all  the  results  you  can  by  rapid  expeditions:  l»"- 
not  to  attempt  a  deliberate  advance  on  Knoxville,  as  long  as  it  seeu.- 
y)robable  that  you  would  not  be  able  to  maintain  your  ])ositiou  tlier*. 
The  general  wishes  to  make  no  actual  advance  which  he  cannot  njai- 
tain.  It  brings  our  friends  among  the  i)eoi)le  into  trouble,  and  i<  i: 
iurious  otherwise  to  our  interests.

I  have  no  doubt  that  General  Morgan  acted  wisely,  and  that  he  Im 
not  force  enough  to  attack  the  enemy  in  force.  Ue  certainly  was  n«>t  ^ 
strained  from  doing  anything  that  duty  and  honor  demande<l. 

The  policy  which  I  observed  toward  the  people  of  the  territory  <H-r' 
pied  by  my  army  has  been  vehemently  Jind  bitterly  assaile<l  by  a  i>orti" 
of  the  press;  but  I  believethatreasou  and  justice  will  sustain  it  on  evrr. 
score,  whether  of  expediency  or  humanity.  In  entering  on  my  commas: 
it  was  with  an  efirnest  willingness  to  devote  ray  life  to  the  object  of  it 
storing  the  Union,  and  I  never  doubted  as  to  the  course  my  duty  rt

quired  me  to  pursue.  It  was  to  defeat  the  rebels  in  arms  whenever  I 
could,  and  to  respect  the  Constitution  and  laws,  and  the  rights  of  the- 
people  under  them,  as  far  as  wa«  possible,  consistently  with  a  state  of 
things  which  rendered  military  success  a  matter  of  primary  importance^ 
for  the  restoration  of  the  authority  of  the  Government.  This  has  been 
uiy  rule  of  action  from  first  to  last.  I  did  not  undertake  to  punish  men» 
for  opinion's  sake,  or  even  for  past  acts,  for  Congress  had  prescribed  the 
penalty  for  their  offenses,  and  the  mode  of  proceeding  against  them* 
Men  in  arms  I  treated  as  enemies;  persons  not  in  arms  I  treated  as  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States;  bat  I  allowed  no  man  to  preach  or  act  treason 
after  the  progress  of  my  army  had  brought  him  again  under  the  protec- 
tion, as  well  as  the  authority,  of  the  Government. 

I  have,  when  necessary,  given  protection  to  the  persons  and  property 
of  peaceable  citizens ;  and  this  I  have  done  both  to  i)reserve  the  discipline 
of  my  troops,  and  out  of  respect  for  the  just  rights  of  the  people  under 
the  laws  of  war,  if  not  under  the  civil  law.  When  the  public  interest 
required  the  use  of  private  property  for  public  purposes  I  so  used  it,, 
allowing  just  compensation  for  it  as  far  as  practicable;  and  this  I  did  not 
only  on  the  ground  of  justice,  but  as  a  measure  of  military  expediency, 
for  it  enabled  me  to  secure  for  my  army  necessaries  which  otherwise 
would  have  been  concealed  or  destroyed. 

The  bearing  of  this  question  on  the  success  of  my  military  operations 
is  something  which  1  was  bound  to  weigh  well.  It  is  recognized  as  one 
of  great  importance  to  the  success  of  an  invading  army.  Wars  of  inva- 
sion, always  difficult,  become  tenfold  so  when  the  people  of  the  invaded 
territory  take  an  active  part  against  the  invading  army.  A  system  of 
plunder  and  outrage  in  such  cases  will  produce  the  same  effect  of  hatred 
and  revenge  that  such  treatment  does  under  other  circumstances  among 
men;  and  the  embarrassments  resulting  from  them  to  the  invading  army 
become  of  the  most  serious  nature. 

These  considerations  are  of  such  importance  to  success  that  there  is 
no  exception  to  the  rule  of  securing  the  neutrality,  if  not  the  friendship, 
of  the  population  as  much  as  possible,  by  just  and  mild  treatment;  and 
then,  having  given  no  good  cause  for  hostilitj',  to  treat  with  kindness 
those  who  behave  well  and  with  severity  those  who  misbehave. 

Some  months  ago  a  statement  appeared  in  the  newspapers,  on  the 
reported  authority  of  Governor  Andrew  Johnson,  that  1  had  only  been 
prevfented  by  his  resolute  expostulations  from  abandoning  Xashville 
when  I  moved  Xorth  with  my  army  in  Sei)tember  last.  He  has  since 
made  the  same  assertion  in  a  deposition.  Whenever  1  hjive  spoken  on 
this  subject  I  have  denounced  the  statement  as  false,  and  I  now  repeat 
that  denunciation.  I  am  very  willing  to  bear  the  responsibility  of  my 
own  acts  or  intentions;  and  it  gives  me  sincere  pleasure  at  all  times  to 
acknowledge  any  assistance  I  may  receive  from  others  either  in  counsel 
or  action.  If  I  had  determined  to  abandon  Nashville  it  would  hfive  been 
upon  my  best  judgment,  and  I  should  cheerfully  have  submitted  to  a 
verdict  on  the  wisdom  of  my  course.  I  assert  that  I  never  intimated  to 
Governor  Johnson  an  inteiition  or  wish  to  leave  Nashville  without  a 
garrison ;  that  there  was  no  discussion  between  us  pro  and  con  on  the 
.subject,  and  that  the  determination  to  hold  the  place  was  my  own, 
uhinfluenced  by  him  in  any  manner.  1  had  not  that  confidence  in  his 
judgment,  or  that  distrust  of  my  own,  which  would  have  induced  me  to 
seek  his  counsel.  On  account  of  his  ofiicial  position  I  called  on  him 
first  to  inform  him  what  I  meant  to  do,  and  last  to  tell  him  what  garri- 
son I  had  concluded  to  leave.  On  both  occasions,  as  far  as  my  plans 
were  concerned,  I  was  the  speaker  and  he  the  listener.    AU-  officers. 
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were  far  more  likely  to  know  my  views  than  he;  and  they  have  staled 
that  I  said  always  that  the  political  importance  of  the  occupation  tar 
outweighed  any  purely  military  bearing  of  the  question,  and  that  I 
should  hold  the  city.

REPORT  OF  THE  BATTLE  OF  SHILOH. 

Headquarters  Army  of  the  Ohio, 

Field  of  Shiloh^  April  15,  1SG2. 

Sui:  The  rear  division  of  the  army  under  my  command,  which  had 
been  delayed  a  considerable  time  in  rebuilding  the  Duck  River  bridge, 
left  Columbia  on  the  2d  instant.  I  left  the  evening  of  that  day,  and 
arrived  at  Savannah  on  the  evening  of  the  oth.  General  Nelson,  with 
bis  division,  which  formed  the  advance,  arrived  the  same  day.  The 
other  divisions  m.irched  with  intervals  of  about  six  miles. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Cth  the  firing  of  cannon  and  musketry  wa^s 
heard  in  the  direction  of  this  place.  Apprehending  that  a  serious  en- 
gagement had  commenced,  I  went  to  General  Grant's  headquarters  to 
get  information  as  to  the  best  mesons  of  reaching  the  battle-field  with 
the  division  that  had  arrived.  At  the  same  time  orders  were  dispatched 
to  the  divisions  in  rear  to  leave  their  trains  and  push  forward  by  forc4?d 
marches.  I  learned  that  General  Grant  had  just  started,  leaving  orders 
for  General  Nelson  to  march  to  the  river  opposite  Pittsburgh  Landing;, 
to  be  ferried  across.  An  examination  of  the  road  up  the  river  discov- 
ered it  to  be  impracticable  for  artillery,  and  General  Nelson  was  diret^ted 
to  leave  his  to  be  carried  forward  by  steamers. 

The  impression  existed  at  Savannah  that  the  firing  was  oul^-  an  affiur 
of  outposts,  the  same  thing  having  occurred  for  the  two  or  three  pre- 
vious days;  but,  as  it  continued,  I  determined  to  go  to  the  scene  of 
action,  and  accordingly  started  with  my  chief  of  stiiff,  Colonel  Fry,  on  a 
steamer  which  I  had  ordered  to  get  under  steam.  As  we  proceeded  op 
the  river  groups  of  soldiers  were  seep  upon  the  west  bank,  and  it^sooo 
became  evident  that  they  were  stragglers  from  the  army  that  was  en 
gaged.  The  groups  increased  in  size  and  frequency  until,  as  we 
approached  the  landing,  they  amounted  to  whole  companies,  and  almost 
regiments ;  and  at  the  landing  the  banks  swarmed  with  a  confused  mass^ 
of  men  of  various  regiments.  The  number  could  not  have  been  less  than 
four  or  five  thousand,  and  later  in  the  day  it  became  much  greater. 
Finding  General  Grant  at  the  landing,  I  requested  him  to  send  steamers 
to  Savannah  to  bring  up  General  Crittenden's  division,  which  had  arrived 
during  the  morning,  and  then  went  ashore  with  him.  The  throng  of 
disorganized  and  demoralized  troops  increased  continually  by  iresh 
fugitives  from  the  battle,  which  steadily  drew  nearer  the  landing,  and 
with  these  were  mingled  great  numbers  of  teams,  all  striving  to  get  as 
near  as  possible  to  the  river.  With  few  exceptions,  all  efforts  to  form 
the  troops  and  move  them  forward  to  the  fight  utterly  failed. 

In  the  mean  time  the  enemy  had  made  such  progress  against  our 
troops  that  his  artillery  and  musketry  began  to  play  into  the  vital  spot 
of  the  position,  and  some  persons  were  killed  on  the  bank  at  the  very 
landing.    General  Nelson  arrived  with  Colonel  Ammen's  brigade  at  this 
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opportune  moment.  It  was  immediately  posted  to  meet  the  attack  at 
that  point,  and  with  a  battery  of  artillery  which  happened  to  be  on  the 
ground,  and  was  brought  into  action,  opened  fire  on  the  enemy  and 
repulsed  him.  The  action  of  the  gun-boats  also  contributed  very  much 
to  that  result.  The  attack  at  that  point  was  not  renewed,  night  having 
come  on,  and  the  firing  ceased  on  both  sides.  In  the  mean  time  the 
remainder  of  General  Nelson's  division  crossed,  and  General  Crittenden's 
arrived  from  Savannah  by  steamers.  After  examining  the  ground  as 
well  as  was  possible  at  night  in  front  of  the  line  on  which  General 
Grant's  trooi)S  had  formed,  and  as  far  to  the  right  as  General  Sherman's 
division,  I  directed  Nelson's  and  Crittenden's  divisions  to  form  in  front 
of  that  line,  and  move  forward  as  soon  as  it  was  light  in  the  morning. 
During  the  night,  and  early  the  following  morning.  Captain  Bartlett's 
Ohio  battery,  Captain  Mendenhall's  regular  battery,  and  Captain  Ter- 
rill's  battery,  Fifth  Artillery,  aiTived.  General  McCook,  by  a  forced 
march,  arrived  at  Savannah  during  the  night  of  the  6th,  and  reached  the 
field  of  battle  early  on  the  morning  of  the  7th.  I  knew  that  the  other 
divisions  could  not  arrive  in  time  for  the  action  that  day. 

The  patch  of  country  on  which  the  battles  of  the  6th  and  7th  were 
fought  is  called  Shiloh,  from  the  little  church  of  that  name  which  stands 
in  its  midst.  It  consists  of  an  undulating  table-land,  elevated  some 
eighty  or  one  hundred  feet  above  the  river  bottom.  Along  the  Tennes- 
see River  to  the  east  it  breaks  into  abrupt  ravines,  and  toward  the  south, 
along  Lick  Creek,  which  empties  into  the  Tennessee  River  some  three 
miles  above  Pittsburgh  Landing,  rises  into  a  range  of  hills  of  some  height, 
whose  slopes  are  gradual  toward  the  battle-field  and  somewhat  abrui)t 
toward  Lick  Creek.  Owl  Creek,  rising  near  the  source  of  Lick  (^reek, 
flows  to  the  northwest  around  the  battle-field  into  Snake  Creek,  which 
empties  into  the  Tennessee  River  three  miles  below  Lick  Creek.  The 
drainage  is  mainly  from  the  Lick  Creek  ridge  and  the  table-land  into 
Owl  Creek.  Coming  from  Corinth,  the  principal  road  crosses  Lick  Creek 
at  two  points  some  twelve  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  separates  into  three 
or  four  principal  branches  which  enter  the  table-land  from  the  south,  at 
the  distance  of  about  a  mile  apart.  Generally  the  face  of  the  country  is 
covered  with  woods  through  which  troops  <'an  pass  without  great  diffi- 
culty, though  occasionally  the  undergrowth  is  dense.  Small  farms  or 
cultivated  fields  of  from  twenty  to  eighty  acres  occur  now  and  then,  but 
as  a  general  thing  the  country  is  in  forest.  My  entire  ignorance  of  the 
various  roads  and  of  the  character  of  the  country  at  the  time  rendered 
it  impossible  to  anticipate  the  probable  dispositions  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  woods  were  always  sufficient  to  screen  his  preparatory  movements 
from  observation. 

Soon  after  5  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  7th,  General  Nelson's  and 
General  Crittenden's  divisions,  the  only  ones  yet  arrived  on  the  ground, 
moved  promptly  forward  to  meet  the  enemy.  Nelson's  division,  march- 
ing in  line  of  battle,  soon  came  upon  his  pickets,  drove  them  in,  and  at 
alK>ut  6  o'clock  receivt^d  the  fire  of  his  artillery.  The  division  was  here 
halted,  and  Mendenhall's  battery  brought  into  action  to  reply,  while 
Crittenden's  division  was  being  put  into  position  on  the  right  of  Nelson's. 
Bartlett's  battery  was  posted  in  the  center  of  Crittenden's  division,  in  a 
commanding  position,  opposite  which  the  enemy  was  discovered  to  be 
formed  in  force.  By  this  time  McCook's  division  arrived  on  the  ground, 
and  was  immediately  formed  on  the  right  of  Crittenden's;  skirmishers 
were  thrown  to  the  front,  and  a  strong  body  of  them  to  guard  our  left 
flank,  which,  though  somewhat  protected  by  rough  ground,  it  was  sup- 
IK)8ed  the  enemy  might  attempt  to  turn,  and  in  fact  did,  but  was  hand- 
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comely  repulsed,  with  great  loss.  Each  brigade  furnished  its  own 
reserve,  and  in  addition  Boyle's  brigade,  from  Crittenden's  division, 
though  it  formed  at  first  in  the  line,  was  kept  somewhat  back  when  the 
line  advanced,  to  be  used  as  occasion  might  require.  I  found  on  the 
^ound  parts  of  about  two  regiments,  perhaps  one  thousand  men,  and 
subsequently  a  similar  fragment  came  up  of  General  Grant's  force.  The 
first  I  directed  to  act  with  General  McCook's  attack,  and  the  second 
was  similarly  employed  on  the  left.  I  saw  other  straggling  troops  of 
"General  Grant's  force  immediately  on  General  McCook's  right,  and  some 
firing  had  already  commenced  there.  I  have  no  direct  knowledge  of  the 
disposition  of  the  remainder  of  General  Grant's  force,  nor  is  it  my  pro- 
vince to  speak  of  them.  Those  that  came  under  my  direction  in  the  way 
1  have  stated  rendered  willing  and  efficient  service  during  the  day. 

The  force  under  my  command  occupied  a  line  of  about  a  mile  and  a 
half.  In  front  of  Nelson's  division  was  an  open  field,  partially  screened 
toward  his  right  by  a  skirt  of  woods,  which  extended  through  to  the 
•enemy's  line,  with  a  thick  undergrowth  in  front  of  the  left  brigade  of 
Crittenden's  division  j  then  an  oi)en  field  in  front  of  Crittenden's  right 
and  McCook's  left ;  and  in  front  of  McCook's  right  woods  again,  with  a 
dense  undergrowth.  The  ground,  nearly  level  in  front  of  Nelson,  formed 
a  hollow  in  front  of  Crittenden,  and  fell  into  a  small  creek  or  raviue 
which  empties  into  Owl  Creek,  in  front  of  McCook.  What  I  afterward 
learned  was  the  Hamburgh  road,  which  crosses  Lick  Creek  a  mile  from 
its  mouth,  passed  perpendicularly  through  the  line  of  battle,  nesff  Nel- 
son's left.  On  a  line  slightly  oblique  to  us,  and  beyond  the  open  field*, 
the  enemy  was  formed,  with  a  battery  in  front  of  Nelson's  left;  a  battery 
commanding  the  woods  in  front  of  Crittenden's  left,  and  flanking  the 
field  in  front  of  Nelson ;  a  battery  commanding  the  same  woods  and  the 
field  in  front  of  Crittenden's  right  and  McCook's  left,  and  a  battery  in 
front  of  McCook's  right.  A  short  distance  in  rear  of  the  enemy'.s  left 
were  the  encampments  of  McClernand's  and  Sherman's  divisions,  which 
the  enemy  held. 

While  my  troops  were  getting  into  position  the  fire  was  kept  up  he- 
tween  Mendenhall's  battery  and  the  enemy's  second  battery  with  some 
eflfect.  Bartlett's  battery  was  hardly  in  position  before  the  enemy's 
third  battery  opened  fire  on  that  part  of  the  line ;  and  when,  very  soon 
after,  our  line  advanced,  with  strong  bodies  of  skirmishers  in  front,  the 
action  became  general,  and  continued  with  severity  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  day,  and  until  the  enemy  was  driven  from  the  field.  The 
obliquity  of  our  line,  the  left  being  thrown  forward,  brought  Nelson's 
division  first  into  action,  and  it  became  very  hotly  engaged  at  an  early 
hour.  A  charge  of  the  nineteenth  brigade,  from  Nelson's  right,  led  by 
its  commander,  Colonel  liazen,  reached  the  enemy's  second  battery,  but 
the  brigade  sustained  a  heavy  loss  by  a  cross-fire  of  the  enemy's  ba^ 
teries,  and  Was  unable  to  maintain  it«  advantage  against  the  heavy  in- 
fantry force  that  came  forward  to  oppose  it.  The  enemy  recovered  the 
battery  and  followed  up  his  momentary  advantage  by  throwing  a  heavy 
force  of  infantry  into  the  woods  in  front  of  Crittenden's  left  The  left 
brigade.  Colonel  W.  S.  Smith,  of  that  division,  advanced  into  the  woods, 
repulsed  the  enemy  handsomely,  and  took  several  prisoners.  In  tJie 
mean  time  Captain  Terrill's  battery,  Fifth  Artillery,  which  had  just 
landed,  reached  the  field,  and  was  ordered  into  action  near  the  left, 
with  Nelson's  division,  which  was  very  heavily  pressed  by  the  greater 
mumbers  of  the  enemy.  It  belonged  pi*operly  to  McCook's  division.  It 
iXHik  position  near  the  Hamburgh  road,  in  tihe  open  ground,  in  front  oi 
the  enemy's  right,  and  at  one^  began  to  act  with  decided  effect  npoo  the 
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tide  of  battle  in  that  quarter.  The  enemy's  right  battery  was  silenced. 
Ammen's  brigade,  which  was  on  the  left,  advanced  in  good  order  on  the 
enemy's  right,  but  was  checked  for  some  time  by  his  endeavor  to  turn 
our  left  flank  and  by  his  strong  counter-attack  in  front.  Captain  Terrill, 
who,  in  the  mean  time,  had  taken  an  advanced  position,  was  compelled 
to  retire,  leaving  one  caisson,  at  which  every  horse  was  killed  or  dis- 
abled. It  was  very  soon  recovered.  Having  been  re-enforced  by  a  reg- 
iment from  General  Boyle's  brigade,  Nelson's  division  again  moved  for- 
ward, and  forced  the  enemy  to  abandon  entirely  his  position.  This  suc- 
cess flanked  the  enemy's  position  at  his  second  and  third  batteries,  from 
which  he  was  soon  driven,  with  the  loss  of  several  pieces  of  artillery,  by 
the  concentrated  fire  of  Terrill's  and  Mendenhall's  batteries  and  an 
attack  from  Crittenden's  division  in  front.  The  enemy  made  a  second 
stand  some  eight  hundred  yards  in  rear  of  this  position  and  opened  fire 
with  his  nrtillerj'.  Mendenhall's  battery  was  thrown  forward,  silenced 
the  battery,  and  it  was  captured  by  Crittenden's  division,  the  enemy  re- 
treating from  it.  In  the  mean  time  the  division  of  General  McCook,  on 
the  right,  which  became  engaged  somewhat  later  in  the  morning  on  the 
left,  had  made  steady  progress  until  it  drove  the  enemy's  left  from  the 
hotly -contested  field.  The  action  was  commenced  in  this  division  by 
Creueral  Eoussean's  brigade,  which  drove  the  enemy  in  front  of  it  from 
the  first  position  and  captured  a  battery.  The  line  of  attack  of  this  po- 
sition caused  a  considerable  widening  of  the  space  between  it  and  Crit- 
tenden's right.  It  was  also  outflanked  on  its  right  by  the  line  of  the 
enemy,  who  made  repeated  strong  attacks  on  its  flanks,  but  was  always 
gallantly  repulsed.  The  enemy  made  his  last  stand  in  front  of  this 
division,  in  the  woods  beyond  Sherman's  camp. 

Two  brigades  of  General  Wood's  division  arrived  just  at  the  close 
the  battle,  but  only  one  of  them,  Colonel  Wagner's,  in  time  to  partici- 
pate actively  in  the  pursuit,  which  it  continued  for  about  a  mile  and 
until  halted  by  my  order.  Its  skirmishers  became  engaged  for  a  few 
minutes  with  skirmishers  covering  the  enemy's  rear-guard,  which  made 
a  momentary  stand.  It  was  also  tired  upon  by  the  enemy's  artillery  on 
its  right  flank,  but  without  efl'ect.  It  was  well  conducted  by  its  com- 
mander, and  showed  great  steadiness. 

The  pursuit  was  continued  no  further  that  day.  I  was  without  cav- 
alry, and  the  different  corps  had  become  a  good  deal  scattered  on  a  pur- 
suit over  a  country  which  screened  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  roads  of  which  I  knew  practically  nothing.  In  the  beginning  of  the 
pursuit,  thinking  it  probable  the  enemy  had  retired  partly  by  the  Ham- 
burgh road,  I  had  ordered  Kelson's  division  forward  as  far  as  Lick  Creek 
on  that  road,  from  which  I  afterward  learned  the  direct  Corinth  road  was 
separated  by  a  difiicult  ravine,  which  empties  into  Lick  Creek.  I  there- 
fore occupied  myself  with  examining  the  ground  and  getting  the  different 
divisions  into  position,  which  was  not  effected  until  some  time  after 
dark. 

The  following  morning,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  General 
Grant,  General  Wood  was  sent  forward  with  two  of  his  brigades  and  a 
battery  of  artillery,  to  discover  the  position  of  the  enemy  and  press 
him,  if  he  should  be  found  in  retreat.  General  Sherman,  with  about 
the  same  force  from  General  Grant's  army,  was  on  the  same  service,  and 
had  a  spirited  skirmish  with  the  enemy's  cavalry,  driving  it  back.  The 
main  force  was  found  to  have  retreated  beyond  Lick  Creek,  and  our 
troops  returned  at  night 

There  were  no  idlers  in  the  battle  of  the  7th.  Every  portion  of  the 
army  did  its  work.    The  batteries  of  Captains  Terrill  and  Mendenhall 
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were  splendidly  handled  and  served;  that  of  Captain  Bartlett  was 
served  with  great  spirit  and  gallantry,  though  with  less  decisive  resalts. 
I  especially  commend  to  the  favor  of  the  Government,  for  distlDguished 
gallantry  and  good  condact,  Brigadier  General  A.  McD.  McCook,  com* 
manding  second  division;  Brigadier  General  William  Nelson,  com- 
manding fourth  division;  Brigadier  General  Thomas  L.  Crittendeu, 
commanding  fifth  division;  Brigadier  General  Lovell  H.  Bousseau, 
commanding  fourth  brigade;  Brigadier  General  J.  T.  Boyle,  command- 
ing the  sixteenth  brigade;  Colonel  J.  Ammen,  Twenty-fourth  Ohio 
Volunteers,  commanding  tenth  brigade;  Colonel  W.  S.  Smith,  Thir- 
teenth Ohio  Volunteers,  commanding  fourteenth  brigade:  Colonel  E. 
X.  Kirk,  Thirty-fourth  Illinois  Volunteers,  commanding  fifth  brigade; 
Colonel  VV.  II.  Gibson,  Forty-ninth  Ohio  Volunteers,  temj>orarily  com- 
manding sixth  brigade;  Captain  \V.  A.  Terrill,  Fifth  Artillery;  Captain 
John  Mendenhall,  Fourth  Artillery ;  Captain  Bartlett,  Ohio  Volunteer 
Battery.  For  the  many  other  ofiicers  who  won  honorable  distinction,  I 
refer  to  the  reports  of  the  division,  brigade,  and  regimental  commanding 
transmitted  herewith,  as  also  for  more  detailed  information  of  the  services 
of  the  different  corps.  I  join  cordially  in  the  commeudation  bestowed 
by  these  officers  on  those  under  their  command. 

The  loss  of  the  force  under  my  command  is  203  killed,  1,816  wounded, 
aiul  88  missing.  Total,  2,1G7.  TJie  trophies  are  twenty  pieces  of  artil- 
lery, a  greater  number  of  caissons,  and  a  considerable  number  of  small 
arms.  Many  of  the  cannon  were  recaptured  from  the  loss  of  the  pre- 
vious day.    Several  stands  of  colors  were  also  recaptured.

spector  of  artillery ;  Ca])tain  E.  Gay,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  inspector  of 
cavalry ;  Captain  H.  C.  Bankhead,  Fifth  Infantry,  inspector  of  infantry : 
Captain  Nathaniel  Michler,  Topographical  Engineers,  were  distinguished 
for  their  gallant  bearing  throughout  the  battle,  and  rendered  valuable 
service.  The  gallant  deportment  of  my  orderlies.  Privates  A.  J.  William 
son.  Fourth  Cavalry,  and  N.  M.  Smith,  J.  K.  Hewitt,  J.  A.  Stevenson, 
V.  B.  Uaramell,  of  the  Anderson  Troop,  also  deserves  to  be  mentioned. 
I  am  particularly  indebted  to  Colonel  Fry,  chief  of  staff,  for  valnable 
assistance  in  the  battle,  as  well  as  for  the  ability  and  industry  with  which 
he  has  at  all  times  performed  the  important  duties  of  his  position. 
Surgeon  Murray,  medical  director,  always  assiduous  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  was  actively  engaged  on  the  field  in  taking  the  best  care 
of  the  wounded  that  the  circumstances  {vdmitted  of.  Captain  Gillem. 
assistant  quartermaster,  is  entitled  to  great  credit  for  his  energy  and 
industry  in  providing  transportation  for  the  troops  from  Savannah. 
Lieutenant  Colonel  James  Oaks,  Fourth  Cavalry,  inspector  of  cavalry, 
and  Captain  C.  C.  Gilbert,  First  Infantry,  acting  ins[»ector  general,  who 
have  rendered  zealous  and  valuable  service  in  their  positions,  were  d^ 
tained  at  Savannah  and  unable  to  be  present  in  the  action. 

The  troops  which  did  not  arrive  in  time  for  the  battle,  General 
Thomas's  and  part  of  General  Wood's  divisions,  (a  portion  of  the  latter, 
as  I  have  previously  stated,  took  part  in  the  pursuit  and  the  remain- 
der arrived  in  the  evening,)  are  entitled  to  the  highest  praise  for  the 
untiring  energy  with  which  they  pressed  forward,  night  and  da}*,  to 
share  the  dangers  of  their  comrades.  One  of  these  divisions,  Geuerai 
Thomas's,  had  already,  under  his  command,  made  its  name  honombie 
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by  one  of  tlie  most  memorable  victories  of  the  war,  *^  Mill  Spring,"  on 
which  the  tide  of  success  seemed  to  turn  steadily  in  favor  of  the  Union.

OFFICIAL  EEPORT  OF  THE  BATTLE  OF  PERRYVILLE. 

Louisville,  November  4, 1862. 

Sie:  It  is  due  to  the  army  which  I  have  commanded  for  the  last 
twelve  months,  and  perhaps  due  to  myself,  that  I  should  make  a  cir- 
cumstantial report  of  its  operations  during  the  past  summer.  Such  a 
report  requires  data  not  now  on  hand,  and  would  occupy  more  time 
than  can  be  spared  at  present  from  the  subject  of  more  immediate  in- 
terest, namely,  the  operations  from  Louisville  against  the  rebel  forces 
in  Kentucky  under  the  command  of  General  Bragg.  I  therefore  com- 
mence this  report  from  tiiat  7)eriod,  premising  only  in  a  general  way 
that  my  attention  to  the  condition  ot  affairs  in  Kentucky  was  demanded 
tirst  by  the  minor  operations  of  the  enemy,  which,  by  the  destruction 
of  the  railroad,  had  completely  severed  the  communications  of  my  army, 
and  left  it  at  a  distance  of  three  hundred  miles  from  its  base  with  very 
limited  supplies;  and  second  by  the  formidable  invasion  whicli  not 
only  threatened  the  permanent  occupation  of  the  State,  but  exposed 
tbe  States  north  of  the  Ohio  River  to  invasion. 

Leaving  a  sufficient  force  to  hold  Nashville,  the  remainder  of  the  army 
under  my  command  was  put  in  march  for  Kentucky.  The  rear  division 
left  Nashville  on  the  15th,  and  arrived  at  Louisville,  a  distance  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy  miles,  on  the  29th  of  September.  The  advance 
arrived  on  the  25th.  The  particulars  of  the  march  will,  as  I  have  said, 
be  given  in  a  subsequent  report  in  connection  with  other  matters.  I 
found  in  and  about  the  city  a  considerable  force  of  raw  troops  hurriedly 
thrown  in  from  Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Ohio,  for  tbe  defense  of  the  city 
against  the  formidable  force  that  had  invaded  the  State  under  Generals 
Bragg  and  Kirby  Smith,  under  the  command  of  Major  General  Nel- 
son, whose  untimely  death  cannot  be  too  much  deplored ;  these  troops 
had  been  organized  into  brigades  and  divisions,  and  they  had  some 
able  and  experienced  officers  in  Generals  Boyle,  Jackson,  Crufts,  Gil- 
bert, Terriil,  and  others ;  but  the  troops  were  as  yet  undisciplined,  un- 
provided with  a  suitable  artillery,  and  in  every  way  unfit  for  active 
operations  against  a  disciplined  toe.  It  was  necessary  to  reorganize 
the  whole  force.  This  was  done,  as  far  as  possible,  by  intermixing  the 
new  troops  with  the  old,  without  changing  the  old  organization.  The 
troops  were  supplied  with  shoes  and  other  essentials,  of  which  they 
were  greatly  in  need,  among  them  certain  light  cooking  utensils,  which 
the  men  could  cany  and  dispense  with  wagons,  the  allowance  of  which 
was  reduced  to  one  for  each  regiment  to  carry  a  few  necessary  articles 
for  officers,  and  one  for  hospital  supplies,  besides  the  ambulances. 
The  army  was  to  have  marched  on  the  30th  of  September,  but  an  order, 
which  was  subsequently  suspended,  relieving  me  from  the  command, 
delayed  the  movement  till  the  following  day.  The  army  marched  on 
the  1st  ultimo  in  five  columns.  The  left  moved  toward  Frankfort  to 
hold  in  check  the  force  of  the  enemy  which  still  remained  at  or  near 
that  place.   The  other  columns,  marching  by  different  routes,  finally  fell 
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respectively  into  the  roads  leaidiiig  from  Shepberdsville,  Mount  Wash- 
ington, Fairfield,  and  Bloomfield,  to  Bardstown,  where  the  main  force 
of  the  enemy  under  Generjil  Braggf  was  known  to  be.  These  roads 
converge  upon  Bardstown  at  an  angle  of  about  fifteen  degrees  from 
each  other. 

Skirmishing  with  the  enemy's  cavalry  and  artillery  marked  the  move- 
ment of  each  column  from  within  a  few  miles  of  Louisville.  It  was  more 
stubborn  and  formidable  near  Bardstown,  but  the  rear  of  the  enemy's 
infantry  retired  from  that  place  eight  hours  before  our  arrival,  when  his 
rear-guard  of  cavalry  and  artillery  retreated,  after  a  sharp  engagement 
with  my  cavalry.  The  pursuit  and  skirmishing  with  the  enemy's  rear- 
guard continued  toward  Springfield. 

The  information  which  1  received  indicated  that  the  enemy  would 
concentrate  his  forces  at  Danville.  The  first  corps,  under  Major  Gen- 
eral McCook,  was  therefore  ordered  to  march  from  Bloomfield  on  Har- 
rodsburgh,  while  the  second  corps,  under  Major  General  Crittenden, 
moved  on  the  Lebanon  road,  which  passes  four  miles  to  the  south  of 
Perry  ville,  with  a  branch  to  the  latter  place,  and  the  third  corps  on  the 
direct  road  to  Perry ville.  My  headquarters  accompanied  the  third  or 
center  corps.  Major  General  Thomas,  second  in  command,  accompanied 
the  right  or  second  cori>s.  After  leaving  Bardstown  I  learned  that  the 
force  of  Kirby  Smith  had  crossed  to  the  west  side  of  the  Kentucky 
River,  near  Salvisa,  and  that  the  enemy  was  moving  to  concentrate 
either  atHarrodsburgh  or  Perry  ville.  General  McCook's  route  was  there- 
fore changed  from  Harrodsburgh  to  Perry  ville. 

The  center  corps  arrived  on  the  afternoon  of  the  7th,  and  was  drawn 
up  in  order  of  battle  about  three  miles  from  Perry  ville,  where  thei'enemy 
appeared  to  be  in  force.  The  advanced  guard,  under  Captain  Gay,  con- 
sisting of  cavalry  and  artillery,  supported  toward  evening  by  two  regi- 
ments of  infantry,  pressed  successfully  upon  the  enemy's  rear-guard  to 
within  two  miles  of  the  town,  against  a  somewhat  stubborn  opposition. 

The  whole  army  had  for  three  days  or  more  suffered  from  a  scarcity 
of  water.  The  last  day  particularly  the  troops  and  animals  suffered  ex- 
ceedingly for  want  of  it,  and  from  hot  weather  and  dusty  roads.  In 
the  bed  of  Doctor's  Creek,  a  tributary  of  Chaplin  River,  about  two  and 
a  half  miles  from  Perryville,  some  pools  of  water  were  discovered,  which 
the  enemy  showed  a  determination  to  prevent  us  from  gaining  possession 
of.  The  thirty  sixth  brigade,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Daniel 
McCook,  from  Sheridan's  division,  was  ordered  forward  to  seize  and 
hold  a  commanding  position  which  covered  these  pools.  It  executed 
the  order  that  night,  and  a  supply  of  bad  water  was  secured  for  the 
troops. 

On  discovering  that  the  enemy  was  concentrating  for  battle  at  Perry- 
ville, 1  sent  orders,  on  the  night  of  the  7th,  to  General  McCook  and 
General  Crittenden  to  march  at  3  o'clock  the  following  morning,  so 
as  to  take  position  respectively  as  early  as  possible  on  the  right  and 
left  of  the  center  corps ;  the  commanders  themselves  to  report  in  person 
for  orders  on  their  arrival,  my  intention  being  to  make  the  attack  that 
day  if  possible.  The  orders  did  not  reach  General  McCook  until  2.30 
o'clock,  and  he  marched  at  5. 

The  second  corps  failing  to  find  water  where  it  was  expected  to  en- 
camp the  night  of  the  7th,  had  to  move  off  the  road  for  that  purpose, 
and  consequently  was  some  six  miles  or  more  further  off  than  it  would 
otherwise  have  been.  The  orders  did  not  reach  it  in  time,  and  these 
two  causes  delayed  its  arrival  several  hours.    Still  it  was  far  enongb 
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advanced  to  have  been  pressed  into  the  action  of  the  8th,  if  the  necessity 
for  it  bad  been  known  early  enough. 

The  engagement  which  terminated  at  night  the  previous  day  was  re- 
newed early  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  by  an  attempt  of  the  enemy  to 
drive  the  brigade  of  Colonel  McCook  from  the  position  taken  to  cover 
the  water  in  Doctor's  Creek.  The  design  had  been  discovered,  and  the 
divisions  of  Generals  Mitchell  and  Sheridan  were  moved  into  position 
to  defeat  it  and  hold  the  ground  until  the  army  was  prepared  to  attack 
in  force.  A  spirited  attack  was  made  on  Colonel  McCook's  position, 
which  was  handsomely  repulsed.  Between  10  and  11  o'clock  the  left 
corps  arrived  on  the  Maxville  road.  General  McCook  was  instructed 
to  get  it  promptly  into  position  on  the  left  of  the  center  corps,  and  to 
make  a  reconnaissance  to  his  front  and  left.  The  reconnaissance  had 
l)een  continued  by  Captain  Gay  toward  his  front  and  right,  and  sharp 
firing  with  artillery  was  then  going  on.  I  had  somewhat  expected  an 
attack  early  in  the  morning  on  Gilbert's  corps,  while  it  was  isolated, 
bat,  as  it  did  not  take  place,  no  formidable  attack  was  apprehended 
after  the  arrival  of  the  left  corps.  The  disposition  of  the  troops  was 
made  mainly  with  a  view  to  a  combined  attack  on  the  enemy's  position 
at  daylight  the  following  morning,  as  tlic  time  required  to  get  all  the 
troops  into  position  after  the  unexpected  delay  would  probably  make  it 
too  late  to  attack  that  day. 

The  cannonading  which  commenced  with  the  partial  engagement  in 
the  center,  followed  by  the  reconnaissance  of  the  cavalry  under  Captain 
(lay,  exteiided  toward  the  left  and  became  brisker  as  the  day  advanced, 
but  was  not  supposed  to  proceed  from  any  serious  engagement,  as  no 
report  to  that  effect  was  received.  At  4  o'clock,  however.  Major 
Ueneral  McCook's  aide-de-camp  arrived  and  reported  to  me  that  the 
general  was  sustaining  a  severe  attack,  which  he  would  not  be  able  to 
withstand  unless  re-enforced — that  his  flanks  were  already  giving 
way.  He  added,  to  my  astonishment,  that  the  left  corps  had  actually 
lieen  engaged  in  a  severe  battle  for  several  hours — perhaps  since  12 

0  clock.  It  was  so  difficult  to  credit  the  latter  that  I  thought  there  must 
••ven  be  some  misapprehension  in  regard  to  the  former.  I  sent  word  to 
kim  that  I  should  rely  on  his  being  able  to  hold  his  ground,  though  I 
<honld  i>robably  send  him  re-enforcements.  I  at  once  sent  orders  for  two 
brigades  from  the  center  corps  (Sch(Bpii''s  division)  to  move  promptly  to 
le-enforce  the  left.  Orders  were  also  sent  to  General  Crittenden  to  move 
a  division  in  to  strengthen  the  center,  and  to  move  with  the  rest  of  his 
'-orps  energetically  against  the  enemy's  left  flank.  The  distance  from 
one  flank  of  the  army  to  the  other  was  not,  perhaps,  less  than  six  miles, 
and  before  the  orders  could  be  delivered  and  the  right  corps  make  the 
attack,  night  came  on  and  terminated  the  engagement. 

The  roads  going  from  Maxville  and  Springfield  enter  Perry ville  at  an 
angle  of  about  fifteen  degrees  with  each  other.  The  road  from  Lebanon 
roDs  nearly  parallel  to  the  Springfield  road  to  within  five  miles  of  Perry- 
ville,aDd  there  forks*  the  left-hand  fork  going  to  Perry  ville  and  the  right 
4'ODtiDQing  straight  on  to  Danville,  leaving  Perryville  four  miles  to  the 
north.  There  is  also  a  direct  road  from  Perryville  to  Danville.  Perry- 
\-iile,  Dan\ille,  and  Harrodsburgh  occupy  the  vertices  of  an  equilateral 
triangle,  and  are  ten  miles  apart.    Salt  Kiver  rises  midway  between 

1  Vrryvillo  and  Danville,  and  runs  northward  two  miles  west  of  Harrods- 
burgh. Chaplin  Fork  rises*  near  and  passes  through  Perryville,  bend- 
ing in  its  course  so  as  to  run  obliquely  away  from  the  Maxville  and  Per- 
ryville road,  on  which  the  left  corps  advanced.  Doctor's  Creek,  running 
uorth,  crosses  the  Perryville  and  Springfield  road  at  right  angles  about 
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two  and  a  half  miles  west  of  Perryville,  and  empties  into  Chaplin  Fork 
about  three  miles  from  town.    The  ground  bordering  the  Chaplin  is 
hil]y,  with  alternate  patches  of  timber  and  cleared  land.    The  hills, 
though  in  some  places  steep,  are  generally  practicable  for  infantry  and 
cavalry,  and  in  many  places  for  artillery.    The  ground  afforded  the 
enemy  great  advantages  for  attacking  a  force  on  the  Maxville  road, 
taken  in  the  act  of  forming,  as  was  the  case  in  the  battle  of  the  8tb. 
General  McCook's  line  ran  nearly  parallel  with  Chaplin  Fork,  the  right 
resting  on  the  road  and  the  left  to  the  north  of  it.    Two  of  General 
Eottsseau's  brigades,  the  seventeenth,  under  Colonel  Lytle,  and  the 
fourth,  under  Colonel  Harris,  were  on  the  right;  then  the  thirty-third 
brigade  under  General  Terrill,  of  Jackson's  division ;  then  on  the  ex- 
treme left  and  to  the  rear  of  Terrill  the  twenty-eighth  brigade,  under 
Colonel  Starkweather,  of  Eousseau's  division.    The  other  brigade  of 
Jackson's  division,  under  Colonel  Webster,  was  at  first  in  rear  of  Boas- 
seau's  two  right  brigades,  and  in  the  course  of  the  battle  was  brought 
into  action  on  the  right.    General  Gilbert's  corps  was  ou  the  right  of 
liousseau,  but  the  space  between  them  was  somewhat  too  great — first 
Sheridan's  division,  then  Mitchell's,  and  SchoepflTs  in  reserve,  opposite 
the  left  of  the  corps. 

The  fight  commenced  early  in  the  day,  ai$  has  been  described^  with  a 
feeble  attack  on  the  center  corps;  then  later  the  attack  fell  with  severity 
and  pertinacity  on  Rousseau's  right  brigades;  then  somewhat  later  on 
Terrill's  brigade  and  on  Eousseau's  third  brigade  on  the  extreme  left 
It  was  successful  against  Terrill's  brigade,  composed  of  new  regiments. 
The  gallant  commander  of  the  division.  General  J.  S.  Jackson,  was 
killed  almost  instantly.  The  heroic  young  brigadier,  Terrill,  lost  his 
life  in  endeavoring  to  rally  his  troops,  and  ten  pieces  of  artillery  were 
left  on  the  ground.  Two  of  them  were  carried  off  by  the  enemy  the 
next  morning;  the  rest  were  recovered.  The  main  weight  of  the  battle 
thus  fell  upon  the  third  division,  under  General  Rousseau.  No  troops 
could  have  mef  it  with  more  heroism.  The  left  brigade,  compelled  at  first 
to  fall  back  somewhat,  at  length  maintained  its  ground  and  repulsed  the 
attack  at  that  point.  Taking  advantage  of  the  opening  between  Gilbert^s 
left  and  Rousseau's  right,  the  enemy  pressed  his  attack  at  that  point 
with  an  overwhelming  force.  Rousseau's  right  was  being  turned,  and 
was  forced  to  fall  back,  which  it  did  in  excellent  order,  until  re>enforced 
by  Gooding's  and  Steadman's  brigades,  from  Gilbert's  corps,  when  the 
enemy  was  repulsed.  That  result  was  also  promoted  by  the  fire  which 
the  artillery  of  Sheridan's  division  poured  into  the  enemy's  left  fiaok. 
Simultaneously  with  the  heaviest  attack  on  Rousseau's  division  the 
enemy  made  a  strong  attack  on  Sheridan's  right.  Sheridan  was  re-en- 
forced from  Mitchell's  division  by  Colonel  Carlin's  brigade,  which 
charged  the  enemy  with  intrepidity,  and  drove  him  through  the  town 
to  his  position  beyond,  capturing,  in  the  town,  two  caissons  and  fifteen 
wagons  loaded  with  ammauition,  and  the  guard  that  was  with  them, 
consisting  of  three  officers  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  men.  This 
occurred  about  nightfall,  which  terminated  the  battle.  The  corps  of 
General  Crittenden  closed  in,  and  Wagner's  brigade,  of  Wood's  division, 
became  engaged  and  did  good  service  on  the  right  of  Mitchell's  division; 
but,  knowing  nothing  of  the  severity  of  the  fight  ou  the  extreme  left, 
the  rest  of  the  corps  did  not  get  into  action. 

t^  No  doubt  was  entertained  that  the  enemy  would  endeavor  to  hold  his 
position.  Accordingly,  orders  were  sent  to  the  commanders  of  corps  to 
be  prepared  to  attack  at  daylight  in  the  morning.  They  received  in- 
structions in  person  at  my  headquarters  that  night,  except  General 
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Crittenden,  for  whom  iustrnctions  were  given  t^  Major  General  Thomas, 
second  in  command.  General  McCook  supposed,  from  indications  in  his 
Iront,  that  the  enemy  would  throw  a  formidable  force  against  his  corps, 
in  pursuance  of  the  original  attempt  to  turn  our  left.  He  represented, 
also,  that  his  corps  was  very  much  crippled,  the  new  division  of  General 
Jackson  having  in  fact  almost  entirely  disappeared  as  a  body.  He  was 
instructed  to  move  in  during  the  night  and  close  the  opening  between 
his  right  and  General  Gilbert's  left.  His  orders  for  the  following  day 
were  to  hold  his  position,  taking  advantage  of  any  opportunity  that  the 
events  of  the  day  might  present.  The  corps  of  Generals  Crittenden  and 
Gilbert  were  to  move  forward  at  six  o'clock  and  attack  the  enemy's  front 
and  left  flank.  The  advance  the  following  morning,  in  pursuance  of 
these  orders,  discovered  that  the  enemy's  main  body  had  retired  during 
the  night,  but  without  any  indications  of  haste  or  disorder,  except  that 
his  dead  and  wounded  were  left  upon  the  field.  The  reconnaissance 
<luring  the  day  showed  that  his  whole  force  had  fallen  back  on  Harrods- 
burg,  where  the  indications  seemed  to  be  that  he  would  make  a  stand. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  form  any  correct  judgment  of  the  operations 
from  this  time  particularly,  without  considering  the  condition  of  the 
two  armies,  and  the  probable  intentions  of  the  enemy.  The  rebel  army 
has  been  driven  from  the  borders  of  Kentucky  without  a  decisive  battle. 
It  is  spoken  of  as  if  it  were  a  comparatively  insignificant  force  pursued 
by  an  overwhelming  one,  which  had  nothing  to  do  but  send  out  patrols* 
and  gather  in  the  fragments  of  a  routed  and  disorganized  army.  The 
very  reverse  was  the  case.  The  rebel  force  which  invaded  Kentucky, 
at  the  lowest  estimates,  has  been  rated  at  from  fifty-five  to  sixty-five 
thousand  men.  It  was  composed  of  veteran  troops,  well  armed  and 
thoroughly  inured  to  hardship.  Every  circumstance  of  its  march,  and 
the  concurrent  testimony  of  all  who  came  within  reach  of  its  lines,  attest 
that  it  was  under  perfect  discipline.  It  had  entered  Kentucky  with  the 
avowed  purpose  of  holding  the  State.  Its  commander^  declared  that 
to  be  their  intention  to  the  last ;  intercepted  communications  disclosing 
their  plans,  and  the  disappointment  expressed  by  the  southern  press  at 
the  result,  show  that  to  have  been  their  purpose.  The  enterprise  cer- 
tainly seemed  desperate,  but  it  was  entered  upon  deliberately,  was  con- 
ducted by  the  best  talent  in  the  rebel  service,  and  there  was  nothing  to 
indicate  that  it  would  be  abandoned  lightly.  Some  maneuvering  for 
advantage,  and  one  decisive  battle,  were  to  be  expected  before  Kentucky 
could  be  rid  of  her  invader.  Everything  goes  to  show  that  the  final 
retreat  of  the  enemy  was  suddenly  determined  on,  and  that  it  was  not 
at  the  time  to  be  calculated  upon  as  a  matter  of  course.  Any  movements 
on  my  part  solely  in  anticipation  of  it  would  only  have  turned  the  enemy 
in  a  different  direction,  and  any  presumptuous  attempt  to  capture  a 
superior  force  by  detachments  would,  according  to  all  probabilities,  have 
been  more  likely  to  result  in  defeat  than  in  success. 

The  effective  force  which  advanced  on  Perry ville  on  the  7th  and  8th, 
under  my  command,  was  about  fifty-eight  thousand  infantry,  artillery, 
and  cavalry.  Of  these  about  twenty-two  thousand  were  raw  troops, 
with  very  little  instruction  or  none  at  all.  The  reports  show  an  actual 
loss  of  upward  of  four  thousand  killed,  wounded,  and  missing  in  the 
battle,  which  would  leave  the  effective  force  about  fifty-four  thousand 
after  it.  I  did  not  hesitate,  therefore,  after  crossing  Chaplin  Eiver  and 
finding  the  enemy  had  fallen  back,  to  await  the  arrival  of  General  Sill's 
division,  which  had  marched  to  Frankfort  and  had  been  ordered  to  join, 
viaLawrenceburgh  and  Chaplintown,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  Kirby 
JSqaith's  force  had  marche:l  to  form  a  junction  with  Bragg.  Tha$  division. 
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on  the  march  from  Louisville,  encountered  a  strong  outpost  of  the  euemy 
on  the  Frankfort  lioad,  about  twelve  miles  out,  and  skirmishing  was 
kept  up  until   its  arrival  at  Frankfort.    It  was  followed  closely  by 
General  Dumont's  division,  which  remained  at  Frankfort.   In  marching 
from  Frankfort  to  join  the  main  body  Sill's  division  was  attacked  near 
Lawrenceburgh  by  a  portion  of  Kirby  Smith's  force,  which  it  drove  off, 
and  then  continued  its  march,  arriving  at  Perry ville  on  the  evening  of 
the  11th.    Pending  its  arrival  the  army  took  position  with  its  right  foar 
miles  from  Danville,  its  center  on  the  Perry  ville  and  Harrodsburgh  Pike, 
and  the  left  near  Dicksville,  on  roads  converging  on  Harrodsburgh.   On 
the  11th  three  brigades  from   Crittenden's  and  Gilbert's  corps,  with 
Gay's  and  McCook's  cavalry  brigades,  were  sent  out  to  reconnoiter  the 
enemy's  position.    He  was  found  in  force  two  miles  south  of  HarrodA- 
burgh,  in  the  morning,  but  retired  during  the  day,  and  his  rear  guard 
was  driven  out  in  the  evening  with  the  loss  of  some  stores  and  abont 
twelve  hundred  prisoners,  mostly  sick  and  wounded.    It  was  probable 
he  would  retire  his  whole  force  to  Camp  Dick  Eobinson,  though  it  was 
not  certainly  ascertained  what  portion  of  it  had.crossed  Dick's  River. 
To  compel  him  to  take  at  once  one  side  or  the  other,  and  either  give 
battle  on  this  side  or  be  prevented  from  recrossing  to  attack  our  com- 
munications when  a  move  was  made  to  turn  his  position,  the  left  corps 
moved  on  the  12th  to  Harrodsburgh,  (General  Sill's  division  having  ar- 
rived the  night  before;)  the  right  corps  moving  forward  and  resting  neai 
and  to  the  left  of  Danville,  and  the  center  midway  on  the  Danville  and 
Harrodsburgh  road;   while  a  reconnaissance  was  sent  forwartl  to  the 
crossing  of  Dick's  River.    The  enemy  was  found  to  have  crossed  with 
his  whole  force. 

The  ground  between  the  Kentucky  Biver  and  Dick's  Eiver,  as  a  mili- 
tary position,  is  rendered  almost  impregnable  on  the  north  and  west  by 
the  rocky  cliffs  which  border  those  streams,  and  which  are  onlj'  passa- 
ble at  a  few  joints,  easily  defended.  Such  is  the  character  of  Dick's 
River  from  its  mouth  to  where  the  Danville  and  Lexington  road  crosses 
it,  a  distance  of  about  twelve  miles.  It  could  only  be  reached  by  turn- 
ing it  to  the  south,  while  the  passes  to  the  west,  by  which  our  line  of 
communications  would  be  exposed,  were  suitably  guarded.  The  army 
was  moving  with  that  view  when  I  learned,  on  the  evening  of  the  13th, 
at  Danville,  that  the  enemy  was  retiring  from  his  position  toward  the 
south.  Pursuit  was  immediately  ordered  for  the  pni-pose  of  overtaking 
him,  or  intercepting  him  if  he  should  attempt  to  pass  toward  Somer- 
set. General  Wood's  division  marched  at  12  o'clock  that  night,  and 
engaged  the  enemy's  cavalry  and  artillery  at  Stanford  at  daylight  the 
next  morning.  The  remainder  of  General  Crittenden's  corps  and  Gen- 
eral McCook's  corps  followed  on  that  road,  and  General  Gilbert  marched 
on  the  Lancaster  road.  The  enemy  kept  the  road  toward  Cumberland 
Gap,  opposing  with  cavalry  and  artillery  the  advance  of  both  of  the 
pursuing  columns,  which,  however,  progressed  steadily. 

At  Crab  Orchard  the  charact/Cr  of  the  country  suddenly  changes.  It 
becomes  rough  and  barren,  affording  scarcely  more  than  enough  com 
for  its  sparse  population;  and  the  road  passes  through  defiles  where  a 
small  force  can  resist  with  great  effect  a  large  one — where,  in  fact,  the 
use  of  a  large  force  is  impracticable.  The  little  forage  the  countrj* 
afforded  was  consumed  by  the  enemy  in  his  retreat,  rendering  it  impos- 
sible to  subsist  any  considerable  number  of  animals.  The  corps  of  Gen- 
eral McCook  and  General  Gilbert  were  therefore  halted  at  Crab  Orchard, 
while  that  of  General  Crittenden,  with  General  W.  S.  Smith's  diraion 
in  advance,  continued  the  pursuit  as  far  as  London  on  the  direct  road,

and  on  the  branch  road  to  Manchester.  I  have  not  yet  received  the  for- 
mal report  of  the  operations  of  this  corps;  but  the  pursuit  was  con- 
ducted by  its  commander  according  to  my  orders  with  judgment  and 
energy.  The  road'was  cleared  of  the  trees  felled  across  it  by  the  enemy, 
and  his  rear  guard  attacked  successfully  at  several  points.  Some  pris- 
oners were  taken,  and  about  three  hundred  head  of  cattle,  and  other 
l>ro|)erty  to  no  very  great  amount  captured.  It  was  not  expedient  to 
lontiiiue  the  pursuit  beyond  London — parti}'  because  it  was  impractica- 
ble in  a  manner  to  afford  any  material  advantage;  partly  because  with- 
out advantage  it  took  the  troops  out  of  the  way,  when  they  were  likely 
to  1)6  required  elsewhere.  They  were  therefore  promptly  turned  upon 
other  routes  toward  Tennessee.  A  portion  were  to  be  at  Bowling  Green 
and  the  rest  at  Glasgow  on  the  31st  ultimo,  and  thence  continue  their 
march  bj-  certain  routes.  In  that  position  I  relinquished  the  command 
<»f  the  army  on  the  30th  to  Major  General  Rosecrans,  in  obedience  to  in- 
structions from' the  General-in-Chief.  In  the  mean  time  the  railroads, 
which  had  been  broken  up  by  the  enemy  and  suspended  for  two  months, 
Iiad  been  repaired  as  far  as  Bowling  Green,  to  carryforward  supplies. 

1  have  no  means  at  this  time  of  reporting  the  casualties  that  occurred 
in  the  minor  engagements  or  skirmishes  that  took  place  during  the  cam- 
paign, nor  is  it  possible  for  me  to  do  justice  to  the  services  of  the 
officers  and  soldiers  engaged  in  them,  as  the  subsequent  movements  of 
the  troops  and  my  separation  from  them  have  prevente.d  me  from  ob- 
taining detailed  reports  except  concerning  the  battle  of  the  8th.  The 
particulars  referred  to  outside  of  the  battle  are  based  upon  the  brief 
and  sometimes  oral  reports  made  at  the  time,  and  are  unavoidably  less 
t'omplete  and  definite  than  I  could  wish.  For  the  same  reason  many 
^uch  I  am  unable  to  mention  at  all.  In  regard  to  the  battle  of  the  8th, 
the  reports  of  the  several  commanders  go  much  more  into  detail  than 
IS  necessary  in  this  report,  and  I  beg  leave  to  commend  them  to  youi 
i*onsi<leration,  especially  in  relation  to  the  services  of  many  officers 
whose  names  are  not  herein  mentioned.  When  1  have  mentioned  troops 
by  the  name  of  their  commander,  I  wish  to  be  understood  as  commend- 
in;;  him  for  their  good  conduct. 

The  daily  services  of  officers  in  an  active  campaign,  though  less  bril- 
Hant,  are  often  more  arduous  and  important  than  those  of  the  battle- 
Mi\ ;  and  in  this  resi>ect  also  the  commanders  of  corps.  Major  General 
MHJook,  Major  General  Crittenden,  and  Brigadier  General  Gilbert,  are 
♦•ntitled  to  my  thanks  and  the  approbation  of  the  Government.  This 
<'ommendation  should  extend  also  to  many  other  officers  in  proportion 
to  their  responsibilities,  particularly  to  the  commanders  of  divisions.  I 
am  indebted  in  the  highest  degree  to  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
aviistance,  especially  to  my  chief  of  staff.  Colonel  James  B.  Fry,  whose 
♦-flicient  aid  1  have  had  during  the  whole  period  of  my  command  in 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  The  difficult  and  responsible  duty  of  sup- 
paving  a  large  force  by  wagon  transportation  over  a  line  of  almost  one 
hundicd  and  forty  miles  has  been  zealously  and  ably  performed  by 
< 'aptaiii  J.  CJ.  Chandler,  chief  quartermaster,  and  Captain  Francis  Darr, 
«'hi<«f  commissary.  Captain  11.  C.  Bankhead,  acting  inspector  gen- 
♦*r;d,  Capt.  J.  H.  Gilman,  chief  of  artillery  and  a<5ting  ordnance 
officer,  and  Captain  X.  Michler,  Topographical  Engineers,  discharged 
their  duties  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  At  Perry  ville  they  were 
active  and  useful  in  reconnoitering  the  ground  with  a  view  to  posting 
troops  for  battle.  Major  J.  M.  Wright,  assistant  adjutant  general, 
Lieutenant  C.  L.  Fitzhugh,  aide-de-camp,  Lieutenant  T.  J.  Bush,  aide- 
decamp,  conveyed  my  orders  to  different  commanders  during  the  8th, 
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and  at  all  times  performed  their  duties  with  intelligence  and  zeal.  The 
duties  of  his  office  have  been  ably  and  faithfully  performed  by  SorgeoD 
Robert  Murray,  medical  director.  The  intelligent  officers  of  the  Sig- 
nal Corps,  Captain  Jesse  Merrill,  and  Lieutenants  Meeker,  Sheridan,  and 
Fitch,  attached  to  my  headquarters,  rendered  good  service  at  Perry- 
ville  and  other  points.  Private  Oakford,  of  the  Anderson  Troop,  in 
carrying  orders  late  on  the  evening  of  the  8th,  fell  into  the  enemy's 
lines  and  was  captured,  but  had  the  i)resence  of  mind  to  destroy  his 
dispatches. 

I  cannot  omit  to  make  honorable  mention  of  the  Michigan  regiment 
of  Mechanics  and  Engineers.  It  has  not  only  rendered  invaluable  ser- 
vice in  its  appropriate  duties  during  the  past  year,  but  at  Chaplin  Hills, 
and  on  other  occasions,  it  has  in  whole  or  in  part  gallantly  engaged  the 
enemy.  I  especially  commend  Colonel  Innis,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hun- 
ton,  and  Major  Hopkins  for  the  efficient  services  of  this  fine  regiment. 
The  cavalry  under  Colonel  John  Kennett,  Fourth  Ohio,  commanding  a 
division,  Colonel  Lewis  Zahm,  Third  Ohio,  commanding  a  brigade,  Colonel 
E.  L.  McCook,  Second  Indiana,  commanding  a  brigade,  and  Captain  E. 
Gay,  commanding  a  brigade,  rendered  excellent  service.  The  brigade 
of  Captain  Gay  was  conducted  with  gallantry-  and  effect  by  that  officer 
at  Perry  ville  on  the  7th  and  8th.  The  other  brigades  were  not  in  battle, 
but  came  in  contact  with  the  enemy  on  other  occasions  during  the  cam- 
paign. When  the  army  marched  on  Louisville  they  were  left  on  the 
south  side  of  Salt  River,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Kennetf>,  to 
escort  the  train  of  the  army  from  Bowling  Green,  and  watch  the  enemy 
in  the  direction  of  Bardstown.  The  train  was  conducted  in  the  most 
successful  manner  by  Colonel  Zahm.  The  brigade  of  Colonel  E.  L.  Mc- 
Cook also  acquitted  itself  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  A  portion 
of  it,  under  Lieutenant  R.  R.  Stewart,  Second  Indiana  Cavalry,  captured 
Colonel  Crawford  and  the  principal  part  of  his  regiment  of  Georgia 
cavalry,  near  New  Haven,  on  the  29th  of  September.  Colonel  Kennett, 
with  Colonel  McCook's  brigade,  rejoined  the  army  at  Bardstown  on  the 
5th.  Colonel  Zahm  marched  across  from  the  mouth  of  Salt  River  to 
join  the  column  at  Frankfort,  thence  to  the  main  body  at  Danville. 

The  campaigu  whose  history  I  have  sketched  occupied  a  period  of 
about  twenty  days.  The  result  can  be  stated  in  a  few  words.  An  army 
prepared  for  the  conquest  and  occupation  of  Kentucky,  with  full  knowl- 
edge  of  our  means  of  resistance,  and  with  a  confident  exi>ectation  of  pre- 
vailing over  them,  has  been  tbi ven  back,  baflied  and  dispirited,  from  the 
borders  of  the  State.  It  is  true  that  only  one  serious  battle  has  been 
fought,  and  that  was  incomplete  .and  less  decisive  than  it  might  have 
been.  That  it  was  so  is  due  partly  to  unavoidable  difficulties  which 
prevented  the  troops,  marching  on  different  roads,  from  getting  upon  the 
ground  simultaneously,  but  more  to  the  fact  that  1  was  not  apprise^l 
early  enough  of  the  condition  of  affairs  on  my  left.  I  can  find  no  fault 
with  the  former,  nor  am  I  disposed  at  this  time  to  censure  the  latter, 
though  it  must  be  admitted  to  have  been  a  grave  error.  I  ascribe  it  to 
the  too  great  confidence  of  the  general  commanding  the  left  corps,  (Major 
General  McCook,)  which  made  him  believe  that  he  could  manage  the 
difficulty  without  the  aid  or  control  of  his  commander.  As  before  stated, 
there  was  skirmishing  along  the  whole  front,  but  after  a  certain  hour, 
for  the  reason  stated,  no  general  engagement  was  anticipat«<I  that  day, 
and  no  sound  of  musketry  reached  my  headquarters  by  which  the  shaip- 
ness  of  the  action  on  the  left  could  be  known  or  even  suspected ;  and 
when  the  iiict  was  ascertaine<l  it  was  too  late  to  do  more  than  throw  in 
succor  before  night  set  in.    But  although  this  lack  of  information  was 
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attended  with  disappointmeDt  and  nnfortunate  circumstances,  yet  the 
uneqaal  struggle  was  marked  by  no  disaster,  and  conspicuously  displayed 
the  courage  and  discipline  of  the  troops. 

From  first  to  last,  1  suppose  four  or  five  thousand  prisoners,  sick, 
wounded,  and  well,  were  taken ;  and  at  various  points  some  stores  and 
I>roperty  fell  into  our  hands,  among  them  twenty-five  hundred  barrels 
of  pork  and  two  pieces  of  cannon  abandoned  at  Camp  Dick  Eobinson. 
I  do  not  believe  that  the  enemy  carried  off  in  his  retreat  any  large 
amount  of  stores ;  he  may  have  sent  off  a  good  deal  from  first  to  last, 
while  he  was  in  quiet  occupation  of  so  much  of  the  State. 

The  reports  show  a  loss  of  916  killed,  2,943  wounded,  and  489  missing; 
total,  4,348,  in  the  battle  of  the  8th.  It  includes  many  valuable  lives. 
The  loss  of  such  men  as  James  S.  Jackson,  William  R  Terrill,  George 
P.  Jouett,  George  Webster,  W.  P.  Campbell,  Alexander  D.  Berryhill, 
and  John  Harrell,  would  be  mourned  in  any  army  and  any  cause  where 
tme  manliness  and  earnest  devotion  are  appreciated. 

I  inclose  herewith  the  reports  of  subordinate  commanders  a«  far  as 
received,  and  a  map  showing  the  lines  of  operation  of  the  army. 

Major  General  Thoihas  acted  as  second  in  conamand  during  the  cam- 
paign, and  I  am  indebted  to  him  for  the  most  valuable  assistance.

The  general  commanding  takes  pleasure  in  bringing  to  notice  the  gal- 
lant conduct  of  a  jiortion  of  Colonel  Willich's  regiment.  Thirty-second 
Indiana,  at  I^)wlett\s  Station,  in  front  of  Munfordsville,  on  the  17tli 
instant. 

Fonr  companies  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  Von  Trebra, 
on  outpost  duty,  were  attacked  by  a  column  of  the  enemy,  consisting  of 
one  regiment  of  cavalry,  a  battery  of  artillery,  and  two  regiments  of 
infantry.  They  defended  themselves  until  re-enforced  by  other  companies 
of  the  regiment,  and  the  fight  was  continued  w  ith  such  effect  that  the 
enemy  at  length  retreated  precipitately. 

The  attack  of  the  enemy  was  mainly  with  his  cavalry  and  artillery. 
Our  troops  fought  as  skirmishers,  rallying  rapidly  into  squai^es  when 
charged  by  the  cavalry — sometimes  even  defending  themselves  singly, 
and  killing  their  assailants  with  the  bayonet. 

The  general  tenders  his  thanks  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regi- 
ment for  their  gallant  and  efficient  conduct  on  this  occasion.  He  com- 
mends it  as  a  study  and  example  to  all  other  troops  under  his  command, 
and  enjoins  them  to  emulate  the  discipline  and  instruction  which  insure 
such  results. 

The  name  of  "Rowlett's  Station"  will  be  inscribed  on  the  regimental 
colors  of  the  Thirty-second  Indiana  Regiment.

The  general  commanding  has  the  gratification  of  announcing  tlir 
achievement  of  an  important  victory  on  the  19th  instant,  at  Mill  Spring, 
by  the  troops  under  General  Thomas  over  the  rebel  forces,  some  twehi 
thousand  strong,  under  General  George  B.  Crittenden  and  Gen»*nJ 
ZoUicofiFer. 

The  defeat  of  the  enemy  was  thorough  and  complete,  and  his  loss  ib 
killed  and  wounded  was  great,  is^ight  alone,  under  cover  of  which  h> 
troops  crossed  the  river  from  their  intrenched  camp  and  dispersed,  prr- 
vented  the  capture  of  his  entire  force.  Fourteen  or  more  pieces  of  am 
lery,  some  fifteen  hundred  horses  and  mules,  his  entire  carop-equiiwi: 
together  with  wagons,  arms,  ammunition,  and  other  stores  to  a  larcr 
amount,  fell  into  our  hands. 

The  general  has  been  charged  by  the  General-in-Chief  to  convey  h^ 
thanks  to  General  Thomas  and  his  troops  for  their  brilliant  victory.  N » 
task  could  be  more  grateful  to  him,  seconded  as  it  is  by  his  own  c(^t*1'^^ 
approbation  of  their  conduct.

General  Orders  No.  13a. 

Headquarters  Department  of  the  Ohio, 

Nashville^  Tennessee^  February  26,  l^C. 
The  general  commanding  congratulates  his  troops  that  it  ha«  Intt 
their  privilege  to  restore  the  national  banner  to  the  capital  of  Tenness-t. 
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He  believes  that  tboiisaDds  of  hearts  in  every  part  of  the  State  will  swell 
with  joy  to  see  that  honored  flag  reinstated  in  a  position  from  which  it 
was  removed  in  the  excitement  and  folly  of  an  evil  honr ;  that  the  voice 
of  her  own  people  will  soon  proclaim  its  welcome,  and  that  their  man- 
hood and  patriotism  will  protect  and  perpetnate  it. 

The  general  does  not  deem  it  necessary,  though  the  occasion  is  a  fit 
one,  to  remind  his  troops  of  the  rule  of  conduct  they  have  hitherto 
observed  and  are  still  to  pursue.  We  are  in  arms  not  for  the  purpose  of 
invading  the  rights  of  our  fellow-countrymen  anywhere,  but  to  maintain 
the  integrity  of  the  Union,  and  protect  the  Constitution  under  which 
its  people  have  been  prosperous  and  happy.  We  cannot,  therefore,  look 
with  indifference  on  any  conduct  which  isdesigned  to  give  aid  and  com- 
fort to  those  who  are  endeavoring  to  defeat  these  objects;  but  the  action 
to  be  taken  in  such  cases  rests  with  certain  authorized  persons,  and  is 
not  to  be  assumed  by  individual  oflBcers  or  soldiers.  Peaceable  citizens 
are  not  to  be  molested  in  their  persons  or  property.  Any  wrongs  to 
either  are  to  be  promptly  corrected  and  the  offiBuders  brought  to  punish- 
ment. To  this  end  all  persons  are  desired  to  make  complaint  to  the 
inoimediate  commander  of  officers  or  soldiers  so  offending,  and  if  justice 
be  not  done  promptly,  then  to  the  next  commander,  and  so  on  until  the 
wrong  is  redressed.  If  the  necessities  of  the  public  service  should 
require  the  use  of  private  property  for  public  purposes,  fair  compensa- 
tion is  to  be  allowed.  No  such  appropriation  of  private  property  is  to  be 
made  except  by  the  authority  of  the  highest  commander  present,  and 
any  other  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  presume  to  exercise  such  privilege 
shall  be  brought  to  trial.  Soldiers  are  forbidden  to  enter  the  residences 
or  grounds  of  citizens  on  any  plea  without  authority. 

No  arrests  are  to  be  made  without  the  authority  of  the  commanding 
general,  except  in  case  of  actual  offense  against  the  authority  of  the 
Government;  and  in  all  such  cases  the^fact  and  circumstances  will 
immediately  be  reported  in  writing  to  heaclquarters  through  the  inter- 
mediate commanders. 

The  general  reminds  his  officers  that  the  most  frequent  depredations 
are  those  which  are  committed  by  worthless  characters  who  straggle 
from  the  ranks  on  the  plea  of  being  unable  to  march;  and  where  the 
inability  really  exists,  it  will  be  found  in  most  instances  that  the  soldier 
has  overloaded  himself  with  useless  and  unauthorized  articles.  The 
orders  already  published  on  this  subject  must  be  enforced. 

The  condition  and  behavior  of  a  corps  are  sure  indications  of  the 
efficiency  and  fitness  of  its  officers.  If  any  regiment  shall  be  found  to 
disregard  that  propriety  of  conduct  which  belongs  to  soldiers  as  well  as 
citizens,  they  must  not  expect  to  occupy  the  posts  of  honor,  but  may 
rest  assured  that  they  will  be  placed  in  positions  where  they  cannot 
bring  shame  on  their  comrades  and  the  cause  they  are  engaged  in.  The 
Government  supplies  with  liberality  all  the  wants  of  the  soldier.  The 
occasional  deprivations  and  hardships  incident  to  rapid  marches  must 
be  borne  with  patience  and  fortitude.  Any  officer  who  neglects  to  pro- 
vide properly  for  his  troops,  or  separates  himself  from  them  to  seek  his 
own  comfort,  will  be  held  to  a  rigid  accountability.

The  battle  of  Chaplin  Hills,  fought  near  Perry ville,  on  the  8tb  instan*.

T:* 
enemy  was  reinilsed  with  heavy  loss,  and  when  the  army  advano^nl  " 
the  attack,  at  6  o'clock  the  following  morning,  was  found  to  bav- 
retreated  during  the  night. 

The  good  conduct  exhibited  by  the  troops  on  this  field  only  realiz*' 
that  which  the  general  has  always  confidently  expected  from  tbeci 
Fortuitous  circumstances,  wiiich  so  often  affect  the  incidents  of  ^.»r- 
screened  the  enemy  from  a  combined  effort  of  the  different  corps,  nnr:

General  Orders  Xo.  150.

In  obedience  to  orders  from  the  headquai-ters  of  the  Army,  Major 
General  Buell  relinquishes  the  command  of  the  district  and  Army  of  the 
Ohio  to  Major  General  W.  S.  Rosecrans. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  general,  without  feelings  of  regard  and  a  warm 
interest  in  their  future  success,  to  part  with  troops  whom  he  has  been 
the  instrument  of  converting,  for  the  most  part,  from  raw  levies  into  a 
powerful  army,  honored  by  common  consent  for  its  discipline  and  effi- 
cient organization,  for  its  esprit  du  corps,  and  for  victories  unqualified 
by  a  single  reverse,  and  whose  fortunes  he  has  followed  for  a  twelve- 
month over  a  field  of  operations  embracing  considerable  portions  of  four 
States,  through  difficulties  and  dangers  which  its  fortitude  and  courage 
have  mastered  without  accident  or  failure.  It  has  recently,  by  a  rapid 
march  of  some  five  hundred  miles,  with  limited  subsistence,  often  with 
an  inadequate  supply  of  water,  returned  to  Kentucky  and  driven  from 
her  borders  a  powerful  army,  and,  having  re-established  its  communi- 
cations, is  now  well  on  its  way  to  meet  the  enemy  at  other  points.  The 
occasion  is  not  convenient  for  recounting  its  services  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  but  the  army  may  safely  recur  to  them  with  pride.  If 
anything  has  not  been  accomplished  which  was  practicable  within  the 
sphere  of  its  duty,  the  general  cheerfully  holds  himself  responsible  for 
the  failure. 

The  general  reflects  with  pride  that  the  army  under  his  command  has, 
for  the  most  part,  been  free  from  petty  jealousies  and  intrigue ;  that  it 
lias  neither  indulged  in  vain  boasting  nor  tarnished  its  high  character 
by  bickerings  and  low  criminations.  It  will  enhance  his  gratification  if 
it  shall  carry  to  its  new  commander — who  already  has  earned  its  confi- 
dence and  respect  by  distinguished  service — the  same  noble  qualities 
which  have  characterized  it  since  its  organization.  He  will  pray  that 
it  may  be  the  instrument  of  speedily  restoring  the  Union  to  its  integrity; 
and  there  is  no  individual  in  its  ranks  in  whose  honor  and  welfare  he 
will  not  feel  a  special  interest.

Sir  :  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  call  attention  to  some  modifications 
and  repairs  to  this  building  which  urgent  demand  for  increased  office- 
accommodation  and  the  present  dilapidated  condition  of  its  exterior 
seem  to  me  to  render  necessary. 

The  recent  removal  of  the  embankment  left  around  the  buihling  in 
newly  grading  the  streets  (F  and  Seventeenth)  along  its  fronts  has  un- 
covered so  much  of  its  basement-wall  as  to  admit  of  the  windows  of  the 
fourteen  cellar-rooms  of  those  fronts — most  of  them  now  comparatively 
useless — being  sufficiently  enlarged  to  admit  of  conversion  of  the  rooms 
into  desirable  fire-proof  office  or  file  rooms,  long  greatly  needed  for  accom- 
modation of  the  businessof  bureaus  of  the  War  Department,  which,  of  late 
years,  has  so  increased  as  to  render  indispensable  the  use,  for  office  pur- 
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poses,  of  private  buildings  at  a  rent,  the  saviug  of  which,  to  the  exteut 
stated,  will,  in  a  iew  years,  repay  tlie  coat  of  the  i>ernianeut  tire-proof 
accommodation  [jroposed. 

This  bniUlinp:,  when  erected  in  184«S-'49,  as  a  private  enterprise,  wa« 
finished  with  oil  mastic  on  a  rongjhly  built  brick  front,  to  which,  as 
claimed  by  advocates  of  its  use,  it  would  i>ermanently  adhere;  bat 
experience  has  since  clearly  shown,  in  this  and  in  many  other  iustanoes, 
that  all  such  expectation  wjus  fallacious,  as  the  very  unsightly  appear- 
ance of  this  building  for  years  past  abundantly  demonstrates. 

At  iiresent  much  of  the  entire  mastic  surface  on  the  Fstreet  front  ha« 
fallen  off,  and  nearly  all  that  remains  is  detached,  liable  at  any  time  to 
fall  off,  and  is,  in  fact,  falling  off'  in  portions  almost  daily,  so  that  thiK 
F-street  front  has  become  so  dilapidated  and  unsightly  as  to  render 
something  in  the  way  of  remedy  indispensable  to  the  preservation  of  the 
building,  as  well  as  to  its  creditable  appearance.  The  front  on  Seven- 
teenth street  is  in  very  little  better  condition  than  the  F-street  front, 
and  what  is  said  of  the  one  is  generally  applicable  to  the  other. 

In  considering  the  means  best  adopted  to  restoring  these  fronts  to  a 
proi)er  condition,  three  expedients  present  themselves  : 

1.  To  clear  oft'  the  surface  of  the  wall  and  reface  it  with  oil  mastic  an 
heretofore; 

2.  To  cut  out  four  and  a  half  inches  (the  width  of  a  brick)  of  tbo 
wall  from  ground  to  eaves  and  replace  the  removed  portion  with  pressetl 
brick  or  marble,  so  that,  when  finished,  the  building  will  have  the  ai>- 
l)earance  of  a  pressed-brick  front  or  marble  structure;  and 

3.  To  clear  off'  all  the  old  mastic  that  now  remains,  to  rub  down  the 
rough  bricks  to  as  smooth  a  surface  as  may  be  attainable  by  that  means, 
by  flushing  up  imperfections  in  mortar-joints,  and  to  finish  by  painting: 

•and  sanding  the  fronts  to  show  either  as  painted  and  sanded  brick-work, 
or  as  block-work  in  imitation  of  granite  or  other  stone,  as  may  be 
deemed  best. 

To  adopt  the  first  proposition  would  involve  expenses  second  only  to 
faciiig  with  pressed  brick  or  marble,  and,  considering  the  perishable 
nature  of  oil  mastic,  as  already  demonstrated  by  experience,  is  not 
deemed  advisable. 

The  second  i)roposition,  facing  with  pressed-brick  or  marble,  would 
beautify  the  building,  and  bring  it  more  in  accordance  with  the  elegance 
of  the  granite  structure  already  commenced  for  the  State  Department, 
on  the  opposite  side  of  Seventeenth  street ;  but  apprehension  of  the 
vW'ect  on  the  stability  of  the  building  of  cutting  out  the  necessary  por- 
tion of  its  present  wall,  and  doubt  of  the  practicability  of  replacing  sach 
portion  with  4  J  inch  marble  to  so  great  a  height  (71  feet)  in  a  manner  to 
insure  permanency,  together  with  its  costliness,  renders  this  exjiedient 
also  unadvisable. 

Coming  now  to  the  third  and  last  and  least  expensive  remedy  men 
tioned,  I  see  nothing  in  the  way  of  cost  or  durability,  nor  in  architectural 
effect,  in  contrast  with  the  new  State  Department  to  prevent  its  applica- 
tion to  all  that  portion  of  the  building  originally  covered  with  oil  mastic 

From  the  original  pavement  line  to  the  line  ^t  which  the  mastic  com- 
mences, a  height  averaging  four  feet,  the  building  is  cased  with  marble 
of  inferior  quality,  several  of  the  slabs  of  which  are  broken  apparently 
by  the  superincumbent  pressure,  and  below  this  marble  belt  is  the  rough 
blue-stone  foundation,'  recently  uncovered  to  conform  to  the  new  grade, 
to  the  average  depth  of  three  feet  four  inches,  which,  under  any  system 
of  modification  or  repair,  will  need  to  be  covered. 
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It  is  proposed,  therefore,  to  remove  the  existing?  marble  belt,  and  to 
inise  with  marble  the  space  between  its  top  and  the  line  of  the  new  grade. 

Lowering  the  grade  has  imposed  a  necessity  for  higher  steps  at  each 
of  the  three  entrances,  where  rongh  wooden  ones  have  been  temporarily 
placed ;  and,  in  connection  with  the  casing  of  the  basement  story,  it  is 
proposed  to  erect  at  each  of  these  entrances  marble  steps,  somewhat 
ornamental,  to  harmonize  in  elegance,  to  some  degree,  with  the  new 
State  Department. 

An  elevation  of  these  steps,  and  an  elevation  exhibiting,  in  black,  the 
basement  of  the  building  as  it  now  is,  and,  in  red,  as  it  is  proiwsed 
herein  to  finish  it,  is  appended  hereto. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  tin  roof  put  on  when  the  bnilding  was 
I  milt,  twenty-three  years  ago,  requires  renewal.  Extensive  repairs  of  the 
warniing-apparatus,  which  has  been  in  use  and  exposed  to  deterioration 
Irora  rust  in  summer  for  sixteen  years,  are  indispensable  to  reliability 
for  another  season ;  and  the  interior  of  the  building  requires  general 
renovation.  All  of  which,  as  well  as  the  modifications  herein  proposed. 
it  is  very  desirable  may  be  executed  during  the  season  just  cx)mmenced. 

The  best  estimate  I  am  enabled  to  make,  after  diligent  inquiry  int^o 
the  cost  of  such  work,  is  as  follows : 

Cutting  out  windows  in  basement,  and  filling  fourteen  cellar- 
rooms  for  office  or  tile  rooms $3, 500 

ivcmoving  mastic  from  fronts  on  Seventeenth  and  F  streets, 
(•leariiig  face,  and  pointing  and  flushing  up  joints  of  underlying 
brick-wall,  and  pointing  and  sanding  same  and  other  portions 
of  ciich  front,  and  wood- work  of  rear  and  ends  of  the  building.     C,  000 

Komoving  marble  from  basement,  from  and  including  present 
ui)per  course,  and  re-facing  with  marble  from  present  ground- 
line  up  to  present  upper  course  of  marble,  and  building  marble 
steps  to  each  of  the  front  entrances 10, 000 

Ivcinoving  tin  roof  and  painting  same,  repairs  of  steam  warming- 
apparatus,  and  painting,  white-washing,  and  general  renova- 
tion of  interior  of  the  building 5, 000 

Add  for  unforeseen  contingencies 500

From  the  nature  of  the  work  proposed  it  is  impracticable  to  do  more 
than  state  its  cost  approximately.  The  estimate  for  portions  of  it  may 
}>rove  to  be  less,  while  the  estimate  for  other  portions  may  prove  to  be, 
to  an  equal  extent,  in  excess  of  actual  cost;  but,  having  earnestly  sought 
to  exhibit,  in  the  aggregate,  nothing  less  and  nothing  more  than  will  be 
necessary  for  proper  and  economical  execution  of  the  work,  I  enterta.in 
no  doubt  that  the  amount  e.stimated  ($25,000)  will  aexomplish  in  the  best 
manner  all  that  is  proposed. 

A  view  of  the  building  as  it  now  is  will,  1  respectfully  submit,  dispel 
;wjy  doubt  that  may  exist  as  to  the  propriety,  if  not  necessity,  of  what 
is  proposed  for  its  exteripr;  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  general 
renovation  of  the  interior,  and  especially  of  the  steam-coils  of  the 
warming-apparatus,  as  to  which  the  urgency  cannot  be  too  strongly 
stated. 

The  building,  containing  130  rooms,  being  without  a  singly  fire-place, 
or  even  any  adequate  chimney  accommodation  for  warming  by  stoves, 
these  coils  afibrd  the  only  means  of  warming  it  in  winter.  They  have 
now  been  in  place  for  nearly  sixteen  years,  and  subject  all  tlmt  time.to 
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the  deteriorating  effect  of  rust  on  their  interior  as  well  as  exterior  sur- 
faces, and  are  thereby  so  reduced  in  thickness  and  strength  that  leaks 
occasionally  occar,  and  caase  constant  apprehension  of  sach  general 
yielding  to  the  pressure  .of  steam  within,  greatest  in  coldest  weaUier,aft 
to  render  the  entire  apparatus  useless  at  a  time  of  its  greatest  need, 
causing  thereby  a  suspension  of  business  throughout  the  building  for 
days;  and  this,  too,  considering  the  reduced  appropriations  for  late 
years,  when  there  would  be  no  adequate  means  available  for  repair. 

Impressed  by  these  considerations,  with  the  conviction  that  fidelity  to 
my  trust  requires  that  I  should  call  your  attention  to  them,  I  respect^ 
fully  request  that  application  may  be  made  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  provide  the  means  neces- 
sary to  execute  the  work  by  inserting  in  the  miscellaneous  appropriation 
bill,  which  is  understood  to  be  now  under  consideration,  a  clause  to  the 
following  effect,  viz: 

For  modification,  renovation,  and  repair  of  the  Government  building 
at  the  corner  of  F  and  Seventeenth  streets,  according  to  the  plan  of  th« 
superintendent  of  said  building,  and  under  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.

War  Department,  April  15, 1872. 

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the'honor  to  report  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives for  the  information  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs, 
which  lias  requested  to  be  informed  of  the  number  of  slaves  who  were 
enlisted  in  the  Army  as  such,  the  conditions  of  their  enlistment,  and 
what  amount  of  money  would  be  required  to  pay  them  bounty  as  pro- 
posed by  a  bill  now  pending  before  it,  that,  from  data  carefully  collated 
from  the  records  of  this  Department,  it  appears  that  the  total  number 
of  colored  soldiers  in  service  during  the  rebellion  was  178,975,  of  which 
there  were  slaves,  144,426 ;  enlisted  prior  to  July  18, 1864,  105,179,  of 
which  there  were  slaves,  84,144;  total  number  on  record  as  slaves, 
35,795,  of  which  were  enlisted  prior  to  July  18,  1864,  21,037. 

Slaves  enlisted  subsequent  to  July  18, 1864,  are  entitled  under  exist- 
ing laws  to  the  same  bounties  as  freemen. 

It  is  suggested  that  all  colored  soldiers  should  be  placed  on  the  same 
footing  as  regards  bounty,  without  regard  to  their  civil  status  prior  to 
enlistment..  This  view  is  one  that  has  long  been  entertained  by  this 
Department. 

The  21,037  men  enlisted  prior  to  July  18,  1864,  and  who  are  on 
the  records  as  slaves,  would  alone  be  affected  b^'  the  legislation  pro- 
posed, and  of  this  number  it  is  presumed  that  at  least  one-fifth  have 
forfeited  any  benefit  that  would  accrue  by  desertion,  discharge,  or  death 
by  reason  of  disease  incurred  prior  to  enlistment,  discharge  or  death 
on  account  of  disease  before  the  expiration  of  two  years'  service,  &c., 
leaving  16,830  to  be  provided  for.  These  are  now  entitled  to  $100 
bounty,  and  under  the  proposed  bill  would  be  entitled  to  $100  addi- 
tional, and  in  some  cases  $200. 

A  careful  approximate  estimate  places  the  amount  required  in  the 
payment  of  bounties,  as  proposed,  at  $2,000,000.

Sir:  My  attention  has  been  called  by  the  supervising  surgeon  of 
marine  hospitals  to  the  fact,  thai,  while  the  charge  for  maintaiuinp:  for- 
eign seamen,  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  marine  hospital  system,  is, 
by  the  same  law  which  provides  for  their  admission,  limited  to  seventy- 
five  cents  each  per  day,  the  actual  expense  incurred  is  often  xi^ry  much 
in  excess  of  that  sum,  the  total  annual  expenditure  on  marine  hospital 
a<-eouut  being  thereby  largely  increased. 

I  have  therefore  caused  to  be  prepared,  and  herewith  submit  for  the 
action  of  Congress,  a  bill  repealing  the  present  limit  and  provitling  W^v 
a  charge  equal  to  the  average  cost  incurred  for  American  seamen  at  the

he  it  enacted  by  tlie  Senate  and  Home  of  Representativeft  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  so  much  of  the  tifth  sec- 
turn  of  the  act  approved  May  3,  1802,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  ^An  act  for  the  relief  of  sick  and  disabled  seamen,' and  for  other 
purposes,''  as  limits  the  charge  for  the  maintenance  or  relief  of  uii^ftft- 
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eign  seaman  under  tbe  marine  hospital  system  to  the  sum  of  eeventy- 
five  cents  per  day  for  each  day  he  may  remain  in  hospital,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  in  lieu  thereof  every  such  seaman  shall 
hereafter  be  subject  to  a  charge  equal  to  the  average  expenditure  per 
day  incurred  for  American  seamen  in  like  oases,  at  any  port  or  place 
within  the  United  States  where  such  foreign  seamen  may  be  relieved  or 
maintained,  as  aforesaid,  which  charge  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law.

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  reply  to  a  request  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Military  Affairs  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  his  views 
upon  the  subject  of  a  memorial  from  certain  professors  of  the  Military 
Academy,  asking  legislation  to  increase  their  salaries  and  to  give  them 
the  benefit  of  the  longevity  allowance  and  retirement  laws,  by  reporting 
that,  in  his  belief,  these  gentlemen  are  entitled  to  the  relief  prayed  for, 
and  that  the  substitute  suggested  in  their  memorial  for  the  existing 
laws  on  the  subject  of  their  pay  and  allowances  would  seem  to  be  a 
proper  basis  for  legislative  action. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  prior  to  the  act  of  July  15, 1870,  all  the  pro- 
fessors of  the  Military  Academy  had  an  equal  and  fixed  salary,  viz : 
$2,240  per  annum,  a  rate  of  compensation  assimilated  to  that  of  colonel 
of  cavalry,  and  that,  being  commissioned  officers  of  the  Army,  those  who 
had  served  the  requisite  period  or  periods  of  five  years,  not  necessarily 
continuously,  received  also  the  longevity  rations. 

The  new  pay  law  of  July  15, 1870,  now  discriminates  between  the 
professors  according  to  length  of  service  in  the  Army  and  at  the 
Academy,  giving  the  salary  of  colonel  to  those  whose  service  exceeds 
thirty-five  years  j  of  lieutenant  colonel  to  those  whose  service  is  less 
than  thirty-five  and  more  than  twenty-five  years  \  and  of  major  to  all 
other  professors. 

Thus  far  in  the  law  continuous  service  is  not  made  a  condition  prece- 
dent. 

But  the  clause  "  hereafter  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to  said  pro- 
fessors ten  per  centum  of  their  current  yearly  pay  for  ea^h  and  every  term 
of  Jive  years  continuous  sermce^^  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  law  of  March 
2, 1867,  (14  Statutes,  pp.  434,  435,)  which  permits  officers  to  count  all 
their  time  passed  in  actual  service,  (regular  and  volunteer,)  whether 
continuously  or  at  different  periods,  and  discriminates  in  favor  of  some 
as  against  others  whose  services  are  equally  meritorious. 
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It  is,  therefore,  believed  that  a  substitute  of  the  nature  of  that  pro- 
posed would  only  be  reasonable,  and  just,  and  expedient,  as  it  would  be 
in  harmony  with  all  the  decisions  in  reference  to  longevity  rations,  and 
with  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1867. 
The  memorial  is  herewith  returned.

We,  the  undersigned,  professors  of  the  United  States  Military 
Academy,  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Militarr 
Affairs  to  the  following  statement,  viz.: 

There  are  eight  professors  of  the  Military  Academy  allowed  by  law, 

VIZ. 

1.  Professor  of  engineering. 

2.  Professor  of  natural  and  experimental  philosophy. 

3.  Professor  of  mathematics. 

4.  Professor  of  law  and  ethics. 

5.  Professor  of  chemistry,  mineralogy,  and  geology. 

6.  Professor  of  drawing. 

7.  Professor  of  Spanish. 

8.  Professor  of  French. 

Of  these'  the  professors  of  engineering,  philosophy,  law  and  ethics 
and  French,  are  appointments  made  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  thr 
act  of  July  16, 1870. 

Section  thirteen  of  this  act  provides  as  follows,  viz : 

And  he  it  further  enactedf  That  the  professois  of  the  United  States  Miiitary  Academ;. 
whose  service  in  the  Army  and  at  the  Academy  exceeds  thirty-five  yearB,8hal]  have  tbr 
pay  of  colonel,  and  those  whose  like  service  is  less  than  thirty-five,  but  exceeds  twi-Lrr- 
hve  years,  shall  have  the  pay  of  lieutenant  colonel ;  and  all  other  professors  shall  bar^ 
the  pay  of  m%jor,  &c. 

By  death  three,  and  by  retirement  one,  of  the  professors  for  whom 
this  act  provided  have  been  removed  from  the  faculty  of  the  Academy, 
and  their  places  have  been  supplied  by  new  appointments.  It  is  dm' 
probable  that  more  than  one  of  these  latter  will  ever  attain  the  grad» 
of  lieutenant  colonel,  owing  to  the  long  interval  of  required  service. 

We  wish  to  make  a  comparison  between  the  duties,  rank,  and  p^jol 
the  commander  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  and  the  professors. 

Section  two,  act  of  July  20, 1840,  provides  for  the  duties  and  pay  oj 
this  officer  as  follows,  viz : 

That  the  commander  of  the  Corps  of  Cadeta  at  the  MUitary  Academy  shaU  be  eith-r 
the  instructor  of  infantry  tactics,  of  cavalry  and  artillery  tactica,  or  of  practica]  ^'-^ 
gineering,  and  that  his  pay  and  emoluments  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  the  compH- 
sation  allowed  by  law  to  the  professor  of  mathematics,  &c.,  Sec. 

The  act  of  June  12, 1858,  section  two,  increases  his  rank  and  pay  1*J 
giviug  him  local  rank  as  follows,  viz : 

That  the  superintendent  of  the  Military  Academy,  whUe  serving  as  such  by  appm:  * 
meut  of  the  President,  shall  have  the  local  rank,  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a  tolotr 
of  engineers  ;  that  the  commandant  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  at  the  MUitary  Acaiieoj 
while  serving  as  such  by  appointment  of  the  President,  shall  have  the  local  rank,  '^ 
pay,  and  the  allowances  of  lieutenant  colonel  of  engineers;  and  besides  his  other duti'* 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  instructor  in  the  tacticd  of  the  three  arms  ai  i'* 
said  Academy,  &c.,  d&c,  &c. 

The  commandant  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  is,  with  rare  exceptioDS,  a 
junior  in  age,  in  experience,  in  instruction,  and  in  length  of  service,  tc 
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the  professors.    By  virtue  of  his  being  the  head  of  a  department  of  in- 
stmction,  (tactics,)  he  is  a  member  of  the  academic  board. 

The  professors,  your  petitioners,  are  also  heads  of  departments  of  in- 
struction, requiring  longer  time  and  severer  application  for  proficiency 
therein,  and  we  ask,  and  the  request  seems  to  us  reasonable  and  just, 
that  the  professors  be  placed  on  the  same  footing,  at  least,  as  their  col- 
league the  instructor  of  tactics. 

For  all  of  the  above  reasons  we  therefore  pray  that  section  thirteen 
of  the  act  of  July  15, 1870,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz: 

^'And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  professors  of  the  United  States 
Military  Academy,  whose  service  in  the  Army  and  at  the  Academy  ex- 
ceeds ten  years,  shall  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  colonel  of  en- 
gineers, and  all  other  professors  shall  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
lieutenant  colonel  of  engineers,  and  hereafter  there  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  said  professors  ten  per  centum  of  their  cuixent  yearly  pay  for 
each  and  every  term  of  five  years'  service:  Provided^  That  such  addition 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  forty  per  centum  of  said  yearly  pay;  and  said  pro- 
fessors are  hereby  placed  upon  the  same  footing,  as  regards  retirement 
from  active  service,  as  officers  of  the  Army.''

The  professorships  at  the  Military  Academy  have  always  been  re- 
garded as  positions  of  great  importance.  The  reputation  that  the 
Military  Academy  has  enjoyed  heretofore  for  thoroughness  of  instruc- 
tion is  due  to  the  high  character  and  attainmeilts  of  its  faculty. 

On  account  of  its  connection  with  the  Army,  the  professors  have 
always  been  graded  as  officers  of  the  Army.  They  are  commissioned 
by  the  President,  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate  as  professors,  but  Con- 
gress ^xe»  their  rank  and  pay. 

The  instructor  of  tactics,  who  is  commandant  of  cadets,  has  the  rank 
and  pay  of  lieutenant  colonel  of  engineers  by  virtue  of  section  two,  act 
of  1858,  no  matter  whether  he  be  a  lieutenant,  captain,  or  major,  in  the 
Army.  He  is,  as  stated  in  the  memorial,  with  rare  exceptions,  the  junior 
in  age,  in  experience,  in  instruction,  and  in  graduation,  and  proficiency 
in  his  department  requires  less  study  and  less  intellectual  training  than 
any  other  department  of  instruction  at  the  Academy. 

Tlie  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  is  sufficiently  low  for  any  gentleman 
possessing  these  qualifications  which  would  cause  him  to  be  selected  by 
tlie  President  for  such  a  position. 

By  amending  the  act  as  we  wish  the  expenditure  is  increased  but  a 
trifle  above  that  which  occurred  after  the  passage  of  the  act.    At  that 
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time  five  of  the  eight  professors  drew  pay  as  colonels^  two  as  lieatenant 
colonels,  one  as  major.  By  the  act,  if  amended,  five  will  draw  colonel's 
pay,  and  three  will  draw  lieutenant  colonel's  pay,  making  an  increase 
simply  in  the  difference  between  the  pay  of  a  lieutenant  colonel  and 
major. 

The  bill  when  passed  provided  suflSciently  well  for  the  professors,  but 
its  provisions  bear  rather  hardly  on  their  successors,  causing  them  to 
serve  a  long  period  before  attaining  that  grade  which  we  think  ought 
to  be  given  on  appointment. 

Of  the  four  professors,  your  petitioners,  one  will  have  to  serve  nine 
years,  two  nearly  eighteen  years,  and  one  twenty-five  years  to  reach  the 
grade  of  lieutenant  colonel.  It  is  probable  that  but  one  of  the  four  will 
reach  that  position,  and  possibly  two  may.  In  the  future,  cases  of  like 
servitude  will  arise  unless  appointments  are  confined  to  those  who  have 
passed  in  the  public  service  their  youth  and  middle  age,  and  have 
reached  the  declining  period  of  life. 

If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Military  Committee,  it  is  thought  proper  to 
refer  the  matter  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  his  opinion,  we  will  cheer- 
fully submit  to  his  decision. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  above  recapitulation  of  our  case  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Military  Committee  of  the  House.

Sir:  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  23d  March,  transmitting  resolu- 
tion of  the  House  of  Representatives  relative  to  removing  the  light-house 
at  New  Haven  Harbor  to  Southwest  Ledge,  I  have  the  honor  to  say  that 
the  board  has  received  from  the  local  officers  of  the  third  light-house 
district,  viz,  Brevet  Brigadier  General  I.  C.  Woodruflf,  engineer,  and 
Commodore  J.  H.  Strong,  inspector,  letters  concerning  the  project,  ot 
which  the  inclosed  are  copies.  Please  also  to  find^  herewith,  a  copy  of 
a  letter  from  General  Warren,  the  engineer  officer  in  charge  of  the 
improvement,  under  the  War  Department,  of  the  rivers  and  harbors  in 
that  district,  and  a  chart  of  New  Haven  Harbor.    It  will  be  seen  from 
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these  papers  that  Southwest  Ledge  lies  in  the  middle  of  the  main  sbi|)- 
ehannel  into  New  Haven  Harbor,  and  forms  a  great  danger  to  naviga- 
tion ;.  that  there  are  but  seven  feet  six  inches  of  water  on  the  rock  at  mean 
low  water;  that  the  question  is  between  a  removal  of  the  rock  by  the 
War  Department  and  the  erection  by  the  board  of  alight  and  fog-signal 
to  keep  vessels  from  running  upon  it  and  other  dangerous  rocks  in 
the  vicinity.  The  main  light  at  the  entrance  is  now  at  Five-Mile 
Point,  on  the  mainland  on  the  east  side  of  the  harbor,  and  distant  one 
mile  from  and  inside  of  Southwest  Ledge.  It  was  established  in  1805, 
and  last  refitted  in  1855.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  a  light  in  the 
channel  on  this  ledge  would  serve  the  interests  of  navigation  better  than 
the  present  light,  and  that  it  and  a  fog-signal  also  placed  on  the  rock 
would  be  of  more  benefit  to  commerce  than  the  removal  of  the  ledge, 
since  vessels  could  always  run  for  the  light  and  keep  clear  of  all  the 
many  dangers  to  navigation  which,  it  will  be  observed,  exist  at  the 
entrance  to  New  Haven  Harbor. 

A  light-house  at  Southwest  Ledge  would  involve  a  very  large  expense 
on  account  of  its  submarine  foundation,  and  the  strength  which  wonid 
be  required  to  resist  the  large  fields  of  ice  by  which  it  would  be  assailed. 
The  expense  is  estimated  at  $117,800.

Sir:  In  dbedience  to  your  instmotions  of  the  25tb  altimo,  relative  to  the  proposed 

transfer  of  the  New  Haven  Harbor  light  from  its  present  position  to  Southwest  hedge, 

near  the  entrance  of  the  harbor,  a  resolution  of  inquiry  having  been  introdnoed  into 

he  House  of  Bepresentatives  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Kellogg  as  to  its  advisability,  a  copj 
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of  which  accompanies  your  letter  of  instructions,  I  beg  leave   to  submit  the  following 
report: 

The  numerous  ledges  and  isolated  rocks  at  the  entrance  of  this  harbor  render  the  ap- 
proach thereto  hazardous,  and  no  system  of  range-lights  could  be  devised  to  serve  the 
puriJose  of  marking  each  ledge  or  the  channel-ways  between  them.  The  removal  of  the 
ledge,  also  alluded  to  in  your  letter  of  instructions  as  an  alternative,  would  be  attend- 
ed with  excessive  cost,  an  estimate  for  which  would  be  vague  at  the  best,  and  the  re- 
nioTal  of  other  ledges  and  rocks  would  be  equally  necessary. 

The  only  effectual  and  economical  remedy  would  seem  to  be  to  erect  a  light  on  South- 
west Ledge,  the  most  prominent  ledge  in  the  channel- way,and  to  discontinue  the  pres- 
ent light. 

Thi^  fog-bell  at  the  present  station  does  not  fulfill  its  purposes  as  a  reliable  guide  for 
entering,  owing  to  its  feebleness  and  its  distaucefrom  the  dangers.  If  it  were  placed 
on  the  Southwest  Ledge,  vessels  could  shape  their  course  toward  the  sigual  and  the 
harbor  be  made  with  certainty. 

General  G.  K.  Warr^i,  Corps  of  Engineers,  who  has  made,  under  the  order  of  the 
Chief  of  Engineers,  nfmute  surveys  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  with  the  view  to 
its  iuiproveuient,  has  kindlj',  on  my  application  for  them,  furnished  tracings  of  the  en- 
trance, showing  the  location  of  the  ledges  and  contour  of  the  Southwest  Ledge  ;  the 
latter  is  indispensable,  as,  without  the  iuformatiou  supplied  thereby,  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  submit  so  promptly  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a  suitable  structure 
upon  the  ledge  called  for  in  your  letter  of  instructions. 

I  beg  leave  to  acknowledge  herein  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  me  by  General 
Warren  by  this  contribution  of  the  results  of  his  surveys. 

Aftar  a  study  of  this  subject,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is^racticable  to  erect  oi 
Southwest  Ledge  a  solid  piece  of  granite,  fifty  feet  in  diameter,  in  an  average  depth  «»f 
ten  feet  at  mean  low  water.  The  eutire  height  of  the  pier  is  proposed  to  botweuty-niue 
feet;  surmouutiug  the  pier,  a  dwelling  for  keeper  and  assistant  keeper,  three  stories  in 
height,  tower  and  lantern  over  dwelling.  The  focal  plane  of  the  light  may  be  fixed 
at  sixty-two  feet  above  mean  low  water. 

The  lens  of  fourth  order  now  in  use  at  New  Haven  light  is  quite  adequate  for  the 
locality,  as  the  adjacent  lights  on  Faulkner's  Island  and  Stratford  Points  are  distant 
about  twelve  miles  on  either  side.  A  fog-signal  of  proper  power  should  be  adopted. 
The  estimated  cost  of  a  structure  of  the  kind  described  is,  taking  the  bids  for  Race 
Rock  light-house  as  a  basis,  $117,800. 

I  transmit  herewith  copies  of  the  tracings  of  the  entrance  of  the  harbor,  and  of  the 
contour  of  Southwest  Ledge,  which  were  furnished  by  General  Warren,  and  a  tracing 
of  the  proposed  lighr-house  on  the  ledge  in  elevation  only.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instrnctions  of  the  board,  dated  25th  ultimo,  directing  me 
to  investigate  and  report  as  to  the  advisability  of  transferring  the  New  Haven  Harbor 
light  to  the  southwest  ledge,  so  called,  near  the  entrance  to  said  harbor,  I  visited,  on 
the  2d  instant,  the  present  Tight-house  aud  the  Southwest  Ledge,  or  site  of  the  proposed 
transfer;  and  from  personal  observation,  embracing,  as  I  think, all  the  circumstances 
afiectiug  the  case,  I  have  reached  these  conclnsious — 

1.  At  the  first  establishment  of  a  light  to  guide  into  New  Haven  Harbor  the  South- 
west Ledge  would  have  been  a  preferrable  location  to  the  site  of  the  present  light- 
honse. 

2.  The  transfer  of  the  light  wonld  involve  the  necessity  of  building  a  new  light- 
house, and  all  the  iiecessairy  ad,}itnct.s;  in  a  word,  to- transfer  means  the  erection  of  a 
new  station,  and  the  extinction  of  the  old  one. 

3.  The  estimated  cost  of  building  a  liglit-stalion  for  the  exhibition  of  a  fourth-order 
light  on  the  so-called  Southwest  Ledge,  where  the  bottom  is  of  rock,  8  feet  of  water  at 
low  tide,  and  a  rise  and  fall  of  from  4  to  5  feet,  is  $117,800. 

The  question  of  probable  cost  being  one  for  the  consideration  of  the  engineer  of  the 
district,  I  snbmitteil  it  U>  General  Woodrnff,  who  furnished  me  with  the  figures  given, 
his  estimate  being  as  follows^  viz,  $117,800. 
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A  light  oa  the  Southwest  Ledge  would  be  a  better  gnide  for  vessels  in  the  sooDd,  and 
for  entering  the  harbor,  for  small  craft,  using  at  night  the  passages  east  of  the  led^, 
and  would  extend  the  range  of  the  fog-signal. 

Against  these  advantages  is  the  heavy  expense  of  the  andert>aking»  which  is  a  matter 
for  the  consideration  of  the  board,  to  whom  I  respectfully  submit,  it.

Sir:  I  have  yie  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  expediency  of 
removing  the  light-house  at  the  entrance  to  New  Haven  Harbor,  Connecticut  from*  its 
present  position  to  Southwest  Ledge. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  change  be  made  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  In  approaching  the  harbor  from  the  eastward  the  light  is  not  visible  until  nearly 
abreast  of  it,  being  shut  out  by  woods.  In  coming  from  the  westward  the  light  i^  aij 
situated  as  to  render  its  position  very  deceptive,  making  it  appear  nearer  than  it  really 
iH :  many  vessels  ground  on  the  west  shore  flats  from  this  cause. 

2.  If  the  light-house  was  on  the  ledge,  vessels  could  run  for  it  until  it  was  close 
aboard,  then  haul  to  the  northward,  pass  to  the  westward  of  the  li^ht,  and  head  up  the 
harbor  directly  for  the  fired  red  light  on  long  wharf,  thus  following  the  line  of  bt«t 
water  up  the  harbor,  avoiding  all  rocks  and  shoals.  The  light-house  would  also  serve 
as  an  excellent  channel-mark,  by  day  as  well  as  by  night.  In  consequence  of  the 
present  position  of  the  light,  it  is  necessary  to  run  by  bearings  and  estimat'ed  distances, 
thus  rendering  dangerous  the  entrance  to  the  harbor. 

^.  The  woods  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  light-house  so  deaden  the  sound  of  the 
fog-bell  that  in  those  fogs  accompanied  by  a  southerly  breeze  it  is  impossible  to  hear 
the  bell  more  than  600  or  700  feet,  except  when  directly  abreast — to  the  westward  of 
the  light.  This  would  be  obviated  by  placing  the  light-house  upon  the  ledge,  besides 
thus  greatly  improving  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  itself;  the  position  of  the  light  ou 
Southwest  Ledge  would  be  about  one  mile  farther  out  in  the  sound,  and  would  uimish 
an  excellent  object  for  vessels  passing  along  the  sound  to  steer  by  and  correct  their 
X)osition  in  thick  weather.  New  Haven  Harbor  is  much  used  as  a  harbor  of  refuge,  and 
should  the  light-house  be  placed  on  Southwest  Ledge,  vessels  whose  captains  were  not 
acquainted  with  the  harbor  could  readily  find  refuge. 

The  nearest  lights  are  Falkland  Island  light,  12  miles  to  the  eastward,  and  Stratford 
light,  about  12  miles  to  westward.  Every  reason  that  occurs  to  roe  justifies  the  xe- 
inoval  of  the  light-house  to  Southwest  Ledge.  Five-Mile  Point  should  bo  reserved  as  a 
site  for  a  fort-.  Southwest  Ledge  has  now  over  it  at  mean  low  water  7.5  feet,  and.  is 
composed  of  granitic  rock.  The  contours  of  the  rock  on  a  scale  of  10  feet  to  one  incUi 
are  shown  on  a  tracing  I  sent  you  with  my  report  of  December  23,  1671.  (H.  Ex.  Doc. 
No.  137.)  I  return  herewith  the  copy  of  the  resolution  sent  me.

Major  :  1  have  received  your  (Communication  of  the  26th  in  relation  to  the  light- 
house at  New  Haven  Harbor. 

I  inclose  yon  a  copy  of  my  report  concerning  it,  made  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers 
yesterday. 

All  the  maps  are  in  the  Chief  Engineer's  office  at  Washington. 

I  also  inclose  you  a  printed  copy  of  my  report  on  New  Haven  Harbor,  giving  the  oosst 
of  removing  the  Southwest  Ledge,  and  those  ledges  contiguous  to  it  called  B  and  C  and 
Middle  Rock.    This,  estimate  is  given  on  page  3,  and  the  amount  is  ^,700.    This  I 
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coDBider  a  low  estimate.  I  cannot  estimate  the  cost  of  the  light-honse,  because  I  do 
not  know  what  kind  of  alight  this  should  be,  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  syst-eni  already 
established.  The  wafer  aroand  the  ledge  is  about  22  to  ^  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  the 
bottom  being  hard  sand.  The  ledge  has  over  it  at  mean  low  water  7.5  feet.  The  arean 
of  the  horizontal  curves,  at  different  depths  down  to  17  feet,  are  given  on  page  9  of  the 
printed  report,  in  the  columns  nearest  the  bottom.    The  rock  is  granite. 

From  these  data  and  the  contour  map  you  can  readily  estimate  the  cost  of  building 
snch  a  light  as  the  place  requires.  I  wish,  however,  to  be  clearly  understood  as  saying 
that  the  greater  certainty  and  security  in  entering  the  harbor  whicli  would  result  from 
the  changing  of  the  light  from  Five-Mile  Point  to  Southwest  Ledge  would  justify  the 
entire  expenditure  of  doing  it,  indepeudent  of  what  might  be  saved  in  the  removal  of 
the  ledges.  These  advanti^e*9  are  fully  stated  in  my  report  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers, 
of  which  a  manuscript  copy  is  inclosed.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  on  the  operations  of  improving  the 
harbor  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  during  the  season  just  closed. 

The  condition  of  these  works  at  the  date  of  my  aunnal  report,  August  31,  is  given 
in  yonr  printed  annual  report  of  this  year,  pp.  85  and  768, 769,  770,  771.  At  that  time 
a  large  part  of  the  necessary  surveys  had  been  made  and  contracts  entered  into  for 
removing  the  rocky  ledges  at  the  entrance  and  for  dredging  from  Black  Buiqy  No.  5  np 
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to  the  city  ^wharves.    As  then  stated,  the  contractors  were  at  their  work  and  making 
satisfactory  progress. 

Morris  &  Cuiuraings,  the  contractors  for  the  dredging,  commenced  work  on  th^ 
lOtb  of  July,  and  completed  their  contract  on  the  31st  of  October.  Dnring  this  tinw 
the}'  dredged  from  the  channel  and  removed  outside  of  the  harbor  153,718  cubic  yanb 
of  mnteriftl,  mostly  a  clayey  mud.  In  my  previous  report  I  stated  there  were  but  7^ 
feet  in  the  channel  at  mean  low  water,  but  this  was  a  mistake ;  there  were  about  9fe«t 
at  mean  low  water.  The  new  channel  was  excavated  so  as  to  make  13  feet  depth  at 
mean  low  water,  which  is  the  depth  on  the  bar  opposite  Fort  Hale,  and  thus  vessels 
of  any  draught  that  could  cross  this  bar  can  proceed  directly  to  the  walls  withont 
lightering. 

The  dredged  channel  is  200  feet  wide  from  the  13-foot  curve  np  to  Long  WharC  a  dis- 
tance of  3,125  feet.  There  the  channel  makes  a  bend,  and  was  widened  to  350  feet  np 
to  the  canal  dock,  a  distance  of  750  feet ;  there  to  the  steamboat  dock,  a  distanc'e  of 
2,125  feet,  the  channel  was  made  100  feet  wide.  The  wharf-owners  have  since  begun 
to  dredge  around  their  piers,  thus  still  further  adding  facilities  to  commerce. 

In  my  previous  report  I  stated  that  I  considered  no  more  dredging  was  necessary, 
and  I  would  now  qualify  it  by  saying  no  more  in  this  part  of  the  harbor.  But  theif 
is  a  great  demand  for  an  increase  of  depth  over  the  bar  at  Fort  Hale,  so  that  vessels  of 
heavy  draught  arriving  there  may  not  have  to  wait  for  the  tide  in  order  to  pass  at 
once  into  the  inner  harbor.  Once  inside  of  this  bar  there  is  deep  water  and  excellent 
anchorage,  which  latter  feature  is  wanting  outside  of  the  bar.  Many  persons  think 
that  simple  dredging  is  all  that  is  required  to  secure  this  increased  depth  on  the  bar, 
which  is  composed  of  line  sand  and  has  remained  unchanged  since  the  earliest  surrey:} 
were  made.  I  cannot  agree  with  those  who  think  so,  as  I  believe  there  is  au  almost 
constant  movement  of  tins  sand  westward,  across  the  month  of  the  harbor,  and  that 
the  present  depth  is  merely  the  result  of  an  equilibrium  of  the  action  of  the  waves 
on  the  one  band  in  moving  the  sand  toward  the  shore,  and  the  action  of  the  tidal  car- 
rent  on  the  other,  sweeping  it  out  again.  If  this  equilibrium  is  disturbed  by  dredging 
a  channel,  the  cut  will  be  filled  again  in  the  same  way  as  the  drifting  snows  fill  op  a 
railroad  cut.  But  there  is  this  difference,  that  in  excavating  tbe  channel  we  may 
inciease  the  force  of  the  tidal  currents  so  that  the  cut  will  be  kept  open,  and  this,  it 
is  claimed,  will  be  the  case  by  those  advocating  the  dredging. 

There  is  enough  reason  in  this  to  give  dredging  a  trial,  and  it  is  the  more  justifiable 
as  there  does  not  seem  to  be  an^  other  more  promising  method  to  pursue.  The  dis- 
tance between  the  curves  of  16  feet  depth  at  mean  low  water  on  tbe  outside  and  inside 
of  this  bar  or  shoal  is  about  5,000  feet,  and  it  will  require  an  average  cut  2  feet  in 
depth  to'cive  a  draught  of  16  feet  over  it.  It  is  estimated  that  a  channel  200  feet 
wide  would  require  the  removal  of  about  75,000  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of  35  cents  per 
cubic  yard,  amounting  to  $26,250.  I  have  limit'Cd  the  depth  to  16  feet  at  mean  low 
water,  as  that  will  afford  nearly  all  the  benefit  now  wanted,  and  to  get  a  greater 
depth  would  require  a  very  large  amount  of  work. 

It  may  be  that  jettees  along  the  shore  to  arrest  the  motion  of  the  sand  may  be  of 
service  in  keeping  open  the  (Iredged  channel,  and  this  will  be  considered  in  the  fulnre 
prosecution  of  the  work.  Tbe  channel  already  dredged  between  Black  Buoy  No.  5  and 
the  wharves  is  in  no  danger  of  silting  up  again. 

Mr.  Sullivan,  the  contractor  for  removing  the  submerged  ledges  of  rock,  began  wodk 
on  the  1st  of  August  on  Luddington  Rock,  and  continued  at  work  until  September  30, 
when  he  ceased,  on  account  of  the  increasing  inclemency  of  the  season.  In  the  two 
months  he  removed  126.8  cubic  yards.  He  will  resume  work  at  this  rock  as  early  next 
season  as  the  weather  will  permit.    There  remain  695  cubic  yards  to  bo  removed. 

The  complete  survey  of  the  rocks  at  the  entrance,  which  we  made  the  past  season* 
enables  us  now  to  present  a  definite  project  for  their  removal ;  and  this  differs  consid- 
erably from  anything  heretofore  reported  on  this  subject. 

The  work  was  originally  begun  in  1852  and  1853  by  Mr.  Maillefert  on  Middle  Bock, 
because  it  was  thought  that  it  furnished  a  favorable  case  for  trying  his  method  of  snr- 
face-blasts.  This  method,  however,  failed,  and  under  the  contract  the  experimenter 
received  no  jiAy,  Tbe  ax^propriation  of  |6,000  remained  nearly  all  unexpended  nntil 
1667,  when  Mr.  Townsend  was  employed  by  the  day  to  operate  with  his  drill  and  or- 
diiiary  blasts  upon  it.  From  some  cause,  Mr.  Townsend  reported  much  success,  and 
he  claimed  to  have  removed  so  much  of  the  rock  as  to  make  14  feet  of  wat-er  upon  it< 
while  before  there  were  but  10  feet.  Misled  by  this  account,  I,  in  1870,  employed  bin 
to  work  again  upon  Middle  Rock.  I  soon  became  dissatisfied  with  the  progress  he  vas 
making,  and  began  to  distrust  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  of  tlie  success  he  had 
befpre  reported.  A  survey  of  the  rock  revealed  the  fact  that  there  were  still  only  W 
feet  of  water  on  the  rock,  the  same  as  it  was  at  first.  This  disagreeable  result  was 
confirmed  by  a  thorough  and  careful  survey  made  again  this  summer.  I  did  not  re- 
sumo  work  upon  it. 

It  has  been  recommended  to  remove  not  only  Middle  Bock,  but  the  Southwest  Ltfdge 
also,  and  the  two  rocks  between  them,  called  B  and  C  by  Captain  Dutton,  and  we  ba^"* 
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carefally  surveyed  them  all.  The  amount  of  rock  to  come  away  before  there  will  be 
17  feet  at  mean  low  water  on  all  these  ledges  just  referred  to  is :  Middle  Rock,  818  cu- 
bic yards;  Rock  B,  141  cubic  yards;  Rock  C,  624  cubic  yards:  Southwest  Led«e,  1,964 
cubic  yards;  all  together  3,548  cubic  yards,  which,  at  $25  per  yard,  would  cost  $88,700. 
The  distance  from  tne  Southwest  Ledge  to  Middle  Rock  is  1,020  feet.  It  is  thought  by 
many  that  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  would  be  benefited  by  erectiug  a  light-house  on 
the  Southwest  Ledge,  which  has  7^  feet  of  water  on  it  at  mean  low  water.  In  that 
case  it  is  thought  that  Middle  Rock,  and  the  intermediate  shoal  poiuts  B  aud  C,  need 
not  be  removed.  • 

The  principal  entrance  to  New  Haven  is  not  on  the  side  of  the  Southwest  Ledge 
(east  side)  on  which  Middle  Rock  stands,  but  on  the  west  side,  and  in  the  midst  of 
this  west  channel  stands  Luddington  Rock,  with  a  depth  on  it  at  mean  low  water  of 
about  10  feet.  Vessels  beating  out  and  in  the  harbor  pass  on  both  sides  of  it,  and  it  is 
very  much  in  the  way.    I  therefore  directed  work  to  be  begun  upon  it. 

In  the  channel  east  of  the  Southwest  Ledge  there  is,  however,  a  dangerous  rock, 
first  located  by  our  survey,  but  known  by  the  fishermen  as  the  Big  Boil.  Tbis  rock 
has  bat  7  feet  on  it  at  mean  low  water,  and  should  be  removed.  The  amount  of  rock 
above  the  17-foot  curve  is  about  587  cubic  yards,  which,  at  $25  per  yard,  would  cost 
^14,675. 

To  finish  the  work  in  the  harbor,  which  I  think  it  a<lvisable  to  do  at  the  present  time, 
(besides  the  light-house  for  Southwest  Ledge,)  will  require  as  follows : 

To  complete  the  removal  of  Luddington  Rock,  695  cubic  yards,  at  $25  per

To  remove  Big  Boil  Rock,  587  cubic  yards,  at  $25 14,675  00 

To  dredge  a  channel  200  feet  wide  to  a  depth  of  16  feet  across  the  shoal 
near  Fort  Hale,  75,000  cubic  yards,  at  35  cents 26,250  00 

For  superintendence 3,700  00 

Total 62,000  00

Leaving  the  balance  of  the  last  appropriation  still  unexpended,  $12,616.92. 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  additional  appropriation  required  will  be  about  $50,000] 

In  my  annual  report  I  recommended  an  additional  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  the  en- 
suing year,  but  this  was  made  without  taking  into  consideration  the  improvement  of 
the  depth  on  the  shoal  near  Fort  Hale. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  tracing  from  the  unfinished  map  of  the  new  survey, 
showing  the  dredging  done  during  the  past  season ;  also  a  tracing  showing  the  correct 
locations  of  the  rocky  ledges  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor ;  also  six  traciugs  showing 
the  contours  of  these  rocks,  and  one  sheet  of  sections  of  Luddington  Rock :  also  a 
report  of  Mr.  Mann,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  survey  and  superintendence  of  the  im- 
provement, which  contains  much  information  not  given  in  my  report,  and  is  a  valuable 
record  for  future  reference.  The  map  of  the  harbor  is  being  prepared,  and  is  in  an 
advanced  stage. 

Mr.  Mann  has  been  assisted  all  the  time  by  Mr.  C.  R.  Mather,  and  part  of  the  time 
by  Mr.  H.  N.  Babcock.  The  energy,  thoronghness,  and  completeness  of  the  work  com- 
mend these  young  men  to  all  interested  in  their  professionaJ  pursuits,  aud  who  desire 
to  see  a  faithful  execution  of  a  public  trust.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  of  operations  at  New  HaTen  HariKir.. 
Connecticut,  during  the  present  year.  In  accordance  with  yonr  instructions,  1  left 
Newport  on  March  16,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Charles  R.  Mather,  civil  engineer.  Oprr»- 
tions  were  commenced  on  March  17  by  the  locating  of  tide-^nges  at  I^ng  Whaif  %t4 
Chapel  Street  Bridge,  the  gauge  at  Chapel  Street  Bridge  being  placed  on  the  east  »i«V 
of  the  guard-piling  of  the  draw-pier  of  the  bridge ;  the  gauge  at  Long  Wharf  beinc 
placed  ill  a  comer  oetweeu  the  freight-house  at  tine  end  of  the  dock  and  the  east  end  fit 
the  dock.  Simultaneous  tide  observations  were  commenced  at  these  points  on  March 
18,  being  taken  every  ten  minutes  between  high  and  low  water,  and  every  five  0inot4>« 
for  thirty  minutes  before  and  after  high  and  Tow  water.  These  gauges  weire  obserrfl 
until  March  31,  when  simtiltaneons  observations  were  commenced  at  Chapel  Strn-t 
Bridge,  Long  Wharf,  Fort  Hale,  and  Five-Mile  Point.  Tables  of  these  observations  srv 
annexeid  to  this  report.  At  Long  Wharf,  Fort  Hale,  and  Five-Mite  Point,  box-gaoicf^ 
of  the  form  shcwa  in  the  annexed  diagram  were  put  up,  this  being  rendered  iiece«srf 
by  the  prevalence  of  southwest  winds,  which  make  the  water  too  rough  for  Accnnt^ 
reading  upon  a  stAff-gauge.  The  tide-gauge  at  Fort  Hale  was  placed  on  the  east  «iik 
of  the  Chemical  Works  dock,  and  that  at  Five-Mile  Point  on  the  north  side  of  a  dtrk 
belonging  tK)  W.  H.  Clark,  esq.  Observations  were  taken  at  all  foar  gauges  until  Apri* 
15.  On  the  14th,  15th,  and  17th,  levels  were  run  to  connect  the  planes  of  refereow  %t 
marked  on  the  different  gauges,  and  bench-marks  put  in  as  follows. 

Bench-mark  1  consists  of  a  copper  bolt  6  inches  long,  f  inch  diameter,  and  li  iocb^ 
across,  the  head  leaded  into  a  large  circular  stone  on  the  southeast  comer  of  a  paasapr- 
way  through  the  west  end  of  Long  Wharf,  about  60  feet  east  of  P.  P.  Avery's  Bt<»iv. 
The  stone  is  level  with  the  roadway,  the  bench-mark  being  in  the  sonth  side  of  tL<* 
upper  face.  The  head  of  the  bolt  is  10.2.33  feet  above  the  plane  of  mean  low  water  » 
determined  at  the  tide  station  at  Long  Wharf. 

Bench-mark  2  consists  of  a  copper  bolt  leaded  in  the  northwest  comer  of  the  np]yr 
face  of  the  northwest  stone  in  the  second  course  from  the  top  of  the  east  abotmeot  of 
the  draw-span  of  the  Chapel  Street  Bridge ;  the  stone  forms  a  projecting  comer,  thf 
bench-mark  being  inserted  about  5  inches  from  its  northwest  comer  on  a  line  nmnin; 
southeast.  The  bench-mark  is  9.631  feet  above  plape  of  mean  low  water  as  detenmneil 
at  the  tide  station  at  Chapel  Street  Bridge. 

Bench-mark  3  is  a  copper  bolt  leaded  in  the  upper  face,  at  the  southwest  comer,  /tf 
the  west  stone  of  the  north  side  of  the  sluice-way  at  the  southwest  comer  of  Port  Hak 
and  on  a  line  running  northeast  from  comer  of  said  stone.  The  bench-mark  is  lUI^ 
feet  above  the  plane  of  mean  low  water  as  determined  at  the  tidal  station  at  Fort  HaV. 
(at  Chemical  Works  dock.) 

Bench-mark  4  is  a  copper  bolt  leaded  into  the  second  stone  from  the  north  edsr 
of  the  southwest  face  of  the  water-table  of  the  New  Haven  lifj^ht^honse ;  the  bolt  « 
about  4  inches  from  the  upper  edge  of  the  stone,  the  head  being  flush  with  it^  fir> 
and  notched  thus  0.  The  horizontal  notch  is  20.866  feet  above  the  plane  of  mean  lo*" 
water,  as  determined  at  the  tidal  station  on  dock  belonging  to  W.  H.  Clark,  esq.  A* 
the  two  last  stations,  as  the  observations  extended  over  only  half  a  lunation,  mean  I<^« 
water  was  determined  by  subtracting  one-half  of  the  mean  rise  and  fall  of  the  Xi^. 
(spring,  the  observations  extending  over  a  period  of  high  tides,)  taken  from  rnit<^! 
States  Coast  Survey  records  from  the  height  of  the  mean  sea-level.  At  the  other  sta- 
tions the  mean  of  the  low  waters  for  a  lunation  determined  the  plane  of  mean  h^ 
water.  I  also  found  that  the  tide-^nuge  used  during  the  survey  of  Middle  Rock  in  l^^** 
was  put  up  by  Mr.  R.  M.  Bache,  of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey,  and  observed  for  » 
month,  and  that  his  mean  low  water,  as  used  by  me  in  1870,  differed  bot  0.06  foot  frmc 
that  of  1H71.  On  April  19  I  examined  the  channel  below  Long  Wharf,  with  the  di^djrf 
shown  in  the  diagram,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  character  of  the  bottom  anil 
the  depth  at  mean  low  water.  I  found  that  the  bottom  consist«d  of  soft  mud,  mix«<d 
occasionally  with  broken  shells,  but  in  no  place  was  anything  struck  approaching  th- 
consistency  of  hard  mud.  Sonndings  commmencing  at  Long  Wharf  and  exteodln^  w 
13-foot  curve,  near  Black  Buoy  No.  5,  gave  a  mean  depth  of  9  feet  at  mean  low  war<? 
No  oyster-beds  were  struck,  nor  any  considerable  accumulation  of  shells,  and  the  «Ut^ 
ment  of  pilots  in  regard  to  the  existence  of  auy  well-defined  bar  between  Long  Wb^rf 
and  Black  Buoy  No.  5  were  conclusively  shown  to  be  erroneous.  On  the  17th,  Unb. 
19th,  and  20tb  of  April,  primary  triangulation  stations,  consisting  of  poles  S5  feet  K^^l 
and  2  by  3  inches,  having  large  red  flags  at  top,  and  supporting  tripods,  were  erert*^^ 
at  the  following  prominent  points  in  the  harbor  below  the  bridge :  A,  near  e««t  eod  c( 
Tomlinsou's  Bridge;  A,  on  Belle  Dock;  B,  opposite  Lon^  Wharf  on  east  shore;  B,  fr 
end  of  Long  Wharf;  C,  at  Fort  Hale;  C,  on  Oyster  Point;  D,  at  light-house;  D. •« 
Sandy  Point ;  £,  on  Brister's  hill,  on  west  side  of  harbor,  back  of  &vin  Rock.  TV 
base  line  A  B  was  also  measured  and  found  to  be  2,396.5  feet  in  length.  On  the  2I<*. 
22d,  and  24th,  the  angles  of  the  primary  triangulation  were  measured  by  the  Troodi 
ton  &  Simms  theodolite,  reading  to  10^',  each  angle  being  taken  three  times.    Thr 
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variation  of  the  sam  of  the  angles  of  any  triangle  from  180^  in  no  case  exceeded 
25".  These  angles  have  heen  corrected  hy  ordinary  method,  founded  on  method  of 
least  sqnares,  and  the  sides  of  the  triangles  compnted.  The  traversing  of  the  shore- 
line was  commenced  on  April  25,  at  north  end  of  base,  and  was  completed  on  May  6, 
being  run  to  tlie  light-bouse  on  the  east  shore,  and  to  a  point  just  below  Savin  Rock, 
on  the  west  shore,  and  connected  at  every  principal  station  with  the  primary  triangu- 
lation.  ,  A  limited  topographical  survey  was  made  in  connection  with  the  traversing 
by  Mr.  Charles  R.  Mather,  civil  engineer.  The  total  distance  traveled  was  52,000  feet ; 
the  stations  were  marked  as  follows:  1  A,  2  A,  &c.,  running  south  from  north  end 
of  base  1  B,  2  B,  &c.,  from  some  point  north  and  west.  On  May  8  a  survey  of  the 
openings  of  the  sea-wall  at  Fort  Hale  was  made  to  determine  the  amonnt  of  repairs 
required.  On  May  9  preparations  were  made  to  commence  sounding,  and  on  the  IGth 
it  was  begun  at  Tomlinson's  Bridge,  and  concluded  on  May  20,  extending  to  a  point 
opposite  the  middle  of  Morris's  Cove.  About  2,600  soundings  were  located  by  two  tran- 
sits, the  lines  being  run  zigzag  and  taken  so  as  to  determine  changes  or  level,  the  pole 
used  in  less  than  20  feet  of  water  being  kept  on  the  bottom  roost  of  the  time.  A  sys- 
tem of  signaling  by  red  and  white  flags  was  adopted,  and  the  numbers  of  soundings 
checked  at  the  end  of  each  line ;  in  case  of  soundings  being  lost  by  instrument,  which 
was  very  rarely,  the  line  was  re-ruu.  While  sounding,  the  gauge  at  Long  Wharf  was 
read  every  15  minutes,  and  the  soundings 
reduced  to  mean  low  water  by  these  ob- 
servationSfthe  time  being  taken  in  the 
boat  every  5  minutes.  Several  lines  of 
soundings  were  located,  radiating  from 
Long  Wbarf^  so  as  to  determine  the  axis 
of  the  channel,  which  was  found  to  coin- 
cide very  nearly  with  a  line  from  Long 
Wharf  to  Black  Buoy  No.  5.  The  sound- 
ings were  completed  to  the  entrance  of  the 
harbor  in  the  fall.  This  will  be  referred 
to  in  its  proper  chronological  order.  On 
May  22,  23,  24,  and  25,  buoys,  ropes,  &c., 
for  the  surveys  of  the  rocks  at  the  entrance 
to  the  harbor  were  prepared  and  taken  out 
to  Middle  Rock  ana  placed  in  position  for 
the  survey  of  that  rock.  On  the  27th  a 
complete  survey  of  Middle  Rock  was  made, 
including  those  parts  necessarily  omitted 
in  1870,  in  the  following  manner :  Four 
kerosene-oil  barrels  were  strapped,  as 
shown  in  the  diagram,  and  provided  with 
two  100-foot  anchor  warps  each.  These 
buoys  were  arranged  in  the  form  of  a  square,  as  in  the  diagram,  (see  next  page,)  and  were 
connected  by  rope  150  feet  long,  passing  through  and  fastened  to  an  eye  formed  of  the 
bight  of  the  rope  on  the  barrel  inclosing  an  iron  thimble.  These  ropes  were  marked  at 
every  5  feet  by  strips  of  red  bunting  inserted  between  the  strands.  The  angles  of  the 
square  were  laid  off  with  a  sextant  and  the  buoys  held  in  place  by  anchors,  and  also 
by  being  strung  up  to  the  span-buoys  left  after  operations  in  1870,  so  that  any  displace- 
ment wa»)  impossible.  The  survey  was  made  about  the  time  of  slack  water,  as  nothing 
could  be  done  at  the  strength  of  Uie  tide.  The  survey  was  commenced  at  the  northeast 
end  of  the  rock,  the  north  side  of  the  square  being  taken  as  the  base  from  which  all  the 
lines  were  run,  the  bearing  of  the  base  being  south  80^  east,  (mag.)  Soundings  were 
taken  at  every  5  feet  along  the  lines  running  north  and  south,  the  sections  being  10 
feet  apart.  During  the  survey  the  gauge  at  Five-Mile  Point  was  read,  the  soundings, 
^0  in  number,  being  reduced  to  mean  low  water  by  these  observations.  The  soundings 
were  taken  with  a  pole  31  feet  long,  having  feet  and  half-feet  branded  upon  it,  as  1 
have  found  that  a  painted  pole  is  of  little  use  in  salt-water.  The  lower  end  of  the 
pole  consisted  of  an  iron 
diameter,  fastened  thus : 
on  the  bottom  no  promi 
notice.  I  also  sounded 
rock,  to  ascertain  if  I  had 

that  there  was  no  broken  rock  left  there  in  1867  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Towusend,  but  found 
that  my  former  statement  wtw  entirely  correct.  A  map  of  Middle  Rock  has  been 
made  on  a  scale  of  5  feet  to  the  inch,  the  contours  being  drawn  at  every  foot,  12 
and  18  foot  contours  heavy,  and  the  line  of  proposed  excavation  (17  feet  below 
moan  low  water)  in  blue.  The  map  is  different  in  some  minor  respects  from  those 
made  from  the  survey  of  1870,  but  is  more  correct,  as  in  1870  the  water  was  very 
roa^fa,  while  in  1871  it  was  almost  a  dead  calm  during  the  entire  survey.  I  find 
the  least  depth  of  water  on  the  rock  to  be  10.4  feet  at  mean  low  water  in  1871,

and  10.0  in  1870.  This  difference  is  nndonbtedly  due  to  the  difficulty  of  taking  exact 
sonndin^H  in  1870.  The  survey  of  1871  included  that  portion  of  the  rock  lying  to  the 
sonthy  which  was  omitted  in  1870.  I  give  a  comparison  of  the  areas  of  the  cnrve« 
(below  plane  of  mean  low  water)  from  the  two  surveys,  these  areas  being  completed 


by  reducing  the  curves  to  equivalent  triangles  and  measuring  their  bases  an^  al^'' 
tudes.     The  difference  of  the  areas  of  the  Tower  corresponding  curves  resolta  from 
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the  introduction  of  the  Roiith  part  of  the  rock,  which  is  quite  flat,  and  which  did  not 
appear  in  the  survey  of  1870,  but  is  entirely,  included  in  that  of  1871.

The  volume  has  been  computed  by  two  methods:  1st.  From  horizontal  sections  at 
every  foot  of  vertical  height,  (the  areas  being  given  above,)  by  the  prismoidal  formula. 
For  instance,  assuming  11  and  13  foot  curves  as  upper  and  lower  bases,  and  12  foot  as 
middle  base,  there  results  the  volumes  between  the  11  and  13  foot  curves,  thus :

The  volnme  was  then  computed  from  these  areas  by  the  prismoidal  formula,  and 
found  to  be  826.6  cubic  yards.  The  most  probable  volume  of  the  rock  is  then  the  mean 
of  these  results,  or  H7.96  cubic  yards  above  the  17-foot  curve,  (below  mean  low  water.) 
Comparing  this  with  the  result  of  the  survey  in  1871,  and  with  that  computed  from 
Captain  Button's  areas  from  his  survey  in  1853, 1  have  the  following  volumes :

The  discrepancy  may  seem  large,  but  the  greater  accuracy  of  this  year's  survey,  and 
the  more  favorable  conditions  under  which  it  was  made,  would  lead  me  to  adopt  the 
volume  deduced  from  it  in  any  subsequent  estimates,  more  especially  as  the  volume 
given  in  Captain  Button's  report  as  deduced  from  his  areas  was  really  double  the  amount 
actually  corresponding  to  the  area,  which,  of  course,  does  not  tend  to  strengthen  faith 
in  the  correctness  of  the  areas  themselves.  The  depth  of  water  on  the  sand  about 
Middle  Rock  is  22.5  feet  at  mean  low  water  on  the  north  side,  and  23.6  feet  on  the  south 
side.  The  survey  in  1870  gave  22.3  and  23.3,  this  being  additional  proof  of  the  general 
accuracy  of  the  depths  taken  then,  and  further  proof,  if  any  be  needed,  that  Mr.  Town- 
aend's  plane  of  low  water  when  15  feet  was  found  by  him  on  the  shoalcst  point  of  the 
rock  must  have  bad  its  origin  in  his  imagination.  All  the  rocks  at  the  entrance  to  the 
harbor  appear  to  have  deeper  water  on  the  south  than  on  the  north  side,  probably  due 
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to  their  clieckiog  the  silt,  &c,,  broaght  down  by  the  etrong  ebb  tide.  During  the 
week  ending  Jnne  3  several  attempts  were  made  to  snrvey  Southwest  Ledge,  but  with- 
out success,  as  southwest  winds  made  it  too  rough  for  work.  A  heavy  fog  each  day 
prevented  other  ont>-door  work.   On  June  5 1  surveyed  Southwest  Ledge  by  the  checker- 


sing  wu  teet  in  length.  The  angle 
side  parallel  were  marked  at  the  lO-foot  points  by  red  bunting  tau;8,  and  a  line  marked 
at  every  10  feet  was  stretched  from  one  to  the  other,  and  moved  along  10  feet  at  a  time, 
so  that  soundings  were  taken  at  the  comers  of  parallelograms  10  feet  by  10  feet.  The 
buoys  were  placed  at  slack  water,  aud  so  arranged  that  the  ebb  tide  ran  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  lines  of  soundings.  Each  buoy  was  held  by  two  anchors  with  long  warf^ 
hauled  taut,  so  that  swaying  was  possible  during  the  ebb.  A  boat  was  anchored  at 
the  middle  of  the  base  to  prevent  swaying  and  sagging.  The  soundings  were  taken  by 
allowing  the  boat  to  drop  down  with  the  tide  along  the  line  stretched  from  the  luuse  to 
the  side  parallel  with  it.  After  crossing  it,  (the  parallel  side,)  the  line  was  secar^d  to  it 
and  soundings  taken  as  before.  During  the  survey  the  gauge  at  Five-Mile  Point  wa» 
read,  aud  the  sounding  rMuced  to  mean  low  water  from  the  observations.  About  450 
soundings,  were  taken.  When  the  survey  was  nearly  completed  it  commenced  to  blow 
from  the  south-southeast,  so  that  the  last  two  lines  of  soundings  were  taken  20  feet 
apart.  During  the  survey  the  spindle-socket  which  formerly  held  a  larse  spindle  wv 
struck  and  located  ;  it  is  about  1  foot  across,  and  has  over  it  at  extreme  low  water  nut 
more  than  3  feet  of  water ;  it  should  be  removed,  or  the  spindle  replaced,  aa  it  is  very 
dangerous  to  light-draught  vessels.  A  map  of  Southwest  Ledge  nas  been  made  t<o  a 
scale  of  10  feet  to  the  inch,  contours  drawn  at  every  foot  of  vertical  height,  the  same 
colors  being  adopted  for  the  curves  as  in  the  map  of  Middle  Rock.  The  least  water 
over  the  ledge  at  mean  low  water  is  7.5  feet.  This  is  ^o  foot-  more  water  than  is  shoim 
on  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  chart.  The  ledge  is  about  310  by  250  feet,  the  longer 
direction  being  northwest  and  southeast ;  it  is  v^y  jagged,  being  full  of  crevices.  I 
have  comput'Cd  the  volume  by  vertical  and  horizontal  sections,  as  in  Middle  Rock.  Bv 
vertical  sections  I  have  taken  sections  at  noted  distances  from  north  end  of  base.  By 
Simpson's  rule :

Then  by  prismoidal  formula  the  volume  =  1,931.44  cubic  yards,  or,  taking  the  mean  of 
the  two  results,  1,964.40  cubic  yards,  for  the  volume  of  the  ledge  above  the  17-foot  cnrT«. 
(below  mean  low  water.)  Until  June  14  the  time  was  occupied  in  dragging  for  the  rock 
known  as  Luddington's  Rock,  the  position  of  which  was  not  marked  by  any  buoy,  and. 
as  I  afterward  found,  was  incorrectly  located  on  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  map- 
On  the  14th  I  found  Luddington's  Rock,  also  two  rocks  between  Southwest  Ledge  am 
Middle  Rook,  known  as  Tortoise  and  Ragged  Rocks,  B  and  C  in  Captain  Duttoo'i 
report,  and  a  rock  not  marked  on  any  chart,  known  as  the  Big  Boil,  (named  from  the 
tide-rip  over  it  at  certain  stages  of  the  tide,)  lying  about  one-fourth  mile  south-aonth* 
west  of  Quixe's  Ledge  spindle,  and  having  over  it  about  seven  feet  at  mean  low  water. 
I  found  ranges  for  all  these  rocks,  so  that  1  could  drop  a  lead  on  them  without  any  pre- 
vious soundings,  and  marked  the  Big  Boil  with  a  small  barrel-buoy,  as  the  tide  ran  m 
swiftly  there  that  it  was  somewhat  difficult  to  strike  the  shoalest  wat«r  on  it.  I  wm 
somewhat  surprised  to  find  less  than  10  feet  at  low  water  on  Luddington's  Rock, instead 
of  12.5,  as  shown  on  the  charts.    Big  Boil  Rock  lies  directly  in  the  entrance  to  tJie  east- 
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ern  cbauoel  of  the  harbor,  and  is  a  very  formidable  obstruction  ;  B  and  C  have  over 
them  at  mean  low  water  about  13  and  11.5  feet  respectively.  Luddington's  Rock  is  a 
large  rock,  at  least  150  by  100  feet,  instead  of  a  small  peake^l  rock,  as  I  was  informed 
last  year  by  the  harbor  pilots.  I  also  sounded  on  Old  Head  Reef,  about  half-way  be- 
tween Quixe's  Ledge  and  Adam's  Fall,  finding  on  it  about  9  feet  at  low  water;  as 
the  Coast  Survey  map  gives  6, 1  presume  I  did  not  strike  the  highest  point.  As  it  is 
not  in  the  channel,  I  did  not  spend  anymore  time  on  it,  the  only  object  being  to  know 
where  it  was.  The  following  ranges  were  noted  for  Luddington's  Rock  :  Quixe's  Ledge 
spindle  is  on  range  with  the  south  edge  of  the  only  large  white  house  on  the  ^^  South 
End  ;"  the  north  edge  of  two  brown  cottages  on  the  beach,  just  north  of  Savin  Rock, 
is  on  range  with  the  spire  of  the  southernmost  of  the  two  churches  in  West  Haven  ; 
these  cottages  being  at  the  high  water  are  readily  distinguished,  as  they  are  the  only 
ones  so  situated.  The  Big  Boil  is  on  range  of  Quixe's  Ledge  spindle  with  bluff  at 
month  of  Morris  Creek,  and  on  the  ran^e  of  the  end  of  the  woods  on  Morgan's  Point, 
with  the  west  edge  of  white  house  behind  them  to  the  north. 

On  June  16  I  surveyed  Luddingtou's  Rock  by  checker-board  method,  the  base-line 
being  225  feet  long,  and  bearing  north ;  the  side-lines  were  200  feet  long,  and  were 
inclined  t^  the  base  at  an  angle  of  6P  30^,  this  angle  being  taken  with  the  sextant. 
Tho  side-lines  were  as  neai'ly  as  possible  in  the  direction  of  tidal  current,  so  that  the 
sounding-boat  could  drop  down  with  it.  The  sections  were  10  feet  apart,  soundings 
being  taken  every  5  feet  along  them,  beginning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  par- 
allelogram, the  sections  running  from  northwest  to  soatheast,  while  the  axis  of  the 
rock  was  from  northeast  to  soutnwest.  The  base  was  prevented  from  sagging  by  a 
l>oat  anchored  at  its  middle.  Three  hundred  soundings  were  taken,  being  reduced  to 
mean  low  water  by  observations  at  Five-Mile  Point.  A  map  has  been  made  of  Ludding- 
ton's  Rock,  on  a  scale  of  5  feet  to  1  inch,  contours  1  foot  apart ;  12-foot  contour  heavy  ; 
16-foot  contour,  line  of  proposed  excavation.  The  rock  is  about  150  by  100  feet,  the  longer 
axis  northeast  and  southwest.  The  rock  is  very  Jagged,  rising  in  some  places  quite 
abruptly,  and  affords  excellent  opportunities  for  face  or  surface  blasts.  There  is  on  the 
liighest  point  9.8  feet  at  mean  low  w^ter,  and  on  the  surrounding  sand  16  to  17  feet  at 
mean  low  water.  The  rock  consists  of  two  portions,  connected  by  a  narrow  ridge ; 
this  ridge  is  not  shown  on  the  map,  as  its  existence  was  first  discovered  by  the  diver  ; 
I  afterward  examined  it  myself,  and  found  it  to  be  quite  small. 

Laddington's  Rock  is  a  much  better  locality  to  work  in  than  Middle  Rock,  as  tho 
velocity  of  the  tide  is  less,  thus  making  it  smoother  in  the  southwest  winds.  The  vol- 
ume of  the  rock  has  been  computed  by  horizontal  and  vertical  sections,  as  follows  :

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617  cubic  yards,  the  mean  of  the  two  results  giving  for  most  probable  volume  of  the 
rock  above  17-foot  curve,  (below  mean  low  water,)  6*24.42  cubic  yards.  On  June  20, 
Kock  B,  or  Tortoise  Rock,  was  surveyed.  The  b.ise  was  80  feet  long,  bearing  north  2(P 
east,  the  lines  of  sounding  being  included  to  it  at  an  angle  of  61^  54^  and  being  5  fe^t 
apart,  running  southeast  to  northwest,  soundings  5feet  apart  commeuciug  at  southeast 
end.  The  south  side  of  the  rock  below  the  17-foot  curve  was  not  obtained  in  conse- 
(juence  of  wind.  As  this  is,  however,  quite  uniform,  the  other  contours  were  iutrodnced 
without  any  difficulty.  The  rock  is  very  smooth  and  rounded  on  the  top.  Three  hun- 
dred and  niuety  soundings  were  taken  and  reduced  to  mean  low  water  at  Five-Mile 
Point.  A  map  has  been  made  of  this  rock  on  a  scale  of  5  feet  to  the  inch,  curves  as  iu 
other  rocks.

Then,  by  prismoidal  formula,  volume  =  142.3  cubic  yards,  the  mean  volume  above  17- 
foot  curve  (below  niean  low  water)  being  140.645  cubic  yards.  In  order  to  preserve 
the  connection,  I  will  mention  next  the  survey  of  the  Big  Boil,  although  it  was  not 
made  until  October  30,  1871.  On  the  survey  I  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Charles  K.  Mather, 
eivil  engineer,  and  Mr.  H.  N.  Babcock,  civil  engineer.  The  survey  was  made  as  shown 
in  the  diagram. 

Boats  were  anchored  at  A  and  B,  and 
their  positions  located  by  sextant  angles 
between  the  following  prominent  ob- 
jects :  Light-house  and  Quixe's  Ledge 
spiudle;  light-house  and  West  Haven 
spire ;  these  points  being  located  on  the 
principal  survey  as  hereafter  mentioned, 
the  distances  being  calculated  as  well  as 
the  angles.  From  these  data  the  length 
and  bearing  of  the  base  have  been  calcu- 
lated as  follows :  Length  of  base,  482.2 
feet,  bearing  south  22^  2'  8''  east,  (true.) 
Two  barrels  were  anchored  between  the 
base  and  the  rock,  and  connected  by  a 
line,  to  which  was  attached  another  line 
to  hold  the  sounding-boat  in  place  while 
the  soundings  were  being  taken,  this 
bein^  necessary  owing  to  tne  velocity  of 
the  tide.  The  soundings  were  then  lo- 
cated from  the  ends  of  the  base  by  sex- 
tant angles  between  sounding-boat  and 
base.  Abont  80  were  taken  and  reduced 
to  mean  low  water  at  Five-Mile  Point. 
A  map  of  this  rock  has  been  made  on  a 
scale  of  5  feet  to  the  inch,  the  soundings 
baing  platted  from  computed  distances    _  .

The  shoalest  point  of  each  rock  wa«  located,  the  ob^irnr^ 
stations  being  at  the  light-house  statioui  (D,)  and  at  the  station  on  Bristers  Hill.  F 
From*  this  date  nntil  the  dredging  commenced,  on  July  10,  the  party  was  ocrn]ih>!' 
in  shipping  Government  property  from  Fort  Hale,  in  measnring  dredge-scows,  kr- 
preparing  for  the  dredging.  Mr.  Mather,  as  a  mean  of  six  observations,  found  tie 
leaving  of  the  base  of  the  survey  to  be  south  13°  58'  55"  west,  (mag.,)  and,  aswf'^ 
by  him,  I  ascertained,  from  a  mean  of  seven  observations,  that  the  maKnetic  vaiiitiK 
was  70^  22'  west.  From  July  10  until  October  16,  we  were  occupied  by  the  dred^;.:!^ 
and  removal  of  Luddington's  Rock,  Mr.  Charles  R.  Mather,  civil  eDgineer,  sopmn- 
tending  the  dredging.  Mr.  H.  N.  Babcock,  civil  engineer,  joined  us  on  July  2t).  rJ* 
has  been  engaged  principally  in  working  up  notes,  mapping,  &c,  lu  accordauc<?  ^,V 
your  instructions,  I  commenced,  on  July  26,  a  series  of  simultaneous  observation>  y 
Long  Wharf  and  Fort  Hale,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  discrepamic* 
shown  in  the  following  table  were  due  to  the  irregularities  of  the  tide,  or  to  defect- 1: 
the  gauges  employed.  These  observations  were  continued  nntil  August  9,  and  estaK 
lished  the  fact  that  the  former  peculiarities  were  due  to  the  tide,  not  to  the  gau;;^^ 
(Five-Mile  Point  agrees  very  well  with  Long  Wharf.)

On  October  16,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  commenced  a  survey  of  il** 
Mill  and  Quinnipiac  Rivers,  above  Tomlinson's  bridge,  and  extending  to  the  OrvHl- 
street  bridge  on  the  Mill  River  and  to  the  Fair  Haven  bridge  on  the  Qaionipiac  Kivtr. 
the  limits  of  nc^vigation  on  both  rivers.  Primary  triangulatiou  stations  were  loc»l<* 
on  the  16th,  and  the  base-line  taken  on  Chapel-street  bridge,  its  length  being  914.5  U<* 
and  bearing  south  84°  56'  02"  east,  (mag.,)  or  north  87°  41'  58"  east,  (true.)  On  Oct^*- 
bor  17  and  18  the  angles  of  the  primary  triangulatiou  were  measured,  each  being  n^ 
to  10"  three  times  on  a  different  part  of  the  plate.  These  angles  have  l>een  conwt»< 
and  the  triangles  computed.  On  October  19,  a  number  of  stations  between  Fort  H^ 
and  the  light-house  were  replaced  for  use  on  the  completion  of  the  soundings  to  Uj 
entrance  of  the  harbor.  On  October  21,  about  100  soundings  were  looat^^  brk>v 
the  ending  of  the  work  in  the  spring;  the  gauge  at  Five- Mile  Point  was  wad. aw- 
the  soundings  reduced  to  mean  low  water  at  that  point.  From  October  2:J  to  31.  n* 
the  shore-line  of  the  Mill  and  Quinnipiac  Rivers  for  a  distance  of  21.000  feet,  a  liijiit<«> 
topographical  survey  being  made  in  connection  with  the  traversing  by  Mr.  Cbtf!^ 
IL  Mather,  civil  engineer.  On  October  30  the  Big  Boil  was  surveyed,  as  W(otf 
described.    November  2,  the  soundings  at  entrance  to  the  harbor  were  coinplrtW 
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alK>nt  185  sonndines  beiug  taken,  and  reduced  to  mean  low  water  at  Five-Mile  Point. 
November  3,  the  place  beyond  the  rocks,  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor,  was  8urveye<l 
in  the  manner  described  nnder  the  head  of  dredging,  it  having  been  used  as  a  damp- 
ing-gronnd.  On  November  4  the  survey  of  1871  was  connected  with  the  United  States 
Coast  Snrvey,  by  observations  with  the  theodolite,  stations  B  and  C  of  the  primary 
triangulation  being  osed,  and  sights  taken  to  light-house.  West  Haven  spire,  and 
Bontbwest  spire  of  Episcopal  Church  at* comer  of  Olive  and  Chapel  streets.  New 
Haven.  Ou  November  8  commenced  sounding  Mill  and  Qninuipiac  Rivers,  locating 
M)unding[8  by  two  transits.  This  work  was  completed  on  November  16,  1,250  sound- 
ings having  been  taken,  and  reduced  to  mean  low  ^ater  at  Chapel-street  bridge.  The 
channel  dredged  in  1871  was  surveyed  on  November  17  and  November  18.  Ou  Novem- 
ber 27,  operations  being  conclndeid  for  the  year,  Messrs.  Babcock  and  Mather  and 
myself  returned  to  Newport.  In  addition  to  the  maps  already  mentioned,  there  are 
prepared,  or  being  prepared,  the  following:  Map  on  a  scale  of  VsHnr*  showing  channel 
before  and  after  dredging  in  1871,  (described  under  head  of  '^Dredging ;'')  map  of  the 
whole  harbor,  now  preparing,  on  a  scale  of  yiAnr  J  sketch  showing  monthly  progress  of 
dredging.  The  following  are  to  be  made :  Map  of  Mill  and  Qumnipiac  Rivers,  scalo 
undetermined ;  map  of  dumping-ground,  and  comparison  with  United  States  Coast 
Snrvev  map.  The  large  map  has  the  triangulation  and  traveling  completed,  the 
rocks  located,  and  most  of  the  soundings  platted,  so  that  the  soundings  yet  remain  to 
be  completed,  the  shore^line  and  topography  put  in,  and  contours  drawn.  This  will 
probably  be  done  by  January  20;  until  this  time  complete  plans  of  the  improvement 
of  the  bar  below  Fort  Hale  will  have  to  be  deferred,  as  there  are  so  many  circum- 
stances affecting  the  deposition  of  sand  in  the  sound  harbors  that  any  improvement 
of  sand-bars  in  them  can  only  be  proposed  after  a  careful  investigation  of  the  causes 
lesiding  to  their  formation. 

DREDGING. 

From  an  examination  of  the  channel  made  in  the  spring  I  determined,  with  yonr 
approval,  to  commence  the  dredging  at  the  Id-foot  cnrve,  below  mean  low  water,  about 
200  feet  north  of  Black  Buoy  No.  5,  and  to  make  the  west  edge  of  the  channel  coincide 
with  a  line  drawn  from  Black  Buoy  No.  5  to  the  end  of  Long  Wharf.    Morris  &  Cum- 
mings's  dredge  No.  2  arrived  on  July  3,  and  commenced  making  preparations  for  the 
work.    At  this  time  two  scows,  marked  O  and  0,  were  with  the  dredge.    These  were 
measured  and  found  to  contain  197.2  and  197.1  cubic  yards  respectively,  and  to  draw 
about  six  feet  when  loaded.    On  July  10  the  dredging  was  commenced  at  the  point 
before  determined,  and  as  but  little  was  to  be  taken  off,  the  digging  was  done  only  at 
every  other  catch,  the  dredge  making  a  cut  fifty  feet  wide,  and  the  bucket  used  holding 
three  yards  when  flush  with  the  top,  and  ^ve  yards  when  loaded  up  to  the  openiug- 
wheel.    For  the  first  few  days  the  progress  was  slow  on  aocouut  of  the  small  number 
of  scows,  but  on  July  12  the  tug  Stephen  Decatur  arrived  with  two  more  scows,  marked 
1  and  2,  and  holding  202.5  and  199.4  cubic  yards.    Mr.  Charles  R.  Mather,  civil  engi- 
neer, had  previously  been  placed  as  superintendent  of  the  dredging,  in  accordance  with 
your  instructions.    The  plan  of  dredging  adopted  was  to  run  up  on  one  cut  until  the 
back  hawser,  700  feet  in  length,  had  been  payed  out ;  the  dredge  then  dropped  down  to 
the  point  of  beginning,  and  began  another  cut  alongside  of  the  former  one,  the  average 
amount  removed  per  day  being  about  1,600  yards,  2,400  yanls  being  taken  out  on  one 
day.    The  mud  was  dumped  beyond  Southwest  Ledge,  in  26  feet  of  water  at  low  water, 
the  locality  being  shown  on  the  large  map  of  the  harbor.    When  a  point  about  1,000 
feet  from  Black  Buoy  No.  5  was  reached,  it  became  necessary  to  dig  at  every  catch,  and 
sometimes  to  send  the  bucket  down  twice  in  the  same  place,  the  depth  being  regulated 
by  tiu  figures  placed  upon  the  guide-poles  of  the  buckets,  and  by  board  tide-gauges  O'^ 
at  mean  low  water  placed  alon^  at  intervals  as  the  work  progressed.    During  July 
there  were  removed  28,697  cubic  yards,  about  2,100  feet  of  the  first  cut  having  been 
cUif^  to  13  feet  at  mean  low  water,  and  about  1,400  of  the  second,  and  the  same  of  the 
thiTtl  to  a  corresponding  depth.    This  progress  is  shown  in  red  on  the  sketch  showing 
proeress  of  excavation.    Before  commencing  work  on  July  10  I  sent  the  following  notice 
to  the  New  Haven  papers :  ^^  The  engineer  in  charge  of  the  harbor  improvements  wishes 
to  have  the  steamers  'slow  up'  when  they  pass  the  anchor-lines  at  the  dredge,  as  the 
motion  of  the  waves  is  injurious  to  the  machinery,  and  the  wheels  of  the  st«amers  are 
apt  to  cut  the  lines.    A  channel  is  being  dug  200  feet  wide  and  13  feet  deep  at  low  water 
from  Black  Buoy  No.  5  to  Long  Wharf.*'    I  expected  1  should  have  no  further  trouble 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  was  somewhat  surprised  when  informed  by  Mr.  Mather 
that  no  attention  was  paid  to  this  request.    I  then  went  twice  to  the  office  of  the  com- 
pany, and  made  verbal  requests  that  the  steamers  "slow  up,'*  but  without  effect.    We 
were  put  to  considerable  inconvenience,  as  sometimes  half  an  hour  was  lost  by  the 
steamer  passing  at  full  speed,  as  the  speed  had  to  be  raised  and  the  anchor-lines  slacked, 
vrfaile  the  swell  caused  almost  invariably  washed  into  the  fresh-water  tank.     I  then 
vrrote  to  the  captains  of  the  steamers  reqnestiiig  them  to  "  slow  up,"  officially  .inform- 
ing  them  of  the  inconvenience  they  were  putting  us  to,  but  without  any  succcess.    On 
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the  night  of  Anfrnst  4  the  steamer  CoDtinental,  Captain  Bowns,  ran  into  thedredpe. 
fortunately  striking  her  in  the  middle  of  the  stem,  for,  as  the  hull  is  composed  of  two 
boats,  if  either  had  been  struck  she  wonld  have  instantly  sunk,  or  the  boiler  being  struck 
would  have  been  niptured  or  exploded.  Knowing  that  there  was  abundance  of  room  fi* 
the  steamer  to  pass  on  either  si<le,  that  the  dredge  had  a  light  up  at  the  time,  and  thai 
the  general  disposition  of  steamer  captains  was  not  to  avoid  vessels  lying  at  anebor, 
I  was  led  to  think  that  the  steamboat-men 'were  reckless,  and  disreganled  the  public 
work,  besides  endangering  the  lives  of  the  passengers  and  of  those  on  the  dredge.  1 
therefore  addressed  a  communication  to  the  newspapers  of  New  Haven,  calling  public 
attention  to  what  appeared  tome  |;o  be  reprehensible  in  the  extreme.  The  work  wa^ 
delayed  several  hours  by  the  collision  and  nipairs,  and  I  presume  that  qait-e  extensive 
"repairs  will  have  to  be  nmde  when  the  dredge  is  laid  up, as  she  was  much  weakened  by 
the  shock,  the  bow  of  the  steamer  going  into  the  stern  of  the  dredge  about  seven  fwt. 
and  breaking  like  a  pipe-stem  a  l*2-ineh  b.v  r2-inch  beam.  During  August  the  threr 
cuts  were  completed  to  the  north  end  of  Long  Wharf,  47,90ti  cubic  yards  being  reinoveil. 
making  the  channel  150  feet  wide  and  13  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water ;  this  is  shown 
in  green  on  the  sketch.  In  September,  as  the  apyiropriation  warranted,  a  fourth  cut 
was  commenced  at  Black  Buoy  5,  at  the  ])oint  of  commencing  of  the  former  cut,  and  cou- 
tiuued  to  north  end  of  Long  Wharf,  making  the  channel  200  feet  wide;  the  dredge  thfU 
conmienced  to  widen  the  channel  between  Long  Wharf  and  Canal  Dock,  making  it  Sol' 
feet  wide.  This  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  curve  in  the  channel,  and  fnim  the  fact 
that  numerous  vessels  use  it  as  an  anchorage  ground  while  waiting  for  l»erths  at  Long 
Wharf  and  Canal  Dock.  This  opening  up  was  completed  iu  September,  with  the  exeeji- 
tion  of  a  small  portion  above  the  south  end  of  Canal  Dock.  The  work  for  this  montli 
amounted  to  42,895  cubic  yards,  shown  in  orange  on  the  sketch.  In  October  the  chan- 
nel to  (he  steamboat  dock,  13  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  and  100  feet  wide,  wjw  dii|; 
thus :  the  east  edge  was  run  on  range  of  Fair  Haven  church  spire  and  end  of  peaked 
roof  of  freight-house  on  Old  Beelo  Dock,  the  second  cut  being  parallel  to  and  west  nf 
the  first.  When  about  300  feet  north  of  north  end  of  Canal  Dock  cuts  were  conimeoeed 
running  downward  from  a  line  from  west  edge  of  channel  to  end  of  dock,  so  as  to  cut 
off  the  corner  between  the  wide  and  the  narrow  channel.  The  dredge  then  hauled  back 
to  the  channel,  and  completed  the  dredging  to  the  steamboat  dock  on  October  31,  hav- 
ing taken  out  in  ninety-eight  days  772  8cow-loa«ls,  153,817  cubic  yards ;  having  beec 
laid  up  but  two  whole  days  on  account  of  break-downs — one  when  the  spad  broke 
from  tlie  effects  of  a  heavy  gale,  and  the  other  spent  in  replacing  friction-clutches — ao  that 
in  ninety-six  working  days  l.'>3,817  cubic  yards  were  removed,  or  1,600  cubic  yani^iier 
day,  which  rate  ha«,  I  believe,  never  been  exceeded  for  so  extended  a  period  of  time, 
althongh  for  a  single  day  Morris  &.  Cummings  have  with  one  dredge  taken  out  3,64i> 
cubic  yards.  The  contractors  are  deserving  of  favorable  mention  for  the  manner  ia 
which  they  performed  the  work,  and  their  strict  adherence  to  the  directions  of  tbe 
superintendent,  Mr.  Mather,  from  whose  careful  att-ention  has  resulted  the  saecessfiil 
prosecution  of  the  work.  On  November  17  and  18  a  survey  was  made  of  tUe  cliantit! 
dredged  in  the  following  manner :  Buoys  were  anchored  on  the  edge  of  the  channel foi 
convenience  in  sounding,  and  lines  of  soundings  run  across  the  channel,  both  ed<9e» 
biMng  located  by  two  transits,  intermediate  soundings  being  taken  at  eciaal  intervali^ 
across  the  channel.  Other  lines  were  also  run  down  the  channel  to  ascertain  if  aay 
shoal  spots  existed.  The  soundings  were  reduced  to  me^in  low  water  at  Long  Wharf. 
.A  map  has  been  made  of  the  channel  on  a  scale  of  rif^rxif  before  and  after  dredging.  In 
this  the  green  line  represents  6-foot  curve,  broken  black  lines  9-foot  carves,  full  rnl 
line  12-foot  curve,  before  dredging;  broken  line  (red)  the  channel  as  dredged;  black 
figures,  soundings  before  dredging  ;  red  figures,  soundings  after  dredging.  It  will  br 
seen  that  in  no  case  is  there  less  than  12.5  feet  in  the  dredged  channel,  and  then  only 
on  lumps  so  small  that  the  sounding  lead  would  scarcely  rest  upon  them,  and  wbicb 
would  be  knocked  over  by  anything  stnking  them.  From  this  survey,  then,  the  follow- 
ing conclusions  may  be  drawn  :  a  channel  200  feet  wide  and  13  feet  deep  at  mean  lo«' 
water  has  been  dredged  from  Black  Buoy  No.  5  to  Long  Wharf,  a  channel  of  same  depth 
350  feet  wide  from  Long  Wharf  to  Canal  Dock,  and  one  100  feet  wide  from  Canal  Dock 
to  Steamboat  Dock.  As  a  r€»8ult  of  this  several  vessels  drawing  from  13  to  11)  feet  have 
gone  up^  to  the  dock  without  previous  lightering,  and  numerous  others,  drawing  from 
9  to  13  feet,  have  been  towed  up  without  waiting  for  the  tide  as  heretofore.  A  sim'er 
of  the  dumping-gnmnd  was  made  November  3,  the  soundings  being  located  by  tin* 
sextants,  and  reduced  to  mean  lo\v  water  at  Five-Mile  Point ;  eighty  sounding  wen- 
taken,  and  showed  no  percei)tible  diminution  of  depth.  A  map  of  this  will  l>e  made, 
and  a  comparison  of  the  depths  with  those  in  the  United  States  Coast  Survey,  fur  tbc 
purpose  of  ascertaining  to  what  extent  the  dumping  has  affected  the  bottom.  "^ 

REMOVAL  OF  LUDDINGTON'S  ROCK. 

Work  was  commenced  on  Luddington's  Rock  first,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  a 
more  formidable  obstruction  than  Midctle  Rock,  lying  as  it  does  directly  in  the  we»i 
channel  of  the  harbor,  having  only  9.8  feet  over  it  at  mean  low  water^  and  baring  been 
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struck  several  tiraeB  by  vessels,  which  were  badly  injured,  while  Midddlc  Rock  has  never 
been  struck.  Mr.  Euji^ene  Siillivan^s  blasting  HU)op  arrived  at  Ni3W  Haveu  on  July  29, 
and,  after  placing  dualine  and  powder  in  the  magazine  at  month  of  Morris  Creek,  on 
tho  31st  the  niooring-stones  were  taken  aboard  from  Long  Wharf,  and  on  Angnst  1 
the  sloop  went  out  to  Lndding ton's  Rock.  Upon  sounding  I  found  that  the  H.  S. 
biio3'  placed  on  the  n)ck  by  the  tender  Putnam,  belongiug  to  the  Li^ht-Housc 
Board,  was  on  the  highest  point  of  the  rock.  On  tho  Ist  and  2d  tho  mooring-stuues 
and  buoys  were  put  down  so  that  the  vessel  could  be  moored  with  the  tide  west- 
iiorthwest  and  east-southeast.  The  divers  reported  the  rock  to  be  covered  with  rock- 
weed  and  the  water  to  be  very  thick,  the  limit  of  vision  being  about  a  foot.  Opeia- 
tions  commenced  on  August  3,  by  the  use  of  surface  and  face  blasts  of  dualine  and  pow- 
der, about  eight  tons  of  rock  being  taken  up.  First  deck-load  of  stone,  amounting  to 
forty-six  and  one-half  tons,  was  discharged  on  August  8,  having  been  removed  entirely 
by  lace  and  surface  blasts  ;  the  work  commencing  on  the  west  side  of  the  sand-gulley 
and  progressing  westward.  To  remove  this  amount  of  rook  (21.21  cubic  yards)  were 
re<iuired  100  pounds  of  dualine  and  265  pounds  of  powder,  this  being  at  the  rate  of 
two  pounds  ot  dualine  and  four  pounds  of  powder  for  every  ton  of  rock.  As  there 
were  four  and  one-half  working-days,  the  amonnt  removed  peV  day  was  ten  tons.  This 
large  increase  over  the  rati)  last  year  from  the  same  kind  of  blasting  is  due  to  the  supe- 
rior convenience  of  Mr.  Sullivan's  vessel,  and  more  especially  to  the  competency  of  him- 
self and  assistant  diver.  I  made  three  deterniiuatious  of  the  specific  gravity  of  the 
rock,  and  found  it  to  be  2..599 ;  weight  of  a  cubic  yard,  4,3H.5.61  pounds.  The  method 
of  weighing  will  be  alluded  to  hereafter.  The  next  deck-load  of  stone  was  discharge<l 
on  August  17,  and  consisted  of  44^  tons,  and  was  remove<l  by  face  and  surface  blasts  of 
140  pounds  of  dualine  and  400  ))ounds  of  powder,  being  three  and  one-iifth  pounds  of 
dualine  and  nine  pounds  of  powder  per  ton.  During  this  time  there  were  live  and 
one-half  working-<lays— rock  being  removed  at  the  rate  of  eight  tons  per  day.  Finding, 
that  surface  and  face  blasts  removed  the  rock  too  slowly,  Mr.  Sullivan  ])ut*in  order  his 
linrleigh  drill,  worked  by  steam  from  tho  hoisting-engine  on  deck.  This  drill  was 
niounteil  on  an  iron  tripod  23  feet  long,  weighing  over  a  ton,  and  having  adjustable 
l«»gs  to  adapt  it  to  the  inequalities  in  the  rock — the  drill  l)eing  secured  in  a  joint  which 
allowed  it  to  drill  at  any  angle  within  the  triangle  tormed  by  the  tripod  legs.  Mr.- 
Bnllivan  was  well  supplied  with  drills,  (having  forty  in  all,  of  various  lengths,)  the 
edges  being  x-shai)ed.  He  also  had  a  portable  forge  and  an  experienced  man  to 
aluirpen  the  drills,  so  that  no  time  was  lost  in  replacing  a  dull  drill.  The  Burleigh 
drill  worked  as  well  as  could  be  expected,  when  running  under  water,  and  having  a 
drill-shaft  20  feet  long  to  lift ;  frequently  drilling  7  feet  an  hour,  running  time.  When 
it  is  stated  that  in  the  operations  at  Middle  Rock  last  year,  the  best  progress  made  by 
Townsend's  drill  was  8  inches  in  an  hour,  but  little  further  comment  will  be  necessary 
on  the  relative  rapidity  of  removing  rock  in  1870  and  1871.  On  August  31,  a  deck- 
load  of  stone  was  discharged  of  27^  tons.  Five  holes — total  depth,  15  feet — had  been 
drilled,  and  60  pounds  of  dualine  and  212  pounds  of  powder  exploded,  or  2^  pounds 
of  dualine  and  8  pounds  of  powder  per  ton.  There  were  seven  working-days  during 
this  time,  stone  being  removed  at  the  rate  of  4  tons  per  day ;  much  time  being  lost 
owing  to  wind.  Much  difliculty  was  experienced  in  working  the  drill,  as  the  boiler 
was  ii(»t  lar^e  enough  to  keep  up  steam,  the  drill  requiring  80  pounds  at  least,  on 
account  of  the  heavy  shaft.  Duriug  September  four  deck-loads  of  stone  of  49  tons  1,740 
])ounds,  36  tons  1,H1K)  pounds,  51  tons  955  pounds,  and  20  tous  1,820 pounds,  respectively, 
were  discharged,  the  weight  being  determined  as  follows:  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
superintendent  of  New  Haven  and  Northampton  Railroad,  Mr.  Yeomans,  I  wa^  enabled 
to  weigh  the  second  load  upon  the  scales  of  the  company.  The  vessel  had  previously 
been  marked  before  leaving  Boston,  and  before  and  after  unloading  the  marks  were 
taken.    At  this  time  the  marks  showed  34^  tons ;  then  for  other  loads,  actual  weight 

=  weight  by  marks  X  !,  if. 

The  total  amonnt  removed  during  September  was  159  tons  405  pounds,  or  75.77 
cnbic  yards ;  number  of  working-days  twenty-one,  or  7f  tons  per  day  ;  623  pounds  of 
powder  and  217  pounds  of  dualine  being  used,  or  4  pounds  of  powder  and  1|  pounds  of 
dnaliue  per  ton.  Five  holes  were  drilled  to  a  total  depth  of  21.3  feet,  at  the  rate  of  7.1 
feet  per  hour,  running  time.  Operations  for  the  year  were  closed  on  September  36, 
there  having  been  removed  from  the  rock  in  thirty-eight  working-days  267  tons  1,406 
•pounds  of  rock,  or  126.85  cubic  yards,  or  at  the  rate  of  7  tons  per  day,  by  the  expendi- 
ture of  1,426  pounds  of  powder  aud  549  pounds  of  dualine,  or  2  pounds  of  dualine  and  5i 
pounds  powder  per  ton.  With  a  larger  boiler  tho  work  would  proceed  faster;  and  as 
Mr.  Sullivan  proposes  having  one  in  the  spring,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  work  should 
not  progress  with  a  satisfactory  degree  of  rapidity. 

FUTURE  IMPROVEMENT. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  relative  positions  of  the  rocks  at  the  cntranee  to  the 
harbor,  I  would  suggest  that  no  further  work  be  done  at  Middle  Rock,  for  the  following 
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reaKons :  Ist.  That  the  removal  of  Middle  Eock  would  be  of  no  advantan^,  except  c. 
conuection  with  the  removal  of  B,  C,  and  Southwest  Ledge,  as  the  distauoe  betvrr*" 
them  is  so  small  that  unless  all  wei*e  removed  the  channel  would  not  be  materi^k 
widened.  2d.  Middle  Rock  is  not  in  either  channel,  but  on  one  side  of  East  Chaui*. 
in  which  there  is  more  water  than  would  be  obtained  by  its  removal,  while  th«  B : 
Boil  lies  directly  in  the  channel,  and  has  been  struck  several  times  by  vessels,  v  it  .•* 
not  laid  down  upon  any  chart.  I  would  therefore  recommend  the  removal  of  the  Ik: 
Boil  and  the  continuance  of  the  operations  for  the  removal  of  Luddington's  Bock.  I; 
submit  the  following  estimate  for  the  removal  of  Big  Boil  to  17  feet  below  meno  hr 
water,  and  for  the  completion  of  the  removid  of  Luddingtou's  Rock  to  16  feet  belov 
mean  low  water : 

To  remove  Big  Boil, 586.71  cubic  yards,  at  $25 tl4,«?~ 

To  remove  Luddingtou^s  Rock,  695.02  cubic  yards,  at  $25 V^^'j 

To  remove  both  rocks S^ftT. 


The  removal  of  these  rocks  with  the  same  degree  of  rapidity  as  that  taken  out  iir 
Mr.  Bullivan  this  year  will  require  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  workin^-^aym  H* 
with  increased  boiler-room,  so  that  the  drill  can  be  properly  worked,  there  is'non-jb^'u 
why  this  rate  should  not  be  doubled,  especially  as  the  Big  Boil  is  well  adafilHl  it 
blasting.  I  would  also  suggest  the  dredging  of  the  sand-bar  between  Fort  Hsle  abl 
the  li^ht-house,  but  consider  it  is  a  subject  requiring  reflection,  for  nolessthe  iin|in<ir 
ment  is  to  be  in  some  degree  permanent,  it  will  be  worse  tlian  useless  to  prosecute  i:. 
If  the  sand  in  New  Ha^en  Harbor  moves  as  in  some  of  the  sound  harbors,  a  chanot! 
through  the  bar  would  not  stay  open  a  single  season,  and  it  is  too  expensive  an  nndfr- 
taking  to  be  commenced  without  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the  tidlkl  currents  than  ▼• 
have  at  present.  If  the  direction  of  the  currents  is  nearly  identical  with  that  of  tk 
proposed  channel,  it  would,  I  think,  remain  open,  as  the  scour  would  be  sufficient  V' 
prevent  deposit,  especially  as  Five-Mile  Point  tbrms  a  natural  breakwater,  pnitetl  3p 
the  inner  harbor  from  the' swell  of  a  southeast  storm,  the  only  cause  in  addition  t«>th- 
tidal  currents  that  would  make  an  accumulation  of  sand.  I  would  therefore  wj^it*' 
that  sufficient  current  observations  be  made  to  determine  velocity  and  direction  * 
the  tidal  currents  in  the  stratum  of  water  next  to  the  bottom,  and  that  after  havuif; 
obtained  the  general  direction  of  the  ebb  and  flood  currents,  perforated  boxe«  U-  -»• 
placed  as  to  collect  the  sand,  if  any  is  in  motion  over  the  bar.  That  thert»  is  no  di\*-ti 
going  on  at  present  is  evident  from  a  comparison  of  the  reduced  soundings  niftilf  >■ 
1871  with  those  of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey,  so  that  the  sand  movement  can  va^ 
be  detected  by  placing  an  obstacle  in  its  path.  In  case  these  observations  prove  r> 
vorable,  I  submit  the  following  estimate  of  the  cost  of  dredging  a  channel  '2fi^  ^ 
wide  and  16  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water  through  the  bar.  The  average  depth  d 
dredging  is  about  2  feet,  and  distance  to  be  dredged  ^,000  feet,  therefore  amoont  to  ^

$26,161.60.  The  material,  being  comparatively  soft  sand,  could  be  dredged  at  rh> 
rate,  especially  as  the  dumping-ground  is  over  two  and  one-half  miles  from  the  btf 
The  iron  spindle-socket  on  Southwest  Ledge  should  be  removed,  as  it  is  a  daop^fw* 
obstacle  in  the  path  of  small  vessels.  This  would  require  the  expenditare  of  not  ow 
$100.    The  total  amount  required  to  prosecute  the  improvement  would  be  as  felkw^

The  importance  of  the  harbor  will  warrant  this  expenditure,  as  the  city  is  the  'j^ 
minus  of  railroads  supplying  a  large  section  of  the  interior,  as  will  be  seen  by  Iht  it 
nexed  statistics  of  the  commerce  of  New  Haven.  Numerous  vessels,  drawing  fn>iE  1« 
to  19  feet,  are  delayed  by  waiting  for  the  tide  to  cross  the  bar,  while,  if  the  bar  v^ 
dredged  and  the  channel  buoyed,  the  harbor  would  become  the  refuge  harbor  on  ti 
aouDQ.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  im- 
proving the  Housatonic  River.  Connecticut,  during  the  past  season.     . 

The  condition  of  this  work  at  the  date  of  my  last  annual  report,  August  31,  is  given 
in  your  printed  annual  report  for  1871,  pp.  777,  778,  779. 

The  work  continued  in  progress  till  the  autumn  weather  compelled  nsto  desist.  Tbe 
improvement,  consisting  of  a  riprap  embankment  at  Sow  and  Pigs  Rocks,  was  com- 
pleted. A  channel  80  feet  wide  and  7  feet  deep  was  dredged  through  Drew's  Bar,  snil 
a  channel  42  feet  wide  and  7  feet  deep  was  excavated  through  Mill  Bar.  Theee  deptbo 
are  at  mean  low  water.  Surveys  were  also  made  in  addition  to  the  previous  ones.  The 
expenditures  have  been  as  follows  : 

For  riprap  embankment  at  Sow  and  Pigs  Rocks,  778.34  cubic  yards,  at  $1.90..|l,47d  >M 

For  dredging  at  Drew's  Bar,  28,922.41  cubic  yards,  at  18  cents 5, 206  03

An  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000  has  been  asked  for. 

Along  with  this  report  I  transmit  the  report  of  Henry  Harding,  civil  en^neer,  who 
superintended  the  execution  of  the  work,  which  gives  all  the  details  deemed  desirable. 
Mr.  Harding's  report  is  accompanied  by  four  maps,  one  being  of  the  work  at  Sow  and 
Pigs  Rocks,  another  of  the  dredging  at  Drew's  Bar,  another  of  the  detailed  survey  of 
Drew's  Rock,  and  the  other  of  the  dredging  done  at  Mill  Bar.  These  maps  of  the  ban 
where  dredging  was  done  are  colored,  so  as  to  show  the  monthly  progress  of  the  wort 
The  original  survey  was  made  by  Captain  W.  8.  Edwards,  civil  engineer,  but  the  lo- 
cations of  the  improvements  were  made  by  General  T.  G.  Ellis,  civil  engineer.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  final  report  of  operations  for  the 
season  ending  November  29,  1871,  for  the  improvement  of  Honsatonic  River,  Connecti- 
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cut,  conducted  in  accordance  with  section  1  of  the  appropriation  act  for  rivers  and 
harbors,  approved  March  3,  1871.    The  anion nt  of  the  appropriation  was  |15,fl00. 

The  navigable  portion  of  the  Honsatonic  River  (heretofore  only  so  at  high  water)  is 
about  thirteen  miles  in  length,  from  the  sonnd  to  Derby,  at  which  point  there  are  two 
other  thiiving  towns,  Hnntin^ton  and  Ansonia;  the  latter  abont  a  mile  north,  and 
situated  on  the  Naugatnck  River,  which  flows  into  the  Honsatonic  River  at  Derby. 
Theae  towns  are  of  growing  importance,  and  already  carry  on  a  large  freighting  bnai- 
ness  by  the  river.  This  is  attended  by  a  considerable  delay  and  expense,  as  they  are 
oft«n  compelled  to  lighten  their  barges  at  Bridgeport,  having  to  make  two  trips  from 
that  place,  where,  if  the  river  was  improved,  bnt  one  would  he  necessary.  Heretofore 
Diucii  of  the  material  used  in  the  man nfactu ring  at  these  places  has  been  carried  by 
railromls,  which  wonld  have  come  by  river  hwl  not  the  navigation  been  so  ditttcnlt. 

Drew's  Bar  was  the  first  point  where  the  improvement  commenced,  and  was  that  of 
dredging,  which  was  begun  Jnly  18, 1871,  by  P.  W.  Myers,  ccmtractor  tor  the  aliove,a8 
also  ull  other  work  done  at  the  two  other  points  on  the  river,  (Sow  and  Pigs  Reef  and 
Mill  Bar  )    The  dredging  was  done  with  an  Osgood  dredge. 

The  object  at  this  point  (Drew's  Bar)  was  to  connect  the  deep  waters  of  the  two 
separate  channels  above  and  helow  the  bar.  When  the  improvement  was  commenced, 
the  design  waste  remove  Drew's  Rock,  as  it  is  located  in  the  channel  usually  navigated. 
Further  surveys,  however,  showed  that  the  cost  of  removing  it  wonld  be  far  more  than 
the  vest  of  an  embankment  from  it  to'  the  shore.  Estimates  for  the  removal  of  this 
rock,  and  for  an  embankment,  will  be  found  further  on.  It  was  flrst  proposed  t4i  make 
a  channel  1,540  feet  long,  100  feet  wide,  and  7  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water.  This  was 
done,  with  exception  of  the  width  of  the  channel,  which  was  left  at  80  feet,  in  order  to 
make  the  necessary  improvement  at  Mill  Bar  this  season.  Below  Drew's  Rock  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  make  one  cut  of  20  feet  wide,  so  as  to  enable  vessels  to  keep  more 
to  the  eastward  comipg  up  to  the  rock.  This  makes  an  addition  to  the  above  distance 
of  440  feet. 

Total  amount  excavated  during  the  season  At  the  above  points,  28,922.41  cubic  yards. 
I  do  not  think  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  any  more  dredging  at  this  point  the  com- 
ing season.     Work  at  this  point  was  tinished  the2:M  ot  October,  1871. 

While  the  work  was  going  on  at  Drew's  Bar,  according  to  yonr  order,  I  made  a  sur- 
vey and  soundings  at  Sow  and  Pigs  Reef,  and  laid  out  the  work  for  the  wing-dam, 
which  was  also  built  during  the  time  that  the  contractor  was  at  work  at  Drew's  Bar. 

Tho  total  length  of  the  dam  from  the  initial  point  on  Sow  and  Pigs  Reef  to  high- 
wat(;r  mark  on  east  shore  is  163  feet ;  width  on  top  10  feet,  and  a  slope  on  both,  up  and 
down  stream,  sides  of  one  to  one.  The  up-stream  slope  has  a  layer  of  quarry  waste  ex- 
ceeding 6  inches  in  depth  over  its  entire  surface,  so  as  to  render  it  impervious  to  both 
sand  and  gravel. 

Total  number  of  cubic  yards  of  stone  in  dam  is  778.34.  The  object  of  this  dam  is  to 
obviate  various  difiBculties  to  navigation  at  this  point.  'Its  design  is  not  so  much  to 
increase  the  depth  opposite  (or  the  river's  cross-section)  as  to  render  the  safe  passage  of 
vesHels  going  down  stream.  Heretofore  when  vessels  wonld  near  that  portion  of  the 
river,  they  experienced  great  difficulty  in  overcoming  that  point  from  the  danger  of 
being  drawn  on  or  against  the  rock  by  the  force  of  the  body  of  the  current  at  that 
point  passing  between  the  rock  and  the  east  bank,  which  opening  was  not  practicable 
tor  vessels. 

Although  but  limited  observations  have  been  made  since  the  construction  of  the 
dam.  I  think  it  safe  to  say  that  this  one  serious  impediment  is  already  overcome.  The 
positioD  of  the  dam  is  not  at  right  angles  with  the  thread  of  the  stream,  or,  in  other 
words,  is  not  exactly  in  the  line  of  the  transverse  section.  This  location  was  consid- 
ered advisable  on  account  of  the  solid  reckon  the  east  bank  for  the  dam  to  bed  against, 
theref(»re  obviating  any  danger  of  washing  around  the  shore-end.  This  position  was 
selected  by  General  Ellis  and  approved  by  you. 

Mill  Bar  was  the  next  and  last  point  of  improvement  on  the  river,  and  was  but  par- 
tially completed.  This  work  was  commenced  the  2M  of  October,  1871.  The  nature  of 
the  work  was  dredging  in  sand,  so  as  to  give  a  7-foot  channel  at  mean  low  water, 
otherwise  opening  the  old  channel  to  a  width  of  150  feet,  and  to  connect  the  north  and 
south  deep-water  channels.  This  is  done  at  present  to  a  width  of  only  42  feet,  and  in 
length  a  distance  of  750  feet.  The  amount  dredged  at  this  point  is  9,447.85  cubic  yards. 
This  does  not  seem  to  be  the  river's  natural  cluinnel,  inasmuch  as  it  is  out  of  direction 
of  the  main  body  of  water  in  coming  down  stream,  although  it  has  been  the  main 
sailing-track  since  1H64,  and  is  doubtless  the  most  feasible  as  regards  expense. 

The  old  channel  navigated  previous  to  1864  has  a  serious  obstruction  opposite  the 
mouth  of  the  stream  leading  out  of  the  Mill  Pond,  consisting  of  a  rock  3  feet  under 
water  at  mean  low  water. 

I  wonld  here  suggest  that,  in  further  prosecution  of  the  work  at  this  point,  the 

dredging  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  channel  should  be  done  on  the  east  side  of  where 

the  work  has  alreaoy  been  done,  but  in  the  south  portion  continue  from  the  sand  island 

down,  as  at  present  laid  out.  r-^  i 
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I  find  from  observation  that  there  is  a  cross-cnrrent  which  causes  the  sand,  so  tbit 
it  (lepoHits  on  the  island  and  its  vieinit.Vf  (therefore  cutting  into  the  island,  ss  thii 
present  lay-ont  does.)  The  liability  wonld  be  that  of  siion  tilliDg  np ;  tb«nffHrp  the 
suggestion  of  moving  eastward,  so  as  t<i overcome  the  above  difficulty.  The  cnttiit|;ii 
even  heavier  than  indicated  on  the  map ;  that  is,  that  portion  which  begioti  at  \\» 
sand  island,  thence  north. 

Dnring  the  prosecution  of  the  work  at  Mill  Bar,  I  made  a  survey  and  sonndine^  it 
Drew's  Kock,  according  to  your  directions.  I  have  made  an  approximate  estiniatv  :i 
reference  to  its  removal.  The  number  of  cubic  yards  to  be  removed,  to  give  7  fett  s; 
mean  low  water,  is  about  419;  at  $15  per  cubic  yard,  would  amount  to  $o,)^. 

I  have  also  made  an  approximate  estimate  for  a  wing-dam  at  the  same  {loint,  of  tkt 
following  dimensions:  isili  feet  long,  10  feet  wide  on  top,  with  a  slope  «>f  I  to  1  oiil*>tk 
the  up  and  down  stream  sides,  and  to  extend  to  mean  high  water  the  entire  \r\v:it 
The  amount  (»f  stone  required  would  not  far  exceed  3:U)  cubic  yanis,  aud  cost,  at  |1^.' 
(price  paid  for  same  kind  of  work  this  season,)  wonld  amonut  to  9627. 

This  dam  to  rnn  from  the  west  bank  to  rock,  starting  from  the  shore  at  a  poiutfir 
enough  below  the  rock  so  as  to  make  an  angle  of  70^  with  the  bank  aud  stream.

I  have  the  honor  to  snbmit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  expediency  of  re- 
moving the  light-house  at  the  entrance  to  New  Haven  Harbor,  Connecticut,  from  its 
present  position  to  Southwest  Ledge. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  change  be  made  for  the  following  reasons : 

1st.  In  approaching  the  harl>or  from  the  eastward  the  light  is  not  visible  until  nearly 
abreast  of  it,  being  shut  out  by  woods.  In  coming  from  the  westward  the  light  is  so 
situated  as  to  render  its  position  very  deceptive,  making  it  appear  nearer  than  it 
actually  is ;  many  vessels  ground  on  the  west-shore  flats  from  this  cause. 

2d.  If  the  light-house  was  on  the  ledge,  vessels  could  run  for  it  until  it  was  close 
aboard,  then  haul  to  the  northward,  pass  to  the  westward  of  the  light,  and  head  up  the 
harbor  directly  for  the  fixed  red  light  on  Long  Wharf,  thus  following  the  line  of  best 
water  up  the  harbor,  avoiding  all  rocks  and  shoals.  The  light-house  would  also  serve 
as  an  excellent  channel-mark  by  day  as  well  as  by  ni^ht.  In  consequence  of  the 
present  position  of  the  light,  it  is  necessary  to  run  by  bearings  and  estimated  distances, 
thus  rendering  dangerous  the  entrance  to  the  harbor. 

3d.  Tlie  woods  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  light-house  so  deaden  the  sound  of  the 
fog-bell  that  in  fogs  accompanied  bv  a  southerly  breeze  it  is  impossible  to  bear  the 
bell  more  than  six  hundred  or  seven  hundred  feet,  except  when  directly  abreast  to  the 
westward  of  the  light.  This  would  be  obviated  by  placing  the  light-house  upon  the 
ledge.  Besides  thus  greatly  improving  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  itself,  the  position 
of  the  liglit  on  Southwest  Ledge  would  be  about  one  mile  farther  out  in  the  sound, 
and  would  furnish  an  excellent  object  for  vessels  passing  along  the  sound  to  steer  by 
and  correct  their  positions  from  in  thick  weather.  New, Haven  Harbor  is  much  used 
as  a  harbor  of  refuge,  and  should  the  light-house  be  placed  on  Southwest  Ledge, 
vessels  whose  captains  are  not  acquainted  with  the  harbor  could  readily  find  refuge. 
The  nearest  lights  are  the  Falkland  Island  light,  twelve  miles  to  the  eastwani,  and 
Stratfonl  light,  twelve  miles  to  the  westward.  Every  reason  that  occurs  to  me  justifies 
the  removal  of  the  light  to  Southwest  Ledge.  Five-Mile  Point  should  be  reserved  as 
a  sit«  for  a  fort.  Southwest  Ledge  has  now  over  it,  at  mean  low  water,  7.5  feet,  and  is 
composed  of  granitic  rock.  The  contours  of  the  rock  on  a  scale  of  10  feet  to  the  inch 
are  shown  on  a  tracing  I  sent  you  with  my  report  of  December  23, 1871,  (H.  Ex.  Doc. 
No.  137.)

A  resolution  of  25th  January  last  relative  to  the  laiclessness  in  insur- 
rectionary States. 


April  19,  J 872. — Referred  to  the  Select  Committee  on  iDsarrectionary  States  and 

ordered  to  be  printed. 


To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

In  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  of  the 
2oth  of  January  last,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following,  accom- 
pauied  by  the  report  of  the  Attorney  General,  to  whom  the  resolution 
was  referred. 

Representations  having  been  made  to  me  that  in  certain  portions  of 
South  Carolina  a  condition  of  lawlessness  and  terror  existed,  I  requested 
the  then  Attorney  General,  Akerman,  to  visit  that  State,  and,  after  a 
personal  examination,  to  report  to  me  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  sub- 
ject. On  the  16th  of  October  last  he  addressed  me  a  communication 
from  South  Carolina,  in  which  he  stated  that  in  the  counties  of  Spar- 
tanburgh,  York,  Chester,  Union,  Laurens,  New^berry,  Fairfield,  Lancas- 
ter, and  Chesterfield,  there  were  combinations  for  the  purposes  of  pre- 
venting the  free  political  action  of  citizens  who  were  friendly  to  the 
Constitution  and  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  of  depriving  the 
emancipated  class  of  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws.  "These  combina- 
tions embrace  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  active  white  men  of  those  coun- 
ties, and  have  the  sympathy  and  countenance  of  a  majority  of  the  other 
third.  They  are  connected  with  similar  combinations  in  other  counties 
and  States,  and  no  doubt  are  part  of  a  grand  system  of  criminal  associa- 
tions pervading  most  of  the  Southern  States.  The  members  are  bound 
to  obedience  and  secrecy  by  oaths  which  they  are  taught  to  regard  as 
of  higher  obligation  than  the  lawful  oaths  taken  before  civil  magistrates. 
They  are  organized  and  armed.  They  effect  their  objects  by  personal 
violence,  often  extending  to  murder.  They  terrify  witnesses.  They 
control  juries  in  the  State  courts  and  sometimes  in  the  courts  of  the 
United  States.  Systematic  perjury  is  one  of  the  means  by  which  pros- 
ecutions of  the  members  are  defeated.  From  information  given  by 
ofiBcers  of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States,  and  by  creditable  private 
citizens,  I  am  justified  in  affirming  that  the  instances  of  criminal  vio- 
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lence  perpetrated  by  these  conibiuations  within  the  last  twelve  months 
in  the  above  named  counties  coald  be  reckoned  by  thousands."' 

I  received  information  of  a  similar  import  from  various  other  soarohs 
among  which  were  the  Joint  Select  Committee  of  Congress  upon  South- 
ern Outrages,  the  officers  of  the  State,  the  military  officers  of  the  Cnit«i 
States  on  duty  in  South  Carolina,  the  United  States  attorney  and  mv 
shal  and  other  civil  officers  of  the  Government,  repentant  and  abjonoe 
members  of  those  unlawful  organizations,  persons  specially  employed  U 
the  Department  of  Justice  to  detect  crimes  against  the  United  Statdi 
and  from  other  credible  persons. 

Most,  if  not  all,  of  this  information,  except  what  I  derived  from  thf 
Attorney  Oeneral,  came  to  me  orally,  and  was  to  the  effect  that  said 
counties  were  under  the  sway  of  powerful  combinations  popularly  kDon 
as  "Ku-Klux  Klans,'*  the  objects  of  which  were,  by  force  and  terror,  lo 
prevent  all  political  action  not  in  accord  with  the  views  of  the  members 
to  deprive  colored  citizens  of  the  right  to  bear  arms  and  of  the  right  :j 
a  free  ballot,  to  suppress  schools  in  which  colored  children  were  taught, 
and  to  reduce  the  colored  people  to  a  condition  closely  akin  to  that  d 
slavery ;  that  these  combinations  were  organized  and  armed,  and  had 
rendered  the  local  law  ineffectual  to  protect  the  classes  whom  they  d^ 
sired  to  oppress :  that  they  had  perpetrated  many  murders  and  hundml* 
of  crimes  of  minor  degree,  all  of  which  were  unpunished ;  and  thai 
witnesses  could  not  safely  testify  against  them  unless  the  more  actire 
members  were  placed  under  restraint.

number  and  names  of  persons  who  have  been  arrested,  bound  over,  or 
indicted,  or  have  pleaded  guilty,  with  their  sentences,  (and  all  informa- 
tion he  may  have  relative  to  the  doings  of  the  '*  Lowry  gang, "  and  other 
outlaws  in  North  Carolina,)  with  the  number  and  names  of  such  x>ersons 
as  have  confessed  themselves  guilty  of  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
said  acts ;  and  also  such  information  siS  he  may  have  relative  to  the 
security  of  life,  person,  and  property  in  the  States  of  Kentucky,  Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana,  and  Texas,  including  all  information  in  his  possession 
relative  to  the  existing  conflict  between  oflBce-holders  in  Louisiana.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge,  through  your  reference,  the 
receipt  of  the  resolution  reported  by  Mr.  Poland  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, from  the  joint  select  committee  to  inquire  into  the  condi- 
tion of  the  late  insurrectionary  States,  which  was  agreed  to. 

In  answer  to  the  flrst  clause  of  the  resolution  "in  reference  to 
portions  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,''  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose 
herewith  a  copy  of  a  report  made  to  this  Department  by  Mr.  D.  T.  Cor- 
bin.  United  States  attorney  for  that  district,  marked  Exhibit  A.  The 
report  contains  a  list,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted,  "of  501 
names  of  p^ersons  who  have  been  arrested  in  that  State  in  pursuance  of 
the  authority  conferred  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  April  20,  1871  ;^ 
the  names  of  53  persons  who  voluntarily  confessed  in  open  court  that 
they  at  the  time  of  confession  "  were,  or  had  been  members  of  the  com- 
binations and  conspiracies  forbidden  and  made  penal  by  said  act;''  who 
pleaded  guilty  to  indictment,  the  number  and  character  of  whose  sen- 
tences are  annexed ;  the  names  of  5  who  were  tried  by  jury  at  the  No- 
vember, 1871,  term  of  United  States  circuit  court,  the  number  and 
character  of  whose  indictments  and  their  sentences  are  annexed;  the 
names  of  162  persons  who  were  indicted  at  the  same  term  of  court,  but 
not  tried,  the  number  and  character  of  whose  indictments  are  annexed ; 
the  names  of  281  persons  who  were  arrested  but  not  tried ;  the  names 
of  185  persons  living  in  York  County  alone  who  have  been  paroled  to 
appear  when  required,  "and  who  confessed  their  connection  with"  said 
conspiracies;  the  names  of  others  who  were  paroled  are  found  on 
Exhibit  A,  from  page  3  to  page  20  inclusive ;  the  number  and  character 
of  offenses  forbidden  by  said  "  acts  named  in  said  indictments,  or  ascer- 
tained by  confessions  or  other  information,"  being  ninety-one  conspira- 
cies under  sections  6  and  7,  act  of  May  31, 1870^  thiyty-one  conspiracies 
under  section  2,  act  of  April  20,  1871,  including  11  prosecutions  for 
murder,  said  offenses  having  "been  committed  in  the  respective  coun- 
ties in  which  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  has  been  sus- 
pended in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,"  and  "  the  dates  of  said  alleged 
offenses"  being  stated  on  pages  from  20  to  30  of  Exhibit  A,  in  the 
third  column.  r^^^^T^ 
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Other  information  relatite  to  the  execution  of  the  laws  in  these  coui^ 
ties  is  found  iu  the  letter  of  the  United  States  attorney,  marked  Exhilnj 
B. 

Exhibit  0  contains  a  copy  of  report  by  Mr.  D.  H.  Starbuck,  UoiiH 
States  attorney  for  North  Carolina.  It  presents  a  list  of  the  usunt^  o| 
37  persons  who  were  convicted,  or  pleaded  guilty,  of  violations  of  ib^ 
acts  of  Congress  approved  April  20, 1871,  and  May  31, 1870,  with  thtij 
sentences  annexed ;  the  names  of  944  other  persons  indicted  at  Kaleij;] 
for  similar  violations. 

There  are  105  indictments  on  the  docket,  embracing  the  larger  nnai 
ber  of  persons  mentioned  above  lor  conspiracies. 

The  report  marked  Exhibit  D  details  the  necessity  for  an  enforcemen 
of  the  laws  iu  North  Carolina  for  the  security  of  life  and  i>ers«* 
and  property. 

The  United  States  attorney  for  the  southern  district  of  3Iissis!?ipfi 
reports,  in  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the  acts  aforementioned  in  h^ 
district,  a  list  of  152  names  of  persons  indicted  in  the  United  Stat<j 
courts,  with  the  offenses  charged  against  each.  This  report  is  tlatei 
February  17,  1872,  and  marked  Exhibit  E. 

The  United  States  attorney  for  the  northern  district,  G.  WiiW 
Wells,  esq.,  reports  490  names  of  persons  who  have  been  indicted:  ^^ 
of  persons  arrested ;  172,  of  persons  arrested  and  bound  over ;  '2>.  t 
persons  who  pleaded  guilty ;  14,  of  persons  who  confessed  and  pw 
State's  evidence;  which  facts  are  shown  by  his  report,  marked  ExhiN 
F. 

Having  no  facilities  for  obtaining  information  relative  to  the  seouri: 
of  life,  person,  and  property  in  the  States  mentioned  in  the  resoluti<« 
otherwise  than  by  reports  from  the  officers  of  this  Department,  1 
dressed  communications  to  the  several  district  attorney's  asking  for  in 
formation  upon  this  subject  as  to  their  districts,  and  I  inclose  here« 
copies  of  their  reports,  marked  Exhibits  G,  H,  I,  J,  K. 

Eeference  is  also  made  to  the  evidence  taken  upon  the  trials  of  ih 
sons  charged  with  violations  of  the  law,  in  different  United  Sut^ 
courts  in  said  States,  some  of  which  has  been  published  and  is  now 
possession  of  the  Joint  Select  Committee  on  Southern  Outrages. 

For  answer  to  that  part  of  the  resolution  asking  for  "  all  inforraanv 
relative  to  the  existing  conflict  between  office-holders  in  Louisianur 
would  respectfully  invite  attention  to  the  inclosed  copies  of  teloj^^ia 
and  communications,  marked  Exhibit  L,  as  furnishing  all  the  inf4»rii:j 
tion  in  the  possession  of  this  Department  in  relation  to  this  matter.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receiptof  yours  of  January 
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31, 1872,  inclosing  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  llepresen- 
tatives  asking  certain  information  in  regard  to  the  enforcement  in  South 
Carolina  of  the  act  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes, 
approved  April  20,  1871,  and  the  act  of  May  31,  1870;  and  request 
ing  that  I  will,  as  early  as  practicable,  obtain  and  transmit  the  informar 
tion  asked  for. 

In  reply,  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  a  report  showing  the  names  of 
persons  arrested  in  South  Carolina,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  con 
ferred  by  act  of  Congress  approved  April  20,  1871,  and  of  those  who 
have  been  arrested  for  violations  of  said  act,  and  of  the  act  of  May  31. 
1870,  with  the  names  of  tliose  who  have  voluntarily  confcvssed  that  they 
were  members  of  the  combinations  and  conspiracies  forbidden  and  madf 
penal  by  ^aid  act,  &c.,  called  for  by  the  resolution  of  the  House  of 
Kepresen tatives,  January  25, 1872. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  report  contains : 

First.  The  number  and  names  of  persons  tried  by  jury  at  the  las; 
November  term  of  the  United  States  circuit  court  for  this  district,  also 
the  number  and  character  of  the  indictments  against  each  of  them. 

Second.  It  contains  the  number  and  names  of  those  who  voluntarih 
confessed  in  open  court  their  connection  with  the  Ku-Klux  Klan,  aad 
plead  guilty  to  the  indictments  accordingly.  Also  the  number  and  char 
acter  of  the  indictments  against  them,  and  the  sentences  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  court. 

Third.  The  number  and  names  of  parties  indicted  but  not  trieil,  the 
number  of  indictments  against  each  and  the  character  of  those  indict 
ments. 

Fourth.  The  offenses  committed  as  shown  by  the  bills  of  indictmeDi 
found  by  the  grand  jury  at  the  last  November  term  of  the  United 
States  circuit  court,  by  the  voluntary  confessions  of  members  of  the  con 
spiracy,  and  by  warrants  issued  by  the  United  States  commissioners, 
where  and  when  committed,  number  of  persons  concerned  in  each 
off*ense,  as  far  as  known  and  the  character  of  the  ofifense. 

This  report  has  been  made  up  from  records  in  my  office,  and  conveys 
a  correct  idea  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  United  States  circuit  court 
for  this  district,  and  the  condition  of  the  causes  to-day.      •      •     •    * 

1  regret  that  I  am  unable,  and  I  doubt  whether  it  is  possible,  to  fnr 
nish  the  number  and  names  of  all  persons  who  have  confessed  their 
connection  with  the  Ku-Klux  Klan.  When  the  arrests  commenced, io 
October  last,  in  York  County,  a  general  panic  existed  among  the  Klans. 
and  large  numbers  of  them  appeiired  at  the  headquarters  of  Major  Mer 
rill,  commanding  the  post  at  Yorkville,  and  confessed  their  counectioa 
with  the  order;  the  number  was  so  great,  and  the  labor  of  taking  their 
confessions  so  great,  that  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  great  many  retarued 
to  their  homes  without  having  their  confessions  recorded.  I  inclose  * 
list  of  persons  who  made  confessions  to  me,  and  were  paroled  to  ap- 
pear when  required,  so  far  as  I  was  able  to  take  them. 

Their  confessions  are  in  my  possession.  The  persons  named  in  thi^ 
list  are  mostly  residents  of  York  County,  South  Carolina.  Their  offenses 
cover  1870  and  1871. 

I  have  a  great  deal  of  information  by  way  of  affidavits,  &c,  implicv

There  is  a  great  auxiety  existing  at  tbe  present  time  on  the  part  of 
members  of  the  Ku-Khix  Klan  in  tbis  State  as  to  whether  prosecations 
commenced  against  them  are  to  be  continued ;  and  there  is  also  great 
anxiety  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  victims  of  the  Kn-Klux  outrages, 
as  to  whether  they  are  to  have  an  opportunity  to  tell  the  story  of  their 
wrongs.  I  do  not  think  that  at  the  present  time  the  Klan  is  opera- 
ting to  any  extent.  The  prosecutions  heretofore  instituted  have  had  a 
very  demoralizing  effect  upon  them. 

Orders  were  given  last  summer  to  the  Klans,  by  the  chiefs  and  higher 
officers,  to  desist  from  further  attacks  upon  the  colored  people  for  the 
present 

This  order  was  given  under  the  apprehension  that  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  was  about  to  declare  war  upon  them.  At  the  time 
the  order  was  circulated  among  the  Klans  it  was  distinctly  understood 
and  fully  discussed  that  they  must  desist  for  the  present  from  further 
outrages  upon  the  colored  people,  but  when  the  storm  blew  over^  and  be- 
fore the  next  election^  they  were  to  be  allowed  to  resume  operations. 

Such  is  my  information,  and  it  is  derived  from  so  many  sources  that  I 
have  no  doubt  of  its  credibility.  In  regard  to  the  execution  of  the 
State  laws,  I  have  to  say  that  not  a  single  instance  of  successful  pro- 
secution of  a  Ku-Klux  outrage  in  any  State  court  has  come  to  my  know- 
ledge. On  the  other  hand,  I  have  heard  of  several  attempts  to  prosecute; 
but  in  each  instance  there  was  a  lamentable  failure.  Unquestionably 
the  laws  of  this  State,  if  they  could  be  enforced,  furnish  ample  means 
for  the  prosecution  and  punishment  of  these  Ku-Klux  outrages ;  but 
from  the  nature  of  the  offenses,  jnid  the  number  of  the  white  inhabitants 
engaged  in  them,  it  is  utterly  impossible,  in  my  judgment,  to  success- 
fully prosecute  in  the  State  courts  in  any  of  the  counties. 

As  to  the  prosecutions  in  the  United  States  courts,  it  will  be  seeu  by 
you  that  the  courts,  as  at  present  constituted,  are  entirely  inadequate  to 
try  them.  At  the  last  term,  which,  however,  in  some  respects,  may  be 
regarded  as  an  exception,  on  account  of  the  novel  character  of  the 
questions  involved,  there  were  but  five  jury  trials.  The  term  of  the 
court  lasted  from  the  27th  of  November  to  the  11th  of  Jannary.  In  ad- 
<lition  to  the  number  of  persons  tried,  however,  some  52  or  53  plead 
p:uilty.  It  is  probable  that  no  8u<;h  amount  of  time  will  be  spent  in 
the  trial  of  causes  in  the  future.  The  next  term  of  the  United  States 
<;ircuit  court  in  this  State  is  to  be  held  at  Charleston,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  April  next,  and  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  these  causes  will  be 
there  resumed. 

But  that  term  of  court  will  last,  probably,  from  four  to  six  weeks 
only,  and  will  be  able  to  dispose  of  but  a  fraction  of  the  causes  that  are 
now  ready  and  waiting  for  trial,  and  which  ought  by  all  means  to  be 
tried.  What  causes  are  not  then  tried  will  necessarily  go  over  to  tbe 
next  November  term,  to  be  held  at  Columbia,  South  Carolina. 

It  must  be  apparent  that  the  present  facilities  for  bringing  the  Ku- 
Klux  causes  to  trial  are  utterly  inadequate,  and  Congress  ought  to  afford 
some  more  speedy  and  effective  meaus.  It  must  do  so  or  permit  most  of 
the  prosecutions  to  fail.

These  indictments  are  for  conspiracies  to  commit  deeds  of  violence  or 
terror,  to  deter  and  drive  from  the  ballot-box  ITnion  men,  and  to  destroy 
the  fre^om  of  elections,  to  enable  the  enemies  of  the  Union,  through 
their  secret,  oath-bound,  midnight  organizations,  to  obtain  (without 
open  revolt)  as  complete  and  eflfectual  control  over  the  State  as  they 
maintained  by  open  warfare  during  the  rebellion. 

The  evidence  in  these  cases  discloses  the  horrid  facts  of  the  tearing  of 
fathers,  sons,  and  brothers  from  the  bosom  of  their  families  at  the  hour 
of  midnight,  and  the  infliction  upon  their  naked  flesh  of  the  torture  and 
the  lash,  the  brutal  exposure  of  helpless  females,  and,  occasionally,  the 
commission  of  murder  by  bauds  of  disguised  men,  to  make  their  intimi- 
dations the  more  emphatic. 

Indeed,  every  means  which  the  most  fertile  imagination  of  these 
fiendish  monsters  and  enemies  of  the  Union  could  invent  have  been 
resorted  to  to  inspire  the  Unionists  with  fear  and  terror,  and  to  destroy 
their  freedom  of  thought,  action,  and  manhood. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  passage  of  said  acts  of  Congress,  and  the 
active  enforcement  of  them,  the  spirit  of  treason  would  to-day  revel  in 
high  carnival  over  the  entire  South,  and  effectually  crush  out  and  over- 
awe the  Union  sentiment  of  the  southern  country,  as  it  did  in  the  days 
of  the  rebel  government. 

Bat  the  conviction  of  a  number  of  these  persons,  and  their  punishment, 
and  the  indictment  of  this  large  number  of  others,  together  with  the 
exercise,  by  the  President,  of  the  right  to  suspend  the  writ  of  habeas  cor- 
pus in  snch  localities  where  treason  has  usurped  suqh  dominion  as  to 
render  the  civil  authorities  powerless  or  insufficient  to  enforce  the  law, 
seem  for  the  present  to  have  broken  the  power  of  this  wide-spread  con* 
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spiracy  against  the  friends  of  tbe  Union  in  the  South.  Yet  the  atmo^; 
vigilance  in  the  rigid  enforcement  of  these  acts  of  Congress  is  and  will 
be  necessary  to  suppress  the  spirit  of  treason  larking  in  the  hearts  i^ 
the  disafitected  and  treacherous  enemies  of  the  Government^  and  to 
preserve  the  freedom  of  the  citizen  in  the  full  and  free  exercisp  anu 
enjoyment  of  the  elective  franchise,  and  the  rights  and  immanitie^  vr 
citizenship.

The  execution  of  the  two  acts  has  been  of  very  marked  benefit  to  thi« 
district.  It  has  made  evil-disposed  persons  sensible  of  a  power  capobit 
of  reaching  them.  Under  the  State  laws,  it  must  be  confessed,  th* 
administration  of  justice  had  become  debased  and  fallen  into  contempt. 
The  acts  in  question  have  done  nothing  to  change  that  condition.  \i 
the  cases  which  have  been  brought  under  these  acts  could  be  sostaiDeJ. 
it  were  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  tliis  people.  Otherwise,  nnl^s.- 
new  laws  can  be  immediately  devised  to  suit  our  condition,  the  cons^ 
sequences  will  be  deplorable.

The  acts  referred  to  found  this  in  an  exceedingly  disturbed  conditiofi, 
which  offered  great  temptation  to  put  them  in  force.  The  pnblie  als* 
seemed  to  take  it  for  granted,  from  the  popular  name  of  the  acts  ^ 
least,  that  every  deed  of  violence,  where  disguise  was  need,  was  »pt" 
cially  intended  to  be  reached  by  the  statute.

Nevertheless,  suph  cases  continually  recur,  though  their  number  ha* 
considerably  abated,  and  are  likely  to  become  more  frequent  than  ever  if 
the  Supreme  Court  should  deny  the  Federal  jurisdiction  over 
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The  major  number  of  the  cases  herewith  reported  are  conspiracies  to 

injure  a  citizen  "because  of  liis  having  exercised"  the  right  of  freedom 

of  speech.

Office  of  U.  S.  Attorney  for  the  Kentucky  District, 

Louisville,  Kentucky,  March  27,  1872. 
Sir:  I  have  delayed  an  answer  to  your  letter  of  inquiry  '*as  to  the 
security  of  life,  person,  and  proi)erty  in  the  State  of  Kentucky''  until 
after  the  spring  terms  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  that  I  might 
be  able  to  speak  advisedly  after  having  an  opportunity  to  see  and  con- 
verse with  persons  from  every  portion  of  the  State.  I  thought  it  further 
advisable  to  await  the  result  of  the  late  action  of  the  legislature  of  the 
State  in  giving  the  colored  persons  the  right  to  testify  in  the  courts  of 
the  State.  I  returned  on  yesterday  from  the  court  at  Paducah.  This 
city  is  in  the  end  of  the  State  in  which  was  the  largest  number  of  slaves 
before  the  war,  and  where  the  largest  number  of  freedmen  now  reside. 
In  that  portion  of  the  State  the  labor  of  colored  persons  is  very  valuable 
in  the  production  of  tobacco,  and  I  find  that  every  class  of  the  commu- 
nity is  in  favor  of  giving  to  these  people  the  fullest  protection  to  persons 
and  property.  All  lawless  organizations  have  been  broken  up  by  the 
force  of  the  public  sentiment  at  home.    In  every  part  of  the  State  there 
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has  been  nmcli  change  of  public  opinion  as  to  the  rights  of  the  colored 
people,  and  the  duty  of  the  people  and  the  law  officers  to  give  them 
security  in  person  aud  property.  The  Ku-Klux  organization  is  but  one 
of  the  results  of  slavery.  It  has  always  existed  at  the  South.  Before  tbe 
war  and  in  the  days  of  slavery  the  organization  was  known  as  jwtrolte. 
Then  it  was  recognized  by  the  law  and  protected  by  public  sentiment. 
The  patroUers  were  composed  of  the  same  class  as  the  Ku-Kiux;  they 
perpetrated  the  same  outrages,  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same 
persons.  They  undertook  to  whip  every  negro  that  they  caught  awav 
from  home,  and  at  home  if  he  was  supposed  to  have  committed  any 
offense.  They  whipped  or  tarred  and  feathered  every  white  man  who 
was  suspected  of  being  an  abolitionist.  Since  the  war  and  the  freeiiij: 
of  the  colored  man,  these  same  men  do  the  same  thing,  and  are  or  have 
been  equally  indorsed  by  public  sentiment,  and  they  only  use  the  black 
calico  masks  to  avoid  detection  by  the  negroes,  who  have  learned  that 
the  Federal  Government  intends  to  protect  them  from  such  outrages.  1 
am  glad  to  say  that  this  organization  is  now  being  broken  up  in  even 
part  of  the  State,  and  will  soon  be  buried  with  the  institution  of  whirh 
it  is  but  the  offspring.  In  Shelby  County,  in  which  was  the  largest  or 
ganization  of  this  kind  in  the  State,  there  has  sprung  up  a  feud  amoug 
the  members  of  theKlan.  Cook,  the  leader,  was  killed  by  Bohannon,aud 
the  State  court  convicted  Bohannon  of  murder.  Tliis  caused  eacli 
member  to  suspect  the  other  of  treachery,  and  ended  in  the  disbamliu? 
of  the  organization.  By  prompt  arrests  and  vigorous  prosecuti()Q> 
under  the  civil-rights  bill  in  the  Federal  courts,  1  have  succeeded  in 
breaking  up  the  organizations  in  Franklin,  Oldham,  and  Estill  Coun 
ties,  where  many  outrages  were  committtnl  a  year  ago. 

Although  this  is  true,  I  cannot  say  that  there  is  as  much  protection 
to  person  and  property  in  Kentucky  as  is  to  be  desired.  I  am  sorry  to 
say  that  in  this  and  in  all  the  Southern  States  there  exists  a  pablk' 
sentiment  which  justifies  the  taking  of  human  life  upon  very  small  pri' 
text.  This  applies  equally  to  the  killingof  a  white  man  or  a  black  man. 
Notwithstanding  this  is  true,  after  a  full  consultation  of  the  leading  mea 
of  every  part  of  the  State,  who  most  favor  giving  to  every  man  the  fullest 
protection  in  person  and  property,  I  do  not  think  further  legislation  b} 
Congress,  for  the  protection  of  persons  and  property  in  the  State,  desir 
able  or  necessary.  The  Federal  courts,  as  at  present  organized,  canimt 
give  more  protection  than  will  now  be  given  by  the  State  courts. 

The  Federal  courts  are  held  at  only  three  places  in  the  State.  The 
depredations  are  usually  committed  upon  poor  whites  and  negroes,  aud 
more  of  these  will  obtain  protection  in  the  local  courts  than  would  lie 
able  to  raise  the  money  to  go  to  the  Federal  court  to  complain. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  civil-rights  bill  a  great  many  persons  bate 
been  convicted  for  outrages  committed  on  colored  people;  but  the  pres* 
of  business  was  so  great  that  the  three  courts  held  in  the  State  coiiW 
give  only  inadequate  protection  to  the  two  hundred  thoustind  colored 
people  in  the  State. 

If  these  outrages  should  continue,  and  Congress  should  conclude  to 
legislate  further  on  this  subject,  I  think  the  courts  of  the  United  States 
should  be  increased  to  three  times  their  present  number. 

I  think  it  is  not  inappropriate  for  me  to  s<iy  that  I  am  convinced  that 
both  the  circuit  judge  for  this  circuit  and  the  district  judge,  Ballard. 
will  decide  so  much  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  20, 1871,  eu- 
titled  ''An  act  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  amendmeut  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes,'^  as  cou 
fers  on  the  court«  of  the  United  States  jurisdiction  to  try  persons  **t*or 
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conspiring  together  or  going  in  disguise  npon  the  public  highway,  or 
upon  the  premises  of  another  for  the  purpose,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectlj',  of  depriving  any  person  or  class  of  persons  of  the  equal  protec- 
tion of  the  laws,"  is  inoperative.

District  Attorney's  Office, 

Fayetteville,  Arkansas,  February  14,  1872. 

Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  2d,  iu  regard  to  the  security  of  life 
and  property,  &c.,  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  has  just  been  received,  and 
I  would  most  respectfully  report  that  during  the  November  term,  1871, 
of  the  district  court,  which  closed  about  the  7th  of  this  month,  I 
had  an  opportunity  of  meeting  persons  from  everj^  county  comprising 
the  old  district,  to  wit:  Little  River,  Sevier,  Polk,  Scott,  Sarlu,  Sebas- 
tian, Crawford,  Franklin,  Johnson,  Washington,  MaUison,  Carroll, 
Boone,  and  the  Indian  country. 

That  ill  the  Indian  country  crime  is  fearfully  on  the  increase,  caused, 
no  doubt,  by  the  large  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  construction 
of  the  railroads  through  that  country,  and  also  the  increased  facility  for 
introduction  of  spirituous  liquors.  Every  effort,  however,  is  being  put 
forth  to  break  up  this  illegal  traffic  and  punish  the  violators  of  law. 

Benton  County,  in  the  above,  is  the  only  county  in  which  any  disturb- 
ance has  occurred.  On  the  Pea  Ridge,  in  said  county,  and  also  on  the 
western  border,  the  Ku-Klux  Klan  have  an  organization,  and  have  rode 
upon  one  or  two  occasions  and  warned  Union  men  to  leave  the  county,  and 
also  on  one  occasion  took  out  an  old  man  and  badly  beat  him.  The 
parties  were  disguised,  and  up  to  the  present  time  I  have  failed  to  iden- 
tify them.  I  had  several  persons  arrested  before  the  commissioner,  but 
failed  to  sufficiently  identify  the  parties.  It  had  a  salutary  effect;  since 
that  they  have  been  entirely  inactive.  It  is  my  opinion  the  parties  en- 
gaged were  hot-headed  young  men,  led  on  by  persons  of  more  expe- . 
rience;  but  the  people,  generally,  condemn  their  action,  and  will  do  all 
in  their  power  to  bring  the  violators  of  good  order  to  speedy  trial. 

In  Johnson  County,  in  the  town  of  Clarksville,  the  Government  is 
bitterly  denounced,  but  no  demonstrations  of  force  are  used.  In  the 
remaining  counties  everything  is  quiet,  and  the  people  seem  disposed  to 
see  the  law  enforced  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  country.  In  the  counties  comprising  the  Helena  district  of  the 
western  district  of  Arkansas  I  am  not  so  well  acquainted;  was  present 
at  the  September  term,  A.  D.  1871,  of  the  district  court,  and  will  again 
return  there  during  the  present  month,  and  will  make  a  supplemental 
report,  providing  any  new  difficulties  have  occurred  since  the  last  term 
of  the  court. 

At  the  September  term,  A.  D.  1871,  all  the  violations  of  law  were  duly 
inquired  into,  and  several  persons  were  indicted  for  violations  of  the  en- 
forcement act,  and  also  one  or  two  for  violation  of  the  Ku-Klux  act. 

In  the  county  of  Oullenden,  on  the  Mississippi  Eiver,  at  a  place  known 
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as  "  Kul  Island,"  a  combination  was  formed  to  prevent  colored  voters 
from  voting  for  their  choice  for  member  of  Cou^'ess,  and  on  the  day 
of  election  armed  men,  by  threats,  force,  and  intimidation,  prevented 
persons  from  voting  freely  for  their  choice;  but  the  persons  engaged  id 
that  illegal  enterprise  were  indicted  at  the  September  terra,  A.  D.  1871, 
and  will  be  tried  at  the  March  term,  A.  D.  1872.  In  Cross  County  a 
negro  was  charged  with  the  crime  of  rape,  and  during  his  examination 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  while  he  was  under  guard,  a  number 
of  disguised  men  took  him  from  the  officers  of  the  law  and  hung  bini. 
They  were  also  indicted,  and,  if  arrested,  will  be  tried  at  the  March  term; 
also,  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  a  negro  was  charged  with  the  crime  of 
larceny,  was  arrested  by  the  proper  officer,  and  while  he  was  in  custCMk 
was  killed  by  his  guard.  The  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  that  county 
said  he  would  have  the  grand  jury  of  that  county  inquire  into  the  sub- 
ject at  the  setting  of  the  circuit  court  of  said  county,  and  nb  doubt  the 
State  took  jurisdiction  over  the  subject-matter. 

There  is  a  general  disposition  among  the  people  of  the  counties  tbt 
border  on  the  Mississippi  River  to  deprive  colored  persons  of  the  rights 
secured  to  them  by  the  Constitution  and  laws,  and  if  the  restrictions 
were  removed,  the  life  and  property  of  original  Union  men,  and  the  col 
ored  people  in  general,  would  not  be  regarded.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  commnni- 
cation  of  the  2d  instant,  requesting  information  in  regard  to  the  security 
of  life,  person,  and  property  in  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  would  state  that,  from  my  own  experience  and  ob- 
servation,  (by  a  residence  in  this  State,  almost  continuous,  since  A.  D. 
1856,)  and  from  the  best  information  to  be  obtained,  I  am  satisfied  tha: 
life,  person,  and  property  were  never  more  secure  than  at  the  present 
time.  Perhaps,  however,  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  add  that, 
judging  from  the  occasional  threatenings  of  the  democratic  press  of  the 
State,  there  is  still  a  feeling  of  ill-will  existing  toward  those  who  wew 
"Union"  during  the  late  war,  toward  the  colored  citizen,  and  the  immi- 
grant who  is  republican  in  politics,  and  a  special  desire  to  diive  the  lat 
ter  from  the  State. 

Owing,  however,  to  the  generous  legislation  of  Congress,  to  the  vigi 
lance  and  the  firm  and  vigorous  policy  of  the  State  government,  the  lifri 
the  person,  and  the  property  of  all  classes  of  citizens  are  as  secure  in 
Arkansas  as  in  the  average  of  the  States.

Disturbances  and  acts  of  violence  sometimes  occur,  but  not  more  fre- 
quently, nor  can  I  say  that  they  are  of  a  diflTerent  or  more  aggravated 
character,  than  before  the  war.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  yours  of  the  2d  instant,  refer- 
ring to  House  resolution  asking  the  President,  among  other  things,  for 
*»  such  information  as  he  may  have  relative  to  the  security  of  life,  per- 
son, and  property  in  the  States  of  Kentucky,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and 
Texas,''  and  that  "  to  enable  the  President  to  respond  to  tliis  resolution" 
you  request  that  I  will  make  to  you  a  report  of  any  and  all  information 
I  may  have  or  can  obtain  in  relation  to  the  subject. 

In  reply,  I  have  to  report  and  say,  that  right  here,  in  Galveston,  or  at 
Houston,  Austin,  San  Antonio,  or  any  other  of  the  larger  towns  iu 
thickly  settled  districts,  life  and  property  are  as  secure  as  in  New  \ork 
or  elsewhere.  That  is  one  of  the  necessary  results  of  American  civili- 
zation. 

Vagranc}^,  drinking,  gambling,  and  laziness  trouble  us  right  here  con- 
siderably, and  are  confined  chiefly  to  the  colored  element.  But  it  is  upon 
the  Rio  Grande  and  Red  River  frontiers  that  our  people  suffer  indescrib- 
able woes  from  robberies  and  murders.  Mexicans  and  Indians  on  the 
liio  Grande,  and  reserve  Indians  on  the  Red  River  border,  are  daily 
committing  thefts,  robberies,  and  murders,  that  not  only  prevent  in- 
crease of  population,  but  put  out  the  light  of  civilization.  Whole  fam- 
ilies are  murdered,  their  corpses  mutilated  in  a  manner  too  horrid  for 
mention,  houses  burned,  farms  destroyed,  cattle  driven  off,  little  boys 
and  girls  carried  into  captivity  worse  than  death,  the  countrj'  impover- 
ished, and  all  settlement  and  progress  prevented. 

The  Indians  are  fed  upon  the  reserve  by  the  Government  and  cross 
Red  River  into  Texas  on  their  raids.    But  you  can  form  no  true4dea  of 
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tbeir  work  till  you  see  corpses  of  i>eaceable  citizens  hacked,  ripped, 
scalped,  and  theu  roasted  in  chains,  fastened  to  the  wheel  of  a  burning 
wagon ;  to  see  the  widowed  mothers  and  orphan  children  made  by  In- 
dians fed  and  nurtured  by  the  Government  upon  the  reservations. 

I  have  myself  within  the  past  few  months  seen  Women  living  with 
their  third  husband,  the  two  previous  ones  having  been  murdered  by 
Indians  of  the  reserve.  I  have  stood  upon  the  bank  of  the  Rio 
Grande  at  Brownsville  and  have  seen  thousands  upon  thousands  of 
dried  beef-hides  with  the  brands  of  prominent  Texans  upon  them,  tlie 
cattle  having  been  stolen  by  Mexicans  and  driven  across  the  Rio  Grande 
and  prepared  for  market,  and  then  shipped  in  bond  for  New  York.  The 
owners  of  the  stolen  cattle,  seeing  their  hidei^  pass  under  their  very 
noses,  are  unable  to  stop  them  by  any  attainable  legal  process,  because 
they  are  in  possession  of  Federal  custom-house  officials,  in  tra^mtu  for 
delivery  at  New  York. 

These  robberies  are  constantly  occurring.  I  see  no  way  of  secnrinf 
safety  to  the  frontier  people  north  than  to  put  every  Indian  on  a  reserve 
and  keep  him  there;  and  if  he  goes  off,  without  a  proper  pass,  to  kill 
him  as  you  would  a  wolf  or  a  panther.  The  savages  on  the  northern 
border  only  differ  from  the  savage  beasts  in  that  they  are  more  intelli- 
gent and  capable,  and  more  disposed  to  do  harm.  The  wolf  kills  to  sat- 
isfy his  hunger.  The  Indian  wars  against  civilization  itself.  He  is  op- 
posed to  the  cultivated  field,  the  farm-house,  the  school-house,  and  the 
church  ;  he  murders  the  civilized  men,  violates  and  murders  the  women, 
and  takes  the  little  boys  and  girls  and  makes  savages  of  them;  he 
slaughters,  murders,  mutilates,  rapes,  robs,  devastates;  he  is  opposed 
to  settlement;  he  would  have  the  magnificent  country  of  Northern 
Texas  remain  a  howling  wilderness  and  unbroken  prairie.  Civilization 
is  something  that  interferes  with  his  savage  dignity.  He  feeds  upon 
the  bounty  of  the  nation  and  gains  strength  to  murder  and  rob  the  peo- 
ple of  the  frontier,  which  he  does  for  pastime  and  amusement. 

The  cases  of  San-tan-ta  and  Big  Tree,  convicted  in  July  last  at  thf 
coui-t  in  Jack  County,  (Fort  Richardson,)  for  the  murder  of  seven  team- 
sters belonging  to  Henry  Warren's  train  of  wagons,  loaded  with  Gov- 
ernment provisions,  is  in  point. 

Should  you  desire  specific  cases  in  detail  of  the  regular  robberies  ami 
thefts  of  cattle  on  the  Rio  Grande,  I  can  furnish,  give  names  of  promi- 
nent and  worthy  citizens  who  will  tell,  or,  if  time  were  given,  conld  give 
it  myselfl 

The  most  provoking  feature  of  all  is,  that  the  people  who  sufter  most 
in  those  exposed  places  are  and  ever  have  been  the  firmest  in  their  de- 
votion to  the  nation  during  the  war. 

If  Congress  don't  intend  to  abandon  the  function  of  government  in 
the  northern  or  Red  River  frontier,  they  had  better  put  ten  cavalry 
regiments  where  they  now  have  but  one.

Sir  :  Yours  of  February  2, 1872,  asking  information  as  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  and  the  security  of  life  and  personal  proj^erty  in  Texas, 
and  particularly  in  the  western  district  thereof,  is  received. 

Owing  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  public  affairs  incident  to  the  war 
and  to  reconstruction,  I  find  a  lack  of  accurate  and  well-armnged  official 
data  upon  which  to  base  a  satisfactory  report.  The  few  statistics  I 
have  been  able  to  gather  will  serve  merely  to  illustrate  the  condition  of 
the  State  to  a  limited  extent. 

In  regard  to  the  amount  of  crime  and  the  enforcement  of  the  criminal 
laws  of  the  State,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  statistics : 

According  to  the  report  of  the  reconstruction  convention  '*  committee 
on  lawlessness  and  violence,"  miule  July  21, 1868,  full  returns  from  30, 
and  partial  returns  from  others,  of  the  127  organized  counties  of  Texas, 
authenticated  1,035  homicides  committed  between  the  close  of  the  war 
and  July  1,  1868.  If  the  reports  had  been  full  and  correct,  I  am  satis- 
fied the  aggregate  number  would  have  been  nearly  or  quite  2,000. 
During  the  period  mentioned  there  was  but  one  execution  according  to 
the  forms  of  law. 

On  June  18,  1870,  Secretary  of  State  Newcomb  reported  to  the  Texas 
senate,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  passed  by  that  body  on  May  23, 
1870,  that  the  reports  of  county  ofiicers,  together  with  the  military 
record  kept  up  to  the  date  when  the  reconstruction  of  the  State  was 
consummated,  showed  905  homicides  committed  between  May  23,  1868, 
and  May  23,  1870.  The  number  of  assaults  with  intent  to  kill  and 
murder  was  nearly  as  great.  During  the  years  1869  and  1870,  up  to 
the  cessation  of  the  military  record,  out  of  1,890  reports  due  only  960 
^vere  received,  and  the  proportion  received  was  still  less  after  recon- 
struction and  up  to  the  date  of  Secretary  Newcomb's  report.  Full  re- 
ports from  all  the  counties  doubtless  would  have  shown  a  total  of  at 
least  1,500  homicides  during  the  aforesaid  period  of  two  years. 

The  novel  State  police  system  of  Texas  went  into  operation  on  July 
1,  1870.  At  that  date  partial  reports  from  countj'  officials  sliowed  2,970 
criminals  evading  arrest.  Including  702  murderers,  413  attempted  mur- 
derers, and  1,017  robbers,  burglars,  and  thieves.  In  many  instances 
from  two  to  seven  murders  were  charged  against  one  individual.  Of 
these  persons  evading  arrest  978  had  been  arrested  by  the  State  police 
up  to  January  1,  1871,  including  109  murderers,  130  attempted  murder- 
ers, and  366  robbers,  burglars,  and  thieves.  The  proportion  of  murder- 
ers evading  arrest  and  arrested,  was  and  is  considerably  larger  than 
these  reports  would  seem  to  indicate,  as  a  great  many  reported  arrested 
come  under  the  head  of  "miscellaneous  offenses,"  because  State  police- 
men frequently  report  arrests  without  reporting  the  offenses  charged. 

The  records  of  the  adjutant  generaPs  office  show  4,414  criminals 
evading  arrest,  as  reported  to  adjutant  general  and  Chief  of  Police 
Davidson,  during  the  year  1871.  Of  these,  970  were  murderers,  641 
attempted  murderers,  and  1,463  robbers,  burglars,  and  thieves.  During 
the  same  year  3,602  persons  were  arrested  by  the  State  police,  including 
238  murderers,  352  attempted  murderers,  and  805  thieves.  Many  other 
murderers  are  doubtless  included  in  the  very  large  number  set  down  by 
the  adjutant  general  as  "miscellaneous."      The  very  large  number 
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reported  as  evading  arrest  and  arrested  during  the  year  1871  does  not 
establish  any  increase  of  crime,  but  it  does  establish  the  fact  that  crime 
is  at  last  taken  cognizance  of  by  the  authorities,  and  that  determined 
efforts  are  being  made  to  arrest  and  punish  criminals. 

The  reports  made  to  Chief  of  Police  Davidson  thus  far  in  1872  show 
a  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  offenses  committed,  and  an  estimate 
formed  from  previous  reports  gives  183  murders  committed  from  Novem- 
ber 1,  1870,  to  November  1,  1871,  thus  showing  a  very  great  improve 
ment  on  any  previous  year  since  the  war.  If  what  I  deem  to  be  a  settlwl 
fact  be  conceded,  viz,  that  500  murderers  have  been  driven  from  the 
State  within  Mie  last  two  years,  then  one  great  reason  for  this  diminu 
tion  of  capital  crime  will  be  apparent.  In  seventy -one  instances  requi- 
sitions have  been  made  by  Governor  Davis  on  other  States  and  on  Mex 
ico,  for  the  rendition  of  fugitive  criminals,  of  whom  forty-two  are  mur 
derers.  Many  rewards  have  been  offered  for  the  apprehension  of  mur 
derers,  and  some  for  school-house  burners  and  disguised  marauders. 

1  have  been  informed  by  School  Superintendent  De  Gress  that  about 
twenty  colored  school-houses  have  been  burnt  by  incendiaries  during  the 
last  eighteen  months.  In  some  instances  teachers  have  been  whipi)e(l 
or  driven  away.  Such  outrages  may  be  expected  to  continue  under  auy 
system  of  separate  schools.  Mixed  schools  ought  to  be  established  at 
once,  either  by  State  or  national  legislation. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  arrests  of  criminals  reported  as  made  by 
the  State  police,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  many  others  have  bees 
arrested  by  sheriffs  and  their  deputies,  of  which  latter  arrests  no  record 
is  akccessible,  and  besides  the  arresting  of  criminals  the  State  police 
have  performed  another  important  service  in  recapturing  from  thieves 
and  robbers,  and  restoring  to  the  legitimate  owners,  property  estimateci 
at  $140,000  to  8150,000  in  value. 

Eighteen  months  ago  the  number  of  State  policemen  was  fixed  at  one 
hundred  and  ninetj'-six.  It  is  now  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  and  a 
still  further  reduction  is  contemplated.  In  fact  it  is  now  generally  be^ 
lieved  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  work  of  arresting  crimiuak 
may  again  with  safety  be  entrusted  to  the  ordinary  peace  ofiicers. 

In  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  I  have 
to  say  that,  as  far  as  the  western  district  of  Texas  is  concerned,  the 
criminal  business  of  the  Federal  courts  has  very  much  increased.  Most 
of  the  cases  on  the  criminal  docket  are  for  violations  of  the  internal  rev 
enue  laws.  Until  recently  there  were  few,  if  any,  jirosecutions  under 
those  laws,  although  violations  of  them  were  frequent.  The  recent 
indictments  have  caused  some  illicit  distillers  to  flee  the  country,  while 
others  are  held  for  trial,  and  revenue  officers  now  have  less  trouble  in 
collecting  the  taxes.  A  number  of  ek-re venue  officers  are  under  indict 
ment,  and  others  are  expected  to  be  indicted  soon,  but  so  far  as  1  cao 
learn  the  present  incumbents  are  not  obnoxious  to  criminal  charges. 

For  the  first  four  or  five  years  after  the  close  of  the  war,  depredation? 
on  the  mails  of  the  United  States  were  very  frequent,  and  such  a  thiiijr 
as  the  punishment  of  a  mail  robber  was  almost  unheard  of.  The  niaib 
are  now  comparatively  safe,  although  it  must  be  admitted  that  it  is  next 
to  impossible  to  get  evidence  sufficient  even  to  indict  any  considerable 
number  of  those  who  have  heretofore  violated  them. 

As  yet  but  few  violations  of  the  enforcement  and  Ku-Klux  acts  liave 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Federal  grand  juries,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  getting  together  the  necessary  witnesses.  Soros  of  the  cases 
reported  to  the  grand  juries  have  been  ignored  by  them.  As  a  reiuedv, 
I  have  invariably  given  it  as  my  opinion  that  no  jury  should  be  orgsui- 
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ized  without  a  fair  proportion  of  colored  men  npon  it.  While  acting  as 
a  State  district  judge  in  1869  and  1870  I  enforced  this  rule  for  the 
tirst  time,  in  ten  counties,  and  thereby  procured  the  indictment  of  some 
of  the  worst  ringleaders  of  the  lawless  element,  who  otherwise  would 
never  have  been  prosecuted.  I  am  informed  by  the  marshal  of  this  dis- 
trict that  he  intends  to  mix  all  his  juries  hereafter,  proportioning  the 
number  of  each  race  to  the  number  of  its  registered  voters.  This  policy 
cannot  fail  to  secure  substantial  justice  in  the  action  of  our  juries,  both 
grand  and  petit,  and  I  shall  therefore  endeavor  to  push  all  Ku  Klux  and 
civil-rights  cases  which  may  come  to  my  knowledge. 

In  conclnsion,  no  one  can  fail  to  note  the  steady  progress  made  by  the 
State  in  the  enforcement  of  law,  and  consequently  in  the  security  of  life, 
person,  and  property,  during  the  last  three  years.  In  1868,  almost  the 
entire  State  was  a  hell  on  earth,  and  in  the  northern  half  of  the  State 
hardly  a  white  man,  who  was  obnoxious  on  account  of  his  politics,  es- 
caped being  driven  from  his  home,  or  suffering  persecution  of  some 
kind.  As  for  the  freed  people,  they  were  robbed,  outraged,  and  intimi- 
dated systematically,  almost  everywhere,  except  in  some  of  the  larger 
towns  garrisoned  by  United  States  troops.  At  present;,  social  ostracism 
is  almost  the  only  means  employed  to  punish  persons  holding  obnoxious 
political  sentiments ;  and  even  this  ostracism  is  rapidly  diminishing. 
Texas  is  already  the  most  cosmopolitan  of  the  late  rebel  States,  and, 
with  the  influx  of  immigration  from  Europe  and  from  the  other  States 
of  the  Union,  it  cannot  be  long  before  all  lawlessness  and  violence,  grow- 
ing out  of  political  diflerences,  radical  antagonisms,  and  social  distinc- 
tions, will  be  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  fact  that  Texas  is  to  have  no 
legislature  during  the  present  year  will  not  operate  prejudicially  to  the 
complete  re-establishment  of  law  and  order.  In  fact,  the  extraordinary 
profligacy  and  corruption  of  the  late  legislature  make  it  highly  important 
that  there  should  not  be  another  elected  until  the  State  shall  have 
recuperated  financially,  or  until  a  more  settled  condition  of  society  shall 
enable  the  people  to  select  more  worthy  and  prudent  men  as  their  repre- 
sentatives.

"Six  State  senators,  employed  in  the  New  Orleans  ciistomhonse,  have 
formed  a  conspiracy  with  tlie  democratic  senatorj  to  prevent  a  quorum 
of  the  State  senate,  and  have  succeeded  throughout  this  entire  week  in 
this  plot.  They  have  the  support  of  the  collector  of  customs,  the  United 
Stiites  marshal,  and  several  of  your  appointees  here,  and  the  revenue- 
cutter  Wilderness  has  been,  and  still  is,  employed  to  take  these  conspi- 
rators beyond  the  reach  and  jurisdiction  of  the  sergeant-atarms,  em- 
powered to  arrest  them,  in  order  that  a  quorum  may  be  secured  and 
public  business  transacted.  At  the  moment  of  assembling  of  the  house 
iif  rej)resentatives  to  day  a  number  of  United  States  deputy  marshals, 
armed  with  warrants  from  assistant  United  States  commissioner,  based 
upon  a  Irivolous  affidavit  of  members  of  the  conspiracy,  suddenly 
arrested  eighteen  representatives,  four  senators,  and  the  governor  and 
lieutenant  governor.

Within  its  limits  the  temper  and  disposition  of  tbc 
people  of  all  classes  and  political  opinions  are  to  sustain  the  authorities 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  There  is  no  need,  in  Louisiana,  of  any 
extraneous  power  or  military  force  to  assist  the  State  authorities  in  main 
taining  order  and  enforcing  law." 

If  he  can  keep  the  peace,  the  people  ask  that  troops  be  withdniwa 
from  the  city.  If  not,  that  martial  law  be  proclaimed.  You  will  under 
stand,  from  my  former  dispatches,  the  eflfect  troops  prote<5ting  Mechanics' 
Institute  has  on  the  anti-Warmothites.  Warmoth's  friends  flooding 
the  city  and  North  with  false  statements;  he  also  controls  the  agent  ol 
Associated  Press.  Warmoth's  friends  have  also  so  assiduously  cir 
culated  the  report  that  authorities  at  Washington  are  in  favor  of  hif 
wing  of  the  X)arty  that  many  are  deterred  from  acting.  A  large  ma- 
jority of  the  citizens  respect  the  Federal  Government,  even  should  it 
oppress  them  by  continuing  Warmoth's  usurpation  over  them;  but  if 
it  gives  them  relief  they  will  as  one  man  testify  their  gratitude.

The  committee  referred  to  in  my  dispatch,  of  which  Mr.  J.  H.  OgleiJbv 
is  the  head,  propose,  first,  to  confer  with  the  two  factions  and  threaten 
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martial  law  before  askiiif]^  for  it,  and  I  fully  concur  with  Mr.  Oglesby  in 
that  proposition ;  in  the  mean  time  there  is  another  negotiation  going  on 
between  the  factions  themselves,  which  1  think  very  likely  to  lead  to 
peace.

There  is  now  in  session  two  so-called  houses  of  representatives.  The 
legal  house,  presided  over  by  Carter,  cannot  take  measures  to  possess 
itself,  in  a  lawful  way,  of  its  legitimate  hall,  because  of  its  being  in  same 
building  with  executive  department,  and  the  commanding  general  deems 
it  his  duty  to  answer  requisition  of  governor  for  troops  to  be  placed  in 
proximity  to  State-house,  and  such  proximity  is  regarded  by  the  Carter 
house  as  protection  to  house  alleged  to  be  illegal,  for  a  conflict  between 
Bergeaut-at-arms  of  house,  and  police  acting  under  orders  of  governor 
would  probably  ensue,  when  the  military  would  interfere.  The  only 
aolution  of  question  would  seem  to  be  for  President  to  direct  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Government  to  one  or  other  of  the  houses,  which  would 
be  acknowledged  by  the  opposing  house  as  settling  the  question.

Early  last  evening  a  member  of  the  legislature  was  killed  in  the 
streets  of  this  city.  The  killing  is  charged  upon  the  Carter  faction; and 
a  coroner's  jury  has  so  det-ermined.  A  sergeant-at-arms  and  several 
others  have  been  arrested,  and  a  warrant  has  been  sued  out  for  the 
arrest  of  Mr.  Carter  himself.  The  armed  police  have  seized  the  hall  in 
which  Carter's  faction  were  lately  in  session.  1  have  been  appealed  to 
by  Mr.  Carter  to  aid  him  in  regaining  his  hall,  but  have  positively 
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refused  to  lend  the  aid  of  the  troops  as  requested.  I  was  appealed  to 
by  the  governor  to  aid  him  in  making  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Carter  as  an 
accessory  to  the  killing,  but  have  declined  to  use  the  troops  for  that 
purpose.  The  troops  are  still  at  their  temporary  barracks,  near  tbej^c^ 
headquarters.  So  far  as  the  action  of  the  legislators  and  their  persona! 
movements  are  concerned  all  the  effects  of  martial  law  now  exist,  with 
the  power  of  effecting  results  in  the  hands  of  the  governor.  The  opptv 
nentsof  the  governor  claim  that  the  legitimate  resource  to  redress  their 
evils,  (which  is  to  go  into  armed  resistance,)  is  only  restrained  by  ih 
presence  of  the  United  States  forces.  They  admit  that  the  troops  arr 
bound  to  prevent  riot,  and  against  them  they  have  apparently  no  wl«fc 
or  inclination  at  present  to  operate.

The  excite- 
ment and  indignation  against  the  government  is  so  great  among  the 
l)eoi)le  of  both  parties  that  an  outbreak  is  imminent  and  cannot  be 
avoided  without  a  declaration  of  martial  law.  But  for  the  proximity  of 
United  States  troops  to  aid  the  police,  a  collision  would  have  taken 
place  ere  this  between  the  police  and  the  citizens.  For  the  protection 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  over  which  I  preside,  and  to  prevent 
blootlshed,  1  respectfully  suggest  a  declaration  of  martial  law,  and  the 
community,  without  distinction  of  party,  will  justifv  the  same.

The  following  editorial  appeared  to-day  in  the  New  Orleans  Bee,(dea 
ocratic.)    Please  give  it  to  Associated  Press  after  readiug : 

"The  duty  of  the  Federal  Government  in  the  present  crisis  is,iltt 
Federal  Government  would  not  only  be  justified  in  patting  down  ila 
administration  of  Governor  Warmoth,  but  is  bound  in  duty  to  cao* 
such  a  rule  to  cease  as  he  has  established  in  this  State.  It  mnst  U 
known  to  the  authorities  at  Washington  that  for  tbe  last  two  years  the 
people  of  Louisiana  have  been  actually  living  under  the  govemmeDtol 
a  dictator,  although  the  form  of  it  hafi  been  republican.  The  legi^lativf 
and  judicial  departments  of  the  government  have  been  in  operation,  it 
is  true,  but  the  influence  and  will  of  Governor  Warmoth  Lave  been  very 
perceptible  in  much  that  has  been  done  by  them.  The  governor,  it  n 
well  known,  has  been  able  to  secure  the  adoption  of  such  measures  M 
the  general  assembly  as  he  had  determined  to  favor,  and  has  had  bot 
little  difficulty  in  preventing  legislation  unfavorable  to  himself.  Thr 
judiciary  of  the  State,  with  a  few  honorable  exceptions,  have  been  p 
subservient  as  the  legislative  department,  and,  not  content  with  govt-rt- 
ing  the  State,  Governor  Warmoth  has  interfered  in  the  local  affiiirs*' 
every  city,  village,  and  parish  in  Louisiana.  He  has  been  the  actn^' 
mayor  ot^New  Orleans,  and  chief  of  her  police.  By  his  immense  patroa 
age  he  has  been  able  to  wield  a  power  unexampled  in  the  history  of  ac) 
State  in  the  Union;  and  what  has  been  the  result  of  this  rule!  TiV 
State  and  city  are  crushed  with  a  load  of  debt  which  the  most  sanpiirr 
among  us  believe  it  is  impossible  to  carry,  much  less  to  pay.  All  \ms^< 
business  and  all  branches  of  industry  languish,  and  bankruptcy  tbnvt 
ens  to  overtake  the  most  prudent  of  our  commercial  men.  The  ou-i 
persons  who  seem  to  prosper  are  Governor  Warmoth  and  those  »h.' 
have  the  good  fortune  to  share  his  favors.  A  more  absolute  despoti^ft 
does  not  exist  on  the  face  of  the  earth  than  that  which  Govenior  Wx: 
moth  has  established  in  Louisiana;  by  his  registration, electioUt  codstbI^ 
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« 

ulary^  militiii,  and  metropolitan  laws,  it  is  in  his  power,  and  he  has 
already  exercised  it,  to  declare  the  result  of  election  as  he  wished  to  do. 
lie  has  boasted  openly  of  his  power  in  this  respect.  He  rests  upon  these 
laws  for.  his  re-election  to  tlie  office  he  now  holds  and  the  perpetuation 
of  his  rule.  The  scenes  of  the  last  seven  days  in  New  Orleans  must  have 
satisfied  the  most  skeptical  of  our  people  that  Governor  Warmoth  will 
stop  at  nothing,  not  even  murder,  to  accomplish  his  purposes.  He  has 
declared  open  war  against  that  section  of  his  party  which  is  opposed  to 
his  administration.  He  has  attempted  to  drive  from  his  seat  the  speaker 
of  the  lower  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and,  finding  he  was  likely 
to  be  impeached  for  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  surrounded  the 
State-house  with  armed  men  for  the  express  purpose  of  preventing  the 
adoption  of  such  a  measure.  He  has,  by  every  possible  means,*  to 
incite  a  riot  in  the  streets.  Business  has  been  stopped,  and  the  popu- 
lation has  been  kept  for  days  in  a  state  of  great  agitation.  He  has  sent 
all  over  the  city ;  has  hired  bullies,  armed  with  dangerous  weapons,  for 
the  purpose  of  intimidating  and  dragooning  into  his  service  members  of 
the  legislature  unwilling  to  countenance  his  villainous  schemes.  Several 
citizens  have  been  wounded  and  one  killed  in  the  conflicts  which  the 
governor  has  thus  provoked,  and,  in  fact,  a  state  of  anarchy  has  pre- 
vailed in  New  Orleans  for  upward  of  a  week  ]nist.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, have  we  not  the  right  to  ask  the  Federal  Government  to 
step  in  between  our  people  and  Governor  Warmoth,  who  abuses  his 
people  and  tramples  on  the  law?  If  martial  law  is  justifiable  in  any 
conjuncture,  it  surely  is  so  in  a  crisis  like  the  present.  It  is  in  every 
man's  mouth  that  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  are  to  blame  for 
suffering  such  a  conditionx)f  things  to  continue.  The  people  cannot  put 
down  Governor  Warmoth  while  he  is  supported  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, but  the  latter  has  both  power  and  the  right  to  see  that  the 
people  of  the  States  are  not  misruled  by  the  very  men  who  obtained 
office  under  the  laws  established  over  them  by  that  Government."

''The  seizure  by  Governor  Warmoth^s  police,  yesterday  moming,  of 
the  building  at  No.  17  Koyal  street,  where  the  house  of  representatives, 
under  Mr.  Carters  speakership,  had  held  its  session,  created  consider- 
able excitement  in  this  city,  and  the  general  opinion  that  the  diflSculty 
between  Governor  Warmoch  and  his  adversaries  could  bo  settled  in  no 
other  way  than  by  President  Grant  establishing  military  in  this  parish. 
Accordingly,  a  number  of  telegrams  were  forwarded  to  Washington  by 
citizens,  representing  the  necessity  that  existed  for  martial  law,  but  at 
a  late  hour  last  night  the  President  hnd  not  seen  fit  to  direct  General 
Emory  to  declare  it.

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"  There  ig  however,  reason  to  hope  that,  when  the  President  and  his 
adviuers  come  to  comprehend  the  trne  condition  of  affairs  here  they 
will  feel  themselves  justified  in  granting  the  request  that  has  been  ao 
urgently  addressed  to  them.  We  see  no  other  possible  solution  of  the 
difficulty  than  by  the  interference  of  the  Federal  Government, 

"Martial  law  is  certiiinly  not  a  desirable  form  of  government,  but  it 
is  infinitely  better  than  no  law  at  all,  and  that  in  effect  is  our  conditiou 
at  the  present  moment.  The  State-house  is  like  an  intrenched  camp, 
and  is  defended  as  if  it  were  besieged.  Civil  government  is  in  alH\v- 
ance ;  the  city  lies  at  the  mercy  of  VVarmoth  and  his  armed  police,  who 
occupy  the  streets,  interfering  with  the  free  movement  of  the  people, 
and  compelling  them  to  close  their  business  establishments  from  fear  of 
a  riot. 

"Governor  Warmoth,  by  means  of  this  armed  force,  can  cause  tbr 
arrest  of  any  person  obnoxious  to  himself,  and  can  place  the  person  so 
arrested  beyond  the  reach  of  judicial  process;  in  other  wonls,  the  citj 
is  at  the  present  moment  under  martial  law  snbstsintially,  although  i( 
has  not  been  formally  declared.  No  one's  life  or  property  is  safe  under 
these  circumstances.  Why,  then,  should  President  Grant  hesitate  U» 
assume,  through  his  Army  officers,  the  government  of  New  Orlcjans! 
Its  mayor  and  council  are  powerless  to  protect  the  citizens  against  War- 
moth's  ruffian  police,  who  arrest  and  shoot  down  inoffensive  persoQ5 
without  provocation.  Governor  Warmoth  assumes  the  powern  of  a 
military  commander-in-chief.  Even  over  the  general  assembly  he  ha:$ 
issued  a  proclamation  couched  in  terms  more  appropriate  to  an  officer 
commanding  troops  than  the  governor  of  a  State  addressing  memlters 
of  a  co-ordinate  department  of  the  government.  His  language  is :  <  1  do 
further  command  all  representatives  legally  elected  to  the  general  assem- 
bly to  return  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  State-house.' 

"  Since  when,  we  should  like  to  know,  was  it  that  the  executive  of  a 
State  was  empowered  to  dictate  to  the  legislative  department  t  The 
only  visible  authority  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  is  that  of  the  execntivf! 
of  the  State,  and  his  will  seems  to  be  the  rule,  and  a  more  peremptory 
autocrat  there  could  hardly  be.  He  recognizes  authority  to  no  one. 
His  ambition  is  unbounded.  Is  it  not  time  that  such  a  vaulting  career 
should  be  terminated  t  Is  it  not  a  shame  in  a  republican  country,  an 
officer,  to  obey  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  should  be  suffered  to 
trample  rights  under  his  feet  that  are  held  sacred  even  in  countries 
governed  under  the  forms  of  despotism  ?

I  transmit  the  following  address ;  the  original,  in  my  possession,  to  k 
forwarded  by  mail ;  the  one  appointed  by  the  mass  meeting  held  on 
Lafayette  square,  on  Monday  night,  8th  January,  which,  according 
to  the  Picayune,  was  attended  by  ten  thousand  persons,  decided  tha* 
martial  law  must  be  immediately  declared.  Merchants,  lawyers,  judges. 
and  the  community  in  general,  favored  this  recommendation.  Martini 
law  exists,  and  has  existed,  in  fact,  for  several  days;  as  by  this  revolu 
tionary  proceedings  Governor  Warmoth's  armed  police  have  abaolatf 
power  to  take  and  hold  possession  of  property,  seize  any  person,  and 
resist  any  writs.  This  condition  of  anarchy  and  irresponsible  arm«d 
authority  is  the  result  of  Governor  Warmoth's  unconstitutional  call  ol

The  confederates  of  these  two  men  committed,  day  bl^ 
fore  yesterday,  another  attempt  at  murder.  The  police,  controlled  b} 
Messrs.  Warmoth  and  Pinchbeck,  instead  of  watching  the  secoritj  •;■ 
the  city,  are  employed  to  guard  the  usurpers  and  menace  the  pnWk 
peace.  We  repeat,  therefore,  the  senators  and  representatives  who  d^ 
not  wish  to  indorse  the  responsibility  of  the  usurpation  committed  b^ 
Mr.  Warmoth  must  take  measures  to  constitute  themselves  legally,  ^^^ 
in  a  legal  form  put  an  end  to  the  dictatorship.  K  this  cannot  be  doo^ 
if  the  two  chaml^ers  are  equally  divided,  so  that  there  is  a  majority  upoa 
either  side,  then  the  Federal  authority,  before  i>ermitting  the  stoppa?^^ 
of  the  government  it  has  created,  owes  it«  assistance  to  the  people  t< 
Louisiana  in  emerging  from  anarchy  and  constituting  a  govemifteni 
w^hich  will  not  be  the  product  of  fraud  and  corruption. 

"  The  general  who  commands  the  forces  of  the  United  States  has  said 
he  can  only  intervene  to  suppress  the  disorders  that  may  arise.  Then* 
is  at  the  siime  time  something  of  cruelty  and  of  wrong  in  this  attitude. 
The  people  can  submit  to  government,  however  bad  it  may  be,  but  it  i> 
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barbarous  to  constrain  them  to  remain  a  prey  to  a  deplorable  anarchy, 
arising  from  a  conflict  between  the  legislature  and  legislative  power. 
IJet  the  United  States  leave  the  people  free,  and  they  will  know  promptly 
how  to  put  an  end  to  this  anarchy  by  sweeping  the  usurpers ;  or,  what  is 
better,  let  the  nation  take  into  its  hands  the  cause  of  legality,  and  let  it 
re-organize  the  government,  if  it  cannot  succeed  in  bringing  out  of  the 
present  chaos  an  acceptable  state  of  affairs. 

<'  It  is  hard  to  have  arrived  at  a  point  to  wish  for  the  establishment  of 
martial  law,  but  if  the  crisis  does  not  end  in  the  triumph  of  the  legisla- 
tive honor,  we  see  no  other  solution,  and  perhaps  it  would  not  be  the 
worst,  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  reform  of  all  the  abuses  which  have 
bankrupted  our  city  and  State." 

The  New  Orleans  Times  to-day  says :  "  But  democrats  are  sought  to  be 
deceived  or  intimidated  from  their  duty  in  the  obvious  course  indicated 
by  the  appeal  to  their  partisan  prejudices,  through  the  suggestion  that 
they  are  giving  aid  to  the  Grant  administration,  separating  themselves 
from  their  party  in  the  nation,  and  contributing  to  secure  renomination 
of  the  President.  Even  if  these  were  inevitable  effects  of  a  combination 
against  the  State  adnunistration,  and  there  should  be  any  just  grounds 
for  general  belief,  and  that  tjie  adherents  of  Governor  Warmoth  were 
opposed  to  Grant,  there  will  be  no  hesitation  throughout  this  State 
among  all  classes  of  honest  citizens  in  uniting  in  the  declaration  that 
the  repeal  of  the  vile  bills  by  which  this  State  has  been  made  the  ab- 
ject slave  and  pitiful  victim  of  the  most  rapacious  band  of  political 
knaves  and  adventurers  that  ever  desolated  a  country,  far,  far  outweighs, 
in  interest  and  importance,  any  measure  which  would  be  involved  in 
the  presidential  contest.^

In  the  present  disturbed  condition  of  political  affairs  and  parties,  and 
with  the  sincere  desire  of  throwing  all  our  influence  on  the  side  of  re- 
form, and  in  order  that  a  more  honest  administration  of  our  laws  and 
revenue  may  be  had,  the  citizens  and  residents  of  this  city  identified 
with  its  welfare  and  prosperity,  your  brothers  and  countrymen,  with

The  committee  of  fifty-one  failed  to  make  any  compromise  between 
the  two  factious }  and  in  place  of  bringing  me  their  conclusion  at  seven 
o'clock,  as  promised,  invited  me  to  attend  their  meeting  at  an  hoar  wbich 
I  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  do.  There  is  nothing  more  in  the  military 
situation  to  require  any  military  action  on  the  question  of  martial  law;

apprehend  .a  riot,  and  that  being  my  own  judgment,  I  have  sent  part  of 
the  troops  to  the  barracks,  and  will  return  the  remainder  to-morrow.

IDispatch  from  Governor  Warmoth  to  Senator  West,  to  he  shown  to  Mr. 

Datces. 

New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 

January  12, 1872. 

I  see  by  the  papers  that  you  proposed  yesterday  the  appointment  of 

a  committee  to  investigate  Louisiana  affairs.    I  thank  you  for  it.    We 

will  show  a  most  damnable  conspiracy  between  democrats,  custom-house 

officials,  and  (he  United  States  marshal  to  overthrow  the  State  govern- 
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ment.  A  United  States  commissioner^  until  lately  a  clerk  in  the  United 
States  marshal's  office,  issued  writs,  arrested  the  governor,  lieutenant 
governor,  members  of  the  senate,  and  twenty  members  of  the  house,  at 
the  moment  of  assembling,  and  during  the  absence  of  the  members 
seven  were  turned  out  and  six  conspirators  seated  in  their  places.  The 
house  was  intimidated  by  an  armed  secret  society  called  the  Seventy*- 
six,  which  was  assembled  near  the  capitol  by  a  proclamation  in  the 
papers  of  Thursday  morning.  Democrats,  with  Herwig  and  Coapland, 
deputy  collectors;  Ingraham,  keeper  of  the  bonded  warehouse;  O^Hara, 
an.  inspector;  and  Sypher,  an  assistant  on  custom-house  work,  all  sen* 
atorSy  have  succeeded  in  breaking  a  quorum  of  the  senate,  by  being 
absent  on  the  revenue-cutter  Wilderness  for  a  week,  and  are  now  in  the 
State  of  Mississippi.  The  bolters  consist  of  twenty  democrats  and 
twenty  republicans,  several  of  the  latter  employes  in  the  custom-house. 
They  hold  informal  meetings  in  the  building  now.  The  marshal,  col- 
lector, and  other  officials,  having  failed  to  overthrow  the  government  by 
fraud  and  mob  violence,  are  now  inducing  people  to  request  martial 
law.  Many  people  have  requested  it,  among  others  six  democratic -dis- 
trict judges.  The  only  two  republican  judges  refused  to  sign.  The 
citizens'  committee,  representing  property-holders'  association,  passed  a 
resolution  requesting  martial  law  by  a  vote  of  twenty-one  to  nineteen. 
The  avowed  object  of  this  movement  is  to  use  United  States  troops  to 
put  expelled  conspirators  back  into  the  house  of  representatives,  whexe 
they  can  renew  their  efforts  to  overturn  the  government.  The  following 
appears  in  the  morning  Picayune: 

^<The  undersigned  members  of  the  committee  of  citizens  hereby  pro- 
test against  the  aetion  of  said  committee,  whereby  they  recommended, 
by  a  vote  of  twenty-one  to  nineteen,  to  the  Federal  authorities  the 
declaration  of  martial  law,  and  for  grounds  of  said  protest,  among 
many  other  reasons  assigned,  first,  that  thereby  the  committee  has 
transcended  the  mandate  under  which  the  said  committee  was  con- 
stituted^ secondly,  that  the  action  is  not  warranted  by  any  present  neces- 
sity. Signed,  Thomas  Allen  Clarkej  John  H.  Kennard,  R.  Pritchard, 
John  I.  Adams,  J.  H.  Oglesby.  Other  signatures,  we  are  requested  to 
say,  would  have  been  obtained  to  the  foregoing  protest  but  for  the  late- 
ness of  the  hour  when  the  paper  was  draf&d.'' 

The  New  Orleans  Picayune  opposes  martial  law.  The  following  ap- 
pears in  the  Evening  Picayune : 

"  Sm :  In  announcing  the  vote  of  the  committee  of  flfty-one,  you  state 
that  I  did  not  vote.  The  statement  may  create  the  impression  that  I 
had  declined  to  vote,  or  had  no  opinion  on  this  question.  As  presiding 
officer  of  the  committee,  under  parliamentary  usages,  I  had  no  right  to 
vote,  except  in  case  of  a  tie.  When  the  vote  was  announced,  I  state<l 
that  if  I  could  have  voted,  it  would  have  been  against  the  resolution. 
I  am  opposed  to  the  declaration  of  martial  law.

Adjutant  General^  U.  8.  Army^  Washington,  D.  C. : 
Colonel  George  W.  Carter,  who  claims  to  be  speaker  of  the  legislature, 
and  is  recognized  as  such  by  the  retiring  members,  has  taken  advantage 
of  the  facts  contained  in  my  letter  addressed  to  the  governor  this  morn- 
ing, and  one  addressed  to  him  to  issue  an  extra,  which  has  this  moment 
come  into  my  hands,  prefaced  by  inflammatory  remarks,  which  must  be 
calculated  to  excite  a  mob  to-morrow,  which  must  greatly  disturb  the 
[)eace  and  prosperity  of  this  great  city,  and  I  have  been  compelled  to 
warn  him  that  I  shall  recall  the  troops  and  place  them  in  position  on 
Canal  street,  to  avert  this  impending  riot,  until  I  can  get  an  answer 
from  Washington.  In  the  mean  time  I  have  informed  the  mayor  of  the 
city  what  I  have  done,  and  notified  him  that  if  he  calls  upon  me  for  aid 
to  suppress  the  riot  he  can  have  it.  I  therefore  urgently  request  that 
you  will  immediately  instruct  me  if  my  course  is  approved  in  withdraw- 
ing the  troops,  and  what  my  further  action  shall  be.  I  do  this  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Attorney  General  has  given  it  as  his  opinion  that 
my  course  in  bringing  troops  into  the  city  is  illegal.

I  wish  to  add  to  my  telegram  of  this  morning  that  the  line  of  actioL 
pursued  by  me  in  the  last  ten  days  having  resulted  in  no  approximate 
Settlement  of  the  quarrel  between  the  legislative  ^Eictions  andtheeieec 
tire  of  the  State,  and  believing  both  factions  are  keeping  up  tJie  agita 
tion  under  the  cover  and  under  the  presence  of  United  State* 
troops,  and  that  any  further  action  on  my  part,  without  brining  myself 
and  troops  into  contempt,  without  its  being  of  a  more  decisive  charaetfr. 
I  took  the  course  indicated  in  my  telegram  of  this  morning.  If  instmc- 
tions  were  given,  I  could  put  a  guard  at  the  legislative  bailding  and 
admit  only  such  men  as  were  entitled  to  seats.  Notwithstanding  m) 
letter  to  the  governor,  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  requisition  by  him  to  brine 
the  troops  to  the  city  at  an  early  hour  to-morrow  morning,  in  order  \v 
prevent  or  suppress  domestic  violence,  which  healleg^  is  very  seriousl} 
threatened.  I  fully  request  to  be  instructed  under  this  new  phatie  o: 
affairs  how  to  act  in  the  matter.  I  shall  have  the  troops  in  readiness, 
and  bring  them  to  a  point  where  they  can  act  on  any  telegram  you  may 
send  me.

A  dispatch  in  this  morning's  paper  announces  that  the  Attorney  Geo 
eral  has  expressed  the  opinion  that  United  States  troops  should  not  be 
brought  to  this  city  unless  martial  law  is  declared.  General  Emory  12^ 
impressed  by  this  announcement,  and  has  given  notice  to  that  effect.

Dear  Sir  :  Inclosed  I  send  you  a  dispatch  just  received  from  New 
Orleans,  signed,  as  you  will  see,  by  the  governor,  lieutenant  governor, 
and  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  of  Louisiana.  It  is  my 
recollection  that  the  claim  of  the  lieutenant  governor  to  his  place  has 
been  doubted,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  elected  by  the  senate  on  a 
special  call  for  that  branch  of  the  legislature  alone,  and  that  the  gov- 
ernor himself  has  admitted  that  he  was  not  constitutionally  elected. 
The  place  of  the  speaker  is  also  contested,  and  it  looks  to  me  that  a 
compliance  to  this  call  for  the  use  of  troops  would  be  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  recognize  one  of  the  two  bodies  calling  themselves  the  legisla- 
ture of  Louisiana.  This  I  want  to  avoid,  if  possible,  until  the  question 
is  settled  in  a  manner  more  consistent  with  our  institutions.  Of  course, 
if  there  is  danger  of  bloodshed  and  riot,  I  should  like  to  prevent  it. 
But  I  prefer  the  testimony  of  others  interested  in  peace  and  quiet  rather 
than  those  interested  in  establishing  the  claims  of  either  of  two  factions 
to  be  the  legitimate  legislature  of  the  State  before  taking  action.  Please 
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call  on  tbe  Attorney  General  and  obtain  his  views,  and  if  any  action  i£i 
deemed  advisable  see  me  this  evening.

"  Whereas  certain  evil-disposed  persons,  under  the  pretense  of  author 
ity,  are  exciting  the  public  mind,  disturbing  the  peace,  defying  the  law 
fid  authorities,  and  otherwise  kttempting  to  revolutionize  the  constito 
tional  government  of  the  State  of  Louisiana;  and  whereas  the  gov 
ernor  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  has  thus  far  maintained  the  constitutioD 
and  laws  of  the  State,  and  prevented  riot  and  bloodshed,  and  otherwise 
upheld  the  authority  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  right  of  its  representa 
tives  of  the  people  in  general  assembly  convened,  by  the  judicioas  {of 
use  of  the  military  and  police  forces  of  the  State ;  and  whereas  the  fun- 
damental law  of  the  United  States  guarantees  to  each  State  of  the  Fed- 
eral Union  a  republican  form  of  government,  which  it  is  the  sworn  duty 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  maintain :  Therefore,

The  excitement  in  this  city  is  hourly  increasing,  and  if  something  de- 
cisive is  not  done  to  signify  the  wish  of  the  President,  one  way  or  an- 
other, the  force  of  the  opponents  of  the  Warmoth  party  will  become  so 
overwhelming  that  the  small  Unittjd  States  force  stationed  here  will  be- 
a)me  insignificant  and  utterly  powerless  to  subdue  the  impending  riot 
to  offset  The  telegrams  approving  my  course  here  are  freely  circu- 
lated throughout  the  city,  and  I  have  in  my  possession  extracts  from 
telegrams  from  men  high  in  position  in  Washington,  purporting  to  be 
written  by  authority  of  the  President,  to  the  effect  that  if  I  have 
brought  the  troops  back  to  this  city  I  have  made  a  great  mistake,  when 
in  fact  the  troops  have  never  been  further  out  of  the  city  than  barracks, 
on  the  edge  of  the  city.  Under  these  circumstances,  these  telegrams 
l>eiug  directed  to  responsible  parties  here,  it  becomes  essential  that  I  be 
more  i)ositively  instructed,  with  authority  to  show  my  instructions. 

An  authentic  word  from  the  President,  indicated  to  me,  whether  I 
am  wholly  to  withdraw  the  troops  or  to  take  a  decisive  step  in  the 
other  direction,  and  hold  the  capitol  of  the  State,  is  necessary  to  settle 
the  difficulty.  If  the  troops  are  withdrawn  an  armed  force  of  from  four 
to  eight  thousand  men,  with  artillery,  is  ready  to  march  against  the 
capitol  of  the  State  and  take  possession,  which  would  probably  be  with- 
out bloodshed,  although  there  are  iu  the  State-house  six  hundred  armed 
men,  commanded  by  General  Longstreet,  himself  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  governor's  forces;  and  the  overthrow  of  the  governor, 
through  the  process  of  impeachment,  would  most  likely  ensue.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  United  States  forces  take  possession  of  the  capitol 
irvill  have  the  effect  of  securing  the  governor  in  his  position,  enable 
him  to  expel  Carter,  who,  it  is  claimed  by  the  governor,  is  already 
legally  expelled,  and  expel,  too,  a  sufficient  number  of  Carter's  ad- 
herents, and  give  the  governor  undisputed  possession  of  the  legislature; 
this  through  a  peculiarity  of  the  law  which  enables  the  governor  to 
appoint  his  own  judges  of  election  and  receivers  of  the  votes.  Through 
my  personal  influence  I  have  deferred  for  a  few  hours  the  movements 
of  the  forces  secretly  organized  to  take  possession  of  the  capitol.  I 
urgently  request  a  speedy  answer.  No  such  use  as  has  heretofore  been 
made  of  the  troops  can  for  a  moment  stay  the  impending  storm,  princi- 
pally owing  to  the  mischievous  use  of  the  telegrams  previously  alluded 
to.  My  suggestions  of  last  night,  to  get  the  mayor  to  act,  is  a  failure 
to  a  full  understanding  of  my  position.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  the 
I'uited  States  troops  were  first  reluctantly  brought  to  this  city,  on  requi- 
sitions by  United  States  officials  and  others  opposed  to  the  governor, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  enforcement  act.

IJon. George  Williams,  Attorney  General: 

The  President  misapprehends  the  nature  of  the  request  of  the  general 
assembly.  It  does  not  ask  him  to  decide  whether  the  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor was  legally  elected,  or  which  of  the  two  houses  is  the  legal  house 
of  representatives.  This  is  a  question  which  the  general  assembly  can 
and  will  settle  itself,  uidess  it  is  overpowered  by  the  mob.  The  ques- 
tion of  lieutenant  governor  is  one  to  be  settled  by  the  senate  and  courts. 
The  existence  of  the  lower  branch  of  the  legislature  is  one  to  be  settled 
by  the  members  thereof.  There  met  yesterday  a  quorum  of  the  senate, 
and  no  question  was  raised  by  any  one  as  to  the  legality  of  the  election 
of  lieutenant  governor.  There  has  been  a  quorumin  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives every  day  since  the  session  began.  Not  a  single  member 
has  been  arrested  by  either  house  in  order  to  make  a  quorum.  There  is 
not  a  member  or  pretended  member  of  the  senate  or  house  excluded 
from  the  building.  Mr.  Carter,  the  expelled  speaker,  himself  has  been 
invited  to  the  building,  together  with  four  other  members  w  ho,  at  his 
instigation,  made  affidavits  against  the  governor,  lieutenant  governor, 
several  members  of  the  senate,  and  some  twenty  members  of  the  house, 
and  caused  their  arrest  by  United  States  commissioners,  on  false,  frivo- 
lous charges,  and  for  which  they  were  expelled  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  house,  after  having  been  notified  for  five  days  to  return  and  show 
cause  why  they  should  not  be  expelled.  There  were  fifty-eight  mem- 
bers of  the  house  present  at  the  State-house  yesterday  out  of  one  hun- 
dred members.

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Hoase  of  Eep- 
resentatives,  for  the  information  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs, 
which,  on  the  7th  instant,  referred  to  this  Department  the  bill  H.  E. 
1962,  with  an  inquiry  whether  any  clothing  had  been  issued  to  the  dis- 
abled soldiers  in  the  national  asylums,  the  issuing  of  which  ought  to 
be  legalized,  that  under  the  act  of  March  22, 1867,  five  hundred  suits 
of  clothing  have  been  issued  to  that  number  of  inmates  of  national 
asylums  for  disabled  volunteers,  who  were  in  the  asylums  at  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  said  act,  and  that  no  other  issues  of  clothing  to  inmates 
of  said  asylums  have  been  made  by  this  Department. 

He  deems  it  pertinent,  however,  to  state,  as  a  matter  of  information 
for  the  committee,  that  during  the  latter  part  of  last  year  a  purchase 
of  $25,000  worth  of  clothing  wa«  made  on  behalf  of  the  inmates  of  the 
national  asylums,  which  has  not  yet  been  paid  for,  and  that  if  the  bill 
referred  to  becomes  a  law  more  or  less  of  this  clothing,  which  has 
already  been  purchased  as  stated,  will  be  required  to  furnish  a  suit  to 
each  inmate  of  the  asylum,  for  which  the  Government  will  receive  no 
equivalent;  and  that  in  case  the  Department  is  required  to  furnish 
clothing  to  persons  not  in  the  Army,  and  who  are  not  embraced  in  the 
estimates  of  funds  necessary  to  meet  the  requirenients  of  the  service, 
the  annual  appropriations  must  be  proportionately  increased,  in  order  to 
provide  for  these  extra  issues. 

The  Department,  of  course,  is  not  averse  to  any  bill  having  for  its 
object  the  issue  of  clothing  to  the  inmates  of  such' asylums,  but  desires 
only  that  proper  precautions  be  taken  to  prevent  embarrassment  to  the 
appropriations  under  its  control,  by  reason  of  such  bounty.

There  is  a  shoal  that  extends  out  a  considerable  distance  from  this 
MHiit,  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  is  a  sourct^  of  danger  at  all  times  to 
kennels  navignting  Kedge's  Straits,  but  more  especially  at  night.    This 
H  doubtless  the  shoal  referred  to  in  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
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resentatives.  Near  tlie  extreme  point  of  this  shoal  is  the  regular  cban- 
nel  through  Kedge's  Straits.  The  shoal  itself  has  not  more  than  about 
five  feet  water  on  it  to  a  point  near  the  red  buoy,  which  marks  its 
extreme  northerly  end.  At  night  this  buoy  cannot  be  seen  a  sufficient 
distance  to  be  of  any  use,  and  in  day-time  serves  but  poorly  to  mark  the 
end  of  the  shoal. 

The  only  light  in  this  vicinity  is  that  on  Fog  Point,  about  IJ  miles  in 
a  W.  S.  W.  direction ;  but,  on  account  of  its  distance  and  location,  it 
affords  no  security  to  vessels  from  going  ashore  on  the  reef  of  Solomon's 
Lump.  This  light  was  established  in  1827,  on  the  nearest  mainland, 
before  the  introduction  of  the  screw-pile  system  of  light-houses  on  reefs, 
and  though  it  has  served  to  mark  the  entrance  to  Kedge's  Straits  for  a 
long  time,  it  is  of  little  value  as  compared  with  other  positions  that  could 
have  been  selected  for  a  screw-pile  structure,  which  would  not  only  have 
marked  the  entrance  to  the  straits,  but  would  have  been  a  guide-mark 
all  the  way  through. 

p'  A  light  established  on  the  shoal  off  Solomon's  Lump,  near  its  extreme 
point,  and  in  five  feet  water,  would  accomplish  both  these  objects,  and 
render  navigation  through  Kedge's  Straits  safe  at  all  times.  As  the 
sailing-course  in  either  direction  would  be  a  straight  line,  passing  jast 
north  of  the  light-house,  it  would,  therefore,  be  a  desirable  aid  to  navipt 
tion.  The  light  at  Fog  Point  would  be  no  longer  of  use,  if  a  light 
should  be  placed  on  Solomon's  Lump,  and  it  could  be  discontinued.  In 
case  this  were  done,  it  would,  therefore,  not  increase  the  number  of 
lights  nor  add  to  the  annual  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Light-House  £s 
tablishment. 

I  have  to  report,  then,  that  the  change  would  be  an  advantage  to 
navigation,  and  that  the  cost  of  a  screw-pile  light-house  on  Solomon's 
Lump,  Kedge's  Straits,  between  Tangier  Sound  and  Chesapeake  Bav, 
in  lieu  of  the  old  light-house  at  Fog  Point,  would  be  815,00(K

Sir:  I  am  instructed  by  the  major  general  commanding  to  notify 
you  that  the  levee  and  wharf  space,  hereafter  described,  has  been 
selected  and  reserved  for  military  purposes,  and  will  not  be  included  in 
any  arrangements  that  may  be  made  by  the  city  authorities  for  leasing 
the  levees  and  wharves : 

1.  The  levee  and  wharf  space  between  New  and  Jackson  streets. 

2.  Three  hundred  feet  front,  from  custom-house  office  landing  to 
Canal  street  ferry  landing ;  120  feet  deep  from  bank  of  the  river,  and 
situated  between  Grossman  and  Canal  streets. 

3.  Between  First  and  Fourth  streets. 

4.  For  about  four  weeks  the  use  of  posts  26,  27,  and  28  will  be 
required. 

5.  So  long  as  the  Saint  Joseph  Street  Eailroad  is  run  by  the  United 
States,  the  levees  and  wharves  between  Julia  and  Lafayette  streets,  and 
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the  space  occupied  by  the  railway  and  depot  along  the  entire  levee  and 
covered  by  the  railway. 

The  same  rule  will  apply  to  any  wharf  or  levee  space  that  is  occupied 
by  the  Navy  or  Treasury  Departments. 

The  major  geueral  has  learned  that  the  city  authorities  contemplate 
the  alienation  of  this  property  for  a  long  term  of  years,  and  he  thinb 
it  proper  to  suggest,  for  your  consideration,  the  fact  that  the  title  to  all 
this  property  is  in  the  United  States,  as  captured. 

The  authorities  of  the  Government  have  conceded  to  the  city  the 
occupation,  use,  and  profits  of  so  much  of  it  as  is  not  required  for  public 
purposes,  but  the  title,  by  capture,  has  not  yet,  so  far  as  he  has  been 
advised,  been  relinquished  by  the  Exective  Departments  of  the  General 
Government,  and,  until  that  is  done,  any  leases  or  other  disposition  of 
this  property  should  be  for  a  short  period. 

I  am  further  instructed  to  say  that  the  commanding  general  has 
learned,  only  by  accident,  of  the  action  contemplated  by  the  city  anther 
ities,  and  that  he  desires  that  any  future  action  that  may  be  contem 
plated  by  the  city  authorities,  in  which  the  interests  of  the  Unit^ 
States  are  directly  or  indirectly  involved,  be  seasonably  reported  for 
action  here  or  be  submitted  to  the  proper  authorities  at  Washington.

Sib  :  Your  communication  of  the  24th  ultimo  has  been  considered,  io 
connection  with  the  report  of  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  depart- 
ment, subject  to  this  conference  with  the  city  surveyor.

The  selec- 
tion to  be  made  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  these  Departments 
in  a  x>^riod  of  peace,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  commercial  in 
terests  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans;  and  will  recommend  that  tbe 
rights  and  interests  of  the  Government  to  the  remainder  of  the  leree 
and  wharf  space  held  by  the  city  of  New  Orleans  at  the  time  of  captnrt 
by  the  forces  of  the  United  States  be  relinquished  to  the  city,  subject 
to  the  conditions  that  no  harbor,  wharf-light,  or  hospital  dues  shall  bt? 
charged  against  any  vessel  belonging  to  the  Government  of  tJie  United 
States. 

I  have  believed  that  the  formal  surrender  of  the  rights  acquired  br 
the  United  States  during  and  in  consequence  of  the  rebellion  woulvl 
not  be  formally  relinquished  until  the  State  or  States  in  which  they 
were  acquired  were  restored  to  the  Union ;  but,  ia  view  of  the  sugges- 
tions made  by  you  of  the  importance  of  the  projected  work  to  the  corn- 
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mercial  and  fiuancial  interests  of  the  city,  I  will  ask  that  the  action 
recommended  be  taken  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

In  the  meantime  the  instrnctions  of  the  24th  ultimo,  with  relation  to 
the  reservations  for  military  purposes,  will  stand,  as  modified  by  the 
chief  quartermaster  and  city  surveyor. 

The  suggestions  in  my  communication  of  the  24th  ultimo,  with  regard 
to  the  period  of  the  contemplated  leases,  were  made  in  the  interests  of 
the  city.  1  did  not  and  do  not  think  it  wise  or  prudent  for  the  present 
city  government  to  commit  the  city  to  a  course  of  action  that  may  result 
in  useless  and  costly  litigation,  while  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  city  of 
Xew  Orleans  will  ultimately  be  fully  reinstated. 

That  action  has  not  yet  been  taken,  and  the  time  and  manner  are 
more  or  less  remote  and  contingent,  and,  until  that  is  done,  the  want  of 
power  in  the  city  government  opens  the  road  for  litigation,  and  that 
litigation  will  determine  nothing,  so  far  as  the  city  is  concerned,  except 
to  increase  the  tax  levy. 

You  will  permit  me  to  add  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
is  not  responsible  for  the  bankrupt  condition  of  the  city  finances,  nor 
are  its  officers  and  agents  amenable  to  the  reproach  which  you  make 
against  them. 

I  cannot  answer  for  officers  of  other  departments  than  that  in  which 
I  am  serving,  but  I  believe  that  the  history  of  Kew  Orleans,  since  its 
occupation,  will  show  that  they  have  never  been  slow  to  concede  to 
the  city  whatever  they  could  legally  concede  and  to  render  any  assist- 
ance that  it  was  in  its  power  to  render ;  and  I  know  that  nearly  every 
military  commander,  since  the  occupation,  ha^s  made  himself  x>ersonally 
responsible  to  the  Treasury  by  diverting  large  sums  of  money  from 
their  original  destination  and  applying  them  to  the  wants  of  the  city, 
its  charities,  and  its  poor. 

The  subject  referred  to  in  the  last  paragraph  of  your  letter  was  re- 
ferred to  me  some  time  since,  and  so  much  of  your  letter  to  his  Ex- 
cellency the  President  as  related  to  the  New  Orleans  and  Jackson  and 
!New  Orleans  and  Opelousas  Eailroads,  was  reported  upon  some  time 
since,  and  that  which  relates  to  the  wharves  will  be  so  soon  as  the 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  the  different  departments  of  the  Army  can 
be  ascertained.

liespectfuUy  returned.     The  military  authorities  will  not  interfere 
with  the  wharves,  except  so  far  as  to  prevent  the  Government  from  be- 
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ing  ousted  from  the  occupation  of  such  wharves  and  levees  as  are  re- 
quired for  public  purposes.  The  mayor  of  the  city  has  beea  fally 
advised  upou  these  subjects  and  to  the  points  to  which  that  interferenee 
will  be  limited.  The  locality  covered  by  the  lease  herein  referred  to  is 
not  one  of  the  points.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  it  will  be  wise, 
either  for  the  city  or  for  the  lessees  under  the  city,  to  embark  in  enter 
prises  involving  large  expenditures  until  after  the  corporation  has  been 
fully  reinstated  in  its  original  rights.  This  can  only  be  done  by  execu 
tive  authoiity,  and,  I  presume,  will  be  done  within  a  short  period.

Colored  Infantry,  is  appointed  recorder  of  the  commission. 

The  acting  mayor  of  New  Orleans  is  requested  to  invite  the  city 
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surveyor  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  commission,  in  order  to  give  such 
information  in  the  interests  of  the  city  as  may  be  desired. 

The  commission  will  determine  its  own  hours  and  place  of  sitting,  and 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  will  furnish  a  room  for  the  office  pur- 
poses of  the  commission.

Proceedings  of  a  joint  commission  composed  of  an  officer  of  the  War,  Navy^ 
and  Tre/isury  Department^  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  and  designating  the 
icharf  and  levee  space  in  the  dtyof  New  Orleans  tliat  will  he  required  for 
the  use  of  their  Departments. 

[Extract.] 

Xew  Orleans,  Louisiana,  November  22, 1865. 

The  commission  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Present,  Colonel  S.  B,  Holabird,  aid-de-camp.  United  States  Army ; 
Commander  Edward  Simpson,  United  States  Navy ;  First  Lieutenant 
Henry  W.  Wheeler,  Eighty-first  United  States  Colored  Infantry,  re- 
corder. Hon.  W.  P.  Kellogg,  commissioner  appointed  to  represent  the 
Treasury  Department,  was  unable,  from  sickness,  to  attend. 

A  communication  was  addressed  to  George  R.  Bayley,  esq.,  city  sur- 
veyor, requesting  his  attendance  before  the  commission. 

A^copy  of  the  communication  sent  to  Mr.  Bayley,  together  with  his 
reply,  is  appended  to  this  record,  and  marked  A. 

The  non-attendance  of  the  city  surveyor  rendering  it  impossible  to 
state  accurately  the  extent  and  locality  of  the  levee  space  now  used  by 
the  Government,  the  commission  submit  the  following  as  a  general 
description.  The  levee  and  wharf  spaces  now  occupied  for  Army  pur- 
poses are  as  follows : 

1.  The  levee  and  wharf  at  foot  of  Saint  Andrew,  Saint  Mary,  and  Ce- 
leste streets. 

2.  One  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  commencing  fifty  feet  from  custom- 
house landing. 

3.  The  levee  and  wharves  between  Julia  and  Lafayette  streets,  and  the 
space  occupied  by  the  railway  and  depot  along  the  entire  levee. 

4.  Posts  39  to  43,  and  post  68. 

5.  Posts  26,  27,  28,  45,  46,  and  60. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  wharves  and  landings  now  occupied  for 
Army  purposes  be  relinquished  to  the  city  authorities  during  the  time 
of  peace  so  soon  as  they  can  be  vacated,  upon  condition  that  no  inter- 
est of  the  Government  shall  be  prejudiced  thereby,  and  that,  in  case  of 
foreign  war  or  civil  disturbance  rendering  these  wharves  and  landings 
again  necessary  for  military  purposes,  their  occupation  and  use  shall  be 
resumed,  and  that  all  leases  for  a  term  of  years  and  all  contracts  con- 
cerning the  wharves  and  landings  shall  be  made  subject  to  the  above 
conditions. 

The  space  occupied  by  the  Navy  consists  of  about  five  hu 
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front,  at  foot  of  Erate  street,  in  front  of  the  Eeading  Press,  embracing 
three  wharves,  two  of  which  are  comparatively  new  and  were  recon- 
stiiicted  at  the  expense  of  the  Navy  Department. 

For  the  ijse  of  the  Navy  there  will  be  required  the  levee  space  and 
two  of  the  wharves  now  occupied  by  that  branch  of  the  service,  until 
the  ammunition,  coal,  and  other  stores  now  in  the  Reading  Pxess  and 
which  may  arrive  from  the  Mississippi  squadron  shall  be  removed: 
after  which  time,  it  is  recommended  that  the  wharves  and  levee  spaco 
now  occupied  by  the  Navy  be  relinquished  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
with  this  proviso,  viz:  That  the  Navy  Department  shall  retain  the 
right,  at  any  time  of  foreign  war  or  civil  commotion,  to  resume  thepoy 
session  of  the  space  now  occupied,  the  Navy  Department  being  the 
judge  of  the  exigency  requiring  the  repossession ;  and,  further,  that  tk 
right  of  the  Navy  Department  to  so  reclaim  such  wharves  and  levw 
spaces  shall  be  distinctly  set  forth  in  all  leases  of  this  property. 

The  space  occupied  by  the  Treasury  Department  comprising  ooe 
wharf  at  foot  of  Esplanade  street  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  mint. 

It  is  required  to  retain  the  wharf  and  levee  space  for  the  use  of  the 
Department. 

The  commission  adjourned  to  meet  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  to-morrow.

The  recommendations  made  by  the  several  members  of  the  commissio& 
will  result  in  relinquishing  in  time  of  peace  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
all  the  wharf  property  and  levee  space  included  in  the  city,  with  the 
exception  of  one  wharf  now  occupied  bj*^  the  Treasury  Department  and 
the  Government  property  in  front  of  the  mint ;  but  the  commission  coo 
sider  it  expedient  that  a  space  should  be  permanently  held  for  the 
General  Government. 

It  therefore  recommends  that  a  levee  space  be  permanently  retained 
by  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Treasury  Departments  conjointly,  consisting 
of  1,000  feet  front,  commencing  at  the  third  district  ferry,  foot  of  Ely 
sian  Fields  street,  and  extending  in  a  direction  up  the  river,  such  spaa 
to  be  secured  free  of  wharfage  or  other  city  due^. 

This  space  will  include  a  portion  of  ground  in  front  of  the  mint  already 
in  possession  of  the  General  Government,  as  well  as  the  wharf  now  it 
use  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  considered  necessary  for  the  n» 
of  that  Department. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  reserved  space  be  divided  between  tht^ 
several  Departments,  each  erecting  such  wharves  and  sheds  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary. 

The  commission,  in  selecting  this  site  for  permanent  occnpatioD,  i> 
actuated  by  a  desire  to  avoid,  as  much  as  possible,  interfering  with  thf 
commerce  of  the  city. 

At  this  point  there  is  but  one  wharf,  now  occupied  by  the  Treasury 
Department,  and  but  little  business  is  transacted  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  idea  of  connection  of  three  branches  of  the  JGovernment  at  tlie 
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mint  commends  itself  as  an  advantage  in  providing  for  mutual  support 
in  case  of  commotion. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  it,  the  commission  adjourned

From  information  derived  of  reliable  sources  the  following  statement 
is  believed  to  be  correct :  Previous  to  the  evacuation  of  this  city  by  the 
rebel  forces,  in  1862,  most  of  the  wharves  along  the  levee  were  de- 
stroyed. Subsequently,  the  militafy  authorities,  by  direction  of  Gren- 
eral  Butler,  expended  some  $500,000  in  repairing  the  levees  and  wharves 
and  restoring  them  to  their  former  condition.  During  the  same  year  a 
board  of  officers,  in  connection  with  the  city  authorities,  set  apart  a 
portion  of  the  levee  for  Government  use.  »  These  proceedings  are  be- 
lieved to  be  on  file  in  the  Department  at  Washington.  Previous  to  the 
removal  of  the  naval  depot  to  Algiers  the  inclosure  within  referred  to 
was  occupied  by  the  United  States  Navy.  It  cannot  now  be  given  up 
without  great  detriment  to  the  service.

Sib  :  The  Commissioner  of  Customs  has  called  my  attention  to  the 
difficulty  under  which  his  office  labors  in  procuring  from  certain  collec- 
tion districts  oaths  of  office  properly  taken  in  the  case  of  subordinate 
officers  appointed  for  out-posts  at  a  distance  from  the  ports  of  entry, 
especially  in  Florida  and  on  the  Gulf  coast,  where  the  means  of  com- 
munication are  irregular. 

To  meet  the  difficulty  alluded  to  a  bill  has  been  prepared,  and  is  here- 
with submitted,  providing  that  oaths  of  office  in  such  cases  may  be 
taken  before  any  person  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  gener- 
ally ;  and  I  would  respectfully  urge  upon  Congress  the  propriety  of  pass- 
ing the  same.

taken  and  subscribed,  in  duplicate,  before  any  person  authorized  by  law 
to  administer  oaths  generally,  and  with  the  like  force  and  effect  as  if 
taken  before  such  collector :  Provided^  That  such  duplicates,  duly  and 
respectively  certified  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  person  by  whom 
the  oath  shall  have  been  administered,  shall  be  transmitted  without 
delay,  one  of  them  to  such  collector  and  the  other  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Customs.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  accompanying  copy 
of  the  report  from  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  dated  the  23d 
instant,  inclosing  the  following  estimates  (copies  herewith)  of  appropri- 
ations required  to  make  good  the  estimated  value  of  lands  in  and  near 
Kansas  ceded  by  the  Quapaw  Indians  to  the  United  States,  viz: 

1st.  Estimate  of  appropriation  required  to  make  good  the  Quapaw 
tribe  of  Indians  the  estimated  value,  at  the  rate  of  $1.26  per  acre,  (tf  cer- 
tain lands  in  the  State  of  Kansas  ceded  by  them  to  the  United  States, 
$4,500.40. 

2d.  Estimate  of  appropriation  required  to  make  good  to  the  Quapaw 
tribe  of  Indians'the  estimated  value,  at  $1.15  per  acre,  of  certain  lands 
lying  south  of  Kansas,  ced^d  by  them  to  the  United  States,  $21,300.87. 
The  amount  of  the  second  estimate,  viz,  $21,300.87,  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  should  be  transferred  from  the  sum  now  to  the  credit  of 
the  Peoria«,  Kaskaskias,  &c.,  in  the  United  States  Treasury,  under  the 
skiit  of  July  12,  1862,  to  the  credit  of  the  Quapaws,  and  respectfully 
recommend  that  such  authority  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury as  will  enable  him  to  make  the  transfer.

Sir:  By  the  terms  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  with  the  Senecas, 
Mixed  Senecas  and  Shawnees,  Quapaws,  Confederated  Peorias,  Kas^ 
kaskias,  Weas,  and  Piankeshaws,  Ottawas  of  Blanchard's  Fork  and  Roche 
de  Boeuf,  and  certain  Wyandotts,  concluded  February  23, 1867,  (Stats., 
p.  613,)  the  Quapaws  ceded  to  the  United  States  a  tract  of  land  in 
the  State  of  Kansas,  on  the  north  line  of  their  reservation,  containing 
about  twelve  sections  in  all,  excepting  therefrom  one-half  section,  to  W 
patented  to  Samuel  G.  Vallier,  the  land  thus  ceded  to  be  paid  for  by  thf 
United  States,  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  acre,  whenever  the  area  of  tbr 
game  should  be  ascertained,  and  to  be  open  to  entry  and  settlement  a> 
other  public  lands  belonging  to  the  Government. 

The  area  of  this  tract,  exclusive  of  the  half  section  excepted,  has  beei 
ascertained  by  actual  survey  to  be  7,600.32  acres,  as  will  appear  froo. 
the  inclosed  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  dated  the  18th  instant. 

The  Quapaws  also  ceded  to  the  United  States,  by  the  same  article  of 
the  treaty,  a  tract  of  land,  therein  described,  lying  south  of  Kansas,  and 
within  their  present  reserve,  for  which  the  United  States  agreed  to  pay 
$1.15  per  acre  when  the  area  of  the  same  should  be  ascertained.  This 
tract  has  been  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  this  office,  and  found  to 
contain  18,522.60  acres. 

Of  the  amount  due  these  Indians  for  the  lands  ceded  as  al>ove,  the 
sum  of  $5,000  has  been  .paid  to  assist  them  in  re-establishing  themselves 
at  their  new  homes,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  ninth  article 
of  the  same  treaty,  by  which  it  is  also  provided  that  the  balance  of  said 
amount  shall  be  invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  payable  per  capita,  semi 
annually. 

With  the  above  data  as  a  basis  for  computation,  it  will  be  fonnd  that 
the  United  States  are  indebted  to  the  Quapaws  as  follows: 

For  7,600.32  acres  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  at  $1.25  per  acre 19, 500  40

By  the  twenty-second  article  of  said  treaty  (15  Stats.,  p.  519,)  the  \m 
purchased  from  the  Quapaws,  and  lying  south  of  Kansas,  is  £:ranted  ainl 
sold  to  the  Confederated  Peorias,  Kaskaskias,  Weas,  and  PiankeshaiTN 
to  be  paid  for  by  them  at  the  rate  paid  for  the  same  by  the  GoveruineDt. 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  nine  and  one-half  sections  of  land  sold  iix 
said  confederated  tribes  to  actual  settlers,  in  accordance  with  the  terrn^ 
of  the  twenty-first  article  of  said  treaty,  adding  thereto  whatever  may  l^ 
necessary  out  of  other  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  beloni 
ing  to  said  Indians. 

The  proceeds  of  the  nine  and  one-half  sections,  above  referred  tn. 
were  invested  in  United  States  bonds.  These  bonds  have  since  bee^ 
sold,  and  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  absorbed  in  paying  to  certain  ic 
dividuals  of  the  tribe  who,  under  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-eighth 
article  of  the  treaty,  became  citizens  of  the  United  States,  the  propi>r 
tionate  share  of  the  tribal  funds  to  which  they  were  entitled. 

The  amount  due  from  the  Peorias,  &c.,  for  lands  ceded  by  the 
Quapaws,  amounting  to  $21,300.87,  must  therefore  be  paid  out  of  other 
moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  belonging  to  the  said  Peorias, 
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Of  the  sum  of  $169,686.75  appropriated  for  these  Indians  by  the  act 
of  July  12,  1862,  (12  Stat.,  pp.  539,  540,)  there  is  now  a  balance  in 
their  favor  of  $85,884.14  held  in  trust  by  the  United  States. 

Besides  the  above  the  United  States  hold  in  trust  for  the  Peorias, 
&c.,  various  bonds  of  the  States  of  Florida,  Louisiana,  and  l!^orth  and 
South  Carolina,  to  a  large  nominal  amount.  These  bonds  are  depreciated 
in  value  and  below  par,  but  interest  on  the  same  at  the  rate  of  six  ])er 
cent,  per  annum  is  from  year  to  year  appropriated  by  Congress. 

With  the  above  statement  of  facts  I  respectfully  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration whether  the  amount  due  the  Quapaws  in  this  case  shall  be 
paid  from  the  above  balance  of  funds  held  in  trust  for  the  Peorias,  &c., 
or  by  transfer  to  the  Quapaws  of  an  equivalent  in  State  stocks  belong- 
ing to  the  former  tribe. 

Should  the  latter  course  not  be  deemed  advisable,  I  respectfully  re- 
quest that  Congress  be  asked  to  appropriate  from  any  funds  in  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  belonging  to  the  confederated  bands  of 
Peorias,  Kaskaskias,  Weas,  and  Piankeshaws,  the  sum  of  $21,300.87,  to 
make  good  to  the  Quapaws  the  value  of  the  land  south  of  the  boundary- 
line  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  ceded  by  them  under  the  stipulations  of  the 
fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  February  23, 1867. 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  inclose  estimates,  in  duplicate,  for  the 
above  amount  of  $21,300.87,  and  also  for  the  sum  of  $4,500.40,  this  be- 
ing the  balance  due  the  Quapaws  on  account  of  lands  in  the  State  of 
Kansas  ceded  to  the  Uuited  States  by  the  same  article  of  the  treaty.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  verbal  instructions  received  from  yon,  I 
have  carefully  examined  all  the  evidence  found  concerning  the  history 
and  character  of  certain  claims  of  the  State  of  Texa«  against  the 
United  States,  and  as  the  result  of  that  examination  I  )iave  the  honor 
to  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

The  claims  are  for  reimbursement  of  expenditures  alleged  to  have 
been  made  for  the  payment  and  support  of  volunteers,  or  rangers,  prior 
to  the  rebeUion. 

The  troops,  it  is  asserted,  were  temporarily  employed  at  various  dates, 
between  November  1, 1854,  and  some  time  in  September,  1860,  for  the 
purpose  of  suppressing  Indian  hostilities  on  the  frontiers  of  Texas. 

The  evidence  bearing  upon  this  case  is  interspersed  through  many 
printed  public  documents,  and,  in  addition  to  what  is  contained  in  them, 
it  forms  many  pages  of  manuscript  (copies  annexed)  heretofore  unfolded 
in  any  public  print. 

The  meritsof  the  claims  may  be  the  better  understood,  at  this  late  date, 
by  bestowing  a  glance  at  the  condition  of  affairs  which  may  have  ren- 
dered it  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  to  employ  Texan  rangers,  or  vol- 
unteers, within  that  State. 
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Turning  to  the  President's  Message  of  December  6, 1852,  so  mach  of 
it  as  relates  to  Indians  in  Texas  rec^s : 

Experience  has  shown,  however,  that  whenever  the  two  races  are  bToaght  into 
contact,  collisions  wiU  inevitably  occur.  To  prevent  these  collisions  the  UdiM 
States  have  generally  set  apart  portions  of  their  territory  for  the  exclusive  oeenpstios 
of  the  Indian  tribes.  A  difficulty  occurs,  however,  in  the  application  of  this  policy  te 
Texas.  By  the  terms  of  the  compact  by  which  that  State  was  admitted  into  tk 
Union,  she  retained  the  ownership  of  aU  the  vacant  lands  within  her  limits.  T^ 
government  of  that  State,  it  is  understood,  has  assigned  no  portion  of  her  territory  Ut 
the  Indians;  but,  as  fast  as  her  settlements  advance,  lays  it  off  into  ooantieS)  and 
proceeds  to  survey  and  sell  it. 

This  policy  manifestly  tends  not  only  to  alarm  and  irritate  the  Indians,  bnt  t^ 
compel  them  to  resort  to  plunder  for  subsistence.  It  also  deprives  this  Government « 
that  influence  and  control  over  them  without  which  no  durable  peace  can  ever  exis: 
between  them  and  the  whites.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  a  due  regard  forherofi 
interests,  apari>  from  considerations  of  humanity  and  Justice,  will  induce  that  8ute 
to  assigu  a  small  portion  of  her  vast  domain  for  the  provisional  occupancy  «f 
the  small  remnants  of  tribes  within  her  borders,  subject,  of  coarse,  ts  brf 
ownership  and  eventual  jurisdiction.  If  she  should  fnil  to  do  this,  the  fnlflllmrnt  (^' 
our  treaty  «tipulation8  with  Mexico  and  our  duty  to  the  Indians  themselves  will:t 
is  feared,  become  a  subject  of  serious  embarrassment  to  the  Government.  It  is  hopnl 
however,  that  a  timely  and  just  provision  by  Texas  may  avert  this  evil.        •       • 

(See  House  Executive  Document  No.  I,  second  session,  Thirty-second  Congress.) 

Passing  to  a  later  date,  January  30, 1S55,  it  is  found  that  the  C<hd 
mii^sioner  of  Indian  Affairs  remarked  officially  as  follows: 

Texas  having  retained  all  her  lands  and  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  then. :( 
was  impossible  for  the  United  States  to  exercise  any  supervision  over  the  trade  ic>. 
intercourse  with  her  Indians,  or  the  necessary  control  over  the  latter,  to  preren: 
difficulties  between  them  and  the  citizens  of  the  State.  Under  these  circumstsno* 
it  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  Government  to  manage  our  Indian  relations  there  i; 
as  efficient  a  manner  as  it  might  otherwise  have  done.  It  was,  therefore,  in  a  poditk:! 
not  to  be  held  responsible  for  any  difficulties  or  depredations  which  may  have  an<)t: 
out  of  such  a  state  of  things,  which  was  made  known  from  year  to  year  throagh  tbf 
annual  reports  of  this  office,  and  the  necessity  urged  of  Texas  setting  apart  a  distD>: 
of  country  for  the  location  and  residence  of  her  Indians,  and  the  cession  of  safficiei' 
Jurisdiction  over  it  to  enable  the  Government  to  manage  them  and  the  trade «»! 
intercourse  of  the  whites  with  them  in  a  more  efficient  and  proper  manner.  It  v» 
not  until  last  year  that  Texas  consented  to,  and  made  provisions  for,  such  an  arrao^ 
ment.  •,-••♦••. 

(See  House  Reports  of  Committees  No.  151,  second  session.  Thirty-second  CoDgi««. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  June  12, 1858,  the  Secretary  of  thr 
Interior  was  directed  "to  accept  and  survey  the  Indian  reservation  d# 
ignated  by  an  act  of  tbe  legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas  approve: 
February  4, 1856,  and  to  appoint  an  agent  for  said  reservation."— {it>". 
Stat.  11.) 

Indian  troubles  in  Texas  seem  to  have  commenced  anew,  or  were  coc 
tinned,  in  1852,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  a  letter  (I)*  from  the  Sec 
retary  of  War  to  the  governor  of  Texas,  explaining  responsibilities  cod 
nected  with  them. 

On  account  of  various  conflicts  renewed  between  the  xieople  of  tb^ 
State  and  the  Indians,  in  the  year  1854,  General  Persifer  F.  Smith,  the 
commanding  the  Department  of  Texas,  was  authorized  or  instmcta^ 
*^  to  call  upon  the  governor  for  aid  should  the  exigencies  of  the  service iv 
quire  it  in  repelling  Indian  incursion 8;"(2)  and  he  was  instructed  fbrther 
*'In  such  event  you  will  make  requisition  for  such  number  of  mountet: 
men  as  you  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary,  who,  while  in  ser 
vice,  will  be  supplied  with  ammunition,  forage,  and  subsistence  bj  ib^* 
United  States,"  (2.) 

After  the  issue^of  said  authority,  the  Secretary  of  War  decided  that

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it  applied  only  to  aid  required  ^^  in  repelling  Indian  incarsions  and  to 
pursue  and  punish  hostile  Indians,"  (3  and  4.) 

The  various  organizations  of  volunteers  on  account  of  which  these 
elaims  accrued  appear  to  have  been  employed,  as  it  were,  by  classes, 
cinder  certain  peculiar  circumstances,  at  different  times ;  they  there- 
fore will  be  classified  herein  as  facts  are  developed  in  connection  with 
their  services.

In  1854  six  companies  of  volunteers  were  called  into  service  by  the 
governor  of  Texas,  and,  as  State  troops,  were  organized  as  follows,

General  Smith  issued  a  call  (4)  on  the  29th  July,  1854,  but  before  any 
troops  were  raised  under  it,  (7)  he  (12)  and  the  governor  (13)  were  notified 
that  it  was  not  approved  at  the  War  Department,  because  the  troops 
were  called  for  twelve  months'  service.  A  modification  of  the  authority 
then  ensued ;  the  general  re-issued  the  call  November  1, 1854,  and  the 
adjutant  general  of  Texas  forthwith  preceded  to  make  the  musters  into 
State  service,  as  above  noted. 

Before  the  troops  could  properly  be  held  subject  to  military  orders 
from  the  General  Government,  however,  it  was  necessary  that  they 
should  first  be  formally  received  into  (17)  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

That  they  were  so  received,  for  three  months'  service,  there  can  be  no 
doubt.  A  tabular  statement,  prepared  from  muster-rolls  filed  in  the 
Adjutant  General's  Office,  exhibits  these  facts,  viz :

On  the  !i3d  January,  1855,  these  were  believed  (16)  by  the  then  Sec 
retary  of  War  to  be  the  only  troops  from  the  State  of  Texas  that  were 
entitled  to  pay  for  services  rendered  to  the  United  States. 

Acting  upon  that  belief,  on  the  24th  January,  1855,  a  claim  submitted 
on  account  of  the  services  of  three  companies  of  Texas  volunteers,  called 
out  by  the  governor  in  1852,  was  not  then  favorably  considered,  (17,) 
for  the  reason  that  the  troops  were  not  in  the  service  of  the  Unite 
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States.  In  nearly  every  instance  where  volant^er  troops  have  b€<>£ 
properly  received  into  said  service,  the  General  Government  has  prompth 
awarded  reasonable  compensation  to  them.  In  this  matter  there  va^ 
no  delay  concerning  the  above-mentioned  six  companies  of  Teotas  roi 
unteers.  Before  they  were  mnstered  ont  of  service  special  provisioi^ 
were  made  for  them  in  two  acts  of  Congress.  (See  Stat.  10,  pp.  636  ami 
673.)  These  companies  were  furnished  with  subsistence  (99)  and  al) 
supplies  (100)  required  by  them  while  they  were  under  the  commaod  o( 
General  Smith,  and  for  the  whole  time  they  were  properly  in  the  Uuited 
States  service,  by  muster,  they  were  paid  by  United  States  paymasten> 
or  by  the  Second  Auditor  of  the  Treasury.  April  2, 1855,  touud  thesii 
companies  all  mustered  out,  they  having  been  suppliedw  ith  all  necH- 
saries  after  their  last  muster  in,  and  funds  were  forthcoming  from  tb 
United  States  Treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  individual  members  of 
the  organizations. 

For  these  companies  the  total  appropriated  March  3, 1855, 
was $162,  755  aS 

Between  that  date  and  the  30th  June,  1859,  the  total  paid 
for  their  services  and  expenses  was 93, 612  47 

On  the  last-mentioned  date  war  warrant  No.  7  carried  to 

the  surplus  fund  this  balance 69, 142  91 


Class  II. 

Papers  herewith  show  that  this  department  repeatedly  (1, 13,  and  17 
advised  the  authorities  of  Texas  some  years  ago  of  the  general  rale  n 
relation  to  expenses  irregularly  incurred,  on  account  of  certain  rolni' 
teers  employed  for  frontier  service  or  to  give  settlers  a  sense  of  securitj 

The  general  rule  was  and  is,  in  substance,  that  expenditures  mad^  \'} 
States  or  individuals  for  the  support  of  troops  who  have  not  been  actfi 
ally  received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  will  not  be  ^• 
imbursed  by  the  General  Government,  except  in  extraordinary  casr^ 
Any  proof  of  such  reception  and  service  is  fatally  incomplete  if  una«- 
companied  with  muster-rolls  duly  prepared  and  rendered  in  accordaiKf 
with  law  and  Army  Regulations.  In  connection  with  these  claims  ol 
Texas,  muster-rolls  of  the  troops,*  the  six  companies  excepted^  bavt 
never  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 

The  rolls,  so  called,  now  submitted  with  the  vouchers,  cannot  l* 
classed  reliable  substitutes  for  such  muste]:-rolls  as  are  usually  acoeptet: 
as  evidence  of  service. 

By  reference  to  official  correspondence,  dated  during  the  first  half  ^* 
the  year  1855,  copies  of  the  same  being  hereunto  annexed,  one  may  oH 
tain  therefrom  tangible  ideas  of  the  condition  of  military  affairs  in  tlK 
Department  of  Texas  about  the  time  the  six  companies  were  discharjrt^i 
Special  reference  may  be  made  to  General  Smith's  letter,  dated  June  'J< 
1855,  in  which  he  stated : 

I  have  late  reports  from  the  whole  of  the  frontier.  The  efforts  of  the  troope  fc««' 
been  successful  in  driving  the  Indians  entirely  out  of  that  part  of  the  Stat«  forbx 
den  to  them,  and  the  roads  on  the  frontier  are  traveled  with  security. 

A  tribe  of  Lipans,  and  three  bands  of  Mescaleros  have  crossed  into  Ifexko :  fl^ 
former  are  established  opposite  Laredo  and  Fort  Duncan,  and  the  others  in  Chiboalis^ 
all  under  the  protection  of  the  respective  State  governments  with  whom  th«y  ba^' 
made  treaties. 

As  soon  as  the  rains  shall  afford  water  and  grass,  we  may  expect  them  to  cro*  tl* 
Rio  Grande  in  marauding  parties.  (See  House  Executive  Document  No.  I,  liwt  *^ 
sion  Thirty-fourth  Congress.) 
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On  the  20th  of  June,  1855,  in  writing  to  General  Smith,  Governor  E. 
M.  Pease  inclosed  a  newspaper  slip  giving  an  account  of  the  murder  of 
a  citizen  and  of  thefts  committed  by  Indians  in  a  locality  where  he 
asserted  there  were  no  United  States  .troops ;  and  he  requested  that  a 
military  company  might  be  sent  to  that  locality,  (24.) 

From  the  general's  letter  (4)  of  July  29, 1854,  it  seems  he  was  not  in- 
clined to  credit  newspaper  reports  concerning  operations  in  his  depart- 
ment, and  this  may  account  for  the  absence  of  an  immediate  reply  to 
the  foregoing.  Any  how,  the  governor  did  not  long  remain  silent  or  in- 
active, as  appears  from  his  letter  of  July  5, 1855,  to  J.  H.  Callahan,  who, 
by  it,  was  authorized  to  raise  a  company  of  mounted  men  to  serve  three 
months,  (25.) 

Again,  on  the  25th,  he  wrote  (27)  to  certain  citizens,  and  from  the 
communication  it  is  learned  that  he  had  received  a  letter*  from  G^neial 
Smith,  dated  the  15th  instant,  in  which  the  general  said  he  would  send 
a  party  of  mounted  riflemen  to  the  neighborhood  where  the  recent  dep* 
redations  were  committed;  as  soon  as  Major  Simonson  returned  from 
certain  duties.  In  this  same  letter  the  governor  stated  that  if  the  com- 
pany (Callahan's)  already  called  out  ^^did  not  prove  sufficient  to  give 
security  to  settlers,"  he  would  '^  not  hesitate  to  call  out  other  volun- 
teers." 

From  the  remark  concerning  "  security  to  settlers,"  it  might  be  in- 
ferred that  the  War  Department  letter  (13)  of  August  29, 1854,  was  not 
particularly  heeded  by  the  governor,  or  that  he  did  not  really  expect 
the  General  Government  to  recognize  and  pay  for  the  services  of  Calla- 
han's company.  On  the  5th  of  September,  1855,  his  excellency  was  at 
San  Antonio,  where  he  hoped,  but  failed  to  see  General  Smith  in  regard 
to  certain  Indian  depredations.  There  he  wrote.  (29)  to  the  department 
commander  concerning  military  projects,  and  concluded  by  calling  at- 
tention to  the  good  which  had  resulted  from  the  employment  of  Calla- 
han's company ;  by  dwelling  upon  the  embarrassing  position  of  the 
executive^  of  the  State,  and  by  expressing  distrust  in  relation  to  the 
propriety  of  employing  volunteers.  During  this  same  month  he  also 
wrote  several  communications  (30-36)  to  various  citizens  promising  he 
would  call  out  more  volunteers  if  General  Smith  did  not  act  l^o  evi- 
dcDce  appears  in  the  correspondence  to  show  that  the  governor  actually 
made  any  call  within  the  last  half  of  the  year  1855,  for^the  organization 
or  service  of  an  additional  force. 

General  Smith  was  communicating  officially  with  the  War  Depart- 
ment during  the  above-mentioned  times,  (26-31,)  and  in  no  case  has  it 
been  discovered,  from  the  tenor  of  his  letters,  that  he  recognized  any 
actual  necessity  for  the  employment  of  the  Callahan  company,  or  that 
the  latter  acted  in  concert  with  the  Government  troops.  The  corre- 
spondence, (31)  however,  shows  conclusively,  that  in  September,  1855,  it 
was  expected  certain  Texans  would  make  a  hostile  expedition  into 
Mexico,  (37) 

On  the  night  of  the  1st  or  2d  of  October,  1855,  such  an  expedition 
was  made,  and  J.  H.  Callahan  was  its  commander.  A  party  (38)  of 
about  one  hundred  and  ten  Texans  (52)  secretly  crossed  the  Bio  Grande, 
about  three  miles  below  Fort  Duncan,  to  the  Mexican  side.  The  Texans 
had  a  fight  with  Mexicans  and  Indians,  and  were  driven  back  into  Pie- 
dras  Negras,  a  Mexican  village  opposite  to  Fort  Duncan.  While  occupy- 
ing  that  village  the  Texans  set  fire  to  it  and  burned  it  up ;  General 
Smith  stated  ^<  most  wantonly,  for  it  was  occupied  by  a  poor  class  of

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people  generally  engaged  in  coltivation  of  small  plats  of  groimd,''  &c. 
(For  foU  particnlars  see  annexed  papers,  dated  in  October,  1855.) 

The  poverty  of  the  said  people  may  now  pnzzle  the  public  mind,  \u 
view  of  the  fact  that,  at  this  time,  claims  amounting  to  $11,397,988.43, 
for  property  alleged  to  have  been  destroyed  and  damages  accrued  from 
Callahan's  operations  at  Piedras  Negras,  are  pending  before  the  Ameri- 
can and  Mexican  joint  commission  at  Washington,  District  of  Colombia. 

Two  other  organizations,  in  addition  to  the  Callahan  company,  were 
connected  with  the  raid  into  Mexico.  They  were  those  of  Captains  N. 
Benton  and  W.  B.  Henry.  The  latter  commanded  one  of  the  six  com- 
panies referred  to  in  class  one.  On  the  14th  March,  1855,  members  of 
his  company  had  broken  open  the  post-office  at  D'harris,  and  pillaged 
the  town;  some  were  discharged  for  misconduct  on  the  march;  tk 
lieutenant,  Jackson,  was  under  arrest ;  and  charges  were  on  hand 
against  the  captain,  for  misconduct  while  drunk,  (19.)  On  the  same  day 
when  Captain  Burbank  was  writing  his  report  (38)  at  Fort  Duuean,  m 
relation  to  the  Callahan  expedition,  the  governor  was  writing  (39)  a: 
San  Antonio,  to  the  lieutenant  of  Callahan's  company.  One  wrote  cod- 
ceruing  re-enforcements :  "  If  the  Texans  should  persist  in  crossing  (the 
Bio  Grande)  acting  under  the  orders  of  the  governor,  as  they  appear  to 
be  doing,  I  have  no  force  sufficient  to  oppose  them,  admitting  it  to  U> 
iny  duty  to  do  so.^  The  other  wrote :  "Your  company  will  bemustemi 
out  at  the  expiration  of  three  mouths  from  the  day  you  were  mustewl 
in.''

When  the  Texans,  under  Callahan,  were  on  the  Mexican  side  of  thf 
Eio  Grande,  before  firing  the  village,  they  found  themselves  apparently 
under  the  protection  of  the  United  States  artillery,  at  Fort  Duncan, 
Texas.  ^44.)  Taking  undue  advantage  (50)  of  this  circumstance,  they 
"  determined  to  remain''  (52)  where  they  were,  and  sent  persons  over  to 
Texas  for  re-enforcements. 

Captain  Callahan,  having  discovered,  however,  that  the  commandiQ? 
officer  at  Duncan  would  not  protect  the  Texans  in  the  stand  they  bad 
taken,  returned  with  his  forces  to  San  Antonio  and  the  neighboring' 
towns,  where,  on  the  14th  of  October,  1855,  they  were  "  raising  men  to 
return  and  try  their  fortunes  again,''  (52.) 

On  account  of  the  events  on  the  Bio  Grande,  a  great  deal  of  excite 
ment  existed  at  San  Antonio  on  the  17th  of  October,  1854,  when  iht 
Texans  were  raising  '^  a  thousand  men,"  (55.)  On  that  date  and  the 
day  before,  General  Smith  there  saw  parties  ride  into  town  "well-armed 
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and  monnted,  and  of  a  better  class  of  citizens  than  usually  join  such 
expeditions,"  (55.) 

On  that  same  date  the  governor  wrote  to  the  general  concerning  mil- 
itary operations,  and  suggested  that  an  additional  mounted  force  should  at 
once  be  called  into  the  field.  The  governor  believed  that  if  he  were  called 
upon  by  the  general  for  such  a  force,  say  three  companies  from  the 
militia  of  the  State,  ^^  it  would  supersede  the  unauthorized  movement 
of  armed  men  that  seemed  to  be  now  making  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State,"  (54.)  From  the  general's  reply  (57)  it  is  inferred  that  he  did 
not  favorably  consider  the  foregoing  application.  In  writing  to  this 
Department,  the  general  referred  to  the  correspondence  above  noted 
and  stated : 

''  I  Lave  been  told  by  several  persons,  committees,  &.C.,  that  if  I  'will  only  call  ont  a 
few  companies  of  rangers,  it  will  at  once  employ  the  most  unquiet,  and  tranquilize  the 
alarmed,  and  thus  break  up  the  contemplated  enterprise.  I  refuse  absolutely.  I  will 
exert  every  means  I  have  to  avoid  any  serious  difficulty,  but  I  will  not  buy  the  prom- 
ised good  conduct  of  such  men  as  must  necessarily  enter  into  many  of  their  companies 
at  any  price,"  (58.) 

^  As  has  heretofore  been  remarked,  nothing  appears  in  the  correspond- 
ence to  show  that  any  other  volunteers  than  the  Callahan  company 
were  actually  called  out  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  1855 ;  neither 
does  anything  appear  to  show  that  General  Smith  was  aware  of  the 
existence  of  any  of  the  governor's  organizations  of  Texas  troops,  other 
than  the  Callahan  company,  during  the  said  time ;  yet  the  State  claims 
re-imbursement  for  payments  ms^e  to  no  less  than  five  companies,  in 
addition  to  the  one  above  mentioned.  Two  of  the  said  companies  are 
dealt  with  in  class  two,  preceding,  and  three  of  them  appear  in  this 
class,  (three,)  as  follows :

*  Day  fixed  for  rendezvoas  (58)  of  the  thousand  (55)  men  who  were  to  invade  Mexico.    The  project  be* 
came  a  failure. 

The  heading  on  Captain  Tom's  company  roll  refers  to  an  "  advisory 
letter  from  the  adjutant  general  of  Texas,"  on  the  17th  October,  1855, 
but  a  copy  of  the  letter  is  not  found,  (61.) 

William  Tom's  company  was  raised,  it  is  asserted,  at  San  Antonio, 
and  it  was  supported  by  a  vigilance  committee,  (61.)  He  figured  in 
class  one  as  second  lieutenant  of  Henry's  company ;  next,  in  class  two, 
(losing  his  gun  and  a  pack-horse  in  Mexico,)  as  private  of  Callahan's 
company,  (discharged  October  19, 1855,)  and  now  in  this  class  (three)  as 
captain  on  the  18th  October,  1855,  or  one  day  before  he  was  discharged 
from  Callahan's  company.  The  signatures  on  the  vouchers  filed  fix  his 
identity  as  one  and  the  same  individual  in  connection  with  the  above 
facta. 

Captain  Tom  certifies  that  he  mustered  his  company  out  of  service 
on  the  16th  November,  1855,  under  the  instructions  of  Captain  H.  E. 
McCulloch,  (60J.)  William  G.  Tobin's  company,  it  is  certified  on  the 
vouchers,  was  raised  and  organized  at  San  Antonio.  The  captain  classed. 
liis  muster-roll  as  a  report,  ^'  commencing  on  the  12th  day  of  X)ctober, 
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1855,  and  ending  on  the  15th  day  of  Kovemlier,  1855.''  He  swears  that, 
to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  a^d  belief,  the  men  of  his  comxmny  were 
actively  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the  State  during  the  above- 
mentioned  time,  (61.)  Powers  of  attorney,  several  in  number,  filed 
with  the  vouchers,  give  a  slight  explanation  of  one  of  the  purposes 
for  which  this  company  was  organized  by  stating  it  was  to  operate 
against  the  "  Texas  Indians." 

Levi  Englishes  Company.— Concerning  this  a  certificate,  under  date  of 
December  1, 1855,  states  that  a  list  therewith  contains  the  names  of  meD 
who  were  under  English's  command  and  did  active  service  from  An^ 
6  until  November  13, 1855.  To  this  certificate  the  name  of  Levi  Bog 
lish  appears  as  having  been  signed  by  a  bold  hand.  Papers  of  a  8Qbs^ 
quent  date  show  that  the  captain  made  his  cross-mark  in  1856  instead  of 
signing  his  name.  He,  or  a  person  of  the  same  name,  still  lived  in  Julj. 
1861,  and  at  that  time  made  his  cross-mark  to  an  affidavit  setting  forth 
as  follows : 

"  That  the  members  of  said  (English's)  company  received  pay  for  one  month^s  ser- 
ice  from  the  6th  day  of  August,  18S5,  to  the  5th  day  of  September,  1855,  inclanvc, 
fh>m  the  treasurer  of  the  State  of  Texas ; ''  and  **  that  said  company  was  actively  oi- 
ployed  in  the  military  service  of  said  State  for  the  time  herein  specified,  and  nw  nb- 
seqnently  disbanded,  there  being  no  mastering  officer,  therefore  no  mnater-ont  roll'' 

The  captain  made  a  power  of  attorney  (139)  November  11, 1855,  and 
in  so  doing  swore  that  his  company  served  against  the  ^<  Texas  Indim'' 
This  statement  is  confirmed  by  powers  of  attorney  made  by  his  men. 

In  a  message  to  the  State  legislature,  January  3, 1856,  the  governor 
stated  that  ^<  these  companies  were  voluntarily  c^ganized  and  supported 
by  the  citizens  of  the  frontier  for  their  defense."    •  •  • 

^<I  think  it  but  ah  act  of  justice  that  they  should  receive  from  the 
State  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services  and  expenses,"  (65.) 

Cl^s  IV. 

"The  action  of  those  parties"  who  were  so  much  excited  on  the  17tli 
of  October,  1855,  seems  to  have  been  delayed,  as  General  Smith  expected 
it  would  be,  and  the  citizens  thought "  better  of  the  matter  and  abandoned 
the  expedition,"  once  intended  to  follow  the  Callahan  affair,  (55.) 

From  the  claims  submitted  in  this  case,  it  does  not  appear  that  any 
volunteers  or  rangers  were  employed  in  Texas  after  November  15,  ISJTj, 
ui^til  some  time  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1856. 

The  magnitude  of  claims  for  past  services  of  State  troops  now  began 
to  appear  in  legislative  acts,  (137 :)  One  of  December  17,  1855,  to  pay 
Callahan's  party;  one  of  January  14,-1856,  for  additional  pay  to  the  sii 
companies  called  out  by  General  Smith;  and  one  of  a  subsequent  dat^- 
to  pay  the  companies  of  Tom,  Tobin,  and  English ;  the  total  appropriated 
being  $87,944.51.  J.  H.  Callahan,  it  appears,  (64,)  settled  his  accoiint5 
with  the  State  during  the  winter  mouths,  and,  on  the  12th  of  Mareb. 
1856,  he,  with  R.  W.  Johnson  and  otherls,  wrote  to  the  governor  that 
unless  there  shall  be  <^  something  done  immediately  for  the  protection  of 
citizens  residing  on  the  Upper  Blanco,  Guadalupe,  and  Curry's  Creek, 
and  Perdinales,  they  will  be  compelled  to  give  up  their  homes,"  (60.1 
The  reply,  of  March  31, 1856,  from  the  governor,  contains  the  followipg: 
"I  have  not  been  unmindful  of  your  exposed  condition,  and  some  time 
since  requested*  the  commanding  general  of  this  department  to  have 
mounted  troops  sent  to  your  vicinity  for  its  protection,  but  I  have  heard 
nothing  from  him  in  reply,  (69.)    This  letter,  in  substance,  then  advised 

*  Ko  request  sabaeqnent  to  October  17, 1855,  appears  in  evidence. 
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the  citizens  to  have  a  mutual  understanding  with  each  other,  so  as  to 
organize  a  company  of  minute-men;  aad,  at  the  conclusion,  it  stated: 
"1  intend  you  shall  endeavor  by  this  plan  to  give  yourselves  protection 
against  the  Indians  who  may  come  to  the  vicinity  of  your  settlements.'^ 
In  the  body  of  the  letter  the  governor  wrote:  *'I  shall  take  pleasure  in 
urging  the  legislature  to  make  a  suitable  compensation  for  the  service 
of  those  who  may  be  employed,  and  to  pay  reasonable  expenses  that 
may  be  incurred." 

Concerning  these  minute-men  nothing  further  appears  to  have  been 
done  officially  until  August  4, 1856,  when  the  governor,  by  special  mes- 
sage, was  ^'urging  the  legislature  to  make  suitable  compensation''  to 
three  companies  of  minute-men,  one  being  that  which  he  advised  the 
citizens  to  raise,  and  the  others  his  message  historically  mentions,  (73.) 
Upon  referring  to  the  lists,  or  so-called  rolls,  of  these  companies,  the 
dates  of  service  and  number  of  men  appear  as  follows:

Further  evidence  concerning  the  two  companies  last  mentioned  ap- 
pears in  papers  herewith,  (125, 126,)  from  which  it  seems  that  Davenport 
himself  disbanded  his  company  and  that  Black's  company  was  volun- 
tarily disbanded. 

Class  V. 


In  September,  1857,  the  commanding  general  of  the  Department  of 
Texas'  advised  the  Secretary  of  War  that  a  "rumored  expedition"  was 
preparing  in  the  western  part  of  Texas  for  the  invasion  of  Mexican  ter- 
ritory, (75.) 

The  War  Department  at  once  authorized  the  general  to  prevent,  by 
all  means  in  his  power,  the  consummation  of  any  such  design,  (75.) 

Ou  the  3d  November,  1857,  the  governor  wrote  to  Messrs.  G.  M. 
Bryan  and  John  H.  Regan,  who  were  then  Representatives  in  Congress, 
that  the  force  assigned  to  the  Texas  frontier  was  inadequate  to  its  pro- 
tection and  that  there  was  a  pressing  necessity  for  a  regiment  of  volun- 
teers to  be  there  employed.  To  verify  the  correctness  of  his  statement 
he  reported : 

Within  the  last  few  months  the  mail  train  from  San  Antonio  to  El  Paso  was  attacked 
and  robbed  of  its  animals,  and  I  have  now  before  me  a  communication  just  receired 
from  a  larse  number  of  citizens  residing  on  the  waters  of  the  San  Saba  and  Upper 
Colorado  Rivers,  stating  that  the  Indians  have  recently  made  several  incursions  into 
these  settlements,  and  stolen  and  carried  off  near  three  hundred  horses,  (76.) 

On  the  23d  November,  1857,  the  governor  issued  letters  which  author- 
ized in  substance  the  following^  (77 :)  Thomas  K.  Garmack  to  enroll 
a  company  of  twenty  mounted  men,  in  the  counties  of  Erath  and  Palo 
Pinto ;  John  H.  Conner  to  enroll  a  company  of  thirty  mounted  men  in 
the  counties  of  Brown  and  San  Saba ;  and  Neill  Bobinson  to  raise  a 
company  of  twenty  mounted  men  in  the  settlements  on  the  waters  of 
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the  Upper  Blanco  and  Oaadalnpe  Rivers.  On  the  7th  December,  1857, 
the  governor  aathorized  (80)  Thomas  G.  Frost  to  enroll  a  company  of 
twenty  mounted  men  in  the  counties  of  Coryell  and  Comanche. 

Each  of  the  above-mentioned  companies  was  to  serve  three  months; 
its  members  to  be  paid  by  the  State,  at  the  same  rates  as  were  allowed 
to  volunteers,  during  the  Mexican  war,  and  its  lieutenant  Was  to  be 
elected  and  then  follow  written  instructions  which  were,  in  substance,  (78: 

You  "Will  keep  the  wliole  or  such  ]>ortion  of  your  company  as  yon  may  consiii-r 
necessary  in  active  service,  at  such  point  or  points  upon  the  frontier  [in  the  vicioitT 
where  raised]  as  will  best  enable  them  to  give  protection  to  the  inhabitants  agaiD8t  tl^ 
incursions  of  hostile  Indians. 

It  is  not  intended  that  you  shall  keep  the  "whole  or  any  part  of  your  company ': 
active  service  any  lonfi^er  at  one  time  than  there  shall  be  an  actual  necessity  fortbe::^ 
but  that  you  shall  from  time  to  time  keep  only  such  number  actively  employed  as  ^i. 
give  security  and  confidence  to  the  settlements  you  are  designed  to  protect,  so  as u 
make  the  three  months  of  service  extend  over  as  long  a  period  of  time  as  possible. 

The  instructions  also  warned  the  lieutenants  to  exercise  extreme  can 
tion,  so  as  not  to  give  offense  to  friendly  tribes  of  Indians,  especially  thos*^ 
on  the  reservations,  and  concluded  by  pointing  out  the  mode  of  reports 
and  accounts  to  be  made  and  transmitted  to  the  governor. 

By  reference  to  the  lists  filed  a«  substitutes  for  muster-rolls,  com 
panies  appear  to  have  been  organized  as  follows :

John  H.  Conner  was  elected  lieutenant  on  the  2d  December,  1S5I. 
and  was  commissioned  to  that  office  by  the  governor  on  the  19th  \>t 
cember,  1857,  (82.) 

John  S.  Hodges  was  elected  lieutenant  of  the  Neill  Bobinson  coic 
pany  on  the  14th  of  December,  1857,  and  was  commissioned  to  tha: 
office  by  the  governor  on  the  19th  December,  1857,  (81.) 

Thomas  C.  Frost  (83)  mustered  his  company  into  service  on  the  2U" 
December,  1857. 

On  the  9th  January,  1858,  the  governor  notified  the  department  com 
mander  of  new  depredations  committed  in  the  counties  of  Erath  and 
Bosque,  and  requested  that  a  mounted  force  should  be  sent  to  thatfroa 
tier,  or  that  authority  should  be  given  to  the  State  to  raise  two  ortbi^ 
companies  of  mounted  volunteers  to  meet  the  existing  emergeDcy, 
(House  Executive  Document  No.  27,  second  session  Tliirty-flfth  Cob 
gress,page3.) 

In  a  reply  of  the  13th  he  was  informed  that  troops  would  be  sent  it 
pursuit,  and  the  commanding  general  stated :  ^^  I  regret  to  say  I  am  doC 
authorized  to  call  for  volunteers,  and  can  only  employ  the  force  now  at 
my  disposal."    ( J&tU,  4.) 

On  the  same  date,  in  reporting  the  above  correspondence  to  Hea^ 
quarters  of  the  Army,  General  Twiggs  wrote :  "  It  is  extremely  morti^ 
ing  to  be  placed  in  this  situation  with  an  inadequate  force."    (IMcL,  ^} 

On  the  same  date  one  John  Forbes,  in  writing,  handed  to  the  gov- 
ernor reports  of  the  7th  and  8th  January,  1858,  from  Lieutenants  Frost 
and  Garmack,  the  three  communications  stating  in  substance  that  In- 
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dians  had  recently  entered  the  counties  of  Comanche,  Bosqne,  Erath, 
and  Palo  Pinto,  on  another  foray,  and  in  a  bold,  aadacions  manner  com- 
mitted depredations ;  two  citizens  and  a  negro  killed,  two  persons  taken 
prisoners,  and  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  horses  driven  off.  Citizens 
pursued  the  Indians,  but  failed  to  overtake  them.  Frost  believed  the 
reserve  Indians  were  concerned  in  the  affair.  (Ibid.j  6-7.)  Two  days 
later  the  governor  wrote  to  Congressmen  Bryan  and  Eegan,  inclosed 
copies  of  the  latters  from  Frost,  Carmack,  and  Forbes,  and  urged  the 
members  of  Congress  to  press  action  on  the  Government,    (iftwi.,  4.) 

On  the  16th  January,  1858,  a  resolution  of  the  State  legislature  was 
approved,  requiring  the  Texas  Eepresentatives  in  Congress  to  "call  the 
attention  of  the  General  Government  to  the  frequently  recurring  depre- 
dations committed  by  the  Indians,"  •  •  "to  urge  the  adoption  of  a 
more  adequate  system  of  protection  against  them,''  •  •  and  "to 
assist  those  of  our  citizens  whose  property  may  have  been  stolen  or  de-  • 
stroyed  by  the  Indians  aforesaid  to  enforce  their  claims  for  indemnity 
against  the  General  Government  in  such  manner  as  to  them  may  seem 
most  effective."    {Ibid.y  8.) 

K.  H.  Neighbours,  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  Texas,  to  the 
Commissioner  at  Washington,  under  date  of  January  17, 1858,  recapit- 
ulated Indian  depredations  committed  since  November  1, 1857 ;  traeed 
guilt  to  northern  tribes  not  belonging  to  the  State;  referred  to  former 
reports  concerning  the  starving  condition  of  certain  Indians;  defended 
character  of  the  tribes  on  Texas  reserves;  attributed  cause  of  depreda- 
tions to  failure  of  the  Government  to  place  certain  Indians  under  proper 
control,  and  not  to  a  failure  on  the  part  of  Indian  agents  of  Texas  or  of 
military  authorities  to  perform  faithfully  the  duty  intrusted  to  them ; 
condemned  the  practice  of  the  General  Government  gi^dng,  as  annual 
presents,  arms  and  ammunition  to  hostile  Indians,  ana  concluded  by 
stating  that  the  citizens  are  preparing  claims  against  the  Government 
for  indemnity  for  losses  sustained.    {Ibid.,  9.) 

The  department  commander,  in  transmitting  to  Army  Headquarters 
a  copy  of  the  superintendent's  letter,  stated: 

As  I  do  not  understand  the  policy  of  the  Government  in  arming  those  Indians  who 
it  is  notoriously  known  to  be  those  that  are  harassing  the  Texas  frontier,  I  do  not 
complain  of  it,  but  think  it  strange  that  such  things  are.    {Ibid.j  8.) 

An  extract  from  a  publication  in  the  Austin  Intelligencer  of  about 
January  28, 1858,  gives  the  following :  ^ 

The  Indians. — Captain  John  H.  Conner,  who  has  been  appointed  by  Governor  Pease 
to  look  after  the  recent  Indian  depredations,  came  to  town  yesterday  and  made  a  re- 
port of  some  skirmishes,  in  which  he  had  one  man  wounded,  and  killed  '*  one  Indian 
that  he  got,^'  and  perhaps  one  more.  Five  citizens  of  Brown  County  have  been  killed 
and  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  horses  driven  off.  The  frontiersmen  are  retreating 
to  the  settlements,  and  the  greatest  consternation  prevails. 

A  bill  passed  both  branches  of  the  legislature  yesterday  authorizing  the  governor  to 
call  out  one  hundred  rangers  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier,  and  appropriating 
$70,000  for  the  purpose. 

This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  What  with  the  Utah  war  and  Kansas,  the 
United  States  fails  to  a^ord  Texas  the  protection  necessary  to  save  the  scalps  of  our 
citizens.  Let  us  therefore  protect  ourselves  and  charge  the  bill  to  Uncle  Sam.  The 
legislature  has  nobly  performed  its  duty ;  let  the  governor  see  to  getting  the  right  sort 
of  men.    (/frid.,  13.) 

With  the  flourishing  article  above  quoted,  and  in  the  events  following 
its  issue,  the  companies  of  Carmack,  Conner,  Hodges,  and  Frost,  as  well 
as  the  service  rendered  by  them,  seemingly  sunk  into  insignifloance,  as 
the  evidence  found,  and  to  be  hereafter  referred  to,  does  not  appear  to 
historically  bear  any  relation  to  these  four  companies. 
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Class  VI. 

By  an  act  of  January  27, 1858,  the  legislature  appropriated  ITO.CiOii 
to  ^^  pay  Captain  John  8.  Ford's  companies,"  (137)  and  these  will  fwe^* 
ently  appear  in  the  field. 

By  a  joint  resolution  approved  January  28, 1858,  the  State  set  fonli 
its  grievances  on  account  of  Indian  forays,  and  from  the  General  Got 
ernment  sought  protection  for  the  citizens,  and  suggested  that  certain 
restrictions  should  be  enforced  concerning  the  Indians  on  the  Texu 
reserves.  (House  Executive  Document  !No.  27,  second  session,  Thirty 
fifth  Congress,  page  13.) 

On  that  same  date  the  governor  appointed  and  commissioned  John  Si 
Ford  as  captain,  (84.)  He  was  instructed  and  directed  to  take  com- 
mand of  the  troops  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  Texas  called  oat  to 
*  protect  the  frontier;  he  was  authorized  to  organize  ^^  the  one  hundred 
additional  men,"  and  was  ordered  as  follows : 

In  aU  matters  pertaininfi;  to  your  daties  as  commander  of  the  State  troops,  yon  vit 
CO- operate  with  the  officers  of  the  regular  Army,  if  expedient,  convenient,  or  prsetka- 
ble ;  also,  with  the  Indian  agents.  The  interests  of  the  frontier  require  the  exist^K^ 
of  a  good  understanding  between  the  officers  of  this  State  and  those  of  the  riiit«d 
States,  as  well  as  concert  of  action,  when  it  can  be  had  without  detriment  to  the  e(b- 
ciency  or  the  good  of  the  State  service.  *  •  •  i  impress  npon  yoa  the  neeentj*/ 
action  and  energy.  Follow  any  and  all  trails  of  hostile  or  sospectod  hostile  Indias^ 
you  may  discover,  and,  if  possible,  overtake  and  chastise  them  if  unfriendly.  (/M.,  li  / 

January  30, 1858,  the  department  commander  transmitted  to  Atidt 
headquarters  an  account  of  Indian  depredations  south  of  Belkni^,  vti 
stated: 

All  the  disposable  force  of  cavalary  from  Camp  Verde,  Fort  Mason,  Camps  Colond* 
and  Cooper  have  been  ordered  to  that  part  of  Texas,  leaving  other  portions  of  tliefrK- 
tier,  in  some  meaAre,  unprotected.  This  is  all  I  can  do  with  the  present  force.  Thi« 
is  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years  that  the  Indians  have  committed  depredatioiu  ib 
that  vicinity.    (/Wd.,  12.) 

On  the  2d  February,  1858,  the  governor  wrote  to  the  department  com- 
mander, inclosed  a  copy  of  the  orders  issued  to  Ford,  tendered  thr 
troops  to  the  Government  through  the  general,  (Twiggs,)  and  request^ 
that  they  be  recognized  and  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  rnit^l 
States.    {Ibid.  14.)    The  general  replied  on  the  7th : 

There  is  no  authority  by  which  I  can  accept  the  services  of  the  company  of  Sta** 
troops  without  first  referring  the  matter  to  the  War  Department ;  this  reference  ▼!. 
however,  be  immediately  made.    (Ibid,,  15.) 

On  the  8th  and  9th  February,  1858,  State  commissions  were  issued :«' 
Lieutenants  Burleson  and  Pitts,  of  Ford's  company,  f 85.)  In  March.  1S5\ 
the  governor  requested  the  President  of  the  Unitea  States  to  aathorizr 
the  employment  of  Texas  volunteers  to  take  the  place  of  regular  foriv? 
reported  as  ordered  to  be  removed  from  the  Texas  frontier  at  an  early 
day.    {Ibid.^  16.)    To  this  the  Secretary  of  War  replied : 

It  is  believed  that  the  regiment  of  mounted  volunteers  authorised  to  be  raised  f  * 
service  in  your  State  under  act  of  April  7, 1858,  will  be  sufficient  to  replace  the  «cax 
regiment^  of  cavalry  ordered  from  Texas  to  Kansas.    {Ibid.,  16.) 

The  regiment  of  Texas  volunteers  authorized  by  the  aforementioned 
act  does  not  appear  to  have  been  raised,  for  the  reason  that  Gotigtt» 
did  not  make  appropriations  to  meet  the  expenses  which  would  folJo*^- 
By  reference  to  correspondence  in  January  and  February,  1860,  it  wi^ 
be  seen  that  the  War  Department  was  at  that  time  asked  by  the  Seiut* 
Military  Committee  to  send  in  estimates  of  the  amount  necessary  to  pjy- 
arm,  and  support  the  regiment  for  one  year.    The  estimates  were  tnu-^ 

*  This  regiment  continued  on  duty  in  the  State  July,  1666.    (/M,  81) 
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mitted,  but  no  sabseqnent  action  appears  to  have  been  taken.    (Senate 
Document  No.  21,  pages  20, 21,  first  session,  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

On  the  21st  May,  1858,  Lieutenant  A.  Nelson,  of  Ford's  Texas  Ran- 
gers, reported  two  engagements  in  which  his  command  operated  against 
Comanche  Indians,  on  the  12th  instant,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Cana* 
dian  Biver.    Elated  at  a  success  he  remarked : 

In  this,  as  their  first  engagemeiit,  both  officers  and  men  nnder  my  command  bore 
themselves  gallantly,  and  as  men  sensible  they  had  to  maintain  the  character  of 
Texan  Ranfirers.  (House  Executive  Document  27,  second  session,  Thirty-filth  Con- 
gress, page  21.) 

The  particulars  of  these  engagements  are  detailed  in  Captain  Ford's 
report  of  May  22, 1858,  from  which  it  appears  that  his  command,  to- 
gether with  certain  Indian  allies  from  the  Texas  reserves,  passed  into 
the  Indian  Territory,  and  there  the  spies  of  the  expedition,  who  had 
discovered  Comanche  Indians  "  running  buflfalo,''  had  gotten  a  correct 
notion  of  their  camp  by  watching  pack-animals  as  they  transported 
buffalo-meat  to  it.    The  captain  reports : 

I  prepared  to  move  upon  the  enemy  without  delay.  When  we  reached  the  Fort 
Smith  and  Santa  F^  road,  we  saw  Comanches  moving  about  in  the  valley  beyond 
the  "  divide,''  apparently  nnconscions  of  our  proximity.  When  they  had  gone  we 
resumed  our  march,  contining  ourselves  to  the  low  grounds  and  ravine8,,to  keep  out  of 
sight. 

The  next  morning  a  small  "  camp  of  five  lodges  was  discovered  and 
taken.  Two  Comanches  fled  toward  the  Canadian,  and  were  followed 
by  the  whole  command  at  nearly  full  speed.''  In  pursuing  the  two  In- 
dians another  camp  was  discovered,  surprised,  and  the  enemy  routed. 
The  head  chief,  Iron  Jacket,  appeared  in  gorgeous  array,  but  "  fell  rid- 
dled with  balls.''  The  second  chief  was  also  killed,  and  the  Comanches 
were  pursued  and  punished  until  the  pursuers'  horses  were  exhausted. 
To  sum  up  the  affair  from  the  captain's  remarks : 

The  forces  of  the  enemy  in  these  two  engagements  amounted  to  upward  of  three 
hundred.  The  captured  camp  had  seventy  lodges  and  fires.  The  other  party  num- 
bered over  one  hundred.  Our  entire  force  was  two  hundred  and  thirteen.  The  loss  of 
the  enemy,  ascertained  by  actual  count  of  those  remaining  on  the  field,  was  as  follows: 
First  engagement,  kiUed  69 ;  second  engagement,  killed  7 ;  total,  76.  Our  loss,  first 
engagement,  killed  1,  wounded  2;  second  engagement,  killed  1,  wounded  1;  total, 
killed  2,  wounded  3. 

The  enemy  had  many  wounded,  but  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  the  number,  and, 
therefore,  no  guess  at  it  will  be  made. 

We  captured  over  three  hundred  head  of  horses ;  most  of  them  are  in  possession  of 
friendly  Indians ;  some  fifty  or  sixty  are  in  the  hands  of  my  men.  There  are  few,  if 
any,  American  horses  among  them.  We  took  eighteen  prisoners,  mostly  women  and 
children. 

The  conduct  of  the  men  nnder  my  command  was  characterized  by  obedience,  patience, 
and  perseverance.  They  behaved,  while  nnder  fire,  in  a  gallant  and  soldier-like  man- 
ner, and  I  think  that  they  have  fully  vindicated  their  right  to  be  recognized  as  Texas 
Rangers  of  the  old  stamp.    {Ibid.,  17.) 

General  Twiggs  arrived  at  headquarters  and  assumed  command  of 
the  department  on  the  1st  of  June,  1858,  and  on  the  following  day  in- 
closed to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Array  a  copy  of  Ford's  report  of 
the  "two  engagements"  in  the  limits  of  the  Cherokee  country.  {Ibid.y  17.) 

Captain  John  S.  Ford  wrote  from  the  Brazos  agency  to  the  governor, 
under  date  of  July  6, 1858,  referred  to  the  arrival  of  two  reserve  In- 
dians, '«  who  had  been  sent  to  the  tribes  east  of  the  Bed  Eiver  to  learn, 
if  possible,  the  parties  who  committed  the  depredations  in  Jack  and  the 
adjoining  counties  in  May  and  June;'-  and  after  detailing  certain  reports 
obtained,  he  stated : 

The  continued  and  unaccounted  for  absence  of  the  Kickapoos  and  Keechis  and  othet 
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oironiDBtaDceB  point  to  these  people  as  the  prime  moyen  of  the  mntdeis  and  depm- 
dations  recently  committed  in  Jack  and  the  oontiffuoos  coanties.    (/duL,  29.) 

There  can  be  no  donbt  of  the  existence  of  an  alliance  between  the  renegade  Kidu- 
poos  and  Keechis  and  the  northern  Comauches  in  making  war  upon  Texas. 

The  two  messengers  also  learned  that  the  different  bands  of  Comanchea  had  recwtlj 
held  a  council  and  agreed  to  consolidate  the  seven  bands  into  one,  under  the  leadenhip 
of  the  nephew  of  the  late  chief  Pa-bah-yu-cah.  They  have  made  treaties  with  all  or 
nearly  all  the  tribes  residing  east  of  Red  River,  and  the  head-chief  has  taken  all  t^ 
women,  children,  and  old  men  into  the  Creek  country,  which  he  deems  a  plaee  of  aafrtf 
for  them.  The  other  six  bands  are  to  continue  the  war  upon  the  people  of  Texas  asd 
the  reserve  Indians.  In  the  event  of  being  hard  pressed,  they  contemplate,  bejoel 
doubt,  falling  back  upon  their  head-chief  as  a  point  inaccessible  to  their  enemies,  aod 
thus  they  will  convert  the  people,  affording  the  refuge  and  their  coontenanoe— theif 
allies  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  Should  I  be  continued  in  the  service,  I  should  lot 
hesitate  to  move  upon  the  point  occupied  by  the  head-chief  of  the  Comanchea,  lad 
chastise  him  and  any  others  interfering  or  aiding  in  the  matter  adversely. 

These  facts  corroborate  and  substantiate  others  already  reported  to  yon,  and  indieitf 
the  necessitv  of  inaugurating  prompt  and  efficient  measures  to  give  protection  to  tlt^ 
frontier,  and  to  punish  the  parties  who  have  grown  rich  by  trafficking  in  the  spotb 
wrested  from  our  unprotected  citizens.  They  cannot,  in  justice  to  the  frontier^ 
overlooked;  you  will  pardon  me  for  again  insisting  upon  the  necessity  of  hanogs 
large  force  in  the  field,  and  the  good  results  to  be  anticipated  from  a  fall  or  wink! 
campaign  against  our  combined  enemies.  This,  in  my  belief,  affords  the  only  ssr 
plan  to  secure  Texas  against  the  inroads  and  ravages  of  her  savage  and  relentlea  f«& 
(ZWd..  31.) 

General  Twiggs,  to  Army  Headquarters,  July  G,  1858,  wrote: 

The  second  cavalry  remains  at  or  near  Belknap.  If  they  are  intended  to  be  placfd 
under  the  orders  of  the  department  commander  for  the  defense  of  this  frontier,  I  wooM 
respectfully  recommend  a  change  of  policy  with  the  Indians.  For  the  last  ten  jesn 
we  have  been  on  the  defensive.  I  would  saggest  that  it  would  be  better  not  to  detach 
the  regiment  to  the  posts  as  formerly,  but  send  two  detachments  (say  four  compaoiei 
each)  into  the  Indian  country,  and  follow  them  up  winter  and  summer;  thus  giria? 
the  Indians  something  to  do  at  home,  and  taking  care  of  their  families,  and  theymij^i 
possibly  let  Texas  alone.  I  think  the  experiment  worth  making.  Guides  and  trailfn. 
1  am  informed  by  the  agent,  can  be  had  from  the  Indian  reservations  in  Texas.  {I^ 
23.) 

The  foregoing  suggestion  received  the  approval  of  the.GeDeraMn-Cbief 
on  the  22d  July,  1858.    (Ibid.,  23.) 

In  the  mean  time  (on  the  9th  July)  the  governor  of  Texas  had  inclosed 
to  General  Twiggs  a  copy  of  Ford's  report  of  July  5, 1858,  and  expressed 
his  apprehensions  that  disturbances  of  a  serious  character  would  sooo 
arise  on  the  frontiers  from  incursions  of  Indians,  ^'now  the  more  exas- 
perated because  of  the  recent,  retribution  visited  on  them  for  the  maDj 
outrages  perpetrated  during  last  winter  and  spring."    {Ibid.,  27.) 

On  the  10th  the  governor  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  stating: 

The  disbandment  of  the  little  band  of  rangers  which  has  been  stAtioned  on  u" 
frontier  will  take  place  about  the  1st  of  August,  and,  I  fear,  will  occasion  great  co^ 
sternation  and  alarm  to  the  exposed  settlements,  unless  prompt  action  should  be  Uif^ 
by  the  General  Government  in  substituting  an  active  and  eflfective  force  in  th*'' 
stead.    (Zfrid.,  26.) 

July  27, 1858.    General  Twiggs,  to  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  wrote: 

I  respectfully  ask  pennission  of  the  General-in-Chief  to  detach  three  or  four  companiei> 
in  the  fall,  to  leave  on  the  15th  of  September,  to  go  into  the  Indian  country  and  foUti* 
up  the  Comauches  to  the  residence  of  their  families,  this  command  to  remain  stnat 
three  or  four  mouths,  -or  until  spring.  It  is  necessary  to  have  the  order  of  the  Geoen^ 
in-Chief,  as  the  command  might  fiud  it  necessary  to  follow  the  Indians  into  aaotbtr 
department. 

I  intend,  if  the  permission  is  given,  to  put  the  command  under  Migor  Van  Dom. 

The  Second  Cavalry  being  concentrated  at  Fort  Belknap  has,  in  my  opiniuD.  re- 
strained the  Indians  from  retaliating  on  the  settlements  for  the  attack  on  them  br  tl» 
Texans  lately.    (Ibid,,  24.) 

The  Dallas  Herald  published  a  communication  of  July  20, 1858,  frwn 
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A.  G.  Love,  Oil  Springs,  Chickasaw  Nation.    The  editor,  in  comment- 
ing upon  the  affairs  set  forth,  stated : 

We  think  that  a  vinlant  lookoat  oaght  to  be  kept  up,  and  that  the  movements  of 
the  northern  Comanches  onght  to  be  watched  constantly.  The  Indians  are  exasperated 
at  their  defeat  by  Captain  Ford.  They  must  be  "  wiped  out/'  as  Mr.  Love  expresses  it, 
or  they  will  have  terrible  revenge.    (Ihid.t  32.) 

Further  propositions  were  submitted  by  General  Twiggs  to  Army 
Headquarters  nnder  date  of  August  4,1858,  in  relation  to  offensive  ope- 
rations against  the  Indians.    {IMd.y  25.) 

August  9, 1858,  the  governor  inclosed  to  the  Secretary  of  War  a  copy 
of  Captain  Ford's  report  and  suggestions  of  the  5th  ultimo,  and,  as  t^e 
executive  of  the  State,  demand^  from  the  general  government  protec- 
tion for  the  citizens  on  the  frontiers  of  Texas.    He  wrote : 

The  existing  state  of  affairs  cannot  be  endured,  and  Texas  will  not  much  longer 
acquiesce  in  silence,  little  as  it  may  be  believed  by  those  from  whom  she  claims  a 
proper  consideration,    (/(id.,  29.) 

From  the  rolls  filed  with  the  vouchers  it  appears  that  Ford's  command 
was  as  follows :

9th. — CaptJiin  William  E.  Prince,  United  States  Army,  to  Texas  de- 
partment headquarters,  wrote: 

**  Wicbita  chiefs  report  that  large  bands  of  Comanches,  Apaches,  Cheyennes,  and 
•other  wild  tribes  of  Indians  are  collected  on  the  Canadian,  near  the  Antelope  Hills, 
professedly  for  hostile  purposes,  and  "  *  *  ''to  make  an  incursion  upon  the  frontier  of 
Texas."  (Page  35  of  House  Executive  Document  No.  27,  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  second 
session.) 

9th. — General  Twiggs  renewed  his  remarks  concerning  the  proposed 
Van  Dorn  expiH^dition,  and  stated : 

''  For  the  last  ten  years  the  troops  in  this  department  have  been  acting  mostly  on  the 
defensive.  The  Indians  will  not  remain  quiet,  and  they  must  be  made  to  feel  the  power 
of  the  United  States."   {Ibid,,  24.) 

12th. — The  governor  inclosed  to  the  Secretary  of  War  the  (Love)  slip 
from  the  Dallas  Herald  in  I'egard  to  the  intended  movements  of  the  In- 
dians. {Ibid.^  31.)  The  receipt  of  this  was  acknowledged  by  the  War 
Department  on  the  28th  following.    (Ihid.^  34.) 

pr.  24th. — General  Twiggs  sent  to  Army  Headquarters  the  Prince  letter 
of  the  9th,  and  inclosed  a  newspaper  paragraph  headed,  '<  Indian  depre- 
dations; four  men  killed;^  occurrences  near  Fort  Davis. 

The  general  stated : 

Fort  Davis  is  one  hundred  and  eighty  miles  from  Fort  Lancaster.  This  extreme  dis- 
tance is  without  any  military  post.  It  is  between  these  points  most  of  the  depreda- 
tious  on  this  road  are  committed.    The  road  from  this  to  £1  Paso  is  traveled  almost 
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dailv,  and  large  amoantB  of  property  traDsported  on  packs  and  traioB.  The  San  Die^ 
mail  makes  two  trips  a  month  to  San  Diego  from  this  place,  (San  Antonio.)  It  is  im- 
portant that  this  road  be  well  guarded,  but  I  have  not  the  force  to  do  it.   {lUi^  34.) 

September^  1868. 

2d. — Lieutenant  Van  Camp,  United  States  Army,  reported  concern- 
ing his  attempt  and  failure  to  enforce  order  at  the  Comanche  agency 
on  the  Clear  Fork  of  the  Brazos.    (Ihid.j  38.) 

17th. — General  Twiggs,  to  Army  Headquarters,  wrote : 

Indications  along  the  frontier,  as  well  in  Texas  as  outside,  au^r  a  general  war  with 
the  Comanches,  Kickapoos,  and  such  other  hostile  tribes  of  Indians  as  they  can  mdoer 
to  join  them,  and  that  they  will  operate  united  against  the  frontier  of  Texas.  Itl^ 
said  a  council  of  the  different  tribes  has  been  held  this  summer,  and  such  was  tk 
determination. 

From  the  Rio  Grande  reports  are  numerous  of  depredations  and  murders  in  Mexkc 
The  river  is,  of  course,  no  barrier  to  their  crossing  on  this  side,  as  the  Rio  Grande  caa 
be  forded  at  this  season  of  the  year  anywhere.  Mtgor  Van  Dom's  command  is  smalkr 
than  I  could  wish,  but  it  is  all  that  he  can  be  safely  spared  from  the  department  it 
this  time.  The  inclosed  report,  from  Lieutenant  Van  Camp,  of  the  Second  Cavalrt, 
shows  the  feelings  of  the  Comauches  on  the  reserve,   (/bid.,  36.) 

18th. — Sixty-one  citizens  of  Wise  and  Montague  Counties  joined  io 
a  petition,  representing  the  deplorable  condition  of  affairs  in  their  sec- 
tion  of  country ;  referring  to  Indian  depredations  committed  upon  tk 
settlers,  to  their  "having  despaired  of  receiving  protection  from  tbe 
United  States,"  to  the  depopulation  of  Montague  County,  and  to  the 
general  distress  prevailing  about  their  neighborhoods.  The  citiz6o> 
concluded  by  announcing  their  determination  to  organize  a  compaoy 
for  "self-protection  f  but  they  desired  the  governor's  sanction  and «h 
operation  in  the  matter.  (iWd,  61.)  The  petition  was  inclosed  to  tk 
governor  in  a  letter  from  H.  Bishop,  indorsed  by  H.  II.  Gaines,  giviB? 
additional  particulars.    (Ihid.,  62.) 

26th. — Van  Dorn's  command  was  at  a  camp  on  Otter  Creek,  Cherokw 
Nation,  and  from  there  the  major  reported  as  to  his  intentions.  (IbiL 
48.) 

October,  1858. 

Igt. — The  command  had  an  engagement  with  the  Comanclie  Indians 
Lieutenant  Van  Camp  and  three  men  were  killed,  and  Van  Dorn,  Cap 
tain  Ross,  and  eight  soldiers  wounded;  forty-four  Indians  were  kille<l 
and  some  women  and  children  taken  prisoners.    (iMd.,  49-^0.) 

4th. — One  hundred  citizens  of  Cook,  Montague,  and  Wise  Conntifr 
joined  in  a  petition  to  the  governor,  setting  forth  that  murders  and 
thefts  had  been  committed  in  their  vicinities  by  Indians,  and  asked  for 
a  company  of  a  hundred  men  to  range  in  these  counties.  (i&uL,  ^i 
This  petition  was  inclosed  to  the  governor  by  his  friend,  E.  C.  Palmer, 
who  stated : 

There  is  no  humbng  about  it.  It  is  all  the  men  can  do  to  protect  their  stock  and  Xhtir 
families ;  they  cannot  go  out  after  the  Indians ;  they  are  all  looking  to  you  for  a  little 
help  immediately,  and  you  will  gain  a  ^reat  credit  by  assisting.  It  is  their  wish  tha 
you  send  Captain  Ford,  if  he  is  convenient,  with  orders  to  enlist  a  company  in  tk« 
or  the  adjoining  counties.  This  country  is  settling  up  very  fast ;  a  laive  emigntieD 
is  expected  from  Missouri,  and  the  slaveholders  from  Kansas."    (Ibid  6b.) 

4th.— The  petition  of  September  18, 1858,  having  reached  the  goveroor. 
he  wrote  to  Colonel  James  Bourland,  of  Cook  County,  expressing  ple«?- 
ure  at  an  article  in  the  Dallas  Herald,  showing  that  the  colonel  had  taken 
the  matter  of  protection  in  hand,  and,  with  a  number  of  citizens,  **IumI 
determined  to  follow  up  and  punish  the  Indian  enemy."    (JW.,42.) 
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The  governor  inclosed  to  the  colonel  a  commission  ( 91 )  as  captain, 
and  authorized  him  to  raise  a  company  of  seventy-nine  men,  rank  and 
file,  and  delegated  to  him  powers  of  an  extraordinary  character ;  for 
which  see  pages  41  to  43  of  House  Executive  Document  No.  27,  of  the 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  second  session,  or  the  papers  hereunto  annexed, 
numbered  90  and  91. 

5th. — ^Yan  Dorn,  having  sufficiently  recovered  from  his  wounds,  wrote 
a  detailed  report  of  his  engagement  of  the  Ist  instant.    {Ibid.j  51.) 

7th. — General  Twiggs  apprehended  that  a  '<  serious  blunder"  had  been 
made  somewhere,  as  he  had  learned  that  a  treaty  was  made  with  the 
Gomanches,  Wichitas,  &c.,  while  he  was  fitting  out  an  expedition  against 
them.    {Ibid.,  40.) 

14th. — Ben.  Hubert  ofifered  observations  of  depopulated  counties. 
(Ibid.,  66.) 

18th. — General  Twiggs  forwarded  to  Army  Headquarters  Van  Dorn's 
report  and  commented  thereon.    {Ibid.y  48.) 

18th. — James  Bourland  accepted  the  commission  from  the  governor 
and  reported  Indian  depredations,  asserting  that  the  Gomanches  were 
fearfully  in  earnest  concerning  their  warfare  against  Texas.    {Ibid.,  55.) 

Van  Dorn's  command  rested  at  camp  on  Otter  Greek,  Gherokee  Na- 
tion.   {Ibid.,  58.) 

22d. — General  Twiggs,  to  Army  Headquarters,  wrote : 

I  consider  there  is  now  a  crisis  iu  the  Indian  affairs  of  this  frontier,  and  if  I  had  the 
means  to  prosecute  a  vigorous  campaign  against  them,  much  gi>od  would  be  the  result. 
The  Comanche  Indians  should  be  thoroughly  chastised,  or  there  will  be  no  peace  or 
security  to  Texas,    (/frtd,,  53.) 

25th. — ^Reports  made  to  the  governor :  Joshua  Jackson,  wife,  daughter, 
and  a  child  murdered,  and.  two  girls  of  the  same  family  carried  off  by 
Indians.  {Ibid.,  67  and  68.)  Fifby-five  citizens  of  Lampasas  Gounty, 
citing  the  above,  petitioned  the  governor  to  grant  them  a  company. 
{Ibid.,  70.) 

27  th. — The  governor  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  hoping  the  Gen- 
eral Government  would  provide  to  meet  the  expenses  of  Bourland's 
company,  {Ibid.,  54,)  and  to  General  Twiggs  concerning  the  Jackson 
murders,  and  aid  required.    {Ibid.,  57.) 

28th. — A  district  court  adjourned,  <^  and  the  court  and  juries  and  many 
citizens"  started  in  the  pursuit  of  Indians.    {Ibid.,  69.) 

30th. — Business  suspended;  families  ^^forted;"  a  young  lady  found 
butchered;  Indians  pursued,  one  killed;  some  clothing  of  Jackson  family 
recovered :  alarm  and  confusion  prevailing.    {Ibid.,  70.) 

30th. — General  Twiggs  transmitted  to  Army  headquarters  the  gover- 
nor's request  of  27th,  and  stated:  ^^No  troops  available"  to  meet  the 
reqaest  except  one  company  of  cavalry  supposed  to  be  alceady  ^'in  pur- 
suit of  those  Indiana"    {Ibid.^  56.) 

November,  1858. 

lat. — General  Twiggs  reported  Van  Dorn's  position ;  had  sent  re-en-

26th. — ^Major  George  H.  Thomas,  at  Camp  Cooper,  Texas,  wrote: 

I  was  told  this  morning,  by  a  gentleman  who  resides  near  Austin,  that  there  was  the 
greatest  excitement  throughout  the  lower  counties  and  that  the  people  were  arming 
with  the  iavowed  intention  of  attacking  and  breaking  up  both  reserves.  All  civil  au- 
thority seems  to  be  at  an  end.  The  May  term  of  the  district  court  of  Young  County 
cannot  be  lield,  the  judge  and  other  officers  of  the  court  fearing  to  travel  through  the 
excited  district,    (/did.,  373.) 

27th. — "I  received  additional  information  this  morning  that  over  two 
hundred  men  were  on  the  road  between  this  and  Belknap,  and  that 
they  were  concentrating  to  attack  this  reserve,''  (the  Comanche.)

from  their  tribes  about  a  hundred  warriors  to  accompany  the  troops  as  guides  in  the 
field.    (iMd,374.) 

— The  governor  appointed  a  board  of  five  peace  commissioners  to 
represent  the  State  of  Texas  and  peaceably  and  lawfully  adjust  the 
difficulties  at  the  Brazos  agency.  He  authorized  the  board,  <4n  the 
last  resort,  to  call  into  the  military  service  of  the  State  one  hundred 
men,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  peace  and  preventing  violations 
of  the  law  between  the  parties,"  (105, 106.) 

9th. — General  Twiggs  instructed  to  furnish  an  escort  for  the  removal 
of  Indians  from  Texas  reservations  to  the  country  leased  IVom  the 
Choctaws  and  Chickasaws.

11th. — ^The  department  commander  to  (General  Scott  reported  con- 
cerning the  Comanches  seen  near  Comanche  spring,  on  the  El  Paso 
road,  and  stated : 

So  long  as  these  Indians  know  that  the  Rio  Grande  is  the  limit  heyond  which  the 
United  States  troops  cannot  pursue  them  will  the  State  he  infested  hy  these  marau- 
ders from  foreign  territory.    {Ihid.,  375.) 

22d. — General  Twiggs  acknowledged  receipt  of  order  of  9th  instant, 
and  wrote : 

A  compliance  with  the  instructions  will  necessarily  leave  a  portion  of  the  frontier 
mthout  adequate  protection.    (/Md.,  375.) 

25th. — General  Twiggs,  to  the  A<^'utant  General,  wrote : 

I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  what  kAid  of  a  guard  to  send  with  the  reserve  Indians, 
-whether  cavalry  or  infantry.  If  it  is  to  protect  them  from  Texans,  a  small  detach- 
ment is  sufficient,  as  the  Tezans  will  not  follow  the  Indians  out  of  the  limits  of  the 
State;  if  from  the  Indians  ou  the  prairie,  less  than  four  companies  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient. I  do  not  wish  to  break  up  any  of  the  posts  on  the  £1  Paso  road,  as  the  ludians 
in  Mexico,  across  the  Rio  Grande,  ought  to  be  kept  in  check,  if  possible.  I  do  not 
think  there  are  twenty  hostile  Comanones  in  Texas,  but  they  can  come  in  a  few  hours 
from  the  other  side  of  the  Bio  Grande.    {Ibid,,  376.)

Bonrland's  company  was  the  one  authorized  by  the  letters  of  October 
4, 1858,  and  March  19, 1859,  from  the  governor,  who  acknowledged  re- 
c^eipt  of  its  rolls  on  the  last-mentioned  date.  Concerning  the  services 
of  this  company  there  is  nothing  found  further  than  what  appears  in 
Bourland's  communications  of  October  18,  1858,  and  March  4, 1859. 
Its  existence,  otherwise  than  on  paper,  was.  apparently  unlsj^own  to  the 
United  States  military  authorities  in  Texas. 

Ford's  company  was  the  one  authorized  by  the  letter  of  November  2, 
1858,  from  the  governor,  who  commissioned  its  officers  on  the  10th  of 
the  same  month.  Nothing  fiirther  appears  concerning  the  services  of 
this  company  than  is  found  in  Ford's  report  of  February  24, 1859. 

Brown's  company  was  one  which  the  peace  commissioners  on  the  part 
of  the  State  were  authorized  to  call  out  in  the  last  resort  to  settl^  the 
difficulties  at  or  near  the  Brazos  agency.  One  of  the  commissioners, 
John  Henry  Brown,  became  captain  of  the  company,  and  concerning 
its  services  nothing  further  appears. 

Class  vm. 

The  history  of  the  troops  employed  under  this  classification  renders 
it  necessary  to  turn  to  certain  records  of  Congress  and  trap^  events 
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therein  noted.    For  convenient  reference  let  mai^s  appear^  to  lepreeent 
the  books  selected,  as  follows :

Let  numbers  hereiDafter  specified  be  applied  to  the  pages  bearing 
upon  the  history  of  this  class  in  connection  with  Jnan  !NepomucenoCor- 
tinas.  This  extraordinary  character  was  a  soldier  under  General  Arista 
at  the  time  General  Taylor's  army  arrived  on  the  Bio  Grande^  (D,  2 :) 
was  at  ope  time  lieutenant  under  Garcia,  but  being  detected  seUiug 
horses  given  him  for  a  remount,  was  dismissed,  (D,  3 ;)  murdered  his  em- 
ployer, Mr.  Somerville,  in  1847 ;  committed  robberies  in  Texas  in  1849, 
(0, 125 ;)  had  an  indictment  pending  against  him  in  1850  in  the  Cameron 
County  court  of  Texas,  (C,  123 ;)  continued  to  commit  depredations  in 
Texas  in  1858 ;  was  then  an  outlaw,  and  for  his  numerous  robberies  was 
again  indicted  in  the  Cameron  County  court  in  the  spring  of  1859,  (A, 
13 :)  the  indictments  were  hushed  or  looked  over ;  he  visited  Browns- 
ville two  or  three  times  a  month,  walked  publicly  in  the  streets,  and 
went  where  he  pleased,  (A,  12 ;)  when  he  came  to  town  he  was  always 
well  armed  or  had  some  of  his  friends  around  him,  making  it  dangerous 
to  interfere  with  him,  (D,  2 ;  C,  21.) 

In  the  spring  of  1859  a  number  of  M^icans,  of  reputed  bad  character^ 
who  infested  certain  sections  of  country  bordering  on  the  Nueces  Kiver, 
were  driven  away  by  a  vigilance  committee.  These  Mexicans  banded 
together  with  Cortinas,  and  committed  depredations  thereafter,  (A,  15.) 
He  had  a  ranch,  called  San  Jos^,  a  few  miles  from  town,  and  whenever 
there  was  any  danger  of  arrest,  he  would  retire  to  that  place  and  keep 
himself  surrounded  by  a  band  of  outlaws  as  desperate  as  himself,  (D,  2.) 

Julyj  1859. 

13th. — ^Robert  Shears,  city  marshal  of  Brownsville,  was  in  the  a«t  of 
executing  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  a  disorderly  Mexican,  when  Corti- 
nas appeared,  shot  the  marshal,  took  the  Mexican,  set  him  up  on  behind 
his  horse,  and  rode  off  unpursued.  To  the  marshal^  Cortinas  subse- 
quently sent  messages  that  he  was  in  command  of  a  company  of  soldiers 
at  Matamoras,  and  he  offered  money  to  reconcile  and  compromise  the 
shooting  affair,  (A,  17.) 

^  'Skptember,  1859. 

28th. — Cortinas  and  his  band  entered  Brownsville  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, murdered  five  citizens,  including  the  jailer,  and  released  ten  or 
twelve  murderers  or  robbers  firom  the  jail,  (C,  31.)  ^<  The  immediate 
object  of  the  gang  seemed  to  be  to  execute  summary  vengeance  on  all 
toward  whom  either  Cortinas  or  any  of  his  gang  had  private  grudge. 
The  party  remained  several  hours  in  the  place,  charging  through  the 
streets  in  a  most  savage  manner,  calling  for  many  persons  whom  they 
did  not  find,  the  gang  shouting,  ^  Death  to  the  Americans— ^i?a  lo 
republica  MexicanaJ  and  threatening  to  hoist  the  Mexican  flag  on  the 
staff  of  our  deserted  garrison,^  (C,  20.) 

Cortinas  made  his  headquarters  in  the  deserted  garrison  of  Fort 
Brown,  and  sent  mounted  men  hunting  up  their  enemies.  He  himself 
rode  up  to  a  store  and  called  for  spirits  of  turpentine.    At  this  time 
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General  Garavfyal  made  his  appearance ;  sent  for  GortinaSi  had  a  talk 
with  him,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  Don  Manael  Tresino,  induced  the 
villain  to  leave  town,  (D,  4.) 

The  gang  rendezvoased  at  the  ranch  of  Oortinas's  mother,  located  a 
few  miles  above  BroWnsville,  (D,  4.)  From  that  place  Gortinas  issued 
a  proclamation  on  the  30th  of  September,  1859.  (For  a  copy,  see  G,  70.) 
General  Twiggs  was  written  to  for  assistance,  and  was  informed  of  the 
prevailing  opinion  at  Brownsville :  "  That  if  there  had  been  Govern- 
ment troops  in  the  garrison,  such  a  nnmber  of  men  " — ^between  fifty  and 
a  hundred — ^^  could  not  have  been  induced  to  have  entered  the  town," 
(B,  397.) 

October  J 1859. 

2d. — Eleven  citizens  of  Brownsville  recounted  the  Gortinas  afifair  of 
September  28  and  wrote : 

So  long  as  the  Qeneral  Goyemment  kept  a  show  of  ite  authority  by  the  occupation 
of  its  frontier  poete  along  the  riyer,  we  had  no  complaint  for  want  of  public  order  or 
the  necessary  municipal  protection.  Now  it  is  different ;  we  have  seen  t^hat  a  single 
Mexican  outlaw  can  raise  a  crowd  in  our  midst  of  several  hundred  desperate,  lawless, 
and  licentious  bein^  and  offen^  with  impunity  the  most  sacred  laws  of  security,  peace, 
public  order,  and  civiliEation  itself,  (C,  Sw.) 

8th. — ^These  statements  were  reported  to  the  President,  (G.  33, 34, 35.) 

10th. — ^A  guard  of  twenty-two  paid  men  were  kept  at  Brownsville, 
(G.  40.) 

13th. — ^The  governor  gave  W.  G.  Tobin  authority  to  raise  a  company 
of  ^*one  hundred  men,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  civil  authorities 
in  the  county  of  Gameron  in  quelling  the  lawless  and  bloody  disturb- 
ances at  the  city  of  Brownsville."  (See  annexed  paper,  109.)  During 
this  time  Gortinas  continued  to  rob  settlers  to  supply  the  wants  of  his 
command,  &c.,  (A,  18.)  Upon  visiting  Mexico  he  was  treated  well  by 
its  people,  (A,  15.) 

23d.— He  fortified  his  position  and  stopped  travel,  (G,  47.) 

24th.— A  force  composed  of  Americans  and  Mexicans  attacked  him 
and  was  defeated,  losing  two  pieces  of  artillery,  (G,  44  and  68.) 

25th. — ^The  War  Department  directed  General  Twiggs  to  "issue  the 
necessary  instructions  for  the  immediate  re-occupation  of  Fort  Brown 
by  two  companies  of  artillery,"  (G,  36.) 

25th. — ^New  Orleans  citizens  petitioned  the  President  "for  immediate 
Government  interposition,"  (G,  36.) 

26th. — Gortinas  threatened  to  batter  down  the  houses  at  Brownsville, 
if  certain  enemies  were  not  delivered  into  his  hands,  (G,  69.) 

November^  1859. 

1st— Two  companies  of  regulars  at  Fort  Glark  notified  to  be  in  readi- 
ness to  re-occupy  Fort  Brown,  (G,  41.) 
1st. — "  The  enemy  daily  increasing,"  (G,  49.) 
5th. — ^Mails  stopped  and  inspected,  (G,  52.) 


7tb. — ^Tobin's  company  en  rautej  (0,  52.) 


7th. — ^Exaggerated  statements,  (0,  49.) 

9th. — ^War  Department,  by  telegraph,  ordered  a  company  from  Baton 
Bonge  to  Fort  Brown,  (G,  54.) 

llih. — General  Twiggs  magnified  the  distresses,  (G,  56.) 

12th. — ^Regulars  to  move  in  force ;  M^jor  Heintzelman  to  command, 
(O,  54.) 

12th.— The  grand  jury  of  Gameron  Gounty  reported  "on  tiie  disturb- 
ances," (G.  92.) 
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12th. — ^Brownsville  is  safe;  one  hnndred  and  twenty  Texas  rangers 
arrived,  (0,  61.) 
14th. — ^General  Twiggs  wrote : 

Carbajal  has  five  hnndi^  men  opposite  the  town  of  Rio  Grande  City,  mid  is  always 
reiMy  to  join  any  side,  (C,  56.) 

17th. — ^United  States  troops  under  Captain  Bicketts  arrived,  (C,  62.) 
2l8t. — General  Twiggs  wrote : 

The  reports  concerning  Cortinas  prove  to  be  mostly  false.  The  order  sending  the 
troops  to  Brownsville  has  been  countermanded,  (A,  3.) 

2l8t— Appraiser  General  W.  P.  Beybnm  reported  the  actual  condi- 
tion of  aflEairs,  as  they  appeared  to  an  "eye-witness,"  (C,  64.) 

22di— ^The  prompt  action  of  the  War  Department  in  dispatching 
troops  reflect^  honor  upon  the  Government. — ^Hatch,  (0,  64.) 

22d.— Bangers  under  Tobin,  about  250,  including  Captain  Kennedy's 
and  the  Indianola  company, "  again  started  out  to  exterminate  Cortinas/ 
but  were  not  successful,  (D,  6.) 
23d.— "The  Cortinas  affiair  is  over."— Twiggs,  (C,  73.) 
23d. — Cortinas  proclaims,  "I  am  ready  for  the  combat,"  (C,  80.) 
23d.— Herald  extra:  "Cortinas  is  still  carryi^  on  his  high-banded 
outrages."    Full  particulars,  (C,  82.) 
2oth. — ^Letter  of  this  date  from  Brownsville,  (C,  84.) 
26th. — Editorial  on  Cortinas's  last  proclamation,  (C,  78.)

Deoen^eTj  1869. 

1st. — Captain  James  B.  Bicketts,  First  Artillery,  wrote  from  F<nt 
Brown,  (C,  76.) 

4th.— Commissioner  Navarro  reported  that  on  this  date  Major  Heintzel- 
man  "completely  routed  Cortinas's  force,"  (A,  9;  but  see  14th.) 

5th. — Major  D.  D.  Yinton  reported  information  obtained  through 
spies,  (C,  77.) 

5th. — ^Major  Heintzelman,  with  his  command  of  five  officers  and  one 
hundred  and  seventeen  men  of  the  Begular  Army,  entered  Brownsville. 
In  Fort  Brown  were  Captain  Bicketts  and  forl^-eight  men  of  the  First 
Arflllery,  (D,  7.) 

6th.— Captain  Tobin,  with  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  rangers,  placed 
himself  under  Msyor  Heintzelman's  command,  (D,  7.) 

10th. — "Cortinas  has  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  from  Mexico,  and  is 
in  a  stockade  nine  miles  above  Brownsville^"  (C,  86.) 

14th. — Betum  of  troops  of  the  Brownsville  expedition,  (D,  74,  or  C, 
91.)  Begulars,  aggregate,  165 ;  Captain  Tobin's  con^pany  Texas  Bangers. 
65;  Captain  Tomlinson's  company  Texas  Bangers,  35;  Captain  Hamp- 
ton's company  Texas  Bangers,  20. 

14th. — ^Expedition  moved  against  Cortinas's  bands,  and  "routed  his 
camps,"  (C,  87,  89.) 

15th.— Exi)edition  returned  to  Fort  Brown,  (C,  87.) 

16th. — Beenforcements  of  regular  troops  ordered  to  Brownsville  by 
department  commander,  (C,  88.) 

19th. — Scouts  reported  "no  signs  of  any  of  Cortinas's  people,"  (C,96.) 

21st. — Expedition  left  Fort  Brown  with  additional  forces,  viz,  (C,  97:) 
Major  Ford's  company  of  Texas  Bangers,  55;  Captain  Herron's  company 
of  Texas  Bangers,  30,  (D,  72.)  The  enemy  was  routed,  and  Major 
Heintzelman  reported  "  the  whole  country  is  laid  waste.      ♦    ♦      In 
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Eio  Grande  City  Cortinas  plundered  the  stores  and  murdered  several 
Americans,"  (0,  98.) 

27th. — ^Oortinas's  band  supposed  to  be  broken  up,  (A,  9.) 

27th.— Field  return  of  exi)edition,  (D,  72.) 

28th. — Be-enforcemeut  referred  to  on  16th  ordered  relieved  from  the 
operations  of  the  order  of  that  date,  (G,  98.) 

30th. — '<  No  more  definite  intelligence  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  Cor- 
tinas," (C,  99.) 

January^  1860. 

12th. — ^Major  Tobin  ordered  by  State  commissioners  to  Brownsville. 
His  command  to  be  mustered  out,  (C,  116.)  It  was  '<  without  organiza- 
tion, muster-rolls,  or  anything  like  discipline,"  according  to  the*  commis- 
sioners' report  to  the  governor,  (A,  10.) 

12th. — ^The  State  commissioners  asked  advice  of  Major  Heintzelman 
concerning  the  muster-out  of  Tobin's  Texas  volunteers,  (A,  6.) 

13th. — ^Evidence  of  depredations  committed  by  Oortinas's  bands,  (0, 
123, 127, 128, 129, 130.) 

15th. — ^Heintzelman  reported : 

The  country  is  fnU  of  all  sorts  of  minors  abont  Cortinas,  bat  they  do  not  merit 
repeating.  Thas  far  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  of  there  bein^r  any  force  em- 
bodied, or  even  of  his  havinir  been  on  this  side  of  the  river  since  the  day  of  his  defeat, 
(C,  105.) 

21st. — ^Major  Heintzelman  reached  Fort  Brown,  (C,  106.) 
29th. — ^He  reported  the  condition  of  affairs  and  decided  to  remain  at 
Fort  Brown  until  the  country  became  more  quiet,  (0, 106.) 

31st. — State  Commissioner  Navarro  reported  to  the  governor  regard- 
ing the  situation,  (A,  4,  or  G,  117.) 

February^  1860. 

2d. — State  commissioners  asked  Major  Heintzelman's  opinion  ^^asto 
what  force  of  Texas  rangers  will,  for  the  present,  be  necessary  to  be 
kept  in  service  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier,"  (0, 118,  or  D,  62.) 

2d. — Answer  t/O  above :  ^^  In  my  opinion,  the  two  companies  of  rangers 
now  in  the  service  of  the  State  are  sufficient.  I  have  but  one  company 
of  cavalry  at  my  disposal,  and  this  force  I  consider  entirely  inadequate 
for  the  security  of  the  frontier.'' — Heintzelman,  (C,  118,  or  D,  62.)   • 

2d. — State  commissioners  issued  special  order  to  John  S.  Ford,  com- 
manding Texas  rangers  on  the  Bio  Grande  frontier:  ^^From  and  after 
this  date  your  movements,  and  the  troops  under  your  command,  will  be 
directed  by  Major  Heintzelman,  or  other  commanding  officer  of  the 
United  States  Army  on  this  frontier.  You  will  therefore  obey  all  orders 
emanating  from  such  officer,"  (G,  119,  or  D,  62.) 

2d. — M%joi  Heintzelman  acknowledged  two  volunteer  companies  of 
Ford  and  Littleton  as  placed  under  his  orders,  (C,  115.) 

2d. — ^Also  reported:  "With  Captain  Stoneman's  company,  and  two 
companies  of  rangers  in  service  of  the  United  States,  I  am  endeavoring 
to  protect  the  country  as  far .  as  Binggold  Barracks."  Had  "received 
instructions  from  the  commander  of  the  department  to  collect  the  names 
of  the  killed  and  ascertain  tiie  damage  done  by  Cortinas  and  his  com- 
mand," (C,  109.) 

4th. — Cortinas  on  the  Mexican  side  fired  on  Ford's  men  at  La  Bolsa ; 
also,  upon  the  steamer  Banchero  about  half  amile  above.  Ford  decided 
to  cross  the  Bio  Grande,  (C,  114,  or  D,  63.) 

4th« — Heintzelman  instructed  Ford,  (D,  96.)

8th. — The  governor  issued  <^  general  orders  to  all  Texans  in  the  serv- 
ice" concerning  the  loss  of  horses  or  arms,  and  the  enforcement  of  dis- 
cipline, (G,  144.) 

9th. — ^Major  Heintzelman  exposed  the  absurdity  of  ^^  reclamations  " 
made  by  a  Mexican  commandant  for  certain  iacaU  burned  in  Mexico, 
(D,  97.) 

10th. — Additional  regular  troops  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Major  Heint- 
zelman, (G,  112.) 

14th. — ^Texashad  at  this  time  in  the  field  ^<a  force  supposed  to  amount 
to  near  or  quite  a  thousand  men,  at  State  expense,"  (State  resolation, 
B,2.) 

15th. — ^The  governor,  to  the  Secretaiy  of  War,  wrote  of  the  deplorable 
condition  of  affairs  in  the  State.  Indian  troubles  unexampled  in  the 
last  ten  years,  forays  firom  Mexico,  and  an  empty  treasury.  Appre- 
hended serious  results,  *^  should  not  the  Federal  arm  be  speedOy  raised 
and  extended  in  behalf  of  our  suffering  frontier,"  (A,  19,  or  0, 116w) 

15th. — State  commissioners  to  the  governor  reported  the  causes,  origin^ 
and  progress  of  the  disturbances  on  the  Bio  Grande,  rA,  9,  or  C,  120.) 

20th. — ^The  governor  to  the  President,  through  the  Secretary  of  War, 
referred  to  the  above  report  of  the  15th,  and  besought  the  immediate 
interposition  of  the  Federal  arm  in  behalf  of  Ttoas,  (G,  131.) 

21st. — ^The  Secretary  of  War  directed  the  commanding  offioer  at  Fort 
Bliss,  Texas,  to  protect  American  citizens  in  the  vicinity  of  that  post 
against  the  banditti,  (G,  131.) 

24th.— Golonel  B.  £!.  Lee,  commanding  Department  of  Texas,  ordered 
to  resort  to  the  most  vigorous  measures  for  the  capture  of  Gortinas  and 
his  band,  and,  if  necessary,  to  pursue  thein  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  (G,  133.) 

24th. — Gaptain  Ford  reported : 

Cortiiias  is  not  at  Mesa  at  present.  He  received  a  notice  firom  Matamoras  to  enable 
him  to  be  out  of  the  way  when  the  troons  from  that  point  should  arrive.  They  are  nov 
almost  opposite  this  camp,  and  will  doubtless  report  their  inability  to  find  the  redoubt- 
able bandit  general.  The  same  &roe  was  enacted  by  General  Garoia,  who,  notwitii- 
standing  he  had  an  interview  with  Gortinas,  avowed  ignorance  of  his  whereabouts, 
(D,  71.)

upon  the  persons  and  property  of  American  citizens ;  and,  farther,  that 
they  will  be  held  by  yon  respoDsible  for  the  faithful  performance  of  this 
plain  duty  on  their  part,"  (C,  134.)

5th. — ^The  President  sent  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  a  commu- 
nication from  the  Secretary  of  War  concerning  the  hostilities  on  the 
Rio  Grande,  (A,  1.) 

7th. — Beports  at  Fort  Brown  "  that  Cortinas  is  at  the  rancho  of  Beys- 
tano,  a  few  leagues  above,  collecting  men  to  cross  over ;  also,  that  "he 
slept  last  night  in  Matamoras."  <'  Orders  to  cross  after  Cortinas,  and 
the  arrival  to-day  of  company  G,  Second  Cavalry,  have  created  much 
alarm  in  Matamoras,  and  may  induce  the  authorities  to  act  more  effi- 
ciently," (C,  137.) 

8th. — ^Colonel  Harvey  Brown  was  at  Brownsville  and  reported  that 
then  ^'  all  was  quiet  on  the  frontier."  The  disturbances  were  believecl 
to  be  over  and  Cortinas  to  have  given  up  the  contest  and  to  have  re- 
tired into  the  interior  of  Mexico.  Major  Heintzelman  has  officially  re- 
ported the  war  to  be  ended,  (C,  139.)  The  correctness  of  Colonel 
Brown's  report  was  doubted,  (D,  93.) 

8th. — The  governor  of  Texas  tendered  to  the  War  Department  the 
services  of  five  thousand  Texas  volunteers,  (C,  138.) 

12th. — ^Additional  regular  troops  ordered  to  Texas,  (C,  139.) 

12th. — Governor  Sam  Houston  wrote  to  the  President,  through  the 
Secretary  of  War,  to  vindicate  himself  from  certain  misapprehensions, 
and  to  obtain,  if  possible,  protection  for  the  frontier,  reviewing  difficul- 
ties past,  present,  and  apprehended,  (C,  139.) 

12th. — Colonel  Lee  wrote: 

I  shall  proceed  at  once  to  the  Rio  Grande  and  uae  every  exertion  to  pat  an  end  to 
these  incursions,  if  they  still  continnci  (C,  145.) 

14th. — ^The  United  States  anthorities  to  Governor  Hoaston,  declined  to 
accept  volunteers,  and  referred  to  Colonel  Brown's  dispatch,  (paper 
115,  or  C,  145.) 

15th. — Copies  of  correspondence  of  28th  February,  and  8th  and  14th 
March,  between  the  governor  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  sent  to  the  Sen^ 
ate  and  subsequently  printed.  (See  Senate  Document  No.  24,  first  ses- 
sion Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

15th. — Colonel  Lee  wrote  at  San  Antonio :  "  I  take  my  departure  this 
morning  for  the  Bio  Grande,"  (D,  14.) 
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18th. — United  States  troops  operating  in  Mexico,  (I>,  79,  80,  81.) 
20th. — All  quiet  in  the  section  of  country  near  Fort  Duncan,  (D,  82.) 
2l8t. — ^The  United  States  troops  returned  to  the  Texas  side.    Cortinas 

at  Beynosa,  (D,  82.) 
24th. — Major  Tobin,  of  the  volunteers,  wrote  a  report  to  the  governor 

concerning  Texas  troops  that  accompanied  the  regulars  into  Mexico, 

(D,  99.) 
26th. — Colonel  Harvey  Brown,  at  Fort  Brown,  set  forth  the  correctness 

of  his  former  report  and  wrote  a  detailed  statement  of  the  difficolties. 

Pronounced  newspaper  reports  unreliable,  &c.,  (C,  147.) 

April,  I860. 

2d. — Colonel  Lee  notified  the  Mexican  authorities  of  his  authority  and 
of  their  responsibility,  (D,  84, 102 ;  for  reply,  see  D,  104.) 

7th. — He  also  specially  notified  the  civil  and  military  authorities  at 
Eeynosa,  (D,  85.)    They  replied  on  the  10th,  (D,  101.) 

9th. — ^He  issued  an  order  directing  his  subordinate  officers  to  see 
that  the  Mexican  authorities  fulfilled  their  obligations,  (D,  88.) 

11th. — He,  having  descended  the  left  bank  of  the  Bio  Grande,  ^^  foand 
the  frontier  on  the  river  quiet,"  (D,  83.) 

11th. — ^The  governor  expressed  a  desire  that  the  rangers  on  the  Bio 
Grande  should  remain  under  Colonel  Lee's  orders,  provided  the  General 
Government  would  assume  their  payment  and  subsistence,  (D,  88.) 

Colonel  Lee  wrote : 

I  have  received  no  aathorit^  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  receive  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States  any  portion  of  volunteers ;  and  though  sorry  to  part  with  troopn 
that  have  performed  ^ood  and  efficient  service  in  the  disturbances  on  this  froDtier,  i 
am  yet  unable  to  retain  them  on  the  conditions  you  propose,  (D,  89.) 

The  correspondence  relative  to  this  class  shows  that  several  compa- 
nies of  volunteers  operated  against  Cortinas.  They  were  commanded 
by  Thompson,  Ford,  Herron,  Kennedy,  Littleton,  Tomlinson,  and 
Hampton,  and  one,  in  addition  to  these,  perhaps,  was  called  the  In- 
dianola  company. 

Claims  are  submitted  for  only  two  companies,  and  from  the  vouchers 
they  appear  as  follows : 

1.  Captain  J.  H.  Hampton's,  thirty-seven  men,  mustered  in  by  Tobin. 
twenty-eight  on  12th  November  and  nine  on  the  18th  December,  1859 : 
all  mustered  out  January  1, 1860.  Concerning  the  nine  men,  a  pencil- 
note,  which  appears  on  the  roll,  reads :  ''  By  reference  to  Captain  little- 
ton's  first  muster-roll  it  will  be  seen  that  these  men  are  placed  thereon 
for  the  same  time  of  service,  consequently  they  should  not  appear  on 
this  roll."    Littleton's  roll  is  not  submitted. 

2.  Captain  H.  W.  Berry's,  forty-seven  men,  mustered  in  by  Tobin, 
November  10, 1859 ;  mustered  out  December  20,  1859 ;  organized  at 
Victoria.  This  company  is  not  referred  to  in  the  correspondence  above 
noted. 

17th. — '^  The  last  reliable  accouBt  of  Cortinas  was  that  he  was  retir- 
ing farther  into  the  interior  of  Mexico.  He  had  with  him  his  feunilv 
and  two  men,  and  was  more  than  one  hundred  miles  from  the  frontier. 
General  Garcia  informed  Major  Heintzelmau,  on  the  13th  instant,  that 
orders  had  been  given  by  the  Mexican  authorities  to  arrest  him  (C<»rti- 
nas)  wherever  found,"  (D,  100.) 

The  origin  of  the  Cortinas  difficulties  is  accounted  for  as  follows : 

"  The  origin  of  the  difficalty  is  owing  to  a  falling  oat  between  parties  mixed  ap 
with  private  affairs,  and  is  so  complicated  that  it  is  difficalt  to  ascertain  the  toatik,  no 
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doubt  much  exaggerated,  and  not  improved  by  demonstrations  on  the  part  of  8om<^ 
rangers  and  citizens  who  have  effected  nothing  as  yet." — Ricketts,  December  1.  1859,* 
(C,  76.)  Captain  Ricketts  was  the  first  United  States  commandant  who  arrived  at 
Brownsville,  after  the  disburbancee  commenced. 

Class  IX. 
Indian  depredations  1860. 

Febraary  3,  ^<  auimals  of  residents  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Camp 
Colorado,  driven  off." 

Night  of  the  17th,  "  mule  yard  at  Camp  Cooper,  over  which  a  senti- 
nel was  posted,  was  broken  in  and  the  whole  herd  driven  oflf.  Twenty- 
three  of  the  animals  were  recovered  by  a  party  sent  at  daylight  in  pur- 
suit, but  the  remainder,  forty  mules  and  three  horses,  were  not  over- 
taken. The  force  at  the  post  was  so  much  reduced  by  scouts  then  out 
that  the  detachment  sent  under  Lieutenant  Love,  adjutant  of  the  regi- 
ment, was  principally  composed  of  the  band.  The  following  night  all 
the  animals  from  the  Indian  agency,  two  or  three  miles  distant  from 
Camp  Cooper,  were  stolen."     ♦  •  •        "A  citizen  residing 

within  two  miles  of  Fort  Mason  was  shot,  within  one  hundred  yards  of 
his  house,  by  three  Indians  on  foot''  •  •  •  4<  jr^^ 

troops  in  the  department  are  posted  over  a  long  line  of  frontier,  and 
yet,  from  the  paucity  of  their  numbers,  are  unable  to  protect  the  settle- 
ments." (K.  E.  Lee,  page  135,  House  Executive  Document  52,  first  ses- 
sion Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 
'  On  the  7th  of  this  same  month  "  there  came  fifteen  Indians  into  the 
neighborhood  of  Robert  Martin,  attacking  several  families,  which  were 
defended  by  brave  spirits  of  the  frontier."  The  Indians,  however,  killed 
two  women  and  took  two  more  away  as  captives.  The  latter  subse- 
quently made  their  escape,  '^and  reached  the  settlements  entirely 
naked."  (See  pages  8  and  9,  House  Beport  Ko.  535,  of  the  Committee 
ou  Indian  Affairs,  first  session  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

March  8,  Major  Van  Dorn,  at  Fort  Mason,  wrote  concerning  reports 
of  Indian  depredations  committed  in  that  vicinity,  and  referred  to  the 
reduced  foree  under  his. command  and  to  their  inefficiency  for  service. 

iPage  79,  House  Executive  Document  No.  81,  first  session  Thirty-sixth 
Congress.) 

March  9,  the  governor  issued  an  order  that  ^'the  chief  justice  of  each 
county  in  danger  from  the  Indians  will  organize  a  minute-detachment 
in  his  county,"  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  counties 
from  Indian  incursions.  (Page  143,  House  Executive  Document  No.  52, 
iirst  session  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

March  12,  the  governor  explained  his  position  in  relation  to  calling 
out  volunteers,  and  wrete: 

I  cannot  bnt  nrge  most  earnestly  the  calling  out  of  a  regiment  of  rangers  by  the  Fed- 
eral Qovemment  to  protect  the  liyes  and  property  of  onr  citizens.    (Ibid.,  139—142.) 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  April  8, 1858,  a  regiment  of  Texas 
volunteers  was  authorized ;  but,  as  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of 
such  an  organization  did  not  appear,  that  foree  was  not  raised.  Hence 
the  correspondence  in  relation  to  an  appropriation  sought  in  1859,  found 
in  papers  98  to  102,  hereunto  annexed. 

April  13,  E.  W.  Cave,  secretary  of  the  State,  wrote  to  Hon,  John 
Hemphill : 

Kotwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  now  in  the  field  a  minute-detacbment  in  al- 
luoel  every  frontier  county,  tbe  depredations  continue. 

*  We  have  oome  to  the  oondasion,  fh>m  onr  ohoenration  and  from  teatimony  of  divers  persons,  that 
the  difflonlty  was  originally  occasioned  by  a  nrivate  feud  between  Joan  Kepomnceno  Cortinas  and  san- 
dry  iudividoals  of  the  county  of  Cameron,  (0, 180,  184,  State  Commissioners'  report ;  also^^  136 J      t 
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The  utmost  vigila&ce  is  kept  np ;  active  scouts  are  continually  out  in  about  twenty 
counties,  besides  the  force  which  naa  been  sent  from  the  interior,  but  Indians  rtill  are 
seen  and  losses  are  daily  reported. 

About  five  hundred  men  will  make  an  expedition  against  the  Indians,  staitioji;  from 
Fort  Belknap  on  the  1st  of 'May. 

Texas  has  now  over  one  thousand  men  in  the  field.    The  treasury  will  not  hold  out 

lonir  if  this  drain  upon  it  continues.

The  people  look  to  Coufpress  for  aid.  (See  page  105,  House  Executive  Document  No. 
81,  first  session  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

April  l4.  Governor  Hoaston  wrote  a  len^rthy  commanication  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  dwelling  upon  the  efficiency  of  Texas  rangers  when 
operating  against  Indians,  showing  his  views  of  the  necessity  for  their 
employment,  and  informing  the  General  Government  that  the  State  at 
that  time  employed  the  following,  viz : 

23  detachments  of  15  men  each,  with  a  reserve  of  ten  men  each,  force S7o 

3  companies  of  70  men  each,  force 210 

4  companies  of  40  men  each,  force 16n 

4  companies  of  90  men  each,  force ^ 

34  organizations,  total  force h^ 

He  deplored  the  misfortunes  of  the  bleeding  frontier,  and  stated : 
Believing  that  when  the  facts  are  presented  to  Congress,  the  dictates  of  hnmsDitT 
will  rise  above  aU  party  or  personal  considerations,  I  yet  look  for  aid  from  that  qnar 
ter.  The  American  heart  must  feel  for  a  people  of  like  race  and  kindred ;  and  thoogb 
sectional  considerations  may  prevail  at  times,  they  wiU,  I  believe,  be  forgotten  wM 
the  catalogue  of  barbarities,  by  which  our  frontier  has  been  devastated,  is  remembered.* 
(lbid,y  90-96.) 

Notwithstanding  the  statement  above,  that  thirty-foar  organization's 
making  an  aggregate  force  of  one  thousand  three  hnndred  and  fi\e 
men,  were  employed  daring  the  times  referred  to  in  this  class  of  £fict$, 
yet,  upon  turning  to  the  vouchers  or  rolls  submitted  by  the  State,  only 
one  company  api>ears.    It  is  reported  as  follows :

It  is  stated  on  the  roll  that  this  company  was  called  into  the  senrice 
of  the  State  by  order  of  Governor  Houston.  Kothing  further  concern 
ing  the  history  of  this  company,  or  of  the  thirty-three  orgauizatioos 
necessary  to  make  the  total  employed,  appears  in  the  evidence  found. 


THE  ACCOUNTS. 


The  foregoing  remarks  exhibit  the  character  of  the  troops  and  tbe 
circumstances  under  which  they  were  employed;  also, a  histoiyof  tlieir 
services,  so  far  as  the  facts  are  ascertain^. 

With  a  view  to  a  settlement  of  a  part  of  the  claims  now  under  cod* 
sideration,  preliminaries  were  entered  into  before  the  rebeUion  exiated; 
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audjin  order  to  sbow  how  far  tliey  were  advanced,  a  speedy  review  of 
-certain  facts  is  necessary. 

A  resolution  of  the  legislature  of  Texas,  approved  Kovember  23,1857, 
inaugurated  the  project  of  seeking  from  the  United  States  re-imburse- 
meut  of  expenditures  made  by  the  State  on  account  of  its  rangers  or 
volunteers.    (See  paper  79.) 

The  State  comptroller  prepared  a  statement  18th  of  September,  1868, 
showing  the  following  amounts  appropriated : 

Paid r $  148, 998  75 

Assumed  by  State 35, 645  76 

Making  the  claim 184, 544  61 

all  "for  the  pay,  subsistence,  and  forage  of  volunteer  troops  called 
into  service  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  since  the  28th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1855.''  (See  pages  44-47,  House  Executive  Document  No.  27, 
second  session  Thirty-fifth  Congress.)  The  governor  inclosed  this  state- 
ment to  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  8th  of  October,  1858,  and  sought 
re-imbursement  to  the  State.    (Paper  92.) 

The  claim  having  reached  the  Capitol,  the  committees  in  Congress,  to 
whom  it  was  refen'ed,  called  upon  the  Secretary  of  War  for  official  in- 
formation concerning  the  troops.  Several  attempts  appear  to  have 
been  made  to  furnish  in  return  "a copy  of  everv thing"  connected  with 
the  case.    (See  papers  98-102,  IIG.) 

On  the  claim  above  referred  to  a  favorable  report  was  made  by  the 
House  Committee  on  Military  Atfairs  Januar^^  28,  1859,  apparently 
i«?noring  the  fact  that  the  six  companies  that  were  under  General  Smith 
liad  already  been  paid  by  the  United  States  Government  for  the  time 
subsequent  to  muster  into  United  States  service.  (See  No.  143,  Reports 
of  Committees,  second  session  Thirty-fifth  Congress.) 

An  act  of  Congyess  shortly  appeared,  approved  March  3,  1859,  to 
re-iuiburse  the  amount  i>aid  by  the  State  on  account  of  the  six  compa- 
nies called  out  by  General  Persifer  F.  Smith.  (Stat.,  10.)  As  that  act 
could  not  satisfy  more  than  one-third  of  the  claim  the  matter  was 
again  agitated  during  the  first  session  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  and 
caused  some  correspondence.  (See  papers  113,  114,  and  116.)  Then 
appeared  section  6  of  the  act  of  June  21,  18(30,  specifying  that  "all 
moneys  advanced  by  the  State  of  Texas  in  payment  of  volunteers  called 
out  in  defense  of  the  frontier  of  that  State  since  the  28th  of  February, 
1855,"  shall  be  reimbursed  ;  ^^  Provided^  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  be 
satisfied  that  there  was  necessity  for  calling  out  these  troops,  or  that 
they  were  called  out  by  competent  authority,  and  that  the  amount  so 
claimed  was  actually  paid  by  the  said  State,  and  that  the  amount  here- 
by i>rovided  for  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of $123, 544  51"

This  Department  called  upon  the  State  authorities  for  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  account,  sustained  by  original  vouchers.  (See  paper  117, 
September  11, 18G0.) 

Regarding  the  proviso  to  section  6,  act  of  June  21, 1860,  Secretary 
l^^loyd  decided  that  he  was  "satisfied  that  there  was  a  necessity  for 
calling  out  the  Texas  volunteers  mentioned,'^  and  he  instructed  the 
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Second  Auditor  to  audit  the  State  claim  as  sooo  as  the  proper  voacbeit 
were  received  by  him.    (See  paper  118,  of  November  15, 1860.) 

The  Second  and  Third  Auditors  submitted  their  reports  upon  charges 
in  the  claim  pertaining  to  their  offices,  respectively,  under  date  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1861.  The  Auditors  objected  to  the  character  of  the  voacheiK 
and  called  for  additional  evidence  or  information,  and  their  reports 
were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  during  the  same  month.  (Stt 
papers  121  and  122.)  The  State  comptroller  aRked  the  retom  ot  af. 
the  papers  iu  the  case  on  the  23d  of  February,  18G1,  and  nearly  all  of 
them  were  returned.  (See  papers  123,  124.)  The  breaking  oat  of 
the  rebellion  shortly  put  an  end  to  further  negotiations,  and  for  tec 
years  the  papers  were  buried  as  archives  of  the  State. 

In  1871  they  were  resurrected,  and  the  annexed  papers  (127-i:Vi. 
show  that  the  official  actiou  taken  on  the  case  under  the  last  presenia 
tion.

Passing  to  the  accounts,  let  them  be  audited  with  suppositious  of  tb- 
following : 

First.  That  a  law  authorizes  their  settlement  on  just  and  equitaK' 
principles. 

Second.  That  proof  of  loyalty  is  waived  by  an  act  of  Congre^«. 

Third.  That  the  decision  given  conceniing  the  necessity  for  caJlir: 
out  the  troops  referred  to  iu  the  first  claim  is  satisfactory. 

With  these  suppositions  adopted  the  accounts  correctly  auditHlumi'' 
existing  rules  will  show  the  following: 

Class  I. 

On  the  14th  January,  1856, the  State  appropriated  $61,000  on  amn 
of  the  six  companies  of  volunteers  called  out  by  General  IVrsiferl 
Smith,  of  the  United  States  Army. 

On  the  18th  September,  1858,  in  rendering  an  abstract  of  the  espi 
ditures  made  from  the  amount  aiipropriated,  the  State  comptroller  nr 
resented*  that  these  companies  were  called  into  service  on  the  date  wit  ^ 
they  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States ;  and  fri>m  «» ' 
abstract,  as  printed  on  pages  44  to  47  of  Executive  Document  So.  -'.  J' 
R.)  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  second  session,  it  would  at  once  be  inferH 
that  the  State  paid  these  companies  for  the  identical  time  they  werv  ^* 
the  United  States  service,  and  for  which,  I  have  stated  heretofore,  lb*} 
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had  been  already  or  (up  to  the  30th  Juue,  1859)  were  being  paid  by  the 
General  Government. 

Upon  referring  to  the  papers  accompanying  the  claimsfiled,itis  found 
that  the  State  paid  for  expenses  alleged  to  have  been  incurred  prior  to 
the  said  time,  as  an  analysis  of  the  accounts  will  now  show :

On  the  4th  of  Febrnary,  1856,  Boggess  was  appointed  agent  to  nay 
the  members  of  his  company  who  were  mustered  int-o  State  service  No- 
vember 2,  1854,  under  a  requisition  from  General  Smith,  they  to  be 
paid  at  the  same  rate  per  month  "  as  they  were  afterward  paid  by 
the  United  States  while  in  their  service.'^ 

Ill  the  written  instructions,  given  to  this  agent  by  the  governor  of 
Texas,  the  following  appears : 

•*Any  assignmeTit  fioni  any  meinlier  of  said  company  of  his  pay 
which  does  not  show  on  its  face  that  the  tissignor  knew  at  the  time  of 
its  execution  that  he  wiis  entitled  to  three  months' pay  from  the  State 
wilLonly  be  recognized  as  conveying  In  the  assignee  the  pay  due  the 
asfignor  for  the  time  he  was  actually  in  the  service  of  the  State,  which 
time  of  service  was,  for  the  members  of  your  company,  one  month  and 
twenty-one  days.'*     (See  paper  No.  66.) 

From  these  instrm-tions  it  is  inferreil  that  the  memlw^rs  of  the  com- 
pany had  claims  against  the  State  for  a  time  when  they  were  not.  in  any 
Kcrvice,  which  tiuje  was  prior  to  the  thiti'i  of  (xtMieral  Smith's  call  of 
November  1,  1854,  and  that  if  any  individual,  unfortunately  for  him- 
«e If,  overlooked  such  claims,  then  he  was  to  be  paid  only  for  the  time 
intervening  between  the  date  of  call  (or  the  date  when  the  organiza- 
tion was  accepted  by  the  governor)  and  the  date  of  muster  into  United 
States  service,  i.  e.,  one  month  and  twenty-one  days,  because  that  was 
the  time  he  was  *•  actually  in  the  service  of  the  State." 

It  is  remarkable,  however,  that  not  one  of  the  members  overlooked

War  Department,  Washington,  September  30, 1852. 
Sir  :  The  President  has  referred  to  this  Department  yonr  excellency's  letter  of  the 
20th  ultimo,  with  the  documents  therein  inclosed.    Your  excellency  says  that  repeated 
representations  have|been  made  to  this  [your]  Department  by  all  the  most  influential 
and   respectable  residents  of  the  Rio  Grande  Valley,  of  their  desperate  situation  and 
the    insecurity  of  life  and  property  in  that  section  of  the  State,  occasioned  by  the 
total  inadequacy  of  the  present  military  establishment  in  Texas  to  check  the  murders 
and  depredations  of  lawless  bands  of  Indians  and  M^cicans,  and  that,  in  conseauence 
of  these  representations,  you  had  felt  it  your  duty  to  take  immediate  steps  tor  the 
relief  of  the  Lower  Rio  Grande,  and  with  that  view  had  called  into  the  service  of  the 
State  three  companies  of  mounted  volunteers,  (numbering  in  all  about  two  hundred 
men  rank  and  file,)  for  the  period  of  six  months,  who  are  to  act  in  concert  with  the 
United  States  troops  stationed  in  that  quarter.    Your  excellency  concludes  by  request- 
ing that  the  *'  General  Government  will  recognize  the  services  of  these  volunteer  troops, 
and  make  such  further  and  more  permanent  disposition  as  upon  examination  shaU  be 
found  necessary  to  restore  that  peace  and  security  to  which  that  [this]  unfortunate 
country  has  so  lon^  been  a  stranger." 

You  inclose  various  communications  made  to  you  by  citizens  of  Texas  on  this^ 
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Tonr  excellency  is  probably  aware  that  the  Ezecutive  has  repeatedly  informed  Con- 
gress that  the  military  establishment  of  the  country  was  inadequate  to  the  protection 
of  its  widely  extended  frontier,  and  recommended  that  it  be  authorized  to  raiw  ad 
ditional  force  for  that  purpose.  Congress  has  seen  fit  to  disregard  these  recomineiMia- 
tions  at  a  time  when  the  necessity  for  their  adoption  was  more  apparent  that  it  ie  at 
present.  Before  the  last  adjournment  of  Congress,  it  was  well  known  that  there  ▼&« 
reason  to  apprehend  an  extensive  outbreak  of  the  Indians  on  the  frontier  of  Texas,  an^ 
the  very  facte  communicated  in  your  excellency's  letter  must  have  been  known  to  \h 
Senators  and  Representatives  of  your  State  in  Congress.  Nevertheless  that  bodi 
adjourned  without  taking  any  steps  on  this  subject. 

Within  a  few  weeks  past  the  Department  has  been  informed  by  the  reports  of  iti 
offlcerSi  not  onlv  that  the  rumors  tiiat  the  Indians  were  preparing  extensive  bostiliti^ 
were  unfoundea,  but  that,  in  fact,  (with  a  few  partial  exceptions,)  they  have  not  been 
for  a  long  time  as  peaceably  disposed.  All  accounts  concur  in  representing  the  Com&Q- 
ches  as  unusually  quiet;  and,  by  advices  received  from  Colonel  Sumner,  it  appeaisth^t 
treaties  of  peace  have  been  concluded  with  the  Navaioes  and  the  Apaches,  (the  mwt 
powerful  nations  on  the  confines  of  New  Mexico  and  Texas ;)  that  there  are  now  trett- 
les  of  peace  with  all  the  Indians  in  New  Mexico,  and  that,  with  l^e  exception  of  sose 
of  the  roving  bands  of  the  plains,  the  Indians  in  that  section  of  the  country  havf 
oeased  to  be  troublesome. 

Under  these  circumstances,  even  if  there  were  a  manifest  necessity  for  an  additioDil 
increase  of  the  military  establishment,  the  Executive  would  hesitate  to  call  intothr 
service  of  the  Government  adescription  of  force  which,  while  it  is  far  less  effective  tlui 
that  which  Congress  has  refused  to  authorize,  is  more  expensive.  But  the  Presideiit  b 
not  satisfied  that  the  facts  contained  in  the  papers  transmitted  by  your  excellency  woq]^ 
warrant  him  in  taking  this  step.  The  only  law  under  which  the  President  could  exercr 
the  power  referred  to,  is  the  act  of  February  28, 1795,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  forcaO- 
ing  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections  aod 
repel  invasions,  and  to  repeal  the  act  now  in  force  for  those  purposes."  It  appean 
frt)m  these  papers  that  the  neighborhood  of  El  Paso  and  Brownsville  has,  for  sevenl 
months  past,  been  infested  by  lawless  persons,  who  traverse  the  country,  singly  or  ic 
small  parties,  driving  ofi"  cattle  and  occasionally  committing  murders ;  that  the  ptr 
petrators  of  these  acts  are  principally  Indians,  Mexicans,  and  half  breeds ;  but  tbsi 
lawless  and  reckless  persons,  professing  to  be  citizens  of  Texas,  also  partici))ate  ii 
them ;  that,  in  consequence  of  the  fears  occasioned  by  these  disorders,  some  of  the  io- 
habitants  have  been  compelled  to  abandon  their  homes ;  that  the  civil  authorities  wen 
powerless  to  put  a  stop  to  these  outrages,  the  officers  of  justice  not  being  able  to  oi- 
led a  sufficient  civic  force  to  execute  processes,  &c. 

There  is  reason  to  suspect  that  these  statements  are  somewhat  exaggerated.  B^ 
sides  the  natural  tendency  of  persons  while  under  the  influence  of  fear  to  magnif? 
the  danger  that  occasions  it,  some  of  the  signers  of  these  papers  have  a  strong  motin 
to  do  so. 

It  is  well  known  to  this  Department  that  the  inhabitants  in  the  neighborhood  c? 
military  posts  have  other  reasons  for  wishing  them  to  be  kept  up  besides  the  ^ 
tection  they  afford.  The  Department,  therefore,  is.  frequently  urged  to  establish  po^« 
where  there  is  no  real  necessity  for  them ;  and  whenever  troops  are  ordered  away  fn* 
one.  alarming  accounts  of  Indian  hostilities  are  invariably  set  afloat.  In  addition  t« 
this,  many  young  men  are  always  found  who  are  anxious  to  enroll  themselves  «< 
volunteers^  and  there  is  no  part  of  the  frontier  from  Oi-egon  and  California  to  Florida 
where  similar  applications  have  not  been  made ;  but  in  every  instance  they  have  brrs 
rejected.  To  what  extent  these  remarks  apply  to  the  accouuts  contained  in  the  pape:' 
transmitted  by  vour  excellency,  I  am  unable  to  say.  I  will  merely  remark  that  ib< 
commander  of  that  department  positively  pronounces  several  of  the  statements  ct« 
taiued  in  them  entirely  unfounded,  and  does  not  recommend  that  these  voldnteers^'' 
received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Supposing,  however,  these  accounts  to  be  strictly  correct,  the  outrages  and  disorden 
complained  of  (except  when  committed  by  Indians)  aie  bajrdly  such  as  this  Goverc 
ment  ought  to  be  called  upon  to  repress.  The  perpetrators  of  these  aots,  whetbrr 
Americans  or  Mexicans,  are  not  public  enemies,  to  oe  encountered  by  the  Army  of  i^ 
United  States,  but  private  maleiactors,  be  arrested  and  punished  by  the  civil  antboti 
ties  of  Texas.  If  the  means  which  these  aiitliorities  have  at  their  dunxMal  are  not 
sufficient  to  enable  them  to  do  this,  and  the  government  of  Texas  finds  xt  neoessarv  t< 
call  out  her  own  militia  to  execute  her  own  laws  and  to  defend  her  own  citizec* 
against  robbers  and  murderers,  surely  it  ought  not  to  expect  the  United  States  to  juj 
the  expenses  of  the  proceeding. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  too,  that  the  disorders  complained  of  have  been  brongbt 
about  in  part  by  citizens  of  Texas  themselves.  It  is  well  known  tiiat  many  of  tb*- 
inhabitants  of  that  State  were  direotly  or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  criminal  wtft- 
prises  of  Caravajal,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  their  own  country,  and,  oe  doobt.  ic 
opposition  to  the  wishes  of  the  peaceable  and  law-abiding  portion  oi  the  ibhahitanfi^ 
of  Texas.  ^  i 
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It  was  to  be  expected  that  the  inhabitants  of  Mexico  woald  seek  in  some  way  or 
other  to  retaliate  upon  them,  and  the  Indians  in  the  neighborhood  have  availed  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  to  renew  their  predatory  incursions  into  the  country.  The 
number  of  these,  however,  jud^ng  from  official  reports  to  this  Department,  is  much 
exag|^erated  in  these  papers.  In  addition  to  these,  mercenary  vagabonds  and  outlaws 
within  our  limits,  who  had  flocked  to  the  standard  of  Caravajal,  finding  themselves 
disappointed  in  their  hopes  of  plunder  in  the  Mexican  territory,  naturally  seek  to 
indemnify  themselves  in  our  own. 

The  President  direct  me  to  assure  your  excellency  that  he  sympathizes  deeply  with 
the  sufferings  of  the  good  people  of  Texas,  who  are  thus  made  to  suffer  for  acts  in  which 
they  did  not  participate,  and  that  he  will  do  all  that  he  can,  with  propriety,  to  arrest 
them. 

The  officer  in  command  of  that  department  reports  that,  in  view  of  the  troubles  on 
that  frontier,  he  had  already  ordered  to  that  quarter  five  companies  of  mounted  rifle- 
men. Orders  have  also  been  given  to  fill  up  all  the  companies  stationed  there  with 
their  complement  of  men.  One  of  the  papers  transmitted  by  your  excellency  mentions 
that  the  officer  at  a  military  post  had  been  unable  to  render  any  assistance  in  punish- 
ing the  authors  of  these  atrocities,  because  his  men  were  unprovided  with  horses.  That 
is  very  possible.  Congress,  in  spite  of  the  earnest  and  repeated  remonstrances  of  the 
Department,  having  failed  within  a  few  weeks  past  to  appropriate  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  horses,  the  Department  found  itself  unable  to  supply  them.  Since  the  Depart- 
ment has  been  provided  with  funds  for  the  purpose,  measures  have  been  taken  to  sup- 
ply the  requisite  number  of  horses. 

From  reports  received  from  Colonel  Sumner,  it  is  rendered  highly  probable  that  the 
portion  of  the  forces  under  his  command  that  had  for  a  temporary  purpose  been  ordered 
from  the  Texas  frontier  to  Santa  F^  have,  before  this,  resumed  their  former  stations. 

Representations  have  also  been  made  to  the  Mexican  government  in  regard  to  the 
alleged  participation  of  officers  and  citizens  of  that  country  in  the  outrages  complained 
of.  It  is  hoped  that  these  measures,  together  with  the  exercise  of  a  proper  degree  of 
vigilance  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  and  government  of  Texas,  will  suffice 
to  restore  tranquillity  and  peace  to  that  region  of  country.

Sir  :  From  your  reports  of  the  various  conflicts  which  have  taken  place  with  the 
Indians  on  the  frontiers  of  Texas  and  the  constant  outraf^es  committed  by  them  on  the 
defenseless  inhabitants  of  that  State,  the  Department  is  induced  to  believe  you  may 
need  the  aid  of  additional  troops/ which  it  will  not  be  in  its  power  to  furnish.  Your 
representation  of  the  great  want  of  recniits  to  fill  up  the  reduced  companies  under 
your  command  is  received  with  the  greater  regret  because  of  the  slow  progress  of  the 
recruiting  service,  which  state  of  things,  it  is  feared,  will  not  improve  unless  our  hopes 
of  increased  pay  for  the  soldier,  as  recommended  to  Congress,  should  be  speedily  real- 
ized. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  authorize  you  to  call  upon  the 

fovemor  of  Texas,  for  aid,  should  the  exigencies  of  the  service  require  it,  in  repelling 
ndian  invasions,  and  in  such  event  you  will  make  requisition  for  such  number  of 
mounted  men  as  you  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  who,  while  in  service, 
will  be  supplied  with  ammunition,  forage,  and  subsistence  by  the  United  States.

Sir  :  Tour  letter  of  the  19th  of  Jnne  authorized  the  calling  on  the  governor  of  Texas 
for  mounted  men  under  a  certain  contingency.    I  have  awaited  the  receipt  of  such  in- 
formation as  would  enable  me  to  act  with  some  certainty  that  I  was  not  misled,  but 
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nothing  new  has  reached,  except  a  report  from  Colonel  Loomis,  which  he  thinks 
reliable,  that  some  bands  of  Indians  are  aasembling  on  the  Mexican  side  of  the  Rio 
Grande. 

I  have  waited  until  now  for  the  arrival  of  the  topographical  instruments  reqaiied 
last  December  from  Colonel  Abert  before  setting  oat  to  establish  a  site  of  a  post  near 
Presidio  del  Norte.  Having  waited  as  long  as  I  could,  I  am  now  about  to  start,  and 
have  written  to  governor  of  the  State  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  I  inclose.  I  have 
X>08tponed  the  time  of  calling  the  men  into  service  the  Ist  of  November,  both  to  sUow 
events  to  develop  themselves  in  the  mean  time,  and  because,  by  the  beginning  of  the 
winter,  so  many  men  will  have  been  discharged  from  the  mounted  corps  that  these  vill 
be  very  weak.  I  presume  the  governor  will  ur^e  that  rifles  and  revolving  pistole  be 
provided.    There  will  be  time  to  receive  his  application  in  that  case. 

The  expenditures  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department  will  be  very  much  increased 
by  the  mounted  men.  The  chief  quartermaster  reports  that  with  the  last  remittaner 
came  a  notice  that  it  filled  all  the  requisitions  from  this  department  for  the  fiscal  jear 
ending  the  «K)th  of  June.  By  the  records  here,  on  the  contrary,  it  appears  there  is  sUll 
a  deficiency  of  $52,000  unsupplied  on  the  estimates  sent  forward. 

With  this  deficiency  to  begin  with,  and  the  great  additional  expense  in  prospect,  the 
service  of  the  Quartermasters  Department  will  be  very  difficult. 

There  will  be  time  to  send  supplies  of  provisions  from  Baltimore  to  Indianob. 
directed  to  Austin,  before  the  companies,  if  called  out,  will  want  them.

The  instructions  of  June  19, 18M,  authorize  General  Smith,  should  the  exigencies  of 
the  service  require  it  in  repelling  Indian  incursions,  to  make  re^^uisition  upon  the  gor- 
emor  of  Texas  for  such  number  of  mounted  men  as  might,  from  time  to  time,  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  general  commanding,  the  men  so  called  into  service  to  be  supplid 
with  ammunition,  &rage,  and  subsistence  by  the  United  States. 

General  Smith,  in  his  letter  to  Governor  Pease,  says,  "  If  the  onlv  evil  to  be  avoided 
were  the  direct  injury  from  Indian  incursions  I  should  not  think  the  contingency  con- 
templated by  the  Secretary  had  arrived." 

No  authority  was  given  to  call  out  the  militia  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  indi- 
cated. This  was  expresslv  limited  to  the  case  of  an  exigencv  which  rendered  ttiat 
resort  necessary,  and  the  phrase  '^  from  time  to  time"  was  intended  for  snch  temporaiy 
service  as  incursions  should  require.  No  power  exists,  without  special  le^slation,  to 
call  forth  militia  for  such  objects  as  the  promotion  of  settlement  and  agnculture, « 
for  a  term  as  long  as  that  proposed.

Sir  :  I  have  been  instructed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  "  to  call  upon  the  ^venior  of 
Texas  for  aid  should  the  exigencies  of  the  service,  in  your  opinion,  require  it  in  re 
pelling  Indian  incursions,  and  in  such  an  event  you  will  make  requisition  n>r  such  diud- 
ber  01  mounted  men,  from  time  to  time,  as  you  may  deem  necessary,  who  will,  whik 
in  service,  be  supplied  with  ammunition,  forage,  and  subsistence  by  the  United  States. 

If  the  only  evil  to  be  avoided  were  the  direct  ipjury  from  Indian  incursions  I  shoal^ 
not  think  the  contingency  contemplated  by  the  Secretary  had  arrived,  for  so  many  ot 
the  reports  spread  by  the  papers  are,  to  my  own  knowledge,  so  entirely  fabrications, 
that  the  case  presented  by  the  actual  fact  is  not  such  as  to  require  more  force  thao 
is  now  here.  But  there  are,  doubtless,  other  serious  evils  that  follow  murden  and 
robberies  that  have  really  happened,  and  the  greatest  is  the  sense  of  general  insecnriir 
on  the  frt)ntier,  which  interrupts  industry  and  prevents  an  increase  of  population  on 
the  border,  where  it  is  most  desirable  as  the  best  means  of  defense. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  your  excellency,  the  presence  of  additional  troops  on  tiiefrootier 
is  necessary  te  repel  actual  incursions,  I  would  be  unwilling  to  set  my  owb  belief  in 
opposition  to  that  of  yourself,  who  represent  the  belief  and  wishes  of  the  people  iDCN»t 
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interested ;  and  if,  in  the  second  case,  you  think  a  feeline  of  seoority  so  necessary  and 
beneficial  to  the  border  settlements  could  onlv  be  produced  by  adding  to  the  troops 
there,  I  "would  take  your  opinion  as  the  rule  for  my  action,  and  decide  that  the  case 
contemplated  had  arrived  in  which  I  was  to  call  on  your  excellency  for  mounted  men. 

But  as  tiie  raising  and  support  of  temporary  troops  are  very  onerous,  both  to  the 
Government  and  troops  themselves,  it  is  very  desirable  that  they  should  be  selected 
with  care  for  the  particular  service  they  are  destined  for,  and  should  be  well  mounted 
and  armed.  I  would  propose,  then,  that,  if  your  opinion  is  in  favor  of  calling  more 
companies  into  service,  on  the  1st  day  of  November  next  six  mounted  companies 
should  be  called  into  service,  on  which  day  four  of  them  will  be  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  for  twelve  months,  unless  sooner  discharged,  at  or  near 
Fort  Martin  Scott,  and  two  of  them  at  or  ne&r  Fort  Worth.  This  would  give  two 
months  to  raise  and  organize  and  arm  the  companies.  They  would  be  during  the 
winter  placed  on  the  frontier,  and  I  would  in  the  spring,  as  soon  as  the  grass  would 
answer,  make  two  expeditions  into  the  Indian  country  and  endeavor  to  inflict  a  blow 
which  should  insnre  the  tranquillity  of  the  border  for  the  future. 

If  your  excellency  will  do  me  the  favor  to  send  your  reply  in  duplicate— one  to  this 
place,  inclosed  to  the  assistant  adjutant  ceneral,  and  the  other  to  tne  care  of  the  assist- 
ant quartermaster  at  San  Antonio,  to  be  forwarded  to  me  by  express  on  my  route  to 
Las  Moras. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  troops  are  to  be  ''supplied  with  ammunition,  forage^ 
and  subsistence  by  the  United  States."  Of  course  they  are  to  provide  their  arms, 
horses,  and  equipments.  The  supply  of  revolver-pistols  was  a  limited  one,  and  I  pre- 
sume is  exhausted. 

As  there  has  been  no  appropriation  for  paying  these  men  they  will  have  to  wait 
until  the  law  provides  for  their  case. 

The  legal  organization  of  a  mounted  company  is  as  follows :  One  captain,  1  first  and 
1  second  lieutenant,  4  sergeants,  4  corporals,  2  buglers,  1  farrier,  and  74  privates.

Fort  Chaiu^ourne,  Texas,  July  30, 1854. 

Sir  :  Information  has  reached  me,  through  the  chiefs  of  the  southern  bands  of  Co- 
manches  living  near  this  post,  that  large  war  parties  are  being  formed  and  some  of 
them  are  actually  at  present  on  their  way  to  the  Rio  Qrande.  I  deem  this  of  such 
importance  as  to  make  the  matter  a  special  and  immediate  report  to  the  commanding 
general  of  the  department.  Although  the  object  of  this  movement  is  stated  to  be  the 
revenge  of  the  massacre  of  a  large  party  of  the  Comanches  by  the  Mexicans  a  few 
months  since,  I  am  inclined  to  tnink,  from  circumstances  which  have  come  to  my 
knowledge,  that  the  intention  may  be  to  depredate  also  on  this  side  of  the  Rio  Grande, 
should  a  favorable  opportunity  present  itself.  I  am  led  to  this  conclusion  by  develop- 
ments made  by  a  captive  Mexican  boy  whom  I  have  taken  from  them.  This  boy,  of 
whom  I  had  heard  and  was  anxious  to  get  possession,  was  broug^ht  in  during  the  night 
by  a  Mexican  who  has  lived  long  among  them,  under  the  promise  that  his  agency  in 
the  escape  should  be  kept  a  secret  from  the  Comanches. 

The  boy  says  that  bis  name  is  Vivian  Lopez,  and  that  he  is  fourteen  or  fifteen  years 
of  a^e.    He  makes  the  following  statement  of  the  circumstances  of  his  capture,  &c. : 

His  father^  Cicilia  Lopez,  lives  near  Corpus  Christi,  and  is  connected  in  business  with 
Mr.  Gilbert  Rodgers,  of  that  place.  While  out  hunting  mustangs  some  three  months 
since  with  his  father  and  another  relative,  lie,  being  separated  a  short  distance  from 
them,  was  seen  and  pursued  by  a  party  of  Indians,  struck  from  his  horse,  and  captured. 

He  does  not  know  what  became  of  the  others.  The  Indians  proceeded  to  Laredo, 
where  they  stole  a  Mexican  boy  and  some  horses.  The  boy  they  killed  that  evening. 
From  Laredo  the  band  proceeded  toward  Fort  Merrill,  according  to  the  boy's  state- 
ment, but  I  am  under  the  impression  that  he  mistakes  that  post  for  Fort  Ewell ;  and 
on  the  Laredo  road,  near  wliere  it  parts  from  that  leading  to  Guerrero,  they  attacked 
a  train  of  fourteen  Goveniment  wagons,  killing  five  teamsters  and  capturing  some 
hundred  mules.  The  party  then  proceeded,  without  the  exercise  of  much  caution,  in 
this  direction.  They  were  overtaken  by  a  party  of  soldiers  while  in  camp,  several  of 
them  killed  or  wounded,  and  the  mules  retaken.  This  band  consisted  of  twelve  men, 
led  by  Ecanodie,  the  half-brother  of  Toshaway,*the  principal  war-chief  of  the  South- 
em  Comanches,  to  which  band  all  of  the  party  belonged.  The  captive  boy  made  his 
escape  yesterday  morning  and  was  brought  in  last  night.    This  morning  early,  Tosha- 
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way,  ficcompanied  by  the  wife  of  Ecanodie,  came  in  to  inquire  if  anything  had  beeo 


heard  of  the  boy.    I  stated  to  them  that  the  boy  had  claimed  my  protection  and  that 
should  retain  him.    They  then  demanded  a  ransom,  which  I  declined  giving.   Tosh-

away  is  the  war-chief  who  commanded  the  party  which  was  destroyed  by  the  Mexi- 
cans not  long  since.  I  sent  for  Sanaco  and  Ketumsey,  principal  chiefs,  whose  camps 
are  onl^  a  few  miles  distant,  and  held  a  long  talk  with  them  through  Jim  Shaw,  a  Del- 
>  aware  mterpreter.  They  expressed  themselves  satisfied  regarding  the  boy.  and  acqui- 
esced quietly  in  his  being  retained.  The  chiefs  appeared  to  be  somewhat  alarmed,  and 
volunteered  the  information  that  large  parties  had  been  formed  and  were  still  forming 
among  the  Northern  Comauches,  amounting  already  to  near  four  hundred  men :  that 
runners  had  been  sent  inviting  them  to  loin.  Some  of  their  young  men  hod  aireadT 
left,  but  they  had  not  made  up  their  minds  whetiier  they  would  take  part.  These  Mr- 
ties  were— some  of  them — ^now  on  the  way.  I  would  mention,  in  this  connection,  Vai 
these  Indians  do  not  appear  nor  can  they  be  made  to  understand  that  it  is  wrong  to 
eng^e  in  hostilities  against  the  Mexicans.  They  speak  openly  about  it  on  every  oc- 
casion. They  do  not  appear  to  think  that  the  Government  or  its  agents  have  acted  k 
good  faith,  and  feel,  as  far  as  I  can  judge,  little  restraint  or  obligation  under  existing 
CTeaties.  It  is,  however,  due  to  them  to  say  that  since  I  have  b^n  in  command  ther 
have  acted  in  a  friendly  and  consistent  manner,  apparently  more  out  of  a  poUcyoif 
their  own  than  anj  feebng  of  treaty  obligations. 

Ecanodie  and  his  party  are  again  alMent,  the  boy  thinks,  on  another  expedition 
toward  the  Rio  Grande.  The  statement  of  the  boy  and  the  information  of  the  move- 
ment of  the  war  parties  are  ^ven  in  substance,  as  nearly  as  possible,  as  they  came  to 
me.  The  interpreter  used — Jim  Shaw — ^is  a  well-known  and  intelligent  Delaware.  He 
places  full  couhdence  in  the  statement  of  the  chiefs.  In  view  of  the  want  of  confiimi- 
tion  of  the  boy's  statement,  the  absence  of  the  Indians  principally  engaged,  and  tbt 
ffeneral  commitment  of  the  whole  tribe,  I  have  determined  to  push  the  matter  no 
further  for  the  present,  to  treat  the  Indians  as  usual,  watch  them  narrowly,  and  await 
instructions,  should  nothing  more  occur  from  the  general  commanding  the  department. 

I  have  stopped  the  sale  of  powder  and  lead  by  the  sutler  and  other  traders  in  the 
vicinity,  and  shall  endeavor  to  use  to  the  best  advantage  the  limited  means  which  the 
strength  of  the  command — not  more  than  seventy  strong — ^places  at  my  disposaL 

Expresses  have  been  sent  to  Forts  Belknap  and  McKavitt.

Fort  Ckadbournic,  Texas,  August  2, 1854. 

Sir:  Since  mv  letter  of  the  30th,  additional  information  has  came  to  mv  knowledzf 
which  I  have  the  honor  to  report  I  mentioned  in  that  communication  that  Ecanodit 
had  returned  to  the  Rio  Grande,  it  was  supposed.  Yesterday  evening  the  same  Mexi- 
can who  assisted  the  boy  Lopez  to  escape  informed  me  that  the  Comanches  had  joit 
received  news  tliat  Ecanodie  and  four  of  his  party  had  been  killed  in  a  fight  belov. 
These  are  evidently  the  Indians  with  whom  Captain  Van  Buren  is  reported  to  have  had 
a  fight. 

Jim  Shaw,  the  interpreter,  reports  the  folio wiuff  additional,  which  he  gets  from  Ke 
tumsey:  That  some  tnirty  or  fortv  of  his  band  have  already  left,  and  tliat  probably 
more  will  do  so;  none  of  the  chie&  have  taken  part.  He  (Ketumsey)  thinks  that  the 
whole  force  going  to  Mexico  will  amount  to  six  litmdred^*  they  have  passed  far  to  tb 
west  of  this,  and  intend  crossing  the  Rio  Grande  some  sixty  miles  below  the  Presidio 
del  Norte,  their  gathering-point  being  in  Mexico,  not  far  from  the  Rio  Grande. 

From  this  point  they  intend  attacking  the  town  near  which  the  late  massacre  of 
their  people  took  place.  Ketumsey  denies  that  the  Indians  killed  by  Captain  Vko 
Buren  belonged  to  his  band ;  he  says  thev  were  Northern  Comanches,  his  men  being 
killed  by  the  Lipaus,  in  Mexico.    The  evidence  is,  however,  strongly  to  the  contrary. 

While  I  was  writing,  Lieutenant  Tyler,  with  a  scouting  party  from  Fort  McKavitt, 
came  in.  I  had  heard  of  the  approach  of  this  party,  and  determined  to  strenalhen  and 
send  it  on  a  reconnaissance  in  a  northwesterly  direction ;  it  has  been  increasea  to  fortr. 
and  is  now  preparing  to  leave,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Tvler,  acoompanied 
by  Lieutenant  George  B.  Anderson.  I  fear  it  may  be  turned  back  by  the  want  of  wat^r. 
as  the  country  in  the  direction  in  which  it  goes  is  represented  as  being  very  deficient 
in  that  respect. 

In  your  letter  of  the  15th  of  July  you  say  that  "the  general  regrets  to  bear  that  it  is 
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tbe  intention  of  the  Indian  Bnrean  to  locate  any  bands  of  Indians  in  the  neighborhood 
of  your  post."  The  phraseoloffy  of  my  letter  may  have  led  the  general  to  a  wrong  con- 
clusion. This  particular  renon  has  always  been  a  favorite  hunting-ground  Jhr  the 
Southern  Comanches,  and  wherever  the  military  post  was  situated  they  would,  when 
at  peace,  frequent  its  neighborhood  for  trading  and  other  purposes.  Their  camps  are 
seldom  more  than  ten  miles  distant,  and  frequently  within  a  mile  of  the  post.  They 
camp  around  the  post  in  parties  of  from  twenty  to  three  hundred.  I  have  seen  more 
than  a  hundred  warriors  in  at  a  time.  The  term  ''near''  was  comparative  and  not 
meant  to  convey  the  idea  of  immediate  vicinity.  The  location  would  probably  be  miles 
distant.  The  Mexican  captive,  Lopez,  I  will  send  to  Corpus  Christ!  by  the  first  favor- 
rable  opportunity.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  by  the  last  mail,  of  your  letter  of 
the  29th  of  July. 

In  reply,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I  believe  an  addition  to  the  troops  now 
in  service  iu  this  State  is  necessary  to  produce  a  feeling  of  security  with  the  inhabi- 
tants residing  on  and  near  the  frontier.  This  belief  is  based  upon  a  knowledge  of  the 
many  murders  and  outrages  that  have  been  committed  by  the  Indians  within  the  last 
six  months  and  upon  the  numerous  communications  that  have  recently  been  made  to 
me  of  the  opinions  of  those  inhabitants  on  this  subject.  I  therefore  feel  authorized, 
from  the  tenor  of  your  letter,  to  call  out  six  companies  of  mounted  volunteers,  to  be 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  at  the  time  and  places  indicated  by'you 
for  twelve  months,  unless  sooner  discharged. 

I  fully  concur  with  you  in  relation  to  the  care  that  should  be  exercised  in  selecting 
these  troops,  as  well  as  the  necessitv  for  their  being  well  mounted  and  armed,  and  as  so 
long  a  time  is  allowed  for  raising  them,  I  am  satined  that  I  can  send  you  a  force  well 
suited  for  the  service  in  which  you  propose  to  employ  them.

Fort  Duncan,  Texas,  August  12, 1854. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  commanding  officer  the  following  informa- 
tion concerning  the  Indians  that  have  crossed  from  this  side  of  the  Kio  Grande  into 
Mexico.  The  information  I  believe  to  be  in  the  essential  parts  reliable.  The  Seminole 
Indians  live  at  or  near  Santa  Rosa,  upon  lands  furnished  them  by  Mexico,  which  they 
cultivate.  They  have  houses,  cattle,  and  mules.  They  have  about  fifty  warriors  and 
a  number  of  negroes.  These  Indians  are  under  the  immediate  control  of  Wild  Cat, 
their  chief,  and  they  are  subject  to  the  militarv  orders  of  Colonel  Caste&ado,  the  inspec- 
tor general  of  the  neighboring  cohmies.  I  look  upon  the  Seminoles  as  a  military  colony, 
under  Wild  Cat,  and  his  warriors  are  colonial  troops.  As  colonial  troops  they  were 
employed  i^ainst  the  party  of  Carav^jal,  and  rendered  efficient  aid  in  the  fi^ht  at 
Ceraloo  in  Tamanlipas.  It  is  believed  that  they  are  again  to  be  employed  for  a  similar 
purpose,  to  guard  the  passes  of  the  Rio  Grande  in  this  vicinity  and  prevent  any  parties 
crossing  to  aid  the  reputed  revolutionists,  and  they  would  probably  be  used  against 
any  faction  opposing  Santa  Anna.  These  Indians  are  known  to  have  a  bitter  hatred 
for  man^  of  the  residents  of  this  side  of  the  river.  They  are  well  acquainted  with  all 
the  positions  of  the  live-stock  raised  and  kept  on  this  side,  and  have  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  all  the  fords  of  the  Rio  Grande.  Under  these  circumstauces,  they  would 
undoubtedly  be  very  troublesome  neighbors,  particularly  if  their  natural  impulses  to 
steal  are  stimulated  by  encouragement  or  countenance  from  the  other  side.  That 
such  conntenance  and  protection  have  previously  been  given  is  well  known. 

The  Seminoles  crossed  to  this  side  and  stole  a  large  number  of  animals  in  the  mouth 
of  March;  after  crossing  the  river  they. went  directly  to  San  Femando,^nd  in  the 
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presence  of  the  authorities,  civil  and  military,  boasted  of  what  they  had  dooe,  aa4 
publicly  announced  (Mr.  Harrison  can  make  affidavit  to  the  £gkct)  that  they,  (the  S^Sh 
noles,)iiand  particularly  Vjfild  Cat,  did  this  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  Geaenl 
Cordona,  of  Coahuila,  and  that  he  could  not  sell  the  animals  again  to  their  proper 
owners  because  he  was  only  entitled  to  half;  the  other  half  was  to  be  delivered  to  ks 
excellency  the  governor.  No  steps,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  have  been  taken  t^ 
disprove  the  evidence  of  the  Indians,  and  the  boldness  of  the  act,  together  with  \ht 
cool  impudence  with  which  they  answered  any  inquiries  on  the  subject,  seem  to  indh 
cate  something  very  much  like  protection.  All  the  above,  I  believe,  can  be  readily 
proven.  I  do  not  think  the  Seminole  Indians  have  committed  depredations  since  tk 
above  affair. 

The  Lipans  are  reported  to  be  under  their  chiefs.  Coyote  and  Castro ;  said  to  nombef 
one  hundred  and  fifty  warriors.  They  seem  to  be  confined  to  no  particular  spot :  for 
some  time  past  they  have  been  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Fernando.  There  is  but  one  there 
now,  and  he  appears  to  be  used  as  a  courier,  to  look  up  and  carry  orders  to  thf  otheif, 
as  they  seem  to  be  under  the  command  and  are  well  Known  to  be  nnder  the  militarT 

Srotection  of  Colonel  Castefiado.    These  Indians  are  only  at  peace  with  the  State  <jf 
oahuila,  (which  embraces  the  opposite  town.) 

The  people  of  the  neighboring  State  of  Tamanlipas  raised  a  force  and  came  sgsioit 
these  Lipans,  but  Colonel  Castefiado  turned  out  with  a  a  much  larger  force  to  protect 
the  Indians,  and  the  Tamanlipans  had  to  retire.  One  hundred  Lipan  warrion  pre- 
sented themselves  to  Colonel  Castefiado  and  wished  to  be  led  against  their  enemiea. 
but  their  services  were  declined.  This  made  the  Indians  suspect  treachery,  and  ther 
withdrew  to  the  mountains,  and  it  is  reported  that  Castro  has  returned  to  his  old  por- 
tion near  Las  Moras.  I  do  not  know  upon  what  the  report  is  founded.  It  is  generaDy 
believed  that  the  Lipans  have  been  sent  for  to  aid  the  Seminoles  in  guarding  the  fron- 
tier from  filibusters,  and  the  interior  from  revolutionists.  I  could  hnd  no  particalir 
charge  against  the  Lipans  having  stolen  from  this  side  since  they  crossed,  bat  thej 
have  animals  in  their  possession  they  do  not  own,  and  some  of  which  are  reported  to 
have  Government  marks.

Colonei.:  I  authorized  and  directed  the  commanders  of  the  posts  on  this  rirer  to 
send  agents  into  Mexico,  to  learn  what  the  bands  of  Indians  are  doin^  there. 

Lieutenant  Holabird,  acting  assistant  quartermaster,  having  to  visit  the  opposite 
side  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  corn,  was  enabled  to  ascertain  on  the  spot,  and  fit» 
reliable  sources,  the  information  which  is  contained  in  his  report,  which  I  inclose. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  Indians  under  Wild  Cat  has  been  much  ovcrrstM 
and  the  intentions  of  his  band  misstated,  but  the  evil  comes  from  the  band  of  Lipu^ 
who  are  stationed  by  the  Indian  agent  on  the  Nueces.  I  also  inclose  a  report  of  Cap- 
tain Calhoun,  from  Fort  Chadbourne.  in  relation  to  the  Comanches,  brought  to  the 
neighborhood  of  that  post  through  tne  Indian  agent,  who  does  not  appear  to  be  vith 
them  or  to  have  any  one  to  watch  or  advise.  It  appears  to  me  that  everything  is  dow 
to  make  it  difficult  for  the  military  to  protect  the  frontier. 

I  am  on  m^  way  toward  the  Presidio  del  Norte  and  El  Paso,  with  the  view  of  «t»k" 
lishiug  the  site  of  Colonel  SeawelUs  post,  and  driving  off  the  Mescaleros  and  Ufus 
about  the  head  of  the  Limpia. 

I  take  with  me  an  escort  of  a  company  of  mounted  riflemen,  with  a  detachnest  m 
twelve  men  of  the  same  regiment,  having  a  prairie  howitzer,  under  Lienteosnt  v 
Maury,  the  whole  under  Captain  Walker,  regiment  of  mounted  rifles. 

From  what  I  see  of  the  prairie  carriage  and  howitzer,  I  am  cbnvinced  of  its  gwai 
utility  on  this  frontier,  and  would  respectfully  ask  that  ten  more  be  sent  to  tit 
ordnance  depot  at  San  Antonio. 

Seferring  to  the  diminished  number  of  the  troops  here,  I  mention  that,  at  Fori 
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Mclntoeh,  I  fonnd  Captain  Elliott's  company  of  mounted  riflemen  witb  fifteen  men  for 
duty  in  it,  and  bere  I  find  Captain  Caldwell's  company  of  the  First  Infantry  with  six 
men  for  duty.    After  the  lapse  of  a  year  he  will  have  not  one  man  remaining.    ^

Headquarters  DEPART>fENT  of  Texas, 
Camp  on  the  Piedraa  Pintae,  (eight  miles  west  of  Fort  Clark,)  August  20, 1854. 

Colonel  S.  Cooper,  Adjutant  (General  of  ihe  Army : 

1  arrived  here  yesterday  morning  on  my  way  to  examine  the  countrr  about  the 
Presidio  del  Norte,  the  head  of  the  Limpia,  and  to  the  neighborhood  of  El  Paso.  I  was 
Joined  in  the  evening  by  Captain  Walker's  company  of  mounted  riflemen,  which  I  take 
as  escort,  and  expect  to-morrow  a  train  from  San  Antonio  with  supplies,  and  will  con- 
tinue my  route  on  tbe  23d.  I  shall  probably  be  absent  until  the  beginning  of  Decem- 
ber, but  communications  addressed  to  me  at  Corpus  Christi  will  reach  me  by  express. 

The  Lipan  Indians  who  were  in  Mexico  along  tne  Rio  Grande  having  been  alarmed 
by  measures  taken  against  them,  they  have  come  over  on  this  side  and  are  now  en- 
camped near  Fort  Clark.  They  profess  friendship,  but  were  undoubtedly  engaged  In 
deprodations  across  the  river  from  Mexico.  They  now  fear  an  attack  from  the  Comau- 
ches,  of  whom  Captain  Calhoun's  letter  of  August  2  speaks,  dated  Fort  Chadbourne. 
I  have  taken  measures  to  have  troops  to  meet  this  expedition  when  it  comes  down. 

I  have  made  an  absolute  call  on  tne  governor  of  the  State  for  six  mounted  companies 
and  would  desire  that  five  hundred  rifles  and  equipments  and  as  many  of  Colt's  re- 
volvers be  sent  to  Lieutenant  McNutt's  ordnance  depot  at  San  Antonio,  and  that  two 
hundred  Sharp's  carbines,  with  Maynard's  primers,  be  also  sent,  furnished  with  two 
hundred  rounds  of  cartridges  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  primers  of  the  latest  manu- 
facture for  each  one. 

I  cannot  communicate  with  San  Antonio,  so  as  to  have  the  requisitiofi  made  by  the 
ordnance  officer  there  and  approved  by  me.  These  arms  will  bo  issued  only  in  case  of 
necessity. 

I  inclose  a  copy  of  the  answer  of  the  governor  of  the  State  to  my  communication  of 
the  29th  of  July.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  sickness  among  the  troops,  owing,  no  doubt, 
to  the  unusually  wet  weather  this  season,  and  it  will  continue  until  cold  weather. 
Many  sufier  from  the  Bcurv^',  for  want  of  lime-juice,  the  best  anti-scorbutic.

Copies  of  the  papers  will,  however,  he  sent  to  General  Smith,  and  his  atteatica 
callea  to  the  subject.

Generai^:  Your  communication  of  July  29,  inclosing  your  correspondence  with  tbe 
governor  of  Texas,  in  relation  to  calling  out  volunteers  for  the  defense  of  the  fronticn 
of  that  State,  has  been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  whom  I  am  now  instmcted 
to  state  that  you  appear  to  have  misconceived  the  instructions  of  June  19, 1854, ''  is 
which  you  were  autnorized,  should  the  exigencies  of  the  service  require  it  in  repdlini; 
Indian  incursions,  to  make  requisitions  upon  the  governor  of  Texas  for  auoh  nomber  of 
mounted  men  as  might,  from  time  to  time,  seem  necessary.'' 

No  authority  was  given  to  call  out  the  militia  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  indi- 
cated ;  this  was  expressly  limited  to  the  case  of  an  emergency  which  rendered  thai 
resort  necessary,  and  the  phrase  "  from  time  to  time,''  was  intended  for  snch  temporal; 
service  as  incursions  should  require.  No  power  exists,  without  special  legislatioD.  to 
call  forth  militia  for  such  objects  as  the  promotion  of  settlements  and  agriculture  or 
tor  a  term  as  long  as  that  proposed. 

The  Secretary  of  War  accordingly  directs  that  your  requisitions  upon  the  governor 
of  Texas  for  volunteer  troops  be  made  to  conform  to  these  views.

Sir:  I  have  received  from  (General  P.  F.  Smith  a  copy  of  his  letter  to  yon  dated  July 
29,  in  relation  to  calling  out  mititia  for  the  defense  of  the  inhabitants 'of  Texas  from 
Indian  aggressions. 

In  that  letter,  referring  to  the  authority  given  him  by  this  Department  to  call  npos 
you  for  troops,  he  says  that  if  the  only  evil  to  be  avoided  were  the  din^ct  injury  from 
Indian  incursions,  he  would  not  think  the  contingency  contemplated  had  arrired.  for 
so  many  of  the  reports  spread  by  the  papers  are,  to  his  knowledge,  fabrications,  that 
the  case  presentea  by  the  actual  fact  is  not  such  as  to  require  more  force  than  he  nov 
has :  but  that  there  are  other  evils,  the  greatest  of  whicb  is  the  sense  of  general  insecortl/ 
on  tne  frontier,  which  interrupts  industry  and  preveuts  an  increase  of  populatiou  ua 
the  border,  where  it  is  most  desirable  as  the  best  means  of  defense. 

He  than  proceeds  to  say  that  if,  in  your  opinion,  additional  troops  are  necessair, 
either  to  repel  actual  incursions  or  to  produce  a  feeling  of  security  in  the  border  BeU 
tlemente,  he  will  take  your  opinion  as  the  rule  for  his  action ;  and  he  accordingif 
makes  a  requisition,  subject  to  your  opinion  of  its  necessity,  for  six  companies  of 
mounted  men,  to  serve  for  twelve  months. 

Authority  to  coll  out  militia  is  given  by  law  only  in  cases  of  actual  hoatilitiea  or  of 
"imminent  danger,"  and  in  strict  pursuance  of  this  authority  General  Smith  was  di- 
rected to  call  upon  you  "  for  aid,  should  the  exigencies  of  the  occasion  require  it  in  reptl- 
ling  Indian  incursious."  To  produce  a  feeling  of  security  in  the  border  setUeoieots  h 
not,  within  the  coutemplation  of  law  or  the  Instructions  of  this  Department,  an  obje<cr 
for  which  the  militia  may  be  properly  called  out,  and  it  is  yianifest  that,  in  his  jodf- 
ment,  troops  were  not  needed  to  repel  Indian  incarsions.  As  he  only,  knowing  tbe  cou- 
dition  of  the  troops  under  his  command,  can  judge  of  the  necessity  of  re-enfiNeeme&ts. 
it  has  been  deemed  proper  to  apprise  him  that  the  Department  disapproves  the  con- 
ditional  requisition  which  he  made  for  troops  not  deemed  necessary  by  him  for  thfi 
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object  specified  in  the  instructions,  especially  as  the  tenu  proposed  *by  him  fi^reatly 
exceedea  that  limited'by  law. 

AlthoQgh,  under  the  views  above  stated,  troops  cannot  be  called  out  simply  to  give 
citizens  a  sense  of  security ,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  object  might  be  in  a  ereat  degree 
attained  were  it  generally  maae  known  in  the  advanced  settlements  that  General 
Smith  has  anthoritv  to  call  out  and  snpplv  such  force  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for 
their  protection,  whenever  required,  and  that  ^our  excellency  is  prepared  at  any  mo- 
ment to  furnish  it.

''  Painted  Camp,**  on  tke  lAmpia,  October  9, 1854. 
Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  25th  of  August,  conveying  the  disapprovsJ  of  the  Secretary  of  War  of  my  call  on 
the  governor  of  Texas  for  six  companies  for  a  year,  if  not  sooner  discharged,  and  direct- 
ing me  to  conform  to  the  views  expressed  in  your  letter  and  to  the  law,  which  I  will 
accordingly  endeavor  to  do  as  far  as  I  can  understand  them. 

The  Indians,  as  will  be  perceived  from  the  reports  sent  to  you  heretofore,  areconsatntly 
making  hostile  incursions,  if  that  can  be  called  an  incursion  which  is  made  by  Indians 
living  within  the  State  already.  The  reports  made  of  their  devastating  the  settlements, 
as  puolished  in  the  papers,  were,  many  of  them,  untrue ;  but  small  parties  formerly,  and 
larger  ones  since,  have  entered  within  the  line  of  posts  and  killed  men  and  earned  off 
cattle  and  horses,  and  attacked  traveling  parties  sometimes  successfully ;  though 
these  can  scarcely  be  said  to  have  happened  within  the  settlements,  yet  they  have  alarmed 
them,  and  induced  some  persons  to  abandon  them.  These  depredations  are  not  known 
till  jmrsuit  is  too  late,  if  the  Indians,  as  they  often  do,  immediately  retire ;  to  call  out  the 
militia  to  repel  such  incursions  as  they  happen  would  be  useless ;  troops  ready  prepared 
can  hardly  expect  to  overtake  them,  unless  they  accidentally  fall  on  their  trail,  or 
receive  instantaneous  notice  of  the  act  and  the  route  of  the  retreat ;  to  call  on  the 
governor  of  the  State  for  militia,  and  to  await  their  being  assembled  and  mustered  into 
service,  would  not  meet  the  emergency.  I  was  consequently  of  opinion  (on  which  I 
acted)  that,  when  a  hostile  disposition,  evinced  by  hostile  acts,  was  evident,  I  was 
authorized  to  call  upon  the  governor  to  furnish  men  to  be  prepared  to  meet  such  acts 
as  were  pretty  sure  to  follow  such  a  disposition.  I  thought  the  only  question  to  be  de- 
cided was  whether  the  regular  force  under  my  command  was  sufficient  to  repel  these 
incursions,  or  whether  mintia  were  necessary,  and  upon  your  information  that  no  re- 
cruits could  be  expected  I  framed  the  call  so  as  to  furnish  the  additional  force  at  a  time 
when  the  regular  troops  would  be  as  low  in  numbers  as  it  would  be  safe  to  permit 
them  to  be.  If,  when  the  returns  for  October  are  in,  you  will  observe  the  number  of 
recruits  necessary  to  fill  up  the  companies,  you  will  probably  allow  that  the  five  hun- 
dred militia  called  out  are  hardly  a  compensation  for  the  two  thousand  soldiers  defi- 
cient. 

When  I  speak  in  my  letter  to  the  governor  of  the  effect  the  existing  alarm  may  pro- 
duce on  the  settlements,  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  such  alarm  is  to  be  considered, 
even  if  entirelv  without  foundation,  but  that  if  some  actual  hostilities  have  produced 
an  alarm  which,  under  the  circumstances,  is  unreasonably  great,  yet  that  alarm  is  an 
evil  to  be  remedied  among  others  attending  the  Indians  incursions. 

Having  no  laws  to  refer  to,  I  was  under  the  impression  that  the  act  under  which 
-volunteers  were  received  into  service  in  1847  or  1848  for  a  year  was  not  limited  to  the 
war,  and  on  my  arrival  to  take  command  of  the  Department  of  Texas,  (then  the  8th,) 
I  found  companies  of  volunteers  in  service  for,  I  think,  a  longer  period  than  three 
months;  but  whether  I  am  correct  or  not  in  my  impressions,  I  have  here  no  means  of 
aBcertaiuing.  To  meet  all  circumstances,  for  you  informed  me  there  could  be  no  hope 
of  recruits,  I  asked  for  the  companies  for  a  year,  "  unless  sooner  discharged,''  thus 
reserving  the  right  to  dismiss  them  the  moment  they  were  no  longer  necessary. 

I  intended  to  employ  them  in  a  much  more  effectual  way  than  by  letting  them  'wait 
to  watch  small  parties  that  might  come  in,  which  was  to  organize  one  expedition  or 
more  against  the  tribes  that  were  oflbnding.  It  is  only  by  a  serious  chastisement, 
repeated  more  than  once,  that  these  predatory  expeditions  can  be  repressed  effectually, 
l>ut  as  long  as  the  tribes  that  furnish  the  marauders  are  j^rotected  by  the  Indian  agents 
and  kept  near  the  firontiers,  no  effectual  lessons  can  be  given  to  them. 
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As  many  hostile  acts  and  incnrsions  have  been  committed  since  my  letter  calling  on 
the  governor,  and  as  the  number  of  regular  troops  is  diminishing  daily,  wUhoat  aaj 
prospect  of  recruits  as  yet,  I  will  renew  the  call  on  the  governor  for  the  six  eompani«6 
for  "three  months,  unless  sooner  discharged/'  and  employ  them  at  once,  pmit  agains 
the  Indians  in  this  neighborhood  and  part  against  the  Comanohes,  and  will  discharge 
them  as  soon  as  their  services  are  no  longer  necessary. 

If  I  misconstrue  the  instructions  you  have  transmitted  and  the  intentiona  of  tht 
Secretary,  I  will  be  glad  to  learn  at  once  in  what  particulars  and  how  I  shall  corree: 
my  action.  My  sincere  wish  is  to  carry  out  exactly  and  effectually  the  views  of  ^ 
Department  in  all  points.

The  view  last  taken,  that  is,  to  employ  such  additional  force  as  may  be  necessarv  ti> 
repel  incursion  and  to  pursue  and  punish  hostile  Indians  by  making  s  eampai^ 
sufficiently  protracted  for  the  purpose,  is  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  I>epaz^ 
ment. 

Exception  was  taken  to  the  former  call  because  it  exceeded  the  power  of  the  Exero- 
tive  of  the  United  States,  and  because  it  was  to  provide  garrisons,  looking  forward  to 
a  campaign  at  a  remote  period,  before  which  it  might  oe  possible  to  famish  i«cram 

and  make  the  regular  force  equal  to  the  wants  of  the  service.

Camp  on  San  Pedro  Biter,  Oetoher  30,  1854. 

Colonel  :  On  the  ^3d  of  this  month  I  dispatched  an  express  from  the  ''  P&int«d 
Camp"  on  the  Limpia,  after  my  return  from  the  Presidio  del  Norte,  with  several  com- 
munications to  you,  one  of  which  gave  my  reasons  for  recommending  that  do  poet  be 
established  at  the  Presidio  and  that  the  companies  of  the  Eighth  Infantry  now  ob 
the  Limpia  be  continued  there.  I  have  placed  them  in  a  position  which,  as  fiir  as  I 
am  able  to  Judge  from  the  time  I  have  spent  there,  is  the  most  healthy  and  pleaaant  in 
Texas,  having  most  excellent  water,  good  grass,  and  plenty  of  fuel,  at  an  elevatioa 
above  the  sea  of  about  4,700  feet,  and  being  on  one  of  the  most  important  xttads  in  the 
department  and  in  the  midst  of  Indian  tribes  that  are  daily  committing  oatrai^es  <») 
travelers.  This  express,  the  day  after  it  left  my  camp,  was  attacked,  at  first  by  sis- 
teen  Indians,  wbo  were  soon  joined  by  fifteen  or  twenty  more,  and  the  men  wen 
obliged  to  abandon  their  mules  and  baggage  to  be  able  to  use  their  arms.  Finally  the 
Indians,  seeming  to  value  their  mules  more  than  anything  else,  pursued  them,  and 
the  two  men  succeeded  in  making  their  escape,  and  returned  towiurd  the  Limpia  on 
foot.  On  the  24th  I  began  my  march,  and  met  the  men.  I  sent  Captain  Walker 
with  thirty  men  to  seek  the  trail  of  the  Indians,  but  it  was  in  a  rocky  place  and  he  did 
not  succeed  in  finding  it. 

Unfortunately  in  the  same  bag  with  the  letters  directed  to  Washington  were  the 
copies  sent  to  my  office  in  Corpus  Christi,  so  that  I  have  no  record  of  wtAt  was  sent. 

I  have  been  obliged  to-day  to  make  a  long  march,  for  want  of  water  on  the  road,  and 
cannot  have  time  before  the  express  must  leave  to  write  again  what  has  been  lost: 
and  as  I'sm  going  direct  to  Corpus  Christi,  I  shall  be  there  soon  after  any  messenger  I 
can  send,  and  I  will  then  present  m^  views  on  the  subject  a>ffain.  In  the  mean  time  I 
have  established  Colonel  Seawell  with  his  six  companies  there,  (numbering  less  than 
two  hundred  men,)  and  have  taken  the  liberty  of  naming  it  without  reference  to  the 
Department,  and  I  have  called  it  Fort  Davis.  Among  the  papers  lost  was  a  report 
from  Captain  Arthur,  First  Infantry,  in  command  of  a  temporary  post  on  Oak  Creek, 
giving  an  account  of  the  Indians,  twenty-eight  in  number,  runnmg  o£P  iXL  his  animaU 
pasturing  near  the  post,  and  of  a  pursuit  by  men  on  fiiot,  in  which  Lientenaot  Woods 
and  Sergeant  Michael  Roke  and  a  private,  whose  name  will  be  found  in  the  captain's 
report,  sent  by  him  to  Corpus  Christi,  succeeded  in  overtaking  the  Indians,  who  were 
mounted,  and  they  themselves  being  on  foot,  and  killing  two  of  them,  and  I  had  in 
my  dispatch  recommended  Lieutenant  Woods  and  the  sergeant  and  private  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department. 
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Captain  Arthur*s  post  on  Oak  Creek  and  Captain  Grau«?or'8  on  this  stream  are  now 
both  abandoned  for  the  winter.

Sir  :  In  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  11th  instant,  **  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  be  required  to  lay  before  the  Senate  such  information  as  may  be  in  his 
Department  in  reference  to  such  troops  of  the  State  of  Texas  as  may  now  be,  or  here- 
tofore have  been,  in  service  in  that  State,  and  who  have  not  been  paid  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  together  with  estimates  of  the  amount  necessary  to  pay 
said  troops,''  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  only  troops  which  are  believed  to  come 
within  the  terms  of  the  resolution  are  the  six  companies  of  mounted  volunteers  called 
out  by  Migor  General  P.  F.  Smith,  commanding  the  Department  of  Texas,  and  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  at  Austin,  Texas,  on  the  1st  of  November  last,  to 
serve  for  six  months.  The  muster-rolls  of  these  companies  not  having  yet  been  re- 
ceived at  the  Department,  no  exact  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  them  can 
now  be  made.  The  one  made  by  the  Paymaster  General,  and  submitted  herewith,.is 
conjectural,  but  the  amount  of  it,  $137,755.38,  if  appropriated,  will  probably  be  sufficient 
for  the  purpose.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant, 
inclosing  a  certificate  of  the  comptroller  of  the  State  of  Texas,  showing  amounts 
which  have  been  appropriated  by  the  State  for  the  payment  of  the  three  companies  of 
volunteers  called  out  by  its  executive  in  the  summer  of  1852,  and  requesting  that  the 
simount  necessary  to  re-imburse  the  State  ($39,301.92)  may  be  asked  of  Congress  by  this 
Department. 

In  reply  I  have  to  inform  you  that  when  these  companies  were  called  out  by  the 

governor  of  Texas  he  advised  this  Department  of  the  fact,  and  asked  that  they  might 
e  received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States.    This,  for  the  reasons  given  by  the 
Secretary  of  War*  in  his  reply  to  the  governor,  was  not  granted. 

For  the  reason,  therefore,  tliat  these  companies  have  not  been  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  I  cannot  comply  with  your  request  that  I  should  ask  an  appropriation 
of  Congress  to  re-imburse  the  State  of  Texas  the  amount  paid  them.  The  decision  of 
my  preidecessor  controls  my  action  in  the  case. 

The  resolution  of  the'  Senate  relative  to  the  volunteer  companies  of  Texas  at  present 
in  service,  to  which  yon  refer,  has  been  receiVed  and  answered  by  the  Department.

Yonr  letter  of  the  3l8t  of  JaDiiary,  iuclosiiig  the  extract  from  a  report  of  Maj^r 
Neighbours,  Indian  agent,  was  duly  received,  and,  in  conformity  with  your  directioDN 
the  volunteers  were  immediately  recalled  from  the  quarter  toward  which  they  had 
been  dirccte4l ;  and  as  the  object  of  employing  them,  to  wit,  carrying  a  war  into  tbr 
homes  of  the  Indians  who  bad  been  making  hostile  incursions  into  the  interior  of 
Texas,  could  not  be  carried  out,  they  were  ordered  to  be  discharged.  I  mast,  howevtr 
call  your  attention  to  the  incorrectness  of  Major  Ncighbonrs's  report. 

His  communication  is  dated  at  San  Antonio  on  the  8th  of  January.  On  that  day  tie 
volunteers  had  not  yet  arrived  at  Fort  Chadbourne,  a  long  ways  this  side  of  the  positio?! 
he  assigned  to  them,  and  the  command  from  Fort  Chadbourne  had  not  left  it  when  you 
wrote,  inclosing  his  report.  Yet  he  alleges  their  presence  on  the  upper  waters  of  tij«' 
Clear  Fork  as  causing  a  disturbance  among  the  Indians  with  whom  be  was  treatiog. 
The  band  which  attacked  the  train  near  Fort  E well —that  which  was  attacked  It 
Captain  Van  Buren  and  which  killed  him — were  detachments  from  thes<5  tribes  that 
were  then  about  Fort  Chadbourne  endeavoring  to  excite  the  other  tribes  to  join  them  in 
hostilities.  The  reports  of  Captain  Calhoun  last  summer  show  this  fully.  If  th*-;. 
have  joined  themselves  for  protection  to  any  baud  more  peaceful,  and  under  the  control 
of  the  Indian  agents,  the  latter  should  have  taken  measures  to  have  the  ofl'enders  giv<3 
up.  Major  Neighbours  cannot  say  that  subsequent  hostilities  have  been  caused  by  tbr 
presence  of  the  troops,  for  on  the  1st  of  February  Captain  Calhoun's  two  companies  of 
dragoons  loft  Fort  Ch:ulbourne,  and  the  voluuteei's  had  not  been  mustered  into  service 
at  Austin  and  San  Antonio  until  from  the  1st  to  the  20th  of  December.  Yet,  by  are- 
port  from  Lieutenant  Givens,  Second  I)ragi>ons,  stationed  at  Fort  Belknap,  dated  the 
bth  of  November,  it  appears  that  a  party  of  these  same  Indians  had  committed  depre- 
dations on  the  settlement  between  the  fort  and  the  reservation,  and  he  hail  followed 
and  detected  the  guilty,  but  i'ov  certain  reasons  had  not  arrested  them.  On  the  10th  ol 
January  Major  Stcen  reports  that  he  had,  on  the  complaint  of  one  of  the  settlers,  ^d-^ 
to  Seinico's  camp  after  niule.s,  stolen  some  time  before  from  tlie  settler;  that  on  his  way 
back  Ketumsey,  anotlier  chief,  had  overtaken  him,  with  news  that  a  German  named 
Lindecker,  living  near  Fort  Chadbourne,  had  scut  word  to  them  that  an  expedition 
was  to  march  against  the  Southern  Comanches,  and  that  thereupon  Senac4>  and  Baffaln 
Hump  had  fled  with  their  bands  to  join  the  Northern  Comanches.  Now,  Major  Steen.* 
report  is  dated  the  8th  of  January,  and  the  occurrences  must  have  happened  some  daj^ 
before,  while  the  tirstof  the  volunteers  did  not  arrive  at  Fort  Chadbourne  until  the 
10th  of  of  January.  Now,  the  fact  is  that  this  same  party  of  Senaco  and  Bnffalo  Hnmp 
have  sent  detachments  down  into  the  settlements  near  Fredericksburgh,  where  they  arf 
repoi-ted  to  bo  killing  cattle  and  men.  I  have  ordered  Colonel  May  to  send  a  detach- 
ment to  drive  them  out,  and  Captain  Calhoun  will  on  his  return  detach  dragoons  o'j 
the  same  dnty. 

The  Lipans,  under  the  protection  of  Mjijor  Howard,  are  following  the  same  plan.  A:- 
incursion  was  made  a  few  days  since  across  from  Mexico,  near  Fort  Duncan,  amU 
young  man  killed  who  was  in  search  of  cattle.  In  defending  himself  ho  killed  an  In- 
dian, whose  body  was  not  carried  off;  and  when  Captain  Walker's  coni]iany  of  riflts 
which  was  sent  in  ])ursuit,  came  to  the  ground,  some  of  the  men  recognized  the  botL 
as  that  of  the  Lipan  Indian  who  had  started  with  Captain  King,  First  Infantry,  in  par 
suit  of  Comanches,  and  had  been  turned  over  by  him  to  Captain  Van  Buren,  and  accom- 
panied the  latter  in  the  pursuit  that  ended  in  his  death. 

The  Indiiin  agents  may  be  able  to  watch  and  control  the  tribes  under  their  chanr' 
while  they  reside  in  San  Antonio  and  the  Indians  are  on  the  frontier,  but  they  canno: 
even  know  correctly*  the  movements  of  the  troops  or  the  facts  that  transpire  at  such  a 
distance  from  them;  and  I  will  assort  that  all  the  Indian  depredations  committtn^ 
within  two  years  are  to  be  attributed  to  placing  the  Indians  too  near  the  frontier  with- 
out agents  actually  with  them  to  control  their  actions,  and  that,  far  from  the  Indian 
agents  having  the  right  to  complain  that  their  measures  for  paciflcating  the  Indian^ 
are  obstructed  by  the  action  of  the  milit£g*y,  the  latter  have  the  right  to  complain  tbaf 
all  their  effoits  to  protect  the  frontier  from  Indian  depredation  are  rendcrecl  nugaton 
by  the  plans  adopted  by  the  Indian  agents. 

Since  my  return  from  El  Paso  I  have  been  preparing  a  full  history  of  all  the  cvont> 
of  fhe  summer  and  fall,  and  the  clerks  iii  the  office  have  been  employed  in  makioj: 
copies  of  all  the  papers  connected  with  it ;  but  the  current  business  is  such  aa  to  oi>ctip,^ 
their  time  fully,  and  it  will  be  some  days  yet  before  all  the  papers  will  be  ready 

If  the  riflemen  and  dragoons  were  filled  np  with  recruits  and  horses,  I  can*  fores^^ 
no  contingency  that  would  require  the  employment  of  militia,  but  you  are  aware  that 
when  troops  have  charge  of  posts  a  certain  number  of  men  are  necessary  (whatever  be 
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he  strength  of  a  company)  to  reiuain  at  the  post,  ami  only  the  surplus  are  disposable, 
hough  I  have  laid  it  down  as  a  rule  that  the  posts  are  to  be  considered  as  subordinate 
0  service  in  the  field,  and,  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  abandon  one,  the  post  is  to  be 
i*ft  to  itself.  I  mnst  say  here,  however,  in  justice  to  the  whole  command,  that  no  meu 
ould  have  better  done  their  duty  or  conducted  themselves  in  a  better  manner,  under 
ill  circumstances,  than  the  troops  of  all  arms  have  done — dragoons,  riflemen,  artillery, 
md  infantry— in  a  climate  as  severe  and  as  unhealthy  as  any  can  be,  and  when  there 
s  not  a  single  building  at  any  of  the  posts  that  is  really  fit  for  quarters  for  officers  or 
nen,  and  hardly  a  stable  for  horses,  I  cannot  too  forcibly  express  my  siitisfaction  with 
hfir  go(xl  conduct  on  all  occivsions.

('ou)N1':l:  I  liave  report  from  Major  Simouson,  R.  M.  Riflemen,  commanding 
the  expedition  beyond  Fort  Davis,  up  to  the  15th  of  February.  He  was  thoroughly 
■souring  the  mountainous  district  north  of  the  El  Paso  Road,  aud  Jietween  Fort  Davis 
aod  the  Rio  Grande.  The  Indians  had  left,  he  thinks,  and  gone  northward,  having 
received  intelligence  of  the  expedition.  This  is  very  probable,  for  I  have  already  in- 
formed the  Department  that  a  party  of  Lipans,  from  the  band  established  on  the 
Nueces,  near  Fort  Inge,  by  the  Indian  agent,  had  joined  the  Mescaleros,  and  kept  up 
A  regular  communication  with  their  friends  near  Fort  Inge,  by  which  they  learned  the 
"treuRth  and  object  of  every  party  that  passed  that  point  on  the  road  to  El  Paso. 

>!ajor  Simonson  has  been  as  far  north  as  Captain  Marcy's  road,  and  met  Major  Long- 
•^treet.  Eighth  Infantry,  with  a  command  out  from  El  Paso,  in  the  Guadelupe  Mountains. 

The  explorations  of  Major  Simonson  and  of  Colonel  Seawell  near  Fort  Davis  have 
IijmI  vrry  valuable  results,  the  former  having  discovered  running  streams  of  good 
water  that  may  serve  for  temporary  camps  in  the  future  and  possibly  give  a  better 
route  for  the  El  Paso  Road ;  and  the  latter  has  found,  by  an  examination  made  by 
Urevct  Lieutenant  Colonel  Bomford,  Eighth  Infantry,  fine  pine  timber  within  eleven 
n\\\^  of  liin  post,  and  accessible  by  a  wagon-road. 

The  company  of  Texjw  volunteers  under  Captain  Henry,  part  of  which  had  broken 
"{"•ii  the  post-office  at  D'Harris,  and  pillaged  the  town,  (some  of  them  were  afterward 
'li^eharged  for  misconduct  on  the  march  toward  Fort  Davis,  and  of  which  the  lieutenant, 
fackson,  was  under  arrest,)  was  ordered  to  be  discharged  ;  and  I  have  now  charges  on 
liaiid  against  the  captain  for  misconduct  while  drunk.  The  other  two  companies  with 
^lajor  Simonson  appear  to  have  been  usefully  employed ;  but  on  the  receipt  of  your 
''•tter,  iuelosingMjyor  Neighlwurs's  remonstrance  against  the  prosecution  of  expeditions 
'Caiiiht  the  Indians,  they,  ns  well  as  the  companies  witli  Captain  Calhoun,  were* 
"HhT('«l  to  h(*  discharged.  Hut  I  trust  that  I  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  the  move- 
iM««nts  ugainst  tlie  Mescaleros  and  Apaches,  so  as  at  least  to  keep  them  out  of  reach 
"f  the  roads  to  El  Paso  and  Dona  Anna,  whieli  I  can  do  if  the  companies  now  !iere  are 
'•lliil  np  with  recruits  and  horses. 

On  the  subject  of  recruits,  I  would  urge  that  they  be  sent  oht,  if  practicable,  .to 
.«rrivt»  here  on  the  1st  of  December.  When  they  come  in  the  spring  or  summer  they 
^ittTor  from  the  fevers  and  dysenteries  of  the  climate  and  country,  and  embarrass  the 
'ominaud  rather  than  aid  it.  I  am  aware  that  this  has  not  been  jiossible  lately,  for 
t  iM  only  ftiuce  August  last  that  recruits  could  be  procurred. 

My  own  regiment  has  been  very  nnfortunate  in  this  matter.  It  was  at  first  filled  up  in 
'"•<<'»  with  as  good  men  as  ever  enlisted.    These  served  during  the  war;  but  on  their 
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return  in  1848  they  collected  a  purse  of  seven  or  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  emploT.J 
one  of  the  agents  about  Washington  to  have  a  law  passed  discharging  them,  all  cr 
which  he  had  done.  They  were  entirely  recruited  anew,  but  with  inferior  men.  ur 
marched  across  the  plains  in  1849  to  Oregon.  In  1851  the  men  were  all  transferr«d  u 
the  dragoons  in  the  Pacific  division,  and  the  regiment  recruited  the  third  time  in  «i 
years  and  stationed  here.  They  have  now  had  no  recruits  for  over  two  year*,  Atii 
flome  of  the  companies  have  not  over  twenty  men.  When  filled  up  a  large  majont;. 
will  be  recruits,  and  another  evil  follow :  that  so  many  will  have  their  diachargts  dcr 
at  the  same  time  that  a  large  leaven  of  raw  men  will  come  into  each  company  at  o^>y 

I  delay  making  any  plans  for  the  summer  until  I  know  the  pnrposea  of  the  Dt'pai^ 
ment  since  the  increase  of  the  Army  authorized ;  but  will  keep  everything  as  Clr  ]k> 
possible  in  the  most  perfect  state  of  efficiency  for  any  design  that  may,  under  tlie  nev 
circumstances,  be  determined  on.  It  is  said  at  Brownsville  that  General  La  Vega  aa^ 
most  of  the  troops  in  Tamaulipas  are  going  south  to  aid  Santa  Anna  against  the  rt«» 
lution.

Colonel  :  I  have,  generally,  before  the  end  of  March  determined  on  the  plan  of  <>p> 
erations  for  the  troops  until  called  in  late  in  the  fall,  but  this  j-ear  have  postponoc 
putting  the  troops  iu  motion  and,  indeed,  deciding  how  to  employ  them,  as  I  kiic« 
plans  for  augmenting  the  military  force  were  before  Congress ;  and  the  result  u  knovq 
to  wit,  an  increase  of  four  regiments.  The  determination  of  the  boandary-hne  aodcf 
the  Gsidsden  treaty  may  render  more  troops  necessary  on  that  line,  and  it  strock  wt 
as  likely  that  the  department  of  Mexico  would  be  re-enforced  by  the  six  companiMt> 
the  eighth  infantry  now  at  Fort  Davis  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  SeawelL  If  it  «<^ 
to  be  so — and  Colonel  Seawell  informed  me  that  he  had  heard  that  change  wis  <l 
termined  on — I  would  place  the  First  Infantry  there,  and  at  Oak  Creek,  and  the  S»'. 
Pedro,  or  at  the  Great  Comanche  crossing,  and  stretch  the  Fifth  along  the  Rio  Graoor 
to  cover  the  places  vacated  by  the  movement  of  the  First ;  and  if  the  rifles  are  filW 
with  recrnits,  General  Smith  suggests,  in  a  previous  letter,  that  recruits  for  Tfi» 
should  not  be  sent  before  the  autumn,  to  avoid  diseases  incident  to  that  climate  i^ 
summer.  The  country  is  now  so  well  known  that  no  additional  force  will  he  wsDtie: 
on  the  Rio  Grande.  But  if  any  such  movement  is  postponed,  the  companies  and  tm» 
will  be  scattered  and  much  time  and  labor  lost  in  assembling  them  for  the  moveiorLt 

Indeed,  whatever  changes  are  contemplated,  cither  in  consequence  of  the  inctvAst  < : 
the  Army  or  from  new  plans  determined  on  by  the  War  Department,  they  can  be  yj^'- 
vided  for  now  before  the  troops  are  put  iu  the  field  with  much  more  econoroj-  ttia 
afterward. 

It  seemed  probable  that  some  changes  actually  determined  on  would  not  aud  coiV. 
not  be  carried  into  efiect  until  the  additional  regiments  are  prepared  to  take  thrJ 
share  in  them ;  but  if  the  Department  sees  fit  to  advise  me  of  such  of  iU  int<MitHic« 
as  are  settled  on,  I  can  modify  my  own  plans  so  as  to  aid  rather  than  cmbarraM  tb' 
movements  to  be  made  when  the  new  troops  are  ready. 

The  grass  is  now  coming  forward  well  and  the  roads  are  in  good  order,  the  tn:c« 
within  reach,  and  the  troops  concentrated  at  their  posts  and  relit  te<l  in  cloth  Id;  ^^ 
equipments,  and,  without  offering  any  suggestion  as  to  what  should  l>e  done,  u  I  ^ 
not  know  the  plans  of  the  Department,  I  am  sure  I  can  carry  them  out  more  eil'ectoili? 
now  than  at  any  later  period,  whether  they  relate  to  immediate  action  or  to  i»rf |uf> 
tlons  for  the  future.

Hon.  Jefferson  Davis,  Se<:rctary  of  War,  War  Department,  Waahingtonj  D,  C.  ; 

We,  the  undersifjned,  citizens  of  Gillespie  County,  State  of  Texas,  beg  to  lay  before 
the  Secretary  of  War  the  following  statement  of  facts,  and  hope  he  will  give  it  his 
earliest  attention  ; 

Oil  the  7th  of  Febiuary  last,  a  party  of  Indians  came  down  from  the  direction  of 
Fort  Terrett  into  the  valley  of  Threadgale  Creek,  where  petitioners  have  stock-farms, 
and  killed  with  spears  and  arrows  thirty  head  of  fat  beef-cattle.  They  made  a  second 
nttack  on  our  farms  on  the  30th  of  last  month,  and  killed  two  head  of  beef-cattle 
and  four  hogs  and  drove  off  between  one  hundred  and  tifty  and  two  hundred  head  of 
very  valuable  cattle,  all  these  belonging  to  petitioners. 

We  beg  further  to  state  that,  while  the  post  at  Fort  Terrett  was  garrisoned  with 
Ttiited  States  troops,  we  never  had  any  Indians  come  into  this  valley,  and  felt  quite 
secure  in  our  lives  and  property ;  but,  since  that  post  has  been  abandoned,  we  have 
lost  nearly  all  our  stock,  besides  many  valuable  horses  and  mules. 

We  beg,  at  the  same  time,  to  acquaint  the  Secretary  of  War  that  our  stock-farms 
are  situated  about  one]  and  a  half  miles  from  the  road  leading  from  Fredericksburgh 
to  Fort  Terrett,  being  distant  twenty-five  miles  west  from  the  former  town,  and  we 
are  now  compelled  to  abandon  these  farms  to  save  our  lives,  and  have  brought  the  re- 
mainder of  our  stock  close  to  this  town  for  more  protection.  Petitioners  hope  that  the 
houorable  Secretary  of  War  will  take  the  above  circumstances  into  consideration,  and, 
if  he  has  any  troops  at  present  at  his  disposal,  that  he  will  afford  us  the  necessary 
inilitarv  protection  we  so  much  need  on  this  exposed  frontier.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  recoiptofyonrrefereree  tome, dat^ 
May  17,  of  the  letter  of  J.  E.  Doss,  William  G.  Thomas,  and  Charles  A.  Campbell.  (Ut^ 
April  9,  complaining  of  Indian  depredations  on  the  7th  of  February  and  30th  of  Murl 
last. 

When  Senaco's  band  of  Comanehes  were  notified  by  the  Texan  settlci^  near  F«*^ 
Chadbourne  that  they  were  to  be  attacked,  a  part  of  them  made  an  iuciiraion  toward  th» 
wettlement,  and  killed  and  drove  off  some  cattle  between  the  Colorado.  Brevet  Hiy. 
Merrill,  Second  Dragoons,  was  detached  by  M^jor  Stecn  from  Fort  BeUmap  with  * 
strong  party,  who  scoured  the  country  near  and  beyond  Fredericksbnrgh,  and  BrpT^* 
Colonel  May  detached  Lieutenant  Norris,  Second  Dragoons,  with  half  of  the  stirnr^ 
at  Fort  McKavitt,  who  searched  the  country  more  to  the  westward.  They  foimd  t!.' 
Indians — in  all  about  twenty-three — had  retired,  and  a  few  days  since,  thewbok 
frontier  being  undisturbed,  the  last  of  the  detachments  returned  to  it8  poet.  Tkeob}^; 
of  the  writers  of  the  letter  referred  to  seems  to  be  rather  to  have  troops  again  statioor.; 
at  Fort  Terrett  than  that  any  should  be  kept  in  motion  through  the  country.  It  m 
donbtedly  is  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  those  persons  who  koep  small  stores  that  tbr; 
should  be  near  a  post  to  which  trains  are  frequently  going,  as  the  traffic  with  t^m 
sters  is  very  profitable ;  but,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  troops  moving  o\r 
the  country  are  more  effective  in  keeping  out  Indians  than  those  f$xe<l  at  apOKt,  ai-: 
they  are  always  ready  for  that  duty,  and  prompt  in  performing  it ;  and,  unless  I  ai 
otherwise  directed,  I  will  continue  to  employ  in  that  way.  The  repetition  of  stories-' 
depredations  committed  in  the  beginning  of  the  winter,*  published  in  x>aper9  somed.^ 
tance  off'  and  copied  again  as  now  outrages,  has  multiplied,  apparently,  the  uninber  • - 
incursions  and  amount  of  losses.  There  were  many  cattle  kille<l  for  fowl,  and  fcv* 
cattle  and  horses  driven  off,  by  Senaco*s  band  in  their  sweep  through  the  conntrr. U'. 
the  Indians  have  been  for  some  time  retired,  and  the  agent.  Major  Neighbonrs.  ba». . 
believe,  opened  a  communication  with  those  who  wei*e  hostile,  which  I  hope  wil!  ♦•: 
in  pacifying  them.

River,  by  Indians,  and  also  of  thefts  committed  by  them  in  the  same  vicinity.  M: 
Jones  is  an  old  citizen  of  the  State,  and  as  highly  respected  as  any  man  wehftyeaiw. 
us.  His  statement  concerning  this  transaction  I  consider  entitleid  to  full  credit  TL:* 
murder  was  committed  in  a  section  of  the  State  where  no  United  States  troops  are  stJ 
tioned,  and  where  depredations  are  frequently  committed  by  the  Indians  donnt  it 
last  eighteen  months,  who  have  in  every  instance  escaped  punishment.  This  ba*  rr. 
boldened  them  to  renew  their  visits.  I  am  assured  that  there  is  such  excitement  pf* 
vailing  in  that  neighborhood  that  if  the  Indians  shall  again  visit  there  the  eitur-' 
will  arm  and  turn  out  and  make  war  upon  any  tribes  that  they  may  meet.    J?"''^  * 
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occurrence  may  hrinrr  on  a  general  war  with  all  the  tribes  upon  our  frontier,  and,  I 
fear,  can  only  be  avoided  by  stationing  a  company  of  mounted  men  to  ri^nge  the  coun- 
try from  that  settlement  to  the  nearest  post  above.  A  knowledge  by  the  Indians  that 
such  a  force  is  in  the  vicinity  will  undoubtedly  prevent  them  again  from  appearing 
there.  I  therefore  request  that  you  will,  if  possible,  send  a  company  of  mounted  men 
into  that  neighborhood  for  its  protection,  to  remain  there  as  long  as  the  public  service 
^w^ill  permit.

Sir:  From  reliable  representations  made  to  me  by  citizens  residing  on  the  Guada- 
lupe River  and  its  tributaries  in  Comal  and  Bexar  Ctmnties,  and  on  the  upper  Blanco, 
I  am  well  satisfied  that  a  mounted  force  is  necessary  to  protect  those  settlements  from 
the  thefts  and  murdera  to  which  they  are  constantly  subjected  by  marauding  bands  of 
Indians,  and  since  the  United  States  Government  has  failed  to  notice  those  depreda- 
tions or  to  furnish  any  force  for  the  protection  of  these  settlements,  I  have  thought 
proper  to  authorize  yon,  and  I  do  hereby  authorize  you,  to  raise  a  company  of  mounted 
men  to  serve  three  months,  unless  sooner  discharged.  The  company  must  not  exceed 
in  number  that  of  a  mounted  company  in*  the  ITnited  States  service,  which  is  com- 
posed of  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieutenant,  four  sergeants,  four 
<;oriK>rals,  one  farrier,  two  buglers,  and  seventy -four  privates.  Should  you  not  succeed 
in  raising  a  full  company  of  privates,  officers  can  be  elected  only  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  men.  There  are  no  means  at  the  disposition  of  the  executive  to  furnish 
this  company  ammnnition,  arms,  subsistence,  or  forage,  and  this  authority  is  given 
with  the  understanding  that  this  company  can  be  made  up  of  individuals  who  are  able 
and  willing  to  supply  themselves  with  all  these  articles,  and  rely  upon  the  justice  o  f 
the  legislature  to  re-imburse  them,  and  also  to  pay  thi-m  for  their  services  the  usual 
jimonnt  allowed  by  the  United  States  for  similar  service.  Should  you  succeed  in  rais- 
ing such  a  company,  or  a  part  of  a  company,  you  will  forthwith  return  to  this  office  a 
complete  muster-roll  thereof,  and  repair  immediately  to  such  point  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  above-named  settlements  as  will  enable  you  to  give  them  full  protection  against 
the  Indians.  It  is  expected  that  you  will  be  actively  engaged  in  ranging  in  their 
vicinity,  unless  it  may  become  necessary  to  pursue  any  marauding  parties  of  Indians 
that  may  be  found  in  the  neighborhooil,  in  which  case  you  are  authorized  to  follow 
them  up  and  chastise  them  wherever  tliej-  may  be  found.  I  rely  with  confidence  upon 
your  good  sense  and  prudence  to  avoid  attacking  any  Indians  or  tribes  who  are  peace- 
ably disiKised,  as  such  a  course  might  bring  on  a  general  Indian  war  with  all  the  tribes 
npo'^n  our  frontier,  which  would  be  very  disastrous  for  a  season  to  our  exposed  settle- 
ment. I  enjoin  you,  also,  particularly,  to  prevent  any  trespasses  being  committed  by 
those  under  your  command  upon  the  persons  or  property  of  citizens.  I  shall  commu- 
nicate what  I  have  done  to  the  general  in  command  of  this  department,  and  should  he 
desire  to  receive  you  into  the  United  States  service  for  a  like  time,  and  to  perform 
similar  duty,  I  shall  expect  you  to  be  ronstered  under  his  orders,  or  should  be  send 
other  mounted  troops  to  the  same  neighborhood  to  perform  the  service  for  which  you 
are  destined,  then  I  shall  feel  at  liberty  to  discharge  you  at  once.  You  will  keep  this 
office  frequently  and  regularly  advised  of  your  proceedings.

HkADQUAKTKRS  DEP.iIlTMEXT  OF  TEXAS, 

Corpus  Ckrislif  July  14,  1855. 
CoiX)NEL :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
your  office,  dotted  the  2Gth  of  June,  inclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  irom  the  Mexican  min- 
ister to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  in  relation  to  rumors  of  an  in- 
tended expedition  from  this  side  of  the  Rio  Grande  into  Mexico,  under  Caravajal  and 
other  leaders. 
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The  officers  of  the  Arniy  on  that  line  have  iiiBtrnctions  to  prevent  any  infraction  of 
the  law  of  1813,  and  where  the  information  they  received  or  the  proof  they  coold  obtain 
was  sufficient,  they  have  snccessfully  carried  out  their  instructions,  as  the  former  arrest 
of  Caravajal  and  his  associates  will  testify.  On  various  occasions  lately,  on  th^  rumor 
current  in  the  neighborhood,  various  detachments  of  troops  have  been  sent  to  scour 
the  neighborhood  and  break  up  any  such  expeditions,  but  they  have  never  succee<le<l 
in  finding  any,  for  these  are  not  organized  or  created  within  our  limits;  the  arrange- 
ments are  all  made  in  Mexico,  and  the  parties  singly  retire  to  this  side  to  remain  in 
security  until  they  are  ready  to  operate,  and  as  they  are  scattered  along  the  frontier 
among  the  inhabitants,  who  are,  originally  Mexicans,  it  is  impossible  to  distinguush 
them,  and  such  communication  as  they  have  with  each  other  is  private  and  cannot  Ix- 
detected. 

Since  the  lat«  occnpatiou  of  Monterey  by  the  insurgents,  Caravajal  and  a  numbei 
of  others  have  crossed  to  join  them,  but  as  no  information  was  given  of  the  intendeil 
movement,  and  it  was  made  without  any  appearance  of  hostile  intention  exhibited  oii 
our  side,  it  could  neither  be  detected  nor  prevented,  for  the  river  can  be  crossed  any- 
where. 

If  the  information  on  which  the  Mexican  consul  at  Brownsville  founds  his  report 
was  exact  and  sufficient,  it  would  have  enabled  Major  Porter  to  have  succeeded  in  ar- 
resting it.  It  was  because  it  was  merely  general  rumor,  without  particulars,  that  th* 
efforts  of  the  officers  were  not  successful. 

Unless  some  one  interested  in  suppressing  these  enterxirises,  and  at  the  same  time  ic 
the  secrets  of  the  offenders,  will  make  known  their  plans,  it  is  not  likely  that  any  car- 
Act  knowledge  of  them  will  reach  the  officers  who  are  on  the  look-out  to  prevent 
them,  especially  as  these  plans  are  now  confined  almost  entirely  to  persons  resident  ou 
the  Mexican  side,  and  it  is  far  more  difficult  to  trace  any  movement  from  the  similarity 
of  the  population  on  the  two  sides  of  the  river.  The  instructions  to  the  officers  arv 
full,  and  they  are  zealous  in  the  execution  of  them,  but  the  circumstances  I  mention 
are  more  sufficient  to  account  for  their  general  ill-success  than  are  those  which  prevent 
the  Mexican  authorities  from  keeping  the  Indians  they  have  by  treaty  with  then] 
located  on  the  Rio  Grande  from  El  Paso  to  Camargo  from  crossing  weekly  on  to  onr 
side  to  murder  and  rob  and  carry  back  their  booty  for  sale  in  sight  of  our  frontier.

Gentlemen  :  1  have  received  and  attentively  considered  the  application  signed  Ir 
you  and  a  large  number  of  other  citizens  of  your  county,  asking  me  to  call  out  another 
company  of  volunteers  for  the  protection  of  Bexar  and  Medina  Counties  against  tie 
depredations  of  the  Indians.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  truth  of  the  details  you  give  in 
regard  to  the  depredations  of  the  Indians  to  which  your  citizens  have  been  so  constantly 
subjected  for  the  past  year,  and  have  made  frequent  representations  on  the  subject  tt» 
the  commanding  general  of  the  department  and  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  ^ince  I 
authorized  Captain  Callahan  to  call  out  a  company  of  volunteers  for  the  protection  •»! 
the  settlements  on  the  Guadalupe  and  its  tributaries,  I  have  received  a  letter  from 
General  Smith,  dated  the  15th  instant,  in  which  he  says  he  will  send  a  party  of  monnt- 
ed  rirtemen  to  the  neighborhood  where  the  recent  depredations  were  co'mmitted  a** 
soon  as  the  command  ot  Major  Simonson  retnrns  from  the  duty  he  is  now  engageil  io. 
In  the  mean  time  I  will  direct  Captain  Callahan  to  station  a  part  of  his  company,  as 
soon  as  it  is  raised,  at  such  points  as  will  enable  them  to  give  protection  to  the  settl*^ 
ments  of  Bexar  and  Medina  Counties.  Should  these  not  prove  sufficient  to  give  secnri- 
ty  to  the  settlers,  I  will  not  hesitate  to  call  out  other  vohiutters.

Executive  OFFiCF,»Jti«/tw,  Texas j  July  25, 1855. 

Dear  Sir  :  Since  I  issued  antliority  to  you  to  raise  a  company  of  volunteers  for  tbo 
protection  of  the  citizens  residing  on  tbe  Guadalupe  Kiver  and  its  tributaries,  in  Comal 
and  Besar  Counties,  I  have  received  from  the  citizens  of  Bexar  County  a  memorial, 
asking  for  a  small  volunteer  force  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  settlements  in 
Bexar  and  Medina  Counties,  which  have  been  lately  harassed  by  the  depredations  of 
the  Indians. 

I  have  also  received  a  letter  from  General  Smith,  in  which  he  says  that  he  will  soon 
send  a  party  of  mounted  riHemon  to  the  neighborhood  where  the  recent  depredations 
have  been  committed.  This  information  has  induced  me  to  believe  that,  instead  of 
calling  for  additional  volunteers  besides  your  company,  it  will  be  better  for  the  pres- 
ent to  divide  your  company  and  send  a  portion  of  it  to  such  a  point  as  will  afford  pro- 
tection to  the  settlements  in  Medina  and  Bexar  Counties,  west  and  south  of  the  point 
where  it  was  first  intended  your  entire  company  should  be  stationed.  I  therefore  de- 
.sire  that  you  should  divide  your  company  and  station  one  portion  of  it  on  the  Guada- 
lupe where  the  recent  depredations  were  committed,  and  the  other  portion  at  such 
point  as  will  afford  protection  to  those  settlements  in  Medina  and  Bexar  Counties  that 
have  recently  been  visited  by  the  Indians.  Should  you  not  succeed  in  making  up  your 
company,  I  have  no  doubt  it  can  be  filled  up  readily  in  San  Antonio  and  Castroville, 
when  it  is  known  that  a  portion  of  the  company  is  to  be  employed  in  their  vicinity, 
and  this,  too,  I  presume,  will  facilitate  your  obtaining  the  necessary  supplies.  ^ 

Please  let  me  hear  of  your  movements  as  often  as  practicable.

Sir:  I  came  to  this  place  with  the  hope  of  meeting  and  having  a  consultation  with 
you  in  regard  to  the  depredations  recently  committed  in  this  county  by  the  Indians^ 
.supposing  that  you  were  still  here,  but  I  find  that  you  have  returned  to  Corpus  Christ i, 
and  are  not  expected  to  be  here  before  the  first  of  next  month. 

Major  Belger  has  shown  me  a  letter  that  he  has  written  to  you,  giving  an  account  of 
tho  murder  of  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McGee,  on  the  Cibolo,  some  fifteen  or  twenty 
miles  below  this  place.  The  facts,  as  stated  by  him,  are  confirmed  by  several  citizens, 
well  known  to  me,  who  reside  in  the  neighborhood  where  the  boy  was  killed.  The 
same  party  who  killed  this  boy  also  pursued  several  citizens  who  were  out  hunting 
cattle,  but  they  ma<le  their  escape.  They  also  stole  horses  from  several  other  farms  on 
the  Cibolo,  at  difterent  points  for  twenty  or  twenty-five  miles  above  Mr.  McGee's. 
Several  small  parties  have  been  in  pursuit  of  these  Indians — some  of  which  aro 
still  out — and,  I  trust,  will  come  up  with  them.  I  know  not  precisely  what  course 
to  recommend  to  stop  these  depredations,  but,  unless  something  is  done  speedily,  the 
Kettlements  on  the  streams  above  and  west  of  this  place  will  have  to  break  up.  llorses 
have  been  stolen,  within  the  last  month,  from  several  ranches  within  fifteen  or  twenty 
miles  of  this  town,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  every  instance  it  has  been  done  by 
Indians.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  one  or  two  companies  of  mounted  men  might  he 
stationed,  in  parties  of  thirty  or  forty,  at  different  places  near  the  settlements,  from 
the  head  of  the  Llano  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Frio,  and  perhaps  below  there  on 
the  Kneces,  so  far  as  to  intercept  these  small  parties  of  Indians  who  commit  these  out- 
rages. The  company  under  the  command  of  Captain  Callahan,  which  I  called  out  a 
few  weeks  since  and  stationed  near  the  head  of  the  Guadalupe  and  the  Blanco,  have 
put  a  stop  to  the  depredations  which  the  Indians  were  committing  in  those  neighbor- 
hoods for  two  or  three  months  previous.  My  situation,  in  regard  to  these  matters,  is  a 
very  embarrassing  one.  Our  citizens  are  entitled  to  protection  from  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, but,  not  receiving  it,  they  appeal  to  the  State  authorities.  There  is  grtat 
danger,  if  I  call  out  volunteers,  that  they  may,  in  their  zeal  to  punish  the  Indians,  do 
something  to  interfere  with  the  eftbrts  now  making  by  the  General  Government  to  settle 
Texas  tribes  at  the  reservations  on  the  Upper  Brazos.  I  think,  if  I  could  have  a  con- 
sultation with  you  on  this  subject,  some  plan  might  be  devised  to  give  protection  to- 
the  frontier  settlements  of  this  and  the  adjoining  counties,  and,  if  agreeable  to  you,  I 
will  meet  yon  at  this  place  when  you  i*eturn  here,  if  you  will  inform  me  what  time 
you  expect  to  return. 

In  case  you  do  not  expect  to  return  here  soon,  I  wish,  if  it  is  in  your  power  to  do  so,, 
that  you  would  send  a  company  or  two  of  mounted  men  immediately  to  range  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Frio  to  the  head  of  the  Llano.     This  will  give  confidence  to  the 
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settlcmeots  north  and  west  of  this,  and  keep  them  from  breaking  up,  and  reheve  mt 
from  the  necesnity  of  calling  out  additional  volunteers  to  jierform  that  service.   In  tbe 
meantime  I  will  delay  further  actiou,with  hop«  of  hearing  from  yoo  at  an  early  day.

Gexti.kmen:  Your  letter  of  the  Ist  instant,  giving  an  account  of  the  depredations  re- 
cently committed  in  this  vicinity  by  the  Indians,  and  inclosing  the  proceedings  of  a  pnbbc 
meeting  of  the  citizens  of  this  place,  was  received  at  Austin  on  the  3d  instant.  Sup- 
]K)6ing  that  General  Smith  was  still  at  this  place,  I  came  immediately  here  with  tb^ 
view  of  meeting  him  and  indncing  him  to  adopt  measures  to  prevent  a  recurrence  oi 
similar  ]>roceedings.  Not  finding  him  here  on  my  arrival,  I  wrote  to  him  vesterday  bj 
express,  detailing  the  recent  murders  and  thefts  committ-ed  by  the  Indians  in  tfai* 
county,  and  requested  him  to  furnish  a  sufficient  mounted  force  to  be  stationed  at  sii(V. 
^)oint8  as  will  hereafter  give  protection  against  further  attacks  of  the  kind. 

I  expect  to  get  a  reply  from  him  in  a  few  days,  and,  unless  he  give*  me  afisiirancf- 
that  such  a  force  will  be  soon  furnished,  I  shall  consider  it  to  be  my  duty  to  call  out  s 
company  of  volunteers  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  our  frontier  citizens  udI' 
the  legislature,  soon  to  assemble,  can  take  such  further  stepa  as  may  be  deemed  necT- 
sary  to  cft'ect  that  object.

Cou).NEi. :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  2l8t  of  August,  inclosing  documents  relative  to  alleged  projected  iucarsioos  int* 
Mexico.  The  rumors,  upon  which  complaints  are  made  by  the  Mexicau  minister,  i^ 
almost  without  foundation.  An  ad  venturer,  whose  proclamations  appear  in  the  Tex*< 
newspapei's — with  a  view  of  inducing  others  to  join  him — announces  that  he  is  abonT 
to  invade  the  neighboring  states  of  Mexico,  and  has  already  several  hundred  mei 
arrayed  in  this  enterprise,  and  some  partisans  of  his  assist  him  by  giving  currency  t*' 
the  same  talc.  Everj*  one  hero  knows  how  little  confidence  was  to  be  placed  in  it,  an-' 
it  was  n<»t  really  worth  noticing,  lest  it  might  be  raised  to  a  consequence  it  did  n** 
merit. 

Fiually.  he,  with  about  twenty  men  scattered  along  the  river,  crossed  where  ihet*. 
was  no  one  to  oppose,  and  offered  to  join  the  revolutionists,  but,  being  as  well  appreei 
ated  on  that  side  as  on  this,  their  services  were  refused,  and  they  were  advised  tocroe^ 
back  to  Texas.  They  were,  consequently  broken  up,  and  most  of  them  returned.  Thr 
are,  altogether,  of  so  little  consequence  that  it  would  be  hard  to  find  any  one  wb- 
could  testify  against  them  or  distinguish  them  from  the  ordinary  crowd  that  loiter 
about  froutier  towns. 

The  Li  pan  Indians,  who  are  located  in  Mexico,  near  our  border,  and  protectetl  by  tbr 
authorities  there,  cross  constantly,  in  small  parties,  and  steal  horses  and  mules.  Tbt 
country  being  flooded  by  late  rains,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  trail  them,  and  tb 
mounted  rillemen  who  have  attempted  it  have  not  been  successful,  for  that  reasoa. 
Many  of  the  citizens  who  have  lost  animals  have,  I  uuderetand,  associated  themselTe' 
togetht  r  to  follow  these  parties  from  their  crossings  of  the  Rio  Grande  to  want  tbc 
Lipau  tiiuip,  to  recover  their  animals.  It  is,  probably,  the  approach  of  these  parties  tt 
the  river  which  has  ^iven  some  confirmation  to  the  rumors  about  invasion,  but  the  per 
sons  engaged  in  this  pursuit  are  of  entirely  different  character  and  have  different 
objects  from  those  first  mentioned. 

If  the  tenth  part  of  the  labor  spent  by  our  soldiers  to  prevent  infractions  of  tht 
*'  neutrality  laws"  were  employed  in  Mexico  to  restrain  the  Indians,  even  this  last- 
mentioned  project  would  not  have  been  undertaken. 
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The  Mexicau  minister  may  be  assured  that  the  troops  bore  will  carry  out  earnestly 
the  intentions  and  instructions  of  their  Government.

Brazos  Agexcv,  Texas,  Se2}tember  1  ?,  1855. 

Sir  :  For  your  information  I  deem  it  proper  to  inclose  a  copy  of  a  supplemental 
treaty  to  the  treaty  of  1846,  concluded  between  Special  Agent  George  W.  Hill  aiul 
myself,  on  the  30th  of  August,  1855,  with  the  Indians  now  "  actually''  settled  on  the 
Indian  reservations  on  the  Main  and  Clear  Fork  of  the  Brazos.  That  agreement,  with 
a  statement  of  our  action,  has  been  submitted  to  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  India^i 
Affairs  for  his  approval,  and  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  po-operation  of  the  military  in 
carrying  out  the  present  policy.  I  would  respectfully  request,  if  not  inconsistent  with 
your  orders,  to  respect  and  enforce  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  between  the  agents 
and  the  Indians  and  afford  them  the  protection  promised. 

In  accordance  with  my  instructions  from  my  department  I  have  made  contracts  for 
the  erection  of  agency  buildings  and  for  preparing  farms  for  the  Comanche  Indians 
on  the  Clear  Fork  of  Brazos  (Comanche  agency)  and  shall  have  in  the  course  of  next 
week  some  hands  at  work  at  that  point.  As  I  have  already  found  myself  embarrassed 
by  bands  of  Northern  Comauches,  (who  are  not  settlerp,)  and  have  no  protection  against 
them,  should  they  choose  to  depredate,  and  I  shall  in  a  short  time  have  Government 
stores  exposed  to  their  attacks,  I  would  respectfully  request  you  to  furnish  me  with 
protection  at  that  point.  If  you  can  at  this  time  furnish  temporarily,  say  thirty  men, 
or  one  company,  if  they  can  be  spared  from  the  post,  it  would  afford  all  the  protection 
that  I  would  require.  The  Indians  who  are  actual  settlers  give  every  assurance  that 
there  is  nothing  to  fear  from  them,  but  they,  as  well  as  the  employes  of  the  Govern- 
ment, require  protection  against  the  intrusion  of  the  Comanche  bands  farther  north. 
Should  you  not  feel  authorized  to  give  permanent  protection,  as  required  at  the  Clear 
Fork  or  Comanche  agency,  you  will  please  refer  the  subject  to  the  commanding  general 
of  this  department,  as  the  Indian  agents  will  find  it  impossible  to  reside  permanently 
on  the  reserve,  and  to  execute  their  duties  properly  unless  sustained  by  the  military 
authorities.

At  a  general  council  held  at  Brazos  agency,  Texas,  by  and  between  Robert  S.  Neigh- 
bours, special  and  supervising  agent,  and  George  W.  Hill,  si>ecial  agent  Texas  Indians, 
on  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  undersigned,  chiefs,  counselors,  and  warriors  of 
the  Comanches,  Anadakko,  Caddo,  Waco,  Tawaccano,  and  Tonkahwa  tribes  or  bands 
of  Indians,  for  and  on  behalf  of  these  said  tribes,  on  the  30th  of  August,  1850,  it  is  stip- 
ul*ated  and  agreed  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Article  1.  The  undersigned,  chiefs,  counselors,  and  warrioi-s,  for  themselves  and 
these  said  tribes,  do  hereby  sanction  and  acknowledge  in  full  force  each  and  every 
stipulation  of  the  articles  of  a  treaty  made  and  concluded  at  Council  Springs,  in  the 
county  of  Robinson,  Texas,  near  the  Brazas  River,  on  the  15th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  184G, 
between  P.  M.  Butler  and  M.  G.  Lewis,  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Uuit<ed  States, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  chiefs,  counselors,  and  warriors  of  the  Comanche,  Inoie,  An- 
adakko, Caddo,  Lipan,  Tonkahwa,  Keechee,  Tawaccano,  Wichita,  and  Waco  tribes  of 
Indians,  and  their  associate  bands,  on  behalf  of  these  said  tribes,  of  the  other  part,  as 
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amended  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  of  America  on  the  15th 
day  of  February,  1847,  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1847,  a  copy  of  which  said  treaty  is  hereto  annexed : 
and  we  further  apree  to  the  following  supplemental  articles  for  our  government  as 
Hettlers  on  the  Indian  reservations  of  the  Main  and  Clear  Fork  of  Brazos  River,  in  th« 
State  of  Texas : 

Article  2.  We  agree  to  abandon  forever  a  roving  or  hunter's  life,  and  wUl  settle 
down  permanently  on  the  lands  selected  for  us,  as  per  act  of  the  legislature  of  the 
State  of  Texas  approved  February  6,  1854,  and  to  devote  all  our  own  ener<?ies  to  the 
cultivation  of  the  soil  and  to  raising  stock  as  a  means  of  subsistence  for  ourselves  and 
families. 

Article  3.  We  promise  and  agree  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  with  the  asslst- 
auce  and  concurrence  of  the  United  States  Indian  agent,  to  establish  laws  aud  police 
regulations  for  our  government  iu  our  towns  and  villager  for  the  correction  and  pan- 
ishmcnt  of  crimes  aud  ofifeuses. 

Article  4.  It  is  further  stipulated  and  agreed  that  no  Indian  (party  to  this  agretf- 
nient)  shall  leave  the  reservations  without  the  consent  of  the  ludian  agent,  and  should 
any  Indian  or  band  of  Indians  absent  themselves  from  the  reservations,  contrary  to  the 
wishes  of  the  agents  and  in  violation  of  this  agreement,  he  or  they  shall  be  liable  tJ> 
forfeit  all  the  rights  of  settlement  conferred  by  this  agreement,  and  is  also  liable  to  be 
declared  and  treated  as  an  enemy. 

Article  5.  All  differences  and  disputes  likely  to  create  a  difficulty  hot  ween  tribes  w 
bands,  parties  to  this  treaty  and  agreement,  shall  be  referred  to  the  United  States  In- 
dian agents  and  heatl-chiefs  of  such  tribes  for  adjustment  upon  fair  and  equitable 
terms,  aud  their  decision  shall  in  all  cases  be  received  as  a  final  settlement  between 
the  parties. 

Article  6.  We  agree  that  no  other  tribes  or  bands  shall  be  introduced  or  settled  on 
either  of  the  reservations,  unless  by  the  concurrence  of  the  Indian  agents  and  of  the 
tribes  or  bands,  parties  to  this  treaty  and  agreement,  and  absent  members  of  the  tribe> 
now  settled  shall  not  be  allowed  to  visit  here  except  he  first  obtains  the  consent  of  tht- 
agent  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides,  nor  shall  they  be  allowed  to  settle  here  or 
attach  themselves  to  the  tribes  now  settled  here,  until  they  agree  to  observe  all  tbr 
articles  of  this  treaty  and  agreement  and  obtain  the  concurrence  of  the  agent  in  cbargf. 
and  shall  agree  to  acknowledge  fully  the  atithority  of  the  chief  acknowledged  by  tbr 
agents  as  the  head  of  the  tribe. 

Autic'le?.  We  also  agree  to  break  off  all  intercourse  with  bands  of  Indians  ontsidr 
of  the  r.^servations  who  refuse  to  settle  down,  except  it  be  carried  on  with  the  knowl- 
edge and  consent  of  the  agents,  and  in  all  cases  to  report  as  soon  as  possible  the  arrival 
of  any  Indian  or  party,  and  to  assist  the  agents  in  arresting  all  intruders  or  depredator? 
who  may  be  found  inside  the  lines  of  the  reservations  contrary  to  treaty  «tipnlatioD^ 

AirncLE  8.  Wo  further  agree  to  give  assistance  and  protection  to  all  farmers. 
laborers,  and  other  employes  of  the  Government  on  the  reservations,  and  to  assist  them 
in  the  preservation  of  all  articles,  farming-utensils,  animals,  &c.,  furnished  by  tbf 
(iovernment,  and  should  any  person  sell  or  wantonly  destroy  any  farming  atensil. 
wagon,  oxen,  stock,  cattle,  or  any  other  article  furnished  by  the  Government,  undei 
this  agreement,  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  be  liable  to  forfeit  all  his  rights  and  immunities  a<)  a  settler  on 
the  reservations,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chiefs  of  each  tribe  to  give  the  ageni< 
notice  of  all  violations  of  this  agremeut. 

Article  9.  In  consideration  of  the  faithful  observance  of  all  the  articles  of  the 
above  treaty  and  agreement,  the  United  States,  through  its  agents,  agree  to  protect 
and  maintain  all  the  members  of  the  tribes,  parties  to  this  agreement,  in  the  peaceable 
possession  of  the  lands  embraced  in  the  limit  of  the  said  reservation,  and  in  their  Uve< 
and  property  against  injury  or  molestation  from  citizens  of  the  United  States  while  oc 
Haid  reservations,  and  to  afford  such  protection  against  and  aid  in  reclamation  for 
injuries  from  other  tribes  of  Indians,  whether  friendly  or  hastile,  as  may  be  at  the 
control  of  such  agents  or  as  is  afforded  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  to  awani 
them  ample  justice  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  iu  accordance  with  the  pri>- 
visioBS  ot  the  above  treaty. 

Article  10.  That  the  United  States,  through  its  agent«i,  agi'ees  to  furnish  the  said 
tribes,  parties  to  this  agreement,  farmers,  to  assist  'and  instruct  them  in  the  i>rep.i- 
ratiou  and  cultivation  of  their  farms,  to  furnish  them  with  a  blacksmith  ana  \«-itb 
iron  and  steel,  to  give  them  necessary  farming-utensils,  wagons,  teams,  plows,  &c..  to 
enable  them  to  commence  their  fanns,  and  to  assist  and  instruct  them  generally  in  the 
cultivation  of  the  soil,  and  to  give  them  stock-cattle  andother  domestic  animals,  all  at  tb'* 
tliscretion  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  furnish  them  regularly  witii 
such  rations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  enable  them  to  support  their  familie;^ 
until  they  can  subsist  themselves  by  their  own  exertions,  and  the  General  Govern- 
mont  is  hereby  pledged  to  pursue  that  course  of  j»olicy  with  the  settlers  on  thes4^  r?>- 
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ervations  deemed  best  calculated  to  advance  them  in  the  arts  of  civilized  life  and  to 
make  them  a  self-sostaining  people. 

Article  11.  The  Indian  agents,  under  the  instruction  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  shall  exercise  full  discretion  as  to  time,  places,  &c.,  of  the  delivery  of  all  articles 
to  be  furnished  said  tribes  or  bands  under  the  provisions  of  this  treaty  and  agree- 
ment. 

Article  12.  This  agreement,  this  day  entered  into  by  and  between  the  undersigned 
parties,  to  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  bnt  no  change  to  this  agreement  shall  be  made  until 
after  due  consultation  with  the  chiefs  of  the  tribes  who  are  parties  hereto. 
Given  under  our  hands  and  seals  on  the  day  and  dat«  above  written.

.Silt :  I  have  the  bouor  to  ackuowledgc  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  12th 
instant,  transmitting  a  copy  of  a  supplemental  treaty  entered  into  with  different  tribes 
of  Indians  and  requesting  the  assistance  of  a  part  of  the  troops  of  my  command  to 
carry  out  its  stipulations.  The  troops  at  this  post  will  always  be  found  ready  to  co- 
o{)erate  with  the  Indian  agent-s  in  maintaining  quiet  and  order  among  the  different 
tribes  within  the  several  reservations  and  also  in  protecting  them  from  marauding  or 
strange  Indians.  Owing,  however,  to  the  small  number  of  officers  at  the  post,  I  do  not 
feel  authorized  to  station  permanent  detachments  on  the  reserves ;  but,  until  the  pleasure 
of  the  commanding  general  of  the  department  is  known,  I  shall  send  scouts  from  time 
to  time,  which,  by  their  periodical  appearance,  may  answer  the  object  in  view.

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  17th  in- 
stant, inclosing  the  proceedings  of  a  public  meeting  and  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Goliad 
County,  giving  a  detail  of  depredations  recently  committed  in  your  vicinity  by  Indians 
and  asking  me  to  authorize  the  raising  of  a  company  of  rangers  for  yonr  protection. 
Previous  to  the  receipt  of  these  papers  1  had  been  informed  of  most  of  the  facto  de- 
tailed in  your  petition,  and  had  requested  General  Smith  to  place  a  sufficient  mounted 
force  on  the  line  of  the  Nueces,  to  range  from  the  neighborhood  of  Fort  EweU  up  to 
the  head  of  the  Llano,  and  I  have  just  received  information  from  him  that  he  has 
ordered  three  companies  of  mounted  riflemen  to  perform  that  service.  These  troops  1 
trust  will  prove  su$cient  to  give  security  against  further  incursions  of  Indians  into 
your  country ;  if  they  do  not,  1  will  endeavor  to  have  additional  troops  ordered  to  that 
|)ortion  of  our  frontier;  and  if  I  cannot  succeed  in  this,  I  ^vill  then  consider  it  to  he  my 
tluty  to  call  out  volunteers  to  act  under  the  authority  of  this  State.

8ir:  I  have  the  honor  to  rojiort  that,  without  my  knowledge,  three  nights  since,  a 
party  of  armed  Texans  crossed  the  river  two  miles  or  more  below  this  post,  for  the 
purpose,  as  I  am  informed,  of  chiistising  the  Lipan  Indians,  who  have  for  some  time 
past  been  committing  depredations  on  the  property  and  persons  of  the  people  of  Texas, 
and  then  for  safety  escaping  into  Mexico.  Yesterday  morning  this  party  left  their 
camp  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  and  marche<l  toward  San  Fernando,  and  when 
within  eight  or  ten  miles  of  that  place  were  opposed  by  a  large  number  of  Mexicans 
and  Indians.  A  tight  ensued,  in  which  several  Texans  were  killed  and  wounded ;  with 
what  results  as  to  the  opposite  party  I  am  not  informed.  Last  night,  a  little  before 
tattoo,  a  Texan,  badly  wounded,  returned  here  and  reported  that  the  Mexicans  hwl 
attacked  the  Texans  with  such  an  overwhelming  force  that  he  feared  they  had  all 
been  killed ;  and  early  this  morning  I  received  i*epeated  messages  that  the  Texans 
who  had  escaped  from  the  fight  yesterday  were  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  ask- 
ing assistance  from  me  to  cross  the  river,  stating  that  they  were  pursued  by  the 
Mexicans  and  Indians  and  expected  to  be  attacked  every  minute.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  render  assistance,  so  far  as  it  might  be  necessary,  to 
X)rotect  them  while  crossing,  and  I  immediately  placed  several  heavy  guns  in  such  a 
position  as  to  command  the  ferry  and  crossing.  Up  to  the  time  of  wanting,  about  12 
o'clock  m.,  no  Mexicans  or  Indians  have  made  their  appearance ;  and  the  Texans,  so 
far  from  crossing  to  this  side  of  the  river,  have,  as  I  am  informed,  seized  upon  the 
village  of  Piedras  Negras,  are  strengthening  the  place,  and  intend  to  hold  it  until  they 
receive  re-enforcements  from  Texas ;  with  what  object  now  I  do  not  know,  unless  it 
be  to  make  war  upon  Mexico.  Captain  Callahan,  I  understand,  is  the  commander, 
and  he  is  the  captain  of  the  company  of  volunteers  called  into  the  service  of  the  State 
of  Texas  by  the  governor  for  the  protection  of  the  frontiers.  As  this  matter  is  likely 
to  become  quite  serious,  the  Texans,  on  hearing  of  the  situation  of  their  countrymen 
and  of  the  death  of  their  friends,  will  flock  to  the  frontier  in  large  numbers  and  will 
cross  the  river  in  spite  of  resistance.  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  ask  for  instructions 
for  the  government  of  my  actions  in  this  matter.  If  the  Texans  should  persist  in 
crossing,  acting  under  the  orders  of  the  governor,  as  they  appear  to  bo  doing,  I  have 
no  force  sufficient  to  oppose  them,  admittiug  it  to  be  my  duty  to  do  so.  If  some  per- 
sons of  standing  and  influence  do  not  immediately  interlere,  open  war  must  follow 
in  a  very  short  time.

This  communication  is  addressed  to  you,  suppos- 
ing Captain  Callahan  to  be  still  absent ;  when  he  returns,  he  will  act  as  if  this  were 
addressed  to  him.

Captain  :  I  am  directed  by  the  general  commanding  the  department  to  say  that  h^ 
has  received  full  powers  from  the  President  of  the  united  States  to  carry  out  tbt 
neutrality  laws.  He  has  been  informed  that  a  party  of  armed  x>er8ons  has  lately 
crossed  the  Rio  Grande  River,  in  the  vicinity  of  your  post,  with  the  intent  to  violate 
those  laws,  and  ho  therefore  directs  you  to  use  every  means  in  your  power  to  maint^ii: 
them  inviolate,  by  giving  warning  hrst  to  any  such  parties,  and  to  arrest  them,  aod 
if  necessary,  to{use  the  force  at  your  command  for  preventing  such  attempts.  You  will 
as  far  as  possible,  take  steps  to  arrest  any  persons  that  may  be  attempting  to  croy 
with  hostile  intentions,  and  keep  them  under  guard  until  they  can  be  sent  to  bt 
tried  before  the  nearest  United  States  court.  The  general  also  directs  that  yon  Ukt 
the  necessary  steps  to  protect  the  settlements  in  your  vicinity  from  robbery  by  Bueh 
parties,  by  posting  guards,  &c. ^  even  if  the  whole  force  at  your  command  be  necessar 
:or  that  purpose.

Headquarters,  Fort  Belknap,  October  7, 1655. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  several  weeks  ago  a  party  of  Northeia 
'Comanches  drove  off  from  the  lower  reservation  about  forty  horses  belonging  to 
Delawares.  A  party  of  the  latter  Indians  was  formed,  (with  the  sanction  of  the  ageot 
Captain  Ross,)  who  went  in  pursuit  of  the  robbers.  When  about  ten  miles  from  £hI 
River,  the  Delbwares  left  the  trail  they  were  on,  to  go  to  a  water-hole,  and,  in  dotBjE 
so,  crossed  a  fresh  trail,  which  they  immediately  followed  up.  They  soon  came  up  t» 
a  band  of  Northern  Comanches,  who  told  them  they  were  on  their  way  to  the  settle 
ments  to  steal  horses,  &c.  The  Delawares,  thirteen  in  number,  then  attacked  tbe^ 
Comanches,  killing  seven  and  capturing  ten  horses,  beside  bows  and  arrows,  shield^ 
^c.  They  also  got  a  black  cloth  sack-coat,  in  the  pockets  of  which  a  daguerreotyf<^ 
likeness  of  a  gentleman  was  found.  This  may  perhaps  lead  to  a  war  or  retaliatio: 
toward  the  friendly  Indians  on  the  reserA^ations ;  and  unless  mounted  troops  are  soon 
sent  here,  the  white  settlers  on  the  Clear  Fork  of  the  Brazos  will  not  be  able  to  remain 
on  their  farms.

Brazos  Agency,  October  7,  ldo5. 
Sir  :  The  scouts,  consisting  of  twelve  Delawares  and  one  Caddo,  left  on  the  24th  in 
pursuit  of  the  horses  stolen  &om  this  agency,  and  returned  on  the  morning  of  the  4Ui, 
report  as  follows,  to  wit :    They  followed  the  trail  five  days  a  northwest  direction,  At 
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^rMoli  time  tbey  discovered  another  trail  goinjB^  the  same  direction,  hut  mach  fresher 
than  the  one  they  were  following,  bat  determined  on  following  it.  After  pursuing  it 
about  half  the  day,  oroased  Bed  Kiver  to  rest  their  horses,  they  discovered  ten  Indians 
coming ;  meeting  them  when  they  came  near,  Jacob,  the  captain  of  the  scouts,  went 
out  to  meet  their  captain,  who  told  him  that  he  was  a  Yamporeco,  and  was  going  down 
to  our  frontier  to  kill  and  steal  horses.  He  said  he  had  i  ust  met  two  Indians  (Nocomys) 
who  had  been  down  and  killed  one  man  near  the  mouth  of  the  Clear  Fork  of  the  Bra- 
JEOS,  and  stole  seven  head  of  horses  on  or  near  the  Leon,  and  that  the  horses  that  wero 
stolen  from  this  asency  were  taken  by  five  Tenawish  men.  Jacob  then  proposed  that  he 
should  camp  Ibr  uie  ni^ht«  After  camping  within  thirty  steps  of  each  other  they  then 
held  another  conversation  ;  he  then  told  the  Delawares  that  the  northern  Indians  had 
declared  war  upon  all  people  south  of  Red  River,  white  and  red.  Jacob  then  told  him 
that  he  lived  on  the  Brazos  reservation,  and  showed  him  his  pass  that  I  gave  him. 
Neither  party  made  fire  for  the  night,  but  watched  each  other.  About  midnight  thej 
proposed  to  gamble  with  the  Delawares  but  the  captain  told  him  he  had  not  come 
there  to  gamble ;  however,  he  had  no  objection  to  four  men  playing  at  a  time,  and 
whilst  they  were  playing  the  Delawares  managed  to  cut  three  or  four  of  their  bow- 
strings half  in  two.  The  Yamporeco  told  his  men  that  at  daylight  he  should  com- 
mence the  fight.  Neither  party  slept  during  the  night.  Just  as  day  was  breaking  the 
Yamporeco  ordered  his  men  to  fire,  but  the  Delawares  understanding  them,  fired  first, 
And  killed  four  the  first  fire  and  charged  their  camp,  killing  three  and  wounding  one, 
letting  two  escape  to  tell  the  news.  They  found  on  them  a  black  cloth  coat,  velvet 
collar ;  also  one  undershirt,  striped,  and  fi-om  stains  of  blood  showed  to  have  belonged 
to  some  white  person  killed  by  them.  They  also  found  in  their  possession  a  daguerre- 
otype which  I  send  you,  as  it  may  probably  lead  to  the  discovery  of  who  the  man 
was  killed.  They  brought  in  ten  head  of  horses  and  mules  and  seven  scalps.  Thej 
are  going  to  have  a  scalp-dance  to-day.  Our  Indians  are  anxious  to  hear  from  you. 
They  say  with  two  hun<lred  Tezans  they  can  whip  all  of  the  northern  Indians.  The 
shield  belonging  to  the  Yamporeco  had  fifteen  or  twenty  female  scalps  fastened  to  it, 
about  half  of  which  are  white  scalps.  When  I  see  you  I  will  give  you  more  of  the 
particulars.

Brazos  Agenct,  October  7, 1865. 
Dear  Sir:  As  Mr.  Harris  leaves  for  Waco  this  morning,  I  avail  myself  of  the 
opportunity  to  drop  you  a  few  lines.  I  came  down  to  get  Mr.  Bickel  to  assist  me  in 
making  out  my  returns.  I  left  all  well  at  my  agency,  and  the  Indians  quiet  and 
contented.  Twenty -four  of  Shenaco's  tribe  came  in,  and  report  that  he  will  be  in 
before  long.  Two  men  returned  from  Mexico,  bringing  some  nine  or  ten  horses  which 
Ketumsee  took  from  them,  and  tuned  over  to  mo;  ne  also  sent  a  man  to  a  band  of 
Noconies  and  brought  in  tiwe  more  horses,  four  of  them  Delaware  horses  and  one  of 
Jim  Shaw's.  Harris's  men  are  at  work  and  pushing  things.  The  party  of  Delawares 
that  left  when  you  did,  or  a  day  or  two  after,  returned,  bringing  in  seven  scalps  and 
ten  horses.  They  report  that  they  followed  the  trail  of  their  horses  for  several  days, 
and  that  it  gave  out,  but  they  continued  the  .direction  until  they  struck  a  fresh  trail, 
(which  was  the  two  that  killed  Skidmore.)  They  followed  that  trail  across  Red  River 
and  stopped  at  noon,  when  a  party  of  ten  Comanche  warriers  came  up  to  them.  Thev 
had  a  talk  and  finally  camped  together,  each  party  watching  the  other,  for  Jacob 
«ays  he  could  understand  all  they  said,  and  that  they  agreed  among  themselves  to 
attack  the  Delawares  and  kill  them  and  take  their  horses  next  morning  at  day-break, 
but  the  Delawares  lay  awake  all  night,  and  at  day-break  they  opened  fire  upon  thom 
■and  killed  four,  charged  the  rest  and  killed  all  but  two,  one  of  whom  was  badly 
wounded,  and  the  other  they  could  have  killed  but  they  wanted  him  to  carry  the 
news  of  their  defeat  back  to  the  Comanches.  One  they  did  not  scalp,  as  he  fell  into  a 
water-hole  and  sunk.  They  brought  iu  the  bows,  lances,  shields,  and  tricks  of  the 
larty.  They  told  Jacob  they  had  met  the  Indians  that  killed  old  Skidmore  and  had 
earned  from  them  that  there  were  plenty  of  horses  down  here,  and  th^y  were  on  their 
way  down  to  kill  and  steal,  and  that  a  large  war-party  was  coming  down  to  kill 
John  Conner,  Ketumsee,  Lambshead,  and  all  they  could  find.  They  seemed  to  know 
all  about  the  condition  of  the  posts  and  our  frontier,  and  said  that  they  had  Joined 
the  Sioux  ludians  against  the  whites  in  the  north.  The  captain  commanding  the 
party  kiU«d  was  a  Yamparico,  and  had  a  black  cloth  coat,  an  under-shirt,  and 
<laguerreotype  with  him,  and  on  his  shield  was  some  twenty  scalps,  mostly  white 
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women's  hair.  I  have  his  shield  and  spear.  The  two  Indians  who  killed  Skldmon 
Trent  on  to  the  San  Saha  and  stole  seven  horses  and  came  hack  on  their  trail  to  the 
Caddo  peaks ;  from  there  they  struck  due  north  and  went  to  the  main  Comanche 
camp,  A  party  of  twelve  men  followed  them  and  lost  their  trail ;  they  then  carae  on 
^o  the  post,  and  then  here  to  see  Captain  Koss.  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  will  have  the 
devil  to  pay,  and  our  frontier  is  in  the  greatest  danger.  I  hope  you  will  succeed  in 
carrying  out  your  plans,  as  it  is  the  only  hope  I  have  of  having  anything  done.  Th* 
Indians  here  are  ready  and  willing  to  go  against  the  Comanches,  and  I  think  them 
about  the  best  protection  we  have  if  they  are  managed  by  some  white  man ;  a  fev 
killing  scrapes  mor«  will  give  them  a  distaste  to  these  parts  anyhow.  Jacob  learned 
from  the  captain  he  killed  that  the  point  selected  for  winter-quarters  of  all  the  wiW 
Indians  was  on  main  Red  River  where  it  runs  through  the  mountains,  and  that  8oiae 
eight  or  ten  tribes  had  united  with  the  Sioux  in  their  war.  John  Connor  sap  h^ 
found  out  from  a  Noconie  that  that  is  where  they  expect  to  winter.  I  think  then 
would  be  no  difficuly  in  finding  them  if  an  expedition  was  gotten  np.  I  shall  retom 
to  the  Clear  Fork  in  the  morning  and  will  keep  a  sharp  look-out  for  any  strao^ 
Indians.  I  will  make  a  requisition  on  Major  Paul  for  a  detachment  of  men  to  gooot 
to  the  agency  and  remain  there,  as  I  think  it  proper  to  give  the  GrovemmcDi 
employes  all  the  protection  I  can.  I  have  given  you  the  outline  of  the  war-partj, 
Mr.  Bickle  will  write  more  fully.

Fort  Duncan,  Tna^j  October  8,  1:nw. 

Sir  :  In  coutinuation  of  my  report  of  the  4th  instant,  in  relation  t«  the  Texan  vol- 
unteers, I  have  the  honor  to 'state  that,  p^suant  to  their  resolution  to  remain  on  tbt 
Mexican  side  of  the  river  and  occupy  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras.  they  strcngtlie!tf«l 
their  position  as  much  as  possible  and  awaited  the  result.  The  river  was  unusnallv 
high  and  still  rising  at  this  time,  and  the  impossibility  of  crossing  tlieir  horses  vra^ 
the  reason  they  give  for  remaining  on  that  side  of  the  river. 

I  received  through  an  indirect  channel,  about  dusk  tjn  the  evening  of  the  5thinfit.int, 
a  note  purporting  to  come  from  the  commander  of  the  Mexican  forces,  asking  my  p<K- 
tion  in  relation  to  the  Texas  volunteers.  I  did  not  reply  ;  I  did  not  know  where  th-* 
Mexican  commander  was,  neither  did  I  deem  it  of  importance.  The  next  day  (the6tb) 
the  Texans  crossed  over  some  of  their  horses,  intending,  1  believe,  to  come  to  this  A 
as  soon  as  they  could  get  their  horses  over ;  the  river  in  the  mean  time  had  fallen  con^^ii* 
erably,  but  about  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  Mexican  forces  advanced  upon  them.  Tbf 
moment  they  came  in  sight,  to  my  astonishment,  the  Texans  commenced  hring  the  town. 
and  in  a  few  minutes  nearly  every  house  in  the  place  was  in  flames,  and  while  it  v*> 
burning  Captain  Csillahan  sent  me  a  message,  asking  my  protection  and  assistance  tor 
him  to  cross  the  river.  I  sent  him  a  decided  refusal.  Thus  matters  continued  until 
after  dark,  the  Mexicans  making  no  attack  on  the  place.  Soon  after  dark  I  received  s 
note  signed  by  Callahan  and  Henry,  asking  the  protection  of  the  United  States  flag  i^ 
enable  them  to  cross  the  river,  stating  that  their  men  were  deserting  theni ;  that  tbfj 
had  then  but  about  seventy,  and  they  were  not  able  to  contend  with  the  Mexicans- 
some  six  or  seven  hundred.  I  replied  that  they  had  deliberately  come  to  the  determi- 
nation to  make  a  stand  against  the  Mexican  forces,  and  after  what  had  transpired  \hty 
must  abide  by  that  determination ;  but  that  they  had  possession  of  the  boats,  and  I  diJ 
not  see  but  that  they  could  easily  cross  to  this  side  of  the  river,  leaving  their  honu^. 
which  they  would  have  to  abandon.  I  believe  they  commenced  crossing,  and  coutio- 
ned  to  do  so  until  about  IH  o'clock,  when  another  message  was  sent  imploring  m? 
assistance  to  save  them  from  destruction ;  the  boat  had  got  loose  and  gone  down  thr 
river,  thus  cutting  ofl*  all  chance  of  escape.  I  then  consulted  with  some  of  the  officers 
as  to  what  course  it  would  be  proper  to  pursue,  but  before  I  made  up  my  mind  fuIlTS.<> 
to  my  action,  I  learned  that  the  boat  was  not  lost ;  had  broken  from  the  line ;  but  bad 
been  brought  ashore,  and  the  Texans  were  crossing  aa  rapidly  as  possible,  and  at  that 
time,  about  2  o'clock  a.  m.,  (7th,)  they  were  mostly  over  the  river,  not  being  inter- 
rupted by  the  Mexicans.  I>uring  yesterday  they  crossed  over  most,  if  not  adl,  their 
remaining  horses,  and  are  now  encamped  somewhere  in  this  vicinity.  Nearly  all  \h*^ 
inhabitants  abandoned  Piedras  Negras  as  soon  as  the  Texans  occupied  it ;  a  great  niai)/ 
crossed  to  this  side,  and  others  left  for  the  neighboring  towns  in  Mexico,  I  presauitf. 
They  are  in  a  state  of  great  destitution  at  this  time,  and  I  would  suggest  that  provis- 
ions should  be  issued  to  such  as  are  sufieriug. 

My  situation  is  an  embarrassing  one :  to  preserve  peace  and  at  the  same  time  pre- 
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veDt  acts  of  hostility.  The  Mexicans  are  said  to  be  very  much  exasperated,  and 
threaten  retaliation,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Ea^le  Pass  are  in  groat  alarm.  I  have  to 
send  them  guards  every  night  to  pacify  them,  though  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  dan- 
ger. There  are  said  to  be  many  Indians  with  the  ^lexicans,  (Seminoles,)  and  it  is  these 
that  they  fear.  I  trust  matters  will  ^on  be  quieted,  nnless  the  Texans  renew  their 
attacks  with  recruited  forces.  In  the  mean-time  I  await  instructions  from  headquar- 
ters in  case  these  forces  should  arrive  at  this  point. 
My  command  is  much  redaced,  but  I  will  make  the  most  of  it  I  can.

San  Antonio,  October  8, 1855, 
Sir  :  I  am  directed  by  the  general  commanding  the  department  to  communicate  for 
your  information  a  copy  of  the  instructions  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  re- 
quiring him  to  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  any  armed  expedition  or  enterprise  from 
any  place  within  the  limits  of  this  department  against  the  territory  or  people  of 
Mexico.  The  general  is  informed  that  such  an  invasion  of  Mexico  has  already  recently 
been  made  from  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Duncan,  and  that  further  similar  invasions,  for 
the  purpose  of  re-enforcing  the  first,  will  probably  be  attempted ;  and  it  is  his  order, 
therefore,  that  you  endeavor  to  prevent  any  such  attempt  within  the  reach  of  your 
command  and  that  you  employ  the  force  under  your  control  to  the  fullest  oxteut  that 
may  be  necessary  for  that  object,  and  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  instructions  of  the 
President.  All  persons  who  may  be  arrested  in  such  unlawful  attempts  will  be  sent  to 
Brownsville,  to  be  brought  before  the  United  States  commissioner.  If  the  command- 
ing officer  of  Fort  Duncan  should  call  upon  you  for  additional  troops,  the  general 
directs  that  you  dispatch  them  immediately,  to  the  extent  of  three  companies  of  in- 
fantry.

Fort  Duncan,  Texas,  October  9, 1855. 
Sir  :  The  mail  leaves  to-morrow  morning  for  San  Antonio.  I  have  but  little  to  report 
since  my  commnuication  of  yesterday,  sent  by  express.  All  is  now  (juiet.  General 
Langberg,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Mexican  forces  in  Coahuila,  arrived  at  Piedraa 
Negras  yesterday,  and  now  has  the  direction  of  affairs  on  the  other  side  of  the  river. 
He  has  a  force  of  one  thousand  men,  six  hundred  regular  troops  and  four  hundred 
volunteers.  I  do  not  antic^ate  any  further  difficulties  unless  the  Texan  volunteers 
should  return  with  large  re-enforcements ;  it  is  evident  that,  should  they  do  so,  they  will 
be  resisted  by  the  enture  force  of  Mexico  in  Coahuila.  •  *<«4 

The  Mexican  account  of  the  conflict  near  San  Fernando  reports  four  killed  and  four 
wounded  on  their  side,  their  force  consieting  of  two  hundred  citizens  and  eight  Lipan 
Indians,  who  were  not  recognized  as  a  part  of  their  force,  but  who  followed  as  stragglers. 
The  Texans,  they  report,  left  five  dead  on  the  groand,  besides  a  number  of  horses,  and 
about  thirt^  pistols,  guns,  or  rifles,  which  were  picked  up  by  the  Indians.  The  volun- 
teers left  this  vicinity  yesterday,  and  are  gone,  I  am  told,  to  Leon.

Sir  :  Tonr  commnnication  of  the  4th  iDstant,  rfl|>ortin|;  the  iiiTaeion  of  the  territorj 
of  Mexico  by  an  armed  body  of  men  from  this  Bide  of  the  Rio  Grande,  has  been  bron^t 
to  the  notice  of  the  general  commanding  tbe  department.  He  directs  that  yon  inform 
the  leader  of  the  party  that  your  duty  vill  reouire  yon  to  use  every  means  within  yoor 
control  to  prevent  any  accession  to  his  i^arty  from  this  side  of  the  river,  and  that  yoa 
can  lend  him  no  succer  if  his  farther  movements  shonid  place  him  in  a  situation  to 
desire  it. 

Tbe  general  directs  me  to  communicate  for  your  information  a  copy  of  the  instrac- 
tions  01  the  President  of  the  United  States,  requiring  him  to  prevent  the  carrying  on 
of  such  expeditions  or  enterprises,  and  antboriztug  him  to  use  tbe  troops  under  bii 
command  for  tb at  purpose;  and  it  is  his  order  that  tbe  force  under  your  command 
shall  be  employed  to  the  fullest  extent  that  may  be  necessary  to  fulfill  the  instmctioiu 
of  the  President.  If  your  immediate  command  sbould  be  insufficient  for  that  object, 
you  are  authorized  to  call  for  additional  force  from  the  commanding  officer  of  Fort 
Mcintosh,  who  will  have  orders  to  dispatch  three  companies  of  infantry  upon  voor 
requisition.  All  persons  who  may  be  arrested  in  attempting  such  violations  of  oar 
neutrality  laws  will  be  sent  to  Brownsville,  to  be  brought  before  the  United  States 
commissioner.

Colonel  :  At  the  time  Indian  depredations  were  reported  near  Fredericksborgh,  th« 
governor  of  the  State  organized  a  company  of  volunteers  under  Captain  Callahan,  aod 
stationed  them  there.  Lately  about  twenty  men  were  left  of  this  company  at  their 
post,  and  Captain  Callahan  took  the  rest  to  pursue,  as  it  wis  said,  Indians  who  bsd 
stolen  horses  and  killed  jiersons  on  the  Cebolo  and  Medina.  He  was  joined  by  others 
and  marched  toward  the  Rio  Grande.  A  report  was  current  that  a  party  'was  oiganiz- 
ing  to  go  into  Mexico,  and  take  negroes  tnat  bad  run  away  from  Texas  and  horses 
that  had  been  stolen,  and  I  presume  that  tbe  party  of  Captain  Callahan  was  the  oo^ 
alluded  to.  If  so,  their  design  was  covered  by  the  pursuit  of  a  trail  of  Li  pans  escap- 
ing with  their  booty.  This  party  crossed  below  Eagle  Puss,  without  the  kuowledgeof 
the  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Duncan,  on  tbe  night  of  the  let  of  October.  Captain 
Callalian  says  he  crossed  upon  the  invitation  and  by  tbe  assistance  of  the  Mexican 
alcalde,  and  upon  assurances  of  their  aid  in  pursuing  the  Indians.  He  and  his  party 
were  led  into  an  ambuscade  of  Indians  and  Mexicans  on  the  3d,  as  they  advanced  to- 
ward San  Fernando,  tbe  residence  of  tbe  Seminole  Indians ;  were  repulsed  and  driven 
back  to  Piedras  Negras,  the  small  village  opposite  Fort  Duncan.  I  cannot  ascertain 
that  they  killed  any  Indians,  but  several  of  the  Mexicans  were  killed.  They  could  noi 
cross, on  account  of  the  high  water  in  tbe  river;  and  finding  themselves  not  ap- 
proached by  the  Indians,  they  have  remained  there,  and  Captain  Callahan  has  called 
upon  his  fellow-citizens  for  aid,  and  endeavors  are  made  to  raise  men  to  re-entorce  bim. 
I  have  sent  orders  to  Captain  Burbank  to  arrest  every  one  attempting  to  cross  over 
with  any  hostile  design,  and  have  ordered  three  companies  from  Fort  Mcintosh  to 
strengthen  him.  But  the  result  of  these  movements  across  the  river  will  be  to  excit« 
the  hostility  of  all  the  Seminoles  and  their  associates,  and  we  may  expect  to  bear  of 
Indian  depredations  during  the  whole  winter.  *  *  *  In  the  mean  time,  everr 
means  in  my  power  will  be  employed  to  prevent  tbe  breach  of  tbe  neutrality  laws  ami 
the  iuoursions  of  the  Indians.  I  inclose  the  report  of  Captain  Burbank  and  copies  of 
my  previous  and  subsequent  instructions.  I  neglected  to  mention,  as  the  groand  of 
my  belief  that  Callahan's  expedition  was  orij^inally  intended  as  an  inroad  into  Mexico 
in  search  of  negroes,  that  his  crossing  took  place  on  tbe  night  of  the  1st  or  morning  of 
the  2d,  and  the  ambuscade  on  the  3a;  yet,  on  my  arrival  here  on  the  1st,  an  officer 
read  me  a  private  note  from  a  friend  at  Laredo,  informing  him  that  a  party  of  Texan 
volunteers  had  crossed  the  river  above,  intending  to  attack  the  Indians;  that  they  bad 
been  led  into  an  ambuscade  of  tbe  Seminoles,  and  many  of  tbem  killed,  and  tbe  re- 
mainder had  fled  back  to  recross  the  Uio  Grande.    Now,  this  news  was  at  Laredo  a 
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week  and  more  before  the  affair  happened,  and  shows  that  the  design  existed  before- 
hand with  the  volanteers,  and  was  disclosed  to  the  Mexicans,  who  prepared  and 
executed  the  arabnscade  accordingrly.

Sir  :  Yonr  conimnnication  of  the  8th  instant,  reporting  the  further  proceedings  of 
the  unlawful  expedition  iuto  Mexico  under  Captain  Callahan,  has  been  submitted  to 
the  general  commanding  the  department,  and  he  has  instructed  me  to  reply  that  he 
entirely  approves  of  your  action  in  the  matter.  Ue  directs  me  to  repeat  to  you  the  in- 
junction of  preventing  a  repetition  or  renewal  of  the  recent  invasion.  If  the  force  which 
you  have  already  been  authorized  to  call  for  should  be  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  ad- 
ditional troops  will  be  sept  to  you.  It  is  suggested  to  you  that  the  communication 
between  you  and  the  parties  to  these  expeditions  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  confined 
to  written  correspondence,  and  at  least  should  be  made  matter  of  careful  record.  One 
of  the  immediate  effects  of  the  expedition  in  question  will  doubtless  be  increased  ac- 
tivity in  the  depredations  of  Indians  from  the  Mexican  side  of  the  river,  and  the  gen-> 
eral  desires,  therefore,  that  your  command  shall  be  particularly  vigilant  with  reference 
to  them.  I  am  instructed  to  say  that  you  are  authorized  to  issue  provisions  sparingly 
to  those  persons  from  the  Mexican  side  who  have  come  over  for  protection  from  the 
party  under  Callahan  and  are  suffering  for  food.

Sir  :  I  have  no  doubt  your  excellency  is  informe<l  already  of  the  inroad  made  into 
Mexico  by  a  party  under  Captain  Callahan.  They  crossed  the  Rio  Orande  three  miles 
below  Fort  Duncan  on  the  night  of  the  1st  or  2d  instant,  were  led  into  an  ambuscade 
of  Indians  and  Mexicans  at  La  Meta,  repulsed  and  driven  back  on  Piedras  Negras,  the 
Mexican  ^illage  opposite  Eagle  Pass.  Under  the  belief  that  they  were  abont  recroaa- 
ing  into  Texas  and  abandoning  their  expedition,  the  officer  in  command  at  Fort  Dun- 
can took  measures  to  prevent  their  being  molested  in  the  passage  of  the  river,  which 
was  swollen  since  they  crossed,  but  the  Texans,  taking  advantage  of  this  interference, 
prepared  to  hold  possession  and  await  re-enforcements.  Since  tlien,  the  commanding 
officer  at  Fort  Duncan  has  refused  to  countenance  their  acts.  Captain  Callahan,  finding 
his  men  were  leaving  him  and  seeing  the  approach  of  a  body  of  Mexicans,  set  fire  to 
the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  and,  as  soon  as  it  could  be  done,  crossed  to  this  side,  where 
his  party  is  encamped.  I  had  sent  orders  to  the  troops  at  the  different  posts  to  pre- 
vent any  such  unlawful  inroads  or  other  breaches  of  the  act  of  1818,  (the  neutrality  act,) 
upon  first  hearing  of  the  crossing  of  Captain  Callahan.  I  do  not  think  the  hot  pursuit 
or  a  partv  of  Indians  with  their  plunder,  althongh  leading  over  the  boundary,  such  a 
breach  of  that  act,  but  this  expe<lition,  from  facts  which  have  come  to  my  knowiedgb, 
is  not  of  that  character.  I  am  advised  that  the  burning  of  the  town  and  the  designs 
ou  the  Seminole  settlement  have  exasperated  to  the  highest  degree  both  that  band  of 
Indians  and  the  Mexicans.  Many  of  the  latter,  in  utter  destitution,  are  seeking  food 
on  this  side  of  the  river  to  save  themselves  from  starving.  Under  these  circumstances 
I  have  no  doubt  plans  of  revenge  will  be  formed  and  executed  on  the  peaceable  inhabit- 
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ants  of  our  frontier,  'while  those  who  are  the  cause  of  these  miseries  will  escape,  aDd 
we  may  look  for  an  inroad  from  the  Seminoles  to  murder  and  scalp,  not  merely  to 
steal.  It  is  impossible  to  undo  what  is  done,  but  under  the  act  of  1818  the  PreMident 
of  the  United  States  has  delegated  to  me  the  special  authority  therein  provided  for,  to 
employ  the  military  force  under  my  command  to  i>revent  the  infraction  of  that  Uw. 
I  hope  your  excellency  will  exert  the  influence  and  authority  you  possess  to  render 
any  such  exertion  of  military  force  on  my  part  unnecessary.  This  can  only  be  done  by 
putting  a  stop  to  the  unlawful  enterprises  in  contemplation,  for  if  they  are  persisted 
in,  orders  I  have  lat<;ly  received  will  render  my  action  indispensable.

Coix>NEL :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  a  copy  of  a  further  report  of  Captain  Burbank 
of  the  events  succeeding  those  detailed  in  my  former  communication.  You  will  obsenre 
the  wanton  outrages  inflicted  on  the  poor  inhahitants  of  Piedras  Necras  in  the  burning 
'  of  their  houses  and  gardens.  I  wish  I  could  say  that  conduct  so  cmensi  ve  to  law  and 
humanity  met  with  any  reprobation  here ;  the  very  few  I  have  heard  condemn  it  avow 
their  fear  to  express  their  opinions  publicly.  The  party  under  Callahan  have  falleo 
back  from  the  Bio  Grande  and  have  given  out  their  intention  to  disperse  and  letorB 
to  their  homes.  But  although  that  is  their  probable  course  no  confidence  can  be  placed 
in  their  declarations,  and  they  will  still  be  watched.  A  criminal  prosecution  of  the 
offenders  would  be  futile  anywhere  in  Texas,  and  nothing  remains  but  to  endeavor  to 
prevent  a  repetition  of  such  act«.  Bttt,  on  the  other  hand,  fjie  Indians  will  be  led  to 
retaliate,  and  the  people  of  the  Mexican  side,  irritated  by  these  outrages,  will  aid  and  en- 
courage them,  and  such  acts  of  retaliation  will  aflbrd  a  pretext  for  new  outrages  if  th« 
ill  success  of  the  last  expedition  does  not  prevent  them.  I  inclose  also  a  copy  of  a  letter 
I  addressed  to  the  governor  of  the  State  with  the  information  I  had  from  Captain 
Burbank,  and  copies  of  further  orders  in  relation  to  the  subject.  It  will  be  seen  that 
I  direct  the  arrest  of  persons  attempting  to  invade  Mexico  as  a  measure  of  prevention 
under  the  law  and  my  instructions.  The  arrest  of  those  returning  from  the  commis- 
sion of  the  offense  I  leave  to  the  civil  authorities,  because  it  would  not  prevent  the 
crime  or  an  attempt  to  repeat  itj  however,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  arrest  even 
one  engaged  in  the  enterprise. 

I  nuist  say,  in  conclusion,  that,  though  the  unfortunate  inhabitants  of  the  Mexican 
side  have  so  much  to  complain  of,  it  is  dift'erent  with  the  Mexican  government ;  tbej 
have  encouraged  in  every  way  the  ivicnrsions  and  robberies  of  the  Indians  who  are 
under  their  protection.  Citizens  of  this  side  have  followed  the  Indians  who  stole  their 
horses  and  found  them  in  possession  of  Mexicans,  some  in  high  authority,  who  had  jast 
bought  them  from  marauding  parties;  far  from  aiding  our  i)eopIe,  who  were  endeavor- 
ing peaceably  to  get  back  their  property,  they  interfered  to  prevent  even  their  pur- 
chaRe  back ;  and  in  no  instance  has  any  encouragement  been  given  to  our  citizens 
peeking  redress.

San  Antonio,  October  14, 1855. 
Corx>NKL :  On  my  arrival  here  on  the  Ist  instant  I  found  great  consternation  per- 
vading the  conmmnity  on  account  of  the  incursions  of  some  Lipan  Indians  to  the  imme- 
diate neighborhood.  Between  twenty  and  thirty  of  these  had  crossed  the  Rio  Grande, 
in  small  parties,  generally  of  two  or  three,  and,  taking  the  hills  at  the  head  of  the 
Medina  and  Frio  Rivers,  had  secretly  descended  along  the  valleys  of  the  Cibolo  and 
Medina,  and,  uniting  in  parties  of  six  or  eight,  had  carried  off  over  two  hundred  horses 
from  farms  on  the  Cibolo  and  on  the  Medina,  and  on  the  San  Antonio  below  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Medina,  down  as  far  as  the  neighborhood  of  Goliad.  On  the  Cibolo,  near 
the  stage- road  to  Indianola,  they  killed  a  boy,  the  son  of  Mr.  McGhee,  and  a  small  black 
girl,  and  farther  up  the  country  they  killed  a  woman  and  attempted  several  other 
murders.  They  were  pursued  by  parties  of  citizens,  generally  without  success.  One 
Indian  of  a  small  party,  surprised  by  Mr.  Wallace  and  six  or  eight  men,  was  killed. 
Some  horses  were  retaken,  but  not  many.  The  governor  of  the  State,  during  an  alarm 
on  the  Colorado,  had  calle<l  out  a  company  of  volunteers,  under  Captain  Callahan, 
^hich  was  stationed  near  that  river.  A  part  of  this  company,  with  some  re-enforce- • 
znents  from  other  quarters,  on  the  alarm  in  this  neighborhood,  started,  professedly,  to 
pursue  the  trails  of  the  marauders  even  into  Mexico,  where  they  resided,  and  recover 
the  stolen  animals.  But  it  is  probable,  from  what  has  since  happened,  that  their  orig- 
inal intention  ^as  to  cross  into  Mexico  and  go  to  the  Indian  camp,  there  attack  it,  take 
their  horses  and  those  in  their  possession,  and  retaliate  the  outrages  inflicted  here. 
They  arrived  on  the  Rio  Grande  about  the  29th  or  30th  of  September,  and  about  thirty 
miles  above  Ea^le  Pass.  .  The  river  was  high,  and  for  that  reason  or  some  other  they 
descended  to  a  ford  three  miles  below  Fort  Duncan  and  crossed  it  secretly  on  the  night 
of  the  1st  or  2d  instant,  unknown  to  Captain  Burbank,  commanding  that  post.  They 
then  had  about  one  hundred  and  ten  men.  On  the  3d  they  fell  into  an  ambuscade  and 
were  driven  back  to  the  river  at  Piedras  Negras,  a  Mexican  village  directly  opposite 
Fort  Duncan,  with  the  intention  of  crOvSsing,  but  the  high  water  deterred  them.  Cap- 
tain Burbank,  to  prevent  further  evil  from  their  remaining  in  the  Mexican  territory, 
took  a  position  w^ith  some  of  his  artillery  to  prevent  their  crossing  from  being  inter- 
fered with,  as  they  seemed  afraid  of  being  attacked  by  a  very  large  force.  Taking 
undue  advantage  of  this  they  determined  to  remain,  and  sent  persons  here  and  to  the 
neighboring  towns  to  raise  men  and  bring  them  assistance.  Captain  Callahan  re[K)rted 
that  on  the  3d  he  was  attacked  by  seven  hundred  or  eight  hundred  Indians,  aided  bv  a 
large  force  of  Mexicans ;  that  he  killed  eighty  Indians  and  many  Mexicans.  He  left  his 
own  dead  on  the  ground,  and  lost  six  men  killed  and  wounded.  The  Mexicans  say  that 
their  force  consisted  of  two  hundred  rancheros;  and  that  eight  Lipan  Indians  were 
present  accidentally  and  took  part  in  the  fight;  that  four  Mexicans  were  killed  and 
tour  wounded,  but  no  Indians  were  either  killed  or  wounded.  They  state  Captain 
Callahan's  loss  in  killed  correctly,  and  say  they  took  and  found  abandoned  several 
horses,  and  also  thirty  pistols  and  rifles  thrown  away  by  the  Texans  in  or  after  the 
action.  Captain  Callahan,  finding  his  men  leaving  him,  sent  to  Captain  Burbank  to 
assist  him  in  crossing.  Captain  Burbank  declined,  telling  him  that  ho  had  taken  on 
himself  the  responsibility  of  holding  the  place  and  must  abide  by  it.  Finally,  Captain 
Callahan's  party  set  tire  to  the  Mexican  village  and  burned  it  up  most  wantonly,  for 
it  was  occupied  by  a  poor  class  of  people,  generally  engaged  in  the  cultivation  of  small 
jdats  of  ground  for  the  supply  of  our  garrison  and  the  neighboring  town  with  vegetables. 
After  several  more  fruitless  applications  to  Captain  Burbank  for  assistance,  the  Texans 
crossed  to  this  side  and  have  returned  to  San  Antonio  and  the  neighboring  towns, 
where  they  are  raising  men  to  return  and  try  their  fortune  again.  They  represent  the 
w^hole  affair  as  a  brilliant  and  successful  exploit,  and  as  such,  no  donbt,  the  newspapers 
throughout  the  country  will  represent  it.  They  are  upheld  by,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, the  whole  population :  and  as  the  Indians  who  have  committed  the  depredations 
here  are  undoubtedly  upheld  and  encouraged  by  the  Mexican  authorities,  it  is  har»t  to 
convince  the  Texans  that  retaliation  on  the  innocent  is  not  the  way  to  correct  tb« 
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«yil.  The  constant  incursions  of  small  parties  of  Indians  Jnstifr  the  formaifon  and 
movement  of  armed  parties  of  citizens,  and  their  approach  toward  the  frontier  oannot 
be  qnestioned.  It  is  only  when  they  have  crossed  that  their  original  design  i»  msd* 
manifest.  The  difficalty  of  opposing  Indian  depredations,  and  preventing,  at  the  samt 
time,  breaches  of  the  neutrality  laws,  may  be  well  imagined.  As  this  subject  invoWei 
our  political  relations  with  Mexico,  I  have  reported  the  facts  direct  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment. If  copies  of  Captain  Burbank's  reports  and  my  orders  on  the  subject  cao  b^ 
prepared  before  the  mail  closes  I  will  inclose  them ;  otherwise  they  will  go  by  tb 
next  mail.

Fort  Duncan,  Texas,  October  16, 1855. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  dated  October  II, 
last  night.  I  have  nothing  of  importance  to  report.  The  excitement  of  last  week  bas 
subsided,  and  the  good  feeling  which  existed  between  the  people  on  the  opposite  sides 
of  the  river,  interrupted  for  a  time  by  the  Texan  volunteers,  is  fast 'being  reitortd. 
Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  Mexicans  who  crossed  to  this  side  of  the  river  when  their  town 
was  occupied  by  the  Texans,  have  returned.  I  do  not  apprehend  any  further  diffi- 
culties. I  therefore  thiuk  the  force  I  now  have  here  sufficient,  and  I  have  not  mad^ 
the  requisition  on  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Mcintosh  for  the  three  companies  of 
infantry  I  was  authorized  to  do  in  the  letter  from  department  headquarters  of  October?. 
According  to  the  best  information  I  have,  the  Texans  have  mostly  returned  to  their 
homes.  I  think  it  highly  improbable  that  they  will  return  again,  knowing,  as  they 
now  do,  that  they  will  be  resisted  by  the  Mexican  authorities  with  their  entire  force. 
The  Indians  brought  to  the  river  on  the  other  side  were  again  sent  into  the  interior  ai 
soon  as  it  was  known  the  Texans  had  withdrawn  from  the  frontier.  These  were  Sem- 
inoles  and  Kickapoos.  I  will  try  and  watch  the  movements  of  the  Lipans,  the  Indiaoi 
ivho  have  committed  so  many  depredations  on  the  citizens  of  Texas.

Sir  :  I  have  ^ust  seen  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  Colonel  Hardee,  an  officer  of  Colonel 
Johnston's  regiment,  dated  Jefferson  Barracks,  September  39,  1855,  in  which  he  say«: 
**  Instructions  have  been  given  that  the  Second  Regiment  of  Cavalry  will  go  to  Texas, 
but  up  to  this  time  not  a  wagon,  to  my  knowledge,  has  beenprovided  for  oar  traDspor- 
tation.  As  the  Sioux  war  seems  to  have  begun,  I  would  not  be  surprised  if  we  wera 
ordered  to  join  General  Harney.  I  consider  it  entirely  doubtful  if  we  get  to  Texas  this 
fall  or  winter.  Colonels  Johnston  and  Lee  are  both  absent,  and  I  am  in  commaiid  of 
the  regiment.''    It  seems,  therefore,  that  there  is  much  doubt  wlietlier  the  ngiment 

SSL^^^^  Johnston  will  be  in  Texas  this  foil,  and  in  the  present  exposed  siHuiIod  of 
our  frontier,  liable,  as  it  is,  to  be  attacked  at  any  moment  by  the  Lipans  and  8eiiuiMl» 
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from  the  other  side  of  the  Rio  Grande,  prudence  seems  to  require  that  an  additional 
mounted  force  should  at  once  be  called  into  the  field.  Such  is  the  opinion  of  the  citi- 
zeus  residing  on  our  western  frontier,  and  I  think  that  opinion  well  founded.  I  make 
these  HUf^gestions  to  you  because  I  think  such  a  force  is  now  needed  in  the  field,  and 
because  I  believe  if  you  were  to  call  on  me  for  such  a  force,  say  three  companies  from 
the  militia  of  this  State,  it  would  supersede  the  unauthorized  movement  of  armed  men 
that  seems  to  be  now  making  in  the  western  part  of  this  State,  and  bring  the  whole 
matter  growing  out  of  the  fkte  expedition  of  Captain  Callahan  entirely  under  your 
control.  Your  authority  to  call  fur  such  a  force  is  undoubted,  for  they  are  needed  to 
repel  the  actual  invasions  of  the  Indians,  which  are  daily  occurring.  Will  you  favor  me 
with  your  views  on  this  subject  as  early  as  conveuieut  T

Colonel:  There  ia  a  great  deal  of  excitement  among  the  citizens  of  this  part  of 
Texa.s,  resulting  from  the  late  events  on  the  Kio  Grande,  and  they  are  raising  a  thou- 
sand,men  to  cross  the  river,  ostensibly  to  chastise  the  Indians.  I  have  seen  several 
parties  ride  into  town  yesterday  and  to-day,  well  armed  and  mounted,  and  of  a  better 
chiss  of  citizens  than  usually  join  in  such  expeditions. 

It  has  struck  me  as  extraordinary  that,  while  complaining  that  they  are  left  without 
protection  from  Indian  incursions,  they  can  yet  aflford  to  send  away  three  times  the 
number  of  the  regular  mounted  force  in  the  whole  State  from  the  very  portion  of  the 
State  where  assistance  is  said  to  be  so  much  needed.  I  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  pre- 
vent any  unlawful  expedition,  but,  as  the  country  is  really  infested  witli  small  parties 
of  Indians,  it  is  easy  lor  any  party  of  armed  citizens  who  approach  the  Kio  Grande  to 
say  they  are  following  these  marauders  and  protecting  the  frontier.  These  illegal  ex- 
peditions require  the  troops  to  be  kept  near  the  Rio  Grande,  while  the  protection  of  the 
farmers  demands  that  they  should  be  brought  into  the  interior,  and  it  will  be  difficult  to 
execute  both  services  with  numbers  barely  sufficient  for  either.  If  I  can  delay  the 
action  of  those  parties  a  few  weeks  no  doubt  nuiny  of  the  more  prudent  citizens  will 
think  better  of  the  matter  and  abandon  the  expedition.

General  :  On  my  arrival  here  I  am  placed  in  possession  of  the  official  reports  of  Spe- 
cial Agents  Ross  and  Bavlor,  who  are  in  charge  of  the  Indian  reservations  near  Fort 
Belknap,  copies  of  which  I  have  thought  proper  to  inclose  you  for  your  information. 
You  will  perceive  by  reference  to  these  reports  that  we  may  expect  some  difficulty  with 
the  Yampasecos,  and,  in  fact,  all  of  the  northern  tribes  or  bands  of  Comaoches ;  that 
they  not  only  threaten  to  attack  the  friendly  Indians  on  the  reservations,  but  to  attack 
our  settlements  on  our  northern  frontier.  In  order  to  meet  any  emergency  that  may 
arise,  I  should  be  pleased  if  you  will  give  instructions  to  the  commanding  officer  at 
Forts  Belknap  and  Chadbourne  as  vou  may  deem  best  calculated  to  meet  the  threat- 
ened danger.  -Under  the  circumstances  it  is  deemed  by  me  absolutely  necessary  to 
have  a  small  force  on  the  Comanche  reservation  to  protect  the  Government  employ^ 
and  to  overawe  the  Comanches  now  settled  should  they  show  any  disposition  U}  join 
their  brethren  farther  north  in  attacks  on  our  settlement. 

Yon  will  perceive  that  Special  Agent  Baylor  has  already  requested  M^jor  Paul  to 
furnish  him  with  a  guard.

Governor  :  1  had  the  honor  of  receiving  your  letter  of  the  17th  yesterday.  1  haw 
not  the  slightest  apprehension  that  the  destination  of  the  Second  Cavalry  Kepaifri 
is  changed  or  that  its  march  will  be  delayed.  On  the  contrar>%  my  aiiAnranrr  l* 
stronger  every  day  that  it  will  be  here  as  soon  as  a  due  regard  to  the  conditioD  of  tbe 
horses  will  permit ;  and  I  am  sure  that,  npon  opnsidering  the  groands  of  my  cer- 
tainty, which  I  will  briefly  state,  you  will  be  of  the  same  opinion. 

In  the  first  place,  Colonel  Hardee,  in  writing  a  private  letter  to  a  friend  hn^,  h» 
stated  only  impressions  made  on  his  own  mind;  he  does  not  even  bint  thst  id; 
information,  even  unofficial,  is  the  foundation  of  his  opinion.  On  the  day  he  wrDt«^ 
the  29th  of  September — he  could  not  have  been  iu  possession  of  the  formal  ordfrtr> 
march.  Of  course  he  had  no  authority  to  require  or  prepare  the  transportation  for  the 
regiment.  It  is  possible  that  this  final  order  was  delayed  nntil  the  ntnatioo  and 
necessities  of  General  Harney  were  determined.  Accordingly,  after  the  news  of  h» 
success  over  the  Sioux  at  Ash  Hollow,  an  order  from  the  War  Department  of  the  ^h 
of  September,  a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  me,  directs  that  Colonel  Albert  S.  Juhoytoci 
should  be  relieved  trom  serving  on  a  court-martial  to  which  he  had  been  ordemi,  ani 
that  he  should  at  once  take  command  of  his  regiment,  and  on  tbe  27th,  two  dan 
afterward,  the  final  order  for  march  is  issued  from  the  Headquarters  of  the  Armv. 
This  order  could  not  have  reached  Colonel  Hardee,  for  if  it  had  been  mailed  on  tb. 
day  of  it«  date  it  would  not  have  been  in  Saint  Louis  when  the  colonel  wrote.  Oc 
its  receipt  you  are  well  aware  that  it  became  the  duty  of  the  officer  in  commtnd  of 
the  regiment  at  once  to  make  requisitions  on  the  staff  officers  near  htm  for  the  reqot- 
site  transportation  and  supplies,  and  you  are  also  aware  that  there  could  be  no  difli- 
cnlty  at  Saint  Louis  and  its  neighborhood  in  finding  plenty  of  either.  Tbe  absence  •/ 
these  preparations  before  the  order  for  march  is  no  evidence  of  the  impossibility  I'f 
procuring^ them  afterward ;  besides,  I  have  been  officially  informed  of  the  intention  iji 
the  War  I)epartment  to  send  the  regiment  here.  I  have  been  directed  to  make  pf^ 
paration  for  their  reception,  and  to  purchase  forage  for  their  horses,  involving  a  Ur^ 
expenditure.  I  have  received  and  recorded  the  formal  order  for  their  movenieDt  V 
there  were  any  intention  of  changing  their  destination,  the  first  act  of  the  Departmt^t 
would  be  to  inform  me  of  it,  that  I  mi^ht  suspend  the  purchases  that  became  unoerc^ 
sary  and  meet  the  new  position  of  affairs.  Last  night  1  received  different  orders  fnc 
Washington  up  to  the  4th  instant,  a  week  later  than  the  date  of  tbe  order  of  marrh. 
No  change  is  hinted  at,  and  I  act  under  the  most  perfect  confidence  that  up  to  the  4t\ 
of  October  the  disposition  of  the  regiment  was  unchanged,  and  that  it  is  now  on  lU 
march  to  Texas,  and  will  be  on  the  northern  frontier  before  any  other  troops  coald  b 
raised,  equipped,  and  sent  there.  A  company  of  the  rifles  arrived  four  days  since  a-s-i 
is  on  the  Medina;  another  is  on  its  march,  and  a  third,  probably,  has  started  frc 
Laredo.  I  could  still  draw  up  from  the  Kio  Grande  other  companies  now  that  I  hi>* 
their  horses  and  equipments,  if  the  preparations  for  an  unlawful  invasion  of  Meu  j 
did  not  forbid  mo  to  strip  the  Rio  Granite  of  it«  entire  mouuted  force,  and  your  nc'v 
lency  will  see  the  false  position  in  which  I  would  be  placed  were  I  to  call  rangeni  lai- 
service,  because  the  regular  troops,  whose  phice  these  are  to  supply,  are  kept  vh-T' 
they  are,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  by  the  throats  of  the  others  to  break  the  laws.  I  think  1 
can  answer  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  with  the  dispositions  I  will  make  by  ca<'| 
ing  some  infantry  and  a  mounted  artillery  company  to  replace  the  mounted  ridtv  I  ^^-^ 
bring  up  hero ;  and  my  confidence  is  iu  no  ways  shaken  in  the  expected  re-4»uforc<^ 
ment  by  the  doubts  expressed  in  Colonel  Hardee's  letter  before  be  had  aQtbeoM 
intelligence  of  the  movement.

.    Coloxel:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  a  report  from  Captain  Burbaok  •*''*] 
Duncan,  a  letter  from  the  governor  of  the  State,  who  desires  some  voloDteew  t#  •• 
called^into  service,  and  my  reply,  and  a  report  from  Brevet  M^jorPanl,coiiUBawiii«** 
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Fort  Belkuap.  Since  ray  last  report  some  of  those  engaged  ia  raising  the  expedition 
for  the  Kio  Grande  have  abandoned  it,  but  others  still  persist  and  are  very  active  in 
their  efforts  to  raise  the  necessary  number  of  men  by  the  15th  of  November,  the  day 
fixed  upou  for  their  rendezvous.  Many  of  the  best  citizens  of  this  part  of  the  country, 
which  the  l^te  Indian  incursions  have  stripped  of  its  Jiorses,  under  their  first  impulse, 
joined  in  this  movement  as  the  ouly  means  to  secure  themselves,  for  the  troops  on  the 
outer  frontier  were  too  distant  toafford  them  instant  succor,  it  being  one  hundred 
and  sixty  miles  to  the  nearest  post  of  consequence.  Fort  Mcintosh.  To  tranquilize  all 
this  population,  so  justly  alarmed,  apd  thus  to  detach  the  better  class  of  citizens  from 
the  unlawful  enterprise  projected,  I  will  gradually  bring  the  greater  part  of  the  rifle 
regiment  into  the  country  embraced  between  a  line  through  the  heads  of  the  Cebolo, 
Medina,  Hondo,  and  Frio,  and  the  outlet  of  those  rivers  down  as  far  as  Qoliad  and  the 
mission  of  Refugio,  and  keep  them  actively  in  motion,  so  that  all  the  inhabitants  may 
see  a  portion  of  them  every  few  days  and  feel  that  they  have  ef&cieat  protection  close 
at  hand.  I  will,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  bring  the  headquarters  of  the  regiment 
somewhere  near  the  center  of  this  district,  and  keep  up  this  disposition  until  confi- 
dence is  entirely  restored.  One  company,  C,  is  already  on  the  Medina,  and  companies 
A  and  H  will  shortly  be  in  this  neighborhood.  I  have  ordered  three  companies  of 
infantry  from  Ringgold  Barracks  to  strengthen  the  line  between  Las  Moras  and  the 
old  Presidio  crossing,  and  have  directed  Captain  Phelps's  light  battery  to  take  a  posi- 
tion where  they  can  meet  any  emergency  likely  to  occur  shortly.  Four  hundred  very 
good  horses  have  been  bought  for  the  rifles  in  Texas,  and  will  replace  the  losses  met 
with  in  severe  service  and  those  which  are  found  too  heavy  for  light  cavalry  service. 
I  propose,  as  a  temporary  measure,  to  take  about  eight  hoi*ses  from  each  company  of 
rifles,  of  those  too  heavy  for  their  use,  and  give  about  twenty-four  to  each  of  the 
companies  of  artillery  at  Forts  Duncan,  Mcintosh,  and  Ringgold  Barracks.  They  can, 
with  these,  harness  two  pieces  and  two  paissons  at  each  post,  and  thus  instruct  the 
men  in  that  part  of  their  service,  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  a  mounted  scout  of 
twenty  men  in  case  of  necessity.  These,  in  addition  to  two  or  three  companies  of  rifles, 
'  pi  be  kept  on  the  Rio  Grande,  can  secure  that  line  until,  tranquillity  being  restored,  a 
new  and  permanent  disi>osition  can  be  made.  This  new  state  of  affairs  will  modify 
former  plans.  The  companies  of  rifles  that  come  here  may  more  conveniently  receive 
their  horses  here,  and  tne  recruits  sent  to  the  rifles  can  come  to  Indianola.  When 
they  are  ordered  out  I  would  be  glad  to*  have  timely  notice  of  it,  that  I  may  send  a 
company  or  two  to  meet  them,  for  the  road  from  Indianola  here  is  crowded  with  grog- 
shops, and  raw  men  with  few  officers  can  hanll3'  be  kept  in  order.  The  road  from  Cor- 
pus Christi  to  Laredo  is  not  subject  to  that  objection,  but  the  companies  will  not  be 
at  hand  to  receive  them.  I  have  been  told  by  several  persons,  committees,  &c.,  that 
if  I  will  only  call  out  a  few  companies  of  rangers  it  will  at  once  employ  the  most 
unquiet  and  tranquillize  the  alarmed,  and  thus  break  up  the  contemplated  enterprise. 
I  refuse  absolutely.  I  will  exert  every  means  I  heave  to  avoid  any  serious  difficulty, 
but  I  will  not  buy  the  promised  good  conduct  of  such  men  as  must  necessarily  enter 
into  mafty  of  their  companies  at  any  price.  The  good  sense  and  manliness  of  th<>  bet- 
ter portion  will,  I  hope,  induce  them  to  abandon  au  improper  fellowship,  and  good 
order  will  be  once  more  restored.

Sir  :  Since  writing  my  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  a 
general  alarm  has  existed  amomg  the  white  settlers  of  this  neighborhood ;  that  they  have 
generally  abandoned  their  farms,  and  fled  with  their  families  to  this  post  for  protec- 
tion. I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  their  fears  are  groundless,  but  I  believe  the 
reports  in  reference  to  hostile  demonstrations  by  Northern  Comanches  as  much  exag- 
gerated. 

I  have  received  several  communications  from  Mr.  J.  R.  Baylor,  agent  for  the  South- 
em  Comanches,  representing  them  in  a  very  unquiet  state,  and  asking  for  troops  to  be 
stationed  among  them.  I  have  accordingly  sent  Captain  King,  First  Infantry,  withhis 
company.  Captain  Kin^  reported  that  the  Comanches  were  making  preparations  to 
leave  the  reserve,  and  this  step  was  ouly  prevented  by  his  timely  arrival  among  them. 
Mr.  Baylor  wrote  again  that  should  the  troops  be  removed  from  the  reservation,  ther« 
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would  not  be  a  single  Comanche  on  it  twenty-fonr  honra  after  the  departore  of  the 
troops.  Under  theee  circumstances,  until  otherwise  directed,  I  shall  leave  a  company 
or  a  detachment  of  thirty  or  forty  men  on  the  Comanche  reserve.  In  order  to  canj 
out  the  present  Indian  policy,  I  think  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  establish  * 
permanent  post  on  the  lower  oi;  Comanche  reservation  of  not  less  than  two  companies, 
one  of  which  shonld  be  mounted.

This  you  must  allow  is  the  state  of  the  present  case.  I  do  not  say  what  was  the  char- 
jicter  of  Captain  Callahan's  expedition ;  that  the  Government  will  decide  with*  him. 
I  only  say,  supposing  it  were  of  the  character  given  it  by  its  most  violent  enemies,  yet 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  in  no  way  answerable  to  the  Mexican  authori- 
ties, since  it  is  the  conduct  of  these  which  has  furnished  Captain  Callahan  with  the 
«loak  to  hide  him  from  the  vigilance  of  our  own  laws  and  its  officers.  More  than  a 
year  since  a  tribe  of  Li  pans,  which  had  formerly  been  under  the  care  of  an  Indian 
agent  of  the  United  States,  in  Texas,  were  persuaded  by  some  of  the  authorities  of 
Coahuila  to  move  to  that  state,  and  when  Major  Neighbours,  the  Indian  agent,  endeav- 
ored to  visit  them  and  persuade  them  to  return,  he  was  not  permitted  by  those  author- 
ities to  communicate  with  them.  These  Indians  were  put  under  the  protection  of  tbe 
civil  and  military  authorities  then  in  power  in  Coahuila,  and  they  commenced  at  once 
a  series  of  murders  and  robberies,  on  this  side  of  the  river,  which  has  continued  up  to 
this  time.  About  the  be^nning  of  the  summer  these  lodiaus  extended  their  depreda- 
tions so  fjBir  into  the  interior  as  to  be  out  of  the  reach  of  the  troops,  which  were  near  the 
frontier.  Drove  after  drove  of  horses  were  stolen  and  taken  at  once  across  the  Rio 
Grande,  where  they  were  protected  from  pursuit  by  the  Mexican  minor  civil  authori- 
ties. Now,  I  be^  von  to  observe  what  I  say  here  particularly,  because  it  is  the  origin 
pf  all  the  late  diMculties,  and  we  have  taken  pains  to  obtain  the  fullest  proof  as  to 
what  I  assert.  Party  after  party  of  Lipau  Indians,  living  under  the  protection  of  the 
Mexican  authorities  behind  Laredo  and  near  San  Fernando,  came  into  the  settlements 
singly,  and  joining  here  in  parties  of  from  five  to  thirteen,  stole  horses  from  all  the 
ranches  on  the  Medina,  Sai^  Antonio,  and  Cibolo  Rivers,  murdered  several  persons,  and 
escape<l,  by  a  rapid  flight  across  the  Rio  Graude,  with  much  of  their  plunder.  Citizens 
of  Texas,  from  several  different  neighborhoods,  followed  them  peaceably,  found  the 
stolen  animals,  recognized  them,  and  endeavored  to  purchase  them  back — some  from 
the  Indiaus  who  stole  them — but  most  of  the  horses  were  in  the  hands  of  minor  civil  * 
officers,  on  the  Mexican  side,  who  refused  all  aid,  or  even  permission,  for  the  recovery

of  them.  FindiDfr  it  impossible  to  obtain  redress  for  wrongs  so  flagrant,  they  deter- 
mined to  pursue  the  next  band  of  robbers  even  into  Mexic«>,  which  they  ha4  a  ri^htto 
do,  seeing  that  the  Mexican  authorities  not  only  refused  redress,  bnt  aided  and  pro- 
tected the  Indians  and  shared  their  plunder.  Under  cover  of  this  right,  which  is 
nndonbted,  other  parties  may  have  contemplated  a  wrong,  bnt  Mexico  herself  had  so 
completely  sheltered  them  from  our  pursuit  that  it  can  only  be  after  a  development  cf 
of  their  true  desigus  that  our  authorities  can  act,  and  it  is  then  too  late  for  prevention.

The  other  six  companies  and  th^ 
headquarters  are  directed  to  encamp  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Mason,  agreeably  to  tb- 
wish  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  expressed  in  your  communication  of  the  20th  ultiuio.

Gentlemen  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives : 

I  transmit  herewith  the  muster-rolls  of  three  small  companies  of  mounted  volnnteen* 
one  commanded  by  William  Tom,  which  was  in  service  on  the  frontier  from  the  Ictu 
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of  October  to  tho  16th  of  November,  1855 ;  another  commnnded  by  W.  G.  Tobin,  which 
served  on  the  frontier  from  the  12th  of  October  to  the  15th  of  November,  1855 ;  the  other 
commanded  by  Levi  English,  whose  precise  term  of  service  is  not  known  to  me.  Tliese 
companies  were  voluntarily  organized  and  supported  by  the  citizens  of  tho  frontier,  for 
their  defense  during  the  pjist  fall,  while  they  were  saiiering  from  the  constant  attacks 
of  hostile  Indians,  there  being  no  mounted  troops  of  the  United  States  near  enough  to 
afford  any  protection. 

Small  parties  of  the  last-named  company  had  several  encounters  with  and  killed 
man}*  of  the  Lipan  Indians,  and  all  of  tbe  companies  were  in  active  service^t  a  time 
when  the  frontier  settlements  were  nearly  broken  up  by  the  incursions  of  the  In- 
dians, and  contributed  greatly  to  restore  peace  and  confidence  to  those  settlements.  I 
think  it  but  an  att  of  justice  that  they  should  receive  from  the  State  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  their  services  and  expenses,  and  therefore  submit  the  matter  to  your 
consideration,  with  the  hope  that  you  will  make  suitable  provisions  for  their  payment. 

The  circumstances  under  which  these  companies  were  organized  and  the  service 
they  rendered,  are  well  known  to  Messrs.  Maverik  and  McCullough,  of  the  senate,  and 
the  Bexar  delegation  in  the  house  of  representatives,  to  whom  reference  is  made  for 
information  on  those  points.

«o  uething  bo  done  immediately  for  the  protection  of  the  citisens  residing  on  the  Up- 
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per  Blanco,  Guadalupe,  Curry's  Creek,  and  Perdinales,  they  will  be  compelled  to  give 
up  their  homes,  has  just  been  received.  I  have  not  been  unmindful  of  your  exposed 
condition*,  and  some  time  since  requested  the  commanding;  general  of  this  department 
to  have  mounted  troops  sent  to  your  vicinity  for  its  protection,  but  I  have  heard  noth- 
iuff  from  him  in  reply. 

You  must  bo  well  aware  that  no  means  have  been  placed  at  my  disposal  for  frontier 
protection,  and,  without  means,  I  can  do  nothing  efiective.  I  would,  however,  advise 
that  your  settlement  organize  a  company  of  minute-men.  Let  a  small  number,  say  ten 
or  iifteen,  be  kept  scouting,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  notify  the  company  to  assemble 
and  pursue  the  Indians  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  they  ai'e  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. Such  a  course  will  enable  you  to  rally  a  respectable  force  at  a  short  notice  and,  I 
think,  will  tend  to  restore  confidence.  Should  you  conclude  to  act  on  this  advice,  you 
will  keep  me  advised  of  your  proceedings,  and  I  shall  take  pleasure  in  urging  the  legis- 
lature to  make  a  suitable  compensation  for  the  service  of  those  who  may  be  employed, 
and  to  pay  for  all  reasonable  expenses  that  may  be  incurred.  I  do  not  intend  to  ad- 
vise the  organization  of  a  force  for  offensive  warfare  at  a  distance  from  your  bomes, 
but  that  you  shall  endeavor,  by  this  plan,  to  give  yourselves  protection  against  the 
Indians  who  may  come  into  the  vicinity  of  our  settlements.

Ist.—Ou  the  20th  day  of  Maich,  1856,  a  party  of  Indians,  supposed  to  be  CoomefaeH. 
came  into  the  Lower  Sabinal  settlements  and  stole  seven  head  of  horses  and  maks.  I 
took  the  trail  with  my  men,  which  was  followed  up  to  the  head-waters  of  the  Xcv 
Esses,  then  crossing  we  proceeded  to  the  south  prong  of  the  Llano,  and  on  arriving 
there  late  in  the  afternoon  discovered  the  Indians  encamped  barbecuing  a  horse.  Wf 
charged  the  camp,  but  being  on  an  elevated  position  and  the  Indians  in  a  low  ravine, 
discovered  our  movements  and  made  their  escape  through  a  mountain  pass,  being  then 
dark,  and  in  the  morning  no  trail  was  visible. 

Scout  2d, — On  the  night  of  the  16th  day  of  May,  a  party  of  Comanche  Indians,  eight 
in  number,  came  into  old  Fort  Lincoln  and  stole  eignt  head  of  horses.  We  took  t&ir 
trail  next  morning,  and  followed  them  to  the  head- waters  of  the  Medina  River,  but. 
owing  to  a  heavy  rain,  we  lost  the  trail  and  could  not  proceed  any  further. 

/Scout  3<f. — On  the  night  of  the  7th  June,  1856,  there  was  a  party  of  Indians,  snppowd 
to  be  twenty-five  in  number,  came  into  the  Upper  Snbinal  settlements,  known  tetbf 
Carrion  Valley,  five  of  them  entering  the  yard  of  Mr.  Aron  Anglon  and  killed  tT*» 
dogs ;  being  fired  on  by  John  Leaky,  a  private  of  my  compaiiy,  who  was  stopping  fi>r 
the  night  in  Mr.  Anglon's  house,  and  from  his  exertions  the  Indians  left  the  yaitL  1  Mit 
five  men  next  morning  to  hunt  for  their  trail  while  I  was  collectiu>;  the  balance  of  tb^ 
men  about  three  miles  southwest  from  Anglon's  house.  The  aliove-mentioned  five  nee 
came  on  the  Indians  in  camp  on  the  Frio  Mountains,  (this  being  the  place  where  Hr. 
Leaky  and  Baremore  received  their  wounds.)  On  the  morning  of  the  9th  I  took  tb 
trail  with  twenty  of  my  men,  and  followed  it  for  eight  days,  and  finally  came  np  with 
them  in  camp  on  the  Leon  River  about  thirty  mUes  from  Fort  Inge,  (sooth.)  Wr 
charged  the  camp  and  killed  seven  of  them,  which  lay  on  the  ground,  and  woQod«^ 
several  others.  'Sj^c  also  captured  four  head  of  horses,  three  shields,  six  quivers  vitb 
bows  and  arrows,  two  rifle-guns,  and  one  Government  revolver.  WA  made  various  olbrr 
scouts  too  numerous  to  rex)ort,  but  all  of  which  came  off  with  success.

Gentlemen  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  about  the  month  of  March  last,  oommnnicatioii« 
were  received  from  the  settlements  on  the  Upper  Blanco,  Guadalape  and  Cooij'* 
Creek,  complaining  of  their  exposed  situation  and  asking  protection  against  fk* 
Indians,  who  committed  frequent  cepredations  about  that  time  in  those  settiemcDTs 
and  also  in  the  settlements  farther  west. 

I  replied  to  the  communications  that  no  means  had  been  placed  at  my  disposal  Ut 
the  protection  of  the  frontier,  and  advised  them  to  organize  a  company  of  miuute-ioH 
for  their  own  protection,  and  that  I  would  urge  the  legislature  to  compensate  them  d^ 
their  services  and  expenses. 

Acting  upon  this  advice,  a  company  was  organized  in  the  vicinity  of  Cony's  VneV 
a  muster-roll  of  which,  together  with  an  appraisement  of  their  horses  and  arm^  ▼»« 
forwarded  to  me. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  I  have  received  a  communication  from  J.  W. 
Sansom,  captain  of  this  company,  informing  me  that  he  had  been  discbai^ged  and  it- 
closing  a  statement  of  the  number  of  days  served  b^  each  man. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  original  petition  for  relief,  a  copy  of  my  letter  in  reply  to  it 
the  original  muster-roll  of  tne  company,  a])praisement  of  horses  and  arms,  together 
with  the  communication  of  Captain  Sansom  informing  me  of  the  discharge  of  the  mea 
and  the  time  they  ser^''ed,  which  papers  are  numbered  from  one  to  fonr.  A  sfmiU' 
company  was  organized  on  Bancharos  and  Sabinal  Creeks  in  March  last,  of  which  Job'. 
M.  Davenport  was  elected  captain.  I  transmit  herewith  the  lett<er  of  CaptaiD  Duwh- 
port  advising  me  of  its  organization,  and  also  another  letter  from  him  of  a  more  lerect 
date,  giving  an  account  of  a  fight  with  the  Indians. 

A  letter  was  addressed  to  Captain  Davenport  of  a  similar  character  to  that  wiirtes 
to  the  citizens  of  the  Upper  Blanco. 

More  recently  a  similar  company  has  been  organissed  in  Uvalde  County,  of  vKi^"'- 
Reading  W.  Black  has  been  elected  captain,  and  I  transmit  herewith  his  letter  inAra- 
ing  me  of  the  organization. 

I  am  well  satisfied  that  these  companies  were  actually  necessary  to  keep  the  frontic 
settlements  from  breaking  up,  and  they  have  done  goocl  service  in  their  pn>t«etMfi.

War  Department,  Washington,  September  16,  1857. 

Sir:  I  received  your  letter  yesterday,  stating  that  a  rumored  expedition  was  prepar- 
ing in  the  western  part  of  Texas  for  the  invasion  of  Mexican  territory,  and  tuat  the 
names  of  distinguished  men  were  connected  with  it.  I  hope  very  sincerely,  for  the 
sake  of  this  country,  that  this  report  may  prove  to  be  unfounded. 

We  are  not  only  at  peace  with  Mexico,  but  that  peace  is  guaranteed  by  the  most 
solemn  undertaking  and  deliberate  pledges  which  it  is  possible  for  one  country  to  give 
another.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  too,  that  these  pledges  are  the  work  of  the  people 
themselves ;  they  have  pledged  their  word,  they  have  plighted  their  faith,  that  peace 
should  be  preserved  between  the  two  sister  republics.  By  many,  these  pledges  have 
tlie  sanction  of  an  oath,  for,  under  the  Constitution,  which  we  have  sworn  to  support, 
the  treaties  entered  into  by  the  Government  are  made  the  supreme  law  of  the  land. 
Without  provocation,  therefore,  to  enter  upon  the  territories  of  Mexico  for  any  hostile 
piiri>ose  whatever  is  an  act  as  indefensible  and  as  repugnant  to  every  sentiment  of 
honesty,  manliness,  and  good  faith  as  an  act  of  open  piracy  upon  the  high  seas.  Such 
outrages  tarnish  our  national  honor  and  materially  damage  the  high  and  deserved 
reputation  of  our  people  for  courage  and  chivalry. 

It  would  be  very  humiliating  to  think  that  any  respectable  number  of  American 
citizens  could  be  instigated  by  a  knowledge  of  Mexican  feebleness  to  commit  an  act  of 
outrage  upon  that  nation  which  fear  would  restrain  them  from  committing  against  our 
luore  powerful  neighbors  in  the  north.  It  is  the  part  of  magnanimity  to  spare  the 
feeble,  even  in  legitimate  warfare,  but  it  is  good  cause  of  eternal  reproach  to  those 
whom  the  weakness  of  a  friendly  nation  could  incite  to  acts  of  rapine,  plunder,  and 
outrage. 

It  is  your  duty  to  prevent,  by  all  the  means  within  your  power,  the  consummation  of 
any  such  design,  and  I  am  instructed  by  the  President  to  say  that  the  whole  force 
under  your  command  must  be  used,  if  necessary,  to  arrest  any  movement  whatever  of 
the  sort,  and  you  are  hereby  directed  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  law  in  such  cases 
made  and  provided.  These  provisions  are  deemed  amply  sufficient  and  are  hereby 
transcribed  for  your  instniction  and  direction.  (See  sixth  and  eighth  sections  of  the  act 
of  April  '^th,  1818,  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  3,  page  449,  "An  act  in  addition  to  an  act 
for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes,"  &c.) 

Yon  will  see  the  necessity  for  great  vigilance  and  activity  in  preventing  such  a 
movement,  if,  in  truth,  such  an  one  is  seriously  thought  of.

Gentlemen  :  Some  correspondence  has  taken  place  between  this  office  and  Brevet 
Major  General  Twiggs,  commanding  this  department,  in  regard  to  the  inadefjaacy  ot 
the  force  he  now  has  to  give  protection  to  our  extended  frontier  against  the  depreda- 
tions of  the  numerous  bands  of  Indians  who  are  scattered  along  our  northern  and  west- 
ern  borders.  I  inclose  herewith  copies  of  the  letters  receiv^  from  General  Twigg*. 
together  with  the  copy  of  the  draught  of  a  bill  for  raising  a  regiment  of  mount-ed  volun- 
teers from  this  State.  You  will  perceive  that  General  Twiggs  has  asked  for  an  increase 
of  troops,  and,  in  case  none  can  bo  sent  here  from  other  departments,  he  is  desirons  of 
having  this  volunteer  regiment  of  our  citizens  for  one  or  two  years.  The  only  altera- 
tions I  would  suggest  in  the  bill  are  that  there  should  be  two  majors,  as  that  n amber 
is  allowed  to  each  regiment  in  the  Regular  Army ;  that  the  term  of  service  should  be 
changed  from  one  to  two  years,  and  that  all  after  the  word  <*  month,''  in  the  third  line 
of  the  last  section,  be  stricken  out.  Within  the  last  few  months  the  mail  train  from 
San  Antonio  to  £1  Paso  was  attacked  and  robbed  of  many  of  its  animsds,  and  I  have 
now  before  me  a  communication  Just  received  from  a  large  number  of  citizens  residing 
on  the  waters  of  the  San  Saba  and  Upper  Colorado  Rivers,  stating  that  the  Indians  have 
recently  made  several  incursions  into  those  settlements  and  stolen  and  carried  off  nearly 
three  hundred  horses.  These  aggressions  show  conclusively  that  the  force  now  assiisned 
to  our  frontier  is  inadequate  to  its  protection  and  that  there  is  a  pressing  necessity  for 
this  regiment.  You  must  be  aware  that  our  citizens  have  long  b€«n  desirous  of  having 
such  a  regiment  for  our  defense,  and  the  present  seems  to  be  a  favorable  opportunity 
for  secnnng  it,  since  I  am  assured  that  General  Twiggs  will  co-operate  with  yoa  in 
urging  the  measure  upon  the  attention  of  Congress.

Sir  :  You  are  hereby  authorized  to  enroll  a  company  of  twenty  mounted  men  in  the 
counties  of  Erath  and  Palo  Pinto,  to  serve  for  three  months  for  the  protection  of  the  set- 
tlements in  said  counties  against  the  incursions  of  hostile  Indians.  Each  man  will  fur- 
nish himself  with  a  good  rifle  or  double-barreled-shot  gun,  and  one  Or  more  pistols,  with 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  ammunition,  a  good  horse,  saddle,  and  bridle.  When  the  com- 
pany shall  have  been  enrolled  you  will  cause  an  election  to  be  held  for  one  lientenant 
to  command  the  company,  and  one  sergeant  and  one  corporal,  and  make  out  duplicate 
muster-Tolls,  one  of  which  you  will  deliver  to  the  lieutenant  and  the  other  yoa  will 
forward,  as  early  as  convenient,  to  this  office. 

The  officers  and  men,  respectively,  will  be  paid  by  the  State  while  in  actual  aervice 
at  the  same  rates  as  mounted  volunteers  were  paid  by  the  United  States  daring  the 
Mexican  war.  They  will  furnish  themselves  with  subsistence  and  forage,  and  will  be 
allowed  therefor  in  accordance  with  the  commutation  fixed  by  the  rules  of  the  United 
States  service.  When  the  company  shall  have  been  organized  you  will  deliver  to  the 
liouteuant  the  accompanying  letter  of  instructions  for  his  government,  and  also  a 
copy  of  this  letter  to  yourselt.  Each  officer  and  private  will  also  be  allowed  pay  for 
all  ammunition  necessarily  used  in  service,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Ueutenant.

To  the  lieutenant  who  may  he  elected  to  command  the  company  qf  mounted  men  authorised  to 
he  enrolled  by  John  H.  Conner  in  the  counties  of  Brown  and  San  Saba : 
Sir  :  You  will  keep  the  whole  or  such  portion  of  your  company  as  you  may  consider 
necessary,  in  actual  service,  at  such  point  or  points  upon  the  ^ntier  in  the  vicinity  of 
Brown  and  San  Saba  Counties,  and  the  acUoining  counties,  as  will  best  enable  them  to 
give  protection  to  the  inhabitants  against  the  incursions  of  hostile  Indiana. 
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The  object  in  raisinp^  your  company  being  mainly  for  defensive  operations,  it  is  not 
expected  that  you  will  make  any  distant  expeditions  against  Indians,  unless  it  may 
become  necessary  to  follow  np  hostile  parties  of  them  >vho  have  committed  depreda- 
tions upon  our  citizens.  You  will  in  no  event  interfere  with  the  Indians  who  are  set- 
tled on  the  Government  reservations,  nor  with  any  of  those  belonging  to  the 
reservations  that  you  may  meet  with  off  the  reservations,  nuless  you  find  them 
actually  committing  depredations  upon  the  settlers  or  under  such  circumstances 
as  shall  leave  no  doubt  that  they  have  been  actually  committing  acts  of  hos- 
tility against  our  citizens.  You  will  exercise  extreme  caution,  so  as  not  to  give 
offense  to  any  friendly  tribes,  as  such  a  course  of  proceeding  will  be  certain  to 
increase  the  dangers  to  which  our  settlements  are  now  exposed.  It  is  not  intended 
that  you  shall  keep  the  whole  or  any  part  of  your  company  in  active  service  any 
longer  at  one  time  than  there  shall  be  an  actual  necessity  for  them,  but  that  you 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  keep  only  such  number  actively  employed  as  will  give  security 
and  confidence  to  the  settlements  you  are  designed  to  x)rotect,  so  as  to  make  the  three 
months  of  service  extend  over  as  long  a  period  of  time  as  possible.  You  will  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  the  number  of  days  that  each  officer  and  private  is  actually  em- 
ployed, and  make  a  return  of  the  same  to  this  office,  under  oath,  to  serve  as  a  guide 
in  paying  them  for  their  services.  You  will  make  regular  reports  of  all  the  operations 
of  the  men  under  your  command  to  this  office  as  often  as  once  in  two  weeks,  which 
report  you  will  transmit  through  the  post-office  nearest  to  you.  Should  any  of  your 
company  fail  to  furnish  himself  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  contained  in  the 
instructions  to  the  enrolling  officer,  or  fail  in  his  duty  under  your  command,  it  will  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  withholding  his  pay,  and  you  will  report  all  such  cases 
without  delay.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  requesting  our  Eepresentatives  and  instnictinj;  our  Sonatora  in  the  United 
States  Congreiis  to  call  upon  the  United  States  Government  to  refund  the  money  heretofore  paid  out 
by  the  State  of  Texas  for  the  defense  of  her  frontier  since  the  28th  day  of  February,  1855. 

Whereas,  under  the  compact  of  annexation,  the  State  of  Texas  is  entitled  to  protec- 
tion from  the  depredations  of  Indians  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  ;  and 
whereas  that  protection,  in  many  instances,  ha«  not  been  afforded  to  the  exposed  por- 
tions of  the  frontier  since  the  28th  February,  A.  D.  1855,  in  consequence  whereof  the 
governor  of  this  State  has,  from  time  to  time,  been  compelled  to  order  rangers  or  vol- 
unteers into  the  fteld  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens  against 
predatory  bands  of  Indians  which  have  infested  our  frontier ;  and  whereas  the  legisla- 
ture has  appropriated  nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
State  to  pay  the  troops  so  called  out,  which  sums  of  money  have  not  been  refunded  to 
tlie  State  by  the  United  States :  Therefore, 

Resolved^  That  our  Senatoi-s  in  the  United  States  Congress  be  instructed  and  our 
Representatives  be  requested  to  urge  upon  the  Government  of  the  United  States  the 
necessity  of  refunding  the  amount  of  money  paid  out  by  Texas  for  the  defense  of  the 
tix)ntier  at  the  earliest  day  possible,  and  that  the  governor  be  requested  to  furnish 
each  of  onr  Senators  and  Representatives  in  the  United  States  Congress,  and  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  with  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolution,  accompanied  by  a  full 
statement  of  all  the  sums  of  mouey  paid  by  the  State  for  the  defense  of  the  frontier 
as  aforesaid.

When  the 
company  shall  have  been  enrolled,  you  will  cause  an  election  to  be  held  for  one  lieu- 
tenant to  command  the  company,  and  one  sergeant  and  one  corporal,  and  make  out 
duplicate  muster-rolls,  one  of  which  you  will  deliver  to  the  lieutenant,  and  the  other 
you  will  forward  as  early  as  convenient  to  this  office. 
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The  officers  and  men,  respectively,  will  be  paid  by  the  State,  wbile  in  actnal  service, 
at  the  same  rate  as  mounted  volnuteers  were  paid  by  the  United  States  during  the  Mex- 
ican war.  They  will  famish  themselves  with  subsistence  and  forage,  and  will  be  alloweil 
therefor  in  accordance  with  the  commutation  fixed  by  the  rules  of  the  United  States  serv- 
ice.

Dear  Sir  ;  I  recived  by  last  night's  mail  a  letter  from  Major  Bishop,  of  W^ise  County, 
inclosing  the  petition  of  a  large  number  of  citizens,  giving  such  an  account  of  the 
condition  of  that  frontier  as  to  require,  if  true,  action  by  authority  of  the  State,  the 
General  Government  having  failed  to  adopt  the  necessary  measures  for  its  protection. 
I  was  also  much  pleased  to  see  from  a  paragraph  in  the  Dallas  Herald  that  you  had 
taken  the  matter  in  hand,  and,  with  a  number  of  your  fellow-citizens,  had  determined 
to  follow  up  and  punish  the  Indian  enemy.  I  hope  Ijefore  this  reaches  you  you  will 
have  done  so  and  been  successful. 

I  inclose  you,  by  the  bearer  of  this,  a  commission,  which  will  enable  you  to  act  with 
authority  in  the  matter  and  give  direction  to  the  necessary  movements  against  the 
common  enemy,  which  I  hope  you  will  be  able,  consisteutly  with  your  feelings,  to 
accept.  You  are  aware  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  know  the  requisites  of  such  an 
emergency,  situated  so  far  from  the  scene  as  I  am. 

There  must  be  some  one  in  whom  I  can  and  should  confide  in  matters  of  so  much 
moment,  for,  while  I  am  willing  to  do  everything  in  my  power,  it  will  not  do  to  rely 
on  every  representation  that  is  made.  I  know  of  no  one  in  your  section  whose  past 
experieuce  will  so  well  justify  me  in  confiding  the  direction  of  affairs  at  this  time  as 
yourself.  I  therefore  authorize  you  to  adopt  such  measures  of  defense  as  you  may 
deem  desirable  to  meet  the  existing  emergency.  You  are  authorized  to  raise  a  come 
pany  of  seventy-nine  men,  rank  and  file,  lor  three  months'  service,  or  for  such  time  a- 
niay  be  hereafter  directed,  but  such  company  in  no  event  to  be  kept  under  pay  longer 
than  their  services  are  absolutely  required.  If  you  shall  have  become  satisfied  of  the 
tribes  committing  the  depredations,  and  believe  that  an  expedition  against  them  at 
their  own  homes  is  necessary  and  practicable,  you  are  then  authorized  to  raise  such 
additional  number  of  men  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose,  and  pursue  and  punish 
them,  wheresoever  they  may  belong  and  wherever  they  may  go. 

II  satisfied  of  their  guilt,  you  will  pay  no  reganla  to  treaty  stipulations  between 
them  and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  any  event,  without  the  uncondi- 
tional surrender  of  the  offending  parties  and  the  return  of  the  stolen  property  of  our 
citizens.  If  the  General  Government  cannot  or  will  not  protect  our  citizens  from  her 
Indians,  and  the  necessity  devolves  on  them  of  doing  so,  the  whole  civilized  world  will 
justify  and  sustain  them  in  exercising  the  right. 

If  you  should  find  it  necessary  to  ccoss  Red  River,  you  can  co-operate  with  M^or 
Van  Dorn's  command  or  not,  as  you  may  think  best. 

You  will  use  all  possible  exertion  to  overtake  and  punish  the  offenders,  find  them 
where  you  will,  within  our  territory  or  out  of  it,  without  regard  to  time  or  place,  ex- 
cepting the  Indian  reserves  only,  but  regarding  the  circnmstances  of  your  ability  to 
do  so  mone.  You  will  perceive  the  necessity  of  the  greatest  celerity  of  movement,  at 
the  same  time  that  dueicaution  should  be  exercised  on  attempting  an  oxpeditiQ|i  against 
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any  of  the  bands  in  their  own  strongholds,  lest  the  force  of  the  blow  should  be  foiled 
or  weakened  by  giving  them  time  for  preparation  or  escape. 

If  you  should  determine  not  to  act  under  this  commission,  you  are  then  antborized 
to  raise  the  company  or  designate  some  proper  person  to  do  so,  to  the  efficient  aad 
proper  officering  and  manning  of  which  I  shall  hope  you  will  give  some  attention,  iia 
without  good  officers  and  gocm.  men  there  is  no  efficient  service  to  be  expected. 

All  reasonable  expenses  for  ammunition  will  be  paid  to  your  requisition  on  the  comp- 
troller. The  means  for  the  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  men  will  have  to  be  provided 
by  the  next  legislature  at  its  next  regular  session.  You  will  please  let  me  hear  fruu 
you  by  the  return  of  the  messenger,  and  give  me  as  exact  an  accouut  of  the  sitnstioa 
of  affairs  and  the  requirements  of  the  occasion  as  may  be  in  your  power.

I  have  been  disappointed  in  getting  the  messenger  off  as  soon  as  soon  as  expecte^l 
and  have  opened  the  envelope  to  make  an  additional  suggestion.  I  hope  you  will 
take  no  action,  unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary,  without  communicating  further  with 
me  or  until  you  are  satisfied  the  emergency  requires  it  fully.  I  know  not  how  far  the 
legislature  may  be  willing  to  justify  the  step,  as  its  indorsement  will  be  necessary  io 
getting  an  appropriation.  I  have  taken  this  course  in  giving  yon  authority  becanse  I 
cannot  be  present  to  know  tht)  requisites  and  because  of  the  absolute  necessity  of 
checking  the  forays  of  the  Kickapoos  and  other  United  States  Indians  who  are  believed 
to  have  been  interrupting  our  territory.  I  have  written  to  the  President  I  woald 
punish  them  if  the  Government  did  not  restrain  them.

Copy  of  memoranda  of  in8tru4:tion8  fonoarded  to  Colonel  Bourland* 

Ist.  To  make  a  disposition  of  the  force  to  cover  and  protect  the  exposed  settlements. 
Making  stations  upon  or  near  the  trails  or  passes  of  the  Indians. 

2d.  Pursuing  trails  to  the  camp  of  the  enemy,  chastising  him,  and  destroying  his 
supplies. 

3a.  Reclaiming  stolen  property,  no  difference  in  whose  hands  it  is  found.  The  pos- 
session prima  facie  evidence  that  the  i)ossessor  was  the  robber ;  where  the  property  is 
not  given  up  peaceably,  to  take  it  by  force,  and  in  the  case  of  Indians  to  take  life,  if 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  object. 

4th.  To  break  up  the  trade  carried  on  between  the  friendly  Indians  north  of  Red 
River  and  the  Comanches  and  their  confederates.  To  assure  the  former,  if  they  do 
not  desist,  Texas  will  make  war  upon  them,  and  the  United  States  will,  in  the  end, 
have  to  co-operate  and  send  the  Government  troops  to  invade  their  territory. 

5th.  To  co-operate  with  Blinor  Van  Dorn,  if  practicable. 

6th.  To  issue  rations  of  subsistence  and  forage  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States.  To  cover  all  issues  by  requisitions  and  returns.  To  issue  ordnance  and 
stores  in  a  regular  manner. 

In  these  matters  there  must  be  system  and  compliance  with  law  and  the  regulations 
of  the  United  States  Army. 

7th.  To  use  strict  economy,  and  purchase  no  article  nnless  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  good  of  the  service,  and  within  the  line  of  articles  nsed  by  the  like  army  in  the  like 
United  States  service. 

8th.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  United  States  Army  and  the  Articles  of  War 
to  be  obser%^ed  and  enforced  as  near  afi  can  be. 

You  will,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  company  has  been  organized,  forward  to 
this  office  a  copy  of  the  muster-rolls,  with  the  names  of  the  officers  elected  and  prop- 
erly authenticated.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  inclose  an  abstract  from  the  comptroller's  office 
of  the  different  sums  appropriated  by  the  State  of  Texas  for  protection  against  the 
Indians,  and  now  remaining  unpaid  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  which, 
if  consistent  with  the  views  of  the  Department,  wo  shall  hope  will  be  included  in  the 
estimates  of  expenditure  for  the  present  year.  The  muster-rolls  and  vouchers  are  all 
on  file  in  that  office,  and  will  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  office  at  Washington  as  soon 
as  intelligence  shall  reach  here  of  an  appropriation  by  Congress  to  cover  the  amount. 
I  have  also  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  copy  of  a  letter  of  recent  date  from  this 
office  to  Colonel  James  Bourland,  with  iustructious  for  his  guidance  in  regard  to  Indian 
disturbances  on  the  northern  frontier  of  this  State.  These  particular  disturbances  are 
believed  to  be,  in  a  great  degree,  attributable  to  certain  predatory  bauds  in  treaty 
with  the  General  Government,  who  have  hitherto  roamed  on  that  part  of  our  Territory 
at  pleasure,  and  of  which  I  have  at  former  times  taken  occasion  to  give  the  Govern- 
ment due  notice,  and  to  ask  that  they  should  be  restrained  to  their  own  limits.

Sir:  The  muster-rolls  for  your  company  were  received  here  some  weeks  since,  and 
a  report  also  soon  thereafter,  which  would  have  been  acknowledged  sooner  if  I  had 
been  able  to  arrive  at  a  definite  conclusion  as  to  the  time  at  which  the  services  of  the 
company  could  be  dispensed  with.  Having  received  up  to  this  time  no  definite  infor-

The  subject  of  combined  operations  against  the  Comanches  will  be  deferred  for  such 
future  action  as  the  exigencies  and. interests  of  the  service  may  render  expedient.

for  months  past;  and  whereas  all  the  best  interests  of  the  State  require  an  immediate 
peaceable  and  permanent  settlement  of  said  disturbances : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  H.  R.  Eunnels,  governor  of  said  State,  do  hereby  constitute  and 
appoint  the  following-named  citizens,  to  wit,  George  B.  Erath,  John  Henry  Brown, 
Richard  Coke,  J.  M.  Stciner,  and  J.  M.  Smith,  a  board  of  peace  commissioners,  with 
power  and  authority  to  repair  to  said  Brazos  agency  and  represent  the  State  of  Texas 
in  the  peaceable  and  lawful  adjustment  of  said  difficulties.

Instructions  to  Messrs.  Erathf  Coke,  Smithy  Brown^  and  Steiner,  peace  commissionen,  ^. 

Ist.  The  first  and  main  object  of  yonr  mission  is  to  prevent  all  farther  violencr 
between  the  citizens  of  Texas  and  the  friendly  Indians  on  the  reserx'-ation  and  the 
United  States  troops  there  stationed.  You  will  therefore  repair  at  the  earliest  po^sibV 
time  to  the  lower  reservation,  and  if  you  find  any  armed  body  of  citizens  aseembW 
there,  or  in  that  vicinity,  you  will  confer  with  them  and  with  the  agent  at  the  reserre 
and  officers  in  command  of  the  United  States  troops  there  stationed. 

2d.  With  acts  of  violence  which  may  have  beeen  already  committed,  you  hire 
nothing  to  do,  as  they  must  be  adjudicated  upon  by  the  courts  of  the  county,  but  yoa 
will  use  all  your  exertions  to  gather  facts  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  true 
cause  of  the  difficulties,  and  to  remove  by  all  legal  means  those  causes  in  the  future, and 
thereby  secure  a  settlement  between  the  parties  which  will  insure  permanent  peft€«. 

3d.  You  will  use  all  peaceable  and  lawml  means  to  induce  the  citizens  to  desiRt  from 
further  violence,  and  return  to  their  homes,  by  giving  them  assurance  of  the  detenni- 
nation  of  the  Federal  Government  to  remove  the  Indians  beyond  the  limits  of  tba 
State  at  an  early  day,  as  well  as  of  the  earnest  desire  and  unceasing  eiforts  of  the 
State  authorities  to  hasten  that  consummation,  and  at  the  same  time  warn  them  of  thi* 
evil  consequences  of  any  unlawfiil  acts  which  must  result,  not  only  to  theoiselves,  but 
to  the  citizens  on  the  whole  frontier. 

4th.  You  will  also  use  vour  efibrts  to  induce  the  agents  and  superintendents  to  adnpt 
conciliatory  measures  and  prevent  any  hostilities  ou  the  part  of  the  Indians,  and  to 
keep  all  Indians  within  the  limits  of  the  reservations,  iu  order  that  non-interreotiim, 
except  with  persons  coming  on  the  reserve  for  peaceable  purposes,  may  avert  the  poi*i- 
bility  of  suspicion  on  either  part,  and  insure  peace  till  the  hnal  removal  of  the  tribes 
can  be  effected. 

Finally,  to  effect  the  object  of  your  mission,  yoi\  are  clothed  with  the  power  iu  tbe 
last  resort  to  call  into  the  military  service  of  the  State  one  hundred  men,  for  the  purpoAs 
of  preserving  the  peace  and  preventing  violations  of  the  law  as  between  the  parties, 
and  with  all  other  lawful  powers  with  which  I  can  invest  you ;  all  of  which  you  exer- 
cise with  the  utmost  prudence,  and  report  the  facts  and  your  action  to  this  office.

or  resisting  the  armed  invasion  of  one Cortinas  and  his  followers  in  the  eouth- 

western  border  of  said  State.    In  executing  this  authority  you  will  be  guided  by  the 
following  instructions,  to  wit : 

1st.  The  companies  of  men  already  raised  in  Bexar,  Victoria,  Gonzales,  and  other 
counties  will  be  adopted  into  this  service  and  organised  under  these  instructions. 
•  ••#•♦ 

2d.  You  will  organize  the  force  as  nearly  as  possible  upon  the  basis  adopted  in  the 
United  States  Army,  having  each  company  to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  first  lieaten- 
ant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  four  sergeants,  four  corporals,  two  buglers,  two  furien 
and  blacksmiths,  and  seventy-four  privates. 

3d.  Immediately  upou  the  organization  of  each  company  the  men  will  elect  tbeii 
commissioned  officers,  and  as  early  as  possible  they  will  also  elect  their  field  officer^, 
and  commissions  will  be  forwarded  for  all  of  said  officers  from  this  office  to  yoa  ai 
any  designated  point  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  information  of  said  elec- 
tions, and  until  said  elections  ot  field  ofilcers  you  will  command  the  entire  corps. 

4th.  When  the  force  is  organized  the  commanding  officer  will  appoint  a  quartermu- 
ter,  paymaster,  &c. 

5th.  As  the  companies  are  organized,  and  until  the  organization  of  the  whole  corp* 
is  completed,  you  are  authorized  to  contract  for,  upon  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  thu« 
furnish,  supplies  of  subsistence,  forage,  anmiunition,  and  all  other  needful  articles,  and 
also  for  the  necessary  me.ins  of  transportation  for  the  same. 

6th.  The  point  at  which  the  troops  raised  under  these  instructions  shall  be  the  town 
of  San  Pelvecia,  if  practicable ;  but,  if  not,  then  the  selection  of  said  point  is  left  to  your 
discretion. 

7th.  You  will,  as  far  as  may  be  possible,  or  as  the  emergency  will  permit,  n»coive 
only  such  men  as  are  able-bodied,  well  mounted,  and  well  armed.  You  are  expected 
to  execute  the  duties  imposed  by  these  instructions  by  the  earliest  day,  and  when  f<aiJ 
duties  are  performeil  the  commanding  officer  of  the  whole  force  will  proceed  in  obe- 
dience to  other  instructions,  which  are  herewith  handed  you. 

Hth.  Instruction. — During  the  time  required  to  complete  said  organization  all  tk 
men  enliHtlng  in  said  service,  commissioned  or  non-commissioned  officers,  privates.  <k 
persons  in  anywise  attached  to  the  service,  are  hereby  required  to  pay  due  re.spect  aud 
obedience  to  your  onlers,  and  you  will  adopt  the  Articles  of  War  and  the  Regnlatioa« 
of  the  United  States  Army  in  the  governance  of  said  force,  except  where  manifesth 
inapplicable. 

9tb.  You  will  rank  as  mt^jor,  and  receive  the  same  and  reserve  the  pay  and  emolo- 
ments  of  a  like  grade  in  the  cavalry  arm  of  the  United  States  service  until  the  service 
above  designated  have  been  performed  and  the  field  organization  completed.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  and  the  Militia  of  the  United  States  Seuat<e,  with 
itM  iuclosures,  with  a  reque-st  for  a  report  thereon. 

The  object  of  the  letter  is  for  the  purpose  of  acting  understandingly  on  the  claim  of 
the  State  of  Texas  for  money  advanced  by  her  for  services  rendered  by  volunteers 
f-ailed  into  service  by  the  governor  of  said  State  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  of 
said  State. 

The  letter  embraces  three  jioints,  to  wit: 

First.  The  amount  of  claims  of  Texas  now  ponding  in  the  War  Department ; 

Secondly.  The  nature  of  the  claims;  and. 

Thirdly.  Any  information  in  relaflon  to  these  claims  which  the  War  Department 
can  furnish. 

In  reference  to  the  first  and  second  points,  this  office  can  give  no  information,  inaa- 
much  as  no  claims  have  ever  been  filed  or  received  from  the  State  of  Texsis. 

As  to  the  third  jjoint,  I  have  nothing  to  report  directly  touching  the  question,  but 
;iM  one  of  the  }>aperH  submitted  is  called  a  statement  of  the  amounts  paid  aud  assumed 
liy  the  State  of  Texas  for  the  support  of  volunteers  called  into  service  for  the  protec- 
tion <rf  the  frontier  siuce  the  2Hth  day  of  February,  1855, 1  beg  leave  to  offer  a  few  ro- 
ni£irks  touching  the  n\atter  incidentally,  which  may  be  the  means  of  eliciting  further 
iiir|uiry. 

This  statement  presents  the  sum  of  .$55,000,  having  been  appropriated  by  the  State 
n{  Texas  for  the  pay  of  Captains  W.  K.  Henry,  Giles  S.  Boggess,  John  G.  Walker,  W. 
Fitzbugb,  P.  H.  Rodgers,  and  Charles  E.  Travis,  companies  of  volunteers,  being  six 
companies  called  out  by  General  P.  F.  Suiith,  United  Stat.es  Army. 

The  Stato  of  Texas  alleges  to  have  paid  these  companies  $4i,975.38,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  99,0*24.62  subject  to  be  drawn  for  said  purpose. 

Section  1  of  act  of  Congress,  3d  March,  18*5,  chapter  169,  provides  the  sum  of 
j*137,755.:38  for  pay,  supplies,  and  traveling  expenses  of^six  companies  of  Texas  volun- 
t^'tTs,  called  into  service  by  the  governor  of  Texas  and  mustered  into  the  service  of 
the  ITnited  States ;  and  section  21  of  the  civil  and  diplomatic  expenses  of  Government 
for  the  year  ending  June  :J0, 1856,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  3, 1855,  pro- 
vides the  sum  of  ^25,000  to  pay  the  necessary  exiienses  of  six  companies  of  volunteers 
<alled  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  by  Brigadier  General  Smith,  in  the  State 
i»f  Texas,  to  be  paid  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  six  companies  alluded  to  in  the  aforesaid  sections  are  the  identical  companies 
<<tat(Kl  in  the  abstract  of  particulars  submitted  by  the  State  of  Texas,  and  by  a  letter 
addressed  to  Colonel  S.  Cooper,  At^utant  General,  United  States  Army,  on  the  8th 
.lannary,  1K)9.  It  will  bo  observed  this  office  has  paid  these  companies  to  the  amount 
of  }?U»8,i49.70,  a  copy  of  said  letter,  with  a  list  of  the  companies,  being  inclosed.

partment there  was  a  necessity  for  calling  theiii  into  service  at  the  time  ;  also,  for  any 
infonuation  in  relation  to  the  Texas  claims  which  you  may  be  able  to  furnish,  so  ast'< 
enable  said  committee  to  act  understand  in  gly  upon  them.  The  resolution  limits  thr 
inquiry  tx)  claims  created  or  assumed  by  said  State  subsequent  to  28th  February,  l^>i>. 
In  reply  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  no  claim  of  the  State  of  Texas,  of  auydf- 
Hcription,  has  been  presented  at  or  filed  in  this  office  since  the  2d  day  of  January,  185*2.

Sir  :  Your  dispatch  of  the  8th  instant  has  been  received  and  submitted  to  the  Prey- 
dent.  He  directs  me  to  say  that  he  declines  your  tender  of  volunteers,  inasmuch  as  a 
dispatch  has  this  day  been  received  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  from  Brev«l 
Colonel  Harvey  Brown,  Second  Artillery,  dated  New  Orleans,  March  13, 'i860,  in  wbiih 
he  says,  *'  I  left  Brownsville  on  the  8th  instant.  All  was  quiet  on  the  frontier.  Tii-' , 
disturbances  were  believed  to  be  over,  and  Cortinas  to  have  given  up  the  contest  au»l 
t-o  have  retired  into  the  interior  of  Mexico.  Major  Heintzelman  has  oflicially  report*^ 
the  war  to  be  ended." 

This  information,  being  so  much  later  and  more  direct  from  the  scene  of  the  late  cliff- 
culties  than  you  could  have  received  at  Austin  at  the  date  of  your  dispatch,  leads  tbr 
President  to  believe  that  you  are  mistaken  or  have  been  misinformed. 

Besides,  there  are  now  in  Texas,  ready  for  active  service,  two  thonsand  six  hundn^i 
and  fifty-one  troops,  which  force  will  soon  be  increased  by  the  aildition  of  ten  cow- 
panics,  comprising  eight  hundred  and  forty-two  men,  now  under  orders  to  procetii 
there  from  New  Mexico.  Of  these  last,  five  companies  are  to  be  stationed  at  RinggoM 
Barracks  and  five  at  Fort  Clark.  The  quota  of  arms  now  due  to  the  State  of  Texa>. 
under  the  law,  amounts  to  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  muskets,  which,  in  an  emergeurv. 
may  be  doubled  by  anticipating  the  quota  for  the  next  year,  and  which  will  l« 
promptly  delivered  upon  your  requisition.  As  the  money  value  of  the  arms  for  the  tw" 
quotas  does  not  amount  to  $5,000,  you  will  readily  perceive  that  it  is  entirely  ini- 
pr.K;ticable  to  meet  the  requisition  for  arms,  appendages,  and  acconterments  inailf 
in  your  dispatch,  the  cost  of  which,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  is  within  a  fraction  ti 
$100,000. 

Tlie  President  further  directs  me  to  say  that,  with  a  sincere  desire  in  every  practi^ 
able  way  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  governor  and  people  of  Texas,  he  conceives  he  ha^ 
already  performed  his  whole  duty  in  the  premises,  under  the  circumstances.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communications  by  mail 
of  the  28th  ultimo,  and  by  telegraph  of  the  Gth  instant,  desiring  that  a  corps  of  Texas 
rangers  may  be  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  view  of  late  dex^reda- 
tions  and  murders  committed  by  Indians  on  the  frontiers  of  Texas. 

In  reply,  I  have  resjiectfully  to  inform  you  that,  Congress  having  given  no  sanction 
for  such  a  measure,  this  Department  is  without  the  nectjssary  power  to  adopt  it.  lu 
connection  with  this  subject,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that,  in  consequence  of  previous  repre- 
sentations from  your  excellency  and  the  unprotected  state  of  the  frontier  settlements 
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in  Texas,  the  number  of  regular  troops  in  that  military  department  has  been  recently 
much  augmented,  so  that  it  now  exceeds  what  it  has  been  at  any  time  before.  It  now 
consists  of  five  companies  of  artillery,  two  of  which  are  armed  with  light  batteries,  ton 
companies  of  cavalry,  and  twenty-five  companies  of  infantry,  in  all,  eqnal  to  four  regi- 
ments. • 

I  cannot  permit  myself  to  donbt  that  these  troops  will  be  found  efficient  and  ready 
for  any  active  service  the  Indian  relations  in  the  State  may  demand,  and  that,  so  soou 
as  the  proper  commanders  on  the  spot  become  aware  of  the  need  of  their  assistance  in 
any  quarter,  it  will  be  promptly  and  successfully  applied.

Sir  :  The  State  of  Texas,  throifgh  C.  R.  Johns,  esq.,  comptroller  of  the  State,  prt'- 
sents  the  claim  of  said  State  under  the  sixth  section  of  act  of  Congress,  June  21, 1?^'. 
and  his  authority  for  so  doing,  I  derive  from  a  certified  copy  of  an  act  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  the  Slate,  passed  January  28,  1861,  inclosed.  Inasmuch  as  your  predecessor, 
on  the  15th  November,  1860,  decided  the  necessity  for  calling  out  troops  by  the  State 
of  Texas,  and  that  they  were  called  out  by  competent  authority,  I  have  now  only  to 
consider  at  present  two  points,  to  wit:  first,  that  the  amount  now  claimed  was 
actually  paid  by  the  State  of  Texas ;  secondly,  the  compensation  to  be  allowed  i> 
only  for  the  period  during  which  said  troops  were  actively'  employed  in  military  st- 
Tice.  From  the  limited  period  allowed  me  to  examine  the  claim  presented,  arisinj: 
from  Mr.  Johns's  desire  of  a  speedy  action,  I  am  satisfied  the  papers  are  very  loosely 
made  out,  and  very  deficient  in  many  essential  particulars,  as  is  more  fully  elncidatcil 
in  an  exhibit  marked  A,  herewith  inclosed.*  What  is  that  bnt  evidence,  if  paid  by 
an  agent,  that  said  agent  was  duly  appointed  and  recognized  as  snch ;  that  certaiti 
sums  were  advanced  to  him  by  the  State  for  said  purposes,  and  that  he  made  pay- 
ments, giving  the  time  of  said  payments  as  evidence  of  his  disposition  of  fnuds 
advanced  to  him  and  paid  by  the  State.  If  payments  were  directly  made  by  th*^ 
treasurer,  we  should  have  some  tangible  evidence  of  the  fact,  showing  the  time  when 
paid  and  the  warrant  on  which  payment  was  made.  Every  fact  should  be  substau- 
tiated  by  affidavit,  and  the  whole  submitted  under  the  broad  seal  of  the  State.  Now. 
as  to  the  period  for  which  payment  should  be  made,  the  law  requires  it  should  be  for 
the  time  the  troops  were  actively  employed  in  military  service.  From  the  evideuce 
produced  by  what  is  called  the  muster-rolls,  does  it  appear  that  the  time  is  actually 
given  as  to  the  troops*  active  employment  f  J.  think  not.  Take  for  instance  Captain 
Black's  company-roll,  which  says,  "  organized  m  theyear  1856."  The  pay-roll  embraces 
a  period  of  one  year,  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1856.  and  yet  on  that  pay-roll 
but  sixty  days  have  been  paid  for;  what  sixty  out  of  the  three  hundred  and  sixty- 

*  To  aatlnfy  tho  United  States  that  the  StAte  of  Texas  actually  jpaid  W  troops  the  aiooimt  clainifl 
we  tthonld  require  the  beat  proof  that  conld  be  obtained. 
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five  days  is  not  shown.  This  is  one  out  of  many  cases,  as  you  will  perceive  by  the 
Exhibit  A.  In  order  to  fully  a(Uu8t  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Texas  under  the  act  of 
Congress  of  Slst  June,  1W60,  in  conformity  with  the  practice  of  this  office  in  like  cases, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  have  regular  muster-rolls,  showin^r  the  time  when  each  were 
mustered  in  and  out  of  service ;  how  long  each  was  actually  employed  during  the 
period  of  service.  To  these  rolls  proper  affidavits  should  be  annexe^)  aud  to  the  pay- 
rolls the  exact  time  paid  for  during  the  whole  period  should  be  noted;  also  by  whom 
paid,  and  when  paid,  and  every  voucher  should  give  the  period  of  service  and  by 
whom  paid,  so  a^  to  show  clearly  that  the  State  has  actually  paid  the  amount  claimed. 
Unless  this  is  done  I  cannot  conceive  how  the  Goverument  can  refund  to  the  State  of 
Texas  any  amount  which  she  claims.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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The  circumstances  of  the  raising,  organizini^,  and  mnster  into  serrice  of  the  above 
six  companies  are  set  forth  in  ^y  report  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  upon  the  claim  of 
S.  M.  Swcnson,  of  Austin,  Texas,  dated  June  5,  1855,  which  is  submitted  beie^rith. 
That  claim  was  under  a  contract  dat>ed  October  30,  1854,  with  £.  M.  Pease,  goveroor 
of  Texas,  for  supplying  said  companies  with  subsistence,  forage,  and  tnedicines,  camp 
eqnipage,  stationery^  ammunition,  and  transportation,  from  the  date  of  said  contrui-t 
until  the  companies  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  was  paid 
through  this  office  in  June  and  August,  1855,  amounting  to  $20,990.69. 

Of  course  any  part  of  the  present  claim  of  the  State  for  supplies  that  were  famished

ought  not  to  be  allowed.  With  respect  to  the  accounts  and  vouchers,  they  appear  to 
have  been  very  loosely  made  out,  many  of  them  wnntio^  dates  and  receipts.  I  wonld 
therefore  suggest  that  they  all  be  returned  to  the  authorities  of  the  State,  through  her 
comptroller,  Clement  R.  Johns,  esq.,  to  be  perfected  a«  follows :  Every  account  for 
any  kind  of  supply  should  have  all  the  items  distinctly  set  forth,  with  date,  when  fur- 
nished, and  rates  of  charge,  and  every  account  for  service  of  all  descriptions  sboald, 
in  like  manner,  have  set  lorth  the  dates  when  performed,  with  rates  of  charge,  and  W 
certified  to  as  to  correctness  by  the  commanding  officer  if  possible,  and,  tinally,  all 
accounts  and  vouchers  should  have  the  receipt  of  the  parties  to  whom  due,  in  favor  of 
the  State  or  its  authorized  agent. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  t-he  objections  heretofore  noted  to  the  papers  as  presenunl 
relate  almost  exclusively  to  matters  of  form  in  making  them  out,  and  the  require- 
ments are  preliminary  to  an  inveistigation  with  reference  to  the  character  of  the  items 
charged  for.  The  ouestions  of  the  propriety  of  the  charges,  and  other  questions  going 
to  the  merits  of  the  claims,  are  reserved  'for  future  consideration,  when  the  claimsi 
shall  be  again  presented  with  the  additional  evidence  required  be  the  law. 

It  is  also  proper  to  say  that  all  property  purchased  by  the  State  agents,  not  of  a 
perishable  nature,  such  as  horses,  mules,  oxen,  wagons,  camp  equipage,  &c.,  must  b** 
accounted  for  by  being  shown  to  have  been  used  up  in  the  service,  or  afterward  sold 
lor  the  benefit  of  the  State,  or  turned  in  to  its  proper  agents.

Skction.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  JexaSy  That  the  governor  Iw, 
aud  is  hereby,  authorized  to  receive  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  or  other  proiwr 
authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  all  money  now  undrawn  by  this  Staw 
which  has  been  appropriated  bj'  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stat.es  to  the  State  of  Tfxa> 
for  military  services  paid  by  Texas,  or  for  other  claims  of  this  State  ;  and  the  money  sh) 
received  shall  be  placed  by  the  governor  in  the  treasury  of  this  State,  subject  to  appro- 
priations made  for  the  support  of  the  State  government:  Provided^  That  all  sums 
received  in  gold  for  these  claims  may  be  converted  into  lawful  money  at  the  market 
value  thereof,  by  the  governor,  aud  the  proceeds  thereof  placed  in  the  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  That  whatever  the  governor  is  authorized  to  do  in  person  under  this  act 
he  may  also  do  by  agent  appointed :  Provided^  That  if  any  other  officer  of  this  State  ie 
authorized  and  directed  by  him  to  perform  these  services,  then  such  officer  shall  r^ 
ceive  no  compensation  therefor  beyond  his  necessary  expenses  in  performance  of 
the  same ;  aud  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  l>e  necf>s- 
sary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  to  defray  expenses 
under  this  act,  to  be  paid  under  the  approval  of  the  governor.

Memorandum  relative  to  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Texas  on  tJie  General  Government  far 
advances  made  for  frontier  defense  from  ^28th  February y  1855,  to  1st  Scptcmlfer,  1859,  and 
amount  paid  for  military  services  on  the  Bio  Grande^  1859  and  1860. 

The  statement  of  advances  made  for  frontier  defense  from  28th  February,  1850,to  1st 
September,  1859,  aud  accompanying  papers,  embraces  the  accounts  of  twenty-five  com- 
panies of  rangers,  and  amounts  to  $209,656.99.  The  transcript  from  the  records  of  the 
office  of  the  comptroller  will  show  when  the  money  was  paid  from  the  State  treasury 
and  determine  the  period  of  time  for  the  computation  of  interest.  When  the  papers 
were  presented,  in  1861,  objections  were  raised  to  many  accounts,  besides  the  geooral 
ol^ections  that  the  Grovemment  had  no  proof  of  the  necessity  for  calling  out  companieeto 
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protect  the  frontier.  It  is  now  attempted  to  remove  these  canses  of  objection  to  par- 
ticnlar  accounts,  it  is  boped  successfully,  and  tbo  general  objections  alluded  to  are  met 
by  copies  of  conimnnications  to  and  from  the  executive,  which  will  fully  demonstrate 
the  necessity.  The  claim  for  military  services  on  the  Rio  Grande  amounts  to  $13,354.77 
and  interest.

Sir  :  I  am  here  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  original  papers  pertaining  to  the 
claim  of  the  State  of  Texas  for  re  imburseuient  for  moneys  paid  out  for  frou tier  defense 
under  acts  of  (Congress  March  3,  1859,  and  June  21,  I860,  and  to  ask  in  behalf  of  the 
State  as  speedy  an  investigation  and  settlement  of  the  matter  as  possible,  consistent 
with  the  convenience  of  your  Department. 

In  the  spring  of  1861  the  State  of  Texas,  through  its  agent,  Mr.  Clement  R.  Johns, 
presented  this  claim,  but  the  rebellion  had  already  been  inaugurated  in  the  South,  and 
the  hesitancy  of  the  Department  and  obstacles  thrown  in  the  way  of  a  settlement 
at  that  timeVere  largely  attributable  to  the  threatening  condition  of  the  South,  and 
actual  hostilities  began  while  Mr.  Johns  was  in  Washington,  effectually  and  fortu- 
nately putting  an  end  to  all  further  negotiation.  The  matter  has  lain  dormant  up  to 
the  inauguration  of  the  present  State  administration,  and  it  has  been  with  much  diffi- 
culty that  the  original  papers  relating  thereto  havebeen  gotten  together,  as  the  records 
of  the  State  were  thrown  into  confusion  and  destroyed  to  a  ^reat  extent  duiingthe  re- 
bellion. The  papers  are  now  presented  in  the  best  possible  shape,  and  constitute  the 
only  showing  the  State  can  make.  The  objections  raised  at  the  time  Mr.  Johns  pre- 
sented the  case  were  mainly  of  a  technical  nature,  to  wit,  that  the  vouchers  and  papers 
were  not  nnule  out  in  all  particulars  in  a  business-like  manner,  lacking  formality, 
&c. ;  in  fact,  that  the  State  had  done  its  business  in  a  very  loose  way. 

We  have  attempted  to  remove  many  of  the  causes  of  objection  then  raised,  by  sup- 
plying the  evidence  required.  The  State  paid  these  frontier  claims,  and  the  only 
fact,  it  appears  to  ns,  necessary  to  be  established,  in  order  that  the  appropriations 
made  by  the  General  Government  may  be  applied  to  re-imburse  the  State  is  that  the 
State  h'ds  liquidated  these  claims.  I  believe  the  evidence  I  have  to  present  does  this 
Sjitisfactorily.  The  lapse  of  time  and  the  war  have  placed  it  beyond  our  power  to  niak«^ 
good  all  technical  delects,  as  many  of  the  parties  connected  with  the  transactions  are 
either  deml  or  their  residences  unknown,  while  the  whole  matter  has  passed  into  his- 
tory, and  beyond  the  remedy  of  technicality. 

Hoping  that  this  business,  which  is  of  great  importance  to  our  State,  will  enlist  your 
earnest  attention  and  be  dealt  with  in  a  liberal  manner,  I  have  the  honor  to  be,  very

General  :  During  our  interview  on  Saturday  last,  you  suggested  that  there  was  no 
appropriation  to  pay  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Texas,  or  rather  that  by  act  of  July  12, 
1870,  such  appropriation  had  been  covered  into  the  Treasury.  I  hope  this  point  will 
be  thoroughly  examined  before  passed  or  decided  adversely  to  tbo  claim  of  the  State  of 
Texas,  it  being,  in  fact,  preliminary  to  any  settlement  of  the  matter  at  this  time.  If 
you  will  take  the  two  act«,  March  3,  1859,  and  July  21,  1860,  together,  I  think  you  will 
conclude  that  the  consideration  involved  must  be  construed  under  the  head  of  a  per- 
manent appropriation  until  the  matter  is  finally  disposed  of  by  the  compliance  of  both 
parties,  the  State  of  Texas  and  the  United  States  Government,  with  the  provisions  of 
the  act. 

The  act  of  March  3, 1859,  section  2,  provided  for  the  repayment  to  the  State  of  Texas , 
out  of  any  moneys  not  otherwise  apjtropriated,  moneys  advanced  by  the  State  for  the 
payment  of  six  companies  of  mounted  volunteers  called  into  service  by  General  P.  F. 
Smith,  with  the  proviso,  that  the  allowance  shonld  be  no  greater  than  for  United  States 
troops,  and  for  a  period  of  three  months.  The  act  of  June  21,  1860,  section  6,  extends 
the  provision  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1859,  to  include  all  moneys  advanced  by  the  State 
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in  payment  of  volunteers  called  oat  in  defense  of  the  frontier  since  28th  of  Febniary 
18o5,  with  proviso  that  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  be  satis6ed  that  there  was  a  neces- 
sity for  calling  out  these  troops,  that  they,  were  called  oat  by  competent  authority, 
and  the  amount  claimed  by  the  State  was  actually  paid  by  the  State,  and  the  amoant 
to  be  allowed  limited  to  ^123,544.51,  &c.  Had  this  limit  not  been  stated,  the  State  ot 
Texas  could  have  come  forward  and  claimed  the  full  amount  of  her  outlays  under 
the  act. 

I  regard  the  acts  cited  as  a  contract,  bargain,  and  agreement  on  the  part  of  t\w 
ITnited  States  Government  and  the  State  of  Texas.  The  State  of  Texas  has  made  «;o«l 
it«  part  of  the  agreement ;  it  remains  for  the  United  Stateato  complete  the  matter.  If 
the  act  of  July  12,  1870  eliminates  the  $123,544.51  from  the  act  of  June  21,  1860,  then 
we  claim  a  general  adjustment  of  all  our  claims  within  the  dates  mentioned  aud  the 
entire  amount  expended  by  the  State.

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  11th  instant  and  certain  claims  of  the  State  of  Texas,  which 
were  therewith  submitted  by  you  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  have 
been  received  at  this  Department,  as  has  also  your  statement,  dated  to-day,  in  relation 
to  the  application  of  certain  laws. 

The  aggregate  of  the  claims,  as  submitted  by  your  abstract,  is  $209,656.99.  Of  this 
amount  it  is  alleged  that  only  $50,001.81  were  expended  for  the  six  companies  referred 
to  in  the  act  of  March  3, 1859,  and  the  balance,  $159,655.18,  is  claimed,  it  is  supposed, 
under  section  6,  act  of  June  21,  1800. 

Regarding  the  expenses  of  the  six  companies,  I  have  to  state  that  various  United 
States  laws,  made  within  the  last  decade  of  years,  in  reference  to  the  applicability  of 
appropriations  made  by  former  acts,  as  well  as  in  reference  to  the  consideration  of  cer- 
tain claims  against  the  Government,  convey  to  my  mind  an  impression  that  no  otficer 
<if  the  Government  can  at  this  time  admit  or  pay  any  portion  of  these  claims.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  a  discretionary  power,  in  relation' to  them,  was  granted  to  the  head  of 
this  Department  in  the  act  of  March  3,  1859,  by  which  he  was  "authorized,^-  but  not. 
as  in  many  other  cases,  specially  directed  to  act,  and  in  this  instance  I  prefer  to  adopt 
the  above  impression.  No  claim  can  now  be  considered  under  section  6  of  the  act  of 
.June  21,  1860,  as  the  amount  thereby  appropriated,  viz,  $123,544.51,  was  carried  to  the 
''surplus  fund,''  under  section  10  of  the  act  of  August  31, 1852,  by  a  warrant  dated 
June  30,  1863. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  claims  submitted  br 
you  cannot  be  favorably  entertained  at  this  Dex)artmeut  until  Congress  acts  further  in 
regard  to  them.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Giles  S.  Boggess. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas,  That  the  comptroller 
of  the  State  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  settle  with  Paymaster 
Giles  S.  Boggess,  upon  his  presenting  to  said  comptroller  a  copy  of  the  muster-roll  of 
.T.  G.  Walker^B  company,  made  out  by  him,  the  said  Boggess,  upon  the  best  data  he 
can  get,  and  certified  to  by  him,  before  some  person  aut-horized  by  law  to  adujinister 
oaths,  to  be  just  and  correct,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  and 
that  the  original  muster-roll  was  either  stolen  from,  taken  from,  or  lost  by  him;  said 
copy  of  muster-roll,  when  so  made  out  and  certified  to,  shall  be  received  in  lieu  of  the 
original  roll,  the  amount  or  amounts  returned  by  said  Boggess  as  paid  shall  be  passed 
to  his  credit  upon  the  books  of  the  comptroller's  ofiice. 

Sec.  2.  That  should  said  Boggess  report  as  paid  any  person  who  was  a  member  of 
said  J.  G.  Walker's  company,  who  has  not  been  paid,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
person  wishing  to  contest  the  matter  to  make  affidavit,  beiore  some  person  authorized 
to  administer  oaths,  that  he  has  not  been  paid ;  and  upon  the  filing  of  said  affidavit  in 
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the  comptroller's  office,  it  sliftU  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  to  notify  said  BoggeKS, 
and  allow  him  sixty  days'  time  to  make  the  proof  of  payment,;  and  sboald  the  said 
Boggess  fail  to  satisfy  the  comptroller  that  said  person  has  been  paid,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  comptroller  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  in  favor  of  snch  indi- 
vidual, which  warrant  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
Eayment  of  said  company ;  and  for  each  amount  so  paid,  the  said  Boggess  shall  be 
eld  responsible  to  the  State  upon  bond  as  paymaster. 

Src.  3.  That  any  member  or  members  of  said  company  who,  according  to  the  return 
made  by  said  Boggess,  stand  as  unpaid  upon  the  certified  copy  of  the  muster-roll  uf 
said  company,  shall  be  entitled  to  bis  or  their  pay  by  application  at  the  office  of  the 
comptroller  and  treasurer,  upon  filiog  an  aifidavit  that  he  or  they  have  not  been  paid, 
and  that  the  amount  due  them  for  services  rendered  in  said  J.  G.  Walker's  company 
is  still  due  and  owing. 

Skc.  4.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

IN  THE  AMERICAN  AND  MEXICAN  JOINT  COMMISSION. 

Pedho   Tauns    (No.    679)   and   others   ts.   The   United   States. 

To  the  honorable  American  and  Mexican  Joint   Commission,  in  the  city  of  FTaWiin^/on, 

District  of  Columbia : 

The  memorial  of  Pedro  Tauns  respectfully  showeth  : 

That  in  the  month  of  October,  A.  D.  1855,  an  armed  force  of  more  than  two  hundred 
Americans,  under  the  command  of  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  having  crossed  the 
Rio  Grande  from  Texas  in  the  United  Stat«s,  entered  and  took  possession  of  the  town 
of  Piedras  Negras«  in  the  state  of  Coahuila,  Mexico,  and  by  force  of  arms  disarmed  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  with  many  insults,  threats,  and  crnelties  drove  them 
from  their  houses  and  caused  them  to  flee  from  the  town  to  the  woo<ls.  After  having  pil- 
laged them  of  all  their  most  valuable  and  easily  tr^msported  contents,  the  said  forces  set 
all  the  h<mses  on  fire,  reducing  the  town  to  ruins  and  ashes,  and  then  returned  with  the 
body  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  by  the  public  ferry.  All  this  was  done  by  the  said 
forces  with  the  aid  and  protection  of  the  regular  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  at  that  time  occupying  Fort  Duncan,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande,  in 
front  of  Piedras  Negras,  wbich  regular  officers  and  soldiers,  upon,  a  dominant  point, 
planted  all  their  artillery  bearing  directly  upon  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  with 
intent  to  bombard  and  destroy  the  town,  in  case  the  inhabitants  thereof  should  resist 
the  forces  of  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry  ;  and  they  aided  ihe  said  forces  of  Callahan 
and  Henry  to  cross  the  Rio  Grande  to  Piedrtis  Negras,  one  of  the  said  regular  officers 
drowning  himself  in  the  act.  The  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry  were  received  with 
their  booty  in  the  United  States,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande',  under  protection  of 
the  said  regular  officers  and  soldiers,  and  permitted  to  march  with  their  booty  to  the 
interior  of  the  State  of  Texiis,  where  they  received  the  approbation  of,  and  pay  trom, 
the  said  State  of  Texas  for  the  time  they  were  in  Piedras  Negras  committing  the 
wrongful  acts  aforesaid  ;  and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  Am«»rica,  by  sec- 
tion 6  of  an  act  entitled  *'  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army 
for  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  June.  Itf61,"  approved  June  21, 1860,  provided  to  re-im- 
burse  the  State  of  Texas  for  the  said  payment ;  but  the  people  of  thje  State  of  Texas 
having  thereafter  gone  into  rebellion  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
the  said  re-imbursement  was,  therefore,  withheld. 

When  the  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry  took  possession  of  Piedras  Negras,  your 
memorialist  was  living  in  that  town  with  his  family,  six  in  number,  and  had  there,  of 
his  own  sole  and  exclusive  property,  two  houses,  constructed  of  lumber,  and  all  the 
other  things  set  forth  in  an  account  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  A,  to  which 
reference  is  here  had,  making  it  a  part  of  this  memoria,  \vliich  jiroperly  was  then  and 
there  worth  the  sum  of  $5,550,  gold. 

Your  memorialist  further  states  that  the  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry,  in  the 
said  pillage  and  burning  which  they  did  in  Piedras  Negras,  on  the  :ld,4th  and '5th  days 
of  October,  A.  D.  1855,  pillaged  and  burned  his  said  houses,  together  with  all  the  other 
things  set  forth  in  an  account  aforesaid,  whereby  they  very  greatly  injured  him  in  his 
property  and  business,  causing  him  to  lose  the  use,  beneiit,  protit,  and  enjoyment  of 
his  said  pro))erty  ever  since  he  so  lost  the  same,  thereby  damaging  him,  in  addition  to 
the  value  of  his  said  property,  in  the  full  sum  of  $8,000,  gold. 

The  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry  drove  your  memorialist  from  his  home,  and 
comi)elled  him  to  flee  to  the  woods  with  all  his  family,  where  he  wandered  for  three 
(lays,  exposed  to  death  under  the  tomahawk  of  the  barbarous  Indians,  who  frequented 
the  said  woods  at  that  time,  sufl'ering  from  hunger  and  thirst  in  a  degree  almost 
insupportable,  whereby  they  caused  him  great  injury  in  his  person  and  that  of  his 
family,  damaging  him  in  the  full  sum  of  $5'^,000,  gold. 

By  all  their  illegal  acts  aforesaid,  the  said  authorities  of  the  United  States  of 
America  did  greatly  injure  your  memorialist  in  his  person  and  that  of  his  family,  and 
in  his  property  and  business,  whereby  they  damnged  him,  in  tbe  aggregate,  in  a' great 
sum,  to  wit,  in  the  full  sum  of  $65,550,  gold  ;  and  therefore  he  prefers  this^  his  claim 
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against  the  GovemmeDt  of  the  United  States  of  America,  for  the  said  sum  of  |65,5&0, 
gold,  amonnt  of  damages  done  to  him  by  the  authorities  thereof. 

Yonr  memorialist  is,  and  from  his  birth  has  been,  a  citizen  of  the  Mexican  Repnblic, 
born  in  the  town  of  Nacogdoches,  State  of  Texas,  (then  Mexico,)  July  13,  A.  D.  It^ll; 
his  domicile  at  the  present  is  in  the  town  of  Fuente,  state  of  Coahaila,  and  when  this 
claim  had  its  origin  was  in  Piedras  Negras. 

The  whole  amount  of  this  claim  does  now,  and  did  when  it  had  its  origin,  belong 
solely  and  absolutely  to  your  memorialist ;  and  he  has  never  received  any  sum  uf 
money  or  other  equivalent  or  indemnification  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  losses 
and  injuries  upon  which  this  claim  is  founded. 

This  claim  was  not  presented  before  the  1st  of  February,  A.  I).  1869,  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  State  of  the  Lnited  States  or  that  of  the  Mexican  Republic,  or  to  the  minister 
of  the  United  States  in  Mexico,  or  that  of  the  Mexican  Republic  in  Washington. 

Your  memorialist,  in  addition  to  the  testimony  tiled  and  to  be  filed  in  this  case,  respect- 
fully refers  to  the  memorials  and  papers  in  all  other  cases  before  the  conimission. 
giving  fnll  details  of  the  same  transactions  upon  which  this  claim  is  founded,  and 
especially  refers  to  the  memorials  of  Ma.  Jnana  Heniandez,  Francisco  Herrera,  Santos 
Loy,  Pedro  Villareal,  and  Dimas  Sandobal,  in  their  claims  against  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  testimony  of  the  following  witnesses,  filed  therein,  to  wit: 
Luis  Sandobal,  Manuel  Rodriguez,  Francisco  Salenas,  Francisco  Gonzales,  Francisco 
Gnedea,  Antonio  Montes,  Ramon  Rodriguez,  Liorenzo  Guevara,  Tiniot«o  Gonzalez, 
Anestacio  Jimenes,  Jos^  Maria  Rivera,  Jesus  Friaa,  Santos  Loy,  Joa6  Ma.  Carbajal,  aud 
Margarito  Teposte. 

Wherefore,  your  memorialist  respectfully  prays  the  honorable  commission  to 
award  in  his  favor,  against  the  Government  of  tiie  United  States  of  America,  the  sum  uf 
|65,550,  gold,  amount  of  injuries  aud  damages  done  to  him  by  the  anthorities  thennif, 
and  that  there  be  awarded  to  him  such  other  indemnification  as  by  law  and  equity  he 
may  be  entitled  to  in  the  premises.

STATEMENT  AND  ARGUMENT  FOR  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

the  claim  and  the  claimant. 

The  claimant,  otherwise  known  aa  Peter  Towns,  is  shown  by  the  testimony  oi  one 
of  the  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  be  a  mulatto,  bom  la  the  State  of 
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Texas,  and  who  now  professes  to  be  a  citizen  of  tbe  United  States,  and  a  voter  in  the 
State  of  Texas.  It  appears  that  he  resided  for  some  time  in  Mexico,  and  it  is  not  im- 
probable that  he  was  living  in  Piedras  Neji^ras  when  that  village  was  burned  by  Cap- 
tains Callahan  and  Henry,  in  October,  1855. 

^Ir.  Amos  O.  Strickland,  whose  deposition  has  been  taken  on  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  states  as  follows :  **  I  know  Pedro  Tauns,  who  is  one  of  the  claimants  for  the 
destruction  of  Piedras  Negras.  He  now  resides  in  Kinney  County.  He  is  a  native  of 
Texas.  He  is  a  mulatto,  and  was  the  servant  of  the  late  General  Sam  Houston.  He 
resided  some  time  in  Mexico,  bnt  claims  now  to  be  a  United  States  citizen,  and  told  me 
at  the  last  election  how  he  was  j^oing  to  vote  in  Kinney  County.  Tauns  is  well  known 
to  the  United  States  officers  at  Fort  Clark;  to  Major  Bacon,  (who  was  on  General  Sher- 
idan^s  stalf,)  of  the  Ninth  United  States  Cavalry,  colored.  Tauns  has  been  working 
lately  as  a  mason  in  the  employ  of  the  Government  at  Fort  Clark,  and  for  the  last  year 
or  so  has  been  burning  lime,  or  has  been  employed  in  small  jobs  about  the  post ;  he  is 
also  a  fiddler,  and  x>1aJ<3  at  fandangoes  and  for  the  officers  when  they  make  a  party 
there." 

Tbis  colored  fiddler  alleges  that  at  the  time  of  the  destruction  of  Pie<lras  Negras  he 
was  the  owner  of  a  house  and  kitchen  in  that  village  worth  $3,000,  and  personal  prop- 
erty to  the  amount  of  $2,500 ;  that  the  same  were  destroyed  and  taken  by  the  men  un- 
der Callahan  and  Henry,  and  that  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  him  in  conse- 
(juence  thereof  was  $05,550.  This  amount  he  demands  from  the  United  States,  as  a 
citizen  of  the  Mexican  Republic.  We  have  already  shown  that  he  is  not  and  never  was 
a  citizen  of  Mexico. 

The  testimony  of  Mr.  Strickland,  to  whicb  reference  has  been  made,  shows  that  if 
this  claimant  lost  anything  on  that  occjision  the  amount  has  been  monstrously  exag- 
gerated, and  it  also  directly  i)roves  that  he  deliberately  intended  to  defraud  the  United 
States.  Mr.  Strickland  says  :  *^  He  told  me  also  that  he  wiis  one  of  the  claimants  for 
the  destruction  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  had  made  claim  therefor  against  the  Govern- 
nieut  of  the  United  States.  I  asked  him  the  amount  he  claimed,  and  he  answered, 
*  O,  /  am  ashamed  to  tell  you  ;  it  ig  ao  bhj,^  He  has  never  been  worth  $100  at  any  time 
since  I  have  known  him,  and  that  is  eight  years." 

These  observations  are  sufficient  to  dispose  of  this  particular  claim.  Bnt  inasmucb 
as  it  is  our  prcvsent  object  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  commiHsioners  to  the  general 
subject  of  the  Piedras  Negras  claims,  particularly  to  the  proofs  taken  by  the  United 
States,  which  show  that  these  claims,  as  preferred,  are  the  n^sult  of  a  criminal  con- 
spiracy to  defraud  the  United  States,  and  are  supported  by  false  and  forged  papers 
transmitted  by  these  conspirat4)rs  tbrough  the  Mexican  government  to  this  commis- 
sion, we  will  proceed  to  jn-eseiit  a  general  summary  of  the  contents  of  the  depositions 
ami  other  proofs  introduced  by  the  iigent  of  the  United  States. 

The  testimony  shows  that  many  of  the  expedientes  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commission 
are,  in  whole  or  in  part,  forged  documents;  that  persons  are  represented  as  having 
sigtie<l  as  claimants  documents  contained  in  these  ejcpedientes,  who,  it  is  proved,  never 
ailixed  their  signatures  to  such  papers;  that  in  numerous  instances  individuals  are 
represented  by  written  signal  ures  as  having  appeared  as  witnesses  in  support  of  the 
claims  of  others,  who,  it  is  shown,  never  subscribed  the  documents  to  which  their  sig- 
natures purport  to  be  attached,  and  that  this  fraudulent  work  was  done  by  persons 
engaged  in  the  business  of  getting  up  the  claims  for  presentation  to  this  commission. 
We  will  speak  more  in  detail  hereafter  of  this  wholesale  fraud. 

It  is  apparent  also,  upon  the  most  hasty  inspection  of  the  expedientes  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Mexican  secretary,  that  many  of  them  have  been  manufactured  by  the 
same  hand  or  hands.  It  needs  no  expert  in  handwriting  to  prove  that  numerous 
signatures  of  different  persons  have  been  made  by  the  same  hand,  and  the  sworn  testi- 
mony on  the  part  of  the  United  States  clearly  shows  that  this  is  undoubtedly  the  fact. 

Under  these  circumHtauces  it  will  be  for  the  commissioners  to  determine  whether 
any  of  the  erpedientes  filed  on  the  part  of  the  claimants  are  justly  entitled  to  be  received 
as  evidence  to  support  the  claims,  or  whether  the  whole  body  of  them  should  not  be 
thrown  out  of  the  coses  altogether,  and  the  claims  dismissed  for  want  of  proof. 

THE  TRAXS ACTION  AT  PIEDKA8  NEGRAS. 

These  claims,  some  one  hundred  and  nine-three  in  number,  arise  out  of  the  burning 
of  the  village  of  Piwlras  Negras  by  a  number  of  mounted  volunteer  troops,  organized 
under  the  authority  and  in  the  exclusive  service  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  commanded 
by  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  on  the  5th  of  October,  1855.  These  troops,  as  it  ap- 
pears, had  lieen  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State*  b3^  the  governor  of  Texas,  lu 
the  month  of  July,  lc^55,  to  serve  for  three  months,  unless  sooner  discharged,  for  the 

*  The  War  DcpArtniont  poweswa  Dotliinft  to  nhow  that  Ilj-nry's  company  was  actually  recoifni**^  by 
th(*  Kuvemnr  of  Trxan  in  IH^.

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Snrpose  of  protecting  the  frontier  settlements  against  hostile  incursions  of  the  lu- 
ian.  On  the  night  of  the  Ist  of  October  a  portion  of  tbem,  together  with  a  namber 
of  citizens  of  Texas  from  Haj^s,  Gnadulupe,  Bexar,  and  other  counties,  crossed  the  Rio 
Grande  several  miles  from  Fort  Duncan,  without  the  knowledge,  approbation,  or 
assistance  of  the  milit^r^  authorities  of  the  United  States,  ostensibly  for  the  purpose 
of  following  and  chastising  a  band  of  Lipan  Indians  from  the  west  side  of  the  river, 
who  had  previously  committed,  as  was  alleged,  depredations  on  the  settlements  in 
Texas.  The  Texans  were  resisted,  as  it  would  seem,  by  Indians  and  Mexicans,  and  in 
the  progress  of  the  affair  they  occupied  the  Mexican  village  of  Piedras  Negras. 

On  the  5th  they  set  fire  to  the  town,  and  a  number  of  houses,  or  rather  huts,  belong- 
ing to  the  inhabitants  were  burned.  It  is  probable  that  other  property  was  destroyed, 
and  perhaps  some  arficles  were  carried  away  by  the  Texans.  The  actual  extent  of 
the  loss  sustained  by  the  inhabitants  will  be  stated  more  particularly  hereafter. 

The  circumstances  uuder  which  this  expedition  into  the  territory  of  Mexico  took 
place  may  be  ascertained,  so  far  as  they  are  now  discoverable,  from  the  pnblic  doco- 
meuts  filed  in  evidence,  consisting  of  papers  in  the  possession  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and 
the  military  and  diplomatic  correspondence  lu  the  possession  of  the  War  and  State  ]h- 
partments  of  this  Government. 

It  is  t4>  be  regretted  that  the  affair  was  not  subjected,  at  the  time  it  occurred,  when 
the  recollection  of  witnesses  was  fresh,  to  a  thorough  and  searching  investigation.  An 
effort  was  made  by  the  Mexican  authorities  to  prove  that  the  commander  of  the  Unit«d 
States  troops  at  Fort  Duncan  connived  at  this  invasion  of  Mexican  territory,  and,  ai\er 
the  Texan  volunteers  were  driven  back  by  the  Mexican  forces,  rendered  them  active 
assistance.  On  the  other  hand,  the  then  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Marcy,  in  correspond- 
ence with  the  Mexican  minister,  took  the  ground  that  the  Texans  had  been  in  fact  in- 
vited across  the  river  by  competent  Mexican  authority  in  onler  to  aid  the  Mexicans  in 
chastising  the  Lipan  Indians,  ^ho  had  committed  robberies  aud  murders  in  Texas ;  that 
they  had  been  treacherously  le<l  into  an  ambuscade  of  an  overwhelming  hostile  force 
of  Mexicans  and  Indians ;  and  that  therefore  they  were  justified  in  adopting  any  meaa- 
ure  which  would  tend  to  secure  their  safe  retreat  to  the  other  side. 

A  candid  consideration,  however,  of  the  contemporary  documents  will  show  beyond 
all  doubt  of  controversy  that  the  imputation  against  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort 
Duncan  was  wholly  without  foundation,  as  that  officer  neither  connived  at  the  ori^- 
nal  invasion  nor  rendered  the  party  afterward  any  assistance  in  carrying  on  the  huft- 
tilities  in  which  they  had  become  involved.  The  Texan  volunteers  crossed  the  river 
during  the  ni{^ht,  about  two  miles  below  Fort  Duncan,  without  the  knowledge  or  con- 
sent of  Cajitaiu  Burbank.  When  that  officer  found  that  something  in  the  nature  of  a 
battle  was  transpiring  on  the  other  side,  he  so  disposed  of  some  of  his  artillery  as  to  pre- 
vent any  violation  of  American  territory,  as  he  had  the  right  and  it  was  his  duty  to  do. 
And  w^hcn  he  was  informed  by  Callahan,  after  the  place  had  been  tired,  that  his  men 
were  deserting  him  and  he  was  not  able  to  resist  the  Mexicans,  he  replied  that  they  had 
deliberately  determined  to  make  a  stand  against  the  Mexican  forces,  and  that  after 
what  had  transpired  the  Texans  must  abide  by  their  determination. 

The  correspondence  also  shows  that  as  soon  as  the  military  commander  of  the  depart- 
ment. General  Persifer  F.  Smith,  was  advised  of  what  had  occurred,  he  took  all  proper 
measures,  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  at  Washington,  to  prevent  any  fur- 
ther violations  of  the  neutrality  laws  of  the  United  Rtates. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  w^ere  free  from  blame 
in  this  transaction.  It  was  an  affair  of  the  State  of  Texas  and  Texan  volunteers  aud 
citizens ;  it  was  no  affair  of  the  National  Government  or  any  of  its  proper  authoriiieti. 

The  theory  advanced  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  Almonte, 
that  Callahan  crossed  the  river  u^Kin  the  invitation  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Mex- 
ican alcalde  or  other  authority,  and  upon  assurances  of  the  aid  of  the  Mexican  officers 
in  pursuing  the  Indians,  appears  to  have  lieen  founded  upon  the  re^iort  of  Callahan  to 
the  governor  of  Texas,  in  which  that  statement  would  seem  to  have  been  ma«le.  This 
report,  however,  cannot  now  be  found,  and  wiis  probably  destroyed  or  mislaid  during 
the  confusion  of  the  recent  reliellion  in  Texas.  (See  letter  of  the  secretary  of  state  of 
Texas  to  Mr.  Ashton,  May  10,  1870.) 

A  darker  shade  seems  to  have  been  given  to  the  transaction  by  the  suggestion  that 
this  inroad  into  Mexican  ten'itory  was  undertaken  for  the  recapture  of  fugitive  slav^. 
Whether  this  was  the  object  of  these  men,  or  the  real  object  of  the  expedition  was  in 
good  faith  to  inflict  chastisement  upon  Indian  robbers  and  murderers  who  had  taken 
shelter  on  Mexican  soil,  it  may  be,  perhaps,  difficult  at  this  day  to  ascertain  with  posi- 
tive certainty.  Bnt  whatever  was  the  real  object  or  motive  of  these  men,  and  whether 
they  crossed  into  Mexico  with  or  without  the  consent  of  the  authorities,  their  act  of 
setting  fire  to  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  we  are  bound  to  say,  was  without  justifica- 
tion or  valid  excuse. 

The  question,  however,  of  the  responsibility  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
for  the  destruction  of  this  village  is  another  matter.  That  these  men  were  nA  in  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States  is  admitted.    They  were  purely  and  simply  a  part 
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of  the  militia  of  the  State  of  Texas.  We  have  already  said  that  the  United  States  mil- 
itary aotborities  had  no  knowledge  or  notice  of  this  intended  expedition  into  Mexico  ; 
that  they  were  not  apprised  of  the  fact  that  the  Texans  had  crossed  the  river  until 
after  their  forces  were  on  the  other  side ;  that  the  military  commander  at  Fort  Duncan 
rendered  them  no  assistance  in  the  beginning,  and  afforded  them  no  aid  in  the  progress 
or  at  the  end  of  the  affair ;  and  that  he  denounced,  in  proper  terms,  their  act  in  occu- 
pying and  destroying  the  Mexican  village. 

It  is,  indeed,  abundantly  clear  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  neither  by 
nufferanoe  nor  reception,  (patientia  aut  receptUj)  tojuse  the  words  of  Grotins,  knowinely 
aided  or  abetted  the  invasion  or  the  subsequent  acta  of  the  Texas  militia.  And  under 
these  circumstances  no  responsibility  can  be  held  to  attach  to  the  United  States  for  the 
injuries  sustained  by  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras,  unless  it  should  be  determined 
that  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  officers  of  the  State  of  Texas  in  command  of  this 
militia  force,  organized  under  the  authoritj'^  of  the  State,  were  within  the  legal  desig- 
nation of  '*  authorities  of  the  United  States,'^  in  the  sense  and  meaning  of  the  treaty  of 
July  4,  1868. 

We  have  thus  presented  a  brief  outline  of  the  facts  of  the  transaction  at  Piedras 
Negras  in  1855,  and  stated  the  only  ground  upon  which  any  liability  therefor  can  be 
imputed  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  We  now  proceed  to  show,  inde- 
pendently of  any  legal  ground  of  objection  to  the  recovery  of  these  claims  arising  out 
of  the  character  of  the  parties  inflicting  the  injury,  the  claimants  have,  by  their  own 
acts  of  fraudulent  exaggeration  of  their  losses  and  damages,  and  presenting  through 
their  agents,  or  otherwise,  false  and  forged  papers  in  sujiport  of  their  reclamations, 
placed  their  claims  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  without  credible  or  trustworthy  proofs 
before  this  commission. 

FRAUDULENT  EXAGGERATION   OF  LOSSES  AND  DAMAGES. 

Piedras  Negras,  according  to  the  evidence  introduced  by  the  United  States,  was  at  the 
time  iuquesticm  one  of  the  mo^t  wretched  andiDsiguiflcantof  all  the  villages  and  small 
towns  of  the  Mexican  Republic.  It  did  not  contain  more  than  Ave  hundred  souls,  men, 
women,  and  children,  or  more  than  one  hundred  families  all  told.  General  Burbank 
Ht-ates  tliat  it  was  settled  after  the  establishment  of  the  post  of  Fort  Duncan,  in  the 
spring  of  1849,  and  that  the  inhabitants  lived  mostly,  if  not  entirely,  on  the  small trado 
carrie<l  on  with  the  troops  stationed  there,  and  such  employment  as  was  given  to  them 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Government,  as  guides,  muleteers,  and  laborers.  Their  houses 
were  chietly  jacalcs,  or  Mexican  huts,  and  many  of  them  consisted  of  holes  or  cellars  dug 
in  the  bank  of  the  river,  covered  with  thatch,  without  door,  window,  or  sides.  These 
houses  were  built  of  pickets  stuck  into  the  ground,  with  grass  roofs,  without  windows 
or  floors.  The  peftple  were  wretchedly  poor;  and,  as  the  testimony  shows,  the  whole 
village,  including  lots,  houses,  and  all  the  personal  property  of  the  inhabitants,  could 
have  been  bought.,  in  1855,  for  less  than  $50,000. 

Let  us  see  now  what  the  expedients  on  tile  pretend  to  have  been  the  amount  of 
property,  real  and  personal,  destroyed  and  stolen  by  the  Texan  volunteers  in  October, 
IHiK),  and  of  the  damages  actually  sustained  by  the  claimants. 

The  property  destroyed  or  taken  is  valued  in  these  cases  at  $2,87'2,070.31,  and  the  con- 
s('(|nential  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  are  estimated  at  $8,525,918.12.  The 
reclamations  thus  amount  in  all  to  $11,:)97 ,9^.43. 

We  subjoin  a  carefully  prepared  analysis  of  the  expedientes  on  file  in  the  oflSce  of 
the  Mexican  secretary,  showing  the  estimated  values  of  the  several  species  of  property 
alleged  to  have  been  destroyed  or  taken  on  this  occasion.  It  presents  such  a  case  of 
wicked  and  reckless  fulHchood  as  has  never  before  occurred  in  the  history  of  interna- 
tional recl&maticms.    The  abstract  of  the  etpedientes  is  as  follows:

It  will  bo  unnecessary  to  ocenpy  much  time  or  space  with  a  detailed  examination  of 
the  proofs  taken  by  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  exposing  this  fraud  before  the 
commission.  Those  proofs  consist  of  numerous  depositions  of  persons  of  respertability 
and  credit,  who  were  perfectly  familiar  with  the  character  of  this  place,  the  condition 
of  the  inhabitants,  the  value  of  the  property  they  posseted,  and  the  extent  of  the  de- 
predations committed.  The  commissioners  will  read  these  proofs,  and  wiU  detenoinf 
that  the  papers  filed  in  evidence  by  the  claimants  are  absolutely  and  wholly  dis- 
credited by  the  evidence  introduced  on  the  part  of  the  United  States.  They  will  dh- 
cover  that  the  losses  and  damages  have  been  exaggerated  with  a  deliberat-e  purpose  to 
defraud  the  Government  against  which  the  reclamations  are  preseut«Ml.  We  shall 
contend  that  these  facts,  together  with  the  actual  forgery  of  documents  which  it  is  appa- 
rent has  here  been  committed,  are  sufficient  to  warrant  the  determination  that  the 
entire  mass  of  claims  must  be  rejected. 

We  will  now  briefly  review  the  substance  of  the  testimony  for  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Edward  T.  Moore  says  that  about  forty  small  jacale  houses,  valued  at  about  $40 
each,  were  burned ;  that  not  more  than  $5,000  worth  of  property  was  taken  from  the 
inhabitants;  and  that  |10,000  would  amply  compensate  them  for  all  damages  aud  losses 
sustained. 

Mr.  John  Newton  says  that  the  jacaZc«  were  not  worth  more  than  $50  each. 

Mr.  Adolfo  Duclos  says  that  he  knows  from  personal  observation  that  the  artiole» 
stolen  by  the  filibusters  could  not  hav.e  amounted  in  actual  value  to  $1,000. 

Mr.  A.  O.  Strickland  says  that  the  town  did  not  contain  $50,000  worth  of  property,  all 
told. 

Mr.  Brackenridge  testifies  that  he  made  an  estimate  of  the  injury  that  had  Wn 
caused,  a  few  days  after  the  act,  and  that  ho  thought  it  could  not  amount  to  $50,0lK). 

Mr.  Lorenzo  Castro  states  that  there  was  only  one  two-story  house  in  the  town ;  that 
the  inhabitants  had  some  extra  articles  of  clothing  and  jewelry;  and  that  $50,000 or 
$60,000  would  have  paid  liberally  for  all  the  damage  done. 

Mr.  F.  Groos  testifies  to  the  same  effect. 

Ramon  Perale^,  a  claimant,  says  that  thirty  or  forty  huts  were  burned,  which  might 
have  been  worth  $50  each,  and  that  the  majory  of  the  inhabitants  did  not  possess  more 
than  $200,  $:)00,  or  $400. 

Florencio  Canales  testifies  that  the  majority  were  poor  people,  who  had  $200,  $1J00. 
or  $400. 

Gregorio  Garza,  who  resided  there  at  the  time,  states  that  the  majority  of  the  resi- 
dents were  very  poor,  and  had  not  more  than  $300  or  $400  in  value  of  furniture  or  goods: 
he  swears  that  t-he  sums  claimed  are  greatly  exaggerated. 

Manuel  Ban  states  that  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  were  day-laborers;  "soraf 
had  a  little  horse;  some  cows,  with  calves,  or  a  little  pig,  or  a  cart  t«  carry  wat<T.'' 
Very  few  persons  had  cows ;  a  cow,  with  calf,  was  then  worth  $10,  aud  a  fat  pig  was 
worth  about  §25;  but  he  does  not  recollect  to  have  seen  many  fat  pigs. 

Adelaide  Van,  a  claimant,  says  few  of  the  inhabitants  had  much  more  than  $300,  ami 
she  states  the  value  of  pigs  and  cows. 

Pedro  Salazar,  a  claimant  and  resident,  says  that  the  number  of  stone-houses  did  not 
exceed  six;  that  the  other  dwellings  were  huts,  cabins,  and  cellars;  that  he  was  liWng 
in  an  underground  hut;  that  all  tlie  houses  were  not  burned. 

The  testimony  of  R.ifiiol  Salinas,  Jesus  L^y,  J(is6  Luciano  de  la  Garza,  JesuH  Limora. 
Tomas  Martines,  Jos6  Maria  Carvasar,  aud  Rafael  Tijerina,  as  to  the  notorious  poverty 
of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  amount  of  property  lost  by'  them,  is  to  the  same  general 
effect. 

The  American  witnesses  examined  in  Washington  by  the  agent  of  the  United  States, 
viz.  General  Sidney  Burbank,  General  James  B.  Ricketts,  aud  Mr.  Edmund  W.  Wallace*, 
corroborate  in  their  depositions,  in  substance  and  ett'ect,  all  that  is  Siiid  by  the  wit- 
nesses examined  in  Texas  and  Mexico. 

It  thus  appears  that,  according  to  the  highest  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  town,  if 
the  commissioners  were  to  distribute  among  the  claimants  the  full  value  of  all  the 
property,  real  and  personal,  that  it  contained,  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  awani« 
would  not  exceed  $.50,000. 

We  pass  now  to  the  last  but  the  most  unpleasant  feature  of  this  class  of  claims.  We 
allude  to  the  evidence  which  shows  that  the  claims  have  not  only' been  fniujjaleotk 
exaggerated  in  amounts,  but  that  they    are  also  sup^wrted  by  falete  documents,  in 
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some  cases  with  the  actual  knowledge  of  the  claimants,  and  in  others,  perhaps,  withont 
their  direct  connivance  or  consent. 

FALSIFICATION  OF  THE  EXPEDIENTE8. 

We  will  now,  as  hriefly  as  possible,  refer  to  the  testimony  which  establishes  the  fact 
alleged  in  regard  to  these  documents : 

Ramon  Perales,  who  is  a  claimant,  swears  that  Luis  Muzfpiiz,  also  a  claimant  and 
one  of  the  persons  concerned  in  the  concoction  of  this  fraud,  came  to  him  and  advised 
him  to  present  an  exaggerated  demand,  and  stated  that  thu  residents  of  Piedras  Negras 
had  agreed  to  make  up  their  claims  and  to  divide  the  proceeds  with  him  (Muz([uiz)  and 
others  who  commenced  the  business. 

Gregorio  Gansa  testities  that  t!ie  expedientes  were  made  up  by  Luis  Muzquiz  and 
others;  that  Muzquiz  came  to  his  bouse  and  asked  his  wife  the  amount  of  his  loss,  and 
that  Hhe  re])lied  that  she  was  not  competent  to  state  how  much  it  was.  He  proceeds  as 
follows:  **  Luis  Muzquiz  then  put  down  the  sum  which  he  wished,  and  he  did  the  same 
with  the  other  residents.  I  never  signed  any  expediente  or  declaration  of  my  loss.  I 
was  never  at  the  house  of  the  judge,  nor  at  the  court,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  testi- 
mony on  this  subject.  I  believe  that  he  did  the  same  with  the  others,  and  that  he  has 
put  down  and  claimed  $8,000  or  $10,000  in  fiivor  of  persons  who  did  not  lose  $100.'' 

In  another  deposition  the  same  witness  states:  *'  Luis  Muzquiz  never  spoke  to  me, 
nor  any  other  one  about  this  matter  concerning  me,  nor  with  reference  to  other  claim- 
ants. I  know  .Tesiis  Salinas  and  Maximo  Garcia  and  Arcadia  Ramirez,  but  I  never  pre- 
sented tliem  as  witnesses  in  the  matter  of  my  claim,  inasmuch  an  I  myself  did  not 
know  :hat  they  were  claiming  an  amount  so  exaggerated  for  me.  Jesus  Salinas 
lives  at  Eagle  Pas«,  Maximo  Garcia  lives  sinoc  four  years  on  a  ranch  in  Texiis,  eleven 
leagues  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  Arcadia  Riimirez  lives  in  the  little  town;  and  in 
order  to  present  them  as  witnesses  in  my  claim,  I  would  have  been  under  the 
necessity  of  going  to  seek  tht,m  in  those  places;  this  I  never  did,  because  no  one  ever 
spoke  to  me  about  doing  it.  I  know  Antonio  Monte.s,  and  Jesus  Frias  and  Nicanor 
Valdes,  but  at  no  time  did  I  make  a  deposition  with  respect  to  their  expedientea  in 
their  claims.  I  also  know  Pedro  Gonzales,  but  neither  did  1  make  a  deposition  about 
him  or  about  the  property  which  he  lost.  It  surprises  me  to  see  my  name  as  a  witness 
in  the  matters  touching  the  claims  of  these  parties  against  the  IJnit^^d  States,  inasmuch 
as  I  never  made  and  never  wsis  called  to  give  testimony  respecting  them.  I  »lo  not  know 
Maria  N.  de  la  Garza,  and  it  is  not  possible  that  I  could  have  made  a  deposition  of  who 
she  was  or  what  she  had.  I  am  completely  ignorant  of  the  persons  who  appear  as  wit- 
nesses in  the  expediente  which  was  made  up  for  me,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  in  these 
transactions  many  rascalities  have  been  committed.  I  never  knew  the  amount  which 
they  claimed  for  me,  inaMuuich  as  I  never  hud  the  intention  of  claiming  one  cent  more 
than  what  I  lost.  It  in,  in  my  opinion,  very  wrong  to  use  the  names  of  persons  as  wit- 
nesses without  their  knowledge,  and  I  believe  what  was  done  in  my  case  was  done  in 
many  others." 

Adelaide  Van,  another  claimant,  testifies  that  she  made  no  dei>osition  nor  subscribed 
any  document  in  respect  to  a  claim  before  the  judge  at  Piedras  Negas,  nor  before  any 
other  authority.  She  implicates  a  person  named  William  Stone  in  the  fraudulent  trans- 
action, and  gives  a  full  account  of  an  interview  with  that  person.  She  also  states,  like 
Gregorio  Garza,  that  many  of  the  claimants  were  children  at  the  time  of  the  occurrence. 

Pedro  Salazar  testities  that  he  communicated  with  Luis  Muzquiz,  and  that  he  and 
his  secretary,  Abraui  Jimenez,  handed  him  a  paper  to  sign,  telling  him  it  was  the  ex- 
peditnte  of  his  claim,  but  that  he  did  not  read  it,  and  did  not  know  what  it  containe<l. 

Jesus  Loy  testities  that  Luis  Muzquiz  and  Mr.  Coopwood  were  engaged  in  preparing 
clainm  for  the  residents  of  Piedras  Negras,  but  that  they  never  called  on  him  to  make 
depositions,  and  that  if  he  appears  as  a  witness  his  name  has  been  fraudulently  used. 
The  analysis  of  the  expedients  herewith  presented  shows  that  Jesus  Loy  appears  as 
a  witness  mfive  oises. 

RanuHi  Perales,  in  another  deposition,  swears  that  he  was  never  asked  to  subscribe 
any  document  or  expediente,  and  if  Luis  Muzquiz  or  other  agent  has  placed  his  name 
in  expedienteny  such  agent  has  committed  a  fraud  by  using  his  signature.  It  appears, 
however,  that  Perales  is  a  claimant  in  one  case,  and  a  witness  in  four  others. 

There  is  other  testimony  to  the  same  etfect ;  and  it  is  all  corroborated  by  the  appear- 
ance of  the  expedienteny  which  shows  the  most  superficial  observer  that  they  have  been 
manufactured  by  the  wholesalevliy  the  getters  up  of  these  absurd  claims. 

Muzquiz,  the  principal  Mexican  conspirator,  claims  on  his  own  account  $51,707,  while 
the  testimony  is  that  he  was  extremely  poor  and  was  at  one  time  in  jail.  The  other 
parties  concerned  with  him  in  the  fraud  unfortunately  appear  to  be  Americans. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  having  determined  to  expose  this  fraud,  a 
special  agent  was  sent  to  Mexico,  and  the  valuable  reniilts  of  his  inquiries  are  con- 
tained if  the  depositions  to  which  we  have  referred,  and  the  principal  i^arts  of  which 
we  have  indicated.    The  proofs  show  beyond  all  doubt — 
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Firstly.  Tbat  the  claims  have  been  grossly  exaggerated,  with  intent  to  defraud  the 
United  StateH. 

Secondly.  That  numerous  perpons  appear  as  claimants  who  were  either  not  in  Piedr&s 
Negras  at  the  time  of  its  destruction,  or  were  children,  and  owned  nothing  at  that 
time. 

Thirdly.  That  the  names  of  claimants  have  been  placed  without  their  consent  to 
representations  of  claims  and  of  papers. 

Fourthly.  That  numerous  persons  are  represented  as  having  signeddocuments  sts  wit- 
nesses who  swear  that  they  never  signed  such  documents  or  authorized  their  names  to 
be  signed  thereto. 

Fifthly.  That  these  documents  have  been  gotten  up  by  and  between  Luis  Muzqniz, 

William  Stone,  and Coopwood,  doubtless  with  the  assistance  of  the  local  Mexicsiu 

judge. 

TIIK  PROPKR  DISPOSITION  OF  THE  CLAIMiJ. 

Upon  this  state  of  facts  it  will  become  necessary  for  the  commissioners  to  det<'nuiii»* 
whether  or  not  the  entire  body  of  these  Piedras  Negras  claims  should  not  bt^  rrjectecl. 
on  the  ground  of  fraud  practiced  or  attempted  to  be  practiced  against  the  Uuitc^  StaU> 
in  the  expedientes  on  hie  in  the  olBce  of  the  commission. 

On  behalf  of  the  United  St4ites  the  underaigned  contends  that  such  dispo^itiiHi 
should  be  given  to  these  claims.  The  proofs  on  file,  he  cout-ends,  are  not  entitled  to 
be  received  in  evidence  and  read  in  support  of  the  claims.  They  are  all  tainted  with 
fraud,  and  are  vitiated  thereby  absolutely  and  entirely.  The  cases,  therefore,  stand  as 
if  they  were  entirely  without  attempted  proof.  They  should  be  rejected  and  dismissed 
for  want  of  evidence  to  support  them. 

There  is  an  analogy  in  the  legislation  of  the  United  Slates  which  might  also  l>e 
profitably  considered  m  connection  with  these  claims,  in  view  of  the  fraud  to  which 
we  have  referred.  We  allude  to  that  provision  of  tlie  statute  of  March  3,  1863, 
concerning  the  Court  of  Claims,  wlricli  declares:  "That  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  corruptly  practice  or  attempt  to  practice  any  fraud  against  the  United  Stat-es  in 
the  proof,  statement,  establishment,  or  allowance  of  any  claim  against  the  United 
States,  ipso  facto,  shall  forfeit  the  same  to  the  Government^;  and  it  shall  be  the  doty  of 
the  Court  of  Claims,  in  such  cases,  to  findspeciticnlly  that  such  fraud  was  practiced 
or  attempted  to  be  practiced,  and  thereupon  give  judgment  that  such  claim  is  forfeited 
to  the  Government,  and  that  the  claimant  be  forever  barred  from  prosecuting  the 
same.''  (12  Stats.,  p.  767.)  This  statute  proceeds  on  the  ground  of  forfeiture;  but  the 
special  ground  on  which  the  undersigned  now  asks  the  rejection  of  these  claiiiis  is, 
that  the  documents  iiled  in  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  petitioners  before  this  com- 
mission  are  shown  to  be  utterly  untrustworthy,  and  therefore  inadmissible  as  proof  in 
support  of  the  reclamations. 

If,  however,  contrary  to  the  view  now  presented,  the  commissioners  determine  to 
make  awards  in  any  cases,  it  will  be  necessary  to  determine  who  among  all  thefti; 
claimants  there  is  just  reason  to  believe  were  Mexican  citizens  residing  in  the  place 
and  were  owners  of  proi)eity,  or  subjected  to  imury,  at  the  time  of  the  occnrntnee,  and 
to  estiuuite  the  damages  according  to  the  etu'ct  of  the  evidence  intrrHlucexl  by  the 
United  States.  Under  this  rule  of  decision  the  numi>er  of  cases  in  which  awar«is  can 
be  made  will  be  extremely  limited,  and  the  amount  of  tiie  awards  will  l>e  exceediuglv 
small.  In  no  possible  contingency,  however,  will  tlie  commissioners  be  entitled  upon 
these  proofs  to  award  in  the  aggregate  a  greater  amount  than  |50,u00.  If  they  should 
believe  that  every  house  in  the  town  was  burned,  and  every  dollar's  worth  of 
property  destroyed  and  carried  away,  and  that  every  individual  here  appeariu|;  was 
an  actual  sufferer,  and  is  entitled  to  appear  as  a  •claimant  against  the  United  Siatf?«. 
the  above  amount  is  the  largest  which  could  possibly  be  distributed  as  awards  auiong 
these  claimants. 

In  the  confident  belief,  however,  that  sufficient  has  been  shown  to  jnstifjr  the 
commissioners  in  rejecting  the  entire  body  of  claims,  the  foregoing  observations  are 
submitted  for  their  consideration. 

The  undersigned  prints  herewith  the  depositions  taken  on  behalf  of  the  United 
States.  He  also  submits,  in  c<mnectiou  with  this  argument,  a  manuscript  volume, 
containing  a  full  list  of  the  claimants  and  of  the  witnesses,  whose  names  are  attached 
to  the  expi'dientest  and  also  a  complete  abstract  of  the  claims,  giving  schedules  and 
amounts  of  all  the  property  for  the  alleged  loss  of  which  indemnity  is  claimed, 
together  with  observations  upon  each  claim  which  will  aid  the  commissioners  in 
appreciating  the  full  extent  of  the  fraud  here  attempt'Cd.

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DEPOSITIONS  TAKEN  ON  THE  PAET  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Deposition  of  Jmnes  B,  BUiketi»y  Major  General,  United  States  Army,  {retired,) 

The  deponent,  beinf^  daly  sworn,  says:  In  the  snmmer  and  fall  of  1855, 1  was  a 
captain  of  artillery  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  was  stationed  at  Fort 
Duncan,  in  Texas,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  Rio  Grande,  nearly  opposite  to  the 
town  or  village  of  Piedras  Negras,  in  Mexico.  While  stationed  there  I  frequently 
visited  Piedras  Negras,  and  had  a  fair  opportunity  of  acquiring  some  knowledge  of 
the  country  in  the  neighborhood,  and  of  the  resources,  business,  and  loss  sustained 
from  it«  invasion  by  a  party  of  armed  Texans  in  October,  1855.  The  town  or  village 
of  Piedras  Negras  contained  at  that  time  not  more  that  eight  hundred  persons,  and 
was  situated  about  one  mile  from  Fort  Duncan.  They  were  very  poor,  lieing 
principally  a  fluctuating  population  of  Mexican  herders  and  carriers,  with  their 
families,  who  resided  in  huts  built  of  adobe,  covered  with  a  coarse  grass,  with  earthen 
floors.  There  were  about  one  hundred  of  these  huts,  and  probably  ten  others  with 
gravel  roofs.  There  was  but  one  two-story  brick  house,  the  property  of  a  man  named 
Rich,  which  was  not  molested,  and  was  the  principal  place  of  business.  There  was 
considerable  transit  trade  in  raw  cotton  and  bonded  goods  from  the  United  Slates; 
corn,  hides,  lead,  wool,  and  brood  mares  t-o  the  United  States,  the  freight  mainly 
carried  on  ox-carts.  The  country  was  unproductive  and  without  cultivation.  The 
Texans  remained  about  twenty-four  hours,  barricading  the  streets  with  ox-carts,  and 
setting  fire  to  these  grass-covered  huts,  which  were  easily  consumed,  with  a  number 
of  ox-carts,  besides  destroying  all  they  could  belonging  to  the  defenseless  people, 
after  which  they  recrossed  to  the  Texas  side  of  the  river  in  a  panic,  using  the  flat- 
boat'S  and  skilfs,  and  in  such  haste  that  their  own  horses  were  abandoned  until  they 
could  subsequently  return  for  them.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  heavy  articles  were 
carried  away,  and  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  state  the  value  of  any  property  stolen  or 
destroyed  beyond  the  fact  that  the  impoverished  condition  of  the  inhabitants,  their 
insufficient  clothing  and  scanty  subsistence,  pi^pve  the  impossibility  of  their  being 
pillaged  to  any  largo  amount.

Deposition  of  Sidney  Burbank,  Brevet  Brigadier  General,  United  States  Army,  (retired,) 

The  deponent,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  was  a  captain  in  the  Army  of 
the  Uuited  States  lu  October,  1855,  and  was  stationed  at  Fort  Duncan,  Texas,  and  in 
command  at  that  post.  I  bad  a  fair  opportunity  of  knowing  something  of  the 
population  and  business  of  the  people,  and  could  very  well  judge  of  their  wealth  or 
poverty.  Fort  Duncan  was  established  in  the  spring  of  1849,  at  which  time  there 
were  no  inhabitants  on  either  side  of  the  river,  up  or  down,  for  a  great  number  of 
miie^.  The  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  situated  directly  opposite  Fort  puncan,  was 
settled  and  grew  up  after  the  establishment  of  that  post.  The  inhabitants  were  very 
poor,  and  lived  mostly,  if  not  entirely,  from  the  small  trade  carried  on  with  the  troops 
stationed  at  Fort  Duncan  and  the  dependent«  thereon,  and  such  employment  as  was  given 
them  from  time  to  time  by  the  Government  as  guides,  muleteers,  and  laborers.  Occa- 
sionally there  were  Mexican  troops  stationed  at  Piedras  Negnis,  but  it  was  not  a  regular 
garrisoned  place,  and  the  inhabitants  could  receive  but  little  support  from  this  source. 
In  October,  1H55, 1  should  judge  the  number  of  inhabitants  to  be  about  five  hundred 
men,  women,  and  children.  The  houses,  huts,  or  dwellings  of  the  inhabitants  were  of 
the  cheapest  coastruotion,  built  of  ailobes  or  upright  poles  and  thatched  with  grass ; 
in  some  cases  the  dwellings  were  caves  or  excavations  in  the  banks  of  the  river,  and 
these  dwellings  were  furnished  in  a  manner  equally  plain  and  cheap.  In  my  opinion 
these  houses  or  huts  could  not  cost,  on  an  average,  more  than  $50,  and  the  furnishing 
could  not  exceed  that  amount.  There  were,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief, 
from  eighty  to  one  hundred  of  these  huts  or  houses  burned  by  the  Texans  on  the  6th 
of  October,  1855,  and  the  entire  and  total  damage  caused  by  the  conflagration  would 
not  exceed,  in  my  estimation,  $10,000.

Deposition  of  Edmund  W,  Wallace, 

The  deponent,  being  duly  sworn,  says :  That  he  is  an  American  citizen  by  birth,  is 
forty  years  of  age,  and  is  residing  at  Georgetown,  District  of  Columbia.  That  in  1850 
he  sojourned  at  Fort  Duncan,  where  ho  was  in  business  in  connection  with  his  brother, 
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who  was  sntler  to  the  post ;  that  he  remained  so  in  business  nntil  1853,  when  he  was 
appointed  deputy  collector  of  customs  at  Eagle  Pass,  Texas,  directly  opposite  Piedras 
Negras,  by  Mr.  Guthrie,  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Treasury.  He  remained 
such  collector,  discharging  the  duties  of  his  office,  until  March,  1861.  His  bostnesft 
office  was  in  Fort  Duncan,  contiguous  to  Eagle  Pass.  His  business  and  residence  af- 
forded him  fair  opportunities  of  becoming  very  well  acquainted  with  the  town  of  Pif)dras 
Kegras,  he  having  almost  daily  intercourse  with  it,  and  becoming  acquainted  with 
very  many  of  the  inhabitants,  their  occupations,  and  pursuits.  He  was  in  that  town 
when  it  was  burned  by  the  troops  under  the  command  of  Captains  Callahan  and 
Henry,  who  were  said  to  be  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  Texas.  He  estimates  the 
number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras  at  the  time  of  the  burning,  inclnding 
men,  women,  and  children,  at  about  eight  hundred  souls,  and  they  were  generally  very 
poor  indeed.  Some  of  them,  perhaps  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  were  owners 
of  small  lots  of  cattle,  which  were  allowed  to  graze  during  the  day-time  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  which  were  brought  up  to  the  village  at  night  for  protection  against  the 
Indians.  Some  of  them  were  owners  of  carts  and  ox-teams,  and  were  engaged  in 
freighting  between  San  Antonio  and  Eagle  Pass.  Some  of  them  were  little  shop-keep- 
ers, having  a  meager  supply  of  miserable  Malaga  wine,  mescal,  cigarritos,  and  other 
little  articles.  Some  few,  also,  had  Mexican  blankets  for  sale.  There  were  four  storean, 
and  he  can  remember  no  more,  which  had  a  better  supply  of  goods — one  managed  by 
Mr.  Rich,  one  by  Mr.  Daclos,  one  by  Mr.  Oswald,  ana  one  by  Mr.  Stone.  He  thinks 
that  the  supply  of  goods  which  these  four  stores  may  have  had  on  hand  at  the  time  of 
the  burning  could  not  have  exceeded  in  value  $IOO,0(X)  in  the  aggregate,  and  he  does 
not  know  that  the  value  was  as  great.  The  goods  in  the  little  shops  and  storee 
could  not,  in  his  opinion,  have  exceeded  in  value  $7.5,000.  The  retail  trade  of  the  t<iwn 
of  Piedras  Negras  was  mostly  carried  on  across  Ihe  river  at  Eagle  Pass,  the  inhabitants 
buying  there  their  coffee,  sugar,  calicoes,  and  other  dress-goods,  and  no  considerable 
stock  of  goods  was  kept  at  Piedras  Negras.  The  houses  in  Piedras  Negras  were  mostly 
small,  built  of  adobe,  and  thatched  witb  a  species  of  country  grass  or  straw.  The 
military  barracks  on  t\\G  plaza  were  covered  with  a  kind  of  concrete* roof.  There  was 
one  brick-house  in  town,  belonging  to  Mr.  Rich.  There  were  no  frame  or  wooden 
houses  in  the  town.  The  houses  were  generally  without  floors,  and  were  worth  gen- 
erally on  an  average  about  $400  apiece.  The  deponent  built  an  adobe  honse  at  Fort 
Duncan  for  his  use,  better  than  the  average  of  houses  in  Piedras  Negras,  at  a  cost  of 
$500 ;  the  labor  employed  was  Mexican.  The  furniture  of  the  houses  was  meager  in 
quantity  and  very  primitive  in  character.  He  thiuks,  on  an  average,  the  furniture  to 
each  house  was  not  worth  over  $100,  including  the  whole,  beds,  lidding,  &c.  Their 
little  gardens  about  in  the  village  produced  very  little  ;  some  little  cultivation  was 
carried  on  out  of  town  in  the  neighborhood.  The  Mexicans  are  generally  food  of 
jewelry,  but  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras  were  so  poor  that  the  quantity  in  that 
town  was  inconsiderable.  It  was  very  uncommon  to  find  a  watch  among  the  in- 
habitants. The  food  of  the  inhabitants  consisted  of  tortillas,  jerked  beef,  and  peppers. 
The  corn  they  ground  by  hand-mills.  Thirty  bushels  of  corn  on  hand  at  the  time  of  the 
burning  is  a  reasonable  estimate  for  each  family,  and  calculating  about  six  persons  in 
each  family,  there  were  about  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  families.  The  price  of 
corn  was  from  $1  to  $1.25  per  bushel.  There  was  a  considerable  number  of  ox-carta  in 
the  town,  of  very  simple  and  primitive  character,  the  wheel  being  generally  composed 
of  one  piece.  There  were  a  few  modern  carts,  with  hubs,  spokes,  and  iron  tires.  The 
deponent  thinks  it  likely  that  a  number,  perhaps  thirty  or  forty,  of  these  were  burned, 
as  he  saw  them  piled  together  in  the  form  of  a  barricade.  They  were  worth  on  an 
average  about  $40  apiece.  The  Callahan  troops  did  not  carry  off  any  carts,  oxen,  cows, 
or  other  animals,  and  he  does  not  think  any  considerable  numl>er  of  these  could  have 
been  lost  by  the  occupation  and  burning  of  the  town  by  Callahan.  *It  is  possible  some 
few  mav  have  stampe<1ed  and  strayed  off,  but  deponent  thinks  not  many. 

The  deponent  says  that  he  was  messing  with  the  officers  at  Fort  Duncan  at  the  time 
the  burning  took  place,  and  he  knows  that  no  officer  or  soldier  of  that  post  participat€»d 
therein  or  sanctioned  it  in  any  manner.  Himself  and  Dr.  Wood  were  in  Piedras 
Negras,  from  curiosity,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day  tbat  the  town  was  fired.  As  soon 
as  they  discovered  that  the  town  was  being  fired,  they  immediately  crossed  the  river  to 
the  American  side.  The  town  of  Piedras  Negras  was  not  compactly  built,  but  scattered 
over  an  area  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  square.  The  brick  house  referred  to  was  not 
burned. 

The  deponent  resided  at  Fort  Duncan  twelve  years,  and  knew  the  people  of  Piedras 
Negras  very  well. 

1  he  deponent  says  he  has  no  interest  in  any  claim  before  the  commission.

State  op  Texas,  Maverick  County ^  as : 

Deposition  of  Manuel  Ban,  of  Eagle  Pass,  Texas,  taken  on  behalf  of  the  United  States, 
and  intended  to  be  used  before  the  joint  commission  between  the  United  States  and 
Mexico,  in  the  matter  of  various  claims  now  pending  before  that  said  commission. 
The  said  Manuel  Ban,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:    I  was  bom 
in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  in   the  United  States  of  the  North ;  I  am  an  American 
citizen  and    resident  of  Eagle  Pass ;    thirty-nine    years  of   age,  and   a  carpenter 
by  occupation.       I  am    well  acquainted  with  Piedras  Negras  since   the  year  1851. 
Since  the  24th  of  Jnne,  1855,  I  have  lived  in  Eagle  Pass,  and  during  the  time  be- 
fore and  alter  the  destruction  of  Piedras  Negras  by  Texas  volunteers,  under  the  ordera 
of  Callahan  and  Henry,  my  business,  as  agent  of  one  of  the  business  houses  of  Eagle 
Pass,  obliged  me  to  goevery  day, and  even  five  times  a  day,  to  Piedras  Negras.     I  was 
acquainted  with  almost  every  house  and  cabin  in  Piedras  Negras,  and  also  the  greater 
part  of  the  inhabitants.     At  tbe  time  of  the  burning  by  the  aforesaid  Texaus,  it  did 
not  have  more  than  three  or  four  hundred  houses.     Juan  Josd  Patino  had  a  house 
about  t>en  varaa  (yards)  long,  and  four  and  a  half  wide;  Jos^  Ma.  Flores  had  a  house, 
in  dimensions  a  little  more  or  less  than  that  of  Patino  ;  DoHa  Isabel  Miiian  also  had  a 
house,  and  besides  these  three  houses,  it  had  houses  which  were  the  quarters  of  troops, 
and  in  one  of  these  Captain  Saiz,  the  husband  of  DoOa  Onofre  Yillareal,  lived,  and 
when  the  burning  took  place  Captain  Saiz  was  not  in  the  town,  and  Dofia  Onofre  Yil- 
lareal alone  in  the  house.     Besides  the  houses  mentioned,  the  dwellings  consisted  of 
huts,  cabius,  and  straw-thatched  huts,  the  number  of  which  did  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  ;  it  only  had  three  streets.    The  inhabitants  in  general  were  ex- 
cessively poor,  with  the  exception  of  6ight  or  ten  persons  who  had  means  of  living. 
One  of  these  was  Jesus  Maria  de  la  Garza ;  he  had  a  little  shop,  and,  estimating  in  all 
conscience  the  goods,  their  value  did  not  exceed  $3,000 ;  and  it  was  the  only  store  which 
had  supplies.    The  capital  of  the  other  rich  people  did  not  exceed  from  $800  to  $1,000. 
Almost  all  these  had  a  little  bar-room,  but  they  did  not  have  supplies  of  the  goods  in 
which  they  traded,  and  they  always  crossed  to  Eagle  Pass  to  buy  their  liquors  by  a 
gallon  at  a  time.    The  majority  ot  tbe  other  inhabitants  were  day-laborers,  and  who 
before  were  soldiers,  and  1  did  not  know  that  they  had  any  property  besides  their 
labor ;  some  had  a  little  horse,  some  cows  with  calves,  or  a  little  pig,  or  a  cart  to  carry 
water.    The  dwellings  were  of  a  very  inferior  kind,  and  the  construction  of  the  greater 
part  of  them  could  not  have  exceeded  $100  in  cost ;  they  were  of  mesquite  posts,  and 
covered  with  hay  or  straw.    The  material  for  the  construction  of  cabins  was  then  very 
close  to  the  town.    The  furniture  of  the  house  was  little,  and  of  very  slight  cost ;  the 
richest,  including  their  furniture  and  the  ornaments  of  their  houses,  were  not  worth 
above  $400.     The  houses  of  DoQa  Isabel  Mifian,  of  Dofia  Onofre  Yillareal,  of  Pedro 
Lechupia,  husband  of  Dofia  Dolores  Salinas,  were  the  houses  best  furnished  and 
adorned,  but  the  value  of  the  furniture  and  adornments  could  not  have  exceeded  $400. 
In  each  hut  lived  one  family,  but  as  every  day  new  emigrants  arrived,  it  might  have 
been  that  in  one  or  other  hut  families  lived  in  a  crowded  state.    The  number  of  horses 
was  not  large,  and  the  best  was  not  worth  above  $80,  and  the  majority  of  them  were 
worth  from  $15  to  $20  each,  because  they  belonged  to  poor  men  who  did  not  have  the 
means  to  keep  a  good  horse.    I  believe  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras  to- 
gether did  not  lose  more  than  twenty-five  horses.  ,  I  saw  the  Texans  when  they 
crossed  from  Texas  to  Mexico,  and  I  saw  them  all  well  mounted,  and  I  also  saw  them 
when  they  returned  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  I  believe  that  the  Texans  left  as  many 
of  their  own  horses  in  Piedras  Negras  as  they  carried  away  from  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras 
Negnis.     Yery  few  persons  had  cows,  and  a  cow  with  calf  was  then  worth  $10.     I  do 
not  recollect  to  have  seen  many  fat  pigs ;  a  fat  pig  was  worth  at  that  time  as  much  as 
$25,  and  I  have  never  seen  a  fat  pig  which  was  worth  more  at  any  time  before  or  after, 
nor  have  I  known  of  a  case  where  more  than  $25  was  asked  for  a  pig.    The  j[>er8on8  who 
had  jewelry  were  few,  and  all  who  had  wore  it,  and  they  had  time  to  hide  it  before 
the  Texans  commenced  to  rob  and  burn  the  houses.    From  the  moment  that  the 
Texans  crossed  to  the  Mexican  bank,  (side,)  the  families  in  Piedras  Negras  began  to  g 
out,  leaving  everything  of  value,  and  this  fiight  (emigration)  lasted  until  the  volun- 
teers returned  after  four  or  five  days,  when  they  commeCiced  to  rob  and  burn  the 
houses,  and  I  believe  that  the  inhabitants  removed  everything  which  they  had  of  valu& 
out  of  the  city,  inasmuch  as  they  had  time  sufficient  to  do  it.     The  day  before  the 
burning  of  Piedras  Negras  I  went  into  the  majority  of  the  houses,  and  for  this  (reason) 
I  know  ver^r  well  what  was  their  situation ;  I  myself  assisted  families  to  cross  to  the 
American  side.    The  inhabitants  in  general  were  very  poor ;  the  persons  who  had 
more  than  $300  were  very  few  and  very  famous.    I  was  acquainted  with  Mariana  J  nana 
Hernandez ;  she  had  a  few  little  bottles  and  some  sweetmeats,  and  a  little  soap ;  she 
was  a  working  (laboring)  woman,  and  had  a  little  cabin  joined  to  a  straw-thatched 
hut  worth  $100.    The  winee  and  otlier  merchautable  efifects  did  not  exceed  $70  in  value. 
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I  am  acquainted  with,  and  was  acquainted  with,  Lorenzh  Gaerara;  he  wa*  v^ry  pcmr: 
he  had  a  cabin,  half  above  and  half  underground:  he  bad  nothing,  and  lived  vithhU 
mother.    I  was  acquainted  with  Juan  Jo86  PatiQo ;  he  was  iK>or,  and  he  did  not  ha^f 
more  than  one  house,  the  same  which  he  still  has;  and  I  only  knew  him  ass  day- 
laborer,  and  sometimes  he  was  engaged  in  the  courts  and  other  employments;  iu  \it 
event  of  his  owning  carts  and  property  he  had  them  outride.    I  am  acqnainted  with 
Santos  Loy ;  he  was  a  soldier,  and  very  poor — a  laborer  who  worked  from  day  to  diy  fc* 
a  living.     I  am  acquainted  with  Guaidalupe  Ramos;  he  was  very  poor,  and  bnrdrD<il 
with  a  family ;  he  lived  in  a  straw -thatched  cabin,  where  he  had  eight  or  t^en  bonU« 
of  wine,  and  he  gave  balls  to  support  himself  in  a  very  straightened  way.    I  am  ar- 
qnainted  with  Francisco  Gonzalez ;  he  was  a  very  poor  day-laborer ;  he  did  not  bar^ 
property  of  any  kind;  he  worked  on  the  river  to  support  himself.      I  am  acqaainteJ 
with  Melchora  Zimenez ;  she  was  very  poor,  and  nothing  but  her  labor  with  which  to 
support  herself;  her  son  Francisco  Qniritero  lived  with  her,  who  was  underage,  and  vho 
had  no  property  separated  from  his  mother.     I  am  acquainted  with  Geronimo  Goniy 
lez;  he  was  very  poor;  he  had  a  few  little  carts,  with  which  he  supported  himself.   I 
am  acquainted  with  Pablo  Yaladez  ;  he  was  very  poor  ;  be  labored  with  his  son^  cat- 
ering  cabins  in  order  to  support  himself;  there  lived  with  him  his  sons,  who  wh^^ 
under  age,  Nicanor  and  Silverio,  who  did  not  have  and  do  not  yet  have  any  propertT 
separate  from  their  father.     I  am  acquainted  with  Simon  Ramirez;  bewaaaTer> 
poor  laborer.    1  am  acquainted  with  Ajigel  Yturriaga;  he  was  an  ex-soldier,  ven 
poor,  and  was  a  servant  in  the  houses  of  different  persons ;  he  worked  very  Httle.  be- 
cause he  .was  almost  always  drunk.    I  likewise  am  acquainted  with  Secandioo  Bar- 
bosa;  he  was  a  retired  soldier,  very  poor,  a  little  drunkard,  and  all  his  property  wa% 
an  ass.    I  am  acquainted  with  Manuel  Rodrigues;  he  had  a  little  shop,  (calwret.)  witli 
a  few  little  bottles,  and  by  this  he  supported  himself.    I  am  acquainted  with  Jo^  Ma. 
Carbajal,  who  was  in  the  same  condition  as  Barbosa ;  he  was  an  ex-soldier,  and 
a  drunkard.    I  am  acquainted  with  Victor  Gonzalez;  he  was  a  silversmith,  bat  bt 
did  not  have  any  independent  place  of  business;    he  was   verj-    poor.     I  do  doi 
remember   to  have  seen   Gregorio   Gonzalez   at   that   time,  and'  I   believe  he  va» 
not   in   Piedrns  Negrns.      I   was   acquainted    with   Julian   Rodriguez    before  and 
after    the    burning    of    Pieilras     Negras,    but    I    never    knew    of     his    liviiijj    io 
Piedras  Negras  before  the  year  1862.    I  am  acquainted  with  Antonio  Mont4^z;  Iw  wa*- 
very  poor  ;  he  had  a  few  little  bottles,  and  played  the  violin.    1  am  acquainted  with 
Jesus  Losoya,  but  he  did  not  live  in  Piedras  Negras.    I  am  acquainted  with  Joan  N 
Lopez ;  he  had  some  cows,  and  sold  milk  ;  he  was  poor,  and  worked  wherever  tb^> 
engaged  him  ;  in  this  way  he  was  supported.    I  was  acquainted  with  Mariano  Agnirri- 
for  a  long  time,  and  at  tlie  time  of  the  burning  he  was  not  more  than  thiiteen  year> 
of  age,  and  never  had  any  property  except  tht)  clothing  which  he  wore.    I  am  9c- 
qnainted  with   Luis  Muzquiz;  he  had  nothing  else  in  this  world   but   the  pi-n  with 
which   ho  wrote  lies.     I  am   acquainted  with   Cervero   Uarrara;  he  lived  with  bi> 
mother,  Dofia  Isabel  MiQan ;  he  had  little  cow%  carts,  horses,  the  pn>perty  i»f  )i^> 
mother,  nnder  his  management ;  she,  moreover,  ha<l  a  little  shop,  (cabaret,)  and  ^a« 
one  of  the  richest.    I  am  acquainte<l  with  Pedro  Gonzalez;  he  bad  no  more  capiui 
than  his  carts  and  little  cows,  with  which  he  supported  himself;  he  lived  in  a  cabin 
bnt  this  cabin  was  not  burned,  because  I  saw  it  aft-erward.    I  am  acquainted  will 
Jnan  Cdceres  ;  ho  was  very  poor;  he  worked  on  halves  in  a  boat  (ferry)  in  order  r« 
maintain  himself.    I  am  acquainted  with  Anastasio  (Gonzalez  ;  he  was  very  poor,  and  a 
robber ;  I  did  not  know  that  he  had  any  other  occupation  except  to  rob,  and  by  this  nieao* 
he  supported  himself;  a  few  days  before  the  lire  he  stole  stock  from  the  American 
oamp.    I  am  acquainted  with  Severn  de  la  Luna ;  he  was  TH>or,  a  day -laborer.    lam 
acquainted  with  Jos6  Ma.  Rodriguez ;  he  was  very  poor ;  I  never  knew  that  be  h.i<l 
any  property  ;  he  was  a  day-laborer,  and  a  very  good  worker.    I  was  acquainted  wirb 
Domingo  San  Miguel ;  he  had  nothing  more  than  the  little  ornaments  of  hi^hon*- 
which  did  not  exceed  $400  in  value.    I  am  acquainted  with  Jesus  Salinais ;  be  lived  lu 
a  sufljciently  dilapidated  cabin  ;  he  had  nothing  more  than  some  carta  which  be  had 
bought,  and  these  carts  were  absent  on  a  journey  at  the  time  of  the  fin*.    I  aiu  ac- 
quainted with  Maria  Delila  Tauns,  and  her  claim  ought  to  be  the  same  which  lK>mioo* 
San  Miguel  claims,  with  whom  she  lived  at  that  time  as  wife.     I  am  acqnainte<l  vi:^ 
Jesus  Ma.  Herrera  ;  he  was  poor,  working  in  a  tVmndery.     1  am  acqnainteil  with  1^- 
onisio  Gonzalez;  he  is  the  fatlier  of  Francisco  Gonzalez;  he  was  very  poor. a  da> - 
laborer.    I  always  knew  Jos6  Jimenez  was  a  very  poor  devil.     I  am  acquainted  with 
Adelaide  Ban  ;  she  is  my  sister  ;  she  was  a  widow,  engaged  in  washing  and  imoiPtE' 
and  made  clothing  in  order  to  support  herself;  and  her  loss  did  not  excee«l  ^W,  and  I 
am  convinced  that  she  never  intended  to  claim  a  ccmt  more  than  what  she  lost.    I  •<" 
acquainted  with  Miguel  Patifio  ;  he  had  carts  with  which  he  supported  him-^elf,  and  1 
think  at  the  time  of  the  lire  he  was  on  a  journey  with  the  carts.     I  am  acquaiotetl  »iih 
Cataiiuo  Rios ;  he  was  jKwr,  working  for  me  as  a  wagoner  on  the  very  day  of  theft'' 
when  he  disked  leave  t<o  cross  to  Piedras  Negras  to  see  his  house.  I  am  acoiiainted  wii* 
Leonardo  Rodriguez ;  he  was  very   poor,  and  worked  by  the  day  in  order  l««npf*»^* 
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himself.  I  am  acquainted  with  Gabriel  G.  Cordero ;  he  was  a  poor  man,  a  card-player. 
I  am  acquainted  with  Julian  Ortiz,  who  is  now  a  ^uard ;  and  if  he  is  the  same  who 
presents  a  claim  for  losses  caused  by  tbe  burning  of  Piedras  Negras,  I  say  tliat  he  never 
lived  in  Piedras  Negras  at  that  time ;  he  was  a  resident  of  San  Juan  de  AUeude.  I  am 
acquainted  with  Jacinto  Rodriguez ;  ho  is  a  card-player  by  profession,  and  never  had 
anything.  lam  lujquainted  with  Vidala  do  la  Cerda;  he  was  poor;  had  fifteen  or 
twenty  bottles  of  wine,  and  made  bread ;  with  this  he  supported  himself.  I  am  ac- 
quainted with  Eleno  Rodriguez ;  he  is  the  son  of  Ramon  Rodriguez ;  he  lived  with 
his  father,  and  did  not  have  any  property  whatever  separate  from  his  father.  I  am 
acqnainte<l  with  Manuel  Perea;  he  was  employed  as  clerk  in  the  business  of  Jesus  de 
la  Garza.  If  Josd  Ma.  Perez,  who  presents  claims,  is  the  one  who  was  a  guard,  and 
lives  to-day  in  the  little  town,  (the  town  of  Fuontes,)  I  say  that  he  came  a  long  time 
after  the  destruction  to  live  in  Piedras  Negras;  he  was  (then)  a  resident  of  San  Juan 
Allende.  I  am  acquainted  with  Maria  Telesfora  Sosa ;  she  is  the  wife  of  Geronimo 
Gonzalez,  and  she  could  not  have  sustained  losses  apart  from  her  husband.  I  am  ac- 
quainted with  Bias  Palos ;  he  was  as  poor  as  Lorenzo  Guevarra,  with  whom  he  was 
brought  up,  in  the  same  house,  and  he  was  not  at  that  time  above  fifteen  years  of  age.  I 
believe  that  the  values  which  claimants  have  put  in  their  expedientes  are  ridiculously 
exaggerated,  and  I  believe  that  everything  that  existed  in  Piedras  Negras,  together 
with  all  the  land  on  which  the  town  was  built,  could  have  been  bought  at  that  time 
for  $100, 000.

The  said  Grkgorio  Garza,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  a  citizen 
of  Mexico  and  resident  of  IMedras  Negras.  in  the  district  of  Rio  Grande,  State  of  Coa- 
huila,  forty- six  years  of  age,  and  a  labon»r  by  occupation.  I  know  Antonio  Montez, 
and  Pedro  Gonzalez,  and  Jesus  Frias,  and  Nicanor  Valadez ;  I  do  not  know  Maria  N.  de  la 
Garza,  and  I  do  not  recollect  having  known  her  at  that  time.  I  was  a  resident  of  Piedras 
Negras  at  the  time  that  this  town  was  destroyed  by  volunteers  under  the  orders  of  Cal- 
lahan and  Henry,  and  I  was  at  that  time  in  the  town.  I  know  many  of  the  residents 
who  at  that  time  lived  in  Piedras  Negras  who  have  presented  claims  against  the  United 
States  of  the  North  for  losses  which  they  sustained  by  the  destruction  of  the  town  of 
Piedras  Negras  at  that  time.  At  the  time  the  expedientes  of  claimants  were  made  up 
I  was  absent  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  on  my  return  my  wife  informed  me  that  Luis 
Muzquiz  had  talked  with  her  about  making  up  an  erpediente  touching  the  loss  which  I 
had  suftered  by  the  destruction  of  my  property  when  the  volunteers  ixibbed  and  burned 
the  houses ;  but  Luis  Muzquiz  never  spoke  to  me,  nor  any  other  one,  abont  this  matter 
concerning  me,  nor  with  reference  to  other  claimants.  I  know  Jesus  Salinas  and  Max- 
imo Garcia,  and  Arcadio  Ramirez,  but  I  never  presented  them  as  witnesses  in  tbe  mat- 
ter of  my  claim,  inasmuch  as  I  myself  did  not  know  that  they  were  claiming  an  amount 
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80  exaggerated  for  me.  Jesus  Salinas  lives  at  Eagle  Pass ;  Maximo  Garcia  lives,  since 
four  years,  on  a  ranch  in  Texas,  eleven  leagues  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  Arcadio  Ram- 
irez lives  in  the  little  town ;  and  in  order  to  present  them  as  witnesses  in  my  claim,  I 
would  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  going  to  seek  them  in  those  places ;  this  I 
never  did,  because  no  one  ever  spoke  to  me  about  doing  it.  I  know  Antonio  Montez, 
and  Jesus  Frias,  and  Nicanor  Valdes ;  but  at  no  time  did  I  make  a  deposition  with  re- 
spect to  their  acpediente9  in  their  claims.  I  also  know  Pedro  Gonzalez,  but  neither 
did  I  make  a  deposition  about  him,  or  about  the  property  which  he  lost.  It  surpriseji 
me  to  see  my  name  as  a  witness  in  the  matters  touching  the  claims  of  these  parties 
against  the  United  States,  inasmuch  as  I  never  made  and  never  was  called  to  give  tes- 
timony respecting  them.  I  do  not  know  Maria  N.  de  la  Garza,  and  it  is  not  poasiblc 
that  I  could  have  made  a  deiiosition  of  who  she  was  or  what  she  had.  I  am  completely 
ignorant  of  the  persons  who  appear  as  witnesses  in  the  expediente  which  was  inad<^ 
up  for  me,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  in  these  transactions  many  rascalities  have  In^en 
committed.  I  never  knew  the  amount  which  they  claimed  for  me,  inasmuch  as  I  never 
had  the  intention  of  claiming  one  cent  more  than  what  I  lost.  It  is,  in  my  opinion, 
very  wrong  to  use  the  names  of  persons  as  witnesses  without  their  knowledge,  and  I 
believe  what  was  done  in  my  case^  was  done  in  many  others.  I  am  informed  that  some 
persons,  such  as  Eleno  Rodriguez,' Arcadio  Ramirez,  Miguel  Yillareal,  and  others  also 
present  claims,  and  at  the  same  time  their  fathers  claim  very  large  sums.  Eleno  Rod- 
riguez lived  with  his  father,  Ramon  Rodriguez,  and  hewasaboy— just  as  Arcadio  Ram- 
irez and  Mi^iel  Villareal  were  children,  and  did  not  have  any  separate  property  at 
that  time.  I  know  iSafael  Flores ;  he  was  a  soldier ;  had  two  cabins ;  I  lived  opposite 
to  him  in  the  one  in  which  Ma.  Ramona  Muzquiz  now  lives ;  and  Rafael  Flores  lived 
where  I  now  live.  As  Rafael  Flores  was  a  soldier,  he  was  out  of  the  town  when  Pie- 
dras Negras  was  destroyed  by  the  Texaus.  The  wife  of  Rafael  Flores  was  sick  in  bed 
at  that  time,  and  she  was  not  able  to  move.  I  know  very  well  that  her  cabin  was  not 
burned,  and  none  of  his  property  was  taken,  because  he  had  nothing  of  value.  In  a 
few  days  the  wife  of  Rafael  Flores  died,  and  then  he  sold  me  his  property,  which  con- 
sisted of  two  cabins  and  a  lot,  the  two  cabins  being  the  same  which  he  had  before  the 
fire.  After  the  wife  of  Rafael  Flores  died  he  withdrew  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  never 
returned ;  and  I  wonder  where  Luis  Muzquiz  seized  (found)  him  in  order  to  make  him 
a  claimant.

The  said  Adelaida  Van,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  was  bom  in  the 
State  of  Georgia,  in  the  United  States  of  Nortft  America,  and  I  am  now  a  resident  of 
Eagle  Pass,  Texas ;  my  occupation  is  that  of  seamstress,  and  I  am  forty-three  years  of 
age.  I  am  well  acquainted  with  Piedras  Negras,  and  |  was  well  acquainted  with  it 
before  its  destructicm  by  fire  by  the  Texans,  who  entered  Piedras  Negras,  under  the 
orders  of  Callahan  and  Henry,  in  the  year  1855.  At  that  time  the  town  of  Piedraa  Ne- 
gras was  recently  settled,  and  its  appearance  was  poor,  and  the  inhabitants  was  like- 
wise poor.  The  dwellings  which  it  contained  were  cabins,  badly  dilapidated  little 
houses,  (malanquiiosy)  straw-thatched  huts,  {chamacueroSj)  and  underground  abodes, 
(80terraneo9,)  The  furniture  and  adornments  of  the  houses  which  the  inhabitants  had 
at  that  time  were  very  few  and  of  an  inferior  kind,  and  their  cost  very  little.  Some 
had  a  few  pieces  of  jewelry,  but  in  general  there  was  not  mnch  jewelry  among  the  peo- 
ple. The  construction  of  a  hut  now  costs  from  $30  to  $40  ;  but  at  that  time  it  co{*t 
much  less,  the  timber  and  grass  being  very  near  the  town,  while  to-day  it  must  l>e 
brought  very  much  farther.  There  were  few  horses  and  cows  in  the  town,  neither 
were  there  many  pigs.  The  price  of  a  cow  w^th  a  calf,  of  good  quality,  was,  at  that 
time,  from  |12  to  fl3,  inasmuch  as  at  this  price  1  bought  many  for  the  officers  of  the 
American  camp,  who  intnistedine  with  this  commission.    The  very  fattest  pigs  did  not 
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• 
exceed  825  in  valne,  and  pigs  which  were  worth  as  ranch  as  this  were  very  few.  At  no 
time  wsis  a  pig  of  the  best  quality  worth  above  8'^.  I  believe  that  few  of  the  inhabit^ 
unts  had  as  much  as  $^)00,  becanse  they  were  poor,  and  what  they  had  was  of  little 
value  ;  it  contained  many  inhabitants  who  did  not  have  a  hundreil  dollars.  I  am  ac- 
quainted with  Pablo  Vulades;  he  had  cabins  and  carts  and  oxen,  and  was  engaged, 
together  with  his  sons,  in  making  cabins;  and  he  was  poor.  I  am  acquainted  with 
Jo8(^'  M:i.  Carbagal;  he  was  a  servant  of  Captain  Saiz;  and  I  did  not  know  he  had  any 
property.  I  am  acquainted  with  Victor  Gonzalez ;  be  is  a  silversmith,  and  did  not  have 
anything.  I  am  acquainted  with  Juana  Lougoria;  she  wa^  poor;  she  had  a  cabin.  I 
ani  acquainted  with  Dolores  Salinas;  she  had  good  household  furniture,  but,  with  the 
exception  of  these,  she  was  very  poor.  I  did  not  know  that  Julian  Rodriguez  had  an^ 
Iiroperty  whatever.  lam  acqnainted  with  Antonio  Mautez;  he  was  a  music-teacher, 
and  supported  himself  by  his  occupation;  he  was  poor.  I  am  acquainted  with  Mari- 
ano Agnierre,  but  he  did  not  have  anything.  I  am  acquainted  with  Jesus  Almen- 
<lares;  he  was  poor;  he  did  not  have  auytbiug.  I  am  acquanited  with  Juau 
Carores;  he  was  very  young  and  a  boatman;  he  was  very  poor.  I  am  acquainted 
\vith  Ana»tasio  Gonzalez; lie  was  poor;  he  had  four  children,  and  never  had 
jinything  to  give  them  to  eat.  I  am  acquainted  with  Jos^  Ma.  Rodriguez;  lie 
was  a  servant  and  had  nothing.  I  am  acqnainted  with  Domingo  San  Miguel ; 
he  was  a  servant,  and  he  had  no  property  but  his  house  and  arms.  I  am  acquainted 
with  Cecilio  Vara;  he  was  a  poor  workman;  he  made  cabins.  I  am  acquainted 
with  Caspar  Salazar;  he  was  my  neighbor;  ho  lived  in  a  hut;  Jie  was  poor.  lam 
ac-<iuainted  with  Vicente  de  los  Santos;  he  was  a  soldier;  I  did  not  know«that  he 
had  any  property  except  his  horse  and  arms.  I  am  acquainted  with  Dionicio  Gonzalez ; 
he  live^l  with  his  father,  and  was  poor.  Jos6  Jimenez  was  a  boatman  and  did  not  havo 
anything.  I  am  acquainted  with  Rafael  Zepeda;  he  was  very  poor ;  the  little  that  he 
possessed  he  hail  lost  in  a  tire  before  the  place  was  burned  by  the  Texans.  I  am  ac- 
quainted with  Isabel  Galindo ;  she  was  a  widow  and  very  poor.  I  am  acquainted  with 
Jesus  Pineda,  bricklayer;  he  hiul  cabiuH  and  worked  at  his  tnule,  and  by  it  ma<le  his 
living.  I  am  acipiai'nted  with  Leonardo  Rodriguez ;  he  was  very  poor.  I  am  ac- 
qnainted with  Gabriel  G.  Cordero;  he  was  very  poor.  lam  acquainted  with  Maria 
del  Pilar  Galindo;  she  was  a  single  woman,  who  had  no  house  and  was  very  poor.  I 
am  acquainted  with  Jesus  Frias;  ho  was  a  soldier;  I  did  not  know  that  he  had  any 
property  at  all.  I  am  acqnainted  with  Jacinto  Rodriguez,  gambler ;  he  did  not  have 
anything  in  Piedras  Negras ;  he  came  and  went.  I  am  acqnainted  with  Maria  Ygnacia 
Mesa ;  she  was  a  poor  woman.  I  am  acquainted  with  Eleuo  Rodriguez ;  he  was  the 
son  of  Ramon  Rodriguez,  and  was  very  small  at  that  time,  and  did  not  have  any  proj)- 
erty.  I  am  acquainted  with  Manuel  Perea;  he  was  a  clerk  of  Jesus  de  la  Garza ;  he 
lived  with  his  father,  I^nacio  Perea,  and  Manuel  did  not  have  any  property  separate 
from  him.  I  am  acqnainted  with  Maria  Refugio  Garcia,  but  she  did  not  live  in  Piedras 
Xegras  at  that  time.  I  am  acquainted  with  Guadahnw  Perez  ;  he  had  a  hut  and  was 
2MM)r.  I  am  acquainted  with  Bias  .Palos  ;  he  was  a  little  fellow  and  ha<l  nothing.  I 
am  also  a  claimant  for  losses  which  I  suffered  by  the  robbery  and  fire  of  the  Texans, 
and  ray  losses  altogether  cannot  exceed  the  value  of  $400 ;  and  this  sum  will  pay  for 
the  losses  which  I  sustained.  I  have  not  made  a  deposition  nor  have  I  subscribed  a 
(locnment  with  respect  to  a  claim  before  the  judge  of  Piedras  Negnis,  nor  before  any 
other  authority.  They  informed  me  that  I  ought  to  present  a  claim  for  the  losses 
which  I  snflfored  by  the  burning  of  Piedras  Negras  by  the  Texans,  becanse  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  was  going  to  pay  us  for  what  we  had  lost ;  and  ia  a  short 
time  Mr.  William  Stone  sent  for  me.  When  I  went  to  see  him  he  told  mo  that  the 
Goveixment  was  going  to  pay,  and  that  I  would  lose  nothing  by  making  the  attempt; 
I  was  telling  him  all  that  I  had  lost,  but  it  appeared  to  him  very  little,  and  he  wished 
to  make  it  more,  but  to  this  I  did  not  afree.  He  told  me  it  was  uecesstiry  to  place  it 
at  a  high  fignre  in  order  that  they  should  give  us  some,  and  in  onler  that  there  would 
result  some  to  pay  him  for  his  labor,  and  we  would  divide,  (or  go  halves,)  he  and  I. 
He  wrote  a  document,  but  did  not  read  it  to  me ;  he  told  me  it  was  the  value  of  what 
I  had  lost,  Jind  then  I  took  the  pen  with  ^hich  he  snbscribetl  the  document,  believing 
tlmt  he  had  put  down  what  I  had  indicated.  This  document  is  the  only  paper  which 
I  have  signe«l  concerning  my  claim,  and  no  authority  or  notary  public  was  present.  I 
appointed  William  Stone  my  attorney  to  receive  any  money  whatever,  and  to  take  the

The  number 
of  (stone)  houses  did  not  exceed  six ;  the  other  dwellings  were  huts,  cabins,  and  cellars- 
I  was  then  living  in  an  underground  hut  (soterraneos)  covered  with  earth,  and  I  bad 
established  in  it  a  hat  manufa<.>tory  ;  I  lost  by  the  destruction  (of  the  town)  ev«*Ty thing 
tlint  1  bad  in  my  house.  I  had  about  five  dozen  hats  finished  and  for  sale,  and*  about 
four  dozen  unfinished ;  at  that  time  I  sold  a  hat  for  $4 ;  I  also  lost  all  the  furniture 
and  other  tbings  in  my  house.  When  I  knew  that  claims  were  presented  against  tbf 
Government  of  the  United  States  for  the  losses  which  we  had  suffered  by  the  destruc- 
tiou  of  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  I  presented  myself,  as  one  who  had  also  lost, 
to  Luis  Muzquiz,  in  order  tbat  he  might  present  my  claim  for  me,  but  as  I  never  gavr 
him  a  list  of  wbat  I  had  lost,  nor  have  told  him  of  it,  I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  hr 
has  done  it,  but  Abram  Jimenes,  secretary  of  Luis  Muzquiz,  handed  me  a  paper  to  »\gn. 
telling  me  that  it  was  tbe  expediente  of  my  claim ;  but  I  did  not  read  said  paper,  nettbci 
^id  tbey  read  it  to  me,  nor  d§  1  know  what  it  contained.  At  the  same  that  I  subscril>ed 
the  paper  Zernardo  Valdez,  a  friend  of  mine,  subscribed  another  paper  similar  to  it,  ami 
Abraiu  Jimenes,  the  secretary  ofLuis Muzquiz,  said  to  Bern aixlo  Valdez  that  it  was  tbe 
cxpedkntc  of  his  claim.  I  do  not  know  what  was  exactly  the  number  of  cabins  whicb  it 
contained  when  the  town  was  destroyed,  but  I  know  that  they  were  not  all  burned. 
At  that  time  the  price  of  a  breeding  cow  was  |12,  and  the  price  of  the  best  cow  did  uoi 
exceed  |15.    A  fat  hog  sold  at  that  time  for  $25  and  f30.

To  the  second  question  he  said  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  town  of  Piedias 
Negras  at  the  time  of  its  destruction  by  fire  by  Texas  volunteers,  under  the  command 
of  Callahan  and  Henry,  and  that,  as  to  the  wealth  of  the  town,  it  was,  in  fact,  at  that 
time,  one  of  poverty,  because  there  was  not  a  person  who  had  any  capital ;  that  the 
houses  in  which'  the  inhabitants  lived  were  huts  made  of  grass,  supported  by  rough 
posts  with  the  bark  on,  with  the  exception  of  some  houses  of  earth,  among  them  the 
maritime  custom-house. 

To  the  third  question  (he  replied)  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  rosidenta 
who  emigrated  from  this  city  before  the  fire  to  the  before-mentioned  town  of  Piedras 
Negras,  and  that  their  condition  was  one  of  poverty,  and  this  same  (condition  of)  pov- 
erty continued  when  the  fire  (occurred ;)  that  some  of  the  emigrants  carried  a  mod- 
erate number  of  cattle  and  oxen  with  them  ;  that  he  does  not  remember  whether  all 
did  so,  but  that  he  knows,  or  has  in  his  mind  some,  such  as  Severe  do  Luna,  Martina 
Lopez,  Antonio  Montes,  Luis  Muzquiz,  Filipe  de  la  Garza,  Pedro  Gonzales,  Diouicio 
Gonzales,  Francisco  Gonzales,  Juana  Hernandez,  (widower,)  Melchora  Zimenes,  (wid- 
ower,) Antonio  Ramirez,  Arcadio  Ramirez,  Ramon  Rodriguez,  Catarino  Rivo,  Miguel 
YiUareal  Herrcro,  Rosa  de  la  Garza^  (widow ;)  and  he  explained  that  if  some  were 
omitted  they  are  few.

To  the  third  question  he  said  that  he  also  waSfWell  acqnalnted  with  residents  who 
eniigrated  from  this  city  to  the  before-mentioned  town  of  Piedras  N(^aa  before  the 
fire,  and  that  their  condition  was  not  one  of  wealth,  but  of  poverty,  which  continued 
even  to  the  time  of  the  tire ;  that  he  is  satisfied  that  some  of  the  residents  who  eaai- 
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grated,  snch  as  Marcelino  Lopez,  Antonio  Ramirez, Ramon  Rodrigaez,  Gnadalnpe  Peres, 
Guadalnpe  Ramos,  Gaspar  Zalasar,  carried  to  their  new  home  a  moderate  number  of 
cows  anct  oxen,  as  did  also  Jos6  Ma.  and  Pedro  Gonzales,  and  Diouicio  Grouzales,  who 
brought  some  little  sheep  with  them ;  and  Jnana  Hernandez,  (widow,)  Rosa  de  la  Garza, 
(widow,)  Melchora  Ziuienes,  (widow,)  Luis  Muzqniz,  Francisco  Gonzalez,  Severo  de 
Luna,  also  carried  cattle  with  them  ;  that  although  he  is  aware  that  some  (who  took 
stock  with  them)  are  omitted,  these  are  very  few,  as  he  recollects. 

To  the  fourth  question  he  said  that  as  so  many  years  have  passed  since  the  fire  oc- 
curred, ho  does  not  remember  other  details,  and  that  he  is  not  interested  in  the  claim 
lK*fore  the  mixed  commission  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico ;  that  this  is  the 
truth  under  the  oath  which  he  says  he  has  taken ;  and  he  subscribed  with  me  and 
assistant  witnesses.

Then  the  thinl  witness,  Jos^  Maria  Camanca,  appeared,  (who,)  having  been  duly 
sworn  to  tell  the  truth  about  what  he  might  know  and  be  questioned,  said  that  he  is 
named  as  stated,  is  more  than  thirty  years  of  age,  resident  of  this  place,  by  occupa- 
tion an  artisan  ;  and  having  been  shown  the  interrogatories  at  the  beginning  of  these 
proceedings,  and  having  been  well  informed  of  them — 

To  the  lirst  question  he  said  that  the  prohibitions  of  the  law,  which  have  been  ex- 
plained to  him,  do  not  comprehend  deponent. 

To  the  second  question  he  replied  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  town  of 
Piedras  Negras  at  the  time  of  its  destruction  by  tire  by  Texas  volunteers  under  the 
command  of  Callahan  and  Henry,  and  that  the  condition  of  wealth  at  that  time  of  said 
town  was  a  condition  of  i)overty,  becanse  there  was  no  person  who  had  any  capital 
whatever,  owing  to  the  circumstances  of  the  time. 

To  the  third  question  he  said  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  some  of  the  residents 
who  emigrated,  before  its  destruction  by  fire,  from  this  city  to  the  before-mentioned 
Piedras  Negras,  aud  that  their  condition  was  one  of  poverty ;  and  that  some  of  them 
who  migrated  carried  with  them  an  ordinary  number  of  cattle  and  oxen  ;  that  he  does 
not  remember  whether  all  of  them  did,  but  he  recollects  that  some  of  them  did  ;  for 
instance,  the  following  :  Marcelino  Lopez,  Antonio  Montes,  Luis  Muzquiz,  Pedro  Gou- 
znles,  Antonio  Ramirez,  Ramon  Rodriguez,  Gaspar  Zalasar,  Guadalupe  Pera,  Guada- 
lnpe Ramos ;  but  he  did  not  remember  any  more. 

To  the  fourth  question  he  explains  that  as  so  many  years  have  passed  he  does  not 
recollect  anything  else,  and  he  declares  that  he  is  not  connected  with  the  claim  (be- 
fore the  commission)  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico :  that  this  is  true  uuder 
the  oath  which  he  said  he  had  taken  ;  and  he  subscribed  with  me  aud  assistant  wit- 
nesses.

To  the  first  question  he  said  that  the  prohibitions  of  the  law,  which  have  been  ex- 
plained to  him,  do  not  comprehend  deponent. 

To  the  second  question  he  answered  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  town  of 
Piedras  Negras  at  the  time  of  its  dt^struction  by  Texas  volunteers  under  the  command 
of  Callahan  and  Henry,  and  that  the  condition  at  that  time,  of  said  town,  Wius  one  of 
poverty,  for  the  reason  that  its  inhabitants,  as  well  as  the  town,  were  recently  Set- 
tle<l. 

Tc)  the  thinl  question  he  said  that  he  was  also  well  acquainted  with  the  residents 
who  emigrated  from  this  city  to  the  said  Piedras  Negras  before  its  destniction  by  fire, 
and  that  their  condition  was  not  one  of  wealth,  but  of  poverty,  and  this  continued 
»'veu  to  the  time  of  the  fire;  that  he  is  satisfied  that  some  of  the  residents  wiio 
migrated,  such  as  Marcelino  Lopez,  Antonio  Ramirez,  Ramon  RtMlriguez,  Guadalupe 
l*en5S,  Guadahipo  Ramos,  Gaspar  Zalasar,  carried  to  their  new  home  an  ordinary  num- 
ber of  cows  and  oxen,  (as  did  also  Jos6  Mil.  and  Pedro  Gonzales,  and  Diouicio  Gonzales 
some  few  litth^  sheen,)  and  the  following  persons  also  carried  cattle  with  them,  viz: 
Juan  llemandez,  (widow,)  Rosa  de  la  Garza,  (widow,)  Melchora  Zimenes,  (widow,)  Luis 
Muzquiz,  Francisco  Gonzales,  Severo  de  Luna;  that  although  he  knows  he  has  omitted 
some,  they  are  very  few,  as  he  remembers. 
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To  the  fourth  qnestion  he  explained  that  as  so  many  years  have  passed  since  the 
fire  occurred,  he  does  not  recollect  other  details ;  and  that  he  is  not  interested  in  tbr 
cliiim  before  the  mixed  commission  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico ;  that  tbl^ 
is  the  truth  under  the  oath  which  he  said  he  had  taken ;  and  he  snbscrib^  with  me 
and  the  assistant  witnesses.

Deposition  of  Amos  0,  Strickland, 

The  said  Amos  O.  Strickland,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  a  citi- 
zen of  the  Unite<l  States,  native  of  Bradfoid  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  for  the  last  eight- 
een years  a  resident  of  Texas.  I  now  reside  in  Kinney  County,  near  Fort  Clarke,  uiut* 
miles  from  there.  I  have  a  stock  ranch  there  and  farm.  I  know  and  am  well  knowD  to 
the  ofiicers  of  the  garrison  at  Fort  Clarke.  I  know  Pedro  Tauns,  who  is  one  of  the 
claimants  for  the  destruction  of  Piedras  Negras.  Uo  now  resides  in  Kinney  Coouty. 
lie  is  a  native  of  Texas;  he  is  a  mulatto,  and  was  the  servant  of  the  late  General  Sa'm 
Houston.  He  resided  some  time  in  Mexico,  but  claims  now  to  be  a  United  States  citi- 
zen, and  told  me  at  the  last  election  how  he  was  going  to  vote  in  Kinney  County.  He 
told  me  also  that  he  was  one  of  the  claimants  for  the  destruction  of  Piedras  Negras, 
and  had  umde  claim  therefor  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  I  a&keii 
him  the  amount  he  claimed,  and  he  answered,  *'  O,  I  am  ashamed  to  tell  yon,  it  is  si> 
big!^'  He  then  said  he  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  the  town  of  Piedras  Negra.^. 
which  was  settled  when  the  post  of  Fort  Duncan  was  established,  or  soon  after.  He 
has  never  been  worth  over  §100  at  any  time,  at  least  since  I  have  known  him.  and  that 
is  eight  years.  Tauns  is  well  knewn  to  the  United  States  officers  at  Fort  Clarke;  to 
Major  Bacon,  (who  was  on  General  Sheridan's  staff,)  of  the  Ninth  United  States  Cav- 
alry, (colored.)  Tanns  has  been  working  lately  as  a  mason,  in  the  employ  of>ttie  Gov- 
ernment at  Fort  Clarke,  and  for  the  last  year  or  so  has  been  burning  lime,  orftas  been 
employed  in  small  jobs  about  the  post;  he  is  also  a  fiddler,  and  plays  at  fandaogoosi, 
and  for  the  ofiicers  when  they  make  a  party  there.  I  am  well  acqnamted  with  Piedra^ 
Negras,  that  is,  since  it  was  burned.  I  know  a  great  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
village;  they  are  generally  poor,  and  always  have  been;  their  houses  are  chiefly 
jacales,  or  Mexican  huts;  those  of  the  common  kind  would  cost  to  construct  from  $10  to 
§ilOO,  according  to  its  size  and  finish ;  the  furniture  they  have,  where  they  have  any, 
is  of  a  very  poor  description;  many  are  without  a  chair,  bedstead,  or  even  t<able.  iu 
fact,  the  greater  part  of  them ;  many  of  their  houses  consisted  of  holes  or  cellars  dvg 
right  in  tlio  bank  of  the  river  and  covered  with  thatch,  without  door,  windoit^nr 
sides.  The  inhabitants  were  chiefly  cartmen  or  laborers,  and  very  few  of  them  sad 
any  property  whatever.  From  all  that  I  know  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  all  I  bavehearrl 
from  its  inhabitants,  who  are  now  claimants,  and  from  others,  I  should  say  tlutt  in  the 
attack  upon  the  place,  in  1655,  it  is  impossible  that  more  than  $50,000  worth  of  prop- 
erty could  have  been  destroyed  or  taken ;  in  fact,  I  believe  far  less  than  tlmt,  bat  not 
over  that  sum,  because  uo  such  amount  of  property  existed  there.  It  was  a  new  set- 
tlement, inhabited  by  the  poorest  class  of  laborers,  with  some  very  few  exceptions, 
and  had  not,  like  the  older  settlements  farther  back  from  the  nver,  furmers  and  men 
of  some  property  residing  there. 

A.  0.  STRICKLAND. 
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Depo»itwn  of  Edward  T,  Moore, 

The  said  Edward  T.  Moore,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  :  I  was  born 
in  Pittstown,  Kensselaer  County,  State  of  New  York.  I  am  now  a  resident  of  San  An- 
tonio, Bexar  County,  State  of  Texas,  and  am  by  occupation  a  stock-raiser.  I  am  a  cit- 
izen of  the  United  States.  I  am  fifty  years  of  age.  I  was  in  Piedras  Negras,  Mexico, 
and  in  Eagle  Pass,  Texas,  from  the  year  1849  to  1856.  During  this  period  I  was  a  per- 
manent resident  of  Eagle  Pass.  In  the  years  1649  and  1850  I  waa  employed  by  the 
United  States  officers  to  repair  buildings  and  to  erect  what  is  now  known  as  Fort  Dun- 
can. During  the  balance  of  said  peric^  I  was  employed  as  a  ferryman  between  said 
towns.  I  know  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras  perfectly  well,  having  built  the  first  house 
ever  erected  in  the  town.  I  was,  during  the  period  hereinbefore  mentioned,  cousfcautly 
in  said  Piedras  Negras,  and  was  well  acquainted  with  every  person  occupying  each  town. 
I  was  at  Piedras  Negras  when  the  raid  of  Callahan  and  Henry  occurred,  in  October, 
1855  J  the  circumstances  of  said  raid  were  as  follows,  viz :  About  the  middle  of  the  day 
on  which  said  raid  occurred,  about  ten  men  on  horseback,  belonging  to  the  command 
of  said  Callahan  and  Henry,  made  a  charge  through  Eagle  Pass  and  seized  my  ferry- 
boats on  the  river  Rio  Grande ;  shortly  after  about  one  hundred  men  of  said  command 
followed,  took  possession  of  said  ferry-boats,  and  Immediately  crossed  to  Piedras  Ne- 
gras, of  which  place  they  took  control.  About  sundown  of  the  same  day  they  crossed 
the  river,  they  passed  through  said  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  camped  three  miles 
beyond  that  place,  on  the  road  to  San  Fernando,  without  committing  any  depredation 
whatever.  On  the  second  day  after  crosssng  to  Piedras  Negras  said  comiband  of  Cal- 
lahan and  Henry  returned  to  said  town,  and  remained  therein  two  days  and  a  part 
of  one  night,  during  which  time  not  more  than  forty  small  jacal  houses,  the  value  of 
which  was  not  more  than  $40  each,  were  burned,  and  some  property  taken  from  the 
inhabitants,  in  value  about  $5,000.  Some  other  property,  not  enumerated  above, 
amounting  to  about  $1,000,  was  taken  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  breastworks  as 
protection  against  the  Mexicans  and  Indians  who  assembled  in  force,  which  said  prop- 
erty was  burned.  I  believe  that  $10,000  would  amply  compensate  the  inhabitants  of 
said  Piedras  Negras  for  all  damage  and  loss  sustained  by  them  on  the  occasion  of  said 
raid,  they  being  very  poor.  There  was  only  one  person  in  said  town  who  was  worth 
|3,000 ;  the  average  value  of  the  property  owned  by  each  family  was  $*200.  I  do  not 
believe  that  it  was  possible  that  $50,000  worth  of  property  could  have  been  destroyed 
on  said  occasion.  The  command  of  Callahan  and  Henry  committed  no  depredations 
and  fired  no  buildings  until  the  Indians  and  Mexicans  assembled  around  Piedras  Ne- 
grns,  closed  around  them,  and  commenced  an  attack  upon  them,  at  which  time  four 
32-pound  guns  were  run  out  and  bearing  upon  Piedras  Negras.  by  authority  of  the 
officer  in  command  of  Fort  Duncau,  Mojor  Burbank,  to  protect  tlie  return  of  Callahan 
and  Henry's  command  to  Eagle  Pass.

Deposition  of  George  W.  Brackcnridge, 

Georok  W.  Brackexridge,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  :  I  am  at  this 
time  a  citizen  and  resident  of  this  place,  San  Antonio,  and  am  president  of  the  San 
Antonio  National  Bank,  and  am  thirty-nine' years  of  age ;  have  resided  in  San  Antonio 
since  1866.  In  the  year  1855  I  resided  at  Seguin,  in  Guadalupe  County,  in  this  State. 
In  October,  1855,  as  soon  as  the  news  of  the  affair  at  Piedras  Negras  reached  Seguin, 
where  it  was  stated  that  the  Mexicans  were  coming  across  into  Texas  in  retaliation  of 
the  attack  made  upon  Piedras  Negras,  I  started,  in  company  with  others,  for  Eagle 
Pass,  or  the  frontier,  to  defend  the  expected  attack.  Our  company  halted  on  the  Sabiual, 
and  I,  along  with  one  or  two  others  of  them,  proceeded  to  Fort  Duncan  to  inquire 
into  the  particulars  of  the  affair.  We  arrived  there  some  days  after  the  occurrence, 
and  while  all  the  marks  of  what  had  taken  place  were  still  visible  and  fresh.  I  crossed 
the  river  into  Piedras  Negras,  accompanied  by  some  others,  and  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining what  had  really  taken  place,  and  the  extent  of  the  damage  done.  Wo  found 
that  about  two-thirds  of  the  huts,  or  jacalea,  in  which  the  inhabitants  had  resided  had 
been  burned.  My  information  was  obtained  from  the  Mexican  men  and  women,  in- 
habitants of  the  town,  and  whose  property  had  been  destroyed ;  and  my  sympathies 
were  very  much  enlisted  in  their  favor,  because  I  saw  they  had  been  deprived  of  their 
homes  and  property  bv  what  I  thought  an  outrage  and  very  unwarrantable  act.  I 
made  an  estimate  of  the  injury  that  had  been  caused,  and  the  losses  then  occasioned 
there,  from  the  testimony  I  could  obtain  from  the  injured  parties  on  the  spot,  and 
within  a  few  days  after  the  act,  and  I  came  to  the  conclusion,  as  I  recollect,  that 
$50,000  would  cover  it  all.  The  inhabitants  were  all  poor,  principally  engaged  in  cart- 
ing or  stock-driving,  and  perhaps  in  smuggling  iu  a  small  way.  They  were  chiefly 
laborers,  and  very  jnany  >YOuld  hire  out  at  §6  or  $7  a  mouth.    I  thought  that  they  had 
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lost  what  little  property  they  had,  which,  though  small  in  amount,  was  everything  to 
them,  and  was  entirely  changed  in  the  opinion  I  had  formed  heforo  arrival,  for  I  ha<l 
supposed  that  they  were  comins  over  in  force  to  revenge  the  robbery.  I  thought  the 
affair  a  very  shameful  one  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  that  a  compensation  wa^ 
justly  due  these  poor  people.  With  that  view  it  was  that  we  estimated  the  damage, 
which,  after  inquiry,  we  put  down  at  the  sum  I  have  named.  I  remained  there  two 
weeks  engaged  in  the  inquiry,  and  daily  learning  some  further  particalars  of  the  affair. 
I  do  not  know  or  now  recollect  the  particular  losses  of  individuals,  or  the  dotaiU  of 
each  case;  but  the  sum  I  have  named  is  the  total  amount  of  the  damage,  so  far  as  we 
could  ascertain  it.  The  population  were  generally  of  a  low  and  vicious  class,  aad  1 
remember  it  was  said  of  many  individuals  pointed  ont  to  us  that  they  "  conUl  not 
drink  wafer  on  the  other  side,''  meaning  that  they  could  not  cross  over  to  the  Ameri- 
can side  for  fear  of  arrest  or  punishment  for  some  crime  or  offense,  in  consequence  of 
which  they  had  sought  asylum  on  the  Mexican  side  of  the  river.  The  res^iectable  por- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  were  also  poor,  and  there  was  no  fnrniture  of  any  value  in  any 
house  I  saw  in  the  town.  After  remaining  there  some  two  weeks  we  returned  to  Se- 
gnin.    I  have  not  since  visited  the  place.

DepoHthn  of  Lorenzo  Castro. 

The  said  Lorenzo  Castro,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  am  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  born  in  London,  England ;  and  coming  to  the  then  republic  of 
Texas  when  I  was  nine  years  of  age  with  my  father,  Henry  Castro,  who  colonized  and 
settled  Castroville,  D'Hanis,  and  other  places  in  Western  Texas.  I  have  resided  in  Texas 
ever  since  ;  not  now  engaged  in  business,  and  thirty-six  years  of  age.  In  1851 1  fiftt 
went  to  Eagle  Pass,  then  just  settled,  and  established  a  business  there,  and  remained 
till  June,  ltf62,  after  the  store  belonging  to  my  father  was  burned.  I  knew  Piedras 
Negras  well  at  that  time,  crossing  over  almost  every  day.  It  was  a  miserably  poor 
settlement.  The  Mexican  commandant  was  then  the  only  i>erson  who  had  a  decent 
jaca  even,  the  majoritj',  three-fourths  of  them,  living  in  boles  dug  in  the  bank  of  the 
river,  some  in  hnts  and  cJMmacueros,  which  are  dwellings  built  of  posts  and  covered 
with  earth.  There  were  no  persons  there  of  any  wealth.  It  was  a  military  colonr, 
composed  of  a  company  of  soldiers  of  one  hundred  and  forty  men,  under  command  of 
Captain  Arredoudo.    To  these  were  added  some  laborers  and  camp-followers,  and 

Sersons  engaged  in  smuggling  in  a  small  way.  The  wealthiest  man  there  was  De  la 
^arza.  His  property  was  chiefly  at  Santa  Rosa,  one  hundred  miles  back.  De  la  Garza 
had  a  small  store.  There  was  no  other  store,  nor  any  place  where  any  article  could  be 
procured.  I  returned  to  Eagle  Pass  in  1853,  and  again  visited  Piedras  Negras.  At 
that  time  there  were  more  iacales  built,  and  the  number  of  inhabitants  ha<l  increaseil 
some,  but  it  was  still  a  miserable  place,  and  the  same  in  all  its  essential  features  as 
the  year  before.  I  was  there  then  two  weeks.  I  retunied  again  t-o  Eagle  Pass,  crossed 
to  the  other  side,  and  remained  several  months  in  1858,  after  the  burning  which  took 

Elace  in  1855.  The  place  had  very  much  improved ;  some  buildings  of  adobe  and  stone 
ad  been  erected  after  the  fire.  At  the  time  of  the  fire  the  only  two-story  house  in  tbe 
town  belonged  to  John  B.  Rich,  who  had  married  a  daughter  of  Mr.  do  la  Garza.  At 
the  time  of  the  fire,  in  1855,  there  wore  not  more  than  two  hundred  jaoaleBj  and  the^^e 
were  worth  on  an  average  from  S40  to  $100.  These  contained  small  articles  of  furniture 
of  very  little  valne.  The  inhabitants  had  some  extra  articles  of  clothing  and  jewelry; 
and  850,000  or  $60,000  would  have  paid  liberally  for  all  the  damage  done  there. 

LORENZO  CASTRO. 

Deposition  of  John  Xetvton, 

The  said  Joiix  Newton,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  r  I  was  bom  in 
that  part  of  the  Indian  Territory  occupied  by  the  Cherokee  Nation.  I  am  now,  and 
have  been  since  1848,  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  always  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States.  I  am  thirty-four  years  of  age,  and  a  merchant  by  occupation.  I  am  now  a 
resident  of  Fort  Concho,  Texas ;  I  was  a  resident  of  Piedras  Negras,  Mexico,  from 
January,  1855,  to  March,  1856 ;  was  employed  there,  and  knew  that  town  and  the  larg<^r 
part  of^  its  inhabitants  well,  and  knew  Vhera  in  1855,  I  was  there  in  October,  K»5, 
when  the  raid  of  Callahan  and  Henry  occurred,  and  witnessed  what  was  done.  The 
circumstances  were  as  follows,  viz :  The  command  of  said  Callahan  and  Henry  crosse<l 
the;Rio  Grande  from  Eagle  Pass  to  Piedras  Negras,  through  which  last-mentioned  town 
they  immediately  marched,  and  encamped  twenty  miles  beyond.  Being  attacked  by 
Indians  and  Mexicans,  while  in  camp,  they  returned  tQ  PiedVas  Negras  the  second  day 
after  first  entering  that  town,  and  there  constructed  some  rough  breast-works  to 
protect  themselves  against  the  Indians  and  Mexicans.    DuUug  thtf  preseuoft  of  said 
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command  in  Piedras  Negras,  on  their  return  as  aforesaid,  they  homed  some  one 
hundred  jacaleSj  or  huts,  of  a  rude  and  very  cheap  construction,  together  with  a  few 
honses  of  a  better  character ;  they  also  pillaged  the  town,  but  as  the  inhabitants  were 
very  jMDor  they  could  not  have  inflicted  much  damage  thereby.  The  jacahs  wore  worth 
about  $50  each,  on  an  average.  From  what  I  know  of  the  place  and  its  inhabitants  at 
the  time  of  said  raid,  I  would  consider  $50,000  ample  compensation  for  all  damage 
done,  including  the  values  destroyed  and  taken.  There  were  very  few,  if  any,  persons 
iu  Piedras  Negras  at  the  time  of  said  raid  worth  23,000.

Deposition  of  Frederick  Groos, 

Frkdrrick  Groos,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  a  citizen  and  resident 
of  Texas,  and  have  been  so  for  more  than  twenty  years.  In  the  year  1855  I  resided  at 
Eagle  Pass,  in  this  State,  opposite  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  in  Mexico,  and  was 
there  at  the  time  of  the  raid  by  troops  under  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry  on  said 
town,  which  took  place  iu  the  autumn  of  that  year.  I  saw  them  cross  over  the  river, 
and  I  went  over  there  once  while  they  were  in  Mexico.  They  had  advanced  from 
Piedras  Negras  into  Mexico,  and  had  an  encounter  with  Mexicans,  and  then  returned 
to  Piedras  Negras.  When  they  returned  they  fortitied  themselves  in  some  of  the 
strongest-built  houses,  and  they  burned  or  destroyed  some  thatched  hutsf  oTJacalcSy  so 
as  to  give  range  to  their  fire.  They  set  fire  also  to  some  houses  in  the  town,  to  the 
number,  perhaps,  of  twenty,  not  more,  and  some  stores  were  robbed  and  some  houses 
were  pluudered,  if  they  could  bo  called  houses,  and  some  small  articles  were  carried 
ofi — tuiugs  that  could  be  found  readily  and  easily  carried— such  as  saddles  and  Mexican 
blankets.  The  whole  amount  of  damage  done  could  not  exceed,  altogether,  $50,000, 
The  houses,  or  jacxdes,  which  are  thatched  huts,  destroyed  were  not  any  of  them 
worth  more  than  $100  or  $200;  possibly  two  or  three  of  them  might  been  worth  $200  or 
S.'}00  each,  but  the  town  was  a  collection  of  jacaleSj  (huts,)  and  inhabited  almost  ex- 
clusively by  poor  people.  Any  inhabitant  there  who  was  worth  or  had  ^,000  would 
have  been  considered  rich.  I  knew  Maria  Juana  Hernandez,  who  claims  $1^,000. 
She  was  a  poor  woman.  She  had  no  particular  business.  She  was  not  worth  $1,000. 
She  may  have  owned  a  small  house  and  lot.  Loreuzo  Guevara  was  also  known  to  me, 
who  claims  $231,429.  He  was  as  poor  as  the  above-mentioned.  If  he  had  $1,000  it 
certainly  was  not  known  at  that  time.  I  have  seen  the  list  of  claimants  before  the 
commission  for  the  destruction  of  th^ir  property  in  Piedras  Negras.  They  are  all  grossly 
exaggerated,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  claim  a  few  hundred  dollars.  The  in- 
jury done  on  that  occasion  by  robbery  and  pillage  could  not  have  exceeded  the  sum  I 
have  mentioned,  because  tlie  values  were  not  there.  There  were  very  few,  if  any, 
horses  or  mules  carried  oflf,  because  the  river  was  high,  and  the  invaders  were  obliged 
to  leave  some  of  their  own  horses  in  their  flight  to  the  American  side.  Any  house  that 
contained  furniture  to  the  value  of  $100  or  $200  would  be  looked  on  as  very  rich.  No 
house,  except  some  store,  or  Containing  a  stock  of  goods,  could  have  lost  more  than  a 
few  hundred  dollars  aside  from  the  value  of  the  house.  I  had  been  living  at  Eagle 
Pass,  opposite  Piedras  Negras,  and  in  daily  business  intercourse  with  the  inhabitants 
of  that  place,  and  I  knew  well  the  condition  and  circumstances  of  most  of  them,  and, 
aside  from  the  value  of  goods  in  a  store  or  two,  there  is  not  one  among  the  claimants 
who  could  have  lost  $1,(J00.  Most  of  them  did  not  lose  anything  like  tSat.  As  I  have 
stated,  $50,000  would  amply  pay  all  the  damage  that  was  occasioned  by  that  invasion. 
I  knew  Melchora  Jimenes.  She  might  have  been  worth  $1,000.  I  knew  Manuel  Kod- 
riguez.  He  might  have  been  worth  $2,000.  Dolores  Moya  had  nothing  that  I  knew 
of;  she  waa  very  poor.  Jos^  Maria  Nuncio — if  he  had  anything  it  must  have  been 
only  a  few  hundred  dollars.  Louis  Muzquiz  was  very  poor.  He  claims  $51,000. 
Jesus  Almendares  claims  $156,000.  I  knew  all  the  merchants  there,  and  almost  all 
wlio  traded  there  and  who  frequently  came  over  to  buy  goods.  If  he  had  any  stock  of 
goods  or  value  I  would  have  known  it.  He  had  none  to  my  knowledge.  Pedro  Gon- 
zalez claims  $83,000.  He  was  a  cartman,  and  I  have  occasionally  employed  him  as  a 
servant  and  escort.  I  paid  him  a  dollar  a  day,  and  took  him  with  me  about  that  time 
or  the  year  previous.  I  see  several  others  in  the  list  situated  in  the  same  way,  and 
who  make  claims  for  large  amouuts  which  they  never  owned.  I  have  already  stated 
that  the  town  was  inhabited  by  poor  people,  and  any  man  who  had  a  few  thousand 
dollars  was  looktMl  ujion  as  rich  or  in  gooil  circumstances.  The  claims  are  for  amounts 
which  are  grossly  exaggerated.  Felipe  de  la  Garza  was  perhaps  the  best  off  in  the 
t(»wn.  The  owner  of  the  store  he  was  in  was  Jesus  de  la  Garza,  his  father.  That  store 
was  robbed  to  some  extent*;  I  do  not  know  to  what  extent.  He  could  not  have  lost 
more  than  $2,000.  I  am  forty-three  years  of  age,  and  am  a  merchant  in  this  city, 
where  I  have  resided  now  five  years.

Deposition  of  Adolfo  Duclos. 

The  said  Adolfo  Duclos,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  by  birth  a 
Prenchman,  a  merchant  by  profession,  forty-five  years  of  age,  now  a  resident  of  the 
city  of  Monterey,  where  I  am  established  in  business,  and  was  formerly  a  resident  uf 
Eagle  Pass,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  and  during  my  said  residence  there  the  occurrence 
to  which  this  dei>o8ition  relates  took  place,  I  being  present  at  the  time.  I  know  the 
village  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  was  well  acquainted  with  the  condition  and  circnm- 
stances  of  all  of  its  inhabitants  at  the  time  of  the  raid  of  filibusters,  under  Callahau 
and  Henry,  from  Texas,  took  place.  I  know  that  nearly  all  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
village  were  of  the  poorest  class  of  Mexicans,  living  in  huts  built  of  pickets  stuck  into 
the  ground,  with  grass  roofs,  and  withoiit  windows  or  floors;  and  that  all  their  pn>p- 
erty  was  of  little  value,  and  in  keeping  with  the  character  of  their  houses.  %t  the 
time  referred  to  there  were  three  or  four  houses  of  a  better  class,  but  none  of  the  in- 
habitants could  bo  considered  rich.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  whole  villa^^e. 
including  lots,  houses,  and  the  personal  property  of  the  inhabitants,  could,  in  l^oTt. 
have  been  bought  for  less  than  $20,000,  the  village  being  at  the  time  one  of  the  mo>t 
insignificant  of  the  small  towns  of  the  state  of  Coahuila.  I  know,  from  personal  obser- 
vation, what  articles  were  stolen  by  the  filibusters,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  they  wonlJ 
not  amount,  in  actual  value,  to  ^1,000.  I  know  this,  also,  from  the  fact  that,  owin« 
to  the  poverty  of  the  bulk  of  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras,  there  conld  not  ha>f 
been  a  robbery  of  a  large  amount  of  property  or  money.  I  know,  also,  from  havinj: 
seen  the  houses  which  were  bunied,  that  not  over  a  half  dozen  were  so  destroyed,  ainl 
the  most  of  them  jaoaleSj  of  very  little  value,  worth,  say,  f25  to  $50  each.  I  have  read 
what  is  written  above,  and  here  confirm  it.

Depoaition  of  Florencio  Canales. 

[Translation.] 

The  said  Plorencio  Canalks,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  say-s,  in  the 
Spanish  langnage,  since  ho  does  not  speak  English  :  I  am  a  native  of  Lampasas,  io 
the  state  of  New  Leon,  seventy  years  of  age,  now  and  since  the  annexation  of  the  Rt- 
public  of  Texas  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the  North,  I  living  then  in  Old  Lare<ln. 
on  the  Rio  Grande.  I  am  a  butcher  by  occupation.  I  came  to  Fort  Duncan,  or,  that 
is,  Eagle  Pass,  when  it  was  established,  and  since  then  I  have  lived  here.  I  was  b«n^ 
in  the  year  1855,  and  at  the  moment  when  the  attack  occurred  by  the  volonteers  of 
Callahan  and  Henry  on  the  colony  of  Piedras  Negras.  I  witnessed  that  baming.  and 
saw  that  all  the  cabins  there  were  burned.  Four  days  after  that  occurrence  I  crossM 
to  the  other  side  of  the  river  and  saw  the  remains  of  the  colony.  All  was  bnmed.  The 
day  after  the  fire  the  volunteers  who  had  burned  the  colony  came  to  this  side.  I  knew 
many  of  the  residents  of  Piedras  Negras.    I  can  mention  th«bgreater  part  of  them  and 
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those  who  had  some  property.  Tliey  were  poor  people  who  lived  by  their  labor.  They 
had  their  carts  and  oxen,  some  shops  with  bottles  of  liquors.  The  strongest  house 
was  that  of  Jesns  de  la  Garza.  He  might  have  had,  in  njy  opinion,  $2,000.  No  other 
resident  had  so  much.  Tbi*re  were  some  who  had  §500  or  perhaps  even  as  mnch  as 
}?1,000  in  every  kind  of  property  juid  goods.  But  the  greater  part  did  not  have  such 
amounts.  The  majority  wt*re  poor  people,  and  they  had  $200,  $300,  or  ^400  in  all. 
Luciano  de  la  Cerda  might  have  had  $600  in  all,  and  he,  after  Jesus  de  la  Garza,  was 
one  of  those  who  had  most.

Deposition  of  Ramon  Pcralea, 

[TroQMlation.] 

The  said  Ramon  Perales,  being  first  duly  sworn  according  to  law,  deposes  and  says, 
in  the  Spanish  language :  I  am  a  native  of  San  Buena  Ventura,  fifiy-eight  years  of  age, 
maiTied,  and  a  merchant.  In  the  year  lo55  T  was  in  Piedras  Negras  tisa  contractor 
and  merchant,  and  in  the  month  of  October,  in  the  same  year,  I  witnessed  the  attack 
made  by  Texas  volunteers,  under  the  ordei*s  of  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  on  that 
town,  and  I  know  the  ruin  they  committed  there.  They  burned  some  cabins  with 
corn — say  thirty  or  forty  huts — which  might  be  worth  $50  each.  I  had  a  hut  at  that 
time  which  was  wortli  some  $40.  There  were,  perhaps,  one  hundred  families,  with 
live  hundred  individuals,  all  poor.  Some  individuals  possessed  $1,000  or  $1,500  at  most ; 
they  were  the  richest.  The  majority,  being  poor  people,  did  not  have  in  this  class  (any) 
who  had  more  than  $200,  $;}00,  or  $400.  It  was  a  new  town,  recently  established,  and 
composed  of  families  who  had  come  from  Presidio  de  Kio  Grande,  San  Fernando,  and 
other  towns  of  the  district.  Being  in  Nava,  twelve  leagues  from  iiere,  Luis  Muzquiz 
came  from  Piedras  Negras  to  find  me,  in  order  that  I  might  come  to  make  a  deposition, 
and  give  my  testimony  about  the  claims  which  were  being  made  up  in  Piedras  Negras, 
in  order  to  present  them  in  Washington  in  favor  of  the  residents  in  this  town.  I  went 
to  Piedras  Negras  and  made  the  deposition  in  the  house  of  Luis  Muzqniz.  He  asked 
me  how  much  I  had  lost  in  the  attack,  and  I  answered  him  that  the  total  value  might 
reaeh  $dOO.  He  replied  that  I  ought  to  claim  much  more,  since  they  had  outraged  my 
person  and  had  caused  me  considerable  damage  and  injury.  I  said  to  him  thab  it  was 
true,  but  that  I  did  not  propose  now  to  demand  this  in  account,  aud  that  the  trujB 
value  4f  what  they  had  taken  from  me  was  as  just  stated,  8<mie  $800.  Don  Luis  re- 
plied that  the  residents  of  Piedras  Negras  had  agreed  to  make  up  and  present  their 
claims  in  Washington  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  aud  to  this  end 
they  had  to  Incur  much  expense  in  making  up  the  expedienteSj  and  to  secure  the  de- 
livery of  the  money,  which  would  bo  on  shares,  that  is  to  say,  half  for  me  and  the 
other  half  for  him  and  the  others  who  commenced  the  business ;  that  so  all  the  others 
had  agreed;  and  he  said  to  me  that  I  ought  to  say  $20,000.  I  answered  him  that  he 
might  place  the  amount  which  he  might  wish,  but  that  I  for  my  account  would  be 
satisfied  with  the  value  of  the  goods  which  I  had  lost.  He  said  to  me  that  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  was  very  powerful,  and  could  well  pay  the  sums  indi- 
cated, I  replied  to  him  that  this  might  well  be,  but  what  it  ought  to  pay  was  the 
value  of  the  things  which  the  resident-s  of  Piednis  Negras  had  lost;  that  this  was  just, 
and  that  I  did  not  wish  more.  I  have  seen  the  list  of  the  residents  who  claim  and  the 
amounts  demanded,  and  they  are  much  exaggerated,  Lorenzo  Guevara  is  a  resident 
of  Piedras  Negras.  All  that  he  hiid  at  that  time  did  not  exceed  $500.  He  ha<l  two  old 
carts  and  a  cabin,  two  little  oxen,  five  yokes,  and  he  had  recently  come ;  wagoner. 
Juan  Jos^  PatiQo  was  a  sub-contractor  with  the  quiu'temiaster  at  Fort  Duncan  ;  he 
w^as  a  wagoner ;  he  had  two  carts,  and  all  that  he  had  could  uot  exceed  $800,  and  he 
was  one  of  the  most  powerful  aud  rich  of  Piedras  Negras.  The  sums  which  claimants 
claim  are  much  exaggerated.  There  was  no  one  who  had  more  than  $2,000.  Maria 
J uana  Hernandez  might  have  had  $:W0  or  $400:  it  could  uot  be  more.  Victoriano 
Rodriguez  was  a  wagoner,  and  his  capital  aud  the  value  of  his  stock  did  not  exceed 
$400.  Maria  del  Kefugio  Menchaca  might  have  had  $200.  She  claims  $99,000.  For 
every  dollar  lost  they  put  down  as  much  a«  $1,000  of  reclamation,  saying  that  they  had 
to  cut  down  half,  and  after  that  leave  the  half  that  remained  for  expenses  and  com- 
missions. The  residents  of  Piedras  Negras  who  had  shops  or  stores  did  not  have  in 
their  stores  more  than  some  bottles  of  liquor,  leather,  shoes,  and  wares  of  little  value. 
When  the  town  was  formed  lots  were  given  to  all  who  wished  to  build  a  house,  because 
the  object  was  to  attract  population  from  the  other  towns,  and  the  people  whom  they 
might  expect  were  poor  and  could  not  pay  for  them.  Jos^  Olallo  Delgado  had  a  store, 
and  he  may  have  had  $1,000  in  all.  I  know  Antonia  Sauchez  de  Fernandez.  She  had 
a  little  shop  with  some  b^ittles  of  liquor,  aud  she  muy  have  had  $400,  with  her  cabin 
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and  all.  I  also  know  Domingo  Miguel ;  he  was  a  laborer  aud  could  uot  have  had  mon^ 
than  $300.  Juan  Flores  mij^t  have  had  $1,000  or  $1,200,  aud  he  was  one  of  the  mo^t 
powerful.  Gasper  Salazar  did  uot  have  more  than  $200  in  all.  Gregorio  Salinas  was  a 
silveramith  by  occupation.  .  In  the  colony  of  Piedros  Negras  he  had  nothing.  He  lived 
with  his  brother  in  San  Juan.  Those  who  charged  themselves  with  the  business  of 
making  up  the  expedientea  of  the  claims,  and  of  obtaining  testimony,  were  Mr.  Luis 
Muzquiz  and  an  American,  who  is  lame  aud  is  called  ^*  of  the  camels,"  because  he  had 
a  corral  with  camels,  in  Piedras  Ncgras.  Secuudino  Barbarosa  was  a  soldier  and  had 
been  a  laborer.  What  he  possessed  could  not  exceed  $200.  Luis  Muzquiz  did  not  have 
more  than  $1,000 ;  he  had  a  hut  and  bottles;  he  sold  liquor;  he  was  a  clerk.  Dolores 
Moya  did  not  have  $300.  In  my  judgment,  the  whole  value  of  all  the  property  and 
stock  which  was  stolen  and  destroyed  in  the  attack  do3s  not  exceed  $70,000.  I  am  at 
this  moment  resident  of  Navas  on  account  of  my  business,  and  I  am  passing  frequently 
from  Navas  to  Piedras  Negras.  I  have  always  lived  in  this  district  and  in  Piedra-J 
Ncgras  until  the  year  1 866-'(i7.  The  colony  of  Piedras  Negras  was  formed  a  little  whil«» 
after  the  camp  of  military  location  or  Fort  Duncan.  It  liad  no  existence  before.  I 
am  a  Mexican  citizen.

Deposition  of  Gregorio  Garza. 

[Translation.] 

The  said  Gregorio  Garza,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  aud  says:  I  am  a  native  of 
San  Nicolas  de  Hidalgo,  in  the  State  of  New  Leon,  and  since  eighteen  years  I  am  resi- 
dent of  Piedras  Negras,  forty-six  years  of  age,  and  farmer.  I  was  in  th«  town  of  Pits 
dras  Negras  in  1855,  and  during  the  whole  year,  and  in  the  month  in  which  the  attack 
and  buruiu;;  of  this  town  took  place,  at  the  hands  of  Texas  volunteers,  under  the  orders 
of  Callahan  aud  Heurj' ;  was  then  a  resident  of  Piedras  Negras  ;  had  a  house  coveretl 
with  hay  in  which  I  lived  at  that  time,  and  my  dwelling  was  burned  with  the  other* : 
there  were  then  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  one  hundred  aud  eighty  cabins  (hiiti^ 
belonging  to  the  residents  of  the  town,  aud  the  value  of  them  was  from  ^30  to  $80  each. 
Very  few  had  articles  of  value.  The  generality  of  the  residents  were  poor  i^eople. 
The  richest  among  the  inhabitants  did  not  have  more  than  $3,000  in  all,  and  the  geuer- 
nlity  much  less,  not  more  than  $tU)0  or  $400  in  value  of  furniture,  or  goods  which  they 
had.  All  that  I  lost  on  this  occasion  by  the  burning  did  not  exceed  $500.  I  know- 
Maria  Juana  Hernandez ;  what  she  could  have  lost  on  that  occasion  did  not^xreed 
$400  ;  she  was  poor.  I  know  Dimas  Sandoval.  Ho  did  uot  have  more  than  $^{00  in 
value.  Felipe  de  la  Garza  might  have  had  $800.  Lorenzo  Guevara  was  then  a  boy, 
living  with  his  mother.  Juan  Jos<S  Patifio  had  some  wagons,  (cart^s,)  and  lost  alMot 
$800.  He  was  one  of  the  wealthiest  (men)  there.  Santos  Ley  was  a  soldier,  and  fa^* 
might  have  lost  $300.  Guadalupe  Ramos  was  a  musician,  and  is  now,  aud  be  mi^ht 
have  lost,  perhaps,  as  much  as  $500.  Francisco  Gonzales  Reyes  was  poor ;  as  was  Mel- 
chora  Jiuieues.  They  have  placed  my  loss  at  $63,983.  I  have  already  stated  what  I 
lost.  The  I'xpedientcs  were  made  up  by  Luis  Muzquiz  and  others.  He  came  to  my 
house,  and  I  uot  being  there,  he  asked  my  wife  what  was  the  amount ;  she  replied 
that  she  was  not  competent  to  know  how  much  it  was.  Luis  Muzquiz  then  put  down 
the  sum  which  I  have  named,  and  he  did  th^  same  with  the  other  residents.  I  never 
signed  any  expedienie  or  declaration  of  my  loss.  I  was  never  at  the  house  of  the  judge, 
nor  at  the  court  for  the  purpose  of  giviug  testimony  on  this  subject.  I  believe  that  ho 
did  the  same  with  the  others,  aud  that  he  has  put  down  and  claimed  $H,000  or  $10,OM) 
in  favor  of  persous  who  did  not  lose  $100.  Jesns  Almeudares  and  Mariano  Agnirte 
claim  $126,290  and  $51,506,  and  they  did  not  lose  $100,  because  they  never  liad  it,  and 
neither  did  they  have  it  now.  Laciauo  Arredoudo  was  poor ;  he  had  uothing  more 
than  his  cabin  aud  furniture,  of  small  value.  There  was  not  then  more  than  six  stone 
houses  ;  almost  all  were  of  timber  and  covered  with  hay.  Secondiuo  Barbarosa  wa>  a 
soldier,  a  confirmed  drunkard ;  he  had  nothing.  Josd  Maria  Carbajal  was  a  soldier. 
Juan  Caceres  was  a  boy,  I  do  uot  know  who  Jesus  Cobos  is,  I  knew  almost  all  tbr 
residents  at  that  time.  Santos  Cervantes  was  poor ;  he  had  some  furniture  in  his 
house.  Rafael  Cespeda  was  a  soldier ;  he  was  poor.  Miguel  Cer\'era  was  a  cartwrigbt; 
he  might  have  lost  $600.  I  do  notkuow  Mauuel  Amarillo  Castro,  nor  Jos*?  Maria  Cortes, 
nor  Cruz  Cifuentes,  nor  Juan  Castro,  nor  Jos<S  Olallo  Delgado,  nor  Rosa  Elquezabal.uor 
Manuel  Ehinezabal,  nor  Gertrudes  Floras.  Jesus  Flores  was  a  peasant ;  he  was  fKior. 
Antonio  Flores  Salinas  was  a  boy.  Juan  Flores,  the  same.  Jesus  Frias  was  a  soldier. 
Rafael  Flores,  soldier.  Gregorio  Gonzalez  was  then  a  poor  baker,  and  he  had  no  hoose. 
Albino  Guevara  was  poor ;  he  never  had  here  the  occupation  of  hat-maker.  Anastasio 
Gonzalez  was  also  poor ;  he  claims  $57,339 ;  he  did  not  have  ^200.  I  say  the  same  of  Dio- 
nisio  Gonzalez,  and  of  Francisco  Gueda,  and  of  Francisco  Gonudez.  Maximo  GaieU  irad« 
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• 
soldier.  Jeans  Maria  Hcrrora,  a  smith,  claims  $415,350,  and  he  could  not  have  had  $500. 
Clemente  Herrera  claims  $72,688 ;  this  would  be  on  behalf  of  his  father,  Theodore,  and 
be  might  have  had  $600  or  $i:^00.  Eufemia  Hernandez  was  poor ;  she  claims  $44,500 ; 
she  might  have  lojst  $500.  Jos^  Jimenes  was  a  poor  man.  Juaua  Lougoria  was  then  a 
girl ;  slie  claims  perhaps  on  account  of  her  parents.  They  were  also  poor,  and  they 
could  not  have  lost  more  than  $400.  Jesus  Losoya  was  poor.  Severo  de  Lnna  was 
also  a  poor  man.  Marcelino  Lopez,  the  same.  Cresceneiana  Martinez  was  poor.  An- 
tonio Montez  was  a  musician,  and  poor.  Luis  Muzquiz  claims  $51,797.  I  believe  that 
be  was  not  in  the  town  then.  He  was  the  one  who  made  up  the  eipedientes,  I  be- 
lieve that  he  has  nothing  now.  He  is  a  bad  man.  He  was  a  prisoner  in  Saragosa,  (San 
F'emandez,)  and  broke  jail  and  escaped.  Jos^  Maria  Nuncio  was  poor.  Julian  Ortiz 
is  a  guard  now  ;  ho  wjis  not  in  Piedras  Negras  then.  Guadalupe  Olvera  is  poor.  No- 
nato  PatiHo  the  same,  and  Jesus  Pineda,  and  Miguel  Patiilo,  and  Francisco  Quintero, 
and  Simon  Rodriguez.  Manuel  Rodriguez  had  a  little  shop,  and  might  have  lost  some 
^?^00.  Julian  Rodriguez  was  a  soldier,  poor,  and  Jesus  Ramon  the  same.  Rosalia  Rod- 
riguez might  have  lost  $500.  Jos^  Maria  Rodriguez  was  a  poor  man  ;  the  same  was 
Antonio  Ramirez,  carpenter.  Ramon  Rodriguez  might  have  lost  $800.  Catarino 
Rioa  was  a  poor  man ;  the  same  was  Leonardo  Rodriguez.  Eleno  Rodriguez  claims 
$52,196;  he  is  son  of  Ramon  Rodriguez,  who  claims  $65,350.  At  that  time  Eleno 
Rodriguez  was  a  minor,  and  he  had  nothing.  Dolores  Salinas  is  a  poor  woman ;  the  same 
is  Francisca  Zulaica.  Domingo  San  Miguel  was  ensign  of  a  company  of  soldiers  at 
that  time ;  he  had  very  little  ;  he  was  poor.  Jesus  Salinas  was  corporal  of  the  com- 
pany; poor  also.  Gregorio  Salinas,  silversmith,  had  very  little.  Gaspar  Salazar 
was  poor.  Vicente  do  los  Siiutos  was  sergeant  of  a  company  of  soldiers;  poor. 
Videlia  de  la  Serda  was  poor;  he  was  a  boy  then.  Maria  de  la  Luz  Salazar  was  the 
wife  of  a  corporal  of  tlie  company ;  she  claims  $43,871 ;  she  might  have  had  $300. 
Margarito  Teposte,  soldier,  and  poor.  Casimiro  Trejo  was  corporal  of  the  company, 
aud  poor.  Pedro  Vabules  was  a  poor  man,  and  so  was  Estanislao  Valades,  and  his 
"brother  Silverio  Valades,  peasants  aud  laborers.  Onofre  ViHareal  was  the  wife  of 
Captain  Jos^  Maria  Saiz,  aud  had  one  of  the  best  houses;  she  was  among  the  wealthiest 
people  there.  I  have  seen  her  manifest,  or  list  of  the  things  which  she  lost,  and  it 
does  not  reach  $2,000,  and  she  claims  $113,736.50.  Trinidad  Vasquez  was  sergeant  of 
the  company  of  soldiers,  and  poor.  Bernardo  Valdes  is  now  boatman,  (on  the  Rio 
Grande.)  and  claims,  witlioiit  doubt,  on  account  of  his  parents,  because  he  was  under 
age  then.  Cecilio  Vara  was  a  poor  man ;  tlie  same  w.a8  Miguel  ViHareal.  Nicanor 
Valdez,  poor  man.  Angel  Yturriaga  was  a  soldier,  aud  poor.  There  are  some  names 
ill  the  liht  which  I  do  not  recognize,  and  I  do  not  know  that  they  were  there  at  that 
time.  Tlie  sums  which  they  claim  are  very  extravagant,  (or  exaggerated.)  They 
could  4pt  have  had,  nor  could  they  have  lost,  such  au  amount.  There  are  claimants 
who  then  were  not  in  Piedras  Negras.

I^irat  depoHition  of  IViUiam  Sihuchardt,  United  Slates  commercial  agent  at  Piedras  Xegras. 

The  said  William  Sc'iu'ciiardt^  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  a 
citizen  (naturalized)  of  the  United  Stales,  thirty-nine  years  of  age,  now  temporarily 
resident  in  Piedras  Negras,  where  I  am  commercial  agent  of  the  United  States.  I  have 
resided  in  Piedras  Negras  since  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1HG3.  I  am  well  acquainted 
with  Ramon  Perales,  who  has  made  a  deposition  before  Albert  Tiirpe,  notary  public, 
tbiij  day,  and  intended  to  be  used  before  the  mixed  commission  between  the  United 
States  and  Mexico,  and  now  sitting  at  Washington,  in  the  matter  of  various  claims  of 
ilexicau  citizens  against  the  United  States,  and  especially  in  favor  of  certain  claimants 
because  of  the  destruction  of  a  part  of  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras  in  1855.  I  have 
known  Mr.  Perales  since  1867.  He  is  a  man  of  integrity  of  character,  honest  and 
worthy  of  credit  and  belief.  Such  is  his  general  reputation.  I  have  seen  the  list  of 
the  claimants  against  the  United  States  for  the  destruction  aifd  robbery  of  their 
bouses  and  pillage  of  tln'ir  property  in  Piedras  Negras  by  the  raiders  under  Caillahan 
and  Henry  in  IK'.'),  and  am  acquainted  with  a  good  many  of  them.  The  claims  are  all 
lor  extravagant  amounts.  None  of  them  ever  had  any  such  amount  of  property.  It 
is  notorious  that  the  amonnts  claimed  are  inflated  and  very  extravagant.  1  have 
frequently  conversed  with  those  who  allege  that  they  lost  their  i)roperty  and  all  they 
had  on  that  occasion,  and  I  know  their  present  conditions  and  occupations,  and,  judging 
from  their  own  deelaratioim  of  the  articles  they  then  iiossessed,  and  which  were  taken 
fnmi  them,  I  should  jud«;e  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  property  d«)stroyed  and  taken 
at  that  time  and  on  that  occasion  could  not  exceed,  in  all,  $50,000.  Ramon  Perales 
was  one  of  those  wh(»  lost  property  on  that  occasion,  and,  as  he  states  in  his  deposition, 
he  desired  to  make  claim  lor  about  $H0O ;  and  any  larger  amount  than  that  is  an  ex- 
aggeration, made  for  the  purposes  he  has  stated,  and  not  with  his  consent ;  and  from 
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that  may  be  judged  the  exaggeration  in  other  cases,  in  all  of  tbem,  for  they  are  all 
well  known  in  Piedras  Negras  to  be  exaggerated,  and  so  stated  openly  to  be  exagger- 
ated, with  the  expectation  that  they  will  be  cut  down  at  le^st  one-half  or  more;  antl 
of  the  sums  that  may  be  awarded  but  a  portion  will  reach  the  claimants.  These  facts) 
are  notorious  in  Piedras  Negras.  and  of  general  reputation  and  notoriety.

The  said  William  Sciuxhardt,  being  first  dnly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  ara 
commercial  a^ent  of  the  United  States  at  Piedras  Negras,  in  Mexico,  opposite  to  Eagle 
Pass,  and  resident  there  since  1863.  I  am  well  acquainted  with  Gregorio  Garza,' of 
Piedras  Negras,  who  hsis  made  deposition  before  Albert  Tiirpe,  notary  pnblic  in  this 
place,  on  the  I5th  day  of  February,  and  who,  rffter  the  same  was  taken  down  by  me 
and  read  to  him  by  me,  signed  (marked)  said  deposition.  He  is  entirely  worthy  of 
credit,  and  his  general  reputation  is  that  of  an  honest  and  reliable  man.  I  ha\Vfor 
several  years  had  occasion  to  employ  him,  from  time  to  time,  on  business  of  iraportaDc<?, 
and  requiring  a  man  of  confidence  and  integrity,  and  have  always  found  him  correct 
and  truthful.  Such  is  his  general  reputation  in  Piedras  Negras,  where  he  has  resided 
for  a  long  time.  I  am  acquainted  also  with  many  of  the  persons  mentioned  by  him  as 
inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras,  who  are  among  the  claimants  for  the  destrnctioo  oi 
their  property  in  that  town  in  1855,  and  his  statements  there  made,  both  as  to  tbt*m 
and  as  to  the  mode  of  preparing  and  presenting  the  expedientes  or  docnraents  in  snp- 
X)ort  of  his  and  other  claims  by  Luis  Muzquiz  and  others,  are  true.  I  am  acquainteil 
also  with  Luis  Muzquiz,  and  his  character  and  reputation  are  not  good,  and  the  state- 
ment of  Gregorio  Garza  in  relation  to  him  is  true.  The  agents  of  the  claimautii  in 
Piedras  Negras,  Bethel  Coopwood  and  William  Stone,  came  to  me  and  propositi  to  pay 
me  the  fees  for  my  official  certificates  to  the  seal  and  signature  of  the  judge  Wforp 
whom  the  expedientes  or  testimony  in  support  of  those  claims  was  taken — sbonkl  be 
paid  on  condition  that  the  claims  were  successful.  I  refused,  stating  that  for  every 
certificate  and  fee  I  had. to  render  account,  and  I  could  make  no  such  stipulation.

Deposition  of  Mamon  Perdles, 
fXraiiBlation.] 

The  said  Ramon  Perales,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  am  a 
Mexican  citizen  and  resident  of  Nava,  and  I  ara  about  fifty-eight  years  of  age,  and 
merchant  and  laborer  by  occupation.  I  was  a  resident  of  Piedras  Negras  at  tbe 
time  that  this  town  was  destoyed  by  Texas  forces,  under  the  command  of  Callahan 
and  Henry,  and  I  lost  by  said  destruction  property  of  some  value.  The  past  year  Luis 
Muzquiz  sent  for  me.  in  order  that  I  might  make  my  claim  through  him,  as  my  ageut. 
I  gave  him  a  deposition  (statement)  of  what  I  had  in  reality  lost,  and  I  never  expected 
that  they  would  pay  me  more  than  what  I  had  lost,  aud  if  they  paid  me  what  1  have 
lost  I  would  be  satisfied.  I  signed  a  power  of  attorney,  in  order  that  Luis  Muzquiz 
might  act  as  my  attorney  in  this  business,  but  they  never  asked  me  to  make  depoi^i- 
tions  concerning  what  other  residents  had  lost  by  the  same  cause,  and  I  never  made  a 
deposition,  nor  subscribed  any  document  or  expediente  with  respect  to  persons  or  lo*«3 
which  they  sustained  by  the  destruction  of  Piedras  Negras  by  Texans  in  1855.  I  know 
Trinidad  Vazquez.  I  know  Pedro  Gonzalez  and  Domingo  San  Mignel.  I  do  not  knov 
Albino  Guevara;  at  least,  I  do  not  recollect  him.  I  have  not  ^n  a  witness  in  the 
expediente  of  Pedro  Gonzalez,  nor  of  Albino  Guevara,  nor  of  Trinidad  Vazquez,  nor  of 
Domingo  San  Miguel,  and  of  no  other  person,  and  if  Luis  Muzquiz  or  other  agents  have 
placed  me  (my  name)  in  the  expedient's  of  the  above  mentioned  persons,  or  of  any  other 
person  what8oevcr,,these  agents  have  committed  a  fraud  by  using  my  signature.  I 
believe  that  many  persons  have  made  claims  for  losses  who  were  not  in  the  town  at 
that  time.  I  knew  Marcelino  Lopez ;  he  was  very  poor ;  he  had  a  cabin,  aud  worked 
with  a  little  cart.  I  knew  Secondiuo  Barbarosa;  he  was  very  poor  and  was  a  retired 
soldier,  and  he  did  not  have  more  than  one  cabin.  The  same  was  Jesus  Frias ;  be  v'as 
building  a  cabin,  and  did  not  have  anythin*^  more.  I  knew  Trinidad  Vazquez;  he  did 
not  have  anything  but  a  cabin,  and  sold  chickens  and  vegetables;  he  was  very  poi>r.

The  Joint  Commission  of  the  United  Statks  and  Mkxioo. — ^The  coiuiniasionen« 
aonoonced  yesterday  their  decision  disnofiing  of  the  claas  of  cases  known  aa  the  PiedrsA 
Negras  claims,  some"  one  hundred  ami  ninety  in  number,  against  the  United  States, 
arising  out  of  the  sacking  of  the  Mexican  town  of  Piedras  Negras  by  two  companies  of 
Texas  militia  in  October,  1855.  An  award  of  $50,000  is  made  in  favor  of  the  Mexican 
Qoyemment,  to  be  by  that  Government  distributed  among  one  hnndred  and  fifty  of 
the  claimants,  as  named  in  a  list  prepared  by  the  commissioners,  or  snch  of  them  tx 
may  be  found  meritorious ;  while  tne  demands  of  forty  of  the  claimants,  as  named  by 
the  commissioners,  are  rejected  outright. 

Additional  evidence  being  offered,  ooth  for  the  claimants'  and  defendants'  govern- 
ments, it  was  announced  by  the  commissioners  that,  under  the  operation  of  the  order 
closing  all  cases  on  the  1st  of  April,  they  would  decline  to  receive  evidence,  except  for 
substantial  cause  shown  in  each  case,  accompanied  by  satisfactory  explanation  of  tb<' 
delay  in  offering  it.  For  want  of  this  explanation,  they  declined  to  receive  the  evi- 
denoe  offered  in  several  cases. 

The  large  class  of  cases  against  the  United  States  known  as  the  ^*  Indian  depredation 
saosa^  was  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  commtnloners  upon  tlie  legal  poioU 
involved. 
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
